AAGARD, Nicbolaa and CluiMisn, brathers, 
bom at Wibuig, in Denmark, the eldest, distin* 
fuiehed for tlie acutenea of bie philosopliical 
writinga, died 1657 ; the otlter known for bis 
poetical talents, died 1664. 

AALAM, an astrologer of the ninth century, 
at the court of Adado Daula. 

AALST, Everard, a dutch painter, whose 

{ieces were highly valued, was bom at Oslft, 
602, and died in 1658. 

AARON, elder brother of Moses, of the tribe 
of Levi, bom A. M. S434 ; fae was the flrlenA utd 
Ifae assistant of Moses, was happily gifted with 
Uio powers of tioqueaoe, a^d became the fint 
high-priest among the Hebrews. He died in his 
lS9dyear. 

AARON, Rasehid, a eattpb of the AbaaHdes, 
distinguished hy his eonquests and tlie eocentri- 
flity of his character, died A. D. 809, in the 83d 
year of his rekn. 

AARON, Bchaseov, a rabbi of Thessaloaica, 
cdebraled ror hiswiitings. 

AARONj a British saint, put to death with his 
brother Juhus, during IHoeiescian*8 persecution 
of the Christians. 

AARON, a presbyter and piiysician of Alex- 
■odiia, in tlw eighth century ; be wrote 30 books 
on medicine in tlie Syriac language, and is the 
Srst author who makes mention of the small pox 
and meades, d is e as es which were introdu<»d 
into Egypt from Arabia, about 640. 

AARON, H9riscon, a Caraite rabbi who was 
Icnown as pfajrsician at Constantinople in 1294 ; 
and wrote a learned commentary on the penta- 
touch, Hebrew grammar, 4tc. 

AARON, Hacharoa or Posterior, anotberi 
learned Rabbi, bom in 1346 ; he wrote on the 
law of Moses, the customs of his nation, and a 
treatise entitled the Garden of Eden. 

AARON, Isaac, an imerpreter of languages 
It Constantinople under the Comenl. 

AARON, Ben Chaim,the chief of the Jewteb 
Synagogue, at Fez and Morocco, in the begin- 
ning of the 17th century; he wrote ecnnmenta- 
ries OB Joshua, the La«r, the ftopbets, Ace. 

AARON, Ben-aser, a learned rabbi in the 5th 
eaitury, to whom the invention of the Hebrew 
points and accents is attributed; he wrote a 
Hebrew grammar, printed 1515. 

AARON, a Levlte of Barcelona, wrote 613 
precepts on Moses, printed at Venice, 15S3; be 
died 1392. 

AARSENS, Francis, lord of SomeMyck and 
Elpyck, one of the greatest ministers for negotia- 
tion that the United Provinces of Holland have 
at any time possessed. He was the first person 
ever recogiused as Dutch ambassador by th« 
nench court: the first of three extraordinary 
ambaandors sent to Ihigland in 1680; and the 
second in 1641, who were to treat about the mar- 
riage of prlnea WaUam, son to the prince of 
'"' Aaisvns diod at an advancoa age ; he 



left behind him veiy accurate and iodicious me» 
moirsof all the embusies in whicn he was on- 
ployed. 

AARSENS. or AERSENS, Peter, caUed by 
the Italians Pictro Longo, from his taUnea,* 
celebrated painter, bora at Amsterdam in 1519 
He excelled very particularlv in painting a 
kitchen ; but an altarpieceof his, viz. a crucifix, 
representing an executioner breaidng with an 
iron bar the legs of the thieves, 4bc. was prodi- 
giously admired. This noble piece was destroyed 
bf the rabMe In the time of the insurrection, 
1566. He afterwards complained of this to the 
populace in terms of such severity, that more 
than once tbey were going to murder him. He 
died hi 1585. 

AART6EN, or AERTGEN, a painter of 
merit, bora at Leyden in 1498. It was a custom 
with this painter never to work on Mondays, 
but to devote that day with his disciples to the 
bottle. He used to stroll about the streets in the 
night, playing on the German flute ; and in one 
of these nolics was drowned in 1564. 

ABA, brother-in-law to Stephen, the int 
Christian king of Hungary ; disgraced himself 
bv his cruelties ; was conquered in battle by the 
Emperor Henry HI j and was sacrificed to the 
resentment of his ofiended subjects. 1044. 

AB AFFI, Michael, sonof a magistrate of Her> 
manstad, rose by his abilities and intrigues, to 
die sovereiflfnty of Transylvania, in 1661. 

ABACA,'or ABAKA,akingof Tartary, con- 
quered Persia, and proved a powerful and formi> 
dable neighbour to the Christians at Jerusalem, 
died 1383. 

ABANO, vid. Apono. 

AB ARIS, a Scythian philosopher, the history 
of whose adventures, mentioned by Herodotus 
and others, appears more fabulous than au- 
thentic. 

ABAS, Schafa, seventh king of Persia, was 
brave and active ; he took eo^intly with the 
Ensrlish forces, 1023, the Island of Ormus, which 
had been In the possession of the Portuguese 122 
years ; he died 1639 in the 44th year of his reign. 

ABAS, Schah, the great grandson of the pre- 
ceding, succeeded his father in 1642, in liis 13th 
year ; he patronised the Christians, and was dii^ 
tinguished for his benevolence and liberality ; he 
died Sept. 25, 1666. 

A BASS A, an officer who revolted against 
Mustapha I. emperor of the Turks, and after- 
wards was employed against the Poles, 1634, at 
the head of 60,000 men. The cowardice of hia 
troops robbed him of & victory, and he was 
strangled by order of the Sultan. 

ABASSA, a sister of Aaron Rasehid, whose 
hand was bestowed by her brother on Giafer: 
her husband was sacrificed by the tyrant, ana 
she was reduced to poverty. 

ABASSON. an impostor, who, under the 
character of the grandson of Abas the great, ob- 
tained the patronasc of the court of France and 
of the grand seignior, by wht»se onler he was at 
last beheaded. 
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ABATS, Andrew, a painter of fruit and etill 
life, bora at Naples, was employed by the king 
of Spain, and died in 1732. 

ABAUZrr, Fimiin, bom at Uzes, 11th Nov 
1G79, fled from tlie persecution which attended 
his parents on account of their profession of 
protestantism}' and retired to Cteneva, became 
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threw him into a deep melancholy ; he ever a^ 
rerwards kept a monthly fast on Tuesday, th« 
day on which this fatal mischance happened^ 
land settled an annuity of 202. on the widow.

ABBADIE, James, an eminent Protestant di- 
vine, and dean of Rilaloe, born at Nay, inBeme, 
ii ;he year 1054 (or, according to some accounts, 
in. 1658,) died in the parish of Maiy-la-boraie, 
in liondon, 1727. The chief of this author's 
works was, '* Trait6 de la Verit6 de la Beligion 
Chr^tienne; Rotterdam, 1684.'* Tliis has gone 
through several editions, and is perhaps the best 
book ever published on that subject. 

ABAS, Halli, a physician, and one of the 
l^ersian magi, who followed the doctrines of 
Zoroaster; be wrote A. D. 960, a book called 
a royal work, which was translated into Latin 
by Steplien of Antioch, 1127, and is now extant. 

ABBAS, the uncle of Mahomet, opposed the 
ambitious views of the impostor ; but when de- 
feated in the battle of Bedr, was reconciled to 
his nephew, embraced liis religion, and thanlced 
heaven for the prosperity and the grace he ear- 
Joyed as a mussiUman. Be died in the 32d year 
of the hegira. 

ABBASSA, vid. Abassa. • 

ABBATEGIO, Marian d*, an ecdesiastie of 
the 14th century, who rose by his abilities to be 
governor of AquiUu 

ABBATISSA, Paul, a famous Sicilian poet, 
bom at Messina, 1570. He translated into Italian 
verse Homer's Iliad and Odyssey, and Ovid's 
Metamorphoses. 

ABBIATI, Philip, a historical painter, boro 
at Milan 1640, died 1715. 

ABBON, a monk of St. Germain des Pr^, 
who was present at the siege of Paris by the 
Normans, at the close of the 9th century; he 
wrote an account of this event in 1200 verses, 
in execrable Latm, which was edited by Du- 
plessis, 1753. 

ABBON, de Fleury, an ecclesiastic of Or- 
leans, who became abbot of Fleury, supported 
the rights of the monastic order against uie in- 
trusions of the bishops. He was killed in a 
quarrel between theVVench and Gascons, 1004. 

ABBOT, Hull, a respectable minister of 
Charlestown, Massachusetts, published several 
sermons, died 1783, aged 80. 

ABBOT, George, archbishop of Canterbury, 
bom 1562, at Guildford, in Surry. In 1604 that 
translation of the Bible now in use was begun by 
the direction of king James, and Dr. Abbot was 
t)ie second of eight divines of Oxford, to whom 
the care cif traiislatiBS the whole New Testa- 
ment (exoepthig the liiristles) was ccHnmitted. 
On April 5, 1619, Sir Nicholas Kempe laid the 
first stone of the hospital at GuiIdA>rd. The 
archbishop, who was present, afterwards en- 
dowed it with lands to the value of 3001. per 
ana. The archbishop, hfAag in a declining state 
of health, used in the summer to go to Hamp- 
shire for the sake of recreation ; and being in- 
vited by lord Zouch to hunt in his park at Bran- 
zill, h^ met there with the greatest misfortune 
that ever befell him ; for he accidentally killed 
his Jordship*s keeper, by an arrow from a cross- 
bow, which he shot at a deer This accident

His eloquence as a preacher re- 
commended him to further patronage', he wot 
appointed chaplain to the kuig, and regius pro- 
fessor of divinity at Oxford. He was const«* 
crated bishop of Salisbury, 1615, and died Mar. 
2, 1617, in his flSth year. His writings were 
principally controvrsial. 

ABBT, Thomas, the Geman translator of 
SallttBt, and the admired Author of a treatise 
" On merit,*' and of another, " Of dvtngfor one's 
country,'* was bom atUtan, and died at Bucke- 
berg, 1766, aged 88. 

ABDALCADER, a Persian who was greatly 
revered by the mussaHmansfbr his learning, his 
piety, and the sanctity of his manners. 

ABDALLAH, father of Mahomet, was a 
{slave, and a driver of camels. ^ 

ABDALLAH, son of Zobair, was proclaimed 
Icalipb of Mecca and Medina, after the expulsion 
of Yesid. After enjoying tlie sovereignty for 
four yeavs, be was besieged to Mecca, by the 
successor of Yesid in Syria, and Mcrificed to 
the ambition of his rival, 738. 

ABDALLAH, son of Yesid, cdebrated as a 
mussuhnan lawyer in the 7tli eeneaiy. 

ABDALLAH, son of Abbas, endeavoured 
to raise his family on the ruinsof the Ommiadet; 
he was defeated by bu rivals, who, afterwards, 
nretending to be reconciled, perfidiously mur- 
dered him, 754. 

ABDALMALEK, sen of Marvan, was 5tb 
caliph of the Ommiades, and began to reign, (S0S. 
He was called Abulzebab, because bis breath 
was so ofl!ensive that it killed the very flies that 
settied on his lips ; he reigned 21 years, and was 
succeeded by Valid, the eldest of his 16 ^ons. 

ABDALMALEK, the last of the caliphs of 
jthe race of the Samanido, was dethroned and 
murdered by Mahmood, 999. 

ABDALRAHMAN, or ABDERAMEB, vld 
Abderames* 

ABDAS, a bishop in Fersla, who, by incon 
iaiderately aboliiOiing a Pagan temple of the 
sun, excited the public indication agahist him- 
self and his religion. 

ABDEMELEK, king of Fez and Morocco, was 
Idethroned by his ne|riiiew, Mahomet ; but by ttie 
assistaace of troops, sent him lay the sultan 
Selim, defeated Sebastian, king of Portugal, 
who had landed in Africa to support the nairper. 
The two African monarchs mid Sebastian ieU 
{on the fieM, 1578. 

ABDERAMES, a cai&ph of the race of Om- 
miades, was invited into Spain by the Saracens^ 
He assumed the title of king of Coiduba, and 
the surname of just; he died, 790, after reigning 
32^ years. 

ABDERAMES, a Saracen general of the ca- 
liph Heschain, who, after eonqiMcittg Spate

A^DIAS, a native of Babylon, who iiretend- 
cd to be one of the 73 disciptes of oiir Saviour, 
wfote a legendary treatise, caUed Uistoria certa- 
uenis Apoetolici, which was edited and trans- 
lated into Latin, by Wolfgang Laxius, Basil, 
1571. 

ABDlSai, a patriarch of Assyria, who paid 
homage to PopePias IV. 1563, and extended the 
power of the Romish chiurch in the £ast. 

AfiOOLONYMUS, a Sidonian of the royal 
Aunily, placed on the thione by Alexander the 
Great. 

AB]>ON, a Panian, who suflbred martyrdom 
under the peisecutioa of Decius, 5250. 

ABDULMUMfiN. a man of obeoure origin, 
seised the crown of Mwocco, his death put a 
stop to his meditated invasion of Spain, 1156. 

AB«ri.IiF.T Gaapard, a native of Bmz, in 
Provence, bocn 1648, died at Paris. 171& 

ABJBILLBi 8ck>ioy brother of tae preceding, 
surgeon in the regmient of Picardy, died 1697. 

^£L, second son of Adam, was cruelly 
{aaiderea by his brother Cain. 

ABEL, king of Denmark, sen of Valdimar, 
IL usurped the throne 1350, and was killed in 
battle two years after. 

ABEL, Frederick Gottfried, a native of Hal< 
heratadt, abandoned divinity tor the punuit of 
medicine ; he died 17d4, aged 80. 

A BEL, Charles Fredoric, whosegreat musical 
■hiUty, both as composer and performer, was 
an honour to the age in wliich he lived. His 
lastraaentat performance, particularly on the 
Violdi Gamba, was much distinguished for its 
elegance and fine feeling. He died, at London, 
after three days' (deep, on the aoth of June, 1787. 

ABELA, John Francis, a commando: of the 
order of Malta, known by an exctilent work 
eaUied " Malta iUustrata,** in fol. 1617. 

ABELARD, Peter, one of the most celebrated 
doctors of the 13th century, was bom in the vii 
iige of Palais, in Brittany. That he might eiqoy 
•11 the sweets of life, he thought it necessary to 
have a nustreMs, and acoordingiy fixed his afiec> 
tioias «t Helolse. a niece of a canon at Vtaia. 
Be boarded ia this canon's house, whose name 
was Fttlbert; where, pretending to teach the 
young lady the sdenoes, he soon made love to 
his seluAar. Ahelaid now performed his public 
functions very coldly, and wrote nothinii| but 
avoroiiaverseB. fielolse, at length, being hkely 
to become amotbect Abalard sent her to asiirter 
of laa in Bcittangr, where die was d^vered of a 
son. TV> soften the canon's anger, he offered to] 
marry Heloise privately ; FuH^ot, however, was] 
better pfteased wifh ttda proposal than his niece, 
whOfftom a strange shigufatrity in her paarimi, 
chose ntius to be the nustreasthan the wife of 
Abelard. At length, however, she consented to 
aprivate maniage; but, even after this, wooM 
on some occasions affirm with an oath, that she 
wan siBl unmarried. Her husband thereupon 
aeat her to tbemonastery of A^gentenil ; where, 
at his desire, she put on a rdigioos habit, but not 
the veiL Hdoise's relatioas, looking upon this as 
a second piece ef treacheiy in Abelard, were 
tsaanoBted to sueh adegree of resentment, that 
ttsgF weAniAans, who forcing into his tdiam- 
berbynight,depiriv«lfaiaioflisiiMnheod. This 
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infamous treaiaaentforced Abelard to a ctolster, 
to conceal his confusion, and he put on the habit 
in the abbey of St. Denis. He afterwaids re- 
tired to a solitude in the diocese of Troyes. and 
there built an oratory, which he namea the 
Paradeie, where great numbers of pupihi re- 
sorted to Mm. Here agatai his suceeas excited 
that envy by which he had through life bera 
persecuted ; and having been several thnes in 
danger of his life, by pohon and other artific^is, 
he was at length received byPeter the Venerable 
into bis abbey of Glogni, in which sanctuary 
Abdard was treated with the utmost humanity 
and tenderness. At length, having become infirm 
from the prevalence of Um acurvy and other 
disorders, he was reauivea to the priory of St 
Marcellus, on tiie Saon, near Chalons, where 
he died, April 31, 1143, in the e3d year of hia 
a§e. Hia corpae waa aent to Heloise^ who de- 
posited it in the Paraclete^ 

ABELL, John, an English muaiciaa ia the 
chapel royal of Charlea a. celebrated for a fine 
oountnr-tMior voice, and for hto skill en the lute. 
He contiaued in the idiapel till the Bevolu- 
Unn, when te was diar.haiged as being a Papist. 
Upon thia he went abroad, and at Warsaw met 
with a very extraordia»rynMlveiitttre. Be waa 
seat for to court; but evading to go tqr some 
slight excuse, waa commanded to attend. At 
the palace, he wda aealed in a chair in the mid- 
dle of a apacioua hail, and auddenly drawn up to 
a great height, when the king, with Ua attend- 
ants, appeared in a gallery opnoaite to him. At 
the aame inatant a number ot wild bears were 
turned in, when the king bid him choose, 
whether he would sing, w be let down among 
the t>ears. Aboil chose the former, and declare 
afterwards, that he never sung so w^ in his life 

ABELI^, a female wiiler bom at Salerae, in 
the reign of Charlea of Aiyou. 

ABELLI, Lewia, aaatiTe of Voxin Francoia, 
who was made Bishop of Rhodes, ^ed at Paris 
1601, in his 88th year* 

ABENDANA, Jacob, a Spanish Jew, who 
died 1685, prefect of the Synagogue in Lcmdoa. 

ABEN^R A, Abrabaai, a Spmdah rabbi, anr- 
named the wiae, great, and admirable, died 1174, 
nged about 75. His comasentaries are highly 
valued. 

ABENGNEFIL, aa Arabian physician, of 
the 13th caotui7. 

ABENMELEK, a learned rabM, who wrotOk 
in Hebrew, a commentary on the Bible ; it was 
pubUsbed at Amatemlam, 1661, in folto^ 

ABSRC&OBCBIE, Jameav a nuyor general id 
the British army in Canada, in 1756 : he display- 
od a want of talenta, and was supeneded by 
general Amherst. 

ABERCROMBIE, John, a horticultural writer 
of much note. His first work was published un- 
der the titleof " Mawe's Gardener's Calendar ;'* 

I filtering reeeptioa of which led him to 
pursue his literary labours on pnrfies^nal sub- 
jects, to which he prefixed his own naane. He 
died atSomers' Town, in 1806, in the 80th year 
of hia age. 

ABEBCROMBY, Shr Ralph, a brave British 
general, bora in Scotland 1743, rec^ved his 
deatlt-wound (hke Wolfe) la the moment of a 
great victoiy over the Froich, wUhin four miles 
of Alexandria, in Egypt, March SI, 1801, and 
died on the S8th of the some month. 

ABERCROMBY, Thomas, M. D. a native of 
Foifar, became phyaieian to James U. by re- 
noundittgthe protestant religion; he died ITSMi 
lagndTOb

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ABERNETilY, John, an eminent dissenting 
minister, born at Colcraine, in Ireland, 1680 ; 
died at Dublin 1740. His best esteemed works 
are a set of sermons on the " Divine and Moral 
Attributes.*' 

ABGARUS, a king of Edessa, famous for the 
letter which he is said to have sent to our 
Bavioor, and for the answer he received. 

ABGILLTJS, son of the king of the Frisii, 
suniamed Prestcr John, was in the Holy land 
with Charlemagne. 

ABIATHAR, sun of Abimelech, was the high 
priest of the Jews, and the friend and fellow 
sufferer of David. 

ABIGAIL, wife of Nabal, married to David 
after Nabal's death, 1057, B. C. 

ABIJAH. son of Rehoboam, was king of Ju- 
dah afler his father, 958, B. C. 

ABIOSI, John, an Italian physician and as- 
tronomer, in the beginning of the 16th centurv. 
ABLANCOORT, vid. Perrot. 
ABLE, or ABEL, Thomas, a chaplain at the 
courtof Henry VIIL, was executed July 30, 1540. 
ABNER, son of Ner, was Saul's uncle, and 
his faithful general, and was perfidiously slain 
by Joab, 1048, B. C. 
ABOUBEKER, vid. Abubeker. 
ABOUGEHEL, one of the enemies of Ma- 
homet and his retisipn. 

ABOUHANIFAH, sumaroed Alnooman, a 
celebrated doctor among the mussulmans, bom 
in the 80th year of the hegira. 

ABOU-JOSEPH, a learned mussulman, ap- 
pointed supreme judge of Bagdat by the caliphs 
Uadi and Aaron Raschid. 

ABOULAINA, a musBuIman doctor, cele- 
brated for his wit. 

ABOU-LOLA, an Arabian poet, bom at Ma- 
ora in 973, became a brahmin, and died 1057. 

ABOU-NAVAS, an Arabian poet, whose 
merit was protected and encouraged at the court 
of Aaron Raschid. 

ABOU-RIH AN, a gcogmoher and astronomer, 
who employed 40 years of his life in travelling 
through India. 

ABRABANEL, Isaac, a Jew of Lisbon, em- 
ployed in offices of importance, by Apbonso V. 
of Portugal, fled into Spain, and from thence 
to Naples, then to Corfu, and at last to Venice, 
where he died, 1506, in his 7l8t year. 

ABRAHAM, the patriarch, was bom at Ur, 
la Cbaldea, A. M. 3004 ; he died in his 175th 
year. 

ABRAHAM, Nicholas, a learned Jesuit in 
Lorraine, was 17yeani divinity professor at Pont 
a Mousson, where he died, Sept. 7, 1655, in his 
66th year. 

ABRAHAM, Ben-choila, a Spanish rabbi, 
skilled in astrotogy, inophesied that the coming 
of tiie Messiah would be in l^SB. Died, 1303. 
ABRAHAM, Usque, a Jew of Portugal. He 
andertook, with Tobias Athias, to translate the 
Iribte into Spanish, in the 16th century. 

ABRAHAM, an emperor of the Moors of Afri- 
ca, in the 13th century, was dethroned by bis 
«ubjects,and hlscrown usuri»ed by Abdulmumen. 
ABROSI, John, an Italian physician. He 
wrote a dialogue on astrology, 4to. Venice, 1494. 
ABRUZZO, Battba8ar,«'Sidlian, known for 
his abilities as a philosopher and a civilian, 
died. 1665, aged 04. 

ABRUZZO, Peter, a Neapolitan architect in 
the 17th century. 

ABSALOM, son of king David, distinguished 
for-bls penono! aeqnirementa, his popularity, 
and bis vices, murdered his brother, headed axe*

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balUon against his father, and Was slain fay ioah 
about 1030, B. C. 

ABSAIjOM, archbishop of Lunden, in Deo- 
mark, minister and friend of Waldemir, dis- 
played his abilities in the cabinet, in the field, 
and in tJie fleet, was humane and benevolent ; 
he died universally regretted, 1303. 

ABSTEMIOUS, Laurentius, axi Italiaiv^wri- 
ter, bom at Macerata, in La Marca de Ancona, 
who devoted himself early to the study of po- 
lite literature. He published, under the pontifi- 
cate of Alexander vl. a treatise, entitled " He- 
catomythium," from its containing 100 fables, 
which have been often printed with those of 
iEsop, Phsdrus, Gabrius, Aviemis, ice. 

ABUBEKER, father-in-law of Maliomet, was 
elected his successor. After a reign of 3 years 
and 6 months, he expired in the &d year of his 
age. 

ABUCARA, Theodore, the metropolitan of 
Caria, obtained a seat in the synod held at Con- 
stantinople, 8U9 ; he wrote treatises against the 
Jews and Mahometans, which have bieen pub- 
lished. 

ABUDHAHER, the father of the Carmatians, 
in Arabia, opposed the religion of Mahomet, 
plundered the temple of Mecca, and died in pos- 
session of bis extensive dominions, 9Si. 

ABULFARAGIUS, Gregory, son ofAaron, 
a physician, born in 1396. in the dty of Malatia, 
near the source of the Euphrates in Armenia. 
He wrote in Arabic, a history which does ho- 
nour to his memory ; it is divided into dynasties 
[consists of ten parts, and is an epitome of uni 
versa! history, from the creation of the world t« 
his own time. • 

ABTJLFEDA, Ismael, prince of Hamah, in 
Syria, but better known as author of Tablet 
of Geoffraphyof the regions beytmd the rivei 
Oxus. He began his reign in the 743d year of 
the hegira, and ended it three years afterwards, 
aged 73. 

ABUL6ASI-BAYATUR, khan of the Tar- 
tars, reigned 30 years, respected at home and 
abroad, resigned the sovereignty to his son, 
wrote tiie only Tartar history known inEurmM; 
he died 1663. 

ABULOLA, vid. Aboulola. 
ABU-MESLEM, a mussulman governor mf 
Khorasan, who, in 746, transferred the dignity 
of ciUiph from ths family of the Omnii>utes to 
that of^ the Abbassides, by which he occasioned 
the death of 600,000 men. He was thrown into 
the Tigris, 754. 

ABUNDIUS, a bishop of Come, in Italy, who 
assisted at the council of ConMantinople, as tha 
repre8entative*of Leo, and died, 460. 

ABUNOWAS, an Arabian poet, deserredlF 
patroniEed by Aaron Raaidiid, died 810. 

ABU-OBEIDAH, a fUend and associate of 
Mahomet, extended bis conquests over Palestine 
and Syria, and died 639. 

ABU-SAID-EBN-ALJAPTU, a sultan, th« 
last of the family of Zingis-khan, died 13.%. 

ABUSAID^MIRZA, a manof enterprise,who 
placed himself at the bead of an army, and de- 
clared himself independ«int ; he was kfiled in an 
ambush, 1468. aged 43 

ABUTEMAN, a poet in high lepnte among 
the Arabians, bora a Yasem^ betwepn Damas- 
cus and Tiberias, about 846. 

ABYDENE, wrote a history of Chaldea and 
Assyria,' of which valuable composition only a

ACCIUS, Lucius, a Latin tragic poet, the son 
of a freedman, was bom in the year w Rome 
963 ; be did not, however, conAne himself to 
dramatic writing ; for he left other productions : 
particulariy hia '•'■ Annals,** mentioned by Ma- 
crobius, Pilscian, Festos, and Nonius Mareellus 
Acciua was so mucb esteemed b^ the public, 
that a comedian was punished for only men- 
tioning his name on the stage.

AOABISON, Patiiclc, Arclibishop of it. An- 
iMW% born at Berth, 1543. In the year 1566, 
he set out for Paris, as tutor to a young gen- 
Uenuuit wliere he stayed some nx>ntfati, and 
Chen retired to Bourges. He was in this city 
during the massacre at Paris ; and lived con- 
eealed, for seven months, at a public house, tbe 
master of which, upwards of 70 vears of age, 
was thrown from tbe u^ thereof, and had his 
brains dashed out, for hiacharity to faeritics. In 
1573, he returned to Scotland. The earl of More- 
ton, then regent, on the death of bishop Doug- 
las, proihotnl him to tlie archiepiscopal see of 
St. Andrew's.

ADANS02<r, MlcliacI, a French naturalist of 
BO much distinction, that he received invitations 
finmi different sovereigns of Europe to reside in 
Iheir states ; be died 1806. 

ADDISON,Lancelot,D.D. son of a derra^man 
of the same name; he was bom at If aalds Mead- 
bume in WestmorclandtWas preferred to the liv- 
ing of Afilston, ice. 1683, and died April 20, 1703. 

ADDISON, Joseph, bom May 1, 1929, at 
Mllston, near Ambrosliury, Wiltshire, of which 
place his father was rector. He received the 
flTBt rudiments of his education there under the 
reverend Mr. Na^ ; but was removed to Salis- 
bury, under tlie care ot Mr. Taj^r; and soon 
after to the Charter-house, where he studied un- 
der Dr. Ellis, and contracted that intimacy with 
■it Kichard Steele, which their joint labours 
have so eflfectually recorded. In 1687 he was 
entered of Queen's College, Oxford, where, in 
1660r the aeddental perusal of some Latin ver- 
ses, gained him tlie patronage of Dr. Lancas- 
ter, by whose reoommendaiion he was dected 
into Magdalen College as Demy. Here he took 
tbe degree of M. A. Feb. 14, 1603, continued to 
eulcivate poetry and criticism, and grew first 
eminent by bis Latin compositions, which are 
entitled to particular praise. In 1005 he wrote 
npoem to king WiUiam, v«rith a kind of rhyming 
Introduction addressed to lord Somers. In 1607 
he wrote his poem on the peace of Ryswick, 
which be dedicated to Bfr. Montague, (then 
rtiancellor of the endiequer) and which was 
called by Smith " tbe best Latin poem since tbe 
^Eneid." Havingyet no pnbUe employment, 
be obtained, in IWO, a pension of 3001. a year, 
that he nifp be enabled to travel. While he 
was travelling at leisure in Italy, he was far 
from being fcfie; for he not only collected his 
observations on the country, but found time to 
miM Ids Dialogues on Medals. Here, also, he 
wrote the letter to Lord Halifax, which is jiisOy 
considered as tbe most elegant, if not the most 
subifaoie, of his poeticalproductions. At his re- 
turn he published his Travels, with a dedica- 
lien to Lord Somers. This book, though a 
while neglected, is said in time to have become 
■0 sMieh the fkvourite of the public, that be- 
foreit was reprinted it rose to five Umes in price. 
The victory at Blenheim in 1704,spread triumph 
and confidence over the nation: and lord Go- 
dolphin, lamenting to lord Halifax that it had 
not benm cdebrated tn a manner equal to the 
■Mbjocttdesiwdhire to propose it toeome better 
poet. Halifax named Addison; who. having 
tiw WMk, cMnmui^teaied U in the 



I treasurer, while it was yc-t advanced no Au^Kor 
than the simile of the Angel, and was rcwaide4 
with the place of commissioner of appeals, tm 
the foUowing year he was at Hanover with lord 
Halifax ; and the year after was made under- 
secretary of state. When the Marquis ef 
Wharton was appointed lord-lieutenant of Iro- 
land, Addison attended him as his secretary, and 
was made keeper of the recordi in Birming- 
ham's Tower, with a salary of 2001. a year. 
When he was in office, he made a law to him- 
self, as Swift has recorded, never to remit hli 
regular fees in civility to his ftiends, " I may 
(said he) have a hundred friends, and if my fen 
be two guineas, I shall, by relinquishing my 
right, k)se SOO guineas, and no ftiend gain mo«t 
tlmn two." He was in Ireland when Steeiei 
without any communication of his design, be- 
gan the publication of the Tattler ; but he waa 
not long concealed ; by inserting a remark on 
Virgil, which Addison had given him, he dia- 
Govercd himself. Steele's first Tattler was pub- 
lished April 23, 1709 jind Addison's contribution 
appeared May 5i6. To the Tattler, in aUmt two 
montlis, succeeded the Spectator, a scries of es- 
says of tbe same kind, but written with leoi 
levity, upon a more regular plan, and published 
daily. The next year 1713, in wnich Cato coma 
upon the stage, was the grand climacteric of 
Addison's reputation. The whole nation waa 
at that time on fire with faction. The Whigi 
applauded every Une in which liberty was men- 
tioned, as a satire on the Tories ; and the Torioi 
echoed every clap, to show that the satire was 
unfelt. While Cato was upon the stage, another 
dailv paper, called the Guardian, was published 
by Steele, to which Addison gave great assist- 
ance. The papers of Addison are marked iil 
the Spectator by one of the letters in the name 
of Clio, and in the Guardian by a hand. It waa 
not known that Addison had tried a comedy for 
the stage, till Steeie^after his death, declared 
hhn the author of " The Drummer." I*hi8 play 
Steele carried to the theatre, and afterward to 
the prcBB, and sold the copv for titty guineas. In 
the midst of these agreeable eniplojrments Mr. 
Addison was not an Indifierent spectator of pub* 
lie afiairs. He wrote, as different exigenciea 
required, in 1707, "The wesent state of tha 
War," &c. ; " The Whig Examiner ;'» and the 
" Trial of Count TariflT;'* all which tracts, be 
ing on temporary tojrtcs. expired with the sub* 
jects which gave them birth. When the bonsa 
of Hanover took possession of the throne, it waa 
reasonable to expect that the zeal of Addison 
would be suitably rewarded. Before the arrival 
of king Geoige,lie was made secretary to tha 
regency, and was required by his office to send 
notice to Hanover that the queen was dead, and 
the throne was vacant. 1*0 do this would not 
have been difficult to any man but Addison.who 
was so overwhelmed with the greatness of th« 
event, and so distracted by choice of expre^ 
sions, that the lords, who could not wait for the 
niceties of criticism, called Mr. Southwell, a 
clerk in the house, and ordered him to despatch 
the message. Southwell readily told what was 
necessary, in the common style of business, and 
valued hunself upon having done what was too 
hard for Addison. He was better qualified fbr 
tbe Freeholder, a paper which he published 
twice a week, ftom Dec. 83, 1715, to the middle 
of the next year. This was undertaken in de- 
fence of the established government, somethnca 
with argument, sometimes with mirtii. In an> 
gument he had many equals, but bis huaioav 
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^ lingular and uiatchleas. On the Sd of 
August, ni6, he married tlie countess Dowa- 
ger of Warwick, whom be is said to have first 
known by becooning tutor to her son. This mar^ 
riage, however, made no addition to his happi- 
ness: it neither found them nor made them 
equal. She always remembered her own rank, 
and thought herself entitled to treat with very 
little ceremony the tutor of her son. The year 
after, 1717, he rose to his highest elevation, be- 
ing made secretary of state ; but it is univer- 
sally confessed that he was unequal to the du- 
ties of his place. In the house of commons he 
could not speak, and therefore was useless to 
the defence of tlie government. In the office 
he could not issue an order without losing his 
time in quest of fine expressions. What he 
gained in rank he lost in credit ; and, finding by 
experience his own inability, was forced to so- 
licit his dismission, with a pension of 15001. a 
year. His friends palliated this relinquishment, 
of which both friends and enemies knew the 
true reason, with an account of declining health, 
and the necessity of recess and quiet. He now 
engaged in a laudable and excellent work, vis. 
a derence of the Christian Relidon; of which, 

Eart was published after his death. Addison 
ad for some time been oppressed by shortness 
of breath, which was now aggravated by a drop- 
sy ; and, finding his danger pressing, he prepared 
to die conformably to his own precepts and 
professions. Lord Warwick was a young man 
of very itregular life, and perhaps of loose opin- 
ions. Addison, for \^hom he did not want re- 
apect, had very diligently endeavoured to re- 
claim him ; but his arguments and ezpostula- 
Uons had no effect : one experiment, however, 
remained to be tried. When he foutij), his life 
near its end, he directed the young lord to be 
caUed, and, when he desired with great tender- 
ness to hear his last injunctions, told him, " I 
have sent for you to see how a Christian can 
die.* * What effect this awful scene had on the 
earfs behaviour is not known : he died himself 
In a short time. Having given directions to Mr. 
Tickell for the publication of his works, and 
dedicated them, on his death bed, to his mend 
Mr. Craggs, Addison died June 17, 1719, at Hol- 
land House, leaving no child but a daughter, 
who died at Bilton, m Warwickshire, Feb. 1797.

ADELGREIFF, John Atbretcht, natural son 
of a priest near Elbing, pretended to be the vice- 
gerent of God on earth, was oondenmed to deoth 
at Konigsbergh for btaspbeaiy, 1696.

AIRAULT, Peter, an advocate of Paris, a 
man of firmness and integrity, died 1601. 

AIRAY, Henry, a native of Westmoreland, 
a strict Calvlnlst, author of some theological 
pieces, died 1610. 

AIRAY, Christopher, vicar of Milford, author 
of a loeical treatise, &c, died 1670. 

AISTULFE, a king of the Lombards, laid 
siege to Rome, but was defeated ; he died 756. ■ 

AITON, WUliam, author of "Hortus Kew 
ensis,*' being a Catalogue of the Plants in the

AKENSIDE, Mark, a physician, but far better > 
known as a poet, was bom at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 1731, and died in the office of phyisician 
to the queen, June 23, 1770. " The Pleasures 
of Imagination,*' his principal work, was first 
published in 1774 ; and a very extraordinary pi o- 
duction it was, fmm a man who had not reached 
his 93d year. He had very uncommon part^ 
and learning; a strong and entailed way of 
thinking ; and was one of innumerable instan- 
ces to prove, that very sublime qualities may 
spring from very tow situations in life ; for he 
had this in common with the most high and 
mighty cardinal Woleey, that he was indeed 
the son of a butcher. 

AKIBA, a learned rabbi, who, at the -age of 
forty, quitted the life of a shepherd and devoted 
himself to literature, died 135. 

ALABASTER, William, an English divine, 
bora at Hadley, in Snffblk, and educated at 
Trinity College, Cambridge.

wherefore the holy man, placing liimself upon 
a bridge, used often to stop them, and sing aal. 
lads of ms own composition : he thereby gained 
Urn fovour and attention of the populace ; and 
insensibly mixing grave and reUgious things with 
those of a jocular kind, he by this means sue* 
ceeded better than he could Irnve done by aus- 
tere gravity. Aldhelm lived in great esteem till 
his death, which happened May 25. 700.

ALE ANDER, Jerome, arcliblshop under Pope 
pUeo X., and eelebrated for bis attack on doc 
jdectrines of Luther, died at Rome, 1542. 

ALEANDER, Jerome, great nephew to tlie 
above, distinguished ssajpoet, antiquarian, and 
lawyer, died at Rome, 1631. 

ALEGAMBE, PhUip, a naUve of Brussels^ 
professor of divinity, and a fovouiiteof pruices. 
He wrote several esteemed works, and died air 
Rome, 165^ |i| 
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ALBGEE, Yves d*, on aUe officer in the ter- 
viee of France, Mitcd at Raaenna, 1518. 

ALEGRLNU8, John, cardinal and patriarch 
of Constantinople, died 1S40. 

ALEMAN. Lewis Augustine, a lawyer of 
Grenoble, author of several works, was bom in 
1653. 

ALEMAN, Lewis, archbishop of Ailes, and 
cardinal, was bom 1390. He died in 1450, and 
was canonized. 

ALEMAN, Maeto, a Spaniard. He wrote 
the History of Guzman, a romance, whi^i went 
throurii 30 editions in Spain. 

AL£MBERT, John Le Rond d% secretary to 
the French academv, &c., and one of the ablest 
roatfaeroaticians of^ the age, died October 87, 
1783. He was one of the principal editors of the 
"Encyclopedia;** and besides his numerous 
mathematical works, produced seven volumes 
of " Melanges Litcraires,*' containing various 
tracts on different topics. 

ALEN, John Van, a Dutch painter of land- 
scapes, Urds, and still life, bom at Amsterdam 
1651, and died 1606. 

ALENIO, Julius, a Jesuit, who went as a 
missionary to China, where he preached 36 
years, and built several churches ; he died 1096. 

ALEOTTI, John Baptist, an Italian, who, 
tnm the occupation of carrying bricks and mor- 
tar, became a celebrated mathematician; he 
died 1630. 

ALES,or HALES, Alexander d', a native of 
England who became a celebrated teacher of 
divini^ and philORophy at Paris, died 1245. 

ALES, Alexander, of Edinburgh, first op- 
posed, and then embraced the tenets of Luther. 
He soffered much persecution, and having re- 
tired to Germany, was appointed professor at 
Frankfort.- He died 1565. 

ALESIO, Matthew Perez d*, a native of 
Rome, and a skilful painter and ei^aver. His 
createst piece is the Colossial St. Christopher at 
^iUe. He died 1600. 

' 'ALESSI, Galeas, an architect who decorated 
many towns in Spain, France and Germany, 
tied 1572. 

ALETINO, BenedetU), professor at Naples. 
He undertook to refute the Cartesian philosophv, 
tnd to establish that of Aristotle. He died in 
J719. 

ALEXANDER THE GREAT, son of Philip, 
cing of Macedon, was bora at Pella, the first 
rear of the 106th Olympiad, and the 365th before 
the birth of Christ, and at 15 years of age was 
delivered to the tuition of Aristotle. He disH 
oovercd very early a mighty spirit, and symfh 
toms of that vast and immoderate ambition 
which was afterwards to make him the scource 
of mankind and the pest of the world. At 90 
years of age he succeeded his father as king of 
Macedon : he was also chosen, in the room of 
his father, generalissimo in the projected expe- 
dition against the Persians; Iwt the Greeks, 
affreeaUv to their usual fickleness, deserted firom 
him, taking advantage of his absence in Thrace 
and Ulyricum, where he began his military en- 
terprises. He hastened immediately to Greece, 
when the Athenians and other states returned 
to him at once ; but, the Thebans standing out, 
he directed his arms against them, slew a pro- 
digious number of them, and destroyed their 
city, sparing nothing but the house and the de- 
•cendants of Pindar, out of respect to the memo- 
ry of that poet. This happened in the second 
year of the 3d Olympiad. Having settled the 
affairs of Greece, and left Anliyaterai Us vice- 



roy in Macedonia, he passed the Hellespont, in 
the third year of his reign, with an army of no 
more than 30,000 foot, and 4,500 horse; and 
with these forces, brave and veteran it is true, 
he ovcrtumed tqjp Persian empire. His first 
battle was at the Granicus, a river of Plirygio, 
in which the Persians were routed. His second 
was at Issus, a city of Cilicia, where be was 
also victorious in an eminent degree ; for the 
camp of Darius, with his mother, wife, and chil- 
dren, felt into his hands ; and the humane and 
generous trcaunent which he showed them is 
lustly reckoned the noblest and roost amiabla 
paflRage of his life. While he was in this coun- 
try, lie caught a violent fever liy bathing, when 
hot, in the cold waters of the river Cydnus ; and 
this fever was made more violent from his im- 
patience at being detained by it. The anny was 
under the utmost consternation, and no physi- 
cian durst undertake the cure. At length, one 
Philip of Acamania desired time to prepare a po- 
tion which he was sure would cure him ; and 
while this potion was jveparing, Alexander re- 
ceived a letter from his must intimate confidant, 
Parmenio, informii^ hun that this Acarnanian 
was a traitor, and employed by Darius to poison 
him, at the price of one thousand talents and liif 
sister in marriage. What a situation for a sick 
prince! The same neatness of soul, however, 
which accompanied nim upon all occasions, did 
not forsake him here. He did not seem to his 
physician under any apprehensions ; but after 
receiving the cup into his hands, delivered the 
letter to Philip, and. with his eyes fixed upon 
him drank it off. The medicine at first acted so 
powerfully as to deprive him of his senses, and 
then, witlmut doubt, alleonclnded him poisoned: 
however, he soon came round, and, by a cure 
so speedy that it might almost be deemed mi- 
raculous, was restored to his army safe and 
sound. From Cilicia he marched forwards to 
Phoenicia, which all surrendered to him except 
Tyre ; and it cost him a siege of seven months 
to reduce that city. The vexation of Alexander, 
at being unseasonably detained by this obstinacy 
of the Tyrians, occasioned a mighty destruction 
and carnage ; and thecraelty he exercised here 
is quite inexcusable. After besieging and taking 
Gaza, he went to Jerusalem, where he was re- 
ceived by the high-priest, and, making many 
presents to the Jews, sacrificed in their temple. 
He told Jaddus (for that was the priest^s name,) 
that he had seen in Macedonia a god, in appear- 
ance exactly resembling him, wIk> had exhorted 
him to this expedition against the Persians, and 
given him the firmest assurance of success. Af- 
terwards entering Egjrpt, he went to the oracle 
of Jupiter Aramon : and upon his return, built 
the city of Alexandria. It was now that he took 
it into his head to assume divinity, and to pre- 
tend himself the son of the said Jupiter Ammon. 
Policy, however, was at the bottom of this : it 
was impossible that any such belief should be 
really rooted in his breast ; but he found by ex> 
periehce, that this opinion inclined the barba- 
rous nations to submit to him ; and therefore he 
was content to pass for a god, and to admit, as 
he did, of divine adoration. His object now was 
to overtake and attack Darius in another battle ; 
and this battle was fought ^t Arbela ; when vic- 
tory, granting every thing to Alexander, v^jl an 
end to the Persian empire. Darius har ^ed 
his diBiughter in marriage, and part of Iw. .i^mi- 
nions to Alexander; and Parmenio advised him 
to aecept the terms, saying, " I would if I weiv 
Alexander." " And so wooM I, (mt^tA Vmr 
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the conqueror,) if I were Parmenlo.** The same 
Parmeuio coumelling the prince to take advan- 
tage of the night in attacking Darius, " No, (said 
AJexandcr,) f would not steal a victory." Da 
riiis owed bis escape from Arbela to the swift 
ness of his horse ; and, while he was collecting 
forces to renew the war, was insidiously slain 
by Bessus, governor of the Bactilans. Alexan- 
der wept at the fate of Darius, and, afterwards 
procuring Bessus to be given up to him, punished 
the inhuman wretch according to his deserts. 
From Arbela, Alexander pursued hi» conquests 
eastward ; and every thing fell Into his hands, 
•ven to the Lidies. Having ranged over all the 
east, he returned to Babylon, where he died in 
the 'ISd year of bis age, some say by poison, 
others by intoxication. 

ALEXANDER, Bala, an impostor who pre- 
tended to be the sou of Antiochus Epiphanes. 
Ho was slain 149 B. C. 

ALEXANDER, BettrwL a Roman emperor, 
distinguished for hi8virtues;hewas murdered 335. 

ALEXANDER, Janneus, king of the Jews 
He was cruel and oppressive, and died 79 B. €, 

ALEXANDER II., son of Arlstobulus, was 
eanried prisoner to Rome by Pompey, and put to 
death 49 B. C. 

ALEXANDiat, bishop of HierapoHs in the 
5th century who maintained that there were two 
natures in Christ. He died an exile. 

ALEXANDER, bishop of Alexandria, op- 
poeed the tenets of Arias ; a man of virtue and 
piety, and died 33S. 

ALEXANDER, a bishop of Jerusalem, known 
for his many virtues. He founded a library 
there, and died 251. 

ALEXANDER, of LycopoIIs, opposed to the 
Manichean system, in a work published at Paris 
In 1673. 

ALEXANDER, Trallianus, a philosopher and 
physician of the 6th century. His works were 
edited at Paris, in 1543. 

ALEXANDER, Polvhlstor, a Latin historian 
wbo flourished about 80 B.C. His works are lost. 

ALEXANDER, Aphrodisoeus, a peripatetic 
pbilosopher. His work " De Facto,*' appeared 
m London, 1689. 

ALEXANDER, of ^gea, preceptor to Nero. 

ALEXANDER, the Paphlagonian, an impos- 
tor, who was invited to Rome by Marcus Au- 
rclius, on account of his celebrity, in 174. 
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ALEXANDER, an abbot of Sicily in the 13th 
century, author of a history of Roger, king of 
Sicily, which was edited in 1578, at Saragossa. 

ALEXANDER, an English abbot, who sup- 
ported the rights of Henry H., for which he was 
excommunicated in 1317. 

ALEXANDER, king of Poland, succeeded 
hfs brother, John Albert, hi 1501. He was a 
prince of piety and virtue. 

ALEXANDER L, king of Scotland, came to 
the throne in 1 107. He was a severe and ty ran 
nical king. 

ALEXANDER H., king of Scotland, 1314, son 
of William the Lion. He invaded England. 

ALEXANDER in., king of Scotland, defeated 
the Norwegians, and assisted his father-in-law, 
Henry HI. against the encroachments of his ba- 
rons. He was killed while hunting, 1285. 

ALEXANDER L, bishop of Rome, 109. He 
was called a saint, and martyr, and, according! 
to Platina, was the first who introduced the use| 
of holy water into the church. 

ALEXANDER H., pope, succeeded in 1061. 
Re jirotectedthe Jews from murder and rapitte,| 
UMl^died 1073. 



ALEXANDER UT., pope« a native of Blmiiw, 
was raised to the papal enalr In 1199. Ht 41m 
at Rome, much betoved by his mbjecta, aad r»> 
spected by the world. 

ALEXANDER IV., Mshopof Ottia, waamada 
pope hi 1354. He bestowed the crown of Bkiij 
on Edmund, son of the Kina of England ; and 
tried to unite the Greek and Latin cahrches.

He was elected pope In 14011, bat soon 
died by poison. 

A LEXANDER VI., pope, was a native of Va- 
lencia.' He was infamous for his debaueherle 
and cruelties, and died by the poison Mm son In 
tended for some innocent persons, 1503. 

ALEXANDER VH., pope, embeUished Rome 

with several magnificent edifices, and died 1667. 

ALEXANDER VIU., pope, was a native of 

Venice and succeeded to the papal chair on the 

death of Innocent XT. ; ified 1691. 

ALEXANDER, ab Alexaadro, a man ofjmat 
talents as a lawyer, at Naples ; he died 1600. 

ALEXANDER, Neckun, an Englishman of 
great learning who gave puUte lecturae at Paris. 
His lectures remain In the pubHc libraries in 
1 manuscript : he died 13B7. 

ALEXAri^DER, Noel, or Natalls, an eminent 
writer, bom at Rouen, In BkHinandy. He pnb- 
lished an ecclesiastical history In S4 vols. He 
died 1734. 

ALEXANDER (Wflllam, Earl of Stirtlnft,] 
a dramatic poet and statesman In the reigns pr 
James and Charles I . was bom 1580. " H is po- 
etry (says Mr. Grainger,) for purity and ele- 
gance is far beyond the generality of the pro-> 
ductlons of the age in which be lived.** His 
"Recreation of the Muses** was printed in folio, 
1637, to which is prefixed his portrait by Mar- 
shall, esteemed the best of that artist's worits 
He died 1640. 

ALEXANDER, de Medlcis, first duke of Flo- 
rence in 1530, was a man of dissolute and eniel 
manners, who owed his etevatimi to intrlgae. 
He was murdered by a relation. 

ALEXANDER, Famese, duke of Parma. 
distinguished himself In (he 16th century by Ma 
military valour. 

ALEXANDER, Famese, uncle to the pre*

udly uultted hte nro^esatoo, and devoted tlie re- 
mainder of hte life to religious exercises. H«. 
founded tlds college for a master and wardeoi 
who ara always to be of the name of Allejrii tit 
Alien, with 4 feUowa (3 of whom axe to l>e di^ . 
vinea, and the fourth aa otganbt ;) and for six 
poor men, as many poor women, and twelve 
poor boys, k> beeducatod in the colli^.

ALMA6RO, Diego, one of tbeoonquervwsof 
Peru, who accompanied Pixarro in 1585 ; he 
was infamous for his cruelties. 

ALMAIN, James, a famous logician and di- 
vine, who defended Lewis XI L against pope Ju- 
lius 11. He died at Paris, 1515. 

ALMAMON.orABDALLAH IIL, a caliph, 
who bad the Greek writers translated into Ara- 
Mc, and was famoiis for bis protection of learn- 
ing, died 833. 

ALM ANSOR, or ALMANZOR, king of Cor- 
dova, in Bpain, 970. He rendered himself very 
formidable to the Christians. 

ALMANZOR, the victorious ; he rose to the 
sovereignQr in 753, and then murdered the gene* 
ral to whom be was indebted for bis power. 

ALMANZOR, Joseph, king of Morocco, de- 
feated by the Spaniards, 1158. 

ALMANZOR, Jac(*, son of Joseph, obtained 
a celebrated victory over the Spaniards in Cas- 
tile, about laOO. 

ALMARUS, Elmerus, abbot of St. Augus- 
tin*s monasteiy, in Canterbury, 1011. His me- 
mory was held in the highest veneration. 

ALMEIDA, Francis, a Portuguese, who was 
distinguisbed in the wars of Grenada, and was 
sent out by Emanuel, In 1505, as viceroy of 
India. 

ALMEIDA, Lawrence, son of the above, a 
desperate warrior, who visited Ceylon, and 
made it tributary to Portugal ; he was killed in 
battle. 

ALMEIDA, ApoDlnarius d', a Portuguese 
Msbop, of the Jesuit order, who went as mis- 
sionary to Ethiopia, and was murdered by the 
natives, 1966. 

ALMEIDA, Manuel d', a Portuguese Jesuit, 
who, after a residence of forty years as a mis- 
rionarv in India, died at Goa, 1640. He published 
historical observations on Ethiopia. 

ALMEIDA, or ALMEYDA, Tbeo<lore d*, a 
celebrated Portuguese priest and philosophical 
writer, bom 1733. His original vrorks amount 
to 40 volumes ; and be poMMbed, besides, five 
volumes of translations. He died at Lisbon, 
May, 1805. 
- ALMELOVEEN, Thomas Jansen d*, a Dutch 

Itbysidan, who wrote a description of the Ma- 
abar plants, published 1678, in 13 vols, folio.

ALMICI, Peter Camilhis, an ecclesiastic in

ALMON, John, a bookseller, author, and edi- 
tor, bora at Liverpool, about 1738.

ALOADIN, a Mahometan ; prince of the a» 
sassins. He lived in a castle between Damas- 
cus and Autioch, where he promised future hap- 
piness to young men who would stab his ene- 
mies. The wcwd assassin is derived from this 
circumstance. 

ALONZO, John, an eminent architect of 
Spain. 

ALPAGO, Andrew, an Italian physician who 
resided some time at Damascus. He translated 
Avicenna, Averroes, &c., and was made pro- 
fessor at Venice in 1555. 

ALPAIDE, the beautiful wife of Pepin, and 
mother of Charles Martei ; she died in a con- 
vent 

ALP-ARSLAN, second sultan of the race of 
SeUuk hi 1063. 

ALPHANUS, Benedict, archbishop of Paler- 
mo, known as a physician and poet, and author 
of the lives of some saints, died 1066. 

ALPHERY, Mekepper, Niceiihorus, a native 
of Russia, descended from the imperial family. 
He became a parish priest in England, 1616, and 
preferred his place to tbe throne of Russia. 

ALPHESIUS, a rabbi who abridged tbe Tal- 
mud, died 1103. 

ALPHIUS, Avitus, a Roman poet of the 3d 
cenmry. 

ALPHONSO, or ALPHONSUS, king of Astu-. 
rias, took 30 towns from the Moors, and died 
757. 

ALPHONSO U., suraamed the Chaste, khig 
of Asturias, signalized himself against the Moors 
in Spain ; he died, 84^ 

ALPHONSO m., or THE GREAT, king of 
Asturias in 866. 

ALPHONSO VI., king of Leon and Castile, 
made war against the Moors: he died, 1109. 

ALPHONSO Vm., king of Leon and Castile, 
suraamed the Noble, came to the throne 1158. 
ALPHONSO X., king of Leon and Castile, 
suraamed the Wise, succeeded his father, Fer- 
dinand HI. in 1253, and died of a broken heart 
in 1284. 

ALPHONSO II., king of Leon and Castile in 
1312. He kiUed in battle 200,000 Moors. 

ALPHONSO v., king of Arragon, suraamed 
the Magnanimous. He made himself master of 
Naples and Sicily, and died 1458. 

ALPHONSO I., king of Portugal. He de- 
feated five Moorish kings at the battle of Ouri* 
que, 1139. 

ALPHONSO II., king of Portugal; be also 
engaged in war with the Moors, di^ 1223. 

ALPHONSO in., king of Portugal ; his reign 
was disturbed by dissensions with the pope and 
clergy ; he died 1379. 

ALPHONSO IV., kingof Portugal,8ucceodcd 
to the throne 1335. He was an able prince, and 
much beloved. 

ALPHONSO v., king of Portugal, suraamed 
tbe African, came to tbe throne 1438.

AL80P, Vincent, a piesbyterian deigvman,

ALSOP, Richard, a native of Middletown, 
Conn. ; bo possessed flne talents, and is gene 
rally known as a poet and as a translator ; be 
died 1815. 

AL8TEDIU8, John Henry, a protestant pro* 
fessor of divinity, at Nassau ; known as the au 
Itaor of an En^dopedia ; he died 1938.

AMBOISE, Aimery d*, was fkmous for the

AMBOISE, Frances d% wife of Peter II., 
duke of Britanny. She was famed for the im- 
provement sheintrodiioed In the manners of the 
Bfeeioflv.

AMBROGI, Antony Marie, profeseor of ek^ 

attenbe at Rome, publidied vailoiis woAs, and 
led 1788. 

AlMHOSEi Bt.,M8ho|»or Milan, an eminent 
fatlier of the chareh, bora In Gaul, 933. Tlie 
birth of Ambrose is said to have been Ibllowed 
by a rmnitf kable prasago of his ftitara eloquenee, 
for we are toM, thai a swarm of bees came and 
settled upon Ms aHmth as he lay In his cradle. 
He died at Milan 307, and was buried in tliegreat 
church there. The most considerable of his no- 
meroos workfe is that " De Officlis." Ambrose 
carried the esteem of tlie vliginity and edibacy 
so fbr, that he seciuad to ngu6 matrimony as 
an indecent thing. 

AMBROSBr deacon of Alexandria, wan the 
patron of Origeo, by whose doqucnco lie was 
converted to Christianity* its 
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crsiary to the French ambassador at Venice. 
Ha wrote Bracb, but was seett to die Bastile for 
his sentiments. 

AMELOT, Denis, a Prench^ writer, author of 
a translation of the New Testement, and oUier 
works. He died 1678. 

ABIERBACB, John, a nadve of Swabia, 
eminent for his learoing, died 1519.

AMES, Fisher, a distinguished statesman and 
eloquent orator, bom in Dedham, Mass., aoUiof 
of a celebrated speech in Congress on the British 
treaQr m 1776. He possessed a mind of a^raal 
and extraordinary character, and died in iSBft 

AMES, Wilfnun. of Norfolk, Eng., a learned 
divine, pnifesBw or the miiveisi^ of Franefcat^ 
Holland, died at Rotterdam, on his way to New^ 
Bntiand,16S3. 

AMES, Joseph, a ceiehrated typographicil 
historian, and fiwcretary to the society of Ami- 
quaries, was originally a ship-chandler at Wai^ 
pfaig. Late in life ha Xtttk to the atady of aati- 
qnities; and, besides his great work on " Ty^m* 
graphical Antiquities," eontaiaing accounts of 
our earliest printers and their works, lie publwli- 
ed a listj In 8vo., ^ Engliah hea4h engraved 
and niesBodntO} and drew u». the " Parentalia," 
f roin Mr. Wrongs papem. He was bora at Gnmi 
Yarmouth, 1689, and died Oct. 7, 1790. 

AMHERST, Jeffirey, knd»ooai»aader>ia-chlcf 
of the British army at the conquest of Canada« 
1760 ; bora in England 1717 ; captured Louisfaarg 
1798; succeeded Abafcrombie in the command 
of the army of North America ; retaraed to 
England, where lie was eroated field maraluii 
and died 1798, aged 80. 

AMHURST, Nicholas, bora at Mafden. in 
Kent, bat in wiMtt year is uncertain. He receiv- 
ed his graaMuatieal edaeation at Meroham Tay 
lors* School, in London, and thence waa remov 
edto Su John*s College, Oxftwd, but cspcHcd 
fas imRgHiarity of eoivlttct. Soon aOer Ut

Amimrit qaimd Oxford, he Meow ttt have eet* 
lied in London as a writer Iqr proleaakMi. He 
published a volume of miaecllanies ; but the 
^incipal literary undertaking of Mr. An^urat 
was, " Tile Crattaman," which was carried on 
for a number of years with great spirit and sue* 
cess, and was more read and attended to than 
any production of the kind that had hitherto 
been published in England. Ten or twelve 
thousand were sold in a day; and Uie e^t 
which it bad in raning the indignation of the 
people, and in eontroliing the power of admi- 
nistration, was very eonsid6rabl6. Ho died at 
Twickenham, April S7» 1743, of a broken h^trt, 
and was buried at the charge of his jointer, 
Richard Franklin. 

AMIOONI, Giacomo, a Venitian, was a suc- 
cessful portrait and historical painter in Sag- 
laud, and afterwards painter to tlie king of 
bpain. He died 1753. 

AMICUS, Antony ,.an ecclesiastic of Palermo, 
and historiographer royal to Philip IV. of Spain. 
He died 1641. « « 

AMIN-BEN-HAROUN, son of Aaron Ra»- 
ehid, wad the sixth caliph of the house of Abas- 
sides, a cruel and imprudent prince, who was 
put to death after a reign of 5 years, 8^ 

AMIRAL, Henry, a native of France, noto- 
rious for his attempt to assassinate CioUot d 
tterbois and Robespierre^ and rid FniQce of her 
tyrants, was ezeenied 1703. 

AMMAN, Favl, of Breslaa, professor at Leip- 
sic. died 1(100. 

Amman, John Conrad, a Swiss physician, 
who succeeded in teaching the deaf to speak in 
Franee, died about 1730. 

AMMANATi, Bartholomew, an eminent 
aeulpter and architect of Florence, died 1566k. 

AMMANATi, I>aara Battiferri, wife of Bar- 
tholomew, celetNrated for her genius and leam- 
i»g» Her poems are tugbly esteemed by the 
itaUans. She died 158D. 

AMMIANUS, Maccellinus,a Latin bietorian, 
died about 300. 

AMMIRATO, or AMMIRATI, Sdpio, bom 
In Naples in 1531, wrote a history of Florence 
in two vols, folio, and many other works (Mf less 
imporianee, and died at Florence, 1600. 

AMMON, the son of Lot, and fM'Ogenitor of 
the Ammonites, lived abont 1900 B. C. 

AMMONIUS, a peripatetic philosopher, pre- 
eepu>r to Plutarch. 

AMM0NIU8, Saceus, a pbikisophcr of the 
3d century, and founder of the Eclectic sect, 
died 343. 

AMMONIUS, a surgeon of Alezandna, who 
drst adopted tlie present operation of lithotcvny. 

AMMONIUS, Andicw, a learned native of 
Lucca, who oamc and settled in England. He 
lived some time in Sir Tliomas More's house, 
Slid afterw«nls In St Thomas* College, for he 
was not in cirenibstanees suflteient to hire a 
botise of his own. There subsisted a strong 
fiienditiip aad «lose correspondence between 
him and Erasmus. The advice which Eras- 
aitts gives him, in regard lo pushing his fortune, 
has a good deal of bwnonr in it, and was cer- 
tainly intended as a satire on the artful*inethods 
fsoeraily practised by the selfish and ambMous 
part <»f mankind. *^ In the first place (says he) 
throw off alt sense of shame ; tbrast yobfself 
bito every one*s business, aad elbow out whom- 
soisver you can ; neitbef love nor hate any one ; 
SMaswre every thing by your own advantage ; 

amis be the scope and drift oTall yoar actions. 
Vft nothing but what Is to be letuiwd with 
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uaufy, and be complaisant to cveiy body. 
Have always two strings to your bow. Fai0i 
that you are solicited by many from abroad, and 
get every thing ready for your departure. . Show 
letters inviting you elsewhere, with great pro- 
mises." Fortune, at ioigth, b^an to smile 
upon Ammonius, for he was appointed secro- 
tary to Henry Vlil., and honoured by Pc^iw Loo 
X. with a public character at the court of that 
prince ; and, in all appearance, he would have 
soon risen higher, bad not deaUi caxried him off 
when he wau but of a middle age. He died at 
thesweatiii|(sickueninl517. Ammonias wrote 
several Latin po^ical pieces. 

AMMONIUS, Livinus, a Carthusian Monk, 
esteemed by Erasmus for his learning and piety, 
died 1556. 

AMONTONS, William, was born in Nor- 
mandy, the last day of August, 1063. He was in 
the 3d form oi' tiie Latin school at Paris, when, 
after a dangerous illness, he contracted such a 
deafness as obliged him to renounce almost all 
conversation with mankind. In this situation, 
he began to think of employing himself in the 
invention of machines. He applied, therefore, 
to the study of geometry ; and it is said tliat he 
would not try any remedy to cure hisdealhess, 
either because be tliought it incurable, or be- 
cause it increased his attention. He studied 
with great care the nature of barometers and 
thermometers; and, in 1687, presented a new 
hygroecope to the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
wtiich was very much approved. Amontoas 
found €Mit a method to acquaint people at a great 
distance, in a very little time, with whatever 
one pleased. This method was as follows: Let 
tliere be people placed in several stations, at such 
a distance from one another, that, by the help 
of a telescope, a man in one station may see a 
si^al made 1^ the next before him ; he must 
immediately make the same signal, that it may 
be seen by persons in tlie station next after bhn, 
who are to communicate it to those in the fol- 
lowing station, and so on. [Hence certainly 
originated the modem Telegraph.] Wlien the 
Royal Academy was newly regulated in 160IK 
Amontons was admitted a member of it, and 
read there bis " New Theory of Friction,** in 
which he happily cleared up a very important 
pan of mechanics. He died the 1 Jth of October, 
1705. 

AMORT, Eusebius, a Bavarian ecclesiastic, 
aad writer on theological subjects, died 1775. 

AMORY, Dr. Thomas, a dissenting minister 
of oonsideraMe note, bom at Tuinton, Jan. S8^ 
1701, died in London, June 34, 1774. His ser- 
mons chiefly tended to illustrate the perfections 
and providence of God ; the evidences of a fu- 
ture state ; the truth vid excellency of the Gos- 
pel ; the great duties of a Christian life, kxi. 

AMORY, Thomas, esq., an intense student, 
and a writer of some merit, of Westminster, 
died 17S9. 

AMOS, a prophet in the reign of Jehoram, 
king of Israel, and Uzziah, king of Jndab, died 
785 B C. 

AMOUR, William de St., a doctor of the 
Sorbonne, canon of Bouvais, author of several 
works, died 1373. 

AMOUR, Lonhi Govin de St, a doctor of the 
Sorbonne, from which he was expelled, died 
1887. 

AMOUREUX, N. L*, an eminent sculptor of 
Lyons, was drowned in the SoaaO) in the be- 
ginning of the 19th century. 

AMPHIBILUB, a Briton, was said to hava 
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been bliriiop of Ancletea, and to hftw suAred 
mntyrdom about wl. 

AMPHILOCHUS, biihop of leonlum, the 
friend of Basil, and oppoeer of the Arlans, died 
3M. 

AMPHINOMUS and ANAPIUS, were two 
brothera, who heroically saved their aged pa- 
fsats on their shoolderB during an eru^^ob of 
iEtna. 

AMPBIN6IUS, John Assuer, professor of 
physic, at Rostock, in the beginning of the 17th 
eentary. 

AJfRU EBN- AL-AS, a Mussuhmui, was first 
the enemv, and afterwartts the friend of Mtiio- 
met; hediedgovemor of Egypt, 663. 

AHSDORF, Nicholas, a follower of Lather, 
and bishop of Nuremburgh, died 1541. 

AMUBATH I., an Ottoman emperor, and a 
sttoeessful warrior, notorious for his cruelty, 
died 1389. 

AMURATH II., snecessor to Mahomet Iw 
Ottoman emperor; he was the first Turk who 
used cannon in battle ; he resigned his crown 
to his son, but afterwards resumed it, and died 
1451. 

AMURATH m. succeeded Sellm II., and im- 
mediately murdered his five brothers ; he was a 
vtf iant and successful warrior^ and died 1S<J5. 

AMURATH I.,8Uceessor to Mustapha, a cruel 
prince, who put 30,000 inhabitants of Bagdad to 
the sword, died 1640. 

AMY, N., an advocate of the parliament of 
Aiz, and a writer on natural science, died 1760. 

AMYRUTZES, a phUoeopher of Treblzond, 
who renounced Christianity for Mahometanism, 
and became a ftivourite of Mahomet II. 

AMYOT, James, bishop of Auxerre, and grand 
ahnonerof Prance under Henry III., and Charles 
IX., and a writer on several subjects; bat chief- 
ly looown as the translator of " Plutarch^s Lives 
and Morals.** He was bom at Melun, 1514, and 
died 1593. 

AMYRAULT, Moses, an eminent French 
divine, bom 1506, at Borgueil, a small town of 
Touraine. He was a man of such charity and 
ecunpassion, that, during the last ten years of 
his life, he bestowed his whole salary on the 
poor, without distinetloB of Catholic or Protes- 
tant, and died 1664. 

ANACHARSIS, an Ulastrious Scythian phi- 
losopher. He travelled to Athens in the time of 
Solon, with whran he contracted an Intimate 
friendiBhip ; and Solon not only instructed him, 
Irat sosq^ all opportunities of doing him ho- 
nour. He had a quick and lively genius, a strong 
and masteily eloquence ; and there was some- 
thing so determined and resolute in his manner, 
that those who imitated him were said to speak 
in the Scythian style. He was extremely fond 
of poetry, and wrote upon certain laws of the 
Scythians and Greeks. Croesus invited him to 
Sardis, OQd offered him money; but the phi- 
losopher answered, " that he was come, to 
Greece to learn tiie laws and manners of that 
eoontry ; that he bad no occasion for gold or 
silver ; and that it would suffice for him to re- 
turn to Scjftfala a wiser and more intelligent man 
than he came tnxn thence.** After staying long 
in Greece, he prepared to return home ; and 
paiSBhig tiirdugh Oyxicuin, he found that 'city 
celebrating veiy solemnly the feasts of Cybele, 
and vowed to do the same if he should get home 
in safety. Upon bis arilval in Seythia, he at 
tempted to ehange the andent costoms of liUt 
aountnr, and to establish those of Gree6e ; which 
ftana «xtl^emel|r disagreeable to the Beythians, 



knd at length destructive to hlms^f. For e*- 
tering one day a tidck wood, to perform his vo# 
to Cybele as secretly as might be, he was d1» 
covered in the midst of the solemnity, and shot 
dead with hi arrow by the king himself. There 
are many beautiful apothegms of this philoeophef 
preserved by LertiuB,Platarch,andotherwriter« 

ANACLBTU8, bishop of Rome, sufiSsred mar 
jtyrdom 09. 

ANACLETUS claimed the papacy in oppo> 
sition to Innocent II., but not snoeeeding, <ue4 
in obscarlty, 1138. 

ANACOAN A, queen of Xlragna, in the Island 
lof Sl Domingo, was cruelly put to death by 
fOvando. 

ANACREON, a Greek poet, bom at Teos, m 
seaport of Ionia, flourished about the 69d Olym- 
piad. This poet had a most delicate wit, but 
was 4»rtainly too fond of Treasure ; for love and 
wine had the disposal of all his hours. The 
manner of his death, which happened at Abdera^ 
is said to have J>een very extraordinary ; fof 
ihev tell us, he Was choked with a grape-stone, 
which he swallowed as he was regaling on some 
new wine. A smiUl part only of Anacreon*t 
works remain ; and these consist chiefly of Bac^ 
chanallan songs, and love sonnets. The odes 
of Anacreon,'* says Rapin, " are flowers, beau- 
ties, and perpetual graces.'* 

ANAGNOiBTA, John, a Byzantine histo 
Irian. 

ANASTASIUS {., the sileitfar^, who, from 
obscure birth, became emperor of the east, by 
marrying the widow of the emperor Zeno, died 
1518. 

ANASTASIUS II. was raised from a private 
istatloD to the throne of (Constantinople by the 
voice of the people. He abdicated the throne 
for a religious habit, and afterwards, in attempt- 
ing to regain it, was put to death, 719. 

ANASTASIUS I., pope of Rome, succeeded 
Siricius ; he reconciled the eastern and westerp 
jcbmches, and died much respected for his sanc- 
tity and virtue. 402. 

ANASTASIUS 11., pope aftei- Gelaslns^ died 
496. . 

ANASTASIUS IH., pope after Sergius HI., 
eminent for his wisdom, died two years after his 
election, 913. 

ANASTASIUS IV., pope, a charitable and 
humane man ; he died 1]54. 

ANASTASIUS, contested the papacy with 
Benedict HI., and notsocceeding, he dledf in ob 
scuritv. 

ANASTASIUS, Bibllothecarius, a learned 
Greek of the 9th century, librarian of the church 
of Rome, and abbot of St. Mary beyond the 
jTyber. 

ANASTASIUS, Slnaite, a monk of Mourn 
ISinai, in the 7th century. 

ANASTASIUS, Theopolitahus, bishop of 
Antioch ; he was banished ftom his see, and 
restored 593 ; he died 6 years after. 

ANATOLIUS, patriatchof Constantinople, 

died 45a ^^ 

ANATOLIUS, bishop of liaodicea, abottt 

209 ; eminent for his knowiedge of aritfaraette 

and geometry. 

ANAXAGORAB, one of the most eelebratetf 
philosophers of antiquity, bora at Clasmnena: 
in Ionia, about 450 B. C. He placed the supreme 
good of human life in contemplatloB. 

ANAXANJ)RIDES, king of Sparta, abom 
550 B. C, father to Cleomenes and Leonidas. 

ANAXANDRIDE8, a comia noel of Rhode* 
abovtasOB.C. 
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ANAXAftCMUd. a pbllcMOiktier of Abdera, 
pot to death by the king of Cyprus. 

ANAXIL AlJS, a pytlia^rean philosopher of 
the age of Augustus. 

ANAXIMANDER, a phttosopherof Mitetus, 
died 547 B. C. 

ANAXIMENES, tlie pupU and successor of 
Anaximander, lived 550 B. C. 

ANAX I METRES, a historian, who accompa- 
nied Alexander the Great in his expedition; 
he wrote a histoiy of Greece. 

ANCUABANO, Peter, a native of Bologna, 
author of books on the civil and canon law, 
died 1417. 

ANCHAKANO, James, a writer of theology. 

ANCIIXON, David, a protestant divine, bom 
mt Metz, eminent for his learning, piety, and 
eloquence, died at Berlin, 109S. 

ANCILLON, Charles, son of David, inspec- 
tor of the French courts of justice in Berlin, 
and historiographer to the king, died 1751. 

ANCKWITZ, a native of Poland, ambassa- 
dor to Denmark, accused of betrayhig his coun- 
try to Russia, and executed 1794. 

ANCOtTRT, Floren-Carton d% an eminent 
French actor and dramatic writer, bom at Fon- 
tainbleau, 1661; he died 1726, having written 
flfty-twoj)lays. 

ANCUS MARTIU0, fourth king of Rome, 
extended the boundaries of his kingdom, and 
buUt Ostia, died 646 B. C. 

ANDERSON. Alexander, pronsssor of mathe- 
matics at Paris in the 16th century. 

ANDERSON, Andrew, a prints, who ob- 
tained from Charles II. the exclusive privil^e 
of printliw in Scotland for 41 yean. 

ANDERSON, Adam, author of a valuable 
treatise on trade and commerce, died 1775. 

ANDERSON, James, D. D. minister of a 
Scotch Presbyterian church in London. 

ANDERSON, James, Esq. advocate and clerk 
of the Scotch jMurliament, and author of an able 
vindication or its independence, died 1719. 

ANDERSON, John^ A. M. an able and popu- 
lar preacher, and minister of Dumbarton, died 
1720. 

ANDERSON, Sir Edmund, made lord chief 
Justice of the common nleas in 1582. He was 
a very strict lawyer, and governed himself en- 
tirely by statutes ; for we have bis express de- 
claration, that be neither expected precedents 
In all cases, nor would he be bound by them 
where he saw that they were not founded upon 
justice, but would act as if there were no such 
precedents. Of this we have a proof from the 
reports in his time, published by Mr. Goldesbo- 
rough : " The case of Resceit was moved again ; 
and Shattleworth said, that he could not be re- 
ceived, because he was named in the writ ; and 
added, that he bad searched aB the books, and 
there was not one case where he who is named 
In the writ may be received. "-•'What of that V* 
said Judge Anderaon ; " shall we not give Judg- 
ment because It is not adjudged in the books be- 
fore 1 we will give Judgment according to rea- 
son ; and if there be no reason In the books, I 
will not regard them.** — He held his office to 
the time of his death, which happened August 
1,1605. 

ANDl^RSON, John, a native of Hambnigb, 
and author bf a natural histoiy of Iceland, £c. 
died 1743. 

ANDERSON, James, a celebrated British 
vvriter dn commerce, died 1764. 

ANDERSON, George, an Englidi self-taught 
i»^thematScian, bora at We«t<ni, <<i Bucking- 



hamshire, In 17BA. His parents 
and he was obliged to work as a day-labourer 
[Having at length attracted the attention- of m 
worthy clergyman, he was by him sent to a 
graxiimar-school, and afterwards to New Col- 
lege, Oxford, where he took the degree of M. A. 
lie also entered into deacon's orders, but nevar 
qualified as a priest, having obtained a cJerk- 
ship at tlie boafd of control under Mr. Dundaa. 
He translated, lYom the Greek of Ardiimedca. 
** A renarlus, a treatise on measuring the sands,** 
and *' A general view of the vaiiationa which 
have taken place in the aflUtv of the East In- 
dia Comoany since the conclusion of the wm 
in India In 1784 ;** and died AnrUSO. I1W. 

ANDERSON, Lara, a nlniBterof Gosiawi 
rVasa, a man of great abiiiUes, and ehanedkir 
of Sweden ; he introduced Lutheraalsm teio 
Sweden. 

ANDERSON, Dr. James, anIndefttlgaMe aai 
able writer on agriculture, notttical econoany, 
and other subjects of general interest ; he wan 
bom in 1739, at Heraiiston, near IMttiibiirgli, 
and died at West Ham, In Essex, 1806. HIa 
literary productions are venr nmncreoa, and a 
correct ttst of them will be fomid In die Gentto' 
man*s Magazine, bxvill. 1051 ; among whlcli 
the principal are, *' Essays relatiiig to Agricul- 
ture, and Rural Affairs,** 3 vols. 8vo. ^ Tba 
Bee,** 18 vols. 8vo. '^ RecreatloRs In Agrkul* 
ture, 6 \'oto. Svo. 1808. His style Is c«ploui, 
and sometiroes prolix, but always perspt w awi 
and guarded. His manners were ge a l fc asa n ^ 
and unconstrained, and his conversatioB wai 
pleasant, and well stored with Mioc dD tea. 

ANDIER DEB ROCHERS, John, a Fvendi 
engraver of great merit and Induslffy, bota at 
Lyons, died 1741. 

ANDOCIDES, an Athenian orator, UvaddM 
B.C. 

ANDRADA, Diego de Pay va d*, aPortogDeaa, 
an eloquent preacher, and acute reasoner, much 
admired for Ms learning aiMl judgmeBC, lifvad 
about 1562. 

ANDRADA, Francis d*, brother to the above, 
hislorlosrapher to Philip HI. of Spate. 

ANDRADA, Thomas d*, refomisr^f the Aa- 
gustines ; he was taken prisoner in Africa, where 
he chose to remain, to eonaole his fdtowslavaa. 

ANDRADA, Antbeoy d*, a Portuguese Ja- 
suit, who, when a missionary, diseoveied TMr 
bet and Cathay ; he died 16M. 

ANDRE, Nathaniel St., an EngUah s«rgwb| 
the friend of Pope, died 1796. 

ANDRE, John, aid de cainp to Sir Henvy 
Clinton, an adJuUnt general of the Britiah ar- 
my In America, in the wwr^f the vevolotfon ; 
he was taken as a spy, when negotiating Willi 
Arnold, about the aarrender^r west Point, and 
hung. He was distlngvlshed for bis taleots aad 
elegance of manncn, and died much bottentedi 
both by friend and foe, aged SO. 

ANDREAS, James, an eanlnenCliailieran di- 
vine, chancellor and rector «f the malmnAtf of 
Tubingen ; his writings <wera numerous and 
much esteeoned ; he 4im 19M. 

ANDREAS, John, a famona aanonlat of the 
14th century, bom at HageOo, near Floivnee. 
We are told wonderful >lmMB ooneeroinc tlia 
austerl^of liislifb; aa,liiat hemaeeralci his 
body with prayer and fasting, and lay upon the 
bare ground for SO yean together, conrssed only 
with a bear skin : and ihls is attested by vary 
good authors.-~Andte«s bad a beautiAU ds«|h 
tcr, named Novella, whom ha lewwteartwnisir* 
and he la ii^ to have instructed her mmmkm 
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jii paiti of laarning, thai when be waa engaged 
la any affair wliicli hindered him from reodiog 
Jecnurei to tola acbolaia, be sent his daughter in 
JiU room : when, leather beauty should prevent 
the attention of the hearers, she had a little cur- 
tain drawn before her. To perpetuate the me- 
mory of this daughter, he entitled his commen- 
tary upon the Decretals of Gregory IX. *' The 
Novelle." Andreas died of the plague at Bo- 
logna, in 1348, after he had been a professor 45 
yean, and waa buried in the church of the Do- 
minicans. 

ANDREAS, John Valentine, a German Pro 
■leataut divine, died 1C54. 

ANDREAS, John, was bom a Mahometan, at 
JCaliva, in the kingdom of Valencia, and sue 
c aad c d his father in the dignity of alfaqui of 
that citv. He waa enlightened with the know 
ledge of the Christian religion by being present 
•t a seraion in the great church of Valencia, on 
the day of the Assumption of the blessed Virgin, 
In 1417. Upon this he desired to be baptised : 
and in memory of the calling of St. John and 
St* Andrew, he took the names of John Andreas. 
At tk6 desire of Martin Garcia, bishop of Dar- 
cekma, be composed his famous work of " The 
CSpnfuaion of the Sect of Mahomet." It con- 
tains 13 chapters, wherein he has collected the 
•fkbuloua stories, impostures, foi^eries, brutali- 
liea, follies, obseienities, absurdities, impoesibili- 
tias, lies, and contradictions which Mahomet, in 
iMDdar to deceive the simple peo|de, has dbi>er8ed 
in the writings of that sect, and especial! v in the 
.Koran. Thu book, which was published at first 
in Spanish, has been translated into several lan- 
^agea; aad all those who write against the 
Mabometaas quote it Teiy much. 

ANDREiE, John Gerhard Reinhard, an apo- 
(tbeeary of Hanover, who travelled over differ 
«it countries to increase his knowledge of chy- 
.mktir and botany, died 1793- 

ANOREINI, Isabella, an actress of Padua. 

«and a poetess, eminent for her wit, beauty, ana 

genius, died 1604. 

ANDRELINUS, PabUus Faustus, a native of 
Italy, protesor of philosophy at Paris, and poet 
laureat to Lewis XII. and Ids queen, died 1513 

ANDREW, St., a fislierman of Galilee, and 
diadple of John the Baptist; he preached the 
gospel in Scytbia, and waa there put to death 
Mithecroas. 

ANDREW, a native of Damascus, bishop of 
Aleria, in Crete, and uithor of commentaries 
on the Scriptures, died 7S0. 

ANDREW, aaculpior, architect, painter, and 
muaieian, of Pisa, died 1330. 

ANDREW, bisi^^p of Samoaata, in the 5tli 
eentury. « 

- ANDREW, John, secretary to the vaticani, 
and bishop of Aleria, in Corsica, died 1493. 
. AND&EW.ofBatisbon, author of a history 
of Bohemia, tec., in the 15th century. 

ANDREW, Tobias, defender of the Carte- 
sian ptafloaopby, and professor of Greek and his- 
' tory, at Gioningen, died 1676. 

ANDREW DEL SARTO, a painter of Flo- 
rence, and favourite c^ Francis I. of France, 

■ diatintiiished as a copyist, died 1530. 

ANDREW, Valenus, of Brabant, professor 

■ of civil law at Louvaia, was living 1692. 

ANDREW* Iv» Biary, a professor of ma- 
thematics at Caen ; a man of great learning, 
whoae poetry was much admired ; he died 1764. 
. ANDREW I., king of Hungary, compelled hu 
■abJeelB to embnuse Chriatianity ; lie was killed 
:fa battle in 1090. 
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ANDREW U., king of Hmigtty ; he was ID 
the crusades, and displayed gre^t valour in bat- 
tle ; he attempted to meliorate the condition of 
his subjects, aud died 1235. 

AJ^DREW m., king of Hungary, was op- 
posed in his claims to the throne, and involved 
u a civil war during his reign ; he died 1305. 

ANDREW, king of Naples, son to Charobeitl 
king of Hungary, was assassinated witli tlh 
connivance oi his queen, 1345. 

ANDREWS or ANDUEWE, Eusebius, ai 
English barrister, and colonel in the army ol 
Charles L, was beheaded by'Cromwell in 1650 

ANDREWS, John, D. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in, and afterwards provost of, the 
university of Pennsylvania, died 1813. 

ANDREWS, Henry, a setf-taugbt mathema- 
tician, was bom of jioor parents at Friestoa, 
near Grantham, 1774. He commenced life as a 
servant, afterwards kept a school at Roystoui 
and united to that tlie business of a bookseller. 
For more than 40 years he was the computer 
of the Nautical ephemeiis, and calculator of 
Moore's almanac. He died Jan. 36, 1820. 

ANDREWS, Jamtts Petit, a miscellaneous 
writer of considerable learning and talents, waa 
bom near Newbury, Berks, m 1737; and died 
in London, Aug. 6, 1797. His first work waa 
one of uncommon pleasantry and humour, enti- 
tled "Anecdotes, ancient aiid modero,with obser 
vatious,*' 8vo., 1789, 1790. His best work, bow- 
ever, waa " The history of Great Britain, con- 
nected with the chronology of Europe, with 
notes, &.C., containing anecdotes of the times, 
lives of the learned, and specimens of their 
works, from Coesar's invasion to the accession 
of Edward VI.'* 2 vols. 4to., 1794, 1705. It is 
much to be regretted that he did not live to com- 
plete this work. Mr. Andrews also published, 
m 1796, a continuation of " Henry's history of 
Great Britain," 1 vol. 4to. and 2 vols. 8vo. He 
was, in the latter part of his life, one of the 
magistrates of the police-office, Q,ueen Square, 
^Vestmiiister. 

ANDREWS, Lancelot, bishop of Wmches- 
ter, in the reigns of James I. and Charles I., waa 
born in London, in 1565. There is a pledsant 
story related of him while he was bishop of 
Winchester, in tlie life of Waller the poet, who, 
going to see the king at dinner, overheard a 
very extraordinary conversation between his 
majesty, the bishop of Winchester, and Neale, 
bishop of Durham. These two prelates, stand- 
ing behind the king's chair, his majesty asked 
them ; " my lords," said he, " cannot I take my 
subjects' money when I want it, without all this 
formality in parliament?" The bishop of Dur- 
ham readily answered, " God forbid, sir, but 
you should ; you are the breath of our nostrils." 
Whereupon the king turned, and said to the 
bishop of Winchester, " well, my lord, what 
say your* " Sir," replied the bishop, " I have 
no skill to judge of parliamentary cases." The 
king answered, " no put-ofis, my lord; answer 
me presendy." " Then, sir " said he, " I think 
it lawful for you to take my brother Neale's mo- 
ney, for he offers it." This great prelate died 
at Winchester^house. in Southwark, September 
Sn', 1626, having written many excellent reU- 

Jious tracts, particularly " A manual of private 
evotions and meditations for evei^ day in the 
week ;" and <* A manual of directions for tlie 
visitation of the sick." 

ANDREWS, Miles Peter, a dramatic writer 
of some consideration in his day, and member 
in parliament for Bewdley, died, after a few 
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days* iUticn, My 18, 1814. By tlie d«ath of bis 
Drother h« bad sneeeeded to a ihare In the cele- 
brated manuriictory of gunpowder at Dartford ; 
and parehased the noMe roanrion built by Lord 
Greiiviile, facing tlie Green Park. Hin death 
waa 80 unexpected, that he had lent out above 
SOO cards of invitation to ladies to see the me- 
morable Areworlcs in the Green Park, from his 
windows. He left property estimated at 110,000;. 

ANDRISCUS, an impostor, who pretended 
to be the son of Perseus, king of Macedon ; he 
reigned a short timer and was put to death by 
order of the senate, 147 B. C. 

ANDROMACHUS, a Cretan, physician to the 
emperor Nero. 

ANDRONICUB I. was seated on the throne 
of Constantinople, as emperor, in 1183, and af- 
terwards put to death for his cruelties. 

ANDRONICUS, Palcohmis 11., succeeded 
bis father, Michael VIIL, and, after a feeble and 
turbulent reign, was banished, and died in .a 
monastery, in ]:^2*l. 

ANDRONICUS, Palseologus III., grandson 
of the preceding, a bold, warlike, and enterpris- 
ing prince, died 1341. 

ANDRONICUS IV., was seated with his fa- 
ther on the throne of Constantinople, and died 
in exile. 

ANDRONICUS, founder of a sect of the same 
name; he maintained that the upper part of 
woman was the woric of God ; but the lower 
tlie work of the deviL 

ANDRONICUS, of Thessaloniea, teacher of 
Greek at Paris, Rome, and Florence, died 1478. 

ANDRONICUS, Livios, the oldest of the Ro- 
man dramatists, lived alraut 340 B. C. 

ANDRONICUS, Cyrestes, an Athenian, in- 
ventor of weather-cocks, and architect of the 
famous octagon temple at Athens. 

ANDRONICUS, a Rhodian philosopher, lived 
about 03 B. C. 

AN DROSS, Edmnnd, sir, governor of New- 
York in 1674, and of New Entrtand in 1686 ; he 
was odious and tyrannical in his administration, 
and was seized by the people and sent to Eng- 
land, but never tried ; be came over as governor 
of Virginia, 1692, and died in London, 1714, at 
an advanced age. 

ANDROUBT DU CERCBAU, James, a 
French architect of the 16th centuiy. 

AN DRY, Nicholas, a native of Lyons, pro- 
fessor of philosophy, and dean of the faculty of 
medicine at Paris, died 17^ 

ANEAU, Bartholomew, principal of the col- 
lege at Lyons, murdered by the catholics In 1565. 

ANELLO, Thomas, vulgarly called Massant- 
ello, was a poor fisherman of Naples, bom in 
1623. Having headed the malcontents in an In- 
surrection at Naples, caused by the viceroy's 
laying a new tax on miit, fish, sc. In 1647, he 
occasioned (be most shockii^ disturbances in 
that city, murdering a great many people, and 
among the rest the duke of Caraffa. He ordered 
many gibbets and wheels for torture to be set 
up, and was fcrilowed t>y ten or twelve hangmen 
to execute his orders. After this sedition had 
continued, with all kinds of barbarity, for ten 
days. It was sunnessed by four j^nitlemen 
knocking the traitor on the head. His corpse 
was dragged about the streets with all the scorn 
and contempt imaginable. His head, being 
then ctit off, was thrown into one ditch, and his 
body into another. 

ANEfrniN, an ancient British poet, died 
»b:>nl 570, snpposK^d by some to be the same as 
the vcuerabld Gildas.

ANGILBERT, St., the minister and favaniii% 
and afterwards the son-tn-law of Cbarlemafne ; 
an elegant poet and able statesman, died 014. 

ANGIOLBLLO, author of a hialory eT Mn> 
hornet I., in the luiian and Turkish tonfun, 
after having been a slave, died after 1473. 

ANGLICU8, G Ubeitaa, phyalelan to the arcb- 
bkhop of Canterbury, died at the ckiae of tba 
13th century. 

ANGLICuS, Ricardna, an eminent EngHak 
physician and author on medicine, died 1S3Q. 

ANGLU8, Thomas, an English priest, emi- 
nent for his learning, and his attachment to filM 
peripatetic phUoeophy, died after tlie reign ot 
Chaifesl. 

ANGUIBR, Francto and Michael, two bro* 
there, natives of Normandy, of great merit as 
sculptors, the former died IfiW, toe latter 1686 

ANOUILLARI,iohn Andre del\an Italian 
poet of the 16th century. 

ANGUSCIOLA, Sophonlsba, a native ef Al- 
mond, in Ittfy, eminent for her hiatorioal and 
portrait paintings, died 1690. 

AN1CETU8, pope of Reme 1S7, sailbrad nun^ 
tyrdom under Marcns Anieiina, IflS. 

ANICH, Peter, born near Insnrack. an In* 
genioos mechanic, much eeteemed for bin kno^r* 
ledge of astronomy, died 1766 

ANICHINT, Lewis, a Venetinn engraver oC 
great .celebrity. On seelaf bis pieoes, MIetane 
Angek) Is said to haveexelaimed, that the art 
of engraving had reached the sanmiit of pnrfea^ 
tion, time of his death not known. 

ANIELLO, Thomas, vld^ANELLO.

She died 1740. 

ANN AND, WiUlam, A. M., anaave of Edin 
bnrgh, was made dean of Raphoe, In ' ' 
and died 1710. ' aq 
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ANSBOtSirSk wbot of LobbM, to the dio 
cess of ^Bmbn^f « man of great iMumiDg and 
application, died aJS. 

ANSJtKSISUS, a leanwd priest of Rheima, 
made arehbishop of Sens, died 883. 

AN8ELM, arcbMstiop of Canterbury in the 
reigns of WiUiam Rufus and Heniy L, bom 
1033, at Aost, in Savoy, died at Camecbury 1100. 
He waa the first arehbisliop who restrained the 
En^h elergy from marrying, and waa caao- 
niaed in the reign of Henry VII. 

ANSEXtM , an Augustine monk, author of a 
chronological history of France, died 1094. 

ANS£LM,AiktlioDy,diatiBguiiihedaea|neacb- 
er and a poet, died 1737. 

ANSER, & Latin poet, the friend of Antony, 
in the age of Horace and Vii^il. 

ANSON, Peter Hubert, a French writer, mem 
ber of the national assembly^ and farmer of the 
post, died 1810. 

ANSON, George, lord, was the son of Wil- 
liam Anson, Esq., of Shutborough, a very an- 
cient and worthy family in Staffordshire, and 
was bom in 1700. On the breaking out of the 
Spanish war he was appointed to command a 
fleet of five diips, destined to annoy the enemy 
in that dangerous and unfrequented sea wluch 
lies beyond America, and in tliat unexpected 
quarter to attack them with vigour. His depar- 
ture bemg unaccountably delayed some months 
beyond the proper season, lie sailed about the 
middle of September, 1740; and about the ver- 
nal equinox, in the most tempestuous weatiier, 
arrived in thie latitude of Cape Horn. He doubled 
that dangerous cape in the month of March, 
1741, after a bad passage of 40 days, in which 
he lost two shipe, and by the scurvy, four or five 
men in a day. He arrived (^ Juan Feraandea 
in June, with only two ships, besides two at- 
tendants on the squadron, and 335 men. He left 
it in September, took some prizes, burnt Paita, 
and staid about the coast of America till May, 
1743. He then crossed the southern ocean, pro- 
ceeding with the Centurion only, the other ships 
having been destroyed in August. Having re- 
freshed his crew at Tinian, he sailed in October 
for China; staid there till the beginning of 
1743 ; waited for the galleon at the Philippine 
Islands, met her on the 20th of June, and took 
her. Having sold the prize in China, he set saii 
for England, December 1743, and on the 15th of 
Junoj 1744, arrived at Sjritbcad, having sailed 
in a log through the midst of a French fleet then 
craising In the channel. In 1747, being then on 
board the Prince George of 90 guns, in company 
with Admiral Warren and twelve ships nuH-e, 
be intercepted off Cape Finisterre a powerful 
fleet, bound from France to the East and West 
Indies ; and by his valour and conduct again 
enriched himself and his ofiicers, and strength- 
ened the British navy, by taking s&x men of war 
and four East Indiamen, not one of ihem escap- 
ing. The French admiral. M. Jonquierc, on 
presenting his sword to the conqueror, said, 
" Monsieur, vous avez vaincu Tlnvincible, et la 
Gloire vous suit,*' pointing to the two ships so 
named. King George !(., for hia signal services, 
rewarded him with a |>eerage, by the title of 
Lord Ansen, baron (tf Sobarton, in Hants. He 
died suddenly at his seat at Moor Park, in Hert- 
fordshire, June 8, 1763. His natural disposition 
was calm, cool, and steady: but it is reported, 
that this honest, unde^gning -seaman was fre- 
quently a dupe at play ; and it was wittily ob- 
served of him, that he had been round the world, 
but npvpf in it. See ROBINS. 
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ANNAT, Vraneia, a. native of loKeigiM, of 
the ocdov of the Jesuits, teacher of phitoaopby 
mt Toulouse, died at Paris 1670. 

ANNS^ of Austria, daughter of Philip H. of 
Spain, married Lewis XIU., and waa the mo- 
ther of Lewis XIV. ; she died 1006. 

ANNS, of Beaujeu, daucfaler of Lewis XH. 
of France, married the duke of Bourfaon, and 
was regent during the minority of her broither, 
Otaailea VUI. ; she died at Cfaantelle, 1583. 

ANNE, of Brittany, first married Mazimiliaii 
of Austria, next Chariea VIII. of France, and 
afterwards Lewis XU. ; she died 1514. 

ANNE, of Cteves, daughter of John III., 
duke of Cleves, waa married to Henry VIII., 
hut was soon divoBced, and returned to Cleves; 
she died 1557. 

ANNE, daughter of James II., succeeded 
William III. as queen of England. In 1683, she

ANTONIANO, Silvio, a man of great leara« 
Ing, who raised himself firom a low condition 
by his merit ; bis parents being so far from able 
to support him in his studies, that they them' 
selves stood in need of charity. He was bora 
at Rome, in 1540, and made a quick and most 
surprising progress in his studies ; for when be 
was but 10 years old, be could make verses upon 
any subject proposed to him; and those so ex- 
cellent, though pronounced extempore, that even 
a man of genius could not compose the like 
without a good deal of time and pains. There 
was a proof given thereof at the table of the 
cardinal of Ptoa, when he gave an entertain 
ment one day to aercTat other cardim^a. Alef- 
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Ander Faraese, taking a notegay, gave it to this 
voutb, desiring liim to present it to him of the 
company whom he thought most likely to be 
pope ; he presented it to the cardinal do Medicis, 
and made a eulogium upon him in verse. This 
cardinal, who was pope some years afterwards 
under the name of Pius IV., brought him to 
Bome, and made him professor of belles-lettres 
in the college at Rome He was afterwards 
chosen rector of the college, and died 1C03. 

ANTONIDES, Vander Goes, John, a poet, 
born at Goes, in Zealand ; he died 1684. 

ANTONINUS, Pius, a celebrated Roman em 
peror, succeeded Adrian, 138, and died 161. 

ANTONINUS PHILOSOPHOS, Marcus Au 
lelius, the Roman emperor, bom at Rome, the 
96th of April, in tlie 121st year of the Christian 
era, and died on an expedition against the Mar- 
comanni, in the 19th year of Ills reign. The 
whole empire regretted his loss as a most valua- 
ble prince, and paid the greatest regard to his 
memory ; he was ranked among the gods, and 
almost every person had a statue of hun in his 
bouse. His book of " Meditations** has been 
much admired by the best Judges. 

ANTONINUS, a geographer, whose age is 
unknown. 

ANTONIO, Nicolas, canon of Seville, and 
author of " Bibliotheca Hispanica,** in four 
volumes folio, died 1684. 

ANTONIUS, Marcus, one of the greatest 
orators ever known at Rome. It was owing to 
him, according to Cicero, that Rome might boast 
herself a riviu even to Greece itself in the art 
of eloquence. He defended among many others, 
Marcus Aquilius ; and moved the Judges in so 
■etpsible a manner, by the tears he shea, and the 
scars he showed on the breast of biii client, that 
he carried his cause. He was unfortunately 
killed, during the disturbances raised at Rome 
by Marius and Cinna, in tlie year of Rome 667. 
ANTONIUS, Marcus, the triumvir, was son 
of Antonius Creticus, by Julia, a noble lady of 
inch merit, that Plutarch affirms her to have 
been " comparable to the wisest and most vir- 
tuous ladies of that age." Mark Antony, losing 
his father when young, launched out at once 
Into all the excess of riot and debauchery, and 
wasted his whole patrimony before he had put on 
the manly gown. He afterwards went abroad 
to learn the art of war under Gabinius, who 
gave him the command of his horse in Syria, 
where he signalized his courage in the restora- 
tion of Ptolemy, king of Egypt. From Egypt 
he went to Cesar, in Gaul ; and after some stay 
there, being furnished wltb money and credit 
by Cssar, returned to Rome to sue for the quaes- ' 
torship. In this suit he succeeded, and after- 
wards attained the tribunate, in which office he 
was amazingly active for Cesar, who, when ho 
had made binoiself master of Rome, gave Antony 
the government of Italy, with the command 
over tbe legions there ; in which post he gained 
the love of the soldiery. But what was more 
to his honour, he assisted Cesar so successfully 
on several occasions, that, twice particularly, 
when CaM3ar*s army had been put to flight, he 
rallied tlie scattered troops, and gained the vic- 
tory : this raised his reputation so, that he was 
reckoned the next best general to Cesar. After 
tbe defeat of Pompey, at Pharsalia, Cesar, as 
an acknowledgment of Antonyms great servi- 
ces, made him master of tbe horse ; in wIilcJi 
office he behaved with violence; and this be- 
haviour, together wltb his disaoliue Ufe, (for he 
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was tbe reason why Cesar, the next year, did 
not admit him bis colleague in the consulship : 
he did, however, admit him two years after.— 
Upon the death of Cesar, Antony was much 
frightened, and hid himself during the night, un« 
der the disguise of a slave ; but hearing that the 
conspirators had retired to the capitol, he assem- 
bled the senate as consul, to deliberate i\\. m the 
present situation of the commonwealth. Here 
Cicero moved for a decree of a general amnesty, 
or act of oblivion, for all that had passed : to 
which tliey unanimously agreed. Antony dis- 
sembled weU, for it was nothing but dissimula- 
tion : he seemed to be all goodness; talked of 
notliing but healing measures ; and, as a proof 
of his sincerity, moved that the conspirators 
should be invited to take part in tbeir delibera- 
tions, and sent his son as a hostage for their 
safety. Upon this they all came down from the 
capitol ; and, to crown the joy of tbe day, Bru- 
tus supped with Lepidus, as Cassius did with 
Antony. Antony is said to have .asked Cassias, 
during supper, '^ whether he still wore a da^et 
under his gown.*' " Yes,** replied Cassiusi 
and a very large one, in case you invade the 
sovereign power." This was what Antony all 
tlie while aimed at ; and, as the event showed, 
he pursued bis measures with tbe greatest ad- 
dress He artfully proposed a decree for tbe 
confirmation of Cesar*s acts ; and, getting Ce- 
sar's register into his power, he proposed as 
Cesar's acts whatever suited his purpose. Be 
procured a public funeral for Cesar, and took 
that opportunity of haranguing tbe soldiers and 
populace in his favour ; and he inflamed them 
so against the conspirators, that Brutus and Cas- 
sius were forced to leave tbe city. He made a 
tour through Italy, to solicit the veteran sol- 
diers, having first secured Lepidus, who had the 
army, to his Interests ; he seized the public trea- 
sure, and treated Octavius wlthsupercihousnesa 
and contempt, tliough the adopted son and beir 
of Julius Cesar. The patriots, however, with 
Cicero at tfieir head, espousing Octavius, in or- 
der to destroy Antony, tbe latter was forced to 
change his measures, and look a little abroad : 
he endeavoured to extort the provinces of Ma- 
cedonia and Syria from Brutus and Cassius ; 
but, not succeeding, resolved to possess himself 
of Cisalpine Gaul, and besiege Decimus Brutus 
in Mutina. This siege is one of the most me- 
morable things of the kind in history ; and, in" 
conducting it, Antony, though defeated, gained 
very great reputation : the consuls Hirtlus and 
Pansa were both slain ; and nothing but superior 
forces could have left Octavius master of tbe 
field. Antony fled in great confusion, wanting 
even the necessaries of^llfe ; and this very man, 
who had hitherto wallowed in luxury and in- 
temperanc«) was obliged to live some days upon 
roots and water. He fled to tbe Alps, and was 
received by Lepidus ; with whom and Octavius 
he formed the 2d triumvirate, as it has usually 
been called. When these three conferred, tbey 
would easily be persuaded that tbe patriots 
wanted only to destroy them all, which could 
not be done so effectually as by clashing them 
against one another , they therefore combined, 
proscribed their respective enemies, and divided 
the empire among themselves. Cicero fell a 
sacrifice to the resentment of Antony, who, in- 
deed, was charged with most of the murderr 
then committed: but they were rather to tm 
charged to the account of bis wife Fulvla, who 
being a woman of avarice, cruel^, an4 revenge, 
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husband was ignorant. Upon the defeat of 
Brutiia and Casslus by Octaviiu and Antony, 
at Philippi, which was owing chiefly to the mi- 
litary skili and bravery of the latter, Antony 
obtained the sovereign dominion, and went into 
Asia, where he had tiie most splendid court that 
ever was seen. Tlie kings and princes of Asia 
came to his court^and aclmowledged no other 
sovereign in the East but him. Queens and 
princesses, Imowing him, doubtless, to be a man 
of amour and gallantly, strove who should win 
his heart; and the famous Cleopatra of Egypt 
succeeded. See CLEOPATBA.

APELLES, one of ths most celebrated pain- 
ters of antiquity, was bom in the isle of Cos, 
and flourished in the time of Alexander the 
Great He was in high favour with that prince, 
who made a law that no other person should 
draw his picture but Apelles : he accordingly 
drew him holding a thunderbolt in his hand : 
the piece was finished with so much skill and 
dexterity, that it used to be said, there were two 
Alexanders : one invincible, the son of Philip ; 
the other inimitable, the production of Apelles. 
Alexander cave him likewise another remarka- 
ble proof of his regard ; for when he employed 
Apelles to draw Gampaspe, one of his mistress- 
es, having found that be had conceived an affec- 
tion for her, he resigned her to hiin ; and it was 
from her that Apelles is said to have drawn his 
Venus Anadyomene. One of Apelles* chief 
excellencies was, the making his pictures so 
exactly resemble the persons represented, tliat 
the physiognomists were able to form a judg- 
ment as readily fnmi his portraits, as If they 
had seen the originals.

He, however, fell a 
victim to the envy of the emperor Adrian, who 
always valued himself highly upon his know' 
ledge of arts and sciences, and hated every one 
of whose eminence in his profession lie had rea- 
son-to be Jealons.

APULEIUS, Lucius, a Platonic {riillosopher, 
lived in the 9d century, under the Antonines, 
and was bom at Madaura, a Rcmian c<riony in 
Africa. He was a man of a curious and Inqui- 
sitive disposition, especially in religious matten, 
which prompted him to take several journeys, 
and to enter into several societies of religion. 
Re spent almost his whole fortune In travelling. 
He was indefatigable, however, in his studies, 
and composed several books in prose and verse ; 
but most of them are fcMt Bit *' GoMea Ass** 
Is the best of his works now extant. 

AQUA VIVA, Octavlo, cardinal, legate, aqq 
archbishop of Naples: he died 161^ 

AQUAVrVA, Andrew Matth. d*. duke of 
Atri, and prince of Teramo, a Neapolitan noUe- 
mui, who iMtronized' literature ; be died 1615. 

A WAvIVA, Claude, son of Andrew, go- 
vernor of the Jesuits, died 16J15. 

AdUTLA, a mathematician of Pontos : he 
translated the Bible from Hebrew into Greek. 

AQUILANO, Serasino, a native of Aquila, 
known by his sonnets an(toth^ poetical prifies; 
hediedlSQO. 

AdUILANTJB, Sebastian, an |t^ian physi 
clan, whose real name is unknown* he was pro- 
fessor at Padua, and died 1543. 

^QtflN AS, St. Thomas, a celebrated teacher 
of the school divinity in the universities of Italy, 
and commonly called the angelical doctor, was 
bom in the castle of Aaulno, in the Terra di 
Lavora, in Italy, about the year 1334. In 1374 
he waa sent for to the second council of Lyons, 
by pope Gregory X., that be mlgbt read before

AQUINO, Philip, a Jew, of Carpentras, pro- 
fessor of Hebrew at Paris, died 1696. 

ARABSCHAH, author of a history of Ta- 
merlane, a Mobamedan hif torian of Damascus : 
he died 1450. 

A£ AGON, Jane d*. wUb of Ascanhis Colona, 
illustrious for her virtuef and fortitude; she 
died 1577. 

ARAM, Eugene, an Englishman of mean 
birth, tnit remarkable Ibr his extraordinary abl' 
lities, and the singular circumstances attending 
his unhappy fate ; he was bom in Yorkshire, 
1704. He acquired considerable knowledge in 
the mathematics, the Latin, Greek, Hebrew, 
and Celtic languages, and many parts of polite 
literature, entirely by his own industry. But, 
while employed in those learned labours, he 
committed a crime not to be expected in a man 
of his studious turn ; as the only inducement that 
led him to it is said to have been gajn, though 
he afterwards asiiigned jealousy of his wife as 
the motive. In 1744 he murdered Daniel Clarke, 
which crime was concealed }4 years, and was 
then discovered by the accidental finding of a 
skeleton supposed to be that of Clarke. This 
was a mistake but it led to a discovery. He 
was apprehended on suspicioiu tried at York, 
in 1750, and found guilty on sufllcient evidence, 
corroborated by the testimony of his own wife. 
His defence was uncommonly curious, and at 
once an evidence of hUi taste and eradition. 
After conviction, he confessed the justice of his 
sentence, and endeavoured to destrov himself 
by opening an artery in his arm with a razor. 
He was, however, executed, and )rong in chains, 
in Knarerimrough forest. 

ARANTIUS, Julius, an Italian physiciaii 
and anatomist, iK>m at Bol<^na, died 1581. 

ARATUS, a Greek poet and astronomer, wfap 
flourished about the 194th Olympiad. 

ARATUS, i native of Sicypn, the deliverer 
of his country and promoter of the Achsan 
league, died 316 B. C. 

ARBOGATES, a Boman general, destroyed 
himself 394. 

ARBRISSEL, Robert d*, a native of Brittany, 
founded the monastery of rontevrauK, and died 
1117. 

ARBUCKLE, James, IM. A., a native of Glas- 
gow, who possessed some merit as a poet, died 
1734 

ARBUTHNOT, Alexander, eminent for hie 
learning and piety, died at Aberdeen, 1538. 

ARBUTHNOT, Dr. John, a celebrated wit 
and physician in queen Anne*s reign, was the 
son of ap episcopal clergyman In Scotland, near- 
ly allied to the noble fiunily of that name. On 
his coming to ]LtOndon, his extensive learning 
and facetious and agreeable conversation intro- 
duced him by degrees into practice, and he be- 
came eminent in his profession. Being at Ep- 
som when prince George of Denmark was sud^ 
denly taken ill, he was called in to his assistance. 
His advice was supceesful, and his highness, re- 
covering, employed him always afterwards as 
his physician. In consequence of this, upon the 
indisposition of Dr. Ilannes, he was appointed 
physician in ordinary to qneen Anne, in ITDB. 
His gentle manners, pc^ liMifniBVt vid excel

ARCHILOCHUS, a Greeic poet, bom in the 
iaie of Faroe, was tlie son c€ Telesicles ; and, 
aceording to Mr. Bayle, flouiished in the 96th 
Olympiad, or 600 years before Christ. His 
poetry abounded with the most poignant satire. 
This poet excelled chiefly in iambic Terses, and 
was the inventor ot them, as araeai* from 
passage in Horace, Ep. six. Ubw {. verse 33, Itc 

ARCHrMEDES, a celebrated geometrician, 
bom at Syracuse, in SicUy, and related to Hiero, 
king of Syracuse. He was remarkable Ibr his 
extraordinary application to mathematical stu- 
dies, in which he used to be so much engaged, 
that his servant^ were often obliged to take him 
from them by force. He bad such a surprising 
nventim In mechanics, tliat be affirmed to 
Hiero, that if he had anotlier earth wliereon to 
plam his machines, he could move this which 
we inhabit Archimedes kwcame moet tkmoos 
by his curious contrivances, whereby tlie city olj 
Syracuse was so long defended when besieged 
by Marcellus. Agamst the vessels which came 
up close to the walls he contrived a kind of 
crow, projected above the wall, with an iron 
grapple fastened to a strong chain. This was 
let down upon the prow of a ship, and, by means 
of the weight of a Iraavy counterpoise of lead, 
raised up the prow and set the vessel upright

ARETAPHILA, a woman of Cyrene, who 
avenged the death ^her husband, dec.

AllBTHAS, a bishop of Cappadocia, In tho 
lOtb eentury, antboc of a commentary on Reve* 
latio ns. 

ARETIN, Guy, a Benedictine monk, who 
Uved in the Uth century. He rendered hnnself 
famous by dlscoveriag a new method of learning 
music ; and was ssdd to have been the inventor 
of the six notes tai music, " Ut, Re, Mi, Fa, Sol, 
La. 

ARETIN, Leonard, was one of the ablest men 
in eloouence and science of the 15th century ; 
and Mt several works, the catalogue of whicli 
may be seen in Geaner's " BibUotbeca." He 
died about 1443, behig then 74 years of age, a| 
Florence ; where there is a marble monument 
elected to him in the Church of the Holy pross, 
with an Inscriptkm to the following purport :-« 
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iDoaraliig ; eloquence is become mute ; the 
Greek ond lAtln muses cannot forbear shedding 
tean." 

AKETIN, Francis, a man of great readii^, 
and well acquainted with the Greek language. 
He studied at Sienna, about the year 1443 ; and 
afterwards taught law there with such a viva- 
cl^ of genius, that they called him the prince 
ci Bubtleties, and his wit became a proverb. He 
taught also m the university of Pisa, and in that 
of Perrara. 

ARETIN, Peter, a native of Arezzo, who lived 
in the 16th century. He was famous for his sa- 
tirical writings, and was so bokl as to carry bis 
invectives even against sovereigns ; whence he 
got the title of the scoui^ of princes. He used 
to boast that his lampoons did more service to 
I the worid than sermons ; and it was said of him, 
that he had subjected more princes by bis pen, 
than the greatest warriors had ever done by their 
arms. Aretin wrote also many irreligious and 
obscene pieces. Some say, that he afterwards 
obanged his loose, libertine principles; but, how- 
ever this may be, it is certain that he composed 
several j^eces of devotion. He was author, like- 
wise, of some comedies, which were esteemed 
pretty good of their kind, and died in the year 
1556, beins about 65 years old. 

AIIETIN, John, an able writer of Berne, in 
the 15th century. 

ARETIN, Angelo, a learned professor of law 
at Bologna and Ferrara, died 1480. 

ARGALL, Samuel, an adventurer to this 
country in 1609, who destroyed a French settle- 
ment on Mt Desert, subdued the Dutch on Hud- 
son's river ; he was appointed deputy governor 
of Virginia in 1617 ; but his administration prov- 
ing odious, he was obliged to fly the country. 

ARGALL, John, an eminent scholar, rector 
of Halesworth, Suffolk, died 1606. 

ARGELLATA, Peter, a physician of Bol<^- 
Bt) died 14S3. 

ARGELLATI, Philip,an indefatigable writer, 
born at Bologna, died 1755. 

ARGENS, Jean Baptiste de Boyer, Marquis 
4*, a French writer, famous rather for the num- 
ber than weight of his productions, was bom at 
Alz, in Provence, 1704, and died there 1770. He 
was master of many languages; he painted very 
well, and was a considerable proficient in ana- 
tomy and chymistry. Of his works, the jirinci 
pal are, ^ Lettres Juives,'* " Lettres Chinoises,' 
" Lettres Cabaiistiques,*' " Pliiloeophie du Bon 
Sens,** &c &c. There is learning, knowledge, 
and good sense, scattered through all these ; but 
they are strongly tinctured with liliertinism, and 
the worst sort of fl^e-thinking. 

ARGENSOLA, Leonard, and Bartholopaew, 
two Spanish poets of merit. 

ARGENSON, Mark Bene le Voyer, Marquis 
d*. introduced lettres de cachet during his ad- 
ministration of the police at Paris, died 1721. 

ARGENTAL, Charles Augustus count d*, a 
foreign minister at the French court, the friend 
«f Le Kain, Voltaire, &c. died 1788. 

ARGENTIER, John, studied medicine, was 
■ called Censor Medicorum, because he censured 
Galen, died 1572. 

ARGENTINA, Thomas d*, a learned head 
of the Augustines, 1345. 

ARGENTRE, Bertrand d*, a native of Vitre, 
eminent for his knowledge of history and juris- 
prudence, died 1500. 

ARGENTRE, Charles Duplessis d*, doctor of 
the Sorbonne, almoner to the king, and bishop 
df TnUcs, died 1740.

ARGYROPYLUS, Joannes, a learned man 
who contributed to the revival of Greek litera 
ture in Europe, died about 1478. 

ARIADNE, daughter of Leo I., married Zeno^ 
who succeeded as emperor, and died 515.

ARIARATHES I., a kingof Cappadocia, en- 
gaged in an expedition against Egypt with Da- 
rius Ochns. 

ARIARATHES U., nephew of the preceding, 
defeated by the Macedonians, 321 B. C. 

ARIARATHES IIL, son of the 3d, recovered 
his kingdom by the conquest of the Macedon- 
ians. 

ARIARATHES IV., married the daughter of 
Antiochus ; he died 220 B. C. 

ARIARATHES V., kmg of Cappadocia, died

ARIARATHES VI., son of the precedhig, 
perished in battle, 130 B. C. 

ARIARATHES VU., son of the 6th, was mur- 
dered by his brother-in-law, Mithridates.

ARIAS MONT ANUS, Benedict, a native of 
Seville, eminent for his literary acquirements, 
died 1598.

ARIBERT, son of Clotaire II. ^ khig of France, 
caused himself to be crowned kmg at Toulouse, 
and died 1630. 

ARIEH, Jacob Juda, a learned rabbi of Am- 
sterdam, nourished in the 17th century. 

ARIOB ARZANES L,. king of Cappadocia, 91 

ARIOBARZANE8 H., king of Cappadocia 
put to death by Cassius. 

ARIOBARZANES HI., brother of the pre- 
ceding, put to death by Antony. 

ARlOSTI, AttOio, a musician, bom at Bo- 
logna, published a book of cantatas, 1725. 

ARIOSTO, Lodovico, or Lewis, a celebrated 
Italian poet, descended of a good family, and 
bora at the castle of Reggio, in Lombardy, in 
1474. He began his " Orlando Furioso** when 
he was about 30 years of age, and it is the most 
celebrated of all his works. But his attachment 
to poetry did not hinder him from engaging ii* 
public aifairs, for he was employed in embassies 
and negotiations in different parts of Italy. 
Ariosto was crowned with the laurel by the 
emperor Charles V., in 1533, and died at Ferrart 
the 8th of July, in the same year. 

ARIOSTI, Gabriel, brother to the poet, was 
himself eminent as a I^atin poet ; he died 1552 

ARIOVISTUS, king of Germany, assisted the 
Gauls against the Romans, and was defeated 
by Julius Cesar. 

ARIPERT, Mng of Lomhaidy, succeeded his

ARISI, Fnadt, an able writer of Cremona, 

died 1743. 
ARISTJEN.^BTE8, an andeac writer, to whom 

are ascribed certain Greek epistles on tne subject 

of love and gallantry, died in 356. 

ARISTANDER, a soothsayer in the army of 
Alexander the Great. 

ARIST ARCHUS, a Grecian philosopher, bom 
in Samoa, is delivered down to us as the principal 
person, if not the first, who maintained the earth 
to turn upon its centre, and to describe a circle 
yearly round the sun ; an opinion revived and 
established by Copernicus and Galileo, and now 
universally received. It is not certain when he 
lived ; but, flrom tiie mention made of liim by 
Axchimedes, he must have ftourislied before hu 
death. None of bis worlu remain, except a 
treatise " Upon the Greatness and Distance of 
the Sun and Moon.*' inserted in the third volume 
of "Mathematical WorlEs," printed at Oxford, 
1099, in foUo. 

ARIST ARCHUS, a celebrated grammarian, 
was bom in 8amotbracla.butchoae Alexandria 
to reside at. He applied himself particularly to 
criticism, and made a revisal of Homer*s poems 
Witt great exactness, but in a manner too ma- 

Sisterial, for those verses which he did not lilce 
e treated as spurious. Cicero and Horace have 
osed his name to express a very rigid critic, and 
it is used to this day for the same purpose, but 
not without opprobrium, derived partly from 
himself, yet more from the manners of modem 
verbal critics. Growing dropsical, he found no 
other remedy than to starve himself to death. 
Saidas relates that he died in Cvpras, aged 72. 

ABISTARCHUS, a Jew of Thessalonica, the 
companion of St Paul. 

ARISTEAS, a Greek historian, 550 B. C. 

ARISTEAS, one of the 70 translators of the 
Bcptuagint. 

ARIBTEUS, a Greek mathematician, 350 
B C. 

ARISTIDES, a philosopher of Athens, 13S. 

ARISTIDES, iBlius, a very famous sophist 
(^ antiquity, was born at Adrianl, a town of 
If ysia, and flourished under Adrian and the two 
following emperors. He spent his life in tra- 
velling and declaiming; went all over Egypt 
four times, and penetrated even to Ethiopia. 
When Smyma was destroyed hy an earthquake 
to the year 178, he wrote so aflecUng a letter to 
Marcus Aurelius, that the emperor ordered it to 
b^ rebuilt immediately ; upon whicb the Inhabit- 
ants erected a statue to Aristides, as to the res- 
torer of their city. He died about the age of 00. 
Bis works were publisbed, with a Latin version 
and notes, by Dr. Samuel Jebb, at Oxford, 1723, 
In two volumes 4to. 

ARISTIDES, suraamed the Just, a celebrated

ARISTOMENES, a Messenian, whose cour 
age caused his countrymen to avenge tiie op 
pression of tbe Spartans, 635 B. C. 

ARISTOPHANES, a comic poet of Athens* 
cotemporaiy with Plato, Socrates, and Euripl 
des. Most of his plays were written during 
the Peloponnesian war. His imaginaticm was 
warm and lively, and his genius particulariv 
turned to raillery ; he had also very great spirit 
and resolution, and was a declared enemy to 
slavery, and to all those who wanted to <^wess 
their country. He described the affklrs or the 
I Athenians in so exact a manner, that his oome- 
dies are a fbithAil history of that people. He 
wrote above 50 comedies, but there are only 11 
extant, wbicb are perfect; these are, "Plutus, 
The Ctouds, The Frogs, Equites, The Acha^ 
nenses. The Wasps, Peace, The Bhrds, The 
Ecclesiazusa or Female Orators, The Thesmo- 
phoriazuso or Priestess of Ceres, and Lysis* 
trata.*' " The Clouds," which he wrote in ri- 
dicule of Socrates, is the most celebrated of all 
his comedies. Madam Dacier tells us, she was 
so much charmed witli this performance, that, 
after she had translated it, and read it over 200 
times, it did not become the least tedious to her. 
Aristophanes having conceived some avenion 
to the poet Euripidea, satirises him in several 
of his_playi, particularly in his "Frogs,** and 
his " T%ermophoriasuse.** He wrote the " Ll- 
slstrata,** when all Greece was involved in 
war, in which comedy the women are intro> 
duced debating upon the afikirs of tbe common* 
wealth, when they come to a resolutk>n not to 

Kto bed with their husbands till peace slioold 
concluded. He Invented a peculiar kind of 
verse, which was called by bis name, and is 
mentioned by Cicero in his " Bmtus ;** and 
Suidas sayi, that he also was tbe inventor of 
the tretrameter and octameter verse. Aristo- 
phanes was greatly admired among the ancients 
especially for the true Attic elegance of his style ( 
and there have been several editions and trans* 
iRtions of this poet. The time of his death i« 
unknown. 

ARISTOTLE, the chief of tbe peripatetir 
philosophers, bora at Stagyra, a small city ir. 
Macedon, in the 99th Olympiad, about 384 yean 
before Christ, was tbe son or Michomacbus, 
physician to Amyntas, the grandfather of Alex- 
ander the Great. Bv tbe advice of the Delphle 
oracle, he went to Athens when about 18, and 
studied under Plato till he was 37. He foltowed 
his studies with most extraordinary diligence, so 
that he soon surpassed all in PlatoS school. He 
ate little, and slept less; and that he ml^t not 
oversleep himself, Diogenes Laertius tells us, 
that he lay always with one hand out of the 
bed. having a ball of brass in it, which, by Hi 
fltUtag into a bfula of tbe same mAUl awakei 
i S7 
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der Plato, be began to form diflSerent tenets from 
those of his master, who became highly piqued 
at his behaviour. Upon the death of Piato^ he 
quitted Athens, and retired to Atamya, a httle 
eity of Mjnia, wliere liis old friend. Hermias, 
reigned. Here be married Pythias, toe sister of 
that prince, whom he is said to tiave loved m 
nanionately, that be ofiered Mcrifice to her. 
Some time after, Hermias haying been taken 
prisoner by Meranon, tlie Icing or Persia's ge- 
neral, Aristotle went to Myteleoe, the capital of 
Lesbos, where he remained till Philip, icinf of 
Maccdon, having heard of nis great roputauon, 
lent for him to Be tutor to liii son Aleiander, 
then about 14 years of age. Aristotle accepted 
the offer, and in eight years tau||)it him rhetoric, 
natural philosophy, etliics. poUucs, and a certain 
sort of philoaopiiy, according to Plutarch, which 
he taught nobody else. Philip erected statues 
in honour of Aristotle, and for his salce rebuilt 
Stagyra, which had been almost ruined by the 
wars. Aristotle having lost the;favour of Alex- 
ander by adhering to CaUsthenea, Ms kinsman, 
who was accusedof a consi^acy against Alex- 
ander's life, removed to Athens, where he set up 
his new school. The magistrates received him 
verv kindly, and gave him the Lycaeum, so fa« 
mous afterwards fbr the concourse of his disci- 
ples, and here it was. according to some autliors, 
ttiat he composed his principal works. When 
Aristotle was accused of impiety by one Euxy- 
niedon, a priest of Ceres, he wrote a large apo- 
logy for himself, addressed to the magistrates ; 
but. knowing tne Athenians to be extremely 
jealous about their religion, and remembering 
the fate of Socrates, he was so much alarmed 
that he retired to Chalcis, a city of Eubcea, 
where he ended bis days. Some say be poi- 
soned himself, to avoid falling into the hands 
of his enemies; others affirm, that he threw 
himself' into the Euripus, because he could not 
comprehend the reason of its ebbing and flow- 
ing; and there are others who tell us that he 
died of a cholic, in the 63d year of his age, being 
the third of the 114th Olympiad, two years after 
Alexander. The Stagyrites carri^ away his 
body, and erected altars to lUs memory. 

ARISTOXENUS, a Grecian phlkwopher of 
Tarentum, about 324 B. C. 

ARIUS, a divine of the 4tb century, and the 
head and founder of the Arians, a sect which 
denied the eternal divinity and consubstantiali- 
tv of the Wofd. He was bom in Libya, near 
Egypt. The Arian principles, according to 
Spanheim, were, that Christ was only called 
God by way of title ; that he was less than the 
Father, who only was eternal and without be- 
ginning ; that he was a creature, having a be- 
iinning of existence, created out of things, hav- 
ing no Deing liefore the beginning of all things: 
hence he was made God, and the sop of God by 
adoption, not by nature ; and that the word was 
also subject to change ; that the Father created 
all things by him as an Instrument ; and that he 
was the most excellent of all creatures ; that the 
essence of the Father was different from the es- 
sence of the Son ; neither was.be co-etemal, co- 
equal, nor con-subetantial with the Father ; that 
the Holy Ghost was not God. but the creature 
of the Son, berot and created try him, inferior in 
dignity to the rather and Son, and co-worker in 
the creation. As to his death, it is said that 
Arius, being pressed by a natural necessity, re- 
tired to a house of convenience where he died 
Instantly on the spot, all his entrails bunting 
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in the year 386. 

ARKGL, Cornel. Van, a Duteh divine of 
Amsterdam, died 1794. 

ABKENHOLZ, John, « naiive of fiefaing- 
fois, in Sweden, aathor of some treatises on po- 
litical subjects, Icc, died 1777. 

AAKWRIGHt, Sur Richaid. • man who, in 
one of the lowest stations of lire, being literally 
a penny bariber at Manchester, by unccnnmoi* 
genius and persevering industry, invented and 
perfected a system of machinery fur spinning 
cotton, that had in vain been attempted mr many 
of the first mechanics of the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies; and which, by giving perpetual employ- 
meiii to many thousand familiea, increased the 
population, and was productive of great com 
neicial advantage to his country. The machine 
is called a "Spinning Jenny." Sir Eichard died 
August 3, 1792, leaving property to the amount 
of nearlv half a million sterling. 

ARLAUD, James Antony, a native of Gene- 
va, eminent as a painter, died 1743. 

ARLOTTA, a benutiful woman of Falaise, 
daughter of a tanner, and mistress of Robert, 
duke of Normandy. 

ARLOTTO, a native of Magello, in Tuscany, 
whose right nam^ Was Mainvdi. was dean Of 
St. Cresci, in the diocese of Flesole ; he dief 
1483. 

ARM AGNAC, John d\ of an ancient family 
in France, raised to the highest dignity of tfaa 
national church, died about 1406. 

ARMA6NAC, Bernard, count d*, brother of 
the preceding, placed at the head of Uie party of 
CMeaDSjWBM assassinated, 1418. 

ARMELLINO, Francis, a banker, made car- 
dinal by Leo X.. di£d 1587. 

ARMEXONVILLE, Joseph John Baptist 
Fleurion d', a French statesman, keeper of thd 
seals from 1732 to 1737, died 1726. 

ARMINIUS, a brave chief of the Catti, called 
the deliverer of Gennany : he was assassinated 
I A. D. 31. 

ARMINIUS, Jaipea, the founder of the sect 
of the Armlnians, or Remonstrants, was born 
at Oude-water, in Holland, in 1560. " The Ar 
minians hold (says Mr. Broughton) that God 
creates men free, and will deal with tiiem ac- 
cording to the use they make of their liberty ; 
that, foreseeing how every one will use it, lie 
does therefore decree all things that concern 
them in this life, together with their salvation 
or danmation in the next.*' dte. See more in 
Brou(^ton^8 Religion of all Nations, p. 62. Ar- 
minius died October 19, 1612. 

ARMSTRONG, Thomas, an active supporter 
cf the royal cause, during the civil wars, for 
which he was honoured with knij^thood ; be 
was executed by his enemies, without a trial, 
1684. 
ARMSTRONG, Dr. John, bom In Castletop 

Earidi, Edinburghshire, where Ms father and 
rother were ministers. He completed bis edu- 
cation in the university of Edinburab, wh*ere he 
took fafs degree in physic, February 4, 1732. Like 
Akenside, another poet and physician, he never 
arrived at much practice. In 1735 he published 
a little humorous fugitive pamphlet in 8vo. 
printed for J. Wllford, entitled *' An Essav for 
abridging the Study of Physic; to which is 
|added aDIaloguc between Hygeia, Mercury, and 
Pluto, relating to the practice of irfiysic, as it is 
m anaged by a certain illustriqus socleQr : as also 
an epistle from Uabeck the Persian to Joshua

ia 1594. He died at tbout the tin of 70. 

ARNACJO D'ANDILLI, Robert, eldest son 
of the preceding, bora at Paris in 1569. Though 
bred in a court and in ofilces of state, be passed 
the latter part of his days in a continual awji- 
cation to works of piety and -devotion. Bis 
works have been printed in eight volumes foUo. 
Mr. Araaud died at Port Royal, 1674. 

ARNAUD, Anthony, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
and brother of the preeeding, was bora at Paris 
the 6th of Febmary. 1613. A catalogue of bis 
works may be seen in Moieri : they consist of 
grammiM^, geometry, logic, metaphysics, and 
theology. He died August Q, 1694. 

ARN AUD, Henry, brother of Robert, made 
Msbop of ToiMi ^^ bis election was disputed, 
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^; mdinDbo diatopve, the autlur baa eaoght 
the very spirit of Lncian. It was soon foUowed 
by the " Cuconomy of Love,'* a poem which has 
much merit, but is too strongly tinctured with 
the licentiousness of Ovid. "The Art of pre- 
serving Health,*' bis best performance, was pub-jJBrescie. 
Usbed in 1744, and will transmit bis name to 

Eisterity as one of the first English writers. In 
r. Nichols* " Anecdotes of Mr. Bowyer,*' the 
reader will find some pleasing traits of the cba- 
racter of this ingenious writer. 

ARMSTRONG, John, a Scotch divine and 
poet, was bora at I«eith, 1771. At Edinbui^h. 
where he took the degree of M. A., he jpuhlished 
a volume of "Juvenile Poems,** which have 
eonsiderable Bierit; and to this he appended 
** An Esnay on the Means of punisbiniK and pre- 
venting Crimes ;" for which, (in 1789,) he had 
been honoured with a gold medal given by the 
Edinbuigh Pantheon Society. He came to Lon- 
don in n90, commenced writer for the news- 
papers, and for some time before his death was 
editor of that old and most respectable paper, 
*' The General Evening Post.** He promised 
also to wrrive at distinction as a preacher to dis- 
senting congregations ; but was cut off by a de- 
cUne, July 81, 1797, at the early age of 96. 

ARMSTRONG, John, a brigadier general in 
the army of the American revolution, assisted 
in the defence of fort Moultrie, and in the battle 
<^Germantown, with tlie reputation of an able 
officer, afterwards a delegate to congress from 
Pennsylvania, died 1795. 

ARMTNE, Lady Mary, granddaughter of 
George, Earl of Shrewsbury, married Sir Wil- 
liam Armyne, and was distinguished by her 
piety and benev<4ence ; she died 1675. 

ARNALD, Richard, B. D., rector of Thur- 
easton, in Leicestershire, pubushed several ser- 
mons, Ice ; he died 1756. 

ARN ALL, William, became a poUtieal writer 
in the pay of Sir Robert Walpole ; he died 1741. 

ARNAlTD DE MEYRVILLE, or MEREUIL, 
a poet of Provence, died 12S0. 

ilRNAUD OS VILLA NOVA, a phyaieian, 
shipwrecked on the coast of Genoa, 1310 or 1313. 

ARNAUD, Anthony, bora at Paris, 1550, 
wliere he punned his studies, and took bis de- 
gree of Muter of Arts in 1573. Some time after. 
ne was admitted advocate of the parliament or 
Paris; in which capacity he acquired great re- 
putation by his int^ity and extraordinary elo- 
quence. Henry IV. had a great esteem for Ar- 
naud ; his majesty once carried the duke of Sa- 
voy on purpose to hear him plead in parliament, 
fnj he was appointed counsellor and attoraey- 
gcnend to queen Catharine of Medids. One of 
tlie most famous causes which Arnaud pleaded,

bf the Port Royal convent, died 1ml. 

ARNAUO, Anthony, son of Robert, abbot of 
IChaumes, author of some memoirs, died 1608. 

ARNAUD, de Breaoie. See ARNOLD d« 



ARNAUD, Francis, abbot of Grand Cbamosy 
distinsuiahed by his literary labours, died 17M. 

ARNAUD, Simon, marquis of Pompone, an 
aUe negotiator and ambaasadoK, died 1699. 

ARNAUD, Heniy Charles, son of Simon, dla- 
tiMuished as an ecclesiastic and stafwiippn, died 

ARNAUD, FrandSt Thomas Marie de Bacu- 
lard d*, a French writer of celebrity, was bora 
at Paris in 1716, and died hi 1895. 

ARNDT, John, a famous protestant divine of 
Germany, bora at Bellenstad, in the dutchy of 
Anhalt, 155. At first he applied himself to phy- 
sic ; but, falling into a dangerous sickness, he 
made a vow to change that for divinity, if he 
should be restored to health. He wrote many 
relgious works ; the moat famous of which is, 
his, "Treatise of Free Christianity,** in High 
Dutch. This writer died at Zell, in 16S1. 

ARNDT, Joshua, professor of logic at Roa- 
Itock, died 1687 

ARNE, Dr. T*homas Augustine, was son of 
IMr. Arne, an upholsterer in Covent Garden, 
(whom Addison is sunposed to have character- 
ized in No. 155, and No. 160 of " The Tattler,**) 
and brother of Mrs. Cibber the |riayer. He was 
early devoted to music, and soon became emi- 
nent in his profession. July 0. 1759, he had the 
degree of doctor of music conlerred on him at 
Onord. His compositions are universally ap- 
plauded, and he was particularly skilful in in- 
structing vocal performers. He died March 5, 
1778, having written the following pieces : *^ Ar* 
taxerzes,** 1768 ; " The Guardian outwitted," 
1764: " The Rose,*' 1778 : all of them operas. 
nARNGRIM, Jonas, n learned ecdesiastic of 
{Ireland ; he wrote a piece on the Runic letters, 
fcc, and died 1649. 

ARNIS^US, Kenningus, a German profbs* 
Bor of {diysic at Hehnstadt, Imowa for his polV 
tical treatises ; he died 1635. 

ARNOBIUS, was professor of rhetoric at 
Sicca, in Numldia, toward the end of the 3d 
century. 

ARNOBIUS, a native of Gaul, author of a 
commentary on ;he psalms, Ice, in the 5th cm- 
tury. ^ 

ARNOLD, a (bmous heretic of the ISth cen 
tury, bora at Brescia, in Italy, whence he went 
to France, where be studied under the cela* 
Inrated Peter Abelard. Upon his retura to Italy, 
he put on the habit of a monk, and began to

particularly, that the pope ought not to eqjoy 
any temporal estate; that those ecclesiastics 
who had any estates of their own, or held any 
lands, were entirely cut oflT from the least hopo 
of salvation ; that the dergy ought to subsist 
upon the alms and voluntary contribotfons of 
Chfistians ; and that idl other revenues belong- 
ed to princes and states, in order to be disposed 
of among the laity as they thonght proper. Ha 
was hanged at Rome In the year 1155. 

ARNOLD, John, eminent for his improve- 
ments in the mechanism of time-keepers. Ha 
was the inventor of the EzpansAon Balance and 
the Detached Escapement; and was the first 
artist that ever applied tbe gold cylindrical 
spring to the balanee of a time-piece. Died at 
tWeli-ball, near BUham, In Kent, Aug. 85, 1799. 
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ARNOLD, Dr. Samael, an excellent componr 
«f mttsie, whose works are too numerous to be 
liere detailed, and so well known as not to 
require iL Of bis various dramatic composi 
tioiis, we may mention particularly ** The Af aid 
of the Blill; The Castle of Andalusia; The 
Agreeable Surprise; The Son-in-Law; The 
Spanish Barber; Inkle and Yarico; The Bur 
render of Calais ; The Battle of Hexham ; The 
Mountaineers; The Shipwreck; and Peeping 
Tom." In the higher style of composition, also, 
bis success was great. The Oratorio (by Dr. 
Brown) of the Cure of Saul, composed in 1767, 
was conriderld to be the best production since 
the time of Handel ; and his Shunamite Wo- 
man, one of his latter pieces, possesses all the 
genius of his earlier compositions, with that 
additional science which study and experience 
had given hbn. He died Oct 13, 1802, in his 
83d year, and was buried in Westmmster Abbey, 
between the monnmenui of Croft and Purcell. 

ARNOLD, Nicholas, a protestant of Lesna, 
acquired reputation by bis sermons and polemi- 
cal works ; he died 1680. 

ARNOLD, Jeffery, author of a history of mys- 
tical theology, &c, died 1714. 

ARNOLD, of Hildesfaeim, a historian of the 
13th centunr. 

ARNOLD, Christopher, a native of Nurem-| 
berg ; he died professor at Altorf, 1685, aged 58. 

ARNOLD, Benedict, a major general of the 
American army, and iiukmous for turning trai 
tor to his counti^ : for attempting to surrender 
the fortress of West Point to the British ; for 
conunitting ravages in Virginia after his deser 
tion, and a wanton butchery of the garrison at 
Fort Griswold, Conn. He was made a brigadier 
general in the British army ; retired to England ; 
received 10,000<. sterling as the reward of bis 
viUany, and died in London, 1801. 

ARNOLD, Benedict, succeeded Roger Wll 
liams as president of the colony of Rhode-lBlan<^ 
and was afterwards repeatedly appointed go- 
vernor under its charter ; he died 1678. 

ARNOLD, Thomas, a phjrsician of Leicester, 
educated at Edinburgh, was afterwards presi- 
dent of a lunatic asylum, which he established ; 
he died 1816. 

ARNOUL, a bishop of Lisieux, author of 
some curious letters, containing an account of 
the manners of his time. 
ARNTZENIUS, John Henry, a learned Dutch- 
man, law professor at Utrecht ; he died 1799. 

ARNU, Nicholas, a Dominican, professor of 
metaphysics at Padua, died 1693. 

ARNULPH, or ERNULPH, bishop of Ro- 
chester, bom 1040, died 1134. He wrote a work 
In Latin, concerning the foundation, endow 
ment, charters, laws, and other things relating 
to the church of Rochester ; which is generally 
known by Uie title of " Textus Roffensis,*' and 
Is preserved in the arehives of the cathedral 
church of that place. 

ARNULPH, natural son of Carioman, king 
of Bavaria, elected emperor of Germany, and 
crowned at Rome, 896. He died (supposed to be 
poisoned) 899. 

ARNULPHUS, an Eizyptlan, in the reign of 
M. Antoninus, famous for his skill in magic. 

ARNWAY, John, much attached to the royal 
cause in England in the time of Cromwell, died 
1653. 

ARON, Peter, a musical writer, bom at Flo- 
rence, and "patronized by Leo X. 

ARPINUS, or ARPINO, Joseph Cesar, a fa- 
mous Italian painter, bora 1560, died 1640. 
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ARRAGON, Jeanne d*, a celebrated itaUsB 
lady, mother of Mark Anthony Colonua, died 
1577. 

ARRAN, James Hamilton, earl of, a Scotch 

nobleman, who at one time aspired to the hand 

pof queen £lizabeth, of England. He died 1609 

ARRIA, the wife of Petus, celebrated for her 
heroism and conjugal fidelity. 

ARRIAGA, Roderic d', a Spanish Jesuit, pro- 
fenor of theology at Salamanca and Prague, 
died 1667. • 

ARRIAN, a famous historian and philoso- 
pher, who lived under the emperor Adrian and 
the two Antonines, was bora at Nicomedia, in 
Bithyiila. , He was styled the second Xenopbon, 
and raised to the most considerable dignities of 
Rome. He is, indeed, said to have been pre- 
ceptor to tlie famous^hilosopher and emperor 
Marcus Antoninus. The most celebrated of his 
works is his " History (in Greek) of Alexander 
the Grest,'* in 7 books;, a perfomiance much 
esteemed by the best judges. Arrian is said to 
have written several other works. 

ARROWSMITH, John, theological professor 
at Cambridge, 1660, author of several celebrat^ 
Calvinistic works. 

ARSACES I., a Parthian, emancipated bit 
country from the Macedonian yoke, 350 B. C. 

ARSACES II., son of the preceding, rnnde 
war against Antiochus the GreaL 

ARSACES TIRANUS, king of Armenia, tak- 
en prisoner by Sapor, king of Persia, 362 B. C. 

ARSENIUS, bishop of Constantinople, was 
banished for his pertinacity, and died in the 13th 
century. 

ARSENIUS, a Roman deacon, appointed by 
pope Damascus preceptor to Arcadiiis, son of 
Theodosius. 

ARSENIUS, archbishop of Malvasia, in the 
Morea, died 1435. 

ARSEZAN, Pader d*, a native of Toulouse, 
and author of two tragedies, died 1696. 

ARTABANUS, a king of Parthia, died A. 
D.48. 

ARTABANUS, another king of Parthia, ia 
whom that empire became extinct, 5236. 

ARTALI, Joseph, a native of Mazara, fai 8i- 
ciiy, a famous duellist, &c., died 16iV. 

ARTAUD, Peter Joseph, a native of Bonieuz, 
esteemed for learning, piety, &:c.. died 1760. 

ARTAUD, archbishop of Rheims, was onee 
deprived of his diocese and afterwards restored 
to it, died 948. 

ARTAVASDES I., kingof Armenia, behaved 
treacherously toCrassus and Mark Antony. 

ARTAVASDES II., grandson of the above. 

ARTAXERXES I., king of Persia, the son of 
Xerxes, supposed to be the Ahasuenis of Serin- 
ture, died 434 B. C. '^ 

ARTAXERXES II., suraamed Mnemon, de- 
feated Ills brother Cyras at Cunaxa, 401 B. C.« 

ARTAXERXES HI., succeeded Artaxerxes 
n. ; he slew all hU brothers and the rest of his 
family, 338 B. C. 

ARTAXERXES BEBEGAN, son of a shep- 
herd, first king of Persia of the race of the Sas- 
sanides, died about 340. 

ARTAXIAS I., governor of Upper Armenia 
under Antiochus, made himself Ung of the 
country. 

ARTAXIAS n., king of Armenia after Ar 
tavasdes I., was expelled by Antony, and res- 
tored by the Parthians. 

ARTAXIAS III., son of Polemo, made fcinf 
by Germanicu, and reigned 17 yean. 

ARTEAOA, Dm fltcifciiKH a SpMiith fsnitr 



AR2^CH£L, a SpanUb astronomer, in the 
nth century. 

ASA. 0on of Abtjab, made king of Judah, 995 
B. C. 

ASAPH, St, a native of North Wales, eminent 
for his sanctiQr* 

ASAPH, a musician of the trilie of Levi, in the 
age of David. 

AS AR-H ADDON, king of Assyria, obtained 
tlie kingdom of Babylon ; he died 667 B. C. 

ASCELIN, an ecclesiaiitic of the lltb century, 
defended transnbstantiation agaiot Befenger. 

ASCHAM, Itoger, an eminent English virriter, 
bom at Kirkby Wiske, near Northallerton, in 
Torkshire, about the year 1515. He applied 
hiitts^lf particularly to the Greek language ; in 
which he attained to an excellence peculiar to 
himself, and read It publicly in the univeisity of 
Cambridge With universal applause. In or- 
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{Uhoor of a treatise on ideal beauty, Jtc, died 
800. 

AKTEDI, Peter, a physician of Sweden, and 
Intimate friend of Linueus, was drowned at 
Leyden, 1735. 

ARTEBiAS, or ARTEMON, (bunded a sect 
in the 3d century, wtiich maintained that Clirist 
was but a man. 

ARTEMIDORUS, famous for his "Treatise 
upon Dreams,** was bom at Epbesus, but iook^ 
the surname of Daldianus in this book, out of 
respect to the country of his mother ; for he 
styled himpelf the Ephesian in his other per- 
formances. He lived under the emperor Anto- 
ninus Pius. 

ARTEMIDORUS, an Ephesian, auUior of a 
descri ption of the earth, 100 B. C. 

ARTEMISIA I., queen of Caria, assisted 
Xerxes against the Greeks. 

ARTEMISIA II., queen of Caria, erected a 
mausoleum to the memory of her husband, 
Mausolus. 

ARTHINGTON, Henry, a native of York- 
shire, pretended that he was inspired as the 
means of effecting a revolution. 

ARTHUR, a British Prince, whose existence 
by some is regarded as fabulous, said to have 
died about 543; lie established the order of 
knights of the round table. 

ARTHUR, duke of Brittany, grandson of 
Henry II., was confined in the castle of Rouen, 
Where, it is supposed, he was murdered. 

ARTI6NT, Anthony Gachet d', an ecclesias- 
tic, known by his writings ; he died 1768. 

ARTUSI, Guiamara, a celebrated musical 
writer. 

ARVIEUX, Laurent d% a native of Mar- 
seillesj resided 12 years in Palestine, and was 
a usenil negotiator for the French court. He 
Is justly esteemed for his benevolence to Tu 
oisian and Algerine captives. 

ARVIRAGUS, akingof Britain in the age 
of Domitian. 

ABUNDEL, Mary, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Arundel, known by her translations of the wise

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thought some diversion necessary ; andsliooUiig 
with the bow, was his favourite amusement, aa 
appears by bis " Treatise on Archery,*' which 
he dedicated to King Henry VIU., who settltd 
a pension upon him, at the recommendation of 
Sir William Paget. Mr. Ascham, being remark- 
able for writing a fine hand, was emploved to 
teach this art to Prince Edward, the Lady £liza« 
beth, and the two brothers, Henry and Charles, 
dukes of Suffolic In Feb. 1548, be was sent foi 
to court, to instruct the Lady Elizabeth in the 
learned languages, and bad the honour of assist- 
ing this lady in her studies for two yean ; when 
he desireo leave to return to Canibridge, wbera 
he resumed his oflSce of public orator. He was 
afterwards Latin secretary to king Edward 

Jueen Mary, and queen Elizabeth. Being one 
ay in company with persons of the first distinc- 
tion, tliere happened to tie high disputes aliout 
the different methods of education ; this gave 
rise to his treatise on that subiect, entitled "The 
Schoolmaster,** which he undertook at the par- 
ticular request of Sir Ridiard SackviUe. This 
work was in high esteem among the best judges, 
and is frequently quoted by Dr. Johnson in his 
Dictionary. He died at London, Jan. 4, 1568, 
and was buried in St. Sepulchre's church. 

ASCHAM, Anthony, physician andecclesiat 
tic, author or tracts on astrology, Ac 

ASCHAM, Anthony, a friend of Cromwell, 
and member of the long parliament. 

ASCHARI, a mussulman doctor, founder of a 
sect which bears his name ; he died 940. 

ASCLEPIADES, a Greek philosopher, 350 
B. C. 

ASCLEPIADES, a famous physician, bora at 
Prusa, in Bithynia, flourished at Rome in the 
time of Pompey, and founded a new sect la 
physic. 

ASCOLI, Cecco dl, or Francisco de StaUti, 
professsor of mathematics, at Bologna ; he 
Arrote an Italian poem, &c., and died 1338. 

ASCONIUS, PEDIANUS, a grammarUn of 
Padua, in the age of Augustus. 

ASCOUGH, William, blsliop of Sanim, muir- 
dercd by Jack Cade and his fofloweni, 1450. 

ASDRUBAL, brotlier-in-law of Annibal, t^e 
founder of New Carthage, In Spain. 

ASDRUBAL BARCA, brother of Annibal, 
killed at the battle of the Metauius. 

ASELLI, Gasper, a phjr^ician of Cremona, 
professor of anatomy at Paris, died 10S6. 

ASFELD, Claude Francois Bidal marquis d*, 
an illustrious warrior at the battle of Almanza ; 
he took Philipsburg, and died 1743. 

ASFELD, Jacques Vincent Bidal d*, an ec- 



clesiastic, died 1745. 

ASGILE, John, a lawyer of eminence, known 
for his wit and misfortunes, died 1738. 

ASGILL, Sir Charles, Bart. This gentleman 
was a strong instance of what may l>e effected 
even by moderate abilities, when united witii 
strict integrity, industry, and irreproachable cha- 
meter. Bis first setting out in life was at a bank- 
ing-house in Lombard-street, as ont-door collect- 
ing clerk. From this inferior situation he pro- 
[gressively rose by his merit to the .first depart- 
ment in the house ; and soon after, manying an 
amiable woman, with a fortune of 25,0002. im- 
mediately joined his name to the firm. In 1749 
he was chosen alderman of Candlewick ward, 
and served in the office of lord mayor in 1758. He 
died Sept 15, 1788, and is said to haveleft nearly 
900,00OZ. ~

Ck>ngre88, from, and governor of, the state of N. 
CarolinaJdied 1802. 

ASHLEY, Jonathan, a distlngqished mfaiistei 
of Peerfield, Mass., died 1780, aged 68. He pub- 
lished sever^ sermons. 

ASHLEY, Robert, a lawyer, distinguished as 
to eminent writer, &c., died I&CI, 

ASHMOLE, or ASMOLB, Ellas, a celebrated 
English pliiloflopher and antiquary, and founder 
of the Ashmolean museum at Oxford, was bom 
at Litchfield, in Sta<fordshire, the 23d of May, 
1637. Besides filling several offices, civil and 
military, Mr. Ashmole was adiligent and curious 
collector of manuscripts. In 1650 he published 
a treatise written by Dr. Arthur Dee, relating to 
the philosopher's stone ; together with another 
tract on the same subject, by an unknown au- 
thor. About the same time he was busied in 
mreparing for the press a complete collection of 
the works of sucn English cbymlsts as had till 
then remained in manuscript : this undertaking 
cost him great labour and expense ; and at length 
the work appeared toward the close of tiie year 
16K. The title of this work was, " Thealrum 
Chemicum Britannicum," Sec. &c. He then ap- 
plied himself to the study of antiquity and re- 
cords. In 1658 he b^gan to collect materials for 
bis " History of the Order of the Garter," which 
be lived to finish, and thereby did no lera hon- 
our to the order than to himself. Tn September 
Ibilowing, he made a journey to Oxford ; where 
he set about a full and particular description 
of the coins given to the public library by arch- 
bishop Laud. Upon the restoration of Charles 
n., Mr. Ashmole was introduced to his majesty, 
who received 1^ very graciously^ and, on the 
18th of June, 1660, bestowed on him the place 
of Windsor herald ; a few days after, he ap- 
pointed him to give a description of his medals, 
which were delivered into his possession ; and 
King Henry VTH.'s closet was assigned for his 
USIQ. On the 8th of May, 1672, he presented his 
" Institution, Laws, and Ceremonies, of the most 
noble Order of the Garter*' to the king, who re- 
ceived it very graciously, and, as a mark of his 
approbation, granted hun a privy seal for 4002. 
out of the customs of paper. On the 26th of 
January, a fire broke out in the Middle Temple, 
in the next chamber to Mr. Ashmole*s, by which 
he lost a ooble litirary, with a collection of 9000 
coins, ancient and modem, and a vast repoisitor}' 
of seals, charters, and other antiquities and cu- 
riosities ; bat his manuscripts, and his most val- 
uable goI4 medal?, were luckily at his house, at 
South Lambeth. In 1683, the University of Ox 
ford having finished a magnificent repository 
near the theatre, Mr. Ashmole sent thither his{ 
curious collection of rarities ; and this benefac 
tion was considerably auemented by the addl 
Uon of his manuscripts ana library, at bte death, 
which happened ^t South Lambeth, May 18, 
1692. — He was interred in the cburcli of Great 
Lambeth, in Surrey, on the S6th of May, 1692. 

ASHMUN EU PEASE, a distinguished law 
yer of Northampton, Mass. ; he was a member 
of tlie senate of that stale, ^n4 nfterwArd* a ae-\ 
99tor in Congr^Mt 41^4 W 
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ASBTOlf , Charies, one of the most imime2 
critics of bis age, was elected master of Jesui 
College, Cambridge, July 5, 1701, and installed 
in a prebend of Ely, on the 14th of the same 
month. His great knowledge in ecclesiastic^ 
antiquities was excelled by none, and equalled 
by few : as his MS. remarks upon the Fathers, 
and corrections of the mistakes of translators, 
sufiicently slipw. 

ASHTON, Dr. Thomas, rector of St. Botolpb 
Bishopsgate, a popular preacher and excellent 
divine, bora 1716, died 1775. 

ASHWEIiL. George, his writings were on di- 
vinity, but not in high esteem ; be died 1693. 

ASHWOOD, Bartholomew, a mmister of Ax- 
minster, in Devon, author of several tracts, &c. 

ASHWOKTH, Caleb, patronized by Dr. 
Doddridge, and successor to him in bia schodi, 
was created D. D. by a Scotch university : ke 
died 1774. 

ASKEW, Anthonv, a native of Westmore- 
land, eminent as a physician, died 1784. 

ASKEW, Anne, an acccnnpluhed lady, daugh- 
ter of Sir William Askew, or Kelsay, in Lin- 
colnshire, was born in 1529. She received a 
leaVned education, and in early life diowed A 
predilection for theological studies. By thes^ 
she was led to favour the reformation ; she was, 
in conseqence, arrested, and, having confcsKtd 
her rehgious principles, was committed to New> 
pate. She was first racked with brutal cruelty 
in the Tower, and afterwards bumed alhc in 
Smithfield, July 16, 1546; a punishment which 
she endured with amazii^ courage and firmness, 
adhering to the last to the principles of her faith. 

ASPASTA, a native of MUetus, celebrated for 
her wit and learning, though her character was 
licentious. 

ASPASIA, a Grecian lady, celebrated for hei 
excellence in philosophy and rhetoric., was born 
at Miletus, but settled at Athens; where, thoug]) 
stie exercised the calling of a courtezan, hef 
scholastic talents induced the virtuous Socratct 
and other of the greatest men of the age to visii 
her house. She was afterwards married to Peri 
cles, one of the greatest men thaX ever flourished 
in Greece. 

ASPELT, Peter d% studied medicine at Paris , 
be died 1320^ 

ASSELm, Giles Thomas, respectable foi bl| 
piety and poeticol talents, died 1567. ' 

ASSELYN, John, a historical and )andFcap<* 
painter, died 1650. 

ASSER, a Jeniish rabbi of the 5tb century 
author of the Talmud of Babylon, tec. 

ASSER, 3f St David*8, a learned author in 
the reign of Alfred. 

ASSHETON, Dr. Wlffiam, bom at Mlddleton, 
in Lancashire, 1641, was the projector of the 
scheme for providing a maintenance for clerey' 
men's widows and c^ers, by a jointure payable 
by the Mercers' Company. Dr. Assbeton wrote 
several pieces against the pqpists and dissenters, 
and some practical and devotional tracts, and 
died at his rectoiy of Beckenl^am, in Kent, 1711. 

AS80UCI, Charles Coypeau. Sleur d', a poet, 
whose works contained more immorality than 
wit ; he died 1679. 

ASTELL, Maiy, bora at Newcastle-upon- 
Tjrne, about the year 1688. Her uncle, a clergy - 
man, observing marks of a promising genius, 
took her under liis tuitk)n, and taught her ma- 
thematics, logie, and philosophy. She left the 
place of her nativity when she was about % 
yean of age, and spent the remaining part of 
tior 1^'e •! l«QDdOD and Cttd^s^a^ia vm« fof 
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ff^tnanBOuem •riieanitag,i«ligiaB,«iidvirw 
iue, and in Uie practice of thiMe reltpoiu oatiea 
which she so zealously and pathetically recom> 
mended to others. She was remarkably abste^ 
mioiu, and seemed to enjoy an uninterrupted 
atAte of health till a few days before her death ; 
when, having one of her breasts cut off, it so 
much impaired her oonstitation, that she died 
In 1731, in the 63d year of her age, and was 
buried at Chelsea. 

ASTERIUS, aa Arlan of Cappadocia in the 
4tb century. 

ASTERlUS, bishop of Amasia, in Pontus, in 



the 4th Centura. 

ASTERIUSj tJrbanus, a Ushop of the 3d cen- 
tury, engaged in a controversy with the Moota- 
niataof Ancyra, in Galatia. 

ASTLE, Thomas, an -emineflt En^ish anti- 
quary, born at Yoxall, Staffordshire, December 
82, 1733, and originally bred to the law ; the 
early pursuit of which profession led him to sive 
particnlar an^cation to the d^cyphering ofan- 
cient records; in which he soon excelled all his 
coteraporaries, and qualified himself to be of 
infinite advanUige to historical literature. In 
1783, he was appointed keeper of the rolls and 
records in the tower of London ; and in 1787 
elected a trustee of the British museum. The 
principal one among his numerous works is,! 
*' On the Origin and Progress of Writing, as 
well Hieroglyphic as Elementary,** 4to., 1784 ; 
of which work a new edition was published Just 
before his death, which happened at Battersea, 
December 1, 1803. 

ASTliE, John, a portrait painter, bom at 
Whem, in Shropshire. 

ASTOLPH, king of Lombardy, attacked the 
pope*8 dominicms, and died 75& 

ASTON, Sir Arthur, a brave man in the ser- 
vice of Charles I. 

ASTON, Sir Thomas ; in the civil wars he 
raised a troop of horse for the king, but was de- 
feated, and afterwards taken prisoner ; he died 
lj&i% in consequence of a blow received in at- 
tempting to make tiis escape. 

ABTORGAS, marchioness of, a ladv fan the 
reign of Charles IL of Spain ; she killed her hus- 
band* a mistress. 

ASTRONOSfE L*, a historian of the 9th cen- 
tury. 

ASTBTTO, John, a physician of France, bom 

SSanves, a town of Lower Languedoe, the 
th of MarcI^ 1684; died at Paris, the 5th of 
May, 1766. He was the author of several u«s- 
ful and curious works. 

ASTTAG^ a king of Bfedia, 594 B. C, 
called by some, the Ahasuerus of the Scriptnres. 

ATA, Abdal, annssuUnandervisein tiie age 
ofTamrrlane. 

ATABALIPA, or ATAHUALPA, the last 
k ing of Pern of the race of the Incas, barbarous- 
ly put to death by the Spaniards, 1533. 

ATHAI4IAB, wife-ot Jehoram, she obtained 
the sovecaifftty oi Judab, which she held seven 
years. 

ATHANASIUS, St, was bora at Alexandria, 
of hei^then parents. He was noticed, when] 
very young, by Alexander, bishop of that see, 
who took cave to have him educated in all good 
learning * and when be was of age, ordained 
. him deacon. He took him in his company when 
he attended the council of Nice, where Athana- 
littsi^eatly distinguished himself a» an able and 
ze^lowi opposer of tiie Arian heresy. Soon 
aAsr the dtamhitloa of the couneU, Alexander 
died, and Athwaaiiit wu appointed lo aucceedftgrand constable of Ni^len. 
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RHB In iDv goveranMicOT wn e>Wvn oc Jinsr 
indrla. This was in 396, wiien Athanaslus li 
fupposed to have been about 88 years of age. It 
is controverted among learned men, wnediei 
Athanasius composed the creed commonly re- 
ceived under his name ; though the best and 
latest critics, who have examined the thing most 
exactly, make no question but that it is to be 
ascribed to a Latin author, Vigilius Tapsensis. 
an African bishop, who lived in the latter end ot 
the 5th centuiT, fai the time of the Vandalie 
Arian perseeution. 

ATHELING. Edgar, grandson of Edmund 
Ironside, king ofEnfffand, made some nmuceess 
ful attemuta to obtain the crown. 

ATHELSTAN, the natural son of EdmnnA 
the Elder, made king of England, 995. 

ATHENAGOBAS, an AUienian philoeophet 
who became a c<)nvert to Christianity. He lived 
in the 3d century. 

ATHENiGUS, a Greek srammarian, bom a/ 
Naucrates, in Enrpt, flourished in the 3d century 

ATHEN^US, a mathematician, 900 B. C 

ATHENi£US, an orator of Rome in the ag4 
of Augustus. 

ATHENODORUS, a stole philoeopher^ pre- 
ceptor to Augustus. 

ATHIAS, Isaac, author of an explication o^ 
the law of Moses, a Jew of Spain. 

ATHIAS, Joseph, a learned printer of Amr 
sterdam, died 1700. 

ATKINS. James, D. D., a learned Seotchman 
of Kirkwall, in Orkney, died 1687. 

ATKINS, sir Robert, lord chief baron of thr 
exchequer, bom in Gloucestershire, in the yeai 
1631, died in the beginning of the year 17Q9. m 
was a man of much probity, as well as of great 
skill in his profesdon, and a warm friend to the 
constitution. 

ATKINS, sir Robert, son of the foregoing, 
was bom in 1646. He became very early a great 
proficient in the laws and antiquities of his coun- 
try, which afterwards led him to write " The 
Ancient and Present State of Gloucestershire,** 
printed in folio, 1719. This great and valuable 
work he lived to perfect, but died the year before 
it was published. 

ATKINSON, Theodore, chief justice of New- 
Hampshire, and a delegate to the convention at 
Albany which formed the plan of union for the 
defence of the colonies, died 1779. 

ATKYNS, Richard, suffered during the civU 
wars for his attachment to the royal cause, and 
died 1677. 

ATLAS, king of Mauritania, a celebrated as- 
tronomer, said to have been cotemporary with 
Moses. From his making astronomical obser- 
vations on high mountains, it became a fable 
that he was turned into a mountain. He is 
likewUM> represented as an old man bearing the 
world upon his shoulders ; and general descrip- 
tions of the whole globe, in aets of maps, are to 
this hour called Atmses. 

ATRATUS, Hugh, or Black, called the Phm^ 
nix of his afce, from his great powers of mind. 

ATT ALUS I., kbig of Pergnmui^ a grQ«t pa- 
|tron of learning, died 198 B. C. 

ATT ALUS n., son of the preceding, reigned 
91 years, and died 150 B. C. 

ATTAL0S in., nephew of the second, died 
133B.C. 

ATTALUS, a native of Pergamus, was 
burnt alive for professing the Christian reli- 



l AiTENDULI, Margaret, a slater of Sforza, 
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ATTHJlBtXEY, l^ewis ; he took the degree of | 
D. D. at Oxford, and was drowned 1693. 

ATT£RBURY» Lewis, son of the preceding, 
one of the chaplains of the princess Anue, di^ 
1731. 

ATTERBUKY, Francis, bishop of Rochester, 
was born March 6, 1682, at Middleton, or Milton 
Ke^es, In Buckinghamshire. He had Iiisedu 
cation in grammar learning at Westminster 
■cbool ; and thence, in 16i)0, was elected a stu- 
dent of Christ-church College, Oxford, where he 
■oon distinguished himself for the politeness of 
his wit and learning. In 1G90 he took orders ; in 
1691 he was elected lecturer pf St. Bride*s Church 
iu London, preached at Bridewell Cliapel, and 
was soon afterwards appointed chaplain to king 
William and queen Mary. He was for some 
years after this engaged in a religious contro- 
versy with Dr. Bentley, Dr. Wake, and other 
learned divines. In 1713, the queen, at the re- 
commendation of lord chancellor Harcourt, ad- 
vanced him to the bishopric of Rochester, with 
the deanery of Westminster in commendam. 
At the beginning of the succeeding reisn his 
tide of prosperity began to turn ; and he re- 
ceived a sensible mortification presently after 
the coronation of king George I., when, upon 
his offering to present bis miyesty (with a view, 
no doubt, of standing better in his favour) with 
the chair of state and royal canopy, his own 
perquisites as dean of Westminster, the olTer 
was rejected, not without some evident marks 
of dislike to his person In 1722, on a suspicion 
of his being concerned in a plot in favour of the 
pretender, he was apprehended August 5M, and 
committed prisoner to the Tower. A bill soon 
after passed in parliament, the tenor of which 
was, that he should be deprived of all his 
offices, dignities, benefices, fcc, and suffer per- 
petual exile. He died at Paris, February 15, 
1731-2. 

ATTICUS, one of the most singular person- 
ages in ancient Rome. He understood the art of 
conducting himself so well, that, without de- 
parting from his neutrality, he preserved the 
esteem and afi'ection of all parties. He reached 
the age of 77 years almost without knowing 
what sickness was, but at last fell sick. His 
illness, which was slight for three months, at 
length becoming painful, he sent for Agrippa, 
his son-in-law, aiul two <^er persons, and de- 
clared to them a resolution to put an end to his 
life by abstinence from food. Agrippa remon- 
strated with tears, but in vain. After two days 
abstinence the fever left him, and the disease 
abated; but Atticus persisted, and died three 
days after, in the year of Rome 721. 

ATTICUS, Herodes, a celebrated orator, bom 
at Marathon, died in 76. 

ATTICUS, patriarch of Constantinople, died 
In 4 27. 

ATTILA, a famous general of the Huns, 
usually caUed "The Scourge of God,*' died 
453. 

ATWOOD, William, chief Justice of the co- 
lony of New- York, and Judge of admiralty for 
New-England, New- York, and New-Jeniey, fn 
1701. 

. ATWOOD. George, of the parish St. Clement 
Danes, a tutor and fellow of Trinity CoUc»e, 
Cambridge, and lecturer on experimental philo- 
sophy to the university. He was eminent as a 
Erofound mathematician and financier, and for 
is skill bi the theory and practice of music ; 
uid was the intimate friend of ^e prime minis- 
ter, Pitt Be died 1807. 
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AUBERT, Peter, a French lawyer, died 173$ 
AUBERT, WUtiani, an advocate at Paris 
jautbor of some works of merit, died in ICUI. 

AUBERT DU BAYET N., a French oflicer, 
lengaged in the American war. 

AuBERTIN,Edme, minister of the reformeil 
church at Charenton, died 1652. 
. AUBERY, or AUBRY, John, a physician o| 
Bourbonnois, a learned author. 

AUBERY, Anthony, a lawyer of Paris, and 
a remarkable student, died 1095. 

AUBERY, Louif>,sieurdu Maurier, author o 
some valuable works, died 1687. 

AUBESPINE, Claude de 1', usefully employ 
ed in the service of Francis I., Henry U., an 
his two successors ; he died in 1567. 

AUBESPINE, Charles de, marquis of Chs^ 
teau-neuf, chancellor of France, an able states- 
man, div d 1653. 

AUBESPINE, Gabriel de I*, an ambaEsador 
in England, 1G30. 

AUBESPINE, Magdelene de l», wife of Ni- 
colas de Neufvillede Villeroi, celebrated for her 
wit and beauty at the court of Charles IX. 

AUBIGNE, Theodore Agrippa d', a very il- 
lustrious Frenchman, and crandfather of the no 
loss illustrious Madame de Maintenon, was bom 
about the year 1550. His parts were so uncom- 
mon, and his progress in letters so very rapid, 
tlmt he is said to have translated the " Crito' of 
Plato from the Greek into French when no more 
than eight years old. His principal work is 
" Histoirc UniverEcIle, from 1550 to 1601, with 
a short Account of the Death df Henry IV.," in 
three volumes, folio. Aubigne died at Geneva 
in 1630. 

AUBREY, John, an eminent English anti- 
quary, bom at Easton Piers, Wiltshire, 1696, 
died 1700, leaving manv works behind him, par- 
ticularly a " History of Surrey," 5 vols. 8vo.. a 
volume of "Miscellanies," and several MBS., 
which are in the Ashmolean Museum, Oxford. 
He seems, however, to have been a credulous 
man, and to have been frequently imposed upon 
with marvellous tales and absurd hypotheses. 

AUBREY, John Baptist, a French Benedict- 
ine, prior of the house of Commercy, died 1809. 
His writings on theol<^ical and philosophical 
subjects are numerous. 

AUBRIOT, Hugo, builder of the Bastile, 1368^ 
died in 1382. 

AUBUSSON, Peter d% grand master of the 
order of St. John of Jerasalem, a warrior and 
statesman, died in 1508. 

AUBUSSON, Francis d\ duke de la FeuU 
lade, distinguished himself in tbe wars of Flan- 
ders, died in 1681 . 

AUCHMUTY, Stfmuel, D. D., rector of Tri- 
nity church, New- York, died 1777. 

AUCHMUTY, sir Samuel, knt., son of the 
above, was bom in New- York, and, taking sid« 
against his countrymen in the Revolution, ha 
entered the British army, and rose to the high 
rank of lieutenant general, aft^ hoMIng va* 
rious honourable and lucrative stAtions under 
the British government.' He dieif at Dublin, 
while commande^in-chief of the forces in Ire- 
land, 18B8. 

AUDEBERT, Germain, a counsdlor of O*- 
leans, and a poet, died ISw. 

AUDEBERT, John Baptist, a French na • 
|tura1ist, engraver, &c., died 1800. 

AUD1FRET» Jean Baptiste d% a native of 
Marseilles, author of a geogmphy, died 1733.

BACON, Robert, an English friar, proftnnr 
of divinity at Oxford, and treasuier of Balisbu^ 
cathedral, died 1218. 

BACON, Nathaniel, came to AmeHca, ani 
cauned an injurious rebellion in Governor Berk 
ley's time. 

BACON, Re«rer, a learned monk of the fivt 
cfscan order, descended of an ancient family, 
born near Uchester. in Somersetshire, 1914. Hia 
discoveries were little understood by the g«ne> 
rallty of mankind ; and because, b) the help of 
mathematical knowledge, he performed dilRgs 
above common understanding, he was suspected 
of magic. He was persecuted particularly by 
his own fraternity ; they would not receive hbi 
works into their library, and at last had inter- 
est enough with the ^neral of their order to get 
him Imprisoned ; so that, as he confesses hira* 
self, he had reason to repent of his having taken 
such pains in the arts and sciences. At the 
particular desire of Pope Clement IV., Bacon 
collected together and enlarged his several 
pieces, and sent them to him, in 1267. This eol« 
lection, which is the same that himself entJuH 
" Opus Majus," or his Great Work, is still c&- 
tant. When Bacon had been ten years in prison. 
Jerom d*Ascoli, general of his order, who had 
condemned his doctrine, was chosen pope, and 
assumed the name of Nicholas IV. Toward 
the latter end of his reign, Bacon, by the inter- 
position of some noMemen, obtained his release, 
and returned to Oxford, wnere he spent the re 
mainder of hia days in peace, and died in the 
collese of his order, 11th June, 12M. Dr. Freind 
ascribes the honour of introducing chymistry 
into Europe to Bacon, wlto, he observes, speaks 
In some part or other of his works; of almost 
every operation now used In cbvmistry. He was 
a miracle of the age that he lived in ; and the 
greatest genius, perhaps, for mechanical know 
ledge, that ever appeared ih the worid sine* 
Archimedes, 

BACON, Sir Nicliolas, lord keeper of the 
great seal in the reign of Queen Elizabetli, was 
descended of an ancient family in Suffolk, born . 
in the year 1510, and died, lamented by her ma- 
jesty and tlie nation, on the 20th of Feb., 1578-9. 

BACON, Anne, wife of Sir Nicholas, a lady 
eminent lor learning, piety, and virtue, died 
about the beginning of the reign of James I. 

BACON, Francis, viscount of St. Albans, lord 
high chancellor of England, and one of the great- 
est and most universal geninaes that any age oi 
country has produced, was son of Sir Nicholas 
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« boy. wen m> conspicuous, tjlai before l)« was 
full 16, his father called bim from the univeniitjr 

t> attend into France the queen^s ambassador, 
ir Amyas Pawlet, whose esteem aiid confi- 
donce be gained to such a degree, that he was 
soon after charged by him with a commission to 
Ike queen, which be executed with great ap- 

£ rotation, and returned asain to France, to fin- 
ib bis uavels. During bis stay in that king- 
dom his father died, wltliout making that sepa- 
rate provision for him which he hod intended : 
this obliging him to think of some profession 
for a subsistence, he applied himself, more 
through necessity than choice, to the study of 
the common law, and for that purpose seated 
liimself in Gray's Inn. At the age of 28 be was 
chosen by that honourable society for their 
l«eot reader, and afterwards their double reader. 
On the 83d of July, 1603, he received the honour 
of knighthood ; aud on the 25th of August, 1604, 
was constituted by patent one of Uie king's 
learned couusel. In 1613, be succeeded Sir 
Henry Hobart, advanced to the place of chief 
Justice of the common pleas, as attorney- gene- 
ral. June 9, 1616, he was raised to the dignity 
of a privy-counsellor, while he was still in th« 
office of attorney-general : and as be had now 
more leisure from private causes, he was de- 
nrous to dedicate more time to public service ; 
and therefore made an offer to the king of a new 
" Digest of the Laws of England." March 7, 
1617, upon the chancellor's voluntary resigna- 
tion of the seals, they were givqn to Sir Francis 
Bacon, with the title of lord keeper. On the 
4th of January, 1618, he was constituted lord 
high chancellor of England, and on the 11th of 
July following, created baron of Yerulam, in 
Hertfordshire. In 1620, amidst all the variety 
of weighty business in wliich iiis high office ne- 
cessarily involved him, he published the most 
finished and Important, though the least read, of 
all his philosophical tracts, the " Novum Oi^a- 
aura Scientiarum." The next year he was ac- 
cused of .bribery and corruption ; and the bouse 
of peers, on the 3d of May, 1621, gave judgment 
against him, "that he should be fined 40,000^., 
and remain prisoner in the tower during the 
king's pleasure : that he should for ever be in- 
capable of any office, place, or employment in 
the state or cominonwealtli ; and that be should 
never sit in parliament, or come within the 
verge of the court." But he was soon restored 
to his liberty, and bis fine remitted, and was sum- 
moned to the first parliament of King Charles. 
After this sentence, he retired from civil affairs, 
and for five years gave himself wholly up to 
writing. He died April 9, 1696, and lies buried 
in St Michael's church, at St. Alban's, where a 
monument was erected for him by Sir Thomas 
Meautys, once bis secretary, and afterwards 
clerk of the council. His works, collected into 
5 vols. 4to., were beautifully and accurately 
printed by Mr. Bowyer and Mr. Strahan, in 1765. 

BAGOk, Anthony, brother to the chancellor,

BACON, Sir Nathaniel, knight of the bath, a 
painter of the Flemish school. 

BACON, Phanuel, rector of Balden, In Oxford- 
shire, aud vicar of Bramber, in Sussex, was a 
famous punster, and an ingenious poet. He 
published, in 1757. five dramatis pieces, called 
'•The Taxes,'* ''The Insignificants," "The 
Trial of theTirae-killers," " TheMoral Quack," 
and " The Oculist :" and died at Balden, Janu 
Vy8,I783.

London, November 524, 1740 ; was apprentice^ 
to a painter of porcelain china, at Lambeth , 
but, observing the models of different sculptors 
which were sent to a neighbouring potter's to 
be burnt, he conceived a strong inclination to 
pursue the art of sculpture, and his progress 
was as rapid, as the decision was sudden. He 
studied at the Boyal Academy on its first insti- 
tution, in 1768, and in a few years afterwards 
was elected royal academician. Of the numer* 
ous monuments erected by him, the most dis- 
tinguished are, those of Lord Chatham, in West- 
minster Abbey, and of Mr. Howard and Dr. 
Johosonjin St. Paul's Cathedral. He died Au- 
gust 7, 1799. 

BACONTHORPE, John, a monk of Norfolk^ 
died 1346. • 

BACOUEi Leo, a protestant of Gascouy, con- 
verted to popery, and made bishop of Pamiersi

BADCOCK, Samuel, an eminent critic and 
controversial writer, was bom«t South Monlton, 
in Devonshire, in the year 1747, and destined to 
the clerical character. We find him in very 
early life, at about the age of 19, at the bead of 
a very considerable Presbyterian consregation 
at Barnstaple, in Devonshire. From this situa-' 
tion, however, he removed, and was elected 
minister of South Moulton, about IS miles from 
his first situation ; and in this retirenoent his ac- 
tive mind turned its views to the more public 
departments of literature. During the progress 
of the London Review, he occasionally corres- 
ponded with Dr. Kenrtck, and contended with 
that acute and intelligent sceptic on different 
points of cl^ristSanity. He occasionally, also, 
wrote some articles In his Review, which are 
yet distinguishable by their spirit and intelli- 
gence. He was, before this period, nn occasional 
correspondent in the Westminster Magazine; 
and we afterwards find him more frequently 
corresponding with the Gentleman's Magazine, 
the London Magazine, the General Evening 
Post, and the St. James* Chronicle. But the 

Beat scene of his public warfare was in the 
onthly Review. About three years before his 
death, which happened on the 19th of May, 17^ 
he conformed to the established churck 

BADDELT, Robert, an excellent low come- 
dian, many years attached to Drury^lane then 
tre, died November 20, 1794. By his will he 
left to the theatrical fund his cottage at HamjH 
ton, in trust, that they should elect to reside in 
it such four of the fund pensioners as might not 
object to living sociably under tlie same roof.

BAGPORD, J4rim, a celebrated antiquary, 
and coileetor of old Bngliah boolca, prints, Sec. 
He had be«i in his yoanger days a shoemaker, 
aAsiwaids a iiookseller; and lastly, for the 
oMny curiosities wberewttb he enriched the li- 
brary of Dr. Jolm Moore, btohop of Ely, his 
lordship got him admitted into the Charter- 
house.

BAKER, Thomas, a very ingenious and 
learned antiquary, was bom at Crook, in the 
cwintv of Durham, Sept. 14, 1656, and died in 
the office of commoner master of St. John's col- 
lege Cambridge, July 3, 1740. The principal 
work that he printed, was " Reflections on learn- 
ing, showing the insufficiency thereof in its se- 
veral particulars, in order to evince the useful- 
ness and necessi^ of Revelation : London, 1709- 
10," which went through eight editions ; and 
Mr. Boswell, in his '' MeUiod of Study,*' ranks 
it among the English classics for purity of style. | 

BAKER, Henry, an ingenious and diligent 
naturalist, born in Fleet-street, London, either 
near the end of the 17tli, or in the beginnuig of 
the 18th century. Being of a philosophical turn 
of mind, and having diligently attended to thej 
methods which might be practicable and usefuli 
in the cure of stammering, and especially in| 
teaching deaf and dumb persons to speak, het 
made this the employment of bis life. In 1774, | 
Sir Godfrey Copley's gold medal was bestowed 
upon him, for having, by his microscopical ex- 
periments on the crystalizations and configura- 
tions of saline particles, produced the most ex- 
traordinary discovery during that year. Having 
led a very useful and honourable life, he died 
at his apartments in the Strand, on the S5th of 
Nov. 1774, being then above 70 years of age. 
His principal publications are " The Microscope 
made Easy," and " Employment for the Micro- 
scope." 

BAKER, William, a learned printer, in Fen- 
church-street, bom at Reading, 1744, was thej 
«K>n of an eminent schoolmaster in tJhat town. 
From his youth he was greatly addicted to study,! 
?ind his friends favoured his inclinations by| 
making him a printer. His modesty was equalj 
to his learning, and was truly Gray's " flower! 
bom to blush unseen." His difiidence prevented; 
his appearing much before tiie public as a writer :i 
and his only publications are " Peregrinations 
of the Mind," a series of essays in the manner 
of the Rambler; and " Theses Greceet Latiua' 
Selects." He died in London, Sept. 39, 1785, in 
the 44th year of his age ; and an elegant Latin, 
epitaph to his memory is placed on the tomb of j 
hl|{. family, in the churchyard of St. Mary,! 
Reading. j 

BAKER, Sir George, oorn 1722. was physi-' 
cian to king George IIL and his queen, and pre-| 
sident of the college of physicians. Ho wrote; 
a number of excellent tracts and dissertations 
on medical subjects, and died June 15, ]f*09. 

BAKEWELL, Robert, the most successful 
experimental farmer and cattle-breeder ever 
known in England, was bora 1726, at Dishley, 
in Leicestershire. Having remarked, that do- 
mestic animals in general produce others pos- 
sessing qualities nearly similar to their own, he 
conceived that he had only to select from all the 
most valuable breeds such as promised to return 
the greatest possible emolument to the breeder ; 
and that be should then be able, bv careful atten- 
tion to prf^ressive improvements, to produce a 
raea of sheep, horses, horned cattle, or oilier 
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anlmais,.po8se88taig a maximum of advantag* 
A selection on this inrUiciple froni diflfennt paili 
of England, was the origin^ stock from which 
he afterwards propagated his own. About 1760, 
Mr. Bakeweli sold his sheep by private contract, 
at not more than two or three guineas each. 
Some time afterwards, he began to let some of 
his roius, and for a few seasons received only 
158. or a guinea a-piece for them ; but as tti« 
fame of his breed extended itself, he advimoed 
his prices, and by the year 1770 was enabled to 
let some of his rams for the season for 25 gui- 
neas. After that time, the prices and credit of 
his stock progressively increased ; and at last, 
single rams were let for the season for the enor- 
mous price of 400 guineas, and upwards. It it 
a fact that has no other example, that <me rau, 
called the Two Pounder, produced, in one sea 
son, the sum of 800 guineas, independent of 
ewes of Mr. Bakewell's own stock ; which, at 
the same rate, would have made a total, th« 
produce of a single ram, of ISOO guineas. The 
race of Dishley sheep are known by the finencea 
of their bone and flesh, the lightness of the oflU, 
their disposition to quietnesa, and consequently 
to mature and fatten wiUi less food thuA other 
sheep of equal weight and value. Mr. Bakeweli 
improved his black horses by an attention to the 
form which is best adapted to their use. His 
stallions have been let for the season for 11)0 
guineas, and upwards. Many anecdotes are re* 
Tated of his humanity toward the various orders 
of animals. He continually deprecated the atro- 
cious barbarities practised by the butchera and 
drovere ; showing, by examples on his own farm, 
the most pleasing instances of docility in the 
animals under his care. This extraordinary 
man, more deserving, in our opinion, of the 
civic wreath than tlie warrior or the statesman, 
died Oct. 1, 1795, on the spot where he first drew 
breath. 

BAKHUTSEN, Ludolph, a painter and eu- 
graver of Embden, who, by the force of genius, 
raised himself to a high rank. He died 1709. 

BALAAM, son o( Beor, a celebrated prophet 
of Pelhor, in Mesopotamia, killed with Balak, 
king of Moab, in battle, 1450 B. C. 

BALAMIO, Ferdinand, a native of Sicilv, 
physician to pope Leo X., about 1555 ; eminent 
for his literary acquirements. 

BALASSI, Mario, a painter at Florence, died 
1CC7. 

BALATHI, Abulfedi Othman Ben Issa, au- 
thor of a treatise on the characters of alphabets. 

BALBI, Jobn,or Janua, a Genoese dominican, 
and an author of eome celebrity. 

BALBIlfUS, Decimus CieHus, emperor of 
Rome, murdered by bis soldiers, 237. 

BALBO, Jerome, bisJiop of Gorltz, died at 
Venice, 1535. 

BALBOA, Vasco Nuques dc, an enterprisinf . 
Castilian. He was among the early American 
adventurers, and built a town on the coast of 
Dnrien. He was afterwards falsely accused of 
felony by a Spanish governor, and exectted 
1517. 

BALBUENA, Bernard de, a Spanish )ioet, 
bora at Toledo. He settled in America, wJiere 
he died, when bishop of Porto Rico, 1627. 

BALOANQUAL, Walter, chaplain to James 
I., master of the Saroy,«nd Dean of Rochester 
and Durham, died 1645. 

BALCHEN, John, a celebrated English ad- 
miral, sliipwrecked on the coast of Scilly, in the 
Victory, a firot-rate, when upivards of 1100 n«> 
pons perished wUU him, 1744.

Ernest Gottfried, a German 
phjTsician and professor of medicine at Marpurg, 
died 1804. 

BALDINI, John Anthony, a nobleman of Pla- 
ceatia, ambassador at various courts of Europe, 
And at the Congress of Utrecht, died 173S. 

BALDINUCCI, PhiUp, a Florentine, well ac 
quainted with painting and sculpture, on which 
•ubjects be wrote several valuable treatises, died 
1090. 

BALDOCK. Robert de, an ecclesiastic and 
favourite of Edward II., died in l«tewgate. 

BALDOCK, Ralph de, bishop of London, and 
cbancelior of the realm under Edward I., died 
1313. 

BALDUS, or BALDI, Bernard, a native of 
TJrbino, and abbot of Guastalla, distinguished 
for his learning and his various publications, 
died 1617. 

BALDUS DE UBALDIS, a civilian of Pe- 
rugia, and writer on the canon law, died H33. 

BALDWIN I., count of Flanders, a distin 

Kiabed leader of the Crusades, wlio, for bis 
ivery and virtue, was made emperor of the 
Eaat He was afterwards taken prisoner by 
tile Greeks and Bulgarians, confined for a long 
time, and put to death 1207. 

BALDWIN IL, the last Latin emperor of 
Constantinople. After losing ills capital, he 
fled to Negropont, to avirfd falling into the hands 
of his enemy, and thence to Italy, where he died, 
1373. 

BALDWIN I., king of Jerusalem, succeeded 
hla brother, Godfrey de Bouillon, on the throne, 
and after a victorious reign, died 1118, and was 
buried on Mount Calvary. 

BALDWIN n., king of Jerusalem, succeed 
ed Baldwin L, was taken prisoner, and died 
1131. 

' BALDWIN m., king of Jerusalem, son of 
Fulk, of Anjou, died 1163. 

BALDWIN IV., king of Jerusalem, succeed 
ed his father, Amaury, 1174 ; he died 1185.

BALDWIN, Ebenezer, a worthy minister of 
Danbury, Conn., who, at his death, 1770, be 
lueathed 300(. to his society. He was 31 years 
of aze 

BALDWIN, Abraham, president of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, member of the convention 
which adopted the constitution, 1787, and se- 
nator, in all which offices lie was distinguished ; 
be died 1807. 

BALE, Robert, a native of Norfolk, prior of 
the Carmelites of Norwich, where be died 1503. 

BALE, John, bishop of Ossory, in Ireland, 
bom at Cove, a small village in Suffolk, was 
bled up in the Romish religion, but became af- 
terwards a protestant. His conversion, how- 
ever, greatly exposed him tc tlie persecution of 



resentment, had he not been protected by lord 
Cromwell ; but, upon the death of this nobl»> 
man, be was obliged to fly to Holland, where be 
remained six years, and during that time wrote 
several pieces in the English language. He was 
recalled hito England by Edward VI., and |ure- 
sented to ttie living of Bl8hop*s-stoke, in the 
county of Southajnpton. The 15(b of August, 
1533, he was nominated to tlie see of Ossory, 
and, upon liis arrival in Ireland, used bis utmost 
endeavours to reform the manners of bis dla^ese 
to correct the vices of the priesu, to abolish t^ 
mass, and to establish the use of the new boo 
of common prayer set forth in England ; but ai 
his schemes of this kind having proved abortive 
by the death of king Edward, and the accession 
of queen Marv, be became ireatly exposed to 
the outrages of the papists in Ireland, and again 
fled to the continent. On the accession of queen 
Elizabeth, he returned from exile, but did not 
choose to go again to Ireland, being satisfied 
with a prebend of Canterbury, in which ci(y he 
died, Nov., 1563, aged 67, and was burled In tbe 
cathedral of that place. This prelate has left a 
celebrated Latin work, containing tbe lives of 
the most eminent writers of great Britain. He 
was also one of the eariieet of our dramatla 
writers. Twenty of his piajrs are recorded. ^ 
BALECHON, Nicholas, an eminent engraver, 
bom at Aries, died 1765. 

BALEN, Matthias, a native of Dordt, bom 
1611. 

BALEN, Hendrick Van, an eminent painter 
of Antwerp, died 1633. 

BALES,' Peter, a very extraordinary person 
in his way, and fit to be noticed In a work of 
this nature. He was a most famous master In 
tbe art of penmanship, or fkir writing, and one 
of the first inventors (for there seems to have 
been more than one) of short-hand writing. He 
was bom in 1547, and is recorded for his skin in 
micrograpliy, or miniature-writing, in HoIling> 
shed*s Chronicle, anno 1575. Mr. Evelyn also 
has celebrated his wonderAil skill in this delicate 
operation of the band, informing us, that in the 
year 1575 he wrote the Lord*s prayer, the creed, 
decalogue, Avith two short prayers in Latin, his 
own name, motto, day of the month, year of 
the Lord, and reign of the queen, to whom iie 
presented it. at Hamfrton Court, all within the 
circle of a single penny, inchssed in a ring and 
borders of gold, and covered with a crystal, so 
accurately written as to be very plainly legiblei 
to the great admiration of her majesty, the whole 
privy -council, and several ambassadors then at 
f|^rt He was farther very dexterous in imitat> 
ing hand-writing, and, abont 1586, was employ- 
ed by secretary Walsingbam in certain polltiral 
manoeuvres. He publisned in 1500 a woric cill- 
ed the " Writing School-master, in three parts; 
the 1st, teaching 4 wift writing, the 2d, true writ- 
ins, the 3d, fair writing." He died about 1610.. 
BALESTRA. Anthony, a historical painter 
of Verona, diea 1730. 

B ALEY, Walter, fellow of the New College, 
Oxford, and professor of physic there, after- 
wards physician to queen Elizabeth, died 15P8. 
BALGUY, John, an eminent English diving 
a tlieological, controversial, and metaphysical 
writer, bom at Sheflield, 1686, died at Harrow- 
gate, 174& He was the friend of Clarke and 
Hoadley, and was associated with them in 
niaintaininr the cause of rational religion and 
Clv'Utian liberty. , ^ 

BAIXUY, Tliomas, V. D. »>n of tbe prt- 
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cediiML arcMeacon of Wincheater and prebend 
ary <M Uiat cathedral, a powerful champion In 
Uie cause of morality and religion, and of the 
most disinterested zeal, having declined the bi- 
shopric of Gloucester, which was offered to hiui 
by the kiiu in 1781. Dr. B. died Jan. 19, 1795. 

BAU, Meuhe Ball, a mussulnian, who wrote 
on the jurisprudence of his country, died 977 of 
the hegira. 

BALIOLj John de, founder of Ballot College, 
Oxford, which was becun by him in 1363, and 
atierwards perfected by his widow. During 
tlie contest between Henry III. and his barons 
he firmly adhered to the king, and died in 1369. 

BALIOI4, John de, king of Scotland. Being 
opposed in his claims to the crown by Bruce, re- 
ference was made to Edward, king of England, 
who decided in his fkvour. Afterwards, in a 
war with Edward, he lost the battle of Dunbar, 
and retired to France, where he died 1314. 

B ALRINI YELALEDDIN, author of a book 
on Mahometan jurisprudence, Sec. 

BALL, John, an English divine, minister and 
teadter of Wiiitmore, in Staffordshire, died 
lM(k 

BALLE2niEN, or BULLANDEN. sir John, 
an elegant Scottish writer of the 16tn century. 
He translated into the Scots language Hector 
Bcetius's Histoiy, which was extremely well re- 
ceived both in Scotland and England, and died 
kt Rome, 1550. 

BALLA&D, Geoi^e, bom at Campden, In 
Gloi|cestershire, was one of those singular me- 
ifiiuses that shoot forth without culture. He 
was Drought up to the profession of a habit- 
maker. Upon a discovery of his abilities, lord 
Cbedworth and some other gentlemen oll^ed 
liini a pension of lOOZ. per annum, but he would 
only accept 602. He published "Memoirs of 
British Ladies eminent for Learning or Abili- 
ties," and died young, in 1755, sui^^)sed to be 
owing to too intense application. 

BAjLiLERINI, Peter and Jeroq)e,1wo bro- 
thers, eocieaiastics, who devoted themselves to 
Uterary pursuits and published several valuable 
works, were both living, 1758. 

BALLEXFERD, a native of Geneva, author 
of several medical works, died 1774. 

BALLI, Joseph, of Palermo, canon of Bari, 
In the kingdom of Naples, died 1640. 

BALLIANI, John Baptist, a native and Se- 
nator of Genoa, author of a work on the mo- 
tion of bodies, died 1666. 

BALLIN, Claude, a goldsmith of Paris, an 
artist of great celebrity, died 1678. 

BALSAMON, Theodore, a Patriarch of An- 
tioch. died 1314. 

BALSHAM, Hugh de, bishop of Ely, dMMF 
1386. 

BALTHASAR, Christopher, king's advocate 
at Auxerre, and author of several protestant 
works, about 1659. 

BALTHAZABINI, sumamed Beaujoyenx, an 
Italian musician, who composed several ballads 
and pieces of music, in the reign of Henry HI. 

BALTUS, John Francis, a Jesuit of Metz, 
and librarian of Rheims. died 1743. 

BALUE, John, of Poitou, bishop of Evrenx 
and of Arras, cardinal and legate to the pope in 
France, died 1491. 

BALZUE, Stephen, a French writer, and au- 
thor of the " Lives of the Popes of Avignon,** 
i)om 1631, died 1718. 

BALZAC, John Lewis Guez de,hf3tortogra- 
pher of France, and counsellor of state, was 
born lS04,at Augfoulemei acquired much es- 
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teem as a writer (espedaily for bia Lettten, 
whieh went through several edlctons); ono 
died 1654. 

BAMBOCHE, a nickname given to Peter d« 
Laer, a painter, for his defurmlty, he died 1673 
B AMURIDGE, Christopher, a native of West- 
moreland; ambassadorfrom Henry VIII topope 
Juliuk II., a cardinal and archbishop of York 
died 1514. 

BABfPFIELD, Francis, pretendary of Exeter 
and minister of Sherburne, died iu Newgate 
1684. 

BANCHI, Seraphln, a dominican of Flo- 
rence, who saved the life of Henry nr.»of 
France, for which he was made Usbop of An 
gouleme, died about 1608. 

BANCK, Lawrence, a Swede, professor <rf 
law at Norkoping, died 1663. 

BANCROFl', Richard, ch&plain to aoeen 
Elizabeth, bishop of London and Aichbiaiiop 
of Canterbury, died 1610. 

BANCROFT, John, bishop of Oxford, dfed 
1640. 

B AND ABR A, Gonzales, a Pottuguese propliet 
and versiiier, died 1596. 

BANDELLO, Matthew, a celebrated Italian 
novelist, bom at Castelnuovo, ia tlie district at 
Tortona, died in France, about 1561. His no 
vels, like those of Boccace, are more reroacka* 
ble for the natural simplicity with which they are 
related, than for the decency of their incidents* 
By Henry If. he was made bishop of Agen, in 
France, 1550, but resigned the see in 1555. • 

BANDINELLA, Baccio, a painter ^d sculp- 
tor of Florence, died 1.^(59. ^ 
BANDINI, Angelo Maria, an Italian antiqua- 
ry, eminent for his learning and his writings, 
died 1800, leaving his ibrtune to literary ana 
cbftrit&blG U8GS 

BANDURl, Anselm, a distinguished monk 
of Rsfusa, died 1743. 

BANGUIS, Peter, a Swede, proftcsror of the- 
ology at Abo, and bishop of Wybuiv, died 1096. 
. BANGUISI, Thomas, author of a Hebrew 
Lexicon, and professor of Hebrew, theology, 
and philosophy, at Copenhagen, died KSOl. 

BANIER, Anthony, a celebrated mytbologist 
of France, bom 1673, died 1741. An English 
translation of his " Mythotofry, and Failles of 
the Ancients,*' was published in London, 1741, 
in 4 vols. 8vo. 

BANISTER, John, an Englishman, who cul- 
tivated the study of I>otany in Virginia, and was 
killed by falling ftpm a rock, in one of his ex- 
cursions. 

BANISTER, John, a learned English plgr- 
slcian in the I6th century. 

BANISTER, Richard, the younger, a pliysl- 
cian of great skill, of Stamford, England. The 
time of his death unknown. 

BANKS, Sir John, an eminent EngKah law* 
yer, chief justice of tlie King's Bench, aditer 
wards judge of common pleas, died 1664. 

BANKS, John, from a weaver's apprenticfi 
liecame an author, and wrote a review of Oram' 
well's life, died 1751. 

BANKS, John, an English dramatic writer. 
His turn was entirely to tragedy, his merit lit 
wtilch is of a peculiar kind ; for, at the same 
time that his language must lie confessed to be 
extrem^y unpoetJcal, and his irambers uncouth 
and inharmonious, nay, even his characters 
very fai* from being strongly marked or distin- 
guished, and his episodes extremely irrcf ular, 
yet it is impossible to avoid being deeply alTceted 
at the representation, and even at the reading,

BANKS, Sijdit Hon. Sir Joiepli, B«rt^ and 
Knigte of tte BatU. a most eMineat iMkron of 
literary and phikMSfphloal wiiten, a«d many 
yews innssident erf* tke Keiral Soeielf, was boni 
Deceoiber 13, 1743, and adaealed at Eton and 
Oxford. Ial765,JieTidtadtiieeoa8taofN«w- 
foiMMiland and La b ra dor, fbr tin parBoae of 
nidEiBg wwawhar in Natural HialMy . In 1708, 
heaccompaaMed Capt. Cook ia Mb irit wage 
round the world ; ahortljr after hia return from 
whidi, Sir loaeah, ia coaepaaj vitb his friend, 
fir. Solaaler, vkteed Iceland ; and a lich har- 
vest t^ new kaowkd^a, and of apecinen^ eon- 
pensated for the toils and expense of this sciea- 
tific advaatim. air Joseph died aibialioasq, in 
Soho-sqiiare, in his 80th jrear, Jane 19, 1890. 

BANKS, Thomaa, a eelehnHed Engiish ecnlp- 
lor, bom at Lambeth, to Bncrey, December 82, 
1398, and bred a wood-earver, to which he 
served an apprentteerinp of seven years. Bat 
when the Society for the Encouragement of 
Arts held oat rewards formodela and seidptare, 
he turned Ms mind to the study of that ml; and 
iwrtog obtained wverai premiums from that so- 
oiety, and in 1770, the ffohl medal of the Royal 
Academy, he was, in 1773, sent to Rome for 
three Wfcrs, at the Academy's expeaee. The 
aeveral admlcable works wMch lie afterwards 
executed, in Russia, as well as in his own coun- 
try, are too iwnMrous to be here detailed. We 
shall only mention, therefore, the monnment of 
Sir Eyre Coote, in Weatminater Abb^, and the 
sflio veHevo lor the front of the Shakspocre Oal 
lery, in Pall Mall. Mr. B. died February ft, 1805.

BAR ANSANO, Radempbia, a moak, bom in 
Piedmont, professor of philosophy at AnaacI, 
and acoftesponden»oftliearBatBacon4i0d 1023. 

BARATIER, Joton PhiKp, a prodigy of his 
htnd, was horn at Scbwofback, to Aaspach, Ja- 
nuary 19, l720-in. His fathee, who was pastor 
or the Ca l t i ai s t l c ehaich at Schwohnek, took 
"Upon hianeH' ^e cans of Ms son's education, 
and taugrht him tongaaMS without study, ami 
atmost without his peracivtag that he was jeBra> 
ing them, by enly iatrodueing words of diieroat 
languages, as it weta caaaaHy, iaio cenvamataoa 
with him. By theae nwaas, arlam he waa bat 
four ^ara old, heepoke every ^y Awaeh le his 
mother, Latin to hia father, and High Ihiteii to 
the maid, wtiliout the least peieplexity to htoi* 
•elf, or the leasreenflisieoof onalangaagn wiifc 
another. The edmrtamgaaga, of which Imwni 
master, he learnt by a method yet more mMwm 
mon, which was, 1^ only using the Bible to the 
langnage he then proposed to hum, aceem- 
panied with a trandatlen. Thus he imderstood 
Greek at six, and Hebrew at eight yaars ef age ; 
Insomueh tiiat be eoutd, apoa the opeMog af 
ihe book, tthd vrifhoat a moamni*a hesitttton, 
translate the Helnew Bible into Latin or French,

He afUrwards applied himself to the stu4y of 
thefathem and ifae eounciii, of pbikMiophy, ma- 
thematics, and, above all, of astronomy. Thla 
boy, as he really was, formed schemes for find- 
kag the longitude, which he sent, in January, 
VaS, to the Royal Society at London ; and, 
Uioui|b these schemes had been already tried, 
and found insufiicient, yet they exhibtted such 
a specimeB of his capacity for matliematicid 
learning, that the Royal Society of Berlin ad- 
mitted binwtheeame yeari aaone of tiielr mem- 
ben. In 1^ he went with his fhther tn Halle; 
at which univeiaity he was oflertd ihe degree 
of master of arts, or (aa they call It) doctor to 
phiktscfdv. Baratier drew np that algbt, 14 
thesesia philosophy and fite mathematics ; tliesf 
he sent immediately to tie press, and defended 
the next day so very aldy, that all who heard 
liim were deUghted and amazed ; he was then 
admitted to his degree. He died at hUi father*S| 
at Halle, the 5th of October, 1740, in (be SOth 
yearofhisage. 

BARATIER, BartlMlomew, author of a dl- 
fB^est of feudal law, and professor of JuriqtrUr 
deaee at Pavia, to the 15th ceomry. 

BARBA, Alvarez Alonzo, an author and eur 
rate of St. Bernard de Potosi, died aAer 1090.

BARKHAM, John, a native of Exeter, and a 
divine of reputation for learning ; time of his

BARKI. a Mahomedan writer. 

B ARK8DALE, Clement, master of Hereford 
aelioo!, and rector of Naanton, died in 1687. 

B ARL AAM, a monk of Calabria, made ab- 
bot of St. Salvador, by the emperor Andronicns, 
died in 1348. 

BARLAUS, Gasparans. a Latin poet, of 
Antwerp, sab-prinelpal of me eanege at Leyden, 
and afterwards professor of philosophy at Am- 
sterdam, died 1648. 

BARLfiUS, Lambert, Greek profeisor at 
L^den, died in 1655. 

BARLAND, Adrian, anativeof Zeatand, and 
professor atLonvain, died in 1542. 

B ARLETTA, CMirlel. a dominlean, of some 
eelcl»rity as a writer and preacher, born at Na- 
ples, about 1400. 

BARLOTTA, Joseph, a Sicilian poet of the 
leth centu^ 

BARLOW, William, bishop of different dio- 
ceses, nnder Henry VIIL, and Mary and Eliza- 
beth of England, died 1566. 

BARLOW, Francis, a native of Lincolnshire, 
a minter, died 1703. 

BARLOW, JoeI,lj L. D., author of the Co- 
Inmblad, was bom at Reading;, Conn., 1758, and 
edncated at Yale College; he served in the 
American army as a volunteer, and as a chap- 
lain. At the ckiee of the war, he went to France, 
where he became conspicuous and popular as a 
Bealous Mend of the revolution. He was ap- 
pointed AmeHean consul at Algiers, and after- 
wards minister from the U. S. to France, and 
died, on bis way to Wilna to meet Napoleon, 
1813. 

B ARLOWE, Thtmias, suceeasively fellow of 
Oxford, keeper of the Bodleian, professor of dl- 
▼inity, and bishop of Lincoln, died 1601. 

BARLOWE, William, remarkable for hav- 
ing been the first who wrote on the nature and 
properties of the loadstone, 90 years before Gil- 
Dert published his book on that subject It was 
he likewise who found out the difference be- 
tween iron and steel, and their tempera for mag- 
netieal uses. He died in 1685. 

BARNABAS, St., a Levite, converted to 
Christianity, and a preacher of the gospel with 
8t. Paul ; he was stoned to death by the Jews. 

BARNARD, John, minister, of Marbidiead, 
Mass. ; the father of the commercial enterprise 
of that jdace, and long regarded as the father 
of the enurehes in New-England. His publica- 
tions are numerous and valuable; he died 1770. 

BAftNARD, Edward, a worthy and dis- 
IbMiiMied minieler, of Haveiliill, Maas. diedi 
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BARNARD, Thomas, a highly respeetad mi- 
nister in Salem, Mass., died 1755. 

BARNARD, Theodore, a native of Amsteiw 
dam, and painter under Titian. 

BARNARD, John, prebendaiy of Lincoln, 
died in 1683. 

BARNARD, Sir John, was in the year 1738 
choaen one of the representatives in parliament 
for the city of London ; a trust whioi be con- 
tinued toei\)oy during the six succeeding parlia- 
ments, and which he alwajrs dischai^^d with 
equal integrity and ability. In 17S7, he waa 
choaen alderman of Dowgate Ward. On the 
subject of the ikmous exiuiie scheme, projected 
by Sir Robert Walpole, in 1733, Sir John made 
so strennoQs an oppositkm, that, in conjunction 
with other members, he obUged the ministry 
entirely to lay it asule. In 1737, he formed a 
scheme for reducing the interest on the national 
debt ; a project which, though it did not at that 
time succeed, was, nevertheless, afterwards car- 
ried into execution, to the great emolument of 
the trading part of the nation. In 1738, he served 
in the high oAceof lord-mayor of London ; and 
in July, 1756. resigned his gown, and retired to 
Claphnm ; where, after having attained to near 
the age of 80. be died August 29, 1766. A statue 
is erected to his memory in the Royal Exchange. 

BARNAVE, Antliony Peter Joseph Marie, a 
depu^ to the national assembly of France, who 
tost his popularity for some expressions in favour 
of the King, and was guillotined. 1793. 

BARN^, Juliana, prioress or Sope well nun* 
nery, eminent for her accomplishments and pie- 
ty, died after 1486. 

BARNES, Joshua, an eminent critic, and pro- 
fessor of the Greek language in the university 
of Cambridge, was bom in London, 1654. Kb 
published editions of Euripides, Anacreon, and 
Homer ; a life of Edward IIL, folio, 1688 ; and 
several poems, both in Latin and English ; and 
died in 1713. 

BARNES, Thomas. D. D., an English dlnen^ 
ing minister, of Manchester, and preceptor of an 
academy at the same place, died in 1810. 

BARNES, David Leonard, attorney of the 
United States, for the district of Rhode-Island 
and judge of the same, died 181^ 

BARNES, Robert, D. D., employed by Henry 
VUI. ; afterwards Incurring his displeasure, Ite 
was burnt at the stake, 1540.

BARO, or BARONI, Peter, a native of France, 
who retired to England as a protestant, and rti** 
sided with lord Burleigh ; afterwards professor 
of divini^ at Cambridge, died after 1574. 

B AROCHE, Frederick, a pahiter, of Urbmo, 
of great celebrity, died in 1612. 

BARON, Bonaventure, a native of Ireland 
and divinity professor at Rome, died 1696. 

BARON, Michael, the Roscius of the French 
theatre, bom 1652, died 1720. The father of 
Baron also was an actor, famous for his talent 
in declamation ; and the manner of his death 
was singular : playing the part of Don Diego, 
in The ^d, his sword fell from his hand, as the 

f»iece requires ; and kicking it from him with 
ndignatlon, he unfortunately strack agalnstthe 
point of it, by which his little toe was pierced 
It turned to a gangrene ; he refused to sufier 
amputaution, and died 1655.

BABR AL, Peter, an ecclesiastic of Grenoble, 
teacher at Paris, and author of a historical dic- 
tionary, died in 1773. 

B ARAB, FnuMX)i8 Po«iUaia de la, a native of 
Fraac«, professor at Geneva, died in 1723. 

BAKRE, I^ewis Francoise Joe. de la, a native 
of Toumagr, au Aor of some books on Antiqua- 
lian bistoiy, ^c ; he died in 1738. 

BABRE, Michel de la, of Paris, an eminent 
player on the GcnnanHute, died 1744. 

BARRE, Joseph, canon of St. Genevieve, 
chancelkMr ot the university of Paris, and au- 
tiiogr of a history of Germany, died 1761. 

BARRE, Madame du, miMrese of Lewis XV., 
of Fr&Bce, executed daring the revolution in 
1793. 

BARREAUX, Jacques Vallee, a libertine of 
Pacie ; he was celebrated rather for his voiup- 
taoos life, than for the productions of his pen ; 
died 1673. 

BARRELIER, James, a dominican friar, 
enineBt as a scientific botanist, died 1673. 

BARRERE, Peter, a physician of Perpignan, 
died 1.756. 

BARRETT, George, an eminent self-taught 
painted, of Dublin, and a member of the Royal 
Academy, died 1784. 

BARRETT, William, asutgeon, of Bristol,and 
author of a history of tiiat city, died 1789. 

BARRIERE, Pierre, a soldier wbo attempted 
to assassinate Henry Iv. of France, but was de- 
tected and broken on the wheel, 1693. 

BARRIN6TON, John Shute, lord viscount, 
a nobleman of considerable learnmg, and au- 
thor of several books on religious subjects, was 
bom in 1678, and died in 1734. 

BARRIMGTON, Daines, son of the above, 
a celebrated English lawyer, antiquary, and 
writer on subjects of law, poUtics, natural histo- 
ry, geography, and orilieism, born 1737, died 
March 14, 1800. His writings are very nume- 
rous, and many of them are in the Philosophi- 
cal Transactions and the Archsokigia; but 
those wldch most distingitfahed him as an au- 
Dior were, bis " Obeervations on the Statutes, 
chiefly the more ancient," &c. of which, two 
4to edi' A)ns were published in one year, (1766.) 

B/^RINGTON, Samuel, son of lord B., a 
distinguished admiral in the British navy, died 
1800. 

BARROS, or DE BARROS, John, a native 
of Viseo, preceptor to the princes of Portugal, 
sRerwaids governor of St. Creorge, on the Afri- 
can coast, and treasurer of the Indies, under 
king Juan. Be wrote a history of the Indies, 
and died 1S70. 

BARROW, Isaac, an eminent ihatheroatician 
and divine, bom in London, 1630. When the 
King advanced Dr. B. to the dignity of master 
of Triidty College, Cambri^e, las majesty was 
■lieased to say, *' he had given it to the best eebo- 
lar in England ;** and he did jiot «peak frosei re- 
pert, but &«kii his own loiowiedgo. Tbe doctor 
bdng then his chapma, h9 used oftan to «on- 



verse with Rkm^ and, In Ub humorous wajr^ts 
call him an *' unfair preacher," because he es* 
hausted every subject, and left nothing for othecf 
to say after him. In 167a, he was chosen vice-- 
chancellor of the university. This great and 
learned divine died of a fever the 4th of Maj) 
1677, and was buried in Westminster Abbey. 

BARROW, Isaac, a native of Spiney AbWt 
bishop of Sodor, Man, and St. Asapbs, died 
1677. 

BARRY, Girald, a «aUve of Pembrokeshire, 
a clergyman, and author of a history of tbe otn-^ 
quest of Iieiand ; he died after 15215. 

BARRY, James, an Irish lawyer; he was a 
baron of the exchequer, chief justice of tha 
king's beach, and afterwards Iprd Santiy of tba 
peerages ; he died 1673. 

BARRY, Spranger, an eminent English actor, 
cotemporary with, and a pow(Mrfttl rival oi, Mr. 
Garrick, bom in Dublin, 1719, died in London, 
Jan. 1774. His pecuHsir advantages were de- 
rived from a fine person, melodious voice, and 
pleasing address ; and his performances in ama- 
tory characters were perii^s never excelled. 
See CRAWFORD. 

BARRY, James, an eminent painter, was 
bora at Cork, in Ireltmd, 1742 ; and having early 
discovered great genius for tjie art, he wes pa^ 
tronized by Mr. Burke, and brought to London, 
where he became a pupil to Sir Joshua Rey- 
nolds. W hen Mr. Burke came into administra- 
tion with the marquis of Rockingham, he sent 
Mr. Barry to Italy, at his sole expense. After 
visiting all the celebrated schools of the conti- 
nent, in which he occupied three years, Mr. 
Barry returned to London ; and in 1775, pub- 
lished " An Inquiry into the real and imaginary 
Obsmictions to tbe Acquisition of the Arts in 
England.** About two years after this, he was 
elected a Royal Academician, and in 1786 made 
professor of painting to the Royal Academy} 
but in 1799, on an tUl^^ed addiction to demo* 
cratical principles, was removed from that of- 
fice. He seems soon afterwards to have taken 
disgust at society, from which he retired into a 
wretched obscurity, living unattended, and half 
starved, till some friends raised about lOOOit., 
with which tliey purchased an anmHtyforhim; 
but before the nrst quarter's payment of it be- 
came due he died. Mar. 82, 1806, and was iuter' 
red in St. Paul's cathedral. liis greatest effort 
of art is a series of allegorieJEiI .pictures, whic^ 
he painted gratuitously for tbe grecft room of tJNl 
Society of Arts, in the Adelpbi. 

BARRY, George, D. D., an eminent Scctcb 
divine, author of a history of liie OrimeySi died 
1805. 

B A RRY, John, first commodore in the Amisri- 
can navy ; he possessed great courage, was a 
patriot, and ChristiM, and died 1803. 

BARSUMA, or BABSOMA, metropoUtan 
author of several books in Syriac.

BARTH, John, a native of Dunkirk, who, by 
his braveiy and auU, roce to a high rank in the 
French navy ; he died in 1709.

BARTHELEMIi Nicholas, a Benedictine of 
tlie 15th century, and author of some devotional 
Latinpoems.

Spe he steered his course along the Tigris and 
uphrates, from plabekir to the Persian Gulph, 
and made a coBection of medals, inscriptions, 
and designs of the monuments of ancient Baby- 
lon, as well as Arabic manuscripts, which he 
presented to the Abbe Barthelemy. In 1787, be 
made a second voyage upon the Caspian Sea; 
in the course of which be observed the most im- 
portant eclipse of the moon of which the history 
of astronomy preserves any remembrance. In 
1795, he made a mird voyage ; and through the 
means of Volnev, he was appointed consul at 
Huscate, in Arabia; at, which place, however, 
he never arrived, being taken by tbe English. 
The peace having at lei^^ given him his liber- 
ty, he arrived sick at Nice, where be died on the] 
19th Of November, 1801, at the moment when 
Buonaparte had i^poialed him commissaiy- 
generai at Lisbon.

BENT, John Van de, a native of Amsterdam, 
whose landscapes are much admired ; he died 
10 1600. 

BENTHAM, Thomas, blsliop of Litchfield 
and Coventry, under Elizabeth, died in 1578. 

BENTHAM, Edward, an English divine, 
professor of divinity at Oxford, died in 1776. 

BENTHAM, James, prebendary of Ely, and 
ret tor of BowBrickhill, in the county of Buck- 
ingham, well known in the learned world as 
author of " The History and Antiquities of the 
Conventual and Cathedral Church of Ely;** 
' lie was born in Ely, 1718, and died Nov. 17, 1794. 

BENTICK, William, first eari of Portland^ 
the early and devoted friend of William of 
Orange, came with him to Ensland, and was by 
him enn<^led; he died in 1709. 

BENTICK, William Henry Cavendish, third 
duke of Portland, chancellor of the university 
.Of Oxford, secretary of state for the home de- 
partment, and first lord of the treasury, died 

BENTIVOGLIO, Guy, cardinal, bom at 
Perrara, In 1579, died 1644. He has left several 
works ; the most remarkable of which are, his 
<* History of the Civil Wars, of Flanders,** his 
" Account of Flanders,** and his " Letten and 
Memoirs.** 

BENTIVOGLIO, Hereules, distinguished 
a poet, was a native of Bologna, esteemed and 
patronised by the duke of Ferrara, his relation, 
died in 1583. 

BENTLET, Richard, an eminent critic and 
divine, bom at Wakefield, Yorkshire, in 1662, 
died 1743. His literary character is known In 
all parts of Europe wherever learning is known. 
In bis private character, he was hearty, sin- 
cere, and warm In his friendships ; loved lioe- 
pitality and respect ; and in conversation, he 
tempered tiie hard-mouthed severity of the critic 
with a peculiar strain of vivacity and pleasantry. 

BENTLEY,Tbomas,nephew to the preeedlnfr, 
author of " The Wishes,** a comedy, and other 
dramatic pieces, died 1783. 

BENTLEY, William, D. D., a minister of a 
church in Balem, was distlnguislied as a scholar, 
l^ilosopher, and politician. He edited the Es- 
sex Register nearly twenty .years, and died in 
1819. 

BENVENUTI, Gbarles, a Jesuit, of Tjeghora, 
profewor of mathamaltca at Rome, 4iedia 1789.

BENWELL, WiUiam, an «bl« and disiik- 
guished English divinci and an elegant acliolar, 
died in 1796. 

BEN YOWSKY, Count Mauritltts Augustas 
de, an vxtraordinary adventurer, bom in 1741, 
at Verbowa, in Hungaiy, and Isllled at the isle 
of France, May S3. 1786. His very eventful 
life has been publislied in 3 vols 4to. ; but a 
good abstract of it will be found la Mr. ChaJ- 
mer*8 Biograpiiical Dictionary, 33 vcds. 8vo. 
Our limite preclude even an analysis of it. 

BENZELIUS, Eric, an obscure nadve of 
West 6othland,who, by his great merit, liecame 
tutor to ttie sons of the chancellor of Sweden, 
and archbishop of Upsal ; lie died in 1700. 

BENZIO, Trifone, an elegant Italian poet 
called by his cotemporaries the Socrates oi 
Rome , he died about 1570. 

BEOTEO, Angdo, saraamed Ruzsante, m 
poet, bom at Padua, died in 1542. 

BERAULD, Nicolas, a native of Orleans, of 
the 16th century, eminent for his great learning, 
and his acquaintance with Erasmus and other 
learned men. 

BERCHET, Peter, a French painter, died i« 
1790. 

BERCHEUR, Peter, a benedictine, translator 
of Lix'y, by order of king John of France, died 
in 1363. 

BERENGARIU8, Jacobus, a surgeon, ensi- 
nent for mi original mode of practice, in parti- 
cular cases, died in 1537. 

BERENGER, arclkleacon of Angers, died ia 
1088. 

BERENGERI, son of Eberard,dukeof Friuloi 
caused himself to be proclaimed king of Italy, 
and afterwards empotir of Germany ; he was 
opposed by ri^rals during his reign, and finally 
assassinated in 984. His grandson, Berenger II., 
king of Italy, died in 966. 

BERENGER, Peter, a disciple of Abelard, 
and opposer of St. Bernard. 

BERENICE, daughter of the king of Judea, 
and wife of Polemon, king of Cilicia. 

BERENICIUS, a knife grinder and chimney 
sweep, in Holland, 1670, wonderful for his re- 
tentive memory. He could repeat by hevt 
Virgil, Horace, Homer, Aristophanes, Cicero, 
and couhi traiwlate, extempore, into Latin and 
Greek. 

BERETIN, Peter, a native of Tuscany^ emi 
nent as a painter, died in 1669. 

BERG, Matthias Vanden, a painter, the dia 
ciple of Rubens, died in 1687. 

BERG, John Peter, a divine, bom at Bremes 
died in 1800. 

BERGAMO, James Philip de, an Augustlae 
monk, author of a Latin chronicle of the world, 
fVomthe creation to his own time, 1434. 

BERGHEM, Nicolas, a painter of Haeriem, 
died in 1684. 

BERGIER, Nicolas,bistoriographer of France, 
and author of a history of the great roads of tlie 
Roman empire, died in 1683. 

BERGIER, Nicolas Sylvester, a principal of 
the ciSiUige of Besancon, professor of theology, 
and canon of Paris cathedral ; and bad he cho- 
sen, might have obtained higher preferments ; 
he died in 1790. 

BERGLER, Etienne, a teamed German crir 
tic of the 18th century ; be died a Mahometan 
in Turkey. 

BERGMAN, Torbcm, a distinguished phyw 
sician and chymist, of Sweden, afterwards |»o- 
fessor of mathematics and natural phikMophjr 
aad reetor of the university at Upaal, died nA 
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thematies and BStond plittoaopbyi and rector 
of the univinitjr at Upsal, died in J784. 

BERIGARD, Claiide, professor of phlkMoplqr 
Bt Padua and Pum, died in 1663. 

BERING, Vitus, profeiaor at Copenbagen, 
bistoriograiAer to the king, and emiuettt as a 
Latin poet, in the 17th centiuy. 

BERING, Vitus, a native of Benmarlc, and 
commodore in the service of Russia. He was 
employed in exploring tlie north eoaata of Ame- 
rica, wliere lie died, after havii» made some im- 
portant discoveries. Bering's Wand and strait, 
derive the name from him. 

BERKELEY, Dr. George, the learned and 
ingenious bishop of Clojme, in Ireland, was bom 
In that kingdom, at Kilerin, near Thomastown, 
the ISth of March, 1684, and died Jan. 14, 1753. 
The excellence of his moral character is con- 
spicuous in his writings, which were chiefly in 
defence of the Christian religion against Athe- 
ists and InfldelB. His philosophical discoveries, 
particularly of the medical virtues of tar-water, 
were of great imrvice to mankind. Dr. B. was 
cert^nly a very amiable, as well as a very great 
man ; and Pope is scarcely thought to have said 
too much when he ascribes to

BERKBLlBY, George, earl of, a privy coun- 
sellor of Charles IL, descended from the n^al 
fkmily of Denmark, died in 1606. 

BERKELEY, Sir William, vice admiral of 
tbe white, fell in a dreadful engagement with 
the Dutch in 1666. 

BERKELEY, George, bishop of Cloyne, in 
Irchind, a distinguished Benefactor of Yale Col- 
lege ; an author of great reputation, denied the 
existence of matter; visiied America, but died 
in Ireland, in 1753. 

BERKHEYDEN, Joband Gerard, two Dutch 
painters, of Haerlem, the first of whom was 
drowned in 1608, the other died in 1603. 

BERKLEY, Sir William, a native of London, 
was governor of tlie colony of Virginia, and 
wrote an account of tbe country ; he died bii 
England, in 1677. 

BERKLEY, William, royal governor of Vir- 
nearly forty years ; in general " an excel- 
*mor," althouffh attached to the royal 
preroicative; he diedlnEngland, in IflTT. 

BERKLEY, Norbome, baron de Botetourt, a 
governor of Virginia, and patron of William 
and Mary CoUege : he died in 1770. 

BERKENHOUT, Dr. John, dtstlnguished 
ia the Hterary world for his productions in 
various sciences. He had experienced many 
diSereat situations in life, having in his youth 
been a captain both in tbe Prussian and En^isn 
service ; and in the year 1765, he took his de- 
gree of M. D. at Leyden. He went with tlie 
commissioners to America, where he was im- 
prisoned by tbe congress ; on which account he 
afterwards enjt^ed a pension ftom govenunent, 
and died April 3, 1791, aged 60. 

BERNAERT, Nicasuis, a Dutcb painter, died 
in]6S3. 

BERNARD, St, one of the fathers of the 
church, bom 1091, in the village of Fontaine, 
in Burgundy, died 1153, after having founded 
160 monasteries, wrought innumerable miracles, 
and become one of the great saints of tbe Ro- 
Biish comnVBioii. 
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phUanthroniil 
He was bred lo the hmt, 
land in 1705 was appohited traasursr to tlm 
Foundling Hospital; the estates bekmging to 
which, were vastly Improved liy bis managa- 
ment He was .the chief instltutor of *'Tm 
Society for bettering tbeconditioB of the Poor.** 
He also promoted various otiier societlea and 
charities, particularly the Rovai Institution, tbe 
British Gallery, 4bc. 4bc, and died at lieamiaf 
ton. Spa, Warwickshire, 1818. 

BERNARD, of Mentlmo, an ecclesiastic ef 
9avw, founder of two mmiasteiies ia tlie pass- 
es of the Alps, for tlie relief of pilgrims and 
tmveUers, which still remain as monumeiita of 
Ihis benevolence : bora in 033. 

BERNARD, Edward, Savilian professor of 
iMtrooomy, at Oxford, wlilch he remgned for the 
fivinc of Brightwell, was distinguisoed early in 
ife, for his profound classical acquirements, and 
Ills intense application to bis studies ; a ebarae- 
ter which he maintained till bis death in 1606. 

BERNARD, James, of Geneva, professor at 
khe Hague, and afterwards minister at Leyden, 
Mied in 1718. 

BERNARD, Catlierine, a native of Bonen, 
wrote poetiy witb ease and degance, and ob- 
tained the poetical prise, at tbe French acadn" 
my, 3 times, and a pension ftrom Lewis XIV. ; 
ibediedinniS. 

BERNARD, a liermit, who, at the dose of the 
lOtli century, alarmM the public by predicting 
Itlie immediate end of tlie world. 

BERNARD, Frauds, gov. of New-Jerssft, 
afterwards of Massachusetts. His seal for Ihn 
authoriQr of the crown, contributed to hasten 
the revolution. He was recalled, and died in 
1779. 

BERNARD, Sir Thomas, son of tbe preceding^ 
for many years emdoyed in the manage 
ment of different chwfcles, and distinguisMd 
hiflMdf by a constant attention to thdr improve 
ment, no less than by bis pure phHaiithropy; 
bediedinlSie 

BERNARD, a painter of eminence at Bran- 
lads, in the 16th century. 

BERNARD, Peter Joseph, a native of Giena^ 
Ue, author of some operas, and other lighter 
pieces, which, for thdr ease and eleganee, pro* 
cured him the name of le gentii Bernard. Ha 
died in 1775. 

BERNARD, Dr. Francis, pbysidan to Jamea 
n., eminent for bis learains, and for bis valoft*

BERN AZZANO, an eminent painter, of Mi- 
lan, in the 16th century ; a ft'uit piece of Ms is 
said to have been destroyed by the frequent 
pecking of birds. 

BERNER8, Juliana, prioress of SopeweR 
yMiaaer]r,4MMr Si. Alhan'a, one of tb« 
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ftantto writcn in Bngtand, was^Uiughter ofSir 
Jltwioi HernefB, «f Rodiiig Borncra. iO'Eaevx, 
tHHm was betaead«d In ttie reign of Ricliwd II.) 
ShewMTery beautiful, of greiac|MrU,aBd loved 
flune«lln« exercieea, •ucti as hawking, huiUingf 
tec ; and so timroughly waa «he skilled in tlien^ 
Umtahe Wrote treatlees of hunting, hawking, and 
heraldry, inrinted atflt. AH»aii*«, folio, 1486. She 
was bont about the l)«glnninf of the ISth eeu- 
turyt iMit tHe lime of her decease is unknown.

BERNINI, or BBRNIN, John Lawrence, 
commonly called Cavaliero Bernin, bom at 
Naiiies, was fjMmoae for his skill in painting, 
aculpture, anebitectore, and mechanics; and 
died at Rome, 1680. 

BERNIS, cardinal, one of the most remarka- 
ble men in the reign of Louis XV ., as a oourtit.r, 
•man of letters, and a negotiator, was bom 1714, 
and died at Rome, November, 1794. 

BERNOULLI, James, a native of Baatl, was 
« celebrated mathematieian and professor. His 
discoveries in mathematlca, particularly the pro- 
perties of the curve, have immortalized his 
name; he died in 1705. 

BERNOULLI, John, brother to James, was 
professor of mathematics at Groningen, and af- 
terwards at BaMI, where he died in 1748.

BEVERLEY, John, abbot of St. Hilda, bishop

BEVERNINC&, JenMie Van, an able Dutch 
statesman, ambassador to Cromwell, died i» 

BEVERWICK, Johnde, adistingulshed phy-

BEWICK, John, of great eiceQence in the 
art of engraving on wood, and brother to Tlio> 
mas Bewick, an artist of equal or superior me- 
rit, still living. These IngenkHis brotliers have 
carried their art to a Mate of perfecUon wtdch 
will not easily be suroassed. The first work 
that attracted iIm »utke of the public, and at 
ouce established their reputation, was, a " Hi»- 
toiy of auadrupeds," 8vo., 17W, with figures 
on wood. It was eagerly sought after by the 
curious, and has been folk»wc4 by many other 
proofs of tlieir abilities, tbe last of jvhich Is, a 
"Hlttory of British BU«ia,"«vow, IWH; on which 
John was engaged in conjunction with his bro- 
ther, when a ocasumpthm carried him off, I>e- 
ceotber 5, 1795. 

BBUF, John le, a learned antiquary, and 
member of the academy of belles lettres, at Pa- 
riMy a wfker en the hiaionr and topography of 
France, died hi 1760.

BIANCHl, Francis, a painter, master to Ck)r' 
regio, died in 1520. 

BIANCHl, Peter, an eminent Roman painter, 
died in 1739. 

BIANCHIN, John Fortnnatis, professor of 
medicine at PaJdua, and a medical writer, died 
in 1779. 

BIANCHINI, Francis, a naUve of Verona, 
einiuent for liis great learning, was patronised 
by pope Alexander VIII., and received marks ris, in 1553.

BI ANCOLELLI, Pierre Francois, an eminent 
player, and a writer of pla)^, died in 1734.

BIAS, called one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, bom at Prieae, a town of Caria, about 
570 B. C. Though born to great wealth, he 
lived without splendour, expending his fortune 
in relieving the needy. On one occasion, cer* 
tain {Hrates brought several young women to sell 
as slaves at Priene. Bias purchased them, and 
maintained them until be had aa opportunity of 
returning them to their friends. This generous 
ac(ion caused him to be styled " The Prince of 

BIBB, William Wyatt, a native of Georgia, 
atnd a physician, after representing his native 
state in both branches of the national congress, 
was chosen first governor of the state of Alaba- 
ma, by the peoj^e, in 1819, and died the follow- 
ing year. 

BIBIENA, Bernardo de, a Roman of obscure 
origin, who, by his intrigues, promoted the elec- 
tion of Leo X., for which he was made a cardi- 
nal; he died in 1520. 

BIBIENA, Ferdinand Galli, a celebrated ar- 
ehiieet and painter, of Bologna, patronised by 
the duke of Parma and the raiperor, died blind 
in 1743. 

BIBLIANDER, Theodore, professor of theo- 
logy at Zurich, died in 1564. 

BlCfl AT, Marie Frances Xaviw, medical pro- 
fessor at the^Hotei-Dieu, Paris, and author of 
several valuable works (m medical subjects, died 
in 1803. 

BIDDLE, John, one of the most eminent En- 
glish writers among the Socinians, was bom at 
WOtton-under-Edce, 1615. Though a pious, 
honest, well-meaning man, be suffered various 
persecutions for bis adherence to some singular 
notions about the Trinity, and died 1663. Ono 
of his books was burnt by order of iiariiament. 

BIDDLE, Nicholas, a native of Philadelphia, 
and a captain in the American navy, was, with 
his crew, blown up, in an action with a witish 
64 gmi shiikln 1778. 

BIDLAKE, John, an English divine and poet, 
died in 1814 ; he published, besidea some ser^ 
mons, a number of poems, &c. 

BIDLOO, Godfrey, an eminent physician 
and anatomical writerof Amsterdam, professor 
at the Hague and at Leyden, rnnH physician to 
king WilUam, died 1713. 
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BIE, Adrian de, a portrait painter, settled at 
Rome, about 1600. 

BIEFIELD, James Frederick, baron de, see* 
retary of legation in the service of Frederick of 
Prussia, preceptor to Iris brother, and after* 
wards a privy counsellor, died in 1770. 

BIELKE, N., baron de, a Swedmh gentle- 
man, engaged with Ankerstroem^ in the conspi* 
racy against the king of Sweden ; when df tccted« 
be took poison, and died in 1792. 

BIENNE, John, an eminent printer, of Paris 
died in 1588. 

BIERVE, N. Marechal, marquisde, a French- 
man, known for bis ready wit, and as an author 
of plays, died in 1789. 

BIEZ, Oudard du, a native of Artois, whose 
great bravery and presence of mind in the iSeld 
of battle, were particularly consiHcuous. He 
was iu the service of Francis L, and died in Pa 



BIEZE^INGEN, Christian Jans Van, a por 
trait painter, of Delft, died in 1600. 

BIFIELD, Nicholas, minister of St. Peters, 
Chester, died in 16S2. 

BIGELOW, Timothy, a distinguished lawyer 
of Massachusetts, was for more than twenty 
years a re|Mresentative or senator in the legisla- 
ture of bis native state, and fot eleven years, 
speaker of the house of representatives, over 
which he presided with dignity and ability, died 
182L 

BIGNE, Grace, de la, a poet of Bayeuz, ac- 
companied king John to England after the bat- 
tie of Poictiers, and died in 1374. 

BIGNE, Marquerin de la, of the same family 
as the preceding, was a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
eminent as a man of letters; be died in 1591. 

BIGNICOURT, Simon de, a counsellor of 
Rlieims, eminent for his knowledge of ancient 
and modern literature, died in 1775. 

BIGNON, Jerome, distinguished for his early 
attainments, was a counsellor of state and ad- 
vocate general to the parliament of Paris, and 
an able statesman ; he died in 1656. 

BIGOT, Enieri, a native of Rouen, eminent 
for his learning, and his acquaintance with 
learned men, died in 16^. 

BILDERBEK, Christopher Laurent, a Hano 
verian lawyer, died in 1749. 

BILFINGER, George Bernard, professor of 
phUoeopby at Peterrtmrg, and afterwards atTu 
bingen, eminent for his writings, died in 1750. 

BILLAUT, Adam, a joiner, of Neveis, a 
man of strong powers of mind, and of consider- 
able talent and merit as a poet, died in 1668. 

BILLI, Jaquesde, a native of Guise, eminent 
for his learning and his poetical talents, died in. 
1581. 

BILLI, Jaques de, a Jesuit of Compiegne, au- 
thor of several valuable mathematical treatises, 
died in 1679. 

BILLINGSLEY. Henry, a merchant of Lon- 
don, who acquired immense wealth, and rose to 
the highest city lionours, and was knighted 
while lord mayor. He was a profound mathe- 
matician, and puMisbed the first English trans- 
lation of Euclid ; he died in 1606. 

BILLIONI, N. Bussa, a cdebrated and much 
admired actress, at the theatres of France and 
Brussels, died in 1783. 

BIL80N, Thomas, eariy distinguished as a 
poet, afterwards as an able divine and eloquent 
preacher, biab<^ of Worcester and Winchester, 
died in 1616. 

BINDLEY, James, an eminent antiquarlaa 
jaitd fbunder ef tba society of Amiquaries, in

Bngland, died in 1818. His collection of book?, 
prints, and medab, was very extenalr e and valu 
able. 

BrNGHAM, George, a fellow of All Soal's 
Collei^e, Oxford, and rector of Pimpern, in Dor 
■eC, died in 1800. He wrote and published seve- 
ral theological works, which were collected in 
two volumes, after his death. 

BLVGHAM, Joseph, born at Wakefield, in 
Yorkshire, 1668. He wrote a learned and labo- 
rious work, " Ori^ines EcclesiasUce, or the An 
Itquities of the Christian Church ; the first vo 
unie of which was published 1708, in 8vo, and 
it was completed afterwards in 9 volumes more 
He died August 17, 1723. 

BINGHAM, Joseph, son of the preceding, 
was educated at Oxford, where he died at the age 
jf 22, in consequence of excessive application. 

BINNING, Hugh, an eloquent preaclier, and 
professor of moral philosophy at Glasgow, died 
1654 

BTOSniNSTAHL, professor of oriental lau- 
guaees at Upsal, died in 1779. 

BION^ of Smyrna, a Greek bucolic peet, flou- 
rished akoat 288 B. C. 

BION, a Scythian philosopher, the disciple 
of Crates, and afterwanto of Tl&Bophrastus, 
about 246 B. U. 

BION, Nicholas, an able engineer and matbe 
matician, died at Paris, in 1733. 

BIONDI, Francis, Sir, author of a valuable 
history of the c^il wars of the houses of York 
and Lancaster, in Italian. 

BION DO, Plavio. vid. BLONDUS. 

BIRA6UE, Clement, an engraver of Milan, 
said to have discovered the means of engraving 
diamonds, lived at the court of Philip II., of 
Spain. 

BIRAGtTE, Rene de, a native of Milan, went 
to France and became a fkvourite of Charte 
IV., who made him keeper of tlie seals, and 
chancellor of the realm ; although a cardinal, 
he died little respected, in 1583. 

BIRCH, Thomas, a distinguished historical 
and biographical writer, bom in the parisli of 
St John, Clerkenwell, London, Nov. 33, 1705, 
of parents who were quakers. His deatii was 
occasioned by a fall from his horse, and happen 
ed Jan. 9, 1766. Of his various publications, 
the principal was "The General Dictionary, 
Historical and Critical ** in 10 vols, folio ; the 
first of which was published in 1734, the last in 
1741. 

BIRD, William, known as an excellent com 
pmer of music, died in 1633. 

BIREN, John Ernest, a person of mean birth, 
elevated tn the highest dignities by Anne, em 
press of Russia, who made him her prime mi 
nister, and duke of Courland. On her death, 
he aiisiinied the reins of government, bat was 
exiled, by the nobles, to Siberia. He died in 
1771. 

BIRINGCOOCSrO, or BIBINOCUCCT, Van- 
muecio, an able mathematician of Italy, author 
i}f a treatise on the art of fusing, and of casting 
metal for cannon, published in 1540. 

BIRKENHEAD, Sir John, L. L. D., professor 
of moral philosophy at Oxford, a zealous royal- 
ist, and a popular courtier ; be died in 1679. 

BIRON, Armandde Gonrault, baron de, page 

to queen Mai^aret of Navarre,rose through tlie 

gradations of the array to the rank of maiechal 

of France. He distinguislied himself In the 

service of Ms sovereign, and was killed by a 

annon ball at the si^e of Epemai, in 1593. 

BIRON, Cbaries De Gonrault due de^ son of ^ 



die preceding, was admiral and marechfd of 
France, and a favourite of Henry IV.. wl>n made 
him a duke, and sent liinKambasador to Rnf 
land. He was beheaded for treason, in 1603. 

BISC A I N O, Uarthok>o>ew,a painter of Genoa, 
die<l In 1657. 

BISCHOP, John de, an eminent landscape 
and historical painter, died in 1686. Anotlier, 
called Cornelius, a painter, died in 1674. 

BISHOP, Samuel, high master of Merchant 
tailors* School, a learned divine «ad very re* 
spectable poet, died Nov. 17, 1795. 

BI3I, Bonaventure, an admired imiiiter, of 
Bologna, died in'1663. 

BISSET, Chariea, M. D., a pbyslclaa, served 
several vears as engineer, in Flanders, and wrote 
on fortiQcations, and on medical subjects. Died 
in 1791. 

BISSET, Dr. Robert, a biographer, historian, 
and novelist, born in Scotland, 1739, died at 
Kniglitsbridge, May 14, 1805. His principal 
literary pnxluctions were, an edition of ttte 
Spectator, with Lives of the several Authors ; 
a '' Life of Edmund Burke ;** a " History of the 
llclgn of George the Third,** several novels, and 
some political tracts. His " History** has the 
strong merit of being fkithful and impartial. It 
is preceded by an able review of the progressive 
Improvement of England in Prosperity and 
Strength, to Uie Accession of George III., and 
terminates at the Peace of Amiens, 1803. 

BITAUBE, Paul Jeremiah, a miscellaneous 
writer, born at Konigsberg, was a member of 
the Berlin Academy, with a pension from Fre- 
derick II. ; some ox his poems have been trans- 
lated into English. He died 1808. 

BITON, a mathi>matlcian, Uved aboat 340 
B.C. 

BIZOT, Peter, canon of a church in Bonrges, 
and authorof the valuable " Histoire medallique 
de la Hollande,** died in 1696. 

BIZELLI, John, a historical portrait painter, 
died at Rome, in 1613. 

BLACK, Dr. Joseph, a very celebrated chv- 
mical writer, and professor of that science In 
the nniversity of Edinburgh, was bom at Bor- 
deaux, in France, about 1727, and died at Edin- 
burgh, Nov. 1800. His discoveries relative to 
magnesia and other alkaline lM>dies, liave given 
birth to many important facts in the new system 
of chymistry. A memoir on the subject of these 
bodies, was read by him, in June, 1755, before 
the Literary Society of Edinburgh, which has 
bcnn considered as a model of composition, rea- 
soning and arrangement. Many other important 
discoveries have been communicated by him in 
his lectures, which, if he liad committed them 
to the press, would have more materially pro- 
moted the cause and extension of science. 

BLACKBURN, William, an eminent archi- 
tect and surveyor, of Ijondon, died in 1790. fie 
obtained a medal from the Royal Society, and 
the commendation of Sir Joshua Reynolds, for 
the best drawing of St. Stephens, Walbrook. 

BLACKBURNE, Francis, a native of Rich 
mond, was chaplain to the archbishop of York, 
prebendary of his cathedral, and archdeacon of 
Cleveland. His writings corresponded with ills 
private sentiments in flivour of the dissenters , 
he died In 1787. 

BLACKHALL, OfCipring, D. D., rector ' f 
St. Marv*8, London, chaplain to King Wllliaui, 
a?id bishop of Exeter, was an able scholar, and 
eminent divine ; be died in 1716. 

BLACKLOCK, Dr. Thomas, an eminent 
Scottish poet and divine, whose talents, very 
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HDtpecuttrie in ilKipwlvei, were rendered ex 
traurdiuary hyihe «ircunMtaiice of bis having 
totally lost uU sight by the small pox at six 
moDth« old. He was bom at Aanaii, 1721, and 
died at Edinburgli, July. 1791. 

BLACK MORE, Sir Richard, a physician, and 
an indefaticable writer,. who has left a great 
number ofworks, tlieotogical, poetical, and phy- 
sical. Dryden and Pope have treated the poeti- 
cal performances of Sir Richard with great con- 
tempt. But, notwithstanding Sir Richard has 
been so much depreciated by these wits, he cer- 
tainly had meriu His " Poem on the Creation* ' 
is his most celebrated performance, and on the 
lecommendatioB of Dr. Johnson^bas lately been 
Inserted in the "CoUection of the English Poets." 
It has appeared thM s|rieen and resentment had 
been the cause of that severity with which he 
was treated by Dryden and Pope. Sir Richard 
was born at C<»shara. Wilts, (in what year is 
uncertain,) and died October 9, 1799. 

BLACKSTONE, Sir William, an illustrious 
etiglish lawyer, bora 1723. Hii father was a 
Sillcman, in Cheapside. and died before the birth 
of his son William, wno, in 1730, was put to tlie 
Charter-house school, and, in 1735, admitted 
upon the foundation there. November, 1738, be 
Was entered a commoner of Pembroke College, 
Oxford, and elected bv the governors to one of 
the Cliarter-house exhibitions. At the age of 
20, he compiled a treatise, entitled " Elements 
of Arcliitecture,*' intended only for his own use, 
but much approved by those who have perused 
it. Quitting, however, with regret, these amus- 
ing pursuits, he engaged in tiie severer studies 
M the law, and. November, 1746, was called to 
the bar. -(n 1749, he was elected recorder of the 
borough of Wdllingford, In Berkshire. April, 
1750, hu became doctor of laws, and published 
his " Essay on Collateral Consanguinity, rela- 
tive to the exclusive claim to fellowships made 
by the founder's kin at AH-souls.' ' October 20, 
1753, he was unanimously elected Vinerian pro- 
fessor of the common law, and on the 35th, read 
his Introductory Lecture, since prefixed to his 
" Commentaries.** In 1762, he collected and re- 
publiaiied several of bis pieces, under the title 
of " Law Tracts,** In 3 vols. 8vo. In 1763, he 
was chosen solicitor-general to the queen. No- 
vember, 1764, he pubusbed the 1st volume of his 
lectures, under the title of " Commentaries on 
Jie Laws of England ; and in the four succeed- 
ing ^ears the ouier three volumes. May, 1770, 
ne became a Junior Judge in the court of King's 
Bench ; and In June was removed to the same 
situation in the common pleas, which office he 
retained till his death, which hi^pened Febru- 
ary 14, 1780. 

BLACKSTONE, John, an apothecary and 
botanist, of London, died in 1753. 

BL ACKWALL, Anthony, a native of Derby- 
shire, and author of a most celebrated work, en- 
titled " The Sacred Classics defended and illus- 
trated; or, an Essay, humbly offered toward 
proving the purity, propriew, and tnie elo- 
quence of the writers of the New Testament.** 
He died at Market Bosworth, in Leicestershire, 
(where he was for some years head master of 
the free school,) April 8, 1730. 

RLACKWELL, Alexander, a native of Aber- 
deen ; not succeeding as a physician at home, 
he went to Sweden, where he succeeded for a 
time, but being suspected of a conspiracy, was 
tortured and l>ehendcd In 1748. 

BL ACKW ELL, Thomas, an eminent Scottish 
writer, son of a minister at Alierdcen, and born 
t9 
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tbere, August 4, 1701. In 1737, was puUisfati 
at London, but without bis name, *' An Inquiry 
into the Life and Writings of Homer,** 8vo., t 
second edition of whidi appeared in 1736 ; and 
not long after, " Proofs of^the Inquhry into Ho 
mer*s Life and Writings ;** which was a trans- 
lation of the Greek, Latin, Spanish. Italian, and 
French notes, subjoined to the original work. 
We agree with tliose who esteem this the best 
of our author's performances. In 1748, be pub*> 
lished " Letters conceminc Mjrthology,,** 8vo., 
without his name also. The same year he wa« 
made principal <^the Marischal College in Aber- 
deen. March, 17^, he took the degree of doctor 
of laws ; and, In the year following, came out the 
1st volume of bis " Memoirs of the court of Au- 
gustus,*' 4to. The 3d volume iqipearcd in 1755; 
and the 3d, which was posthumous, and left in- 
complete by the author, was fitted for the press 
by John MiUs, Esq., and published in 1764. He 
died March 1, 1757. 

BLACKWOOD, Adam, a native of Scotland, 
eminent as a poet, civilian, and divine, but par- 
ticularly as the warm advocate of Mary, queen 
of Scots ; he published, in 1757, an account of ber 
martyrdom, addressed to the princes of Europe. 
and died at PoicUers, in 1613. 

BLADEN, Martin, a gentleman of Abrsf 
Hatch, in Essex, fonnerly a lieutenant-colonel 
in Queen Anne's reign, but more distinguished 
by a translation of *' Ciesar*s Commentaries,** 
which he dedicated to his general, the great duke 
of Marlborough. Re died in 1746. 

BLAEU, or JANSSEN, WiUiam, a learned 
printer, tlie friend of Tycbo Brahe, died In 1638. 

BLAGRAVE, John, an eminent mathema- 
tician, wiio flourished in tlie 16th and 17th cen- 
turies, and died 1611. 

BLAGRAVE, Joseph, ft famous ttslroh^r 
of Reading, Eng., died in 1688. 

BLAIR, John, chaplain to Sir William Wal- 
lace. He wrote an elegant Latin poem on hi* 
death, and died in the reign of Robert Bruce. 

BlAiR, James, M. A., a minister of the epis- 
copal cluirch in Scotland, was sent by the bishop 
of London as a missionary to Virginia, in 1685. 
He procured a patent for the erection of a collef;e 
there, and was its first president for nearly 5Q 
years ; he was also president of (be council of 
Virginia, and died in 1743. 

BLAIR, Samuel, a learned minister in Penn- 
sylvania, for several years at the head «f an 
academy at Fog's manor, Chester, died about 
1751. 

BLAIR, John, brother and successor of Sam- 
uel Blair in the church and seminary at Fog's 
manor, afterwards professor of divinity in New- 
Jersey College. ^ 

BLAIR, John, one of the associate judges of 
the Supreme Court of the United States, died in 
180O, 

BLAIR, John, president of the council of Vir- 
ginia, and a judge in that colony, died 1771. 

BLAIR, Patrick, a surgeon at Dundee, who 
first acquired some reputation by the dissection 
of an elephant, and afterwards by his essays on 
botany ; time of his death unknown. 

BLAIR, Robert, an elegant poet, bom about 
the beginning of the last century. He received hit 
education in tlie universitv of Edinburgh, and 
was ordained, in 1731, minister of AttanI Stanc- 
ford in East l^thian, where he resided till his 
death, in 1746. His poem, called " The Grave," 
has been extremely popular, and passed throitgh 
many editions. 

Bf^AIP fir John an eminent divine, born In 
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duottaiHl, but seukNl in Engiond, where lie pre 
vented the world with a very valuable publica 
tion, under the title of " The Chronology and 
lliatory of the World, from tHe Creation to tlte 
Vear of Christ 1753, illustrated in 56 ubles." 
(n 1768, he published an improved edition of his 
" Croaological Tables ;** to which were annexed 
" Fourteen Maps of Ancient and Modem Greo- 
grapby, for illustrating the Tables of Chrouo- 
logy and History. He died June d4, 178S. 

BLAIB, Dr. Hugh, a celebrated Scottish di- 
vine, was the son of a respectable merchant in 
Edinburgh, and born in that cit}', April 7, 1716. 
Om the 15th of June, 175R, he was made one of 
the ministers of the high church of Edinburgh ; 
and his sulMequent ministerial labours and con- 
duct in that conspicuous and difficult station, for 
a period of more than 40 years, amply evinced 
the propriety of the choice. As an author, Dr. 
Blair is well known by his " Lectures on Rheto. 
rie and the Belles Lettres,'* delivered in his of- 
fice as tcaxa professor in tlie university of Edin- 
burgh. These are eminently distinguished by 
laborious investigation, sound sense, refined 
taste, and, above all, by that lucidus ordo which 
always proves a writer to be master of his sub- 
iect. In short, this work may Justly be said to 
nave established an unequivocal and sure stand- 
anl of taste. His "Sermons," however, of 
wbicli five volumes are before the public, have 
experienced a success unparalleled in the annals 
of pulpit eloguence, though Justly merited by 
their purity of sentiment, justness of reasoningf 
and grace of composition. They have circu- 
lated in numerous editions, wherever the English 
tongue extends, and have been translated into 
almost all the languages of Europe. Dr. Blair 
diod December 27, 1800. 

RLAIZE, a bishop, martyred by the emperor 
DIocletfian ; but more celebrated as the inventor 
of wool combing. 

BLAKE, Robert, a famous English admiral, 
born August 15, 1S90, nt Bridgewater, in Somer- 
setshire, wliere he was educated at the grammar 
sdiool. Having served some years in the par- 
iiainent army, lie was, in Febtvary, 1948-0, ap- 
p<tittted to command the fleet, in conjunction 
with Colonel Deane, and Colonel PophaAi. 
During nine years actual service In the navy, 
he performed exploits that, for the skill with 
which they were conducted, and the snccess 
that attended them, were never surpassed till 
klie days of Howe, St. Vincent, Duncan, and 
Nelson. He died as the fleet was entering Ply- 
motttb, the 17th of Aognst, 1657, aged 58. His 
body was conveyed to Westminster Abbey, and 
interred with great fnneial pomp In Henry the 
Vllth*s chapel ; but removed from thence, in 
I6»U, and re-interred in St. Margaret's chureli- 

yard. 

BLAKE, John Bradley, a native of London, 
after acquirhig a profound knovriedge of chy- 
mistry and mathematics, and of his favourite 
study, botany, went to China in the service of 
the India company, where he collected and sent 
to Europe, all the' valuable seeds and plants of 
the country ; he also began a collection of ores 
and fossils, but his appliisation destroyed his 
health, and he di^ In 177:1. 

BLAKE, James, a preacher, native of Dor- 
chester, Maflsaehusetts, anthor of a volume of 
sermon^ of merit, died 1771. 

BLA KE, Joseph, governor of the province of 
South Carolina, in 16M. K^ coniributed much 
to the pm*fierity of tlie coI»»p5. by the wisdom 
»f km ndministration. 



BLA MONT, Francis Colin de, a French mu 
sician, died in 1760. 

BLAMPLV, Tlinmiis, a teamed ecelesiasUfl 
of Picardy, died in 1710. 

BLANC, Jolin, a noble of Perpignan, known 
for his brave defence of his native town, against 
the French besieging army, in 1474. 

BLANC, Francois Le, author of a valuable 
book on the coins of France, died in 1608. 

BLANC, Claude Le. a minister of France, con- 
fined two years in the Bastile, ca mere suspi- 
cion of mal-practiccs, was released, and died in 
173d. His brothers were bishops of Avranches 
and of Sarlat. 

BLANC, Thomas Le, a Jesuit of Vitri, died 
at Rheims, in 1669. 

BLANC, John Bernard Le, an iiwenious and 
learned man, historiographer to the Delia Crusca 
academy, died in 1761. 

BLANC, Antony de GulIIet de, professor of 
rhetoric at Avignon, and afterwards of ancient 
languages at Paris, died in 1790. 

BLANC, N., an eminent French artist, died 
in 1802. 

BLANCA, N. Le, a young woman who was 
found wild at Sogny, near Chalons, in 1731, 
when about 10 years of age. She was placctl 
In a convent, where she became a nun, and died 
In 1760. 

BLANCA, Francis Le, a Frenchman, author 
of a {general account of the moneys of France, 
published by order of Lewis XIV. ; he died in 
1698. 

BLANCHARD, James^ an eminent painter, 
bom at Paris, in 1600, died 1638. 

BLANCHARD, Francois, a lawyer of Paris, 
died in 1650. 

BLANCHARD, Ouill^ume, son of the pro- 
ceding, equally eminent as a lawyer, died hi 
1724. 

BLANCHARD, EUas, a native of Langrea 
eminent for his learning, died in 1755. 

BLANCHARD, John Baptist, professor of 
rhetoric in the Jesuits college, at Mctz, and at 
Verdun ; wrote the T^nple of the Muses, and 
died in 1797. 

BLANCHE, daughter of Alphonso of Castile, 
married Lewis VHI., of France. After his 
death, and during the minority of her son, she 
was made regent of the kingdom, which she 
governed with spirit and ability ; she died in 
125-2. 

BLANCHE, a native of l*adua, who destroy- 
ed herself, rather than submit to the embraces 
of her conqueror, 1233. 

BLANCHE de BOURBON, wife of Peter, 
king of Castile, by whom she was imprisoned 
and poisoned, 1361. 

6LANCHELANDE. Philibert Francis Rou- 
xelle, de, a native of Dijon, distinguished in the 
American war, and at the taking of Tobago 
died in 1703. 

BLANCFiET, Thomas, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, of Paris, died in 1689. 

BLANCHET, Abb6, censor royal, and libra- 
rian of the king's cabinet ; he retired from pub- 
lic life to solitude, and died in 1784. 

BLANCOF, John Teuniz, a painter, bom at 
Alcmaer; his sca-pleces and landscapes are 
much admired : he died in 1870. 

BLAND, Elizabeth, wife of Nathan BlamI, 
a linen draper.of London, eminent for her learn* 
Ing, and acquaintance with the Hebrew. 

BLAND, Richard, a political writer of VIr 
einia, and principal member of the bouse u( 
bjirpe««es, at the close of 1770. 
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BLAND, Theodoric, a patriot and Btateaman, 
colonel in tllc war of tlie revolution, meniber of 
the state legislature of Virginia, «c., died in 
1790. 

BLANDRATA, George, an Italian, who es- 
poused the doctrines ot Arius, with respect to 
the Trioity. To avoid the inquisition, he tied 
to Poland, where the king made him a privy 
counsellor. He was afterwards strangled by bis 
nephew, in 1593. 

BLASCO NUNNES, a Spaniard, who, by 
seizing the Isthmus of Darien,iacilitatcd the pro- 
gress of Pizarro to the conquest of Peru. He 
was beheaded on pretence of ambitious views. 

BLAURER, Ambrose, a follower of Luther, 
whose doctrines he spread in France and Ger- 
many, died in 1567. 

BLAVET, N., a musician in the opera at 
Paris, distinguished by his taste, and the supe-[ 
rior merit of his pieces, died in 17G8. 

BLAYNEY, Benjamin, D. D., an eminent 
English divine, and professor of Hebrew, at 
Oxford, died in 1801. He was distinguished as 
an able biblical critic, and writer. 

BLEDDYN, joint Itingof North Wales, with 
his brother Rhiwallon, became sole monarch in 
1068, and fell in battle four years after. 

BLEDDYN, a British bard of tlie 13tli cen- 
tury, some of whose pieces are still preserved. 

BLEDRI, a bishop of Landaff, called the 
wise, from his great learning ; be died much re- 
spected, in 10^. 

BLEECiCER, Ann Eliza, a lady of some lite- 1 
rary celebrity, born in New- York, 1752. " 

BLBEK, Peter Van, an eminent painter, died 
in 1764. 

BLEGNY, Nicholas de, an eminent French 
surgeon, who lectured and wrote on subjects 
connected witli his profession ; he died at the 
close of the 17th centurv. 

BLEGWRYD, brother to Morgan, the Gla- 
morgan cliief, was chancellor of Landaff, and a 
man of great learning ; he went to Rome in 036, 
with Howel, sumamed the Good. 

BLESS, Henry, an admired, landscape painter, 
born at Bovine, died in 1650. 

BLETERIE, John Philip Rene de la, born 
at Renncs, entered early into the congregation 
of the Oratory, and was there a distinguished 
professor. From thence lie went to Paris, where 
his talents procured him a chair of eloquence 
in the College Royal, and a place in the Acade- 
my of Belles Lettres. He published several 
works, which have been weU received by the 
public, and died, at an advanced age^ in 1773. 

BLINMAN, Richard, first minister of New- 
London, Conn., 1648 ; author of a work in an- 
swer to Mr. Danvers, on Baptism. 

BLOCK, Dr. Marc Eleazer, a Jewish physi- 
cian, and very celebrated ichthiologist, bom at 
Anspach, in 1723, died at Carlsbad, August 6, 
1799. His ^* Natural History of Fishes," wiU) 
coloured plates, in large 4to, is one of the most 
admirable publications of the time. 

BLOCK, Daniel, a portrait painter of Pome- 
rania, died in 1661. One of his brothers excelled 
as an architect, the other as a historical painter. 
BLOCKLAND, Anthony de Montfort, an ele- 
gant painter, died in 1583. His brothers, Peter 
and Herbert, were his pupils, and were silso dis- 
tinguished as painters. 

BLOE^ART, a painter, bom at Gorcum, in 
Holland, lS67, and died 1647. A vast number 
GPf prints have been engraved after his works. 

BLOEMEN, John Francis, an eminent Flcra- 
fsh painter, died at Rome, in 1740. 
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BLOND, Jean Le, a poet of Inferior merits ia 
the 16th century. 

BLOND, James Christopher, a painter, of 
Frankfort, on tte Maine, who invented a moda 
of engraving in colours ; be died in 1741. 

BLONDEAU, Claude, an advocate of the 
parliament of Paris, at the close of the ITU 
century. 

BLONDEL, David, a protestant minister, 
bora at Chalons, whose ^writings on tbeoiogicaJ 
subjects, are highly valued. He was professor 
of history at Amsterdam sfter Yossius, and died 
in 1655. 

BLONDEL, Francis, eminent for his know 
ledge of geometry and belles lettres, was profes 
sor of mathematics and architecture, and pre* 
ceptor to the dauphin of France ; he died in 1686 

BLONDEL, John Francis, nephew of Fran 
cis, was equally eminent as an architect, and as 
a writer on architecture; he died in 1774. 

BLONDEL, Peter James, a native of Paris, 
and a writer on the truth of the christian reli- 
gion, died in 1730. 

BLONDEL, Lawrence, author of some books 
on devotion, died in 1740. 

BLONDEL, N., a physician, and auttior of a 
treatise on the mineral waters of Segrai, &c-, 
died in 1759. 

BLONDIN, Peter, a native of Picardy, emi- 
nent as a botanist, died in 1714. _ 

BLONDUS, Flavius, on Italian, secretary to 
Pope Eugenius IV., and iiis two successors, died 
in 1463. 

BLOOD, lliomas, an English adventurer, 
who contrived a plot for stealing the regalia 
from the tower, and was actually taken with the 
crown in his possession ; he died 1680. 

BLOOT, Peter, a Flemish painter, died in 
1667. 

BLOSIUS, or DE BLOIS, Lewis, a Benedie- 
tine, abbot of Liessies, in Hainault, refused the 
archbishopric of Cambray, and died in 1560. 

BLOUNT, Thomas, an English barrister at 
law, distinguished for Ids talents and learning, 
and as a respectable writer, died in 1679. 

BLOUNT, Sir Henry, after completing his 
education at Oxford, travelled over Europe and 
a part of Asia, and, on his return, published an 
account of part of his travels, was tutor to tho 
princes, and a zealous royalist ; he'dit-d in Kifi. 

BLOUNT, Charles, younger son of Sir Henry , 
was distinguished as a zealous advocate for li- 
berty, and as a man of great learning. His writ- 
ings, some of which prove him a deist, are nu- 
merous. He died of wcmnds inflicted on Irim* 
self, in 1693. 

BLOUNT, William, governor of the territory 
south of the Ohio, and a member of th« Uuitrd 
States* senate, fr<Hn which he was estpeiJed in 
1797 ; he died at Knoxvilte, in 1810. 

BLOUNT, Sir Thomas Pope, an eminent 
English writer, born at Upper Holloway, In 
Middlesex, September 12, 1640. He was a man 
of great learning, and well versed in the licM 
writers ; of which he gave a proof in his famous 
work, *' CensuriaCelebriorum Authoruni,** &c. 
He wrote also a work on poetry, ** De Re Poeii- 
ca, or Remarks upon Poetry ; with characters 
and censures of the most ooiisiderable poets, 
whether ancient or modem, extracted nut of the 
best and choicest critics ;'* he died in 1697. . 

BLOW, Dr. John, aneminent musician, bom 
at Collingham) ia Nottinghamshire, abmit the 
year 1648. In 1674, he was appointed raastn 
of the children of the Royal Chapel ; in 16P5, 
composer to liis majesty ; in IG87, almoner and 
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master of the choristers of St PauVs cathedral. 
Upon the decease of I'urcell. in 1695, he became 
organist of Westminster Abbey. He died Octo- 
ber 1, I7()8, and was buried in the north aisle of 
Westminster Abbey. 

BLOWERS, Thomas, a good scholar, and 
minister, ip Beverly, Massachusetts, died in 1739. 

BLUCEIEU, Gebbaral Lebrecht, Prince Vou, 
a most celebrated Prussian field marshal, born 
at Rostoclc, December 16, 174S, distinguished 
himself by his great skill and success in military 
tactics. He crossed the Rhine, January 1, 1814, 
and entered the French territoiy. A decisive 
victory at Laon, February 9. opened the way to 
PariSj which was entered dv the allied tove- 
rcig^ns, March 31. He went in the company of 
the raonarchs to England, where the enthusiasm 
of the people affbrded him the most brilliant tri 
umph. The landing of Buonaparte from Elba 
again called him to the field ; when be greatly 
assisted in deciding, on the 18th of June, 1815, 
the eventful battle of Waterloo, and the fate of 
Napoleon. Then, with the same rapidity as he 
had conquered, he followed up his victory, and 
the second time obtained peace in Paris. Mr 
most all the great powers in Europe benoured 
him with orders of knighthood. His own sove 
reign named biifi, in memory of the first of his 
victories, Prince of Wahlsstadt, with a suitable 
donation, and bestowed on him, exclusively, a 
particular mark of honour: viz., an iron cross 
surrounded with golden rays ; dfeclaring, that 
" he knew very well that no golden rays could 
heighten the s[4endoar of his services ; imt that 
it gave him pleasure to make his sense of them 
evident by a suitable marlc of distinction.*' He 
had been 45 vears in the army ; and his celerity 
In the field obtained him the name of ** Marshal 
Forwards.*' He died at Kriblowltz, almost in 
the presence of his king, who attended him in 
his last sickness, September \\ 1819. 

BLUM, Joachin, Christian, a German noet, 
who retired from public affairs to devote him- 
self to the muses ; he died in 1790. 

BLUTAEU, Dom. Raphael, an eminent 
preacher, born in London, of French parents, 
went to Lis!x>n, where he wrote a Portuguese 
and Latin dictionary ; he died in 1734. 

BOADICEA, queen of the Iceni, in Britain, a 
most intrepid heroine, who, l)eing defeated and 
ill-used by the Romans, after having behaved 
with exemplary bravery, despatched herself by 
poison, A. D. 59. 

BOATE, Gerard, a Dutch physician, who 
nettled in Ireland, and wrote a natural history 
of the country. 

BOBART, 8 German, first keeper of the bo- 
tanical garden at Oxford, died in 1679. 

BOCCACE, John, an emineiu writer, bom at 
Certaldo, hi Tuscany, 1313, died 1375. He left 
several works, some in Latin, and some in Ital- 
ian ; but, of ail bis compositions, his " Decame- 
ron is'the most famous ; it was received so fa- 
vourably by foreign nations, that every one 
would have it in their own tongue; and it was 
fought after so much the more eagerly, as pains 
were taken to suppress it ; his stories being too 
licentious, and satirical on the monks. 

BOCCACI, or BOCCACINO, Caniillo, a por- 
trait and historical painter, of Cremona, died in 
1546. 

BOCC.\GE, Marie Anne Leiuue du, a cele- 
brated French poetess and dramatic writer, oflen 
n)entioue<I by Lord CtiesterficUl in his iettors to 
hw son, was born at Roikmi, Ociol>cr 22, 1710, 
and died at Paris. AtJgn«t \-9!ft. 
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BOCCALINIfTrt^u, a satirical wtt, bom at 
Rome, about the beginning of the 17th century. 
His *' Ragguacli di PaniBsro** has been trans- 
lated into English, and many other languages. 
Boccalini was assassinated at Venice, iieiug 
beaten to death with sand bogs. 

BOCCAMAZZA, Angclus, bishop of Catania, 
in Sicily, died in 1296. 

BOCCHERINI, Lewis, a native of Lucca, 
distinguished as a composer of music, died at 
Madrid, in 1806. 

BOCCHUS, a king of Mauritania, who be 
trayed his son-in-law, Jugurtha, to the Romans 
100 B. C. 

BOCCIARDI, Cleroente, a painter, of Genoa 
died in 1658. 

BOCCOLD, John,* fanatic tailor, common!/ 
caUcd John of Leyden. In company with John 
Matthias, a Iwker, of Haerlem, at the head of 
his followers, seized Munster, assumed the of- 
fice of king and of prophet, and began to reform 
the laws, and new-model tlie government ; he 
was at last taken and put to death, in the S8tli 
year of his age. 

BOCCONI, Sylvio, a ceiebmted natural hts 
torian, bora at Palermo. In Sicily. M33, died 
December 32, 1704. He len many curious works. 

BOCCORIS, a king of Egypt, who is said 
to have driven tlie Jews from bis dominions, to 
cnre himself of the leprosy, according to an 
oracle. 

BOCH ABT, Samuel, a learned French nn>- 
testant, bom at Rouen, in Normandy, 1599, clied 
suddenly, while he was speaking in the acade- 
my of Caen, (of which he was a member,) May 
6,1667. 

BOCIIEL, Laurent, an advocate of the par- 
liament of Paris, whose works on law and his- 
tory are valued by learned men in France, died 
in 1699. 

BOCHIUS, John, bora at Brassels, in 1555. 
He was a good Latin poet, and thence styled the 
Virgil of tlie Low Countries. He died januar\' 
13, 1609. 

BOCKHOR8T, John Van, an eminent por- 
trait and historical painter, bora alwut 1610. 

BOCaUILLOT, Lazarus Andrew, an advo- 
cate of Duon, afterwards an ecclesiastic, enii 
nent for his learning and piety, died in 1735. 
He wrote the Kfe of Chevalier Bayard, k.t,. 

BODIN, John, a native of Angers, who ac- 
quired reputation and the notice of his sovereign, 
by hia wit and merit. He settled at Laon, whnre 
he rose to eminence as a lawyer and public 
speaker; be died 1506. His writings are nu- 
merous and respectable. 

BODLET, Sir Thomas, from whom tlie Bod- 
leian litirary at Oxford takes Its name, was bom 
at Exeter, March % 1544. In 15S, he was made 
gentleman usher to Queen Elizabeth. From 
this time till 1997, be was honourably and suc- 
cessfully employed in embassies and negocia- 
ilons with foreign powers; and on Itis final re- 
vocation, in tliat year, he aet about the noble 
work of restoring the pulriic Kbrarv at Oxford, 
which in two vesrs time he brongnt to a goo<l 
degree of perfection. He furnished it wifh a 
large collection of books, purcirased in foreign 
countries at a great expense : and this collectii n 
in a short time became so greatly enlarced, by 
the generous benefactions of several noWenim, 
bishops, and others, that neitJier the shelves nor 
the room could contain them. Whereupon, 
HodU'V offering to make a conaldembic afUllii»»»i 
to tlip iMiildin?, the motion was readily embrsr f d, 
- ' JuSy 1I», 1610, \\\v. fits: si:>nf of the ntw 
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fbundadon was laid with great solemnity, and 
a spceQh made upon Uie occasion. But lie did 
not live to see this part of his plan completed, 
though be left sufficient to do it, with some of 
his friends in trust. Sir Thomas died January 
U8, 1613, and was buried with great solemnity at 
\he upper end of Merton College choir. An an- 
nual speech in his praise is still made at Oxford, 
November 8 ; at wluch time is the visitation of 
the library. 

OCECE, or BCETRIUS, Hector, a native of 
Dundee. Vid. BCETHIUS. 

BCECLER, John Henry, professor of history 
at Strasbourg, was honoured, for his great learn- 
ing, by Lewis XIY.. and Christina of Sweden, 
who made him her historiographer : he died in 
1686. 

BGBHMEN, Jacob, a Teutonic philosopher, 
and noted visionary, bom in a village of Ger- 
many, near Gorlitz, 1575, died November 18, 
1624. 

BCEHMER, George Ralph, profcsser of bota- 
ny and anatomy at Wittcmberg, died in 1803. 

BCERHAAVE, Herman, an illustrious phy- 
siciau and professor at Leyden, born December 
31, 1668, at Voorhoot, a small village in Holland, 
about two miles from that city ; died Septem- 
ber 23, 1738. No professor was ever attended, 
in public as well as private lectures, by so great 
a number of students, from such distant qxid 
different parts, for so many years successive^ : 
none heard him withoutconcciving a veneration 
for his person, at the same time that they ex- 
pressed their surprise at his prodigious attain- 
ments ; and It may be justly affirmed, that none 
in so private a station ever attracted a more uni- 
versal esteem. So unmoved was he by detrac- 
tion, (from which the best of men are not ex- 
empt,) that lie used to say, "The sparks of 
calumny will be'presently extinct of ttiemselves, 
unless you blow them.** 

BCEL, Peter, a Flemish painter, pupil to Com. 
de Waal, at Rome, died in 1680. 

BCETH1E, Etienne de la, eminent as a scho- 
lar and translator of Plutarch and Xenophon ; 
he died near Bordeaux, in 1563. 

BCETHIUS, or BCETIUS, Flavius Anicius 
Manlins Torquatus Severinus, a prose as well 
as poetical writer of the 6th century, born of 
one of the noblest families in Rome. Having 
remonstrated witli great spirit againt the tyranny 
of l*beodoric, he was beheaded in prison, by 
command of that kuig, in 524. Boethius wrote 
many philosophical works, the greater part in 
the logical way : but his etJiic piece, " De Con- 
solatione Philosophise," is his chief perform- 
ance, and has always been justly admired both 
for the matter and for the style. Mr. Harris, in 
his Hermes, has observed, that " with Boethius 
the Latin tongue, and the last remains of Roman 
dignity, may Be said to have sunk in the western 
world.'* 

BCETHIUS, BCECE, or BGBIS, Hector, a fa- 
mous Scottish historian, born at Dundee, in the 
shire of Angus, about 1470. Qe wrote in Latin 
a Historv of Scotland,*' and died 1522. 

BOFFRAND, Germain, bom at Nantes, ac- 
quired such a reputation as an architect, that se- 
veral princes employed him in the erection of pa- 
laces and public edifices ; he died at Paris, in 1755. 

BOGAN, Zachary, a learned English divine, 
died in 1659. 

BOGARDUS, Everardus, first minister of the 
refonned Dutch church in New- York. 

60G0R1B, first Christian king of the Bulga- 
•iaus; he embraced Christianity in 8rv5. 
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BOHADIN, a learned Arahlan, tlie favouriic 
of Saladin, and the historian of his life ; in which 
he gives an account of the crusades, and of the 
literature of the 12th century. 

BOHEMOND, prince of Antioch, with his 
father, invaded the eastern empire, and twice 
defeated tlie emperor Alexius. He afterwards 
embarked for the crusades, and took Antioch ; 
but being taken prisoner and released, returned 
to Europe, where he prepared to raise a large 
arm^, and died in 1111. He was succeeded at 
Antioch by six princes, successively bearing the 
same name. ^ 

BOHN, John, a native of Leipsic, eminent as 
a physician, professor, and chymist, died in 171d. 

BOIABDO, Martco-Maria, a governor of Reg- 
gio, known as the author of Orlando Inamorato, 
in continuation of which, Ariosto wrote his Or- 
lando Furioso. He was a man possessed of 
great poetical talents, a strong and Uvely imagi- 
nation, and l)old and animated conceptions; he 
died in 1494. 

BOILEAU, Giles, translator of Epictetus, ice. 
died in 1669. 

BOILEAU, James, a doctor of the Sorbonnc, 
dean of the faculty of jlivinity, and canon of 
the holy chapel, died in 1716. 

BOILEAU, Sicur Despreanx, Nicholas, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, bora at Paris, November 
1, 1636. He wrote satires, wherein he exposed 
the bad taste of his time, and was extremely 
severe against vice and the corrupt mannere 
of the age. BoUeau's satirical pieces raised 
him many enemies : his " Satire against the 
Women" in particular, was much talked of, 
and occasioned great clamour. So highly did he 
rank among French writers, that Bruyere, in a 
speech delivered at the French academy, said 
" Boileau excels Juvenal, comes up to Horace, 
seems to create the thoughts of another, nnd to 
make whatever he handles his own. His veises 
will be read even when the language Is obsolete, 
and will be the last ruins ^f it." Dr. Wartou, 
also, says, that Boileau's Art of Poetry is the 
best composition of that kind extant. He died 
March 9l 1711. 

BOILEAU, John James, an ecclesiastic, of 
St. Honor6, at Paris, was a man of great learn- 
ing, and higlily esteemed by the cardinal de No- 
ailles : he died in 1735. 

BOILEAU, Charles, abbe of Boileau, an emi- 
nent preacher at the court of Lewis XIV., died 
in 1700. 

BOINDIN, Nicholas, a native of Paris, enter- 
ed the anny at Uie age of 90 ; his ill health com- 
pelling him to relinquish the service, he tumf;d 
his attention to literary pursuits, and was cele- 
brated as a writer of comedies ; he died in 1751. 

BOIS, Jean du, a Parisian ecclesiastic, be- 
canve so conspicuous in the military service of 
Henry III., as to acquire the name of Emperor 
of monks. On resuming his clerical character, 
he became eminent as a preacher, but incurring 
the resentment of the church, he was confined 
at Rome, where he died in 1626. 

BOIS, Gerard du, a native of Orleans, known 
as the author of a Latin history of the church of 
Paris, died in 1696. 

BOIS, Philippe du, a doctor of the Sorbonne, 
died in 1707. 

BOIS, Philippe Goibaud, a dancing master, ot 
Poictiers, died in 1694. 

BOIS D*ANNEMETS, Daniel du, author cf 
Memoirs of a Favourite of the duke of Orleans, 
was killed in a duel at Venice, in 1627. 

BOIS, C-ardinal du, an eminent French siatr8> 



man, aiid prime miiiidter under the regent, duke 
of Orleans, died in 1723. 

BOIS DE LA PIERRE, Louise Marie du, a 
lady of Normandy, wrote niemoira fur a history 
of Normandy, &c., and died in 1730. 

BOISMORARD, abbe Chiron de, a writer of 
eminence, died, at Paris, in 1746. 

BOISROBERT, Francis le Hotel de, a native 
of Caen, Icnown for his wit and keen satire, 
became the favourite and buffoon of Cardinal 
de Richelieu ; he died in 1662. 

BOISSARD, John James, a famous antiquary, 
bom at Besancon, in France, 1538, died at Metz, 
1602. 

BOISSAT, Pierre de, a native of Viennc ; at 
different periods of his life, he was a monk, a 
soldier, and a hermit ; he died in 1662. 

BOISSIERE, Joseph de la Fontaine de la, an 
ecclesiastic, of Dieppe, died at Paris, in 1732. 

BOISSIEU, Denis de Salvaing de, a lai»7er 
in the service of Lewis XIIL, died in 1683. 

BOISSIEU, Bartholomew Camille de, an emi- 
nent physician, and writer on medical subjects, 
died in 1770. 

. BOISSY, Louis de, a popular Parisian writer, 
who cbode to starve with his wife and child, 
rather than solicit the charity of his admirers or 
friends. They had neariy perished, when their 
situation was discovered by a friend, and they 
were relieved, and afterwards supported by aj 
pension ; he died in 1736. 

BOIVIN, Francis de, baron de Villers, ac- 
companied marechal de Briasac into Piedmont, 
and wrote an authentic account of the wan of 
the country ; he died in 1618. 

BOIVIN, John, Greek professor at Paris, and 
librarian to the king, died in 1726. 

BOIVIN, Louis, brother of John, died in 1724. 
Some of his writings are still preserved. 

BOIZ ARD, John, a man of abilities, employed 
In the mint at Paris, died about the close of the 
17th century. 

BOL, John, a Flemish painter of eminence, 
died in 1593. 

BOL, Ferdinand, a Dutch painter, the pupil 
of Rembrant, died in 1681. 

BOLLAN, WUliam, agent to Great Britain 
from the province of Massachusetts, to solicit 
the reimbursement of the expenses in the expe- 
dition against Cape Breton, in 1745. 

BOL ANGER, John, a pupil of Guido, emi- 
nent as a historical painter, died in 1660. 

BOLESLAUS I., first king of Poland, suc- 
ceeded liis father, duke Micislaus, In 969. Otho 
IH. made Poland an independent kingdom, and 
gave him tlie title of king, in 1001 ; he died in 
11125. 

BOLESLAUS XL, called the bold and the 
cruel, succeeded his fkther, Casimir I , in 1059. 
During his invasion of Russia, the Polish women, 
enraged at the absence of their husbands, be- 
stowed their favours on their slaves. Boleslaus 
returned with his army to avenge the insult, 
and a long and tiloody servile contest ensued. 
He was afterwards excommunicated, and died 
in Hungary, in 1060. 

BOLBYN, Anne, wife of Henry Vm., king 
of England, and memorable for giving occasion 
to the Reformation in that country, was bom in 
1507. Being accused, (falsely it is believed,) of 
conjugal infidelity, she was beheaded, May 19, 
1536. 

BOLEYN, George, brother to Q,ueen A-nne 
Boieyn, admired for his wit and learning. His 
elevation followed that of his sister; he was] 
made a peer, by the title of Lord Rochfort, con-j 
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stable of Dover, and was sent on several em- 
bassies; and when the unfortunate Anne AiH 
into disgrace, he too was degraded, and b** 
headed, on a false accusation, in 1536. 
BOL1N6BROKE. Bee SAINT JOHN. 
BOLLANDUS, John, a Jesuit of Flanden, 
possessed of judgment, learning, and sagacity, 
was appointed to collect materials for the lives 
of the sainu, but died when be had completed 
but 5 vols., 1665. 

BOLOGNE, Jean de, a pupil of Michael An- 
gelo, died at Florence, In 1600. 

BOLOGNESE, Francisco, the assumed name 
of Francis Grimaldi, the pupil of Anlbal CaraccI 
died in 1680. 

BOLSEC, Jerome, a Carmelite, of Paris, for 
sook ills order, and Hed to Italy, and then t 
Geneva, where lie lived as a physician. He 
there embraced the doctrinea of Pelagius, and 
inveighed, with so much bitterness and violence, 
ac ainst Calvin, that he was erpeiled from the 
city. He returned to France, where he died in 
1584. His lives of Calvin and Beza are a col- 
lection of falsehood and abuse. 

BOLSWERD, Sheldt, an eminent engraver, 
of Flanders. 

BOLTON, Edmund, an Ingenious English an- 
tiquary, who lived in the beginning of the 17th 
century, and wrote a very curious historical 
work, called " Nero Coisar, or, monarchic de- 
praved;** fol. 1624. 

BOLTON, Robert, dean of Cariisle, and a 
celebrated writer of moral and religions letters 
and tracts, was born in Northamptonshire, 1008; 
and died 1763. 

BOLTON, Robert, a puritan, distinguished 
for his teaming and his eloquence. He was a 
professor at Oxford, and sustained his high re* 
putation by his numerous writings ; he lUed in 
1631. 

BOLZANI, Urbano Valeriano. a monk of the 
order of the Minorites, bora at Belluno, travelled 
through Greece, Palestine, &c., and twice as- 
cended iGtna, to survey Its crater. He first 
wrote a grammar of the Greek language, In 
Latin, and died in 1524. 

BOMBELLI, Sebastian, a painter, of Bologna, 
died in 1685. 

BOMBERG, Daniel, a printer, of Venice, fa- 
mous for the number and correctness of hki 
books, died in 1549. 

BON DE ST. IIILAIRE, Francois Xavlet 
president of the chamber of accounts of Monl- 
pclier, author of a treatise on sUk worms, and on 
the Maroons of India, died in 1761. 

BONA, John, an ecclesiastic, of Piedmont, 
eminent for his learning, and his love of soli- 
tude, was promoted to places of honour by Pope 
Alexander VH.. and lastly a cardinal : he died, 
much respected, in 1674. 

BON AC, John Louis d' Usson, marquis do 
a French nobleman, sent by Lewis XIV., as am- 
bassador to Sweden, Poland, Spain, Constant! 
nople, &c., died in 1738. 

BONACINA, Martin, an ecclesiastic, of Mi- 
Ian, in the service of Pope Urban VIIL, died in 
1631. 

BON AMY, Peter Nicholas^ a native of Loo- 
vies, historiographer of Pans, known for his 
learned dissertations and his amiable character, 
died in 1770. 

BON ANN I, James, a noble of Syracuse, au- 
thor of " Syracusa Ilhistrata,** died in 1636. 

BONANNI, Philip, a learned Jesuit, author 
of several books on antiquities and history, died 
at Homo, In 1T25. 
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BONABOI, Jean BapUstc, a learned doctor Iftion was unbounded; tae tiurtcd the thunder <»f 



•f the Borbuane. died at Paris, in 1756. 

BONAHELLljGuy Ubaldo, a nobleman, born 
at Urbino, known aa a politician in the service 
of the duke of Fcrrara, and as the author of pas- 
torals, died in 1608. 

BONAROTA, or BUONAROTI, sucnamcd 
Uichael Angeio. Vid. ANGELO. 

BONAVENTUUE. John Fidauza, a cele- 
brated doctor, cardinal, and saint, of tlie cliurch 
of Roioe, bom in Tuscany, 12S1. His works 
ivcre printed at Rome, in 1558, in 8 volj. folio. 
Excepting bis Commentary upon the Master of 
the Sentences, they are chiefly upon pious and 
mystical subjects, and have gained him the name 
of the Seraphic Doctor. 

BUN A VENTURE, of Padua, a cardinal, born 
iu that city, 1332. Ue was the autliorof several 
works: as "Commentaries upon the Epistles 
of St. John and St. James," " Lives of the 
Saints," " Sermuas,** " Speculum Marie," &c. 

BONBELLES, Henri Francis, Comte de, a 
French officer of rank, died in ITtiO. 

BONCERF, a French writer, of great popu- 
ariiy at the revolution, who soon alter feu into 
di^race, and died of a broken heart. 

BOND, John, an eminent commentator, and 
precentor at Taunton, died in 16152. 

BOND, Thomas, an eminent physician of 
Philadelphia, in 1763, or 1764. 

BONEFACIO, Venetiano, an Italian painter, 
died in 1630. 

BON ET,Theophilus, a famous medical writer, 
born at Geneva. 1630, died in 1689. 

BONFADIUS, James, a polite writer, of Italy, 
ill the 16th century. Having, in his office of 
lustoriographer of Genoa, spoken too freely of 
some powerful families, tliey resolved to ruin 
him, and brought a charge of unnatural propen- 
sities against him ; on which charge be was 
executed, in 1560. 

BONFINIUS, Anthony, a historian, bom In 
Italy, went to Hungaiy by invitation of the king, 
and wrote a history of that country, in 45 vols.; 
tie died, as is supposed, in 1502. 

BON FRERIUS, James, a Jesuit, and theolqp- 
cai writer, died in 1643. 

BONGARS, James, ambassador of Henry 
lY. at several German courts, and employed in 
his service as a statesman and negouator for 
nearly 30 years ; he died in 1612. 

BONICUON, Francis, an ecclesiastic, of An- 
gers, died in 16G2. 

BONIFACE, the apostle of Germanv, was 
sent by Gregory U. to convert the barbarians of 
the north to Christianity, and was eminently suc- 
cessful, for which he was loaded with honours 
by tlie pope ; he was killed in Friezland, in 754. 

BONIFACE L.BU', pope of Rome, died in 422. 

BONIFACE II. was elected pope in 530, and 
died in 532. 

BONIFACE in. was made pope in 606, and 
died the same year. He established, by means 
of the emperor Phocas, the su^riority of the 
|M>pc8 over tlie patriarchs. He was immediately 
succeeded li^ Boniface IV., who died in 614. 

BONIFACE v., of Naples, was elevated to 
the papacy In 617, and died in 625. 

BONIFACE VI. was pope for 15 days, in 896. 
He was elevated and deposed by a faction. 

BONIFACE Vn. raised himself to the papal 
chair, and died four months after. As he was 
a monster of cruelty, his remains were treated 
with the greatest indignity by the peoide. 

BONIFACE Vni., Benedict Cajetan, a cardi- 
nal, and afterwards pope, in 12D4. His ojubi 
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ihc Vatican against the kings of Denmark and 
FraiKe, and declared that God had made him 
lord over kings and kingdoms. Philip, despising 
ills threats, had him seized by force, mit escap- 
ing from his guards, be lied to Rome, where he 
died in 130:). 

BONIFACE IX., a native of Naples, pope, in 
1386, died in 1404. 

BONIFACE, Hyacintbe, compiler of the de- 
crees of tlie parliament of Provence, died in 1695 

BONIFACE, a count of the Roman empire, 
who revolted against the emperor, but was af- 
terwards reconciled to him : he fell In a battle 
with Actius, his rival, in 432. 

BONIFACIO, Balthazar, professor of law af 
Padua, and afterwards bishop of Caso d^Istria, 
|dicdin]659. 

BONJOUR, GuillaumCj an Augustine monk, 
who assisted Clement XI. m correcting the errors 
of the Gregorian calendar, died while a mission- 
ary in China, in 1714. 

jBONNE, the mistress and wife of Peter Bm- 
noro, a warrior of Parma. She displayed great 
courage in the field, and with her Imsband, de- 
fended Venice against tht duke of Milan ; she 
idled in 1466. 

BONNECORSE, a native of MarseiUcs, consul 
[for France in Eg>'pt, died in 1706. 

BONNECUEIL, Joseph Duranti de, an ec- 
clesiastic, of Aix, who translated some of the 
works of St. Chrysostom, &c., died in 1756. 

BONNEFONs, John, a native of Auvergno 
was distinguished as a sdccessful imitator of the 
poetry of Catullus ; he died in 1614. 

BONNEFONS, Amable, a Jesuit, of RIom 
author of several devotional tracts, died in 1653. 

BONNELL, James, a religions writer, born 
1653, died Vm. 

BONNER, Edmund, bishop of London, in the 
reign of Henry VlII^ Edward VI., and Uueen 
Mary, was the son of an honest, poor man, and 
bom at Hanley, in Worcestershire. He was a 
most violent and crael bigot, and was tlie oc- 
casion of several hundreds of innocent persons 
being put to death for their firm adherence to 
the protestant faith. Upon Queen Elizabeth's 
accession, he refused to take the oath of allegi- 
ance and supremacy ; for which reason be was 
deprived of his bishopric, and committed to the 
Marsbalsea. After having lived in confinement 
some years, he died September 5, 1569.' 

BONNET. Charles, an eminent natural phi- 
losopher and metaphysician, born at Geneva, 
March 13^ 1720, died May SO, 1793. A complete 
edition of his works was published at Neurcha- 
tel, 9 vols. 4to.j and 18 8vo. 

BONNEVAL, Claudius Alexander, count de, 
of Limousin, allied to the royal ftunily of France, 
whose service he left for that of Turkey, where 
he was made a bashaw of three tails, and died 
in 1747. 

BONNEVAL, Rene de, an Inferior writer, and 
poet of Mans, died in 1700. 

BONNIER D'ALCO, N., a Frenchman, 
known in the national assembly for bfs strong 
republican principles; be was assassinated in 
1799. 

BONOMI, Joseph, an artist, distlnguisbed par- 
ticularly by his architectural knowledge and ge- 
nius, was a native of Italy ; but died hi Ix>n- 
don, March 16, 1808. lie was an associate of 
the Royal Academy, and warmly patronised by 
Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

BONOSITS,* bishop of NaisBus, In Dacia, ac- 
cused of hcrcs}', condemned, and died In 410. 
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BONTEKOS, Coroeine, a Dutchman, pliy- 
fcian to the elector of Brandenburg, and au- 
tfior of several works. 

fiONTEMPI, Geoise Andrew Angeliul, ini- 
■Ister ot the chapel of the elector of Saxony, 
known as a good musician, and author of a 
work on music. 

BONTEMS, Madame, a woman respected 
for her wit, undcrstandiiu^, and knowledge ; she 
published a translation of Tliomuson^s Seasons, 
and died at Paris, in 1768. 

BONTIUS, James, a Dutch physician at Ba- 
tavia, author of the Botanv and Natural History 
of India, printed at Leydcn, in 1642, and Am 
•terdam, 1658. 

BONTIUS, Gerard, medical professor at Ley 
den, where be died in 1509. He invented some 
famous pills, the secret of wliich was long un- 
knowiK 

BONVINCINO, Alexander, an Italian palnt- 
tri , lilt: iiisciiiie ill 1 luan. Uis works arc liighly 
r$ti>enied ; he died in 1564. 

nONVVICKB, Ambrose, a nonjuring clergy- 
nan, educated at St John's CoIIckc, Oxford, 
was expelled from his employment, in 1691, for 
refusing to take the oaths of allegiance. 

BOODT, Ansehn Von, a physician of the cm 
peror Rodolph, known by a Latin tract on jew 
efai, died in 1660. 

BOOKER, John, a haberdasher, afterwards 
an astrologer ; wrote the " Bloody Irish Al- 
manac," and died in 1667. 

BOONE, Daniel, a Dutch painter whose 
pieces are valuable, died in England, in 1698. 

BOONE, Thomas, an able and faithAil go- 
vernor of New-Jersey, and afterwards of South 
Carolina, until 1763. 

BOONEN.Arnold, an eminent portrait painter, 
a disciple or Shalken, died in 1739. 

BOOT, Arnold, a Dutch physician, author of 
a defence of the Hebrew text of Scripture, and 
also some medical works ; died at Paris, in 
1653. 

BOOTH, Barton, a famous English actor, who 
clilefly excelled In tragedy, was bom in the 
county of Lancaster, 1681, and died May 10, 
1732. His character as an actor has been cele- 
brated by some of the best judges. See Gibber's 
Aoology, &e. 

BOOTH, Henry, earl of Warrington, a «ate» 
man, and member of parliament under Charles 
II. He strenuously opposed popery, and after 
the revolution was promoted to high offices by 
king William ; he died in 1004. 

BOOTH, George, earl of Warrington, wrote a 
tract on marriage, recommending divorce when 
tempers disagree ; he died in 1758. 

BORBOPmJS, Nicholas, a Latin poet and fa- 
vourite of Francis I. He was connected with 
Sir Thomas More, Erasmos, and other learned 
men of the 16th cen^tuiy. His poems appeared 
to 1540. , ^ 

BORDA, John Charles, an eminent French 
mathematician, who made a voyage to America, 
in order to ascertain the utility of certain instru- 
ments for determining the latitude and longi- 
tude : of which he published an account in two 
vols. 4to. 1778. He was bom 1735, and died at 
Paris, May, 1799. 

BORDE, Andrew, an Englishman, bora in 
1500, educated at Oxford, studied physic, and 
entered the order of Carthusians. In his cha- 
racter he was extremely whimsical ; he died 
in 1549. 

BORDE, John Benjamin, a French writer, 
valet to Louis XV.| upon whose death he was 
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{appointed farmer^generat. He wrote several 
learned works, and was guUkitined by Robea* 
I^erru.in 1794. 

BORDENAVE, Toussaint, professor of sur- 
gery in rari>s known for his elements of physio- 
'ogy, he died in 1782. 
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RDES, Cbarletf, a poet and philosopher, 
ofLyons, died in 1781. * 

BORDEU, Theophilus, a physician who gain- 
ed great reputation at Paris ; he published ii'''e 
medical works, and died in 1776. 

BORDINGIUS. Andrew, a celebrated Dantsh 
poet, whose works were publislied at Copen- 
hagen, in 1738. 

BORDLET. John Beale, member of the ex- 
ecutive council of Maryland, a writer on agri 
culture, died 1804. 

BORDONE, Paris, a painter, of Venice, and 
the favourite of Francis I., celebrated for hit 
portraits ; died in 1587. 

BORE, Catherine Von, a nun, who, on the 
dissemination of Luther's principles, quitted the 
veil. Her heroic conduct attracted the notice 
of Lutiier, who afterwards married lier. She 
was a woman of delicacy and virtue, and died 
inlSSS. 

BOREL, Peter, physician to tlie French kina, 
and author of several valuable works, died in 
11689. 

BORELLI, John Alpbonsus, born at Naples, 
land distinguished as a jihilosopher. and nmthe 
Imatician. He wrote thirteen treatises in Italian 
and Latin, and died in 1679. 

BORGARUTIUS, Prosper, an Italian physi- 
cian of the 16th centurv, who gained celebrity 
as an anatomist at Padua and Paris. 

BORGUESE, Paul Guidotto, an Italian poet 
and painter, who, though acquainted with 14 
ditferent trades, died poor and neglected in 1626 

BORGHINI, Vincent, a learned Benedictine 
monk, born at Florence. Ho had the magnani- 
mity to reftise the ardibishopric of Pisa, oad ~ 
di?d in 1680. 

BORGHINI, Raphael, a Florentine writer of 
comedies. 

BORGIA, Stephen, acardtaial, eminent for 
his piety and leaming, died at Lyons, in 1804, 
wliile attending Pius VI. on his joum^ to Paris. 

BORGIA, Cesar, a natural son of Pope Alex- 
ander VI., a man of such conduct and charac^ 
ter, that Machiavel has thought fit to propose 
Um, in I)*B famous book called "The Prince,*' 
as an origuial and pattern to all princes who 
would act the part of wise and politic tyrants 
He was killed in battle, March 12, 15V7. 

BOBGIANI, Orazio, an eminent historical 
and portrait painter, a native of Rome ; died is 
1681. 

BORIS, Gudenou, anient of Muscovy undef 
Foedor, whom he assassinated and thus obtain- 
ed Uie sovereign power out afterwards met a 
like fate himseie 

BORLACE, Edmund, M D., son of a lord 
chief justice of Ireland, was educated at Duh- 
Un, studied at Leyden and Oxford, and acquired 
great reputation; he died at Chester, in 1682. 

BORLASE, William, a very ingenious and 
learned writer, was of an ancient family in 

Cornwall, and bom at Pendeen, Febraary < 

1695-6. Having perpetuated his name by his 

deep researches into the natural history of hfis 

native country. Dr. Borlase died Aug. 31, 1772. 
BORN, Ignatius, a German boron, resided at 

Prague, devoted himself to the sciences, wrola 

a satire on monks, whom he cls«J«* a»^ "*• 

system of Linncus, and died fai ^t9u

BORREL, John, an ecclesiastic, well versed 
in geometry, died in 1572. 

BORRI, Joseph Francis, an art;ul im|>ostor 
of Milan, who practised upon the credulity of 
merchants, asiyeH as princes, whom he deluded 
out of great sums of money, under a pretence 
of discovering the philosopher's stone ; he died 
in 1695> 

BORRICHIUS, Olaus, a learned professor at 
the university of Copenhagen He visited tlie 
different countries of Europe, and acquired the 
friendship of their literati ; he died in 1690. 

BORROMEO, Charles, a cardinal, archbishop 
dt Milan, and saint of the Romish church, was 
an example of meekness and piety, and endea- 
voured to reform the abuses of the clergy; he 
died in 1594, and was canonized in 1710. 

BORROMEO, Frederick, cousin to the last, 
and also a cardinal, and archbisbop of Milan, 
founded the Ambrosian library; he died in 1632. 

BORROMINI, Francis, an architect of Bis- 
•oqe, acquired much reputation at Rome ; he 
died 1667. 

BORZONI, Luciano, a native of Genoa, emi- 
nent as a historical and portrait painter, died at 
Milan,in 1645, His three sons were equally great. 

BOS, John Baptist du, a celebrated member, 
and perpetual secretary of the French academy, 
bom at Beauvais, 1670. His principal work is 
" Critical Reflections upon Poetry and Paint- 
ing.'' He died at Paris, 1742. 

BOS, Lambert, Greek professor at Franeker, 
where he died in 1717. He was the author of 
several learned works. 

BOS, Charles Francis du, an ecclesiastic of 
Lucon, died in 1734. He was a man of leaming 
and piety. 

BOS, Jerome, a Flemish painter, died in 1500. 

BOS, Lewis Jansen, a Flemish painter, cele- 
brated for his beautiful leaves and flowers, died 
1507. 

BOSC, James du, a native of Normandy and 
an author. 

BOSC, Pierre du, a protestant minister, at 
Caen. On the revocation of the edict of Nantes, 
he fled to Holland, and became minister of the 
Church of Rotterdam ; he died in 1692. 

BOSCAGER, John, a native of Beziers, the 
author of several law works, died in 1^4. 

BOSCAN, John, of Barcelona, introduced 
the Italian rhyme into the poetry of his country. 
He was the author of several poems, and died 
in 1543. 

BOSCAWEN. Edward, a celebrated English 
admiral, son of Husb, lord viscount Falmoutli, 
was bom about 1711. He signalized himself in 
many important contests with the French ; in 
wUch, one circumstance of his success will ap- 
pear singular ; namely, that of having at three 
different times, in 1744, 1747, and 1755, taken M. 
Hoquart, a French commander, prisoner. — Mr. 
B.'s eminent services merited and obtained the 
approbation and gratitude of his country. On the 
12th Dec. 1758, the thanks of the house of com- 
mons (the greatest honour that can be done to 
any subject) were given him in his place by the 
speaker ; in that year also he was appointed 
admiral of the blue ; and in Dec. 1760, general 
of marines, with a salary of 3000Z. per annum, 
and a seat in the privy council. This rank and 
honour, however, he did not long enjoy, dying 
January 10, 1761. Some interesting stories of 
this great commander will be found in " Se- 
ward's Anecdotes.'* ^ 



ter and poet, of considerable merit, eon of gene- 
ral Georee Boscawen, and nephew of the admi- 
ral, was horn Aug. 28, 1752. He was educated 
at Eton school and at Exeter college, Oxford ; 
was called to the bar as a member of the Mid- 
dle Temple, and became a commissioner of 
bankrupts ; and in 1785 was appointed one of 
the commissioners of the victualing office. He 
was an excellent scholar, and (besides other po 
ems) published, in two vols. 8vo, a new transla 
tion of Horace, which is, in the judgment of 
classical men, in many essential points of merit, 
very superior to that of Dr. Francis. Mr. B. 
was a most amiable man, and died May 6, Idll 

BOSCH, Balthazar Yanden, a painter of Ant- 
werp, whose pieces are much admired, died in 
1715. 

BOSCH, Jacob, a painter of Amsterdam, died 
in 1675. 

BOSCHAERTS, Thomas Willebos, a Flem- 
ish painter, patronised by the prince of Orange, 
died in 1667. 

BOSCOLI, Andrew, a painter, of Florence, 
whose execution and colouring were much ad- 
mired. 

BOSCOVICH, Joseph Roger, a Jesuit, and 
professor of mathematics at Rome, Pavia, and 
Milan. His works were on mathematical sub- 
jects, though he wrote elegant poetry ; he died 
in 1787. 

BOSIO, James, a monk of Milan, chiefly 
known for his history of tl»e knights of Malta. 

BOSIO, Anthony, known by his description 
of the tombs and epitaphs of the early Chris- 
tians at Rome. 

BOSON, count of Aries, made king of Pro- 
vence, in 879. 

BOSQ,UET, Francis, bishop of Montpelier. 
wrote the lives of the popes of Avignon, ana 
history of the Gallican church ; he died in 1676. 

BOSSE,Abraham,aFrenchman,distinguished 
as an engraver and architect, died in 1660. 

BOSStr, Rejie Lc, born at Paris, 1631, died 
1680. His principal work was, " A Treatise on 
Epic Poetry," which gained him great reputa- 
tion. Boileau says, it is one of the best compo- 
sitions on this subject that ever appeared in the 
French language. 

BOSSUET, James, bishop pf Meaux, bom at 
Dijon, 1627. His " Discours sur rHistoire Uni- 
verselle" was published in 1681, and has been 
considered as a valuable work, and of great 
authority. He died at Paris, in 1704. 

BOSSUS, Martin, an ecclesiastic of Verona, 
who wrote several Latin works, died in 1502. 

BOSTON, Thomas, M. A., a Scotchman edu- 
cated at Edinburgh, known as tlie author of 
" Human Nature in its Fourfold state." Died in 
1732. 

BOSWELL,James, an eminent miscellaneous 
writer, but chiefly distinguished as the literary 
companion and biographer of the celebrated 
Dr. Johnson. He was bom at Edinburgh, Oct 
29, 1740, and was the son of lord Auchinleck, 
one of the judges of the court of sessions ir 
Scotland. In 1763, Mr. B. came to London, nn^ 
had what he alwaj^ called the singular felicii> 
of being introduced to Dr. Johnson. Soon aftei 
this he set out on a tour; and having visited tli« 
most remarkable cities in Italy, sailed to Corsica, 
travelled over every part of that island, and re- 
turned to Scotland, in 1766, when he became an 
advocate at the Scotch bar. The celebrated 
Douglas cause being at that time a subject of 
general discussion, Mr. Boswell took a very ae

BOUGOWINE, Slinon, a poet at the court 
of Louis XII. 

BOUGUER, Peter, a Frenchman, distlngoish 
ed for his matliematicai knowledge and works ; 
died in 1758. 

BOHIER, John, president of the parliament 
of Dijon, an eminent lawyer and scholar, died 
in 1746. 

BOUHOURS, Dominique, a celebrated French 
critic, bom at Paris, 1G28, died in 170S. 

BOUILLARD, Don James, a learned Bene- 
dictine, died in 1736. 

BOuILL AUD, Ismael, a native of London, 
iatinguished in every branch of science, and the 
utiior of several works, died in 1094. 

BOUILLE, M. lo marquis de, a French ge 
neral of great celebrity, descended from a noble 
family. He opposed the revolution, and was a 
friend to the king and monarchy ; he died in 
London, in 1800. 

BOUILLET, John, a French physician, re- 

■ ected as a professional man, and author of 
bcvcral works, died in 1777. 

BOUILLON, Emanuel fheodoeius, nephew 
of Turenne, a cardinal and ambassador of Louis 
XIV .^c Rome, died in 1715. 

BOtTLAI, Cesar Egasse du, register and his- 
toriographer of the university of Paris, and pro- 
fessor of rhetoric in the college of Navarre. 
The work for which he is chiefly to be remem- 
bered is "The History of the University of 
Paris," 6 vols, folio. He died in 1G78. 

BOULAINVILLIERS, Henry de, an eminent 
French writer, bom at St. Saise, 1658. He was 
author of " A History of the Arabians," and of 
several portions of French history, and died 1722. 
After his death was published his " Life of Ma- 
homet,*' which has made him pass for no very 
good believer. 

BOULAN6GR, Nicholas Anthony, eminent 
as a mathematician, architect and engineer, 
died In 1759. 

BOUL ANGER, afamous Augustine preacher, 
died at Paris, in 1675. 

BOULANGER, or BOULLENGER, Claude 
Francois Felix, a native of Amiens, an advocate 
at Paris, and a man of extensive erudition, died 
in 1758. 

BOULAY, Edmund du, a herald at arms to 
the duke of Lorrain, in the 16th century. 

BOULLEGER. Vld. BOULANGER. 

BOULLENOIS, Louis, an advocate of the 
parliament of Paris, died in 1762. 

BOULLIER, David Renaod, bom at Utrecht, 
and minister of Amsterdam and Leyden. His 
writings are respectable ; he died in 1759. 

BOIJllONGNE, Louis, a French painter of 
merit. Several of his pieces are preserved in 
the churches at Paris, where he died in 1674. 

BOULLONGNE, Bon, son of the preceding. 
With his father's talents, he possessed greater 
versatility of genius, was patronised by Lewis 
XIV., he died in 1733. 

■ BOULTER, Dr. Hugh, archbishop of Ar- 
magh, in Ireland, died in London, 1742, leaving 
l>ehind hini patriotic establishments and bene- 
factions, particulariy to the protestant schools, 
and other strong testimonies of a truly charitable 
disposition. • 

BOULTON, Matthew, a most ingenious and 
enterprising mechanic and engineer, bom at 
Birmingham, September 3, 1 72d. The manu- 
factory at Soho, near Birmingham, was erected 
ay him, and in its operations ha employed nearly 
82 
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a thousand persons. As the improver of th« 
steam engine, of the apparatus for raising water 
and other fluids, and the manufacturer of our 
copper, and some of our silver coin, he has im- 
mortalized his name. His life was an uninter- 
rupted application to the advancement of tlie 
useful arts, and to the promotion of the commer- 
cial interests of the country. Mr. Boulton died 
at Solio, August 17, 1809, and was interred at 
Handsworth; being followed to the grave by 
600 of his workmen, who had each a sUver me- 
dal presented to him, which had been struck foi 
the occasion. 

BOUQUERANT, a negro of St. Domingo, 
possessed of courage, sagacity, and eloquence^ 
raised himself to consequence among his fellow^ 
was killed in 1791. 

BOUaUET, Don Martin, a Benedictine, mad« 
a useful collection of the historians of France ; 
he died in 1754. 

BOUQUET, Madame, celebrated for her hu • 
manity, in concealing some of the proscribed 
during the French revolution, and for the cour- 
age with which she suffered death in conse- 
quence. 

BOUQUET. Henry, a brave colonel In the 
British army. In 1756, distinguished for several 
victories over the Indians, under General Am- 
herst, died in 1776, being then a brigadier-gene- 
ral. 

BOURBON, Charles, due de, son of Gilbert, 
count of Montpensier, constable of France, 
where through intrigue he was disgraced. He 
entered the service of Charles V., was made 
general of his armies, and killed in battle, in 1527 

BOURBON, Charles de, son of Charles, duke 
of Vendomc, was a cardinal, and archbishop of 
Rouen, and was raised to the throne of France 
on the death of Heniy HI. ; he died in 1590. 

BOURBON CONDE, Louis, due de, a French 
general of some reputation, died 1740. 

BOURBON,Nicholas,aFrenchman,empIoyed 
in educating the mother of H«nry IV. He re- 
tired from the intrigues of the court to literary 
ease, wrote books of epigrams, and died in the 
l€th century. 

BOURCHENEU DE VALBONAIS, John 
Peter, a magistrate of Grenoble ; he wrote a 
histonr of Dauphlne, and died in 1730. 

BOURCHIER, John, Lord Berners, in tJie 
reign of Edward rV., was equally famous for 
valour and learning. Henry VIII. made hiiu 
chancellor of the exchequer for life. He also 
became governor of Calais, where he died in 
1532, aged 63. He wrote a comedy, called *' Its 
in vincammearo,*' and translated the Chronicle 
of" Froissart*' into English. 

BOURDALOUE, Louis, justly esteemed the 
best preacher that France ever produced, was 
born at Bourges, 1632, and died in 1704. 

BOURDEILLES, Peter de, better known by 
the name of Brantome, a French courtier in the 
service of Charles IX. and Henry lU., died in 
1614. 

BOURDEILLES, Claude de, grand nephew 
of the preceding, was in the service of Gastoa 
of Orleans, retired from court, and died at Paris, 
in 1GG3. 

BOURDELON, Lawrence, a French eccle- 
siastic, who wrote for the theatre, but with littla 
success, died in 1730. 

BOURDELOT, John, a learned French critio 
and commentator, who lived at the end of thf 
16th, and the b^nniiig of the 17th century. 

BOURDIGNE, Ch&rles, an ecclesiastic, of 
Angers, died in the 16th centvry. 
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aent Oolambus a prinoner to Europe, alter wliicli 
he was recalled. 

BOVERICK, an ingenious English clock- 
inakerof the 17th century 

BOVERIU8, Zacharhis, a Capuchin and 
author of a Latin dictionary, died at Genoa, in 
1638. 

BOVETTE DE BLEMUR, Jaquelino, early 
embraced a religious life, and wrote theological 
works. He died at Chatillon, in 1696. 

BOVEY, Catharine, married at the early age 
of 15, to a gentleman of opulence. To great 
perK>nal charms, she united a benevolent cha- 
racter, and died in 1726. 

BOWER, Archibald, a learned Jesuit, born 
near Dundee, in Scotland,in 1686,and died Sept. 
2, 1766. His principal work, was " A History 
of the Popes,*' in 7 vols. 4to ; concerning which, 
as well as his connexion with the Jesuits, he 
stood accused of much imposture. He also 
contributed to the compilation of " The Univer- 
sal History ;" but, as is said, not much to the ad- 
vantage of the work. 

BOWLE, John, rector of Idminston. near 
Salisbury, bom in i725,liad the honour to be one 
of the first detectors of Lauder^s forgeries. He 
edited a Spanish edition of " Don Quixotte," 
and also Marston*s Satires, and other old Eng- 
lish poetry, and died in 1788. Bee LAUDER. 

BOWYER, William, a very learned English 
printer, born in White Friars, London, 1699, 
died 1777. To his literary and professional abi- 
lities, he added an exeeUent moral character, 
the strictest probity, and the geatest liberality. 
He was in habits of correspondence and in- 
timacy with the greatest men of his time; and 
many minute particulars of him. that do not 
come within our plan, may be seen in the '* Anec- 
dotes of hi3 Life/' published by his partner and 
successor, Mr. Nichols.* To the journeymen 
of his profession, he left by will, some valuable 
bequests for the reward of merit, and the com- 
fort of old age: the trust for ever is vested in 
the Stationers* Company. 

BOWDOIN, James, L. L. D., governor of 
Mass., a philosopher and statesman; be held 
various distinguished offices in his native state 
till 1787. assisted in forming the American aca- 
demy or art? and sciences, at Boston, of which 
he was the first president : one of the founders, 
and president of the Massachusetts bank. 

BOWEN, Jabex, L. L. D., chancellor of 
Brown University, judge of the supreme court, 
and lieutenant governor of Rhode Island, died 
in 1815. 

JSOWIE, Robert, an officer of the revolutiona- 
ry army, and for many years governor of Mary- 
land, was highly esteemed for his integrity, libe- 
rality and patriotism ; he died in ]8ll. 

BOXHORN, Marc Zuerius, a professor at 
Leyden, and author of several works, died 
in]65J. 

BOYCE, Dr. William, an eminent musician 
and composer, chiefly of sacred pieces, born 
1709, died 1779. 

BOYD, Robert, a Scotchman, educated at 
Saumur. James I. wished to appoint him prin- 
cipal of the university, but, as he favoured the 
puritans, he preferred to become the minister 
of his native parish. He died in 1629. 

BOYD, Mark, Alexander, a warrior, lawyer, 
and Latin poet, bom at Galloway, in Scotland, 
In 1562, died in 1601. ' 

BOYD, Hugh, bora in Ireland about 1746, was 
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never followed his profession. Having foim«< 
connexions in England, he came to London| 
and through the introduction of Mr. Richaro 
Ihirke, became acquainted with the most cele- 
brated literary characters. In 1772, he married 
a lady of considerable fortune ; but his habit of 
extravagance continuing, obliged him to accom- 
pany lord Macartney to India, in the capacity 
of a second secretary ; tliough he aftetwardi 
obtained a more lucrative appointment, which 
he retained till his decease, in 1794. He vai 
author of several political writings ; and the ce- 
lebrated Letters of Junius have been with much 
confidence ascribed to him ; but the evidence 
adduced, is by no means conclusive. In 1793| 
he published " The Indian observer,** a periodi- 
cal paper, which was tJie first attempt of the 
kind in India, and gained him great reputation. 
These essays were afterwards collected and 
printed at Calcutta, in 8vo, 1795, and reprinted 
in London, 1798. 

BOYD, Sir Robert, governor of Gibrahar, wli« 
from a private soldier, raised himself merely by 
merit to Uie highest rank in the military profes- 
sion, died in May, 1794. 

BOYD, Robert, lord, a Scotchman, son of Sil 
Thomas Boyd, of Kilmarnock, was made I 
peer by James II., and one of the regents. He 
carried off the king, and declared himself sole 
regent during his minority, and afterwards, on 
account of his misconduct, fled to Antwerp, 
where he died 1474. 

BOYD. William, a highly celebrated preach- 
er, settled at Lamington, died 1808. 

BOYDELL, John, a very worthy alderman 
of London, and most distinguished encourager 
of tlie arts of painting and engraving, was born 
at Dorrington, in Shropshire, Jan. 19, 1719, and 
intended for a land surveyor, which was the 
profession of his father; but chance having 
thrown in his way, " Baddeley*s Views of di^ 
ferent Country Seats,.'* he determined on quit- 
ting the pen for the graver ; and, at above 20 
years of age, put himself apprentice for seven 
years to Mr. Toms, whom he served six years, 
and bought up the seventh. He then applied 
closely till he had engraved 152 prints, which he 
published in a book at the price of five guineas. 
With the profits of this, he set about encoura- 
ging other professors of the art ; he discovered 
the talents of Woollet, and employed him to en- 
grave the two famous pictures of " Niobe** an<; 
" Phaeton." He soon commenced a great for 
eign trade in English prints, and realized by his 
spirit of industry and enterprise a considerable 
fortune. Having at length established what 
might be called an English school of engraving, 
he conceived the noble idea of raising also an 
English school of painting ; and, selecting all 
the first artists In the kingdom, collected in the 
course of a few years, at vast expensei the paint- 
ings which formed the well-known "Shakepeare 
Gallery." The long duration of the French war, 
however, having almost wholly stopped his ex 
port trade, in which he had embarked large 
sums of money, he was, in the spring of 1804, 
induced to crave permission of parliament to 
dispose of the Shakspeare Gallery. &c. by lotte- 
ry. He had the gratification of living to see 
every ticket sold, but died before the decision of 
the wheel. The worthy alderman caught hii 
death by a too eager attention to his official du* 
ties ; for, arriving on the 8th of December, 1804, 
at the sessions house in the Old Bailey, before 
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nut from the floor ; cold and inflammation of tho 
luugs ensued, and carried him off on the 12th of 
the same month, in the 86tb year of his age. 

BOVflNVAL, Peter Joseph, a worthless cha- 
racter, employed to denounce the victims in the 
Luxembourg, at last suffered on the scaffold, 
inl7D5. 

BOYER, Abel, a well-known i^Ioesc^rapher, 
bom at Castres, in France, 1664, died Nov. 1739. 
The worhc be is chiefly known by, is a very ex 
cellent French and English, and English and 
French Dictionary. He wrote also ** a French 
Orammar" in English, which still retains a high 
rank In our schools. 

BOYER, Claude, known as a dramatic writer, 
died at Paris, 1698. 

BOYER, John Baptist Nicholas, a physician, 
distinguished for his skill and humanity display- 
ed during the plague at Marseilles, in 1720; he 
died at Paris, 1768. 

BOYLE, Richard, an eminent English states- 
man, distinguished by the title of the great earl 
of Cork, born in Canterbury. 1566, died 1643 ; 
bavingspent the last as hedid the flrst yearsof his 
life, in support of the crown of England against 
Irish rebels, and in the service of his country. 

BOYLE, Roger, earl of Orrery, fifth son of 
Richard, earl of Cork, bom 1031, was created 
baron Broj^ill, In the kingdom of Ireland, when 
but seven years old. He died Oct., 1679, leaving 
behind him the character of an able general, 
statesman, and writer. Of his writings, the 
principal are, six tragedies, two comedies, '* P'ar- 
thenissa,*' a romance, and a collection of " State 
Letters,** published in folio, 1743. 

BOYLE, Robert, a most distinguished philo- 
sopher and chymist, and an exceedingly good 
man, was the7tbson, and 14th child, of Richard 
earl of Cork, and bora at Lismore, in Ireland, 
1036-7. He was the inventor of the air-pump ; 
and his numerous philosophical writings have 
secured him immortal fame. He died 1691. 

BOYLE, Charles, earl of Orrery, 3d son of 
R(^er, 3d earl of Orrery, was bom 1676, and died 
1731. He was eminent as a statesman ; but bet- 
ter known, at the present day, for his literary 
controversy with Dr. Bentley on the authentici- 
ty of the epistles of Phalaris. He was'also an 
ingenious mathematician, and inventor of the 
machine representing the solar system, which 
is still named after his title, the Orrery. 

BOYLE, John, earl of Cork and Orrery, was 
tlie only son of Charles, the subject of the pre- 
ceding arltcle, and bora 1706-7. He took his 
seat in the house of peers, Jan. 1731-3; but, 
though he distinguished himself by «oroe speech- 
es, he did not greatly cultivate the business of 
parliament. The delicacy of his health, his 
passion for private life, and the occasions he 
sometimes had of residing In Ireland, seem to 
have precluded him from any regular attend- 
ance in the English house of peers. " When- 
ever (says he, in a private letter to a friend) we 
step out of domestic life in search of felicity, 
we come back again disappointed, tired, and 
chagrined. One daypassed under our own roof 
with our friends ami our family, is worth a 
thousand in another place. The noise and busUe, 
or (as they are foolishly called) the diversions 
of life, are despicable and tasteless, when once 
we have experienced the real delight of a flre- 
side.** His principal works are, a translation 
of " Pliny's Letters, with observations on each 
Letter, atid an Essay on Pliny's Life,** and 
'* Remarks on the Ufe and Writings of Swift.** 
He Ued in 1703. 
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BOYLSTON, Zabdiel, F. R. 8., an emineat 
jpliysiciao, of Boston, who is particularly known 
■AS having first introduced inoculation of the 
^mall pox into the British dominions, in 1790:. 
tie died in 1766. 

BOYLSTON, Nicholas, died In Boston, 1771, 
aged 56; be bequeathed to Harvard Collegt 

BOYLSTON, John, merchant, of Boston, 
died in 17U5, and left a legacy to his naUvn 
town. 

BOYS, John, an English divine, educated at 
Cambridge, and dean of Canterbury, au(hor of 
theological works, died in 1635. 

BOYS, William, bora at Deal, in Rent, 1735 
was bred a surgeon, but devoted much of hi 
time to antiquarian researches, and published, 
besides other works, an elaborate and valuable 
" History of Sandwich, with Notices of other 
Cinque Forts, and of Richborough,** 4to, 179S. 
He died March 15, 1803. 

BOYSE, BOYS, or BOIS, John, one of the 
translators of the Bible, in the reign of James I., 
was bocn at Nettlestead, in Suffolk, in 1560, and 
died 1643, leaving a great many manuscripts be- 
hind him, particularly a commentary on almost 
aH the books of the New-Testament. When he 
was a young student at Cambridge, he received 
from the leamed Dr. Wbltaker three rules for 
avoiding those distempers which usually attend 
a sedentary life ; to which he constantiy adhered : 
the first was, to study always standing ; the se- 
cond, never to study in a window ; the third, 
never to go to bed with his feet cold. Sir Henrv 
Saville styles him ingeniosissimam et doctissi- 
mum Boisium. 

BOYSE, Samuel, a very ingenious person, 
but as remarkable for imprudence as for ingenu- 
ity, was born in Dublin, 1706. In 1731, he pub- 
lished, at Edinburgh,a volume of poems,ad(lres' 
sed to the countess of Eglinton. He wrote also 
an Ele^ upon the death of lady Stormont, enti- 
tled, "The Tears of the Muses ;'* with which 
lord Storroount was so much pleased, that he 
ordered Boyse a handsome present. These pub- 
lications, and the honourable notice taken of 
them, were the means of recommending him to 
very nigh persons, who were desirous of serv- 
ing him : but Boyse was not a man to be served. 
He made an Improper use of these recommen- 
dations, and had often recourse to the meanest 
arts to procure benefactions. At some times he 
would raise subscriptions for poems which did 
not exist ; at others, ordered his wife to inform 
people that he was Just expiring, to move the 
compassion of his friends, who were fVequently 
surprised to meet the man in the street to-day. 
who was, yesterday, said to be at the pobit of 
death. In Hay, 1749, however, he died, after a 
lingering illness, in obscure lodgings, near Shoe- 
lane, where he was twried at the expense of tbe 
parish. He was a melancholy instance of the 
wretchedness, contempt and disgrace, to which 
the most ingenious persons may reduce them- 
selves, by an abuse of those powers with which 
nature bath endowed them. The most celebra- 
ted of his performances, was his poem, called 

Deity,** which is styled by Hervey, " a beau- 
tiftil and instractlve poem ;*' and is also men- 
tioned by Fielding, as " a very noble one.*' 

BOYSE, Joseph, a dissenting minister, born 
in Yorkshire. He became a popular preachei 
in London and Dublin, but was engaged in tbeo* 
logical dis^tea, and died In 1738. 

BOZE, Claude Groe de, bora at Lyons, was 
ilistlngaished by his knowledge of antiquities 
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tacter, dfed in 17S3. 

BRACX^IOLINI, den* apl Frandi, an Italian 
poet; be became an eodedastk, and died in 

BB ACTON, Heniy, accMmted EngHah law 
Ter, in tbe 13th centoiy, cbiefly known bf his 
leanwd work, ** De Leciboa et Consaedidinibaa 

Angliaj." 

BRACKETT, Jbebna, M. D., president of tbe 
Ncw-Hampriiire Hedieal Soci^, disttngnished 
or hU zeal and activiQr in tbe revolutionanr war, 
died In 1803. 

BADBURT, Tbeopbilns, Jadge of tbe anpe- 
rior court of Maasacbaaetts, died 1803. 

BRADBURY, Thomas, a native of London, 
educated with Dr. Watts ; he was a bold and 
eloquent preacher, and died 1757. 

BRADDOCK, Edward, magor-general, and 
commander in chief of the British forces in 
America, In 1735, was defeated in an expedition 
against Fort Da Qoesne. 

BRADFORD, Samuel, rector of Hary-le-bow, 
bom ^ ^lackfriars ; he edited TiIIotson*8 ser- 
mor was tutor to the primate's children, and 
&l: n 1731. 

BRADFORD, John, an Englfsh martyr, in 
Queen Manr*8 reign. 

BRADFORD, John, a Webb poet of merit, 
died in 173B. 

BRADFORD, William, second ^vemor of 
Plymouth colony, removed to Aroenca with the 
first settlers : he was governor, excepting a few 
years, till his death, 1657, aged 6K He wrote a 
llistory of tbe Plymouth colony from 1G02 to 1646; 
but it was lost in 1775. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
came to America in 1680, was printer to tbe 
government ; he died in 1753. 

BRADFORD, William, an eminent printer, 
for many years editor of the Pennsylvania Jour- 
nal, died in 1791. 

BRADFORD, William, bom ii| Philadelphia, 
1753, attorney-general of the United States, Sec. 
He was an author and poet, and died in 1793. 

BRADFORD, WiUiam, a physician, after 
wards a lawyer, of eminence, in Rhode Island, 
was a warm and active friend of the revolution, 
and later in. life a senator in congress, and lieu- 
tenant-governor of Rhode Island, died 1808. 

BRADICK, Walter, author of " Choheleth, 
or Royal Preacher,** a poem of considerable 
merit ; he was a merchant of Lisbon, and died 
in 1794. 

BRADLEY, Dr. James, Savilian professor of 
astronomy at Oxford, and astronomical obwrva 
tor at the royal observatory at Greenwich, was 
bom at Shirebom, in Gloucestershire, 1693, and 
died 1763, in the same county. His observa- 
tions are extant in perfect order, in 13 vols, folio, 
and 2 4to. in MS. 

BRADLEY, Richard, F. R. 8., professor of 
botany at Cambridge, but his abilities were not 
adequate to the situation ; he died in 1732. 

BRADSHAW, Henry, a Benedictine monk, 
of Chester, in the 14th century, and author of a 
poem, called the Life of St. Werburgh. 

BRADSHAW, John, seijeant at law, was 
bora in Clieshire, and nominated president of 
the sherifr*8 court, in London, on tbe trial of 
Charles I. 

BRADSTREET, Simon, bora In London, 
1603, came early to America, held several im- 
yiortant offices, and rendered many services to 
tbe colony, was elected governor, and died in 
IfXfT, 
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B&ADSTSEET, Simon, mtnlKerof Cbaitak 
town, Massachusetts, died in 1741. 

BRADSTREET, E^aion, minister of Marble- 
bead, Massacbuselte, distingnisbed for bis clas- 
sical attainments, died in ifn. 

BRADSTREET, John, lieutenant-goveraor 
of St. John's, Newlbondland, took Fort Oswego 
and Fort Frontinac, with great military stores : 
be was appointed major-general by tbe king or 
England, and died in 1774. 

BRADWARDIN, Thomas, confessor to Ed- 
ward III. during bis wars in France, became 
archbishop of Canterbury, in 1348. 

BRADY, Dr. Michola^ an English divine, of 
good parts and learning, oora at Bandon, in the 
coimQr of Cork, 1659, died 17S6. Be translated 
tbe .^eid of Virgil ; but what he is likely to be 
tbe longest remembered for, as indeed he is now 
best known by, is "A new Version of the Psalms 
of David,** in conjunction with Mr. Tate. 

BRADY. Robert, a native of Norfolk, em! 
nent as a pnytician ; be died in 1660. 

BRAHE, TychO} a celebrated astronomer, 
bora at Knudstorp, ra Denmark, 1546, died 160L 
He was the inventor of a new system of the 
world ; but it did not succeed, though he had 
many followers. He was very supersutiouij with 
regard to presa^es^ and very positive and impar 
tient of contradiction to his sentiments. 

BRAIGHWAITE, John, the well known con- 
stnictor of a aiving-bell ; by which, in 1783, he 
descended into the Royal Geoige, sunk at Spit- 
head, and brought up the sheet anchor, and 
many of the guns. In 1788, be recovered from 
the Hartwell, East Indiaman, lost off one of the 
Cape de Verd Islands, 38,0002. in dollars ; 7000 
pigs of lead, and 360 boxes of .Un. In 1806, he 
recovered from the Abergavenny, East India- 
man, lost off Portland, 75,0002. in dollars, and 
other valuables, worth 30,0002. He died about 
June, 1818. 

BRAILLIER, Peter, an apothecary at Lyons, 
and author of a curious book on tbe abuses ana 
ignorancp of physicians, 1557. 

BRAINERD, David, a native of Connecticut, 
an eminent preacher, and missionary to the In- 
dians. He published a narrative of some part 
of his missionary labours, and died in 1747. 

BRAINTHIR, supported his unc'e, Cadwal- 
Ion, king of North Wales, against Edwin, king 
of England, in 620, and was defeated. 

BRAKENBUR6, Reinier, a painter, of Baer 
lem, died in 1649. 

BRAMAH, Joseph, a very Ingenious engineer 
and mechanist, died at Pimlico, near London, 
December 9, 1814. 

BRAMANTE D*URBINO, Lazarus, a dis- 

jtingulshed architect, at Naples and Rome. It 

was according to his plan, that Pope Julius II. 

began to rebuild the church of St. Peter, but 

be died before it was completed, 1514. 

BRAMER, Leonard, a disciple of Rembrandt, 
bora at Delft, in 1596. 

BRAMHALL, John, a native of Pontefract, 
in Yorkshire, succeeded to the living of York • 
he was persecuted in the time of Cromwell, and, 
after tbe restoration, was aromoted to the sea 
of Armagh, ice; he died lr63. 

BRAN, son of Lyr, father of Caractacns, 
kin^ of Britain, is said to have assisted in estan- 
lishmg an elective monarchy in Britain ; he died 
aboutSOA. D. 

BRANCAS, Villeneuve Andrew Francis, ab- 
be of Auliiay, bora in tbe Venaissin, died in 
L758. His works are correct in matter, but 
ucitfaer elegant in style, or in tbe choice of Ideaa 
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BEANCK£(t~, Thomas, n matbcniAtician, 
rector of Tilstoo, Obesliire, Scc^ died in 1676- 

BKANDEL, Peter, a painter, bom at Prague, 
and educated uuder Schroeter, died in 17J9. 

BRANDI, Hyacinth, a fMiintor, the pupil of 
Lanfrac, born near Rome, died in 1601. 

BRANMULLBU, John, profeasoLof Hebrew, 
at Baail, died in 1596; he wrote funeral orations 
from the Bible. Hia son and grandson also wrote 
■omo valuable worka. 

B RANDMULLER, Gregoiy, • painter, of Ba 
sil, died in 1691. He was a pupil of Lebrun, and 
obtained the prize at the Paris academy. 

BRANDOLINI, Aorelio, a native of Florence, 
eminent as a poet. 

BRANDON, Charles, duke of Suffolk, a fa 
vourite of Henry VUI., of England ; he married 
Mtuy, the sister of Henry, and died in 1543. 

BRANDT, Rev. John, secretary to the society 
of antiquaries, was born at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 1743, and educated at Lincoln Ck)ltege, 
Oxford. In 1777, he published " Observations 
on Popular Antiquities, including tlie wb<rie of 
Mr. Bournes * Antiquitates Vulgares,* with ad- 
denda to every chapter of that work,*' Ate, 8vo. 
In 1789, be publisbed " The History and Anti- 
quities of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 2 vols. 4to. 
Mr. Brand died suddenly, in his study, Septem- 
ber 13, 1806. 

BRANDT, Gerard, a protestant divine,' and 
minister of Amsterdam, died at Rotterdam, in 
1693. He was author of a *' History of the Re- 
formation of the Low Countries," in 4 vols. 4to. 
It is written in Flemish ; and the grand pen- 
sioner Cagel said once to Bishop Burnet, that it 
was worth learning Flemish, merely to read 
Brandt's History. 

BRANDT, John, secretary of Antwerp, emi- 
nent for his erudition and patronage of science, 
died in 18.19 >, 

BRANDT, Sebastian, counsellor, of Stras- 
burgh, professor of law, and poet, died in 1520. 

BRANDT, Sebastian, a chymist, of Germany, 
who employed a great portion of his life in 
search of the philosopher's stone; be died in 
1521. 

BRANPT, Colonel, a famous Indian chief, 
sided with Great Britain, was engaged in the 
massacre of Wyoming, on the Susquehannah, 
and in an attack on tunirink, New- York ; he 
died in 1807. 

BRANTOME. vid. BOURDEILLBS. 

BRASAVOLA, Antonius Musa, professor of 
medicine at Perara, was physician to the popes 
and other princes of Italy, to Francis I. of 
France, Henry VIIL of Enaland, and Charles 
V. of Germany ; he died in 1555. 

BRASBRIDGE, Thomas, a native of North- 
hamptonshire ; be was a pbyaician and divine, 
aliout 1552. 

BRA8IDAS, a general of Lacedemon, who 
conquered several of the allied citied of Athens, 
424 B. C. 

BRATHWATTBj or BRAITHWAYTE, 
Richard, an Enji^lish poet and miscellaneous 
. writer, bom at Warcop, near Appleby, West 
nioreland,in 1588, dted at Appleton, near Rich 
mond, Yorkshire, May 4, 1673. His works are 
numerous, but the principal x>f them are "The 
English Gentleman," and the "The English 
Gentlewoman ;" " Mercurios Britannicus," 
aud " Kezicidium,'* tragi-cooiedies. 

BRATTLE, Thomas, merchant, of Boston, 
and principal founder of the church in Brattle- 
street : died in 1713. 

BRATTLB, WUliam, fellow of Harvard Col- 



leg^ minister of Cambridge, pabUsbed a work 
on logic, and died in 1717. 

BRAITLE, WILLIAM, a preacher, lawyer, 
and physician ; lie was a member of the general 
court, and of the council, and m^r-general of 
militia in Mass. ; he died in 1776. 

BRAUWER, Adrian, a painter, bora at Hfti^ 
lem, died in 1638. 

BRAY, Solomon de, a aativa of Harlero, 
cmineat as a portrait painter, died 1664. Hia 
son, Jacob, a historical painter, died at tlM cod 
of the 17th century. 

BRAY, Sir Reginald, who was inrtrumental 
in the advancement of Henry VII. to the throne, 
and afterwards made high treasurer to that 
monarch. He bad great skill in architecture 
as appears from Henry the Seventh's Chapel ia 
Westminster Abbey, and the chapel of St. 
iGeorge at Windsor, as he had a principal con- 
cern and direction in the building of the former, 
and the finishing and bringing to perfection of 
the latter, to wmoh he was also a liberal bene- 
factor. Polydore, Vergil, Hall, &c., say, that he 
was a very fatlier of his country ; a sago and 
grave person ; a fervent lover of Justice ; and 
one who would often admonish the king whon 
he did any thing contrary to Justice or equity 
He died August 3,1601. 

BRAY, 'Thomas, an English divine, bom at 
Marton, in Shropshire, 1656, died 1730, having 
made himself eminent by his unwearied atten- 
tion to the practice of benevolence. Most of the 
religious sociattes and good designs in London 
are in a great measure formed on the plans that 
he projected ; particularly the charity-schools, 
the society for reformation of manners, and that 
for the relief of poor proselytes, 4cc. 

BREABLEY, David, a member of the con- 
vention for framing the constitution or the U. 
S. in 1787 ; lie died in 1790. 

BREBEUF, George de, a French poet, bom 
at Torigni, in Lower Noraiandy, 1618. He was 
distinguished chiefly by a translation of Lucan ; 
but the best, and as it should seem, the most 
edifying of his works, is the first book of Lucan 
Travestied. It Is said of Brebeuf, that he had 
a fever upon him for more than SIO years. He 
diedin]66L 

BREBEUF, Jean de, a distinguished mission- 
ary in Canada, was burnt by the savages, 1640. 

BRECOURT, GuiUaumc Martoureau de, a 
French poet and actor, died in 1685. 

BREDA, Peter Van, a pidnter of Antwerp, 
died in 1681. 

BREDA, John Van, a Flemish painter who 
lezerciMd his profession in England, died in 
1750. 

BREDENBACK, Matthias, a oontroveraialbt 
writer of Kerpen, died in 1550. 

BREENBER6, Barthol, a painter of some 
distinction, bom at Utreoht, in 1030. 

B&EESE, Maiy, a singular character^ bom 
at Lynn, in Norfolk, 1721. She regulariy took 
out a* shoodng license, kept as goo<l greyhounds, 
and was as sure a shot, as any in the county. 
Sh^over lived out of the parish in which she 
was bom, and whetc she died September, 1790. 
By her desire,her dogi and favourite mare were 
killed at her death, and buried in one grave 
with her. 

BRECK, Robert, minister, of Marleboroogb, 
Mass., distinguished for hia knowledge of He* 
brew ; he died in 1731. 

BRECK, Robert, a.ininfaitcr of Springfield, 
Mass., possessed of soperlor intelleetttal«Mki«r> 
meats, died in 1784. 
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BRECKENBIDOE, Johiif senator In Congress 
from Kentucky, distinguished for liis eloquence, 
died in 18U1. 

BREGY, Charlotte Saumaae de Cbauzin, 
eomptease de, a maid of honour to Ana of Aus- 
tria, died in 1693. 

BREITKOPF, John Gottlieb Emanuel, a wri- 
ter and printer, of Leipsic, died in 1704. 

BREMONT Francois de, a Parisian, made 
■ecretary to the Royal London Society, and ad- 
mired for his laborious application and criUcal 
discernment ; he died in 1 < 43. 

BRENNER, Henry, a native of West Both- 
nia, was made keeper of the royal library at 
Stockholm, died in 1733. 

BRENNUS, a general of Gau. ; he invaded 
Theasalv, &c., and killed himself in 378 B. C. 

BRENNUB, a general of Gaul, celebrated for 
the siege and seizure of Rome, was defeated 
and totally destroyed by Camillus, liSd B. C. 

BRENT, Sir Nathaniel, a native of Woolford, 
Warwickshire, educated at Merton College of 
which he became the warden, and was knight 
ed by Charles I, at Woodstock ; he died in 1653 

BRENTIUS, or BRENTZEN, John, was l)orn 
in Swabia, a distinguished friend and follower 
of Luther, died in 1570. 

BRENTON, William, lieutenant-governor 
and governor of the colony of Rhode Island, died 
at Newport, l(i74. 

BREQUIGNY, Lewis George Edward de, 
author of the history of the revolution of Genoa, 
&G., died 17D5. ^ 

BREREWOOD, Edward, a learned antiqua- 
ry and the first astronomical professor of Gres- 
ham College, died in 1613. 

BRET, Anthony, author of the life of Ninon 
de I'Enclos, and many other works. He was a 
native of Dijon, and died in 1793. 

BRETON, Nicholas, a writer of ballads and 
interludes, in the ORe of Elizalieth. 

BRETONNEAU, Francis, a Jesuit of Tours^ 
author of a life of James IL, &c., died in 1741. 

BRETONNIER, Barthol Joseph, an advo- 
cate of the parliament of Paris, and author of 
some law tracts, died in 1737. 

BRETTEVILLE, Etienne du Boise, a Jesuit 
of Nonnandy, author of some theological tracts, 
died IflBB. 

BRETTINGER, John James, a native of 
Zurich, professor of Hebrew ana author of an 
edition of the New Testament from the septua- 
gint;hediedin 1776. 

BREUGEL, Peter, usually styled Old Breugel, 
an eminent Dutch painter, chiefly of rural 
sports,'the marches of armies, dec., was bom at 
Bruege1,near Breda, in 1563, and died 1596. 

BREUGEL, Peter, son of the preceding, sur- 
passed in the description of mafficians and de- 
vils, whence he is colled " Hellish Breugel.*' 

BREUGEL,John, 3d son of old Peter, excelled 
in painting flowers and fruits, and died in 1643. 
Another of that name eallod Abraham, bom at 
Antwerp, excelled as a flower and landscape 
painter, and died in 1673. 

BREUL, James Hu, a Benedictine monk, au- 
thor of the antiqulLos of Paris, &c., died in 
1164. 

BREVAL, John Durant de, rose to the rank 
of captain under the great Marleborough. He 
was an author of some merit, and died in 1739. 

BREVINT, Daniel, made dean of Lincoln, in 
1681, died in 1605. 

BREWER, Anthony, a poet highly erteemed 
smong the wits and courtiers in tiie rcicn of) 
Charles I. ^ | 
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BREWSTER, WiUiam, a very distinguished 
member and milng elder of the church of Ply- 
mouth ; he died in 1644. 

BREYNIUS, James, of Dantzic, author of 
Plantarum exoticarum centuria, &c., died in 
1697. 

BRIANT, Solomon, an Indian, and minister 
to the Indians at Marshpee, in Barnstable, Mass., 
died 1775. 

BRID AINE, N., a famoiu French preacher of 
the diocess of Uzes, compared to Demosthenes 
and Bossuet, died in 1767. 

BRIDAULT, John Peter, a French writer, 
author of manners and customs of the Romani>, 
&c., died in 17G1. 

BRIDGE, WilUam a leading preacher among 
the independents of England, died in 1670. 

BRIDGE, Thomas, a very worthy minister ot 
the Ist church in Boston, died in 1715. 

BRIDGE WATER, Francis Egerton, duke of, 
opened a communication, by a canal, between 
Manchester and Worsely, which, together with 
the Mersey, facilitated the commerce between 
Liverpool and Manchester. He died in 1803. 

BRIDGMAN, John, a native of Exeter, chap- 
Iain to James I. During the civil wars, he was 
a great sutferer in person and property. 

BRIDGMAN, Sir Orlando; after the restora- 
tion he was made lord chancellor: he was weak 
and irresolute, and died in 1673. 

BRIENNE, Walter de, a native of Champag- 
ne, distinguished for his courage at the siege of 
Acre, against the Saracens ; he was afterwards 
king of Sicily : his son and successor, of tlic . 
same name, also distinguished himself against 
tlie Saracens ; lie was put to death in 1351. 

BRIENNE, John, made king o'f Jerusalem, in 
1310, which he resigned ; he afterwards filled 
the throne of Constantinople. 

BRIETIUS, Philip, a learned French geogra 
pher, and universal chronologist, bora at Abbe- 
ville, in 1601, and died librarian of the Jesuit's 
College, at Paris, 1606. 

BRiGGS, Henry, an eminent mathematician, 
bora at Halifax, in Yorkshire, 1556. When 
Grcsham Collie, in London, was established, 
he was chosen the first professor of geometry 
there, in 1506. He died in January, 1630. 

BRIGGS, William, a native of Norwich, an 
eminent physician, of St. Tliomas' hospital, died 
in 1704. 

BRIGHAM, Nicholas, a native of Oxford- 
shire, eminent as a lawyer and poet, died in 
1550. 

BRIGHT, Francis, first minister of Charles- 
town, Massachusetts, returned to England in 
1630. 

BRIGHTMAN, Thomas, rector of Hawncs, 
Bedfordshire, wrote Latin commentaries on the 
canticles and apocalypse, died in 1607. 

BRILL, Matthew and Paul, natives of Ant- 
werp, and good painters; bora in 1550. and 
1554, and eminent for perfojmances in history 
and landscape ; Matthew died in 1584 ; Paul iu 
1096. 

BRINDLEY, James, a most uncommon ge- 
nius for mechanical inventions, and particularly 
excellent in planning and conducting inland na- 
vigations, was bora in 1716, at Tunsted, in 
Derbyshire, and died at Turahurst, in Stafibrd- 
sliire, September 37, 1773, having shortened hit 
da3rs by too intense application ; for be never 
indulged or relaxed himself in the common di- 
versions of life, not having the least relish for 
thcni ; and though once prevailed on to see a 
play ill London, yet he declared that h* wouM 
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«n no account be present at another, becaase ftnoTen thoae of the beit quality, with whom IM 



so disturbed his ideas for several days after, as 
to render him unflt for business. When any 
extraordinai^ difficulty occurred to him in the 
execution of his works, he generally retired to 
bed ; and has been known to lie there one, two, 
or three days, tili be had surmounted it. He 
would then get up, and execute his design with- 
out any drawing or model ; for he had a pro- 
digious memory, and carried every thing in his 
bead. 

BRIN8MEAD, William, first minister of 
Marlborough, Massachusetts, died in 1701. He 
refused baptism to infants bom on the Sabbath. 

BRINVILLIERS, Maria Margaret d'Aubrai, 
marchioness of, a French lady, known for her 
tntrisues and crimes ; she poisoned her father, 
two brothers, and her sister, was condemned to 
have her head cut off, and aAerwards to be burnt ; 
the sentence was executed in 1^6. 

BRIQUEMAUT, and CAVA6NES, twopro- 
testants, cruelly put to daath soon after the mas- 
sacre of St. Bartholomew, in France, in 1573. 

BRISSONIUS, Barnaby, a lawyer of emi- 
nence, in France, was ambassador of Henry HI. 
in Eneland, and died in 1591. 

BRISSOT, Peter, a native of Fontenay Ic 
Compte, in Poictou, eminent as a physician, died 
in 1533. 

BRISSOT, J P., a very eminent French writer 
on philosophy, politics, and legislation ; but, not 
contenting himself with a high degree of literary 
fame, he took a distinguished part in the French 
revolutionary government, and suffered by the 
guillotine, November 30, 1793, at the age of 39. 

BRITANNICUS, John, an Italian critic and 
grammarian, was bom at Palazzolo, near Bres- 
cia, about the middle of the 15th century, and 
died in 1510. 

BRITANNICUS, son of Claudins, poisoned 
by his mother-in-law, who wished to raise her 
son Nero to the throne, A. D. 55. 

BRITO, Bernardo de, a monk of Aliheyda, in 
Portugal, author of a historical account of his 
count ry, d ied in 1617. 

BRITTON, Thomas, the famous musical 
small-eoal man, was born at, or near Higham 
Ferrers, in Northamptonshire, about the middle 
of the 17th century, and went from thence to 
London, where he bound himself apprentice to 
a sraall-coal man. He served seven years, and 
returned to Northamptonshire, his master giving 
him a sum of money not to set up ; but after this 
money was spent, be returned again to London, 
and set upthe trade of small-coal ; which he con- 
tinued to the end of his life. Some time after 
his setting up in the coal business, he applied 
himself to cbymlstry ; and, by the help of a mov- 
ing laboratory, contrived by himself, performed 
such thin^in that profession, as had never been 
done before. But his principal object was music ; 
in tlie theory of which he was very knowing : in 
lite practice not inconsiderable. He was so much 
addicted to it, that he pricked with Us own hand 
very neatly and accurately, tind left behind him 
a collection of music, mostly pricked by himself, 
which was sold for near IQOl. He left an excel- 
lent collection of printed books, both of chymis- 
try and music: not to mention that he had, some 
vears before his death, sold by auction a col- 
lection of books, most of them in the Rosicm- 
sian faculty, of which be was a great admirer. 
But what distinguii^ed him mos^ of all, was a 
kind of musical meeting, held at his own small 
bouse, and kept up at his own charges, for many 
yean. This society was frequented by gentry, 
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conversed fkmiHariy, and by wboni he was much 
esteemed; for Britton was as respectable for moral 
endowments, as be was curious for intellectual. 
The circumstances of his death are noi less re- 
markable than those of his life. There was one 
Honeyman, a blacksmith, who wrpM famous for 
speakingasif bis voice proceeded from somedis- 
tant part of the house, (a ventriloquist, or speaker 
from his belly, as these persons are called.) This 
man was secretly introduced by Robe, a Middte- 
sex justice, who frequently planred at Brkton^s 
concerts, for the sole purpose of^ terrifying Brit- 
ton ; and he succeeded in it entirely; for ifoney 
man, without movina his lips, or seeming to 
ipeak, announced, as from afar otC, the deain of 
poor Britton within a few hours ; with an inlimar 
lion, that the only way to avert his doom, was to 
fallen his knees immediately, and say the Lord*8 
Prayer. The poor man dlq so ; but it did not 
avert his doom ; for, taking to his bed, he died 
in a few days, leaving Justice Robe to enjoy the 
Traits of his mirth. His death happened in Sep 
tember, 1714. 

BRIZARD, or BRITARD, John Baptitte. a 
French actor, eminent in comedy, died in ITw. 

BRIZIO, Francisco, a landscape painter, of 
eminence, of Bologna, died in 16^. 

BROCARDUS, James, a wild visionary of 
Venice, embraced protestantism, and violently 
attacked popery. 

BROCK, John, a useful minister, in Reading, 
UassachusettSjdjcd in 1688. 

BROCK LE9BY, Dr. Richard, an eminent 
English physician and medical writer, died at a 
very advanced age, December 13, 1797, beloved 
and regretted by the most distinguished ciiarac- 
tcrs, in rank and science. 

BRODEAU, John, bora at Tours, in 1500, 
rose to great eminence as a scholar. 

BRODEAU, Julian,,a native of Tours, wrote 
a life of Charles du Moulin, and died in 1543. 

BROECK HU YSE, or BROUKHUSIUS, John. 
Vid. BROUKHUSIUS. 

BROEK, Elias Vandeen, a native of Antwerp, 
distinguished for the masterlv manner in which 
he introduced reptiles, &;c.. Into his pictures of 
flowers and landscapes, died in 1711. 

BROGLIO, Victor Maurice, count de, maf»hal 
of France, distinguished himself in the service 
of Lewis XIV. 

BROGNI, John de, a swine-herd, bora at 
Brognl, in Savoy ; he was raised, by Pope Cle- 
ment yll., to the dignity of cardinal, and was 
distinguished for hb learning, virtues, and nety ; 
he died in 1436. 

BROKESBV, Francis, rector of Rowley, in 
Yorkshire, author of " A Life of Jesus Christ, * 
and a princiral assistant to Mr. Nelson in com- 
piling his " Feasts and Fasts of the Church of 
England.** He was also author of " A History 
of the Government of the Primitive Church," 
&;c., and died in 1718, 

BROME, Adam d«, a favourite of Edward 11., 
the founder of Oriel College, Oxford, died In 1338. 

BROME, Alexander de, bora in 1030, and died 
in 1666. He was a warm cavalier, and author of 
innumerable odes, sonnets and little pieces, in 
which the round-heads are treated with great 
keenness and severity. These with his epistles 
and epigrams, were all printed fn one volu»e8vo. 
after the restoration. He published also aversion 
of Horace, by himself and others ; with a comedy, 
called " Tlie Cunning Lovers," 1651 ; and th« 
world is indebted to him for two volumes of the 
(days of 
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9RO¥E, Rtelianl, who Uv«id abo in the reignn 
ttf Ctaaries I.t and was ootoroporaiy with 
Decker, FonI, Shirley. 4tc. His exuactioa was 
nieau, for lie was originally no better than a 
raeniad servant to Ben Jointson ; he wrote him- 
self however into high repute. His eeuius waa 
entirely turned to comedy, and we *nave 15 of 
hia productions iii^is way remaining. One of 
these " The Jovial Crew," has with a little al- 
teration, been revived, and exhibited with great 
and repeated success. Ue died in 1632. 

BROMFJELD, Edward, an eminent mer- 
chant, of Boston, distinguished for his piety ; 
be died in 175G. 

BUOMFIELD, Edward, a young man of 
nncoinmoa mechanicai genius, of Boston, died 
in nm. 

BROMPTON, John, a monk in the reign of 
Edward JII. The Chronicon, which passes un 
ier his name, is probably the work ei some un- 
known author. 

BRONCIIOIIST, John Van, a painter, of 
Flanders, in the 17(h century. 

BRONCHORST, John, a painter, bom atl 
Leyden, excelled at painting animals and bards 
in water colon rs^ied in 1661. 

BRONCHORST, Peter, a native of Delft, emi 
nent as a painter, died in 16C%1, 

BRONGNIART. Augustus Lewis, an emi- 
nent chymist, died at Paris, in 1804. 

BRONKH(;SINS,or BROEKHUIZEN, John, 
a learned Dutchman, died in 1797. 

BRONSSON, Claude, an elegant advocate, and 
warm supporter of the protestants in France in 
the reign of Lewis XIV. 

BRONZING, Agnolo, a painter at Florence, 
died in 1580. 

BROOK, Ralph, York Herald, known for the 
errors which he discovered in Camden's Bri- 
tania, died in 1635, 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, an eminent Judge In the 
reiga of Mary, bom at Claverloy, in Shropshire, 
died in 1558. 

BROOKE, Sir Robert, one of the most emi- 
nent lawyers of bis time, and lord chief justice 
of the common pleas, wrote " An Abridgment, 
containing an Abstract of tlie Year Books till the 
time of Ctueen Mary," '* Cases adjudged from 
the 6th of Henry VIIL to the 4th of Queen 
Maiy," and " Readings on the Statute of Limi- 
tations, made 32d of Henry VHI. c. 2." Sir 
Robert died in 1558. 

BROOKE, Henry, who gained great reputa- 
tion as a writer, by tiie " Farmers letters," pul>- 
lished in Ireland, during the rebellion, in imita- 
tion of Swift's " Drapier*8 Letters." He wasi 
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also author of ^* The Fool of QuaiiQr," a novel 
of more than ordinary merit. His dramatic 
works, of which the most celebrated are, " Gus- 
tavus Vasa," and " The Earl of Essex," were 
eolleeted, with his other writings, in 4 vols. 8vo. 
1778. He died October 10, 1783. 

BROOKE, Mrs. Frances, a lady as remarka 
ble for her virtueSi as for her great literary ac- 
eompiishments. Her principal worics are, " Ju- 
lia MaadeviUe." and Emily Montague," novels; 
the " Old Maid," a series of periodical papers ; 
" Virginia," and " The Siege of Sinope,** tra- 
gedies; "Rosina," and *' Marian," musical 
dramas, and several much esteemed trans- 
lations from the French. She died January 23, 
1789 

BROOME, William, born in Chesliire, as .la 
said, ofyery mean parents. He was cducatedil 



prose, in coi^unction witli Ozell and Oldisworth, 
He was afterwai-ds introduced to Mr. Pope, and 
gained so much of his esreeni, liiat he was em* 
pluyed to make extracts from Eustathius, fur 
the notes to tlie translation of the Iliad ; and in 
the volumes of poetry published by Lintot, coni< 
monly called " Pope's Miscellanies," many of 
his early pieces were inserted. When the suc- 
cess of the Iliad gave encouragement to a ver- 
sion of the Odyssey, Pope, weary of the toil, 
called Fenton and Rroome tohis as^isiance ; and 
taking only half the work upon liimself, divided 
the other half between his partners, giving foui 
boolu to Fenton, and eight to Broome. To the 
lot of Broome fell the 2d, 6tb, 8th, 11th, 13th, 
16th, 18th and 33d ; together wltli the burden ot 
writing all the notes. The price at which Pop< 
purchased this assistance was 300/. paid toFea- 
ton, and 5002. to Broome, with as many copies 
as he wanted for his friends, which amounted to 
100/. more. Broome died at Bath, November 
16, 1745. 

BROOKS, John, L.L.D., governor of Mass. 
was distinguished as the early friend of the 
American revolution, as a brave, active, and 
judicious officer of the American army ; as an 
able and sound statesman, and a trae patriot. 
The friend of Washington, he cajioycd the con- 
fidence and respect of his fellow-citizens, and 
died, lamented by his country, in 1825. 

BROOKS, Eleaser, a brigadier in the revolu- 
tionary war, and was in tlic battle of Wliite 
Plains in 1776, &c. ; he died in 1806. 

BROSHI, Carlo, a celebrated Italian singer 
died in 17^. 

BROSSARD, Sebastian de, a canon of Meux ; 
he excelled as a musician, and died in 1730. 

DROSSE, Guy de la, a physician, author of a 
treatise on the virtues of plants, founded a gar> 
den of medicinal plants at Paris, in 1626. 

BROSSES, Charles de, president of the par- 
liament of Burgundy, who wrote letters on the 
discovery of Herculaneum, &c., died in 1776. 

BROSSETTE, Claude, born at Lyons, 1671, 
published the works of Boileau and of Rc^ier 
with historical illustrations ; wrote " L'Histoire 
abreg6e de la Ville de Lyons," with elegance 
and precision, and died there in 17M. 

BROSSIER, Martha, a very remarkable wo- 
man, who pretended to be possessed by the 
devil, and had nearly occasioned great disorders 
in France toward tlie latter end of the 16tli cen- 
tury. 

BROTIEB, L'Abb^, an iUustrious and ami- 
able Frenchman, and one of the most dis- 
tinguished ornaments of the belles lettres in 
that country, bora at Tanay, 1732, died 1789. 

BROUE, Peter de la, a native of Toulouse, 
friend of Bossuet, died in 1720. 

BROUGHTON, Hugh, a very learned divine, 
bom in Oldbury, Salop, 1549. died 1612, leaving 
a very laborious work behind him, called *' The 
Consent of Scriptnres," which be dedicated to 
queen Elizal)eth. 

BROUGHTON, Thomas, a learned divine, 
author of the " Bibliotheca Historica Sacra,** 
2 vols, folio, 1739, and one of the original wrtten 
of the " Biographia Britannica," (in the first edi- 
tion of which work his papers were marked 
T.) was bora at London, July 5, 1704, in the 
parish of St. Andrew, Holborn, of which his 
father was minister, and died vicar of Bed- 
minster, near Bristol, 1774. 

BROUGHTON, Thomas, a counsellor and 



upon ihefound^Upn at Eton, and appeared early Ileutenant-goveroor of South Carolina while ft 
bf Uie world as a translator of the Iliad into J Britiib colony, died in 1737. 
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BROUNCKSR, WUliaiBf viscount, a naiiv 
•f CasUe Lyon, in Ireland, born 1030, died 
lfid4, having distinguished himself chiefly as a 
wathcmaUcian by his " Series for the Uuadra- 
ture of the Hyperbola." 

BROUWEK, Adrian, a celebrated Dutch 
painter, born at Hierlem, in 1008. Frans Halts 
took him from bes^ins in tlie streets, and in- 
structed him in the rudiments of painting. Uu • 
mour was his proper sphere ; and in little pieces 
be used to represent his pot companions drink- 
ing, smoking tobacco, gaming, fighting, &c. 
lie did Uiis with a pencil so tender and free, so 
much of nature in his expression, such excellent 
drawing in ali the partictdar parts, and good 
keeping iu the whole together, that none of his 
countrymen have ever been comparable to him 
on that subject. He scorned, however, to work 
«s long as he had any money in bis pocket ; de* 
^iured for a short life, and a merry one ; and, re> 
lotving to ride post to his grave, by the help of 
wine and brandy, belgot to his journey's end, in 
1638, at only 30 years of age. He died so very 
poor, that contributions were raised to lay 
aim privately in the ground ; from whence he 
was soon after taken up, and, as It Is commonly 
«aid, very handaoraely interred by Eobena, wlio 
was a great admirer of his happy genius for 
painting. 

BROWN, Robert, a famous schismatic, from 
whom the sect of the Brownists derived its 
name. He died 1630. This sect equally con- 
demned episcopacy and presbytery, as to the 
iurisdicUon of consistories, classes* and synods; 
and would not jMn with any other reformed 
church, becwise they were not sulBclently as- 
sured of the sanctity and probity of its aMmbers, 
holding it an impiety to communicate with sin- 
ners. "[Their form of church government was 
democratical. Bueh as desired to be members 
of their church made a confession of their faith, 
and signed a covenant obliging themselves to 
wallHMsether in the order of the gosiiel. 

BRO wN, Thomas, of facetious memory ; but 
whose wit, being greater than his prudence, 
brought him frequently within danger of starv- 
ing. Toward the latter end of Brown's life, 
however, we are informed by Mr. Jacob, that 
he was in favour with tlie earl of Dorset, wlio in- 
rited him to dinner on a Christmas-day, with 
Dryden, and other gentlemen celebrated for in- 

![ebuity ; when Brown, to his agree^le surprise, 
oaud a bank note of 501. under his plate ; and 
Dryden, at the same time, was presented with 
another of lOOL Brown was bom in Biirop- 
shire, died in London, 1704, and was interred in 
the Cloister o^ Westminster Abbey, near the re- 
mains of Mrs. Behn, with whom he was inti- 
mate in his life time. His whole works were 
printed in 1707 ; consisting of " Dialogues, £s- 
laj^, Declamations, Satires, Letters from the 
Dead to the Living, Translations, Amosements, 
fee.** in 4 vols. Much humour, and not a little 
learning are scatter^ every where through- 
out them ; but those who think they want deli- 
cacy, baveoertainly abundant reason on their 
ilde. 

BROWN, John, an Ingenious English writer, 
bom at Bothbury, in Northumberland, 1715. 
Having taken orders, and made himself emi- 
nent by many excellent sermons, he fell under 
the notice of Dr. Osbaldiston, who, when raised 
to the see of Carlisle, made him one of hifl 
chaplains. It was probably about this time that 
be i^rote Iil^ poem entitled " Honour," to sliow 
hitlruah our cab only be finuided in virtue ; 



it WW hMcribed to tord Lonsdale. His 
poetical produttion. though not immediately 
published, was his " Essay en Satire," In tbret 
parts ; it was addressed to Dr. Warburton, who 
prefixed it to the second volume of Pope's Works 
by Warburton ; with which it still continues to 
be printed : as well as In Dodsley*s Collection. . 
Brown now began to figure as a writer : and, in 
I75lf published his ^* Essays on 8haRsbury*s 
Characteristics; a work written with elegance 
and spirit, and so applauded as, in a short time, 
to go thipugh five editions. His next appear- 
ance in the world was as a dramatic writer ; 
and in 1755, his tragedy of ** Barbarossa," was 
l»oduced upon the stage; aod afterwards his 
"Athelstan," in 1756. Our author had taken his 
doctor of divinity*s degree in 1755. In 1757 
came out his famous work, entitled ** An Esti* ' 
mate of the Manners and Principles of tiie 
Times," 8vo.; famous we call It, becausq 
seven editions of it were printed In little mora 
than a year. In 1758, he puMlshod a second 
volume of " The Estimate." Dr. B. put an end 
to his life in a fit of insanity. Sept ^ 1766, in 
his Slst year. 

BROWN, Moses, an English divine, author 
of** Sunday Thoughts," " Piscatory Eclogues,** 
Sec, bom 1703, died 1787. 

BROWN, Lancelot ; stmietlmes professionally 
distinffuished by the prrnnomen CAPABILITY ; 
who, by the intuitive force of his own genius. 
Uivoited a new horticultural system, and carricn 
ornamental gardening to high perfection ; was 
bora at Kirkharle in the county of Northumber- 
land, in August, 1715. At an early period of 
his life he came to London, and was patronised 
by lord viscount Cobham, the celebrated friend 
and patron of Pope ; and It Is generally under- 
stooa, that scooping out the beautiful valley 
opposite the temple of concmd, at Stowe, was 
the first of his undertakings ; but Richmond, 
Blenheim, Croome, Luton, Trentbam, Red- 
grave, Wimbleden, Nunebara, the approach to 
the house through the park at Caversham, &c. 
will for ages stand memorials of his superior 
taste and abilities. He possessed a cultivated 
mind, and his society was courted by men most 
considerable for their rank or genius. Respect- 
ing the term Capability, by which Mr. Brown 
was frequently distinguished, we have beard, 
that It arose from a custom he had, when he 
came to a spot which he thought might be im- 

Ereved, of saying that the place had its capa- 
llitles. Thta may in part be trae ; but in the 
pre-eminence of Mr. Brown*s own talents may, 
perhaps, be found the real grounds for the com- 
plimentary titie. Mr. Brown served the office 
of higii sheriff for the counties of Huntingdon 
and Cambridge, in the*year 1770, and died sud- 
denly in the streets of London, on his return 
from a visit to the eari of Coventry, on the 6th 
of February, 1783. His remains are deposited 
in the ehanoel of Fenstanton church, in the 
county of Huntingdon. 

BROWN, John, many years professor of di* 
vinity among the burgher seceders of Scotland, 
was bom at the village of Kerpoo, in Perth- 
shire, 1733, and died at Haddington, June 19 
1788; having published several wm-ks of high 
repute in the religious world ; particularly, a 
" Self-Interpreting Bible," 3 vols. 4to. ; a " Die- 
tionary of the Bible ;" and & ** Body of Di- 
vinity. 

BROWN, John, a very eminent English 
landscape-engraver, and associate of the Royal 
Academy, bom 1741, diad Ocu 8, 1801. In bold- 
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Bess, brilliancy, mnd be«itlful variety, Mr. 
Brown came very nigb to Woollet, whom, in- 
doedf be assisted in some of his moet famous 
pieces. 

BROWN, Dr. JohD, distinguished himself 
mucli in Scotland by bis medical writings and 
opinions, and was tbe author of a new System 
of Medicine, which has lately been translated 
into English, in 3 vols. 8vo. It is a singular 
performance, discovering much ori^ality, and 
containing many important observations ; though 
in some, lie may be thought to carry his peculiar 
opinions too far. He diM Oct. 7. 1788. 

BROWN, WiUiam, editor of "Reports in 
Chancery,'* and "Cases of Appeals to Parlia- 
ment,** 5 vols. 1760 ; died April 86, 1794. 

BKOWN, Nicholas, an eminent merchantjof 
Providence, R. I., died in 1791, patron of the col- 
lege in that place. 

BROWN, Andrew, was in the battles of Lex 
Ington and Bunker-hill ; he settled in Philodel 
phia, and established the Federal Gaasette, and 
died in 1797. 

BROWN, Moses, a brave officer in the navy 
of the United States, died in 1803. 

BROWN Uiysses, Maximilian de, an eminent 
general, in the imperial armies ; he was mortal- 
ly wounded In the battle of Prague, in 1757. 

BROWN, Francis, D. D., a native of New 
Hampshire, was pastor of a congr^ational 
church, in Maine, chosen professor of languages 
Bi Dartmouth college^ and afterwards president 
of that institution ; be died in 1830. 

BROWN, Charles Brockden. a native of 
Pennsylvania, distinguished as nolding a high 
rank, among the American novelists, died in 
1810. 

BROWN. ThomaS; M. D., professor of moral 
philosophy in the university at Edinburgh, and 
an eminent metaphysician, died in 1830. 

BROWN, Joseph, professor of natural philo- 
sophy, in Brown university, was distinguished 
as a man of profound mathematical and philo- 
sophical attainments. He died in 1785. 

BROWN, George, archbishop of Dublin, and 
die first prelate who embraced tlie reformation 
In Ireland, was originally an Austin friar, of 
London, and afterwards became provincial of 
tbe Austin monks, in England. After reading 
some of Luther's writings, he began to incul- 
cate into the people, that they ought to make 
their api^ication solely to Christ, and not to the 
Virgin Mary, or the saints. This recommended 
him to Henry VIII., who promoted him, in 
March 1534-5, to the archbishoprick of Dublin 
Ho was deprived of his arcbbislioprick in 1554, 
the first of queen Mary, under pretence of his 
Deing married, but, in truth, on account of his 
zeal in promoting the reformation, uid died 
about the year 1556. 

BROWNE, William, an English poet, bom at 
I'avistocfc, in Devonshire, died 1645. — An edi 
tion of his works, which were become extreme 
ly seance, was published in 1773, in three small 
volumes; the principal article in which, is 
" Britannia's Pastorals." 

BROWNE, Sir Thomas, an eminent writer, 
and physician, bom in Cheapside, 1605. His 
most celebrated piece, called " Religio Medici," 
tbe Religion of a Physician, was publislied in 
1635. In 1646, he wrote his " Treatise on Vul- 
gar Errors." - Wood informs us, that his prac 
tice as a physician, was very extensive, and that 
many patients resorted to him. In 1655, he was 
chosen honorary fellow of tlie College of Phy- 
■iciaiis as a man " virtote et Uteris oroattei- 
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mns,** eminently embellished with literature 
and virtue. He died on hit birthday, Octnbef 
19,1683. 

BROWNE, Edward, an eminent phvsician. 
son of the preceding, was bora about I&IS, ana 
died in August, 1708. King Charles II., whose 
physician he was, said of him, that " he wan 
as learned as any of the college, (of which he 
died president,) and as well brcxl as any at 
court." 

BROWNE, Simon, a dissenting minister, of 
uncommon talents, born at Sbepton Mallet, in 
Somersetshire, in 1680. Grounded, and excell- 
ing, in grammatical learning, he early became 
qualified for the ministry, and actually began to 
preach before he was 30. But the death of his 
wife and only son, which happened in 1733, af- 
fected him so as to deprive him of bis reason ; 
and lie became, from thu time, lost to himself, 
to his fwnily, and to the world : he sunk into a 
settled melancholy, quitted the duties of his 
function, and would not be persuaded to join in 
any act of worship, public or private. He died 
in 1738. 

BROWNE, Peter, bishop of Cork : in the pa> 
lace of which Bee he died. In 17.^5, after having 
distinguished himself by some writings; the 
best known of which is, " The Progrera, Ex- 
tent, and Limits of tbe Human Understanding.* 
BROWNE. Isaac Hawkins, an ingenious 
English poet, lN>m at Burton-upon-Trent, Staf. 
fordshire. Jan. 31, 1705-6. His " Pipe of Tobac 
CO,*' an imitation of Cibber, Ambrose Philips, 
Thoq^son* Young, Pope, and Swift, who were 
then all living, is well known, and is reckoned 
one of the most pleasing and popular of his per- 
formances. In 1754, he published what has 
been deemed his capital work," De Animi Im- 
mortalitate," in two books. The universal ap- 
plause and popularity of this poem, produced 
several English translations of it, in a very 
short time ; the best of which is that by Soame 
Jenyns, esq., printed in his " Miscellanies." 
Another translation, by the Rev. Mr. Lettice, 
was published in 1795. Mr. Bromie died 14Ui 
Feb. 1760. 

BROWNE, Sir W^illiam, a physician, (and 
some time president of the college,) distinguish 
ed by many lively essays, both in prose and 
verse, in Latin and in English, died March 19, 
1774. The active part taken by Sir William 
Browne, in the contest with the licentiates, oc^ 
casioned his being introduced by Mr. Foote in 
his " Devil upon Two Sticks." ITpon Poole*a 
exact representation of him with his identical 
wig and coat, tall figure, and glass stifly applied 
to his eye, he sent him a card, complimenting 
Foote on having so happily represented him ; 
but, as he had forgot his muff*, he had sent him 
his own. This good-natured method of resent- 
ing, eftectually disaraied the mimic. 

BROWNE, John, a painter, of very conside- 
rable estimation in Scotland, died Sept. 13, 1787. 
Air. Browne was author of " An Essay on the 
Music of the Opera." 

BROWNE, Arthur, episcopal minister at 
Portsmouth, N. H., died in 1773. 

BROWNE, Arthur, bora in Newport, R. I., 
educated in Ireland, made professor oi Greek 
in Trinity college, Dublin, 1805. 

BROWNE, Sir Anthony, bora In Essex, made 
sergeant at law, in Mary's reign, a vie tnit pa- 
pist ; he favoured tbe succession of Marw. queen 
of Scots. 

BROWNE, Edward, an English div -h fCOO 

BROWNE, Patrick, a naUve of beU^ i tool 
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I BRUHI£R, d'Ablaineottrt, Jean Jmom, a 
proiific writer, and ingenious physiclaa or Bean- 
vait, died in 1756. 

BRUIN, John de, an Ingeniouf proflMsor of 
philosophy and matlieinaiics at Uuvcht, died in 
1675. 

BRUIX, Chevalier de, a French writer, dls- 
tlnguiflhed for bis easy, elefant, and faeetloos 
powers of diction, died in 1780. 

BRULART, NieholaSf a Frenchman, omi* 
nem for his services ia diplomatic, and poUUcal 
affairs under Hennr IV. 

BRULART, FaUo, a bishop of Solssons, au- 
thor of some treatises cm eloquoiee, Jbc, died 
in 1714. 

BRULEFER, Stephen, aa ecclesiastie of 8t. 
Maloes, autlior of some learned treatises, in the 
15th century. 

BRUMOY,Peler,a very dlstinniisbed French- 
man, born at Rouen, in 1688, died 1743, after 
having signalised himself bv his literary pro- 
ductions; the chief of which is, " Le Theatre 
dos Grecs, 4bc*' or ** Theatre of the Greeks, 
containing trandatlons of Gfeeic Tragedies, with 
discourses and remarks upon the Greek Thea- 
tre," 3 vols. 4to. 

BRUN, Charles le, an iUustrious Freocli 
painter, of Scottish extnetlon, bom 1619. His 
father was a statuary by profesBion. It is re- 
ported, ihat at three years of age, he drew fi- 
gures with charcoal; and at twelve, he drew 
the picture of his uncle so well, that It still pass- 
es mr a fine piece. He was author of a curious 
treatise ^ Of Physiognomy ;*' and of anodier, 
'' Of the Characters of the Passions ;*' and died 
in 1600. 

BRUN, Anthony, a native of Dole, a pollil- 
clan and ambassador, died in 1654. 

'BRUN, Lawrence le, an eccltslastle of 
Nantes, wrote Viigilius Christianus, *c., and 
dieii in 1653. 

BRUN, Jean Baptist le, a French writer, died 
in 1731. 

BRUN, Anthony Lewis, a Frenck poet, of 
inferior note, di<^ in 1743. 

BRUN, William le, a Jesuit, author of a 
Latin and French dicti<Hiary, died in 1758. 

BRUN, Peter le, a native of Provence, au- 
thor of some works of merit, an ecclesiastie, 
died in 1790. 

BRUNCK, Richard Philip Frederick, a cele- 
brated scholar and writer, of Sirasburg, died in 
1803. 

BRUNEIIAUT, a daughter of AthanagiM, 
king of the Visigoths, matried Sigebert I., king 
of Austrasia, 506. 

BRUNELLBCHI, PhUlp a native of Florence, 
originally a ctockmaker, afterwamls distinguish- 
ed for his knowledge of architecture, died in 
1444. 

BRUNETf John Lewis, a native of Provence, 
an able writer on ecclesiastical affairs, bom in 
1717. 

BRUNBTTO, LalinI, a poet and historian 
of Florence, died in 19&S. 

BRIJNI, Anthony, an Italian poet, in the ser- 
vice of the duke d*Urbino, died in 1635. 

BRUNNER, John Conrad, a learned phvsi- 
dan of Switzerland, author of several treatises 
on medicine, in Latin, died in 1797. 

BRUNO, a Romish saint, founder of the 
Chartreuse, died in 1101. . 

BRUNO, Jordano, anative of Nola, the friend 
of Philip Sidney, and Puike Greville, he was 
aa atheif^ and was burnt at the stake, .Yi 1QI<«. 

BRUNSFELD, Otbo, a physician, born ai 
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)ls degree of M. D., at Layden ; resided some 
rears in the West Indies, and published, a hls- 
lory of Jamaica, 4cc., in 1756. 

BROWNWRI6, Ralph, was nominated bi- 
shop of Exeter, in 1641. He once boldly ad- 
vised Cromwell to restore Charles H. to his 
Ihrone. 

BRUCE, Robert, a celebrated Scmch general, 
who was elected king, in 1306, and was consi- 
dered as the deliverer of his country, at that 
time in subjection to Edward L. of England, 
and labouring under many oppressions. In 1314, 
Robert defeased the English army, and gained 
the famous battle of Bannock's Bum ; the Eng- 
lish forces, according to the Scotch historians, 
eonsiated of 200,000 men, commanded by Ed- 
ward II., and Brace bad but 30,000. Of the 
English, 50,000 were slain, and 30,000 Uken 
prisonens. In the reign of Edward III., be 
made reprisals in England; and surprised that 
monarch in his tent, who narrowly escaped be- 
ing taken inrisoner; and obliged him, In 1398, to 
sign a treaty of peace, in which he renounced 
all. right and title to Scotland, for himself and 
his heirs. Bruce died in 1399. 

BRUCE, Michael, an elegant Scotch poet, 
bom at Kinnesswood, 1746, died 1767, leaving 
aehind him many beautiful poems, which were 

eablished, with others, in a volume, at Edin- 
nrgh, 1770. 

BRUCE, James, of Kinnaird, near Falkirk, 
w Scotland, a celebrated traveller into Abyssi- 
nia; who, after having encountered innumera- 
ble perils In distant regions, in search of the 
source of the river Nile, met an untimely death 
by a fall down a staircase, at his seat, at Kin- 
naird, April, 1794. The account of hisuavds, 
which occupied a space of near 6 years, f>om 
1768 to 1773, was published in five vols. 4to, 
170O, and abounds with events so extraordinary, 
and presents instances of perseverance «nd in- 
trepidity, so wonderful, that were it the produc- 
tion of a man whose character was less dispu- 
table, it would appear to be the fabrication of a 
romantic brain. From the discoveries of Mr. 
Bruce, however, geography has received mate- 
rial improvements; and, tlut natural history 
has acquired new and valuable information, is 
aitesf cd by the celebrated French naturalist, the 
count de Buffon, in an advertisement prenxed 
to the 3d vcrfume of his History of Birds. 

BRUCIOLT, Anthony, a native of Florence, 
banished for opposing the house of Medicis ; 
he translated the Bible into Italian, In 1533. 

BRUCKER, John James, author of Historia 
Critlca Philosophis, Ace. ; member of the acade- 
my of sciences, at Berlin, died in 1770. 

BRUERE, Charles de ia, a French writer, 
possessed wit and genius, died in 1754. 

BRUETS, David Augustine a French writer, 
of singular history and character, was bom at 
Aix, in 1650, and trained in Calvinism and con- 
troversy ; bat his airy spirit not rightly accomo- 
dating itself to serious works, he quitted theo- 
logy for the theatre. He died at Hontpelier, In 
1733, and all his dramatic pieces were collected, 
1735, in three vols. 13mo. 

BRUGES, John of. See VANEYCK. 

6RU6IANTINO, Vincent, an Italian poet 
of Inferior merit, In the 16th century. 

6RU6UIBRES,John William, a botanist and 
mbierak)gist,a native of MontpeHer,dl«d in 1700. 

BRUONATELLIS, Lewis, M. D., a distin 
gtilahed physician and chymlst, and professor 
•f chymistry and medicine, in the university at 
f «#ia, his native place, died in 1818. 
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Mds, who ciBbrtfMMl the opiuiona of Latlier, 

BRUNSWICK, prince Leopold of, son of the 
then reigning duke. Having gone upon the 
waters at Frankfort, nptNi the Oder, on the 37th 
of April, 1785, to relieve the inhabitants of a 
village that was overflowed, tlie boat overset, 
and Ids eoyal highness was drowned ; thus dy- 
ing, as he had lived, in tiie highest exercise of 
bomaninr. 

BRUNTON, Mary, a native of one of the 
Orkney islands, and wife of Dr. Alexander 
Bninton, minister at Edinburgh, authorera of 
" Belf Control," " DiscipUne," Jcc, died in 
1818. 

BRUBCfllUS, Gaspar, a Latin historian and 
poet of Bohemia, iieA in 1599. 

BRUSONI, Domltius, author of a faeotious 
Creatine, caUed " Specuinm Mondi,** edited at 
Rome, in 1518. 

BRUSONI, Jerome, a Yenetiaii writer, died 
In 1680. 

BRUTUS, a brother of Ascanios, said to have 
settled in Albion, to which he gave the name 
of Britain, soon after the Trojan war. 

BRUTUS, Lucius Junius, the avenger of the 
rape of Lueretia, and founder of the Roman re- 
pnbiic, floHrished S09B. C. 

BRUTUS, Marcus, ahrave ft'nend. but blind 
politician, who hastened tlie rain of the Roman 
republic, by the assassination of Julius Gesar. 
He slew himself ^ B. 0. 

BRUTUS, John Michael, a very learned Ve- 
netian, bora about 1518, was author of a " His- 
tory of Florence,** printed at Lyons, in 1562. 

BRUTUS, Dccimus Albinus, conspired with 
hii relation, Marcus Bratus, against his benefac 
tor, Julius Cicsar. 

BRUTUS, John, an ecclesiastic of Paris, died 
in 1768. 

BRUYERE, John de la. a celebrated French 
author, born at Dourdan, in 1644, wrote " Cha- 
racters," and described the manners of his age, 
in imitation of -Theoptarastus ; which characters 
were not always imaginary, but descriptive of 
real persons. He died in 1696. 

BRUYN, Coraelitts, a painter, bora at the 
Hague, published an accoimt of his travels, the 
best edition is that of Rouen. 1725. 

BRUYS, Francis, born at Serrieres, published 
a history of the popes ; be died in I73e. 

BRUYS, Peter de, founder of the sect, called 
Petro-Bruissians, a native of Languedoc, was 
burot alive in 1130. 

BRUZEN, de la Martlnide, Anthony Augos- 
tinc, educated at Paris, under the famous Rich- 
ard Simon, his uncle, and died in 1749. 

BRY, Theodore de, a painter and eI^raver, 
died at Frankfort, on the Maine, in 1506. 

BRYAN, Francis, or Briant, an Englishman, 
accompanied lord Surrey, (he English admiral, 
gainst France, in 1^2, and was knighted for 
his bravery. 

BRYAN, George, a native of Ireland, emi 
grated to Pennsylvania; delegate to congress in 
1765 ; and afterwards- governor of Pennsylvania; 
he died In 1791. 

BRYANT, Jacob, a learned writer on ancient 
liistory and mythology, was bora at Plymoutli,! 
1715, and educated at Eton ; whence be proceed-; 
ed to King*s College, Cambridge. He devoted his 
whole life to !earn«d research ; and the constant 
result of his labours was, to settle him firmly in a 
«:nnviction of the-trath of the Christian f^itb. 
"^hough b^onging to the -lay part of the com-! 
Munity, his cifortsinthecanse of religion, tvere

as unceasing as they were satlsfoctory. Hia 
studies were chiefly directed to one object, the 
developement and establishment of universal 
truth ; which he knew could only be effected 
by removing the doubts of the sceptic, and soft- 
ening the heart of the infidel. To this end he 
bent all his learning and powers. Bis first avow- 
ed publication, was a quarto volume, which ap- 
peared in 1767, «ititJed ** Observations and In- 
quiries relating to various parts of Ancient Hi» 
tory, &c., with an account of Egypt, in its most 
early state, and of the Shepherd Kings." The 
next was his immortal work, in 3 vols. 4to, 1774, 
1776, called "A New System, or an Analysis 
of Ancient Myth(4Qgy ; whorein an attempt is 
made to divest Tradition of Fable, and to re- 
duce Troth to its original Purity." He alsoinib- 
lisbed ** A Treatise on the Authenticity of the 
Scriptures, and the Truth of tbe Christian Reli- 
gion," 8vo, 1792. One of the latestof bis nu- 
merous worlts, was " A Dissertation concerning 
the War of Troy, and the expedition of the 
Grecians, as descril)ed by Homer ; professing to 
diow that no such expedition was ever unter- 
taken, and that no such city in Phrygia exist- 
ed," 4to, 1796. Mn Bryant died of a mortifica- 
tion in hte leg, occasioned by a razure against a 
chair, in reaching a book from a sheli^ in bis 
89th year, at Cypenham, near Windsor, Nov. 
14,1804. 

BRYCHAN, one of the Irish kings, father of 
one of the three holy families of BriOdn, died 
in 450. • 

BRYDONE, Patrick, author of a " Tour 
through Sicily and Malta,** and of some paper/ 
in the Phiiosophical Transactions, died in Ber- 
wickshire, June 19, 1818. 

BRYENNUS, Nicephorus, the husband of 
Anna Comena, refused the throne of Constaa 
tinople, and died in 1137. 

BUC, George," a learned English antiquary. 
In the reign of James I., he was appointed mas- 
ter of the revels ; on which art he wrote a trea- 
tise. He was the first vindicator of Richard IlL, 
and published " The Great Plantagenet," a his- 
torical pnem, in 1635. 

BUCER, Martin, bora in 1491, at Scbelstadt, 
a town of Alsace. He is looked upon as one of 
the first authors of tbe reformation at Stras- 
burgh, where he taugl>t divinity for twenty 
years, and was one of the ministers of the town. 
-In 1548, Cramner, archbishop of Canterbury, 
gave him an invitation to come over to England, 
which be readily accepted. In 1549, a Iiandsome 
apartment was asngned him in tbe university 
of Cambridge, and a salary to teach theology. 
He died im 1551, and was buried at Cambridge. 

BUCHAN, Elspeth, or Elisabeth, a modern 
fanatic, her followers were called BuchanUes ; 
they travelled through several parts of Scotland ; 
their doctrines were extremely fascinating to Clic 
vulvar. Mrs. Buchan died in 1791. 

BUCHAN, Dr. William, an eminent physi- 
cian, and medical writer, born at the village of 
Ankram, in Roxburghshire, 1729, was educated 
at the grammar-school of Jedbuigh, and after- 
wards matriculated at the university of Ediq- 
bui^b, with a view to the clerical profession ; 
but he preferred that of pbysic,wbich he pursued 
through life. In 1771, appeared bis well-known 
woric,entitled " Domestic Medicine," whtoh ba» 
had a degree of success not equalled, perhaps 
by any other book in the English hmgoage, hn v- 
ing passed through above twenty editions, (of 
we believe 5000 orCOOO each,) and been transla- 
ted into every European iaa^iuucc. it drr w aium 
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bim. liowever, tli« dblike and persecution of N BUUDiKV^, Jolin Francis, succcnlvely pro* 
Uic less liberal part of the faculty ; but tvhen it fewer of Coburg Halle Mid Jcaa, eminent fta 



is considtired, tiiat the hitention of iii publica- 
tion was not to supersede the use of a physi- 
cian, but to supply hif place in situations where 
medical assistance could not be easily obtained, 
and to render the medical art more extensively 
beneficial to manlciud, the jealousies and fears 
of the faculty were surely unbecoming the jpro- 
fessors of a liberal science. Dr. Buchaii publish- 
ed several other medical works, and died in Per- 
cy-street, Oxford-road, Feb. SiS, 1805. 

BUCHANAN, Claudius, D. D.,of Queen^s 
College, Cambridge, M. A., 1796. In Scriptural 
erudition, be had very few superiors. Deeply 
versed in the Oriental languages, he conceived 
that he should best promote the honour of God, 
and the happiness of mankind, by enabling 
" every man to read the Holy Scriptures** in his 
own l»>ngue. He died at Broxboume, Herts, 
Feb. 9, 1815, while employed in superintending 
an edition of the Scriptures for the use of the 
Syrian Christians. 

BUCHANAN, George, an eminent poet and 
historian, bom neai Kellerne, in the shire ot 
Lenox, in Scotland, in 1506. He was tutor to 
James I., of Enxland, and employed the last IS 
or 13 yeara of his life in writing the history of 
his country ; In wliich he happlty united the 
force and brevity of Ballust, with the perspi- 
cuity and el^ance of Livy. He died at Edin- 
burgb, Sept 28, 1582. Sir James Melvil, who 
was of the opposite party to him, and therefore 
cannot be supposed to be partial in his fa vour,tens 
ns, that Buchanan " was a stoic philosopher. 
who looked not fbr before him ; a man of notable 
endowments for his learning and knowledge in 
Latin poetry; much honoured in other coun- 
tries, pleasant in conversation, rehearsing at all 
occasions, moralities, short and instructive, 
whereof he had abundance. Inventing where 
Ae wanted.** Dr. Burnet, in his " History of the 
Rpforniation,** says of him, " he Is justly reckon- 
ed the greatest and best of our modern writers.** 

HUCHNER, Augustus, professor of poetry 
and eloquence, at Wittemberg, died in 1061. 

BUCHOLTZER, Abraham, pastor at Fries- 
tadt, authorof a valuable work entitled "Index 
Cbronologicus Utriusque Testament].'* He died 
in 1564. 

BUCKELDIUS, William, a native of Volden 
he invented an ingenious mode of curing her- 
rings with salt, and died in 1449. 
BUCK ERIDGE, John, bom near Marlborough, 
preached before King James at Hampton-court, 
and was made bishop of Rochester, in 1611. 

BUCKHOLD, John, a butcher, of Leydcn, 
headed the fanatical mob of anabaptists alMun- 
ster ; he was put to death fn 1530. 

BTTCKINGHAM. See VILLIERS and SHEF- 
FIELD 

BUckll^GHAM, Thomas, one of tlie most 
eminent ministers in Connecticut, settled in 
Hartford ; he died !n 1731. 

BUCKMINSTER, Joseph Stevens, a native 
of rortsniouih, New-Hampshire, was adistin- 
pHishfd and eloquent preacher, of Brattle-street 
church, Boston, nnd lecturer on Biblical icriti- 
eism at Harvard College ; he died in 1812. 

BUCpUET, John Michael Baptist, a pliysi- 
cian, of Paris, died in 1760, a victim to excessive 
apiification. 

BUDiEUS, WJIliam, a critic and commenta- 
tor on Greek and Latin author?, bom at Paris, 
M67, dird 1540. Frasmtis called him " Porten- 
mm Gftlttte *' The Prodigy of France. 



clearness, judgment, and taste, died in 17S9. 

BUDGELL, EusiBce, a very ingenious and 
entertaining writer, bora at St Thomas, neai 
Exeter. I(3b5. Ho was concerned with Steela 
and Acidlson in writing tlie Tattler. The Spec- 
tator bein^ set on foot in 1710-11, Mr. Budgell 
had likewise a share with them, all the papen 
marlced with an X. being written by hun : a« 
was indeed the whole 8tE volume by Adduai 
and himself, without the assistance of Steele. 
Upon the laying down of the Spectator, the 
Guardian was set up ; and In this work our au- 
thor had a hand along with Addison and Steele. 
In the prefkce, it is said, that those papers marked 
with an asterisk were written by Mr. Budgdl. 
In the latter pari of his life, after having served 
the ofltce of undersecretary of state, and held 
other high situatiobs in the government of Ire- 
land, he relumed to England, where he became 
involved In law-suits, which reduced him to a 
very unhappy situation. On the 4th of May, 
1737, he took a boat at Somerset stairs, after 
filling his pockets with stones, and ordered the 
watemian to shoot London bridge ; but while 
the boat was going under, he threw himself into 
the river, where be perished inimcdiately. Upon 
his bureau was found a slip of paper, on which 
were written these words : 

" What Cato did, mod Addh»n approv'd. 
** Cannot be wrong." 

BUELL, Samuel, D. D., a presbyterlan mini** 
ter on Long Island, much distinguished for his 
piety, died in 1798. 

BU F A LM ACQ, Ronamico, an eminent Italian 
painter, who died in 1340. He was the first wlio 
put labels with sentences into the mouths of his 
figures^ since followed by bad masters, butntore 
frequently in caricature engravings. 

BUFFET, Margaret, a Parisian lady, wrote 
an interesting eulogy on learned women, &c. 

BUFFI Eli, Claude, a French writer, chlcfTy 
on belles lettres, bom in Poland, 1661, died 1737. 
There are many works of this author, which 
show deep penetration, and accurate judgment : 
the principal of which is, "Uu Coursdes Bcicn 
ces," &.C. that is, "A Course of Sciences ui-on 
principles new and simple, in order to form Lan- 
guage, the Understanding, and the Uekrt, IT^" 
in folio. 

EUFPON, George le Clerc, count do, lord of 
Montbard, marquis of Rougemont, viscount of 
Quincy, intendarit of the French king's gardens 
and cabinets of Natural History, was one of iTe 
most elegant writers in France, in point of style; 
a man of uncommon geniusi, and Furprlsing rlo- 
qurnce, and the most astonishing interpreter of 
nature that perhaps ever existed. He was born 
at Montbard, in Burguiuly, September 7, 1707, 
and died A pHI 16, im Ills writings en " Nu 
tural History" arc invaluable, and will perpetu- 
ate his name. 

BUGENHAGEN, John, a rati^-e of Pcniera- 
nia, the adversary, and afterwards the friend 
■and miss^ionary of Luther, died in 1558. 

BUGIARDINI,Jullano,a painter of Florcncft, 
esteemed by Michael Angelo, died in 1.^50. 

BUISI'FR, Philip, a sculptor, of Brussels, 
died in 16B8. 

BUKERTOP, Henry de, an ecclcslaytic, of 
Antwerp, who wrote various works of contro' 
jversv, died in 1716 

BUKIIARI, a learned Arabian of Mecca, 
author of a book coftaining traditions on t d# 
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OUNEL, Jacob, a native of fitoi«, 1556, emi. 
oent as a painter. 

BUNEIi, Willianii a physician of Touloiuo, 
publislied in 1513, a tteatise on the plague. 

BUNNiCK, Jolia, aFletnish painter, excelled 
in historicai pieces, died in 1737 His brotliei 
Jacob was eminent in the representation of sea 
battles. 

BUNON, fiobert, an eminent dentist at Paris, 
died in 1748. 

BUNYAN, J<2|in, author of the Justly admii^ 
ed allegory of the " Pilgrim^s Progress,** was 
born at Eistow, near Bedford, 1698. His parents, 
though very mean, took care to give hiui that 
learning which was suitable to their condition, 
bringing him up to read and write : he quickly 
forgot both, abandoning himself to all mannef 
of wickedness ; but not without frequent checks 
of conscience. One day, being at play with bis 
companions, (the writer of hb life tells us), a 
voice suddenly darted from heaven into his soul, 
iiaylngi " Wilt thou leave thy sins and go ut 
heaven, or have thy siris and go to hell ?'* Tblf 
put him into such a consternation, that he im- 
mediately left his sport, and looking to heaven, 
thought he saw the Lord Jesus, looking dowi 
upon him, as one highly displeased with him, 
and threatening him with some grievous punish- 
ment for his ungodly practices. At aiiothei 
time, while he was belching out oatlis, he wai 
severely reproved by a woman, who was herself 
a notorious sinner.^ This coming from a woman 
whom he knew to be very wicked, filled hin 
with secret shame, and made him from that 
time very much refrain from it. His father 
brought him up to his own business, which was 
that of a tinker. Being a soldier in the parlia- 
ment army, at the siege of Leicester, in 1645, 
he was drawn out to stand sentinel ; but an 
other soldier of his company desired to take liis 
place, to which he agreed, arid thereby escaped 
being shot by a musket ball, which took off his 
comrade. About 1655 he was admitted a mem- 
ber of a Baptist congregation at Bedford, and 
soon after chosen their preacher. In 1G60, being 
convicted at the session of holding unlawful as- 
semblies and conventicles, he was sentenced to 
perpetual banishment, and in the mean time 
committed to gaol, from which he was dis- 
charged, after a confinement of 12 years and 
a half, by the compassionate interposition of Dr. 
Barlow, bishop of Lincoln. During his im* 
prisonment he wrote many of his tracts. Aftcr- 
wardi^' being at liberty, he* travelled into several 
parts of England, to visit and confirm the bretii- 
r6n, which procured him the epithet of bisho[p 
Bunyan. When the declaration of James II. 
for liberty of conscience was published, be, by 
the contribution of his followers, built a meet- 
ing-house in Btidford, and preaclied constantly 
to a numerous audience. He died in Londoni 
of a fever, 1688. * 

BUOMMATEI, Benedict, an ecclesiastic of 
Florence, known for Ids work on the Tuscan 
language, died in 1647. 

BU0NAC0R6I, PhUip, called himself Cal- 
limaco Esperiente, he vi as suspected of forming 
a conspiracy against Paul II., and settled in Po- 
land. He wrote a life of Attlla, &c. and died m 
1496. 

BUONACORSr, or PERRIN DEL VAGO, 
an eminent painter, of Tuscany, suckled by a 
goat, he died 1547. 

I BUONAPEDE, Appiano, a'native of Com 
acio, better known under the names of Appiu 
Amco do Faba, and Agapisto Chroma4aui»i 



MatKWMMlan reUgion, died ia SS6 of the be- 
firm. 

BULKLEY, PetA, first minister of Concord, 
Massachusetts, died in 1659. He was an excel- 
lent scholar, and published the " Gospel cove- 
nant opened.** 

BULKLEY, John, son of Peter Bulkley, prac- 
tiaed physic in England ; he died in 1689. 

BuLkLEY, Gershom, an eminent minister 
of New-London, Connecticut, afterwards of 
Weathersfield, died in 1713, distiuguishcd for 
hlB knowledge of chymistry and languages. 

BULKLEY, John, first minister of Colches- 
ter, Connecticut, died in 1731 : classed by Dr. 
Chauncy amon^ the three moat eminent for 
strength of genius, whom New-England had 
produced. 

BULL, John, a celebrated muaician, bom in 
Somersetshire, 1563. He was greatly admired 
for his fine hand upon the organ, as well as for 
his compositions. Upon the establishment of 
Gresliain College, he was chosen the first pro- 
fessor of music there ; and, not being able to 
speak Latin, was permitted to deliver his lec- 
tures In English. It is uncertain where or when 
he died; but there is a picture of him yet re- 
ntaiuing in thp music-school at Oxford. 

HULL, George, bishop of St. David's, a very 
eminent writer and preacher, bom at Wells, 
Somersetshire, March 35, 1634, died February 
17, 1709. 

BUL L, William, ^leaker of the asKmbly, and 
lieutenant-governor of the colony of South Ca- 
rolina, dieflin 1755. 

BULL, William, M. D., a physician, the first 
American who obtained a degree in medicine ; 
he died iii 1791. 

BU [jL, Henry, a native of Great Britaiiifcame 
to New-England, and with several others, settled 
at Newport, Rhode Island. He was afterwards 
governor of the colony, and died in 1693. 

BULLER, Francis, an English Judge^ |Mib- 
tlshed an introduction to the law of Nisi Prius, 
and died in 1800. 

BULLET, John Baptist, dean of the univer- 
sity of Besancon, his works are learned and 
useful, but display neither grace of diction, nor 
elegance of style, be died in 1775. 

13ULLEYN, William, a very learned physi- 
cian and botanist, born in the Isle of Ely, about 
the beginning of the reign of HenVy VIII., died 
1576. 

BULLIALDUS, Ismael, an astroBOmer, born 
in the Isle of France, died in 1694. 

BULLfARD, N., a Ftench botanlat of emi- 
nence, dietl in 1793. 

BULLINGER, Henry, a celebrated eontro- 
versial divine, of Zurich, in Switzerland, in the 
I6th century. 

BULLOCK, Archibald, of Georgia, was a 
member of the first American Congress, during 
the memorable year 1776. He died the year 
following. 

BULI/>CK, Christopher, an eminent English 
actor of low comedy, and author of two come- 
dies and four farcesl died 1724. 

BULTEAU, Louis, a native of Rouen, sue-, 
eeeded his uncle as secretary to the French king, 
and wrote an at^ridged history of the Benedic- 
tine order. He died in 1693. 

BULWGR, John, an English physician, of 
the 16th century, author of several works on 
physiognomy, &c. 

BUNEL, Peter, a native of Tonlousc, dlstln- 
gulshQd as a correct writer of the Latin lan- 
gnogc, died in 1546. 
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known aiw u a poet an4 an el^ant writer ; be 
died In 1792. 

BUONAMlCl, Lazarus, became profeedor of 
belles-lettres in the Sapienza College of Rome ; 
be read lectures on rbetoric at Fadua, and died 
in 1553. 

Bl/ONAMTCI, Castrucio, a native of Lucca, 
at first devoted bimself to the clerical profession, 
but afterwards turned his attention to arms, 
which he bore in the service of the king of] 
Naples. He published several valuable works, 
ind died in 1761. 

BUONAPARTE, Napoleon, emperor of 
France, was bom at Ajaccio, in the island of 
Corsica, in 1769, and educated at the military 
schools of Brienne and Paris. Be c<mimenced 
h^ military career as a lieutenantof artillery ,and 
soon afterwards so distinguished bimself at the 
sieee of Toulon, and during the civil contentions 
at Paris, that he was promoted to the command 
of the army of Italy ; with which be fought a 
series of battles, and gaine<l a succession of vic- 
tories over the oldest and ablest generals of Eu- 
rope, which astonished the world, and compel- 
led his enemies to peace. He was for a time 
equally successful in Egypt, but being repulsed 
at the siege of Acre, by Sir Sidney Smith, be 
returned to France, and, in 1799, was appointed 
first consul of the repuhiic. Durina bis consul- 
ship, he commanded in the canrnajgn of Italy, 
and gained the glorious battle of Marengo. In 
18&I, he was crowned emperor, by the Roman 
pontiffl From this time his usual success at- 
tended him, and almost all Europe was at his 
control, until 1812, when he invaded Russia 
with an army of 400,000 men. The destruction 
of Moscow, and the severity of the climate, ut- 
terly ruined his army and compelled him to re- 
treat; he attempted boldly to retrieve his mis- 
fortunes, but losing the memorable battle of 
Leipsic, he was driven to France, and compelled 
to abdicate the throne f(Sr the sovereignty of 
Elba. In less than a year he returned to France, 
and resumed his imperial autliority, without 
resistance, bis old anny joining him with accla- 
mations. In June foUowinc, hostilities again 
commenced between him and the allies ; be lost 
the battle of Waterloo, and terminated his poii- 
lical career. He afterwards retired on board a 
British ship, and was exiled to St. Helena, where 
he was kept a prisoner until bis death, in 1821. 

BUONAROTTI, see MICHAEL ANGELO. 

BUONDELMONTE, a young Florentine, in 
the begiuning of the 13th century, who promised 
to marry a daughter of tbe family of the Amidei, 
but espoused the more beautiful daughter of the 
Donati . By tl)e intrigues of the slighted fair and 
her relations, he was murdered. This murder 
set the city in commotion, the quarrel became 

{general among the nobility, and the animosky 
asted many centuries. 

BUONFIGLIO, Joseph Constant, a Neapoli- 
tan, author of tbe modern history of Sicily and 
Venice, and the history of Messina, liXMj. 

BUONTALRNTI, Bernardo, sumnmed Gi- 
rondile, distinguished for his knowledge of ar- 
chitecture, sculpture, &.C., also, for his minia- 
tures and historical pieces ; he died in 1608. 

BnPALUS, a sculptor of antiquity, 540 B. C. 

BURCH, Edward, an eminent English engra- 
ver, wnose performances are to 1^ found in 
every roval cabinet in Europe, died in 1814. 

BURCKARD, tutor of Conrad the emperor, 
made bishco of Worms, died 1026. 

BTTRCHV.LLO, Pnminico, a barber, of "Flo- 
rence, his H>t and cpiiius made iiini the fa- 
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vourite of his countrymen ; he wrote sonneta mmI 
lighter pieces, and died in 1448. 

BURCKH ARDT, John Lewis, native of Lau 
sanne, celebrated as a traveller in Africa, 
under the patronage of tbe African Auociatioo 
of London, died in 1816. 

BURDON, William, an ingenioua miieel- 
laneoua writer, bom at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
1764, died in London, May 30, 1818. Of hia 
works, tlie best known are, '* Materials ibr 
Thinkmg," and a " Life and Character of Buo- 
naparte." 

BURE, William de, a bookseller of Paris, 
known for hia knowledge of old, carious, ana 
valuable books, died in 1783. 

BURE, Catherine, a learned lady of Sweden ; 
her Latin correspondence witb another SwedMi 
lady, Vandelaskylte. displays elegance of Ian* 
guc^, correctness orsty to, dec. ; she died in 1679. 

BURETl'E. Peter John, a physician of Paris, 
an elegant and polished scholar, died in 1747. 

BURGER, Godfred Augustus, a celebrated 
German poet, and tlie writer of that whimsical 
satir<^, called " Munchausen's Travels,** was 
born at Wolmcrswende, in the prlneipality nt 
Halberstadt, January 1, 1748, and died at fitut* 
gard, June, 1794. 

BURGES, Cornelius, look bis degree of D.D. 
at Oxford ; be was chaplain to Cbaries I., and 
died in 1665. 

BURGH, Ulick de, marquis of Clanricardo, 
author of memoirs relative to the Irish rebellion, 
died in 1657. 

BURGH, James, a worthy and tnientous mo- 
ral and political writer, bom at Madderty, In 
Perthshire, 1714, died 177a. Of many excellent 
works that he left behind him, " Political Dis- 
quisitions," 3 vols., and ^* Youth's Friendly Mo- 
nitor," sire the best known, and most esteemed. 

BURGOYNE, Rt. Hon. John, a privy-coun- 
sellor of Ireland, lieutenant general in the British 
army, and author of four dramatic pieces, via. 
"The Heiress," " The Maid of tlie Oaks," "The 
Lord of tlie Manor," and " Richard Cour de Li- 
on." He surrendered bis whole army to General 
Gates, at Saratoga, during the American revo- 
lution, and died Aug. 4, 1793 

BURIDAN, John, a French philosof^er, in 
tlie 14tb century. 

BURI6N Y, Levesque de, a native of Rheinis, 
wrote a treatise on the authority of tbe popes, 
4cc. ; he died in 1785. 

BURKE, Edmund, a celebrated orator and 
statesman, born in the county of Cork, Ireland, 
Jan. 1, 1730. Ai^er staying the usual tinie at 
Ihe university of Dublin, heJwent over lo Lon- 
don, and entered bimself as a student of the 
Middle Temple. He soon, however, commenced 
political writer ; and, so masterly were his style 
and arguments, that bis first productions (pub- 
lished anonymously) were univenmlly attributcNl 
to lord Bolingbroke. His " Philosophical In- 
quiry Into the Origin of our Ideas on the Sub- 
lime and Beautitui" soon made him known to 
the literati ; and he thenceforth became a public 
man. In 1765, Mr. Burke came into parliaoEient, 
and immediately joined to tlie character of a 
most elegant writer, that of a most eloquent 
speaker; he died July 8, 1797. 

BURKITT, William, bora at Hitcham, in 
Noriliainptonshire, 1650, died 1703. He was a 
pious and charitable man, who wrote several 
books,and among the rest, a "Commentary upon 
the New-Tesiament," in the same plain, practi- 
cal, and affecting manner in which he preached. 

BURLAMAQUI, John James, an ilhwtiious

dvilian, born at Geneva, in 10D4, waa after 
wiffda professor of civil law there. In his 
"Principles of Natural Law," written in French, 
lie is supposed to have Incorporated all the best 
things ftrom Grotius, Puffendorf, and their com- 
mentator, Barbeyrac. He published, some time 
after, the " Principles of Political Law,** which 
was written In the same language, and equally 
well received. Ho died in 1748. 

BURLEIGH. See CECIL. 

BURLEY, Walter, an English priest, wrote 
commentaries on Aristotle, tco. 

BURMAN, Francis, of Leyden, professor of 
theology, at Utrecht, wrote commentaries on the 
Pentateuch. Jtc., died In 1679. 

BURMAN. Francis, eon of the precedfaigi 
was also professor at Utrecht, and wrote on the 
persectttloB of Dioelesian ; he died in 1719. 

BURMAN, Peter, professor of history and 
eloquence, in the university of Leyden, an(| 
editor of the Latin classics, of which, he pub- 
lished Vliigil, Ovid, Petronius, Quintilian, Sue- 
tonius, Justin, VelleiuB, Pbndrus, Jtc, and died 
in 1740. 

BURMAN, John, of the same funlly, profes- 
sor of Botany and medicine at Amsterdam, 
published some works, about 1739. 

BURN, Dr. Richard, vicar of Orton, in West- 
moreland, bom at Winton, in that county, died 
Nov. QO, 1785. He wns author of two celebra- 
ted books, one on the " Office of a Justice of 
Peace,** the other on " Ecclesiastical Law ;** 
both of which have gone tlirough several edi- 
tions. 

BURN, John, son of the preceding, edited his 
fother's works with additions, died In 1802. 

BURNABY, Andrew, O. D., an English di- 
vine, vicar of Greenwich, and arch-deacon of 
Leicester. He publlfhed his travels Jn North 
America, sermons, &c., and died in 1813. 

BURNET, Gilbert, bishop of Salisbury, bom 
at Edinburgh, in 1643. He was a very zealous 
promoter of the revolution which finally placed 
the present family on the English throne. As a 
writer, he is distinguished by his " History of 
the Reformation,** published between 1679 and 
1681, and for which he had the thanks of both 
houses of parliament. In 1099, he published his 
'* Exposition of the 39 articles of the Church 
of Enffland ;*' and after his death, which hap- 
penedln March, 1714-5, his ^* History of his Own 
Timea, witli his Life annexed,** was published 
by bis son, Thomas Bumet, esq., afterwards Sir 
Thomas. 

BURNET, Elizabeth, third wife of bishop 
Burnet, published a mctthod of devotion, a book 
of merit, and died in 1709. 

BURNET, William, son of the eeieorated bi- 
shop Bumet, ai^lnted governor of New-York 
and New-Jersey, in 1790 ; of Massachusetts and 
New-Hampshire, in 1738, and died 1739. 

BURNET, Dr. Thomas, a Scotch physician, 
author of Thesauras Medicinie Practice, and 
other medical works. 

BURNETT, Dr. Thomas, a most tngenioae and 
learned writer, bom at Croft, Yorkshire, 1635. 
His most celebrated work, " The Sacred Theo- 

E' of the Earth,* was originally published in 
atin, in 3 vols. 4to ; the first two books, " e6n- 
ceraing the Deluge and Paradise,** in 1681; the 
two last, " concerning the burning of the world, 
and the New Heavens and New Earth,** In 1689. 
The uncommon approbation which this work 
met with, and the particular encouragement of 
Charles II-, who was exceedingly taken with it, 
put the author upon translating It into English. 
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it would be endless to transcribe all tlietiigti on* 
Bomiumsthat have been passed on this work 
by various eminent authors. He died in 1715. 

BURNEY, Dr. Chailes, an eminent musicias 
knd general scholar, bora at Shrewsbury, April 
7, 1736, died at Chelsea College, of which he 
was OK[anist, April 13, 1814, in bis 88th yeair. 
His " General History of Music,'* 4 vols. 4to ; 
his " Present State of Music in France, Italy, 
the Netherlands, Holland, and Germany ;** and 
** Account of the Musical perforaiances in com- 
memoration of Handel,** are valuable additions 
to British literature, from the knowiedgo which 
they Impart, and the elegance with which thegf 
are written. Be also wrote the '* Life of M«- 
lasta^o :** a work hichly estimable for Its can 
dour, infonhation, Judgment, and taste. 

BURNEY, Dr. Charles, son of the foregoing, 
was bom at Lynn, Norfolk, Dec. 6, 1757, and 
bred at the Charter House, and Caius College. 
Cambridge. He greatly distinguished himseir 
by the depth of his literarv researches, and by 
his extraordinary skill in the Greek language 
He obtained great eminence as the master of 
classical academies, successively at Hanuner- 
smitb and Greenwich, was D. D., L. L. D., and 
F. R. S., rector of St. Paul. Dcptford. and o( 
Clifle, both in the county of Kent, and died Dec 
28, 1817. 

BURNS, Robert, a native of Scotland, who, 
in the humble employment of a ploughman, 
discovered a most extraordinary genius for po- 
etical composition. Dissatisfied with his low 
station, he was about to emigrate to Jamaica, 
to seek a better fortune ; and, with a view to 
procure money for his passage, a coarse edition 
of his poems were published at Edinburgh. 
They were soon noticed by the gentlemen in 
that city ; and some extracts, with an account 
of the author, were given In "The Lounger,** a 
periodical paper then in the course of publica 
tion. Subscriptions were then set on foot for a 
new edition of his works, and Bums was madu 
an exciseman, with an income of about 50/. a 
year. This pupil of nature, however, this poet 
of inspiration, possessed in the same degree, 
the powers and the failinp of genius. His ta • 
lents were often obscured, and bis constitution 
was at length impaired, by excess. HIh nianuera 
not being capable of melioration, and his pro* 
pensity to intemperance being unpovcrnnble. 
the attentions paid to him were not lasting ; aiiii 
he sunk under povertv and dbtress, leavinii a 
widow pregnant, and five Infant children, lie 
died July 31, 1796. in the prime of life. 

BURRHUS, Afranius, a Roman commander^ 
under Claudius and Nero. 

BURR, Peter, a judge, and afterwards chief 
justice of the supreme court of the state of 
Connecticut, In 1711. 

BURR, Jonathan, a native of England, came 
to America, in 1639, and was settled in tlie lul 
nistry at Dorchester ; he died in 1641. 
BURR, Aaron,pastor ofthe presbyterian churrh 
at Newark, N. J., in 1743 ; elected president of 
Princeton College in 1748, died in 1757. He ukt 
distinguished for his learning, 4cc., and publish- 
ed occasional discourses, 4cc. 

BURRILL, John, speaker ofthe house of re- 
presentatives of Mass., and menj>er of the couji- 
cil, died in 1731. 

BURRILL, James, a native of Providem«, 
and a distinguished lawyer of ihat place, was 
attorney general, and judire of tiH< rv^r'.-in'^ court 
of Rhode Island, and at the ti&M U his death- 
in 1830, a senator in congress. 
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BUllRINGTON, George, proprietary jfov* 
ernor of North Carolina, wa$ dismiued from 
the office for his vices, and afterwards mur- 
dered in England, about 17345 

BURROUGH, Edward, a naUve of West- 
moreland, obtained from Charles Ilf the sus- 
pension of the persecution against the qoakers 
m New England.' 

BU lULOUGHES, Jeremiah, « nonconfonnlst, 
Ikecame preacher of Stepney and Crlpplegat« 
churches, and died in 1646. 

BURROUGHS, George, a minister of Salem, 
Alaas., one of the victiius of the witchcraft de* 
tasion, in 109S. 

BURROW, Sir James, master of the ctawrk- 
filftce, and some time preaident of the Royal So- 
ciety, published four yolumes of " Reports,** 
ftnd a volume of " Decisions of the Court of 
Kr»g*s Bench upon Settlement cases, from 1733 
to 1773, (to which was subloined " An Essay on 
Punctuation,'*) and died Nov. 5. 1783. 

BURT, John, minister of Bristol, R. I., o^ 
dained in 1741, died 1775, a sound divine. 

BURTONi Henry, an ecclesiastic, bom at 
Blrsail, In Yorkshire, made B. D. at Oxford,was 
clerk of the closet to nrlnce B^ry, and after bis 
death, to Charles. His writings are all contro- 
versial, and generally full of invectives. He 
died in W48. 

BURTON, William, author of <* A History 
of Leicestershire,** bom at Lindley, in that 
connty, In 1S7S, died in 164& 

BURTON, Robert, known lo the learned by 
the name of Democrltus, Jani^r, was brother 
of the preceding, and bora also at Lindley, Feb. 
8, 1576, dietf Jan. 16ad-40, He was a man of 
general learning, a great philosopher, an exact 
mathematician, and (what makes up for the pe 
culiarity of Ills character) a very curious calcu- 
lator of nativities. He was extremely stiTdlous, 
and of a melancholy turn ; yet an agreeable 
companion, and very humorous. "The Anato- 
my of melancTioly,** by Democrltus, Junior, ae 
he calls himself, sliows that these seemingly dif- 
ferent qualities were mixed together in his com- 
position. Tliis lK>ok was printed first in 4to, 
1<B1 , after\\-fii ds many times in folio, to the great 
profit of the bookseller, who, as Mr. Wood tells 
us, ffot an estate by it " Burton upon Uelan- 
choly,** says archbishop Herring, (Letters, 1777, 
12mo,) " is an author the i^easantest, tlie most 
teamed, and the most fuU of sterling sense.— 
The wits of qneen Anne*s reign, and tlic begin- 
ning of Geoige L, were (he adds) iK>t a little 
beholden to him.** Dr. Fcrriar, in " Memoirs 
of the Literary and Philosophical Society of 
At anchestcr,** published 1793, and in " Illustra- 
tions of Sterne,'* published 1799, hiis detected 
in this book the "Source of many of Sterne's 
most admired writings. S^ also an able critic 
on this subject, in the Ettropean Magazine, for 
Oct and Nov. 1*^. 

BURTON, William, an cxceUent critic and 
antiquary, died In 1657. 

BURTON, William, a physician, but better 
known as author of ** A History of the county 
of York,** 2 vols, folio. He was bora at Ripon, 
in 1697, and died at York, in 1,799. 

BURTON, 'John, a learned divine, bom at 
Wembworth, in Devonshire, 1696, died in 1771, 
leaving some Ingenious writlnn, collected under 
the title of " Opuscula Mi8CelT«n(>a.'* 

BURTON, Ezeklas, prebendary of Norwich, 
eminent for his Icamiuirand pipty,dicd in IQP.i. 
His di.<!Conr!>G8 were |1llbli^h«?d bj' TlllotFoii. 

BURY, Arthur, D. H. at (ho'rt-storaiion. lit- 



obtained a prebend of Exeter, snd In 16$5, 
was made cnaplain to the king.' 

BURY, Elizabeth, daughter of Captain Law- 
rence, excelled in ner knowledge of mathe- 
matics, and the learned languages ; she died 
in 17305 

BURZUIE, a learned Persian philosophet 
and physician, in the reign of Chosroek, sux^ 
named Nuschirvan the Just. 

BUS, Cesar de, a native of Cavalllon, atonad 
for the irregularities of his youth, bv a p)«us 
life, devoted to the reformation or the cleigy. 
He died In 16Q7. 

BUSB£QUIUS,or BUSBEC, Angar Gislen, 
bora at Commines, a town in Flanders, in 15S3 
In 1554, he was appointed ambassador at Con 
stantinople, where he acquired a perfea know* 
ledge of the state of the Ottoman empire, and 
the trae means of attacking it with success ; on 
which subject be composed a very Judiciousdlt* 
course, enUtled, ^* Dere militari contra Turcam 
institueuda consilium.'* He died in Oct 150B. 

BUSBY, Richard, bom at Lutton, In Llncohi- 
shire, 1606. In 1640, he was appoinled master 
of Weatmlnster school ; and, by his skill and 
diligence In this most laborious and important 
office, for the space of 55 years, bred up tlie 
greatest number of emirient men in church 
and state, that ever adorned at one time any 
age or nation. This great man, after a long and 
healthy life, the consequence of his chastity, 
sobriety, and temperance, died April 6. 1693^ 

S^ed 89, and was buried in Westminster Abbey, 
e had composed several books for the use of 
his school, and had the reputation of being • 
very severe disclplAarian. 

BUSCH£1*T0 DA DAUCHIO, an emlnen* 
architect and mechanic of the llth century. 

BUSCHING, Dr. Anthony Frederick, an emf 
nent German, author of " A New Treatise of 
Geography,** which has been translated into 
several languages, and particularly into £ngUi«h, 
in 6 vols. 4to. He died at Berlin, in May» 17ua, 
agedC9. 

BUSCKTUS, Herman, a German scholar, 
wrote some Latin poems, and commeutariss on 
claBsical autliore, and died in 1534. 

BUSIIELL, Thomas, a native of Worcester- 
shire, a zealous royalist, and master of the loya) 
rolnea in Wales, died in 1674. 

BUSLEIDEN, Jerome, a statesman, bi ths 
service of Charles V., died In 1517. 

BUSSIERE, John de, a learned Jesuit, au- 
thor of n history of France, Ilc, died in 1678. 

BUSS Y, Roger Rabutin, ctmnt of, a French- 
man, memorable for wit ard misfortunes, was 
bom in Burgundy. April 3, 1618. He wrote 
many works, salirjcal. historicali and moral ; 
but £s chiefly known by his " Letters,** which 
are much esteemed. He died hi 1603. 

BUTE, John, earl of, viscount, and baron 
Mountstuart, Sec. Hhs noUcoian was, in 1763, 
appointed prime minister. The nation being 
nearly exhausted by a long and expensive, 
though successful, war with France, he con* 
eluded a peace, and then retired to enjoy a «ife 
of leamed leisure. He was a loverand encou- 
rager of learning and learned men, especially 
when genius and respectable character wera 
united in the same person. It was on tbis prin- 
ciple that he asked and obtained of his miyesty 
a pension of 3002. a year for Dr. JuhnFoiu 
Among many instances of his love to the arts, 
the earl of Bute printrd, at his own expen»e, a 
botanical work, in 9 4:o. vols.. ofpUints appttr- 
laliiing only to Rtig'ai..^ in-.f Weepies wi>»^ 
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quired toine distinction as a poet. HemdUliiicd 
a volume of sermons, and died in Yi9S. 

BUTTS, Sir William, a pliysician to Henry 
VIII., one of the founders of tiie Royal CoU^e 
of Physicians. 

BUXTON, Jedediah, a man of roost cxtraoz 
dinary natural talents for calculation, born ai 
Elmeton, a village in Derbyshire, 1705. He was 
never taught to read or write ; but could, by the 
force of memory, solve in a very short time tlie 
most complicated questions respecting the mul- 
tiplication, division, reduction, &c., of figures; 
yet, beyond mere calculation, his ideas were 
hardly above those of Infancy. He died about 
1775. 

BUXTORFF, John, the name of two leaiyieil 
professors of Hebrew at Basil, father and son, 
who are allowed a place among those of the first 
rank for rabbinical learning. The father died 
in 1639, the son in 1G64. 

BUXTORFF, John, nephew of the precedinjc, 
succeeded him in the Oriental chair of Basu, 
land was esteemed for bis extensive erudition. 
He died in 1732. 

BUY DE MORN AS, Claude, bom«t Lyoiw, 
authorof a valuable atlas of geography and hit 
tory, died in 1783. 

BUZANVAL, Nicholas Choart de, a French 
prelate, relinquished the profession of law for 
the church, and died in 1679. 

BUZOT, Francis Nicholas Leonard, one of 
the heroes of the French revolution, born in 
1760. 

BYEFIGLD, Nathaniel, a native of England, 
settled in Bristol, Rhode Island, and died In 1733. 

BYFIELD, Nicholas, a native of Warwick- 
shire, who wrote some voluminous tracts on 
divinity ; he died in 1C32. 

BYLES, Mather, D. D., a poet and political 
writer of some note, minister in Boston, wb^ro 
he was born in 1706. 

BYNiEUS, Anthony, a native of Utrecht, 
skilled in classical and historical learning, died 
in 1698. 

B YNG, George, lord viscount Torrington, wan 
born in 1663. His eminent abilities as a naval 
commander raised him successively to the high 
offices of rear admiral of England, treasurer of 
the navy, and first lord of the admiralty. He 
was father of the unfortunate admiral John 
Byng, who, after having given njany proofs of 
courage, was, on a dubious sentence for neglect 
of duty, shot at Portsmouth, March 14, 1757. 
His lordship died In 1733. 

BYNKGRSHOEK, CorneUus Van, professor 
of law at Leyden, 4cc., authorof Observatioiit 
on the Roman Laws, &c., died in 1743. 

BYRD, William, a native of Virginia, died 
about the middle of the last century. He col- 
lected a very large and valuable library. 

BYRGE, Justus, an ingenious mathematician 
and instrument-maker in France, flourished at 
the end of tlie 16th century. 

BYRNE, William, a very distinguished land- 
scape engraver. His best performances are. 
The Antiquities of Great Britain, after Heartw; 
Viewsof the Lakesafter Farlngton; and Smith'l 
Scenery of Italy. His chief excellence consist- 
ing in his aerial perspective, and the general 
effect of his chiaro-oscuro, be was more agreea> 
biy and more beneficially employed in finishing 
than in etching; and hence he generally worked 
in conjunction with his pupils; to whom his 
btrong recommendation was, to study nature, 
Vivares, and tbe liest exam^es of the rreneb 



Brinted; tbe expense of which amounted to 
iMOf. Copies were presented to tbe queen, to 
tbe Imte dutcbeas of Portland. M. de Buifon, lady 
Susan Mackensie, lady Banks, and lord Mr«unt- 
■tuart. Those remaining were reserved for le- 
gacies, and the plates were destroyed. His lord- 
■bip died March 10, 1792. 

BUTLER, William, a physician, bom at Ips- 
wich. Some anecdotes are recorded of him, 
which exhibit bim as a capricious madman ; be 
died in 1618. 

BUTLER, Charles, a native of Hampshire, 
nntbor of a popular work on bees, called tbe 
feminine monarcliy, &c.,^ied in 1647. - 

BUTLER, Samuel, a poet of a very singular 
cast, born at Strensham, in Worcestershire, 
1612. He lived some time, (though it is not 
known in what capacity,) with Sir Samuel 
Luke, a gentleman of an ancient family in Bed- 
fordshire, and a fkmous commander under Oli- 
ver Cromwell. While be resided in this gentle- 
man's family, it is generally supposed that be 
planned, if he did not write, the celebrated 
" Hudibras ;** under which character it is 
tbought he intended to ridicule that knight. 
When this poem became known, it was neces- 
sarilv admired : the king quoted, tbe courtiers 
studied, and the whole party of tbe royalists 
applauded It. Every eye watched for tbe golden 
shower which was to fall upon tbe author. But 

firaise was his whole reward. It is reported, 
ndeed, that the king once gave him 300 guineas ; 
but of this temporary bounty we find no proof. 
He died September 25, 1680 ; and was buried at 
the private expense of a Mr. Longueville, of the 
Temple, in the church*yard of Covent Garden. 
About 60 years afterwards, Mr. Barber, a printer, 
mayor of London, and a friend to Butler's prin- 
ciples, i>estowed on him a monument in West- 
minster Abbey. In the mist of obscurity passed 
the life of Butler, a man whose name can only 
perish with his language. The mode and place 
of bis education arc unknown ; the events of 
bis lifb are variously related ; and all that can 
be told with certainty is, that he was poor. • 
BUTLER, James, duke of Ormoud, a very 
celebrated statesman and warrior, in tbe reign 
of Charles II., to whose restoration be materi- 
ally contributed. He was born in London, 1610, 
•nd died in 1688. 

BUTLER, Joseph, bishop of Durham, a pre- 
imte of most distinguished piety, bom at VVan- 
tage, Berks, 1692. His deep learning and com- 
pretaensive mind appear sufllciently in his writ- 
ings, particularly in a work entitled, " The 
Analogy of Religion, natural and revealed, to 
the constitution and course of Nature.** He 
died in 1752. 

BUTLER, Thomas, earl of Ossoiy, son of the 
preceding, was confined in tbe tower eight 
months by Cromwell. After tbe restoration, 
he abashed shaftsbury, by an exertion of bis 

Sowers in the vindication of his father. He. 
led in MHO. 

BUTLER, Alban, a Roman catholic, director 
of the English College of St. Omer's, died in 
1782. 

BUTLER, Richard, a brave officer during the 
war of the revolution, killed at the defeat of 
General St. Clair, in 1791. 

BUTLER, Thomas, a brave ofl^cer in the re- 
volutionary war. In 17§7, he commanded in 
Tennessee, and brought the Indian war to a suc- 
cessful termination. He died in 1805. 
BUTT, George, D. D., an English divine, ac- 
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teliiool. Among the pupils of Mr, Byrnei.wef 



know no one who has done more credit either 
to hifl instructer in the art, or to hiraself, than 
Mr. Landiieer, engraver to hig late majesty. Mr. 
Byrne died September 24, 1805. aged €8. 

B YBOM, John, a poetical writer, and inventer 
of a new system of short-hand, born at Kersal, 
near Manchester, 1691, died In 1763, 

BYRON, Lord George Gordon, an English 
nobleman, distinguished as the greatest poet of 
the age in which he lived, author of " Childe 
Harold,** '.' Don Juan,*' and other poems, died 
at Missolonghl, while assisting the Greeks in 
ibeir glorious struggle for freedom, in April, 
1834. 

BTTHNER, Victorinus, a native of Poland, 
eminent for his knowledge of Hebrew, died in 
1G64 

BZOVIUS, Abraham, a learned Polander. 
The chief of his works is^ ** A Continuation of 
BaroniuB* Annals from 1196 to IffSS. * He died 
tnl637.

CAB, Ben Zohatr, an Arabian poM. the oppo- 
nent, and afterwards the friend, of Mahomet ; 
died m the first year of the hegira. 

CABADES, or COBAD, a king of Persia, de- 
posed, but afterwards recovered his authority, 
which he left to his son in 531. 

CAB ANIS, Peter John George, a French phy- 
rician, the associate of Mirabeau, and one of the 
council of 500 during the revolution, died in 
1808. 

CABASILAB, Nilus, archbishop of Thesa- 
tonica, wrote against the supremacy of the pope; 
he was 8uccee<ied by liia nephew, Nicholas, in 
the 14th century. 

CABAtSSOIiE, Philip de^ chancellor and 
chief nainister of the queen of Sicily, and cardi 
nal d* metropolitan of Constantinople : died in 
1372. 

CABAdSUT, John, professor of the canon 
law at Avignon, died in 1685. 

C ABEL, Adrian Vander. of Riswick, eminent 
as a painter ; he died in 1695. 

CABESTAW, or CABISTAING, William 
de, a poet, murdered by the husband of his mis- 
tress, who eat his heart unlcnowins^y, and died 
whhgiief. 

CABOT, John, a Venetian, who first dis- 
covered the continent of America, in 1497. 

CABOT, Sebastian, son of the preceding, ac- 
companied his father in his voy8ge,,ii«1l497; and 
afterwards made several voyages; he died in 
1557. 

CABOT, George, an eminent statesman, was 
a member of the United States* Senate from the 
state of Mass., and president of the Hartford 
Convention. He was distinguished as a man of 
great strength of mind, of sound and correct 
Judgment, of unsullied honour, and the strictest 
'ntegrity, and was the friend and associate ofl 
Washington. 

CABOT, Vincent, author of " LesPoiitiques, 
In 4 vols., of the 14th century. 

CABRAI'. or CABRERA, Pedro Alvares, a 
Portuguese, sent, In 1500, by king Emanuel, with 
a fleet to the East fndfes. He was driven upon 
the coast of Brazil, and gave the name to Santa 
Cruz. 

CADALOUS, a bishop of Parma, made pope 
Vudcr the title of Honorius II., died in 1604. 

CADAMOSTO, Lewis, a famous Venetian 



navigator, born in 142S, visited tiM Madebaib 
the Canaries, &e. 

CADMUS, king of Thebes, who brou^^t H 
letters into Greece. The poets say that he led 
his country in quest of his sister Europa, and 
wont into BcBotia, where on« of his company 
was devoured by a dragon« which Cadmus slew, 
and sowed its teeth in a field, whence sprung 
up an army of men who destroyed one another. 

CADMUS, a Milesian, autlior of a history of 
India. 

CAD06, founder of some churches in WaIca, 
In the 15th century. 

CADOG, a bard (rf* the 6Ui century, called tha 
Wise 

CA%OGAN, William Bromley, a respected 
minister of St. Giles', Reading, and St. Luke*s; 
died in 1797. 

CADWALADYR, last king of the Britons, 
in 660 he was conquered by the Saxons. 

CADWALADYR, Cesail, a Welsh bard of 
s(^me merit, in the 16th century. 

CADWALLADER, , an eminent physi- 
cian of Philadelphia, and among the first who 
wrote on medical subjects: flourished about 
1740. 

CADWALLADER. John, a brigadiei^general 
in the American army, during the revolution, 
died in 1786. 

CADWALLON, prince of North Wales, de- 
feated by Edwin of tUngland, in 690. 

CADW6 AN, a prince of South Wales, waa 
assassinated in 1110. 

CiEClLIANUS, bishop of Carthage, was ez 
pel led from office by a council, in 311. 

CiBCILIUS STATIUS, a comic poet in tlia 
age of Ennius. 

CifiLlUS AURRLIANUS, or, as some have 
called him, Lucius Celius Arianus, an ancient 
phyrsician of Sicca, atown of Nnniidia, in Africa. 
We are obliged to him for the knowledge of 
many dogmas which are not to be found but in 
his books *^ De celerlbusettardis Passionlbas.** 
He wrote, as he himself tells us, several other 
works; but they have all perished.This, however, 
which has escaped the ruins of time and barba 
rlsm, is highlv valued as being the only monu- 
ment of the Medicina Methodica which is ex« 
tant.. He. is allowed Ir^ all to be admirable in 
the history and description of diseases. Le Cierc 
places him in the 5th century. 

CiESAR, Caius Julius, an illustrious Roman 
general and historian, bom 98 B. C. By his va- 
lour and eloquence he acquired' the highest re- 
putation in the field and in the senate ; beloved 
and respected by his fellow-citizens, he enjoyed 
successively every magisterial and military ho" 
nour that tlie republic could bestow, consistent 
with its own free constitution ; bnt, at length, 
having subdued Pompey, the great rival of his 
growing power, Ms boundless ambition efihce<l 
the glory of his former actions ; for pursuing hlr 
favourite maxim, "that he would rather be the 
first man in a village, than the second in Rome,** 
he procured lilmself to be chosen perpetual die* 
tator; and, not content with tliis unconstitu- 
tional power, his ftiction had resolved to raise him 
to the imperial dignity, when the friends of the 
civil liberties of the republic rashly and basely 
assassinated him in the senate-house, where ttuj 
should only have seized him, and brought him 
to a legal trial for usurpation. By this Impoli- 
tic and treacherous measure, they defeated theit 
own purpose, Involving the city in constcmatlos 
land terror, which produced general anarchy'

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tli'd pared the way to the revolution that they 
Wftntod to prevent ; for, after his death, the re- 

Jmbllc^ though for some time it preserved the 
dnns of liberty, became an absolute monarchy, 
the constant fate of all governments, whatever 
freedom they might once have, when luxury 
and profligate manners have grown universale 
The activitv of Cesar's spirit was such, that, 
M he himself said, " he thought nothing done, 
while there was any thing left to do.** How- 
ever, amidst all his toncerns, civil and military, 
he found time to be the author of many works : 
none of which have been preserved from the 
ravages of time, except seven books, "De 
Bello Gallicoi" • 

CiESAR, Sir Julius, a learned civilian, bom 
near Tottenham, in Middlesex, 1557, died 1639< 

CJESARALPINUS, Andreas, an eminent 
philosopher and physician, born at Arezzo, 
lU9, died in 1603S 

CAFFA, Melchior, a distinjguished sculptor, 
who adorned the churches of Rome and Italy, 
died 16b71 

CAFFARELLI DU FALAGA, Ni. a French 
officer of great courage ; died in 1801f 

CAFFIAUX, D'. Joseph, a native of Valen- 
ciennes, a writer on history, music, &cf 

CAFFIERI, Philip, an eminent sculptor, of 
Rome, died in 1755i 

CAOLIARI, Paul, a most excellent painter, 
born at Verona, in 1632i He was styled by the 
Italians, jR pittor fehce, " The happy painten" 
There is scarcely a church in Venice which 
has not some piece or other of his : and his pic- 
ture of The Marriage at Cana, in the church of 
8t( George, is to he distinguished from his 
other works, as being not oiuy the triumph of 
Paul Veronese, but almost the triumph of 
painting itself: He died of a fever at Venice, 
In 1688, and had a tomb and statue of brass 
erected in the church of Stf Sebastian! 

CAGLIOSTRO, Count Alexander, a man so 
csJIed, but whose real name was Joseph Balsa- 
mo, was bom at Palermo, 1743. His whole life 
was a series of the most astonishing cheats, 
mummeries, and impostures : and his ingenuity 
ill every species of fiction ana deceit exceeds au 
hat has been recorded in the annals of aucient 
or modern roguery. For some enormities in 
Rome be was committed to the castle of St. Au- 
gelo, in wbich he died toward the end of 1794. 

CAGNACI, called Gaulassi from hisdoforml- 
tj, an Italian painter of the 18lh century. 

CAGNATI, Marsilio, a physician of Verona, 
■etUed at Rome, professor of philoaopby, in the 
age of Paul V. 

. CAHAGNBS, James, professor of medicine 
at Caea, died in 1612. 

C AHlJSAC, Lewis de, a Frenchman, author 
of the tragedy of Pbaramond, and some ro- 
mances, died in 1759. 

CAIAPIIAS, th^ high-priest who condemned 
our S avio ur, and afterwards committed suicide. 

GAIET, Peter Victor Patma, a Frenchman, 
doctor of the Sorbonne, who from a Calvanist 
became a Catholic : he was author of a valuable 
chronology, and died in 1614). 

C AIET AN, Constantino, a Benedictine, editor 
of the works of Peter Darien, died at Rome, iu 
1650. 

CAIETAN, a cardinal, bom in 1468, at Caleta, 
a town in the kingdom of Naples. His proper 
name was Thomas de Vio ; but he took that of 
Caietau, from th« place of his nativity. He gave 
a literal tEaoslation of the Old and New Testa- 
Bents, f««mi the originals ; excepting Solomon's 
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Song and the Prophets.which he had begun,btii 
did not live to proceed far in ; and the Rcvela^ 
tions of St! John, which he designedly omitted; 
saying, that, to explain them, it was necessary 
for a man to be endued, not with parts ana 
learning, but with the spirit of prophecy. 

CAILLER, Nicholas Lewis de la, a French 
mathematician and astronomer, friend of Cas- 
slni ; died 1792. 

CAIN, the eldest son of Adam, who slew 
his brother Abcli 

CAIRO, Francisco, an eminent painter of 
religious subjects, bom at Milan, in 1598! 

OAIUS, or KAYES, Dr.John, a distinguished 
English physician, author of several Teamed 
woiks, died in 157$: 

CAIUS, John, poet-laureat to Edward IVf 

CAIUS, Thomas, a distinguished- linguist in 
England, prebendary of Sarum, died in 1572.* 

CAIUS, a Roman saint, made bishop of 
Rome in 2835 

CALABER, an ancient Greek poet, author

CALABROIS, Matibias Preti, a painter, of 
Calabria, died at Malta in 1609. 

CALAMir, Edmund, a yery eminent divine 
among the non-conformistB: Dom at London.

CALAMY, Bei\)amin, an eminent divine and 
excellent preacher, died vicar of St. Lawrence 
Jewry, 1686.

CALAMY, Edmund, an ealneat divine among 
the non-conformists ; made t). D. by the univer- 
sities of Scotland.

GALANDRUCCI, Qiaciiitbo, a painter, of 
Rome, died in 1707. 

CALANUS, 03 Indian brahmin, who burned 
himself before Alexander, 325 B. C. 

CALAS| John, an unfortunate merchant, of 
Toulouse, unjustly condemned, on the charge 
of murdering bis own son, in 1762. 

CALASIO, Marius, a Franciscan, at Rome • 
asthor of a valuable concordance of the Hebrew 
Bible, published in 1631. 

CALCAGNINI, Cello, a native of Ferrart, 
and a distinguished scholar, died in 1540. 

CALCAR, John de, an eminent painter, at 
Naples, died in 1546. 

CALDERINI, Domizio, bom at Tons, pro 
fcssor of ^Ues lettres, and translator of Pausan- 
ias into Latin ; he died in 1478. 

CALDERONI DE LA BARCA, Don Pedro 
a celebrated Spanish officer, ecclesiastic, and 
dramatic writer. In the latter character, he 
may, perhaps, deserve the name of the Spanish' 
jShakspeare. He flourished about 1640) and Iiia 
dramatic works make 9 vols. 4to. 

CALDERWOOD, David, a famous divino of 
the church of Scotland, and a distinguished wrt> 
ter in behalf of the presbyterians, in the nth 
century.

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CALENDARIO, PhUip, celebrated for the 
ttoiticoee wbicb be erected round the palace of 
Bl Mark, at Venice, about 1354. 

CALENTIUS, Elisius^ a poet and philoao- 

Bier, praceptor of Frederic, son of the king of 
aplee, and autbor of many works ; be died in 
IMS. • 

CAL£PINO,or DA CALEPIO, AmbroMi a 
native of Bergamo, autbor of a vocabuJary of 
the Latin tongue ; died, blind, ta 1511. 

CALIAVIKI, Iioca, an Italian painter, wbo 
•xcetted in aea views, landscapes, 4lc; died in 
1715. 

CALIGULA, the Roman emperor and tyrant, 
bagan his reign A. D. 37, with every appear- 
ance of becoming the real, not the titular, fattier 
of his papple : but at tbe end of eight months be 
was sSzed with a fever, which, it is supposed, 
left a frenzy upon his mind, for his disposition 
totally changed, and he committed tbe most a- 
trocious acts of impiety, cruelty, and folly ; such 
as proclaiming his horse consul, feeding it at his 
table, introducing it to tbe temple in the vest- 
ments of tlie priests of Jupiter, and causing sa- 
crifices to be ofiered to hiniaelf, bis wife, and his 
horse. After having murdered many of bis sul)- 
Jects with his own hands, and caused others to 
be put to death without any offence, he was as- 
sassinated by a tribune of the people, as he 
came out of the ampbitlieatre, A. D. 41, in the 
SJ^th year of his age. 

CALLARD, John Baptiste, a celebrated au- 
thor, and professor in the university of Caen, 
died in 1718. 

CALLENDERj Elisha, minister of the 1st 
Baptist Church, Boston ; of a peaceful dlBposi- 
tion, and exemphiry life. 

CALLENDER, John, an eminent Baptist 
minister and writer.in Rhode IsJaiid; be publish- 
ed a history of Rhode Island, and died in 1748. 

CALLIACH, Jificholas, brofessor of belles 
Icttres at Padua, died in 1707. 

C ALLICRAtIDAS, a Spartan general, who 
perished in a naval battle, 405 B. C. 

CALLIERES, Francis de. an eminent states- 
man and poet, in the time oi Lewis XTV., died 
in 1717. 

CALLIMACHTJS, an ancient Greek poet, 
bom At Cyrene, a town in Africa; but when, we 
cannot precisely determine. Suidas relates 
tliat CaUiroacbus wrote above 800 pieces, of 
which we have now remaining only a few 
hymns and eirtgrams. 

CALLIMACHtJS, of Corinth, an arcbltec^ 
and inventor of tbe Corinthian order, flourbhed 
about 540 B. C. 

CALLINUS, of Ephestis, an ancient Greek 
poet, tbe inventor of elegiac verse, flourished 
about 776 B. C. 

CALLIPFUS, a celebrated Atbtofan astro- 
nomer, tbe first observer of the revolutions of 
ediDses, flourished 336 B. C. 

CALLI8TBENES, a phltoeopher, disciple 
and relation of Ailstotle, by whose denre he ac- 
companied Alexander the Great in his expedi- 
tions ; Imt proving too severe a censurer of the 
hero's conduct, be put him to tbe torture (on sus- 

Eiclon of a treasonable consfdracy ,) imder which 
o died 3 88B. C . 

C ALLISTTJS, Johannes Andronicus,a native 
of Thessalonica, and professor of philosophy, at 
Constantinople, in 1453 ; he died in France. 

CALLIXTUS L, elected pope, in 909 ; he suf- 
fered martyrdom four years anerwards. 

CALLIXTUS n., Guy, pope, in 1 llO.held the 
first Lateran council, and died ii* 1134. 
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CALLIXTUS UL, elected pope in 1455; h$ 
was a learned and pious man, and died In 1498. 

CALLIXTUS, Geone, a Lutheran divine, 
professor at Hemstadt, founder of the sect called 
CaUixtins ; he died in 1656. 

CALLOT, James, a famous engraver, bom 
at Nancv, in 1503. Evelyn, who was a very 
good judge of his merit, speaks of him as one 
who '* gave tbe utmost reputation to his art of 
which it is capable ; an4 attained, if ever any 
did, to its sublimity, and lieyoud which it seems 
not possible for human industry to reach.*' lie 
died in 1636. 

CALMET, Augustin, a Frenchman, born in 
1673, died 1757. He was a man of vast erudi- 
tion, and a wonderfully voluminous writer ; aa 
witnesseth the following list.

CALONNE, Charles Alexander de, an emi- 
nent French statesman, successor to Necker, as 
comptrollergeneral 6f finances ; he died in 1803. 

CALOVIUS, Abraham, a native of Bruns- 
wick, divinity professor at Radstock, died in 
1686. 

CALPRENEDE, Gautier de la, autbor of 
some curious romances, died in 1663. 

CALPURNIUS, a Sicilian poet of the 3d cen- 
tury, author of seven eclogues. 

CALVART, Denys, a painter, of Antwerp, 
whose pictures are admired for dignity and taste, 
died in 1619. 

CALVERT, James, a non-conformist, of 
York, an author, and instructer of some note, 
died in 1606. 

CALVERT, Geoi^e, a statesman, bom al 
Kipling^ in Yorkshire, 1563, died 1633. He ob- 
tained rrom Charies L, a patent, to him and his 
heirs, for Maryland, in tlie north of Virginia. 
He was private secretary to Sir Robert Cecil, 
afterwaros principal secretary of state ; but, be> 
coming a Roman Catholic, the king continued 
him only as a privy oounseUor, and made him 
Baron Baltimore. 

CALVERT, Leonard, brother of Cecelius 
Calvert, the proprietor and first governor of 
Mar^'^nd, in 1633. 

CALVERT. Benedict Leonard, was governor 
of Maryland in 17S7. He resigned the ofiice 
five years afterwards, and died on his return to' 
England, in 1733. 

CALVERT, Philip, was governor of Mary- 
land from 1660 until 1663. 

CALVERT, Charles, son and heir of Lord 
Baltimore, was povernor of Maryland in 166Si .

CALVI, Lazaro, a famous painter, of Genoa, 
1b the 16tli century 

CALVIN, John, one of the chief reformers 
of the church, in the 16th century, bom at No- 

Sn, in Picardy, July 10, 1509, died Hay S7, 
M. He was a man wliom God had endowed 
with very eminent talents; a clear understand- 
ing, a solid Judgment, and a happy memory : 
lie was a judicious, elegant, and tndefat^ble 
writer, and possessed of Tery extensive learn- 
ing, and a great zeal for truth. His extreme ri- 
Kur, however, procured him many enemies, 
deed, it very ill became a reformer to defend 
(as he did) the burning of heretics. 
' CALVISIUS, Sethus, a German, distinguish- 
ed as a chronologer, bom in 1599. 

CALZA, Antonio, a painter, in the 17th cen- 
tury, pupil to Carlo Cisnani. 

CAHARGO, Maiy Ann Cupl de, a celebrated 
stage dancer, who exhibited at Brussels and Pa- 
ris, died in 1770. 

CAMASSEI, or CAM ACE, Andrew, an Ita- 
lian painter, who studied under tlie S^cchies, 
died in 1657. 

CAMBACERES, N., an eloquent preacher, 
made archbishop of Rouen, died in 1808. 

CAMBAT, a French musician, who first in- 
troduced operas into France, died in 1677. 

CAMBIS'VELLERON, Joseph Lewis Domi- 
nic, marquis de, a French nobleman, born in 
1706, distinguished for his writings. 

CAMBRIDGE, Richard Owen, an elegant 
English poet, critic, and miscellaneous writer, 
was born in London, in 1717, and educated at 
Eton school ; whence he removed to St. John's 
College, Oxford. His poetical works are nu- 
merous ; but the most celebrated of them is a 
mocit-heroie poem, called " The Scribleriad," 
In six books ; the object of which is, to expose 
to ridicule false taste and false science : it is a 
masterly piece of humour, and should be read 
as much for instruction as amusement. He also 
wrote 32 papers in that well-known periodical 
collection or essays, called "The World," and 
died September 17, 1802. Tn 1803, a complete 
eoUeetion of his works was published by his son. 
In one volume 4to., and very well received. 

C AMBYSES, king of Persia, after Cyrus ; be 
was cruel and vindictive ; 529 B. C. 

CAMDEN, WilHam, one of the most illus- 
trious men of his age, born at London, May 2, 
1591. The work which has immortalized his 
name, is his " Britannia;*' beine " A History of I 
the ancient Inhabitants of Britain, their Orifgln, { 
Manners, and Laws," which appeared in 1586, 
la Latin. Tn 1593, he succeeded Dr. Edward 
Grant, as head master of Westminster school ; 
and in 1597, published a new Greek Grammar, 
entitled "Grammatices Grsce Institutio com- 
pendlaria, in usum Regie Schohe Westmonas- 
tmiensls,'* which was received in ail the public 
schools of England : and its author was, the 
same year, promoted to be CIcrencieux king at 
arms. In 1604, he published his " Remains of 
a greater work concerning Britain, the Inhabit- 
ants thereof, their Lani^ages, Names, Sur- 
names, Empresses, wise Speeches, Poesies, and 
Epltaphes." This was a collection of things 
which had been communicated to him while he 
was gathering mi^rials for his " Britannia." 
In 1615, Camden pubUshed, in Latin, bis Annab 
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VBA. A historical lecture was founded by him 
[at Oxford ; and, by foreigners, he has been styled 
the Pausanias of England. 

CAMDEN, Lord. See PRATT. 

CAMERARIUS, Joachimus, an exceedingly 
learned German, bora In 1500. Vosius calls him 
^The Phoenix of Germany." He died in 1575. 

CAMERARIUS, Joachim, a German, devoted 
to the study of medicine, botany, &c., died In 
1598. 

CAMERON, John, a Scotchman, professor of 
Greek at Glasgow ; he was considered favounk* 
ble to the catholics in his writings, and died in 
1625. 

CAMIIiLA, daughter of king Metabus, cele- 
brated by Virgil for her valour. 

CAMILLUS, Marcus Fucius, an ilhistrious 
Roman, banished on suspicion of peculation 
died 365 B. C. 

CAMOENS, Lewis, a celebrated Portuguese 
poet, called the Virj^l of Portugal, from his 
much admired poem, " The Lusiadas, or Con- 
quest of the Indies by the Portuguese,** was l«ora 
at Lisbon, in 1527, and died in 1579, to the eter- 
nal reproach of his countr^'men, miserably prior 
and unregarded. His puem was, a few years 
iiince, admirably translated into English by W 
J. MIckle, Esq. 

CAMPANELLA, Thomas, an Italian phi- 
losopher, of great eminence, who was perse- 
cuted by rivals, and put to the torture, but waa 
rescued by Richelieu, died in 1639. 

CAMPANO, John Antonio, a poor shepherd, 
who afterwards became a professor at Perugia, 
and a bishop, wrote the life of Braccto, and dird 
in 1477. 

CAMPANO, Novarese, an Italian, author of 
commentaries on Euclid, in the 13th century. 

CAMPBELL, John, first minister of Oxford 
Massachusetts, died in 1761. 

CAMPBELL, Lord William, governor of 
the province of South Carolina, was mortally 
wounded in an attack on Sullivan's Island, in 
1776. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, an Englishman, be- 
headed as a traitor, at Edinburgh, in 1661. 

CAMPBELL. Archibald, son of the preceding 
was condemned for seditious measures, and be 
headed in 1685. 

CAMPBELL, George, D. D., professor of 
Church History at St. Andrews, published seve 
ral works, and died in 1757 

CAMPBELL, Dr. John, an eminent histori - 
cal, biographical, and -political writer, bom a* 
Edinburgh, March 8, 1707-8. Among many othei 
works, he was either sole author of, or princi 
pally concerned in, the following : " The Mill 
tary History of Prince Eugene and the Duke of 
Marlborough ;" *' Ancient Universal History;* 
" Lives of the English Admirals;" " Hcrmippiu 
Redivivus; or, the Sage's Triumph over Old 
Age and the Grave ;" " Voyages and Travels,' 
2 vols, folio; " Biographia Britannica," (Ir 
which work his papers may be known by thf 
initials E. and X. ;) " The Preceptor ;" " Pre 
sent Slate of Europe ;" " The Modem Univer 
sal History;" and " A Political Survey of Bri 
tain.*' Dr. Campbell died December 28, 1775. 

CAMPBELL, Dr. George, an eminent divinf 
and theological writer, of Scotland, principal 
and professor of divinity in the Marischal Col 
lege and University of Aberdeen, bom in 1719, 
died April 6, 1796, leaving several valuable 
works; the chief of which are, " A Dissertation 
on Miracles,** «* PhilosopAiy of Rhetoric," and 
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■''A N«w Tcaoiltliott of the Four Gotp«to fnNn 
the Greek, with Preliminary DisBertatioiia and 
Noles,*' A&c pubjiflhed in 1789. 

CAMPBELL, Colin, a Scotch architect, au- 
t|ior of " Vitmviiu Britannicuq," in 3 vok., 
died in 1734. 

CAMPBEIfL, John, 3d duke of Argyle, and 
fhike of Greenwich, a distinguished miiitaipr 
character in the time of George L, died in 
1743. 

CAMPBELL, Archibald, a learned bishop of 
/.herdeen, autb^ of seyeral celebrated works, 
i*Jed in 1744. 

C.\MPEGGIO, Irf>ren»>, a Roman cardinal, 
rent to England to settle the affairs of Catha- 
ruie'a dlvoree, died at Rome, in 1530. 

CAMPER, Peter, a celebrated physician and 
naturalist, of I^eyden, autiior of 6 vols. 8vo. on 
|>lMlaeopby and natural history, died in 1780. 

CAMFHU TSEN, Dirk, a painter, of Dorcum, 
dpunent in landscape pieces, bora in 1386. 

CAMPi, Bemardin, an Italian painter, ef 
eminence, died in 1584. 

CAMPI, Gaief^ce, an Italian paintertWlio 
excelled in miniaturee and history, died in 1536. 

CAIiPI AJKtEdmund, a learned English writes, 
who became a Romancathelic,and was banged 
for aid»g the caase of the pope, in 1581. 
' CAMPISTRQM, Jean Gaibert, a distinguished 
French dramatic writer, died in 1723. 

CAMPO, Antonio, an Italian iustorian, of 
eminence, in 1585. 

CAMPS A, Andrew, of Aix, greatly admired 
f<K his musical compositions, died in 1744. 

CAMPS, Francois de, a native of Amiens, au 
thor of dissertatione on medals, died in 1723,. 

CAMPSON, Gauri, an able, and humane sul- 
tafi of Egyptk slain in battle with the Turks, in 
1516. 

CAMUS, John Peter, a French prelate, and 
eloquent preacher, author of several pious ro- 
mancef, died in 1653. 

CAMUS, Stephen la, an exemplaiy doctor <^ 
'.oe Sorbonne, and. bishop of Groioble, died in 
1"W. 

CAMUS, Antoine )i^ a physician, and author 
•f several medical w«rks, died at Paris, in 1772. 

PAMUS, Charles Stephen Lewis, a learned 
FVench mathematician, died in 1768. 

CAMUSAT, Nicholas, a learned French au- 
thor, of Troyes, 4ied in 1655. 

CANANl,.John Baptist, a native of Ferrara, 
piofesBor of medicine, said ^ have discovered 
the valves of the veins, died m 1590. 

CAN AYEvPhilip, sieur du Freene, an am- 
bassador of Henry IV., of France, died in IGIO 

CANDAULES, king of Lydia, murdered by 
Gyges, 718 B. C. 

CANDIAC, John I-ewis Eliz. de Montcalm, 
a child of extraordinary powers in France, read 
I^atin at /bur^ and Greek and Hebrew at six ; 
he died in 1796. 

C A NDITO, Feter,a historical painter, of Bru- 
ges, 1548. 

CANEAU, or CANGHAH, an Indian philoso- 
pher, |»hys{cian, and astronomer. 

CAN^R,' Hienry, D. D., minister of King's 
C^pel, Boston; ^e published some sermons, 
and nied in England, in 2793. 

C ANGE, Charles du, a celebrated French his- 
torian, critic, and antiquary, bom in 1610, died 
in 1688. 

CANGIAGO, or CAMBISI, Lewis, a cele- 
brated painter, of Genoa, died in 1S5. 

CANINI, Angelo, a lewned Italian lingiiist 
aiM author, died in ISS^ 
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CANIS^VB, Henry, professor of canon taw nt 

llngolstadt, an author of eminence, died In J6O0. 

CANITZ, baron of, a popular poiet and states- 
man of Germany, died in 1G99. 

CANN, John, an Englisluuan, author of & 
BiUe, with marginal notes. 

CAN AMARES, John, a peasant of CataloiUat . 
who, in a fit of Insanity, attacked king Ferdl- 
naadt and nearly killed him : he was strangled ia 
1402. 

CANO, Alonso, a native of Gre* .ada, eminent 
as a painter, sculptor and architect, died in 67& 

CANO, or CANUS, Melchior, a native of To* 
ledo, bishop of the Canaries ; died 1560. 

CANOVA, Antonio, the most eminent sculp- 
tor of the age, died at Venice, in 183S. Hie 
statues areowned by the rich and noble through- 
out Europe, and are highly valmd ; one, of Wasli- 
ington, is at Raleigh, N. C. 

CANTACUSIENUS, Johannes, a celebrated 
Byzantine historian, muf.h esteemed as the 
author of a " History of fi\<* Own TUnes,'* in 
four books. Besides t1ii« h «w>ry, he wrote also 
some theological works ; particularly " An Apo- 
logy for the Christian Religion waUist that «»f 
Mahomet," in four txraks. He died 1411, aged 
above 100 yeank 

CANTARINI, Sbnon, a painter, pupil and 
friend of Guido, died in 1648. 

CANTEL, Peter Joseph, a Jesuit of Caux, 
eminent as an author, died in 1579. 

CANTEMIR, Demetrius, bom in Tartary 
1973 ; died 17^ He was author of some con- 
siderable works. 1. " A History of the Rise 
and Fall of the Ottoman Empiro,*^ in Latin 2. 
" The system of the Mahometan Religion.'* 3. 
" The present state of Moldavia," In L«Un, with 
a large map of die country. 

CANTEMIR, Antiochus. son of the above ; 
bom at Petersburg, 1710 ; died 1744. The Rus- 
sians before him had nothing but some barba- 
rous songs; he was the first who introduced any 
civilized poetry among them. Besides a trans- 
lation of Anacreon, and the Epistles of Horace, 
he gave them, of his own. Satires, Odes, and 
Fables. He also made several foreign works 
known jto them ; as, 1. *< The Plurality of 
Worlds;" 2. »« The Persian Letters i" 3. »^The 
Dialogues of Algarotti upon Ligt>t," &c. 

CANTERUS, William, a diaUnguished lin- 
guist of Utrecht, who wrote several philological 
works ; he died in 1575. . 

CANTON, John, an inaenious and very 
eminent English natural philosopher, bora at 
Stroud. ClottQestershlre, 1718,4lied 1,772. 

CANTWELI^ Andrew, an eminent practi- 
tioner and writer on medicine, of Tlpperary, 
died in 1764. 

CANUS, or CANO, 8 Spaniard, who accom . 
panled Magellan round the world. 

CANUTE, a king of Denmark and Norway, . 
also ^vereign of England ; he died in 102S. 

CANUTE, Of KNUD, sumamed the Great, 
king of Denmark, took part of Eitgiand from 
Edmund ironsides, and afterwards scixed the 
whole kingdom ; he dted hi 1035. 

CANUTE, rV., king of Deninarlc, a liberal 
benefactor to the church, slain by one of bis 
subjects, in 10£7. 

CANuTI, Dominico, a self-tanght ttaUan 
painter of eminence, died In 1678. 

CAPACCIO, Julio Cesare, autlior of a history 
of Naples, and was tutor to, prince Urbano ; h9 
died in im. 

CAPASSO, Nicholas, of Naplee, profeesor of 
Idvil law, and a poet ; he died m 1743 
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■ "CAFECIO, Scfpfo. a Neapolitan Latin poet 
and law professor at Naples, in the 16th century. 

"CAPEL, Arthur, lord, a virtuous nobleman, 
who9e attachment to the cause of Charles I 
prt»veri his ruhi ; be was beheaded in 1648. 

CAPELf Arthur, ear! of Essex, ambassador 
t9' Denmark, &c. mtirdered by some one un 
known. 

- OAPELL, Bdwsrd, a gendemen koowii as an 
editor of Shakspeare's works, in 10 vols. 8to., 
and the author of three lar^e Tofumes, in 4to. 
under the title of " Notes and various readings 
of 'Shakspeare ; together with tlie school or 
Sbakspeare, or extracts fro<n divers English 
books that were in print in the author's time 
evidently showing from whence his several 
Fabiea were taken, and some parcel of his dia- 
logue,** Ac. Besides the works already men- 
tioned, Mr. Capell was the editor of a volume 
o^ ancient poems called " Prolusions ;** and the 
atterer of ** Antony and Cleopatra,** as acted at 
l>rnry Lane, In 1758. . He was born at'Troston, 
near Bury, m Sullblk, June 11, 1713, and died 
Feb. 24, 1781. 

CAPELL A'iKtardanus'Minius Felix, a Latin 
poet of the 5th centtiry. 

CAPELLO, Bianca, a Venetian lady, an adul- 
tmss, mistress, and afterwards wife of Francis, 
the grand duke of Cosmo's son , she was poison- 
ed 1)y her brother-in-law, in 1587. 

CAPELLUS, Lewis, an eminent French pro- 
testant and learned divine, bom nt, Sedan, a 
town in Champagne, about 1579. He was so 
very deeply skilled in the fiebretf, that the 
learned bishop Hall calls him the great oracle 
of all that studied Hebrew in France. His prin- 
ctpttl work is " Cirftica Sacra," a collection of 
various readiRgs and errors, Whicb be tliou^t 
were crept into the copies of the Bible through 
the fault of the transcribers ; it must hare been, 
however, a work of prodigious labonr, since the 
author acknowledges that he had been 36 years 
about it, Capellus died 1658. 

CAPILUPUS, CamiUus, an Itaf(«itt trrltey, 
who puMlshed the stratagems of t^h^rles IV. 
against the Hugonots. 

CAPILUPUS, LteliuSfbrdtherof the pn>ced-. 
ing, Author of some Latin poems, died in 1560'. 

C APISTRAN, John, a famous preacher in the 
Roifnish Cburch, and perseoiitorof the Hassftes,, 
died about 1356. 

CAPISUCCHI, Blasiu^, distinguished htm- 
Be|f at the siege of Mctters against the Hugo- 
nots, in 1560. 

CAPISUCCHtjPanl, a canon oif theTattcaii, 
and employed by the pope in the cetehrated di- 
vorce of Henry V in. ; he died In 1539. 

CAPITO, Wol&ang, a German protestant di- 
vine, author of aH^brew grammar, died in 1543.

CAPRANXCA, "Nicttdias, a learned ItaUanJoxibrd.

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secretary to poiie Blarisn V^, Mehop and eardi 
nal ; died in 14^. 

CAPRI AT A, Peter J(An, a Genoese, amhor 
of a history of Italy, ffem 1613 to 1660. 

CARACALLA, Marcus Aitrel Antonln, • 
cruel Roman emperor ; assassinated in 917. 

CARACCI, Lewis, Augustine, and HannibaL 
celebrated painters of the Lombttrd school, and 
all of Bologna, in Italy, flowrisiied in the lOtb 
century. Had the Caracci had.no reputation of' 
their own, yet the merit of (heir diwiBles, in the 
acadenty whieh they fonnSed, wofild have ren 
dered their name illustrious in succeeding tftneil* 
among these were Oeido, Bbminicliino, Lan* 
franco, iScc. 

CARRACCIO, AntlNAiy, a R<Hnan noUenaii 
of the 17th century, author of some tragedies, 
and an admired epic poem in 40f-antee. 

CARACCiOLl, John, secretary utdfavomita 
of Joan II., queen of Naples. 

CARACCiOLl, Robert, a noMe ecdetfostic, 
biiAiop of Aquino, eloquent as a preaotier and a 
politician ; lie died in 1495. 

CARACCiOLl, Lewis Anthony a native of 
Paris, of a noble fbmlly, author of '4 vols, of let* 
tefs, pretended to be the eorrespor lence of €^an 
ganeill, pope Cleraenc XIV. 

CARACTAC17S, a ftamoas kinjz of the an- 
cient Britons, called Silures, (inhabiting Soutli 
Wales.) Havii^ valiantly defended his coontiy 
against the Roitfanb for seven years, he wav 
at length defeated, and, flying to Cartismuudi, 
qneen of the Brigariti, (inliaft>ifants of York- 
shire) was l)y her treacherously delivered ap to 
the Romans, and led in triumph to the emneror 
Claudius, then at York ; where his noble Delia- 
viout, and heroic, tmt pathetic speech, obtained 
him Yiot only his libeity, but the esteem of the 
emperor, A. D. 52. 

CARADOG, a British historian, who wrote^ 
history of Wales, died In 1156. 

CARAFI, a Mahometan doctor, author of a 
defence of Mahomet, died in 684 of the hegira. 

CARAMUBL DE LOBKOVITSH, J<AA, • 
natiye of Madrid, bishop ; afterwards ageneral, 
and then again a monk, fie was possessed of 
great powers, and died in 1'<!83. 

CARAVAGtO,'MiCtiaet Angelo Amerlgida, 
lin Italian painter, distinguished for' his adher- 
ance to nature; he died in 1609. 

C AR AUSIUSj a native of Flanders, \rliQ, ex 
citing the jfealon^ of Maximittn, -fl«id to BHI 
tahi, and proclaimed himself emperor : be was 
assassinated in 293. 

CARiyAN*,' Jerom, Bphysiaan, and'oneof the 
most tngenlous men of his age, was bom at Pa-' 
Via, tA 1501. He speaks in Ma writings, of iris 
own good and bad. .qualities with a franlmest ' 
that shows a mind of a very peculiar cast ; and 
believes himself under the care of a partieuhtr 
genius. He wrote a very great number of books^ 
and died in 1575. 

CARDI, Ludovici, an admiied painter, of Ita- 
ly, died in 1613. 

CA1lI)ONNE, Dionis Dominic de, » French- 
man, keeper of the MSS. In the royal UBfary, 
Paris, died in 1783. 

CAREtV, George, eftrl of Totness. bom In 
Devonshire, in 1557, and died 1099. He wrote 
a work entitied ** Pacata Hlbemia, or tlie His* 
tory of the late Wars in Ireland.** Besides this

He wraie ** Tbe Contrivan- 
ces,*' a fbrec; ** CbretMMilioMmtheiogos,** o 
mock tragedy ; ** Tbe Holiest TorksMreifeian," 
a farce; «* The Dragon of Wantley/* and aiber- 
wards a sequel to H, entitled ** The Dragonam;** 
b6th-whlch were esteemed true bu rl e wf ae s upon 
the ftaltali opem. He was at length reduced to 
cfreumstanees of dlstrem ; and, about 1744, in a{ 
fit of desperation, lAid violent heads anon hlm^ 
self, and put a period ID' a life which bad bean 
led without reproach. It is to be noted, and it 
is somewhat singular in such a eharaoter, tbat 
in af I his sotiss and peeass en *wlne, love, and 
such kinds of subjects^whieh are very numerous, 
he seems to have manifested mi Invicrfabie re- 
gard for decency and ipood maaners.

He was author of a " 'Lecttire «n Mi- 
micry,** which he dellverbd with good sncecw, 
atid of several light dramaiie perlbmwnces. 
He also puMlshed, in ITW, some eoisrcalaiag 
sketches of tbe diffi^m watering places of Eng- 
land, and died to hi^ 64th year, July 14, 1807. 
He was a posthumous child, and iobevlted the 
misforttnes of Ml father ; but he InheriKd also 
bis talents in a great degree, though tliey took 
aiMHther direetien. B« inherited too his moim 
qnatitieit ; tot thodgh he ihote a vast mwiber of 
lyife eompoelAtMit;tbey aieall iatended to awa- 
kan patrlotle, geaaroos, and amiable MKNlona.

"king of Paris, died in»7. 

CABINUS, Marcus Auielius, was investaA 
by his father, tbe emperor Carus, wiUi tbe puc« 
pie, and killed three years after. 

CABLETOJS. Sbr Dudley, an English statea- 
maift and poUtlcal writer, boro at Baldwin 
BiightweU, in Oxfoi^bhire, in 1573, died 1631 , 

CABLETON, George, a native of Northum» 
beriand, bishop of Landafl; and member of th« 
qmodofOert. He died in 1688. 

CABLETON, Guy, Lord Dorcbastar, a di»- 
tinguisbed Bsitiab officer, in America, succeaMf 
toBirfieniyCUntoOfinlTSai be died in £u|- 
hud. in 1606. 

CABLINl, Agostlno, R. A., an eminept ita* 
tuary, and keeper of tbe royal academy of Loo- 
don. He WW a adtive of Genoa; went early 
in life to fingtaad ; and waa an artist of nrei^ 
ceiabilty, for the skill and grace with which m 
executed dapery. Diad Aug. 14, 1790. 

GABLOMAN, eldest won of Charles Mortal, 
saeceeded him In the kingdom of Austraaia, in 
741.~Anotber, the son of Lewis the German* 
king of Italy, and emperor.— Another, biotbar 
of £ewi8lll.,aad sole king of France, in 88S» 
diodin8B4. 

CARI^ONE, John, a Genoese painter, who 
excelled hi the art of foreshoirteoiiig, died in 1630. 

CARLOS, Don, son of Phittp, Una of Spain, 
deformed in bis penon, and violent In bis tem- 
per; hewucondemiiedtodeathforexoitingaB 
inaurrection, in IMa 

GABLYLB, Joaeph Dacre, vicar of Newcas- 
tle, and profiBssor of Arabic, at Cambridge, dis- 
tinguished himself greatly by bla proficiency in 
Orienial litentnte, and died at his vicarage, 
April 18, 1804, BtfoA 4&. 

OARHATH, an imposmr, who, in 891, oppo- 
sed the doctrines of Mahomet, and advanced 
others ciqually imstilutuftil- 

CARMICHAEL, Gerrbom, a native of Glas , 
gow, professor of moral phitosopbyi died in 173? 

CARMICHAiai, Fi«derifi)<soa.Df tjie pre- 
ceding, settisd as aclergyman at Edinburgh. H9 - 
pQbilshed a vohime of sermons which wen ad- 
mired, and died in ITU. 

CARNEADBB, a cdebmted Greek phUoser- 
pfaer. Hhi death is placed in the fourth y enr of 
tlie aOU Olnnplad. Plntareh has preserved tne 
following apothegm of Caraeades: *'Frincm 
leara neiUng weU bat riding ; for their masters 
flatter them, and tlioae who wrestle wltb thorn, 
suffer themselves to be thrown ; but a horse coo* 
siders not whether a private ma» or a.prince, a 
poor man or a rfcb, be on Ua back; and if hia- 
rider cannot rule him, he throws him.*' 

CARO, Hannibal, a verv celebrated Italian 
poet, andesafor, bora atCivita Nuava« in 1507* 
lie translated Virgirs " iEneid'* into his owA 
ianfnage,very detteately and faithfully; in short 
Witt auch parity of style, and prppriety of ert 
pifssdon, that tbe best judges did not suppose 
him toJwve Alien the least short of his originaL, 
He translated also Aristotte's " Rhetoric,'^ an4 
" Two Orationa of Gregory Nasicnsen,'* witli 
a ** Dteeoorse of Cyprian.'* He wrote a come- 
dy likewise, wbfebBalxac has spoken well of, 
and a miscellany of his oridnal poems wm 
printed at Venice, hi 1JW4. His sonnets hav«. 
been deservedly admired. He died in 156& 

CARQLAN, ' a most celebrated Irish

on many ooeasioas, proved bisaedf a truly mi*» 

Msical geniua. Inllmhaiimangof tte laplc«^ 
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mry, Lord Mayo brought from Dublin a cele- 
brated Italian performer. Carolan, wbo was 
at that time on a visit at bis lordship^s country- 
teat, found himself greatly neglected, and com- 
plained of it, one day, in the presence of 6cmi< 
ntani. When you play in as masterly a man- 
Iter as be does,** said bis lordship, *' you shall 
not be overlooked.** Carolau wagered with the 
musician, that although he was almost a total 
stranger to Italian music, yet he would follow 
him in any piece that he played ; and that he 
would himself afterwards play a voluntary, In 
which the Italian should not follow htm. The 
proposal was acceded to, ond Carolan WIU vic- 
torious. That Carolan was as fine a poet as he 
was a musician, may l»e seen in the Genu Maga- 
zine, Ixxxiv. pt. S. p. 90. 

CAROLINE, daughter bf John Frednritr, 
margrave of Brandenburg AnsfMUih, waserown- 
ed queen of England, In 1737. Slie is spoken 
of in high terms, as a woman, and ruler. 

CAROLINE AMELIA ELIZABETH, con- 
•brt of George TV., of England, died August. 
1682 Having been separated from her husband 
soon after their marriage, her character was 
most unjustly traduced, by the friends of the 
King ; but two rigid examinations of her con- 
diMt, if they did not attest her innooence, enti- 
tle her to commiseration, as the object of base 
and cruel persecution. 

CAROLOSTADT, or CARLOSTADIUS, 
Andrew Bodenstein, professor of divinity, and 
minister, at Basil. He espoused, in the fullest 
extent, the tenets of Luther, and died in 1541. 

CAROTO, John Francis, an Italian painter,' 
wLo died in 154ft. 

GAROTO, John, brother and pupil to the pre- 
ceding. Paul Veronese was his pupil. 

CARPENTER, Natiwniel, dean of Ireland, 
a man of great leamiiqf, particularly in mathe- 
matics. He wrote on geography and philoso- 
phy, and died in 1635. 

CARPENTER, Peter, an eminent French 
writer, who assfsted in the edition of the Gioa- 
■ary of Ducange, In 6 vols, folio ; he died in 1767. 
GARPENTISR, N. a native of Beauvais, a 
great calculator and ariUi'metician. He wrote 
some treatises on his profession, and died in 1778. 
CARPI, Ugo da, a painter, cdebrated for the 
iHscovery of painting in chiaro-obacttio died in 
1900. 

CARPI, Girolamo, an Italian painter, who 
fanitated Corregio*8 manner with great success, 
died in 1556. 

CARPONE, Jnlio, a Venetian painter, cele* 
brated for his bacchanals, triumphs, and sacri- 
fices, died in 1674. 

CARPOCRATES, a heretic of Alexandria, 
who revived and improved tlie gnostic tlieory, 
lAiOutiaO. 

CARPZOVIUS, Benedict, an able professor 
of law at Wittemberg, died in IG34. He left 
fbur sons, each of them eminent as professors^ 
divines, or writers ; and one of these left a son, 
wbo was also a man of great leamhig. 

CARR, Robert, a 8cotchnr^ raised by James 
I to the title of duke of Somerset He murdered 
Sir Thomas Overbury, and died in 1638. 

CARR, John, L. L. D., an usher, and after- 
wards master of the school at Hertford, and 
Known as the translator of Lucian, died in 1807. 
CARRA, John Lewia^ a French demagogue, 
fbr a time popular with the republicans of Paris. 
His party was proseribed by Robespierre, and 
to was- hurried to the guiilot&ne in 1793. fie 
MM the author of man^motkB .

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CAMtANZA, BartlMrimMW, arebUsbop ot 
Toledo. He was acnused of heresy, and seal 
to Rome, where be died in 1576. He wvp « 
learned and virtuous man. 

CA RRE, Lewis, an able matberaaticianymeBi* 
ber of the academy of sdeneeaat Pans, and pa 
pil of Malebrancbe, died in 1711. 

CARRERA, Peter, a priest of Sicily, author 
of a treatise on chess, in4to., and bf a hkttsry of 
Catana, died in 1647. 

CARRIER, John Baptist, a member of tlM 
French national convention, and one of the 
most atrocious among tbem. He invented new 
modes of torturing the- innocent inliabitants of 
La Vendee, aad came to the guillotine in 1704* 
CARRIER, Thomas, remarkableforlongevity . 
died atColcbeeter,Conneeti6ttt,in 1735, aged i69i 
CARRIERA, Rosa Alba, a Venetian portrait

CARRIERES, Lewis de, a catholic, priest* 
who publi^ed a French commentary <m thfl 
BiUe, in S4 vois., died tn 1717. 

CARRINGTON, Edward, an officer of the 
army during the American revolution, who, m 
quarter*fflaster»i;eneral under General Green% 
rendered important services to tlie southem 
army.

CARROUAGES, an artist, of Favia, wb« 
made a clock which would, stoike fire, and light 
a lamp. 

GAR8TARES, William, a Scotch divine «n4 
political writer, who Iws left Bonu* valuablf 
" State Papers** ithistratfcve of Scotch history. 
He was born atCatfacart^ near Glasgow, in IGtt^ 
and died in 1715. - 

CARSUGHI, Rainer,'a Jesuit, in Tuscany, 
known as Che awttfaw oC^aa elegant peem in 
Lattejon the art of writing well ; he difd in 1700^ 
CARTE, Thomas, a very learned English hi» 
torinn, bom at Clifton, Warwickshire, in 168& 
His moat important works were. ** T-he Histon 
of the Life of Jam^, duke of Orroond, from bn 
birtii, in 1610, to bis death, in 1688,*' in 3 vola. 
folio : and a " History of England,*' in 4 large 
fbUo volumes. Notwithstanding our author's 
peculiar opinions and prejudices, his history is 
undoubtedly a work of^ great merit in point of 
information. It is written with eminent exnct* 
ness and diligence, and with a perfect knowledgf 
of original authors. Mr. Carte died in 1754. 

CARTEIL, Christopher, a naval officer, sen' 
by Queen Elizabeth, in company wiUi Drake 
to the West Indies, where lie displayed great 
courage and intrepidity ; he died in 1593. 

OABTBR, Francis, F. S. A., author of " A 
Journey from MJH^ga to Gibraltar," 8 vo-a. Bvo- 
died August 1, 1783. 

CARTER, Eliaabeth, a venertible umameai 
to literature, of the female sex, was daugliter (»f 
the Rev* Dr. Nicholas Carter, and bom at Deak 
In Kent, December 17, 1717, died in I^ndon, 
February 19, 1806. Mia. Carter k as an admira- 
ble Greek and £iatin scholar, wiote French and 
Italian with great fluency and elegance, and wai 
conversant in the German, Span^i, and Portu- 
guese. She was author of Noe. 44 and 100 of 
The Rambler, and published a volume of her 
poems about the year 176S, Teplcte with attii 
wit, chaste philosophic fancy, and !!armony of

' CARTW^RIGUT, John,comraonly called Ma 
jor> distinguished himself by his nllantry while 
youngvDslieutaMiitof theBiiiiiwnanO'; hoes 
poosed the cause of America, ia 1774, in several 
wovfcs of talent; in 1776^ declined, on principle, 
a very advaatageow proposition to accompany 
Lord Huwc ia his expedition against tbe oolo- 
niea ; and down to the time of his death, in 1824, 
was a aealoo«i and able, though petbaps some- 
times an intemperate, advocate of reform in tbe 
Englbdifovfimmest.

CARY, Thomas, lieutenanfrflovemor of N 
Carolina, was reaaoved from omce, wd after 
wards sent to England for trial, for attcmpiliiff 
to excite a rebellion about 1700. 

CARY, ThoBMs, flBhnisler of Newbnrypoit, 
Mass., lie published soma semKms, and died is 
1616. 

CARYL, Joseph, one of CfomweU*s €\mw 
lains; author of a tcdioua commentary on Jon, 
in 3 vols. 4to. ; disd in 1673. 

CARYLL, John, was secretary to queen Mar^ 
the wife «f Jamea il., and followed the ftmants 
of his abdicAtbig master, who Kwarded him 
first with knighthood, and then with tbe hoaor- 
ary titles of earl Caryll and baron Dartford. 
How long he coniimied in that service is not 
known ; but he waa in Eogtend in the reigii of 
queen Anne, and was author of two plays ; 1.

CASAS, Banholomi de las. a Spaniard and 
bishop of Chiapa, bom at Seville, 1474. At 10 
he attended his father who went with Colum- 
bus to tbe Iadics« in 1403. Upon hu return, he , 
became an ecclesiastic, and a curate in tfa« isle 
ofCubajbiUquiuod bis cure and his country, 
in order to devote himself to the service of the 
bidlans, who were then enslaved to^ the most 
ridtcuious superstitions, as well as tbe most bar- 
barous tyranny. The Spanisii governors had 
long since aiadocliristianity detested by tiieir un- 
heard-of cmelties, and the Indians trembled at .

died in 1713. His conspiracy of Cataline is "" " 
greatly adjnired. 

CASSANA, brodier of the jtreceding. was 
einlnent in draining beasts and birds. 

CA8SANDEB, king of Macedonia, died 304 
B. C. 

CASSANDER, George, an eminent French 
divine, who was long ens;aged in the fraitlcss 
laboni' of reconciling the catholics and protes- 
tants, died in 1566. 

CASSANDER, Priineis, a Frehchman, who 
Was an able translator of the Greek and Latin 
classics, died In I6d5. 

GASBANDRA, Fidele, a Venetian lady, of 
great leaminr in ithilosopfay and the languages, 
died, aged m, in 1567. 

C A&SENTINO, Jacobodi, an eminent painter, 
tlte founder of ihe Florentine acad^oy, died in 
1356. 

CASSERIO, Julio, rose from a state of pover- 
ty, to be professor of jinatomy and medicine at 
I^adua. He was first taken, as a domestic, into 
the family of Fabrlcius, who instructed him ; he 
died in 1616. 

CA80I AN, a monk, of the 5th centurjr, who 
wrote some works, and founded a monastery at 
Marseilles. 

CASSIBELAN, or CABSIYELAUNVB, a 
king of Britain, at the time of the inrasion of 
Julius Cesar. 

C ASSINI, Johannes Dominicua, a celebrated 
astronomer, bom in Piedmont, in 1635. At the 
age of 15, the senate invited him to tench mathe- 
matics at Bologna. He was mode astronomer 
royal of France in 1669, and after enriching sci- 
ence with a thousand new discoveries and ob- 
servations, died in 1712. 

CASSINI, John James, son of the nre^eding. 
Inherited the talcQts and fame of his father, and 
took liis place as royal astronomer of France. 
His works were in high estimation, and are va- 
luable at this day; he died in 1756. 

CASSINI DE XHURY, Caimr Francis, suc- 
cessor of John James^ bom in 1714, distinguished 
for his eafly and rapid ptogi c ss in science, died 
In 1784. 

CA8iiBlt^IK)RU8, Maitus Aurelius, a man of 
eminence in many respects, and called, by way 
of distinction, " the senator,^* was tiora in Italy, 
about 463. His principal wrtllngs are, " De Di- 
vinia f^ectionibus,** »*Dc Orthograpbia,*^ and 
" De Rebus Gestis Gothorum.^' ' He wrote also a 
commentary upon the Psalms, and several othcrj 
pieces, theological and critical, and died at near| 
300 years of age. 

CASSIUB, Caiua, brother-in-law of Bratua, 
one of Cesar^s murderers. He caused one of 
his slaves to kill hlm> that he might not iaJi into 
the hands of his enemy, 42 B. C. 

CASStUS, Longinus X«ucius, a Rcnnan magis- 
traia of ereat Integrity, 115 B. C. , 

CASSIUS, Avidius, a Roman general, who 
proclaimed himself emperor, ami was socm after 
assassinated. 

CASSIUS, ParmensiSj.a l^'atia poet, put to 
death by Augustus. 
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CASSIUS, Severus Situs, a Roman

CASTAGNO, Andrew del, a pointer, of Tus- 
cany, who assasrinated Dominico de Venise, 
from whom he obtained the secret of painting in 
oil.

CABTAI DI, Co^lelt1U^ an eminent poet, fan 



He founded a college nl 
Padua, where he died hi 1537. 

CASTALIO, Sebastian, born at ChatlUon, on 
the Ithone, in 1515. His works are very con- 
siderable, on account both of their quality an4 
tlreir number ; tbey discover great knowledgn 
of tlie Latin, Greek, and Hebrew languages, and 
are chiefly on Btriptural subjects. He diod In 
1563. 

CABTEELS, Peter, a painter, of Antwerp. 
He published 12 plates of birds, designed and 
etched by himself, and died in 1749. 

CASTEL, Lewis Bertrand, a Jesuit and ma* 
ihematlcian, of Montpelier. He piiUished a 
system of matliematics-, a treatise on gravity, 
and on optica ; all higli^ esteemed : be died in 
1757. 

GABTBLli, Edmund, a divine of the 17ll| 
century, and compiler of a very learned and in* 
borioas Work, called ** Lexicon Hepta^otton.* 
He was also eminently assistant to Dr. Walton, 
in the celebrated edition of the "Folyglott Bi^ 
ble,*' and died in 1085. 

CABTELLI, iBeraard, a Genoese painter and 
engraveiyof eminence, died in 1G29. 

CA-8TCLLI. Valerfo, son of the preceding, 
was particularly skilled in painting battles, and 
died in 165D. 

CASTELLI, Benedict, a native of Brescia* 
who assisted Galileo in his astronondeal obier> 
vations, died in 1644. 

CA8TELNAU, Michael, ambassador in the 
service of Charles IX. of France. Memoirs of 
his embassies are published, in 8 vols. UAio ; he 
{died in 15B3. 

CA8TELNAU, Henrietta Julia de, wift of 
count de Murat, authoress of several irieaslof 
and elegant works, died in 1716. 

CASTELVBTRO, Lewis, an Italian critic, 
famous for hie partt, but more famous for his 
spleen and ill-nature, was bom at Modena, In 
1505. He distinguished himself chiefly by his 
" Commentary upon Aristotle's Poetics ;** where, 
Rapin assures us, he alwas^s made It a rule to ' 
find sAnethIng to except against in the text of 
Aristotle. He died In 1571. 

CABTf, r abbe, an Italian poet, author of 
peveral works of merit, died in 1863. 

C ASTIGLIOIHK, Joeeph, a native of Ancona 
distin guis hed as apoet aw) critic, died In 1616. 

CABTIGLIONe, Balthazar, an eminent Ita! 
ian nobleman and poet, was bom at Mantua, in 
1478. He applied himself to the stndy of paint- 
ing, sculpture, and architecture, as appears fVom 
a book that he wrote in favour of those arts. ' 
and made so great a ptogress in thorn, that Ra- 
phael Urbin and .BuonarottI, though incomparn' 
Ue artists^ Aever diought their works perfect, 
unless tiiey bad the approbation of Castiglione. 
He <fied in 1539. Besides his incomparable ' 
book, " The Courtier/* in which woi;k we mav 
perceive how intimate be was with the Greek 
and Latin authors, (having gleaned together t\w 
0nt flowers of their wit, and treasured up, <» it 
were, in a single casket, the richest Jewels of 
antiquity,) lie composed many Latin and Tus-' 
can poems, which, with some of his letters, ai% 
placed at the end of the En^ish version of '* The 
Courtier," published at London, in 172t. 

CASTIGLIONE. Benedict, aa eminent Ital- 
ian engraver, bom in 1016, died, in 1670- 

CASTIGLIONE, Francisco, son and ptipil of 
the preceding, and equally respectable as a ' 
paimer. 

CASTtLE, Alphonsus X. of/who has com- 
monly been called *' The Wise,*' was Wn la 
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place was besieged by the Runivns : die brldt* 
groom was kiiled, and the victor, general Bauer, 
flmirten with her beauty, made her bis mistress. 
Prince Mentshicoff next beheld her, and she 
lived with liim a short time. — in Uie 17th year 
of her age, she became the mistress of Peter tlie 
Great, who, on tlie 29th of May, 1711, married 
her privately in Poland, and the 20th of Feb., 
171$, publicly solemnized the marriage, at Pe- 
tersburg, and presented her with the diadem and 
sceptre. At his ;,death, in 17S5, she was pro- 
claimed sovereign empress of ail the Russias. 
and, to her dcatli, the 17tb of May,1797,shovved 
herself worthy of her high fortune. 

CATHARINE XL, empress of Russia, a wo 
man of roost extraordinary natural talents ttv 

governing a state, and civilizing a rude nation ; 
ut of insatiate lust, and unl>oundcd ambition ; 
to the indulgence of which latter passion, she 
waded through blood, flowing from the slaugh- 
ter of thousands and tens of thousands. She 
was bom May 2, 17S9, and married in 1745, to 
tlie grandson of reter the Great. Having caus- 
ed her husband to be deposed (if not worse dealt 
with) in 1762, she was proclaimed empress. She 
died suddenly, in November, 1796, and was suc- 
ceeded bv her only son Paul Petrowitz, the fa^ 
ther of Alexander I., the present emperor of 
Russia. 

CATHAUrNUS, Ambrose, an Italian, bishop 
of Minori. He wrote i^ainst Luther, and died 
in 15S3. 

C ATI LIN A, Lucius Sergins, a noble Roman, 
whose extravagance reduced him to narrow cir- 
cumstances, and Iiaving been refused the con- 
sulship, became leader of a conspiracy to mur 
der the consuls and senate of Rome, rifle the 
public treasury, and burn the city: which con- 
spiracy was discovered by Cicero, at that time 
consul, &l B. C. He wasylain in battle the same 
year, on the plains of Tuscany. 

CATINAT, Nichola-i, an illustrious French 
general, under Louis XIV., born at Paris, 1637, 
died in 1712. 

CATINEAU, N. a brave man, who beaded 
the Vendeans during the revolution ; he fell at 
the slejie of Nantes. 

CATO, Marcus. Portias, commonly ^called the 
Censor, born at Tiisculum, In the year ot Rome, 
519 ; that is, about the year 232 B. C. No man 
was ever better qualilfied than he for the oflice 
of censor,, nor could better discharge the duties 
of it. He made use of his severity, eloquence, 
and exemplary life, to give a check to the luxu- 
ry and growing vices of ihe Romans; which, 
gave occasion to say, that he was not less ser- 
viceable to the republic of Rome, by making 
war against immorality, than Scipio,by his vic- 
tories over his enemies. He wrote several 
works : " A Roman Historyj" a book " con- 
cerning the Art of War,** and one on " Agricul- 
ture,** and died in the year of Rome 604. 

CATO,.Uticensis, great grandson to the for- 
mer, was educated under hia uncle Llvins Dru- 
sus, and very early showed valour and genero- 
sity ; having, at .14 years old, desired a sword to 
kill the tyrant Bylla. He was a lover of philo- 
sophy, in which he rigidly foiloTVedthe doctrines' 
of the siolcs ; this furnished him with that bra 
very of soul which he manifested on all occa- 
sions. His first. campaign was In 681, against 
Spartacus: afYerwards he led ITXX) foot into 
Asia, where, for the small number of liis attend- 
ants, .he was laughed at, but was never moved 
with it ; returning, he was made quostor, which 



1803, and is now more famous for having been 
an astronomer ttian a king. He understood as- 
tronomy, phikMOphy, and history, as if he had 
been only a man of letters, and composed books 
upon the motions of the heavens, and on the 
history of Spain, which are highly commended. 
He died in 1334w 

CASTILLO, Ferdinand de, a Dominican, of 
Spain, who wrote an account of his order; be 
died in 1593. 

CASTILLO- Y-SAAVEDRA, Antony del, a 
Spanish painter, who- died of grief, because he 
was excelled. In 1667. 

CASTRIES, N., marshal de, an able French 
general, who served in the aeven years' war, 
died in 1800. 

CASTRO, Alpbonso de, a Spanish Francis- 
can friar, who went to England wiUi Philip U. 
He was an able preacher, and died in 1558. 

CASTRO, John de, a nniive of Lisbon, a dis- 
tinguished military ofiicer, afterwards, governor 
of the East Indies, died in 1548. 

CASTRO, Paul de, professor of law at Flo 
rvnce, Bofctgno, Sieanaj and Padua, died in 
1437. ' 

CASTRUCIO, Castracani, m celebrated gone 
r^, found, when an infant, in a heap of leaves, 
in Tuscany. He rose to the highest rank of 
military fame, and died in 1328. 

CASWELL, Richard, governor of North Ca- 
rolina from 1777 to 1780, and from 1785 to 1787. 
He discharged several other ofikes with repu 
tation, and died in 1789. 

CAT, Claude Nich<daa le, surgeon to the Ho- 
tel Dieu, at Bouen, an eminent philosopher, 
raised to tlie rank of nobility by the French 
kinff, died in 1768. 
'CATEL, William, of Toulouse, author of a 
historjrof the courts of that city, died in 1626. . 

CATELLAN, Mana Claire Priscilia Margue 
"ite, a lady of Norbonne, whose odes were much 
admired ; she died in 1745. 

CATESBY, Mark, an English naturalist, who 
wrote the natural history of Carolina, Florida, 
and the Bahamas, anclegant work, 2 vols, folio ; 
he died In 1749. 

CATHARINE, a daughter of Charles VL, of 
France, who married Hsnry V. of England, and 
afterwards Owen Tudor, a Welehman. She 
died in 1438. 

CATHARINE of ARRAGON, dauuhter of 
Ferdinand, V., and wife of Henry Vlll She 
was a woman of many virtues. 

CATHARINE DE MEDICIS, only daughter 
of Laurentius de Medicis, born at Florence, in 
I$19, married, 1533, the dauphin, afterwards 
Henry Hm of Prance. She was three times re- 
gent of France ; and, during her administra- 
tions, made a conspicuous figure in the annals 
of Euro{)e, by her political genius. She died 
in 1539. 

CATHARINE of SIENNA, a Romish saint, 
wlif), at the age of eight, is said to have vowed 
perpetual celibacy ; she died in 1380. 

C'ATHARINE of PORTUGAL, daughter of 
John IV.4 and wife of Charles H., by whom she 
was treated unkindly ; she died in 1705. 

CATHARINE of BOURBON, sister to Hen- 
ry JV., and wife of Henry of Lorraine, died it| 
1604. 

CATHARINE ALEilEVNA, a country girt 
of the name of Martha, bom of very indigent 
Pftrents, in Livonia. In 1701 she married a dra 
g«on of the Swedish garrison, at Marionburgh ; 
Mit before evening of the wedding-day, the 
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pott he filled with bonour. To keep out a very 
rad man, he put In for tho tribunate. He elded 
with Cicero, ufainet Catiline, and opposed Ce- 
sar in the senate, on that occasion. Hia ene- 
mies sent him to recover Cyprus, which Ptole- 
my had forfeited, thinking to hurt his reputation 
by so difficult an undertaking ; yet none could 
iiid fault with his conduct, tie laboured to 
iiring about an agreement between Cesar and 
Hompey, but, seeing it in vain, sided with the 
latter. When Poropey was slain, he fled to Uti- 
ca, and Cesar pursaing him, he advised his 
I'ritmds to begooe, and his son to trust to Cesar's 
clemency; tlien lay down upon his bed, read 
Plato upon the Immorulitv of the Soul, twice 
ovei. and thrust a sword through his body, of 
wliich he died, 46 B. C, aged 48. 

CATO, Valerius, a Latm poet, In the age of 
Sylla,dicd 30B. C. 

CATROU, Francis, a veir distinguished Je- 
suit, bom at Paris, in 1650. lie was the author 
of some very considerable works; as, 1. "A 
General History of t!i^ lunpire of the Mogul ;** 
S. ^< A History of tho i «natkism of some Pro- 
testant Religions ; of Anabaptlsro, of Davidism, 
and of auakerism ;" 3. ^* A Translation of 
Vii^l, with notes critteal and historical ;** and 
4. '* A Roman History;" which has been trans- 
lated into several languages, and is reckoned 
his capital work. He died in 1737. 

CATTHO, Angek>, was in the service of 
Lewis XI., as astrologer and Miysiclan. He 
pretended to foretell future events, and died in 
1407. 

CATULLUS, Cains Valerius, a Roman poet, 
bom at Vmona, 86 B. C. lie is far unlike our 
modem poets, who usually complain of the coy 
ness and insensibility of their fair ones;, he 
speaks of his Lesbia, as a woman who asked 
him, how many kisses would satisfy him 7 To 
which he answered, " that he desired as many 
as tliere are grains of sand in the deserts of Li- 
bya, and stars in the heavens.** Although pos- 
sessing a superior genius, he was, as many others 
have since been, poor. He died in the ilower 
of his age, and tlie height of his reputation, 
when be was about 30 years old. 

C ATZ, James, a Dutch statesman, and poet, 
bora in Zealand, 1577, died 1660. 

C AULET, Francis Stephen de, a French pre- 
late, who opposed the kijig*s right of disposing 
of ecclesiastical benefices, died In 1680. 

CAULIAC, Guy de, a French anatomist, and 
physician to the popes Clement VI., and Urban 

CAVALCANTI, Bartholomew, an Italian, 
«vl)o served pope Paul IIL, In both military and 
political capacities, died in 1503. 

CAVALIER, John, celebrated for his bravery 
m the wars of the protestant insurgents, against 
Lewis XIV. He died in 1705. 

CAVALI^RI, Bonaventure, an Italian, pro- 
feflsor at Bologna, and disciple of Galileo, died 
in 1647. 

CAVALLINT, Pfetro, a painter of celebrity 
at Rome, died in 1364. 

CAVALLO, TIberins, F. R. 9., an eminent 
writer on natural philosophy, bom at Naples, 
March 30, 1749, settled In Enfiiand, 1771, and 
died in London, l>ec. 95, 1809; having pub- 
lished, among otlier valuable works, " Treatises 
on Electricity ;" on the " Air,** and Aerosta- 
tion ;** on " Magnetism •,'* and " Elements ofl 



Natural History.** 



botanist, was educated amoni the Janils, aad 
appointed tutor to the sons or the duke de rin- 
fantado. In 1601, he was Intnialed with the 
care of the royal gardens of Madrid, where he 
died in 1804. 

CAVE. Dr. William, a learned divine, bora 
1637, died 1713. He was author of some large 
and learned works, relating to ecclesiastical an- 
tiquity ; partteulariy,*'The History of the Lives, 
Acts, Deaths, and Naityfdoms, of those who 
were ootemporary with the Apostles, and of 
the principal Fathers within the first three cen- 
turicfi of the Church,** and ** Uhtoria Literaris, 
&c. ;*' in which he gives an exact account of 
all who had written upon Christianity,^eitl}e 
for or against It, from Christ to the 14th cen 
tury. 

CAVE, Edward, bora at Newton, in War- 
wickshire, Feb. SO, 1601, and celeorated foi 
having planned and brought to perfection, 
"The Gentleman*s Mamzlne,** which has been 
published upwards of 00 years, and isc(mslde^ 
t-d one of the most successful and lucrative 

Kriodlcal works that history has upon record, 
r. Cave died Jan. 10, 1754. 

CAVEDONE, Jacomo, an Italian painter, 
died in 1600. 

CAVENDISH, Thomas, a celebrated English 
circumnavigator, died about 1503. 

CAVENDISH, Sir William, bora about 1505. 
Cardinal Wolstty took him Into his splendid 
family, which consisted of one eari, nine barons, 
and about 100 knights, gentlemen, and inferior 
officers. He served the cardinal as gentleman- 
usher, and was admitted into more Intimacy 
with him than any other servant, and therefore 
would not deseri him in his Ihll, but was one of 
the few, who stuck close to him when he had 
neither office nor salarv to bestow. This singu- 
lar fidelity. Joined to his abilities, recommended 
him to his sovereign, who received him Into bis 
own family and service. He afterwards held 
high offices of state under Edward VI., and 
Mary I., and died in 1557. Sir William Caven- 
dish wrote the life of his old roaster, Cardina 
Woisey,and therein givesbimaveryhighcliv- 
racter; affirming that, in his Judgment, he never 
saw the kingdom In better obedience and quiet, 
than during the time of his authority, nor justice 
better administered. 

CAVENDISH, WllUam, duke of Neweastle, 
bora in ISOS, died in 1670. Re rendered great 
services, in a military eapaeity to Charles 1. aitd 
II. ; and after the restoration, retired to indulge 
his natural disposition in literary pursuits. He 
wrote a celebrated "Treatise on Horseman 
ship.*' of whkb a most excellent edition wao, 
a few years ago, printed In England ; and four 
comedies. His second wife, Mai^aret, was a 
woman of great wit, and some learning : for 
besides the life of the duke, and her own, sh 
wrote anreat number of Ibtio volumes, and pub- 
lished 26 plays. In sevend of which there am 
scenes and songs written 1^ the duke. Iitr 
grace died in ItfTi. 

CAVENDISH, William, first duke of Devon 
shire, an able statesman, and friend of f jor 
RoHsell, was active in procuring king Williaiii 
111. to invade England, and died In 1707. 

CAVENDISH, Lord John, son of the founb 
duke of Devonshire, and chancellor of the ex 
chequer ; lie opiMwed Lord North's administra 
tion. RnrI Hkd in 1790. 
CAVENDISH, Lr)rd Fre«1erie, chose a mH 



X^AVANILLES, Antonio Joseph, a Spon1?»iJlitary Hfc, ua-s a field marshal, and died in IfW 
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"^VJiNiHSHi Hoii. If oniy, aTMy higenknw

wel\ known and highly distinguished in the sci 
eniiflc world. He hnd studied and rendered hly< 
self familiarly conversant with every part of 
Sir Isaac N«wton*8 pinioeophy ; the mrmciples 
of wliioh he apfdied, about the year 1770, to an 
inTesttgatioa of the laws on which the phosnO" 
mena of electrtot^ depend. Parsuing the sane 
science, on ttie ooeasioa of Mr. Walsh's experi- 
ments with the torpedo^ h6 gave a satisfackwy 
explanation of the remarliable powers of elec- 
trical fisties ; piri^ng out that distinction be- 
tween comnMUi and animal electricity, which 
has since been amply confirmed by tlie brilliant 
diseoveriee in galvanism. Haiving turned bis 
attention very ear^ to pneumatic chymistry, he 
asoertained, in 1766, the extreme levity of in- 
' flammable air, now called hydrogen gas. On 
this disoovery, many curious experiments, and 
particular^ tiiat of aerial navigation have been 
founded. In the some patii of science, he made 
the important discovery of the composition of 
water, by the nnton of two airs ; and that laid 
the foundation of the modern system of cby- 
mistiy, whieh rests principally on this lUct, and 
that of the decomposition of water, announced 
soon afterwards by M . I^avoisier. As the puri- 
ty of atmospherical air had been a subject of 
controversy, Mr» Cavendish contrived essential 
improvements in the loethod of performing ex- 
periments with a audiometer; by means of 
which, he was the first who showed, that the 
proportion of pure air in the atmosphere is 
nearly the same la all open places. Tb« other 
and much laifer portion of our atmosphere, he 
sanciottsly coigectuned to be tbe basis of the 
acid of nitre; anopmion which he soon brought 
to the test, by an ingenious and laborious ex- 
periment, which completely proved its truth ; 
whence this air has now very generally obtain- 
ed tlie name of nitrogen. Among the labours 
of his latter dayS) Is the nice and difficult ex 
periment, by which he determined the mean 
density of the earUi ; an element of consequence 
in d^cate oaleulations of astronomy, as well as 
in geologiieal inquiries. Even in the last year 
of his life, at the advauced age of 77, he pro- 
posed and deswibedimprovements in the man- 
ner of dividing large astronomical instruments ; 
which, though not yet executed, promise very 
great advantai^ These pursuits, tt^ether with 
reading of various kinds, by which he acquired 
a deep insight into almost every topic of gene- 
ral knowledge, formed the whole occiupatlon of 
Iiis life; and were, in fact, his sole amusement. 
Vtom his attachment to such occupations, and 
the constant resource he found in them, toge- 
ther with a shyness and diflddence natural to 
Ills diapositioni hp habits had, from early life, 
been secluded. Jf e is said to have left behind 
him 1,900,0001. Mr. Cavendish was great uncle 
to the duke of Devonshire. 

C AV.OYB, Lewie, marquii de, a French mi- 
litary officer^of grsnt bravery, died in 1716. 

CAU8SIN, NiehoIa% a Freneh Jesuit, and 
confessor to J.iewis XIXL, was born at Troyes,, 
in Chflinpttgne,.iH 1580, and4lied at Paris, July, 
]r>5l. He puW^hed), among other works, " The 
Holy Court,*' a moral work, which has been 
often reprinted, and translated into Latin,. Ita- 
lian^ Spanish, Portuirieqe, German, and Eng- 
lish ; and " Sacred Tragedies." 
C A WDREY, Daniel, an ejected non-confonn- 
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ist and a member of the W^itoiinlterassenibfy 
of divines, died in 1664. 

CAWTHORNE, James, a very agreeable 
poet, bom at Sheffield, in 17S1 . In 1743, he was 
chosen master of Tunbridge School ; and this 
place he held till his death, which happened 1^ 
a fall fieom his horse, in 1761. His po^ical com- 
positions were collected and publiuied in 4to, in- 
1771. 

CAWTON, ThomaB, a non^oonfonnist, and a 
good Hebrew scholar, oied in 1677. 

CAXTON, William^ the first who introduced 
the art of juinting with fusile types into Eng- 
land, was bwn in tbe Weald of Kent, about the 
latter end of the reign of Henry IV. Being about 
15, he was imt apprentice to Mr. Robert Large, 
a mercer, who, after having been sheriff and 
mayor of London, djied in 1441, leaving by will 
34 marks to his apprentice, William Caxton ; a 
considerable legncy in those dagns, and an early 
testimony of Caxton's good behaviour and in- 
tegrity. Caxton went wroad to settle tlie same 
year that his master died, and was intrusted by 
the mercer's eompaoy to be their agent or fa&lor 
in Holland, Zealand, Flanders, &g. in 1464, a 
commission waa granted to him and Ricliard 
Wiiitehii>, Esq., by Edward IV., to continue 
and confirm the treaty of trade and commerce 
between his majesty and Philip, duke of Bur* 
gundy, or, if they found it necessary, to make a 
new one. They are style<l in the commission, 
amSassadors and special deputies. A marriage 
was concluded, in July, 14C8, between the king's 
sister, lady Margaret of York, and the duke's 
son, Charles, he being then duke of Burgundy; 
and when tlie lady arrivjed at the duke's court 
at Bruges, Caxton appears to have been of het 
retinue. He was now either one of her house- 
hold, or held some constant post under her ; be- 
cause, as he says, he received of her a yearly 
fee or salary^ besides many otlier good and great 
benefits. Being more expert than most others in 
penmanship and Imiguages, it is highly probable 
that be was employed by tbe dutcbess in some 
literary way. As soon as be had acquired the 
mystery of tbe new invention of printing, (which 
be did not accomplish, he s^rs bhnself, without 

Keatexpense^ be was emptoyed by her in trans- 
ting out of French a large volume, aud after^ 
wards in pointing it. It appeared under the title 
of " The Recuyell of the History of Troyc ;" and 
is the first book, we now know of, that was . 
printed in the English tongue: the date being 
September 19, 1471, at Colen (Cologne.) By tlie 
edition of the " Game of Chess," dated In 1474, 
Caxton appears to have been then settled in 
England ; and this book is allowed, by all the 
typographical antiquaries, to have been the first 
specimen of the art among us ; and as such, bafc 
been so valued, that it is said, tbe earl of Pem- 
broke, for a fair copy thereof, which was given 
him by Mr. Granger, presented him with a pun«« 
of forty guineas. The next performance of Cax 
ton, of which the date is ascertained, is, '< Tbe 
Dictes and Sayiiiges of the Philosopltere. trans 
lated out of French by Antone crie Ryvyrea 
lord Seetles, emprynted by William Caxton, at 
Westmestre, 1477.^' Caxton printed sevcra! 
other pieces, either of his own composition, oi 
translated by him. His last work was a trans- 
lation from the French of" The Holy Lives of 
the Fathers Hermites living in the Deserts ;'^ and 
wo are informed by Wynken dc Worde, that he 
finished his life and translation together, on the ■ 
same day, in 1491.

CEBA, Ansaldo, a GeaoflBe, of reputation aa 
a politician, orator, and poet, died in 1GS3. 

CEBES, the aiitlK>r of a Uttle beautiful Gre- 
cian remain, entitled, " A picture of Unman 
Life." Of tUa autlior we have no accotmt, 
save that he is ones meatiooed by PlatOi and 
once by Xcno|rfion. 

CECfCO DE AWXHA, or FRANCIS D£ GLI 
STABILI, of AsGoti, a professor at Bolo|{na ; 
Was burnt by order of the inquisition, in 13^7. 

CECIL, William, loid Burleigh an eminent 
Bnf^ish statesman, whose loyalty to his sove- 
reign queen Elizalxitb, and his patriotism, pre- 
served the religiim and the civil polity of Eng- 
lind from falling a prey to sovereign tyranny 
and popish superstitions. He was bom at Bourn, 
in liincohishire, 1S31, held the office of lord 
hi{;h treasurer of England 37 years, and died 
lo{Nl A collection of his state papers was pub- 
lished by Haynes, 1740; and a continuation of 
them by Hurdln, 1760. 

CECIL, Richard, an eminent divine of the 
cbarch of England, died in ISIO. 

CECROP8, an Egyptian, founder of the Atlie* 
aian monarchy, 1556 B. C. 

CEDRENUS, George, a Grecian monlc. lived 
In the 11th century, vid wrote " Annals, or an 
abrif^ed History, frcmi tiie beginning of the 
WorM to tlie reigh of Isaac Comoenus, emperor 
of CoBstantiliopie,*' who succeeded Michael IV. 
in 1057, 

CELE8TI, Andrea, a Venetian painter, died 
in 1706. 

CELBSTIN I., was pope 10 years ; he con- 
demned the doctrines ot Nestorius, and died in 
43S. 

CELESTINILfWaspope 5 months, and died 
in 1143. 

CELE8TIN ULt was pope 7 years, and died 
In 1196. 

CELEBTIN IV., was pope 18 days, and died 
in 1341. 

CBLESTIN v., elected pope in liHK, which 
office he afterwards resigned ; he was imprison- 
ed by his successor, and died in 1396. 

CELLARIUS, Christopher, bora in 1638, at 
MaU»lde, in Franconia, died in 1707. He pub- 
lished good editiooR of above 30 Latin and Greek 
authors. His works relate chiefly to grammar) 
ti) geography, to history, and to tlte oriental lan- 
guages. Those in geography are well known as 
excellent helps to the understandii^ vf ancient 
auihorsw 

CELLIER, Remi, abenedictine of Bar le due, 
ivTote a biographical history, and died in 1761. 

CELLINI, Benevento, a celebrated sculptor 
and engraver, of Fk>rence, bom in 1500, died in 
1570. 

CELSU8, Aurelins Cornelius, a philosopher 
and physieian, who flourished under the reigns 
of Augustus and TiberluB« H^e wrote upon seve- 
ral subtjecui, as we icam from QnlntiUian; upon 
rlietofic, (br which he is often quoted and com- 
mended 1^ this great master ; npon the military 
art ; upon agriculture ; and we have still extant 
of his eight books " De Medidnat" »»»*'»» *«•« 
wcHteA in VMJ floe Laiiii.

OEJUT£B, Conrad, a Latia poet, who dM at 
Vienna, hi 1506, after having obtained the hu^ 
rel. 

CENSORINUS, Appiua Clandina, a Robimi 
senator, raised to the throne by hia soldian, u 
970. 

CENSORINUS, a Roman grammarian of the 
3d centunr. 

CENTLIVRB, Susannah, a oelehnrted comic 
writer, who had so early a turn for poetr)*, tliai. 
aa one of her bkigraphers tells us, she ccaujpoeeil 
a ornig before she wis seven years old. She is 
the autlior of 10 dramatic pieces, and several 
little poems. Her talent was In comedy, particu 
larly the contrivance of plots and incidents. Bha 
died Dec. 1, 17S3. 

CENTORIO, Aacanius a native of Milaa^eml- 
nent as a soldier and philoeopher, lived in the 
16th century. 

CERATUNUB, James, or Teyog, a Hollandrr 
who ohtahied a Greek professorship by meaoa 
of Erasmus, and died at Louvain, in 1530. 

CERCEAU, John Anthony du, a French 
Jesuit, known as a Latin poet, died in 1730. 

CERDA, John Lewis de la, a Spanish Jt-suit, 
and an author of great learning and candour, 
died in 1643. 

CERDON, a heretic of the Sd certury, who 
rejected the Old Testament and part of llie 
New. 

CERETA, Laura, an Italian lady, eminent 
litr her knowledge of philosophy, and the learn- 
ed languages, died in 1408. 

CEkInI, Giovanni Doroinico, an Italian 
painter, whose pieces are esteeiued ; he died in 
1661. 

CERINTHUS, a disdple of Simon Magu^ 
about A. D. 54, a heretic who denied the dlw 
nity of Christ. 

CERISANTES, Mark Duncan de, son of a 
Scotch physician at Saumur ; he was sent am- 
bassador to Tttricey by Richelieu, and died in 
1046. 

CERMEN ATI, John de, an Italian historian, 
who pubiished an account of Milan, from 1307 
to 1313. 

CERR ATO, Paul, a native of Monttenat, of 
the 15th century, he wrote Latin poems. 

CERUTl, Frederic, a native of Verona, and 
an author, died in 1579. 

CERUITI, Joseph Antony Joachim, a Jpsult, 
and professor at Lyons, and a member of tbd 
national assembly, died in 1799. 

CERVANTES. SoeSAAVFJlRA. 

CBRVETTCS an Italian, of extraordinary 
character in the musical world. He pla^'cd the 
bass at Drury-lane Theatre, and died January 
14, 1783, in bis 103d year. One evening, when

and dozing till he falls asleep in the chair, (the 
audience being most profoundly silent and at- 
tentive to the admirable performer,) CerActto, 
in the orchestra, uttered a very loud and Im 
moderately-lengthened yawn !

GE8 ALPLVUS, a celebrated Italian writer on 
botany, born in 1519, died in 1603. 

TESALPINUS, Andrew, an Italian pliyai- 
elan, born about 1159. 

GE3ARINI, Julian, a Roman cardinal, em- 
ployed by several popes, was slain in 1444. 

CES ARINI, Vlrginio, a learned Roman, cham- 
berlain to Urban VCII., died in 1624. 

CESAROTTI, Melchior, an Italian poet, pro- 
fessor of rhetoric, and afterwards of Greek and 
Hebrew, in Padua, his native city, died in 18(16. 

GESPEDBS, Paul, a Spanish painter, of me- 
rit, and a writer, died in 1606. 

CEZELI, Constance de, wife of Barri de Bt. 
Aunez, governor of Lencate under Henry IV., 
celebrated for her bravery. 

CHABANES, James de, a Frenchman, of 
great bravery, who fell at the battle of Pavia, 
in 1525. 

GRAB ANON, N. de, member of the academy 
6f belles lettres, and an author, died at Paris, in 
1792. 

GHABOT, Francis, a capuchin, was a violent 
Jacobin, cruel In his sentiments, and was guillo- 
tined in 1794. 

GHABR1 AS, an Athenian general, wlio took 
Cj^rus, and died 355 B. C. 

CHABRIT, Peter, an advocate in the parlia- 
ment of Paris, of great erudition, died in 1785. 

CHABRY, Mark, a distinguished painter and 
sculptor, died at Lyons, in 1727. 

CH AIS, Gharles, bom at Geneva, pastor of a 
church at the Hague,- distinguished as a preacher 
and scholar, died in 1786. 

CHAISE, Father de la, a Jeault, of uncommon 
abilities, and confessor to Louis XIV., born at 
Porez, in the province of Lyons, about 1626. 
The learned Huetius, bishop of Avranches, calls 
him " a man Incredibly well versed in all parts 
of learning, of philosophy and divinity in par- 
ticular.** 

CH ALCIDIUS, a Platonic philosopher, of the 
3d century. 

CHALGONDVLES, Laonlcus, an Athenian, 
of the IStfi century, who wrote a history of the 
Turks. 

GHALCONDTLES, Demetrius, a native of 
Athens, and one of those learned men whom 
Pope Nicholas V. sent to Rome to translate the 
Greek Aithore-into Latin. Under his inspection 
and care was first published at Florence, in 
1499, the " Greek Lexicon'* of Suidas. He died 
about 1510. 

GHALES, Claudius Francis de, a Jesuit, of 
Chamberi, a royal professor at Lyons, and au- 1 
thor of several works, died in 1678. 

GHATilER, Marie Joseph, a French revolu- 
tionist, fff sanguinary character; he was guillo- 
tined in 1793. 

GHALKLE7, Thomas, a preacher amon^the 
Quakers, in Pennsylvania, in 1701, died in Tor- 
tola, while on a visit, in 1741; he polished 
some works on religion. *• 

GHALLE, Gharles Michael Angelo, a profiss- 
sor of painting in the Paris academy, uied in 
1778. 

CHALMERS, Lionel, M. D.. a learned phy- 
sician, of South Carolina, published several re- 
spectable irorks on m<Mllcz.! subjects, about 1767.

GHALONER, Sir Thomas, educated at Ox- 
ford, was tutor to the prince of Wales, and died 
in 1615. 

GHALONER, James, son of the preceding, 
educated at Oxford, was one of King Gharles 
judges, and died in Holland, in 1661. 

GHALONER, Edward, head of Alban hall, 
Oxford, agood preaclier and teamed divine, died 
in 1625. 

GHALOTAIS, Lewis Rene Garadeue de la, 
known as the author of a work on the Jesuits, 
died in 1715. 

GHAMBAUD, Lewis, author of a French 
Dictionary and Grammar, and other usefu 
school-books, died in 1776. 

GHAMBERLAINE, Robert, an Englishman 
and author of several woilcs, died in the 17th 
century. 

GHAMBERLAYNE, Edward, bom atOding- 
ton, in Gloucestershire, in 1616, died in 1703 
He wrote many books ; the hetx known of which 
is, " Angll» Notitia ; or, the Present State of 
England.** 

GHAMBERLAYNE, John^ son of the pre- 
ceding, and continoator of that useful book, 
'*The Present state of England,** was bom 
about 1670, and died. In 1724, having published 
many ingenious critical, theological, and moral 
works. 

CHAMBERS, Sir Robert, a learned judge, 
educated at Oxford, chief justice in Bengal, and 
president of the Asiatic society, died in 18011. 

CHAMBERS, Ephraim, author of the cele- 
brated Dictionary of Arts and Sciences which 
goes under his name, was born at Milton, in the 
county of Westmoreland. When he became of 
a proper age, he was put apprentice to Mr. Se- 
nex, the globe-maker, a busmess which is con- 
nected with literature, and especially with as- 
tronomy and geography. It was during Mr. 
Chambers* residence with this skilful mecha- 
nic, that he contracted tfiat taste for science and 
learning, which accompanied him throu^ life, 
and directed all his pursuits. It was even at 
this time that he formed the design of his grand 
work, the " GyclopeBdia ;** and some of the first 
articles of it were written behind the counter. 
He died May 15, 174D. The first edition of the 
Gyctopssdia was published in 1798, in 2 vols, 
folio. Another edition, with considerable im- 
provements, by Dr. Rees, was begun to be pub- 
lished, in weekly numbers, in 1778, and was, in 
1785, completed in 4 vols. January 1, 1802, 1>t, 
Rees commenced the publication of an edition 
still farther enlarged, which has been recently 
completed in 45 vo]s.4to.; most highly adorned, 
and fully illustrated, by engravings, in a style 
of excellence well suited to the exalted merit of 
the work itself; which is at once an ornament 
(to its editor, and to the country. 

CHAMBERS, Sir William, an emhient archi- 
tect, whose name will be transmitted to late 
posterity as the builder of that great nationa{ 
omament, Somerset Place. This superb struc- 
ture was begun in 1776, and inhabited in 1785. 
Sir William was by birth a Swede, but was 
brought over to England at two years of age 
He wrote an excellent " Treatise on Civil Ar- 
chitecture,'* a " Dissertation on Oriental Gar

CHAMOUSSET, Charles Humbert Pienron 
de, judge in the parliament of Paris, a man of 
universal benevolence, died in 1773. 

CH AMP AGNE, Philip of, a celebrated painter, 
bom at Brussels, in 1G03, died in 1674. 

CHAMPAGNE, John Baptiste de, bom at 
Brussels, was professor of the academy of paint 
hig at Paris, and died in 1683. 

CUAMPEAUX, or CAMPELLENSIS, Wil 
Jiain de, professor of pbiloeopliy at Paris, where 
Abeiard was bispupil, died in 1121. 

CHAMPFORT, N., a Parisian, devoted to 
literature, and a friend of the revolution. He 
destroyed himself in 1T94. 

CHAMPIER, Symphorlen, Camperlus, or 
Campegiiis, a Frenehman^ and physician to tlic 
duke of Lorraine, died in 1540. 

CHAMPION, Joseph, an Englishman, emi- 
nent as a penman. 

CHAMPLAIN, Samuel de, a Frenchman, 
sent on a voyage of discovery to America by 
Henry IV. An American lake bears his name 
He died in IfiSS. 

CH AMPMESLE, Mary Desmares de, a French 
actress of celebrity, died in 1698. 

ClIAiNCELLOR, Richard, a celebrated Eng 
lish navigator, was engaged in an exploring 
vovage, in 1553. 

CHANDLER, Marv, an English lady, distin 
euished by hertalent for poetry, born at Maluies 
bury, in Wiltshire, in 1687, died September 11, 
1745. 

CHANDLER, Sanmel, an eminent dissenting 
minister and theological Writer, born at Hun- 
gerford. Berks, in 1693, died in 1766. 

CHANDLER, a native of England, nnd a 
baptist minister, settled on Asliley river, South 
Carolina, died in 1749. 

CHANDLER, Edward, an English prelate 
and an author, died in 1750. 

CHANDLER, Thomas Bradbury, D. O., an) 
eminent episcopal minister and writer, of Eliza 
betbtown, New-Jersey, published several works 
in defence of episcopacy ; he died in 1790.

CH APELLE, Claude Emannel LnlHer, a ce- 
lebrated French poet, bora atChapelle, in 16S1. 
He is sSid to have been a very pleasant, but 
withal a very voluptuous man, and died in 1S86 

CHAPELLE, John de la, secretary to the 
fwince of Conti, whose life he wrote, died in 
1723. 

CHAPELLIER, Isaac RencGuy de, a native 
of Rennes, a zealous advocate of liberty ; be 
was guillotined in 1793. 

CHAPMAN, George, bora in 1557, and high 
Iv cetcbrntfd in his time for his dramatic wri 
Jt'?s, and poeirv. He transi ited " Homer's Hi- 
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ad and Odyssey,*' which are still looked ut«nti 
with some respect. He wrote 17 dramatic jiie- 
cee, and died in 1634. 

CHAPMAN, Dr. John, an eminent English 
divine, critic, and vindicator of the Christian 
religion, against Morgan, Tindal, and others, was 
born in 1704, and died 1784. 

CHAPMAN, Wrilliam, an EnglMiman, who, 
among many other useful discoveries and Im- 
provements, was the first who, about 1758, gave 
the idea, and at sea established by practice, the 
invaluable secret of making salt water fresh. 
He died at Newcastle, Oct., 1793. 

CHAPMAN, George, a schoolmaster at Dal 
keith, and afterwards at Dumfries, author of 
several works on education, died in 1806. 

CHAPPE D'AUTEROCHE, John. Vid. AU 
TEROCHE. 

CH APONE, Hester, an elegant English poet, 
and moral writer, bora of a respectable North- 
amptonshire family, of tlie name of Mulso, Oct. 
27, 1727. Her pen was always directed to mo- 
ral purposes ; and virtue, far from showing re- 
pulsive austerity in her refwesentations, was dis- 
tinguished by endearing graces.

CH APPEL, William, a very learned and pi- 
ous divine, bishop of Cork, Clovne, and Ross, 
in Ireland, bom at Lexington, in Nottingham- 
shire, in 1582, died 1049. He published, tlie yeai 
bcfoiv bis death, " Methodus Concionandi :** 
tnat is, " The Method of Preaching ;" which, 
for its ueenilness, was translate<l into English. 
To this binhop. among other divines, has been 
ascribed the eompositRm of that excellent book, 
" I'he Whole Duty of Man." ' 

CHAPUZEACJ, Samuel, a native of Geneva, 
and preceptor to William III., of England, died 
in 1701. 

CHARAS, Moses, ai>hysic{an, at Paris, well 
known as an author, died in lOW. 

CH A RDIN, Sir John, a famous voyager, was 
born at Paris, in 1643, but went to London upon 
the revocation of the edict of Nantes, in 1685. 
He went to Persia and the East Indies, and traf- 
Ocked In jeweic . Charles H., king of Ensland, 
conferred upon him the honour of knighthood. 
He died at London, in 1713. His " A^yages" 
have always been much esteemed, as very cu- 
rious and very true. 

CHARELON, a Jesuit missionary, employed 
many years among tlie Indians in Michigan. 

CHARENTON, Joseph Nicholas, a French 
Jesuit, and missfonary to China, for 15 years; 
he died in 1735. 

CHARES, a Grecian statuary, who immor 
talized hlmsielf by the Colossus of the Sun, at 
Rhodes, which has been reckoned one of the 
seven wonders of the world. 

CHARETTE DE LA COINTRIE, Francis 
Athanasins de, a French royalist, who signal- 
ized himself by an able resistance against the 
republican forces, in la Vendee ; he was taken 
and shot in 1796. 

CHARITON, a native of Cyprus, and an an 
thor, in the 4th century. 

CHARKE, Charlotte, was youngest daughter 
of Coliey Cibber, the actor, and afterwards po- 
et laureat. At eight years oW she was put to 
sciioni, Urt hart an eduVation more suitable to a 
bov than a pirl : ai.d a« she grew up, followed 
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Om amne |^«i, Imiig more fiequentiy lu the 
■table than iu the bedchamber^ aod mistress of 
the currycomb, though ignorant of tlie needle. 
Her uaveaturee during the remainder of her life, 
Me nothing but one variegated scene of distress- 
as, of a kind which no one can be a stranger 
to, who has either seen, or read accounts of 
those niost wretched of all human beings, the 
members of a mere strolling company of actors. 
In 1755 she went to London, where sue publish- 
ed the '* Narrative of her own Life ;'* to which 
death put a period, and at the same time, to one 
continued course of raisenr, the inevitable con- 
sequence of folly, Imprudence, and absurdity, 
In 1759. 

CHARLEMAGNE, or CHA&LES I., king of 
France by succession, and emperor of the West 
by conquest, in 800, (which laid the foundation 
of the dynasty of tlie Western Franks, who 
ruled tlie empire 473 years, till the time of £o- 
dolphus Auapergensis, the founderof the house 
of Austria.) Charlemagne was as illustrious 
In tlie c&binet as in the field ; and, though he 
could not write hie name, was the patron of men 
of letters, the restorer of learning, and a wise 
legislator ; be wanted only the virtue of huma- 
nity to render him the most accomplished of 
men ; but when we read of bis beheading 4500 
Haxons, solely for their loyalty to their prince. 
In opposing his conquests, we cannot think he 
merits the extravagant encomiums bestowed on 
him by some historians. He died in 814, in the 
74th year of his age. 

CHARLES IL, surnamed the Bald, succeeded 
to the French crown in 840, was elected empe- 
ror by the pope and tlie Roman people, in 8^5, 
and poisoned in 877. 

CHARLES IIL. or Simple, succeeded to the 
throne of France In 8!93. He was unequal to 
the government of a kingdom, and at last died 
in prison, in 939. 

CHARLES IV., the Fair, succeeded to tJie 
French throne in 1322, and died in 1328. 

CHARLES v., or Wise, succeeded to the 
Ihrone of Franoe in 1364. By his abilities and 
courage, the English were dispossessed of nearly 
•U their provinces in France. He died in 1380. 
CHARLES VI., succeeded to the French 
throne in 1380- His inexperience, and a civil 
war, weakened the kii^dom, and the defeat at 
AginccHirt, completed his misfortunes. He died 
In 1433. 

CHARLES VIL, samamed the Victorious, 
succeeded to the throne in 14S2. By his gre^ 
vigour and activity, he drove the English from 
his kingdom^ and died in 1461. 

CHARLES VIIL, called the Affable, ascend- 
ed the throne in 1483. After having conquered 
Italy, and being crowned king of Naples, and 
emperor of Constantinople, he was driven Into 
France, and died in 1496. 

CHARLES IX., ascended the throne in I5G0. 
During his reign, the fatal massacre of St. Bar^ 
tholomew took place, wbicii renders his name 
odious. He died in 1574. 

CHARLES, the Fat, son of Lewis, the 
Gfiriuan, was elected king of Italy, and em- 
peror, In 881. By the Intrigues of his prime 
minister, he was driven from his throne, and 
lied in 888. 

CHARIjES rv., grandaon of the emperor 
Henry VIL, ascended the imperial throne, in 
1347. He founded the university of Prague, and 
4ied in 1376. 

CHARLES v., eldest son of Philip, of Ann- 
tria, aaeended the Spanish throne iu l.">|6, and 
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jwoi eteetetf emperor of ^etiliany, to 1318. He 

resigned his crowns in 1555, retired to a. cloister 
land died in 1558. 

CHARLES VI. was proclaimed king of Spain, 
m 1703. and elected emperor of Germany, m 
1711. A great part of his reign was spent io 
war; he died in 1740. 

CHARLES VII., elector of Bavaria, m 1796: 
he contested the imperial throne with Maria 
Theresa, and died in 1745. 

CHARLES I., king of Spain, was Chat lee V., 
emperur of Germany. 

CHARLES II., son and successor of Philip 
IV., of Spain, in 1665, was the last of the eldest 
jbranch of Austrian princes who reigned in 
Spain. He died in 1700. 

CHARLES IIL, king of Spain, son of Philip 
v., was a mmiarch of ability and virtue ; lie 
Idied in 1789. 

CHARLES LJcing of England, ascended the 
throne iu 1625. His reign was turbulent, and in 
the civil wars he was defeated. He was at lad 
tried before a self-created court of his subject?, 
and condemned, and executed, in 1646. 

CHARLES II., king of England, was in Hoi 
land at the time of the death of Charles I., and 
was restored to the throne in 1660. He wantdl 
the virtues of his father, and was licentious ana 
immoral ; be died in 1685. 

CHARLES GUSTAVUS X. ascended the 
throne of Sweden in 1654. He was a prudent 
and warlike monarch, and died in 1660. 

CHARLES XI., son and successor of the pre- 
ceding, was successful in war, and respected ai 
a just prince ; he died in 1697. 

CHARLES XII., of Sweden, was born June 
27, 1682, and set off in the style, and with the 
spirit of Alexander the Great. His precepioi 
asking him what he thought of that hero? ^* I 
think," says fiharles, " that I should choose to 
be like him." " Aye, but,*' said the tutor, " he 
only lived 32 years.** "Oh,** answered the 
prince, " that is long enough, when a man has 
conquered kingdoms.** Impatient to reign, he 
caused himself to be declared of age at 15-, and, 
at his coronation, he snatched the crown from 
tlie archbishop of Upeal, and put it upon his 
head himself, with an air of grandeur that 
struck the people. His whole reign was ont* 
continued scene of warfare, and concluded at 
the siege of Frederickshal), in Norway, Decem- 
ber, 1718 ; where, as he was visiting the works 
of his engineers by star-light, he was struck upon 
the head by a ball, and killed upon the spot . 
He might be called the Quixotte of the north 
carrying all the virtues of the hero to an excess, 
which made them as dangerous and pernicious 
as the opposite vices. His firmness was obsti- 
nacy; his liberality, profusion; his courage, 
rashness ; his severity, cruelty ; he was, in his 
last years, less a king than a tyrant, and mere 
a soldier than a hero. The projects of Alexan- 
der, whom he affected to imitate, were not onlv 
wise, but wisely executed: whereas Charles, 
knowing nothing but arms, never regulated anf 
of his movements by policy, according to tlhi 
exigenciesof the conjuncture; but suflered bini- 
.self to be borne along by a brutal courage, wMch 
|Often led him into diflScultles^ and at length oc< 
jcasioned his death. He was, in short, a singu 
lar, rather than a great man. 

CHARLES L, king of Naples, and brother to 
the king of France, was an able and politic 
prince ; be died in 1285. 

CHARLES 11., king of Naples, 9umamcd tin

CHARLES I., duke of Lorraine, claimed the 
French crown, but was defeated, and died in 994. 
CHARLES IL, duke of Lorraine, a prudent 
and warlike prince, died in 1430. 

CHARLES IV., duke of Lorraine, was fond 
of military glory, but lost his dominions, and 
died in 1673. 

CHARLES V. , of LoiYalne, nephew of Charles 
rV., entered the service of the emperor Leo- 
pold, and acquired great military renown ; he 
died 111 1690. 

CHARLES ALEXANDER, of Lorraine, 
grandson of Charles V., was general of the im- 
perial armies, and a brave warrior ; he died in 
1780. 

CIL\RLES EMANUEL, duke of Savoy, 
sumamed the Great, an ambitious prince, and 
brave warrior, died in 1630. 

CHARLES EMANUEL 11., son of Victor 
Amadeus L, and duke of Savoy, in 1638. He 
was an amiable and benevolent prince, and died 
iu 1675. 

CHARLES EMANUEL HI., son of Victor 
Amadeus U., duke of Savoy, in 1730. He was 
a good prince, and died in 1773. 

CILiRLES EDWARD, grandson of James 
II., of England) known as the Pretender, landed 
in Scotland, in 1745, and defeated the British 
troops, but was aAerwards defeated, and re- 
turned to France, where he died in 1788. 

CARLETON, Walter, an English physician 
of eniinencei died in 1707.

CHARLEVOIX, Peter Francis Xavler de, a 
learned Jesuit, celebrated for his travels, died la 
1781. 

CHARMIS,apbTOiciaaatRome,iinderNero. 

ClIARNACE, Hercules Olrard, baron de, 
H.at amba^iador to Sweden by Richelieu, died 
M 1637. 

CHA&NOCK, John, bom November 38, 1756, 
catered a gentleman-cooimoDer of Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford, 1774, died in the Kinc's Beach pri- 
son, May 16, 1807; leaving behind him, among 
otliar works, "Biographia Nivalis;** 6vols. 8vo. 
1791, Jce ; " A History «f Marine Architecture/* 
3 vols. 4tQ.. 1808; and a " Ufoof Lord Nelaon^** 
1806. His fiUher, who was a man of large for^ 
tune, totally forsook him in his distress; but 
bscled him, with great eeremony and expense, 
at Lea, near Blackhcath, in the same gravv 
which, within two years after, received both bis 
father and mother. 

CHARNOCK, Stephen, an eminent divhie 
amons: the presbytcriansand independents, who 
pablislied his works in 3 vols, folio, aad died in

CHARON DAS, a legislator, bom in Sicily, 
flourished about 400 B. C. 

CH ARPEN7IER, Francis, dean of tlie French 
academy, a man of learning aud abilities, died 
in 1703. 

CHARRIER, Mark Anthony, a French hiw- 
yer, and member of the states general, in 1780, 
who boldly denounced all innovations. He was 
condemned to death. In 1794. 

CHARRON, Peter, bora at Paris, In 1541, died 
in 1603. He wrote a book called '* L«s Tmis 
Ve rites,** The Three Truths, which he pub- 
lisliod iu.l59^ These three truths are the fol- 
lowing: 1. That there Is a God and a true reli- 
gion ; 3. Tliat of all religions the Christian Is 
the only true one ; 3. Ttiat of all the Christian 
communions, the Roman Catholic is tlie only 
true cburch. His celebrity, however, was es- 
tablished by his ** Books of Wisdom,** whieh 
have been twice translated into English. 

CHARTIER, Alan, secretary to Charles VI. 
and VII., of France, acquired great celebrity as 
a writer, and died In 1449. 

CHARTIER, Rene, a pliyslclan to the French 
king, and editor of the works of Hippocrates and 
Galen, in the ]7ih century. 

CHASSENEUX, Bartholomew dc, president 
of the parliameut of Provence, who toldly op- 
posed the prosecution of the VaudoLs. He was 
poisoned in 1541. 

CHASTEL, John, the son of a woollpn-dr»> 
per at Paris, who attempted to kill Henry IV., 
of France, December 37, 1394. This prince, 
having taken a journey to the borders of Artuls, 
had returned to Parts that very day. He was 
in the chamber of his mistress, Gabrtella d*Es- 
tree, wiip lived then at the hotel de Bouchage . 
and as he was going to embrace Montigni, ha 
was struck In his under lip with a knifb, which 
broke a tooth in his mouth. John Chastel, who 
gave him that blow, and designed to cut his 
throat, was then but 18 or 19 yeats old. He had 
no sooner givea it, than he dropped his knife, 
and hid himself in the crowd. Every body stood 
amazed, beiiig at a loss to know who the villain 
was ; and he was likely to escape : but some- 
body happened to cast an eye upon him, and bo 
was taken at a venture ; the wildness of his 
look, aa it is said, betraying him. He was sen- 
tenced to deatli by a decree of the parliament, 
December 39, 1594, and suffered the same day 
by the light of flambeaux. Being drawn on a 
ijsledge to In Place de Grftve, (a place of execu- 
tion like Tyburn, in England,) he there had the 
flesh of his arms and thighs torn off with red- 
hot pincers; and his right hand, in which 1m 
pield the knife wherewith he endeavoured to 
commit the murder, cut off; afterwards his 
body was drawn and quartered by four l^orses 
pulling several ways, and his members and 
corpse thrown into the lire, and burnt to ashes, 
ana the ashes thrown up into the air. 

CHASTEL A IN, Claude, a French eccleslaa- 
tic and author, died in 1713. 

CUA8TELLUX, Francis John, marquis do, 
field marshal of France, served in America, in 
the war of the revol»iioa» was known asan aiir 
thor, and died in 1788. 

CHAT DE RASTIGNAC, Raymond de. i^ 
brave French officer, killed in 1096 

CHAT DE RASTIGNAC, Lewis James de«

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CHATEAUBRIAND, Frances de Foix, wife 
of the count of that naine, and miotress of Fran- 
da I.; she died in 1537. 

CHATEAU dRUN, John Baptist Vivien de, 
of Aogouleme, eminent as a dramatic writer, 
died in 1775. 

CHATEAITRENARD, Francis Lewis Rous- 
■elet, conot de, an admiraJ of France, distih 
fuished for liis courage, died in 1716. 

CHATEL, Tanneguy de, a French general, 
was intrusted with important embassies, and 
died in 1449. 

CHATEL, Peter du, or CASTELLANUS, 
educated at uijon, was a learned Grecian scho- 
lar ; he died in 155^ 

CHATEL, Francis du, m Dutch painter, of 
tiie 17tb century. 

CHATELARO, N. du, a French gentleman, 
passionately fond of Mary, queen of Scots. 

CliATELET, Paul du Hay, lord de, a man 
of integrity, and an author, died in 1636. 

CHATELET, Gabrielle Emilie. marchioness 
de, a most illustrious French writer on philo- 
sophical subjects, in which she is said to have 
rivalled Leibnitz and Newton. She wrote " In- 
stitutes of Physics," a work considered as a 
masrerpiece of eloquence and reasoning, being 
a commentary on Lelbuitz^s philosophy. This 
learned lady was born in Picardy, in 1706, and 
died in 1749. 

CHATTERTON, Thomas, a most astonish- 
ing genius, born at Bristol, ^fovember 20, 1753, 
and educated at a charity-school on St Augus- 
tin's Back, where nothing more was taught than 
reading, writing, and accounts. At 14 years ot 
age, he was articled clck to an attorney at 
Bristol, with whom he continued about three 
years : and, though liis education was thus 
eunflned, he discovered an early turn toward 
poetry and English antiquities, and particular- 
ly toward heraldry. In April, 1770, he left 
Bristol, disgusted with his profession, and irre- 
concileable to tlie line of life in which he was 
placed ; and going to London, in liopes of ad 
vancing his fortune bv his pen, he sank at once 
from the sublimity of bis views to an al solute 
dependence on the patronage of bookt>eIlers. 
He continued to write incessantly in various 
periodical publications ; but all these exertions 
of his genius brought in so little profit, that he 
was soon reduced to the eztremest indigence ; 
so that, at last, oppressed with poverty and dis- 
ease, in a fit of despair, he put a period to his 
existence, August, 1770, with a dose of poison. 
Ill 1777, were publlsbed, in one vol. 8vo., " Poems 
supposed to nave been written at Bristol, by 
Thomas Rowley and others, in the 15th centu- 
ry : the greatest part now first published from 
the most authentic copies, with an engraved 
specimen of one of the MSS. To which arej 
added, a preface, an introductory account of 
the several pieces, and a glossary.** And, in 
1778, were published, in one vol. 8vo., '* Miscel- 
lanies in Prose and Verse, by Thomas Chatter- 
ton, the supposed author of the Poems published 
under the names of Rowley, &c.** Concerning 
the authenticity of the poems under the name 
of Rowley, (tliat is, whether they were really 
written by a person of that name, or were only, 
what they are now generally supposed to be, 
the forgeries of Chatterton.) there long existed* 
• mighty eontrovemy ; and the war among thej 
critics has even now scarcely subsided. An' 
edition of Chatterton*s Poems was ptibllsh«'d by 
Mr. Southey, 3 vols. 8vo., 1803. I 

CHAUCER, Geoffrey, one of the greatest, as 
welt as tpcst ancient of the English {mets, was 
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boru in Ixmdun, in 1338. He was educated At 
Cambridge, wliere he resided in his 18th year, 
when he wrote " the Court of Love,** and somo 
otlier pieces. His distinguished accompUslH 
mcnts, both of body and mind, gained hiiu the 
friendship of many persons of distinction, by 
whom he was drawn to court ; and, in 1368, bo 
was nuulegentleman of the king*8 privy chain* 
her. In 1382, naving given offence to Uie cieiy/t 
by adopting many of Wickliffe*s tenets, he wm 
obliged to quit the kingdom ; and in Hainault, 
France, and Zealand, he wrote most of hit 
books. His necessities forcing him to return to 
England, he was discovered, seized, and sent to 
prison. But, upon discovering all he knew of 
the late transactions in the city, he was dis- 
charged. This confession brought upon liim a 
heavy load of calumny. To give vent to his 
sorrow at this time, he wrote Ills " Testament 
of Love," in imitation of" Boethius de Conso* 
latione Philosophiae,** and not long after, hii 
admirable " Treatise on the Astrolabe.** He 
died October 25, 1400, and was buried at West- 
minster Abbey, in the great south cross aisle 
His " Canterbury Talcs," tlie mostconsiderabM 
of his works, have been incomparably well pub* 
lished by Mr. Tyrwhitt. 

CHAuMETTEjPeterGaspard: after guidini^, 
with Hebert, thesanguinary multitude of Paris 
be was guillotined by Robespierre, in I7M. 

CH AUMONT, Joseph, an Italian Jesuit, mfa 
sionary among the Indians in North America. 

CliAUNCEV, Charles, a non-conformist di 
vine, emigrated to America, became presideiM 
pf Harvard College, and died in 1671. 

CHAUNCEY, Charles, D. D., descendant of 
the preceding, minister of the first church ia 
Boston, eminent for his learning, and author of 
numerous publications, died in 1787. 

CHAUNCEY, Icliabod, a non-conform*Y( 
ejected from his living, died in 1691. 

CHAUNCEY, Maurice, a catholic, confesf r 
to queen Mary, and a historian, died in 1581. 

CHAUNCEY, Charies, L. L. D., an oiuinent 
lawyer, was secretary of state, and afterwards 
a judge of the superior court in the state of 
Connerticut; he died in 1822. 

CH AUNCY,Sir Henry,an eminent antiquary, 
author of " The Antiquities of Hertfordshire,*' 
folio. This work, which is much esteemed, and 
now become very scarce, was nublished in 1700, 
in wliich year also its author died. 

CHAUSSE, Michael Angelode la, a teamed 
antiquary, of Paris, and an author of ttie 17(h 
century. 

CUAUVEATT, Francis, a celebrated palntci 
and engraver, of Paris, who died In 1676. 

CHAUVEAU, Rene, son of tlie preceding, 
distinguished as a sculptor, died In 1722. 

CHAUVIN, Stephen, a French protestant di- 
vine, bom 1640, died 1735. His principal litcra. 
ry productions were, " A Lexicon PhikMophi 
cum," and a new " Journal des Savans.** 

CHAZELLES, John Matthew, a celebrated 
French mathematician, who died in 1710. 

CHECCLEY, Samuel, minister in Boston, 
was a plain and evangelical preacher ; lie died in 
1780. 

CHEEVEIL Samuel, first minister of Mar* 
blehead ; died In 1724. Ho had preached SO 
years. 

CHEEVER, Ezekiel, an eminent Instructei; 
at New-Haven, Ipswich, and Charleotown ; also 
a poet : he died in 1706. 

CHEKE, Sir John, preceptor to Edward VI 
and a r<'itical writer on Greek literature, bort 
at Cambridge 1514, died 15^. • 
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CH£FONTAlNES, Ciirfatopherde, a French- 
^nan, made arclibhAop of dcsaria by Gregory 
XIII., a learned man, died hi 1595. 

CH£JLONiS, daughter of Leonidas, king of 
Sparta. 

CUBMIN, Catharine du, a French lady, ce- 
lebrated for painting ftowers ; she died in 10B8. 

CHEUIN AIS, Timoleon,a celelNrated preach- 
«f anions the French Jetoits, died in 1690. 

CHEMNITZ, Martin, a Lutheran dlvlne,bom 
at Brftzen, in Braodenburgh, in 15S3. Hie •* Bx- 
ainiuatiou of the couneiT of Trent'* has been 
considered a very fnajterly performance. " 

CHEMNITZ, Boreslaus FhlliD, a German. 
c9un8ellor of state to the queen ot Swed«i, ana 
an author. He died in 1678. 

CHEUILUS, a Greek poet, intimate with He- 
rodotus. 

CHERON, Elisabeth Sophia, daughter of a 
French painter, who obtained celebrity by her 
penciJ, and died in 1711. 

CUEUON, Lewis, brother of the preceding, 
aiid of ti)e samepmfeasion, died in 1713. 

CHERIJBIN, Father, a capuchin friar of the 
I7ih century, was amaibemiuiclan and philoeo- 
plier. 

CHESELOEN, William, as eminent English 
surgeon and anatomist, born atSomerby, inLel- 
cesteruhire, 168d. So early as the age of S3, he 
read lectures in anatomy : of wliieh the ** Syi- 
tabus'* was first printed in 1711, and afterwards 
auuexed to his " Anatomy of the Human Body,** 
printed first in 1713, 8vo. But what he more 
pariicularty attended to, was the operation of 
cutting for tbe stone. In ITSSi, lie i^ncd great 
reputation in this way ; and the year after, pab 
lisiied his *' Treatise on the High Operation for 
the Stone.** In 1738, he hnmortaiized himself 
by siving sight to a lad near 14 years old,- who 
had been tota^y blind from his birth, by the do 
sure of the iris, witliout the least •pening for 
light in the pupil ; and drew up a particnhir ac- 
count of the whole process, with the various ob- 
servations made by the patient after he had re- 
covered Ills sight. He died April 10,~1753. 

CilESNE, Joseph du, a French physician and 
writer on chyratistry, died 1609. Besides his pro- 
fessional works, he was autlior of two books in 
verse called " The Folly of the World," and 
" The (ireat Mirror of the World." 

CUESNE, Andre du, called the father of 
French history, was bom inTouraine, 1584, and 
cru«ltcd to death by a cart, as he was passing 
from Paris to his country house, in 1640. His 

Srincipal work was, " Un Eecueades Btetoriens 
e France.*' 

CHESTER, John, an officer in the American 

army, distinguished biowelf at the battle of 

Banker's iiUl, and afterwards attained tlie rank 

9f cokinel ; he died in 1800. 

CHESTERFIELD, Philip,earl of, see STAN- 

HorE. 

CHETWODE. Knigbtley, dean of Gloucester^ 
author of a ^* Lire of lord Roscommon/* and of 
sei-eral poems, died 1790. 

CHETWOOD, WiUiam Rufus, many years, 
prompter to Drury-laneTheatre, author of soma 
novels, a few dramatic pieces, and a duodecimo 
vo]umecaIled,"A General History of the Stage.'* 
He died in March, 1766. 

CIIEV ALIER, Anthony Rodolphle, a French 
|HPotestan«, wlio uu%ht the French Uuiguage to 
queen Elisabeth ; be died in L572. 

CHEVALIER, Lewis, .in eminent French 
lawver, and a very pious man, died in 1744. 

CHE VERT, Francis do, a Frcndi general of 
•real b*avprv. wiin iliotlln I7C0 

I 
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CHEVILLIER, Andrew, was librarian to the 
Sorbonne, and an author ; he died in 1700. 

CHEVREAU, Urban, bom at Loudun, In 
France, 1613. died 1701. He wrote " A History 
of the World," which has lieen printed many 
times^nd translated into several languages. 

CHEW, Benjamin, a native of Maryland, was 
chief Judge of the supreme court of Pennsytva' 
nia, and afterwards president of the high court 
of appeids in that state ; he died in 1010. 

CHEYNE, George, a celebrated physician, 
born of a respectable family, in Scotland, 1071, 
and educated at Edinburgh, under Dr. Pitcalm. 
He passed his youth in close study and great ab- 
stemiousness ; 'but coming to London when a> 
bout 30, and finding the twttle companions, the 
younger gentry and free-livers, to be the most 
easy of access, and most susceptible of friend* 
ship, he changed his course with a view to force 
a trade, till he at length grew excessively fat, 
siiort'breathed, lethargic, and listless, and swell- 
ed to such an enonnous size, that he exceeded 
32 stone in weight. Having tried all the power 
of medicine In vain, he resolved at last to use a 
milk and vegetable diet, which removed his 
complaints. His size was reduced to almost 
one third ; he recovered bis strength, activity, 
and cheerfulness, with the free and perfect use 
of hb faculties, and by a regular (^eervance of 
this regimen reached a mature period ; for be 
died at Bath, In his 7!2d year. He wrote among 
other things, " An Essay on Health and Long 
Life ;" " An Essay on the true Nature and due 
Method of treating the Govt ;** " A new Theory 
of acute and slow continued Fevers ;** " Philo 
sophleifl Principles of ReligionjNatural and Re 
vealed, in two parts ;** " The English Malady ; 
or a Treatise of Nervous I>iseases of all kii\^, 
in three parts.** 

CHE Y NEL, Francis, a non-conformist phj-sl 
cjan and controversial writer ; he wrote chietly 
against ChilHngworth : he was bom at Oxford*, 
1606, and died 1665. 

CUIABRERA, Gabrlello, an Italian poet of 
note, died in 1638. 

CHIARI, Joseph, a hi8torioa!painter,of Rome, 
died in 17^7. 

CHIAVISTELLI, Jacob, a perspective pain- 
ter, of Florence, died in 1698. 

CHICHELY, or CHICHLEY, Henry, arch- 
bishop of Canterirary, was bora at Higham Fer- 
rerst in Northamptonshire ; he founded and en- 
dowed All Souls* College, Oxford, and ditid 
April 12, 1443. 

CHiCUERLY, Sir Henry, lieutenant governor 
of tlie -eolony of Vli^inla; repeatedly. In the 
absence of tbe govemor, at the head of tlie go- 
vernment, which he administered with fidelity. 

CHICOYNEAU, Frands, physician to the 
French king, contended that the plague was not 
contagious; he died in 175B 

CHICOYNEAU, Francis, son of the preced- 
ing, professor and chancellor of the university 
of Montpelier, died In 1740. 

CHtFFLET, John James, aFrehchman, phy- 
■Ictan to Philip IV. of Spain 

CHILD, Sir Josiah, author of a weH- written 
" Eeaay on Trade/* was bora 1630, apd died 
1699, leaving a son who waajn 1718, created 
viscount Castefmaine, and In ml earl Tylney. 
The title of Tylney is now extinct 

CHILDEBERT L, king of France, in 511, de- 
feated the king of Burgundy, and died at Paris, 
in 558. 

CHILDEBERT II., son of Sigebert nn. 
Brunehaut, succeeded his father In the kingdot* 
of Auritrasia, In 575, and died in .196. 
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GHILDEBERT III., brother of Ctovii lU 
iarnamed the Just, died in 711. 

CHILDERIC I., king of France, in 456, wa« 
bsnished for his ill conduct, afterwards recalled, 
improved his kingdom, and died in 481. 

CHILDEBIC U., son of Clovis and Bathilda, 
■OGceeded his brother CSotaire IIL, in 670, was 
Ucentioua and cruel, and was assassinated in 
073. 

CHILDERIC III., sarnamed the Ideot and 
the Idle, wflk raised to the throne by bis minister 
Fepin, in 743, who next ascended it himself. 

CHILLINGWORTH, William, a divine of 
the church of England, celebrated for iiis skill 
in defending the cause of protesunts against pa 

{kists, bom at Oxford, 1602, died 1644. His most 
niportant work ts, " A free Inquiry into Reli- 
gion." 

CUILMEAD, Edmund, was ejected from his 
living, and died in 1654. 

CHILO, one of the seven wise men of Greece, 
died 507 B. a 

CHILPERICI., youngest son of Clotaire I., 
succeeded to the kingdom of Soi8aons,in 561, was 
a wicked and cruel monarch, and was assassin- 
ated in 584. 

CHILFERIC II., son of Cliilderic II, succeed 
ed Da^obert 10., in 715i. He lost his tluone, 
and died in 790. 

CHINE N0UK6, emperor of China, about 
3837 B. C, instructed his subjects in various 
arts. 

CHING, or XI-UOAM-TI, emperor of China, 
about 340 B. C, is said to have built the great} 
Chinese wall. 

CHIRAC, Peter, physician to the French 
king, was an author, and died in 1733. 

CHISHULIi, Edmund, educated at Oxford, 
was the author of travels in Turkey, and died 
in 1733. 

CHITTENDEN, Thomas, first governor of 
Vermont ; a native of Connecticut : an illiterate 
man, but possessed great talents, and of great 
private ^rtue. He died in 1797. 

CHOIN, Mary Emily Joly de, a lady of a no- 
ble family of Savoy, was privately married to 
the dauphin of France, and died in 1744. 

CHOISEUL,Stephen Francis due de,a French 
politician of great abilitiesyand a generous patron 
of the arts ; he died in 1785. 

CHOISI, Francis Timoteon de, dean of Ba 
yeux, and ambassador to the king, of Siam ; he 
died in 1724. 



CH 

CHRjSTIERN I., king of Denmark, succeed- 
ed Christopher of Bavaria, in 1448. He was a 
popular monarch, and died in 1481. 

CURIfiTiERN II., surnamed the Cruel, as- 
cended the Danish throne in 1513, and was elect' 
ed king of Sweden, in 1590. He was expellee 
from the throne, and died in prison, in 1559 

CHRISTIERN lU., successor or Frederic I.^ 
in 1534; he embraced the opinions of I'^ther, 
and died in 1559. 

CHRISTIERN IV., ascended the Ttenish 
tiironc in 1588. He was an able and ben ^volent 
monarch, and died in 1648. 

CHRISTIERN V., succeeded to tlie tTironc in 
1670 ; he was a warlike prince, and died in 1695. 

CHRISTINA, queen of Sweden, and daugh- 
ter of Gustavus Adolphus the Great, bom Dec. 
8, 1626. She succeeded him in the govornmcnt 
of the kingdom, in 1633, and ruled it with great 
wisdom and prudence, till 1654, when she re- 
signed it in favour of her cousin, Charles Gus- 
tavus. She then changed her religion for that 
of the Romish church, and retired to Rome ; 
yet upon the death of Charles Gustavuf*, which 
happened in 1660, she returned to Sweden, with 
an intent to resume the government. But this 
could not be admitted, because, by the laws and 
constitutloa of the land, Roman Catholics are 
excluded fn»a the crown. She died at Rome, 
in 1689. She was a woman of uncommon parts, 
and as uncommon learning ; for she understood 
several lanpMges, and was a perfect mistress 
in the belles Icttres. 
„ CHRIST0PHER80N. John, an E ^^lish pre- 
late, and master of Trinity College, ( ■ kubrfdge, 
in queen Mary*s reign. 

CHRYSIPPUS, a celebrated stoic p /osopher, 
bom at Soli, a city of Cilicia, wrote a great rj» 
ny t)ook8, above 700. as we are told, several gf 
which belonged to logic He died in the 143d 
Olympiad; and bad a monument erected to him 
among those of the illustrious Athenians. 

CHRYSOLORAS, Emanuel, alearned Greek, 
ambassador to England, from John Paleologus, 
died in 1415. 

CHRYSOSTOM, John, so called from his 
eloquence, was bom at Antioch, of a noble fa- 
mily, about 354, consecrated bishop of Constan- 
tinople, in 398, and died 407. The works of this 
father are very voluminous. 

CHUBB, Thomas, bora at East Hamham, 
near Salisbury, -Wilts, 1679. He was bred a 
glover, but became tolerably versed in mathe- 



CHOMELi Peter John Baptist, physician to maties, geography, and many other branches of 



the French king, and an author, died in 1740. 

XJHOPIN, Ren6. a distinguished iawyar, ofl 
Anjou, died in 1606. 

CHORIER, Nicholas, advocate In the par 
lianient of Grenoble, and an author, died in 1603. 

CHOSROES, I.,, the Great, king of Persia, 
In 531, was defeated by the Romans, mid died 
of vexation, in 579. 

CHOSROES IL, succeeded to the Persian 
throne in 590. By the aid of the Romans, he 
conquered Egypt, Africa, and Juds; be died 
in 627. 

CHOUET, John Robert, a naUve of Geneva, 
and professor of philosophy at Suimur, of dis- 
tinguished talents, died in 1731. 

CHOUL, William dn, a French antk]uary, 
of Lyons, published a valuable work, in 1556. 

CHRISTIE, Hugh, master of the grammar- 
school at Montrose, in Scotland, wrote a " Latin 
Grammar," and an " Introduction to the mak- 
ing of Latin," both of which are mUch esteemed, 
tnd died in 1774. 
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science. But divinity at)Ove all was his favour- 
jite study ; and it is said, tlTat a little society was 
formed at Salisbury, under the management and 
direction of Ohubb, for the purpose of debating 
upon religions subjects. Here the Scripture? 
are reported to have been read under tlje guid- 
ance of some commentator; and every man de- 
livered his sentiments upon all |K)ints freely, and 
without reserve. About this time, the contro- 
versy upon the Trinity, was carried on very 
warmly between Clarke and Waterland ; and, 
falling under the cognizance of this thcolc^ical 
assembly, Chubb, at the request of the n)em- 
bers, drew up and arranged his sentiments about 
it, in a kind of dissertation ; which, i^fler it had 
undergone some correction, appeared to the 
world under the title' of '^* The Supremacy of 
the Father asserted, &c.,'* and gained him great 
celebrity. He died at Salisbury, in Ills 68th 
year, leaving behind him 3 vols, of postliuniotis 
works, which he calls " A Farewell to his Read- 



er ;** from which we may fairly foim tlds judg- 
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ment of his opinions : ** that he had little or no 
belief of revelation ; indeed he plainly rejects 
the Jewish revelation, and consequently the 
Christian which is founded upon it ; tliat he d>»- 
ulaiius a future judgment, and is very uncertain 
as to any future state of existence ; that a par- 
ticular Providence is not deducible from the 
plioenoinena of the world, and. therefore, that 
prayer cannot be proved a duty," ^c. k-c. 

CHUDLEIGH, l^dy Mary, a nuet and mis- 
cellaneous writer, bom at Winsloder, in Devon- 
shire, in I606, died 1710. 

CHUKCIT, Bienjamin, dlstingurshed by his ex- 
ploits in the Indian wars, in New England. He 
commanded the party that killed the famous 
PbUip, and died in 1718. 

CHURCHILL, Sir Winston, known as the fa- 
ther of the greatdukeof Marlborough, died 1688. 

CHURCHILL, John, duke of Marlborough, 
and Prince of the Holy Roman Empire, was el- 
dest sou of Sir Winston Churchill, and bom at 
Ashe, in Devonshire, on midsummer-day. in 
1650. As a comroander-in- chief of t^e British 
army, he sfahds unrivalled ; but the limited na- 
ture of our work, will not allow us to relate all 
tiie military acts in which he was engaged : it 
is sufficient to say, that, numerous as they were, 
they were all successful. He died June 16, 1732, 
at Windsor Lodge, and was buried in West- 
minster Abbey. 

CHURCHILL, Charles, an English poet, and 
celebrated satirist, born In London, in 1731^ and 
bred to tbe church. ' His first poem was " The 
Rosciad ;" which by the justness of Its remarks, 
and particularly by the severity of its satire, 
greatly excited the public curiosity. His next 

Ejrformance was " An Apology to the Critical 
evicvvcrs ;** a perfornlance much applauded 
also, and equally satirical with the former. But 
what fame he got by these productions, which 
was indeed very great and deserved^ he lost by 
his morals ; and while his writings amused the 
town, his actions disgusted it. Drunk with soe- 
cess, he now quitted his wife, and, resigning his 
gown, with all clerical fVinctions, commenced a 
man of the (own, and' Indulged in all the gaye- 
ties, and even vices of it. Ilia next poem was 
entitled " Nigitt;** and &fter that,he published 
" The Ghost." Dr. Johnson, the author of the 
" Rambler,*' bad, it seems, s^kcn lightly of 
Churchill's productidns: in Ibis poem, he has 
described Johnson under the character of Pom- 
poso, and the description is allowed to have me- 
rit. Tbe poems, " Night,'» and " The Ghost," 
iuid not the rapid sale expected In' the author ; 
but, " The Prophecy of Famine/' which «iie- 
cceded, produced him agmn in all his lustre. He 
afterwards published his '* Epistle to Hogarth,*' 
" Gotham," " Independence," " The Times," 
Sec., and died at Boulogne. Nov. 5. 1764. 

CHURCHMAN, John, a quicker of Mary- 
land, distinguished for bis philosophical re- 
aearches, died in 1805. 

CHURCHYARD, Thomas, an Engttsta poet, 
principally known by " The Worthiness of 
Wales," a book, in its time, greatly esteemed, 
and reprinted in 1776. He died abotit 1570. 

CHYTRiEUS. David, divinity professor, at 
Boetock, died in 1600. 

CIACONIUS, Alphonsus, of Baeca, in An- 
dalusia, styled patriarch of Alexandria, died at 
Rome, in 1599. 

CIACONIUS, Peter, a critic of Toledo, who 
died at Rome in 1581. 

CIAMPELLI, Aujjustine, of Florence, an 
e«ninent historical pahner, died in T6>10 
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CIAMPINI, John Justin, a iemrned ItatiM ■* 
bor, died in 1698. 

CIBBER, Colley, poet taureat to George II.; 
comedian, and dramatic writer, bom in LoiMtoOf 
Nov. 6, 1671. The Careless Husband," k 
reckoned his best play, and was acted in 1704, 
with great and deserved success. But of all 
his plays, none was of more hnportance to him- 
self, than his comedy called "The Nonjuror,** 
which was acted in 1717, and dedicated to I h« 
king ; for ,when be presented it to him, tltat 
monarch ordered him 90fU. ; and the merit of it| 
as he himself confesses, made Mm poet laurcai 
in 1730. The same year be quitted the stage, 
though he did not die till Dec. 1757. He did not 
succeed tn writtnjg tragedy, any more than ba 
did in acting it ; nor in his laureate capacity; 
his odes not [lartoking of that genius and spirit, 
which he has shown m Ms comedies. 

CIBBER, Theophitus, a comedian, and son 
of tbe preceding, wae bom in 1703. After lead* 
ing a life of unbounded extravagance, he waa| 
in tlie winter of 1757, engaged by Hbr. Sheridan 
to go over to Dublin, and perished by shipwradi 
on his passage. His name appeani to " Tlie 
Lives of tbe Poeteof Great Britain and Ireland,'^ 
1753 5 vofcr. f2mo; thefeal compiler, however, 
was Mr. Robert Shiels, an amanuensis o' Dr^ 
Johnson's. In the dramatic way, he l>x : alter- 
ed for the stage, three pteeea of otber outlion, 
and produced one of his own. 

CIBBER, Susannah Maria, who Ibr aaveial 
years was reckoned not oAly the- beat actress i» 
England, buteupposed by many toexcet the ce- 
lebrated nrademoiselle Omiron, of the eontlneat, 
was the daughter of an eminent upholsterer in 
Covent Garden, and sister to Dr. 'Tbomas Au'< 
gnstln A me, celebrated for hia taste tn muslciA 
composition. iVer llret appearance qn the stage 
was asa singd'.ln whicli^ light, Ae sweetness etf 
her voice rendered her very oonspicuotas, In 
April, 1734, she married Theophilus Cibbert 
who, luxurious, prodigal, and rapa^as aftei 
mon^ to gratify a thousand calls fVom passion 
or vanity, soon resolved to make * sacrifice of 
what every honest man holds dear, the lionottt 
of his wtfe. Wiib'thia view,- therefore, ke ce- 
mented the closest friendship with a gentiemaa 
wliom he-imrodaoed to Ms wife, recommended 
to her. gave them frequent interviews, and even 
saw them put, as if l^ aecMent, in ttae same 
bed. All this appeared npon the trial -after* 
wards enmmenccii by himself for cHmiual cor- 
respondence-, wherein lie' laid bte damages ai 
5000/. How the jury looked upon this affaii^ 
may be seen by Ihef r verdict; whibh -only gave 
the plaintiif KN. damogee : a sum not eaffieieoc 
to reimburse Mma. fbrtiedi partof his expeneeai 
Mrs. Cibber thenceforth resided apart from Iter 
contemptMe e^mmrt, till ibe died, January 30, 
1766. 

CICERO, Marcus Tullius, one of the greater 
men of antl^alty, whether we eonsider him as 
an orator, a statesman, or a phHosopber, waa 
bom at Arpinnm, a cinr anciently ef tbe Bani- 
nites, fmt now a part Of the kingdom of Naples, 
Jan. 3, in the 647th year of Rome, about 107 
B. C. In his very active life, the most striking 
incident ie hie detection of the conquracy of 
CatlRne and his accomplices, for fhe subversion 
of the commonwealth, during Cicero's consul- 
ship. For his coUduet tn Obis aflTair, he was ho- 
noured with the glorious title of" Pater Patrias," 
Father of his country. He was assassinated on 
the 7th of December, alK)ot ten days from the 
settlement of the trimnvirate, after he iMMliiw4 
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•I yem 1 1 moutha and Ave days. Hia worksO CIROFiSRRI, a Roman painter and arctrtteet, 
will ever be Uie standard of true eloquence, and died in 1689.

CICERO, auititusTuUius, brother of Uie ora 
tor, was assassinated under the triumvirs. 

CID, The, a Spanish iiero, whose real name 
was Don Roderigo Dias de Bivar, one of the 
greatest generals of the 11th century, was the 
■lodel of warriors and knights of his time. 
He signaliMd his raloor against the Moors 
of Spain, from whom he took Valencia, and 
. other important places, and vanquished them 
In many battle* He lived in the reign of 
Alphonso VL, king of Voon and Castile ; who, 
instead of rewarding him for his great services, 
persecuted him. He died at Valencia, in 1090 
iCid, in the Arabic, signifies lord.) 

CIGALA, John Biicbael, an impostor, who 
appeared at Paris, in 16^, as an Ottoman 
prince. 

CIGX ANI, Carlo, u Italian painter, died in 
1719. 

CIMABUE, Giovanni, a celebrated painter 
and architect, l>om at Florence, in 1240, was the 
first who revived the art of painting in Italy, 
and died in 1300. 

CIMAROSA, Dominico, a most celebrated 
music composer, bom at Capodi Monti, in Na- 

}»les, died at Venice, Jan. 11, liiOl. A persecu- 
ion that he underwent at Naples for his (mlitical 
•pinions, is supposed to have shortened his days. 

CiMON, an Athenian general, famous forde- 
featins; the Fersiamk He died 449 B. C. 
' CfNCINNATUS, Lucius Uuintus, the Roman 
dlctator,taken froih the plougb,to be advanced to 
the dignity of consul, ia which office he restored 
public tranquillity, and then returned to bis rural 
employments. Being called forth a second time, 
lo be dictator, he conquered the enemies of 
Rome, and, refusing all rewards, retired again 
to his farm, after he had been dictator only six- 
teen days : the same circumstance occurred once 
more in the 80th year of his age. Ho was born 
45G, and died 375 B. C. 

CINCIUB ALIMENTUS, Lucius, author of 
a historv of the wars of Annibal, &c. 

CiN^}A, Lucius Cornelius, a Roman consul, 
about 87 B. C. 

CINNAMUS, John^ 9- Creek author, in the 
sprvicc c^ the empcax>r Maniiel Commenus. 

CINO DU PiarOU, m DE BIGIBULDI, 
known as a lawyier and senator of Rome, died in 
1336. 

CINU MARS, Henry Coissier, marquis of, was 
H marshal of Prance, and the favourite of Lew- 
is XIIL, but was uogratefulf-and lost his bead 
In 1643. 

CfOPANI, Hercules, an .Italian critic, and au- 
thor of a commentary on the wa ks of Ovid, in 
^379. 

ClPRIANIf or CYPRIANI, John Baptist, a 
very enmnent draftsman and painter. He was 
%n Italian by birth, bat most distinguished as an 
artist In L<MKton, wbeie he became a royal aca- 
demician, and died Dec. 15, 1785, aged 58. He 
was interred in Chelsea burial^round, where is 
an elegant Latin Inscription to his memory. 

CIRANI, Elizabeth, an Italian lady, distin- 
guished as a paiuter. 

CIRCI6NANO, NioDio, called Pomeraneio, 
whose paintings are preserved in the churches 
of Rome ; site died in 1588. 

CIRILLO, liomiue, a botanist, and prnrcsmr 
inf OMUcine at Naples, Just his life in 1705. 



CISNER, Nicholas, professor of philotjophy« 
at Wittenibera, and an author, died in 158.3. 

CIVILIS, Claudius, a Batavian general, in 
the service of Rome, in the time of the eiupenHT 
Vespasian. 

CIVOLI, Lewis, or Cardi, an Italian painter 
and poet. 

CLAGETT, William, an English divine, ac 
live in opposing the popish plans of James IL, 
died in 1G88. 

CLAGETT, Nicholas, brother of William, 
was also a preacher, and autlior of sermons ; 
lie died in 1727. 

CLAIBORNE, WtUiam Charles Cole, gover- 
nor of the Mississippi territory, and of tlic state 
of Louisiana, aud afterwards elected lo tlie se 
nate of th6 United States, died in 1803. 

CLAIRAULT, Alexis, member of the French 
academy of sciences, and one of the most illus- 
trious muthematicians in Europe, died in 1765. 
He was one of the academicians who were sent 
to the north to determine the exact figure of the 
earth. 

CLAIRFAIT, N., count de, an Austrian ge- 
neral, who distini;uished Jiimself against the 
French in the revolution. He died in 1798. 

CLAIRON, Clara Joseph Hypollyta Lewis 
Delatude, an admirable French actress, bofn iii 
1722, died by falling out of her bed, (wherein she 
lay sick,) January 28, 1803. 

CLANCY, Michael, M. D., educated at Dub- 
lin, wrote some poems and comedies ; he died 
in 1746. 

CLAP, Roger, one of the fii«t settlers of Dor- 
chester, Massachusetts; he wrote memoirs of 
New-England, and died in 1G91. 

CLAP, Nathaniel, minister of Newport, R. 
I., eminent for zeal and fidelity th his profes 
sion ; he died in 1745. 

CLAP, Thomas, president of Yale College,' 
one of the most profound scholars of his age, 
published a history of Yale College, and conjec- 
tures upon meteors, and construclt^d the first 
orrery, or planetarium, in America: he died in 
1767. 

CL.AR.^., a native of Assisi, and abbess of a 
new order of nuns, died in 1193. 

CLARIO, Isidore, an Italian bishop, dif^tin- 
guisUed'at the council of Trent, died in 1555. 

CLARK, Peter, a highly respectable minister, 
of Dauvers, Massachusetts, published several 
sermons, and died in 1768. 

CLAIUC, Jonas, a minister, of I^exington, 
Massachusetts; at a short distance from his 
door was shed the first blood in the war of the 
revolution ; he died in 1805. 

CLARK, Thomas, was born near Coventry ; 
and at the age of 22, came to Loudon, and ob- 
tained a porter*s place. By rigid economy he 
saved enough to take a stick shop, at the corner 
of Exeter 'Change, in the Strand. After a time, 
he purchased the Menagerie, and used to give 
his customers a ticket to see the lions, &.C., lie 
extended his business to the cutlery, turnery 
&c., till his own shops occupied one half of tire 
'Change, and he himself rented tlie whole. His 
dealings wore marked with the utmost integrity^ 
and he realized a fortune estimated at 300,00C7. 
by the penurious nature of his habits. His owti 
dianer, on six days in the week, never exceeded 
Gd., and 2i. for a {{lass of gin and water. Tliouyh 
addicted, however, to the accumulation of mo- 
ney, it was by honourable mean.s ; and what 
appeared to otiicns hard self-privation, vva><, 
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probably, to fabn, wbo relished no higher plea* 
•urea, an enjoyment, as it was a seeond nature. 
Mr. Clark died at Plmlico, in his 80th year, 
September 6, 1816. 

CLARKE, John, one of the first founders of 
Rhode Island, to which he was obliged to retire, 
on account of his religious sentiments, which, 
(being a baptist,} were at variance with those 
which prevailed in Massachusetts ; he died in 
1676. 

CLARKE, Dr. Samuel, a very celebrated 
English philosopher and divine, bom at Nor- 
wich, in 1675, died May 17, 1739. His works are 
very numerous. 

CLARKE, William, a divine and antiquary, 
bom at Haghmon Abbey, in Sliropshire, in 1096, 
died in 1771. ' 

CLARKE, Richard, an elegant classical scho- 
lar, who came to America in 1750, but rnturnod 
to England in 1758 ; he published several works. 

CLARKE, John, D. D., colleague with Pr. 
Chauncy, In Boston, was much esteemed ; he 
published some occasional sermons, and letterc 
to a student, &c., and died in 1798. 

CLARKE, John, governor of the state of De- 
laware, died at Smyrna, in 1821. 

CLARKE, Edward Daniel, L. L. D.. profes- 
sor of mineralogy in Cambridge, and author of 
travels in Europe and Asia, died in 1838. 

CLARKE, Abraham, a member of congress 
before and after the adoption of the federal con- 
stitution, and M. signer of the declaration of In- 
dependence ; he died in 17M. 

CLARKE, Henry. L. L. D., a distinguished 

mathematician, profeeaor of the royai military 

college at Marlow, died in 1818. His writings, 

^n mathematical and other subjeds, are nume- 

ous, and are highly valued. 

CLARKEf Samuel, a celebrated oriental scbo- 
ttr, of England, died in 1669. 

CLARKE, Jeremiah, president of the colony 
of Rhode Island, died in 1648. 

CLARKE, Walter, was governor of Rhode 
Island fbr several years ; he died about 1700. 

CLARKE, George, an English lawyer, was 

S>vemor of the colony of New- York, In 1737. 
e retamed to England, and died in 1763. 

CLARKE, Samuel, a non-conformist nnder 
Cromwell, was highly esteemed, and died in 
1663. 

CLARKBt Edward, chaplain to Lord Bria* 
tt»ni embassy to Madrid, died In 1786. 

CLARK90N, David, ejected from his living 
fbr non.ronformtty, a learned and respectable 
man, died In 1666. 

CLARKSON, Gerardna, a respectable pbyri- 
clan, of Philadelphia, died in 1790. 

CLARKSON, Matthew, of New- York, bom 
in 1758, died April, 1895. He was a major-ge- 
neral in the revolutionary war, and particalarly 
distinguished himself at the battle of Bridge- 
water. He subaeqaently held various public 
trusts, and, at the time of bis death, was first 
vice-president of the American BiUe Socletv. 
His name is associated with those who fiwight 
and bled for American Independeaee ; and in 
private life, with the moat elevated virtnea. 

CLAUDE, a monk of the oelotine order, in 
the 15th century. 

CLAUDE of LORRAINE, a flunoos landscape 
painter, bom in 1600. He was sent to school, but 
proving extremely dull and heavy, he was sent 
thence, and bound apprentice to a pastry-cook, 
with whom he served out his time. Afterwards 
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unable to speak tlie language, and, withal, ver]f 
Ill-bred, nobody cared to set htm to wora. 
Chance brought him at lengtli to AugustlM 
Trasso, who hired him to pound his colours, 
clean his pallet and pencils, look after his housa 
dress his meat for him, and do all his household- 
drudgery ; for Augustino kept no other servant 
This master, hoping to make him serviceable to 
him in some of his greatest works, taught hha 
by degrees the rales of perspective, and the ele- 
ments of design. Claude at first did not know 
what to make of those principles of art ; but 
being encouraged, and not f)iilii^ in application, 
he came at length to understand them ; then his 
soul enlarged itself apace, and he cultivated the 
art with wonderful eagemeas. He removed his 
study to the banks of the T> faer, and into the 
open fields, where he would continue from morn- 
ing to night, taking ail his lessons from Nature 
herself; and by many years diligent iniitation 
of tlfat excellent mistress, he climbed to the 
hishest step of perfection In landscape painting. 
His memory was so good, that be would paint 
with great accuracy, when he got lM>me, whal 
he had seen abroad. He has been universally 
admired for his invention, the delicacy of bla 
colouring, and the charming variety and tender- 
ness of his tints; for his artful distributions of 
the lights and shadows, for his wonderful con- 
duct in the disposition of his figures, and for the 
harmonv of his compositions. Claude was em- 
ployed by Pope Urban VUl., and many of the 
Italian princes, in adorning their paiacca. He 
died in 1683, and was buried at Rome. 

CLAUDE, John, a French protestant, dla- 
tingulshed as an orator, and writer in defence 
of the protestant church, died in 1687. His son, 
Isaac Claude, )iufoiishcd hUi works, settled at the 
Hague, and died iu 1605. 

CLAUDIANU0, Claadlw, a Latin poet 
flourished in the fourth centuiy, under the em- 
peror Theododtts, and his sons Arcadius and 
IJonorins; the two latter of whom, at the se- 
nate's request, ordered a statue to be erected for 
him in Trajan's ftxum : on which was soon 
after placed the following epigram, in Greek : 

" Rome and the Ca*sars here his statue raise, 
" Who Virgil's genius joined to Homer's lays.'* 

CLAUDIUS I., successor to the emperor Ca- 
ligula, much given to vice ; he was poisonedj 
A. D. 54. 

CLAUDIUS II., successor of Gallienna, em- 
peror of Rome, died in 371, much lamented. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, progenitor of the Ap- 
pian family at Rome, 504 B. 0. 

CLAUDIUS, Appitta,son of the preceding, was 
fconstti at Rome, and severe in his discipline. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, a Roman decemvir, in- 
famous for attempting to violate the cliastity of 
Virginia; he died in prison. 

CLAUDIUS, Appius, sumamed Cobcus, oete'- 
braled fbr making the Appian way, at Rome. 

CLAVIUS, Clfflstoplier, an oninent mathe- 
Imaticiaa, bom in Germany, in 1537, and oon- 
sidsred am the Euclid of Ida age, died at Rome, 
inlfilSS. 

CLAYTON, Dr. Robert, a learned prelate, 
and writer, bishop of Cork, in 1735; of Clogher, 
in 1745 ; died in 1758 ; he was averse to the Ni- . 
oene and Athanasian creeds. 

CLAYTON, John, an eminent botanist and 
phjrsician, of Virginia, who came from England 
in 1705, died in 1773. He was a member of 
some of the most leamrd societies of Eujope^

CLINTON, Henry, a British general in the 
American war ; evacuated Philadelphia in 1778 ; 
took Charleston, in 1780 ; was.governor of Gi 
DraJtar in 1795, and died shortly aflcr. 

CLINTON, James, was a gentleman of ta 
Jents in the colony of New-Tork, and ancestor 
of the present distinguished family of tliat name. 

CLINTON, Charles, a native of Ireland, ear- 
ly eml^ated to America, where he maintained 
a high character for usefulness and respetabill 
tv. He was the father of James and George 
Clinton, and died in 1773. 

CLINTON, James, son of the preceding, and 
niajor i^eneraJ in the American army during the 
revolution, distinguished himself as a brave and 
iodefati^ble officer, in the wars with the French 
and Indians ; and during the revolutionary war, 
he was with General Sullivan in his expedition 
against the Indians; was for some time com- 
mander of the northern section of the union, 
stationed at Albany, and was afterwards at the 
siege of Yorktown. He closed his military ca- 
reer, by bidding farewell to Washington at 
New- York, and retiring to private life : he died 
hi 1812. 

CLINTON, George, brother of the general, 
was an eminent lawyer and member of Congress 
In 1776. He was an active supporter of the 
principles of the revolution and of his country*s 
rights ; and, during the war, he rendered essen- 
tial services to the American arms. He was 
repeatedly chosen governor of the state of New- 
York, and was elevated to the office of Vice- 
President of the United States in 1804. He died 
at Washington in 181S. 

CLINTON, George, vice-admiral of the En- 
tlisli navy, and governor of the colony of New- 
York, afterwards returned to England. The 
time of his death is not known. 

CLISSON, Oliver de, a native of Brittany,di8- 
tinguished for his valour, died in 1407, much 
respected. 

CLISTHENES, an Atbenian,who introduced 
the law of ostracism. 
CLITOMACHUS, aCarthaginianphiloaopiieT, 
who wrote 400 vols., and committed suicide. 

CLIVE, Robert Lord, an emuient East India 
governor, and a striking instance of the ineffi- 
ciency of wealth or external honours to confer 
happiness, was bom at Moreton-Bay, near Mar- 
ket- Drayton, Shropshire, 1725; and died, as is 
•aid, by his own hand, Nov. 32, 1774. 

CLTVE, Catherine, an eminent actress in 
Vrv comedy, bora 1711, died 1785. 

CLODIUS, Publius, a debauched Rinnaii sen- 
ator, killed by Mllo, 53 B. C. 

CLOOTS, Anacharsis, a native of Prussia, 
who in the French revolution called himself the 
srator of the human race \ profane, and irreli- 
gious : be was giultotined in 1794. 

CLOPINEL, or JOHN de MISUN, a French 
poet, celdiirated at the court of Philip the fair : 
be died in 1364. 

CLOBTEBMAN, N., « portrait painter, who 
made himself rich in London ; be died in 1713. 

CLOT AIRE I., fourth son of Clovis, kin« of 
Soissons, and in 558 king of all France ; be died 
in5ai. 

CLOTAIRE n., king of Soissons, was cruel 
and oppressive, and dira in 628. 

CLOTAIRE HL king of Burgundy,died in 670. 

CLOVIO, George, a Sclavonian, eminent as 
• 14^ilc4; and odniature |Muutef,died ia IffT&ii 
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CLOVIS L, founder ol'tlie French monarcfayb 
was converted to Christianity, and died in 611. 

CLOVIS II.,8ucceededhisTather Dagobert in 
638 : he was mild but debauched.

JIA}W£S, William, surgeon to queen EUz» 
betii. 

CLUENTIUS, a Roman, accused of nrai^r- 
iug his father, defended by Cicero. 

CLUVERIUS, Philip, a celebrated geogm- 
pher, bora at Dantzie, 1580, died at Leyden, In 
1633. -1 . / . 

CLYMER, George, a member of Congress ia 
1776, was a signer of the declaration of inde- 
pendence, and a distingnisiied advocate of Am 
erican rights ; be died In 1813. 

COBB, James, sectetary at the East Indi* 
House, in Engliuid, and a very successful wri- 
ter of operas and fkrces, died June SS, 1818, in 
his 68d year. 

COBB, Samuel, author of " ObsarvationB up- 
on Virgil,'* and a "Collection of Poems," in8vo. 
1700, died in 1713. 

COBB, Ebenezer, remarkable for longevity, 
was bora In Mass. in 16M, and died in 1801, aged 
107 years: be lived in three cenuiries. 

COBBETr Thomas, an eminent minister and 
writer, bora in England, but on account of non- 
conformity, came to America, in 1637, and be- 
came minister at Ipswich ; he died in 1686. 

COBBEN, Dr. Edward, an eminent English 
divine and theological writer, born about 1684, 
died 1764. 

COBENTZEL, count Iiouis de, an eminent 
statesman of Germany, died Feb. 32, 1809. Ha 
was born at Brussels, Nov. 21, 1753, and c<»n* 
meneed his political career, under the minister 
count de Pergen, in 1772. Two years after, he 
was named minister plenipotoitlary extmordin** 
ary to the court of Denmark ; In 1777, to that 
of Prussia. He was recalled at the epoch of th4 
war of the Bavarian euccession, and was des- 
tined to negotiate the peace of Teschen ; but • 
sickness which he had, prevented him. The 
same year he was named minister from Austria 
to Petersburgh. On his return to Vienna, after. 
the signing of the preliminaries of Leoben, ha 
concluded, in 1797, the treaty of Campo For- 



mio; and in the month of December, in thA 
same yeart the military convention, at BadMoek 
with Buonaparte. Alter the conferences of Sol8« 
he returned to Petersburg. On the 9tb Febxu • 
ary, 1801, he concluded tike peace of Luneville, 
and filledf in the month of December following, 
the i^aces of directory minister of state and coih 
ferencee, and viee-chanceilor of state for foreign 
affairs. 

COCCEIUS, Henry, a native of Bremen, pro 
fessorof the law of nations ; a distinguishes, 
anthw ; he wqs created baron, and died in ]71ii. 

COCCEIUS, Samuel, a Gecniaii baron, grand 
chancellor of Prussia, died in 1747. 

COCCEIUS, or COCK, John, a native of Bre- 
men, and HMn-ew profettor there ; afterwarcb 
removed to Leyden ; he maintained that the bf' 
hie Ismystical of Cbriatand the church ; he died 
in 1669. 

COCCHI, Anthony, professor of Physic, at 
Florence and Pisa ; was intimate with Boerhaave 
and esteemed for bis learning ; he died in 1758. 

COCHIN, Charles Nicholas, k. French en- 
graver, whose pieces axe admired ; he died in 
1654. Another, of the same name, equally dia^ 
tinguished, died in 1790. 

COCHIN Henry, a native of Pans, as eia^ 
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sent at the bar, u Bourdaloue was in tbe pulpit ; 
he died In 1747. 

GOCMLAUS, Jolin, a catholic of Nuremburg, 
ti'ho violently attaclted Luther, Bucer, Calvin, 
Ike, died In 1553. 

COCHRAN. Robert, a Scotch architect, hung 
by tbe old nooility, becauee he waa raised to 
the earldom of Mar, in 1484. 

COCHRAN, Wtillani, a very eminent painter 
in Scotland, bom at Strathaven, in Clydesdale, 
1738, died Oct. 25, 1785. 

COCKAXN, Sir Alston, a dramatic writer, 
born at Ashl>oum, in Derbyshire, 1600, died in 
1()84. His worlEs were primed iu 1658; and a 
gain, in 3 vols, small 8vo. 1669, and arc very rare 

COCKBURN, Catharine, bom in 1679, gave 
marks of a genius for poetry iMfore she bad 
passed her chUdhood : and in her 17th year pro- 
duced a tragedy called "Agnes de Castro," 
which was acted in 1695. In 1698 she brought 
a second tragedy upon the stage, and in 1701, a 
third tragedy and a comedy. But poetry and 
dramatic writing were the least of this lady's 
talents : she lind a great and philosophic turn 
of mind, and wrote a defence of Locice's " Es- 
say on tho Human Understanding," against 
some remarks which had been made upon it at 
several tlmes,by Dr. Burnet of the Charter-house. 
This defence was finished as early as Dec. 1701, 
whenshe wasbut23yearsofage : she died In 1749. 

COCKER, Edward, deservedly esteemed one 
of the improvers of the arts of writing and 
arithmetic, died 1677, having published 14 copy- 
books engraved by his own hand ; some books 
on Vulgar and Decimal Aritlimetics ; a small 
Dictionary ; and a book of sentences for writing, 
caUed Cocker*B Morals. 

COCLES, Publ. Horat. a Roman, celebrated 
for his defence of a bridge, across the Tyber, a- 
gainst the whole army of Porsenna. 

CODDINGTON, William, the father of R. 
Island ; first settled in Mass., but having some 
religious diflerenoes, he,^ with others, removed : 
he was govemorof R. Island several years, and 
died in 1678. 

CODMAN, John, a member of the Senate in 
Mass. highly esteemed for his honesty and fidel< 
ity; hediedinl803. 

CODRINOTDN, Christopher, a native of 
Barbadoes, distinguished for bis knowledge of 
pbysic and belies lettres ; sometime governor of 
the Leeward Islands; died in 1710. 

CODRUS, the last king of Athens, who de- 
voted himself todeath for hlsconntiy, 1070, B. C. 

COEFFETEAU, Nicholas, a Dominican of 
Calais, author of a Roman History; died in 1623. 

COEN, John Paterson, govemorof the Dutch 
East Indies ; founded the city of Batavia, and 
died in 1629. 

CCEUR, James, a French merchant, tbe rich- 
est subject in Europe; lent Charles 7,200,000 
crowns ; be was basely imprisoned, but escaped 
and died at Ohio, in 1456. 

COFFEY, Charles, a dramatic writer, prin- 
dpaily known by his farce of " The Devil to 
Pay," died 1745. 

COG AN, Thomas, an Englishman, master of 
Manchester school, and author of the " Haven 
of Health for Students." 

C066ESHALLE, Ralph, an English monk, 
author of an account of the siege of Jemsalem, 
by Saladin, died about 1228. 

COGSWELL, Jame8,D.D.,m1nister in Wind- 
ham, Con. distinguished for his learning and 
pie^, was dismissed in old ago, and died at 
irutibid»inl807. 
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COHAUSEN, John Henry, a German physi- 
cian, who maintained that life might be extend- 
ed to 115 years by taking in the breath of young 
women, died in 1750. 

COHORN, Memnon, a very celebrated Dutch 
engineer, and author of a treatise in the Flem- 
ish language on the "Method of Fortifying 
Places," born 1632, died 1704. 

COIGNET, Giles, an eminent painter, who 
sold his scholars* productions u his ow u, died 
inlGOO. 

COINTE, Charles le, a distinguished French 
historian, died in 1611. 

COrrER, Volcherius, celebrated as a surgeon, 
phvsiei:^!, and anatomist, born at Groningen ; 
died about 1600. 

COKE, Sir Edward, lord chief justice of Eng* 
land, and one of the most eminent lawyers of 
that kingdom,was born at Mileham,in Norfolk,in 
1549, and died at Stoke Fogey's in Bucks, SepL 
3, 1634. Sir Edward had great quickness of 
parts, deep penetration, a faithful memory, and 
a solid judgment. He committed every thing 
to writing with an industry beyond example, 
published a great deal, and met with many 
changes of fortune ; being sometimes in power, 
and sometimes in disgrace. He was, however, 
so excellent at making the best of a disgrace, 
that king James used to compare him to a cat. 
who always fell upon her legs. " His learned 
and laborious works on the laws," savs Fuller, 
[Worthies, p. 251.] " will be admired by judi- 
cious posterity, while Fame has a trumpet left 
her or any breath to blow therein." His prin- 
cipal works are, " Reports of Cases during the 
most happy reign of tlic most illustrious and re- 
nowned queen Elizabeth, the fountain of all 
justice and the life of the law ;" " A Book of 
Entries :" and his " Institutes." 

COKE, Thomas, LL. D., a leading minister 
of the Wesleyan Methodists, a very zealous and 
able divine, and most excellent man, was ttora 
at Brecon, in Wales, educated at Jesus college, 
Oxford, and entered into orders in the Estab- 
lished Church. For the last 28 years he dis- 
charged, with unremitting diligence the exten- 
sive duties of general superintendent of the 
Methodist missions ; which so warmly engaged 
his active and incessant energies, that he many 
times crossed the Atlantic, visiting the West 
India islands, and travelling through the United 
States. He gave to the world, among other 
works, a " Life of John Wesley," a " History 
of the West Indies," and a " Commentary on 
the Bible," in 6 large vols. 4to. Dr. Coke died 
May 3, 1814, on his voyage to India, with six 
missionaries, intended for Ceylon and Java. 

(X)LARDBAU, Charies Pierre.a Frenchman, 
who translated Pope's Eloisa to Abelard ; he 
wrote some tragedies, and died in 1776. 

COLBERT, John Baptist, marquis of Segne- 
lal, one of the greatest statesmen that France 
ever had, was bom at Paris 1619, and died 1683. 
He was a pattern for all ministers of state ; and 
every nation may wish itself blessed with a 
Colbert. 

COLBERT, John Baptist, marquts of Torey, 
ambassador to Portugal, Denmark and England, 
secretary of state, &c., died at Paris, in 1746. 

COLDEN, Cadwallader, a respectable physi- 
cian, botanist and astronomer of Scotland, who 
first came to America in 1708, and again in 1716, 
and afterwards sustained several high political 
offices ; published several learned works. 

COLE) William, bom at Adderbuiy, in Ox- 
fordshire, about 16M, wa9 tin noat Aunona 
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bnranilt of Ills time.

COLES, Elisha, bom in Nonhamptonshire, 
in 1640, became one of tbe ushers of Merchant 
Tailor's school, and wrote several useful and 



aeceasary books for the instruction of beginners, 
the principal of which were " The Complete 
EngHsb Schoolmaster,** ** The newest, plainest, 
VMi shortest Bborthand,'* " Notens nolens ; or, 
you shall make Latin whetlier you will or no, 
COTitalning tlie jrfaincst directions fbr that piir- 

Ese,*' ** An English Dieik>nary,** and ** An 
iglish-Ladn, and Latin-English Dictionary.'* 
COLET, Dr. John, a teamed English divine, 
born in London, in 14M, was the eldest son of 
Sir Henrv Colet, knt, , twice lord-mayor, who 
bad, liesides hfan, SI children. Behiff dean of 
St. Paul's, and having a very plentiful estate 
without any near relations, (for numerous as 
his brethren were, they were all dead nnd bu- 
ried,) he resolved, in the midst of life and health, 
to consecrate the whole property of it to some 
standing and perpetual benefaction. And this 
he performed by founding and endowing St. 
Paul's scliool, in London, of which he appoint- 
ed William Lilly first master, in 1513. He oi^ 
dalned that there should be in this school a high 
master, a submaster,and a chaplain, who should 
teach gratis, 1S3 children, divided into 8 classes ; 
and lie endowed it with lands and houses, a- 
mountlng then to 1231. 48, 7d. halfpenny per an- 
nam, of which endowment he made the com- 
pany of mercers trustees. He died September 
16, 1519. 

COLEY, Henry, an eminent astrologer, in 
England, died in 1600. 

COLI6NI, Gaspard de, a celebrated admiral 
of Prance, Who bravely supported the cause of 
the French protestants against the duke of Guise 
and his adherents ; but after several victories 
gained over their persecutors, was at last basely 
assassinated by one of ».he domestics of tbe duke 
of Guise^ in the beginning of the horrid massa- 
cre of Pmis, on the eve of St. Bartholomew's 
day, 1572. 

COLIGNT, Henrietta, daughter of a marshal 
of France of the same name, celebrated for her 
poetical productions, died in 1673. 

COLLADO, Diego, a Spaniard, superintend- 
ent of the convents of the niilippines,and author 
of a work on the Japanese language. 

COLLANGE, Gabriel de, a Huguenot, killed 
at the massacre of St. Bartholomews, in 1S7S. 

COLLATINUS, husband of the celebrated 
Ludretia, in conjunction with Brutus, expelled 
the Tarquln family from Rome, and established 
the consular government. 

COTjLE, Chorles, a Frenchman, distinguish 
ed as a comic writer, died f n 1783L 

COLLEGE, Stephen, aprotestant mechanic, 
unjustly condemned In 1081, as engaged in tbe 
conspiracy against Charles II. 

COLLEONE, Bartholomew^ a native of Ber 
gamo, distinguished for his military suecesses In 
the service of the Venetians, died in 1475. 
COLLET, Peter, a French ecclesiastic, of Ter 
nay, author of several works tn 'heology and 
bibgrapHy died in 1770^ 
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In 1656, he pubHshedl COLLET, Philibert, a French advocate; au- 
' and in 1657, " Adam thor of trcaoses on excommunications, tytlie% 

ha died in 4tc^ died In 1718. 

COLLETET, William, a French aeadcmieian, 
who wrote fbr the theatres, under Richctlev, 
died in lOKk 

COLLETON, James, was governor of tiM 
cok)ny of South Carolina, about 1G80. 

COLLIER, Jeremy, an eminent English di- 
vine, bom at StoW'Qui, in CBmliridgeshlro, In 
1650, died 1726. He published " Essays upon 
several moral subjects,*' which have passed 
through many editions. In 1G08, he made an 
attempt to reform the stage, by publishing his 
" Short View of the Immorality and Profane- 
neseof the English Stage,'* and other pamphlets 
This engiiged him In a controversy with the 
wits ; and Congreve and Vanbmgh, whom, with 
many others, be had taken to task very severelyi 
appeared openly against him. in this contro* 
versy with th3 stage, Collier aeited himself to 
the utmost advantage ; his labours were attend- 
ed with success, and actually produced repent- 
ance and amendment ; for it is allowed on aH 
hands, that the decorum which has been, for 
tbe most part, observed by the later writers of 
dramatic poetry. Is entirely owing to the ani- 
madversions of Collier. Collier mao published 
" An Ecclesiastical History of Great Britain,** 
2 vols, folio, which is written with great judg- 
ment ; and translated Moreri's" Historical, Geo- 
graphical, Genealogical, and Poetical Dictiona- 
ry,** in 4 vols, folio, a work of very great la- 
bour. 

COLLINGS, John, an eminent textuary and 
critic, bora in 1G23, died IGOO. He wrote many 
books of controversial and practical divinity, 
the most singular of which Is " The Weaver's 
Pocket-book ; or Weaving spiritualised,'* 8vo ; 
and he had a principal band in Matthew Poole's 
Annotations on the Bible. 

COLL1K6WOOD, Cuthbert, lord, a gallant 
British admlml, the intimate friend of the im- 
mortal Nelson, and his successor in the com- 
mand of the Heditcrrancan fleet, which achiev- 
ed the glorious victory of Trafalgar. His lord- 
ship was bom in the county of Northumbetland 
in 1750; was created a peer of the realm, with 
a handsome annuity, Nov. 90, 1805, and died 
March 7, 1810, on board nis flag ship, the Yille 
de Paris, oflT Minorca. He was a man of great, 
but unobtrusive merit. He commanded a 74 in 
the batUo of the 1st of June, under lord Howe. 
In the great Ifattle of Aboukir, he also bore a 
distinguished part ; but it was reserved for the 
battle of Trafslgar to raise his fame to its high- 
est pitch. His ship, the Royal Sovereign, in 
which he broke through the centre of tbe ene 
my's line, appeared, as viewed fh>m the Victo- 
ry, which led the other division, a blaze of fire. 
" See," said. the great Nelson, on viewing it. 
" bow that noble fellow, Coilingwood, carries 
his ship into action. On the death of the for- 
mer lamented hero, he succeeded to tbe com- 
mand in chief. Since that groat and memora- 
ble day, comprising an interval of about four 
years and a half, his lordship had never set foot 
upon hind ; being employed in the arduous and 
harassing duty of watching the Toulon fleet ; 
so that lie never took hfs seat in the house of 
peers, nor revisited his family or country, after 
his signal merits had obtained the distinmilsbed 
honours and rewards that we have stated. 

COLLINS, John, a mathematician and arith 
metical writer, bom at Wood Eaton, near Ox 
ford, lOSf, died 1683. 
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COLLINS, Anthony, an eminent writer on 
^emiciU 8ubject«f and the frien4 and correa- 
pondent of the great Mr. Locke, wan bom at 
Ueston, Bear Uouwlow, to Middlesex, in 1676, 
and died 17^. He puHiahed bis celebrated 
*' Discourse of Free-thinking," in 8vo, 1713, 
and Ills " JMscoune of the Grounds and Rea- 
sons of tile Christian Beligion," in 1724 ; and 
wrole, besides tbese, a groat many books, which 
were warmly attaclced by the ortliodox writers 
of that tim& 

COLLINS. Arthur, author of *' The Peecage 
of England,*' was the son of Williaiii Collins, 
esq. (gentleman usher to queen Catharine, in tlie 
year 1609,) and bora in 1683. Having received 
a liberal education, and lielng from bis jrauth 
much inclined to the study of antiqti^ies, be 
conceived the arduous design of digeaUng a 
con|)endious account of the nobility ^ tbese 
kingdoms, wliose genealogies had, till that time, 
been mouldering in private cabinets. TJie work 
had great merit ; tlie rewards of bis labour were, 
however, by no means adequate to tlie time be 
devoted to these researches. The oU>er works 
"known to be publisiiod by Mr. Collins, were 
"* Sydney State Papers," << Historical Collec- 
tioosof the Families ofCavendish, Holies, Vere, 
Ilarley and Ogle," " The Life of Edward tji9 
Black Prince," aad " Proceedings, Precedents, 
and Arguments on Claims and Controversies, 
concermng Baronies by Writ, and other Ho- 
nours." He died in 1760, and was buried in the 
cliurcli of Battersea, Surrey. Whatever praise 
is due to Biographical literature in general, cer- 
tainly belongs to one who dipped even into the 
funereal urn to stamp his labours with authen- 
ticity; and such is the credit they have obtain- 
ed, that while there reinaiBs a spark of venera- 
tion for the exploits of the anci/ent English peer- 
age, the volumes which record them, and bear 
Arthur Collins* name, will be consulted as the 
authentic history of that splendid and vital 
part of the Dritisn constitution. A grandson of 
Arthur (Colonel 0avid Collins) has lately given 
to the world- a very valuable " Account of the 
Enslish Settlement of New Soutli Wales," from 
its first establishment, in' January, 1788, 4to, vol. 
1, 1798, vol. 2, 1802; repr.ntud in 1 voL in 1604. 
Colonel Collins died governor of the British set- 
tlement on Van Diemien's Land, March 34, 1810. 

COLLINS, Samuel, an English physician, au- 
thor of the present state of Russia, 1671. 

COLLINS, William, an unfortuimte, but ad- 
mirable poet, was born at Chichester, in 1721, 
and died June 12, 1139. During his residence 
at Magdalen College, Oxford, he applied him- 
self to poetry, and published toe " Persian," or, 
as they have since been entitled, " Oriental Ec- 
W)gues," with regard to which, it may justly be 
asserted, that in simplicity of descjiptlon and 
expression, that indelicacy and softness of num- 
bors, and in natural and unaflected tenderness, 
they are not to be equalled by any thing of the 
pastoral kind in the English language. About 
1744, he suddenly left the university, and went 
to London, a literary adventurer. He designed 
maiv^ works ; but his great fhult was Irresolu- 
tion. He published proposals for a " HJstoiy 
of the Revival of Learning ; but probably not a 
page of the history was ever written. His un- 
cle, Mr. Martin, a lieutenant-colonel, left him 
about 20001. But man is not born for happiness ; 
Collins, who, while he studied to live, felt no 
evil but poverty, no sooner lived to study, than

OOLLINB, John, the Ingeniotts author of 
" The Eveaiog Brush," an oral entertainment 
of story, song, and sentiment, which he deli- 
vered many yean with great success in all the 
principal towns of Great Britain and Ireland ; 
he was born in 1743, and died at Birmingham, 
Mays, 1808. 

COLLINS, John, a member of congress, and 
governor of Klmde-Uand, died in 1795. 

COLLINS, John, governor of Delaware, 
died in 1823. 

C0LLIN80N, Peter, F. R. S., an mgenlous 
botanist aad natural historian, died August 1I» 
1768. 

COIiLIUS, Francia, do<^or of a college of 
Milan : author of a work hi wldch he decrees 
salvation to tlie sages of Greece , tlie midwives 
<^ Egypt, ^c, died in 1640. 

COLLOT, Germain, a French snigeon, fa- 
mous for bis skill in lithotomy, died in 1656. 

COLLOT D'UEBBOIS, J. II., who, becoiniuc 
a member of the French convention, was depu- 
ted to pusish ilie revolt of the city of Lyons, 
and completely destroyed it, because, while a 
player, he bad been hissed there; afterwards 
the companion of BobespSerre ; he died in con- 
finement, at Cayenne. 

COLUJTHUS, a priest of Alexandria, who 
maintai|3^^d that God was uot-lhe author of thc^ 
wicked : be was condeaaned as a heretic in^i. 

COLMAN, George, an eminent dramatic wri- 
ter, son of Thomas Colman, esq., British resi- 
dent at Florence, woa born at Florence, in 173i, - 
and placed at a very early age in Westminster 
school. In 1758 he removed to Christ Church 
College, Oxford, and there took the degree of 
M. A. During bis progress at Westminster, wmI 
while at Collie, he formed those literary con- 
nexions wiMi whom he rwiaiaed In fHendship 
till they severally dropped off the stage of life. 
Ll<^d, Churchill, Boniiel, Thornton:, and other 
celiebrated wiits of a fonner day, were among 
the intimate associates of Mr. Colman, and gave 
eclat to ins name, by noticing him in several of 
their compositioup. Mr. C. was admitted in,^ 
the society of LincolnVInn, and was called to 
the bar, where be practised a very short time. 
About the year 1768, Mr. Beard, being ineapa 
bic of bearing any longer the fatigues of a thea 
trical life, and wisbiqg to retire from the ma- 
nagement of Covent-Garden theatre, disposed 
of nis property in that liouse, to Messrs. Col 
man, IJianis, Powell} and Rutherford. These 
gentlemen were, for a short time, joint mana- 
gers, but Mr. Colman appearing to desire a great* 
er autbority than the ather8,(exceptMr. Powell) 
which they were unwilling to yield, lie was in 
duced, aft^r a literary warfare, which was pub- 
lisher^, to dispose of bis share. Soon after, Mr. 
Foote, then proprietor of the Hay-market thea- 
tre, having be<m induced to withdraw from 
the stage, disposed of bis theatre to Mr. 
Colman, for a handsome annuity, which Jie 
did not lop|; enpy. On Mr. Footers death, 
Mr. C. obtained the license. This gentleman 
was one of the cliief writers in " The Con- 
noisseur," and produced a variety of misce*' 
laneous poems and papers, which he collect- 
ed in three volumes. As a scholar, he holds 
a very respectable rank, as may be seen in his 
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Bera were u pleaaUig as bis talents were re- 
■pectotde. Mr. C. died August 14, 1794. 

COLMAN, Bei^iamin, an eminently pious 
and useful minister of Brattle-stxeet cburcb, 
Boston distinguislied for bis eloquence ; be pub- 
lished many occasional sermons, and died in 
1747. 

COLOCCI, Angelo, an Italian, bishop of No- 
cera, and governor of Ascoli, distinguished for 
making a valuable collection of books, was au- 
Uior of Laitin poems, and died in 1549. 

COLOGNE, Peter de, a native of Ghent, the 
friend of Calvin and Beza, and a vindicator of 
the protestants. 

COLOMBIERE, Claude de la, a famous Je- 
suit, very popular as a preacher, before James 
11., of England, inveiuor of " The Solemnity of 
the Heart of Jesus :** be died in 1662. 
COLOMIES,or COLOM£SIUS,raul,a French 
protestaiit, who travelled through Europe, was 
author of several works, and died in 109S. 

COLONI, Adam and Adrian, two dutch his- 
torical painters ; the father died in 1685, and the 
son in 1701. 

COLONNA, Fabio, a botanist, the first who 
gave names to the petals and leaves of flowers; 
the inventor of the pentacbordon, and author 
of works on botany, 2bc. 

COLONNA, Francisco Maria Pompeio, a 
Frenchman, author of the natural history of the 
universe ; he perished by fire, in 17^. 

COLONNA, Prospero, a distinguished war- 
rior, under Charles VIII., of France, who con- 
quered Naples, and then reconquered it for Aus- 
tria ; he died In 1533. 

COLONNA, Pompeo, a restless ecclesiastic ; 
the cause of many calamities to the Romans, 
by bis ambition and intrigues for the popedom ; 
hedicdinl532. 

COLONNA, Francis, a Venetian, who, being 
disappointed in love, wrote a curious book call- 
ed Hypnerotomachia di Folyphilo ; he died in 
1587. 

COLONNA, Victoria, an Italian, author of 
some elegant poems, died in 1$47. 

COLONNA, Mark Antonio, duke of Paliano, 
defeated the Turks in the battle of Lepanto, 
and entered Rome in triumph ; he died in 1584. 
COLONNA, Ascanio, son of the preceding, 
distinguished for his defence of the pope in lus 
dispute with the Venetians, died in 1608. 
' COLONNA, John,a pupal leeate to the Christ 
Ian army hi Palestine, taken by the Saracens, 
and crueil/ treated ; but was saved on account 
of his fortitude ; be died In 1245. 

COLONNA, Giles, bishop of Bourses, a learn 

ed man, and theological professor, died in 1316 

COLONNA, Fabrlcio, a celebrated warrior 

against the Ursini, died in 1530. 

COLUUHOUN, Patrick, L. L. D., a merchant 
and lord provost of Glasgow, allerwards distin- 
guished as a police magistrate of London, and 
a wflfeer on the police of that city ; be died in 
18S0. 

COLRANE, Hcrny Hare, lord, a learned 
Englishman, who travelled three tiroes through 
England, and made a noble collection of prints 
ftnd drawinm of anti<][uitfes ; he died in 1749. 

COLSTON, Edward, a person ever memora 
Me fbr bis beneftictlons and charities, wws bom 
at Bristol 1636, and died at Mortlake, in Surrey, 
Oct. 11, 1721. He was buried in the church of 
All-saints, Bristol, where a monument is erected 
to hia menfory, on which are enumerated bis 
uubll* clnuritles to an amazing extent. 
COLUMBUS, OhflBtopber, a Genoese, born 
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14tf , and famous in histonr for being the dise»> 
verer of America, tbougii it took its name fttMb 
Amerlcus Vesputius, who, by the encourtfa- 
ment of Emanuel, king of Portugal, made, in 
1497, some additiooal ducoveileB to tuose of C«- 
lumbus. Columbus died ISBG 

COLUMBUS, Barttiolmaew. brother of the 
preceding, who accompanied htm ra his voya 
gee of discovery ; being sent to England to soli 
cit aid, he was taken by pirates ; be founded 
St. Domingo, and died in 1614. 

COLUMBUS, Ileaklas, an Italian anatomi- 
cal writer, whose opinions on the blood, nearly 
approached to Harvey*s discovery of the circu- 
latjon ; he died in 1577. 

COLUM£LLA,a Latin writer, who llonrished 
about the year 43. and has left us some books 
upoa agriculture, and a " Treatise on Treei^ * 
which are curious and valuable. 

COLUMNA, 6uy, a native of Sirily, author 
of a chronicle in 36 books. 

COLUTHUS, a Greek poet, who lived in the 
beginning of the 0th century. 

COLVIUS, Andrew, a native of Dort, trans' 
later of Father Paul's treatise on the Inquisliion, 
author of some elegant poetiy ; died in 1671.— 
His son Nicholas was also a leamed and eJo> 
quent divine, and died in 1717. 

COLWILL. Alexander, principal of Edin- 
burgh college, in 1663; author of the Scotch 
Hudibras, in which he ridiculed the presbyte- 
rians ; he died in 1676. 

COMBE, Charles, M. D., an eminent physi- 
cian and critic, and higlily distinguished as a 
medalist, was bom in London, Sept. 23, 1743, 
and educated at Harrow-scbool. He died in 
Bloomsburv square, March 18, 1817. 
, C0MBEFI8, Francis, known as a leamed 
editor of several Greek ibthers \ be died in 1679. 

COMBER, Dr. Thomas, dean of [Durham, 
bora at Westerham, hi Kent, 1045, died 1699.— 
He was the author of several leamed works 
chiefly relating to the " Common Prayer :*' and, 
among others, of the '* Companion to the Altar." 

COMBER, Thomas, fellow of Trinity college 
and D. D., dean of Carlisle; advocated the di- 
vine right of tythes, against Belden ; he died m 
1653. 

COMENTUS, John Amos, a protestant emi- 
nent as a divine : but still more so as a sram- 
marian ; bora in Moravia ; author of " Jauua 
Linguarum," which was translated into 12 lan- 
guages : he died In 1671. 

TOME NATALIS, or NATAL CONTI, au- 
thor of Greek and Latin poems, and a valuable 
work on mvthology : died tn 1590. 

COMIErS, Claude, a professor of mathema- 
tics; wrote on comets and spectacles, and died, 
in 1093. 

COMINES, Philip de, an excdIentFreneh his- 
torian, bora in Flanders, 1446, died 1509, leav- 
ing behind hbn " Memoirs of his own Times." 

COMMANDINUS, Frederic, an Italian, of 
noble birth, an excellent Greek scholar, and ma- 
thematician ; he translated Archimedes, Euclid, 
&c., and died in 1575. 

COMMELIN, Jerome, an eminent printer, of 
France ; he prfaited Chryso8tom*8 works in 4 
vols, and died in 1598. 

COMMENDONE, John Francis, a native of 
Venice, wrote Latin verses at 10,afterward8 sus- 
tained many ofiices under Julius UI., Paul IV., 
and Pius IV. ; he died in 1584. ,_ ^ .. 

COMMERSON, PhiUbert, botanist to the 
French kL'«g, accompanied Bongaiirvije roun* 
the world, and distingoished himself by bis la 
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horjn unA coUections, he left 900 vols, in foliOf 
and 3B cues of plants. He died at tlie Isle of 
France, in 1773. 

COMMIRE, John, author of fablea, which 
are esteemed equal to thqee of Phcdrua ; he 
died at Paris, in 170S. 

COMMODI, Andrea, an admired Florentine 
Mittter, died in 1638. 

COMMODIANUS of Gaza, a Christian poet, 
of the 4th centuryi author of " Institutiones.*' 

COMMODUS, Lucios Aurelius Antoninus, a 
dissipated emperor of Rome, 180. 

COMNENA, Anna, a most accomplished la- 

ifff and daughter of the Greek emperor, Alex- 

ns Comnenus, flourished alMut 1118, and wrote 

5 books upon the life and actions of her father, 

which she called " The Alexiad.** 

^ COMPTON, Spencer, master of the robes to 
the prince of Wales^ afterwards Charles I., and 
a zealous advocate for him ; he was slain at tlic 
battle of Hopton-heath. in 1643. 

COMPTON, Henry, bishop of Oxford, who 
was intrusted with the education of the prin- 
cesses Mary and Anne, displeased James II., by 
his zeal as a protestaut, and was dismissed from 
the privy councii, and although restored, took 
part with William, prince of Orange, against 
James. He died in 1713. 

OOMTB, liewis le, a French Jesuit, missiona- 
ry to China, in 1685. 

CONANT, Dr. John, an eminent English di- 
vine, born Oct. 18, 1608, at Veatontonjin Devon- 
shire, was educated at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where his uncommon parts and learning soon 
acquired him the favour of Dr. John Prideaux, 
thcHi rector of that college, wlio used to say of 
him, Conanti nihil est difficile ; an excellent pun, 
which, however, would be lost in translation. 
Having taken his degrees, he was by the par- 
liament constituted one of the assembly or di- 
vines, though he seldom or never sat with them. 
In 1647, he was chosen rector of his college ; 
■boitly after, Regius professor of divinity, and 
in 1657. made vice-chancellor of the university. 
In 1676, he was made archdeacon of Norwich, 
by bishop Reynolds, whose daughter he married 
In 1651 ; and in 1681, a prebendary of Worcester, 
by king Charles II. In 1686, he lost his sight; and 
in 1693, died, leaving beliind him a number of 
admired sermons, of which, six volumes arc in 

Srint. Dr. C. was buried in the church of All- 
aims, Northampton, of which he had been 
vicar many years, and possessed a considerable 
estate in.the neighbourhood- 

CONCA, Sebastian, a painter, bom at Gaeta, 
died in 1761. His pieces are much admired. 

CONCANEN, Matthew, a native of Ireland, 
who went to England, and gained some reputa- 
tion by writing in support of the ministry ; he 
was afterwards attorney-general for Jamaica, 
17 years, and died in 1749. 

CONCINA, Daniel, a celebrated Venetian 
preacher, author of a system of theology, &.c., 
died fh 1756. 

CONCINI, better known by the name of mar- 
shal d* Ancre, a Florentine, who, by his intrigues, 
became a marquis and marechal of France, but 
was shot by one of Jiis enemies, in 1617. 

CONDAMINE, Charles Marie de la, a cele- 
brated French traveHeir and poet, born at Paris, 
In 1701, died 1774, leaving many ingenious and 
valuable works. 

CONDE, Lewis, first duke of, distinguished for 
his valour at the battle of auintln, and after- 
wards as the loader of the Huguenots ; he died In 
1569, of wounds received in the battle of Dreux. 



CONDE, Henry, prince of, known in Um 
court of Henry iV., of France, was sent to tha 
bastile, in 1616, and liberated three years after; 
he was restored to favour, and dis^dayed his va- 
lour in tlie service of his country ; he died in 
1646. 

CONDE, Louis de Bourlmn, duke d^Enghi'in, 
and prince of, usually styled the Great Cor.tii!. 
He lived under the reign of Louis XIV., and 
was one of the bravest and most skilful gene* 
rals that France ever produced. 

CONDE, Henry Julius de, distinguished hhn 
self under his father, at the passage of th» 
Rhine, and was a patron of learning. He died 
in 1709. 

CONDER, John, an eminent dissenting mi 
nister, bom in Cambridgeshire, 1714, died in 
London, in 1781 , having published " An Essay 
on the importance of the Ministerial Charac- 
ter," and several sermons on public occasions. 

CONDILLAC, Stephen Bonuot de, a French 
writer on commerce, politics, and metaphysics, 
died Aug. 2, 1780. He was preceptor to the in- 
fant duke of Parma, and composed for the use 
of his illustrious pupil " A Course of Study," 
which was afterwards published in 1776, in 16 
vols. 152mo, and is deserving of great praise. 

<:ONDORC£T, John Anthony Nicholas Ca- 
ritat, marquis de, a French geometrician and 
philosophical writer, and per^ietual secretary of 
the academy of sciences at Paris, born at Ribe- 
mont, in Picardy, Sept. 17, 1743, died March S8, 
1794. His mathematical writings are numerous 
and useful ; but those on philosophical subjects 
strike at the root of religion, both natural aiid - 
revealed. 

CONDREN, Charles de, known for his influ- 
ence in procuring a reconciliation between tire 
king and the duke of Orleans, died in 1641. 

CONFUCIUS, the celebrated Chinese philo- 
sopher, was bora in the kingdom of Lu, which 
i^ at present the province of Chan Long, 551 
years before the birth of Christ His extensive 
knowledge and great wisdom made him every 
where known : his integrity, and the splendour 
of his virtues made him beloved : kings were 
governed by his counsels, and the people reve- 
renced him as a saint. He died in the 73d year 
of his age. 

CONGREVE, William, an English dramatic 
writer and poet, bom at Bardsey, near Leeds,^ 
in Febmary, 16^. Thdugh bred to the law, ho 
found no charms in that profession,but turned his 
mind to polite literature, particularly to dramatic 
composition, and wrote a comedy called " The 
Old Bachelor," of which Dryden, to whom he 
was reconunendedjsaid " that he never saw such 
a first play in his life ;" and in the performance, 
it met with such general applause, that Con- 
greve was thenceforward considered as the prop 
of the declining stage. Having written four 
comedies,' a tragedy, an oratorio, and a maM)u<!, 
and enjoyed some lucrative empl03rments undci 
government, he died Jan. 19, 1738-S, and was 
buried in Westminster-abbey. 

CONNOR, Dr. Bernard, a medical and histo* 
rical wrfter,oora in Kerry, Ireland, in 1666»and 
died 1698. In 1604, he was appointed pbj^cian 
to John Sobieski, king of Poland ; and while 
there, wrote " A History of Poland." Going 
afterwards to England, he read lectures at Cam- 
bridge, and in 1697, pubiishnd " Evangelium 
Medici," ^., a work which gained him much 
reputation by its learning and ingenuity*.! Hif 
History of Poland is in 9 vols. 8vo , 

CONON, an Athenian general, defeated o> 
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•tantinople, when bcBieged and taken by tlw 
Tnrks. in 1453. In him ended the Greek cinplra 

COI«JSTANTINE, Flavius Julius, a privat* 
soldier, wiio invested himself with the luiperial 
purple in Bnialn, and added Gaul and Spain to 
his dominions ; lie was put to death by Coiistau. 
tius, in 411. 

CONSTANTINE, a native of Syria, rnisrd 
to the papal chair, in 708, died in the cast, in 
715. « 

CONSTANTINE, of Carthage, in Africa, a 
physician of the 11th century, who first brought 
the Arabian nnd Greek physic into Jialy. 

COKSTANTITJS, Cblonw, fatlierof Conttan- 
thie the Great, died in 306. 

CONSTANT! US, FInvius Julius, succeeded 
Ma two brothers, Constans and Constantine, in 
the emptre of Rome ; he died in 301. 

CONTARINI, 6a.«ipard, a native of Venice, 
made a cardinal, in 1538, was sent u legutc to 
the oouncil of Trent, in 1541. He wrote ugainat 
Luther, and died in 1542. 

CONTARINI, Giovanni, an eminent Vene- 
tian painter, died in 1005. 

CONTARINI, Vincent, professor of ek)quence 
at Padua, and a learned author, died in 1017. 

CONTE, JacoMno del, a Florentine, portrait 
painter^ied In 1506. 

CONTI, Guisto de, a highly esteemed Italian 
poet, died about the middle of the iOth century. 

CONTI, Abb6 Anthony, a noble Venetian, 
who travelled much, and wrote some poema 
and trafiedles ; he died in 1740. 

CONl^l, Armand de Bourbon, prince of, an 
author of some note, who warmly espoused (he 
cause ef tlie insurgents against his brother, the 
great Cond^, in the civil wars of France. 

CONTI, Francis Lewis de Bourbon, elecKn) 
Idng of Poland, in 1007, but supplanted by the 
elector of Saxony, died In 1709. 

CONTO-PKRTANA, Don Joseph, a Portu- 
guese poet of freat merit ; be died in 1735. 

CONYBEARE, Dr. John, bishop of Brtttot. 
bora at Pinboe, near Eieter, in lOlKS, died at 
Bath, in 1755. His "Defence of Revealed Re* 
Uglon.'* published in 1733, in answer to Timial*t 
** Christianity si old as the Creation,** Is an ad- 
mirable work, and rendered eminoat service to 
tile obureb. 

COOK, James, a celebrated Enclish clrcnmna'- 
vigator, was born at Marton, in Yorkaliire, Oe- 
tober S7, 17SA, of poor parents, and apprenticed 
on board a vesael in the eoai-trade. In tlie war 
of 17.55, between England and France, he en« 
tered as a seaman fn the royal navy. His bo- 
bavionr in tbto station 80<ni endeared him te 
the officers ; and, on the 15th of May, 1750, lie 
obtained a ni8ft«r*« warrant for the Mercury, 
which was soon alter employed in the famous 
siege of Ouehee. During this siege, a difficult 
and dangerous service was to be performed; 
namely, to take soundings in the channel of the 
river St. Lawrence, directly in front of tlie 
French IbrtMed camp* This he nerformed at 
the imminent hazard of his life, with which tt^ 
deed he very narrowly escaped; he was succcs- 
irively revrarded with the appointments of mas- 
ter of the Northumberland Man of war. marine 
surveyor of Newfoundland and Labrador, lieu- 
tenant in tbe navy, and commander of the En-

CONRAD U., king of Germany in 1094, and 
emperor of Rome 3 years after ; he craiquered 
Buraitiidy, and died In 1030. 
■ CONRAD III., elected emperor oC Germany, 
and though opposed, he reconciled his enemies, 
and entered upon a crusade, to which he nearly 
lost bis army oy poison ; he died In 1158. 

CONRAD IV.. succeeded his fktber, Frederic 
il., aa emperor, in ISSO, unauccessfnUy omKwed 
by Innocent IV. ; be died suddenly, supposed 
by poison, to 1354. 

CONRADIN, or CONRAD, son of Oonmd 
IV., beheaded by bis ancle, regent of Naples, 
wlieB only 10 yeaisold. 

CONR ART, Valentin, secretary to the French 
ktog*a eonncilt and ftther of the French acade- 
my ; he died in UlZS. 

CONRI, Florence, an Irishman, educated in 
Spain, sent by Philip III. to reeondle the disaf- 
fected Irish to the orospeetof a Spanish Inva- 
•ton, but bis perfidious achemes were defeated, 
andhediedtolOSO. 

CON1UNGIU8, Hemannas, professor of law 
at Hehastodt, boni pt Norden, in Frisia, in 1000, 
ified 1081. He composed many worka upon law 
and history, which have been printed In vols, 
folio. 

CONSTANT, David, profenor of pMtosophy, 
Greek, and divinity, at Lausanne : he died in 
1733. 

CONSTANTIN, Robert, professor of physic, 
and belles lettres, at Caen university, anther of 
a valuable Greek and LatinLeiicon, with other 
irorks ; he died to 1005. 

CONSTANTINE. usvallr ealled the Great, 
and memoraMefor navtag been the fivst empe- 
ror of the Romans who established Christianity 
by thecivU power, was bora at Naissns, a town 
of Dardania, to Sgii. He dted 337, and divided 
the empire b etw ee n his tbreo aooa, Constanttae, 
Conatantius, and Constans. 

CONSTANTINE II., aoa oTCoiMianthke the 
Great; after hi* failler*s death, beeame master 
of Gaul, Spain, and Biltato ; be was slam at 
AqttUeia,in3ia. 

CONSTANTINE lU.^soDof Oonstantlila 11., 
was crowned emperor, in OOB, and Aed in 085. 

OONSTANTINB IV.,CAPaONYMUS, suc- 
ceeded his father Leo, In 17SS ; he defeated the 
ISaracens, who made an inaorreetion against 
him, and died in 775. 

CONSTANTINE V., sneeeeded hfs ftther, 
Leo IV., in 1780 ; he was debated by the Bol- 
gariaas, who took Jitoi and put out his eyes, in 
793. 

CONSTANTINE VH., PORFHTROOENl- 
f US, a learned man, waaerawned at 7 years of 
age ; he defeated the Lombarda, and drove away 
Jie Turks ; he was poisoned by his son, in 090. 
CONSTANTINE IX., sob of Romanus, suo- 
eeeded to the throne, in 970, and died to 1038. 

CONSTANTINE X., MONOMACHUS, or 
GLADIATOR, aacended the throne, in 1043, 
and died in 1034. 

CONSTANTINE XI., or DUCAS, succeeded 
Isaac Commenus, In 1050. His reign was ren- 
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ftccompooied by caiitaia Furueauz, in tbe Ad- 
ventuie, to determine tUe existence, or non-ex- 
istence of a southern continent. By tliis voy- 
age, from which be returned in 1775, the iUu- 
sions of a Terra Australis Inco^ta to any 
purposes of commerce, colonization, or utility, 
were dispelled; but as a reward lor captain 
Cook's important improvementa for preserving 
the health of seamen, very happily manifested 
in this voyage, the Royal Society bestowed on 
him tlie medal of Sir Godfrey Copley. Another 
grand question was, tlie pracUcability of a 
iiortheni passage to the Pacific Ocean ; to de- 
termine which, ca^itain Coolt sailed, in 1776, on 
board tlie Resolution, accompanied by captain 
Clerke, in the Discovery. This voyage aefved 
to prove that there was no practicaJUe piwiasgr 
between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans to- 
ward the north ; but, on his return, it unfortu- 
nately happened, thai our mivigator was IdUed 
in an affray with the natives of Owhyliee, one 
of^ the Sandwich isles, February 14, 1779. His 
death was universally regretted, not only in 
Great Britain, but throughout all Europe, wiiere 
his great merits and public services were known. 

COOKE, Sir Anthony, preceptor to Edward 
VI., bora atGidding-IIall, in Essex, in 1506, died 
in 1576. He was a man of singular piety and 
goodness, and of uncommon prudence in the 
management of his family. Knowing that 
women are w capable of learning as men, he 
instilled that izito his daugbters at aight, which 
he had taught the prince in ttie day. He was 
remarkably happy in these daughters; for they 
were learned above their sex in Greek and La- 
tin, and were equally distinguislied by tbdr 
virtue, piety, and good fortune. Several witty 
and ingenious sayings of his arc recorded ; par- 
ticularly the following: *■*■ That tliere were three 
objects before whom be could not do amiss ; his 
prince, his conscience, autf his cliildren.** This 
facetious story is likewise related of him : ** A 
Sussex knight, haying spent a grest estate at 
court, and reduced himself to one park* and a 
fine house in it, was yet ambitious to entertain 
the kin|(, (Edwwrd VI.) For that purpose, he 
new pamted his gaten, with a eoat of arms and 
this motto over thami in lacge e»Idc«« ietteia, 
OlA V ANITAS. Sir Anthony, ofifcriag to read 
It, desired |o icnow of the gentleman wlmt he 
meant by OIA ; who told him it atood for omnia. 
" I wonder, (replied he,) that having made vour 
omnia so little as you have, you slunila yet 
make your vanitas so large.** 

COOKE, Thomas, bom at Braintree, in £s> 
aex, in 1703. When onl(y 10, he gave the work! 
a very correct edition of " Andrew Marvel's 
Works, with a Life of the author prefixed." 
He published transhitiQnsof *< Ifesiod,^' " Cicero 
de Natura Deorum," and *' Terence," and pre- 

E»red a translation of ** Plautus," but only pulh 
shed tbe " Amphytrimi." B^ was also a dra- 
matic writer, and author (^ fi?e «r six pieces, 
which, however, were not att^^ided Vith any 
success. 

COOKE, EKsha, a resMetaUe physician, of 
Boston, and an agent to England to proeuM tbe 
restoration of the charter of Maas., in 1715. 

(X)OKE, EUslia, disUaguisbed in tlie polUical 
ttistory of Massachusetts, was a represcnutive 
ji the general court, counsellor, *o., and died 
in 1737. 

COOKE, Samuel, firat minister of the Sid pa- 
rish in Cambridge, Massachusetts, died in 1783. 
He was a man of acieace, and published several 
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COOKE, llobert. an able English divine, and 
proctor of the Oxmnt univtrsky. He retireo 
upon Uie vicarage of Leeds, and died mi 1614.. 

COOPER, Tliomas, D. D., a learned English 
prelate} born ia 1SI7; he was aatlior of a work, 
entitled " Thesaurus Llngaa; RomansB et 0ri- 
tannioiB,' ' wliich was highly patronised by queen 
Eliaabelh. 

COOPER, Anthony Ashley, earl of Shaitea- 
bury, and sometime lord liigb chaneidlor, was 
bom at Winbome Su Giles', in DonetaUre, 
July 8S, 1681, and died January, 1662-3. He is 
Bupoeed 10 have been a little intemperate in bis 
gaUantrtes; and it is recorded, that Charles IL, 
who would both take liberties and bear them, 
once paid to tbfi ead at court, in a vein of rail- 
lery and good humour, and in reference only to 
hi« amours, ^> I beUieve, Shaftesbury, Uiou art 
the wickedest fellow in my domfanions." To 
which, with a low bow and very grave Hue, 
the earl replied, *^ May it please your majestiK, 
of asubiiectlbeliQvelamr; at which tlie meiiy 
monarch laughed most lieartily. 

COOPER, Aoihoay Ashley, eail of Shafted 
bury, the eetebrated author of the ^^Charac- 
terMtios," was grandson of tlie preceding earl, 
and iKum at Exeter-liottsei in llondon, Felmi- 
ary 28, 1670-1. Soon after his coming into par- 
Uimaent, as a burgess lor Poole, he had aa op- 
portunity of sho whig that spirit of liberty #liich 
he maintained to the end of his life, and by 
which he uuifiM'Bly directed his conduct on all 
occasions : it was tlie bringing in and promoting 
" The aict fin- grantfaig counsel to pnaoners in 
caaea of high treason/' This he Looked upon 
as important, and had prepared a speech in its 
behalf: but when he stood up to spehk it in the 
House of Commons, he was so intiniidated, that 
he k)At all memory, and was quite unable to 
proceed. The house, after giving-hlmalittip 
time to recover his oonAislon, caHed loudly for 
him to go on ; when iie proceeded to thiseffBCt: 
" If I, sir, (addressing himself to the speaker,) 
who rise only to give' my opmioo on tbe bill 
now pending, am ao confoosded tint I am unr 
able to express tbe leoat of what I proposed to 
say, what must the condition of that man lie, 
who, w^bottt any assistance, is pteadini for his 
life, and undec apprehension of behog depvived 
fofUl" HedicdinlTlfMa. 

COOPER, Maurice Ashley, brother of the 
feregcAag, translated >' Xenophon'sCyropfedia,** 
wldch waa puhUsbed in S vola. 8vo., 1798, being 
a short time after lifa decease. A third edition 
was published in 1770; "not," as is said, "with 
the eclat of ptH^ular aiqiluiBe, but with the sUent 
approbation of the studious rew.** 

COOPER, Samuel, an eminent Bniflisb pahi- 
ter, bom in Lomtai, in 1609, aad commou^ 
styled the Vandyck in Uttle. He died in 1678, 
and was buried in Pancras church. 

COOPER, Jd&o GiUMrt, ttifhor of a " Life of 
Socrates." He wrote one or two nomhen of 
the periodical paper called *^ The World ;" was 
anthor of " Letieta on Taste ;" ^* Ver Yert, or 
the Nunnery Panat {" and pufeUsbea a volume 
of ^^Poeiaa on several subjectfe" 17M, ISmei 
He died tai April, 17109. 

COOPER, Dr. Miles, a teamed divine and 
poet, who published sermons " On tbe Orifjta 
of Civii government," and a volume of poems, 
and died at Edmburgh, Ih 1785. 

COOPER, WiUiam, minister in Boeten, of 
which place he was a native; ho was AstlB' 
guishedfbr his ftdthfldnesB and aeal, aad died 
iu 1743 ; he pabliahed several diseaanaa 
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COOFI^i Bamiic), miaislcr in Boston, son of I CORAS, James de, ii native ofTottlotue, aii| 
William, whom Jie succeeded in Brattle-street aa autlior of little merit, died in 1G77. 



church ; was amongthe first of those patriots who 
tooic part against Great Britain ; he died in 1783. 

COOP£R,Mile8, D.D., presidsntof King's Col 
lege. New- York^^a native of Bngland ; he came 
to America in 1702, nublislied a volume of poems, 
returned to England, and died in 1785. 

COOTE, Sir Eyre, a celebrated commander 
of the East India Company's forces in India, 
who .gained great renown by his frequent vic- 
tories over Hyder Ally *, in one of which, near 
Porto Novo, Ilydcr's anny consisted of iwore 
than 150,000 men, and General Coote's of only 
10,000. He was boro in 1796, and died at Ma 
dras, April, 1783. 

COOT WICH,' John, of Utrecht, a civilian 
and traveller. The account of his "Travels 
into Jerusalem and Syria*** was published in 
Latin, 4to., 1019. It is very curious, and is now 
become extremely scarce. The dates of his 
birth and death are uncertain. 

COPERNICUS, Nicholas, an eminent as- 
tronomer, bum at Thorn, In Prussia, in 1472. He 
adopted and Improved the hypothesis of tlie Py 
thagoreans, which made the sun the centre of 
the system, and the earth to move, not only 
round the sun^ but round its own axis also ; and 
established that system of the world which goes 
^ his name, and is now universally received. 
This he performed In a woric eniitled " De Re- 
volutionibus Orblum Cc&lestium." Apprehen- 
sions} arising from the novelty of his opinions, 
had, It is said, almost brought him to drop all 
thoughts of publishing his book, which had Iain 
in bis escrutoir not nine years only, (which is 
the terra Horace prescribes, but almost four 
times nine years. At length, however, by the 
importunity of his friends, be was prevailed 
upon to let it came out ; but a copy of it was 
no sooner brouglit to hfra, than be was presently 
seized with a violent effusion of bloodi which 
put an end to bis life. May 34, 1543. 

COPPA, Cavalier, a disciple and imitator of 
Onido. died in 1065. 

COu, Peter le, a French ecclesiastic, superior 
of the Eudistes, and distinguished for his piety, 
learning, 4tc., died in 1777. 

COQUES, Gonxalo, a Flemish painter, who 
excelled in historical conversations ; he died in 
1684. 

COR A^I, Captain Thomas, bora in 1668, spent 
the first part of his life as master of a colonial 
trading vessel. While he resided in that part 
of London which is the common residence of 
seafaring people, business often obliged him to 
come early into the city and return late : when 
he had frequent occasions of seeing young chil- 
inn expowd, through the indigence or cruelty 
»f their parents. This excited his coraps3sion 
lo far, that he projected the Foundling Hospital ; 
In which humane design he laboured 17 years, 
and at last, by bis sole application, obtained the 
royal charter for it. Indeed he spent a great 
part of his life in serving the public : and with 
so total a disregard to his private interest, that, 
toward the latter part of it, he was himself sup- 
ported by the voluntary subscription of public 
spirited persons. This singular and memorable 
man died March 29, 1751, and was interred, 
pursuant to his desire, in the vault under the 
eiiapel of the Foundllne Hospital 

CORAS, John de, proressor of law at Toulouse 
at the age of 18 ; afterwards chancellor to the 
lueen of Navarre; he was imprisoned for favour- 
ing the protestanti, and iaurdered in 1572. 



CORBET, John, a zealous uon-conformis^ 
author of several works of merit, died in 1680. 

CORBET, Dr. Richanl, bishop of Norwich, 
and an ingenious poet, died 1635. His poeBM 
were printed in 12ino., under the title of " Poe^ 
tica Stromata,** 1647, and again in 1762. Mr. 
Gilchrist published an editiou of them (with bit 
life prefixed) in 1807. Some pleasant anecdotei 
are recorded of him, among which are the fol- 
lowing ; after he was doctor of di vini^, he sung 
ballads at the Cross at Abingdon. On a mar- 
ket-day he and some of his comrades were at 
the tavern by tlie Crass ; tlic ballad singer com- 
plained be had no custom, and could not put otf 
hid ballads. The jolly doctor puts off his gown, 
and put on the ballad-singer's leatlieru Jacket ; 
and being a handsome man, and a rare fuU voice, 
he presently vended a great many, and had a great 
audience. liis conversation was extremely plea> 
sant. Dr. Stubbins was one of his cronies ; he 
was a jolly doctor, and a very good house-keeper. 
As Dr. Corbet and he were riding in Lob-lane^ 
in wet weather, (it is an extraordinary deep 
dirty lane,) the coach fell, and Corbet said, tha 
Dr. S. was up to the elbows In mud, and he was 
up to the elbows in Stubbins. Ills chaplain^ 
Dr. Lusbington, was t very learned and inse- 
nious man ; and they loved one another. The 
bishop would sometimes take the key of the wine 
cellar, and he and his chaplain would go and 
lock themselves in, and be merry ; then, first be 
lays down his episcopal hood, " There lies the 
doctor;** then he puts off bis aown, "There 
lies the bishop ;** then it was, "Here's to thee 
Corbef." " Here's to thee Lushington.'* 

CORBULO, Domitius, a Roman general, 
who carried his amis against the Partbiana, 
and placed TIgranee on the throne ; he destroyed 
himself, A.D. 67. 

CORDAYsD' ARM ANS,MaryAnnc Charlotte, 
a native of Normandy, who avenged the death or 
her lover, by stabbing Marat,the author of it, to 
the heart, for which she wasgulilotiued in 1793. 

CORDEMOI, Geraud de, a French academi- 
cian, and a great partisan of Descartes* systems ; 
he wrote several works, and died in 1732. 

CORDIER, or CORDERIUS, Mathurin, a 
schoolmaster, died at Geneva, in 1564, aged 85 ; 
havmg continued the ofiice of teaching till with- 
in a few days of bis death. Calvin was his 
scholar. Among many other works, he pub- 
lished " Colloquia,** one of the most papular of 
our school books. 

CORDUS, Aulns Crementitts, a Roman, au- 
thor of a historyof the civil wars of Rome, much 
commended ]ry Tacitus and Seneca. 

CORDUS, Eurlctus,'a German physician and 
poet, intimate with Erasmus ; died in 1535. 

CORDUS, Valerius, son of the preceding*, 
devoted himself particularly to botany, and tra- 
versed the mountains of Germany, &c. ; he died 
in 1554. 

CORELLT, Arcanselo, a.fhmous musician of 
Italy, born at Fusignano, a town of Bologna, In . 
1653. His merits, as a performer on the violin, 
w^e sufi^cient to attract the patronage of thib 
great, and to silence, as they did, all competi- 
tion ; but the remembrance of these is at this 
day absorbed In the contemidatlon of his excel* 
lencies as a musician at large, as the author of 
new and original harmonies, and the father of 
a style not less noble and grand than elegant 
and pathetic. He died at Rome, In 1713, and 
was buried h& the church of the Rotunda, otbet 
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wise called ttae Paiitbeon ; wherCf for many 
yeani ader his decease, he was coinineinorated 
by a solemn musical performance on the anni- 
versaiy of his death. 

COitlNNA, a Greeic poetess, who gained the 
prize five times over Pindar. 

COUrO, Bernardine, a historian of Milan : he 
wrote the history of his country, which is much 
^teemed, and died in 1500. 

CORIOLANUS, C. Marclus, a famous Ro- 
man captain, who toolc Corioli, a town of the 
Volsct, wlience he had his name. At iast, dis- 
gusting the people, he was banished Rome b^ 
the tribune Decius. He then went to the Volsci, 
and, persuading them to tatce up arms against 
the Romans, they encamped within four miles 
of Rome. Here Coriolanus would not listen to 
a peace, which the Romans sued for, till he was 
prevailed upon by his wife Veturia, and his 
mother Volumnia, who were followed by all the 
Roman ladies in tears. Be was at last put to 
death by the Yolsci as a trautor, who had made 
them quit their conquest: upon which the Ro- 
man ladles went into mourning : and in the 
same place where his blood was shed, there was 
a temple consecrated to Female Fortune. 

CORLKT, Elijah, was master of the gram- 
mar school, in Cambridge, Mass., for 40 or 50 
years, and was much esteemed ; he died in 1687, 

CORNARIUS, or HAGUENBOT, John, a 
German physician, early distinguished as a 
scholar. He was the translator of the works of 
Hippocrates, &c., and died in 1558. 

CORNARO, Lewis, a noble Venetian, bom 
(404, wrote in Latin a celebrated treatise " On 
the Advantages of a Temperate Life.** By fol- 
lowing his own rules, he lived to upwards of 100 
vcars of age, dying in 1565. 

CORNARO, Helena Lucretia,of the same fa- 
mily with the above, a prodigy of learning ; of 
whom it is related, that all peoF^e of quabty or 
foHhionwho passed through Venice, were more 
solicitous to see her, than any of the curiosities 
of that superb city. She was bom at Venice, in 
1646, and educated at Padua, where she obtain- 
ed the degree of doctor, and died in 1685. 

CORNAZZANl, Anthony, a native of Placen- 
ria, in the 15th century ; he wrote lite lives of 
the Virgin Mary, &c. 

CORNBURY, lord, governor of New- York 
in 1703, was universally detested for his despo- 
tism, bigotry, and injustice ; he was removed 
in 1708. 

CORNEILLE, »richael, a French painter, 
who gained a prize for one of his pieces, and 
was afterwards professor of the academy of Pa- 
ris ; he died in 1708. 

CORNEILLE, Peter, a celebrated French 
poet, born at Rouen, in 1606, and died 1684. His 
works have been often printed, aud consist of 
above. 30 comedies and tragedies. 

CORNEILLE, Thomas, a French poet also, 
but inferior to Peter Corneille, whose orother he 
was. He died 1709, aged 84.— Thomas Corneille 
was the author of " A Dictionary of Arts," in 
2 vols, folio ; and " A Universal Geographical 
aud Historical Dictionary,*' in 3 vols, folio. 

CORNELIA, a Roman lady, who educated 
her sons Tiberius and Caius Gracchus, and when 
they were killed, exhibited great fortitude. 

C0RNELI3Z, Lucas, a painter, of Leyden, 
who becaine chief painter to Henry VIII. of 
England. 

CORNELISZ. James, a Dutch painter of the 
16th century, his descent from the cross is 
much admireid. 
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CORNELISZ, Cornelius, of Hacrlem, waf 
eminent as a painter. 

CORNELIUS, bishop of Rome, after Fabian, 
was banished, and soon after died, in 23S. 

CORNETO, Adrian, an Italian ecclesiastic, 
much employed by Innocent VII. and his suc- 
cessors, as a legate : he was an author of som« 
distinction. 

CORNUTUS, a grammarian and philosopher 
of merit, and tutor to the poet Persius.^ Uc 
was put to death by Nero, A. D. 44. 

CORNWALLIS, Sir. Charles, second son of 
Sir William Cornwallis, n man of superior abi- 
lities ; was sent by James I. as amluissador to 
Spain ; and died in 1630. 

CORNWALLIS, Charles, marquis, a brave 
British general, born in 1738. In tlic American 
war he displayed great military talents, took 
possession of Fhiladclphia, contributed to the 
reduction of South Carolina, aud defeated Gen. 
Gates with a very inferior force. But, in 1781, 
lie was under the necessity of surrendering to the 
united American and French army ; soon aftei 
wiiich he returned to England. He was next 
sent out as governor-general of India ; where in 
December, 1790, he took Bangalore, which wa« 
followed by the defeat of Tippoo Saib, who de- 
livered to his lordship liis two sons as hostages. 
Lord Cornwallis was next appointed lord lieu- 
tenant of Ireland ; where he quelled an insur- 
rection, defeated a French Invading army, and 
succeedfid in cdbcting a union of the two king- 
doms. In IdOl, he was employed as minister 
plenipotentiary in France, where he signed the 
preliminary treaty of peace at Amiens. His 
lordship again accepted the govemment of In 
dia, in 180^ ; but died at Ghazepoor, in the pro 
vince of Benares, on the 5th of October, in llic 
same year. 

CORONEL, Paul, a native of Segovia, em- 
ployed by Cardinal Aimenes in the publication 
of his Polyglott Bible ; he died in 1534. 

CORONELLI, Vincent, a Venetian geogra- 
pher, made cosmographer to the French king 
in 1685. He published 400 geographical cliart£ 
and died In 1718. 

CORRADINI, Peter Marcelllnus, a learned ci 
vilian, and favourite of Pope Clement XI., he 
died in 1743. 

CORRADUS, Sebastian, a grammarian and 
profei»or at BolCM^a, died in 1556. 

CORREGIO, Antonio da, a most extraord. 
nary painter, so called from Corregio, a town 
in tbe dukedom of Modena, where he was born 
in 1494. This artist is remarkable for haviits 
borrowed nothing from the works of other mcii 
Corregio spent the greater part of his life at 
Parma; and notwithstanding the many fine 
pieces that he made, and the high reputation 
he had gained, he was extremely poor and al- 
ways obliged to work hard for the maintenanco 
of his family, which was someWhat large. H« 
was very humble and modest in his behaviour, 
lived very devoutly, and died much lamented in 
1534, when he was but 40 years of age. The 
cause of his death was a little singular. Go- 
ing to receive 50 crowns for a piece that lie 
had done, he was paid it in a sort of copper 
money called qimdrinos. This was a great 
weight, and he had 12 miles to carry it, though 
it was in the midst of summer. He was ovt- 
heated and fatigued ; in which condition, ind^*- . 
erectly drinking cold water, he brought on a 
pleurisy which put an end to his life. 

CORROZET, Giles, a French bookseller, aa . 
thor of several works of merit ; died Ih 19Si 
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COR61NI, Edward, an Italian, a man of great Vben travelling in Aula, was taken prisoneri 



erudition ; author of some valuable worl(8 on 
criticisin, phiiosophy, &c. ; died in 17G5. 

CORT, Cornelius, a native of Holland. His 
engravings are the best which that country has 
produced ; he died in 1578. 

OORTESI, William, a French painter, patro- 
nised by Alexander VIII., died in 1679. 

COkTESI, Giovanna^ a female painter of 
ttiiuiatures, of Florence ; died in 1736. 

CORTEZ, Ferdinand, a Spanish gentleman, 
Aimoas, undei^ the emperor Charles v., for the 
conquest of Mexico. He died in 1554, aged 63. 

CORTEZI, Paul, a learned Italian, a iiatron 
of literature ; was bishop of Urbiuo, and died 
in 1510. 

CORTI|Matthew, a native of Favia, a phy- 
sician to Clement VU. , wrote on fevers, Jtc. 
and difd in 1544. 

CORTICELLI, Salvatore, a monk of Bologna, 
author of a much admired Italian grammar, 
4ied in 1770. 

CORY ATE, Thomas, a famous English tra- 
veller, cliiPfly on foot. He visited almost all 
parts of the world, and published relations of 
his voyages and travels ; oat tlie singularity of 
the titles, and of his roauners, expand him to 
mash ridicule, and occasioned the character of 
lii3 works to be misrepreiwnted, as well as that 
of their author, who was certainly a man of 
great learning. His best known works are, 
" Crudittes hastily gobbled up in Five Mouths^ 
Travels In France, Savoy, Italy," &c. He was 
bom at Odcombe, in Somersetshire, 1577, and 
died at ^urat in the East Indies, 1817. 

COSBY, William, governor of the colonies of 
New- York and New -Jersey, died in 1736. 

COSIERS, John, a painter of Antwerp, pa- 
tronised by many crowned heads. 

COSIMO, Andrew and Peter, Italian paiuteni, 
the former excelled in the claro-obscuro, the 
latter in ludicrous pieces. Peter died in ISSl. 

COSIN, John, an English prelate, deprived of 
his preferments by preaching a seditions ser- 
mon ; but at the restoration ho was re-instated 
and preferred to the see of Durham. He wrote 
various works, and was a learned and humane 
man. He died in 1673. 

^ COSME, John Baseillac, emhient as a litho- 
tomist, whose instruments were much used for- 
merly ; he was banished through the envy of 
bis rivals ; and died at Paris, in 1788. 

COSMO I., son of John de Medici, who rais- 
ed himself to the supreme authority of the state 
of Florence, and put down ail comspirades 
against him ; he died in 1574. 

COSMO II., grandson of Cosmo J , succeed 
ed bis father Ferdinand, in 1609; be was a 
benevolent prince, and died in 1621. 

COSMO in., succeeded bis father Ferdinand 
IT. ; he was a patron of learning, and cne of the 
richest sovereigns of Europe ; he died in 1723. 

COSNAC, Daniel de, a native of Limousin, 
i;aised to the see of Valence, and afterwards to 
that of Aix, died in 1706. 

COSPEAU, Philip, a French prelate, repre 
■entod to have been very eloquent ; died in 1646. 

COSS ART, Gabriel, a native t>f Pontoise, who 
assisted Labbe in his grand collection of coun- 
cils, which was contained in 98 vcris. fo o, died 
in 1674. 

COSSE, Cbaries de, mmrechal de Bri^sac, a 
French general of great military talents, ]> itron- 
Ised by the king of Prance, was ambasMidor to 
Chttries v., and died in 1563. 
' COSfA, Cluirtoplier, a Portuguese, who, 



and detained in captivity many years ; he pul^ 
lished an account of Indian plants. 

COSTA, Emanuel, a Portuguese lawyer, pnt 
fessor at Salamanca, 1550. 

COSTA, John, professor of law, at Cahoa. 
died in 1677. 

COSTA, Margaret, an Italian poetess, w1kmi» 
works were published at Paris. 

COSTANZO, Angclo di, an Italian, wrote a 
history of Italy, and was a poet of considerable 
merit; he died about 1900. 

COSTARD, George, an English scholar, who 
wrote 15 treatises, chiefly on astronomy, died i» 
1782. 

COSTE, Peter, a native of UaeE, who trana 
latcd into French, Locke on the understandiiif 
and Newto n's optics, A:c. ; he died in 1747. 

COSTER, Lawrence, an inhabitant of Haer 
lera, supposed by the Dutch to have been tlie 
inventor of printing, about 1430. He died In 
1440. 

COSTHA, Ben Luca, a christian philosopher, 
of Balbec. who translated several Greek worki 
into Arabic. 

COTA, Rodriguez, a native of Toledo, wlioee 
tragl-comedia de CoHsto & Melibopa, has ap- 
P«;arcd in Latin and French, flourished in the 
IGlh century. 

COTELERIUS, John Baptist, a learned 
Frencliman, who published the works of all the 
fathers in the Apostolic age, with learned uotee. 
Idied in 1686. 

COTES, Roger, an iUiittrious English mathe- 
matician, philosopher, and astronomer, bom fai 
1682, died 1716. 

COTES, Francis, an English painter, in oil 
and crayons died in 1770. 

COTlN, (Charles, a French writer, and elo 
quent preacher, known for the severity of Boi- 
leau and Moliere's satires against him, died hi 
1678. 

COTOLENDT, Charles, an advocate in the 
parliament of Paris, and respectable as an au- 
thor. He wrote tlie life of Columbus, of de 
Sales, and numerous other works. 

COTTA, John, a Latin poet, author of some 
epigrams and orations, died at Viterbo in 1511. 

COTTE, Robert de, of Paris, director of the 
Royal Academy of Architecture, who adorned 
many of the public buildings in Paris ; died in 
1735. 

C-tTTEREL, Sir Charles, groom-porter to 
Jan.ck I., and master of requesta-to Charlee U., 
wr-'A skille d in modem languages. 

'.OTTIN, Sophia de, wife of M. Cotthi, t 
banker of Paris, died in 1807. She wastheathoi 
of MaMna, Matilda Mansfield, the exUee of Si- 
beria, and other novels. 

COTTINGTON. Francis, lord, chancellor of 
the exchequer, and first'loid of the treasury, is 
the reign of Charles I., died in 1651. 

COTTON, or COTON, Peter, a learned Je- 
suit, bom In France, in 1564, wrote several bookf 
on controversial subjects, andilied in 1690. 

COTTON, Sir Robert Bmce, an eminent Eng' 
lish antiquary, bom at Denton, in Huntingdon- 
shire, in 1570. His writinp are very numerous 
and valuable ; but it may reasonably be quee* 
tioned, whether he has not done more service 
to teaming, by securing, as he did, his valuable 
library for the use of posterity, than by all his 
writings. The Cottonian library is depositea 
in the British Museum. 

COTTON, Charl^ lived la the reigns of 
{Charles and Jame^ u m« had eomelbing of a gi^ 
12* 137 
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Qitts for poetry, and was particultriy fiunoua tor 
burlesque verse. He translated one of Cornellic's 
tragedies, called *' Horace,*' printed in 1871. He 
publlstiea a volume of poems on several occa- 
•lons: *'Thc Wonders of the Peak in Derby- 
shire ;** " Scarronides, or Virgil Travestie ;'* 
and "Lucian bttrlesqued,or the Scofler scoffed : 
an oditioa of tlie three last mentioned, was 
printed in 1716, and has been frequently reprint- 
<h1. But tlie chief of all his producUoos, and 
for which perhaps he de9erves the best praise 
of his countrymen, is bis translation of " Mon- 
tai2ae*s Essays." 

ColTON, Pr., ^utbor of " Visions in Verse, 
for the instruction of Younger Minds," was dis- 
tinguished for bis great care, humanits*, and at- 
tention as a physician, at St. Albans, wticre he 
died Aug. 2, 1788. 

COTTON, John, OQe of tlie most dieUikgui«h- 
ed early ministers of New England, born in Eng- 
land ; ne sustained a high reputation for wisdom 
and learning ; his publications were numerous. 

COTTON, Seaborn, son of John, mijtisterof 
Hampton, N. B., was born at sea, died in 1C86. 
He was a good scholar, and an able preacher. 

COTTON, John, son of the Rev. John Cot- 
ton, minister of Plymovth,Mass., and of Charles- 
Ion, South Carolina. He was a faithful minis- 
ter, and eminent for his knowlege of the Indian 
language. He revised and superinleoded the 
printingof Elliots Bible. 

COTTON, John; minister of Newton, Mass., 
highly respected, died in 1757. ^ 

COTYS, 9 king of Thrac^, la the age of 
Alexander, died about 3S0 B. C. A second of 
tho name lived in the age of Pompey, and a 
third in theoge of Augi^stus. 

COUDRETTE. Chtistopber, a Prencb eccle- 
siastic, ppposer or tbfi Jesuits, and of the pope's 
bull, unigenitus, died in 1774. His chief work 
U a histoiy of the Jesuits. 

COCLON, Lewis, a French priest, whose 
»Qsraphical works are much esteemed, died in 

COUPERIN, Prancis, a Frenchman, much 
admired for his execution on the harpsichord, 
di^ in 1.733. 

COUPLET, Philip, a Jesuit missionary to 
China, wrote some works on the Chinese It^n- 
guage ; he died in 16^. 

COUR A YER, Peter Francis, a French divine, 
autlior of Paul's history of the council of Treat, 
la French, &c., died in 1776. 

COURCELLES, Stephen de, a native of Ge- 
neva, professor of divinity at Amsterdam, and 
{utlvor of various theological tracts, died in 
658. 

COURT pE OEBELIN, Anthony, a protest- 
ant minister of Lausanne, author of " Monde 
Primitif," in 9 vols. 4to, a work of great merit, 
died in 1784. . 

COURTANVAUX, Francis Ciesar, mai«juls 
49, a French nobleman, who dlstlngiiisbed him- 
self In the wars of Bohemia and Bavaria ; be 
died In 1781. 

COURTEN, William, son of a tailor, of Me- 
Qix, in the ^Netherlands, who made himself im- 
mensely rich, by making French hoods, In Lon- 
don ; he died in 163i6. 

COURTEN, William, descendant of the pre- 
ceding, who collected whatever was curious and 
Important, m medal !ic and antiquarian history, 
and no less than 38 vols, in folio, and 8 in 4to, 
all of which were purchased for the British 
Musflumi for the «um of 20»0001. He died in 
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COURTENAY, John, a member of parKa 
ment, aud commissioner of the treasury, kuowQ 
also OS a writer, died in 1816. 

roURTf LZ, Garien de sieur de Sandras, of 
Paris, confined in the Bastile 9 years, for Jiia po- 
litical works, died in 1713.

COURTOJIS, Jamed, a painter, who delinea- 
ted the battles of the French, la the campaigop 
of Italy ; he died In 1676. 

COURTOJS, WiIUam« alao a painter, much 
admired, was patronised by Alexander VX&.. 
and died in 1673. 

COUSIN, John, a painter and mathematician, 
in France; he was called the Gi'eat, and wat 
patronised by Henry II.,'Francls H., Charles IX.« 
and Hoary lU. 

COUSi^, James Anthony Joseph, an emi- 
nent matbematician, was professor of natutal 
philosophy in the college of France, and aPiei^ 
wards of mathematics in the militar}' school;

COUSTON, Nicholas, sculptor to the Frcnco 
king ; his pieces adorn the palace of Paris, 
Versailles, and Marly ; he died in 1733> 

COUSTON, William^ brother to the preced- 
ing, director of the academy of painting and 
Bcnlp ture, died in 1746. 

COUSTON, William, son of the preceding 
was Improving himself in the arts, at Rome 
where he died la 1777. 

COUTHON, Georges> a native of Orsay, m 
Auvergne, a member of the convention In the 
French revolution, odious for his ferocious and 
vindictive conduct ; hp was guillotined in 1794 

COUVREUR, Adrianne le, a French actress, 
who played with much applause, died in 1730. 

COVEL, John, an English divine, chaplain to 
the embassy to Constantinople, pubMshed an ac- 
count of the Greek church.'aind died in 17S3. 

COVERDALE. Miles, bishop of Exeter, in the 
time of Edward VI., was ejected from his see 
by queen Mary, and thrown into prison. Bein^ 
liberated by queen Elizabeth, he attached him- 
self to the puritans, and died in 1567, at the age 
of 81. He assisted Tindal in tlie English ver- 
sion of the Bible, published in 1537, and after 
wards revised and corrected the edition of it in 
a larger volume, with notes. In 1540. 

coward; William, a medical apd mcta 
physical writer, born at Wiiichester, in 1656 
died between 1723 and 1725. 

COWELL, Dr. John, a learned and eminent 
civilian, bom at Eniesborough, in Devonshire, 
in 1554 : and well known by a laborious work 
which he published at Cambridijc, in 1607, eatir 
tied " The Interpreter." Besides, this, he pub- 
lished, in 1605, ** lustitutioiies Juris Anglicanl," 
&c., mat is, " Instltutesof the Laws of England, 
in tb9 same method as Justinian's Institutes.' 
He died In 161L 

COWLEY, Abraham, an eminent English 
poet, born in London, in 1618, died 16C7,and was 
buried in Westminster Abbey, near Chaucer and 
Spenser, where a monument was err cted to his 
memory. Cowley was a staunch loyalist; am* 
when Charles II. heujd of his death, he was 
pleased to say, " that Mr. Cowley had not left 
a better man behind him In England." Add!- 
Isqa has obsenrod. that of all auMtors, ntvoA ^vta 
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abounded «o mucb iii wit, accoidiog to Locke's 
trae deflnltkM of it, as Cowley. 

COWLSY, Haanab, a very ingeaiat drama- 
tic writer, and a poetess, indeed, in aloiost 
•very braacli of the art, l>om at Twerton, De- 
von, in 1743, died March 11, 1609, at tlie place 
of her nativity, in her 66t]i yeai* 

COWPER, Wiliiaro, bishop of GaDoway, in 
Scotland, bom in Perth, in 1564, died 1617, leav- 
u^ a folio volume of worlcs on divinity. 

COWPER, Williaai, dean of Durham, was 
the BOD of earl Cowper, twm in London, in 
1713, and died 1772. He wrote a learned " Trea- 
tise on Geometry,'* eight **Sennons," and 
*^ Advice to a Lady ;" all of which are mucb 
esteemed. 

COWPER, WUHam, a physician and anti- 
quary, at Chester, died in 1767. 
COWPER, Wtiliam, an excellent English poet, 
equally dntinguished by his genius and his vir- 
tues, lie was bom at Berlchanipstead, Herts, 
Vov. 1791, was the grandson, of Judf^e Cowper, 
great nephew of tiie lord high chancellor of the 
same name, and died April 25, 1800. His poems 
are various; but the most celebrated of them is 
railed " The Task ;" and the tendency of all 
hiy writings is, to enhuge the b9u1 to every libe- 
i«l sentiment, and to improve the hewt Blr. 
Cowper also published a translation into blank 
verse, of Homer's Iliad and Odyssey ; which is 
more remarkable for its lldelity to the original, 
than for ita poetical elegance. 

COX, Richar*:, bishop of Ely, bom at Whad- 

don, in Buckinghamshire, in 1499, died 1581. 

H« was the chief framer of the liturgy, and 

tanslator of the Bible called " The Bishop's 

Bible," made in the reign of Elizabeth. 

COX, 8<r Richard, lord chancellor of Ireland, 
and author of ^A History*' of that kingdom. 
was born at Bandon, in Cork, in 1650, and died 
1733. 

COX, Leonard, agrammarian, sometime mas' 
ter of Reading school, with great reputation, 
aiKl teacher in several countries on the coatl- 
ft * \t, died in 154ft 

OOXETER, Thomas a Aidthful and Indus- 
t'raous collector of old En^ish literature, was 
bora at Leehlade, in Gk)cester8hire, in 1689. 
He amassed materials for a Irtograpby of the 
Biifiisb poets, and assisted Mr. Ames in the 
** Histoty of British Typography." He had a 
curious collection of old plays, and pointed out 
to Theobald, many of tne black letter books 
-which that critic used in bis edition of Slmk- 
ipeare. Coxeter was the first who formed the 
scheme, afterwards adopted by Dodsley, of pub- 
«csbing a coOecion of ancient plays. He died 
a\ 1747. 

COXiS, Michael, a painter, of Meehlm, who 
imitated Raphael, died in 1593. 

COTEft, r Abb^ Gabriel Francis, a Freneh- 
man, who wrote tiie life of John SobieskI, Tra- 
vels in Italy, Holland, 4tc., and died In 1780. 

COTPEL, the name of several painters, who 
were very eminent in France, in the 17th and 
I8tli centuries. 

COYSEVOX, AntiMmy, chaBcelior and re- 
sent of the academy of paintUig and ^ettlpture, 
In France, died in 17201 

COYTIER, James, physician to Lewis XI., 
of France, and memorable for nothing particu- 
larly, but the dexterity he showed, in managing 
that monarch. Lewis tiad no principle to lay 
hold of, except an intense fear of dying ; which 
most contemntible cowardice, Coytiertaking the 
advantage c ^ and oftea threoteiUng his master 



hvitb a wpoe&y diasoluti<Hi, obtained from tfjRn 
10 time, great and innumerable fbroon. Lew- 
to, however, once recovered strength of mini 
enough to he ashamed of his weakness ; ani 
feeling a momentary resentment for (what ha 
then thought) the insolence of his physician, or- 
dered him to be privately despatched. Ccnrtier, 
apprized of this by the officer, who was his in- 
timate friend, replied, ** that the only concern 
he felt al>out himself was, not that he must die, 
but that the king could not survive him above 
four days ; and that he (the said Coytier) knew 
this by a particular science (meaning ostrolog jr, 
which tlien prevailed) and <«aly mentv>ned it to 
him in confidence as an t» *mate fViend." Lew !■ 
informed of this was frighvcned more than ever 
and ordered Coytier tn be at large^ as usupl. 

COZZA, Francesco, bom in Bicily, eminent 
]in fresco and oil painting, died in 1064. 

CRAASBECK, Joseph Vau, of Brussels, a 
painter, who excelled in representing alehouse 
quarrels, died in 1668. 

CRAB, Roger, an English hermit, wlio Hved 
at Ickham, near Uxbridge, and acquired great 
reputation for sanctity and alistlnence. 

CRA6B, Habakkuk, an eminent dissenffer, III 
England, died in 1795. 

CRACH ERODE, Rev. Clayton Mordaunt. 
lone of the trastees of the BrHlsli Museum, and 
Fellow of tlie Royal and Antiquarian Societies. 
His attainments were various and considerable! 
he wrote elegantly In I<aiin verse ; as may be 

m In tha " Carmina Q^uadrigesimalia," for 
the year 1748. He employed a considerate 
part of a large revenue, m making collections 
of what was best and most curious hi litera< 
tare, and certain branches of the arts. His 11-* 
brary was unrivalled in its kind ; and his cabi- 
net of i^fints, drawhigs, and medals, was consi- 
dered as among the most select and valuable in 
a country that posseses so many of them. He 
was an exquisite judge of art, both ancient and 
modem, particalarly of sculpture, painting, and 
music, and collected the choicest of early print- 
ed bookWj drawings, coins, and gems, of whioli 
a complete catalogue raisonne would require a 
volume. Mr. Cracherode died April 6; 1799, 
and bequeathed his immense collection of ttocrfee, 
medals, drawings, A:e., Ice, to the UriUah Mu- 
seum. 

CRADDOCK, Luke, an ingenhia English 
painter, chie% of birds, died in 1717. Vcrtuo 
records, that Craddock's pictures rose quickly 
after his death, to three or four times the priea 
that he was paid for them when living. 

CRADDOCK, Samuel, a learned dmne, au- 
thor of " A History of the Old and New Testa* 
ment," an ** Apostolical History," and " The 
Hanaenyof tlie Four Evangelists, died ia 1700, 
aged 86. The latter of these works was revl* 
sed by Dr. Tilloiaon,' who preserved it from the 
flames in the fire of London. 

ORADO€%, Thomas, rector of Bt. Tlmmns, 
Baltimore eonnty, Maryland, publistied Psalms 
of David in lieroie verse, in 1756. 

CRACKANTHORP, Richard, an eloquent 
English preacher, chaplain fo an embassy to 
the emperor, and an author of merit, died in 
16!24. 

CRAIG, Nicholas, a learned Dane ; he was 
engaged by tbe king of Deranark in some la»- 
portant negotiations, and wrote annals of Dea 
mark. lie died in 1603. 

CRAIG, Sir Thomas, a learned Scotch law- 
yer, known for bis *• Jus Peudalc," died in 
1608. 
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CRAIG, James, a Scotch divine, admired as 
ft preacher ; he publi«bed 3 vols, of serrooiu, and 
died in 1744. 

CRAIG, John, a Scotch mathematician, who 
made liis name famous by a small work of 3(3 

ftoges in 4to, entitled '' Tbeologia Cliristiauu 
*rjncipia Matlieuiatica.** 

CRAIG, William, a Scotch divine, celebrated 
for his pulpit oratory, died in 1783. 

CKAIK, James, M. D., a native ef Scotland, 
came to Virfpnia, where he became a distin- 
guished physician, received on appointment in 
the army of the revolution, and was physician 
to the faibily of Greaerat Washington. He died 
In 1814. 

CRAMER, John Frederic, learned professor 
at Duisburg, translated PuffendorTs introduc- 
tion to history, and died in 1715. 

CUAMER, Gabriel, of Geneva, well known 
over liurope as a mathematician, died in 1732. 

CRAMER, Nicholas, a Flemish painter, dis- 
tinguished for taste and correctness, died in 1710. 

CRAMER. Daniel, a native of Bellz, in Bran- 
denburg, professor of eloquence, at Wittemberg, 
and an able divine, wrote on Aristotle's logic 
he died in 1596. 

CRAMER, John James, professor of oriental 
langauge at Zurich, and afterwards at Herborn, 
and author of several theological works; he 
died in 1702. 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a native of Qued- 
linburg, who first reduced the art of assaying 
in jaetallurgy into a system ; he died in 1777. . 

CRAMER, John Andrew, a German divine, 
not distin^ished excepting as a poet. He was 
profeaBor io several institutions, and died m 
1788. 

CRANE, Thomas, a non-conformist divine, 
author of a " Treatise on Divine Providence," 
died in 1714. 

CRANFIELD, Edward, was, for a short time, 
governor of the colony of New Hampshire, af- 
ter 1683. 

CR ANIUS,Ijaca, a painter of Bamberg, whose 
pieces were once admired, died in 1553. 

CRANMER, Thomas, an English archbishop, 
memorable for having endured martyrdom in 
the caupe of protestantism, was born at Asioc- 
lon, in Nottinghamshire, in 1489, and burnt at 
Oxford, March 31, 1555, by order of queen Ma- 
ry. He was an open, generous, lionest man ; a 
lover of truth, and au enemy of falsehood and 
superstition ; he was gentle and moderate in his 
temper, and though heartily zealous in the cause 
of the reformation, yet a friend to the persons 
of those who most strenuously opposed it ; he 
was a great patron of learning and the univer 
sitles, a very learnefl man himself, and author 
<tf several works. 

CRANSTON, Samuel, governor of Rhode- 
Island, from 1698 to 17S7. 

CRAPONE, Adam, a native of Salon, known 
for tlie canal which hears his name, between 
Aries and the Durance ; he was poisoned through 
envy, in 1508. 

CRASH AW, Richard, an English poet, who 
wias, ia his lifetime, honoiured with the friend 
ship of Mr. Cowley, and after his death, by the 
praise of Mr. Pope, who condescended both to 
read Ms poems, and to borrow from them. He 
died at Loretto, in Italy, in 1650. 

CR ASSO, Lawrence, baron of Pianura, wrote 
atiistory of the Greek poeta commended by the 
Italians, but censured by tne French. 

CR ASSUS, Lucius Liclnius, a Roman oratnr, 
greatly conm^ended by Cicero, died 02 B. C. 
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CRASSUS, Marcus Liciniust 4Hie of the ti^ 
umvirs witli Ciesar and Pompey, was defeato» 
and killed in Syria, 53 B.C. 

CRATES, a philosopher, disciple of Dlogenea. 
the cynic, prided himself on his poverty ano 
meanness, lived 728 B. C. 

CRATES, an academic pbiloaopber of Athena^ 
372 B. C. 

CRATESIPOLIS, a queen of Sicyoa, cele- 
brated for her valour, 314 B. C. 

CR ATIN US, one of the great masters of wha* 
we call the ancient comedy. He flourished ia 
the 81st Olympiad, some 20 or 30 years before 
Aristophanes. He was an Athenian born, and 
appears to have l)een au excessive drinker ; and 
tlie excuse lie gave for tliat vice was, that it was 
absolutely necessary to warm his fancy, and to 
put a soul into his verse. Aristophanes, in his 
*' Irene," has given us a pleasant account of 
CratiouB* death, where . he says that it was 
caused by a fatal swoon, at the sight of a noble 
cask of wine split in pieces, and washing the 
streets. Suidas tells us that he wrote 21 plays. 
CRATIPPUS, pronounced by Cicero, to be 
by far the greatest of all the peripatetic philoso- 
phers that he ever heard, was of JUitylene, and 
taught philosophy there. 

CRATO, or DE CRAFTHEIM, John, physi- 
cian to the emperor Ferdinand I., intimate with 
Luther— wrote " LuUier's Table Talk;'* he 
died in 1585. 

CRAVEN, Charles, colonial governor of S. 
Carolina, returned to England in 1716. 

CRAWFORD, David, author of "> Memolni 
of Scotland," a " Peerage of Scotland," a " His- 
tory of the royal family of Stuart," a topogra- 
phical description of the " County of Renfrew,' 
&c., was born near Glasgow, in 1665, and died 
1726. 

CRAWFORD, William, bom at Kelso, in 
1670, wrote " Dying Thoughts," and some 
** Sermons," published in 3 vols. 12aio, and died 
in 1742. 

CRAWFORD, Dr. Adair, an eminent Eng- 
lish physician and chymist, author of" Experi- 
ments and Observations on Animal Heat," and 
the first who found out the medical uses inherent 
in the Terra Ponderosa, born in 1749, died 1795. 
CRAWFORD, Anne, a celebrated English 
actress, both in comedy and tragedy, but betler 
remembered by her name of Barry, was bom at 
Bath, in 1734, and died Nov. 29, 1801. 

CRAYER, Caspar de, a celebrated painter 
of Antwerp, greatly esteemed by Reubens and 
Vandyck, died in 1669. 

CAEBILLON, Prosper Joliot de, a French 
writer of tragedy, and usually ranked after 
Corneille and Racine, was bora at Dijon, in 1674, 
and died 1702. 

CREBILLON, Claude Prosper Joliot de, son 
of the foregoing, and a celebrated writer of no- 
vels, letters, and romances, was bora in Paris, 
1707, and died there in 1777. The ease and ele- 
gance, together with the seducing levity of hks 
writings, have obtained for htm the appellatior 
of the Petronius of France. His works, chiefly 
of a voluptuous tendency, have been collected 
in 11 vols. 12mo, 1779. 

CREDI, Lorenzo di, an Italian painter of Flo- 
rence, died in 1530. 

CREECIT, Thomas, eminent for his transla- 
tions of ancient authors, both in prose and verse, 
was bom near Siierborne, in Dorsetshire, in 
1659, and died by his own hand, in 1701. His 
principal works are translations of Lucretioa. 
and Horace ; but be Uanslated qttaer things of a 
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BinaUer kind> from Theocritus, dvid, Virgil, Ju 
venal, Plutarch, Cornelias Nefkw, &c. k,c. 

CRELL, Lewis Christian, a oative of Ncu- 
stadt, a»d professor at Lei[»ic, died in 1735. 

C&ELLIUS, John, aBocinian. who settled in 
Poland, where he became professor to the uni< 
lariaofl. He was 'a man of great learning, and 
wnMe against Grotius. 

CR£MONlNI, Ciesar, an Italian philosopher, 
who advocated tlie doctrines of Aristotle, in re- 
spect to the materialihr of the soul : he died in 

wao. 

CRENIUS, Thomas, a writer whose works 
were uuDierous. He wrote chiefly on philoso- 
phical subjects, and died at Lcyden, in 3728. 
t CREQUI, Charies de, prince de Fotx, a mare- 
ehal, and peer of France, distinguished for his 
valour; he was killed by a catiBon ball at the 
siege of Bremen, in 1G38. 

CREQUr, Francis de, great grwidson of the 
preceding, a marechai of France, distinguished 
for his military e&fe«-pri8e« and heroic courage ; 
he died in 1687. 

ORE8CEMBENI, John Maria, an Italian poet, 
born at- Manrata, in Anemia, 1063. He pro- 
jected tbeeetabttshraent of a new academy, on- 
der the name of Arcadia, the members of which, 
at first, did not exceed 14, but afterwards in- 
creased much. They called themselves tlie 
shepherds of Arcadia, and each took the name 
of some shepherd, and some place ii» that an- 
Bient kingdom. Tlie founder of thi»60cie^wasi 
appointed tlie director of it, in 1690, and held it 
to the year of Ms death, 1728. 

CRESCENS, a cynic philosopher, in the 2d 
century, who persecuted the Christians. 

CRESCENTIUS, Peter de, a native of Bou- 
logne, in the 14th century, who travelted 30 
years as a law practitioner ; he published a va* 
lnat}le treatise on agriculture. 

OKEBPT, Dani^, a celebrated portrait pain- 
ter, of Boiogna, died in 1630. 

CKESPf, Guiseppe Maria, a painter of Bo- 
logna, who, by darkening his room very much, 
gave greater vivacity to his subjects, died in 
1747. 

CRESSBV, Hugh PauHn, an English divine, 
who became a catholic, and was chaplain to 
qtteen Catharine,- he was much respected, and 
iNibli&bed sone valuable works, particularly an 
aUe eeclesittMkMl history. He died in 1674. 

CKESTI, Dominico. a historical painter, of 
Florenee, died in 1638. 

CRETIN, William Dtf Bols, whose chief me* 
kit consititBd in pons, low wft, Itc. : Be was his 
torian to Charles Vlll., Lewis XII., ^fcc, and 
died in 15QS. 

CREVIBR, John Baptiate Lew%, a Parisian, 
trained under the celebrated RoHln, and after- 
wards professor of rhetoric. Upon the death 
•f his master. In 1741, he took Upon him to fi 
aish his *« Roman History." He nnbliBbed other 
irorks, and was greatly serviceable to ^« canse 
If virtue and region, as w^ as lettera. His 
death happened in 1705. 

CREW, Nathaniel, bishop of Durham, in the 
time of James II., whose cause he eapoosed ; 
be died in 1721. 

CRICHTON, James, a Scotch gentleman, 
horn at Perth, in 1960, and blest with most ex- 
tniordinary endowments, both of IxNiy and 
rnind. He was mnrdered by his pdpil, Vinccn- 
tio di Gonz^i^a, son of the d^ke of Mamua, inl 
1582 - ~ . . 
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In as many. He is usually styled The Admirabtt 
Crichton. 

CRILLON, Lewis de Berthon de, a French 
general, who distinguished himself by his va* 
lour, in the time of Henry II., III., and IV. SJt 
died in 101 5. 

CRILLON MAHON, N. dukede, dtstfngnbh- 
ed himself in the seven years war, and al^ei^ 
wards in the cause of Spain. He died in 179G. 

CRINESIIJS, Christopher, a native of Bohe- 
mia, who published several learned works ; 1m 
died in 1626. 

CRINITUS, Petrua, a native of Florence, t 
man of great learning, but addicted to the basest 
sensualities ; he diea in 1505. 

CRISP, Tobias, a controversial writer on di- 
vinity, and the great chaiApion of Antinomian- 
isiu, died in 1642. 

CRITI AS, one of the tlilrty t\'rftnt8 of Athens , 
he fell in battle 400 B. C. * 

CRITO, one of the pupils and Mends of Bo 
crates. 

CRITOBULUS, a physician, who Is said to 
have extracted the arrow which wounded the 
eye of Philip of Macedon. 

CRnX>LAUS, a Greek historian. 

CRITOLAUS, an Arcadian, who, when dtr 
feated by the Romans, poisoned himself, HA 
B, C. 

CROESE, Gerard, a protestant divin<*, of Am- 
sterdam, author of a history of the Quaken. 
died in 1710. 

CRGB8US, the fifth and last of the Mermna- 
d«, who feigned in Lydia ; was stlpposed the 
richest of mankind. He was the first wlio made 
the Greeks of Asia tributary to the Lydians, 
and his court was the asylum of learning and 
the polite arts. AAer a reign of 14 years, he 
was defisated by Cyrus, 548 B. C. : thetfane and 
manner of bis death are unknown. 

CROFT, Herbert, an English prelate, who 
wrote in favour of the protestants about 1675 ; 
hediedlnlOOI. 

CROFT, William, a celebrated musician, 
wlio succeeded Dr. Blow as master of the child 
ren,and composer to the Chapel Royal, and a^-o 
as organist in Westminster Abbey. In 1712 he 
published, but without his name, " Divine Har- 
mony, or a new collection of select anthems ;" 
to which is prefixed, "A Brief Account of 
Chnrch Music." In 1715, he was created doc- 
tor in music at Oxford ; and in 1724 published- 
Iry sulmcription, a noble work of his own, en- 
titled, ** Musica Sacra, or Select Anthems in 
Score,'* in S vols. Hie first containing the fune- 
ral service which Purcell had begun, titit did not 
live to complete. He was bom at Nether-Eating-^ 
ton, in Warwickshire, about 1677, and died Aug;- 
1737. 

CRORIU8, or DE CROf, a minister of Usez, 
who wrote sevcfral works in Latin ; he died in 
16S9. 

CROIX, Francis Petit de la, secretary and in-' 
terpreter to the king df France in the Turkish 
and Arabic langnages, died Nov. 4, 1695, in hit 
73d year. 

CROIX, John Baptist de la, seMnd bishop of 
duebec ; came to Canada in 1685; he founded 
three hospitals, and died in 1727. 

CROIX DU MAINE, Francis Qmde de la, 
a Frenchman of the 16tb century, who publlsh- 

~ an account of all French anthers. 



CROKE, Sir George, many years one of the

'stand hiiu in stead at one time or otiier ; and 
therefore in reading, nothing is to be pretermit- 
ted." 

CKOMPTON, William, a non -conformist di- 
vine, author of several small tracts, died 1696. 

CROMWELL, Thomas, carl of Essex, an 
Eminent statesman in the reign of Henry VIII., 
iras the son of a bhicluuBith at Putney^ iu Surry, 
and born about 1490. He was for souie time 
£Terk or liccrctary to the English factory at Ant- 
werp. — On his return to England he was admit- 
ted into tlie family of Cardinal Wolsey sb his 
solicitor ; to vvtiom he approved himself by liis 
liUeUty and diligence in several unportant affairs; 
and after the cardinars fall, the king employed 
him iu his own service, and raised hun ina short 
time to several eminent dignities. Having lieen 
Instrumental iu promoting the RffiDmiatiDn, the 
king granted him many nol»le manors and large 
estates, the spoils of tlie religious houses ; ad- 
vanced liim to the dignity of earl of Essex ; and 
constituted him lord high chambcrlahi of Eng- 
land. The tide of prosperity, which had hitber- 
's. ftoWed in upon him, began now to take a turn : 

scheme that he laid to secure bis greatness 
.roved bis ruin; such is the weakness of hu- 
man policy ! He used his utmost endeavours to 
procure a marriage betwi^ king Henry and 
Anne of Cieves. As her friends were all Lu- 
therans, he imagined itm%httend to bring down 
-the popish party at court; and he expected greati 
support from a queen of his own making. But 
the capricious monarch, being diseust^ with 
lier person^ on the first night's cohabitation, took 
an invincible aversion to the promoter of the 
ifiarriage, wlio was soon after arrested at the 
eouucil table,attainted of h^h treason and here- 
sy, and executed on Tower-hill, after six weeks 
Imprisonment, July, 1540. 

CROMWELL, Oliver, protector of the com- 
monwealth- Qf England, was son of Mr. Robert 
Cromwell, and born iu the parisli of St. John, 
Huntingdon, April 35, 1599, baptized the 29th of 
the same month, and was educated iu grammar 
learning at the uree-schooi in that town. From 
Huntingdon he was removed to Sydney college, 
In Cambridge, where he was admitted fellow 
commoner, April S3, 1616. He was elected a 
member of the third parliament of Charles I., 
which met Jan. 90, 1^28^ and from this time to 
1641 was in warm opposition to all the measures 
of the court. At length when the king and 
parliament came to an open rupture, Cromwell 
obtained a captain's commission ; and his first 
military exploit was, securing the town of Cam- 
bridgjB for the parliament. Be was afterwards 
rapidly promoted to the rank of lieutenant-gen- 
eral under the earl of Manchester, in which ca- 
ELcity be distinguished himself at the battle of 
arston Moor. He was then made lieutenant- 
general of horse under Sir Thomas Fairfax, had 
tlt9 urincipal share in defeating the royal party 
at Naseby, made himself master of Winchester 
aiid several other places, reduced Carlisle and 
Berwick, and entered Scotland in triumph. 
Having dismissed the Hamiltons (of the king's 
party) fVom all of&ces of public trust, he return- 
ed to England with every mark of honour and 
•Bieem on the part of the Scots . and, on his ar- 
val j» London, took liisseat again in parliament, 
auc received the thanks of the Imuse for thij» 
142 ' 
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signal service, which was the last he performed 
in his military capacity till the king's death. 
After that event (to which he was equally 
prompted by teur and ambition,) Cromwell wai 
appointed lord govemof of Ireland, to whlcn 
kingdom be Arent iq great pomp, and very soon 
made himself master of Drogheda, and the other 

S laces which had been held by the royallMS. 
laving done this service, he was recnlled to 
£lngland, and made captain-general -of all tiM 
pariiauient forces, marched again orto Scotland, 
defeated the Scots ut Dunbar, followed Charles 
II. into Worcester, and totally routed his whole 
force. Cromwell now found his powoi so viii* 
controllable, that 1ip ventured on a step-, bolder 
perhaps,, than ever before had entered the head 
of any man in England. He abruptly dis^ 
solved tile Long ParUament, and, having turned 
all tlie members out of the house, locked the 
doors, put the keys in his pocket^nd returned 
home. This happened On the 90th of April, 
1653. On the loth <^ December, hi the same 
year,he was invested with supreme authority, 
under tlie title of lord protector of the three na- 
tioi^, England, Scotland, and Ireland ; in whtcb 
station, having for five years administered the 
affUrs of the kingdom with great vigour and 
ability, ho died Sept. 3, 1658. 

CROMWELL, Richard, eldest son of Oliver, 
and named by.liim as his successor, was born 
at Cheshmit, 1696, and died nii.-^Aik act wiu 
passed, for recognising him as Protector, and for 
restoring the house of lords : but the Commons 
fell into debates about settling the chief magis- 
trate's power, and that of the upper house ; anil 
these, with other proceedings, terminated in a 
jealousy, between the protector and his.amy>'. 
At laeft they discarded him, and took tlie govern 
ment into their own hands. On tho restoration 
he went abroad, butretunied in 1660, under tlie 
assumed name of Clarke, and settled at Chesli- 
unt, where he lived privately and died beloved , 
but he was not by any means qualified to sup- 
port the station to which the aspiring talents m 
his father had raised him. 

CRONECK, John Frederic baron de, born at 
Anspaeh, distinguished lunself as hningenioua 
poel ; Iw died in 1758. 

CRONSTEDT, Axel Fredevio, a native of 
Sweden, a naturalist, and inspector of~ the 
mines: he puUisbed various works, and died 
in 1765. 

CROOK, Sir George, an EDglisbman, who 
became ehlof Justice ; died in 1641a 

CROSBY, Brass, born atStoektoo-upon-Teea,- 
in. 17^, eame early in life to London, whore fa« 
practised several years as an attorney : became 
alderman of the ward of Bread-street, in 1765^ 
and was elected lord mayor, September 524, ITTOw 
March, 1771, in the case of the proclwLation 
against Wheble and other printers, Mr. Alder* 
roan Oliver was committed to the Tower ; auo 
Mr. Croebv (then k>rd Mayor) was ordered intu 
the custody of tiie seijeant at arms ; but, <m 
his bpiritedly observing, ^*that if any offenct 
had been committed, he was the greatest oiflen 
der, and that he longed to join his brother in of 
fice," an order was signed for his comBiitnuiil 
to tne Tower. The parliament was prorc^uf d 
on the 33d of July, when the lord mayor was 
released and earned from the Tower to the 
mansion-house with every possible mark of the 
approbation of his fellow-citizeofr; and, afK't 
the expiration of his mayoralty, was again m- 
warded by the thanks of the corporation, and a 
Icup of 1002. in vahie. He died, Fob. 14. 171^ 



CROSS, Michae), an Eiigliali arltot, and fa- 
mous copier of i>aintfn«^s, flourished in the 
rei^m of Charles I. and U. 

CROSS, Lei^is A painter, who retouched a 
pTcture of Mary, <y.\een of Scots, in a masterly 
Dlanner ; be died in 1731. 

CROSWELL, Andrew, a minister in Boston, 
much en^ngPid In controversy, died in lt|j5. 

CROUSAZ, John Peter de, a celebrated phi- 
Insopher and mathematician, bom At Lausanne, 
in SWitzeiland, April 13, 1083, died 1748. 

CROWNB, Jolm, an American by birth, went 
(D England, and was patronitied by Ctinrles 11., 
tt whose command he wrote several dramatic 
pieces : the best known of which are. " City 
S>litlc$i'» and " Sir Courtly Nice ;'♦ the latter 
(Vf which has been several times acted of late 
years. His plays were 17 in number ; some of 
which were performed with great succea. He 
died about 1703. 

CROXALL, Dr. Samnef, a writer of good 
repute, born at Walton upon Thames, and 
known as pubKsher of the fblTowing works, 
viz : " The Fair Ciresjnian,** a poem ; ^* Pablus 
of ilSsop and others, translated into English -," 
" ©erect Novefs; "Strlplnre Politics;" "The 
Royal Manual," &c. He died 1752. 

CROZE, Mftthurfti Veyssiere la, a motive of 
N.itiftcs, was dlstingtrishra for Ms learning and 
works ; he died in 1739. 

CKifCiGBR^ Caspar, a protestant of L«ipsic, 
•utlior of ' ooimnentaries on Scripture, died in 
15«. 

ORUOBlf , AtcfxMidc^, a corrector of the press, 
w^iose literary labours will ever entitle him to 
the veneration of ail students of the sacred wri- 
ting. His "Concordance of the Holy Scrip- 
tures^ the Old and New Testament," is his 
chief work, qnd a singular instance of Indefati- 
mlife llifiour tod perseverance in the most use- 
ful employment. His privatecharacter (though 
natiijrsliy liberalin the extreme) was influenced 
by a temporary frenzy, which gave a certain co- 
lour t* all his iictions, and suggested to him ma- 
nv wbfin^al pMns ot reformation, 'hopes of 
luperiorily, and visionary views of ambition, 
whteh w^re as nseless to Iriraself as unprodta- 
Me to others. Of Mi siHgufarlties, however, 
witicfi wfirc many, the tendency was uniformly 
vtrtuous. ff e was bom at Aberdeen, in 17U1 , 
smi was fbnnd deiut on his knees, apparently in 
the postare of prayer, at Ms lodfrings in Isling- 
ton, on the morning of Nov. 1, 1770. 

CRUHCSHAHK, Wimam Cumberland, an 
emtaeAt anatomist, bom at Edinburgh, 1745, 
wtMit to London 1771 ; where he soon got into 
most extensile ^raetlee as a surgeon. As a wri- 
ter, he Is prinefpaflK^ distinguished by his " Ana- 
tomy of the Absorbent Vessels in tlie Hnmdn 
IMiy,** flrtrt published in 1785; and "Bxperi- 
ineiits on the fosenslMe Perspiratinn of the Hu- 
man Body," 1795;— Mr. O. died June S7, 1800. 

CRUSniS, or KRAN8, Martin, of Bamberg, 
the flrat who nuitbi OMek in Ctermany, died In 
1607. 

CRUTTWELL, Re^. Clement, a gentleman 
whose varions IHerary performances, for labour 
extent, and utility, have rarely been equalled -, 
and, when regarded m the ph>ductions of an 
nnasslsted valetudinarian, hav^ -perhaps never 
l»ecn surpassed. Mr. C. fine «fppear«d as an au- 
tlior in his edition of " Bishop Wilson's Bible 
and Works, to Which he has preflssd a life ; and 
In the splendid edition of the Bible, he has in- 
serted eollations fl^om the various texts; an' 
amployuieia wHteli flrsC dlracoed his tlioughts 
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to tliat most laborious undertaking, his " Coiir 
cordance of Parallel Texts of Scripture;" « 
work which, acconling to the usual computar 
tion of time and assiduity, would be suHiciciil 
to occupy the life of an ordinary mau ; aud 
when it is considered tliat be printed it in Ilia 
own house, and corrected tlie press as he pro- 
ceeded, some idea may be formed of his iudus* 
try and perseverance. Scarcely had he recover* 
ed from a severe Illness, which his incessant ap- 
plication had produced, and which obliged liiiu 
to have rei^ourse to the baths of St Amand, in 
Flanders, \Vhen he projected the scheme of his 
'« Universal Gazetteer ;" In the executiou of 
which be spent ten years of unwearied dili- 
gence ; the sale of the first edition sufficiently 
proved the favourable light In which it was re- 
ju^arded by tlie public, and he had Just gone 
through the laborious office of editing a second 
edition, comprising 30,000 new articles ; when, 
on the road to his native town, Wokingham, iu 
Berkshire, he was arrested by a sudden illness 
which terminated fatally before medical assiisi- 
untii could be procured. He died at Froxfield| 
Somersetshire, in hid QStli year, Sept. 5, 1808. 

CRUZ, Jnaiia Inez de la, a lady of Mexico, 
distinguished for her poetry, and her acquaint- 
ance wKh rhe sciences; slie died In 1695. 

CRYTOPYIfUS, Metroplianes, a Greek, edu- 
cated at Oxfbrd, and afterwards raised to th« 
see of Alexandria ; he died In 1(>4I. 

(TTSSIAS, a Greek physician in the service 
of Artaxerxes, king of Persia : he wrote a his- 
toryof Persia. 

CTESIBfUS, a mathematidan of Alexan- 
dria, the inventor of the pump, water clock, 
l&c. 125 B. C. 

CTEdlPHON, an Athenian* whose attempt 
to decree a golden crown to Demosthenes, was 
{Opposed by i^schines, and produced the two 
famous orations of the rival orators. 

CUD^C^RTH, Ralph, an eminent English 
divfno, was born at Aller, in Somersetshire, 
1617, and died T688. He was a man of very 
extensive learning, excellently skilled in the 
learned languages and antiquity, a good mathe- 
matician, a subtle philosopher, and aproround 
metaphysician. Uis great Work, " Tue True 
InteHectual System of the universe," was pui»- 
lishcd In folio, 1078. 

CUEREMllERT, Tlieodofe Van, a native of 
Amsterdam, I astinguishdU Rir science; bates- 
I)ecia1ly for maintaihing that a Ciiristian should 
not enter a place of Worship ; he (Ued in 1590. 

CUfiVA, Alfbndus de la, an ambassador froin 
Philip VH. to Venlc^, who plotted the seizing 
of the city, wblcfa, however, failed ; fie died In 
1605. 

CUPP, Heilfry, a celebrated Wit and excefteut 
scholar, l>om at Hinton, St. Gedrge, In Soniur- 
setshlre, about 1900. He gave early marks of 
genius and application'; arrived in time at ilia 
Greek professorship at Oxford, and Was chosen 
proctor of die university. In 1504. To the cele- 
brated Robert, earl of Essex, CufT became se- 
cretary; he was involved in all the misfortunes 
of that unhappy eari ; and with Sir GcUy Mer- 
rick, the earrs steward, executed at TylMirn, 
1601. 

CUONnSR'ES, Peter de, an upright magistrate, 
who, in 1329, advocated the rights of Philip Vu- 
lots as:ainst the clergy. 

CUJ Actus, James, a celebrated French law 
yer, born atThoulouse, about 1520^ and died at 
Bourses, 1390. 

CULLEN, Dr. William, an eminent Scotch

pliyrician And medical writer, whtme principal 
works are, *^ Synopsis NosoIogiB Metbodica>, £d- 
Ihb., 1772," 2 vols.

CULLUM. sir John, an Englishman, who pub- 
lislicd the history and antiquities of Hawsted, 
Suffolk : he died in 1785. 

CULMER, Richard, a violent fanatic in Eng- 
land, who was employed by parliament to breu 
down and defaqc images, &c. 

CULPEPER, Nicholas, was educated at Cam- 
bridge, and bound apprentice to an apothecary ; 
but employed all his leisure hours in the study 
of astrology, which fallacious science be after- 
wards professed. He wrote many books, but 
the most noted is his " Herbal," wherein he tells 
us under what planets the simples grow, and 
■peaks of their good and bad qualities. He died 
in 8pitalfleidft, 1654. 

CULPEPER, Thomas lord, lieutenant-go- 
vernor, and afterwards governor, of the colony 
of Virginia, died in 1719. 

CUMBERLAND, Dr. Richard,' a very learn- 
ed English divine, and bishop of Peterborough, 
born in London, in 1632, died in 1716. He had 
studied mathematics in all branches, and the 
Scriptures in their original languages. His book 
" De Lcgibus Natures" is his capital work, and 
win always be read while sound reasoning shall 
uontinutf to be thought thie best support of re- 
ligion. 

CUAfBERLAND, William, duke of, second 
tion of George H., distinguished for. his mili- 
tary successes ; he died in 1765. 

CUMBERLAND, Richard, an eminent poet, 
essayist, novelist, and dramatic writer, was a 
son of tne bishop of Kilmore, and a grandson, 
by the maternal side, of the learned Dr. Richard 
Bentlcy, und^r whose roof, in tlie Master's 
Lodge of Trinity College, Cambridge, he was 
born, Feb. 10, 1732. He received his education, 
at the school of Buiy St. Edmunds, at West- 
minster, 'and at. Trinity College. As a writer, 
the njimber of bis works is very extraordinary. 
I'hc drama, however, apj^ears to have been his 
favouilte pursuit ; and a list of his performances 
in this line of literature, will be found in the 
" Biographia Dramatica," 8vo., 18te. He died 
in London, May 7, 1811, and was buried i»| Poet's 
Comer, Westminster Abbey. 
' CUMBERLAND, Henry Frederic, duke of, 
whose union with the widow of a Mr. Horton 
|nroduc<>d'the marriage act : he died in 1790. 

CUMING, John, an eminent phydcian, of 
Coq/cord, Mass., and a benefactor of Harvard 
College ; died in 1788. 

CUMING, William, an eminent English phy- 
sician, much respectea for his learning and skill : 
he died In 1788. 

CUMMING, Alexander, minister in Boston, 
colleague with Dr. Sewall; died in 1763. 

CUNiEUS, Peter, a lawver, professor at Ley- 
den, faighlv commended by Vossios, Scaliger, 
ate, died Ml 1638. 

CUifEGONDE, wife of Henry IL, (emperor) 
was accused of incontinence, and retired to a 
inonasterv. 

CUNlfiA , ft lady of Silesia, in the 17th cen- 
tury, who greatly excelled in niaihematics and 
if^iumoniif: sh^dlcd bi t6n4. 
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CUNNINGHAM. William, a phyaicUn ol 
London, greatly distinguished as an astronomer 
died after 1563. 

CUNNINGHAM, John, an elegant and in- 
genious pastoral poet and a dramatic writeri 
born in Dublin, 1729, died in Northumberlaoil, 
1773. 

CUNNINGHAM, Alexander, a native of Scot< 
land, author of " A History of Great Britain, 
from the Revolution in 1688 to tlie Accession o( 
George I." This work was written in Latin, 
and lay in manuscript till 1787 ; when a faithful 
translation of it into English was made by 
William Thompson, LL. D., and publislied in 
2 vols. 4to. The work was undoubtedly well 
deserving of publication ; as it coniains the his 
tory of a very interesting period, written by one 
who had a considerable degree of authentic in 
formation, and comprises many curious particu- 
lars unknown to other historians. The autlior 
died 1737, at the advanced age of 83 years. 

CUNY, Lewis Anthony, author of funeral 
orations on the dauphin of France, queen ot 
Poland, and cardinal Rohan. 

CUFANO, Francis, a Sicilian, author ^f a 
catalogue of plants of Sicily, uid.a valuable hi«*- 
tory of that island. 

CUPERUS, Gilbert, professor of history, of 
Daventer, published several works, and died in 
1716. 

CURjfiUS, Joachim, a German, author of 
the annals of Silesia and Breskui; be di«d in- 
1573. 

CURCELLiEUS, Stephra,Qf Genera, author 
of an edition of the Greek TeatameBt with va 
rious readings, Stc; he died in 1658. 

CURIO, an orator, of Rome, who called Ca^ 
sar the man of all the women, and the woman 
of all the men. 

CUulO, Ccelius Secundus, a Piedmontese, 
who forsook the RomUh. religion for Lutberan- 
ism ; he was professor of eloqtieuee at Basil, 
and died in 1569, 

CURIUS, Dentatus Marcus Annius, a Ro- 
man consul, distinguished in tbe wars against 
Pyrrhus, died 272 B. C. 

CURL, Edmund, a bookseller, and bookua 
ker, rendered notorious by Mr. Pope, in his 
Dunciad. Ho was generally held to be of an 
immoral character, and was highly Injurious ic 
the literary world by his piracies and forgeries. 
He deservedly lost his e^rs in the pillory, by a 
sentence of the law, for publishing obscene per- 
formances, and died Dec. 11, 1747. 

CUROPALATE, John, author of a Gr<>ek 
history, from 813, to 1G81. 

CURRADI, FranGe8CO,aa Italiaa palnter,who 
excelled in historical pieces; he died in 1660l 

CURRAN, Rt. Hon. John Pliilpot, an eminent 
Irish lawyer, and orator, and sometime master 
of the rolls in Ireland, was bom in the county 
of Cork, and died at Bromptonv near Londock,- 
Oct. 14, 1817, aged nearly 79 years. His oratory 
was completely sui generis ; always the aoMen 
burst of strong and passionate feelings, which 
seemed to rise in proportion as the grmid con- 
ceptions of bis mind became more and more il- 
luminated by the coruscations of his- wic,-^the 
lightning flashes of a vigorous and highly poeti- 
cal imagination. 

CURRIEj Dr. James, an eminent medical and. 
political writer, born at Kirkpatrick Fleming, in 
Dumfriesshire, Way 31, 1756, died at Sidmoulh, 
Aug. 31, 1805. Besides medical wrifiings, wlilcU 
are numerous, he furaisiied, in l«IO, a rich treat 
to the lov«?rsof elecant litemtq0e,byjHibii«liht«» 
in 4 vols. 8vu. •« The Works of Robert BuniM. 
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widk an Aeoouut of his Life, and a CritlclBin nn 
his WHtinga: to which arc prefixed, some Ob- 
servatioM on the Character and Condition of 
the Scottish Peasantry." 

CURSON, or COKCEONB, Bobert, an Eng- 
iwhman, chancellor of Paris university ; be was 
made cardinal by pope Innocent 111., and died 
In 1318. 

CUBTIS, William, a very distinguished bota- 
nist, lioru at Alton> in Uanipshire« about 1746. 
His great work, " The Flora Lnndiuensis," is 
family interesting, not only to the roan of sci- 
ence, t»ut also to the farmer and agriculturist ; 
as it corobhies the knowledge of entomology 
with that of botany. Mr. Curtis died at Bromo- 
ton, near Knightsbridge, July 7, 1799. 

CURTIUS, auintus, a Latin historian, who 
has written the actions of Alexander the Great, 
in 10 books. Where this author was born, no- 
body pretends to know ; and even when he lived 
is still a dispute among the learned, and never 
tikely to be settled. - 

CURTIUS, Martius, a Roman, wlio,to 1>ene- 
fit his country, plunged into a gulf, which caused 
his death, 302 B. C. 

CURTIUS, Michael Conrad, professor of lo- 
gic and metaphysics, at Luneben, and after- 
wards of history and rhetoric, at Marpurg, &«., 
died in 1802. 

CUSA, Nicholas de, a cardinal and bishop, so 
ealfod from Cusa, tlie place of his birth. His 
parents were mean and poor ; and it was his own 
personal merit which raised him to the lieigbt 
of dignity that lie afterwards attained. He was 
a man of extraordinary parts and learning ; 
particularly famous for his great knowledge m 
law and divinity ; and withal, a greiu uaiural 
philosopher, and geometrician. He died In 1464, 
a^cd 63 years, and tefl many excellent works be- 
hind him. 

CUSHL\G, William, LL. D. a judge of the 
supreme court of the state of Massachusetts, 
aud of the supreme court of the United States, 
died in 1810. • 

CUSHING, Thomas, LL. O., speaaer of the 
house of representatives, member of congress 
from the state of Massachusetts, and lieutenant 
governor of the same, died in 1788. 

CUSHING, Nathan, a judge of the supreme 
court of the state of Massachusetts, died ia 1812. 

CUSHING, Tliomas, LL. D., lieutenant go- 
vernor of Massachusetts, much devoted to pub- 
lic life, and to the public good ; he died in 1740. 

CUSHING, Jacob, D. D., minister of Wal- 
tham, Mass., much esteemed, died in 1809. 

«CU8HMAN, Robert, one of the first ami- 
mnta to America, returned soonoo business to 
England, where be died. 

CU8PINIAN, John, aGerman historian, born 
Id 1473, died in J529. He was first physician 
to the emperor Maximilian I., and employed by 
that prince in several delicate n^^lationa. 

ClJSSAY, N. governor of Angers, who told 
die duke of Guise, Wtien he ordered the protest- 
ants of Anjou to be massacred, that his fellow- 
eltizens were brave and loyal, but not assassins. 
CUSTIN£S, Adam Philippe, count de, a 
FVenchman, who assisted the Americana in the 
revolutionary war ; he perished on the scaflbid, 
Ibr treason, in 1793. 

CU1*HBERT, an English saint, of sanctity, 
virtue, &c., died in 686. 

CUTLER, John, an eminent physician and 
surgeon. In Boston, died in 1761. 

OUTLEH, Timothy, D. D., president of Yale 
Vollege, a native of Charlestnwn, Mass Ih| 
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1733, becoming an episcopalian, he laft tha eol* 
lege, and went to En|dand for orders ; after bia 
return, he was settledjii Boston. He died hi 
176S. j£ 

CUTI4IP, ManassSTLL. D.,a disUngulahad 
congregational cleigyman, of Maarachusetta, 
and a member of congrcsa from tliat state, diao 
in 1823. ^^ 

CUITS, John, lord, a brave English acldtar. 
and no mean poet, died at Dublin, in 1707. His 
poems were published in 1687. 

CUTTS, John, one of the eariy settlers ot 
New Hampshire, and president of that colony 
died in lOfil. 

CYAXARES I., king of the Medea, aftai 
Phraortes, died 585 B. C. 

CYAXARES ir., king of Media, supposed to 
be the famous Darius, Aed 530 B. C. 

CYGNE,< Martin du, a learned Jesuit, of 81. 
Omer, autlior of several works, died in lObO. 

CYNiEGIRUS. an Athenian, who lost bis 
life at the baule or Maratlion, while attemplliig 
jto stop the flight of the Persians. 

C YNEAS, a Thessallan philosopher, who ac 
companied Pyrrbus in his invasion of Italy. 

CYPRIANl, or CIPRIANI, an emineat Ita- 
lian painter, who settled in England, died in 
1785. 

CYPRIANUS, Thascius, CacUiua, bishop of 
Carthage, a principal father of tha Christian 
church, born at Carthage, in Africa, about tha 
beginning of the 3d century, and beheaded therw , 
Sept. 14. S258. 

CYRANO, Bergerac, a French aulbor, of a 
singular character, born in Oascony, about 1660, 
died 1655. His works consist of s(mie letters, 
written in Ills youth, with a tragedy, entitled 
" The Death of Agrippbia, Widow of Germa- 
nicus ;** a comedy, called " The Pedant, or mesa 
Scholar, ridiculed;" "Comic History of Um 
States and Empires of the Moon:" "Comic 
History of the States and Empires of tha Sua ;* 
several letters and diaioguea, and a fragoMnt oa 
physic. 

CYRIL, of Jerusalem, one of tlia failieia, 
died in .380. 

CYRIL, made bishop of Alexandria, in 419, 
died 444. His works are voluminous, and have 
been often printed. 

CYRILL, Lucar, bishop of Alexandria, and 
patriarch of Coiwtaatinople, stramrted for at- 
tempting to reform the clergy. In 1638. 

CYRUS, founder of the ancient Persian em 
pira, died 5.W B. C. 

CYRUS, the Younjer, defeated by his bro> 
ther Artaxenea, 401 B. O. The retreat of (ha 
10,000 Greeks who accompanied him, ia cele- 
brated In ancient history. 

CYRUS, a Latin poet, in the reign Bf Iht 
younger Tlioodoaiua. 



DAC, John, a German painter, who lionrish- 
ed about 1586, and whose pictures «ie in grand 
style. 

DACIER, Andrew, a very celebrated French 
critic and philosopher, bom at Castres, te Lan« 
goedoe, in 1651, Mi 179S. His principal worka 
aretranslatloaaof " Horace;" " Aristotle*s Poet- 
ics ;" " Plutarch's Lives ;" the works of** Hip- 
pocrates J" "PlatOT" ♦•The Life of Pythagoras," 
fcc tec. 

DACIER, Anne, wife of Andrew Dacier, apd 
a woman of axtraordinary learning, as her works 
will show, af wliich, the most oonsidenible aia 
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avnitatlont of " Anacroon,*' Sappho/* " Plan* 
tt»,»» " Terence," and " Homer.*' She waa 
born at Saumur, in Prance, in 1651, and died In 
- 1790. Madame DaciOMvas a woman of great 
virtue as well as lear^^ She was reuiarfca 
ble for firraneas, aoier^RIy; gpod-ulRure, piety, 
and inodeaty. The academy bf Ricovrati, at 
•Padua, ebose her one of their body, in 1C84. 

D AGAR, Jacob, an eminent historical painter, 
of Paris, died in 1716. 

DAGGETT, NltpthaUj.D. D., president, and 
professor of theology. In Yale College, was dis- 
tinguished as a thorough scholar, and a sound 
dii^ne. He displayed great bravery when the 
British i^tacked New-Haven, where he died in 
1»0. 

DAGOBERT, I., Icing of France, in 038, a U 
eentiooa and cruel prince. 

DAGOBERT II., king of Austrasia, was as 
•asidnated in 079. 

DAGOBERT HI., non of Chitdebert, king of 
- Neustria, died in 715. 

DAGOBERT, N., a French general, who dis- 
tinguished himself in Italy and Spain, died in 
17M. 

DAGOUMEB, William, professor of phlloso- 
pliy, and rector of the university of Paris, died 
in 1755. 

DAHL, Michael, a Danish painter, patronised 
by the court of Denmark, died f n 1743. 

OAI^iBERG, Erie, a Swedish engineer, 
whose services were rewarded with a utie of 
■ohiMty ; ha died in 1703. 

DAILLE, John, a minister of the cburch of 
Paris, and one af the ablest advocates the pro- 
lestants ever bad, waa born at Chatelherault, in 
ISM. In IflSB be wrota his celebrated book, 
•' De I'Usagades Peres,** or *< Of the Use of 
Uie Fatben,** which Bafle has pronounced a 
utastor-pieca. 

DAI.fi, Sir Thomas, chief magtetrate of the 
colony of Virginia, came from Eni^land, in 1611, 
with tfarae hundred ootonisls. His administra- 
lion waa vigorous, but advantageous te the co- 
lony,and centribizted to its permanency ; he died 
in the East Indies. 

DALE, Samuel, an apothecary of Essex, who 
became, h* \i5 merit, a licentiate of the college 
of physicians, and fellow of the royal society ; 
he died in 1739. 

DALECHAMPS, James,a learned physician, 
born at Caan, in Normandy, in 1513^ His chief 
work was a translation of PliBy*s " Natural 
History,** with notes; be died in 1558. 

DALEN, Cornelius Von, an eminent Dutch 
eiMO-aver^ who flourished in 1640. 

D ALENS, Dlrlt, an eminent landscape pain- 
ter, of Amsterdam, died In 1688.

Ha pubUatod 4 vokmies 
of valuable law reports. • 

DALLINOTON, Sir Rober^ author of tite 
aphorisms of Tacitus, was knighted by oneen 
SUzabetb, and died in 1637. ' ' 

, OALMATIN, George, a Lriiiheran minister, 
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of Layback« who translated Uia Bible into, tj^ 
f Sclavonian language, in the loth century* 

DALMATlUS.abuhopof Oyzicum, who at 
tended the council of Ephesuii and wrote thie 
acts of the i^od of Nice. 

DALRV&uPLE. Alexander, son of Sir Janas 
Dalrymplc, of Edinburgh, was engaged for 
several years in the service of the East India 
Company ; afterwards as hydrog rapber to tiiat 
company, and to tlie admiralty. He is kn^wn 
as the author of " Discoveries in the PaciAe 
Ocean.* *and many other valuable works: bodied 
in 1808. 

DALRYMPLi:, Sir David, of HaUe«, hart, 
better known by the name of lord Hailes, oitc 
of the senators of the college of Justice in Scot 
land. He was not only conspicuous as an able 
and upright judge, and a sound lawyer, but waA 
also eminent as a man of polite literature, and 
an excellent classical scholar. Numerous arc 
the works Uiat have issued from his pen; and ail 
of them distinguished by their accuracy and 
learning. He was bom at Edinburgh, in 17^, 
and died November 29, 1792. 

DALRTMPLB, Alexander, an aminent by- 
d(Qgrapher,born at New Hailes, near Edinburgh, 
July 34. 1737, died in London, June 19, 1808. 

DALRYMPLE, Sir John, many years a baron 
of the Exchequer In Scotland, author of ^^ Me- 
moirs of Great Britain and Ireland,*' tracts on 
*' Feudal Law,** and several other works, died 
Feb. 26, 1810, aged 84. 

D ALTON, Tristram, a native of Massaclm 
setts, speaker of the house of representatives, 
and a member of the senate of that state, and 
afterwards a member of the United States* se- 
nate, died in 1817. 

DALTON, Michael, an EngUsb lawyer, au- 
dior of two well-Hnown books on " The Office 
of a Justice of Peace,** and " On the Duty of 
Sheriffs,** &c. The times of bis birth and death 
hre uncertain, but the latter was probably alx>ui 
1620. 

DALTON, Dr. John, prebendary of Worces 
ter, born at Dean, in CumBbriand, in 1709. He 
adapted Milton's " Mosque at Ludlow Castle** to 
the 8tage,under the title of " Comus. a Mosque,** 
and died in 1763L 

DALZELL, Andrew, an eminent Greek 
scholar, born near Edinburgh, and a professor 
at the university there. He was a most amia- 
ble, as well as learned man ; he died in 1806. 

DALZIEL, Thomas, a Scotch oiSicer, who 
escaped to Russia, where the czar made him a 
general. At the restoration, he returned, and 
was made commander in cbief^ in Scotland. 
He wag a veiy stnzular man. * 

DAMASCENUS, John, an inustrfous father 
of tl^e church, in the 8th century. He diedatxiiu 
750, leaving behind hhn many compositions of 
various kinds. ' 

D AMASdtTS, a stoic philosopher, who flour- 
ished In the 6th century. 

DAMASUS I., a Spaniard) raised to the papa), 
throne in 366. 

DAM ASUS n., bishop of Brixen, wds elected 
pope, but died 23 days after. In 1048. 

DAMBOURNET, N., bom at Rouen, distin- 
guished as a merchant, and man of science, died 
in IfK. 

DA MIEN, Peter, cardinal^ and bishop of Ob- 
tia, in tike tith eentury. Re was a pious maiu 
and left s evera l works ; he died about 1073.

DANIEL, Robert, president ot the council 
of North Carolina, and deputy governor of 8. C, 
was succeeded, in 1717, by gov. Johnson. 

DANTifi, Peter Vincent, a native of Perouse 
He was eminent for his skill in mathematics, 
•ad was famed aaa poet ; he died in 1513. 

DANTE, Vincent; grandson of the preced 
ing, well-known as a painter, sculptor, and ma- 
thematician, died at Perouse, in 15G7. 

DANTE, Alighleri, an eminent Italian poet, 
bom at Florence, in 1965. He discovered an 
early inclination and genius for poetry ; but was 
ambitious ; and, iiavfng attained some of the 
ovist oonsideraMe poets in the commonwealth, 
was crushed by the rams of tlie faction which 
be embraced. He died in exile.at Ravenna, in 
lafiL The most considerable of bis works, is 
bis poem enatled, " The Comedy of lieU, Pur- 
gatMry, and Paradise.** 

DANTE, Jolm Baptiste, of the same Aunily, 
' probably, with the nreeeding, and native of Pe- 
rugia, was an excetteut ma^matician ; and is 
memorable for having fitted a pair of wings so 
esastly to bis body, as to be able to fly with 
tbeas. lie made the experiment several times 
over the lake Tr a s ime nus, and succeeded so 
weH, thai be bad ttw oousage to perform before 
the whole city of Ponigia. He shot himself 
fnm the highest part of the city, and directed his 
flight over the square, to the admiration of the 
«|ieetMon ; Imt, unfortunately, the iron with 
' which he managed one of bis wings, faUed« and 
tbenf not being able to balance weight of his 
body, he fell on a church, and broke his thigh. 
He floufiahed toward the end of the 15th centu 
qr, and died befiMe he was forty years old. 

DANTE, Ignatius, a descendant of the great 
poet, well known for Ids great skill in niatlte- 
matics and astronomy, died in 157B. 
. DANTON, George James, (me of the most 
Atrocious and unprincipled among tlie associates 
i>f Robespierre and Marat ; be was guillotined in 
1794. 

DANTZ, John Andrew, a learned Lutheran 
•livine of Grermany, who wrote a Hebrew and a 
Chaidee OnauaM; died hi 1787. 

DAEAN, James, a native of Oascony, sur- 
■eon-goneral of the army of Turin and Milan, 
lie was an expert operator, and a good writer : 
he died in 1784. 

DARCET, N., an able chymlst and pliysician, 
profoaior inihe national institute at Paris ; he 
died in J801. 

DARCI, Patriek, count, an eminent pbiloso- 
plier and mathematician, was bom in Ireland, in 
1735, and died in 1779. 

n*ARCON, John Claudius Eleonore Lhnl 
eeaud«an eminent French edgineor, who dis- 
played great talents in conducting the siege of 
GJbrakar, in 1789. He joined the popular side, 
'IliriUg the French revulutloB, and died hi 1800. 
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DARGONNB, Dom Bouavcnture, a learnedl 
Carthusian monk, who difed ht 1704. 

DARIUS, tlie Mede, tlie same as Cyaxares 
son of Astyages, died at Babyhm, about 34^ 
B. C. 

DARIUS I., king of Persia, destroy^ Baby- 
lon, and restored the captive Jews to tlieir coun* 
try ; he was defeated at Maratiioo, and died in 
485 B.C. 

DARIUS ir., king of Persia, and father of 
Cyrus the Younger ; died 404 B. C. 

DARIUS HI., Codoinanus, the last king of 
tlic ancient Persian empire, who was conqiwred 
by Alexander the Great, and at last treacherous^ 
assassinated by Bessus, his own general, govern* 
or of Bactriana (who lioped thereby to succeed 
to his sovereignty), 331 B. C. 

DARKE, William, a brave oflleer hi tbn 
American war ; died in 1801. 

DAllQUIER, Augustine, an eminent astroiK^ 
mer, built an observatory himself, mad took 
pupils gratis. He was an able author and a vir 
tuous man : he died at Toulouse, in 180K. 

DARWIN, Dr. Erasmus, an eminent poet* 
Dhilosoi^er, and physician, born at £lston,iiear 
Newark, Nottinghamshire, 1731, and educated 
at Chesterfield school, under the Rev. Mr. Bar- 
rows ;, whence he went to Sl John's College, 
Cambridge. He aUterwards settled as a physi- 
ciau at Litchfield. His principal publications 
are, '' The Botanic Garden,** a poem with phi- 
loeophical ootes» 4to, 1791. " Zoonomia,*' 4u>» 
1794. " Phytologia,^* and " Tlie Shrine of Na- 
ture,** a poem : this last was published after hie 
death, which happened April 18, 18QS. Iq hi* 
Zoonomia, atheism is nnblushingly avowed. 

DARWIN, Charles, son of the preceding* 
born at Litchfield, in 1758. He is weU known 
as the author of a treatise on the means of dis 
tinguishing pus, from mucus; he died in 1778. 

D ASSIEIc, John, a medalist to the republic of 
Geneva. His nephew was appointed second 
mgraver in ttie British mint, in 1740. 

DASSOUCK, a French musician and poet of 
the 17tli cenuiry. He procured the patronage 
of the jreat by his wit and drollery. 

DATAMES, an Uiustrioos Persian general, 
who was aasasstuated by Mithridates, 361 B. C. 

DATI, Augu8tin,a native of Sienna, whene he 
taught rlietoric and the classics ; he died in 1478. 

DATI, Carlo, professor of polite literature at 
Florence^ where he was bora, became famous 
as well for bis works as for the eulogies which 
many writers have bestowed on him. He died 
in 1675. 

DAUBENTON, John Lewhi Marie, bom in 
Burgundy ; an eminent anatomist, and an ac- 
tive associate of Button. He was the autlior 
of several works on natural subjects, and died 
in 1799. 

DAUBENTON, William, confessor to Philip 
v., of Spain, author of orations and sermoiuk 
died in 1733. 

DAUMIUS, Christian, an excellent classical 
Ischolar, regent of tlie coliege of Zwickau, died 
in 1687. 

DAUN, Leopold count, a great general who 
distinguished himself in tlie wan of Mari\ 
Tliereea, and against the king of Prussia ; he 
died at Vienna, in 1766. 

DAUNOIS, countess, acquired some celebri- 
ty, by her romances and travebr in Spain ; she 
died in 1705. 

DAURAT, John, an eminent French poet, 

born in 1507. Some have said tlwt the odes, epi^ 

^ins, hymns and oilier poems, in Gfoek «nd 
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IiMIa, coMpoted by Daorat, 

90,000 Tenes. Iledied«tPwr|i,in 136B. 

DAVAL, Peter, a bwritter of Om Middle! 
Teniple, an ^le mattematiciaB and engineer, 
died In 1763. 

DAVANZATI,Bernard, a native of Florence, 
who tranolated Tacitus into Italian ; be died in 

laofi. 

DA YEN ANT, Sir WilUam, a celeiirated poet 
of Uw 17th centary, bom at Oxford, 160S. His 
fallicr icept an tain at Oxford, wliere Shakspeare 
Hsed to lodge in hia journeys between London 
and Warwicksldre ; and as his mother was a 
groat beauty, some have snrmlsed, but witlKNit 
apparent foundation, that lie derived his veiy 
being and alons with it, hie poetical talents, from 
Sbakspeare. In 1637, when Ben Jonaon died, 
he was created poet laureat. lie had a great 
turn for the drama, and after the restoration of 
Charles U., obtained a patent for erecting 
new company of actors, under the patronage of 
lames, duke of York. They performed many- 
years in Little Lincoln*8 Inn Fields, where bej 
died 1668, and was interred in Westminster 
Alibey. His worlw consist of fAays and poems 

DAVENANT, Dr. Charles, the eldest son of 
Sir William Davenant, bom 165S, and died 1714. 
He wrote '* Ciroc," a tragedy ; hat was chiefly 
employed as a political and commercial writer. 

DAVENANT, William, fourUi son of Bill 
WilMam, a noted classical scholar, was drown 
edatPariswnieei. 

DAVENANT, John, bishop of Salisbury, a 
aealous and pious divine, autlior of many learn 
od works, the tendency of which was, to unite 
Cliristians iu one sentimen*. He was bom in 
London, 1570, and died- in 1640. 

DAVENPORT, Christopher, a learned En- 
glishman who became a Pranciacan, and wrote 
several reiigioas works ; he died in 1680. 

DAVENPORT, John, first minister of New 
Haven, Connecticut, and one of the founders 
of the colony of that name ; he published nu 
nnerous sermons, and died in WW. 

DAVENPORT, John, minister of Stamford, 
Connecticut, eminently faithful in bis office and 
distinguished for his knowledge <tf the teamed 
languages ; he died in 1731. 

DAVENPORT, Addington, a native of Mass.

He nmrried Mandi 
grand niec^ of William the Conqueror, and waa 
a mild and popular king ; he died in 1153. 

DAVID II , king of Scotland, son of Rohert 
Bruce, was taken pristmer by the En^isli in 
1346, and conflned in the tower JO years ; ha 
died in 1371. 

DA VIMS, Francis, a Hnngarian, wlw chant- 
ed his reliffious principles four times, and flnaNy 
declared that no worship was due to Christ ; he 
died in prison. In 1579. 

DAVIDSON, WiWam, a brfgadler-generat In 
the American revolotlonary armv, who was 
killed in North Carolina, while endeavauring la 
prevent the pamage oT CorawalUs over the Ci^ 
tawba. 

DAVIE, Wllttam R.. govomor of North Ca- 
rolina, was distinguisiiMl for his serrices la 
the army, during the revolution. After the 
peace, he was chosen a member of CongrssBt 
and, in 1799, was appointed one of the commis- 
sioners for negotiatfne a treaty with Franee. Ha 
soon after withdrew from paMk life, and died at 
Camden, in IfiSiO.

DA VIES, John, a writina-master and poet, 
who died about 1408. Besides many noennu lie 
left a book called ^ The Anatomy of Fafar Wr it- 
ing.»* 

DAVIE8, Sir John, an eminent lawyer and 
poet, born at Chlsgrove, In Wiltshire, in 1570; 
He was successivly attorney-general amAspeafceff 
of tlie Home of Coramons of Ireland ; and, go- 
ing over Into England, he was, in 16M, ap* 
E Dinted lord chief justice of the Klns*s Beneh; 
ut before his installation, died suddenly of an 
apoplexy. Bis works on legal attlj^s are au 
raerous and viduable. His chief poetical work 
was intltled " Nosce Teipanm." 

DA VIES, Dr. John, bora in Denbighshire to- 
ward the latter end of the 16th century, antf 
highly asteeased for his knowledge of the UstiMry 
nnd antiquities of hia own imlhm, and in the 
Greek and Hebrew languages. He assisted in 
translating the Bible Into Welch in that coneei 
edition which came oat In MOO. 

DAVIES, Thomns, bora 1710, was for omny 
jrears an actor on the London Stage. This 
profession he at tength quilted for that of a 
bookseller. In 1780 he wrote and pabUshed 
'' The Lifo of Mr. Garrick,'* which aeqnfared 
him much fame and some money. He afteiv 
wards published " Dramatic Miscellanies,** In 
3 vols, in which he discovered much learaing 
and critical acumen, and enlivened his work 
with many interesting and valuidde anccdmca

DAYTON, Elan, eurly engafed in the war 
of tte le^lutioa, mod cootimed m it tiM H cad> 
ed ; he died at Pbiladelphia, in 1807: he mnm 
tliea a major geosral. 

DAYTON, Jotn, governor of tte itate of 
South Carolina, afterwards a district judfa of 
the United States, died Im 1882. 

DEACON, James, an EngHsto gentlamaiv 
Icnovro for ids skiU ia mutlc, paiaiing and draw 
ing, died in ITSOl 

DBAOEANT, DB ST. MARCELUN, Oui- 
cterd, a Fretieh writer aad atatcsman, in tba 
time of Lewis Xlil. 

DEANE, Silas, a native of Connecticut, waa 
chosen a member of Congress in 1774, and af* 
terwards appointed minister of tte United 
States, at tte coort ef Prance : te died in 170^. 

D^PORAH, a prophetess of Israel, wte com* 
posed a teantiful ode, 1985 B. C. 

DB SURE, William Francis, a bookseller a» 
Paris, well known for his *^ Bibliogiapte Ins 
tractive.*^ 7 vols. 8vo. ; he died in 178JL 

DECATUR, Stephen, a captain in the navy of 
the United States, distiagtiiriicd for bis lMraver> 
and professional slrill. He rendered bimscii 
consptenous by iiis service at Tripoli, in 1804. 
by his actions with two British frigates, duria| 
the last war, and by bis succe&s, against the Al 
gerines in 1815 ; and was i^erwanls a mooabM 
of the board of navy commisstoners until his 
death, which happened in a duel, la 18*20. 

DBCBBABUS, a king of Dacia, whose coun 
try was reduced to a Roman province, by Tra- 
jan, in 105. 

DECBMBRIO, Peter Condido, a native of 
Pavia, seoreiory to tte pope, and afterwanla to 
the king of Arragon. He wrote several lives, and 
translated some of tte classics : te died in 1477. 

DECUALES, daHdius Francis Milllet, an 
excellent matheinMir.ian,machanic,aad astroao- 
mer, bora at Chamterry, tte capital of Savoy, 
in 1611. His principal performances teve been 
collected In 3 vols, in foUot under tte title of 
" M nndus AEathematieus ;" being indeed a com- 
plete course of all tte matliematica. He died pro- 
fessor of mattematica, ia tte university of T«- 
Tin, in 1078. 

DECiO, PliHip, of Milan, a celebraled teo- 
turer on jurisprudence at Pisa ; died in 1635^ 

DECfUS, PuUius, a Reman eonsul and brave 
general, memorable for having devoted bimaMf 
foh* his country in a baule with tte Latins^ 340 
B. C. Decius Mas, his son, followed his fiMter*8 
example, as did a grandson. The eusMm was, 
ttat the eOcer wte devoted himself to tte gods 
for the service of biseouBtty, after Cjeriain ce* 
remonies of consecration, rushed, completely 
armed, tmo tte enemy's ftirwnat ranks, wten 
his own despmrsd of vietotv. Tboucli tbis was 
an act of superstition which proved fatal to tte 
tero, it re^auimated Ua pacty, and cMasioacd 
them to gain tteteaia. 

DECIUS, a Reman ftmperar after Philip. He 
perished with Ms army in a morasa, ligbtiat 
agaiast tte Gotha, A. D. 251. 

DECKER, or DECKHER, John, a pious and 
learned FMmish Jesuit, wha wrote muBb o» Sa- 
crddClironology, was tera 1550, and died 1610« 

DECKER, Thomas, a dramatic writer of 

some celebrity in the reign of James I. In biji 

" Honest Whore,** and tte eomedy of " Okl 

Fortunatus,** there ace beauties, as to chamcier,

DAVILA, Henry Catteriae. a celebraled his- 
tortan, tera of an iUustrioas haailf in the Isle 
of Cyprus. His nrast importaat work is bis 
"History of tte civil wars of France,'* which 
Isdivided into 15 hooka, and contains every thing 
worth notice that passed from the death of Hon* 
ry II., 1530, to the peace of Vervins, 1508. This 
tustory has alwajni been reckoned a fine one 
and lord Bolingbroke does not scruple to con- 
fess it in many respects equal to tirat of Livy. 
Davila was murdered ia 1634 

DAVILA, Peter Francis, a ftuaous Spanish 
naturalist ; died la 1785. 

DAVIS. John, an English navigator, wte first 
disco veied those straiula North America which 
bear hi»name, 1585. 

DAVIS, Henry Bdward, was bom at Wind- 
sor, 1756, and at the age of SI, disUnsoished 
among the eairliMt and most able examfrters of 
some remarkable assertions, and insinuations 
yet mon extraorfiaary^troduced in Mr. Gib- 
ten's ^< History of tte Decline and Fall of the 
Roman Empire,** and tending certainly to na- 
dsrvidne tiie testimofiy of tiie Christian religion. 
He died in 1784. 

DAVISON, Jeremiah, a portrait painter, bom 
la BaglaBd, of Seotch parents, studied undiier sir 
Peter Lely, excelled In painting satyn and died 
in 1745. 

DAWES, Sir William, an English nobleman 
and prelate, one of the royal chaplains of ^ueen 
Asms; he was a learned, beneveient aad pious 
man, and the author of several religloas works : 
tedied in 1724. 

DAWBS, Richard, an EngKsb scholar, cele* 
aated for tte puMieatioa of a work, Untitied, 
M Miscellanea (!;ritica,** tern 1708, died 1700. 

DAWSON, John, a mathematician, and an 
amineBt teacher «f matheamtios in England, 
diodinian. 

DAY, John, aa emineat English printer, and 
the fitat wte primed in Greek and Saxon cha 
raetefft in England, died In 1594. He printed in 
UdO tho folio Bible, dedicated to Edvraid VI. 

DAY, Ttasnsas, was tern in London, 1748, 
iMd to the law, aad called to tte bar; but, dfah 
gusted with the tecbnical nicety of legal process, 
tesood ituitted Westmlnsiar HaD, devoted his 
Bund to literary pursuits, and becaiae tte advo- 
•ate Hi hmaan kind. The adminilde poem of 
**Tte Dying Negro,*' written by himself and 
tiidllata John Bickaell, esq., and his " Fragment 
of aLattaronSlavery,** mark him amongtte 
first of those wte exmted their eflbrts to eamn- 
sipats a lasge portloa of tte Innfeaa race from 
•raelty and tyranny* His latest work, *^ Tte 
History of Sandind and Meiton.*' wUl long re 
tealaaa instance of the soeeestfTtal appliemon 
of gsniiM ta ftirm tte minds df youth to active 
and manly viitne. Plain aad ainifrie in bis ha* 
bits, denying himself aU tte luxuries, and ma-l 
ay of tte eoavenienees of life, ao man could exH 
pend less upon himself, or bestow more upon' 
of otiMKi: and te devoted tte'

DBCOBTLDOON, Cb^rles EdwanI, an emi- 
nent Enalish divine, assistant preacher to the 
«lnqpel of the Lock-lioepitalf and rector of God 
ftlOM, In Surrey, died in J890. His writings 
ere priBctnally on theological subjects. 

BEDEKlNi), Frederic, a German of the 16th 
Century, who published a curious ironical eulo- 
giurA on incivility and rudeness. 

DEB, Jol)n, a great mathematician, and v«ry 
^txtraordinary perMrti in the republic of letters, 
bottk in London. 15S7. He was a man of un* 
common pafts, learning, and animation ; and 
tni^t have performed tftttt tolngs, if he had 
»eeh posseseed of a solid judgment ; but he Was 
l^ltremeiy credulous and superstidous. He suf- 
l<»f«d hims^ to be Aduded into an ofrinion, that 
by ceriaitt invocations, an IntercounNS or com- 
RiualeatiiMi with spirits might be obtained ; from 
whence he promlaed himself an insight iiito the 
occult Bciencea. He found a young man, one 
Bdwafd KeHy, a native of Worcestershire, who 
Mad already dipped deep farto these matters, and 
Who readily nndertook to be his instrument in 
tliem, fbr whteh he was to pay him 501. per an 
num. Dec. % 15B1, they began their ineanta 
tions ; in consequence of which, Kelly was, by 
the inspection of a certain table consecrated for 
that purpose, with many superstitious ceremo- 
nies, enabled to acquaint Dee with what the 
spirits thought fit to siiow and discover. These 
coni^renoes were eontinoed for about two yean 
attd the sabjeets of diem committed to writing, 
hot never published, tboagh still preserved in 
Ashmole^s museum. He crav«Iled much abroad 
in company with Kelleir, Who had in his poe- 
•eeelon, as was reported, a pbiloeeptaical pow- 
der of projection, by which they were fnmished 
with money very prof^eely. In the latter end 
or hb life, however, be became miserably poor ; 
ttid H Is highly proiMiMe, that he remained un- 
der Ms ieluskinl to Mb death ; U« he was ac- 
tually providing for a new journey into Gei^ 
aiany, when, worn out by age and distempers, 
dte died in 1806, aged 80, and was burled at 
Ifortlake. His mathematical woiln are nu* 
aierotts and valuable. 

BEFBSCH, Winian4aGeraian,emtaientfor 
M« sknt on the violin, died about 1790. 

DE FOB, DaMel, eqvaNy fhmoM f&t poUdts 
and poetry, was bred a hosier. la that situa- 
tion he was ansueeessM ; and this probably to- 
dueed Mm to apply -to his pen for subslMende. 
Tutehitt havfng. In 17W, wrifton " The Foceiga- 
erit** an tnfemoua aatire on king WtlUam and 
the whole Dutch nation, De Foe Wrote "The 
TN»«Olii EaglMiman/* ae an anddote to it, 
and thereby racommended Mmsaif to the aodcc 
of his sovereign, who fhiied not to reward the 
diitidr* ffo aOerwaide wrote an amazing num- 
ber of tracts, 9j| of which have been e oW e ete d 
tat two tOM, Sna. Ode of these tmets, endtled, 
•^Tht shotteet Way with the Dj— iwof s," eon- 
ttiiied hs<tectiotiaagaliM sane eeclesiaitics in 
power, for breathing too maeh a spirit ot per- 
secution. Becoming obnoxious to the ministry 
on thisaeeount, he wes oMi^ to explaia bim- 
ftlf, widish he-did ver^aleai^, for lie was a man 
of great firmness : and wba» he was sentenced 
Wt^mrmmibiaMi tdthdpaibryfbrattacidng 
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some measures wMch he thought unconstitu- 
tional and ui\iu8t, he not only cheerfully under- 
went the punisbment, but at the same timd 
wrote ** A Hymn to the Pillory,*' as a defiance 
of their usage of hfaa. But, after all. De Foe is 
by nothing better icnown at present, than by hit 
interesting "History of ftobinson Crusoe ;»• 
which, though a romance, ts written in so na* 
tural a manner, and with so many probable in* 
cidents, titat It was lodged to be a true story 
for some time after its nubtlcadon. He waa 
bom in London, 1060, ana died at l8lington,17JI. 

DEGHUY, an emnient French engraver, died 
to 1748. > 

DBIDIER, Anthony, a medical professor, of 
Montpelier, author of a diisertation, " De Ve- 
neris Morbts.** 

DEJ AURE, N. a promteing French poet, who 
died youn|[, in VStff. He wrote Lodlolska, an 
opera, which has been received with applause. 

DBJ0TARU9, kltig of Galatea, espoused the 
cause of Pom]j^y, ibr which he was detbtoned 
byCassar. 

DELAMET, Adrian Aaiustin de Buisy, bora 
in Picardy, a relation of Cardinal de Ret^ 
whom he attended in his travels. He wrote 
'^ Dictlonarv of Caaee of Consclenee," H vols., 
and died In I091. 

DEL A NCY, James, a Judge and ciilef josdett 
of the supreme court of tm colony of New- 
Vorfc, andf afterwards lleutenaat governor, died 
in 1760. 

DELANY, Dr. Patritfc, a theological writer 
of Ireland, but perfaape better known as the in- 
timate friend and comspondent of Dean Swift*, 
was bom to Ireland,1680, and died at Batb,1768. 

DEi/ANY. Mary, wife of the foregoing, w 
lebrated for ner skill to painting, and in cutting 
flowers and other ornaments to paper, was borfr 
at Coulton, in Wiltshire, 1700, and died 1788. 

DBLAUNB, Tliomas. wrote in ]6», ** Ptea 
for Nonoonformity,** which gave so much oH 
fence, that he #a« caitiaio priion,where he died 

DELAWARE, Thomas West, lord, governor 
of y iifinia, In 1610. He ftit a deep interest in 
the afialrs of the cotoay, and may be considered 
as one of its first fiiundara» He £ed near the 
mouth of Delaware bay, on his return iVom 
England, whither he had gone for the benefit 
of MsbeaItb,ittlfil8L 

DELB^RE, Aleaander, a Frenchman, aa-' 
thor of an analysts of Lord Bacon*s works, S 
vols. 12mo., died to 179T. 

DELFT, Jacob, a celebrated portraif painter 
of Deli^ who died to 1001. 

DELUiLB, one of the most disdnguisbed. 
poetical anthoi* that fiance has hitherto pno' 
dncedf died at Fails, December, 16M. He made 
at an ewdy age, a masterly tranriadon of Vii*^ 
gtt'a " Gecfgus'* into French verse ; wrote a 
eeunterpart to the Oeorgics, under the Uttei 
" Lee Jaidias ;'* translated the *^ Jfneid,'* and 
wrote many original poems. In the latter pe« 
riodof hla career^ he published a translation a£' 
M ilton*s ^* ParadiBe Loet/* Like most other my 
tfaora, boweter,-lie appears to have left faia pm 
terity nothing but hto writmga ; whlch« ae hie 
eelogirt, ILCampenon. says, ^^ Death cannet

DELiUB, Christopher Traugott, a native of 
Walhaaaen, an eminent mineralogist, and sur- 
veyor of the mines of Hungary aad VenieO/ 
died in 17W. 

DELMONT, Deodalt, a historical patotac, 
napil to Reubens, who highly esteemed bim.t 
hediedtaia34. 
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DELOBEL, a French painter, of tbe 17tli iito" Doctrine of Chances : or, Method of calcy- 



century, wboee pieces adorn the churcbM and 
cathedrals of France. 

DE LOLME. See LOLME. 

DELRIO, Martin Anthony, a roost learned 
man, bom at Antwerp, 1551. The progress 
he made in letters, while a very boy, is recorded 
with wonder, having surprised the public when 
be was only 19 years ot age with some good 
notes upon the tragedies of Seneca, in which 
be cited aUnost 1100 authors, with all the assur- 
ance of a man who bad read them thoroughly, 
and weighed tlieir sentiments w ithgreat judg 
ment and exacmess. He died in 1606. 

DELRIO, John, dean aS Antwerp, wlio wrote 
commentaries on the 119Ch psalm : be died in 
l&U. - 

DEJLUO. Sec LUC. 

DEMADES, an Athenian orator, put to death 
hy Cassander 3SS, B. C. 

DEMA&ATUS, a king of Sparta, who re- 
dgned bis crown, and retired to Persia. 

DEMESTE, John, chaplain and chief surgeon 
to the forces <^ the prince of Liege, well known 
M the author of come lettera on ebymistry, 
died in 1783. 

DEMETRIUS POLIORCETES, king ofMn- 
cedon, was highly honoured by the Athenians; 
be died9B6B. 0. 

DEMETRIUS, SOTER, kuig Of Syria, was 
Utr some time a hostage at Rome, and was killed 
in battle, 150 B. C. 

DEMETRIUS II.,8nrBamed Micanor, king 
of Syria, formed an alllauce with the Jews ; he 
was killed by the governor of Tyre, 88S B. C. 

DEMETRIUS, PHALEREUS, a peripatetic 
ubilosopher of Atliens, who lived in the tnneof 
Alexander the Great. Three hundred and sixty 
statues were erect^ to his honour in that city ; 
and not undeservedly, since he is said to have 
augmented the revenues of it, as well as to have 
improved and polished its buildings. Neverthe- 
less he died in banishment by the Ute of an 
asp, 984 B. C. His writings consisted of poetry, 
hiMory, politica, rhetoric, harangues, and em- 
bassies ; out n<Mie are extant. 

DEMETRIUS, a oynic philosopher, in the 
reign of Caligula ; he was banished by Ves- 
pasian for insolence. 

DEMETRIUS, czar of Russia; which coun- 
try lie invaded, in 1604, with a small army, and 
seated bimselr on the throne ; tie reigned 11 
months, and was then assassinated. 

DE MISSY, CtEsar, a learned divine, bom 
at Berlin, in 1703 ; he published some poetical 
pieces, and asslstedJortininbislifeof Eresnms. 
- DEMOCEDES, apbystcian of Crotona, whoj 
afterwards itecame the davc and physician of 
Darius, king of Persia. 

DEMOCRITUS, one of the greatest philo- 
sopiiersof antiquity, was liora at Abdeim, a town 
of Thrace, about the 80th Olympiad, that is, 
about 460 years before Christ.— He is said to 
have laughed at human life in general, wliich, 
Montaigne says, it was lifter to do than to imi- 
tate Heraclitus, who wept elenially about it; 
because adds he, manlcind are not so onhappy 
as they are vaiiv He was the Ibremnaer ot 
Epicuras, whose isystem differs from hfai no 
otherwise than in some imfMrovements. 

DEMOIVRE, Abraham, an illustrious ma- 
thematician, born at Vitri, in Champaigne, 
May 1667. His abilities were so admired by 
the Royal Society of Loodon, that they judged 
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him a fit person to decide the famous contest of '* The Living libniiy.''

died at I^odon, in 1754. 

DEMONAX. a ohilosopher, of Crete, in the 
reign of Adrian, wiio had the greatest contempt 
for riches. 

DEMOSTHENES, one of the greatest ora- 
tors of antiquity, if not the greatest, was b«->rn 
at Athens, in UieSd jfear of the 101st Olympiad-; 
that is, about 370 years before Christ. It is 
universally agreed, tliat no orator ever spoke 
with such force, or had tlie passions of others ap 
much in bis power, as Demosthenes ; insomuch 
that be actually appeared like one inspired. Uo 
opposed Philip of Macedqnia with all his mighu 
and Alexander after liim. Alexander requestea 
of the Athenians to have Demostlienes given u^ 
to him, but this was refused ; yet, when Anti- 
pater, his successor, made the same request 
afterwards, it was granted But Demosthenes 
would not l>e given up, and therefore escaped 
into the island of Celauria ; where he imbilicd 
poison that lie had kept on purpose in a quill, 
to prevent his being taken alive. He died in 
the 3d year of the 114th Olympiad. There are 
extant under bis name 61 orations, which have 
frequently been published. But, though lie ar- 
rived at such perfection in this art, he set oat ' 
under great disadvantages : for he had an im 
pediment in his speech, which for a long time 
would not suffer him to pronounce the letter r , 
he bad a weak voice, a snort breath, and a very 
uncouth and ungracious manner ; however, by 
dint of resolution and infinite pains, he over- 
came all these defects. He would climb up 
steep and qrni^ places, to help his wind and 
strengthen bis voice ; he would declaim with 
pebUes in bis mouth, to remedy thb imperfec- 
tion in bis speech ; he would place a looking* 
glass before him, to correct the awkwardness of 
his gesture; and be learned of the best playem 
the proper graces of action and pronunciation, 
wiiich he thought of so much consequence that 
be made tlie whole art of oratory in a manner 
to consist of tlieni. He was so intent upon 
study, that he would often retire into a cave of 
tlie eartli, and shave half his head, so that bo 
could net with decency appear abroad till his 
hair was grown again. He also accustomed, 
himself to harangue at thesea^ore^ where the. 
agitation of the waves formed to -Inm an ide%» 
of the commotion in a popular assembly, ano 
served to prepare and fortify him against them. 
From these several kinds of hardships, which 
be imposed upon himself, it is plain that Ik. 
was not IP much bom^an orator, as an instance 
how far parts and application may go toward 
the fonnln;i of a great nan in any profession. 

DEMOURS, Peter, a native of MaiseiUcs, 
known for his dexterity ■• a surgeon and ocu* 
list ; be was autiior of some professimial works, 
and died in 119$. ^ 

DEMPSTER, William, a learned Scotchman,* 
who refuted Rayaftoad Lully, and Wrote an 
ecclesiastical history ; lie died in 1S57. 

DEMPSTER, Thomas, a Scotch historian and 
commentator, bom 1570, died 1685. He was a 
vbry learned man, but of a singular charaoter ; 
being as prompt to draw bis svord in quarrel, 
as to wield bis pen, an any time. Be becama 
professor of the Bt^es Lettres, at Pisa, Nismes, 
and Bologna, and had ouch a prodigious me- 
mory, that he used to say he knew not what it 
was to forget. This gained him tlM appellation

DEJMELLE, one of the infamous friends of 
Marat, who killed his wife and five children 
with his own hands.

I>£NHAM, Sir John, an eminent poet, bora 
Q Dobttn, in 1615. In 16*1 he published his tra 
,edy ealled "The Sophy," which was ex- 
iremeiy admired by the best Judges ; and in 1649 
was first printed bis ** Cooper's fliil,'' " a jioem 
(says Drydeo) which, for majesty of style, is, 
tnd ever will be, the standard ofgood writing.** 
^ope has celebrated this poem very highly in 
his '* Windsor Forest ;'* and all men of taste 
have agreed in their oommendatioos of it. He 
died in 1668. 

DENIS, Michael principal keeper of the 
Imperial library at Vienna, died in 1800. His 
writinos on various sttbjects were highly es- 
teemed. 

DENMAN, Thomas. M. D. an eminent phy- 
sician and writer on midwifery, born at Bake- 
well, Derbyshire, 1733, died in London, 1815. 

DENNER, Balthasar, a portrait painter, of 
Hambuigb, who refused in London, 500 guineas 
for his pictttce of an Old woman ; he died in 1747. 

DENNIE^ William, proprietary governor of 
Pennsylvania, in 1756. He was superceded in 
1750, as unpopular and obnoxious to the people. 

DENNIE, Joseph, a native of Massachusetts, 
was educated a lawyer ; he however soon re- 
Itndvished the profusion for literary pursuits, 
and as editor of the ** Farmer's Museum," a 
newspaper published in New-Hamnshire, and 
afterwards of the ** Port Folio." in Fmiadelphia, 
gave evidence of a powerful and highly culti- 
vated mind, and of a goniua of superior order ; 
lie died in 1813. 

DENNIS, John, a celebrated critic, hprn in 
liondon, 1657. Though It is now become fasb- 
ionabieto speak Bghtly of him, .he had qualities 
enough to recommend him to the acquaintance 
of some of the most eminent personases for 
birth, wit, and learning, of his time; out the 
black passioiui were so predominant in him, and 
his pride, envy, jealousy, and suspicion, hurried 
him into so many absurd and ridiculous mea< 
Bures, that his life appears jto have been nothing 
but a mixture of folly and madness. — lie began 
to be a writer as early, if not earlier, than 1090, 
and so continued to the time of his death, which 
happened in 1733. He had better talents for 
judging of the performances of others, than for 
producing any thing of himself; which made a 
Smart fellow say, that '^Dennis was the fittest 
man in the world to instruct a dramatic writer; 
for he laid down excellent rules for writing good 
plays, and showed what were bad by his own." 

DENNY, Sir Anthony, a man of great learn- 
ing and piety, privy counsellor of Henry VIU., 
he died In 1550. . 

DBNTQN, John, an English divine, and pre- 
bendary of York, an intimate friend of TiUot- 
lon. He published some sermons and religious 
tracts and died in 1708. 

DENTBECOLLES, Francis Xavier, a Je- 
suit, who went to China as a missionary, in 1741, 
and wrote several works in the Cmnesa lan- 
guage. 

DENYS, James, a bistoricid painter, bom 
at Antwerp in 1645. 

D'EON. See EON. 

DEPARCIEUX, Anthonv, a learned French 
miMhematician, wiiopablisbed several valuable 
works; he died in IToSk 

DERi'Y, James Stanley, earl of, an English 



nobleinan, celebrated for his coufage during tlN> 
civil wans. He was finally taken and basely 
beheaded in 1651. 

DBRCYLLIDAS, a Lacedemonian general, 
who avenged his country against the Persians, 
400 B. C 

DEREINO, Edward, an eminent divine, 

Ereachei^ at St Paul's, London, before the court, 
fe Wrote sermons, lectures, 6^c. ; he died 1576k 

DERHAM, William, a very eminent philo 
sopher and divine, born at Stoughton, near Wor- 
cester, 1657, and died 1735. having spent hisUfo 
in the most agreeable and improving study of 
nature, and made all his researches there in sub- 
serviency to the cause of religion and virtue.-^ 
His works are extremely numerous ; of these 
the beat known are his *' Physico-Theology ; 
or, A Demonstration of the Being and Attri- 
butes of God. from his works of Creation ;** 
and " AstrO'TheoIogy, or, A Demonstration of 
the Being and Attributes of God from a Survey 
of the Heavens;'* both which are works of 
considerable merit. 

DERING, Sir Edward, first a republican, and 
afterwards a royalist ; a member of parliament 
during the civil wars. His speeches were 
published In 4to. 

DERMODY, Thomas, a poet of considerable 
talent, but so devoid 6f common prudence, thai 
the b^t of patronage was found to be useless 
to him. He was born in the south of Ireland, 
^n. 1775. His Aither, who was a schoolmaster 
at Ennis for some time, is said to have employ- 
ed this son, when only in Ids ninth year, as 
Greek and Latin assistant at his own school; 
and, to increase the wonder, we are told that 
he bad written as much genuine poetry at ten, 
as either Cowley, Milton, or Pope^ had pro- 
duced at nearly double that age. With all his 
talent, however, he was of so uniformly de- 
praved a conduct, that he no sooner excited 
compassion, and profited by generosity, than he 
despued, or at least neglected, the advice of 
his benefactors ; and at length, wasted by dis- 
ease, arising from habitual intemperance, he 
died at an obscure hovel, near Sydenham, Kent, 
1803, in his 28th year. 

DERRICK, Samuel, a linen draper of Dublin ; 
afterwards a writer of pamphlets in London, 
and master of ceremonies at Bath and Tun- 
bridge, died 1769, 

DERYK, or DERICK, Peter Cornelius, a land- 
scape painter of Delft ; pupil of Jacobs. Be died 
in loaOx 

DERYKE, William, a historical painter at 
Antwerp, died 1607. 

DESAGULI^RS, John Tbeophilus, a cele- 
brated lecturer on experimental phUosopby,. 
who made several improvements in mecha- 
nics, waa bora at Roclielle, in 1683, but went to 
England when an infant. His most celebrated 
publication is, " A Course of Experimenal Phi- 
loBopdy. 1734,** 3 vols 4to. He died in 1749. 

DESAULT, Peter, a French physidaa, who 
wrote on the cure of syphilis, without saliva- 
tiooijand on the stone ; he died in 1737. 

DESAULT, Peter Joseph, a French sarfeon, 
of great abilities, who attended Lewis XVII., 
and died, probably by poison, for this humanity. 
He was author of a valuable treatise on surgery, 
aftddiedinl705. 

DES B ARREAUX, James de Vallec, lord, a 
French nobleman, counsellor of parliameHt, at: 
Paris. He was an infidel and '^ bertine, bat, he- '

DIBTRIC, John Oonrad, a Lutheran, «om in 
IVetteravia, and professor of Greek in his own 
town.

DIETRICH, John William Ernest, bom at 
Weimar, a celebrated painter, died in 1774. 

DIETRY, a painter, of Dresden, who suc-

DIEU, Lewis de, an eminent divine, bora at 
Flushing. He refused to be court minister at 
the Hague, and went to Leyden, where ht was 
made divinity professor. He published many 
learned work», and died In 1643. 

DIGBY, Everard, an English gentleman edu- 
cated at Cambridge. He wrote some curious, 
and learned books in I^tin, and died in 1592. 

DIGBY, Sir Everard, bom 1581, was drawn in 
to be privy to the gunpowder plot ; and thoueh 
not a principal actor in that dreadAil affair, 
nor indeed an actor at all, yet he offered ISOOf.

Having raad the 
writings of Descartes, he resolved to go to Hol- 
land on purproe to see him. He did so, and 
foun^ him at his retirement at Egmond.

DIGBY, Lord Georce, an English nobleman 
of great parts, son of John Digby, carl of Bris- 
tol, was born at Madrid, 161S. " He was (says 
a late writer, somewhat severdy) a singular 
person, whose life was one contradiction. He 
wrote against popery, and embraced it : he wa« 
a zealous opposer of the court, and a sacrifice for 
It : was conscientiously converted in the midst 
of his prosecution of lord Staflbrd, and was 
most unconscientiously a prosecutor of lord Cla- 
rendon. With great parts, he always hurt hhn- 
self and his friends ; romantiely brave, he was al- 
ways an unsuccessful commander. He spoke for 
the test-act, though a Roman Catholic ; and ad- 
dicted himself to astrology on the birthday of 
true phUoeophy." He died eari of Bristol, 1676 

DIGBY, John, made gentleman of the privy 
chamber by James I, who afterwards knighted 
him, and sent him ambassador to Spain. Hs 
was the autlior of some poems, and died, In ex- 
ile, at Parid^ in 1653. 

DIG6ES, Leonard, an EngfiiA gentleman, fa- 
mous for bis mathematical jeaming, died abou. 

DIGGES, Thonias, only son of Leonard Dig 
ges, and one of the greatest roathematiclftns of 
his age, died 1S96. 

^DIGGES, Sir Dudley, master of the rolls to 
Charles I., was eldest son of Thomas Dlgees 
just mentioned, and bom 1583. He'wns, ft is 
said, a great asserter of his country's liberty in 
the worst of times, when the sluices of prero- 
gative were opened, and the banks of the law 
wfire almost overwhelmed by^he inundations 
of It. He was author of several literary per- 
formances, and died 1639. 

DIGGES, Thomas, brother of Sir Dudley, a 
learned man, who translated several works from 
the Latin and Spanish ; he died In 1635. 

DIGGES, Dudley, third son of Sir Dudley 
He wrote oh the unlawAilness of subjects taking

^e cdebrated temple of Diana at Efriieaua, after 
Eratostratns, for the sake of immofftalixing his 
aanie, had destroyed it by flre. 

DINOSTRATUS, a mathematician, the pnpil 
of Plato, and inventor of the quadratic curve. 

DINOTH, Richard, a protestant writer of 
France, who wrote an accurate work, " De Bdlo 
civili OalHco," and died in 1660. 

DINOUART, Anthony Joseph Toussaint, 
rendered famous by his periodical publications 
In Paris, which drew upon him, troubles and 
lawsuits: lie died in ITIS. 

DIN WIDDIE. Robert, succeeded Lee as go- 
vernor of VirKinta, in 179S. Braddock*s expe- 
dition and defeat, occurred under his adminis- 
tration. He left the colony in 1757, and died in 
England, in 1770. 

DIO CHRYS06T0M, a celebrated orator and 
philosopher of die 1st centurv, bom at Prusa, 
a city of Bitlnmia, and called CbrysostCNn, on 
account of his eloquence. There are extant 
of his, 80 orations and dissertations upon politi- 
cal, moral, and philosophical subiects. 

DIOCLES, a mathematician in the Sch cen- 
tury inventor of the cissoid or curve line. 



DIOCLESIAN, CaiuB Valerius, aRoman em- 
peror, whose bloody persecution of the Chris-llknown also by the surnames of Cocceius an^ 



terew impati4>nt, and lodx*d himself in a tuh. 
He looked down on all the world with scorn, 
and magisterially censured all mankind. Alex- 
ander one day paid bhn a visit, and made him 
an offer of riches, or any thing else ; but all 
that the philosopher requested of him was, xp 
stand from betwixt him and tite sun : as if ha 
bad said, "Do not deprive me of the benefit* 
of nature, and I leave to you those of fortune.** 
The conquerar was so afibcted by the vigofif 
and elevation of his soul as to declare, " that 
If he were not Alexander be would choose ta 
be Diogenes :'* that is, if he were not in pocsea- 
Bion of all that was pompous and splendid ih 
lifb, he would, Hke Diogenes, heroically d^pisa 
it. Diogenes had a great presence of mind, as 
appears fVom his smart sayings and quick i-e- 
part«es ; and Plato Is thought to hnve passed 
no ill judgment upon him, when he called bira 
" a mad Socrates.** He died at Corinth when 
he was about fiO years old : but authors are not 
agreed either as to the time Or manner of hfi 
death. Jerome says that he strangled bimsell. 

DIOGENES, a Cretan phUosopher, tiie sue 
cessor of Anaxiroenes, 500 B. C. 

DIOGENES LAERTIUS, an ancient Greek 
author, who wrote ten books of the " I4ves o( 
the PhikMophers,** still extanL 

DIOGNETUS, a philosopher, preceptor tq 
Marcus Aurelius. 

DION, a Svracusan, celebrated aa the friend 
of Plato, and the opponent of the Dioiiysii, 
tyrants of Sicily ; he was murdered, 354 B. C. 

DION CASSIUS, an ancient Roman historian,'

time in use in theological writings, and is still 
fbltowed by the Coptes and Abyssinians.

DIODORtrs SICtTLUS, an ancient historian, 
bora at Agirrium, in Sicily, flourished in the 
dmes of Julius Cesar and Augustus. Diodonis 
says, in the beginning of his history, that he 
was no less than 30 years in writing It, in the 
capital of the world, vix. Rome. He calb his 
work not a *' History,** but a .*< Historical Li- 
brary ;** and had comprised in forty books, the 
most remarkable events which bad happened 
in the world during the space of 1138 years ; 
but. to the great grief of the curious, of the 40 
booKs, only 15 are now exttnt. 

DIODORUS, bishop of Taiyus, eminent as a 
divine and as an fautructer of youth, in the 4th 
century. ^ ^^ 

DIOGENES, a philosopher of Babylon, 900 
B. C. He succeeded Zeno in his school. 

DIOOENES, the Cynic, was bora at Sinope, 
• city bf PontoB, 413 B. C., and expelled from 
tli«ice tar coining false money; as was his 
faUier also, who was a banker. Re retired to 
Athens, and prevailed on the phitoeopher An- 
tisthenes to become his' master He not only 
■ulimitted to the kind of life which was pecuRar 
to the followers of that fbnnder of the Cynics, 
but added n«w degrees of austerity to it. He 
ordered somebody ^o provide him a cell; but,! 
» that order was not speedily executed, he| 



Cocceianus, was bom at Nicea,a city of Bithy- 
nia, and flourished in the 3d century. His histo- 
ry began from the building of Rome, and pro- 
ceeded to the reiffn of Alexander Severas. whajl 
we now have of it begins with the expedition 
Lucullus against Mitiuridates, king of Pontus, 
about the year of Rome 684, and ends with the 
death of the emperor Claudius, about the year 
806. 

DIONIB, Peter, a French surgeon, and tha 
first who dcmonatrated anatomical dissections 
and chlrargical operations, established by Lewis 
XIV., in the royal garden of plants. This ia 
genions person died in 1718. 

DIONTSIUS I., tyrant of Sicily, raised bfan* 
keif fVom obscuri^ to tbe throne ; he reigned 
MO years, and died 366 B. C.

He was made bishop o^ Aleiandria, In 347, a^ 
died 997. 

DIONYSIUS, the Areopagate,a learned Athe- 
nian, member Qf the court of Areopagus, was 
converted to Chris|i^ni(y by the preacbiagof 
8t. Paul. 

DldPHANTUS, a celebrated mathematician, 
<lf Alexandria, reputed to have been the inven- 
for of a^ebfa. When Dlophantus lived, is not 
known. His repulafion, however, appears to 
have been very bigh among the anoients, who 
made no scrapie to rank bim with Pythagoras 
and Euclid, in mathematical learning. . 

DIOSCORlD£S, Pedacius, an eminent phy 
tictan, of Anaxarba, since caOed Ca»area, inl 
enicia, who flourished in the reign of Nero, and 
0mppsed Ave books of the " Materia Medica.'* 

DIFPEL, John Conrad, a cifrious and extra- 
vagant character, who pretended to have disco- 
vered the philoaopber*s stone, and yet was con- 
Oned for debt. He travelled, In almost all parti 
of Europe, ofld wrote several books; hedged in 
17M 

DIROI8, Francis, doctor of the Sorbonne, 
Wrote several books on reUfiiioua subjects; he 
died in 1700. 

DISNEY, John, D^ D^ an cmlBeat English 
cSergyman, cfaaplahii to bUhcv Law. and vicai 
«f Swinderly, died in 181(1 B(« hioKraphical 
fetches of distinguished individuals, have ad* 
ded to his re|iutatioi^. 

DITHMAR, a monk, blshpp qf Mersburg, 
known as the author of a chronicle of the em- 
perors Henry I.,Othon. and UIm QiudHenry n., 
died in 1028. 

DITHMAUt Justus Christopher, historical 
professor, at FVankfort Hiii work on the histo- 
T of Germ.any displays i^reat learainfi; he died 
in 1737. 

DITTON, Humphrey, a mathematkal and 
theological wrher, born at Salisbury, in 1675, 
died in 1715. 

OIVINI, Eustachius, an Italian artist, employ- 
ed In making telescopes, died in 1604. 

DIXWELL, John, one of the Judges who 
eondemned'the unfortunate Chiirl^l. to the 
Block. At the restoration, he fled to America, 
and resided at Jj^ew-Havea untU hit death, in 

IvoB. 

DLU60SS, John, a Pole, anshblshop of Leo- 
pold, and aiith9r of ci^liistory of Poland, in La^ 
wi; he died in 1400. 

DO BBS, Arthur, goveinor of Noitb Carolina, 
«tted in 1765, after an impolitic, unpopular, and 
weak administration of IS years. 

DOBSON, William, an English painter, bom 
In MtlU. How much he was beholden to van- 
^ke, m«y easUy be spefi in all Ui woiki, no 
158 . 
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tion of that excellent master as this happy Imir 
tator. He was also further indebted to the ge- 
nerosity of Vandyke, in presentiaf him to 
Cliarics J., who took blm into his immediate 
protection. He died in 1647. 

DOD, John, an English non-conformist, whose 
I pious observations were once very popular. He 
was an eminent Hebrew tehokirt and died in 
1645. 

DODARf, Denyik physician to Lewis XIV., 
land membei: of the French academy of sciences, 
bom ia 1034. Among other things, be was the 
author of a " Statica Medicina Galllca: and died 
in I7u7i. Quy Pathi called him " monstrum 
sine vilio,*^ a prqqigy of wisdom and science, 
wiUuHtt any. defeot. 

DODO, Dr. William, an ingenious divine, of 
unfortunate memory, was born I^, at Bourne, 
in Lincolnshire, of virfaiob place bis father, being 
aclergymaa, was vicar. In 1753. be received 
orders ; and, being settled in tionaon, soon bp 
came a popular and celebrated pi;eacber. He 
obtained ieveral lectureships, and advanced his 
theological character greatly by an nhnoet unin* 
tenrupted publication of sennuna, and tracts of 
piety. For the same purpose also, he was very 
zealous in promoting and assisting al cbaritable 
institutions, and distinguished himself much in 
regard to tlie Magdalen hospital, which was 
opened in August, 175S : he became preacher at 
the chapel of this chanty, for wbiob he was al- 
lowed yearly lOQL But, notwitlistanding hia 
attention to spiritual concerns; he wa(s by no 
^neans ne|;ligent in cultivating his temporal in- 
terests ; foi^, besides writing constantly In the 
Public Leger, he superintended and contribu- 
ted largely to the " Christian's Magazine ;** for 
which he received from tJie proprietors lOin. 
yearly. The truth is, Dodd*s flniances hy Vio 
means answered his' style and manner of liv- 
ing: they wens indeed much too small for it; 
and this obliged him to recur to such method^ 
«f augmenting them. Hnppy if he had never 
recurred to expedients worse than these !— Still, 
however, he preserved theotogical appearances, 
and now meditated a design of imblisltiog. n 
large " Commentary on the Bible," which be 
began to publish lu. weekly apd monthy num- 
^ bers, and continued to publisli |t r^ularly till i| 
was completed, in 3 vols, folio. In i7(i6, he took 
tlie degree of LL. D., at Cambridge, having 
been made a chaplain to the king; sonwf thne be^r 
fore. In 1772, he was presented to the living^ of 
HockUfie.in Buckinghamshire: hut what could 
such preferment as this avail 1 The habits of 
expense had gained a wonderful ascendency 
over him : he was vain, he was pbm|ious, which 
persons emeralng from low situations ofU^ arq 
apt to be, and' thus became involved and slnki 
iag. under debts. To relieve himself, he was 
tempted to astep which ruined him for ever witk 
the public ; and this was, to procure by Indiieci 
means, the rectory of St. Geor^e^ Hanover 
Square. On the preterment of Dr. Hess to thn 
see of Bath and Well*, in 1774, that rectory fed 
tothedisposalofthecrown: upon which, Dodd 
caused an anonymous letter to be sent tq lady 
Apsley, ofl^ring the sum of 30001., if b^ het 
means he could he presented to the living. AhuiJ 
he was unfortunate in itla woman : the lettet 
was immediately communicated to the chancel 
lor. and, after being traced to the sender, laid 
before the king.

DOLABELLA, P. Oornelius, son-in-law of 
Cicero, a friend of Cnsar, and governor of Sy- 
ria, put an end to his life at 97 years of age. 

DOLBIN, John, a man of edueation, major 
in the Iting's service, during the civil wars, and 
afterwards dean of Westminster, and Msliop 
of Rochester *, he died in 1668. 

DOLCE, Lewis, a native of Venice, a poet, 
translator of some of the ancient authors, and 
antftor of several learned works, died in lS6d. 

DOLCE, Carlo, a painter, of Florence. His 
St. John, paintea when he was only 11 years 
old, is much admired ; he died in 1686. 

DOLET, Stephen, a learned Frenchman, a 
painter and iMJokseller, at Lyons, was burnt for 
atheism, in 1S46. 

DOLLONO, John, a very eminent optician, 
and the inventor of the achromatic telescope, 
was bom in Spitai-fields, June 10, 1706, died 
Nbv. 30, 1761. He was reading a new publica- 
tion of M. Clalraut, on the Theory of the Moon, 
and on which lie had been long Intently engaged 
when he was seized with apoplexy, and died 
in a few hours after. The business and ther 
abilities of the father were inherited by his two 
sons, Peter and John. 

DOLLOND, Peter, son of the optician, known 
as the author of papers commanlcated to the 
royal society, on nis improvement of the tele- 
scope, on his alterations of Hadley's quadrant, 
^., died in 1890, aged 00. 

DOLOMIEU, Deodat, an eminent French 
naturalist, who visited all the volcanic regions 
of Ttaly, and was afterwards sent, among other 
men of science, to collect and describe the anti- 
quities and natural curiosities of Egypt. Re- 
turning from that country, he was driven Into 
Nai^es, and there committed to a close and 
loathsome confinement; bat, after soflering a 
long captivHy, ho was liberated by the humane 
interposition of the celebrated Sir Joseph 
Banks. He had scarcely reposed alter his tW- 
tigues, when he wont to visit Mont Simplon, 
whence he returned rich in mineralogleal acqui- 
sitions ; when a disease, which commenced in 
his imprisonment, termtnausd his career, De- 
ccmlier. 1801. 

DOMAT, John, a celebrated French lawyer, 
bom at Clermont, in Aovergne, In 168S, died at 
Paris, In 1606. The eonfikslon which he bad 
observed in the laws, put him upon forming a 
design of reducing them to their natural order, 
which be completed, and published in four vols. 
4to, under the title of ** The Civil Laws in their 
Natural Order, 1680.^ It has been usual to re- 
commend this work to young lawyers and di- 
vines, who would apply themselves to the study 
of morality and the civil law. 

DOMGNICHINO, an Italian painter, on sacred 

subjects and landscaiws, bora at Bologna, 1581. 

Ha always applied himself to his work with

mnchstndy and tllouglitfnIness,aad never i 
ed to touch Ills pencil till Ik found a kind of en- 
thusiasm or inspiration upon him. His excel- 
lence lay principally in the correctness of his 
style, and In expressing the passions and affec- 
tions of the mind. He died in IGll, not without 
the snm>icion of being poisoned. 

DOMINIC, de Guzman, a Spaniard, founder 
of the order of the Predicants, bora in Arragon, 
in 1170, died at Bologna, in Italy, in ISKl, and 
was afterwards made a saint for the prodigious 
services he bad done tlie church. 

DOMINICHINI, Lodovico, a native of Fht- 
centia, famous for bis voluminous traaslati<Mis 
from ancient authors, died in 1574. 

DOMINIS, Mark Antony de, archbishop of 
Spolato, in Dalmatia, in the 16t1i centui^. He 
wrote against the papal power ; turned protes 
lant ; then again turned catluriic : he was sus- 
pected, seized, and imprisoned. After his death 
bis body was dug up and burned as a heretic in 
1645. 

DOMITIAN, Titus Flavins, a Roman empe- 
ror, at first mild, but afterwards licentious and 
craei, was assassinated in 06. 

DOMITIANUS, Domitius, general and dio- 
clcsian, was proclaimed emperor of Egypt, in 
~6 ; be died ny violence. 

DONALDSON, John, an eminent artist of 
Edinburgh, distinguished as a miniature portrait 
painter, and an exact imitator with his pen €f 
the old engra^rs ; also a poet and a chymist. : 
he died in 1801.- 

DONATO, Bemardino, Greek professor at 
Padua, authoapf a Latin dialogue, on the differ- 
ence between Aristotle's and Plato's philosophy , 
he died in 1550. 

DONATO, an architect and sculptor, of Flor- 
ence, of ffreat eminence, died in 1466. 

DONATO, Jerom, a Venetian nobleman, 
eminent for his learning, his military services, 
and particularly for his negotiations, died in 
1511. 

DONATO, Alexander, a Jesuit of Sienna, 
who wrote a valuable description of Rome ; he 
died in 1640. 

DONATO, Marcellos, an Italian count, wlio 
wrote a learned work on the Latin writers of 
Roman history, 8vo., in 1607. 

DONATUS, bishop of Carthage, banieAicd in 
356. 

DONATUS, ^liuB, a nrammarian of the 4th 
century, |M«ceptor of St. Jerome, and author of 
commentaries on Terence and Virgil. 

DONATUS, a bishop of a religious sect in 
Africa, who b^an to be known about the yonr 
3S9, and greatly confirmed his faction by liis 
character and writings. He Was a man of g^ent 
parts and learning ; but withal so prodigiously 
haughty fthat he treated all mankind with con- 
tempt. The Donatists afllrmed baptism in other 
churches to be null ami of no efibct ; while other 
churches allowed it to be valid in tlieirs : from 
which they inferred, that it was tlie safer to ■ 
join that communis where baptism was ac- 
knowledged by both parties to be valid, than 
that where it was allowed to be so only by one 

DONCKER, Peter, a painter, of Gouda, stu- 
died at Rpme, and died 1668. 

DONDUS, or DE DONDIS, James, a physi 
clan, of Padua, iearaed also in mathematics and 
mechanics, died in 1350. 

DONEAU, Hugh, professor of law at Bourges 
and Orleans. He wrote commentaries on civil 
law, 5 vols, folio, anA other works, and died in 
1501. 
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<- DOfleAN, Thomaf , earl of Limerick, a jndl- 
.fiooB and popular covernor of New- York, re- 
■igncd the office in fOHD, and returned to Eng- 
land, in consequence of bis sovereign's disjriea- 
mre. 

DONI, Anthonj Francis, a Florentine priest, 
who possessed great satirical powers, and wrote 
many iMWks ; he died in 1574. 

DONI D'ATTICHf, liewis. a Florentine no- 
bteman, whose modesty and learning recoin- 
■Koded bini to Rlchdieu, who made him bishop 
of Autnn. He wrote many volumes, and died 
In 1664. 

DONf , John Bapliste, professor of eloquence 
at Florence. His treatise on music is well 
known ; he died in 1647. 

DONNE, John, an English poet and divine, 
bom at London, 1573, and descended, by his mo- 
ther, from the family of sir Thomas More. Soon 
«fier his taking orders (which be did at the spc- 
Bial request of king James) be was chosen 
preacher of Lincoln*s-Inn ; in«16Sl, he was 
made dean of St. PauKs, and there was some- 
thing singular in the ciscainstances attending It. 
The deanery becoming vacant, the king sent for 
Dr. Donne, and ordered him to attend him the 
next day at dinner. When bis majesty was set 
down, before be bad eaten any meat, he said, 
** Dr. Donne. I have invited you to dinner ; ami 
tfKMigh you sit not down with roe, yet I will carve 
to you of a dish that I know you k>ve well ; for 
knowing yon love London, I do therefore make 
you dean of St. Paul's ; and when I have dined, 
Aen do you take your beloved dish home to 
your study ; say grace there to yourself, and 
much good may it do you !*' He died 1631, and 
wae buried in the cathedral church of St. Paul, 
where a monument was erected over him. His 
poems consist of songs- and sonnets, epigrams, 
•pithalamiums, satires, letters, funeral elegies, 
holy sonnets, 4cc. published at different times. 
Dryden has Justly given Donne the character of 
*^ the greatest wit, though not the greatest poet, 
of oar nation ;*' and k>rd Falkland styles Donne 
** one of the moot witty and most eloquent of 
modem divines." 

DONNE, Benjamin, a mathematician, made 
master of mechanios to the king in ITWi. "He 
was a native of Devonshire, and wrote several 
treatises muc h esteemed. 

DOOLITTLE, Thomas, a non conformist, 
many years minister of St. Alpage, London. 
Re wrote several books on practical divinity,, 
and diedin 1707. 

DOPPLE-MAIER, John Gabriel, professor of 
mtttiematlcs at Nuremburg. He was fellow of 
the Royal Society of London, dbc. 

DORBAY, Francis, a French architect, who 
ftirniAed designs of several beautiful works at 
fhe Louvre, the ThniKeries, Ac, died in 1697. 

DORFLINO, a Pnissian, who from a tailor, 
became a soMier, and Unally a Held maAhal 
nnder the elector of Brendenbuiig. 

DORIA. Andrew, a Genoese admiral, the re- 
•torer of the Independency of Genoa when nn- 
der the French yoke, bom 1468, died 1560. 

DORI6NY, Michael, a palmer and enjeraver, 
mo fe esor hi the academy of painting of Paris. 
His works are to be seen in the castle of . Vin- 
cennes ; he Aed In 1665. 

DORI6NY, Nicholas, an eminent French en- 
graver, who was knighted by George f .; he died 
at Paris, in 1746. His brother Lewis, also an 
engraver, died atTerona, in 1742. 

DORfNO, or BORINK, Matthias, a Oermmi 
; . wholA Ma writiagSklnvaijriHi apainsc 
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the vices of the popea and cardinals. Ha waa 
the forenmnner of Luther, and died in 1494. 

DORISL AUS, Isaac, a Dutchman, wlio went 
from Leyden to Englar<d, and read lectures oc 
history at Cambridge. He was altemately a 
republican and royalist, during the civil wars, 
and turned out a profligate and guilty man ; bo 
(died in 1649. 

DORMANS, John de, cardinal and chancel- 
tor of France under Charles V. He ibuaded a 
college in Paris, and died in 1373. 

DORNAVIUS, Gaspar, a physieian, bon in 
Volghttand, and an author of some bumofons 
aikl whimsical pieces, died in 1631. 

DORSCH, Everard, a Dutch engraver of ge- 
nius, of superior abilities, died in 1718. His son 
Christopher was equally fkmoos in the sama 
art, and died in 1733. 

DORSEY, John Syog, M. D., professor of ma- 
teria medica in the university of Pennsylvania, 
and afterwards of anatomy, as sucoesaor to Dr. 
Wistar ; he died suddenly at Pblladeipbia, in 
1818. 

DOSITII^US,tbe first herealareh,a magician 
of Samaria, whose foiiowera remained 94 bouia 
in the same posture in which tbey were, when 
the Sabbath conunmced. He starved himself to 
death. 

DOUBLET, N. an eminent French surgeon, 
who left some valuable profeasiooal wriunfi : 
be died in 17D3. 

DOUCIN, Lewis, a French Jesuit, who wroto 
a history of the Nestoriana, and other works ; 
he died 1736. 

DOUFFET, Gerard, a painter, of Liege, and 

pupil of Rubens, famed for the variety and 
accuracy of his pictures, died in 1660. 

DOUG ADOS, Venance, a capuchin, bom 
near Carcassonne. The French revolution was 
a Aeld fit to display his ambition and intrigue : 
he was dragged to the acafibld for his political 
opinions in 1704. 

DOUGHERTY, Mtehael, one of the first sat- 
tiers of Georgia ; died in 1806, aaed 135. 

DOUGLAS, Gawin, bishop of Duhkeld, and 
eminent for his poetical talents, was bora at 
Annandale, in Scotland, In 1471, and died of the 
plague in London, in 1533 Mr. Warton mjlm 
him " one of the distingnished luminaries that 
marked the restoration of letters in Scotland, ai 
Che commencement of the 16th century.** Ha 
translated the " Ancid" of VlrgU into Scottish 
heroics, with the additional (13Ui) book of Bl»- 
pheus Vegitts, 4to, 1553.. He also wrote an or^ 
l^inal piece called " The Palace of Honour," and 
other poems. He was lilrawise a promoter of 
public spirited works, and finished the stona 
bridge over the river Tay, begun by his prede- 
cessor. 

DOUGLAS, Winiam, a Scotch nobleman, 
commissioned by Robert Brace. He bad made 
a vow tofoon a erusade, but he perished on tha 
way, in 1397 

DOUGLAS, James, an English anatomist,and 
disdngidsbed practitfoner bi obstetrics. He was 
also an eminent author, and died in 1743. 

DOUGLAS, admiral Sir Charlea, a native of 
Scotland, was originally In the Dutch service • 
and it was not without some difficulty that he 
was enabled to obtain rank in the English navy. 
He was so excellent a linguist, that be spoke ni 
European languages correctly. On the war with 
America breaking out, he had a broad pendant 
given him, and commanded the squadron em- 
ployed in the gulf of St. Lawrence. His servl 
ioaa theie obnOnad Urn very i|atlaring ftokHMn 
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» EMftaml ; aad «ter Brareton 

wa« diamteed, for mlteonduet, from the Duke, 

vTM ffttiia, Sir CiNnice w«M ftlipolnted to com- 

iMMid Bcr. In this bMii, he cultivated his me- 

iliMihnl propenity id much to the improvement 

oi' liie guBB, and the um of loek« ioeiead of 

matclMe^that the practice was univeisaUy adopt- 
ed throughout the navy. During the prepara- 

tioas foryn^ in the year 17B7, be wasprometod 

to the rank or rear admiral, and died la January, 

1789 
DOiroiiAS, Dr. John, bishop of Salisbory, 

a Iranwd dlvim^ bom at Pitteoweem, in Fife- 

shirv, in 1731, and educated chiefly at Bah<rf 

i^aHtege Oxfoid. This veneraMe prelate was 

one of the first literary characters of the age^ 

«nd the last sarvivinff member (tlie bishop of 

Dromore excep cd) of the Beef Steak Club, ce- 

lebi^ted by Dr. Goldftnith, in his poem of " Re- 

taliatioB." Tiie literary talents of bishop Doug- 
its wen lltst evinced, in detecting the attempt 
.of LjMrier to depreciate the merits of A^ilton. 

He vindicated the originality ot that illustrious 

hod, aad covered his opponent with coitfusk>n. 

flis nait per Ibrmance possessed such merit, as 

highly to xeeommend his character, both as a 

litenvy man, and an advocate for revealed re- 
ligion. It was entitled the " Criterion,*' in an- 
swer to Mr. Home's Essav on Mirseles. He suc- 

oeeded Drt Law in the bishopric of Carlisle, in 

1783; and upon the translation of Dr. Barrinc- 

ton to file see of Durham, was appointed lua 

Buneessor. His tordship died May 18, 1807. 

DOUGLAS, James, earl of Morton and Aber- 
deen, a man of fredtlearnlai and many virtues. 
.He wan president of the London Royal Society, 

lnl733. 

DOUGLAS, WUfiam, M. D., a native of 
fikjotland, afterwards |i physician in Boston, who 

icst made known at Constantinople, the praetioe 
of iimocniating for the small poi, but wasopp^ 
sed to its Introduction into America ; he pub- 
lished ieveral works on am&Il pox, Ac, and died 

hi 1752. 

DOUSA, James, a very learned mam, bora at 
Northwick, Ln Holhind, 1545, died in J604. He 
•wa» a fveat scholar, statcsmant and soldier. 
His leanilttg was indeed prodigiotts ; and lie had 
•wdi a memory, that be could at once give an 
mvmet to any thing that was asked him rela- 
•tteg to ancient or aioderft Mstoiy, or, in short, 
to any bnuKh of litwatwe. He was (say Mel- 
«bfc>r, Adam, and Tbuanus,) a kind of Mving 
Jfbraiy, the Varro oT JHoUand, and the orade 
«f the univereity of Leyden. 

DOUVR£« T&omas de, was raised by Wil- 
liam the ConQuerar to the see of York, where 
lie rebuilt the cathedral : he died hi IIOO. 

DOUVRG, Thomas de, nephew of the pre> 
iiedinj(, was also«rchbishop of York, in 1108. 

• DOUVHB, IsabeUs de, of the same famUy, 
was mistfew to Robert, the natural son of Hen- 
ry I. ; she died in 1106. 

- DOVS, Nathaniel, an ingenieus penman, au- 
thor of " The Progress of Time.** He kept an 
academy W Hoilon, and died in 1754. 

DOW, Gerald, a celebrated Dutch painter, 
the papil of Rembrandt, bora at Leyden, 1613, 
died in 1660. 

DOWAL, William Mae, a learned Scotch- 
man, itorn in 1500. He held several important 

•flices under Charles I. and H. 

DOWNHAM, John, an English divine, aa- ry of bis native'town, in folio: he died in 1760,. 
Jhorof a well-known piousswork, called '* The DRAKB, Rod«er, D. D., a pliyslcian, who*

of the latter, the prtedpal one is entitled ** In- 
fwicy.** 

DRABICIU8, Nicholas, a celebrated enthnd- 
Bst, bora about 1587, in Moravia, where hia fa- 
ther was bttifomasier. Wlien he waa apwaids 
of 50 years ot age be commenced preset, and 
publi^ied aonra extraordinary politiciu ohihic- 
ras, which be called " Vistona." 

DRACO, a celebrated tegislator of Athena, 
whose laws were so severe^ that thev were anid 
to be written in blood. He flourished aboulOOO 
yean B. C. 

DRACONITES, John, a Lutheran divhie, a 
bishop in Prussia, mnd the learned author of 
some oomoieittaries on the Scrimures. He b^- 
gan a polyglott Bible, but died before Its com- 
pletion, in 1566. 

DRAGUT, Rais,*or captain RAGUT, the fk- 
vourito and successor of Barbaressa, a fmow 
pirate, in 1566. 

DRAKE, Sir Francte, a dhAii«ttisbed naval 
hen^ who flourished In the reign of Elisabeth^ 
was bora nctar Tavistock, in Devonshire, 1541^ 
He made his name immortal by a voyage into 
the South Seas, throuah the strait of Magellui^ 
which was what, at that time, no Englishman . 
bad eyer attempted. He sailed from EDglaad^ 
Dec. 13, 1577, and entered the harbolii of Ply* 
motith en his retura, Nov. 3, 1580; peribrmiag 
thus a voyage round the gIoi>e in two years and 
about ten months. Bis expeditions and victo 
ries over the Spaniards, have been equalled by 
modera admirals, but not his generosity ; for hi 
divided the booQ" he took, in Just proportional 
shares with the common sallorB, even to wedgM 
of |old given him in retura for liis presents to 
Indian chiefs. He died, after having rendered 
the BMMt eminent services to his country by hts 
bravery and skill, 1595-6, on board his own rtip) 
in the West Indiea The town of Plynoath 
bad very particular obligations to Drake ; foK^ 
in 1587, he undertook to bring wator into it; 
through the want of which, tilTtJien, it had beea 
grievously distressed ; and he performed it by 
oonducting thither astream from springs at eight 
miles* distance, thai is to say, in a straight line: 
for, in the manner he brought it, the (harso of 
it runs upwards of SO miles. 

DRAKE, Samuel, published, in 1799, in folio, 
a splendid edition of archbishop Parker's '* D» 
Aniiquitate Britannice ecclesias," Sbc 

DRAKE. James, a celebrated political wvitet 
and physician, born at Caaibridge, in 1567, died 
1706-7. He Is chiefly known now by his medi- 
]cal works, by a " Syuiem of Anatomy," parti 
larly, which was finished a little before his4le' 
oease, and putriisbed in 1707. 

DRAKE, Francis, a surge<»« at York, and ai^ 
eminem antiquary, publidied. in 1736, '* Ebora*> 
oum , or, The History and AntiquMca of the 
City of York, from its Qiighial to the preaeal 
Time,*-' tm. 

DRAKE, William, a physicfaui, bora atYoriu 
where he s^tled. In his ohi age he ecrileoted 
various records, and published a valuable biste- 
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0RAKSNBEBG, ChrMan /ftCot», WM boftt 
"^ji Norway, and after living in celibacy 133 yeanii 
married a widow aged 60. 

DRAKENBORCH, Arnoldus. a profaaBor of 
history and eloquence ut Utrecht, died in 1748. 
He is memorable for having given fine editions 
In 4to of two ancient authors, '* Titua Livius,*' 
7 vols. ; and " Silius Italicus,** with veiy learned 
notes. He ia also the author of some small 
worlts. 

DRAN, Henry Francia le, a famous surgeon. 
and lithotomist, author of Suf^eiy, 2 vols., and 
other surgical works, died at Paris, in 1770. 

DRAPER, Sir William, an English general, 
born at Bristol, was edacat^ at £ton, and at 
King's College, Cambridge; but preferring a 
military bfe, he went to the East Indies, where 
he attained the ranlc of colonel, and in 1763, in 
Co-operation with admiral Cornish, reduced 
Manilla, where they consented to accept a 
random for the fort cf 4,000,000 dollars, which 
the Spanish government never paid. lu 1769, 
being then a imight of the Bath, the colonel 
appeared in priht, as the antagonist of Junius, 
in defence of tlie marquis of Granby. Sir 
William died at Bath, in 1787. 
' DRAYTON. Michael, an English poet, born 
iti Warwickshire, 1563. When but 10 years of 
age he appears to have been page to some 
person of honour, as we collect A-om his own 
wordj. It appears too, that he was tiien anxi- 
oas to Icnow " what iKind of strange Creatures 
puBi^ were V* and desired his tutor, of ail things, 
that, if possilriei "he would maice him a poet." 
Re took delight, and was eminent for his talent 
in this way, nine or ten years before the death 
of queen Elizabeth, if not something sooner. 
Drayton died in 1631, and was buried in West- 
minster abbey, among the poets. His works, 
which are numerous, and of great merit, were 
collected, and printed, in 1748, in one volume 
Ibiio. 

BRATTON, William, a political writer of 
considerable eminence, in South Carolina, ac- 
tive in Ibrwardrt^ the American xevolution: 
(le published a history of. the war, and died 
1111779. 

DRAYTON, William, LL. D., a Judge of the 
^eral court fpr tite district of South Carolina ; 
died in 17»0. 

DREBEii, Comelioi, a Dutch ptiDosopher 
and alchymist, of whom some curious particu- 
lars are related, with respect to his power, to 
cause rain, cold, fcc., by the operations of his 
machines ; he died in 1575L 

DRELINOOURT, Charles, minister of the 
church ik Paris, bom at Sedan, 1595, and died 
1069. His '* OonsolatiORS against the l^ears off 
Death** have, of all his works, been the most 
frequently reprinted; having passed through 
above 40 editions, and been translated into 
several languages. His *' Charitable Visits,*^ 
in 5 vols., have served for continual consolation 
to private pereomr, and for a itource of materials 
ami moden tb ministers. He published three] 
volumes of Sermons ;** fai which, as In all the 
fofemcntSoned pieces, there is a wonderful vein 
of piety. Which is very affiscting to religions 
minds. 

DRE!MIBlCtT0, Matthew, a (Serman, wlio 
oecame professor of rhetoric and Iristory at 
Jena, and, in 1581, accepted the chair of polite 
learning at Leipsie. He was a man of great 
learnini;, and died in 1607,

of various works: he died m 1780. 
DRBVET, Peter, an eminent engraver at Paris ; 
his son, also named Peieri was equally «miiMiiC 
in the same profession. They both died In 
1738, the father aged 75 : the son 4S. 

DREXEIJUS, Jeremiah, a insult, of Aiiga- 
burgh, author of a curious poem on hell tor 
meiits, in which he calculates liow manv souls 
can be contained in a given apace; he died i4i 
1638. 

DRIEDO, John, a learned divinity professor 
of Louvain. wIkxk abilities were employed 
against the liUtheran Calvinists. He publisned 
4 vols, folio, ou theological subjects, and drad ia 
1535. 

DRINKER, Edward, a native of Philadelphia 
died in 17K, aged 103. He lived to see tlw 
5th generation, and having survived the reigns 
of seven sovereigns, he at length saw the dt^ 
that made America, a free and independenl 
nation. 

DROlilNGER, Charies Frederick, privy coun- 
sellor to the margrave of Baden Duriach, waa 
admired as a poet, and scholar ; lie died ia 174^ 

DROU. N., a French advocate, dbtiugutsbed 
for has eloouence, and for his defence of tha 
poor as well as tlie rich ; he died in 1763. 

DROU AIS, Hubert, a painter, of Nonnandy 
who, by his oencil, raised himself to fame and 
opulence ; died in 1767. 

DROUET, Stephen Francis, a laborious 
French writer, wlio died in 1779. 

DRUMMOND, WUUam, of Hawthornden, * 
Scottish poet and historiam bom 1565, died 
Dec. 4. 1649. He preceded Waller in polkshing 
English versification. His poems have a haruio' - 
ny and sweetness in them, unequalled by any 
of his time; and in his "Hiatoiy of the Fiv« 
Jameses** his manner of telling a story, aiul 
Interesting the reader in what he relates, has 
been highly commendedf. Ben Jonson so inucl» 
admired our author, that he undertook a jou.*-iie> 
on foot into Scotland on purpose to visit hlnit. 
and esteemed some months that he spent in hi* 
society the happiest of his liGe. dome of tlip 
conversation at this meetina has been preserved* 
Drummond's poems were first printed at Edin 
burgh, in 4to., 1616; afterwanis in 8vo , 1656« 
and a complete collection of his works in fl>li<t, 
1711. The poems were reprinted in 1791. Hi* 
general merits have been Ingeniously appre- 
ciated by Mr. Neve, Mr. Headley, Mr. PinkertoU, 
and Dr. Anderson, In their several biographical 
sketches of our earlier British poeia> 

DRITMMOND, Robert Hay, successiveU' bi- 
shop of Sl Asaph, of SaUsbuiy, and of York. 
He puhlisbed sii occasional sermons, and died 
In 1773. 

DRURY, Robert, was shlpwiecked in 176^ 
on the island of Madagascar, where he remained 
15 years. Aiter his escape, he puhlished aa 
account of the natives, &e. 

DRURY, Dm, a Jeweller, of London, who 
wrote 3 vols, on Insects, and collected a vast 
number of curiosities ; be died ui 1804. 

DRUSttiLA, Livia, disgraced herself by aq 
incestuous commerce with her brother Caligula } 
she died, A. D. 38. 

DRUSIUS, John, a moat learned man unonf 
the Protestants, was boroat Oudenard, in Flaor 
ders, In IUSS, and was author of .several worka 
which show him to have been woU skilled in 
Hebrew, wd to have gained a considerable 
fcnowle<^e in tiM Jewish antiauities. He died 
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DRUSUS, son of Gcmiaiiicus, was put to 
tieatb by Tiberius, A. D. 93 

I>RUc$US, M. Lmus, an arobhious Soman, 
murdered for bin attempts to enforce the agra 
riaii law, ISO B. C. 

1>RU3US, Nero Claudius, brother of llie cm 
aeror Tiberius, was bonoured with a triuiiiiih 
for his victories in Germany; he died 91 B. C. 

DRUSUS, son of Tiberius and Vispania, was 
Imnishcd, A. D. 23. 

DRYANDER, John, a Hessian medical and 
mathematical writer, died 15C0. 

DRYDEN, John, an Illustrious English poet, 
was son of Erasmus Dryden, of Ticlimersh, In 
Northamptonshire, and born at Aldwinclc, near 
Oundle, in that county, Aug. 0, 1631. He was 
educated In grammar teaming at Westminster 
school, being Icing's scholar tliere under the fti- 
mons Dr. Busby, and was from thence elected, 
in 1650, a scholar in Trinity College, Cambridge. 
His reputation as a poet, together with his at- 
tachment to the court, procured him tbc place 
of poet-laureat and liistoriographer to ChaHes 
II., which accordingly he took possession of, 
upon the death of sir William Davenant, in 
1668. In 1609 his first play, a comedy, called 
** The Wild Gallants," was acted at the Thea- 
tre-royal, but with BO little success, that if the 
author had not had a peculiarly strong inclina- 
Mon to dramatic writing, he would have been 
sufficiently discouraged from any farther at- 
tempts In it. He went on, however, and In the 
space of 95 years produced 37 plays, besides his 
other numerous poetical writings. He died 
May 1, 1701. As to Dryden's character, it has 
been treated in extremes, some setting it too 
high, others too low ; for lie was too deeply en- 
gaged in party to Ijave strict justice done Iiim 
either way. Congrcve represents him, in re- 
gard to his moral character, in every respect not 
iralv blameless, but amiable : and ** as to his 
writings (says he) no man hath written, in our 
language, so much and so various matter, and 
in so various manners, so well. Another thing 
I may say was very peculiar to him : which is, 
that his parts did not decline with his years, but 
that be was an improving writer to the last, 
even to near 70 years of age ; improving even 
in fire and imagination as well as in judgment : 
witness his " Ode on St. Cecilia's Day,'' &nd 
liis ** Fables," his latest performances. He was 
equally excellent in verse and in prose. His 

prose had all the clearness imaginable, together'top 'id.itfk died at Amsterdam, in 1697. 
with all the nobleness of expression, all thc'j DUCA? Blichael, a Greek historian, author

DUAREN, Francis, a French civilian, wl»o 
taught civil law at Bourges. He publislied Bom« 
works, cliiefly on laWt and died in )559. 

DUBOCAGE, Mary Anne le Page, a French 
lady, who translated into her own lanyuuge, 
l*uiie'H Temple of Fame, and Milton's Paradi&e 
lost. £>he was a member of many learned £o- 
cieties, and famous for her poetry aiid compo- 
sition.. She died in 1802. 

DUBOIS, William du, a Flinch prelate, who 
supported the duke of Orleans in all liis licen- 
tiousness, and schemes of ambition. He was 
made a cardinal, and alterwards prime uiinisr- 
tcr. He was a hypocrite and an intriguer, ai.d 
died in 1723. 

DUBOIS, Dorotiiea, daughter of tlie eari of 
Anglesea, who married a musician, and was 
disowned by her father. She wrote Theodora, 
a novel, and died in 1774. 

DUBOIS, Simon, a painter, of Amwerp, who 
went to England, ajid acquired great fame by 
his art, he died in 1706. 

DUBOS Charies Francis, a Frenchman, dean 
of Lucon. He wrote the life of Batilton, biahoy 
of Lucon, and died in 17S4. 

DUBOS. John Baptist, a French abbot, au-

DUCUE DE VANCY, Joseph Francis, a

unireraaJly respected, and died in 1704. 

DUCK, Arthur, bora in Deronshlre, 1580, and 
died 1640. He was an exceUeni civilian, a tolera- 
hie poet, especfally in bis younger days, and verv 
welt versed In history, eccleslastioal as well al 
civil. Ue left behind biin •< Vita Uenrici Chi- 
ebele,** &c., and " De Usu^et Authoritate Juris 
CivUis Uomanoium in Dooilniis prindpuni 
Chrisdanorara ; " a very uasM and entertaining 
work, which has been printed several times iu 
England and elsewhere. 

DUCK, Stetriien, a thresher and a poet, bom 
at Charlton, Wilts, at which place an anniver- 
sary, called Thresher's Pesat, is still hdM to bis 
metnory. He had originally no other teaching 
than what enabled lUni to read and write Eng 
liiih ; about his 14th year he was taken from 
school, and was afterwards successively en 
gaged in the several lowest employnienUi of 
a country life. He had from bis Infancy k pre* 
diloctlon for poetry ; sonsetiines turned hbi own 
OMHights into verse w4iile he was at work, and 
at last began to venture those thoughts a liulc 
upon paper. At length some of his essays Aill 
lug into the hands of a lady of quality, who at 
teiMled on the late queen Caroline, he became 
known to her m^lesty, who look him under her 
protection, and settled on him a yearly pension 
of about Ml, ; such a one at least as was 
sufficient to maintain Mm lndepei«dently of la- 
bour. Duck was afterwards odntitted mto or- 
ders, and preferred to the living of Byfleet, in 
Surrey. Here he continued for many years to 
make poems and sermons, and was much fol- 
lowed by the people as a preacher ; till fUling 
at length into a low-spirited melanelioly way, he 
tl»rew himself into a trout-stream, at the bock of 
ilie Black fjion Inn, near Reading, and was 
drowned. This unhappy aecldent, for he 
perfectly lunatic, befeH him March 30, 1736 

DUOLOS, Charles DIneau, historiographer 
uf France, bora at Dinant, in BretagDe, in 1705 ; 
h«? died in 1772. 

DUCLOS, Maty Ann, a French actress of 
great merit, who for many years ipdaed much 
applause ; she died In 174B. 

DUCREUX, N., an eminent painter, of Paris, 
wlio went to Vienna to take portraits of the Im 
nerial family. He died in 1§03. 

DUOROI8T, PMlibert Gasaaud, a French ae 
w>r, of excellent character, and great merit. 

DUDEFFANT, N., a French lady.weil known] 
In Paris for her elecant and critical taste. She 
was acquainted wmi all theloarued men of the 
times, and died in 1780. 

DUDITH, Andrew, a Hungarian dlvhie, em 
ployed by Ferdinand II. in important cffi&irs off 
sute. He wrote on plivsic, poetry, Itc., and wasj 
a man hi|bly esteemed ; lie died in 1580. 

DUDLEY, Edmund, a eetebnrted lawyer and! 
speaker of the House of Commons, In the reign 
of Henry VII., but infamous in history for being 
the instrument of-the ezlorticns of that mon 
arch ; he was bom in 1643, and executed for trea 
son, in Aug. 18, 1510. 

DUDLEY, John, son df the preceding, and 
duke of Nortbumberiand, was born in 1503, and 
afterwards became one of the most powerful 
subjects in England. For an attempt to place 
tho crown on the head of bis daoctiter-in-law, 
tady Jane Grey, (who likewise Ml a victim 



to his ambition), he was beheaded August sf 
l.«3. 

DUDLEY, Ambrose, eari of Warwick, son of 
John, duke of Northumberland, bora 1530, ex- 
hibited great wisdom and integrity as a states- 
man, and bravery as a general, under queen 
Elisabeth, and acquired tlie appeliatian of" The 
Good Earl of Warwick.* ' Ho died in 1580. 

DUDLEY, Rotiert, earl of Leicester, son to 
John, duke of Northumberland, and brother lu 
Ambrose, earl of Warwick, before meiitioiitt*, 
bom 1532, died 1588. On the accession of £:i-/.- 
alieth, he was entertained at court as a princii . I 
fkvourite: obtained prodigious grants, one ati^t-r 
another, from tJio crown : and all things gav 
way to his ambition, influence, and policy. I 
his private life he affected a wonderful regular- 
liy, and carried his pretence to piety very higli : 
though to gratify his passions, there were no' 
crimes, however exorbitant, which he would not 
commit 

DUDLEY, sir Robert, son of RobcrVearl of 
Leicester, born at Sheen, in Surrey, 1973, died 
1630. Among the learned, he held a very high 
rank, as well on account of his skill in philoso- 
phy, cliymistrv, and uliysic, as his pcrt'ect ac- 
quaintance with all the branches of the matlie- 
matics, and the means of applying them for the 
service and benefit of mankind. 

DUDLEY, T!u>mas, governor of Msst. and 
one of the fbunders of tliat colony; he died in 
1053. 

DUDLEY, Joseph, governor of Mass., son of 
the preceding; of rare endowments, and an 
honour to his country ; he died in 1790. 

DUDLEY, Paul, chief justice of Mass. tout*- 
derof the Dudleian lectnre,ln Harvard College ; 
he died in 1751. 

DUFPET, Thomas, a dramatic writer, of the 
17th century. 

DUFPIELD, George, D. D., a distinguished 
minister of Philadelphia, represented to have 
been uncommonly eloquent ; he died In 1790. 

DUFRESNE, Abraham Alexis Qninault, a 
French actor of eminence, who succeeded par> 
ticQiarly in noble characters ; he died in 1767. 

DUFRESNOY, Charles, Atpiionse, a native 
of Paris^ who acquired celebrity as a painter 
and poet ; he died in lf)65. 

DUFRESNY, Charles Riviere, a native oi 
Paris, called grandson of Henry IV., from his 
resemblance to that monarch. His dramatic 
works were published In vote. He died in 
1794. 

DUOARD, William, master of Merchant Tai- 
lor's school, London. He was imprisoned tbr 
being concerned in Balmaslus* defence, and 
rediKed to poverty ; but was a man of great 
learning, and worth ; he died in 168S. 

DUGdALE, Sir William, a very eminvnt 
English antiquary ^nd historian, was bora in 
Warwickshire, Sept. 13. 1605, and died Feb. 10 
1666. 

DUGOMIER, N. a French general, who com 
manded in Italy during the revolution, and was 
next employed against the Spaniards.

DUNCAN, Adam, lord viscount, a gaUanf 
British admiral, whose name will be imiaortaiiz.- 
ed in the annals of bis cooutiy by tho victory 
wfiich be gained over a Dutch fleet, between 
Camperdown and Egmont, witldn five miles of- 
the Dutch const, Oct 11, 1797, for which he was 
deservedly rewarded with a pcerace. Be waa 
born at Dundee, in North,Britain, July 1, 1731, 
and early adopted the nayal profession. It 
should be mentioned to his honour, that through 
life, admiral Duncan was a man of great and 
unafiected pietVj and fek it an honour to he a 
Christian. When the victory was deeided, 
which has fixed bis renown, he ordered the ciew 
of his ship, to be called together ; and at their 
head, upon his bended knees, in the presence of 
tbe Dutch admiral, (who was greatljr afiTected 
with tbe scene) solemnity and pathetically of- 
fered up praise and tl^anksgiviag to the God of 
Battles ; stronply proving the truth of the as* 
sertion, that piety and ceurage should be inse- 
panlbiy alHed, and that tbe latter without the 
former loses its principal vbtue. He died Ang..

Kent, 1688-9, SMiolnted, in 
1638, tutor to Charhw, prince of WalSB, aud af- 
terwards to hia br<Mlier the duke of York, was 
a great favourite with dmrios I., and is said by 
same to have assisted in cpmpoitog tbe famona 
Eikon BasUiko. This bisnciP is deservedly me- 
morable lor his numerous charitable instit« 
tions ; among wlUcb is to be reoaembered an 
alms-house a( RicluBoad, on tbe giato of which 
is Hiis inscription, '* I will pay my vows which 
I }nadi» ID GodiMp aty ttouble," 4dc.

in lees. 

DUPRAT, AnihoMT, ^ vaiy cvilnent French 
{aAtosuuin, and presiinit of the parliament of' 
Paris ; a man, w1k>, to increase his fortune* or 
enlarge his powor, did not hesitate to sacrilice 
eitlier fame or virtue ; ho died in 1535. 

DUPRE DE 6U YER, John, a hermit, said to 
have buiH in tlie solid rock with only the help 
of bis servant, the hermitage at Fribttrg, U>e 
cbinmey of which rises 9Ji^ leet. 

DUPRE, Mary, a learned lady of the 17th 
century, wiwi studied rh^ieric^ poi^Uy, the Ian 
f^aoges and phHost^y. fioiiie of her writings 
were read with applause. 

DUPRE D'AUNAY^ Uwif, a learned native 
of Paris, Who wrote on the generation of 
animals, on the trrnisfusioa of the blood, 4^^ 
he died in 1758. 

DUPRE 1>E 8T. MAURs Nicholas Francis^ 
a native of Paris^ Be translated MUton's Par»* 
diss lost, and regained, Addison's edes, A^e. ; he- 
died in 1774. 

DUPUIS, Claude, a French eqgKover of merit, 
who died at Paris, in 1742. 

DUaU£S:NE; Abraham, a native of Nor- 
mandy, a naval commander of grem fame, wh» 
distinguisbed hhnself in various battles againm 
the Spaniards, Duicb^ JU., he died at Paris, he 
1688. 

DURAND, William, a native of Frovenee ■ 
emiiiei«* * ' er and afW"^arfls raised ta 
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He wrol»0oaMi works 
Md died at Rome, in 1S06. 

OU&ANDE DE ST. POUR0AIN-, WilUam, 
ftFreneh bishop, called, from his powers in argu 
ment, the " resolute doctor ; he died in 1332. 

pURANDB, N., a physician of eminence at 
Dijon, who published some interesting tracts 
on bis profession, died in 1799. 

DURANT, Oilles, sieur-de la Beiiferie, one 
of the nine persons, appointed to reform the 
euMoins of Paris. He possessed great talents 
for iadicroos poetry, of which he wrote several 
pieces. His worlu were pubtisbed in 1594. 

DURANTI, John Stephen, first president of 
the parliaihent of Toulouse, which city he used 
Ms influence to preserve from the plagiie.the 
year before bis death, which was caused by a 
mob in 1569. 

DURBACK, Anne Louisa, a German poetess, 
who from the occupation of watching cattle, 
rose by her genius to become a favourite or 
the Prussian court, where she was invited by 
tlie monarch; she died in 1760. 

DURELL, John, an eminent English divine 
and controversial writer, born at Jersey, 1625, 
died 1683. 

DURELL, David, a native of Jersey, made 
^ncipal of Hertford College, in 1737, and in 
1767, rose to the prebendary of Canterbury. He 
#a8 the author of critical remarks on several 
parts of the Scriptures ; he died in 1775. 

DURER, Albert, bom at Nureniburg, 1471, 
was one of the best engravers and painters of 
Ms age. He was the first who brought the art 
9f engraving in wood to any perfection, and by 
many authors is deemed the inventor of it. 
Albert Durer wrote several works, which were 
published after his death (1538), the principal of 
which is his book upon the rules of painting, 
entitled, " De symm^ria, partium in rectia for- 
inis humanorum corporum.** 

DURET, Lewis, a physician, who practised 
with great success at Paris, and was In the 
household of Charles IX., and Henry HI. He 
published a Commentary on Hiimoeratef , and 
died in 1586. 

D'URFET, Thomas, a AuetlouflEnglhh poet, 
born at Exeter about 1638. This author, who 
b more generally spoken of by tlie familiar name 
of Tom^ was originally bred to the law, but 
soon quitted It to become a devotee of the Muses, 
In which be met with no small success. His 
dramatic pieces, which are very numerous, were 
in general well received ; but what BIr. D'Urfey 
obtained his greatest reputation by, was a pecu- 
liarly happy talent he possessed in the writing 
of satires and irregular odes. Many of these 
were upon temporary occasions, and were of 
no liuie service to the party in whose cause he 
wrote; which, together with his natural viva- 
d^ and good humour, obtained him the favour 
of great numbers of persons of all ranks and 
conditions, monarchs themselves not excluded. 
The author of the Guardian, who, in No. 67, 
has given a very humorous account of Mr. 
D'Urfe/, with a view to recommend him to the 
public notice for a benefit play, tells us, that 
he mmembered kingCharies IT. leaning on Tom 
D'Urfey's shoulder more than once, and hum- 
ming' over a song with him. Yet, at last, to 
apttak in his own words, **■ after having written 
wore odes than Hoiaee, and about four times as 
nMny comedies as Terence, he found himself 
reduced to groat difficulties by the impor^uni- 
llee of a set of men who of, late years had ftir- 
iii^lwd tiiin with the aoeommodatioiiB of life, 
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and wouU not, is we say, be paid with a eoiif .** 
TlMMe wlio hare a curioaity to aee his baiiada« 
sonnets, &c. may find a large number of thoii 
brought together in a collection in 6 vols, in 
duodecimo, entitled, " Pills to purge MelsuMshQ" 
ly," of which the Guardian, in No. 39, speaka 
in very ftivourable terms. Tlie titles of hia 
dramatic pieces (31 in numlMr), may be found in 
the " Biographia Dramatica.'* Ona atoaetaibiet, 
at the west entrance of St. James' church, 
Westminster, is inscribed tiie following memo- 
rial: "Tom D'Urfey dyed Feb. ye 96, 1783.** 

DURHAM, James, a very popidar and elo- 
quent preacher, at Glasgow ; diied in 1658. 

DURINGER, Melchior, profesmr of ecclesi- 
astical history, at Benie. He passed his life in 
celibaev, solitude, and melancholy ; be died ^y 
a fall Irani his house, while it wm on fire, In 
17«3. 

DURY, John, in Latin, Dureua, a divine oi 
IScotland, who lalwured with great seal to re- 
unite the Lutherans and Calvufistt ; in which 
laudable cause he travelled over the greater part 
(of Europe, and died about 1675. 

DUSART, a painter, of Haerlem. He was 
chiefly great in representing taverns, and low 
company, and died in 1704. 

DUSSAULX, John, who after having dis- 
tinguislied himself in arms, devoted himself to 
literary pursuits. He became president of the 
natiouai institute of Paris, and the author ot 
{several works ; lie died at Paris, in 1799. 

DUTENS, Lewis, a leam^ed writor onanti- 
Iqtiities, bom in France, 17S9, obtained orders in 
ti»e church of England, and died in 1812. 

DUVAL, Peter^ geographer royal of Pr»ice, 
author of some geographical tracts and maiw, 
fonueriy In great esteem ; died at Paris, in 168:1 

DUVAL, Nicholas, a Dutch painter, who 
studied under Cortona, and was made director 
of the academy at the Hague ; he died in 1733. 

DUVAL, Valentine Jamerai, an extraordinary 
character, bom in Cbampasne. He lost liis 
father when young ; and havuigno friends, waa 
obliged to obtain nia 



watching 
poulny-^and sheep ; but by persevemnoe and 
labour, he obtained books andmapa, mad learned 
geography, history, and antiquities with asion* 
ishing rapidity, so that he became one ef the. 
most learned men of hia time, and enjoyed the 
patronage of princes, and the notice of r tlie 
learned ; he died in 1775. 

DUVENEKE, Mare Van, an eminent histori- 
cal painter, of Bruges, died in 17S9. 

DWI6HT, Timothy, D. D., LL. D., a grand 
son of the first president Edwards, was liorn at 
Northampton, Massaehuaetts, 1753. Early rtis^ 
tinguished for his talents and i^nming, he be- 
came one of the most eminent men of his ^non— 
try. As a poet, philoaopher, and divine, be had 
few equals ; as presidentand prbfeasorof di vinitv 
in Yale college, he stood unrivalled, both foi 
talents as an instructor, and for eioqnence as- a 
preacher : he died in 1817, universally regretted 
as a loss lo the institution nver which he pre- 
sided, to the country he adorned by his learning, 
and to the cause* of learning and trath itself. 
His system of theology .has been fiwquenilv 
republished in Europe ; and his tnwels in New 
England, have been much read and admired. 

DVCHB, Thomas, an English divine and 
schoolmaster, well known by his useful "Fiw i 
lisli Dictionary" and " Spelling-book ;" the lattes 
of which has gone tlitough niariy''editk>iis. Il< 
died about 1750. 

DYER, VVNIiaiM, a uun-poiiftinmst, of Eng 
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wMo tttfDMl qiiaker. He wrote* nracb 
utier tile manner of Jiunyao, and died in 1098. 

DXEM^ Sir Junra, an eminent Engttoli law 
yer, and chief justice of itie Common Pieae in] 
tUe feign of queen Eliaabeii}, born at Koundhill 
iu SotnecsctsJiire, 1511, and died 1581. He was tile 
aiitlMr of a large book of ll^ports, which were 
iiuhtiahed about 30 yeara after his decease, and 
have been higltly esteemed for their succinctness 
and seUdity. tie ieft behind him alK> otl|er 
writiofB reiative to his profession. 

DYEB., John, an Eoglsh divine and poet, 
itora at Abergtasney, in Caermarthenshire, in 
17U0, and died in 1756. His character as a writer 
has been fixed by three poems, '* Grongar Hill,'* 
''The Aaiw of Rome," and "The Fleece;" 
wherein a poetical imagination perfectly ori- 
giiial, a natural simplicity connected with, aAd 
often productive of, the true subline, and the 
warmest seatiments of benevolence and virtue, 
have been universally observed and admirad. 

D y £K, Elipbalet, chief justice of the supreme 
court of Conn. ; waa active in Pjrwardmg the 
revolution; lie died In 1607. 

OYNAMUS, a French rhetorician of the 
4tli century, bora in Bordeaux.

KA€B ARD, Or. John, an EngUah divine, well 
kttoivn as a writer, especially against Hobbes : 
JiH died in 1007. •- ' "• 

EADMfiR, an English historian, who floul^ 
tshed In the l^h century. 

EAMES, Joim, a teacher in England, who 
was noticed by Newton, and others, and admit 
led ce the royal society ; he died in 1744. 

EARiiE^ John, an English prelate, bora at 
V«Mrk, ill 1601. In 166.3 he was translated from 
the aee of Worcester, to that of Salisbury, 
and died at Oxford, in 1665. The best known 
of his publisiwd works, is *"* Micro cosmography, 
or a Piece of the World, discovered in Essays 
and Characters,'* 13mo; of whizh there have 
been several editions. 

EARLE, Sir James, knl., a very eminent sur- 
geon, and a writer of high professional dislinO' 
Von, died in London, l^pt. Si, 1817, aged 72. 
lie was F. R. S., and master of the roynl col- 
Inge f»f surgeons. 

FiAKLE, William Benson, an Englishman, 
who foequeathed moeh of his estate to eharita- 
bte institutions, and died in 1796. 

EARLY, Peter, an eminent lawyer of Geor- 
gia, was a memtMr of congress, and afterwards 
a judge of 'lie supreme court, and governor of 
that state. He died in 1817. • 

EASTON, Nicholas, one of the first settlers 
In Newport, Rhode Island, and afterwanis go- 
vernor of the colony, died in 1075. 

fiASTON, John, son of the preceding, was 
also governor of the colony.of Rhode Island, in 
1690. He died in 1705. 

EATON, Tbeophilns, first governor of New- 
IJaven colony, and- one of Its founders, died in 
MI57, highly respected and bdoved. 

EATON, -William, a general in the service 
of the United Sutee, and a consul from that 
g«vemment to the kingdom of Tunis, was dis- 
tinguished Uvr the important services be render- 
ed his country in that station, and as navy agent 
Of the United States, tnx the Barbary powers, as 
well as for hia^ enterprise and great bravery, 
■cing compelled by a treaty to relinquish the 
advoati^^es iie had gained for hitf eonntry in 
Tripoli^ he retarned home; where, although 



public opinion was strongly in hts ftivour, Ire 
met with mortifications and disappointment, 
which hastened his death, in 1811. 

EBERTUS, Theodore, a learned professor, 
of Frankfort, in the 17th century, and author 
of some works. 

EBION, a stoic philosopher, fjither of (hh 
sect of the Ebionites. who denied the miracu- 
k>us conception and divinity of Christ, flourish- 
ed about A. D. 72. 

EBRILIDEB, a pbiloao|dier, of HUetus,' au- 
thor of some comedies. 

EBROIN, mayor of the palace, under CIo- 
thaire HI. ; he was distinguished for his pride 
and crnelty, and was assassinated in 681. 

ECCARD, John George d% a German histori- 
an and antiquary, and author of seven! ^^vorkt. 
died in 1730. " » 

ECCHELLENSIS, Abraham, a Maronlte.pro- 
fesBor of oriental languages, at Rome ; he as 
sisted in translating the Bible into Arabic, and 
died in 1664. 

ECCLES, Solomon, an English mnsician, who, 
turning quaker, destroyed his instruments, died 
near the close of the 17th century. 

EOHARD, Jacques, a dominlcan, of Rouen, 
author of an account of learned men belonging 
to hi£ order, died in 1774. 

EOHARD, Lawrence, an English divfne vm^ 
historian, bom in Suffblk, in 1671, diedtn 1730. 
He wrote " A History of England, from the in- 
vasion of Julius Cssarto the establhhment of 
William and Mary;" " A General Ecclesiasti- 
cal History, fVom the nativity of our Blessed Sa- 
viour, to the first establishment of Christianity, 
by human laws, under tiie emperor Constantine - 
tlie Great ;" " An English translation of Plautus 
and Terence ;" " A Gazeteer, or Newsman^s In- 
terpreter ;** and a piece entitled ** Maxims ex- 
tracted from archbishop Tlllotson's Works." 

ECKIUS, John, a learned German divine and 
controversial writer, born hi 1483, died in 194.1. 
He is chiefly memorable for his disputations 
with Luther and Melancthon. 

BCLUSE, Charles de V Clusius, a pfavsidar. 
of Arras, in the service of MaximlHan II., and 
Rodolphus II., died in 1609. 

ECLUSE, DES LOGES, Pierre Mathuron 
de I', doctor of the SorboAne, editor of the me- 
uioirs of Sully, died in 1775. 

EDELINCK, Gerard, a most excellent engra 
ver, bom at Antwerp, in 1041, died in 1707. 

EDEMA, Gerard, a much admired Dirtch 
landscape painter, who visited Surinam, an4 
America ; he died by excessive drinking, in 1700 

EDEN, Charles, governor of Hk colony of 
North Carolina, in 1714, died in 1732, and was 
succeeded by Thomas Pollock, then president of 
the council. 

EDEN. Sir Robert, the tast royal governor of 
Maryland, relinquished the office by order of 
congress, and retired to England. At the close 
of the revolution he returned to America, where 
he r^fcovpred his estates, and died in 1784. 

BDER, George, a learned lawyer of the 16tta 
century ; he published several works. 

EDGAR, successor of Edwy to the throne ttf 
England, in 959. He was a warlike prfaice, and 
died in 975. _^ 

EDGAR, son of Malcolm 111., was Ung of 
Scotland ; he died in 1107. 

EDGEWORTH, Richard LoveD, a philan- 
thropist, and practical philosopher, was bom at 
Bath, in 1744. In 17ff7, he Invented the tele- 
graph, which, many years afterwards, he saw 
ienerally adopted. He died In Ireland, h» June, 
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il writer, ion u FlymouUi,

EDWIN, John, an excellent low comedian, 
of Coveiit Garden and the Haymarket theatres, 
to whose talents, 0*Keefe*s extravagant dramas 
were greatly indebted for tlieir success; he was 
born in London, in 1749, and died in 17M>. 

EDWY, succeeded his uncle, Edred, as king 
3f Encland, in 055, and died in 9S9. 

EECKHOUT, Gerbrant Vanden, of Amster- 
iani, a successfitl imitator of Rembrant, his 
master.; his paintings were numerous. lie died 
in 1674. 

EECKHOUTE, Anthony Vanden, a painter, 
>C Bruges, who settled in Lisbon. His pieces 
riircrc much admired ; he was shot in 1695. 

EGBERT, last king of the Saxon heptarchy, 
and first king of England, died in 838. 

EGKDE, John, a Dane, who was missionary 
lo Greenland, died in 1758. 

EGEDE, Paul, bishop of Greenland, was bom 
tn tile year 1708, and at 12 years of age was an 
active assistant to his father, the celebrated 
Hans (or John) Egedet (^ whom Deimiark is 
indebted for its colony in Greenland,) having 
accompanied him on his voyage thither in 17S0. 
His zeal for the conversion of the Greenlanderp 
to Christianity, exerted with unabated ardour 
tiirougb the course of a long life, -both during 
his residence in their country, and after his 
quilting it, is strongly diwglvfed in his ** Acconnt 
of Greenland,** puUisqed shortly before liis 
death, which happened June 3, 1789u 

EGERTON*, Thomas Viscount Brackley,.an 
eminent and learned lawyer, and chancellor of 
Ei^land, in the reign of James I., born in Che- 
shire, in 1510, diedin 1617. 

EGERTON, John, bishop of Durham, a pious 
AJid learned prelate, who distinguished himself 
greatly by an exemplary discharge of his epis- 
copal functions, by reconciling contending inte- 
rests in that county and city, and by various 
wise regulations both in his spiritual and tem- 
poral department. He was born in Loiukm, in 
"721, and died in Grosvenor-square, in 1787. 

EGGELING, John Henry, a native of Bre- 
men, secretary of the republic, died in 1713. 

EGINH ART,secretary to the emperor Charles 
the Great, was a German, and la the most an- 
cient historian of that nation^ He wrote ^' The 
Life of Charles:** " Annals of the Acts of king 
Pepin, Charles the GreiU^ and Lewis, from 741 
to 8t^ ;'* and other works, ecclesiastical as weU 
as bistoricaL He died in 841. 

EGINTON, Francis, justly celebrated for his 
ingenious discovery of painting and staining.of 
glass, aA«r tbe manner of the ancients ; in which 
numerous works will long continue as monu- 
ments of his unrivalled aBility. A good speclr 
men of it may be seen in the window ot Sta- 
tioners* Hall, presented to that company by the 
late alderman Cadell. Mr. £*8 first work of any 
consequence was the arms of the kniglHs of the 
Garter, for two Gothic windows over the stalls 
in St. George*8 chapel, at Windsor. This inge- 
nious artist died near Birmingham, in 1805. 

EG MONT. Lamoral. connt of Holland, dis- 
tinguished himself in the service of Charles V., 
ji Africa, and under Philip IT. ; he was behead- 
ed by the duk« of Aiva« in 1568. 
.B6M0NT, Justus Van, a painter, bom at 
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bsoame p*luier to I^ewis Xlil., wad 
of France ; he died in 1674. 

EGNATIUS, John Banlisl, a learned man, of 
Venice, who contributed to Uie revival of leani- 
ing ; he published numerous works, and died la 
1553. 

EHRET, George Dionysius, a German, east* 
nent as a palmer of flowers, died in 1770. 

EIS££, Charles, an artist, of Brasseto, diei 
|in 1778. 

EISENGREIN. Martin, D. D., cbaneeUorof 
Itbe university of Infolstadt, becmne a jwolest- 
ant, and again a catholic ; iie died in 1578. 

EiaENSCUMIOT, John Caspar, a Gannan 
raatiiematioian and pbysiiBiaa, who wrote a 
treatise on weifhts aad measuiies, 4te. ; be died 
tnl713. 

EKINS, Jeffiey, D. D., air EngHsh divine, 
dean of Carlisle, publishod MMne works,- and 
Idied In 1771. 

£IjB£E, N. d', one of the bravest and most 
formidable of the royalists, ef la Vendee. 

ELBENE, Alpbonstts d* , a native of Flovenoe, 
lautlior of some works, died In 1608. 

ELBEIRT, SaoMiei, a brigadier genem! in the 
amv of tlie revolution, ana afkerwafdsgoveriH 
or of tlie state of Georgia, died In 1788. 

ELBGBUF. Rom de Lorraine, oumials d*, 
itm of the duke of Guise, tam w u ae the disoiH 
verer of Herculaaenm ; be died In 1506. 

ELBRUCHT, John Van, a painter, win set- 
itled at Antwer|k,and who excelled in landseapes, 
&C., lived in the early part of the 16th eenluiy. 

EI«£ANOR, dachesa of Ouienne, whose in- 
famous conduct caused her dlvoice from her 
husband, Lewis VQ., of France. 8he after- 
wards married Henry 11., of Easland. Her 
idowry (Guienae,) was the source of those wars 
which for tliree oentnries. dehiged Franee with 
English blood. 

ELE AZAR, hif h^priesl of Judea, SM B. C. 

£LEUTH£BIUS, elected pope In 170, died 
miss. 

ELI, higl»-prlest and judfA of the IsraeUt'«f , 
115GB. C. 

ELI AS, Matthew, a painter, who, under the 
patronage of Cortaeen, rose ftom obsenritv to 
great eminence In his profession; he died In 
1741. 

ELIAS, LeriCa, a teamed Gennan rabbi, of 
the 16th century : published several works on 
language. - 

KLlCll, Lewis PhiUp, a native of Marporg, 
known in the 17th century for his Iropioiis 
publkationa. 

ELICDMAN, John, a native of SHesia, prac- 
tised fhym at Leyde% and was reoarkaUc for 
understanding 16 languages. He was of opinion, 
that the Gemmft and 'the Persian lanauages 
were derived from die same original, and gave 
{several reasons for it 

BLIEZER, a rabU of the 8th eentary, puo- 
[lished a work on saored history. 

ELUAH, an Uostrhios prophet, of Israel, 
under Ahab ami Atkaalah, 895 B. C. 

ELIOT, John, an Englishman, came to Amer- 
ica in 1631» became a famous misrfonary to 
the Indhuis and translated the BiMd Into theb 
language; he died in 1600. 

ELIOT, John, sen of the preceding, mbilster 
of Newton, Mass;, greatly assisted his fktber in 
his nUsskinary labours, and died in 1068. 

ELIOT, Andrew, D.D., acie^yman of Boston, 
distinguished for his piety, learning and oseful- 
Ufss in the ministry -. he died In 1778. 

ELIOT, John, D. D.. a congregational deiff- 
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■Moi,- 4xt Bofion, wtt the aon of iJie prece<Kn£ 
and sucoeMor to htai father hi the ministry. He 
Was tlie ftnthor of a Biofranhieal Dictionary ot 
the orihMBt men of New £nglaiid ; he died in 

£LIOTT, Sir John, an eminent Englisb physi- 
olan, died 1187. 

ELIOTT, Gemie Ai4(iietus, lord Heathfleld, 
K. B., lovenior of Gibraltar, and colonel of the 
15th regiment of light dragoons, was bora at 
StoMM, in BozhliralMbire, 1718. In 1735 he be 
«Mie m whmteer in theiOd reghnont of foot, or{ 
Royal Welch PuaUeen, and soon after was ad 
niinad into ih» angineer corps at Woolwich 
from wticHDa he.psrehaMd the a^jQiahcy of 
Um 9dtroQ|»<of horw ■rwadlew ; la which he 
became a captaUi and major, as well aa Ueu- 
lenanloooionei ; when he realgaed his coomiiB- 
•iaa aa an eagiiieev. In 1750, he qaitted the 
horae-guards, and war selected to raise, f;>nn, 
•od dIseipliBe the 1st recimenc of light-honw, 
which here hhi name. Harfaig gone through 
yarloaa departaaeati in different services, with 
the greatestiaarkaof briwaiy and military iiaow-| 
Mgai ifl 1775 he waa appobMed commaiider-4n- 
chief in Inland ; Which heioon relinquished 
and was apfiointed to the eonttnaiid of Gibridtar, 
In a. IbrtonMe hiMtr for tte safi^ of that impor 
laat fortresa: wtere, by a cool and temperate 
demeanor, he maintained has station for three 
v«arft of constant invealment, la which aH the 
po«fem«f Spain were employed. The eyes of 
aU Europe- were on this ganiaoa; and his con 
dufit jaatiy exalted him lo ilie most elevated 
NUik in the-miiilhry anaaJa of the day. On his 
return b> englandt the gratitude of the British 
aenate was aa forward as the public voice in 
giving him the distiagukhcd mark timi his merit 
deserved ; .to which hia majesty waa pleased to 
add tliat of the peerage, by the title of lord 
lleathAeld, baraa Gibraltar, on June 4, ]7»7 ; 
permittiag his lordaliiplo t*ke also the arms oi 
the fortress he had so bravely defended, to per* 
|iCfl(iateto fttlulity iiis noble conduct. He died 
at Aix-la-Chapelle, July 6, 1790, and was buried 
at Buchland, in 0evoaahire. 

EUOTT, Richani, an Eagrish divine, who 
t^ame adiseentef, and publiahedaoflM contro- 
versial tracts ; he died in 1789. 

EtilSf lA, a prophet ateong tfie Israelites ; 
died a;iO B.C. 

ELIZABETH, of Austria, a very virtuous, 
and highly respected queen :of France, wife to 
CharlepIXMdiedhi.iafi. 

ELIZABETH, Petrovna, daughter of Peter 
tlie Great, whoaseended thd fhrime of Russia, 
in 1741 ; she.waa mttsii^ven to secret ainours, 
and idled in 1761 

ELIZABETH, qnaen of Eagland, was the 
daughter of Hetury Vlil., by his second wife, 
Ann Boleyn, and bora Sept 7, 1533. She began 
to ri»ign> in 1558, behlg then 96 years of age, and 
highly accomplished hoth in person and mlAd 
Her if ign etrntittued 44 yean, 4 months, and 
C8 days. She died March 34; 1S08, in her TKMi 
yea^t 

ELU^ 3)E BROOKHU8EN, J«bn Theo- 
dore, an able«nd Icnraed phyatciian to the king of 
Prussia; he died in 1760. 

ELLBR¥, William, one of the siKn^rs of the 
declaration of independence, waa a member of 
congress -from Rhode Island, distinguished for 
his active and determined oppnsition to the en- 
croacbmenta of Britain, and for the judgmenoj | 
and ability he displayed in that body : be died!; 
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ELLIGER, Ottomar, a pahiter, who settled 
at Berlin, and waa much admired ; he flourish^ 
about 1650. 

ELLIGER, Ottomar, son of the preceding, 
equally distinguished as his father in the use of 
the pencil : he died by intemperanr e, in 1732. 

ELLIOT, Caleb, a visionaqr enrhusiaat, who 
starved himself near Modbury, in Devonshire, 
Dec. 14, 1789. It is imagined that he meant tp 
have fasted 40 days, as he actually lived II! 
without food of any kind, having refused all sorts 
uf suMenancc. 

ELLIS. Clement, M. A., an Englishman, 



te 1800, aged 93. 
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distinguished as a scholar and dlvitre ; he died 
in 1700. 

ELLIS, John, deputy of Broad'^street ward, 
and a member of tlie corporation of London, 
nearly half a century, was the last of that an* 
cicnt profession called scriveners, which is one 
of the companies of London ; but the business 
is now carried on by attorneys and others. Be 
was a man of literature, and wrote some Hudi 
brastic translations ; bat never put his name to 
any thing tliat he pilblisbed. Of him Dr. John- 
son once said, " The most Hterary conversatioh 
that I ever enjoyed Was at the table of Jack 
Ellis, a rooney-ecrivener behind the Royal Ex- 
change; with whom I, at one period, used to 
dine gibneraUy once a week." It may be sup- 
posed, that the merit could not be inconsiderable 
which extorted such nraise from Dr. Johnson 
He was bora in London, 1096, and died Dec 
31, 1791. 

ELLIS, George, an Englhrh miscellaneous 
writer, died in ]8i5. 

ELLIS, Henry, F. R. 8., an JBnglish lawyer, 
colonial goveraor of Georgia, ahd afterwards 
governor of If ova-Scotia ; he died in Europe, 
at an advanced age. 

ELLIS, Caleb, an eminent hiwyer, of New 
Hampshire, waa a member of congrevft. and 
afterwards a judge of the supreme court. of that 
state ; lie died In 1816. 

EIXSWORTH, Oliver, LL.D., an eminent 
jurist of Connecticut, and chief Justice of the 
supreme court of the United States, was dis- 
tinguished for the strong powers of his mind, 
for the solidity of Ma judgment, and for his 
prf>at professional learaiitg. He was appointed 
a nieinber of the senate of the United states, a 
jiidtft; in his native state, and, in 1799, ambassa- 
dor to France ; he died in 1807. 

EliLWOOD, Thomas, an EngHshman, some- 
time reader to Mlhon ; he vetote in defence of 
the Quakers, and died in 1713. 

ELIiYS, Dr. Anthony, bishop of St. David's, 
bora 1093, and died 1761. He Was a man of fine 
parts, eztensfveknowledge,and sound judgment, 
with a heart overflowing with benevolence and 
candour, and a most Christian temper ) fbr he 
ohvays thoiight a person, though on the right 
side of the question, with principles of persecu- 
tion, to be a worse man than he who was on the 
^rong. 

ELHACINU6, George, author of a histonrof 
the Saracens, or rather a chronology of the Ma- 
hometan empire, ionrished In 'J^gypt toward 
the middle of the f.-ftL cemury. 

ELMENHOR8T, GeverharC,H critic of Ram- 
burgh, and author of noteaon ancient authors ; 
he died in lOSl. 

ELMENHORST, Hetifv, author of a treatisa 
on public spectacles, bf widch he aeema to ap^ 
ove. 
ELPHINSTON, James, bora at Edinburgh

EMPORIAS, a learned rhetorician in the 7Ui 
century^ 

EMPSON, Sir Richard, favourite of Henry 
VH., w«s afterwards beheaded in 1510. 

ENCOLPIUS, a Atvourite of the emperorAl 
•xander, whose history he wrote. 

ENDIGOT, John, governor of Mass., was a 
native of England ; he was violent in his oppo 
flitioB to sectarians, and died iu 1663. 

ENFIELD, William, a dissenting dergyman, 
of Norwich, born at Sudbury, 1740, died 1707. 
He bad been lecturer in the belles lettrcs at 
Warrington Academy, and was well known to 
the public by many ingenious and useful publi 
cations, of which the principal are, "The 
Preacher's Directoiy ;" agreat number of * Ser- 
mons ;" the " Speaker,** and " Exercises in Elo- 
oatioa ;** the two latter very popular selections 
of passages from celebrated authors: "The 
English Preacher," the " History of Fhik)so- 
phy," &c, ^ , 

ENGELBRECHT, John,a German Lutlieran, 
of Brunswick, who maintained doctrines simi- 
Aar to those which Swedeuborg has since pro- 
mulcted : be died in 1641. 

ENGHELBRECHTSEN, Cornelius, a pain- 
ter, of Leyden, the first who painted in oil ; be 
died in 1333. 

ENGHELRAMS, Cornelius, a painter in wa 
ter ootours, was bom at Maline«,and died in 1 583. 

ENGHIEN, duke of, son of the duke of Bour 
bon was seixed by order of Buonaparte, hur- 
ried to Paris, condemned after a mock trial, for 
having canied arms against his country, during 
the tyranny of Robespierre, and shot in 1804. 

ENGLISH, Hester, a French lady, settled in 
England, and eminent for the most enjuisite 
skill in penmanship. She lived in tlie reigns of 
Elisabeth and James L 

ENJEDIM, George, an ingenious unitarian 
of Hungary, who wrote against uinitarians ; 
lie died In 1507. 

ENNIU8, auintus, an ancient Latin poet, 
"bom inCalabria, 337 B. C. Ho died at the age 
■of 70 years ; and his death is said to have been 
occasioned by the gout, contracted by an immo- 
derate use of wine, of which he always drank 
very freely before he applied himself to writing. 
Bor. Lib. L Ep. 10. He was the first among 
«he Romans who wrote heroic verses, had an 
admirable genius, and did prodigious things for 
polishing the Latin poetry, though he left a great 
deal to be done by succeeding ages. He wrote 
the ^ Annals of Rome ;** which were so highly 
•steemed, that they were publicly recited with 
.vast applause by Quintus Vargonteius, who di- 
effsted them into books ; and they were read at 
Puteoli, in the theatre, by a man of learning 
who assumed the name of tlie Ennianist. He| 
translated several tragedies from the Greek, 
«nd wrote others. He published likewise seve-| 
ral comedies; but whether of his own inven- 
tion, or translated l>y bloii Is uncertain. It ap

ENNODIUS, Magnus Felix, bishop of Pavia» 
in Italy, bom 473, died 521. His works, chicify 
theological, are not voluminons. 

ENOCH, son of Jared, seventh fran Adam, 
was translated to heaven without dyiqg, 3017 
B.C. 

ENSENADA, Zeno Somo de Silva, marquis 
de la, an able minister of Spain, wlio mse to 
tliat station from being a book-ke^er in a 
banker ; he died in 1755. 

ENT, Sir George, a VMy ingenious and eraf 
nent English physician and medical writei 
bora at Sandwich, in Kent, 1604. died 1689. 

ENTICK, John, an English divine, who pub- 
lished a "Spelling Dictionary," a " History ot 
the War which terminated in 1763," and s 
" History of London,'* and died May S3, 1773 

ENTINOPE, an architect of Candta, in the 
5tJi century, one of the chief founders of Ve 
nice. 

ENZINAS, Francis, a native of Burgos, and 
discii^le of Melanctlion , he translated the new 
Testament into Spanish. 

EOBANUS, Eiias, surnamed Hessus, an ele- 
gant scholar and good poet, was profe«aor ai 
Nuremburg ; he died in 1540. 

EON, dc I'Etoile, a fanatic, of Brittany, who 
pretended that. tie was tlie son of God ; he had 
some followers, but eventually died in prison. 

EON, Chevalier Charles Genieve-Louisa- 
Augusta-Andrca-Timothee du Beaumont d'i, 
bom at Tonuerre, in Buiiundy, August, 5, 1738, 
died in London, May 33, I8i0. The chevalier 
was memorable as a political character, and 
once charge des afi'aires in England from the 
court of France ; but more so on account of the 
questionable gender to which this extraordinary 
character naturally appertained. In the yem 
1777^ policies were opened to ascertain the sex 
of this^Ktraordinary nondescript, to.the amount 
of 200,000{. which were eventually decided, and 
paid, upon a surgical certificate, after personal 
examination, that the reputed chevalier was a 
female. From that period the chevalier wore 
female habiliments. After death, however, 
it was ascertained that the deceased was of 
the masculine gender. 

EPAMINONDAS, a famous Thcban general, 
slain in battle, 363 B. C. 

EPAPHRODITUS, a bishop of Philippi, wIki 
carried the contributions of his country to the 
saints of Jerasalem, and brough^back Paul's 
epistle to bis church, A. D. 62. 

EPEE, CharlesMichael de 1', a very ingenious 
and benevolent French abbe, and the extensive 
promoter (if not the inventor) of a mode for re- 
lieving the deaf and dumb, and rendering them 
useful memliers of society. Some of his pupils 
were enabled to learn several languages ; some 
became profound mathematicians; and others 
obtained academical prizes by poetical and li- 
terary works. This amiable man died in Feb. 
17D0, justly lamented by his country ; and was 
siicceeided in bis school by the abbe Sicard. 

EPHORUB, a hislariay of Cuma, pupil of 
Isocrates. 

EPHRAIM, son of Joseph, who gave uama 
to one of the tribes of Israel. 

EPHREM, St., an ancient Christian writer 
of the 4th ccntur}'. Photius tells us, that he 
wrote above 1000 orations, and that himself 
bad iccA 40 of his Mrroouf : and Soaomen ob 
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works wer« w liii|lily esieeiued, that they were 
publicly read iu tlM churches alter the Scrip 
tares. St. Bpbrem was a mail of the greatest 
Mverity of juoraia ; and so strict an observer of 
obasti^Kt th<^( ^ avoided oven the sight of wo- 
men. He died in 378. 
EPlCUAaUUS, an ancient poet and philoso- 

Eher, born, in the island of Cos, and carried. as 
laertius tells us, into SicilVi when he was but 
Are months old. He bad the honour of being 
taught by Pythagoras himself: and he and 
Pliormnsare said to have invented comedy in 
Syracuse, though others have pretended to the 
glory of that diiscorery. He composed 53, or, 
according to others, 35 plays ; but liis works 
have been so long lost, that even their character 
Is scarcely on record. Lucian says, that he 
lived to the age of 07 years. 

EPICIE, an eminent French engraver. 

EPICTETUS, acelebrated phllosopher.of an- 
tiquity, bom near the end of Nero's reign, as is 
•cmmonly supposed, at Hierapolis, in Phrygia. 
de lived in extreme poverty at Rome, in a lit- 
Je cottage without so much as a door to it ; no 
ittmidants but one old wonaa^ and no furni- 
ture but an earthen lamp, to tiie light of which 
we owe those beautiful and divine thoughts, of 
which Arrian has preserved some noble re- 
mains. This lamp was purchased for about 
lOOL after his death, by a peraon whom Lucian 
ridicules for it, as hoping to acquire the wisdom 
«r Epictetus by studving over it We have no 
account that can be depended on, either of what 
distemper, or about what time, he died. Epic- 
tetus, though a philosopher, was a man of great 
humility and modesty ; which was most emi- 
nent in his own practice, as well as in his re- 
commendation of it to others. His " Comment- 
aries,** and the " Enchiridion, or Manual of the 
Stoic Philosophy," have been often publislied, 
and translated into almost every language. 

EPICURUS, the greatest philosopher of his 
age, was born at Gargettus, in Attica, about the 
year 340 B. C. From the pl^ce of his birth, we 
find him often called by ancient authors, the 
*^ Gargettic author," the " tiargettic old man," 
and simply, the " Gargettian." Whereas other 
professors of sects made dioice of particular 
places in Athens, as the Academy, the Lyceum 
&c., Epicurus purchased a very pleasantgarden, 
where he lived with his friends in great trao- 
quUlity, and taught philosophv to a great num- 
ber of disciples. They lived all In common 
with their master ; and a better regulated so- 
ciety had never been seen. He wrote a prodi- 
gious number of books, and died in his 79d 
year. As to his doctrine, that the happiness of 
roan consists in pleasure, though it has occa- 
sioned some cttlBctB which have discredited his 
sfict, yet, if it be rightly interpreted, it is cer- 
tainly very reasonable ; for it amounts to no- 
thing mttre, than that the liappiness of man 
consists in his being at ease, and In feeling 
pleasure, or, generally, in being contented. 
ComUI we ask Epicurus where this ease and 
contentment must be found, he would not say 
in good eating, drinking, or in commerce with 
women ; but, in sobrie^, temperance, and tlie 
checking of tumuItiRMis and disorderly passions, 
which deprive the soul of her state oi happi- 
ness ; that is, the soft and quiet acquiescence in 
her condition. These were the pleasures in 
which Epicuma made the happiness of man to 
consist. But people ezelaimea against the word 
pleasure: those wfio were corrupted ah:eady 



took advantage of it ; and so the name of EpI- 
cureau became odious : all this, however, is ae* 
cidental to the doctrine ; for it is certain thai 
he lived in a most exemplary manner liimself, 
and conformably to the ralea of philosopfakal 
wisdom and frunlity. 

EPIMENIDES, an ancient poet and phikMO- 
pber, bom at Gkioasus, In Crete. Many won- 
derftil things are related of him ; and his lepo* 
tation was so great ail over Greece, that he was 
there esteemed a favourite of the gods. He 
died at the age of 257 ; and la alluded to by St. 
Paul, Titus, c. 1. y. 18. Plutarch telia us, that 
[he was accounted the 7tb wise tnan by those 
who WDuM not admit Periander into the number 

EPIPHAN1U8, blahop of Salamis. in Cyprus^ 
born 333, and died 403. He was very conver- 
sant iu ecclesiasticai antiquities, on which ac* 
count he is chiefly regarded. 

EPIPHANIUS, a writer of the 6th century, 
who translated the histories of Socrates, 8oao> 
men, and Theodoret. 

EPUfHANlUS, a heretic, who advocated «^ 
community of women. 

EPiSCOPlUS, Simon, a tHeological and con- 
troversial writer of Uncommon parts and learn* 
ing, and the chief suppon of the Arminian sect, 
born at Amsterdam, In 1983, died 1643. 

EPPENDORF, Heniy, a Boble German, who 
acquired celebrity Inr his dispute with Erasmus. 

ERASISTRATuS, an eminent Greek pbysi* 
cian, whose works are mentioned by Galen, but 
are now losL He flourished S94 B. C. 

ERASMUS, Desiderius, bora at Rotterdam, 
the 28th of Oct, 1467. He was called Gerard, 
after his father ; and afterwards took tlie name 
of Desiderius, which Iu Latin, like thesurBamat 
of Erasmus, in Greek, signify much the same 
as Gerard among the Hollanders, that is, " am- 
abilis," or amiable. He was the most learned 
man of the age in which he lived-; and contri- 
buted, by his example and his writUigs, to the 
restoration of learning In the several countries 
wherein he occaalonally resided, viz. Itaiv 
Switseriaad, Holland, France and Eosland : 
with t^ie last he was most satisfied ; and there 
he met with the greatest eneoaragemenl from 
Henry VIII., sir Thomas More, and all the 
learned Englishmen of those days. He was the 
moot correct and elwant Latin writer among 
the moderns; and died in 1536. Nothing has 
made the city of Rotterdam more famous, dian 
her having given birth to this great man, whose 
works were published at Leyden, 1706, In a 
very liandsome manner, in ten Tolumes folio. 

ERASTUS, Thomas, a celebrated physician 
and divine, bom at Baden, in Grermany, about 
1534, died in 1563. He wrote several books on 
philosophy, physic, and divinity; but what 
made the most noise of all his performances 
and chiefly makes him memorable now, was 
his book "De Excommunicatione Ecclesias^ 
tica." in this he denies the power of the church, 
and affirms tlieir censures to be incapable of ex- 
tending beyond the present life. ' 

ERASTOSTRENE8, a Greek nbilosorber, 
mathematician, bistorian,and poetdied 104 B.C 

ERATOSTRATUS. an Ephesian, who on 
die very night that Alexander the Great was 
bora, 356 B. C. bnrat the temple of Diana, m 
Epbesns, merely to eternize his name in the 
reowds of history. 

ERCHEMBERT, a Lombard, of the 9tfa cen 
tury, author of a Chronicle of the Lombardi 
from 774 to see. 
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ESPENCE, Cfaucfc d% & Frenchman, a dis* 
tingiiishuu orator, and author of coinincntaries 
OT) the uptetles ; he died in 1571. 

£SP£R, John Frederic, a native of Droeseti- 
feld, in Bayreuth, a botantst and naturalist, and 
author of worlu on then aubiects.; be died In 

nsi. 

ESPERnsNTE, fhilip CalUmachuB, a Tua- 
can, preceptor of an academy under Plus II ; 
afterwards ambkssadofr to Conetantinople, fcc, 
d)e<l in 1496. 

£SPREH£N1L, Jftmee Duval d*, an advocate 
ant] counseUor of the parliament of Paris, re- 
ran rkabie for his violent proceedinn during the 
revolution ; he was guillotined in n94. 

ESPRIT, James, a Frenchman, an asreeAble 
writer, the friend of Rocbefoaeaiilt and Conti, 
died in 1678. 

ESSARS, Pierre des, a French nobleman, 
who served in the Scotch army Mainst the Eng- 
lish, In 14QS; on his return to France, be wks 
raised to pceti of honour, became suspected, 
was imprisoned, and beheaded in 1413. 

ESSARS, Charlotte dee, countess of Romo- 
rentin, mistress to Henry IV., and others, who, 
hi ancmpttng to advance her son, ftsll under the 
n»entmeiUOf the king and Richelieu, by whom 
•lie waa imprisoned, where she died in 1651. 

ESSEX, James, fhmous for hia sicill in gothic 
architecture. Hir principal practice Was at Cam- 
bridge, Ely, Lincoln, aiul Wincbester ; and his 
writings may be found in the Ach(eolo^«, vol. 
Iv. vi., &c. He was bom in 17S3, ann cned at 
Cambridge, in 1784. 

EdTAING, Charles Henty count d', a French 
idmlral, who commanded the French fleet 
in the American revolution ; lie was guillotined 
ill 1793. 

ESTABIPES, Anne, of PIsaeleu, duchess of, 
mistress to Francis I., of France. She was a 
woman of great cunning and intrigue ; and one 
of those instances which prove that the ascen- 
dancy of a mistress may be the ruin of a king- 
dom ; for by her ambitious views the monarchy 
of France had nearly been subverted. 

ESTAMPES, Lieonor d\ bishop of Chartres, 
in IflaOjWho opposed the Jouitt in the assembly 
of the French cleigy. 

ESTCOURT, Richard, weQ known both as 
an actor and a dramatic writer. In all his parts, 
he was mostly Indebted fbr hia applause to his 
powers of mimicry, in which he was InimittAlc, 
and whicb, at tim^ allbrded him opportunities 
of appearing a mncb better actor than he really 
fvas, by enmiins bim to copy very exactiy seve- 
ral performers of merit, whose mannner he re- 
membered and aasumed. Bit company waa 
extremely courted by every one ; and his mimi 
cry so much admined, that persons of the flrst 
quality frequently invited mm to their enter- 
tainments, in order to divert their fHends with 
his drollery ; on vriiich occasions he constantiy 
received very handsome presents for bis com- 
pany. He diedin 1713, teiiving behind bim two 
dramiAtlcpieces. 

ESTHER, a Jewe*, tnistress to Cisimir lU., 
kirarof Poland,* in the 14th century. 

Esther, a Jewish maid, who became wifd 
to Ahasuerus, king of Persia, Imd was tbe 
means of saving tbe Jews tfom destraetlon. 

fiSTItrs, Wqiltai, a native of Holland, divi 
nityprof%MorwI>onayliniveniity, arid author 
of commentaries on the epistles, died in 1613. 

BSTLAOER, Christopher, awriter of Stelr- 
mai*^ intltc iSlh centnry. 

ERTOILE Pierre die l\ grand anditor of tlieHdied in 1733. 
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chdncery of Pails, and author of several valu» 
ble works ; he died in IGll. 

ESTOILE, Claude de r, son of the preced- 
ing ; he wrote several plays and poems, aud 
died in 1652. 

ESTOUTKVILLE, William d% a Norman, 
bnd a cardinal, who reformed the university of 
Paris ; he possessed great firmness and beneva» 
lencejmd died in 1483. 

ESTR ADES. Godfrey count d\ marechal of 
France, and viceroy of America, ambassadoi 
to England, &c., died in 1686. 

ESTRANGE. See L*£STRANGK. 

ESTREES, John d*, page to queen Anne, of 
Brittany, distinguished nimself in several bat* 
{ties, and died in 1567. 

ESTREES, Francis Annibal d*, M>n of Uie 
preceding, a duke, peer, and marechal of France 
Jle dinl gTB. 

ESTREES, Cesar d', son of the preceding, 
was employed in several important ofikes bjf 
the French king, and died in 1714. 

ESTREES, Gabrielle d\ sister of Francis, 
mistress of Henry IV., died in 1509. 

ESTREES, Victor Marie d% a vice admiral 
|of France, and a learned man, died in 1737. 

ESTREES, I^ewis Caesar duke d*, marechal 
Of France, and minister of state, distinguished 
himself in the war against Spain ; be died In 
1771. 

ETHELBERT, king of Kent, became a Chris- 
tian by the preaching of Austin, and died in 616. 

ETHELBERT, kin^ of England, was a popur 
par and benevolent prmce. 

ETHELRED, king of England ; to deliver 
himself from the oppressive tax which he paiU 
to the dames, he caused those unfortunate for- 
eigners to be all murdered ; he died In 1016. 

ETHELWOLF, king of England, in 838, 
Went to Rome to improve the education of his 
son the great Alfred ; he died in 857. 

ETHEREGE, Sir George, a celebrated En- 
glish wit, and eminent In partioular for his 
comic genius, flourished in the reisns of Charles 
II. and James II. His three comeifies are, " The 
Comical Revenge ; or, Love In a Tub;" « She 
Would if She Could ;*^ and *' The Man of Mode ; 
or. Sir Foppling Flutter ;" in which last piece 
he is supposed to have drawn some of tbe chief 
characters from certain of his cotcmporartes, 
and acquaintance. Thus, beau Hewit, tbe most 
notorious fop of his time, was supposed to be 
desisned under lii^ first character; Porimaiit 
for bis friend lord Rochester, under which. are 
chara<^ri8ed inconstancy, falsehood, and tri- 
umphs, In the conquest and ruin of the fliir, 
varnished over with agreeabia anci captivating 
graces (tf modish gallantry, peculiar to that 
witty b\ft licentious nobleman. He was also 
suspected to have sketched out falmself in the 
character of Medley. Applauded, however, as 
this play was for Wit, yet, like his others, it ^^a<i 
concfemned for immorality. He was bom lb 
Oxfordshire, about 1636, and di«d about 1690. 

ETHRYG, George, or ETHERIPGE, or Ep- 
RYCUS, an Englishman, who lived about 1550 
He excelled not only in tbe Gteek and Hebrew 
but also In medicine and music. 

ETTMULLER, Micttael, an eminent libjii. 
iclan bom at Leipsic, 1644, died 1663. His works, 
amonntlngto no less than 5 vfds. ln<folio, were 
printed at iVapfee, lb 17S9. 

ETTMULLER, Mi<ihael Erne St., ^feasor 
6f anatomy and niiijgeiy, Wrote several leameft 
land curious tl»tlls«s tin iHMkil siibjects, aal 
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EUCHADIUS, Auguatlniu, a Ladn tairto- 
rian. 

EUCIf ARIUS, or BOUCHARIUS EligiuB, a 
divine and poet, of Ghent. He wrote the lives 
of St. Levinus, Coleta, and Bertulflus, Jbc 

EUCUERI (J9, ai-ciibiBhopof i^rons, was can 
ooised for his piety ; he died in 454. 

EUCLID, a philsopber, of Megara, founder of 
Cfte sect of wranglers. 

EUCLID, a most celebrated mathematician 
and astronomer, who collected all the fanda- 
mentiU principles of pure mathematics, which 
h«d been delivered down by Thales, Pythagoras, 
Eudoxus, and other mathematicians before him, 
which he digested into re{nilarity and order, 
with many others of his own : on which account 
he is said to have been the first who reduced 
arithmetic and geometry into the form of a sd 
ence. When this great nmn was bom, and 
what was his country, we liave. no distinct ac 
eount: but he flourished, as appears from Pro- 
6lus* Comment upon his Elements, about 277 
years before Christ, and taught mathematics at 
Alexandria with vast applause. 

EUDiEMON, John Andrew, a Jesuit, pub- 
lished some worlcs, and died In 1635. 

EUDES, John, founded the congregation of 
the Eudists ; he left some devotional works, and 
died in 1660. 

' EUDOCIA, daughter of Leontius, an Athe- 
nian sophist and philosopher, bom about ,400. 
Her father took such care of her education,' that 
she became at length consummately learned ; 
and so accomplished in every respect, that, at 
his death, he left his whole esiate to his two 
sons, except 100 pieces of gold, which he left to 
his daughter, with this declaration, that ** her 
own good fortune would be sufficient for her.*' 
Upon this she went to law with her brotbere, 
but without success ; and therefore earned her 
cause to Constantinople, where she was recom 
mended to Pulcheria, sister of the emperor Tbe- 
odosius the Younger, and became her favourite. 
In 421 she embraced Christianity, and was bap- 
tized by the name of Eudocia, for her heathen 
name was Athenais ; and the same year was 
married to the emperor, through the powerful 
recommendation of his sister ; by which event 
-{he words of her father might seem to have 
something prophetic In them. She died about 
A. D. 460. 

EUDOCIA or EUDOXIA, queen of Constan- 
tinople, in 1067, died in prisoh, the government 
having been usurped by Michael, her son, in 
1071. 

EUDOCIA, Feodoreuna, first wifte of Peter 
the Great, was divorced in 1096, on account of 
her infidelity : she died in 1731. 

EUDOXIuS, bishop of Germanicia. He 
wrote a discourse on the incarnation of the 
word; he died in 370, 

EUDOXUS, of Cnldus, a cl^ of Carta, In 
Asia Minor, flourished about, 370 years before 
Christ; and was so skilful, that Cicero did not 
scruple to call him the greatest astronomer that 
had ever lived. 

EUGENE, Francis, prince of Savoy, bom 
10B3. Having found himself slighted by I^w& 
XI V^ in France, his native country, he rstired to 
Ctermany, and spent his life in the service of 
ijhe house of Austria. His victories over the 
Turks, and afterwards over the French, too 
Bumerons to be detailed Jbi this work, nave 
rendered his name immortal in the annals of 
Ckme. This lOustriofis hero died at Vienna, bi 
IWl. 
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I EUGENIUS I. St, pope after Martin, in 654 i 
he died 3 years after. 

EUGENIUS II., succeeded Pascal I. in dM, 
and died 3 years after. 

EUGENIUS UL^ was made pope in 1145, and 
died in 1153. 

EUGENIUS IV., Gabriel Condolmero elected 
pope in 1431. He was unjustly deposed, for a 
time, but was afterwards restored ; be died 1447. 

EUGENIUS, emperor in Dauphin^, fell in 
battle in 394. 

EULER, Leonard, a very eminent mathe* 
matical writer, bom at Basil, in 1707, died Sept. 
7, 1783. He possessed, to a great degree, wnai 
is commonly called emdition ; had read all tlie 
Latin classics ; was perfect master of ancient 
mathematical literature; and had the histoiy 
of all ages and nations, even to the minutest facts, 
ever present to his mind. 

EUL06IUS, a patriarch, of Alexandria, wrote 
against the Novatians, and died'in 608. 

EULOGIUS, the martyr, of Cordova, was put 
to death by tlie Saracens, in 850. He wrote s 
history of some martyrs. 

EUMATHIUS, a Greek, writer of amatoriaf 
compositions; in whatage he wrote is unknown 

EUMENES, a celebrated general of Alexan 
der, put to death by Antigonus, 316 B. C. 

EUMENES, H king of Pergamus, 963 B. C 
His nephew of the same name was king, 191 
B.C. 

EUMENIUS, an eminent orator, about 310. 

EUNAPIUS, a native of Sardis, in Lydia. 
flourished in the 4th century. He was a cele> 
brated sophist, a physician, and no inconsidera* 
ble historian. We have no remains of Euna- 
pitts, but his " Lives of the Philosophers and 
Sophists.** 

EUNOMIUS, a heresiarch. of the 4th centu- 
ry, bishop of Cyzicum, and founder of the sect 
that have since been called Eunomians. He 
died very old, about 394, after having experien- 
ced great variety of snfierings. Eunomlus wrote 
many things, and his writings were so highly 
esteemed by his followers, tna' they thought 
their authority preferable to thai of the gospel. 
His doctrines were, that " there is one God un- 
create and without beginning : who has nothing 
existing before him ; for nothing can exist be- 
fore what is uncreate : nor with him ; for what 
is uncreate must be one : nor in him : for God ' 
is a simple and uncompounded being. This 
one simple and eternal being is God the creator 
and ordainer of all things ; nfst indeed and prin- 
cipally of his ' only-begotten Son^ and ilien 
through him of all other things : for God be- 

Sot, created, and made the Son only, bv bis own 
irect operation and power, before all things and 
every other creature : not producing, however, 
any other being like himself, nor imparting any 
of his own proper substance to the Son : fox 
God is immortal, uniform, indivisible, and there- 
fore cannot communicate any part of his own 
proper substance to another,** &c. 

EUPHEMI A, Flavia Elia Marcia,a concubine, 
and wife of the emperor Justin I., died in 583. 

EUPHEMIUS, a patriarch, of Constantinople^ 
was banished, and died In 515 

EUPHOatON, a Greek poet and hlstorian« 
of Chalcis, S74 B. C. 

EUPHUANOR, an excellent sculptor and 

Biinter, of antiquity, flourished about 3626. C. 
e wrote several volumes on the art of colour- 
ing, and on symohatry ; and was the first who 
signalized himself by representing the mitjestfc 
of lieroes 
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EITPHAATfiBi a heretic, of die Sd century, 
who maintained tbat our first parents were de- 
cri ved by Cfarist In tbo form of a serpent 

EUPOUS, an Atbenian comic poet, in the 
85tb CHjrmpiad. He used the freedom of the an- 
cient comedy to lash the vices of the people ; 
ami having lost his life in a seafl^ between 
the Athenians and LacedaemoBiaiw, his death 
was so lamented, that a statute was enacted, 
which decreed that no poet should thenceforth 
serve in the wan. 

EURIPIDES, an ancient Oreok poet, bom in 
tlie island of Balamis, in the lat year of the 75th 
OlymiHad. He wrote a great number of traae- 
diis, which were highly esteeiAad, both in his 
life-time, and after his death ; and nothing can 
better demonstrate the high esteem they were 
in, than the service they did to tlie Athenians 
in Sicily. The Athenian army under the com- 
mand of Kicias, snfibred all the calamities that 
ill-fortune can reduce men to. The victors made 
a most cruel advantage of their victories : but, 
ahhough they treated the Athenian soldierB 
writh so much inhumanity, yet they were ex- 
tremely kind to such as could repeat any of 
Euripides* verses. An unhappy accident con- 
cluded his life. He Was walking in a wood, 
and, aecoiding to bis usual manner, in deep| 
meditBtion,wben unfortunately happening upoi; 
Archelaus* bounds, he was by them torn to pie 
ees, in the 75th year of his age. He is, of al 
writers, remarkaMe for having InterspersiBd mo- 
ral reflections and phllosophical aphorisms in 
his dramidae pieces. It is said that lie used to 
whnt himself upr in a i^oomy cave, aad there 
compose his works. This cave was in the isle 
of Salamis, and Auhis Gellloa had the curiosity 
togo into it. H« composed his verses witfi great 
difficulty ; and one day complained to the poet 
Ahiestia, that In the last thrad days bo had been 
able to write but diree verses, though he bud 
laboueed with all his might Aicestis observed, 
with an air of high vanity, that he had written 
a bondred with the utmost ease. " Ay, but 
(anya Euripides) you don't consider the differ 
enco: your verses are made to live no longer 
than these three days ; whereas mine are to con- 
tinue for ever.*'- There are now extant but 19 
of his tragedies, and part of a aoth ; though 
ftiidas says tbat be composed 93. 

EURYDICB, wife of Amyntss, king of Ma- 
cedon, and mother of Philip. 

EURYDICE, daughter of Aridsus, was put 
to death by Olyropias. 

ElISDEN, Lawrence, an English divine and 
poet, born in Y-orksbire, was preferred In 1718 
to the laureatship. He had several enemies ; 
and, among otbors, Pope, who put him into hie 
Dunoiad ; though we do not know what provo- 
cation he g!ave to any of them, unless, by being 
raised to the dignity of the taarel. He was no 
Inconsiderable versifier, and died at his rectory, 
at Contngirtw, Lincolnrtiire, hn 1730. 

EITSEB1 A, abbess of St. Cyr, at MarMilles, 
who cot off her nose to secure bers^ from the 
brutidi^ of the Saracens, in 731. 

EOSBBIUS, Pamphilus, an ecclesiastical his- 
torian, bom in Palestlfte, bishop of Cesarea ; he 
Apposed Arias, ao^. died in 338. 

EUSEBire, a Msbop of Bervtus, and aftet^ 
irards of Constantinople; he died in 341. 

EUSEBIUS, a bishop of Emesa, in Syria, 

'ElTSEBrUS, Wshop of Vercell, in Piedmont, 

defended Atha«a8lu»» and died in 371. 

CUeSBRJBj bishop of SmMsaia, Cavmuad, 
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and afterwards opposed Arianism, be died in 
378. 

EUSEBIUS, bishop of Doiyleum.in Phrygju 
was deposed In 44A. 

EUSTACE, John Skey, a brave officer in the 
Amerlean war ; sometime aid to general Lea, 
and afterwards to general Oreene: ha went to 
France in 1794, where ha was made brigadier 
and mator general ; he retumed and died in 1805. 
EUSTACHE, David, a protestaat mhiister, 
of Montpolier, sent by the synod of Ludun.ln 
1669, to address the French king; his speech 
WM much admtrad. 

EUSTACHIUS, Bartholomew, an Italian 
physician, of the Ifkh cenmry^ho published 
anatomical tables ; be died in 1570. 

EUSTATIIIUS, archbishop of Thessalonicp, 
waabora at Ck>nstanti n ople,and flourished about 
A. D. 1170. He is cbieity memorable for bis 
" Cmnmentariea upon Homer.*' 

EUSTATBIU8, a learned Greek, commenta- 
tor oa Homer and Dionysius the geographer ; 
be died in 1194. 

EUSTOCHIUM, a Roman lady, well skiUad 
In Greek and Hebrew ; she died in 419. 

£USTRATIU8,a bishop of Nice, who wrote 
commemaries on Aristotle, lived in the 12tii 
century. 

EC7THYMIUS, an Isaurian, made patriarch 
of Constantinople, in 906; he was displacedt 
and died in exile, in 910 or 911. 

EUTHYMIUS, Zigabenus, or Zigadenos, a 
Greek monk, of Constantinople, author of se- 
veral works, died after 1118. 

EUTOCIUB, a Greek mathematician, of tha 
6th century, author of several works. 

EUTROPIUS, Flavins, an Italian sophist, as 
Suidas calls him, wrote a compendious histocy 
of Roman affaim, divided into 1(^ books, Arvn 
the foundation of the city, to the reign of va- 
lensi (to whom it was dedicated,) that ii,to A.D. 
364. 

EUTROPIUS, a eunuch, and minister to Ar- 
cadius, was oonsiU, but was banished and be- 
headed about 399. 

EUTYCHES, an abbot of Constantinople, 
who maintained that Christ's body was an 
aerial form, and therefore not human. 

EUTYCHIANUS, nope, successor of Felix 
in 875, wag martjn'ed in 383. 

EUTYCHIUS, patriarch of Constantinopla, 
in 553; deposed in 564; restored, and died in 
585. 

EUTYCHIUS, a Christian author, patriarch 
of Alexandria, was bom at Cairo, in Egypt, in 
876, and became eminent in the knowledge of 
pbyvic He wrote annals from the beginning 
of the world to the yeu 900 ; in which may ba 
found many things which occur no where else. 
but certainly many more which were collected 
from lying legends, and are entirely fabolooa. 
He died in 950. 

EUZORIUS, a deacon of Alexandria, depo- 
sed and condemned by the council of Nice, for 
adhering to Arlus: he baptised Constantius, 
and died in 378. Another of the same nama 
was bishop of Cesarea 

EYAGORAS, king of Qyprua, was defeated 
by the Pwsians, and assasi^ated 394 B. C. 

EVA(K>RAS, a Greek writer, in the age of 
Augustus, author of a history of Egypt, dec. 

EVAGRIUS, a monk of the 5th century, au^ 
tlior of " Altercatio Shnonis Judaei et Theophili 
Cbristlani." 

EVAaRIUS, a faWMp of Antiioch, died im 
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'(iue«n, preceptor to Lewis xm. He died in 
IGir 

7 ABSR, Tanaqailtin French, Tanegny le Pe- 
vre, a very learned man, bom at Caen, in Nor- 
nianify, In 1615. Cardinal de Rkhclieu, aettled 
on biin a pension of 2000 Ilyrcs, to inspect all 
the works printed at the Louvre. Re died in 
'673, leaving a son of his own name, and two 
iaughters, one of Whom was the celebrated 
madame Dacier, tile other married Piairi Bauldri, 
professor at Utrecht. 

FABIAN, a saint of tfie Romith.chareh, who 
was made pope, in 836, and sitfiered marQrr^oro 
in the reign of the emperor Becius. 

FABIAN, Robert, author df the " Cthroniclo 
(if finsland and FVtmce,** or, as he hitnself calls 
H, " The Concordance of Stories,*' wtts born in 
London, in the 15th century. He wis bioaght 
up to trade, and becamesoeonsidersUea iner- 
cham, that he was ch<wn an aMerroan of that 
city V and in 1498, was eiie of the sheittfii for 
the ^anie. He died at London^ in 1513, and 
was bnticd ih iSt. Michael's, ComhiU. 

FA R lUS,Maximtn RulHiim}B,a Rommn jinaster 
of the horse, ahd afterwards dictator, 987 B. C. 

FABIUS, Maximus auintus, an illustrious 
Roman general, whoopposed Hannibafihlttly; 
he died 203 B. C. 

FABIUS, Pictdr. the flrst Latin bMorian 
uienttoned among the Romans, 935 6. C.

In the war of the revolution, be united 
with the British, and was compicuous, for the 
bitterness and zeal hedisplayed against biseoun- 
trymem He was afterwards made a general in 
*lhe Britisb sertriee, and iietttensuit-govomor of 
Nova-Bcotia. He died in 1818. 

FANNIUS, suroamed Strabo, a Boman^ 
known by bis law to ehodc the extravagance of 
his countrymen. Another of the same name,| 
wrote an account of Nero's reign, which is lost. 
FANSHAW, sir Richard, an English gentle- 
man, flunous for his emiiaesles and poetic writ- 
ingS) born at Ware Park, in Heftforasfatare, 1607, 
4ied 1666. A translation by him, of the ** Pastor 
Fido** of Guarlni, did him much credit. Some 
interesting private histncy of ttaia family will be 
found in Mr. Seward*s " Anecdotes of Distin- 
guished Persons.** 

FAROELLA, Michael Angdo, professor of 
natural history and astronomy at Padua, died at 
Naples, in 1718. 

FARE, Charles Augustus, marquis de la, a 
captain in the French guards, known as the au- 
thor of Memoirs on tiie reign of Louis XIV., 
died in 1713. 

FAREL, William, an able reformer, bom in 
USS. Being drfveo from Pari8,'as a prMestant, 
taewentto Strasbttifh, Geneva, Basil and Neuf 
diatel, wliere he preached the doctrines of the 
reformation, with xeal, ability, and success, 
although opposed with ridicule and abuse. He 
was the associate of Calvin, and died in 1565. 
FARET, Nicholas, one of the firet memben 
of the French academy, died in 1646. 

FARIN, Emanuel de Sousa, a Portuguese 
knight, and ambassador at Rome, dlstiaguished 
as a poet and historian, died in 1650. 

FARINACCIO, Prosper, an Italian lawyer, 
whoso writings on the civil law, are much 
esteemed at Rome, died in 1618. 

F ARIN ATO, Paul, an eminoitltalian pointer, 
Iwm at Verona, 1933, and cut, it is said, out of 
Ms mother*B womb, who was just dead in lap 
boar. He was famous also for being an ez 
ceHent «wofdsman and a very good orator, and 
for his knowledge in sculptare and architecture, 
•specially that i^ of it wtiieh relates to fortift- 
eattons. His last moments are said to hove 
been as remarkable u his first, on account of 
the death of his nearest rehitlen. He lay upon 
tale death-bed In 1606, and hjs wife, who was 
tick In the some room, hearing him cry out, 
•*he was going,'* to^d him, *'sbe would bear 
htm company ;'' and was as goQd as her word, 
thev both eicpiring at the Very same minute. 

FARINBLLI, Chrio Brosohi, an Italian^nr 
er, born at Naples 1705; and, being trained to 
fineing, acquired great reputation at Rome and 
at Bologna. The fame of his great talents reaeti^ 
Ing Eniland, he was engaged to sing in the 
opera at Irf>ndon. In 1734 ; for England wool 
then, OS it is eminently now, the place of all 
places for fiddlers, singers, dancers, tumblers, 
sharpers, and impostors of every kind, to flock 
lo and grow rich. His arrival in that country 
was in tna nowspapem annonnced to the public 
as an event worttif of natioaal attention. Upon 
what terms Farindii, was engaged to sing is not 
known to any degree of eeMMnty ; his salary, 
however, be it what it might, bore b«t smaH 
proportitHi to the annnoi amnmit of his prtAts.

FARMER, Dr. Richard, master of EmmanvH 

Collie, Cunbridge, principal librarian to the 

university, dec. dec , was bom at Leicester, In 

1735, and distinguished, himself in the walks 

of literature by a very masteriy " Essay on the 

Leaniing of Shakspeare;'* in which be decided 

a point that had been much litigated among the 

learned. For a man of his rare endowments 

he published but little : the essay already mevr- 

tioned ; some *' Notes on Bhakspeare ;'* a " Poeifi

FARNADT, Thomas, an English gramma 
rian and critie, bom in hood/on, in 1575, died in 
1647. 

FARNESE, Peter Louis, scm of pope Paid 
ni., 1^ a secret marriage, dake of Parma, and 
Placentia, was assassinated in 1547, on account 
of his mannv and debauchery. 

FARNESE, Alexander, known by the tithi 
of eattiinal Faraese, was son of the first duke 
of Parma, and bom 1530 (kmg before his father 
advanced to the dukedMn.) At fourteen 
years of mm be was made biriMq> of Parma by 
Clement vtl. Paul III., raised him to th« 
purple in 1554, and employed him in various 
embassies. He died In 158ft, lamented as a tme 
patron of the aria, and protector of men of 
lettera. 

FARNESE, Alexander^ nephew to the Card! 
nal. was the 3d duke of Parma, and govemot 
of tne Low Countries. He was mortally wound- 
ed, at the siege of Rouen by Henry IV., of 
France and died in ISOSi 

FARNEWORTH, EHIb, distinguished by 
tronslathu some eminent authort^ was bom at 
Bonteshali, In Derbyshire, and died 1763. Bis 
publications were, " The Life of Pope Bixtus 
v., translated Aom the Italian,** *^Davila*s 
History of France,** ** The wnrics of MacMav«i. 
illustrated with Annotations, Dissertations, and 
several new plans on the art of war." 

PARQUHAR, George, on ingentous oomie 
writer, was the son of a cleigyman, in Ireland^ 
and bom at Londonderry, in 1678. In 1606 he 
went to London, and was solicited 1^ his friend 
Wilks, the celebrated actor, to write a play ^ bat 
bo was Aill more sabstantially*invited by a 
genteel aecommodaction, wbl<U> suffered him to 
exercise his genlas at his leisure ; for the edrl of 
Orrery-, who was a iwtron as wdl as master of 
letters, conferred a lieutenanfscommission upon 
him tn his own reglnient In Ireland, which 
Farqubar held several years, and behaved bino'

FASTOLFF, Sir Jofhn, a valiant and rcoMwned 
general during the EnKllah conqoests in France, 



g»rn at Yarmouth, in Norfolk, in 1377, died 1459. 
e was knighted in the field, andlionoured with 
' the Garter. Sir John waa a benefactor to lK>th 
' the aniversities, bequeathing a considerable le- 

facy to Cambridge for building the schools of 
hiloaophy and Civil Law ; and at Oxford be 
was so bountiful to Magdalen College, that his 
name is there commemorated in an anniveiaaiy 
spoech. Shakspeare baa been very iB^ostly 
accused of having drawn bis sir John Falstaff 
to ridicule this great and good man. 

FAUCHXrr, Claude, vicar-general to the areh- 
.bisliop of Bruges, and preacher to Louis XVL 
Bis manner of preaching disgusting the mo- 
narch, Fauchet became a bitter enemy of the go- 
vi^rnment, a leader in the destructton of the Baa- 
Ule, and a member of the national aseemUy 
And of ttie convention; he was guillotined in 
1793. 

FAUCHET, Claude, a French antiquarian, 
and historiographer to Heniy IV., died in 1601. 
Bis writings are valuable, but indegantly writ- 
ten. 

FAUCHEUK, Michael le, a French protestant 
divine, admired as a preacher, died at Paris, in 
1667. 

F AUGERBSfMaixaretU V., distinguished for 
her literary accomplishments, was a native of 
the state of New- York ; she wis onfortuovte in 
her marriage, and died in 1901. She published 
aeveral little poems. 

FAULKNER, George, a worthy piinter, of 
pnbiio, of no mean celebrity, being the firsC man 
who carried his profession to a higb d^;rae of 
credit in Ireland, He was the confideiuial prin- 
ter of dean Swift ; and eiuoyed the friendship 
and patronage c^ the earl of Chestertield, whose 
Ironical letters to Faulkner, compafiM him te 
Atticus, arepcrhapa the fincat parts of bis writ- 
Inga. He settled at Dublla,a8 a printer and 
bookselleir soon after the year 1718S; rused 
there a very comfortable fortune by his well- 
knewn " Jeimial,'* and other laudable under- 
takings : and died an alderman of DuMin, Aug. 
28,1775. 

FAUaUIBR, Fmneia, sneeeeded governor 
Din widdie, as chief matfstraig of the colony of 
Virginia. He waa rejected for his integnty, 
talents, and piety, ud %v«s extremely pc^wlar 
with the colonists ; he died in 1768. 

PAUR, Guyd^ kwd of Pibrac, advf)cate*gene- 
ral of theparUaaient of Paris, and eouaseUor of 
state, known also as a poet ; he died In 1584.

FAU9TA, FiaviaMaximiann, aeeond wife of 
the empeit>r Constantine, tvBa sttffoetted in a 
baih. for herinoontinence, in 3S7. 

FAUSTINA, Anna Galeria, the wife of An- 
toniHus Pins, known only for her ptofflgaey, 
dledfnlil. 

FAUSTUS,an Bnglish »onk, abbot of the 
monasteiyof the I^rinialandB, and afterwards 
bisiiop of Riex, tn Provence ; he died in 401.

FAWC£TT,8irWiUiam,an English officar 
of great merit, who, for bis aervioes, was pio- 
OMMed to the rank of general, made a knight of 
the bath, and governor of Chetea hospital ; ba 
died In 1804. 

FAWKES, Francis, an ingenioua English 
poet and divine, bom In Yorkshire, 1721. He 
published a volume of poems, by subacription, 
1761, in 8voi and aeveral poems afterwarda. 
But his great atrenfth is supposed to have lain 
in transition ; as his Anacreon, Sappho, Bion, 
Moaehtts, Mossus, and Theocritus, siiow. Hi* 
name ia set to a " Family Bible, with notei^ 
1761'' in 4to. He died Aug. 96, 1777. 

FAYDIT, Anaelm, a Provencal jpoet, or trou 
bodour, cetehrated among the princes of his 
time for his wit, and the elegance of hiaman- 
neia ; he died in 1220. 

FAYDIT, Peter, a French priest, known for 
his satirical attacks <»Boasuet and Fenekm, 
died in 1709. 

FA YETTE, Loolia de la«a French lady of 
great celebrity, maid of honour to Anne of iltaa- 
tria, and tfaeeonfident of Louis XIIL, retired to 
a convent, after reconcilii^ tlie monarch to hta 
queen, where she died universaily beloved and 
osieeined. 

FAYETTE, Marie Madeleine, countess of, a 
French lady, more distiacuisbed by her literary 
productions than by her nunlly. She was mar-» 
lied to the count de Fayette, in 1655, and.died In 
1603. The principal works of this ladxare, 
"Zaide," a romance often printed, and "L« 
Prineesbe de Cieves," a romance also, to wldch 
Fontenelle is said to have given four readinga. 
M. Fayette was so regardless of ftime, that she 
pnblislied these worics under the nante of Se- 
gnia, who, however, la supposed to bave beep 
no fertlier concerned than in aiding a little in 
the design of them. Voltaira says, tliatt the ro- 
mances of Fayette were the fini which exhi- 
tdtcd the manners of people of fashion in a 
graceful, eaay, natural way : aU before having 
been pompous, bombast, and sweBing every 
thitm b^ond nature and Bfe. 

PEARNE, Charles, an esDlnent Bnglish con- 
veyancer, and author of a well-known work, 
entitled, '* An Esaaapen Contingent Remainders 
and Executory Deviset,*' born in 1740, ified Jan.

FECKENHAM, John de,so called becauso 
he was bom of poor parents, in a cottageiiiear 
the forest of Fecfcenham, in WorceatanBoarei h w 
right name* IMng Howman. He waa the hisi 
abbot of Westminster, and died teViUS. Cam- 
den caUs Um a 'learned and good man, that 
lived hmg, did m -neat deal of good to i)ie peos, 
and always eolMted the minds of his ndver-

FEUOO, Benedict- Jerom, a Spanish Beae-

FmJBIEN, John Franeia, ion of tbepreeed- 
iag| inherited from liia flither a taste aad iinow 
ledge of tlie fine ana, and su cc e e ded him in all 
his appoinmients; he died in 1733. 

FELiBIEN. James, brother of Andrew, and 
aiclideacon ot Cbartiea, died in HMl 

FELIBIENf liichael, son of Andrew, an au- 
thor Qf repntation, died hn 1719. 

FEI4X, governor of Judea^fai theroignofNero. 

FELIXf biahop of Umelhh in Spain, deposed 
for lieretical opinioas, died in exile in 815. 

FELIX, Bfinntltts, a father of the primtttve 
church, who flourished in tlie Sd century, about 
tlieyearSaOL He wrote a very rtegant dialogue 
in defence of the Christian religion, entitled 
"Octavios.** 

FELIX L, pope after Dionysias^ was put tot 
death in Sf74, and canonixed. 

FELIX U., was electedpope in 355, and af- 
terwards died in exile in 385. 

FELIX UL, elevated to the papacy in the 
reign of Zeao, died in 408. 

FELIX IV., a piooa and exemplary prelate, 
was cliosen pope in SW, aad died fiwr years after. 

FELL, Dr. John, an eaiinentty learned di 
vine, and bishop of OoEfSonti bom at Longworth, 
in Berlnhire, 1&5, died NdS. 

FELti, John, aa English dissenting minister, 
tutor of an academy at Heracrton, died in 1797. 

FEIJ:«EE, Joachim Frederic, a learned Qtr- 
man, secretary to the dulie of Weimar, died in 
1796. 

FELLER. Francis Xavier, an ex-Jesuit, of 
Brussels, author of Observationi on Newton's 
Pbilosopby, and on Baflbn's works, with dlhei 
writingi ; he died in 18». 

FELLTHAM, Owen, amiscellaneoas writer, 
b(Mm In Suffolk, who lived many years in tlie 
family of the earl of Thomond, wrote a book of 
great merit, vailed " Beselvea, Divine, Moral, 
and Political,** many editions of wliich havel 
been published. He died about 1678. 

FBLTON, John, aa EngUshmao, known only 
as the murderer of Viltters, duke of Bucking- 
ham, in 1638, for which he was executed. His 
father and grandtetlier had been executed be- 
fore him, as bigotsd and seditious catholics. 

FELTON, Henry, principal of Edmund hall, 
Oxfoird* died in 1730. 

FEXDALL, Jostas, govemor and efaief Jus- 
tice of the .province of Maryland, was succeeded 
in 1600 by Cahrert. He was afterwards banished 
ttODk tlie provlnoa, fornisdemeanors. 

FENELOil,Franels de flaUgnac de la Molte 
aichbishop of Oambrmy, bom at the castle of 
Fenelott, m l|m ptovhice of Perlgord, 1651, died 
1715. He wrote many works ; but what has 
gaiood him the gieauat lepulatkm, and for 
which ha wttl tmimmoMal, is his '^Telemaehm.** 
No work ever lyad a greater repuutlon; thel 
style of it Is lively, natural, and beautiful ; the 
floions well contrived ; the moraMublline ; and 
(he poUtioal maxims tending all to the bajipinem 
of maakiod. He puUishcd another considerable 
work, eotitied, " A Demonstraaonof the Being 
of Qod, groamded on As knowledge of Nature, 
and suited to the meanest eapaei^;" whien 1s| 



one of the best books that it written In Fiench, 
upon tfiat sul^ect. 

FENN, Sir Jc!i(i, a very iearaed antiquary, 
born in Norwich, 1739, died February, 1794, hav 
Ing greatly distinguished htanself by his applica 
tlon to the study of natural history and aatiqut 
ties, which enabled him to collect and uubliBb 
in 4 vols. 4to, a large collection of " Original 
Letters, written duringthe reigns of Henry VL, 
Edward IV., Richard ITI., and Henry VIL,** by 
such of the Paston fkmily, and othen, as were 
personally present In court and camp, and were, 
ill these times, persons of great consequence in 
the county or Norfolk. Tliese letters contain 
many curious and authentic state anecdotes, re- 
lating not only to Norfolk, but to the kingdom In 
general, and to the wars in France. 

FENNER, Arthur, governor of the elate of 
Rhode- Island, died in 1805. 

FENTON, sir Geoffrey, an eminent write* 
and statesman during the reigns of Elisabeth 
and James I., wastwrn in Nottinghamshire, and 
died in 1608. He is known by a translatiett 
from the Italian of ** Tlie History of the Wan 
of Italv, by Oulctanlini 

FENTON, Elijah, secretary to tlje earl of Or* 
rery, an elegant poet, and one of the wortbieal 
and most modest men that ever adorned ^ 
court of Apollo. In 1717 he publhhcd a volume 
of poems, and in 1733 intro<luced upon the stage 
his tragedy of " Mariamne.* ' Feuton was much 
beloved by Mr. Pope, wlio, after bis death,tl730) 
honoured him with the folk>win| efritaph : 

" This modest stone, what few vain marbles i

May truly say, Here Hes an honest man.: 

A poet blessed beyond Scpoet'e fhte, 

Whom Heaven kept sacced from dm proud

FERAJUOLI, Nuxio, an eminent Italian 
tanAwape painter in the nth century. 

FERDINAND L, emperor of Germany, waa 
crowned king of Hungary, in 1SS7, elected king 
of the Romans, In 1531, and succeeded his bro- 
ther Charles V. as emperor, In 1558 ; lie died in 
1564* 

FERDINAND IT., king of Bohemia and Hun- 
gary, and emperor of Germany, in 1619; after 
subduing his revolted Bohemian subjects, and 
waging successful war against Denmark, and 
other neighliouring powers, he died at Vienna, 
in 1637. 

FERDINAND IU., son of the preceding, was 
also king of Bohemia ^c, and emperor of Ger- 
many. Hhi plans of amibitfon and aggrandize* 
mc^t were successfully opposed by the Swedes, 
under the duke of Weimar, and by the French, 
under the great Conde, until the peace of West- 
phalia, Jcc ; the emperor died in. 16S7. 

FBKDINAN0 1., king of Castile and Leon, 
sumaqicd the Great, defeated the king of Leon, 
and usurped his throne ; he penelratM into the 
centre of Portugal, and afterwards defeated and 
killed his brother, thd king of Navarre ; he died 
In 1065. 

FERDINAND IL, king of Castile and Leon, 
and son of Alphonso VIII., dljd in 1187. 

FERI INAND in.,8i., obmlned the throne 
of Oastl eon the abdMaHeii of his mother; md 
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fliot of I#eoi},on Uie UeftUi of his fillMr,Al- 

pbonso tX., Fn 1S30 ; be made war gucicwiflilly 

■laiiifit UiA Moon, and died in 19SSL 

- FERDINAND I v.. succeeded to die Uirone of 

Castile at 10 yean of ace, and died suddenly, in 

1313. 

FERDINAND V., surnamed the CathoUci 
nnited the kingdoms of Castile and Arrafon, by 
bis marriage with IsabeJla, of Castile. During 
their reign, the Moorish power in Spain was de* 
■Croyed hy Ferdinand, and a new world was 
added to their dominions, by the discoveries of 
Columbus : be died in 1516. 

FERDINAND VI., surnamed tlieWise, suc- 
ceeded his father, Philip V^ in 1746. He was 
■distinguished for his justice, prudence, and be- 
nevolence, and his reign was prosperous and 
popular ; he died in 17^. 

FERDINAND I., king of Naples and Sicily, 
although a patron of commerce and the arts, was 
unpopular for his cruelties ; he died in 14iM. 

FERDINAND, king of Portugal, died in 1383, 
after a turbulent and unfortunate reign. 

FERDINAND I., grand duke of Tuscany, 
eminent for the wisdom and energy of his go- 
vernment; be died in 1609. 

FERDINAND II., grand duke of Tuscany, 
after Cosmo II., was respected by all, for the de- 
cided and impartial neutrality he preserved dur- 
ing the wars between France and S|)&in; he died 
In 1668. 

FERDINAND, of Cordova, a Spaniard, of the 
15th century, so conspicuous for his learning, 
that he was considered by the vulgar as a magi- 
cian. 

FERDINAND LOPEZ, a Portnguese, who, in 
the 16th century, visited the East Indies, and 
^Mlslied a valuable account of his voyage, fcc. 

FERDINAND, Charles, a poet and philoso- 
plier, of Bruges, died at Paris, in 1494. 

FERDINAND, John, a Jesuit, of Toledo, 
known as a theological writer, died in 1905. 

FERDINAND DE JESUS, an eloquent Car- 
nselite monk, of Spain, in the 17th century. 

FERDINANDI, Epiphanlus, an eminent phy- 
sician, died in 1638. 

FERDOUSI, Hassan Ben Scharf, the most 
celebrated of all the Persian noets. His epic 
noem, entitled " Schanamek,*' that Is, " The 
History,** contains the annals of the kings of 
Persia, and consists of 60,000 verses. Ferdousi 
sorapMol this poem at the command of the sul- 
tan Mahihoud, and was em|doyed upon it thirty 
yeam; after which receiving only 60,000 drach- 
mas of silver for his trouble, he quitted the court 
^f Mahmoud hi disgust, and wrote satirical 
verses against him. He died in 1020. 

FERG, or FER6IRE, Francis Paul, an emi- 
nent landscape painter, bom at Vienna, died at 
Condon, in 1740. 

FERGUS I., king of Scodarid, elected king 
for his services in repelling the Picts ; he was 
drowned in 404. 

FERGUSON, Robert, a non-conformist di- 
rlne, and a teacher ; afterwards the associate 
if Monmouth, died in 1714. 

FERGUSON, William, a Scotch pabitiur, died 
ml690. 

1>*ERGUS0N, Dr. Adam, a natural and mo- 
ral philosopher, and political writer, bora in 
Scotland, in 1734. His principal writings were 
' An Essay on CivirSoclety ;*• " History of the 
Roman Republic ;'* *' A Treatise on Moral and 
Political %lence */* and " Institutes ot Moral 
Philosophy.*' Dr. Ferguson lield many years a 
fofesBorship in the university of Edlnboifh, 
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wUok be isateMd in favour of Mr. DogiZ 
Stewart. He died in ISie. 

FERGUSON, JaflMB, an ezfraordhiary phe- 
nomenon cf the self-taught kind, particularly in 
the astronooiical branch of science, was born 
hi Baroflbbire, Scotland, in 1710. His parent* 
being in low drcumstances, be was obliged to 
keep slieop for four years ; but in this situation 
he learned to mark the position of the stars 
with a thread and bead. Ono Alexander Cant 
ley, butler to Thomas Grant, esq., taught him 
decimal aritiunetie, algebra, and the elements 
of geometry : after this he went into two very 
hard services. His ingenuity at length intro- 
duced him to Sir James Dunbar, when lie learn- 
ed to 4raw, and began to take |K>rtraits. At 30 
years of age, be Invented his Astronomical Ro- 
tula, a machine for showing the new moons and 
eclipses. About 1744 lie went to London , and| 
by his delineation of the eompiex line of tbo 
moon's motion^ procured the honour of being 
elected fellow of the royal society, without pay- 
ing for admission. His disaonations and uiven- 
tioue in meclianics, and other brandies of the 
mathematics, introduced him to the favour of 
king Geocge III., Who conferred an annual pen- 
sion of SOi. upon him. He died November 16 
1776. 

FERGUSSON, Robeit, a very ingenious 
thcmgb unfortunate, Scotch poet, born at Edin 
burgh, in 1750, died Oct. 16, 1774. He was pos- 
sessed of the brightest genius, and tlie best hearty 
but bis social qualifications were so fascinating 
that they led him into a course of dissipation 
and imprudence, which mo often is the rain of 
men or genhis. Bums (bis brother po^t, an^ 
enthusiastic admirer) erected a neat monument 
to his memory in the Canongate ehurch-yarcl. 

FERMAT, Peter, a native of Touh)US«, wa« 
distinguished as an aUe lawyer, and an eniineii. 
mathematician and philosopher ; the associate 
of Descartes and lloygens; he died in 1661. 

FERMOR, WiUiam count Von, an ofiicer In 
the Russian service, distinguished for bis vie 
tories over the Turks and Prussiaiis, and parti- 
cularly over the Icing of Pnissia, and for the 
capture of Berlin ; he died hi 1771. 

FERNANDEZ, Anthony, superior of the 
Portuguese Jesuit missionaries, in India, and 
author of commentaries on parts of the Old 
Testament ; he died in 1698. 

FERNANDEZ, Benedict, a Portuguese Jesuit, 
and ahN> a writer of commentaries on Scripture 
died in 1630. 

FERNANDEZ, Alphonso. a Spaniaii Domi- 
nican, and writer, died in 1640. 

FERN EL, John Francis, physician to Henry 
II. of France, was distinguished for his indefati 
liable attention to his studies, for his attainments 
m phikisophy and medicine, and for bis attach- 
ment to private life ; be died in 1558. 

FERNOUILLOT DE FALBAIRE, Cbarlea 
Georire, a French author ; be died in 1801. 

FERRACINO, Bartohmico, » selftaugbt and 
ingenious meclianie, bom at DaisMi, in Padua 
died In 1764. 

FERRAND, James, a French physicUn, and 
author of a treatise, ** De la Maladie d* Amour,*' 
printed at Paris, in 1@S; and puUisbed la £a- 
gUsMnieiO. • 

FERRAND, Lewis, a French lawyer, and 
advocate of the parliament of Paris, died hi 1090 

FERRAND, Anthony, a ominaollor of Paris, 
author of madrkals, songs, dto., died in 1710. 

FERRAND, James Philip, a French painter 
in eoamol, died la 1733 
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■ fflBIIRANmJft,Fvlc«nittts« 
lk«se, died before Ul. 

FeAKAR, Robert, bMiop of St. D^^Ms, WM 
Wrnt BM a herecte, lu the reiga of llanr, in iwa. 
FBRRAR, Nieholas, a native of London.

afterwards a member of parttanient; he died 
in 1837. 

FERRARI, Lewis, of Milan, proftssor of ma- 
Ibeinaties at Bologna, where he died in 15S5. 

FERRARI, Antony Mary Zaeharr Bartho- 
lomew, founder of the order of the Bamabites 
at Milan, died in 1544. 

FERRARI, OetaTian, an Italian author, bom 
at Milan, 1518, died in 1566. Thongh excellently 
•killed in polite UteratarOf yet be was princi- 
fMilly famous for philosophy, being esteemed a 
leoond Aristotle. ^ ^ 

FERRARI, FranetaKO Bernardino, of the 
same family with the former, bom at Milan, 
1577, died 166». He was an able divine and 
•acred historian, and of no mean talents as an 
antitiuary. ^ ^^,^, 

FERRARI, Oetavio, historiographer of Milan, 
of tbe same family with the former, bom in 
ISffJy died in 1683. He was remarkable for the 
sweetness, sincerity, and affability of his temper; 
and had so happy a way of conciliating persons 
exasperated ^linst each other, that be acquired 
the title of " The Reconciler.*' 

■FERRARI, lo»m Baptist, a jesuR, author of 
a Syriae Dictionary, itc. ; he died in leSS. 

FERRARI, Giovanni Andrea, a painter ol 
Genoa, died in 1609. 

PERRARIENSIS, a general of the Domini- 
cans, and a writer on philosophy, died in 15S8. 
FERR ARS, George, a distinguistied advocate, 
a member of parliamont, and a favourite of 
Henry VIII., and of his successor. He wrote 
the History of aueen Mary, the Trage^ of 
Riehafd II., and other works, and died in 1579. 
FERRARS, Edward, a poet and favourite of 
Henry Vlil., died in 1564. 

FERRARS, Henry, of the same fttmily as the 
preceding, is known as having made large and 
vahiabie collections fbr a history of his native 
voantry ; he died in IfiSS. 

FERRAUD, N., a deputy to the national 
convention of France, distinguished for his ha- 
tred of monarchy, was shot at Paris, in 1795, 
durhig an attack on the convention. 

FERRBAS, Don John of, bom at Raba- 
tiezza, in Spain, in 1653, died In 1735. H« was 
author of a Spanish Dictionary, and of several 
works in Theology, Phikwophy, and History ; 
the most considerable of which was a *' General 
History of Spain." 

FERREIN, Antony, a French anatomist, and 
lectureron Materia Bfedica ; he died m 1759. 
: i^ERRETI, or FERRETUS, a poet and histo- 
rian, of Vicenza, who contributed to the revival 
«f learning in Europe, in the 14th centuiy. 

FERRETI, Emilio, an Italian lawyer, secre- 
tiny to pope l.ieo X., died at Avignon, in 1553. 

FERRETY, Giovanni Batista, a Benedictine 
monk, of Vicenza; the time of his death is bn- 
known. ,

n yBUHAR, John, M. D., an esltiMbte wtttar 
on medicine, the belles-lettres, and archaioloi^, 
died at Manchester, in 1815. He published "II- 
ustrationa of Sterne,'* in which he detectei 
tlie source from which Bteme bod evidently bor- 
rowed many of the ideas dispersed through hit 
leccentrlc perftmnances. 

FERRIER, Jeramy, professor of divinity at 
NIsmes, and secretary to the king of France, Id 
1636, the year of his death. 

FERRIER, Amauld de, an emlneM lainr^r, 
and called the Goto of France, was bom at Tou 
louse, hi 1500, died 1585. 

FERRIER, Lewis, a poet and dramatic wrher, 
bora at Avignon, died in 17S1.

FEULLEB, Lewis, botanist to Lewis XTV, 
of France, bora at Provence, in 1660, died 1732.

maide upon the coasts of South America and 
New Spain, which is said to be very exact an& 
curious, though written inelegantly. 

FEUaUlERES, Anthony de Pas, marquis 
of, distinguished as an officer, and made a mar- 
shal for his services in Germany; he died in 
1711. 

FEURBORN, Justus, rector of the university 
of Giessen, and author of several theological 
works in Latin, died in 1656. 

FEUSTKINQ, Jolm Henry, professor and 
doctor of divinity ill the university at Wittem- 
beif , confessor to the luke of Saxony, and couo- 
scllor to the duke of Saxe Grotha, died in 1713. 

FEVARDENTIU8,or FEWARDENT.Fran- 
cis, a Franciscan friar, known for his bigoted 
hostility to the protcstants ; he died in 1G41. 

FEVRE, Claude, a French painter, died Ji 
London, in 1675. 

FEVRE, Guy le, sieur de la Boderle, a poet 
of Lower Normandy, eminent for his knowledge 
k>f oriental literature, died in 1598. 

FEVRE, Anthony le, brother of Guy, was in 
the service of Henrv IV. of France, and his am?

FIDDES, Dr. Richard, an English divine, 
and ingenious biographical and theolisicol wri-^ 
ter, born in 1671, died in 1725.

' FIELD, Richard, an English divine, eminent 
for bis learning, benevolence and piety, chaplain 
to queen Eli^beth, canon of Windsor, and 
dean of Gloucester ; he died 11^1616. 

FIELDING, Henry, son of general Fielding, 
waa bom in 1707, and received the first rudi-^ 
ments of his education at home, under the care 
of the Rev. Mr. Oliver ; he was removed to £lou- 
ichpol ; from whence, at about Id years of age, he 
went to Leyden, where be studied under the 
most celebrated civilians for two yeans ; at tlie 
expiration of which time he returned to London ; 
and in 1737 commenced writer foe the ataf^e. 
Qetween this time and 1743, he wrote 26 dra- 
matic pieces. About six or seven years after 
Mr. Fielding's commencing a writer for tlie 
stage, he married Miss Craddock, a young lady 
from Salisbury, possessed of beauty, and a for- 
tune of about 190KH. ; and near the same time 
his mother dying, an estate of somewhat better 
than 2002. per annum, came Into his possession. 
This fortune, had it been conducted with pru- 
dence and economy, might have secured to him 
a state of independence tor life, and, with the 
helps It might have derived from the produc 
lions of a genius unincumbered with anxieties 
and perplexity, mighty have «even afforded him 
an afRuent income ; but, fond of figure and 
iiaagniflcence, he tlirew wide open the gates of{ 
lioepitalitv, and sufl^red hisWvhoIe patrimony to 
t>e wasted. In short, in less than three years, 
316 reduced himself to the unpleasant situation 
•f bavins no fortune. Not discouraged, liow- 

Ser, he betook himself closely to the study of|

no inconsiderable figure in Westroinsten 
hall. Ho bogan sooa aftsr to be molested with 
such violent attacks from tiie gout, as rendered 
it impofi«ibie £i»r ham to be so constant at the bar 
as .the laboriwisneaa of hia prc^eesian required, j 
and a proof of the great loroo and vigour ot 
his mind is, his pursuing so 'arduous a study, 
under tlM- exigenciea of family distress, with a 
wife and childreUj whom lie tenderly loi(ed« 
looking up to Jum for snstAaance ; with a liody 
torn by tlta acutcat pains, and a aund disttacted 
by a thousand avocations ; yet obliged, for im* 
mediate aui^ly, to produce almost extempore, a 
play, a farcer a pAmphlet, or a newspaper. A 
large aujttber of fugitive political tracts, whict 
had their value wheiir the incidents were actually 
passing on ilie great scene of business, cama 
from his p^. At this time loo he produced liis 
1^* Joseph Andrews,*' which is too well kiM>w» 
and too justly admired to leave aa any room to 
expatiate on its merits. About 1745^ Mr.^ F. 
accepted of the office of an acting magistrate io 
tbe commission of tlie peace for the county of 
Middlesex* in which station he continued till 
pretty near the time of his death. Y^ amidst 
all tiie laborious duties of his office, he found 
leisure to amuse himself, and afterwards th^ 
world, with " The History of Tom Joaes." and 
"Anieiia." At length, however, his whole 
frame of body waa so entirely shattered by con- 
tinual .inroads of complicated disordem, and the 
incossMH fatigue of business in hi? ofiice, that, 
by the advice of his physicians, l>e set out foi 
Lisbon- Eren in tliis distreesfol conditKm, his 
unaginatioa still continued making the sirongeei 
eflorts to-diaplay itself; and the last, gleam of 
his wit and humour faintly sparkled in the 
" Journal" haleft behind him othis "^ Voyage** 
to tlUKt place, which was published in 1755, at 
London. In about two months after bis arrival 
at Ijsbon, iq 1754, lie died^ in his 48^ year. 

FIELDING, Sarah, sister of Henry, autboe 
of ^' David SioMlOr" a novel of considerable 
merit,born in 1714, died in 1768. 

FU5LDIN6, Sir John, half-brother to Henry 
an excellent magistrate, and author of mmiy 
useful regulationa in the pollee of London and 
Westminster, died in 1780. 

FIENNE8, William, lord Say and Sele, al- 
though raised to tbe peerage by James I., waa 
a reM a^inst hisaon, an active member of the 
long parliament, and one of Cromweirs adher 
ents. Be. wa« afterwardaehamherlain, and lon« 
privy septi to Charles II. ; he died in 1663. 

FIENNE;S, Natbanael, second son of the pre- 
ceding, was, like his father, an enemy to th« 
church and kfaifb a friend of Cromwell, and one 
of his neera; he died in 1669. 

FIEnUS, Thomaa, a very inffenloiis and 
learned pliysician, born at Antwerp, in 1566| 
died in lo31. Hecomiwsed several works, among 
which were, " De Veribus Imaginatfonis.** 

FII^SCHO, John Lewis, a no^le Geneeae» 
who conspired te deliver Andrew. Dona and hie 
fleet to the French, and was.dfowiied in tha 
attempt, in 1547. 

FIGINO. Ambnaio, a painter, borp at Mil«n, 
died in 1590. 

FIGRELIU8, Edmundus, a learned Swede, 
and professor at Upaal, died in 167& 

FILANGERI, Gaetano, a gentleman of Na 
pies, employed a^out the court, who wrote a 
popular work on legislation ; ho died in 1787. 

FILBLFO, Francis. See PMlLm^PBUB. 

FILESAC, John, dean o( tk^^f^^^tH 
ology, at Paris, died in 1638. 
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FlUOAf A, Vtiwaiiclo:ill, an etogsiit poet^of||al]ftiu. TIm refiiew fltm Fnuiee, and from

FIRONZABADI, sumained SharazI, a Fer- 
siaa writer on the Mmhomedan law, in the lltli 
century* Another of that aatee wrote an Ara- 
bic Dictionary, and died in 1414. 

FISCHER, Jolm Christian, a very eminent 
perftmner on, and eomposer for, the hautbolSi 
was bom at Frtboai^t vat was kvag" setded ill 
England, where he was appointed one of tlia 
queen's chamber musicians. This admirabfti 
musitian was seised with an apopleetle fit 
April 99, 1800, and died in about an hour. 

FISH, Simon, an Englhih lawyer, author of 
**TheBiippUeation of Beggars/' a violent sa» 
Hbee oa Ushops and clergy, which gafaied htoi 
the favour of HeniyViH.; he died of the plagua 
inlS71. 

PISHES, John, Msbo^ 4^f RoehesMr, and 
martyr lo poyery, bom ia 14S0, was behtad^d 
for denying the king's sopremaey, In 1SS5. Dur- 
ing Mi coaMna m eat, the poor old blsbop «iras 
bat hardly oaad, and scareely allowed necea 
sswies. Heeoatinuedabovea year in the tower 
and might have eontimMd there till released by 
a aatural death, If an unseasonable hotaour paid 
him by pope Paul III. had not hastened his da* 
struitlon ; tMs was, Uie creating* Kin, in May. 
1535, cardinal, by the title of cardinal priest or 
St. VitaUs. When the king heard of It, be said, 
in a great passion, " WeU, let the pope send 
him a hat when he will ; Mother of God, ha 
shall wear It en hia shoulders theh, fbr I will 
leave him nevw a bead to set it on."

FISHER, Mary, an entfaadastic qnakeress, 
of the I7th century, who went to Constantino* 
pie to convert tlie grand seignior.

FISHER, Alexander M., professor of matho* 
maticsand natural philosopay, ia YaleCoHega, 
Gbnrietetlcat, was lost with the packet Albian, 
on the coast- of Ireland; in ISiS, white on a voy* 
age to Europe for the advancement tit his nn»* 
fiessional knowledge. Talents of the higheat 
drder, unified with an entireand intense devo- 
tioti to theporsnit of philosophical and seienti*

FILMER, Sir Robert, author of some pubH- 
eatfons on die nature of monarchfaU govern- 
oMNit, was born in Kent toward the end of the 
16th century and died in 1647. 

FINiEUS,OroMius,aeelebnUed astronomer, 
And professor of mathematics in the Royal Col- 
l ige at Paris, bom at Brianomi, in 1494, died 
USS. He was oao of those wha vainly boasted 
Ofhavinglbaad out the quadnuure of the circle. 

FINCH, Hencage, eart of Nottingham, lord 
■»lgh chaneeHor of England, bom hi 1681, died 
'n 1682. Though he lived in very troublesome 
limes, yet be retained the good opinion of both 
prince and people. He was distinguished by 
Ms wisdom and eloquence ; and was such an 
•xcellent orator, that some have styled him the 
English Cicero. He left beMnd him, written 
with his own hand, "Chaneery Reports,** MS. 
>ji folio. 

FINCH, Daniel, earl of Nottingham, son of 
tile preceding, was secretary under William 
and his successor, and president of the council, 
at the accession of George I. ; he died in ITdO. 

FINCH, Edward, brother ofStrHeneaie, wa 
vicar of Cbrist-chureh, l<ondon, from whtehlve 
was evp^led for preacMng in a surplice, «iid 
associating with women ; he died in 1649. 

FINCH, Thomas, physician to theAjke of 
Bleswick, and successively pvofcsaor of mathe- 
maties, of eloquence, and of medicine, att Copent- 
bafen ; he died in MSO. 

FINET, Uir John, bom 4r 1571, was bred up 
In the court, wliere, by his wit, mirth, and un- 
common skill in composing songs, be pleased 
James I. very maeh. In 1696, being then In 
good esteem with Charles I. he was made master 
of the ceremonies, and died tn 1641. 

FINGAL, a Caledonian chief, died in 283. 

FINRBNSTEIN, Obunt, an eminent Prassian 
st at es m an, bora in 1713, held the hnpdrtaiit sta- 
tion of cabinet minister ^t the court of BeiHa 
more than SO years, and died in 1800. 

FINLBV, Sama^l, D. D., a native of Ireland, 
and president of New- Jersey College ; he was 
much dUltintftoiSbed for hie piety ; published 
many sermons, and died in 17(jiS.

and " The New NaturaBrevium,** always held 
in very tri^i esteem. 

FlTZHEfiiBERT, Thomas, grandson to Sir 
Anthony, a zealoHs catholic, voluntarily fled to 
France, and afiberwards to Rome, wliere he pre- 
aided over the English college, and died in 1640, 
te tlie 88th year o^ lus age. Jlis writings were 
aontrovereial, and on theology. 

FITZHERBERT, Nicholas, also exiled him* 
aelf, and Went to Rome, on aecoant of his reli- 
gioiis principles, where he wrote sev^al books, 
and was drowned in 1613. 

FITZJAMES, James, duke of Berwick, na- 
tural son of James II«, was distinguished for his 
bravery as an officer, and his successes as a ge- 
iMral, for which he was made a manbal of 
France. He was killed attlie bead of the French 
army in Germany, in 1734. 

FrrZ-STBPHEN, William, a monk, of Can- 
terbury, who was. present at the murder of 
Beeket, of which he wrote an account, includ- 
ing a curious description of London ; he died 
fai 1191. 

FIXHILLNER, Placidus, an Austrian, eccle- 
^asticai professor at Kremsmunster, and a wri- 
ter on astronomy and the canon law ; he died 
in 1791. 

FIZES, Anthony, an eminent physician, of 
Montpellier, whose works on medical subjects 
ore moeb esteemed ; he died in 1765. 
1 FLACGIOUR, F. de, director general of the 
French East India company, and at the head of 
a^lony in Madagascar, in 1648, an account of 
li^ioh he published. 

. FLACCUS, Cains Valerius, an ancient Latin 
poet,;of wlMmi remain but voy imperfect ao^ 
counts. He lived, however, in the time of the 
emperor Vespasian, to whom be addressed a 
poem on- the Argonautic expedition ; of which 
he lived to compose no more than seven books, 
and part of an eighth. In this poem he imit»- 
led Virgil, and often in the most happy manner.

FLAMINIO, Giovani Antonio, an orator, 
poet, and historian, of Bok>gna, who wrote the 
life of Albertiis Magnus, ^., died in 1536. 

FLAMINIO, Marc Antonio, son of the pre- 
eeillng, eminent as a man of learning, and as a 
writer of epigrams, &c. ; be died at Rome; in 
1550. * 

^AMINIUS,orPLAMININUS,TllusQiilki-l 
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tus, a Roman eonsuJ, celebnited for Ida A^tet 
of Philip of Maoedon, 198 B. C, aiMl bis reg» 
ration of tlie liberties of Greece. 

FLAMINIUS, NobUis, an eminent Italian dl^ 
vine and critic, who corrected the Vulgate edi* 
tion of the SeMuagint, and died in 1500. 

FLAMSTEED, Jofan,a most eminent Eng- 
lish mathematician and astronomical writei^ 
bom in 1646, died 1719^ 

FLANDRIN, Peter, of Lyons, celebrated fov 
his knowledge of the veterinary art, and of com* 
parative anatomy; he wrote a treatise mi the 
management of cattle and other works, and 
died in 1796. 

FLASSANB, Taraudet de, a Provencal poet 
of the 14th century, bom at Fiassans. 

FLATMAN, Thomas, an English wit and 
poet, bora in London,-in 1633, died in 1688. !• 
is remarked, that Flatman in his younger dayfc 
had a dislike to marriage, and made a song de 
scribing the incumbrances of it, with this be' 
gbining: » 

" Like a dog with a bottle tied doee to his tali- 
" Like a toad in a bog, or a thief in a jail,*' tec 

but being afterwards smitten with a fair virgin^ 
and with her fortune^ lie espoused her, in 1673* 
upon which his ingenious comrades did serenads 
him that night, while he was in the embracei 
of his mistress, with the said song. 

FLAUST, John Baptist, an advocate of tha 
parliament of Rouen, and author of a work oa 
Norman jurisprudence, upon which be was em- 
ployed fifty years; he died in 1783. 

FLAVEL, John, an English divine, educated 
at Oxford, was ejected from hia living at Dart- 
mouth, and afterwards restored by Charles L ; 
be died In 1693. 

FLAVIAN, a patriarch of Antioch, died in 
404. 

FLAVIAN, a patriarch of ConstantlBople, 
in 447. He was deposed, and died inbanisti- 
Elent. 

FL AVIGNI, Valerian de, doctor of the Sor 
bonne, and professor of Hebrew, at the royal 
college, died at Paris, in 1674. 

FLAVITAS, patriarch of Constantinople, af 
ter Acaclus. 

. FLECHIEB. Esprit, a French bishop, celc- 
iMrated for poetry and oratory, bora in 1632, died 
in 1710. His wx>rks eonsiat of Sermons, ^atiu 
and French poetry. Letters, fcc. He wrote also 
the " History of Cardinal 3l[imenes.'' 

FLECKNOE, Riohardf an EngHsh poet an^ 
dramatic writer, in the reign-of Charles II.„re^ 
membered only as giving a name to Dtyden'a 
{incomparable satire against Shadweli, called 
" Mac Flecknoe,** from which Pope afterwards , 
acklMwledged to have taleen the plan of- his 
Donciad. i 

FLEETWOOD, WUliam, an English lawyer, 
recorder of London, In the reign of Elizabeili, 
and author of several law treatises, died in 

ises. 

FLEETWOOD, William, bishop of Ely, liora, 
in the Tower Of London, in 1656, died in VJfa. 
His most celebrated writings are '^ An Essay- 
upon Miraclea ;** ** Chronicon Preclosum ; or, 
B3k account of the English money, the price of 
oem, and other oemaoodities, for the last six lion- 
dred years," Ase. Bishop Fleetwood's charac- 
ter was great in evei7 respect. His virtue was 
not of the fanitticalklpd, nor was his piety the 
least tinctured with superstition : }fet be ctUti? 
vated and practised both to perfection. As fob 
hiraccomfflishraenta, be was teipoutestihbr thr 
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' <iest preocfter, of hta time t and, for occasional 
■ei nions, may be considered as a model. 

PLCMING, Robert, a Scotch dissenting mi- 
aister andimwerfttl preacher, bom in 1630, died 
in 1094, leaving behind him a woric of conside- 
rable merit, cfltUed " The FnUllllng of the Scrip- 
tures." 

FLEMING, Robert, son of the above, minis 
ter at Leyden and Amsterdam, and afterwards 
at London, wrote tracts, &c on religious sub 
Jects. He died in 1714L 

^ FLEMING, Caleb, an English dissenting 
elerjryman and writer, died in 1773. 

FLEMMIN6, or FLEMMTN6E, Richard, 
prebendary of York, and bishop of IJncoln, 
was the founder of Lincoln college, Oxford ; he 
Med in 1431 

PLESSBLLES. N. de, a Freneb magistrate, 
who was shot while attempting to repress a re- 
Tolnffonary mob in Paris, In 1789. 

FLETCHER, Dr. Richard, ftither of the poet, 
dean of Peterborough, and bishop of Bnstoi, 
Worcester, and London, died suddenly, in 1590. 

FLETCHER, Giles, LL. D., brother to the 
bishop, was an ambiissadorfrom Elizabeth to 
Russia, and otherwise employed in her service ; 
he died in 1610. 

FLETCHER, Phinehfts, called the " Spenser 
of the age,*** was bom about 15^, and died lu 
16j0. His most fkroouscomposition called ** The 
Purple Island,'* is an allegorical description of 
man. His works were printed at Cambridge, In 
f<i33, and in 1773 his " Eclogues'* were reprint- 
ed at Edinburgh, with an introduction and argu- 
ment to each eclogue, and notes by an onouy- 
mons editor. 

FLETCHER, Giles, brother of the foregoing, 
and author of a rich and picturesque poem, 
called " Christ's Victorie," was beneficed at Al- 
derton, in Suffolk, where lie died in 1(S3. 

FLETCHER, John, an English dramatic 
writer, bom in 1576, was the son of Dr. Richard 
Fletcher, bishop of London. He v/rote plays 
jointly with Beaumont, though it is not known 
what share each bore in forming the plots, wri- 
ting the scenes. Sec, ; but tiie genef&l opinion is, 
that Reanmont*s judgment was usually employ- 
ed in correcting and retrenching the superfluities 
of Fletcher's wit. He died m tlie plague, at 
London, in 1635. 

FliETCHER, Abraham, a self-taughtmathe- 
matieian and astrologer, died in 1793. 

FLETCHER, Ben>imln, ^governor of the co- 
tony of New- York, known only for his pasi>lon- 
ate disposition, and his avaricious prr>i>ensities, 
which rendered him extremely unpopular. 

FLEURIEUjCharles Peter Clarel de,a French 
hydrt^rapher, captain in the marine, and after- 
wards minister of that department, and tutor 
to the dauphin. Under NapoIe3n, he was ap- 
liointcd intcndant of tlie house, and governor 
of the Thuilleries. He died in 1810. 

I'LEITRY, Claude, a French advocate, of 
great learning, tutor to several of the French 
princes, abbot of Locdieu, and prior of Argen- 
tenil ; he waseonfeuor to Lewis XV., and died 
ill 1733. 

FLEITRY, Andrew Hereule de, curdfnat, a 
most eminent Frencli statesman and negotiator, 
liom h) Lantfuedoe, 1653, died In 1743. 

FLEURY, JuUan, the learned editor of the 
Delphin Apuleina. 

FLINDERS, Matthew, ^ distinguished Eng- 
lish navisator, who explored the coast of New 
8 iHth Wales in a small boat, and was after- 
wards sent out M cammander of a vcssei. for 
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Khe purpose of making flirther discoveries fn 
.that region. He was taken prisoner by the 
French, his journal detained, and himself so 
cniellv treated as to cause bis death, in 1814. 

FLiNK, Godfrey, a Dutch painter, pupil of 
Heuibrandt, died in 1660. 

FLINT, Abel, D. D., a distinguished presby- 
terian clergyman, for many years pastor of t 
church in Hartford, Connecticut, died in 1825. 

FLIPART, John James, a French engri^ver 
of great merit, died in 17B8. 

FLOCQUET, Stephen Joseph, an eminent 
musician, died at Paris, In 1785. 

FLODOARD, or FRODOARD, a French hn 
torlan, and an ecclesiastic, of Rlieims, who 
wrote a history of his church from its founda- 
tion to 949; be died in 966. 

FLOGEL, Charles Frederie, professor of phi> 
losopby in the college of noblemen, at Lei}*nitz, 
author of a history of the human understand- 
ing, and several other works ; he died in 1788. 

FLOOD, Henry, a very .celebrated senator, 
formerly of Ireland, but latterly of England^ 
liorn in 1733. For many years a most uistin* 
guishetl niinnber of the house of commons, his 
every effort wiv invariably directed to improve 
the political constitution, to increase the inter 
nal resources, and to promote the general pro»> 
jieritv of Ireland. As an orator, he made De- 
mosthenes bis model, and emulated his strengtii 
and vehemence, without aiming at the diffusion 
or brilliancy of Cicero ; and, as a writer, energy, 
force, and araument, more distinguished bis 
productions, than an elaborate structure of 
words, or accurately polished sentences. He 
died in 1791. 

FLORENTINO, Stephano, a historical pain 
tur, of Florence, died in 1350. 

FLORIAN, John Peter Claris de, a very po- 
pular j^riench writer, bom in 1755. Voltaire, to 
whom he was near akin; procured him the place 
of page to the due de Penthievre, who soon gave 
him a commission in the army; but, on observ- 
ng the success of his first literary production, 
" Gaiathee," which appeared in 1783, the duke 
determined that he slioutd confine himself to li- 
terature, aiid furnished him with a library. His 
tiramas, pastorals, and novels, have placed liini 
in the Arst rank of popularity as a sentimohtul 
writer. His ^' Numa Pompilius," and " Fables,** 
are also much admired. Ho died in 1794. 

FLORIMOND DR REMOND, counsellor of 
the parliament of Bourdcaux, known as au on 
poser of Calvinists, died in idOSi, 

FLORIO, John, born in London, in the reign 
of Henry VIII., died of the plague in 1635w He 
was the author of several works, viz. "First 
Fruits, whicli yield familiar Speech, merry Pkv 
verl)S, witty Sentences, and golden Sayincs :" 
" Dictionary, Italian and English ;** wh'icirwaa 
afterwards pubiishediin 16ll,u9der tliis title, 
" Queen Anna's New World of Words," &.c. 

FLORIS, Francis, a sculptor, and celebrated 
painter, of Antwerp, died in 1570. . 

FLORtTS, Lucius Anhieus, an ancient Latin 
historian, of the same faiuilv with Seneca and 
Lucan, flourished In the reigns of Tr^an aii«i 
Adrian, and wrote an abridgment of the Roman 
history In fbur books. 

FLORUS, surnamed Master, a deacon of 
Lyons, in tlie 9th century, author of a comnien- 
tarv on St. Paul, 6cc. 

FLOYER, Sir John, a refipectable English. 
phvMcian and medical writer, died in 1730. 

f'LOYD, William, a member of congress, b« 
fore and aher the adoption of the federal coc ' 
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^iittMitKHi, aiM^ a'aitfMir of lliie deei^aruioii of in* 
4«p«ud«nce ; be died in 1831. 

FliUDD, Robert, au Englisli physician and 
pliUoeopher, and a voluminous writer on the 
wonders of alcbymy, and the Rosicrucian doc- 
trines, early in the 17th century. 

FLYNT, Ueory,ODe of the first ministers of 
Braintree, was a man of piety and integrity; he 
^ied in 1668. 

FLYNT, Heniy, tutor and feDow of Harvard 
cofltige, a native of Dorchester, Mass., and a 
preacher, distinguished for his solid talenbT; he 
published a number of ■eroions, and died in 
1760. 

FOES, or FOESIUS. Anutiili, a very celebrat- 
eii physician, of Paris, bom at Metz, in 1528, and 
died in 1596. He translated into Latin the wl)oIc 
works of Hippocrates, and judiciously corrected 
the Greek text as be went along. Be translated 
iiiso the commentaries of Galen, upon the se- 
crutd book of Hippocrates, " Concerning vulgar 
Maladies." . 

FOGLI ETA. or FOLIBTA, Uberto, a learned 
Genoese priest, died at Rome, in 1581. 

FOIil, the first king of China, who is said 
(o have founded this empire about 200 years af- 
ter the deluge. He was the first who taught the 
C'liinetie the advantages of civil society, Invented 
iit^runteuts of music, established laws and or- 
dinancus, and is said to have reigned no less 
ilian 115 years. 

FOINARD, Frederic Maurice, a native of 
Normandy, eminent as a Hebrew scholar, was 
vice-president of the college of du Plessis, and 
UitMl in 1743. 

FOIX, Mark Anthony, a Je«uit, eminent as a 
preacher, died at.Auvergne, in 1687. 

FOIX, Odel dd, lord of Lautrec, an eminent 
French general under Lewis XU. and Francis I., 
und governor of Milan ; he died in 1528. 

FOLARD.Charles, a Frenchman, born in 1669, 
died 1753. He was author of several works, the 
principal of which are, " Commentaries upon 
Pulybius,*' and " A Treatise concerning the De- 
fence of Places,*' Ate. 

FOLENGO,TheopbUu8, a nobleman, of Man- 
tua, was for some Ume a soldier, and afterwards 
became a Benedictine. He died in 1544. His 
writings are numerous, both in prose and poe- 
try. 

FOLENGO, John Baptist, a Benedictine 
" gtua, diedjn 15 50.

FONSECA^Anthonyde, a Dominican, of Lis- 
bon, preacher to the king, and profi^sor of theo- 
logy at the university of Coimbra, about 1540. 

FONSECA, Peter, a Portuguese tiietaphysi- 
eian and writer, died in 15S9. 

FONT, Josepli de la, a French comic writer, 
died in 1725. 

FONT, Pierre dela, a French divine and theo- 
losical writerjjied hi 1699. 

FONT AIN%. John de la, a celebrated French 
poet, born In 1021, died 1605. His compositions 
nave a great deal of nature, without the least af-' 
nectatiOfi : his wit seems unstudied,and so much 
pleasantry is hardly to be elsewhere met with. H 
His " Fabl(>s* ' are olMervml to have more so-

FONTAINE, Nidiolas, a French theolagica« 
writer of great piety, learning, and indusury. 
died in 1709. 

FONTAINES, Peter Francis Guyot des,« 
French critic and historical writer, and transla- 
tor, born in 1685, died 1745. 

FONTANA,Dominico, a Roman architect and 
mechanic of great eminence, who succeeded in 
setting up the obelisk in front of St. Peter's, a 
work before deemed impracticable. He died af. 
Naples, in 1607. 

FONTAN A. Prospero, an eminent painter al 
Bologna, bom in 1513. 

FONTAN A, Lavinia, daughter of the prcccd 
ing, was also eminent as a punter, and was pa 
tronised by pope Gtegory XIU. : shedied in 1609 

FONTANGES, Marie Ai^elique, duchess ol* 
favourite of Lewis XIV., wa84uatinguiBh«d foi 
her beauty ; she died In 1681. 

FONT ANINI, Juste, archbishop oC Ancyra, 
died at Rome in 1736. 

FONTE-MODERATA, a celebrated Venetian 
lady, whose real name was Modesta Pozzo, waf 
born at Venice, in 1555. She is the author of 
several poems, and published a book in prose, 
" Dei Meriti delle Donne," in which she main- 
tains, that the female sex is not inferior in un- 
derstanding and merit to the male. This book 
upon *' The Merits of Women," was printed 
unmediately after her death ; and father Ribera 
has made a eulogium of this learned heroine, 
in his "Theatre of Learned Women." She 
died in 1592. 

FONTENAY, Peter Claude, a learned Jesuit, 
of Paris, died i» 1743. 

FONTENAY, John Baptist Blain de, an emi 
nent French painter, bom at Caen, in 1654, died 
1715. Nothing is finer than his fruits and 
flowers. They have all the freshness and beauty 
imaginable : and the very dew seems to trickle 
down the stalks of them with all the lustre and 
transparency, of a diamond. The insects upon 
them also appear perfectly animated. 

FONTENELLE, Bernard le Bovier de, a 
French author, born in 1657, died 1757. Voltaire 
declares him to have b^en the most universal 
genius that the age of Lewis XIV. produced. In 
his poetical performances, and " Dialogues of 
the Dead," tlie spitit of Voiture was discerned, 
though more exteiMled, and more philosophical 
His " Plurality of Worlds" is a work singular 
in Its kind ; his des?gn in it was, to present that 
part of philosophy to view in a gay and pleasing 
dress ; for which purpose lie has introduced a 
lady, and drawn up tne whole in a most agree- 
able, as well as instructing dialogue. In the 
same manner he made an entertaining book out 
of " Vandale's Oracles." Having been ap- 
pointed perpetual secretary to the academy of 
sciences, he discharged that trust abov^ 40 years. 
BO as to meet with universal applause. His 
"History of the Academy of Sciences" ofteji 
tlirows a great light upon their memoirs, which 
are very obscure. Tiie " Eloges" which he 
spoke on the deceased members of the academy 
have this particular merit, that they excite a re 
spect for the sciences as well as for the author 

FONTENU, Lewis Francis dc, a Frencli 
wriler and a great antiquarian, died in 1759. 

FONTIUB, Bartholomew, a historian of Flo 
rence, and librarian tp tlie king of Unitary, ai 
Ruda ; he died in l'5]3. 

FOOTE, Samuel, bom at Trurp, in Cornwall 
in 17*22, lie wan desvg«cd for tlie law, but the 
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tBd craTiqr of thia atody not vultiog the 
■vivacity of Foote*s spirit, he left it, and iiad 
recourse to the stage. He appeared first in 
Oihelio, but sooQ struck out into a new and un- 
trodden path ; which was, by taking upon him- 
self the double character of author and perform- 
er. Under this form, iu 1747, he opened the little 
theatre in the Haymarket with a drama of his 
own composing, called, " The Diversions of 
the Morning.*' This piece was nothing more 
than the introduction of well-known characters 
In real life ; whose manner of conversing and 
expressing themselves he had a most amazing 
talent at imitating, even to the very voice of 
those be intended to take off. From 1753 to 
1761, he continued to perform at one of the 
theatres every season, as fancy or interest di- 
rected his choice, generally for a stated number 
of nights: on which engagements he usually 
brouglit out a new piece. And thus he went 
on, till a very pressing embarrassmeni in his 
affisiirs compelled him to perform " The Minor" 
at the Haymarket, in the summer of 1760, with 
such a company as he could hastily collect. 
Henceforward he pursued the scheme of occu- 
pying that theatre when the others were shut 
up; and, from 1763, to the season before his 
death, he regularly performed there. In 1766, 
when at lord Mexborough*s In the country, he 
broke his leg by a fall from his horse, the duke 
of Tork being also there ; and it is generally 
su))posed, that this accident facilitated his appli- 
cation Ibr a patent, which he obtained in July 
of the same year. Foote now acquired a great 
deal of money, and seemed to set mankind at 
defiance ; for lie cared not whom he olfended, if 
they were but subjects convertible to ridicule ; 
he died in 1777. Foote has been called the 
** English Aristophanes,'* and certainly was a 
roost powerful satirist of the follies of the a^e. 

FOPPEN9, John Francis, professor of divin- 
ity, at Louv'in, and archdeacon of Mechlin, 
died in 1761. 

FORBES, Patrick, a learned and pibus bishop, 
of Aberdeen, bom 15G4, died 1635. His princi 



pal work Is a " Commentary on the Revela- 
tions." 

FORBES, John, made bishop of Al)erdeen 
by James VI., was the son of Patrick Forl>es 
ji^st mentioned. His book of " Historical and 
Theological Institutions," is so excellent a 
work, that Burnet says, if he could have finish- 
ed it by a second volume, it would, perhaps, 
have been the most valuable treatise of divinity 
that has yet appeared in the world. He died in 
1648. 

FORBES, Duncan, an eminent Scottbh law- 
yer, and many years president of the court of 
sessions ; but as a writer chiefly employed on 
theological subjects : bom in 1685, died in 1747. 

FOKBES, James, F. R. S., a celebrated tourist 
And natural historian, bom in London, in 1749, 
a lineal defendant of tlie earls of Granard ; 
died in 1819. He travelled nearly 30 years in 
different parts of Asia, Africa, and America ; and 
his drawings, and accompanying descriptions, 
during these travels, All 150 folio volumes, con- 
taining upwards af 53,000 pages, the work of 
his QSFH hand. His chief work, however, is 
entitled, *' Oriental Memoirs," &c., with 93 
beautiful engravings from his original drawings. 
FORBES, William, principal of Marischal 
college, at Aberdeen, and bishop of Ediiiburgli ; 
he died in 1634. 

FORBES, John, a physician, a(\*»rwards a 
br^tdler general In the British nmiy, and com- 
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maoder ofthe expedition tfaiaatfon Du Ui 
wliich he took and called fort Pitt, now Pitta 
burgh ; he died at Philadelphia, in 1759. 

FORBES, Eli, D. D., minister of a chureh in 
Brookfield.and afterwards in Gloucester, Mass. 
died in 1804. 

PORBIN, Claude cbevaUer de. a naval oflicer 
of France. In 1686, chief admiral to the king 
of Slam, in the East-Indies, and afterwards in 
the service of Lewis XIV. ; he died in 1733. 

FORBISHER. See FROBISHER. 

FORBONNAIS, Francis Venm de, inspector 
general of the manufactures of France, and a 
writer on finance and commerce, died in 1800. 

FORCE, Cbariotte Rose de Gaumont de la, 
French poetess of considerable merit, died ia 
1734. 

FORCE, James dnke de la, fortunately escaped 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew, in which his 
father and brother were murdered. He fought 
with the protestants, under Henry IV., against 
Lewis XIII., but was afterwards reconciled to 
him, and made a marshal of France, a duke 
and lieutenant general of the army, with liberal 
presents ; he died in 1653. 

FORD, John, a dramatic writer in the reigns 
of James I. and Charles I. He wrote ISplays. 
which were a!l published iMtween 1689 and 
1639. He was bora in 1586, and died about 
1639. 

FORDUN]Johnde.a Scotch historian, who 
lived toward the end of the 14th osntury, and 
wrote the history of his own country, under the 
title of " Scoti-Chronicon." 

FOkDYCE, David, a learned and elegnat 
writer of the present age, professor of philoso- 
phy in the Marischal-college, Aberdeen, and 
author of " Dialogues concerning Education," 
a " Treatise on Moral Philosophy," and " Theo' 
doras, a Dialogue concerning the Art of Preach- 
ing," published after his untimely death. He 
was born at Aberdeen, in 1790, and died by 
shipwreck, in 1751. 

FORDYCEj Sir William, one of the most 
eminent physicians of London, in the 18th cen- 
turvi and a very benevolent man, died in 1793. 

FORDYCE, Dr. James, many years a verv 
popular and eloquent preacher among tho pnr 
testant dlsseaiars *'.ni at Aberdeen, in 1790, 
died ir. 1 iao ...ng behind him some excellent 
morp' . .<rAffious publications ; particularly, 
" &«;rnions to Young Men and Women." 

FORDYCE, Dr. George, an eminent physi- 
cian and writer on medicine and chvmistry, was 
bora at Aberdeen, in 1736, and died in London, 
in 1803. His principal works are, "Elements 
of Agriculture and Vegetation," " Elements of 
the Practice of Physic," and " A Treatise on 
the Digestion of Food." Other works of his, 
are to be found in the Philosophical Transac- 
tions, &c. 

FOREIRO, Francis, a Dominican monk, of 
Lisbon, eminent for his abUitles and learning, 
died in 1581. 

FOREST, or PORBSTA, James Philip, an 
Aupustine monk, bora at Bergamo, died about 
150J. 

FOREST, Peter, a Dutch physician and me- 
dical writer, bom i533, died 1507. 

FOREST, John, an eminent French painter, 
who excelled in land vapes, bora 1636, died 1712. 

FORMEY, John Henry Samuel, minister of 
the French church at Berlin, and professor of 
philosophy in the French college there ; he died 
in 1797. 

PORMOSIIS, bishop of Porto, and pope aftet 
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fitepfien V., iiL 691 . Hia unpopularity was sucb, 
that his body was dragged from his grave by 
the JBopulace, and thrown into the Tyber. 

FORSKAL, Peter, a naturalist of Sweden, 
who studied under Linnieus, and afterwards 
went with Neibuhr to Arabia, where be died in 
1763. 

FORSTER, John, a protestant Hebraist, of 
Witteniberg, the friend of Luther and Melanc- 
thon, died in 1556. 

FORSTER, George, an ingenious naturalist, 
who accompanied Cook in his second voyage 
round the world ; he was afterwards professor 
in the university of Cassel, and died in 1792. 
while preparing to visit TlUbet. He was the au- 
thor of a journal of Cook's voyages, ice. 

FORSTERi Dr. John Rcinold. an eminent 
writer in natural history and natural philosophy, 
who accompanied captain Cook in iiis second 
voyafe round the world in 1773. He was born 
1739, and died at Halle, a Prussian university, 
in Saxony, 1799, leaving behind him many va- 

FORSTER, Nathaniel, an English clergyman, 
.prebendary of Bristol cathedral, and chaplain 
to the king, died in 1757. His writings were nu- 
merous, ou various subjects. 

FORBTNER, Christopher, an Austrian law- 
yer, who, for his services in negotiating the 
peace of Munster, was made a member of tiie 
Aulio council ; he died in 1667. 

FORSYTH, William, F. A. S., was born in 
1737. He was early initiated in horticulture ; 
went toX^ondon, in 1763, and shortly afterwards 
became a pupil to the celebrated Philip Miller, 
gardener to the company of apothecaries ; and 
whom he succeeded in that situation, in 1771. 
Here he remained till he was appointed by his 
majesty, cliief superintendent of the royal gar- 
dens at Kensington and St James* ; which he 
held imtil his death, in 1804. About the year 
1768, Mr. Forsyth paid particular attention to 
the cultivation of fruit and forest trees, and 
turned his thoughts more especially toward tiie 
discovery of a composition to remedy the dis- 
eases and injuries incident to them. After re- 
peated trials, he at length succeeded in prepar- 
ing one which fully answered hisexpectatioits; 
and in the year 1789, the success of bis experi- 
.ments attracted the notice of tlie commissioners 
of the land revenue ; upon whose recommenda- 
tion, a committee of both houses of parliament 
was appointed to report upon the merits of iiis 
d^NX>very. The result of. their inquiries was, 
a pwfect conviction of its utility ; and, in con- 
raquence, an address was voted by the house 
of commons to his majesty, praying that a re- 
ward might he granted to Mr. F. upon his dis- 
closing the secret of his composition to the pub- 
lic; which was accordingly done; and in 1791, 
Mr. F. -published his ** Observations on the 
IKseases, Defects, and injuries of Fruit and 
Forest Trees ;** to which he added the whole 
correspondence between the commissinnere of 
the land revenue, the committee of parliament, 
and himself. In 1802, Mr. F. published the final 
result of his labours, " A Treatise on the Cul- 
ture and Management of Fruit Trees," &c., in 
a 4to volume, with many plates : the value of 
whicir work lias been duly appreciated by the 
public, tbree editions having oeen sold in a very 
short time. 

FORT, Francis le, a native of Geneva, who 

entered the service of Peter I., of Russia, where 

•he behaved ^ith such skill and ability, that the 

dmperor made him commander of his armies, 
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'and bis prime minister. He died at Moscow, in 
IC&dy deeply lamented. 

FORTESCUE, Sir John, an eminent English 
lawyer, in the reign of Henry VI. In 1441, he 
was made a king's serjeant at law ; and the 
year after, chief justice of the King*s beach. Ho 
held this office through the reign of Henry VI., 
to whom he steadily adhered and served faith- 
fully in all his troubles. His most famous work, 
"De Laudibus Legiuu Auglie,*' yet remainc 
an everlasting monument of this great and good 
rann*8 respect and affection for his country. He 
died about 1465. 

FORTIGUERRA, Kicolas, an Italian poet, 
made a bishop by Clement XL, and promised a 
cardinal's hat by Clement XII. ; he died in 1735 

FORTIUS, or FORTIS, Joachim, a teacher 
of Greek and mathematics, at Antwerp, and 
the friend of Erasmus ; he died in 1536. 

FOSCARI, Francis, made doge of Venice, in 
1433, signalized his government by great terri- 
toriiU conquests ; but these were attended with 
so much expense to the Venetians, that they 
murmured loudly against him. The malice of 
his enemies vented Itself upon hfs son, whom, 
upon various pretexts, they caused thrice to be 
banished. The father was deposed in 1457, a* 
the age of 84, and died two days after. His son 
also died in prison under a false accusation of 
murdering a senator, which the real assassin 
confessed on his deathbed, but too late to save 
the life of young Foscari, who had died in con 
finement, the victim of calumny. 

FOSCARINI, Michael, a Venetian senatoi 
and historian, and a novel writer, died in 1693 

FOSSE, Charles de la, an eminent French 
painter, and professor and rector of the acade- 
my for painting, with a pension from Lewis 
XIV., or 1000 crowns ; he died in 1716. 

FOSSE, Antony de la, lord of Aubigny, dis- 
tinguished as a poet and tragedian, died in 1708. 

FOSTER, Dr. James, an English dissenting 
minister, born in 1697. He published a "De- 
fence of the Usefulness, Truth, and Excellency, 
of the Christian Revelation," against Tiudal's 
"Christianity as old as the Creation." This 
defence is written with great force of argument 
and great moderation, has been well accepted, 
\a much esteemed by the candid and judicious 
of all parties ; and, as he said, was spoken of 
with great regard by Tindal himself. He died 
in 1753. 

FOSTER, Samuel, an eminent English ma- 
thematician, and astronomy professor of Gre- 
sham college, bom about 1600, died in 1653. Bis 
works on mathematics and mecbanics are nu- 
merous and valuable. 

FOSTER, John, canon of Windsor, and an 
excellent classic scholar, born in 1731, died in 
1773. He wrote " An Essay on the different 
Nature of Accent and Quantity, with their Use 
and Application in the Pronunciation of the 
English, Latin, and Greek Languages," which 
sufficiently attests his character as a scholar. 

FOSTER, Sir Michael, an eminent judge, was 
recorder of Bris^^apd.t&fterwards one of the 
justices of the king's bench. He died in 1765. 

FOSTER, Jedediah, a justice of the superior 
court of Massachusetts, was one of the princi- 
pal members of the convention which framed 
the constitution of that state ; he died at Brook- 
field, in 1779. 

FOSTER, Benjamin, 1>. D., minister in New- 
York, became a baptist ; be was learned in the 
languaees and died in 1798. 

FOTHERGILIi, George, D. D . an EnglUb 
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clergyman, head of St Edmund hall, Oxford, 
and vicar of Bramley ; he died in 1760. 

FOTHEROILL, Samuel, brother of George, 
was eminent as a preacher among the Quakers. 
He travelled over Great Britain and North Ame- 
rica, to propagate his doctrines, and died in 
177S. 

F0THER6ILL, John, an eminent quaker 
physician, bom in 17]3. His public nnd private 
nenefaetions, his cncourai^ment of science, the 
instances of his attention to the health, the po- 
lice, tlie convenience of the metropolis, &c. arc 



too numerous to specify, and his great medical] died In 1791.

FOUQUIERES, James, a Ffcmitsh landiieape 
painter, born at Antwerp, in 1560. Some have 
placed him so near Titian, as to make the dif- 
ference of tlieir pictures consist, ratliei^ in the 
countries represented, than in the foodncss 
of the pieces. He painted lor Rubens, of wlioin 
be learned Uie essentials ot bis art, and died In 
1089.

FOURCROI, N. an eminent FrenehengiMer,

FOUCAULT, Nicolas Joseph, a distingubb- 
ed antiquary, who discovered the ancient town 
of the yidueaasians, in 1704, within six miles 
of Caen, an account of which he published, 
with the history of the coins, medals, &c. found 
there ; he died in 1721. 

FOUCHCR, Simon, a native of Dijon, author 
of a treatise on Hygrometers, and other works: 
he died in 1696. 

FOUCHIER, Bertram de, a Dutch painter, of 
Bergen-opZoom, and a disciple of Yandyck, 
died in 1674. 

- FOUCa(JET,Nicholas,marauis of Belle- Isle, 
procurator-general of the parliament of Paris, 
and superintendent of finances, was banished 
fbr his extravagance with public moneys ; he 
died in 1680. 

FOtTCQITET, Charies TjouIs Augustus, bet- 
ter known by the title of marshal Belle-isle, 
one of the greatest statesmen and generals that 
Prance has produced, was bom in 1684, and 
died in 1761. 

FOUGEROUX, Augustus Denys, an eminent 
'Writer and antiquary, of Paris, died in 1789. 

FOUf LLON, James, an ecelesiastie, bom at 
Rochelie, and educated among the Jesuits, atwut 
1700. 

FOULIS, Robert and Andrew, two learned 
printers, of Scotland, natives, it is Iwlieved, of 
Claflf ow ; from whose presses have issued some 
of the finest specimens of correct and elegant 
printing that was produced in the 18th century. 
In 1744, came out Roliert's immaculate edition 
of" Horace ;** the sheets of which, as they were 
printed, were hung up in the college of Glas- 
gow ; and a rewanl was oflfered to those who 
should discover an inaccuracy. Anorew died 
In 1774, and Robert in 1770. 

FOULON, William, a schoolmaster, at the 
Hague, known as a writer of Latin comedies ; 
be died in 1558. 

FOULON, John, a Jesuit, of Ltege, author 
of a commentary on some part of tlie SMp- 
tures, died in 1668. 

FOULON, N. a French politician and finan- 
cier, who was placed at the head of the finan- 
ces at tbe beginning of the revolution, and be- 
came one of Its first victims, in 1789. 

FOUNTAINS, Sir Andrew, received the ho- 
nour of knighthood from king William, and 
travelled over most pnrts of Europe ; where he 
made a large and valuable collection of pictures, 
ancient statues, medals, and Inscriptions ; and 
by his skill and Judgment, furnished the roost 
considerable cabinets in England, to bis own 
emolument, being a perfect connoiseur in me- 
dals, ancient as well as modem. He died in 
17!B. 

FOUQTJIER TINVILLE, Anthony aucntin, 
a Frenchman, of infamous memory, who, ai^ 
uQblic accuser during the revolution, under 
nDbespioTS, was conspicuous for hU df-praviiy 



I FOURCROY, Anthony Francis, a very cml 
nent French writer, on chymlstryf and a mem- 
ber of tlie Institute, born at Paris, in 1755, died 
in 1809. His funeral oration was pronounced 
by count Rcjgnard de St Jean D'Aagdy. 

FOURMONT, Stephen, nvoiessor of Arable 
and Chinese, at Pari^ was distinguished for bit 
learning, not only by Frenchmen, hot by foreiga- 
ers, who resorted to liis liouse ror literary eon 
versation ; he died in 1743. 

FOURMONT, Michael, brother to the above, 
was an ecclesiastic, and professor of Sytfac, in 
the royal college ; be died in 1746. 

FOURNIER, Peter Simon, a Frencli engra- 
ver and letter-founder, boro at Paria, in 1718. 
His letters not only embellisbtd tbe typographi- 
cal art, btit his genias illustrated and ealai^ged 
it.. He published, in 1737, a table of nropop- 
tions to 1)0 daiervedltetween letters, ID order 
to determine their lieigbt and relaHona to each 
other. TMs ingenious artm ascended to the 
very origin of printing, fmrthe sake of knowing 
It thoroushly. He produced at different times 
several historical and critical dissertations npfot 
the rise and progress of the typographical art, 
which have since been^coUeetea and published 
in 1 VOL, divided into three parts : the last in- 
cludes a curious liistory or the engravers in 
wood. But the most important work of Four- 
nier Is his " Manual Typogranhlque, utile aux 
Gens de Lettres, et a ceox qui exercent les dif 
ferens Parties de I'Art de rfnprimerie.*' The 
author meant to have added two more, but was 
prevented by his death, wfadcb happened iu 
1768. 

FOURNY, Honore CalUe du. a very learned 
Frenchman, nuditorof the chamoar of accounts^ 
at Paris, died in 1731. 

FOURQUEVAUX, Raymond, of PavIa, bar 
ron of, distinguished himself in the wars of tbe 
Guetphs and Gibbelliiss, and In defence of Ton- 
louse, against the Hngaenols, for which lie was 
made governor of Narlwnna, where he died in 
1574. 

FOWLCR, John, an Englisli printer, educa- 
ted at Oxford, and settled at Antwerp, where 
he learned printing; be was a learned man, 
skilled in Latin and Gieefc, a poet, and an ora- 
tor. He died fan 1578. 

FOWLER, Christopher, a puritan of some 
eminence, who became vicar oC. St. Mnry s 
from which he was ejected ; he died inl670. 

FOWLER, Edward, an Bncllsb prelate, of 
great piety, prebendary and anerwards bishop 
of Gloucester, died in 1714. 

FOWLER, Thomas, an English physician, 
eminent as a writer on medical subjects, died 
in 1801. 

FOX, Richard, a native of Grantham, of ob- 
faciire origin, was educated at Okford and Cam- 
bridtfe, and made a prity counsellor, and bishop 
of Fxf'ter, by Henry, earl of Richmond, on hii 
accc^iou to the Uirone. He waa also CBBilftiai 
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in vari<>ttfl embMHies, and removed to Uie sec 
of Durham ; be died In 15S8. 

FOX, Edward, an eminent itateiiman, almo- 
ner to Henry Vilf., and bishop of Hereford. 
Be was the principal pillar of the Reformation, 
as to the politic and prudential part of it ; being 
of more activity and no less ability than Cran- 
mer himself; but he aclfCd more secretly than 
Cranmer, and by that means did BOt bring him 
•elf into danger of sufTering on that account 
He was born at Duraley, la Gloocestersbire, 
and died in 1538. 

FOX, John, an English divine and ehureh his- 
torian, born at Boaton, in Lincolnshire, in 1517, 
^the very year that Luther began to oppose the 
errors of the church of Rome ; he died in 1587. 

FOX. George, founder and bead of the Eng- 
lish quakers, was bom in 1034, and died in 1690. 
He was brought up a shoemaker, and followed 
bis trade in Nottingham ; till at length his re- 
flections upon the degeneracy of mankind made 
him resolve lo attempt a reformation ; and, be- 
lieving himself under the advantage of spiritual 
Illumination, he shut up his shop, and turned 
preacher. This was in 1650 ; and his wife Mar- 
garet, being under the same persuasion, h«d also 
a share in his ministerial functions. His doc- 
trine and ^>pcarance being altogether new, the 
people ran after him in great numbers : which 
success encouraged bim to declaim with the 
utmost vehemence against tbe disorders of the 
times. His disciples adopted plainness in their 
habits, were frugal in their manner of living, and 
very reserved in their conversation. Fox had 
several rough traverses in executing the instruc- 
tions that he professed to receive from heaven, 
And was often in danger of his life. Notwith- 
standing all these discouragements, he fearlessly 
perseveredtand this seer prevailed much ; many 
considerable men being drawn over to them, 
among whom were Barclay and Penn. Their 
followers of the present time, are distinguished 
by neatness of dress, peaceable demeans, and 
correctness of manners. 

FOX, Charles James, a distinguished English 
statesman and orator, born an 1749, was the se- 
cond son of lord Holland. After receiving a libe- 
ral education at Westminster, Eton, and Oxford; 
he made tbe tour of Europe ; and, returning 
home, was even, while yet in his minority, elect- 
ed M. P. for Midhurst. His first speech was in 
favour ofmmisters, acainst Mr. Wilkes and the 
Middlesex election. He was successively made 
a lord of the admiralty and of tlie treasury, but 
at length dismissed from office ; and before he 
was 24 years of age, became one of the most 
eloquent opponents of government. With the 
exception cMra short time under the Rockingham 
administraUon, when be was secretary of state, 
Mr. Fox continued leader of the opposition party 
in the house of commona from that time till the 
death of Mr. Pitt in the beginning of 1806 ; when 
he was made secretary of state for foreign af^ 
fairs. He now entered on a negotiation with 
the French government with a view to a peace ; 
but n dropsy seized him during its progress, which 
terminated fatally at Chiswick House, Sept. LI, 
of the same year. HUi remains received tbe 
iionours of a public funeral in Westminster Ab- 
bey on the 10th of October, and were interred 
within eighteen inches of the grave of bis late 
political rival, Mr. Pitt. 

FOX DE MORZILLO, Sebastian, a native 
of Seville, author of philosophical tracts, &c 
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FOXCROFT, Thomas, a dfttlnguisbed and 
admired minister, of Boston; pubUsbed nu- 
merous sermons, and died in 176B. 

FRACASTORIO, GiroIanu>, an Italian poet 
and physician, distinguished also as a mathe- 
matician and astronomer, and as the intimata 
friend of Cardinal Bembo, Scaliger, and other 
learned men ; be died in 1553. 

r RACHETT A, Girolamo, a naUveof Rovigno 
in Italy, who gained great reputation by his po- 
litical works, the most considerable of which is 
entitled, " II Semlnario de Governi di Stato, et 
di Guerra." In this work, be has collected 
under 110 chapters, about 8000 military an 
state maxims, extracted fh>m the beat authors 
and has added to each chapter a discount 
which serves as a commentajy to iL He died 
about 1610. 

FRA6UIER, Claude Francis, a French wri- 
ter, au eminent classical scholar, and author of 
Latin poems, Ate ; he died in 1728. 

FAANCESCA, Peter, an eminent painter, of 
Venice, who delighted in representing night- 
lueces and battles. He drew also severaf por- 
traits, wrote of arithmetic and geometry, and 
died in 1443. 

FRANCESCHINI, Marie Antony, a painter, 
of Bologna, died in 1790. 

FRANCHI, Antonio, a painter, of Lucca, 
engaged in tlie service of the duchess of Flor- 
ence ; he died in 1709. 

FRANCIA, Francesco, an eminent painter, 
lK>rn at Bologna in 1450, was at first a goldsmith 
or jeweller, afterwards a graver of coins and 
medals ; but at last applying himself to painting, 
he acquired great credit by his skill. Raphael** 
reputation made him desirous to see his works, 
but his age would not suffer him to take a jour- 
ney to Rome : nevertheless, a friendly corres- 
pondence commenced between these two pain- 
ters. Raphael having painted the picture of 
St. Cecilia fur a church in B<riogna, sent it to 
Francia to place it properly for him, and even 
to correct its faults, if be discerned any. But 
Francia was so struck with the beauty of the 
piece, that, despairing of attaining the same 
perfection, he fell, it is said, into a kind of me- 
lancholy ; and this, bringing on a consumptioii, 
occasioned bis death in 1518. 

FRANCIS, Simon, a French painter, bom in 
1606, was in his youth very devout, and declar- 
ed for a religious life. Seeking out a profession 
which might assist him in raising his soul to 
Uie love of God, and by chance looking on a 
picture of our Saviour*s nativity, be was so ex- 
tremely touched, that, in hopes of being able to 
draw some pieces whose efiect on the specta- 
tors might be as lively, he resolved to turn pain- 
ter. He died in 1671. 

FRANCIS, of Paulo, a Romish saint, canon- 
ized by pope Leo X., was the founder of the 
Minims, and celebrated for his austerities ; he 
died in 1507. 

FRANCIS, of Assisi, a great saint of the 
Romish church, and founder of one of four or- 
ders of mendicant friars, l>om in 1182. He war 
the srai of a merchant, whose profession he 
followed till 120G ; at which time he became 
so strongly affected with religious truths, that 
he resolved to retire from the world. He pre- 
vailed with great numbers to devote themselves, 
OS he hod done, to the poverty enjoined by tlie 
gospel; and drew up an institute, or rule, for 
their use, which was approved by the Roman 



.be was drowned on his way to Spain, to become Pontiffs. Francis was canonized by pope Gre 
Ctie ttttor^to Don Carlos, son of Philip lir. || gory IX., the 0th of May, J330; and Oct Urn 
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^tb, on which bte death happened In ISSH, W8» 
appointed as his festival. His order soon rose 
to great splendour, and has done prodigious ser- 
vice to the Roman pontiffs. 

FRANCIS D£ SALES, a Romish saint, was 
bUtbop of (Saneva, and founder of the order of the 
visitation. He is said to have converted 70,000 
protcstants before kis death, which happened 
in 1GS2. He was canonised bv pope Alexander 
VI. 

FRANCIS XAVIER, the mat coadjutor of 
Ignatius Loyola^ was bom at Xavler, at the foot 
of the Pyrenees, in 1506 ; and was sent one of 
the earliest missionaries to the East Indies ; for 
his zeal and ability in which undertalslng, he ob- 
tained the appellation of the AposAe of the In- 
dies. He died in 1558, and was canonized in 16^, 
by Gregory XV. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, emperor of Germany, 
married a daughter of the emperor Charles VI., 
and was associated with his wife in the empire 
till 1745, when he was elected emperor. He was 
a patron of literature and the arts, as well as of 
commerce ; he died suddenly in 1^5. 

FRANCIS I., Icmg of France, succeeded Lewis 
XII. on the French throne, in 1515. He is known 
as the rival and opponent of the emperor Charles 
v., with whom he was involved in war, during 
almost his whole reign, with various success, 
and to whom he was, at one time, a prisoner, 
with his two son^ ; also, as the patron of litera- 
ture and tlie arts. He died at Rambouillet, in 
1547. 

FRANCIS n., son of Henir II. and Catherine 
de Medicis, succeeded to the throne of France on 
the death of his father. He married the unfor- 
tunate Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 1560, 
aged 17, after a reign of 17 months. 

FRANClS,duke of Alencon, Anjou, andBerri, 
and brother of the preceding, opposed his bro- 
ther Henry III., for which he wns imiMrisoned by 
Catherine, and afterwards lilierated. He was 
subsequently crowned duke of Brabant, and 
was one of the suitors of queen Elizabeth ; be 
died in 1584. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count of St Pol 
and Chaumont, distinguished himself at the bat- 
tle of Marignan. He was taken prisoner with 
Francis I., but escaped, and died in 1545. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, count Enghien, 
vas a celebrated general in the service of Fran- 
cis I. ; he was killed dv accident, in 1545. 

FRANCIS DE BOURBON, duke of Mont- 
oensier, was the faithful associate of Henry IV. 
of France, and distingnisbed himself in bis ser- 
vice as a soldier ; he died in 1593. 

FRANCIS, of Lorraine, duke of Guise and of 
Aumale, distinguished himself in the wara with 
Charles V., and the English ; and in the reign's 
of Henry II., and Francis II. of France, com- 
pleteiy governed the kingdom. After the death 
of Francis, he espoused the side of the catholics, 
in the civil wars, and was assassinated in 1563. 

FRANCIS DE BORGIA, St., duke of Can- 
dia, and viceroy of Catal<mia, was tlie grandson 
of pope Alexander VI. He afterwards l>ecame 
a Jesuit, and died at Rome, in 1578. He was car 
nonixed Inr pope Clement X. 

FRANCIS, Lucas, a historical and portrait 
painter, employed by the kings of France and 
Spain ; he died in 1643. 

FRANCIS ROMAIN, a Dominican, of Ghent, 
was an eminent architect ; he was employed by 
Lewis XrV., to finish tlie Pont Royal, of Paris, 
for which he was Uberally rewarded ; he died tai 
tT3S. 
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[ FBrANOIS, Dr. Philip, nciredlMliintalMdM 
a translator than as an origini^ writer. His 
verrions of Horace and Deonstbenes have>l^ea 
justly valued : the former is perhaps as com- 
plete and useful a work of its kind as haih yet 
appeared. He was also the author of two tra* 
gedies, "Eugenia,** and " Constantia:** but,aa 
a dramatic writer, not very suocessfui. He died 
in 1773. 

' FRANCIS, Jan es Charles, an eminent French 
engraver, died in ITiOH. 

FRANCIS, air Phiiip. was a member of th« 
English parliament, and an active promoter of 
the articles of impeachment of Warren Hast- 
ings. He has been considered by some as ilie 
author of Junius* Letters ; he died in 1818. 

FANCISCA, or FRANCES, a Roman lady, 
who founded a convent at Rome, and was can- 
onized in 1606 ; she was hnm in 13 4. 

FRANCIUS, Peter, professor of rhetoric, and 
oratory at Amsterdam, his native city ; he died 
in 1704. 

FRANCK, George, anative of Naumburg, re- 
ceived a poetic crown, at the age of 18, fur hit 
Latin, Greek, German, and Hebrew poetry. He 
was professor of medicine at Heidelberg and 
Witremburg, and died in 1704. 

FRANCK, Augustus Herman, of Lubeck, 

professor of oriental languages, and of divinity 

at Halle, was distinguished for Ids l)enevolenc« 

land piety ; he died in 1737 

I FRANCK, or FRANCKEN, Franciscns, a 

Flemish painter, of great merit, died in 1616. 

FRANCK, Franciscns, son or the preceding, 
and a pupil of his father, was akm a painter : 
hcdiedln1G42. 

FRANCKER, Christian, successively aiesnit, 
a socinian, a unitarian, and a catholic, in tlw 
16th century. 

FRANCKENSTEIN, ChrisUan Godfrey, of 
Leipeie, an advocate, distinguished as a mas of 
letters, and a historian; he died in 1717. 

FRANCO, Nioolo, a satirist, bom at Beno* 
vento, in 1510. Be was condemned to death, 
for some severe satires on illustrious persons of 
Rome ; but it is not known that he was executed . 

FRANCO, Battista, a painter, of Venice, who 
imitated the manner of Buonarotte, died in 1561. 

FRANCOIS, Abbe Laurent, an able opponent 
of the French philosophers, died in 178S. Hia 
works were principally In defence of religion. 

FRANCOIS, Simon, a seifiaugbt portrait 
painter of Tours, died in 1671. 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, a historical painter, i« 
the service of the idngs of France and Spain, 
died in 1643. 

FRANCOIS, Lucas, called the Tounger, sob 
of the preceding, was also highly respected as a 
painter ; he died in 1654. 

FRANCOWITZ, Matthias, a proteslant di- 
vine, pupil of Luther and Melanetbon, was a pri« 
vate teacher, and aflerwarAi professor of the 
Greek and Latin languages at w ittemburg ; lie 
died in 1575. 

FRANCUS, Seba st i an, a German anabaptisi 
of the lOtb eentnry 

FRANCK FLORI8. See FLORIS. 

FRANKLIN, Dr. Benjamin, bom at Boston, 
in America, in 1706. was placed at a very early 
age under one of his broihen, who was a printer, 
where he made a rapid pn^ress in that art so 
useAil to mankind, and cotitracted an attach 
ment for the press which' continued as long 
as he lived. Scarcely emerged from infancy 
FraakUn was a'philosopher without being con 
selow of it, tmd by th« eonUoiMl eteroiae-oCliii 
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gBiihit, prepared himitcir for thoM great dtocoye- 
rie» iu •cienctt which hav« ■tece aaiociated 
Ms name with tl>at of Newton, and for those 
political reflections which have placed him l>y 
tiie side of a BoUm and a Lycurgus. Soon 
after his removal from Boston to Phifadclphiu, 
Pranklln,tn concert with some other young men, 
established a small dab ; where every member, 
after his work was over, and on holidays, brought 
Ms stock of ideas, which were submitted to dis- 
etission. This society of which tiie younc print- 
er was the soul, has been the source of every 
nseftil esiablisfaraent in Pennsylvania calculated 
to promote the progress of sdence, th« mechani- 
cal arts, and partkolariy the improvement of 
the human undersundlng. Higher employ- 
ments, however, at length caUed bim from his 
country, which lie was destined to serve more 
effectually as its agent in England, whither be 
was sent in 1757. The stamp act, by which the 
British minister wished to familiarise the Amer- 
icans to pay taxes to the mother-country, re- 
vived that lore of liberty which had led their 
foreOithers to a countrv at that time a desert ; 
and tlie colonies formed a congrcSis, the first idea 
of which had been communicated to them by 
Franklin, at the conferences at Albany, in 1754. 
The war that was jast terminated, and the 
exertions made by them to support it, had given 
them a conviction of their strength ; they op- 
posed this measure, and the minister gave way, 
but reserved the means of renewing his attempts. 
Once cautioned, however, thev remained on 
their suaid ; liberty, cherished by their alarmsj 
took deep root; and the rapid circulation or 
ideas by means of newspapers, for the intro- 
duction of which they were indebted to the 
printer of Philadelphia, united them together to 
resist every fresh enterprise. In the year 17^, 
this printer, called to the bar of the house of 
commons, underwent that famous interrogatory, 
which placed the name of Franklin as high in 
politics, as it was before in natural philosophy. 
From that time he defended the cause of Amer- 
ica with a firmness and moderation becoming a 
great man, pointing out to ministry all the errors 
they had committed, and the consequences they 
would induce, till the period when, the tax on 
the tea meeting the same opposition as the stamp- 
act had done, England Utndly fancied herself 
capable of sotajecang by force 3,000,000 of men 
determined to be free, at a distance of 51000 
leagues. Every man ii acquainted witli the 
partleolars of that war ; but every man has not 
equally r^ected on the bcdd attempt of FrankUn 
as a legislator. Having asserted their Indepen 
Aence, and placed themselves in the rank of 
nations, the different colonies, now the United 
States of America, adopted each its own form 
of government ; and, retaining almost univei^ 
sally their admiration for the British coostlto- 
tion, framed them from the same principles vari- 
ously modelled. Fimnklln alone, oisenaagin^ the 
political machine firom those multiplied move- 
ments and admired ooantennAses that rendered 
it so complicated, proposed the reducing It to 
the siraplieity of a single leglilative body. This 
grand Idea startled the legislators of Pennsylva- 
nia : bat tYTt philosopher removed the feaii of 
a considerable number, and at length determin- 
ed them to the adoption of bis principle. Having 
given laws to his country, Franklin undertook 
again to serve it in Europe, not by r^iresenta- 
Uoos to the metropolis, or answers at the bar of 
the bouse of ooomions ; but Iqp treaties with 
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France he returned to Aiaeriea In 
lived five yean af\er tills period : for three 
ears he was president of the General Assembly 
f Pennsylvania ; he was a member of the con • 
ntiou that established the new form of fede- 
al government : and iiis last public act was a 
raad example for those who ore employed in 
tlio legislation ot their country. In this con vcn 
tion be had differed in some points from tlie 
majority; but, when the articles were ulti- 
mately decreed, he said to his coUeaguea, ** ff'e 
ought to have bvt one opinion ; the good of ovr 
country reguiree that the reeolution be imoiuni- 
ou* ;** and he signed. He died April 17, 1790. 
As an author, he never wrote a work of any 
length. His political works consist of letters 
or short tracts ; but all of them, even those of 
humour, bear the marks of his observing genius 
and mild philosophy. He wrote many for tluit 
rank of people who have no opportunity for 
study, and whom it is yet of so much conse- 
quence to instruct ; and he was well skilled in 
reducing useful truths to maxims easily retainea, 
and sometimes to proverbs, or little taies^ the 
simple and natural graces of Which acquire a 
new value when associated with the name of 
their author. In sliort, the whole life of Frank- 
lin, his meditations, and bis labours, have all 
been directed to public utility ; but the grand 
object tliat he had always in view did not dbut 
his heart against private friendship : he loved 
his family, his friends, and was extremely bene- 
ficent. In society he was sententious, but not 
fluent ; a listener rather than a talker ; an in 
forming rather than a pleasing companion : im* 
patient of interruption, he often mentioned the 
custom of the Indians, who always remain si- 
lent some time before they give an answer to a 
question which they have heard attentively; 
unlike some of the politest societies in Europe,, 
where a sentence can scarcely be finished with- 
out interruption. In the midst of his greatest, 
occupations for the liberty of bis countrv, lie 
bad some physical experiment near him in his 
closet ; and the sciences, which he liad rather 
discovered than studied, afToided him a con* 
tinual source of pleasure. He made various be- 
quests and donations to cities, public Iiodiea^ 
and individuals ; and requested that the follow- 
ing eiHtaph, which he had composed for himself 
some years before, might be inscribed on liii 
tombstone : 

"The body of

FRANKLIN, WlUiam, son of Dr. FrankUn 
embraced the side of Britain, In the rev(rintion 
ary war, was taken prisoner, and afterwards 
suflered to retire to England, where be died. He 
was the last royal governor of New-Jeney. 

FRANKLIN, Dr. Thomas, one of the king's 
cbaplaios, and rector of BraaAed, in Kent. This

FREDERIC I., Uog of Denmark, distiosuish- 
cd bimself by hb wisdom, prudence, and By the 
utility of hia public measurca, particularly in ia- 
Btructing Lutberaniem among his aubirots ; he 
idled in 1533. 

FREDERIC II., king of Denmark, waa the 
patron of literature and of learned men ; and 
the liberal protector of Tycho Brahe : he died 

luises. 

FREDERIC IU.J archbishop of Bremen, suc- 
ceeded his father, Christian Iv., as king of Den- 
mark, and improved the condition of bis peo 
pie, by making thcin more independent of toe 
n(rf)lcs, and by making the crown hereditary ; 
he died in 1670. 

FREDERIC IV., king of Denmark, was en- 
Igagcd in war with Charles XII., of Sweden, and 
lost some part of his territories, which lie auor- 
wards recovered ; he died in 1730. 

FREDERICK v., grandson of the preceding, 
reigned on the throne of Denmaric from 1746 to 
17w. He was succeeded by his son, Christian 
VII. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS I., king of Poland, 
and elector of Saxony, recommended himself to 
the Poles, by his valour against the Turks, and 
was elected their king in 1696. He was beaten 
by Charles XII., and stripped of his dominions 
which he afterwards recovered and maintained 
till his death, in 1733. He was the patron of lite- 
rature, and his court was for a long time one of 
the roost brilliant in Europe. 

FREDERIC AUGUSTUS n., succeeded his 
father on the throne of Poland, in 1734. The 
last of his reign was disturbed by a war with 
the king of Prussia, who invaded his kinj^dom, 
and reduced him to unconditional submission. 
He died in 1763. 

FREDERIC, prince of Hesse Cassel, married 
a sister of Charles Xir, of Sweden, and obtain- 
ed possession of the Swedish throne in 1720. 
He died in 1757. 

FREDERIC WILLIAM, elector of Bmndcn- 
burg, distinguished himsclt by his war wtith Po 
land, and afterwards with Lewis XIV. After 
repelling the Swedes, who had invaded his do- 
minions, he devoted his attention to the com- 
merce of his people, and to internal improve- 
ments. He died in 1688. 

FREDERIC I., elector of Brandenburg, son 
of the preceding, was ambitious of raisins his 
duchy into a kingdom, and joined Leopold, em- 
peror of Germany, in a war against several 
states, to accomplish the object; he died in 1713. 

FREDERIC WILLIAM I., king of Prussia, 
son or the preceding, succeeded his father, in 
1713. He began his reign by a strict reform in 
the expenditures of his kingdom, by encourage- 
ing commerce and industry, and bv inviting 
foreign artisans to settle in bis dominions ; at 
the same time he provided for his security by 
creatii^t an anqy of 60,000 men. He died iii 

FREDERIC n., sen of the preceding, ascend- 
ed the throne in 1740. He was distinguished by 
the appdlation of " the Great," to which hu 
superior talents and conspicuous achicveroenti 
gave him a Just claim. During his reign, he 
was engaged in war with almost every poten- 
tate of Europe ; and, in most instances succcsa* 
At the same time, he was solicitous fof 



ong a favourite in tne literary world. His 
lanriationa of Fhalaris, Sophocles, and Luci- 
ui, equally evince his learning and his genius. 
Bis dramatic compositions, are well known, 
%nd deservedly esteemed ; he was bom in Xxto- 
4on, about 1730, and died in 1784. 

FRANKS, Sebastian, a landscape painter, of 
Antwerp, bom in 1573. 

FRANKS, John Baptist, son of the preceding, 
was a successful imitator of the manner of Van- 
dyek and Rubens ; he was bora in 1600. 

FRANS FLORIS, an eminent painter, bom 
at Antwerp, in ISSO. He grew rich and famous, 
his performances being good and numerous; 
but was greatly addicted to drinking, and died 
at 50 years of age. He was called the Raphael 
of Flanders. 

FRANTZIUS, Wolfgang, a German divine, 
and professor of divinity at WIttembuigh, died 

FRASSON, Claude, a French monk, was a 
doctor of the Sorbonne, and professor of the- 
ology at Paris, also superior of the Franciscan 
convent there: be died in 1711. 

FRATELLINI, Giovanna, a female painter, 
of Florence, patronised by the archduchess Vic- 
toria; she died in 173L 

FRATELLINI, I^orenzo MarU, son of the 
preceding, eminent as a historical and landscape 
painter, died in 1730. 

FRAU^^CE, Abraham, a poet, who was edu- 
cated at ttie expense of sir Philip Sidney, in 
Cambridge ; after which lio was called to the 
baV. He wrote, amonnt other things, " The 
Countess of Pembroke's Ivy Church and Em- 
anuel,** in 1501 ; and a " Translation of Ile- 
Uodorus* Ethiopics.** 

FRAUWENLOB, Henry, a German writer, 
died in 1317. 

FREDEGARIUS, the earliest French histo- 
rian, after Gregory of Tours ; his chronicle, in 
barbarous language, extends to the year 641. 

FREDEGONDE, wife of Chilperic, king of 
France, was bom of obscure parents, but, by her 
beau^ and art} raised herself to tlie throne ; 
rile poisoned all around her whom she consider- 
ed oiemies or rivals, and, finally, the king him- 
self; she died in 507. 

FREDERIC I.,Bumamed Barbarossa, duke of 
Bwabia, aucceeded his uncle, Conrad UL, as 
emperor of Germany, and was crowned in Italy 
by Adrian IV. A part of his reign was dis- 
tarbed by quarrels and wars with the popes, 
wlM), after a reconciliation, persuaded him to 
underts^^ a crusade against Saladin. He died 
during the expedition, hi 1100. after having 

gun<S several victories over the Turks and 
reeks. His son Frederic, duke of Swabla, who 
attended him, and displayed great valour in the 
Holy Land, also died .there. 

FREDERIC II., grandson of the preceding, 
and s(m of Henry VI., was bora in 1194, and 
elected king of the Romans, two years after. 
In ISIO, he was elected emperor of Germany. 
He died hi 1350, aged 57. 

FREDERIC lIL,suroamed the Fair, son of 
Albert of Austria, was the rival of Lewis of Ba- 
vnriat in a contest for the hnperial throne. He 
was defeated by him attheoattle of Michael- 
dorff, and taken priaoner; he died in 1330. 

FREDERIC IV., sumamed the Pacific, em- 
peror of Germany, was the last of the German 
prineeif who submitted to a coronation at Rome. 
He waa a weak, indolent, and superstitious 
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the welfare of his subjects, and devoted a part 
bia aubjaeta lewU; witli te-Uof avery day to a redress of their grievancoi 
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[great favourite of John IV., of POrtugil ; tm 
died in 1657. 

FRELIN6HUYSEN, TlMOdonM Jaeobu, 
minister of tlie Reformed Dutcli Cliurch, at Ra- 
riton, New-Jersey ; was an a>ble and succeiwfu] 
preacher. 

FREMINET- Martin, an eminent French 
painter, died in 1619. 

FREMONT D'ABLANCOUKT, NIcholafl, a 
native of France, who fled to Holland, at the 
revocation of llie edict of Nantes, and was his- 
toriographer tQ the prince of Orange ; he died 
in 1693. 

FRENICLE DE BESSY, Bernard, a mathe* 
roatician, and author of a treatise on ri^ht-an' 
gled triangles^nd other works ; be died in 1675 
FRERES, Theodpre, a painter, bom in 1643, 
at Enkhuysen ; the best of his pieces are pre* 
served in Amsterdam. 

FRERET, Nicolas, of Paris, a historian and 
chronologist, and opposer of Sir Isaac Newton^s 
system of chronology, bom at Paris, in 1668, 
died 1749. He was a complete sceptic ; and Vol- 
taire, for the worst of purposes, revised two of 
his works rviz. *' The Letters of Thrasybuliis 
to Leucippus," and" Examination of the Apo- 
logists for Christianity.'* 

FRERON, Elie Catherine, a French critic 
and journalist of consideratiie talents,and known 
AS having been the constant object of the satire 
of Voltaire, was bom at Quimper, in 1719, and 
died in 1776. His " Letters on certain writings 
of the Times,** he began in 1749, and published 
13 volumes. In 1754, he began his " Annee 
Literaire,'* of which he published 7 volumes 
that year, and eight every year after, till hit 
death ; and in that work, Freron, as a sealoua 
enemy of the modem philosophy, attacked Vol- 
taire with spirit. He represented him as a skil- 
ful plagiary ; as a poet, brilliant, but inferior to 
Coraeille, Racine, and Boileau ; as an elegant, 
but inaccurate historian ; and rather the tyrant 
than the king of literature. 

FRESN ATE, John Vauguelin de la, an early, 
French poet, king's advocate fbr Caen, and pre-' 
sident of that city ; he died in 1666. 

FRESNE, Charles du Cange du, a learned 
Frenchman, born at Amieus, in 1616, died 1688. 
His best works are a " Latin and Greek Glossar 
ry,'* the " History of Constantinople under the 
French Emperors," &c. 

FRE8NOY, Charles Alpbonsodu, an excel- 
lent French poet and painter, bom at Paris, in 
1611. After his death, his poem, " De Arte 
Graphlca,*' was printed with a nroee transla- 
tion and notes, by De Piles, ana dedicated to 
Colbert It was afterwards translated Into En- 
glish, by Dr>'den, who prefixed to It an original 
" Preface, containing a parallel between paint 
ing and poetry." This poem will keep his name 
alive as long as either poetry or painting shall 
find any esteem. A later version of Du Fres- 
noy has been made by Mr. Mason, and enikbed 
with notes by Sir Joshua Reynolds. 

FRE8NY, Charles Riviere du, a French poet, 
bora at Paris, in 1648. He iHld a good naturmi 
taste for music, painting, scnlptnro, archhec- 
ture, and all the fine arts. He bad also a taste 
for laying out gardens, which procured him the 
jrfaee of overseer of the king's gardens, whose 
valet de chambre he likewise was. He died in 
1734 ; and in 1731, his works were collected and 
printed in 6 vols., consisting of '* dramatic per- 
formances, sonp, amusements senoas and eo- 
mical," fcc.

He encourafed commerce and the arts, invited 
literary men fhmi ali parts of Eu'rope to his 
court, administered Justice impartially, and re- 
lievea the unfortunate and distressed, wherever 
to be found. In the midst of all his cares, lie 
found time to devote to literary pursuits, and 
was himself a philosopher and an author, but 
of infidel principles; he died in 1786, aged 75. 

FREDERIC, suruanied tlie Wise, elector of 
Saxony, was the friend of the emperor Maximi- 
lian, and might have succeeded lum bad he not 
declined. He was the firm and zealous friend 
of Luther, and the reformation, and died in 
1S96. 

FREDERIC v., elector of Palatine, married 
a daughter of James I., of England. He was 
elected king of Bohemia by the protestants, but 
opposed anu defeated by Ferdinand, of Austria. 
The death of Gustavus, who had promised to 
assist him, put an end to his hopes, and he died 
a month afterwards, in 1632. 

FREDERIC, Colonel, son of the unfortunate 
Theodore, king of Corsica, was engaged iu tlie 
service of the elector of Wirtemberg, who ho- 
noured him with his friendship. He went to 
England as agent of the elector, and there com- 
mitted suicide, in 1796. 

FREEKE, William, born in 1664. He wrote, 
among other things, " A Dialogue by way of 
question and answer, concerning the Deity,'* 
and " A brief and clear confutation of the Doc- 
trine of the Trinity :** which two pieces being 
laid before the house of commons, were voted 
to be burnt, as containing much blasphemy, and 
accordingly were so ; the author being after- 
wards fined 5001., and obliged to give security 
for his good behaviour for three years, and to 
make a recantation ia the four courts in West- 
minster-hall. 

FREEMAN, John, an English painter, who 
lived in the reicn of Charles II. 

FREGOSO, Baptist, doge of Genoa, was de- 
posed and banished for bis hauglitiness ; the 
time of his death is unknown. 

FREHER, Marquard, a German, who studied 
the civil law in France. He was counsellor to 
Casimir, prince Palatine, afterwards professor 
of law, at Heidleberg, and engaged in import- 
ant affairs by the elector, Frederic IV. : he died 
in 1614. 

FREI6IUS, John Thomas, a learned German, 
employed as a teacher, at Fribarg, and at Basil, 
was afterwards chosen rector of the college of 
Altorf. He died in 1583. 

FREIND. John, an English physician, and 
elegant writer, bom In 1675, died 1738. The 
most elaborate of his numerous works is '*The 
History of Physic, from the time of Galen to 
the beginning of the 16tb century, chiefly with 
regard to practice /* and this is Justly deemed a 
masteriy performance botn for use and ele- 
gance. 

FREIND, Robert, brother to the physician, 
and head master of Westminster school, bom 
in 1667; he published an edition of Clcero*8 
« Orator,*' and died in 1751. 

FREINSHEMIUS, JobA, a most Ingenious 
and leamed man, bom at Ulm, in Swabia, in 
1608. He is said to have understood almost all 
the European languages, besides Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew. He was professor of ek>quence, 
at Upsal, librarian and historiographer to Chris- 
tina, of Sweden, and afterwards professor at 
Bcidlebers, where he died in 1660. 

FREIBE DE ANDRADE, Hyaclntbe, a Por- 
Qgaeso, abbot of St. Mmry de Chans, and a 
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IMchMl PMiip^ E Fl^6ncli nobtomwit wbOt from 
lissatisfaction with the court, embraced the po- 
pular party, at the roTohition ; but wai can 
lenmed by Robespierre, and eiceuted ia 1793. 
FREWEN, Accepted, an English prelate, 
aducalod at Magdalen college, Oxford, of wblch 
ba became pretidentf aAerwarda chaplain to 
Chariea I., dean of Glouceeter, bishop of Litch- 
iald and Coventry, and archbiabop of York; 
he died in 1664. 

• FRCY, John Cecil, an eminent Qennan |riqr 
lician, died in 1631. 

FRBYTA6, Frederic Gkittlehb, a bargomai- 
ler of fiiurenbeif , kapwn as a writer, died in 
1776. 

' FRBZIBR, A nadoe Francis, a Fronebman, 
nrfaoiravcUedtbi ough Chili and PerUjan account 
9f whMi be pttbHshed ; he died in 1773. 

Fill ART, Rowland, an enineat aicUteot, of 
the 17th century. 

FRiCII£,«r FRISCSE, James de, aBtne- 
dieCiQe, wiM wrala tiie life of Su Anguatine, 
and died in 1693. 

FRISBIE, Levi, miidsterof Ipswick, Mass., 
distinguished aa a very faittafnl and successful] 
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preaeher; he published some sermons, and 
died in 1806. 

FRISBIE, Levi, professor of the lAtin lan- 
guage, aad afterwards of .moral philosophy, 
of Harvard coUege, Mass., was distinguished 
l^r hia talents and leamlnc ; he died in 18^ 

FRISCH, John I^eonard, distinguished as the 
founder of the sHIc manufaoturies of Branden^ 
bufgv nnd as the first enconrager of tbecultiva- 
ttonoC the SMilbeny tree in Prussia ; he died 

FRISCHLlNf Nlcodemus, a learned Ger- 
BMoi, professor at Tubingen, known as a dra- 
matic writer, and as a translator ; he died in 

FRISCHMUTH, John, rector of the universi- 
ty of Jena, died in 1687. 

FRISIUS, John, principal of the college at 
ZurichfUitfo- which |i9 introduced the study of 
die Hebrew and other oriental languages ; be] 
died in 1565. His tJbree sons were professoxs at 
Znricb. ^ 

FRITH, John. See PRYTEL 
' FRIZON,Peter, master of tbo jesnit^s college, 
of Navarre,and author of a hMitory Qf tbe French 
cardinals, Ace, died in 1651, 

FROBENIUS, John, an eminent and learned 
German printer, fie was the first of the Ger- 
noms wiio bought the art to any perfection ; 
and the great character of this printer was tl^e 
principal motive, which led Erasmus to fix Ins 
quarters at Basil, in order to have his own 
Wiorks printed by him. He died at Basil, in 
1527, lamented by all, but by none more than 
Erasmus, who wrote his epitaph in Greek and 
Latin. 

FROBISHER, Sir MMrtin, an eminent navi- 
gator, and the first Englishman that attempted 
to fimt^ut a noEtb'Wsat passage to China. He 
was bom in Ym'kshire, and was killed in battle 

FROELICII» Erasmus, a Jesuit, eminent for 
his knowledge of»mathematics and medalUc his- 
tory, died in 1758. 

• FROIDMO|>rr,Libert,a native of Liege^dean 
of St. Peters, and protessor of philosophy,, at 
famvain, died in 1653. 

FKOIL A I., king of Spain, is known for a

FRONT£NAC,Loais count, governor-gene- 
ral of Canada, whose exertions conduced to tba. 
protection and proparty of Canada; be died in 

FRONTINUS, Sextus Julius, a Roman writer*: 
in high repute under Vespasian, Titus, Domir*- 
tian, Kerva, aad Tn^n. JNerva made him cur 
rator of the aqueducts, which occasioned him 
to write his treatise " De Aqucdu^ibtts Urbia 
RomiB.*' He wrote also, " Tres Libras Strata^ 
l^ematum,** ov, conceralng the stratagems used 
in war by the most eminent Greek and Roman, 
cmnmanders ; and afterwards added a fourtif 
containing examples of those arts and maxima 
dlaoouraed of in the former. These two works 
are still extanL 

FRONTO, Marcus Cornelius, a Roman or«< 
tor, preceptor to Verelus and M. Aurelliis. 

FRpWDE^'hilip, author of several pieces of 
poetry, some of which in I^atin were pure and 
elegant enough to entitle them to a place in tba 
Mus« Anglicans. He likewise wrote two tra* 
gedies, " The Fall of Saguntum," aad ". Phik>- 
ta8«" He died in 1738. 

FRU60NI, Charles Innocent, anitaljan poet, 
bom at Genoa, died in lliiS, 

FRtlMENTIUS, a Romish saint, consecrated 
bishop of the Ethiopians, by Athanasius, died in 
360. • , 

FRYE,Tbomas, a painter, who acquired some 
eminence in London, where he died, in 1763. » 

FRYTH, John, an English martyr, who was. 
converted to Lutheranism, at Oxford. He 
preached his doctrines so boldly, that he was 
sent to the Tower, and, on his refusing to fo<- 
cant, was burnt at Smitbfieid, in 1533. 

FUCHStUS, or FUOHS, Leonard, ^n emi- 
nent physician aod botanist,1>f Municn and In- , 
goldstadt, died in I5Q6. 

F0ESSLl,John Gaspard,an eminent artist 
of Zurich, author of the history of the aitists of 
Switzeriand, died in 1783. 

FUGGEft, Uuldrie, born at Augsburgh, in . 
1536, was eminent for his afiTectjon to learning 
and learned men. fie laid out great sums in 
purchasing good manuscripts of ancient authors, 
and getting them printed ; and for this purpose, 
he allowed for some time a salary to the fauiou* 
Henry Stephens. His relations were so in- 
censed at him for the moneys he exp^ed in 
this way, that they brought an . action against 
him for it, and got Iihn to be declared incapabte. 
of managing his aflalni- He died in 1584, hav- 
ing bequeathed his library to the elector Pala- 
tine, and a fund- for the maintenance, of six 
scholars. 

FCJLBERT, an Italian, who acquired great 
celebrity as a preacher in France, and was made 
bishop of Chartres ; be died in 1038. 

FULDA, Charies Frederic, a naUve of Swa 
bia, eminent as a Liitheraa djivina, and as a me* , 
ctaanic; hediedinJTBS. 
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snd bishop of Ruspa, in Africa, born in 464, 
died in 2S9 

FULOIMA8, Sigi«inund, a Mstorimi of tlie 
lithmntary, in tiieaerriM<if pop« JtHius II. 

PULKB, WiUtaui, D. D., an English dtvlne,^ 
caitneDClbr tais learning, manlerof Peoibrolce- 
ImU, OxflMrd, and a promor there; he died in 
1589 

PULLBE, NicolBB, a diMingulsbed Enflfah 
■ebolar and critic, prebendary of Salisbaiy, died 
In MBS. 

FULIiBR, Thomas, an Bngltoh historian and 
divine, bom in 16D8, died in 1661. He Is cele- 
brated pftiticQlarisr as author of a " HistoTy of 
the War,** "The Church History of BriMin, 
from the Mrth of Jesas Cbrtst, to the year 1648 f * 
** The History of the University of Cambridge 
ilMM the Oonqnest,'* itc. itt. He had a me- 
mory so tehaciods and comprehensive, thstit 
enaMed him to do things which we hardiy cn- 
dlMe. He eouM repeat SOO strange words after 
twiee hearing ; and eooldiinah^ use of a sermon, 
veilNitim, U* he unee heahf it. 

PULL6R, Isaac, a celebrated flngliSh ']iain- 
tBr« In the reign of Charles II., died In London. 

PULLiO, Peter, a heretical bishop of Antloch, 
ill the 5th eenttti^. 

PCJLTC^, Robert, a native of Pennsylvania, 
was bom in 1765. He early evinced a genius fbr 
meehtlnles and painting, and went to England 
to improve himself in the latter. His attention, 
however, was soon tamed to mechanics, and he 
became m elvll engineer. From that time, his 
discoveries and inventions were numerous and 
Important. Bat that which wiR continue his 
name to pitoterlty, and associate Mm with the 
benefactors of mankind, was the silecessful ap* 
pneation of steam to the propening of boats. 
The discovery was made, and the first erperl- 
meflt tiled at Paris, In 1803 ; after which he re- 
turned to -America and eihlbtted a boat In suc- 
cessful operation on the waters of New- York, 
▼essels propelled by his machinery are now in 
common use throughont the United States, and 
ilk fiwtfpt. Re died suddenly, In ihe midst of 
his career. In Feb., 1815. 

FtTLVI A, an extraordinary Rdman lady, and 
wife of Mark Antonv, who had no more of her 
sex than her body ; for her temper and courage 
bleathed nothing but policy and war. This lady 
was an admirable coadjutor to her cruel hus- 
band during the massacres of tTie triumvirate. 
She put several persons to death of her own 
head, either out of avarice or a spirit of re- 
venge ; and even -people whom her husband did 
not know. Antony caused the beads of those 
#hom he had proscribed to be brought to a ta- 
ble, and fed his eyes a long while with these nn- 
faappy spectoctM. The head of Cicero was one 
of them, wliich'lie ordered to be fixed on the 
rratrara f^om whence Cicero had made so many 
speeches against Mm] but, before that order 
was eUcuted, Fulvia took the bead and spit 
upon It, and placing It on her lap, drew oat the 
tongue, which She pierced several times with 
her bodkin, uttering all the while the most op- 
probrious language against Cicero. 

PUNCe^ltTS, or PUNCK, John Nicholas, a 
celebrated critic, bora at Maqmrg, in 1093, died 
in 1778. 

FUttETFERE, Anthony, an ingenious and 
earned Prenchnran, born at Paris, in 16580, was 
eminent la the civil and canon law; but he is

TUST, olr PAtTBTUB, John, a citizen of 
Ments, and one of the earnest printers. He bod 
the polley to concieal his art ; andto this poHor 
we are indebted for the tradition of " The Devil 
and Dr. Faustus,** handed down to rtie present 
times. About 1460, he assoctaied with John of 
Gnttemburgh ; their types were cut In viwod, 
and fixed, not moveable as at present. Having 
printed oS* a considerable number of copies of 
the Bible, to imitate those which wem com- 
monly sold in MS., Fust mid«rtook the sale of 
them at Paris, wtiere the Art of prindng was 
then unknown. As he sold his printed copfea 
for 60 crowns, while the sicHbes demanded 500, 
this created universal astonishment; but, whea 
bf produced copies as Aisl as they wete wanted, 
and lowered the price to 30 crowns, all Flirls 
was agitated. Theunifbrmity of die copies In- 
creased the wonder ; informodons were given 
in to the police against Mm as a magician ; bis 
lodgings were searched, and a great ilvmber of 
copies being fbund, they wereseised ; ihe redl 
ink with which they Were embellished woa saM 
to be his blood ; it was seriously adjudged that 
he was in league wi(h the devil ; and, if he had 
not fied, most probably be would have sbarea 
the flile of thoie whom ignorant and sapeisti- 
tiousju^es condemned, in those days, fbr witcb-> 
craft. Fust died at Ments, In 1466. 

FUZELIER, Lewis, a dramatic wtfter, of Pa 
ris, and the conductor of a periodical paper, caU- 
ed the Mercury, died In 175Q.

GAINAS, a Goth, of great valoor, becamc^m 
general ander Arcadius and desolated Thrace, 
because refused a church for the Arians: ha 
wa4 killed A. D. 400. 

GAINSBOROUGH, Thomas, bom at Budbuiy 
in Sufiblk, 1727, very early discovered a pro- 
pensity to palming. Nature was his teacher, 
and the woods of Suffolk his academy. Here 
he would pass in solitude his mornings, in mak- 
ing a sketch of an old tree, a marshy brook, a 
few cattle, a shepherd and his flock, or any 
other accidental objects that were presented. 
From delineation he . proceeded to colouring * 
and after painting Several landscapes from the 
age of 10 to 13, te quitted Su^Hbury for London, 
where be commenced portrait painter. Hia 
landscapes will establish Dis name on the recoid 
of fine arts witli honours such as never before 
attended a native of England. These subjects 
he painted with a faithful adherence to nature: 
indeed, the brilliancy of Claude, and the Eimpli- 
city or Rujrsdael, appear combined in Mr. G's 
romantic scenes, while we lament him as an 
artist, let us not pass over those virtues which 
were an honour to human nature, that gene* 
rous heart, whose strongest propensities were 
to relieve tne genuine claims of poverty. If he 
selected, for the exercise of bis pencil, an infant 
from a cottage, all the tenants of the humble 
roof generally participated In the profits of the 
picture ; and some of them frequently found in 
his habitation a permanent abode. His libera- 
lity was not connned to this alone ; needy rela- 
tives, and unfortunate friends, were further in- 
cumbrances on a spirit that could not deny ; 
and, owing to this generosity of temper, that 
affluence was not lett to his family which so 
much merit might promise, and such real worth 
deserve. He died in 1788. 

GALADIN. Mahomet, a popular emperor of 
the Moguls, died in 1695. 

6ALANTINI, Hippolito, a delicate miniature 
painter, of Genoa, died in 17t)6. 

GALANU8, Clement, an Italian, missionary 
to America, wrote a grammar of that language, 
about 3650. 

GALAS, Matthew, a general, who, from 
being a page, rose to high standing : he was in 
the service of the emperor Frederic JI., and 
Philip IV., of Spain ; he died in 1647. 

GALATEO, Ferrari Antonio, a scholar and 
physician, bora at Galatinia ; he was author of 
several works, and died in 1517. 

GAL.ATIN, Peter, author of the valuable 
work " De Arcanis Catholicae Veritatls ;" he 
died about 1530. 

GALBA, Servius Sulpicius, emperor of Rom« 
after Nero : he was slain by the guards, who 
raised Otho to the throne, A. D. 69. 

GALE, John, a learned divine, among tfM 
baptists, born at London, in 1680. His father 
was a citizen Of aood repute. He is chiefly 
known for his writings against "Wall's Do* 
fence oflnfant Baptism,*' and died inlTSl. 

GALE, Tbeophllns, a learned divine, among 
the non-conformists, bom in 1628, died in lOTa

and tntiquitlefl, was Dom In 1636, died in 1703. 

GALB, Roger, F. R. and A. SS.. son of Uie 
dean, first vice-president of the society of anti- 
Quaries, and treasurer to the royal society, born 
1673, was considered as one of the most learned 
men of his age, and most highly skilled in the 
axitiquitleB of his country. Ho died in 1744. 

GALE| Samuel, the youngest of the dean*s 
ions, foom in 1682. He was one of the revivers 
of the society of antiquaries, in 1717, and their 
-fine treasurer. He was a man of great learn- 
ing and uncommon abilities, and well versed in 
the antiquities of England, for which he left 
many valuable collections behind him. He died 
in 1754. 

GALBANO, Jos ep h, a physician of great re- 
pute, at Palermo. We owe to him a collection 
of little pieces of the Sicilian poets. He was 
Imm in 1605, and died in 1675, greatly regretted ; 
fdr he was a kind of oracle with bis country- 
men. 

GALEN, Matthew, a native of Zealand, 
chancellor of Douay university, and author or 
several works. 

GALEN, Claudian, after Hippocrates, prince 
of the Greek physicians, was a native of Per- 
gamuB, in the Iiesser Asia, where he was born 
about 131. He chose physic for his profession, 
being determined thereto by a dream which his 
father had a little before his death ; and at 28 
years of age had made some considerable ad- 
vances toward improving his art: for instance, 
he had acquired a particular skill iuthe wounds 
nC the nerves ; and was possessed of a method 
of treating them never known before. The 
pontiff of Pergamui* have him an opportunity 
of trying his new method upon the gladiators ; 
and he was so successful, that not a single one 
perished by any wounds of this kind. By this 
we And, as well as by several other instances, 
that Galen studied, understood, and practised 
surgery, as well as physic. Distinguished above 
Ibis cotemporaries, this prince of phjrsicians con- 
tinued to practise at Borne, the capital of the 
world, till he was obliged to submit to fate like 
other mortah. His death happened in 201. 
There are reckoned above 500 books of hisupon 
physic only, and about half that number upon 
other sciences. 

GALEN, Bernard Van, a native of West- 
phalia, known as a bishop and a generaj ; he 
was engaged in a war with the Turks, attacked 
the United States, Sweden, Ate, and died in 
1678. 

GALEOTI, Nicholas, an Italian Jesuit, au- 
thor of the lives of the generals of his order : be 
died in 1748. 

GALEOTI, Marcto, a native of Nami, tutor 
to the son of Matthias Corvinus, the king, and 
being invited to France by Lewis XI., on going 
to pay his respects to himi fell, and so injured 
himself as to cause his death. 
, GALERIUS; C. Valerius Maximianus,'"from 
a herdsman m Dacia, became emperor of 
Rome ; he died in 311. . 
, GALGACUS, a Caledonian chief, famous for 
bis noble resistance against the invasions of the 
Romans. 

GALILEI, Galileo, a most eminent astrono^ 
Dier and mathematician, inventor of the tele- 
scope, &c., born at Florence, Feb. 19, 1564. 
Having observer! some solar soots, in 161S, he, 
printed that discovery the following year, at 
Rome ; In which, and in some other pieces, he 
vtaniwd to assert the truth of the Copernicwi 
204 
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,system, and Moufbt several saw argumcaHto 
confirm it. This starUed the Woitt, who iheM* 
upon procured a citatioD for him to ajqwar be- 
fore the holy office, at Rome, in 1615, where ha 
was charged with heresy, for maintaining these 
two propositions : 1. Tkat the sun is tn the cen- 
tre of the world, and immoveaMe by a local 
motion ; and, 3. That the earth is not the centra 
of the world, nor immoveable, but actual^ 
moves by a diurnal nKMAon. The first of these 
positions was declared lo be absurd, false in phi- 
losophy, and formally hereUcal, being contraiy 
t9 the express word of God ; the second was af* 
so allowed to be philosophically false, and, in a 
theological view at least, erroneous in point of 
faith. The inquisition pronounced s^iteaca 
against him and his books. Tliey obliged hiia 
to abjure his errors In the most solemn manner^ 
committed him to the prison of their office dur- 
ing pleasure, which was till 1634, and his " Dia* 
logues of the System of the World** were burnt 
at Rome. Galilei died Jan. 8, 164a. He wai 
the author of several noble and useful in 
ventions and diseoveiies in astronomy, «cK>me- 
try and mechanics ; the principal of which, be* 
sides those already mentioned, are, in the first 
of those sciences, the trepidation or vibralioil 
of the moon, as also the inequalittes or moun- 
tains In its surface. In geometry, he invented 
the cycloid, or trochoid, ; and, in mechanics, 
first fouod the exact degree of celerity in tlM 
descent of bodies by the force of gravity : ta 
which may be added the machine with wliich 
the Venetians render their Laguna ikiid. and 
navieable ; the invention whereof was hi& 

GALISSONNIBRE, Roltand Michael Bairia/ 
marquis, a French admiral ; atfter serving with 
^stinction in the navy, was made governor of 
Canada. He died in 1756. 
I GALL AND, Antony, a learned antiquary, of 
France, and professor of Arabic in the n^al 
coHege at Paris, bom in 1646, died in 1715. He 
is chiefly known as the translator or autborof 
" Arabian Nights! Enteitaiaraents/*^ 

GALL AND, Augustus, a French counseHoi^ 
of -state, wrote some memoirs, Ate, and died is 
1644. 

GALLB, 'or GALLiEUS, Servatios, pastor 
of the church at Haerlcm, died in 1709. 

GALLET, N., a French spice merchant, 
known for some comic pieces, died in 1757. 

GALLIENUS, a Roman emperor. He waa- 
assassinatedin 968. 

6ALLIGAI, Eleonora, was the daughter of a 
joiner, and Mary de Medlcis* nurse. That prin- 
cess carried her with her into France, whensfcw 
went thither, in .1606, to be married to Henry 
IV. ; andGaliiRai, under the title tf bedobam- 
ber woman to that queen, governed her just ae 
she pleased. She married Ooncino Concini, af- 
terwaitbi marshal D*Ancre; and theh-inonli- 
nate pride and ambitton was at length punished 
by the assassination of the husband and tha 
execution of the wife. 

GALLITZIN, Basil, a noble Russian ; tliongh 
unsnceesful in bis ambitious views, be was 
a man of great merit. He died in 1713. 

GALLITZIN, Michael Mlchadowite, prince 
of, distinguisbed hunself under Peter the Great 
against Charles XIL, of Sweden ; he died ITaOr 

GALLOCHE, Tiewjs, a painter, of the French 
school, died in 1761. 

G ALLOIS, John, a leanied FreLchman, bora 
at Paris, in 1888. He was a universal scholar; 
but is now meroorablaehiefiy for baving beer 
the first who pubiMied tba Mtrnal des Sa^ 
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Id OM^nnctfcm wifb Bf . dt 8«Ilo, who had form- 
ed the design of tbftt work. He died in 1707. 

GALLOlSf Jairan Jean Cesar le, a French 
physiologist, who distinguished himself by his 
** Experiments on the Principle of Life, parti- 
cularly on that of the Motion of the Heart, and 
the 8eat of this Principle ;" be died in 18J8. 

6ALLONIO, Antonio, an ecclesiastic at 
Borne, died in 1605. 

GALLOWAY, Joseph, an eminent lawyer, 
of Pennsylvania, was a member of the first con- 
n-ess, in 1774, but afterwardSi deserted the 
American cause. He died in England, in 
1803, 

GALLUCX:^, Tarquink), an Italian Jesnit 
died in 164». 

6ALLU0CI, Qioranni Paulo, an Italian as- 
tronomer, wrote " on the Instruments of Astro- 
nomy.** 

OALLUCCI, Angelo, an Italian lesuft, auflior 
of " Commenurii de BelloBelgico,'* died in 
1«74. ^ 

6ALLt78,[C. ViUus. a Roman emperor, was 
aasaasinated vy his solaiers, in 353. 

G ALLUS, Flavins Claudius Constantlus, bro- 
ther of (he emperor Julian, was put to death on 
fluspicion of cruelty, in 354. 

GALLU8, Cornelius, an ancient Roman poet, 
die particular favourite (if Augustus Cesar, 
who made him governor of Egypt after the death 
of Antony and Cleopatra ; but he was guilty of 
such mal-adminfstration in his government, that 
he was condemned to banishment, and to lose 
his estate. This disgrace grieved him io^ that 
he put an end to his Hfe, when he was about 43 
years of w^ in the year of Rome 728. 

GALL'^Henry, an Englishman, promoted to 
several benefices, wrote some sermons, fcc, died 
In 1769. 

GALVANI, Lewis, an Italian philosopher, 
from whom Galvinism, which has made so 
much noise in the philosophical world, took its 
name. It is said, that a nt of illness, by which 
jiis wife was attacked, led him to the discovery 
if Us tiieory respecting metallic irritation and 
animal electricity. The physician having pre-! 
scribed ibr his wife soup made of. boiled frogs,' 
Galvani prepared them himself; and having ac- 
ddentally toyched a frog atlter he had skinned 
it, he observed it in an involuntary motion, 
which induced htm to make some experiments 
that conducted him to the discovery. He was 
bom at Bologna, in 1737, died 1798. 

GALVANO, Antony, a nsMive of theCast In- 
ies, governor pf the Moluccaif. Became poor 
y his liberality, and died in a ltoq)Ital, at Lis- 
bo|i,4n 1557. 

GAM, David, a brave Welchman, who fell in 
battle nol ly defending Henry V. He was knight- 
ed fay his sovereign Just as he expired. 

GAMAjVaaco de, a celebrated Portuguese na- 
vigator, who discovered the course to the East 
Indies by the Cape of Good Hope, was bom at 
Sines, in Portugal, and died In 1535. 

G AMACHES, Stephen Simon, author of Phy 
sfcal Astronomy, Ate, died in 1756. 

GAMACHES, Philip de, author of Commen 
Varies on the Suroma of Aqninas»died in 1635. 

GAMALIEL, a Jewish doctor of the I'aw^ and 
a secret disciple of our Saviour. 

GAMBARA, Lorenzo, an Italian poet, atahor 
of a Latin poem on Columbus ; he died in 1566.. 

GAMBARA, Veronica, an Italian lady, who 
devoted'heNelf to literalure, and puWislied some 
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flan, and a Msbop amonc the Moravian brethren. 
He was not only a good scholar, but a man of 
great parts, and erf" singular mechanical ingenni 
ty ; he died universally respected, in 1771. 

GANDT. James, apainter, who came to be* 
land with the duke of Ormond, and died thort 
in 1689. 

GANGANELLI, John Tlneent Antonr, waa 
bdm in 1705, the son of a physician ; and, fVoni 
being a petty monk of the order of St. Francte, 
ascended to the papacy, May 19, 1709, when ht 
assumed the name of Clement XIV. Thus be- 
coming sovereign pontiff in the most critical 
and tempestuous times, in his commerce with 
the world, he practised the humility of a Fran* 
ciacan monk ; but, on occasion of splendour, ha 
[sustained the rnpal grandeur with appropriate 
magnificence. The most striking incident of bis 
life was his being the instrument, under Provl> 
dence, of annihilating the mighty order of tlM 
Jesuits. To the resentment of that order it la 
supposed he at last fell a sacrifice, his robnst 
constitution and regularity of life seeming to 

Siromise him a much longer period than 69 yean; 
or he died in 1774, poisoned, as is supposed, in 
the sacrament; he himself declaring ois susjd- 
cions before he died, and all the after symptoma 
strongly confirming the same. 

GANO, John, collected the flrfct baptist society 
It New- York, and was its minister; he distin- 
guished himself in the American war, and died 
in 1804. 

GANSEVOORT, Peter, a disttngnlshed offi- 
cer of the American army durihg the revolu 
tion. He rendered his country essential servioa 
by defending fort Stanwix, when besieged hy6L 
Lcger: and afterwards, by preventing the ct^ 
operation of that officer with Burgoyne, he con- 
tributed essentially to the surrender of tiie lat- 
ter. He died in 1813. 

6ARAMONT, Claude, a FVench engraver and 
letter founder, was a native of Paris, and bcga^ 
to distinguish himself about ISIO. Hfe broujgbt 
his types to so great a degree of perfection, that 
he can neither be denied the glory of haviiq^ 
surpassed whatever had been done in this way 
before, nor that of not being excelled by any of 
his successors in this useful mephanic art. GA- 
ramont died in 1561 ; and all his fine types cama 
into the hands of Fonmier the Elder, an crol' 
nent letter fbunder at Paris. 

GARASSE, Francis, a Jesuitical writer, and 
author ^f the enmity between the Jesuits and the 
jansonists, in the church of Rome, was born at 
Angouleme, in 1585, and died in 1631. 

GARBIEN. Lorenzo, a painter, of Bolofna, 
and pupil of Lndovici Caracci,died hi 1654. 

GAB BO, Raphael del, a historical painter, of 
Florence, died in 1534. 

GARCIAS II., king of Navarre after Sancho 
II., died in 1000. 

GARCILASSO, Garcias Lano de In Vefra, a 
celebrated Spanish poet, bom at Toledo, in 150Q, 
died 1536, by a stone thrown by a countryniali 
from a turret, falling upon his head. 

GARDEN, Alexander, a diniiiguished epiFCO 
pal clergyman, of Clmneston, South-Carolina 
He came from Scotland to Charleston, in 1790 
and resided there until his death, in 1756. 

GARDEN, Alexander, M. D., a scicntiflr phy- 
sician, of South-Carolina, who introduced into 
medical use the Virghiian snake root ; he dl«i 
about 1771.

GARNET, Henry, a person memorable in 
English history, for having been privy to, and 
aiding in, the celebrated conspiracy called " The 
Gunpowder Plot," was executed at the west 
end of S t.

GARNETT, Dr. Thomas, an English physi- 
cian and natural philosopher, was bom in 1766. 
After having studied medicine and chymistry, 
and graduated at Edinburgh, he delivered seve- 
al courses of lectures on chymistry and expe- 
rimental philosophy, at Manchester, Liverpool, 
&c. He was soon after elected professor of 
phJUisopkjr, in Anderson's Institution at Glas- 

'goW; and his leisure hours in Scotland were 
employed in collecting materials for his " Tour 
Uirough the Highlands, and part of the Western 
Isles. *^ Dr. Garnett afterwards accepted an in- 
vitation from the new royal institution, in Lon- 
don ; where, for one season, he was professor 
of natural philosophy and chymistry, and aeli- 
vered the whole of the lectures. On retiring 
from this situation, a? being too laborious for 
the state of his health, he commenced a course 
of lectures at his house, on Zeonomia, or the 
Laws of Animal Life, arranged according to 
the Brunonian theory. From a patient, whom 
he attended in a fever, he caught the infection, 
and died in 1803. 

GARNT^R, Robert, a French tragic poet, 
born in 1534, died 1590. 
GARNIER, John, a Jesuit, professor of rhe-

time. His acting was attended with the louqest 
acclamations of spplause ; and his fame was so 
quiofciy propagated through the town, that the 
more established theatres of Drury Lane aai 
Covent Garden were deserted. These patentees, 
alarmed at the great deficiency in the receipts of 
their houses, aiM at the crowds which constantly 
filled the theatre of Goodman's Fields, united 
tliehr efforts to destroy the new-raised seat of 
theatrical empire; in consequence of which, 
Garrick entewd into an agreement with Fleet 
wood, patentee of Drary Lane, for 5002. a year 
The fame of our Bnglish Roedus was now so 
extendedi that an inrUatitm from Ireland, upon 
very profitable conditions, was seat him l:> act 
in Dublin dudng tiie months of June, July, 
and August, 1742 ; which invitation he accepted. 
His success there exceeded all imagination : he 
was caressed by aU ranks as a prodicr of tbea- 
tricalaccomplishments; and the play-house was 
so'crowded during this hot season, that a very 
mortal fever was nroduced, -which was call^ 
Garrick's fever. He returned to London before 
the winter, and now attended closely to his the- 

Strical profession, in which he was irrevocab^jr 
xed. April, 1747, he became Joint patentee ii 
Drary Lane theatre with Mr. Lacy; and in 
July, 1749, married Mademoiselle Violettl. far 
17^ he undertook a Journey into Italy for ttie 
beneiSt of his health ; and during his travels, 
gave frequent proofs of his theatrical talents j 
for he could, without the least preparation, 
transform himself into any character, tragic oi 
comic, and seize instantaneously upon any ptiv* 
Bion of the human mind. After he had been 
labroad about a year and a half, be turned his 
thoughts homewards, and arrived in London 
April , 1765. In 1769 he projected and conducted 
the memorable Jubilee at Stratford, in honoui 
of Bhakspeare, so much admired liy some, aod 
so much ridiculed by others. On the death of 
Mr. Lacy in 1773, the whole management of 
the theatre devolved on him ; but, being ad 
vanced in years, and much afflicted with chronN 
cal disorders, he finally left it in June, 1776, and 
disposed of his moiety of the patent to Messieurs 
Sheridan,. Linley, and Ford, for 35,000;. Ub 
died Jan. 20, 1779. NotwithsUnding his con- 
stant eaipioy as both actor .and manager, he 
was perpetually producing various little thinei 
in the dramatic way ; some of which are oiigl 
nals; others translations or alterations froita 
other antib^pKB, adapted to the taste of the present 
times. 

GARRIEL, Peter, he wrote an account of 
Montpelier cathedral, in 1631. 

GARSAULT, Francis Alexander, a learned 
Frenchman ; he wrote tlve anatomy of the horse, 
and died at Paris, in 1778. 

GARTH, Sir Samuel, an excellent poet and 
physician, and author of aniost admirable satire, 
called ** The Dispensary,'" was bora in York- 
shire. After having eminently distinguished 
himself, as well by his various poetical produc- 
tions as by his mofessional merit, be died Jan. 
18,1718-19. 

GARTHSHORE, Maxwell, a physician and 
an accoucheur, who practised in London, witti 
great reputation, near fifty years, was a Fellow 
of the Royal Society ; bora in 1738, in Scotland, 
died in London, in 1813. Some papers of his 
will be found in "The Philbsophical Traniaae- 
tions." 

G ARZT, Lewis, a painter, considered the suo-

His amiable qualities recommended him to tlie' 
acquaintance of Swift and Pope, who were 
exceedingly struck with the open sincerity, the 
uaMagv^Sed simplicity of his manners, and the 
easiness of his temper. In 1713 he prodtici d 
his oelebrated poem, called ** Trivia, or, the 

rt of walking the Streets ;" and the followlfig 
year, at tbe instance of Pope, formed tbe plaii 
of his " Pastorals.'* Tbe " Shepherd's Week" 
came out in 1714, with a dedfeation to Lord 
Bolinghmke. Gay. was soon after introduced at 
court, and for several years .experienced the 
uaual vicissitudes of favour and or mortification 
indent to>auch a life. Bis opinions of a cg-\^ 
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ftl*ndililp are pretty pTalnlir intimated in hi* 
'* Beggar's Opera ;** which, Deing brought upon 
the stage in 1737, was received witn greater 
apiJanse than had ever been known on any occa- 
sion, being acted in London 63 days without inter- 
ruption, and renewed the next season with amaz- 
ing success. He wrote several other plays of no 
great cdebrity; but what will always distin- 
guish him as a poet are his "Fables,** which 
will lie read an«] admired so long as any taste 
for that kind of writing shall exisL He died in 
1733, and was buried in Westminister Abbey.

GEORGE LEWIS 1., son of Ernest Angustus. 
of Brunswick, called to the throne of Englana 
on the death of queen Anne, in 1714. 

GEORGE AUGUSTUS II., son of the preced- 
ing, succeeded to the throne, in 1737. His reign 
was more splendid than useful. 

GEORGE IIL, king of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, succeeded his grandfather George II., on 
the throne, in 1760. Ilis reign was of 60 years 
duration, and was rendered prominent by the 
loss of the American colonies, by the acquisition 
of India, and by long and sanguinary wars, 
with tbe dilfisrent powers of Europe. During 
the latter part of his reign, the kingdom wss go- 
verned by a regency, in consequence of his men' 
tal deran^ment. He died in 1890. 

GERARD, Tom, or Tung, was tbe instito- 
jtor and first grand nisstor of the knights hospi- 
talers of Jemsalem, afterwards of Malta; he 
died in IISO.

GBRRIER, Sir Balthazar, a celebrated pain- 
ter, of Antwerp, born in 1502, died in 16G1. 

GBRBILLON, John Francis, a Jesuit mis- 
sionary in China, much respected by the em- 
Ceror, lor whom he wrote elements of geometry; 
e died in 1707. 

GERDES, Daniel, a native of Bremen, pro- 
fessor of divinity at Duisburg, died in 17G5 

GERDIL, Hyacinth Sigismond, a native of 
Piedmont, professor of philosophy at Macerata, 
and tutor to the prince royal of Sardinia, was 
made a cardinal in 1777. He died at Rome, in 
1802. His writings are chiefly on religious and 
philosophical subjects. 

GERHARD, Ephraim, professor of law at 
Altdorf, died in 1718. 

GERL ACH, Stephen, a native of Swabia, and 
chaplain to the embassy to Constantinople ; he 
wrote ecclesiastical history, &c., and died in 
1612. ' 

GERMAIN, Thomas, a native of Paris, emi- 
aent as a goldsmith, died in 1748. 

GERMANICUS, Cssar, son of Drusiis, and 
paternal nephew to the emperor Tiberius, who 
adopted him : he was a renowned general, but 
itiil more illustrious for his virtues. He took the 
title of Germanicus from his conquests In that 
country ; and, though he had the moderation to 
refuse the empire offered to him by his army, 
Tiberius, jealous of his success, and of the uni- 
versal esteem he acquired, caused him to be 
poisoned^ A. D. 29, aged 34. He was a protector 
of learning, and composed several Greek come- 
dies and l^atin poems, some of which are still 
extant. 

GERMANIO, Anastasio, a native of Pied- 
mont, and bishop of Tarentaslai died in 1627. 

GERMANITS, bishop of Cyzicum, made pa- 
triarch of Constantinople, and was degraded for 
supporting image worship ; he died in 740. 

GERMVN, Simon, a Dutch painter, of Dort, 
whose landscapes are admired, died in 1719. 

GERRY, Elbridge, a native of Massachusetts, 
was a member of congress in 1776, and a signer 
of the declaration of independence; minister to 
Franctt, with Mr. Marshall and Mr. Pinkney; go- 
vernor of the state of Massachusetts, and amr- 
wards vice-president of the United States. He 
died at Washington, in 1814. 

GERSON, John, an illustrious French tbeolo- 
gfeal and critical writer, born in 1363, died 1429. 

GBRSTE!<r, Christian Lewis, mathematical 

Jtrofessor at Giessen, was imprisoned 12 years 
br writing an offensive letter to his sovereign ; 
he was author of several works, and died In 1762.

GESNER, Solonaon, bookseller at Zurich, in 
Switzerland, and author of many elegant and 
admired poems, in the German language, bom 
in 1730, was for several years before his death a 
member of the senate of bis native city.

GHEZZI, Peter Leone, a painter, knighted by 
Francis I., duke of Parma, died in 1755. 

GHILINI, Jerome, an Italian writer, born at 
Milan, in 1589, lived to be 80 years old, and was 
the author of several works ; the most consider' 
able of which is his " Theatre of Learned Men.** 

GHIRLANDAIO, or 6HXRLANDENI, Do- 
menico, a Florentine painter, born in 1449, died 
1493.

His perspective vfews are much 
admired. 

GLAFAR, or SADEK the Just, a Mussulman- 
doctor, who wrote a book on {m>phecie8, fce., 
died at Medina, in 764. 

GIAHEDH, or LARGE EYED, the head of 
the Motazales, a sect who united religion and 
philpsophy. 

GfANNONI, Peter, an esteemed bistorimi. 
born at Naples, in 1680, died 1748. 

GIARDINI, Felix, an eminent performer on 
the violin, and a composer of mnsic, was bom at 
Piedmont. In 1750 lie went to England, where 
he met with great encouragement, and bad a 
joint Interest in the opera. He died in Russia. 
1793. 

GIBBON, Edward, an eminent historian, bom 
at .Putney, in 1737. In 1774, Mr. Gibbon was 
elected to a seat in parliament, which be Vacat- 
ed in 1780 ; in theisourse of whteh period, how- 
ever, he was some time a lord of trade. His ce- 
lebrated " History of the Decline and Fall of tho 
Roman Empire,** will probably last as long as 
the language in whtoh ft is wtitten. It abounds 
in proofs of unexampled leamingf of a mind pe« 
aamiing «iW flafncimiff ntii «f tatenii for OAi 
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*ttl« agreeable and exqui«(«. Upon ihe ral^ect 
af Christianity, hovrevor, be ban 
latitude, wbicb has justly raised him a ireat 
number of oppc^ients. Tlie greater part of this 
imoiortal histonr was written at Lausanne, in 
Switzerland. Mr. Qibbon died in 1704. 

GIBBONS, Grinling, a famous sculptor &na- 
ployed by Charles IL, died in 1731. 

GIBBONS, Orlando, a distinguished organist 
of the royal cbapel in England, died in 1635. 

GIBBS, James, an architect, who denned se- 
viu-al of the principal buildings in England, died 
ill 1754. 

GIBUS. Sir Vicary, an eminent English law 
ycr. was born at Exeter, and educated at Cam- 
bridge. Ue was elected a member of parliament 
for that university, and was afterwards made 
king's attorney and solicitor-general, a judge, 
and then chief-justice of Uie common pleas. Ue 
died in 182a

GIBERT.nkUthapar, a native of Aix, who 
held the chair of rhetoric at Mazarin 50 years ;

GiBERTI, John Matthew, a native of Paler- 
mo, who became governor of Tivoli, and bishop 
of Verona, died in 1543. 

GIBIEUF, Wiiliamj a prie^ who wrote a 
book on the lil»er|y of God, and the Creator, a 
work of great merit ; he died in 1650.

But nature did this match Contrive ; 

Eve might as well have Adam fled, 

As she denied her little bed 

To him, for whom Heav'n seem*d to frame

He was assistant librarian at the Bri- 
tish Museum ) to which poet be was romariiably 
suited, having a peculiar talent for receiving and 
communicating knowledge. As a miBlstar of 
the Gospel, he was Uvely and evangelical ; he 
was master of the pathetic, and persuasion 
dwelt on his lips ; his heart was in the work ; 
and, upon some occasions particularly, it might 
have been said of him, as was said of one of 
the blessed' reformers: " Vividus Tultus, vividi 
oculi, vivide roanus, denique omnia vivlds " 

GIFFORD, Richard, an English dinne, ao^ 
thor of several learned works, died in 1807, much 
respected. 

GIFFORD, John, a political writer and histo- 
rian, (whose real name, however, is said to have 
been John Richard Green, ) was bom in 1758. He 
embraced the law as a profession ; but, having 
dissipated his little fortune, he was obliged to go 
abroad under the assuitied name which he ever 
atXer retained. He returned in 1788; and, on the 
breaking out of the French revolution, devoted 
his pen to tlie deience of government in church 
and state. He contributed to the establielimeat 
of the *' Britteh Critic ;" and compiled a " Hif 
tory of France ;" and a " History of the Politi- 
cal Life of William Pitt." Ho died in 1818. 

GIGGEO, Anthony, an Italian divine, «no 
wrote "Thesaurus Linguv Arabice," in 4 vols, 
folio, besides other works, died in 1633. 

GILBERT, Sir Humphrey, an enterprising, 
but unfortunate navigator, related to sir Walter 
Raleigh. Ue to<A possession of Newfoundland 
in the name of queen Elizabeth, wrote a book 
to prove the existence of a north-west passage 
to China, and died in 1583. 

GILBERT, Thomas, B. D., an English di^i^ine, 
who made a convert of Dr. South to his opinion 
of predestination ; he died in K^. 

GILBERT, Sir Jeffrey, chief baron of the ex- 
chequer, and a voluminous law writer, was born 
in 1674, and died at Bath, in 1796. 

GILBERT, William, a learned physician, who 
first discovered several of the properiies of the 
loadstone, bom at Colchester, in 1540, dK-f 1603.

GILPIN, Sawrey, R. A., a celebrated painter, 
particularly of horses and wild animals, was 
born in 173S, and was brother of the preceding 
He went to London at tlie age of 14, and was ar- 
ticled to Mr. Scott, a ship-painter, who li^cd in 
Oovent-Garden, where Mr. Gilpin caught his 
first relish for animal painting, frequently amus- 
ing himself in sketching the carts and horses, 
market-groups, &c. He was afterwards patron- 
ised by William, duke of Cumberland, at Wind 
sor ; and from his royal highness* stud he ac- 
quired that knowledge of the horse which he has 
BO ably exhibited in his works. The historical 
compositions he has left, show that he might 
have claimed the palm in the first department 
of art. The Triumph of CamlUns, Diomedcs* 
Horses, his poetical subjects, and drawings of 
animals, possess a taste peculiar to himself. His 
chef d'oBUvre is in the possession of S. Whit 
bread, esq. M P. It consists of a group of tigers, 
and is a noble and spirited composition. He ex 
celled much in giving an expression of terrible, 
but majestic fierceness, to that noblest o^lill ani- 
mals, the lion. He died at Brompton, in 1807. 

GINNANI, Francis, page to duke Anthony 
Famete, wrote several works on agriculture ; he 
died in 1766. 

GIOCOT4DO,Fra Giovannija scboolmaster 
at Verona, who instructed Juhus Cesar Scaii- 
ger : he died in 1521. 

GTOIA, Flavio, of Amalfi, in Naples, a cele- 
brated mathematician, who, from his knowledge 
of the magnetic powers, invented the mariner's 
compass, by which the navigation of Europeans 
was extended to the most distant regions of the 
globo, l>efore this invention, navigation was 
confined to coastiitg It is said that the Chinese 
knew the compass long before ; be this as it may, 
be Europeans are indebted to Gioia for this^ in 
valuable discovery. He wasliorn about 1300. 

GIOLITO DEL FERRARI, a printer, of the 
16th century, at Venice, jeiiqobled by Charles V., 
died in 1547.

GIORDANO, Luca, a painter of Naples, he was 
knighted by the king of Spain, and died in 1705

tive of Georgia, author of Theological and Phi- 
losophical terms. 

GIORGIONE, an illustrious Venetian painter, 
bom in 1478, ^ied in Uil.

GIOTTINO Tuniaso, a painter, of Ftorenca.

GiRALDI, Lilio Gregorio, an ingenious critic, 
antiquary, and historian, and one of the mosi 
learned men that modem Italy has produced, 
died in 1552.

His 
works consist chiefly of tragedies ; and some 
make no scmplc to rank him among the lieBt 
tragic writers that Italy has produced.

GIR.4RD, Gabriel, a French ecclesiastic, was 
almoner to the duchess of Bern, &c. ; he died in 
1748. 

GIRON, D. Pierre, dukeof Ossona, a Spaniard, 
who encouraged the famous conspiracy against 
Venice, which forms the subject of one of the 
finest pieces of English tragedy; he died in 
prison in 1624. 

GIRONST, James, of Anjou, known as a po- 
pular preacher : his sermons were published in 
1704 ; he died in 1689. 

GTRTIN, John, an English painter, whose 
views of'London and Paris, are much admired ; 
he died in 1802. 

GIRT, Lewis, one of the first members of the 
French academy, and author of several valualde 
works ; he died in 1665. 

GISBBRT, John, anativeofCabors, professor 
of divinity at Toulouse, and -author of Anti- 
Probalasimus, died in 1710.

Se- 
veral buildings at Naples, are the monuments 
of his genius. 

GIUSTI, Anfonlo, a painter,' of Fhncnce, of 
much excellence, died in 1705. 

GLAIN, N. Saint, a zealous Protestant, bom 
at Limoges, about 1620, remarkable for having 
been, by reading of Spinoza*8book, changed into 
as zealous an Atheist. 

GL ANOOR, Matthias, a physician to the arch- 
bishop of Bremen, died in 1658. 

GLANVIL, Joseph, a distinguished philoso- 
phical and theological writer, bom at Plymouth, 
in 1636, died in 1680. In " Some Philosophical 
Considerations, touching the Being of Witches 
and WTitchcraft," he defended the possibility 
of witchcraft, which- drew him into a contro- 
versy that ended only with his life.

6LAFTUORNE, Henry, a poet and dramatic 
writer, who lived in the reign of Charles I., and 
published five plays. 

GLASER, Chrlstopber, apothecai/ to Louis 
XIV., and author of a valuable treatise on chy 
Bistiy, died in 1679. 

GLASS, John, a Scotch divipe, who. In 17S7, 
published a treatise to prove that the civil esta- 
blishment of religion was inconsistent with 
Christianiiy ; for this lie was deposed, and be- 
came the fatlier of a new sect, called in Scot- 
land, Glassites, and in England, Sandcmonians. 
He was bom at Dundee, in lfi96, and died in 
1773. 

GLASS, John, bom at Dundee, traded to the 
Brasils, whence returning in 1765, with great 
proper^, be was murdered by the seamen, who 
were afterwards executed.

Sinters, bom in 165U, was also distinguished 
' tlie execution of her pencil; slie became 
blind In her old age. 

GLAUBER. John Rodolplius, a celebrated 
German chymist, and chymical writer, of the 
17ih century. 

GLEDITSCH, John Gottlieb, a native of 
Leipsic, and lecturer in botany, physiology, Ate, 
iiedinl786. 

GLEICIIEN, Frederic William Von, a noble- 
man, of Bayreuth, he constructed a curious mi 
croscope, and died in 1783. 

GLEN, John, a painter and engraver on wood, 
•f Liege, of the 16th century. 

GLENDOWER, Owen, a celebrated Welch 
warrior, who for more than fourteen years op- 
posed the sovereignty of Henry IV. of England, 
by force of arms, declaring him to Iw a usurper, 
and the murderer of Richard II., liorn In 1354, 
died in 1415. 

GLENIE, James, a mathematician, engag- 
ed in the military service of Great Britain, died 
in 1817. He was the author of a History of 
Gunnery, and several valuable matliematicai 
works. 

GLENN, James, governor of the colony of 
South-Carolina, was succeeded by Lyttleton, in 
1755. He promoted the prosperity of the colony, 
by an advantageous tfeaiy with the ImNans. 

GLICA8, a Byzantine historian, his "Annals 
from the Creation," were published in Greek 
and Latin in 1660. 

GIJSSON, Francis, an English medical and 
anatomical author. His Tresiuse on the Liver is 
his chef-d*(£uvre ; he died in 1677. 

GLOUCESTER, Robert of, the most ancient 
poet in the records of English history, fiourished 
m the time of Henry IL 

GTiOVKR, Richaxd. This very taigeniouf* 
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gentleman was brou^t up in the mercantila 
line, and, by a remarkable speech that he de- 
livered in behalf of the merchants of London 
at the bar of the House of Commons, about the 
year 1740, previous to the breaking out of the 
Spanish war, acquired, and witli great justice, 
the character of an able and steady patriot ; 
wliich character he retained through Ufe. In 
the belles lettrcs he also made no inconsiderable 
figure, being the author of an epic poem of very 
high celebrity, entitled " Leonidas ;*' the subject 
of which is, the gallant actions of that great 
general, and his heroic defence of, and fall at^ 
the pass"^ Tbermopyke ; he wrote also, " Bo- 
adicea/* *< Mcdea,*^ and " Jason,** tragedies : 
and died in 1785, aged 74. 

GLUCK, Christopher, an eminent musical 
composer, born in Bohemia, in 1716. He intro- 
duced a new style of music into Paris, and died 
at Vienna, in 1787. 

GLYNN, Robert, a native of Cambridge, au- 
thor of tlie Day of Judgment, a poem of great 
merit; he obtained the piixe of Cambridge, and 
died in 1800. 

GMELXN, Dr. Samuel Gottleib, a celebrated 
eastern traveller, who has left an account of his 
travels in 3 volumes. He was born in Swabia, in 
1745, and died in 1774, at Achmct Kent, a villagn 
of Mount Caucasus. 

GMELIN, John George, bora at Tubingen, 
published some works ; he died in 1755. 

GMELIN, John Frederic, a professor in the 
university of Gottingen, was born at Tubini^en, 
in 1748. He was a voluminous and able writer 
on every part of natural history ; but is most 
celebrated for his edition of Linneus' "System 
of Nature." Tiie world is also indebted to him 
for the discovery of several excellent d/es, ex- 
tracted from different vegetable and mineral 
substances ; he died in 1806. 

GOADBY, Robert, a printer and bookseller, of 
Sherborne, in Dorsetshire, and author of several 
useful publications, died in 1778 His " Illustra- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures,'* is a book that 
has been very generally read, -and widely circu- 
lated. " The Life of Bamfylde Moore Carew, 
King of the Beggars,** was likewise written by 
him. 

GOAR, James, a Dominican friar, of Paris, 
published " Gra-corum Eucologlum,** &c. ; he 
died in 1653, much respected. 

GOBBO, riotro Paolo Cortonese, a much 
admired painter, of Cortona, died In 1640. 

GOBBO, Andrea, an Italian historical painter 
died about 1527. 

GOBEL, John Baptist, a native of Hanne, 
bishop of Lydda : was accused by Robespierre, 
of atheism, and guillotined in 1799. 

GOBELIN, Giles, a famous French dyer, 
whose name Iws been given ever since to tlie 
finest French scarlets ; his house, and the small 
river that he made use of at Paris, are still called 
the Gobelins ; an acaderoyfor drawing, and a 
manufactory of fine tape^ea, were erected in 
this quarter, in 1G66, and for this reason the 
tapestries are called " Of the Gobelins.*' He 
flourished about 1630. 

GOBIER, Cbaries, atesuit,of St Maloes, wrote 
the " History of the Mariannes,** ^c : he died 
in 1706. 

60BRYAS, one of the seven Persian nobles, 
who conspired to dethrone the usurper Smerdis. 

GOCLENIU8, Conrad, a German, esteemed 
by Erasnras for his virtues and learning ; ha 
died in 1530. 

GOCLENIUS, Rc*dolphus, considered as the 
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'founder of modem mi^;netlflin : ^wb bora 
Wittembere, and died In VSl. 

OOCLEnrUS, Rodolpbue, BYolominons wii 
ter, 50 years profesflor of logic at Marpurg, died 
In Iflffl. ^ 

GODDARD, Jonathan, an English plijmfcian 
and chymtst, and one of the first promoters of 
the Royal Society, born in 1617» died in 1074. 

GODEAU, Anthony, a French bishop, born in 
1605. He was a very voluminous author, both 
in prose and verse ; but it may suffice to mention 
one work in esieb way, as chiefly worth notice : 
his " Ecclesiastical History,'* and a "Transla- 
tion of the Psalmaiulo Fr^neb verse;" be died 
in 1673. 

GODEPROI, or €»ODFREY, of BoaiHon. 
duke of Lower Lorraine, a most celebrated 
crusader, and victorioos general : he took Jeru- 
8a!cm from the Turks hi 1099, and was pro- 
claimed king ; but his piety, as historians relate, 
wonrd not permit Hhn to wear a diadem of gold 
In the city where his Baviour had been crowned 
with thorns ; he died in lldO. 

GODBFROl, Denys, a native of Paris, ^nd 
author of Corpus Juris Cfvills, A^c, died In 1022. 

GODEFROI, Theodore, counselor of state, 
of France, died In 1642. His brother James, 
Was law professor at Gteneva, where he died 
in 16S9. 

OODBFROr, Denya, aon of Theodore, an au- 
thor ; he died in 1681. 

GODBSCHALC, snraamed Fuigentius, a 
monk, in Saxony, In the 9th century, known for 
his controversy about predestination and grace; 
lie died in 869. 

GODEWYCK, Marnirlta, a female painter, 
of Dort, much admired, died in 1677. 

GODFREY, of Yiterbo, chaplain and secre- 
tary to king Conrad III., and the emperors Fre- 
deric and Henry VI. He laboured 40 years In 
eouipiling a Chronicle fVom the Creation of the 
World to 1186. It is written in Latin prose and 
verse, and entitled " Pantheon.'* 

GODFREY, Sir Edmundbury, an able ma- 
gistrate, wtio exerted himself in the discovery 
of the popish plot, was found dead, pierced by 
his own sword, supposed to have been killed 
by the papists In 1678. 

GODFREY, Thomas, the inventor of Had- 
ley's quadrant, died in Philadelphia, in 1749. 

GODFREY, Thomas, son of the preceding, 
a poet ; died at Wilmington, In 1763. 

GODiVA, the name of a beautiful lady, wife 
prL e ufilteail of Mercia, in the reign of Ea ward 
the Confessor. Having an extraordinary Sec- 
tion for Coventry, slie solicited her husband to 
release the inhabitants of that city from a grie- 
vous tax. To this be evasively consented, on 
condition that she would ride naked through 
the streets of Coventry ; which she performed, 
covering her body with her hair, and command- 
ing all persons to keep within doors and from 
the windows on pain of death. The pictures 
of Leofric and Godiva are In the window of 
Trinity Church ; and everv year on the Fri- 
day after Trinity Sunday, there Is a prooeaslon 
tlirough the town, with a figure representing a 
naked woman on horseback. 

GODOLPUIN, John, an eminent elvAian, of 
England, bora in 1617, died In 1678. He pub- 
lished several books which were held In much 
esteem. 

GODWIN, Earl, brother to Edward the Con- 
fessor, Invaded England, In 1052. Being trlod 
for the murder of prince Alfred his brother, he 
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protesting Ms hinoeeiiee of fibe said 
supposed by the historlmi of tbow time* to toaivto 
been clmked with a piece of bread, as a ju<^ 
ment ftmn heaven, having wished it might 8tu*'k 
in his throat If lie were guilty of the murder, 
which he certainly was. 

GODWIN, Thomas, an Bqglish prelate, wlio 
embraced the tenets of the protestaiits, but on 
the aoeession of Mary, was persecuted ; be was 
afterwards favoured by Elizabeth, who at length 
became displeased with him, which hastened 
his death in 1590. 

GODWIN, Dr. Francis, an excellent nialbe- 
matician, philosopher, ami historian, bora is 
1561. In 1583i he wrote an enteitaining piece, 
which came out about five years aHer bis deatli, 
under the title of " The Man In the Moon ; or 
a Discourse of a Voyage thither, by Domingo 
Gonsales," in 1638. But bis principal work is, 
" A Catalogue of the Bishops of England, since 
the first planting of the Christian Religion 
in this Island; together with a brief History 
of their Lives aad memond»le Actions, so i.eai 
as can be gathered of Antiquity ;" lie died iu 
1633. 

GODWIN, Dr. Thomas, a learned English 
writer, and excellent schoolmaster, born In IIK?, 
died in 1642. His chief work ia, " Roroaiuc 
Historie Anthologla," an English Expoaitiou 
<^ the Roman Antiqaltica, Ibe. 

GODWIN, Mary Wollstonecraft, a lady of very 
superior literary accomplishments, who distin^ 
guished herself by many able productions, but 
chiefly by " A Vindication of the Rights of 
Women, with Strictures on Moral and Political 
Sub>!Ct8.*' She also wrote well on female 
education and conduct, and lier practical skill 
in education was even superior to her specular 
tlons on the subject For soundness of under- 
standing, and sensibility of heart, she was, per- 
haps, never excelled; but there were certain 
peculiarities of system both Id her writings mid 
her conduct, against which every lover of reli- 
gion or morals must protest. She was bora in 
1768, and died in 1797. 

GOERCE, William, an eminent scholar, of 
Middlebury, author of Jewish Antiquities, &c., 
died in 1715. 

GOERING, Jacob, for roanv years minister ol 
the German Lutheran church m New- Yoric, died 
in 1807. 

GOERTZ, John baron of, a memorable Swede, 
who endeavoured to excite an insurrection in 
England in favour of the pretender ; he was be^ 
headed in 1719. 

GOES, Hugo Vander, a painter, of Bruges, 
flourished about 1480.- 

CK>E8IUS, WilHam, a critle, of Leyden, au- 
thor of notes on Petronlus, died In 1686. 

GOETZE, Geoise Henry, a native of Leipsic ; 
he was superlntendmt of the churches of Lubec, 
and died in t7Q2. 

GOEZ, John A igustos Bahrain, a native of 
Aschorleben, eminent as a naturalist ; be died 
in 1788. 

GOEZ, Damian de, a Portugueee writer, and 
a great traveller, becaaoe acquainted with the 
learaed men of Emrope. 

GOFF, Thomas, bora in Bssex, 1.WS, and 
died in 1627. He was a divine ; but wrote several 
pieces on different subjects, among which are 
four traeedles. ' 

GOFF, William, one of the judges of king 
Charles I., and malor-general under Cromwell, 
came to America in 1600 ; he lived In ooneeal 
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QOGATA, Antonhu Uennanius, a Cternan 
pimiciaiuiloiiiiBhed about 1592. 

60GUET, Antony- Yves, a French Htriter, and 
Author of a celebrated work, entitled, *'• L*Ori- 
£ine de Loix, des Arts, des Sciences, et de leur 
Progres ches les Anciens Peoples,** bom at Pa- 
ris, In 1716, died 1758. 

GOLDAST, Melchior Haiminsfield, a learned 
civilian, of Switzerland, author of many valua- 
ble works, died in 1635. 

GOLDflAGEN, John Eustachius. of Magde- 
burg, translated Herodotus, Ate. ; he aled in 1772. 

GOLDMAN, Nicholas, a native of Breslaw, 
author of a treatise on mittCaiy architecture, 
died in 1665. 

60LD0N1, Cbarl«s, a dramatic writer, bom 
%t Venice, in 1707, produced a number of come- 
dies, which were remarkid»ly successful. He 
died in 1793. 

GOLDSMrrH, Francis, a poet and translator, 
who lived in the reign of Charles I. 

60LD8MiTH,0liver, an eminent Enj^Ilsli his- 
toric, dramatic, and miscellaneous writer, was 
born at Elphin, in Ireland, Nov. 39, 1729. Quit- 
ting home to taste of foreign climes, he encoun- 
tered many difficulties ; and having experienced 
•11 the vicissitudes to which a pennyiess wan- 
derer must necessarily be subject, arrlved*in 
England in 1758. Shortly after, he became an as- 
sistant at an academy at Peekham ; then a writer 
In " The Monthly Bieview ;*' and afterwards in 
•« The Public Ledger,** in which his " Citizen of 
the World** originallv appeared, under the title 
af** Chinese Letvtrs/* Fortune seemed now to 
lake some notice of a man she had long neglect- 
td The simplicity of his character, the integrity 
of his heart, and the merit of his productions, 
nade bis company acceptable to the better sort. 
Be took haiidsonie chamb<)rs in the temple, and 
lived in a genteel style. His " Traveller,** his 
"Vicar of Wakefield,** his '' Good-natured Man, 
a Comedy,** raised him up, and ensured him suc- 
cess to any thing that should follow ; as " The 
Deserted Village,** *< She Sloops to Conquer,*' 
Sec Notwithstanding the success of his works, 
by which he cleared vast sums, his circum- 
stances were by no means prosperous ; and this 
has been imputed to two causes : imrtly to the 
liberality of his disposition ; and partly to an un - 
fortunate habit of gaming, the arts of which he 
very little understood. He died April 4, 1774. 
Goldsmith, like SmoUet, Guthrie, and others, 
who subsisted by their pens. Is supposed some- 
times to have sold bis name to works in which 
be had little or no concern. 

60LI11S, James, a learned orientalist, horn 
at the Hague ; travelled Into several countries ; 
hepublished several learned works, and died in 

GOLIUS. Peter, brother of the preceding, an 
excellent orientalist, assisted in the edition of the 

Sreat Arabic Bible, printed at Rome, in 1671 ; he 
led in 1673. 

GOLTZIUS, Henry, a funous Dutch painter 
and engraver, Imm in 1558, died 1617. 

<K>LTZIUS, Hubert, a German writer on Ro- 
nan anttquitieia, bom In 199S. He was the au- 
Aor of several excellent works, in all which he 
applies medals to the clearing up of ancient his- 
tory. He died in 1583. 

GOLYDD AN, a bard In theoourt of Cadwal- 
Kder, In the beginning of th^lth century. 

OOMAR, Francis, a native of Brages, known 
l»r bis strong defence of Catvin*s prindiiles 
4^nst Arminius ; he died in 1641.

GOMEZ, de Civirtud Alvarez, a lAtin poet, of 
Guadalaxara, died in 1558. 

GOMEZ, de Castro Alvarcis, a learned Span' 
lant, author of the life of Carding Ximenea; 
he dhid in 1580. 

GOMEZ, Magdalene Angelica Poiasoa de, a 
Frevich lady, woo wrote some romances, Ate., 
died in 1770. 

GONDESAUD, tbiv4 king of Baimady, be- 
came irib«tary toClovis, king of the Franks ; ha 
died in 516. 

C^ONDRIN, Lewis Antony, a favourite* of 
fx>uis XIV., who gratified that monarch by eoi- 
pinying ISQO men to destroy a wood which waa 
ofleiisive to him. 

GONDY, John Francis Paul, afterwards Car 
dinal de Retz, bom 1613, died 1679i Thisextraor 
dinary man has drawn his own character in his 
" MenM>lrs,**which are written with such an air 
of grandedr, impetnosity of genins, wid inequali- 
ty, as give us a very strong n^iresentatlon of ' 
his conduct. He was a man who, from tbt 
greatest degree of debauchery, and still lan- 
guishing under lis conseqaences, preacbed la 
the people, and made himself admed by thSHk 
Voltaire says, that *Mn his youth he lived like 
Cataline, and like Attteus in liis old age.'* Of 
his Memoirs, ** several parts,** says the same 
Voltaire, ** are worthy or Sallust, h>u the whole 
is not equal.'* They are supposed, however, 
to be written whb ioBpartiality : the author 
having every where spoken with the same free- 
dom of his own InflrmlcieB and vices, as any 
other writer could have done. 

GONET, John Baptist, a Dominican friar, 
professor at Bourdeaux, and authttr of a sys- 
tem of theology ; be died in 1681. 

GONGORA, Lewis de, a Spanish poet, bora 
In 1658, died in 1037. Hui woits ate all poathu • 
motis, and consist of sonnets, elegies, a comedy, 
a tragedy, ice. The Spaniards have a very 
high opinion of this poet, even so as to entitle 
him prince of the poets of their own nation. 

GONNELLI, John, a Tuscan sculptor and 
painter, who lost his sight at the age or SO; but 
modelled in clay ; and by his exqnisite sensa- 
tion of feeling, vmmght his statoes to great per- 
fection, and drew portraits with striking resem- 
blance. He died at Rome In 1673. 

GON8ALVA, or 60NSALV0, Femandea. 
duke of Terra Nuova, and called The Great 
Captain, a renowned Spanisb general under 
Ferdinand and Tsabtella, was born at Cordova 
in 1443, and died in 1515. 

GONTHIER, a Latin poet, author of a histo- 
ry of Constantinople, in 1203. 

GONTHIER, Leonard and John, Frenchmen 
and brotheni, eminent in the art of painting or 
staining glass : the time ot dieir bfarth and death 
Is uncertain. 

60NZA6A, Laeretia, an illustrious lady af 
the 16tb century, as remarkable for wit, learn- 
ing, and style, as for high birth. She wrote 
such beautiful lettera, that the utaioat care was 
taken to preserve them ; and a eoUeetlon of 
them was printed at Venice, in 1552.

GOR'ffiR. John, became medical lecturer 
and public physician at Barderwyck ; he wrote 
various works, and died Ih 1768. 

GORTOI^, Samuel, the first settler of War- 
wick, Rhode-Island^ was persecuted {6t his re- 
ligious opinions in l|faasadiusetts, and for a 
tCme imprisoned ; he died after the year 1676. 
^ GOSNOLP, Bartholomew, an Englishman, 
who first discovered and gave name to Cape 
Cod, in 1602 ; be di^ in Virginia, in 1607. 

GOSSELtNI, Julian, a writer, bom a: Rome ; 
he was appointed secretary to Ferdinand (Son- 
zaga, viceroy of Sicily, and died in 1587. 

GOSSELty, Aiitony, k^egius {irofessor of his- 
tory and eloquence' at Caen, and principal of 
the college du Bois, published a " History of the 
Ancient Greeks, in Latin, 1636.** 

GOSSON, Stephen, a divirle and poet, born 
In Kent, in 1554, educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, took orders, and obtained the living of 
St. Botolpb, Bishop^gate. iTbere he died, in 
£633. He wrote three plays ; and afterwards, 
in 1579, published an invective against poets, 
players, iic. called "The Schoole of Abuse." 

GOTH, Stephen, archbishop of Upsa], who, 
hi attempting to restore the Catholic religion in 
Sweden, nearly kindled a civil war, in the 16th 
century. 

GOTHOFRED, the name of a very learned 
family, origi nally of France. Denis Gothof red, 
a celebrated lawyer, bom In 1549, died in 1622. 
He is now t)est known I^an edition of the 
"Corpus Juris Civilis.*' Theodosius, the eld- 
est son of Denis, bom In 1580,. became a coun 
sellor of state, and died in 1649. James, another 
son ofDenis, bora in 1587, was preferred to the 
first offices In the republic of Geneva, and died 
there in 1652. Denis, the son of Theodosius, 
born in 1615, died in 1681. He inherited his 
father's taste for French history, and made 
great additions to what his fkthet had done. 
Of this kind arc tlte histories of Charies VT., 
Charles VII., and Charles yill., inagnificently 
printed at the Louvre. John, son of the fore- 
going, had also, like his father, a passipn for the 
history and antiquities of France. He gave an 
edition of " Philip de Commines,** and other 
works, and died in 1732.

GDTTr, Vincent Lewis, an Italian, made 
cardinal btv Benedict XUI : he died m 1742: 
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OOTTIGNies, Giles Frands, pnrfhwr of 
mMhematics at Rome, and author of severiiil

GOTl'LEBER, John Christopher, an excel- 
lent German critic : he died hi 1786. 

GOTT8CHED, John Christopher, a German 
poet of Koninssberg, who was the means of 
banishing bufioonety fVom the stage: he died 
in 1768. ■ 

OOUDELIN, or GOUDOULI, Peter, a poet 
of Gaseony, so celebrated that he la calletfthcr 
Homer of Gaseony ; he died in 1649. ' 

GOUDIMEL, Claudius, an excellent musi- 
cian ; he was put to death for setting the psalnut 
of Marot and Beza to music 

GOUDINOT, John a native of Rheims, «eal- 
oasly attached to the tenets of the Jte^benlsts , 
he died in 1749. 

60UFFIER, Marie Gabriel AngusteLaut^nt, 
count de Choiseul, ambassador froDer Fratice to 
the Porte. During the revolution he went to 
Russia, where he was made a privy counsellor, 
and keeper of the imperial library. - In 1802, 
he returned to France. On the restoratlott or " 
Louis XVIII^he was made a peef Of frahce, 
and died in 1817. He was author of ** Voyagt 
en Grece,** Jbc. '^*'' 

GOUGE, William, one of the mlniatera of 
the assembly of divines, and appohiied 6he of 
the annotators of the Bible ; he died in 1653. ' 

GOUGE, Thomas, son of the preceding^ wrote* 
many books, and distributed many thousahd*- 
copies of the Bible and Catechism, &c:, among' 
the 300 schoote established in Wales. ' '^ 

GOUGES, Mary Olympe de, a native of Mon- 
tauban, whose heroic conductindefbridin^EouHi 
XVI., caused her to be guiitotined In 1798. 

GOU6H, Richard, a very learned and eminent 
English antiquary, bora in 1735, in London, and 
educated at Cambridge. The principal of l^ia 
very numerous works are, ** British Tbpbgra*' 
phy,'* a new edition of " Camden*s Britanntti,'* 
and "Sepulchral Monnments of Great firitaiit.* 
Mr. Gough died at Enfield, in 1809. 

GOUJET, Claude Peter, a French writer, bora 
at Paris, hi 1697, died in 1767. He published 
" Supplements to Moreri's Dictionary,'* and'ttf 
" Dupin's Dictionary of Bcclesiasticod Writers,^' 
&c. 

GOUJON, John, a sculptor, of Paris, called 
the Coreggio of sculpture ; he was killeo in tna 
massacre of St Bartholomew, in 1572. -^ 

60ULART, Simon, a Frenchman, who suc- 
ceeded Calvin as minister at Geneva, and wrote 
several valuable works ; he died in 1638. ' 

GOULD, Robert, an English poet of some 
celebrity, in the 17th eentuiy, died in 1709. ' 

GOULIN, John a French writer of merit, 
died in 1799. 

GOULSTON, Theodore, an English physi- 
cian of great celebrity, died in 1632. 

GOULU, John, a Frenchman ; he translated 
Epictetus, Arian, Ace, and died in 16B9. ' 

GQjUPIL, James, royal profeswr of phjrsie at 
Parib, in 1555 ; he edited several Greelrmetfkal 
works, and died in 1564. 

GOUPY, Joseph, a French artist, who taught 
the princess of Wales, died in 1747. 

GOURDON, Simon, a native of Paris, who 
lived an austere life, was author of Cases of' 
Conscience, and died in 1729. 

GOURNAY, Mary de Jars, lady Of, a French 
woman devoted to literature, and mttch attached 
to Montaigne, whom she called her father * she 
died in 1645. 
GOURVILLF John Ileranld, author of " Me 
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GKACfAN, Balthazar, a Spani8bieiuii,wboM 
nifltera, from Ma:airm to Colbert, &c. ; bedied'Uermona w«re esteemed ; he died In 1658.

GOUSSET, James, a French protestant, pro- 
fessor of Greek at Groningen, and author of a 
Hebrew dictionary, died in 1704.

GOUVION, N., a French officer, who served 
in America, aAerwards general in the army of 
the north, where he was killed, in 1793. 



60UX DE LA BOULAYE, Francis le, of 
Ai\jou, who travelled through Asia and Africa, 
and published an account of his travels, in 1653. 

GOU YE, John, a Jesuit and mathematician, of 
Dieppe, and member of the academy of sciences ; 
he died in 1725. 

GOUYE LONGUEM ARE, a French autlior, 
wrote on the history of France, and died in 1763. 

GO YEA, Martial, a Latin poet o(|he 16tb cen- 
tury, and author of a Latin grammar. 

60VEA, Andrew, brother of the preceding, 
established, under John lU. of Portugal, tlie col- 
lege of Coimbra ; be died in 1548. 

GOVE A, Antony, youngest brother of tlie pre- 
ceding, professor of law at Toulouse, died of eat- 
ing cucumbers, in 1565. 

GOWER, John, an English lawyer and poet, 
cotemporary with Chaucer, but older, being bom I 
about 1330. Though Gower was born first,! 
yet he outlived Chaucer, and was his successor 
in the laurel. In his character as a lawyer, he 
made so considerable a figure, that he is said to 
have been raised to the first rank in that profes- 
sion, and to have sat chief justice of the Com- 
mon Pleas. His principal production^ as a poet, 
is " Confessio Araantis,** a folio, first printed by 
Caxtun. He died in 1402. 

GOYEN, John Van, a painter, of Leyden, 
distinguished for his landscapes; he died in 
1656. 

60Z0N, Deodati, grand master of the order 
of St. John of Jerusalem, died in 1353. 

GOZZI, Count Ga^ar, a Venetian noble, dis- 
tinguished for his lyrical and saUricai poems ; 
he died in 1786. 

6RA AF, Begnier de, a celebrated Dutch phy- 
sician and writer on anatomy, born in 1641, died 
1673. 

GRAAF, Barent, a painter, of Amsterdam, 
who died in 1709. ' •^ ' 

GRAA W, Henry, a native of Hoorn, disciple 
to Van Campen, died in 1682. 

GR ABE, John Ernest, a learned theological 
and critical writer, and editor of the *' Septua- 
rant," from the4\lexandrian MS. in the king of 
England's palace, at St. James', was born at 
Koningsberg, in 1666. and died 1712. 

GRACCHUS, Sempronius, a Roman, ban- 
ished to a solitary island, on the coast of Africa, 
for his licentious conduct. 

GRACCHUS, Tiberius, who, being elpcted tri- 
bune of the Roman people, demanded of the 
senate, in their name, the execution of thu Agra- 
> ian law, by which all persons possessing alx>ve 
''DO acres of land, were to be deprived of the sur- 
plus, for the benefit of the poor citizens, among 
whom an equal distribution was to be made. 
Having carried his plan into execution by vio- 
lent measures, he fell a victim to his zeal, being 
assassinated by his own party, 133 B. C. Caius, 
his brother, pursuing the same steps, caused a 
sedition, in which he was killed by the consul. 
Opimius, 121 B. C. 

GRACCHUS, Rutulius, a Roman poet, of the 
Wlh century, of some merit. 
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jdemocracy to an aristocracy ; be died in 1303. 

GRyECINUS, Julius, a native of Frejus ; he 
was put to death by Caligula, for refusing to be- 
jcome the accuser of M. Silvanus. 

GR^ME, John, a Scotch poet and miscel- 
llaneous writer of considerable merit, bom in 
1748, died 1772. 

GRiEVlUS, John George, a celebrated critic 
See GREVIUS. 

GRAFFIO, a Jesuit of Capua, in the 16th ceiv 
tury, author of two volumes on moral subjecti. 

GRAFIGNY, Frances, a French novelist and 
dramatic writer, born in 1694, died 1758. 

GRAFTON, Richard, an English printer, in 
the 16th century. He compiled the greater part 
of" Hairs Chronicle ;*' and, in 1562, poblislied 
"An Abridgment of the Chronicles of £ngland.*' 
His large Chronicle appeared in 1569. Graftoi 
was a great promoter of the reformation, b) 
printing Bibles. He was living in 1572. 

GRAFTON, Augustus Henry Fitzroy, dukt 
of. was educated at Cambridge university, of 
which he was afterwards chancellor, and suc- 
ceeded to the famUy honours, in 1757. He was 
made secretary of state, and afterwards first lord 
of the treasury, which office he held till 1770. 
From 1771 until 1775, he was lord privy seal, 
and, after that time, was an oppraient of the mi- 
nistry till his death, in 1811. The celebrated let- 
ters of Junius, were many of them addressed to 
him, with a severity which must have been die* 
tated by private hatred. 

GRAHAM, George, clock and watch maker, ' 
was bom at GratwicK, a village in the north of 
Cumberland, in 1675 ; and, in 1688, went to Lon- 
don. He was not put apprentice to Tompion, 
as is generally said ; but, after be had been some* 
time with another master,Tompion received him 
into his family purely for his merit, and treated 
him with a k hid of parental affection till his 
death. That Graham was, without competition, 
the most eminent of his profession, is but a 
small part of bis character ; he was the best me- 
chanic of his time, and bad a complete know- 
ledge of practical astronomy : so that he not only 
gave to various movements for the mensuration 
of time, a degree of perfection which had never 
before been attained, but invented several astro 
nomical instruments, by which considerallle ad- 
vances have been made in that science ; he made 
great Improvements in those which bad before 
been in use \ and, by a wonderful manual dex- 
terity, constructed them with greater precision 
and accuracy than any other person in the world. 
He was many years a member of the royal so- 
ciety, to which he communicated several ingeni- 
ous and important discoveries, and died in 1751. 

GRAHAM, Catherine Macauley, a celebrated 
English historian. She began her literary career 
with the " History of England, from James I. to 
the Bmnswick line." fier other worlcswere a 
^' History of England ftom the Revolution to the 
present time, in a series of Letters to a Friend ;** 
" A Treatise on the Immutability of Moral 
Tmth ;** " An Address to the People of England 
Scotland, and Ireland, on the present important 
Crisis of Affairs ;** "Letters onEducation,*' &c. 
She died in 1791. 

GRAHAM, James, a Scotch poet, and a cler 
gyman of the church of England ; be died in 
early life, in 1811. 
GRAHAM, Isabella, a native of Broiland, who 
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•ame, ia 1789, to New-Vork, where «li« eata- 
fllthed a leniiiiafy'ror young ladiest wMcli was 
tstensiveiy lueful. She was a rare example of 
pMy and active benevolence. She died iir 1814. 

ttBAJN, John Baptiste le, a French historian, 
horn in 1565, died In 1G43. 
- GRAIN DOROB, Andctw, a physician and phi- 
kMopher of the Eplcnrean sect ; he died in 1670. 

G&AINOER, Dr. James, a physician and poet, 
bora at Dunse, in Scotland, about 17S3, died at 
81. Christopher's, in the West Indies, 1767. He 
was autlwr of several medical tracts, wrote an 
•xoeUent poem on the " Sucar Cane,*' and ano- 
ther on " Bolltuder** andpuhUabed a good trana- 
latkmof ''TibttHns." 

6RAMAYB, John Bapdst. provost of Am- 
kehn ; he wrote a history of Africa, and died in 
1CIB. 

6RAMMOND, Gabriel, loii of, president of 
the parliament of Tonloiise, and author of the 
htaiory of Lewis XIII. ; he dUed In 1654. 

GRAMONT. There were three French no- 
bles of this name, who distinfuished themselves 
by ** Memoirs of the relcns of IjewisXlII. and 
3uV.,** and died.at the latter end of the 17th, or 
beginning of the 18th eenlniy.

GRANGE, Nicolds, an able writer, who trans- 
Sited Lucretius, Seneca, Ace. ; he died in 1975. 

GRANGER, James, a learned and tng enlaus 
English divine, author of a vsrv valuable work 
in 4 vols., 4to, under the tkle of » A Biogfanhi- 
tai History of England." When vicar of Ship- 
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Pake, in Oxfordshire, he was seized wilit a siid 
den fit while administering the sacrament at Uie 
communion-table, by tlie bursting of a vessel in 
bis brain, in 1776, and died the n«;xt morning. 
This death was similar to that of the cardinal 
de Berulle. 

GRANGER, Gideon, a native of Connecticut, 
he graduated at Yale college in 1787. and was 
soon after admitted to the bar of uls native 
jstate, where he practised law with considerable 
reputation. He was appointed postmaster-ge- 
neral of the United 9tetes, in 1801, and retained 
the office until 1814, after which he removed to 
New- York, and was chosen a member of the 
of tlat state ; he died in 1833.

' GREVILLE, Fulk, or Foullc, lord Brooke, 
an eminent statesman, historian and dramatic 
writer, bom in Warwickshire, in 1554, was 
assassinated by one of his domestics in lflSE8. 

GREVIN, James, a poet and physician ; he 
wrote several plays, &c.,and died in 1573. 

GREVIUS, or GRiEVIUB, John George, a 
celebrated Latin critic, bom in 1632, at Naum- 
boure, in Saxony, died in 1703. 

GREW, Obadlah, an English divine, who 
Sided with the presbyterians, but opposed their 
views in cutting off the king ; be died in 1696. 

GREW, Nehemiah, a learned writer and phy- 
sician, and secretary to the Royal Society, born 
at Coventry, in 1628. His chief works are " A 
Catalogue of ttie natural and artificial Rarities 
belonging to the Society;'* "A Comparative 
Anatomy of the Stomach and Guts;" and " The 
Anatomy of Plants,** &c. ; he died in 1711. 

GRf : Y, Lady Jane, an illustrious, but unfor- 
tunate personage of the bk)od royal of England 
by both parents ; her grandmother on her father's 
side, Henry Grey , marquis of Dorset, being queen 
eonsort to Edward IV., and ber grandmother 
on her mother's, lady Frances Brandon, being 
■daughter to Henry VII., queen Dowager of 
Prance, and mother of Mary queen of Scots. 
She was bora m 1537, and fell a victim to the am- 
bition of her parents, who on the demise of 
Eaward VI., overcame her by their persuasions 
to suffer herself to lie proclaimed queen of Eng 
land. Though only an innocent agent, she 
was, on the accession of Mary, declared guilty 
of high treason, and beheaded in 1554, aged 17 
years. She was eminent for her piety and 
teaming, befne mistress of the Greek and Latin 
languages, in both of which she wrote elegant 
letters, which were planted after her death. 

GREY, Dr. Zaehary, an ingenious English 
schcHar, bom tn Yorkshire, in 1667, died at 
A mpthin, in 1766. He was the author or nearly 
80 publications ; but bla edition of " Hudibras,** 
fi volumes 8vo., is the woriE which will best pre- 
serve his memory. 

GREY, Dr. Richard, a learned English divine 
and polemical writer, bora in 1093, died in 1771. 
He published " Memoria Teebnica ; ot a new 
Method of Artificial Memory ;'* ** A Bjrstem of 
English Ecclesiastical Law ;'* " A new and easy 
Method of learning Hebrew without points,'* ice 

ORIBALDUS,Mattbew, a learned civilian, of 
Padua, who left Italy to embrace protestantism ; 
he embraced the anti-trlnttarian doctrine, for 
Which he was persecuted ; he died of the plague, 
in 1564. 

GRIBNER, Michael Henry, professor of law 
at Wittemberg, wrote several works on jurispra* 
4ence, and died in 1734.

GRIERSON.Constantia, born at Kilkenny, to 
[Ireland, 1706, died 1733. She was an ezceileni 
scholar, not only in Greek and Roman literature, 
but in history, divinity, philosophy, and mathe- 
matics ; and wrote elegantly both in verse and 
prose. 

GRIESBACH, John Jacob, a learaed critic and 
divine, born in Hesse Darmstadt, 1745. In 1771, 
He published his editlwi of the '* Greek Testa- 
ment," with various readings ; an inestimaUa 
work. His " Critical Notes upon the Scriptures*' 
are very valuable. He died at Jena, where In 
was divinitv professor. In 1819. 

GRIFFET, Henry, a Jesuit, of Moulins, who 
died at Brassels, in 1775. He published Daniel^ 
History of France. 

GRIFFIER, John, an eminent painter, called 
old Griffier ; he died in London, in 1718. His son, 
called young Griffier. was an excellent landscape 
painter, and was living In 1713. 

GRIFFIN, C^yrus, a meml»er, and president of 
{congress ; a warm friend of the independenea 
of the colonies ; and, in 1780, a judge of the 
United States* district court for Virginia ; he 
died in 1810. 

GRIFFIN, the last prince of Wales before its 
final subjugation by the English, was murdered 
by his conquerors. 

GRIFFITH, Michael, a native of London, who 
became a Jesuit, and was missionary of his order 
in England ; he died in 1652. 

GRIFFITH, Elizabeth, a novelist and drama- 
tic writer of some eminence, first distinguished 
by ** The Letters of Henry and Frances,** which 
contained the genuine correspondence between 
her and her husband before their marriage. Her 
next publication was, " Memoirs of Ninon de 
L*Enclos.** Beside these, she wrote three novels, 
four comedies, the '^ Morality of Shakespeare's 
Drama illustrated,** and " Essays addressed to 
Young Married Women,** which closed and 
crowned her literary career. She died in Ireland, 
1793. 

GRIFFITHS, Ralph, first editor of the Month- 
ly Review, begun in 1749, which he edited very 
ably; he died in 1803. 

GRIGNAN, Frances Margaret de Sevigne, 
countess of; the correspondence between hei 
and ber mother is highly esteemed ; she died in 
1705. 

GRIGNION, Charles, an engraver, who ac- 
quired great reputation in England, until Ms 
manner was superseded by a more fashionafble 
and Imposing style ; he died in 1810, aged 94. 

GRI6NON,Jaaue8. an eminent French en- 
graver of portraits, nourished toward the end 
of the 17th century. 

6RI6NON, Charles, an English painter of 
some celebrity, who was seat by the royal aca^ 
demy to Rome, where he painted a picture of 
the death of captain Cook, Aic. ; he died at L«^ 
bora, in 1804. 

j GRIMALDI, John Francis, a celebrated pain- 
ter, bom at Bologna, in 1608, studied under Ca- 
racci, to whom he was related, and died in 1680. 

GRIMANI, Donienieo, son of the doge of Ve- 
nice, a learaed man, died in 1SS3. 

GRIMANI, Hubert, an excellent portrait pain 
ter, of Delft, died in 1629. 

GRIMAREST, Leonard, a Frenchman, whc 
wrote the life of Charles XII., dec ; he died in 
1790.

GRIMStON, Sir Harbottle, master of the 
rolls to Charles II., an eminent law writer, and 
original editor to Judge Croke's Reports, born in 
L'i84, died in 1683. 

GRINDAL, Edmund, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, an able tbeolacical writer, Iiorn in 1519, 
4ied at Croydon,in 1563. 

GRINGONNEUR, Jaequemin, a Parisian 
painter of the 14th century, who is said to have 
invented cards to amuse the melancholy hours 
•of Charles VI., king of France. 

GRINGORE, Peter, herald at arms to the duke 
•r Lorraine, died in 1544. 

GRISAUNT, WUIiam, an English physician, 
astronomer and mathematician of some note ; 
the time of his death is unknown. 

GRISWOLD, Roger, LL. D., an eminent 
lawyer of Connecticut, was a distinguished and 
kifluentiai member of Congress under the ad- 
ministration of the first President Adams, and 
his successor. In 1801 he was appointed secre- 
tary of war, an office which be declined ; he 
was afterwards successively a Judge of the su- 
preme court, and lieutenant governor and go- 
vernor of his native state. He died in 1812. 

GRIVE, John de la, a French geographer, 
bom at Sedan ; author of " Topography of Pa- 
ris," kjt. ; he died in 1757. 

GRCM7HOW8KI, a Pole, who was at the bat- 
He of Syeiekociny with Kosciusko, in 1791, in 
which he waa mortally wounded. 

GROCYN, WUliam,bom at Bristol. 1442, died 
1519. He was a greater master of the Greek 
and Latin languages, and introduced a better 

EMiunciation of the latter, than had been known 
fore in England. He was professor of Greek 
at Oxford, where he is said to have taught 
Erasmus. 

ORODITIITS, Stanislaus, a Jesuit of Poland, 
author of 8 vols, ci Latin sermons, kc ; he died 
In 1013. 

GRONOVIUS, John F/edcric, an eminent ci- 
vilian, historian, and critic, bom at Hamburgh, 
In 1613, died in 1678. 

GRONOVIUS, James, son of the preceding, 
and a writer on the belles lettres, born at De- 
venter, in 1645, and died in 1716. His chef 
d*<euvreis, "Thesaurus Antiquitatura Gneca- 
mm,** 13 vols, folio. 

GROPPER, John, an able polemic, of West- 

Sbalia, who had a great abhorrence of women, 
c died in 1550. 

GROS, Peter, an able sculptor, who embel- 
lished the capital of France with his art ; he 
died in 1710. 

GROS, Nicholas, a theologian, of Rheims, 
whose opposition to the bull unigenitus obliged 
him to flee from France to England ; he was au- 
thor of several works, and died in 1751. 

GROSE, Francis, F.S. A., who, after having 
Illustrated the " Antiquities of England, Wales, 
and Scotland,'* in a series of views of monastic 
and other rains, was on the point of completing 
his design by those of " Ireland,** where he bad 
been employed about a month before his death, 
which happened in 1791, in the S3d year of bis 
age. He published also " A Treatise on ancient 
Armour and Weapons ;** " A Classical Dic- 
tionary of the Vulgar Tongue ;** " A provincial 
Glossary, with a Collection of local Proverbsjl 
and popolar Superstitions;'* and "Roles forP 
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drawing Caricatures; the tbulijeet ill 
with four Cooperplates ; with an E^ay 
mic Painting. * 

GROSLEY, Peter John, a Frenchman, mem« 
ber of the academy of belles letters, &c., and 
author of several works ; he died in 1785. 

GROSSETESTE, Robert, an English prelate 
who wrote commentaries on Arifitptle, &c. Dr. 
P«^e wrote his life ; he died in 12S^. 

6R08TESTE, Claude, a minister of Savoy, 
who went to London on the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes : he wrote several works, and 
died in 1713. 

GROSVENOR, Bei^nroin, a native of Lon- 
don, and minister of a dissenting congregation 
there ; he wrote an Essay on Health, &;c., and 
died in 1758. 

GROTIUS, Hugo, or Hueo de Groot, bom at 
Delft, in 1583, died in 1645. He was eminent as a 
lawyer, philosopher, mathematician, historian, 
political and poetical writer ; but his chief works 
are " Treatise of the Truth of the Christian 
Religion ;'* and, which, singly, is sufficient to 
render bis name immortal, his ^* Treatise of the 
Rights of War and Peace,** " De Jure Belli et 
Pacis." 

GROTIUS, William, brother of Hugo, waaa 
distinguished lawyer and a writer on law : he 
died in 1662. 

GROVE, Henry, a learned divine among the 
English dissenters, bom at Taunton, in 1683, died 
in 1738, leaving some very excellent theological 
treatises. 

GROVE, Joseph, an English historical and 
critical writer, died in 1764. HLb best work is a 
" Life of cardinal Wolsey.** , 

GRUBER, Gabriel, a very distinguished J^ 
suit, bora at Vienna, who at an early age made 
great proficiency in the arts and sciences. He 
practised and taught successively, rhetoric, his- 
tory, mathematics, hydraulics, chymistry, archi- 
tecture, and medicine, in which he obtained the 
degree of doctor. His recreations were physi- 
cal and cbymical experiments, drawing and 
painting. On the suppression of the society of 
Jesuits, the empress Maria Theresa took liim 
into ber service, and mtrusted to him the su- 
perintendence of ship-building at Trieste, as 
well as the draining of the Sclavonian and Hun- 
garian morasses. As soon as he learned that the 
society continued to exist in the Russian em- 
pire under the protection of the government, he 
joined the society at Polocz, where he applied 
himself to his favourite studies for several years. 
Being sent to St. Petersburgh several times on 
the business of the society, nc gained the esteem 
of their imperial majesties. In 1802 he was 
elected general of the society, and showed much 
tranquillity and perseverance in very arduous 
and trying circumstances. By his exertions, the 
order increased in Russia, and was restored in 
the kingdom of Naples. His amiable and phi- 
lanthropic behaviour, and the variety and ex- 
tent of his knowledge, procured hioi many 
frien^h as well as the confidence and good-wiU 
of men of the highest rank. With those abili- 
ties and information which form a great mind, 
he united the piety and virtue of a true member 
of a religious order. He died In 1805. 

GRUCHIUS, Nicolas, of Rouen, was the first 
who explained Aristotie in Greek ; he died in 
1OT2. 

GRUDIUS, Nicolas Everard, treasurer of 
Brabant ; be wrote sacred and profane history 
in LatUu and died in 1571. 

GRtTE, Thomas, a Frenchman, in the *nltwr 
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' mnmKfii «ilMMPOr«leif& obi perFhinces ; 
he died in 1134.

GUNNEKUS, John Ernest, a naUve of Chris- 
tiana, founder of the royal Norwef^an society at 
Drontheim : he died in 1773. 

GUNNING, Peter, an English prelate, bom 
at Hoo, in Kent, was one or the commitlee ap- 
pointedlo review the liiurgy ; be died in 1684. 

GUNTER, Edmund, an English matbema- 
ttcian,and professor crf'astronomy atGresliam col- 
lege, bom in Herefordshire, in 1581, was bred for 
the church, and took orders ; but gienius and in- 
clination leading him chiefly to mathematics, he 
applied early to that study, and distinguished! 
himself by many important unprovements in ma- 
thematical instruments for the use of naviga- 
tion ; of those the most celebrated are, a new 
projection of the sector, the invention of a nnall 
portable quadrant, the discovery of a new varia- 
tion in the mariner*8 compass, and of a scale, 
which, after him, is called " Gonter's Scale.*' 
He died in 1626. 

GUNTHER, a German poet, In the beginning 
of the 18th century, who was poisoned fay a ri 
val, when going to be presented to Augustus IL, 
king of Poland. 

GURTLER, Nicolas, a native of Basil, author 
of a German and French I^ezicon, and other 
works ; he died in 1707. 

GUSHAN, Lewis, a Spanish jesntt, author of 
the history of his fraternity, in the Indies, Alc. ; 
he died in 1605. 

GUSSANVILL AN, Peter, a native of Char- 
ties, edited the works of Gregory the Great. 

GDSTAVUS VA6A, who, havfaig delivered 
Sweden from the Danish j^e, wae, in 1533, 
elected king of that country. Be was bora in 
1490, and died in 1560. 

GUSTAVU9 ADOLPHUS, the greatest king 
that Sweden ever had. He conquered Tngria, 
Livonia, Bremen, Venden,Wlesmar, Pomerania, 
Ax. He shook the thronfe of the emperor Fer- 
dinand II. He protected the Lutherans in Gter- 
many, and by his victories humUed the house 
of Austria. The glory of this action lias been 
uqjustiy attributed to caidhnai Richelieu, who 
had the art of raising his reputation from the 
victories which Gustavuswas content to gain. 
He carried the war beyond the Danube, and 
would perhaps have dethroned the emperor, had 
he not been slain at the battle of Lutzen, A. D. 
1603, in the a7th year of his age, after he hadue- 
fsated the hnperial army commanded by Wal- 
■tein. He carried to his tomb the name of "The 
Cheat Oustavus,** the love of his subjects, and 
the esteem of his enemies. j 

GUSTAVUS in., king of Sweden, came to 
the throne in 1771, was shot at a masked ball, 
and havinglanguiabed some time, died in 179S.

His principal worksare, **HlRtoriet 
of the WorM,*' of " England,** and of " Scot- 
land.** He was a " Writer by profession,** and 
is said to have lent his name to booluellerB for 
publications in which he had no concern. Such 
is asserted to have been the case with respect ts 
the Geographical Grammar, called **Giithrie*s;*' 
which, however, is. a work that, for its general 
utility and comparative perfection, conf<ns ere- 
dit on theeompUer, whoever he be. 

GUTT£;ilB£BGH,John of, a citisen of Stras- 
bourg, to whom is attributed the invention of 
the art of printing, in conjunction with Fust, or 
Faustus, and Peter Scboefllbr, or Schuffer, the 
servant, and afterwards the son-in-law, of FauiH 
tus, by whom it was further Improved. He was 
bora at Mentz, hi 3406, and died there, in 1467. 

GUY, a monk of Arezzo, who invented the six 
syllalder (tf the gamut, ut, re, mi, fa, sol, la, liv 
ed about 1086. 

GUY, Thomas, founder of Guy's hospital, waa 
the son of Thomas Guy, lighterman and coal- 
dealer in Horsley-down, Soutfawark. He waa 
put apprentice, in 1660, to a bookseller, in tbo 
porch of Mercer*s chapel, and set up trade with 
a stock of about 2001., in the house that forma 
the angle between Cornhill and Lombard-street. 
The English Bibles being at that time viiry badly 
printed, Mr. Guy engaged, with others, in a 
scheme for printing ttiem in Holland, and im 
porting them ; but this lieing put a stop to, he 
contracted with the university of Oxiord for 
their privilege of printing them, and carried on a 
great Bible trade for many yean to considerable 
advantage. Thus lie began to aecnmulate 
money, and bis gains rested in his hands ; for, 
being a sin^e man, and very penurious, his ex- 
penses were next to nothing. His custom was, 
to dine on his shop-counter, wftb no other tabia 
cloth than an old newspaper: he was also as lit- 
tle nice with regard to his apparel. The bulk of 
bis fcMtune, however, wwm acquired Ivy purchas- 
ing seamen's tickets during queen Anne's wars, 
and by Sohth-sea stock, in the memorable year 
1790. Ho wnB 76 years of age when he fonned 
the design of building the hospital, near St.Tho- 
mas*, which bears bis name. The charge of 
erecting this vast pile amounted to 18.793/., be- 
sides 219,4092. which he left to endow it : and ha 
just lived to see it roofed in. He died Dec. 17, 
1734, In the 8l8t year of his age^ after having de- 
dicated to charitable purposes more money thaa 
any one private man upon record in England. 

GUYARD, de Bervflle, « French author of 
some merit, died in poverty, aged 73. 

GU YARD,Anthony, a Benedictine monk, an 
thor of several works, died^t Dijon, in 1770. 

GUYET, Francis, an eminent critic, of An 
gers, died in 1695, much esteemed. 

GUYON,CIaude,a French biBtorian,a«tbor of 
an ecclesiastical history, and other works; ha 
died in 1771. 

GUYON, Johanna Mary Bouvfeni de hi 
Mothc, a Freneh lady, memorable for her writ- 
ings and her sufferings in the cause of Quietism, 
bora at Montargis, in KMB, died in 1717.

GUYS.Peter Augustine, a native ofMaiwillea,

GVVINNET, Button, a native of England, 
came to South-Caroling, in 1770, and soon re- 
moved to Georgia. He was a decided friend of 
the revohition, a member of congress, in 1776, 
and a sisner of the declaration of independence. 
He was killed in a duel, in 1777. 

GW YNN,Eleaaor, better known by the name 
•f Nell, who rose from an orange giri to be the 
mistress of Charles II. ; she died in 1687. 

Q WYNNB,Matthew2a disUnguished English 
physician, died after 1639.

HABERT DE CBRISI, Germain, an ecele 
siastic, of Bayeux, who wrote some poems ; be 
died in 1655. 

HABERT, Henry Lewis, the friend of Gas- 
•endi, and the publisher of his works, with an 
eieaant Latin preface, died in 1679. 

HABICOT, Nicolas, a surgeon, bom atBonay, 
was eminent in his profession, and wrote a trea 
tise on the plague ; bo died in 1634. 

H ABINOTON, William, an English poet and 
historian, bom in Worcestershire, in 1605, died 
in 1654. His amatory poems were entitled 
*' Castara," and printed in 1634-5 and 1640. He 
also published a tragi-eomedy, called **The 
Queen of Arracon.** 

HACHETTE, Jane, a heroine, ofBeauvais, 
in Picardy ; she successfully headed a body of 
women.

HAERLEM, Theodore Van, a Dutch painter, 
bom at Haerlem. His Christ and his apostles, 
in the church of Utrecht, are much admired ;

H AGEDORN, a German poet, of the 18th cen- 
tury. His works, in imitation of Fontaine, dhh 
play genius, vivacity, and great delicacy. 

HAGEN, John Van, a landscape painter, bora 
in Cleves. His pieces are much admired. Ha 
died at the end of the 17th century. 

HAGGAI, the tenth of the minor .prophets, 
lived in the reign of Darius Hystaspes. He was 
of the sacerdotal race. 

HAGUENIER, John, a French poet His 
pieces are on light subjects^ but possess great 
wit and elegance ; he died in 1738. 

HAGUENOT, Henry, author of medical trea- 
tises, was a physician, of Montpclier ; he died ia 
1776. 

HAHN, Simon Frederick, author of the " His- 
tory of the Empire," was a very extraordinary 
character. At the age of 10, he knew several 
languages, and at 24, was professor of history at 
Helmstadt ; he died in 17». 

HAILES. See DALRYMPLE. 

HAILLAN, Bemard de Girard, lend of, a 
French historian, bora at Bourdeaux, in 1535, 
died in 1610. He published a history, which 
reaches from Pbaramond to the death of Charies 
VIE., and was the first who composed a l>ody of 
the French history in French. 

HAINES, Joseph, commonly called count 
Haines, a very eminent low comedian, and a 
person of great facetiousness of temper and 
readiness of wit, died in 1701. 

HAKEM, the third of the Fatimite caliphsL 
was a violent persecutor of the Christians and 
Jews, and pretended to be the visible image of 
God. He was assassinated by the intrigue of 
bis sister, in 1081. 

HAKEWELL, John, mayor of Exeter, to 
1633.

British ambassador at the court of ^a|yle#, wits 
torn in the year 1739, and died in Lohdon, in 
IflOd. The sealoas and saoeesfifal efforts which 
he madedurinf his long reshlence in Raly, iti 
Vringing to li«ht the bOftodtreasaresof aikUqni- 
tj nec» not liere be enumerated ; indeed, nfs 
whole Mb wta de<roted to studteis eonqected 
Withthe fine arts. IDs " ObsenrttioQs on Mount 
Vesuvius, Moaht iBtna, and other. Volcanoes, 
in a Series of Letters to the Itoyat Society,*^ 
were published with notes in 1779.

His son Jam^ Ha- 
milton was repeatedly governor of Pennsylvar 
nia between 1743 «nd 1771. 

HAMILTON, Andrew, governor of the eo- 
kmy of NeW'Jersey, and deputy governor of 
Penqsylvania, died in I7Q9. 

HAMILTON, John, acooflsenor of thv colony 
of New- Jersey, who was at the head of its go- 
vernment for wverdl yfc*w ; h« dlod in 1746. 

HAMILTON, John, was several times gove^ 
nor of Pennsylvania ; he died in New-Vork, in 

WW- 
HAMILTON, Alexander, s^oretaiy of the 

Treasury of the United States, under general 
Washington, and a major general in the Ameri- 
can army, was bom in th« manA of St. Croix, in 
1757, and came to New-York^ In 1773. At the 
commencement of tlie revcriutioil he joined the 
Krmy, wa* a^drde-cami» t& the eommander in 
chief, and continued in theeenrte^ untilthesur-i 
ren^r of CbrnwalRs, at IforiitoWn'. where ^e 
Americans under his command stormed and 
look the British works. He afterwnrds «^m- 
menccd the prdetie^of «h» taw in New^Tork, 
and rose to the Mghesfr fedrinetlee in the pro- 
l^sstofi.

' HAMHiTON, William, an Snglisb hisjorlcal 
palntor, and member of the royal academy, died 

HABfLET, the name of aprince of Denmark 
whOqe history, as related by Saxo-Grammatica«, 
has furnished Shalcspeare with 'the groundwMk 
of one of his finest plays. 

HAMMOND, Anthony, an BogUsb poet and 
au)i.author, distinguished. also a«.ii. Wit 4nd aS a 
into of fashion ; be died about. tTStf. 

HAMMOND, Dr. Henry, a IjBarncd £ngl{shm- 
vine and conunentatoir, boiia at Chertsy, 9 
1(305, died in 1660. His chief works ore, iC" Fraff- 
tfcal Catechism i"*' a " Paraphrase and Aitnotn,- 
tions on the New Testament ;** and a " Par^ 
phraseand Commentary on the Old Testament r 
of Which he only published the Psalms, and weq| 
through a third JMirt of the book of Proverbs. 

HAMMOND, James, an elegant finglish poeti 
bom in ItlO, died iq 1742. He. was equerry, to th# 
pfinpc of waie^ ; and is said to have divided 
bis lifts betvreen pleasure and boolcs ; ill his re* 
tirement forgetting the town, and in his gayetj 
losing the student. Of his literary hours thi^ 
principal effects arc raehibitcd in his memorabla 
•» Lot^c Kfegics.'' 

HAMON, John, a. French physician, vfh« 
wrote on refigious suhjeets in an admired stylo ; 
he died In 16b7. 

Hampden. John, a celebrated political char 
ractcr in the reign of Charles t.,fiaimoas for sui- 
taining singly the weight of a royal prosecution, 
oii hi* rating to pay the ^m-nioney in th^ 
reign of Ciiarles I., was horn iq London,.in iSOL 
Having, hi 1025-6 obtained a seat in the house <^ 
commons, he toon grew to be one of the mok 

Eopular men in the nation ; and after he luig 
eld the chief direction of Ms party in thehoune 
against the king, be. took up. arms in the saQi< 
cause, and was one of the first who opened the 
wnr 1^ an action at a place called Brill, ahputf$ 
ttstten from, Oxford ; but he was cut ofi* early, by 
a mortal wound, which he received by a pisti^ 
"bursting in his hand, in a skirmish with prince 
Rupert, June 18, 1043, and of which he died tlitt 
9Uh, Clarendon has given Hampden the cha? 
racterof a great, rather than a gpod man ; bai 
when passive obedience and non-resistanco 
were disgraced tiy law, he came to l>e esteemed 
a good as itell as a great man, and has conti- 
nued to be thought so ftotn that time to thiif . 

HARIPTON, James, translator of. Potybius, 
di^l778. 

HAM9 A, a Mahometan doctor, known for his 
attempt to eradicate the tenets of Mahomet and 
to establish his own. He nourished about, 1030. 

HANCOCK, John, minister of Lexington. 
Massachusetts, respeeted and belovMl ; he died 
inl7S2. 

HANCOCK, John, minister of BrMntree, soil 
of the prccedinfj died in 1744. 

HANCOCK, Thomas, a benefhetpr of HarvanI 
college, died In 1704. 

HANCOCK, John, LL.D., one of the mosf 
conspicuous friends of the American revolution. 
wta president of congress in 1776, and s'^^'ied 
the declaration of independence in that ea^wjci 
ty. He was afterwards govemoc of Ma«uii6hii ' 
ntUtt far aev c f ai years. «ediedinl7dSI 
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. HAWDEL, Cfeorffe Frederic, an iUuetrloiie 
master In muric, bom at Halle, in Upper Saxony, 
In 1684. His compositioni, particularlgr bis ora 
(orioa, have been repeatedly performed, to the 
present dar, with uninterrupted success and un 
rfvalled clory. He died in 17S9, and was bn 
lied In Westminster Abbey, where, by his own 
dder, and at liis own expense, a moDumcnt is 
erected to his memory. 

HANOEST, Jerome de, a doctor of the Sar- 
bonne who wrote against Luther ; he died in 1538. 

HANIFAH, a saint among the Mussulmans, 
the bead of all iheir sects ; Be died at Babylon. 

HANKINS, Martin, was professor of history, 
politics and eloquence atBreslaw,and an author ; 
he died in 1709. 

HANMER, Meredith, D.D., treasurer of Tri- 
nity church, Dublin. He translated the ecclesi- 
astical histories of Eusebius, Socrates and Eva- 
grius, and died in lfl04. 

HANMER, Jonathan, a non-conformist di- 
Tine. He is the author of ecclesiastical anti- 
quity and other works ; be died in 1687. 

HANMER, Sir Thomas, Bart, a distinguished 
statesman and polite writer, bom in 1^6. In 
1713 he was chosen spealcer of the house of 
commons; which office, difficult at all times, 
but at that time more particularly so, he dis- 
charged with becoming dignity. He died in 1746. 
. HANNECKEN, Mennon, a historian and di- 
vine, of Germany, was professor of murals, 
theology. Ace. at Marpurg, and died in 1671. 

HANNECKEN, Philip Lewis, son of the 
preceding, was professor of Hebrew and elo- 

auence at Giesscn. His works were chiefly on 
leolosical controversy ; he died in 1706. 

H ANNEM AN, John, a painter, at the Hague, 
and an excellent copyist of Vandyck ; he died in 
1660. 

HANNIBAL, a great Carthaginian general, 
was the son of Hamilcar, who nuule him swear 
on 'the altar, that he would never be reconciled 
Co the Romans. At 25 years of age, he took 
upon him the command of the army. After 
taking Salamanca and Saguntum, in Spain, he 
defeated the Gauls, and passed the Alps in de- 
fiance of the snow, and of Fubllus Cornelius ; 
having mollified the rocks with vinegar, and cut 
(brough them with iron. He took Turin, and 
at Pavia defeated Cornelius Scipio. The follow- 
ing year he defeated Flaminius, and slew 15,000 
men ; he next overthrew Varro at Cannae, with 
40,000 foot, and S700 horse, the flower of the 
Roman youth, and sent to Carthage two or three 
baskets of gold rings taken fnm the hands of 
5630 slain Koman gentlemen. And now had 
Hannibal gone straight to Rome, he had cer- 
tainly ruined that commonwealth ; but going to 
Capua, where he wintered, the delights of the 
tiiace so debauched bis whole army, that the 
Romans recovered themselves from the conster- 
nation into which the loss of five battles had 
thrown them. Two years after, Marcellus gave 
oim battle, and conquered, but was himself 
filled in an ambush. Hannibal was defeated 
afterwardsliy Sempronius Gracchus, and at last 
met with a total overthrow by Scipio ; when, 
^IfH^ (or fearing to fall) into the hands of the 
^(unans, he took poison, which he had kept in 
a ring for that purpose, 183 B. C, aged 70. 
. HANNIBALIANUS, Flavins Claudius, was 
murdered by Constantius, in 338. 

HANNO, a Carthaginian, employed by bis 
countrymen to make the circuit of Africa; in 
consequence of wlilch he explored various re- 
gions, and made great geographical discoTeriei.

HANNSACHS, a German poet. His works, 
in five volumes folio, are indifferent ; he died in 
1576. 

HANRIOT, Francis, an associate of Maral> 
and Robespierre, and equally atrocious in bit 
character. He was guilk>tined, July, 11M, asp- 
erated for his cruelQr and rapine. 

HANSON, John, a distinguished member of 
Congress from Maryland, and for two years 
president of that body ; he died in 1783. 

H ANWAY, Jonas, was bora at Portsmouth, 
in 1713. Being bred to commence, he left Eng- 
land, and entered into business at Lisbon as a 
merchant ; from Lisbon he removed to feters- 
burgh, where he was aiqwinted agent to the 
British factory ; and, with the view of opening 
a trade through Russia into Persia, he undertook 
a laborious and dangerous course of travels, of 
which he afterwards published an interesting 
account at his return to England. To the cha- 
ritable disposition and benevolent exotions of 
Mr. Hanway, Londcm owes in a great measura 
the institution of the Marine Society, the sup- 
port of the Magdalen Hospital, the improvement 
of its streets and avenues ; and the poor of va 
rious descriptions, their most eifectuaL comfor 
and support. He died in 1786. 

HARCOURT, Harriet Eusebia, an Ei^gllsll 
lady, who estabiislied a female monastery on 
her lands in Yorkstiire, which was dissolved at 
her death, in 1745. 

HARDENBURGH, Jacobus R., D. D., first 

{^resident of Queen*s College, New-Jersey, was 
ndefatigable in his labours, and much Meiiwd ; 
he died in 1700. 

HARDER, John James, was professor of rhe- 
toric, afterwards of medicine and anatomy, at 
Basil ; a man highly esteemed for his learning 
and abilities; he died in 1711. Bis brother, 
James, was professor of oriental languages at 
Leyden, and a learned divine. 

HARDEBY, (aeoffrey, an Augustine monk, 
confessor to Henry 11., professor at Oxford, and 
an author ; he died in 1360. 

HARDI, Alexander, a French poet, who is 
said to have written 600 pieces for the theatre. 
Of these, however, no more remain than 41^ 
which were pulilished by himself in six vols. 
He was the first French dramatist who intro- 
duced the custom of Iwing paid for his pieces, 
and died at Paris, in 1630. 

HARDIME, Peter, a painter, of Antwerp^ 
died in 1748. His brother, Simon, excelled aa 
a flower painter, and died in 1737. 

HARDING, John, an old English chronicler, 
bora in 1438, died after 1461. 

HARDING, Thomas, an Englhih divine, and 
polemical writer, bora in 1513, died about 1570L 

HARDINGE, Nicolas, an eminent English 
scholar, and autlMr of some Latin, and other 
poems ; he died In 1750. 

HARDINGE. George, an enloent Englisb 
lawyer, a memoer of parliament, and attorney 
and solicUor general to the queen; he died la 
1816. 

HARDION, James, a Frenchman, who pub* 
lisbed " Universal History,** 18 vols., and othet 
works ; he died in 1766w 

H ARDOUIN, John, a French Jesuit, eminent 
as a critical, historftcai, and miscellaneous n^ 
ter, iMrn at Kimper, in Bretagne, in 1647, died 
in 1730. 

HARDUIN, Alexander Xavler, of Aim 
known as a gvaoMMrian, Aed la 178S. 
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See YORKE» PMUp^ Kubnorisal psinter, died in.tlM Moom efllfe, -A 



^AKDV, Sir Charles, governor of tb« colony 
of New- York, afterwarda an admiral in tbe 
British navy, and commander in chief of the 
«?estflm squadron, in 1779, the year of his death. 

.EIARDx, Josiah, brother of the preceding, 
iras governor of the province of New-Jersey, in 
t781. 

HARK, Dr. Francis, bishop of Chichester, 
and author of some celebrated polemio tracte, 
died In 1740. . 

HARGRAVE, Francis, one of the most emi- 
nent law-writers of his day, was born in 1739, 
and died in 1831. He was many years one of his 
miyesty's counsel* and recordier at Liverpool ; 
and among his numerous publications may be 
mentioned, a "Collection of State Trials," 11 
vols, folio, in 1781. In 1813, owing to ill health 
and other circumstances, he parted with his 
library, which was purchased by parliament for 
86002., to be placed in the library of Lincoln's 
fr*^, for tbe public use. It contained 300 MSS. } 
taA his law books were enriched with valuable 
notes. 

HARTOT, Thomas, an English mathemati- 
cian. He accompanied Sir Walter Raleigh to 
America, and gave the public an account of 
Virginia: he died in 1631. 

HARIRI, an Arabian author, lived in 1130 

HARLAY, Achille de, a Arm, dignified, and 
learned president of the parliament of Paris, 
after De Thou ; he died in 1616. 

HARLAY DE SANCY, Nicholas de, was 
ambassador of France to England, under Henry 
UI. ; he died in 1639. 

HARLAY, Francis de, archbishop of Paris, 
lie favourite of Lewis XIV. ; he died in 1695. 

HARLAY, AehiUe de, first president of the 
larliament of Paris, was an upright magistrate ; 
9d died in 1713. 

HARLEY, Robert, afterwards earl of Oxford 
tnd earl Mortimer, and lord high treasurer in 
the reign of queen Anne, was born in London, 
in 1661. On the 8th of March, 1711, he was in 
great danger of his life ; tbe marquis of Ouis- 
eard, a French papist, then under exarainatioo 
of acommittee of the (wrivy council at Whitehall, 
stabbing him with a penknife, which he took 
up in the clerk's room, where he waited before 
he was examined. Oulscard was imprisoned 
and died hi Newgate, the 17th of the same 
month ; whereupon an act of parliament passed, 
making it felony, without benefit of clergy, to 
attempt the life of a privy counsellor in the exe- 
cution of his oflke. After the death of queen 
Anne, viz. June 10, 1715, Harley was impeached 
by the house of commons of high treason, and 
high crimes and miaderaeancrrs ; and was com- 
muted to tbe Tower by tbe house of lords, 
where be sufibred confinement till July 1, 1717, 
and then, after a public trial, was acquitted by 
bis peers; lie died In 1734, and Pope has cele- 
brated his memory in the fcHiowing lines : 

**■ A soul sapreme in each hard instance tried. 
Above all pain, lUl anger, and all pride. 
The rage of power, the blast of public broath. 
The lust of lutre, and the dread of death.** 

This nobleman laid the foundation of tlw Har- 
leian Collection of MSS. now in the British 
Museum ; which was enlarged by his son Ed- 
ward, who succeeded to his titte and estates, 
and at whose death, it consisted of 8000 volnmes. 
and above 40,000 original rolls, chartersi, and 
othef deeds and inatruments of great antiquity. 
HARLOW* an eminent finglish portrait and 



1819. The adhiirable arrangement and pbw* 
firful ejltlect with which be represented the soena 
from Henry VUI., in which Mrs. Siddons la 
the principal figure,and all the Kemble fami- 
ly are introdueed, Is a masterly proof of Mt 
taste, judgment, and skill, as a historical palm 
ter ; as his portraits of West, Novthcote, FuseU, 
&c., were of his fidelity in that branch of tha 
art. As a copyist also he was entitled to hie li 
praise. His copy of a picture of Rubens might 
be taken for the original ; and his copy of fiar 
phael's famous picture of The TransflguratioB^ 
which be painted with astonishing rapidity, 
was highly admired at Rome, where the original 
might be compared with ih 

HARMER. Thomas, an eminent dlaseallng 
divine, and critical writer on biblical literatura| 
born at Norwich, in 1715, was 54 years pastor or 
a congregation at WattesfieM, in Suffblk, anA 
died in 1788. 

HARMODIUS. See ARISTOGITON. 

HARO, Don Louis de, a favourite of PblHp 
IV., prime minister, and a great diplomatist : he 
died in 1661. 

HAROLD I., king of England, son of Canute; 
he died tlie 5th year of his reign, in 1039. 

HAROLD !(., son of eari Godwin, took poa^ 
session of the English crown, on the death of 
Edward the Confessor. In repelling tbe Inva- 
Bion of his kingdom, by William of Normandy, 
he was slain, Oct 1066, in tiie first year of hia 
reign. 

HARP ALUS, a Grecian astronomer, inventor 
of the cyde, 480 B. C. 

HARP ALUS, an ofllcer intrusted bv Aleois 
Mider with the treasures of Babylon, with which 
he fled away. 

H ARPE, Jean Francois la, an eminent Frendt 
orator, critic, poet, and dramatic writer* born at 
Parid, in 1740, died In 1808. 

H ARPOCRATION, Valerius, an ancient rhe- 
torician of Alexandria, who has iett an excellent 
" Lexicon upon tbe Ten Orators of Greece.'* 
He flourished about 175. 

H ARPSFtELD, Nicholas, archdeacon of Can- 
terbury, an English divine, attached to the po- 
pish religion ; he died in 1.772. 

HARRINGTON, John lord, an English noble- 
man, distinguished by the talents and geniuf 
which he displayed at^a very early age ; he died 
in 1613, aged 33. 

HARRINGTON, Sir John, an ingenious Eng- 
lish poet, and tranriator of AriostoSi "Oriando 
Fttrioso;" by which he gained a conslderabia 
reputation, and for which he is now princinailf 
known ; he was bom at Helston, near Bath, in 
1561, and died in 1613. 

HARRINGTON, James, an eminent political 
writer, born in Northamptonshire, in 1611, died 
in 1677. His chief work is called *' Oceana,** 
and is a kind of political romance. In imitation 
of Plato's ** Atlantic Story,'* where, by Oceana. 
Harrington means England ; exhibiting a plan 
of republican government, which he would hav# 
erected, by forming the three kingdoms into a 
genaine commonwealth. 

HARRINGTON, Henry, an eminent En^h 
physician and poet, died at Bath, In 1816- 

HARRIS, Walter, an English physician, l» 
the reign or William Iff. He wrote some ea- 
teemed books on the diseases of children. 

HARRIS, Robert, was president of Trinity 
college, Oxford, wrote soma* sermons, and dlea 
in 1653. 

HARR19,JollB,an EagUah divine,and adiflfai-

H ARYEY, Sir Joba, govern o r of the colont 
of Ytrginla.

HABWOOD, Dr. Edward, air English dis- 
senting divine, and excellent classical schohir,, 
bora in 1799, died ia 1794. His chief works 
are, " An Introduetion to the Study of the New 
Testament,** ** A Yiew of the various editions 
oTthe Greek and Roman dassics,'* and an edi^ 
ition of the *^ New Testament in Greek, with 
JBnjRlish notes.** 

HASEi Theodore, professor of Hebrew at 
Bremen, his native town, died In 1731. 

HASfi, James, brother of the preceditir, dl9- 
Unguish^ for his learning and writings, SM in 

HASSBLQiUIST! Frederic, a SWedii«l bota 
nist and natural Mstorian, bom in Eatt Goth- 
landi in 1739, ^ed at Slinyma^ in 17dS. 

HASTED,. Edward, a top<^rapber^ born at 
Hawley, in Kent, in 1739; His" History of 
Kent^' is wMI' known, and ivteemed. In the 
latter part of hi» lift- he was mnch reduced in 
circumstances, and wm, by lord Radnor, pre- 
sented with the masteamip of the hospital at 
Corsham, Wilts. He died there in 181S. 

HASTINGS^ Elizabeth, danc^Mer of the earl- 
of Huntington, waa oelebnited for her accom- 
plishments, and for her public and private cha 
rity. She died in 1740, deservedly iMnented. 

HA8TINeMe^ Rt. Ron; Warren, wss bera 
near Daylesfords ia Woreestershire, in 1733: 
Having be«i educated at Westminster sebool4 
be went oat to the Esat Indies as a writer, and 
in course of time iMeame governdr of Bengal. 
He was removed from Madras to the prrtsfdeney 
of Caleatta at a critical periodv when the stn^ 
of Hindostan became perfleus flwrn the rapidly 
increasing power, of Hyder Ally., the soveri^iga 
of Mysore, and the intrigues of the C*ren^h, wbp 
w«)re takin|; advantage of the rupture between- 
Great Britam and.her colonies. In tbii^ezigencyf 
the governbr-generat had to rely solely upon his 
own esertionB; and he sucoMdedi beyond all 
expectation^ in saviog Britfsh India from a com- 
bination of enemies. Partyap4rlt at home, how- 
ever, torned his merit into a crime, and ehaivet 
were broii^t agaiast htm in parlimnent. Ita 
retarned in 1786, and an impeachment follow<ed^ 
the trial of which lasted nine yeaia, and t^ruilv 
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tired life on tbe wiwilE of Mb rot\pM,ahd ah 
•nnnlty from Um. India eontpanf. He Hred. 
however, to see his plans for the security or 
India publicly applauded ; but received no other 
recompense for hts suflferinn, than that of being 
sworn of the priry-council Sir Warren died 
in 1818. 

HAT8ELL, John, clerk Of the house of 
eommons, from 1768 to 1787, died in 1890. 

HATTON, Sir Christopher, an eminent states- 
man, and lord chancellor under Q,ueen Eliza- 
beth, died hi 1591. 

li AUSTEAD, Peter, a clergyman and ik comic 
writer, in the reign of Charles I. 

HAUTE-PEUILLE, rabbe, a French gentle- 
man, skilled in mechanics, who made considera- 
ble improvements in the movements of watches, 
and invented a specular gnomon for regulating 
slocks and watches by the sun, &c., bom in 
)«7, died in 1734. 

HAUTEROCHB, Noel le Breton de, a French 
Mramatic poet and actor, died at Paris, in 17U7. 

H AUTETERRE, Anthony Dadine de, profes- 
sor of law at Toulouse, author of a treatise on 
monastic life, and other works, indicative of 
great talents and learning; he died in 1682. 

HAVARD, William, a respectable actor, and 
dramatic writer, of Dublin, died in 1778. 

HAVEN, Samuel, D. D., minister of Ports 
mouth, New-Hampshire, published many ser- 
mons, and died in 1806. 

HAVEN, Jason, minister of Dedham, Massa- 
chusetts, author of many published sermons, 
died, much respected, in 1803. 

HAVERCAMP, Slglbert, a cetebmted Dutch 
critic, and professor of history, eloquence, and 
the Greek tongue, at Leyden. He wasparticu 
larly skilled in the science <^ medals, and was 
Che author of some works in this way that were 
very much esteemed. He gave good editions^ 
as well as grand ones, of several Latin and 
Greek authors; of Eutropius, TertuUian's "Apo- 
l(^etic,** Joaephns, Saliust, Ace. ; tttid his edi- 
tions of those authors are reckoned the l>est. 
He died in 1742, aged 58. 

HAVERS, Clopton, nn English physician, 
author of a treatise on the bones, died early In 
the 18th century. 

HA WES, Stephen, an English po«t, who 
flourished abotit ISOO. 

HA WES, Dr. William, an English physician, 
who has immortalized his name by l>eing the 
founder of the Royal Humane Society, for the 
recovery of persons apparently dead by drown- 
ing, suffocation, or strangulation, was bom at 
Islington, in 1736. and died Jn 1808. Dr. Hawes 
was a traly amiable and benevolent man ; and 
gave a strong proof of Ms phllanthrophy in his 
unwearied attention to the above-mentioned in- 
stitution, which has been found highly useful, 
and to establish which he employed many years 
of his life. So much, indeed, did this engross 
his mind, and engage his attention, that his own 
immediate interests appeared to him 1o bo yery 
subordinate corisideratiloDs ; yet be was alvi^ys 
ready to aflQ»rd his professional aMist4nce to 
distress, ft would be difficult for tlie enemies 
of Dr. Hawes, (if such a truly benignant cha- 
racter could have any enemies,) to say any thing 
Co his disadvantage. There was a remarkable 
simplicitv in his manners, the result of an inno- 
cent and unsuspecting heart ; and his name 
'ought to be recorded among the benefactors of 
their country, for the establishment .of a^n ipsti- 
'tution, wlWch has been a source of reniowed 
bappineM to Ihonsaoda, who might otherwise 
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haye Rink iiito nhretcheaniBst, toMing from tite 
untitaiehr toiss of their dearest relative*. 

HA WEIS, Thomas, an English divine, kooWB 
as chaplain to the countess of Huntington, and 
as principal of a seminary which she foutided 
for the edttciuion of students In diviniQr; he died 
in 1830. 

H A WKE, Edward lord, a brmv^ and intrepid 
English admiral, appointed reftrof the white. In 
1747, being then styled by George II. ** Hfai own 
Admiral ;*' and, by successive promotionvho 
became vice-admiral of Great Britain, in 1765. 
He was one of the greatest characters that evef 
adorned the British navy ; but most of all re< 
markable for the daring courage, which induced 
him, on many occasions, to disregard those forms 
of conducting or sustaining an nttack, whlehi 
by the rales and ceremonies of service, had be- 
fore been considered as indispensable. His de- 
feat of the French armament, under marshhl 
Conflans, off Belleisle, will never be forgotteh. 
He died In 1781. 

HAWKESWORTH, Dr. John, ten !EnglMl 
writer, of a very soft and pleasing cast, bora at 
Bromley, in Kent, in 1715, died in 1773. As an 
author, "The Adventurer'* is his capital wort; 
the merits of which, it is said, procured him tho 
dt^ee of LL. D. from Dr. Herring, arcliblshdp 
of Canterbury. When the design of compiling 
a narrative of the discoveries In the South Seas 
was on foot, he was recommended im a proper 
person to be employed on the occasion ; but the 
performance did not answer etpectation. Works 
of taste and elegance, where imagination and 
the passions were to be afftcted, were his pro- 
vince ; not works of dry, cold, accurate narrti- 
tive. However, he executed hts task,-^nd la 
said to have received for It the enormous sum 
of 6000^ 

HAWKINS. Sir John, an English idmirtf, 
Who signalized himself. In the reign of BHaa- 
beth, by opposing the Spanish armada, and in his 
ekpeditions to the West Indies ; he died in ISgS. 

HAWKINS, Sir John, to whom tlfe publle 
are indebted for a good edition, with notta, of 
"Walton's Angler,** as well as a valuable " Hli- 
tory of Music,** was bom in 1719, and died fti 
17^. Some short time before his death, lie 
wrote a " Life of Dr. Samtiel Johnson,*^ 
which, though replete with literary aneedots 
and entertainment, met with but an Unflflwraiit 
reception from the critics. 

HAWKINS, William, governor of the ilaia 
of Georgia, died in 1819. 

HAWKSMOOR, Nicolas, ah EnftllBh ai«M- 
teet, ponti to Sir Christopher Wreta, died Hi 173t. 

HAWK WOOD, Sir John, bom In the teign 
of Edward II., died tn 13M. Thoogh bred te 
tailor, having afterwaiids taken to arras. Me 
signalized himself in the Wars In Italy, by hia 
valour and conduct. Which raised Mm to tbie 
highest posts. He gained so great honour and 
reputation for having restored, in those fiaria, 
military discipline, which was almost lost, timt, 
after his death, the Floreittlnes erected, in tinlr 
city, a black mari>le statue as an acknowledg 
ment for tlie services lie had done ihem. 

H AWXEY, Joseph, distingttisheid ^ a statea 
man and patriot, and regarded aa having been 
one of the ablest advocates of American liberqr; 
he died in 1788. 

H AWLEY, Gideon, many yean a rofaitionaty 
to the Stockbridge, Mohawky and Oneida In 
dlflins, afld emlnentiy useful to lliem ; he died tn 
1807. 

HAT, Jamts, a Scotebmaa, Mfft wvnt 10 
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Kngland with Jainet I., where h« wm ennobled, 
and employed on aeveral embunies, and to ne- 
gotiate a inarrlai(e between the priiice of Wales 
and a princeni oi France ; he died in 1636. 

HAY, William, born in Sussex, in 1605, was 
remarlcable for bis personal deformity ; on which 
subject be wrote an excellenl *' Essay,*' wherein 
he alluded to bis own case with singular good 
humour. He waa representative in porliament 
for Seaford, and died in 1755 1 having written 
beside the above essay, " Rcligio Philosophi,*' 
*' Imitations of Martial,*' and some other pieces. 
w inch were collected and printed in 1794. 

HAYDN, Joseph, was born of low parentage, 
at Khorau, in Austria, in 1733. At an early age 
he was received into the choir of the cathedral 
In Vienna. He afterwards got his living by 
teacliing music, and by composition. In 1791, 
he went to England, and pulilishcd several of 
his works ; in consequence of which the univer- 
sity of Oxford conferred upon him the degree of 
doctor of music. In 1796, he returned to Ger- 
many, where lie composed his sublime oratorio 
of "The CreaUon,'* and " The Seasons," and 
died in 1809. U is worlcs are very numerous and 
valuable. While Haydn vvas in England, a 
■hip captain entered bis chamber one morning : 
" You are Mr. Haydn 1" " Yes." " Can you 
malce me a march to enliven my crew 1 You 
shall have thirty guineas ; but I must have it to- 
day, for to-morrow I start for Calcutta." Haydn 
agreed : the seaman left him ; the composer 
opened bis piano, and in a quarter of an hour 
the march was written. Haydn appears to have 
bad a delicacy, rare among the musical birds of 
prey and passage, who go to feed on the un- 
wieldy wealth of England ; he thought so large 
a aum, for a labour eventually so slight, a spe- 
cies of plunder— ^une home early in the even- 
ing, and made two other marches, in order to 
allow the liberal seaman his choice, or to give 
them all to him. At daybreak the purchaser 
came—*' Where is my march 1" " Here, try it 
on the piano." Haydn played it The captain 
couBted the thirty guineas on the piano, took up 
the march, and went down stairs. Haydn ran 
after him ; " I have made two others, Iwth bet- 
ter, come up and bear them, find take your 
(thoice." " I am satisfied with the one I have." 
The captain still went down. " I will make you 
a present of them." The captain went down 
.oidy.Uie more rapidly, and left Haydn on the 
stairs. Haydn, from one of those motives not 
aaaily de^edt determined on overcoming this 
singular self-denial. He immediately went to 
the «xehaxige, ascertained the name of the 
•hip, made a roll of his marches, and sent them, 
with a polite billet, to the captain on board. He 
.was«urprised at receiving, shortly after, bis en- 
velope, unopened, from the En^dishman, who 
had>Jud^ it to be Haydn's. Tbc composer 
tore the whole in pieces on the spot. The anec 
dote is of no great elevation; but it expresses 
pec^tliari^ of character ; and certainly neither 
the eapUin nor the composer rould have been 
jtasily classed among the common, or the vulgar 
•f men. Uaydn soon adopted the custom of 
•hopping, and frequently wandered in the morn- 
ing tffrom house to house of the music-sellers. 
He awed to mention his dialogue with one of 
those persons. He had inquired for any par- 
ticularly good music,." Y'ou are come exactly at 
Che right time," was the shopkeeper's answer, 
*^ for [ have just printed on Haydn's sublime 
masie. " Oh 1 as for that, I will have nothir^ 
to do with it.'* " How, sirs nothing to do with 
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Haydn! what fhult it to be found with Itl** 
" Oh ! fkult f noHgh ; but there is no use in 
speaking fbout it now; it docs not please me, 
sliow me something else." The music-seller, 
who was an enthusiast aliout Havdn's compo- 
sitions, k>6ked at the inquirer, " No, sir, I have 
other music, no doubt, but it is not nt for you,'* 
and turned his bapk upon him. Haydu was go- 
ing out of the shop, laughing, when he met an 
acquaintance coming in, who pronounced his 
name. The music-seller, whose vexation had 
revived with the sound, turned round and said, 
" Yes, sir, here is a gentleman wlio actually 
docsnot likethatgreatman'smusic.*' The mis- 
take was of course soon cleared up, and tiie 
person was known who alone might presume to 
object to Haydn's music. 

HA YER DV PERRON, Peter le, a native of 
Alencon, distinguished for his poems, odes, 
songs, &c. ; he was bom in 1603. 

HAYER, John Nicholas Hubert, a French 
ecclesiastic, author of a work on the immortali- 
ty of the soul, and other valuable writings ;, he 
died at Paris, in 1780. 

HAYES, Charles, an ingenious mathematical 
writer, author of a treatise on fluxions, and 
other works ; be died in London, in 176G.- 

HAYES, Dr. William, an eminent musical 
composer, born in 1708. He became profeseof 
of music at Christ Chufth College, Oxford, and 
published a collection of English ballads ; but is 
best known by his cathedral music and catches. 
He defended Handel against Avison, with some 
asperity, and died in 1777. 

HAYLEY, William, an English poet, ana 
miscellaneous writer, died in ImO. 

HAYLEY, William^ a poet, dramatist, and 
miscellaneous writer, bom in 1745, was edu 
cated at Cambridge. On leaving the university 
he retired to his estate of Eartham, in Sussex 
he died at Felpham, in 1820. 

HAYMAN, Francis, a painter, of some dis- 
tinction, born at Exeter, in 1708, became, a mem 
ber, and librarian of the royal academy, ano 
died in 1776. 

HAYMON, a native of the Tyrolese, in the 
IStb century, of gigantic stature. He is said td 
have been 16 feet in height, with strength pro- 
portionate to his size. 

HA YNES, Hopton, assay master of the Eng 
lish mini, known as the author of a work on tiie 
attributes and worship of God, and the charac- 
ter and offices of Christ ; be died in 1749. 

HA YNES, Samuel, an English clergyman, 
he published a collection of state papers, and 
died in 1752. 

HAYNES, John, governor of Massacliusetts 
and Connecticut, of which latter colony he was 
one of the founders ; he died in 1654. . 

HAYTER, Rev. John, an excellent Greek 
scholar, who was employed by the prince of 
Wales, (present king,) for many years, in un- 
rolling and decyphering the MSS. found at Her* 
culaneum. He died at Paris, of apoplexy, in 
181S, in his 63d year. 

HAYWOOD, Sir John, an eminent English 
historian, died in 1627. 

HAYWOOD, Elizabeth. See HEYWOOD. 

HAYWOOD, Henry,^inister in South Ca- 
rolina to the Socinian baptists, died in 1755. 

HAZAEL, servant of Benhadad, king of Sy- 
ria, was sent by his master to inquire of tiie 
Krophet Elisha, the result of Ids sickness. Oh 
is return, he killed the king, and usurped his 
throne, 880 B. C. 

BSAD, Richard, a native of Ireland, knowc 
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as the autiiorof *^Tbe EogUsh Bogae,"a«i»> 
■ledy, mnd aevwal ocber drtuaane ideeav ; fie 
4ied in 1678. 

liEADLET, Henry, an injKeniooe poet, nnd 
UEcellent young man, was horn at Intend, in 
Norfolk, in 17^, and, after passing under the 
tuition of Dr. Parr, was admitted to Trinity col- 
4we, Oxford. He died in 1788. Before the age 
of SO lie published a volume of " Poems ;** but 
•be is principally known to the literary world by 
two volumes of ** Select Beauties of Ancient 
English poetry, with Remarks,** 1787 : a work 
very deservedly in high esteem ; and which was 
el^antly republished by Mr. 8harpe, in 18iOy 
with a biographicai sketch of the autiior, by the 
Rev. Henry Kett, B. D., Fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege, Oxford. 

HEARNE, Thomas, an English antiquary, 
and indefatigable collector and editor of books 
and MSS. chiefly concerning Engltoh history, 
born In 1678, and died in im 

HEATH, Nicholas, archbishop of York, and 
sbanceltor of England in the reign of Mary, 
Aed in 1560. 

HEATH, James, an English historian, bom 
In London, in 1089, and died in 1664. 

HEATH, Thomas, brother of the preceding, 
and a Jesuit ; he was sent as a missionary to 
England, where he died al»out 1568. 

HEATH, Benjamin, a lawyer of eminence, 
and town-clerk of Exeter, who wrote several 
works, but is best known by " A Revisal of 
Bhakspeare's Text, wherein the alterations in- 
troduced into it by the more modem editors and 
aritics are particularly considered, 1765. 

HEATH, William, a brigadier, and after- 
wards a major-general in the American army 
during the revolution ; he was distinguished for 
his patriotism and zeal, and died after the war 
at Roxbunr, Massachusetts 

HEATHCOTE, Dr. Ralph, a very learned di- 
vine and controversial writer, born in 1721, and 
died in 1795. When very voung, he published, 
at Cambridge, "Historta Astronomle,*' which 
laid the foundation of that merit which he after- 
wards acquired in the literary world. The doc- 
tor was deeply engaged In the Middtetonian 
eontroveisy upon the miraculous powers. In 
1775 he published " A Sketch of Lord Boling- 
broke*8 Philosophy ;'* and, in the latter end of 
the same year, came out, ** The use of Reoison 
asserted in Matters of Religion.** The doctor 
also was engaged in the compilation of the 
"«i4^raphical Dictionary,*' 19 vols. 8vo, 1701, 
and had a considerable sum from the booksellers 
for several new articles In the edition of 1784. 
In 1771 appeared ** The Irenarch ; or, Justice 
of Peace's Manual ;** and he then qualified 
himself for acting for the liberty of Southwell 
and Scrooby. The first volume of " Sylva : or. 
The Wood,** was published in 1780, and a se- 
cond edition in 1788. He had iirtcnded publish- 
ing a second volume of this work, but indlijposl- 
lion prevented his aceomplishine it. 

HEATHPIELD, Lord. See ELIOT. 

HEBEN8TREIT, John Ernest, a physician 
and writer educated at Jena ; he went afterwards 
to L«ipsic, where he died in 17.16. 

HERER, son of Selah, and father of Phe'e^, 
died 817 B.C. aged 464. The Jews derive the 
name of Hebrews fVom him. 

HEBERDEN, Dr. William, an eminent Eng- 
tlsh phyHlcian and medical writer, born in 1710, 
«ed in 1801. 

HBBERT, James Rene, a French revolution- 
lit, dlatlnguliifcad for hit abusive writlnga and 
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his bltter a sas a ga kist the q« eaa. HaWMfttil- 
loMned byorAer of Robeapierre, in 1194. 

HECATiGUS, a historian or Abdera, at fba 
court of the Ptolemies, author of a history of 
the Jews, dtc 

HECHT, Christian, a roini0ter,of Eaun, In 
East Friedand, died In 1748. 

HECK, Nicholas, an admired Dutch landscape 
and historical painter, born in 1580. 

HECK, Martin Heimskirk, son of the preced- 
ing, was also an eminent landscape painter. 

HECK,John Van, a landscape painter, of On- 
denard, died in 1689. 

HECKEWELDER, J<din, a native of Eng- 
land, was for many years a Moravian roissloa- 
ary among the Delaware Indians, and author of 
an account of the manners and customs of tlia 
Indian tribes which once inhabited Pennsylva- 
nia ; he died in 18S3. 

HECaUET, Philip, a French physician, who 
is immortalised In Gil Bias, under the namo of 
Doctor Sangrado. He was a man of piety, and 
author of several medical works ; he died In 
1737. 

HEDELIN, Francis, a French grammarian, 
poet, antiquary, preacher, and writer of roman 
ces ; but chiefly distinguished by a book ontilM 
" Pratique du Theatre,** bom at Paris, In 1004, 
died in 1676. 

HEDERICUS, orHEDERICII, Benjamin, a 
native of Upper Saxony, and author of a cela- 
brated ** Greek Lexicon,** was bom In Mlsnla, 
in 1675, and died in 1748. 

HED LINGER, John Charles, a Swiss engra- 
ver, whose medals are much admired, died ir 
1771. 

HEDWI6, John, a German, professor of bo- 
tany, wliose researches respecting the cryptoga- 
mia class of plants will immortahxe his fame ; 
he was bora in 1731, and died at Leipsic, in 1799. 

HEEDE, William, a historical painter, bora 
at FlimiM, died in 1708. His brother. Vigor Vm, 
also eminent in the same branch of the pv#> 
fession, dii^ in 1706. 

HEEM, John David de, a painter, of Utfceht, 
whose fruits and flowers were much admired, 
he died in 1674.

HEERE, Ijucas de, an eminent hlstorkal 
painter, of Ghent, died in 1584. 

HE6K8IPPUS, a Jew, converted to Christi- 
anity, in 157. He wrote a history of the cirarrii 
to his own time. Anotlier of the same name, 
wrote an account of the destruction of Jent- 
salem. 

HEIDEGGER, John Henry, an eminent pro- 
testant divine, professor at Heidelberg, at Stein- 
furt and at Zurich, where he died In 1608. 

HEIDEGGER, John James, bo(n In Switxev- 
land, in 1661, and famous for his humour and 
his ugliness. H is Judgment and tastein operatic 
amusements gained him the favour of George 
Tl. and bis court, and acquired him the chief 
management of the Opera-house in the Hnj^ 
market He also Improved another species of 
diversion, not less agreeable to the king, whieh 
wns the masquerades ; and over these he alwava 
presided at the king's theatre. He was likewise 
appointed master of the revels. Fron these 
several employments, he gained a refRj tar In- 
come, amounting in some years to 5000i., which 
he spent- with much liberality ; and his eharity 
was boundlcSs ; it being wellattcsted, that aftei^ 
s successful masquerade he lins been known lo 
give away several hundred |Kmnds at a tisM.

Paris, in 16B5, was admitted eoniisellor in i»riia- 
liient, in iTOOt ^^^^ * dispensation on account df 
his age, and, in ITIO^ vras made president of the 
Arst chamlier of inquests. He spent several 
years in malrlng himself master of tlio Roman 
law, the ordinances of tlie French klnglSti their 
customs, and public Uw; but hiftory was his 
favourite study; Atid he is deservedly accounted 
the first framer of chronolbgical abridginents ; 
in which, without 8t6t>ping at ddaehed facts, he 
attends only to thoiie wtiich fdrtn a cHaih of 
events tJiat perfect '6t alter the govemiheiit aQd 
character of a country, and thices only the 
springs which exalt or humbte a nation, extend- 
ing or contracting the space that it occupies' In 
the wor^l. The first edition of his work, the rif- 
iult of forty years' rettdlng, appeared in ITfii 
under the auspices of the "diancetldr Pragues- 
seau, with the mbdesf' title of, *''An Rasay.*' 
The success It met with surt>Hsed hint. He. 
made continued iiriproveb^ents fit it, and ft bSsT 
gone through nine editions, dnd been t^<ih8l)}ted| 
Into Italian, Bngffiib, and'Oerthlii). alnd even into 
Chinese. He wCdte, in '<^tir1y life, three tragedies, 
which met with indiflRerei^ sujceess; biit^fter- 
wards he composed three delightful coiiidlics. 
Henauft died !n 1771. • T 

HENDERSON, Alex^der, a leader of ^>e 
presbytcrlan part j; In f9coll^tid, and one of the 
Jivinessent to' meet CAarlies'I.'at New<iast(fe. 
He died about 1646. 

HBNDERSON; John, of Covent Garden thea-l 
're, an admirable aetor in various (iharaetehi (^ 
iheimnioitaldhakespcare. His private life w«S 
exceedingly amiable. He was born in London, 
fd 1747, and died in 1785. 

HENDERSON, Jobiir, B. A., of Pembroke coK 
lege, Oxford, born in Ireland, in. 1757, displayed, 
at a very rarly jieriod of life, an uncommon! 
thirst after knowledge, which he gratified with 
unremitting ardour. The fdvoiirite subjecUi of 
his studies Wrfe metaphyslcri,dlvirilty, morality, 
chynliisf ry, Md mMlahe ; and this Virtuita of his) 
he^rt were superior eVen to th« astonishing 
powers of his undenkiahdinig. He died; howuver, 
the victim 6f tiitempierance, in 1788. 

HENGEST, « Baxon chief, who went to Bug 
land to assist in nspelllhg the Plots, and reeeivM 
the kingdoin of Kent as A rewatd for bb Mr 
vices; he died in W. 

H BNIJHY, Antbbny, a member of the British 
parliament, dis'tingtltsbed tbr his eloquence, the 
wit and ease of his WiritiHgs, tUe elegance of Ms 
manners, and Mis patiimage of -literary men ; he 
died in FTIL 

HBNLBT, John, better known by the appella 
don of " Orator H«nl«iy;'*' was boim at Meiwrii, 
Mowbray, In LeieeMirsMie, in 1608. Hibpttbliib- 
ed several pieces; as a translatkin e^ Mtay*B 
'* EpiMles,*^ bf seven! worfcs df 'AbtTe Ver&t, 
of MontfinieonV **Itali«i Trtevelb;^' In ifott^, 
and many ochO^lttcubmHont'; ftut his cMcibrityl 
he acquifM dsd pdpulsriMWbntMirGnfre M«r- 
ket. He prea^d on dundaytflipon tb'eoto^iial 
matteri, tind «ft Wednesdays \lp6n all other 
■eleiieeB. He stnick medals, which lie dispersed 
as tickets to hrs subscribers, a star rising to the' 
nriddic, with this motto. " od siimma/' and 



■below, '* Inveniam viam, aut faciam.** Bach 
auditor paid one shilling. He was also author 
of a weekly paper, eall^ " The Hyp Doctor,'* 
for which he iiad 1007. a year given nim. This 
sineular character died in 17S6. 

HEN LEV, Samuel, D.D., professor of moral 
philosophy in the college of Williamsburg, Vif' 
ginia, ailcrwards head <>f the Bast India collcgei 
at Hertford, England ; he died in 1816. 

HBNN1N6ES, Jerome, a German historian, 
in the t6th century. 

HBNNUrER, John, a bishop o)* Idsieux, in 
France, Justly memorable for fats humanity at the 
thne of the dreadful tnaasacre of St. Bartholo- 
mew, died in 1577. 

HISNRION, Nicholas, a native of Troyea, 
was engaged, at the time of bis death, in 1720^ 
in writing a work on weights and measures. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, ah early Bnglish hlS' 
torian, died ital 168. 

HENRY I., surhamed the Fowler, emperor 
of Gerniany. was elected to the throne in 919. 
H(i was a Wise and politic prince, was success* 
ful in his w$rs, strengthenefd his empire, and 
promote hkrraony and union', «nonf the Ger* 
manpi^idces. He died th 996. 

HENRY H., ^urhkniled the Lame, was grand 
soti of* the precedihg, tfnd Ucended tUe in^ertal 
throne in 100% He died in I0S4: 

HENRY III., eniiperor of Gei^many, suceeed- 
ed to the thi:bne in '1(KI9. He intuiki war with se- 
veral of the' popes, ekpelled thi^eieof th^in, and 
was crowned by a fourth. He died in 1056. 

HBNRTTV., etopJ^ror of Genhahy, succeed- 
ed his fbthe^, HeV»yy ^I'., When only «lx years ■ 
old ; during his minbrity, the kingdom was go 
verned by his itaother. He IVas involved ih wars 
with the pbi)es. Was dethrdhed by bis children^ 
ahdj dfed iii poverty and 6bsciirity, in IMW. 

HENRY v., 'ten 6f tho precMing; deposed 
his father in 1106. He tjlied in 1185, leaving the 
chbradter of art^nnacarial soif, an impious hypo- 
crite, and an insidious ai^d imperious master. 

HENRY VI'.; aseended tlie tlirone of the em- 
pire inll90. ' He detained Richard of England, 
lyho had fi(llen into his hands, a prisoner, And 
nibtaififeda large sum, oS his rahsoita. He died 
ill 1197. • 

HENRY VII., was elected emperor in 1908. 
He entered Rome, swbrd in hand, tad was 
cfoWtt^ by the pope; laiS, and died the lul- 
loWfn^ year. 

HENRY> Raspon, margrave of Thuriagla, 
was raised to tite im^ial tbtMM in IMO, Ml 
died the following yeiir. ' 

HENRY I., king oP'France, suoeeeded t» tiM 
throne ih 1031. He died In' 1060, witli the reputa> 
tion of a brave warrfiir, and « benevol«itroan. 

HENRY 11., succeeded his father, Franetol., 
as king of France, in 1547. He waa engaged In 
wars with Englbndi bnd with Charles V., of 
Spain, and idpport^ed tke glory of his ands, by 
his bravery and tunekta. He died of a wovnd, 
aecidetimlly 1nflftjl0«at a toumaflient, in 1S39. 

HBRRlr iriJ, wltd«iwiett kiofiftf Pofand, hut' 
qnttted that throne, to iuodied' Wt brdtlier, m. 
kitig df Franee. Aftdr a wign, diitrMie* by thv 
quarrMslidCweeii tlM pronMOtBts MdeAhoIleaj. 
he was killed by a priest, iMUMd dement, ia> 
'ISBO: In bis penwii; llie? bouig«f Valob became 
extinct. ■ ' ■ * ' ' 

HENRY IV., kingof Franee, was bom at Panv 
in tlHSS. Bis riglit to tlie throne was" dls^ta^ 
because he was a pr6testant ; but, after the BtiM-> 
sacre of St. Bartholomew, he signalized btnnself 
against the leaguflrs : :iiiH V.fnty Ml. dying, h« 
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•ucceeded him* in of^xwiUon to cardinal de Bour- 
bon. In 1589. with 4000 men, he defeated 30,000, 
cooimauded by the duke of Mayenne, &c. He 
afterwards embraced the catholic religion, and 
was crowned. He al o defeated 18,000 Spani- 
ards, in Burgundy, and reduced the leaguers to 
their duty, whom be pardoned. A young scbo> 
lar, John ubastel} would have struck him in the 
mouth with a knife, but missed him ; the king 
said, '' And is it so, iliat the Jesuits must be con 
demned by my mouth?" and thereupon they 
were banished. A protestant loinister told him, 
* He denied God with his mouth, and therefore 
be was struck there ; but If he denied him in \ia 
heart, the next stroke might be thereabouts too. ** 
He concluded a petce with Spain, and an agree- 
ment with Savoy, in IGOI ; and wu stabbed with 
a knife, by Ravillac, in his coach, at Paris, May 
14, IGIO. Above fifty historians, and five hun- 
dred panegyrists, poets, and orators, have spoken 
iit his praise. But the " Henriade" of Voltaire 
is the most likely to immortalize him. 

IIENRV I., king of England, and duke of 
Normandy, was, the third son of William the 
Conqueror, and ascended the throne i 1100. 
Although absolute in power, he reigned with 
wisdom, opposed tJUe encroachments of the 
church of kome, abolished the curfew, regula- 
ted the weights and measures of bis kingdom, 
and laid the foundaticrf* of that liber^, of which 
ESnglisbmen are su ju tly proud. He died in 
11S5. 

HENRY II., succeeded to the throne of Eng- 
land in 1154. He added Brittany and Ireland 
to bis dominions, attempted to repress the ambi- 
tion of the clei^, and died of & broken heart, 
at tlK rebellion of his chiSdf eo, in 1189. His 
reign was marked with wisdom, valour, and po- 
pularity, and was calculated to advance the 
welfare of his people. 

HENRY HI., succeeded John, as king of 
England, in 1218. He was defeated in his wars 
abroad, and imprisoned by his barons at home, 
and died after a weak and disgraeef ul reign, in 
1273. 

HENRY IV., third sonof Henry HI., usurped 
the throne in 1399, and by that act, gave rise to 
the long wars between the houses of York and 
Lancaster ; he died in 1413. 

HENRY v., son of Henry IV., on ascending 
the throne, abandoned his dissolute associates, 
and bis equally dissolute habits, and became a 
wise and virtuoiut monarch. He formed the de- 
sign of conquering France, fought the battle of 
Agineourt, married Catherine, and was declar- 
ed heir to the throne of that kii^om ; but died 
suddenly in the midst of his successes, in 1422. 

HENRY VI., son of Henry V., succeeded his 
father on the English throne, when only ten 
nwnths old, and his grandfather Charles VI. as 
ftovereign of France, He was crowned king of 
France at Paris ; but his claims were opposed 
by the duke of Orteaos, iindler the name of 
Charles VIT. who recovered the French domin- 
leos^ and expelled the English. He was after- 
wards deposed at home by the duke of York, 
nad committed a prisoner to the tower, where 
lie Mras murdered, in 1471. 

HENRY VII., opposed and defeated Richard 
HI. and was crowned king of England, on the 
aeM, after the battle of Bosworth, in 1485. He 
was devoted to the happiness of his sut(iects,| 
i>ad contributed materially to the establislunentj 
or eommerce, the encouragen>ent of industry,' 
and .to the {Mvttectiou of the arts. He checked 
t'le encroachments of the nobles, made salutary 
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laws, and died with the reputation of a greal 
and good king, in 1509. By his marriage, tha 
rival claims ot the houses of York and Lancas- 
ter, were united and settled. 

HENRY VHI., sou and successor to Henry 
VII., ascended the throne, in 1509, aged 18. Al- 
though for a short time popular, be soon, by bis 
arbitrary and capricious conduct, proved hint' 
self a tyrant. He obtained the title of defeudei 
of the faith, from tlie pope, by opponng Lutlier. 
He afterwards quarrelled with the pope, who 
refused to divorce him from his wife, and re* 
nounced his authority, and declared hint&elf 
head of the church, thus introducing the refer* 
mation into England. Be was six times nis^f- 
ried ; two of his wives perished on the 8cailb.d, 
and two others were divorced. Although bene-, 
fits resulted from his reign, he must be detecfed 
for his tyranny and oppression ; lie died in 1547. 

HENRY, prince of Wales, oldest son of Jamea 
I., died in 1613, aged 18. lamented tiy the nation, 
who viewed in hUa their future friend and cpm- 
mon benefactor. 

HENRY, of Huntingdon, an early English 
historian, died in 1168. 

HENRY, Matthew, an eminent dissenting, 
teacher, and voluminous writer, bom in ICtVi, 
died in 1714. His best known work is his " Ex- 
position of the Bible. " 

HENRY, Dr. ROBERT, minister of one of 
the churches of Edinburgh, and author of ilie 
". History of Great Britain,^' in 5 vols., born at 
St. Ninian's, in 1718, died in 1790. A posthu 
mous volume, being the 6th, has been published 
since his death. 

HENRY, Philip, an English dissenting clecgy 
man, eminent for his piety, benevolence, and' 
moderation, died about 1670. 

HENRY, David, a printer, was for mote tJu&ii 
half a century, an active manager of the Gentle- 
man*B Magazine, he was born in the neighbour* 
hood of Aberdeoi, in 1710^ A concurrerice of 
circumstances placing him within the notice of 
Mr. Edward Cave, of St. Gate, he at length 
became related to his patron, by marrying his 
sister, in 1736. Those usefViI and popular publi- 
cations which describe the curiosities in West- 
minster Abbey, St. PauVs Church, the Tower of 
London,&c.printed for Newbury , were originally 
compiled by Mr. Henry, and were improved^ by 
him through many successive impressions He 
pii^blished in 177S, " The Complete Englist^ Far- 
mer ; or, A Practical System of Husbandry , in 
which is comprised a general View of the whole 
Art of Husbandry ;" from this he withheld h^ 
name,a8 he did also from " A Historical Account 
of all tlie Voyages round the World, performed 
by English Navieators,*' in 4 vols., in 1774 ; to 
which, in 1775, Mr. H. added a 5th, containing 
Captain Cook'e Voyage in the Resolution ; anu 
in 1786, a 6th, containing the last Voyage oi 
Captain Cook ; introduced by an > amnirabie 
summary of all the voyages undertaken for dis- 
covery only, in the Southern andNorthem-heiit- 
ispheres, and In the Pacific and Atlantic Oceans. 
He died fai 1792. 

HENRY, Patrick, a native of Virginia, dis- 
tinguished for liis commanding eloquence, was. 
the first man who ]NX>paaed to the colonies 
hostile measures a^nst Great Britain. H« 
was the first governor of Virginia, after the tie-, 
daration of Independence, am a memi>er of Uie 
old congress ; he declined the sf^intments of. 
secretary of state, under president Wasiiingtont. 
and of mihister to France, under his successor . 
he died in 1799. 
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HfiNHYf Joliiit & nemtMr of congraflB, from 
If avyland, in 1778, afterwaitto elected a eenfttor 
«f the Uulled States, and in 17i7, goTernor of 
the state ot Maryland ; he died In 1796. 

RERACLITU8, a celebrated Ephesian philo- 
sopher, who is said to have continually bewail- 
ed the wicked Uvea of men, and ae often as he 
came among than to have Allien a- weeping; 
ooQtrary toDemocrlciie, who made the follies of 
mankind theeubjeet of laogfater; be flourished 
•bout 500 B. C. 

IIBaACLIUS, eon of a govenior of Africa, 
dethroned Phocas, and aaeended the throne of 
Constantinople, in 610 ; be died in 641. 

HfiJlACLiUS, patriarch of Jerusalem, about 
1170. 

HBRAIiDUS, Desiderhn, a counsellor of the 
p^iriianieBt of Paris, eminent for his writings 
on law and- on tiie belles lettres,dled in 1649.. 

UBRBELOT, Bartholomew d', an eminent 
orientalist, bom at Paris, in leSS, died in 1605. 
His chief work is *' Bibliotheque Orientate, or 
A Uolvecaal Dietionary, containing whatever 
tolaies to the Knowledge of the Eastern world.** 

HERBERT, Thomas, an Englishman, author 
of " Travels in Asia and Africa,** was engaged 
ia the fMk wan of his country, at flraton the 
side of the parliament, afterwards for the king. 
At the restoration he was created a baronet, and 
died in 1688. 

BBRBERT, Mary, oouatass of Pembroke, a 
great eacourager of letters, and herself an in- 
genious poet. Her character may be highly 
Judged of, from the epitaph written by Ben Jon- 
■^ vis. 

** Underneath this sable hearse 
^ies the subject of all verse : 
Sidney's sister, Pembroke's mother. 
Death ! ere thou hast kiird another, 
Pair, and good, and ieam*d as she, 
Time shall throw a dart at thee.** 

HERBERT, Edward, Jord Herbert of Chei^ 
•ury, in Shropshire, an eminent English states^ 
man, and writer on history, philosophy, and 
criticism, bom In Montgomenr Castle, in 1581, 
died in 1648. 

HERBERT, George, brother of the preceding, 
a divine and poet, of whose judgment the great 
IjDfd Bacon, had so high an opinion, that he 
would not suffer his woika to be printed till 
th^ had paned Herbert's examination ; lie was 
bom in 1503, and wrote a volume of devout 
poems called " The Temple.** He also wrote 
a valuable work in prose, entitled " A Priest to 
the Temple;** he died about 163S. 

HERBERT, William, eart of Pembroke, bora 
in Wiltsliire, in 1560, died of apoplexy, lb 1630. 
He was'ciiAnoellor of Oxford, and-made the 
imivemiiy a preaent of a large collection of 
ttanuseripts. Pembroke College was so named 
In honour of htm. 

HERBERT, WilUam, a topographical anti- 
quary, bora in 1718, died at Cheshunt, in 1796, 
•ubtlshed a ncwedicfon of " Atkyns's History 
•f CHoucesienhire ;*^ and a continuation of 
^ Ames's Topographical Antiquities.*' 

HERMN, Augustus Francis Julian, a native 
of France, 4istlj|gui0hed «s an oriental scholar, 
iied in 1806. 

K ERBINIUfl, John a protestant clergjrman, 
df Poland, died in 1676. 

HERDER, John Gottfried, a German writer, 
pnaeber to the duke of Saxe Weimar, ecclesi- 
astical eonnoeUor Ike., died in 1803. 

HBRfRAS, Ferdinand de, a poet of Seville, 
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wno published some elegant lyric and heroic 
poetry, about 1582. 

HERISSANT, Lewis Anthony Prosper, ao 
eminent French poet and physician, died at 
Paris, in 1709. 

HERITIEB, Nicolas T, a French poet, and 
dramatic writer, and historiographer of Francet 
died in 1680. 

HERITIER, Marie Jeanne 1*. de Villanden, a 
French poetess and novel writer, died at Parilu 
in 1734. 

HERITIER DE BRUTELLE, Cbarlen Lou- 
is 1* , a botanist, was bora at Paris, in 1746. In 1784 
he published a splendid work, called " Stirpes 
Nove ;** two years after which he went to Eng* 
land, and collected from the gardens the mate- 
rials of his " Hortum Angilcum,** wbtch ho 
left unfinished, being assassinated in August} 
1801, as was suspect^, by his son. 

HERLICIUS,. D«vid, a German astrologer, 
born in 1557. 

HERMAN, Paul a celebrated botanist, a na- 
tive of Halle, in Saxony, died in 1095. 

HERMAN (James, an eminent mathematicikn 
of Basle, and the friend of Leibnitz. He was 
born in 1678, and died in 1733, leaving various 
works. 

HERMANT, Godefroi, a doctor of the Sor- 
bonne, and reetor of the university of Paris, died 
in 1090. 

HBRMAS, Pastor, or Shepherd, one of the Ik- 
thers, supposed to have died at Rome, A. D. 81. 

HERMES, an Egyptian legislator, priest, and

HERMOGENES, of Tarsus, a Greek rhetori* 
clan, flourished about the year 161. At 15 he 
became a teacher ; at 17 he wrote his " Art of 
Rhetoric;** but, at 35, he lost his memory, and 
the faculty of speech. Of his works some por- 
tions remain, which were printed at Geneva, in 
1614. 

HERMOGENES, a heretic, of the 9d century, 
of the sect of stoics. 

HEROD, falsely called the Great, king and ty- 
rant of Judea, who, on the strength of a misin- 
terpreted prophecv, caused all the male children 
of Bethlehem, and its neighbourhood, to be mae- 
sacred by his soldiers, at the time of the birth of 
Christ, in the vain hope of destroying the Ba- . 
viour of mankind. He died A. D. 3 

HEROD ANTIPAS,son and successor to He- 
rod the Great ; he put to death John the Baptist. 
Our Saviour was made to appear before him by 
Pilate. 

HERODI AN, a Greek historian. ofRome, who 
flouriirtied under the reigns of Beverus, Cara- 
calla, Heliogabalus, Alexander, and M^imin. 
His hiRory contains eight books, and is greatly 
admired. It comprises Uie events from A. D. 180 ' 
to 338. Herodfan died about 847. 

HERODOTUS, an ancient Greek historian, 
of Haljcarnassuc, in Caria, bora about 484, and 
died ill 413 B. C. He is called '* The Father of 
History ;** liU work is written in the Ionic dia- 
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<»r, UeMriptioftOt* tbe Great World ;" wbieb is 
Almost the only work that he ii known by now; 
but that is in no \^y high esteem, being super- 
asded by things abundantly better of the lund ; 
Ue died in 1662. 

BEYNf^. Gliristian Gottiieb, bom in Silesia, 
1719, succeeded Gesner, in 1763, in the profes* 
sorsliip of rhetoric at Gottingen, where also he 
became secretary to the Society of Sciences. 
He drew up a catalogue of the library at Got- 
tingen, which made 150 folio volumes. King 
Greorge III. placed his three younger sons under 
ftis care at Gottingen, and they all treated him 
with tile jpeatest respect; he died suddenly, 
iuly 14, 1€13. His pnncipal works were, an 
edition of Homer, with illustrations, 6 vols. ; 
another of Virgil, witli notes; and " Opuscule 
Academica,'* Gvols. 8vo. 

H£YWOOD, John, a noted English poet and 
Jester of his time, was one of the first who 
wr^te English plays. He found ioeans te become 
a favourite with Henry VIII., and was well re- 
warded by that monarch for the mirth and <|uick- 
ness of bis conceits ; be was born in London, 
and died in 1555. 

, ilEYWOOD, Jasper, son of the preceding, 
translated three tragedies of Seneca, and wrote 
variobs poems and devices, some of which are 

£ rimed in a book called " The Paradise of 
dainty Devices,'* in 1573» 4to ; he was born in 
15.15, and died in 1597. 

. HBYWOOD, Thomasf an actor, and most 
volumiaous play-writer, tn the reigns of queen 
ClUzabelh and James I. Be is said to have been 
the author of 230 plays, of which .only 94 are 
now extant. 

HE Y WOOD,Enza,a very voluminous writer, 
born in Lpndon, in 1693, died in 1756. Her latter 
and best writings are " The Female Spectator," 
4 vols. " Epistles for the Ladies,*' 2 vols. " For 
tunate Foundling,*' 1 vol. " Adventures of Na 
ture,** " History of Betsy Thoughtless,** 4 vols.,' 
" Jenny and Jemmy Jessamy," 3 vols., " Invisi 
bleSpy,** 2 vols., "The Husband'* and "The 
Wife,** 2 vols. ; all in 12mo. : and a pamphlet, 
entitled, " A Present for a Servant Maid." Whei) 
young, she dabbled in dramatic poetry, but with 
Ao great success : none of her plays being eitlier 
lauch approved at first, or revived afterwards. 

HEYWOOD, Oliver, an English non-confor- 
mist divine, and a writer on theological sub- 
jects ; lyi died in 1702. 

HEYWOOD, Nathaniel, a native of Bolton, 
ejected for non-conformity ; died in 1677. 

HEYWOOD, Thomas, junior, one of the 
signers of the declaration of Independence ; he 
was from South Carolina. 

HIACOOMES, the first Indian la New-Eng- 
land, converted to Christianity, was minister at 
M»rtha*s vineyard ; he died in 1690. 

nICETAS, of Syracuse, an ancient pbiloso- 
plier, who flourished about 340 B. G. He taught 
that the sun and the stars were motionless, and 
that the earth moved round them ; this is men- 
tioned by Cicero, and probably gave the first hint 
of that system to Copernicus. 

HICKELf a celebrated portrait and historical 
painter, died at Haiinbui^i, April 1799. 

' HlCKES, John,, joined the duke of Mon- 
mouth's rebellion, in 1685, and for this disloyal 
aict was executed. 

HICK&S, George, an English divine, anti- 
qjaary, critic, and polemical writer, of uncom- 
mon parts and learning, b(»rn In Yorkshire, in 
tS42, died in 1715. His " Linguaruui Septen- 
triqitaiiiim Thesaurus.*' published in 1705, ex- 
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iluiiitt a. splendid and durable monument of hit 

iadustry. 

. HICKMAN, Henry, ejected fornon-conforrof- 

hr, minister of an English congregation at Lev* 

den, and author of several works : he died m 

1688. 

HIERO L, king of Syracuse, 478 B. C, cele- 
brated by the pen of Pindar. 

HIERO II., king of Syracuse, 268 B. C, was at 
one time the enemy, and afterwards, the friend 
of the Romans. 

HIEROGLES, an enemy and persecutor of 
tlie Christians in the 4th century. 

HIEROCLES, a Platonic philosopher of the 
5tb century, taught at Alexandria with great re- 
putation, and wrote seven books upon provi- 
dence and Fate. These books, however, are 
lost, and all we know of them is by the extracts 
which are to be met with in Photius. Hieroclra 
wrote also " A Commentary upon the €roIden 
Verses of Pythagoras,** which is still extant, 
and has several times been published with those 
verses. 

HIERONIMUS, or, as he is commonly called, 
Jerome, a very celebrated father of the church, 
born on the confines of Dalmatia, about 329, 
died in 420. 

HIFFERNAN. Paul, a native of Ireland, but 
chiefly resid,ent in England, and known as a 
dramatic writer, translator, and compiler, was 
born in Dublin, iu 1719, and died in 1777. Some 
very curious and entertaining memoirs of this 
singular character, will be found -in the F'Uro- 
pean Ma|azine, vol. XXV. 

UtQDEN, Ralph, an early English chronicler 
died in 1363. 

HIGDEN, Dr.Williasa, an eminent political 
writer in the time of queen Anne, died in 1715 

HIGGEN3, or HIGU\S, John, an English, dl 
vine, who instructed youth, and wrote several 
scboolrbooks ; be died after 1604. 

HI6GINS0N, Francis, first minister of Sa* 
lem, Massachusetts, arrived from Eni^and ia 
1629, and died in ^630. 

HiGGINdON, John, son of the preceding, 
much respected ; died iu 1708, aged ^ \ he was 
a minister 72 years. 

HIGGONS, Sir Thomas, a writer, and an am* 
baseador from England to Saxony and Vienna ; 
lie was knighted for his services, and died in 
1691. « 

HIGGONS, Bevll, a dramatic poet and histo- 
rian ; died in 1738. 

HXGHMORB, Nathaniel, an eminent English 
anatomist ; he died in 1684. 

HIGHMORE, Joseph, an ^femlnent English. 

Eaiuter, born in London, iu 1€9S, died in 1780^ 
Ir. Uignmore was also a respectable writer, and, 
among several other things, published in 1766, 
two small volumes of " Essay* Moral, Religi- 
ous, and Miscellaneous.** 

HILARION, a native of Gaza, founded a 
monastic order in Palestine, and^dicd <n 371. 

HIJ(<ARIUS, an ancient father of the Chria- 
tian church, and bishop of Poictiers, wlu) floa- 
rished in the 4th century. 

HILARIUSE, Joseph, eminent as a medalist 
and antiquary, at Vienna ; died in 1798. 

HILARY, St. a native of Poictiers, in France, 
bishop of that town, in 355 ; was banished by 
Constantius, into Phrj'gia ; and died in 367. 

HILDEBERT, bishop of Mans, and then 
archbishop of Tours,, distinguished for piety, 
I arning,&c. • died in the 12th century. 

HILDRSLEY, Mark, an English bishop much 
estermed; he died in ITT2. 
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HILL, Aaron, a celebrated poet and ulwella- 
neous writer, born in Loudon, in H385, died in 
1750. iB principal worlcs are, "Elfrid, or 
I'he Fa Inconstant," a tragedy j " RinalUo," 
an opera ; another tragedy, called, " The Fatal 
Vision, or, TIjc Fall of Siam;" and two trage- 
dies, called, " Meropc," and » Zara ;'» which 
were brought upon the stage in Drtiry-lane, by 
Garrtck. 

HILL, Joseph, an English parttan divine, who 
fl^ to Holland ; author of an improved edition 
of " Schrevetii Lexicon,'* fre. ; be died in 1707. 

HILL, Sir John, an English writer, born 
about 1710, died In 1775. He was bred an apo- 
thecary, ftndset up in St Martin's lane, West- 
minster ; but, marrying early, and without a 
fortune, he was obliged to IooIe round fbr other 
resources than his pn)fossion. Being poMessed 
Of qnick natural parts, he soon made himself 
acquainted with the theoretical as well as prac- 
tical parts of botany ; and being recommended 
to the ddke of Richmond and lord Petre, he, un- 
der their patronage, executed a scheme of travel- 
ling over several parts of England, to gatiier 
certain of the most rare and uncommon plants, 
which he afterwards published by subscription. 
About 1746, he translated from the Greek a 
■mall tract, written by Tlieophrastus, "On 
Geras*/* And this being well executed, pro- 
cored him friends, repntatfoh , and money. En- 
eourttged by this, lie engaged in works of greater 
extent and importance. The first that he under- 
took wa^, " A General Natural History.*' 3 vols, 
iblio. He nej^t engaged, in conjunction with 
George Lewis Bcott, Esq., for a " Supplement to 
Chamber's Dictionary." Heat the same time 
started the "British Marine;" and, when 
engaged in a ncrmber of tiiese and other works, 
some of which seemed to require a man's whole 
attention, carried on a daily essay, under the ti- 
tle of " The Inspector." He next applied himself 
to tbe preparation of certain simple medicines : 
namely, the "Essence of Water-dock, Tincture 
of Valerian, Pectoral Balsam of Honey, and 
Tinctare of Bardana." The well-known sim,- 
pRclty of these medicines made the public Judge 
favourably of their effects, insomuch tbat they 
hod a rapid sale. Soon after the publication of 
the first of these medicines, he obtained the 
patronage of the earl of Bute ; under which he 
publish^ a very pompous afld voluminous 1k>- 
tanical work, entitled, *' A System of Botany ;" 
and having, a year or two liefore his death, pre- 
sented An elegant set of his botanical works to 
the king of Sweden, that monarch Invested him 
with one of the orders of his court. 

HILL, Kobert, a man remarkable for his per- 
severance and talent in learning many languages 
by the aid of books alone, and that under every 
disadvantage of laborious occupation(a8 a tailor) 
and extreme' poverty ; he was bom at Miswell, 
near Tring, in Hertfordshire, in 1699, and died 
in 1777. 

HILL, William, an English scholar, who-pre- 
oared an edition of Dionysius Peric^etis ; he 
died in 1667. 

HILL, George, an eminent clergyman, of 
Scotland, professor of Greek, and afterwards 
oTdivini^r at the college of St. Salvador, prin- 
cipal of St. Mary's College, and chaplain to the 
king', he died in I8S0. 

HILL, Tliomas Ford, an eminent English an- 
tiquary and philologist, died Sept, 1795. 

HILLEL, the Elder, a Jewish doctor, of the 
Misclina, born about 30 B. C, he reduccil the 
Jewish traditions Into six trrntis(?s. 
24^ 
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RI>,Timothy.mlniitter of Catttbrtdg^ 
hi 1790, nraoi respected for 6is tal' 



HILLEL, the prince, great gnfMson of Jadai 
Hakkadosh, was one of tne writers of the Gema- 
rn ; he flourished in the middle ofthe 4th century. 

HILLIARD, Nicholas, limnel- to qireen EU- 
zabeth^ whose picture he drew several times, 
v^BS bom at Exeter, in 1547, died In 1619. He 
imitated the style of Holbein * and Isaac Olivet 
was his pupil. Donne hascelebrated this painter 
in ftpoeiki, called, " Tb^ Storm ;" whtte be says, 

<' A hand, an eve, 
By UUliard dntwn, it worth s histo^." 

HILLIARD,

HIMBRIUS, a Greek ^mmariq.li, wtio kept 
a school at Athens, in the time of Jnlian. 

HINCKLEY, John, tn English divine, i^h« 
published some works; he died in 1091. 

HINCMAR, or HTNCM ARUS, archbishop of 
Rhelms, a zealons supporter of the Gallican 
church ; he died in B82. 

IHPPARCHIA, a celebt-ated lady who flonr* 
ished in the time of Alexander. She addicted 
herself to philosophy, and wrote some things 
which have not been transmitted down to us : 
among which were " Tragedieis ; Philosophical 
Hypotheses, or Suppositions ; some Reasonings 
ana Questions proposed to Theodoms, sur named 
the Atheist" fcc. 

HIPPARCHUS, a great astronomer, born a( 
Nice, in Bithynia, flourished between 160 and 
125 B. C He is reckoned to have been the first 
who from vftgue and scattered observations re- 
duced astronomy into a science, and prosecuted 
the stndy of it nrstematicaOy. 

HIPPARCHUS, son of Pi^lstretvs, waS slain 
by Harmodius and Aristogitoti, S38 B. C. 

HIPPOCRATES, the father of physic and 
prince of physicians, born in the island 6f Co$. 
in the 80th Olympiad, flourished at the time or 
the Pelopofitiesian war. He was th6 ^rst man 
that we know of, who lalid down precepts con- 
cerning ph3rsic. On account 6f his wonderful 
skill and foresight in this art, he passed with 
the Grecians for a god, and after his death had 
divine honours paid him. Vlt died at about M 
years of ase. His works have often been printed. 

HIPPONAX, a satirist of Ephesus, as re- 
markable for his wit as the deformity of hfs 
person. Bupalus and Antheraius, two eminent 
statuaries, caricatured him in a statue : on whicU 
he wrote such bitter invectives against them,tbat 
they both despatched themiielVeS; or (as'Othcrs 
say) left ^ipfaesus 6u the occasion. 
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Acer hostis Bnpalo,*' says Horade.

HIRAM, king ofTyre ; he furnished Solomon 
with materials for the temple, and died 1000 
B. C. 

HIRE, Laurence de la. a much admired 
French painter, died in 1650. 

HIRE, Philip de la, a celebrated French ma- 
thematician, son of Laurence ; Uis worits anf* 
numerons and valuable ; he died in 1718. 

HIRE, PMlip de la, brother of the precedirig/ 
a painter, who»e portraits are admired ; he diM 
in 1719. 

HISCAM, or H13IAM, 15th caliph of the 
Ommiadc«, asceniicd the throne in 723, and died 
in 74:?.

HOADLT, John, D. D., bishop of LeSghlin 
and f%rnes,ar(fhbi8hop of Dubltii and of Ann&gh, 
and pnmate of Ireland ; he died in 174G. 

HOADLY, Benjamin, bishop of Winchester, 
born at Westerham, In Kent, 1076, died in 1761. 
breaching against what he considered as the 
inveterate errors of the clergy, among other dis- 
courses one was upon these words, *' My king- 
dotn is not of this world ;*' which producing 
the famous Bangortan controversy, as it was 
ca!Ted, employed the press for many years. 
Hoidly contended, that tbeclergy had no preten- 
aioiis to any teimporal Juitsdictinns ; but that tem- 
poral princes had a right to govern in ectldtiastl- 
eal politics ; and by this means he dreW on liini- 
sef nbe ind^nation of almost all the clergy. These 
disputes, however, have long since subsided. 

HOAOLlT, Dr. Benjamin, eldest son of the 
" bishop of Winchester, born in London, in 1705-6. 
He was appointed physician to his majesty's 
household. In 1743, and to that of the prince of 
. Wales, f n'1748. This, being at a time when 
the families were not upon the best terms, is a 
proof that Dr. Iloadly was a most unexception- 
able man ; and he Is said to have filled the posf 
with slngutaf honouf . He published some me- 
dical and pbilosmAilear works, and *'The Sus- 
picious Husbandt a comedy, which, whenever 
t^presentied, continually affords ffesh pleasure 
to the atfdrehce ; hediedjn 1757. 

HOADLY, Dr. John. This gentleman, young- 
est son of the bishop of Winchester, was born 
in London, in 1711, and died in 1776 ; and with 
him the name of Hoadly became extinct. He 
revised Litlo's " Ardenof Feversham,** wrote 
the Sth act of Milter's ** Mahomet,'' and left 
behind hlitl' several dramatic works in MSS.; 
among the rest, .'* The Housekeeper,** a farce, 
on the plan of High Life below Stairs, and a 
tragedy on ttt^ story of lord Cromwell. 

HOAR. Leonard, M. D., president of Har- 
vard College, remected as a scliolar and a 
Christian ; he died in 1475. 

HOB ART, Peter, first minister of Hingbam. 
Mass., died in 1679. 

HOBART, Nehemfah,80n of Peter, and min- 
Istet of Newton ; be was humble, pious, and 
learned, and died in 1713. 

HOBART, Noah, minister Of Fairfield, Conn., 
Was a man of great talents and extensive ac- 
quirements ; be wrote in favour of presbytertan 
ordination, and died In 1773. 

HOBART, John SIoss, judge of the district 
court of New York, and a senator of the United 
States • he dtbd in 1905. 

IfORBBSt Thomas, bom at Malmsbuty; tn 
158B, (Red in 1679. He published, among other 
rhiRgs,afr "Sngllsh translation of Thucydides,** 
" Uunikn Nature,** and a treatise " DeCorpore 
PoHtifeo, or, of the Elemems of the Law." 
Thin latter niece was presented to Gaaaendus, 
and read by him a few months before hitr4eath ; 
whc is said first to have kissed it, ahd tfien to 
have delivered bis opinion of it in these words : 
** 'l*his treatise is indeed smal) in bulk, but, in 
iny judgment, the very marrow of acience.'* 
(n 1651, he published his religious, political, and 
moral principles In t complete' system, which 
he called the " Leviathan ;'* and caused a copy 
of it, very fairly writteh on vellum, to be pre- 
sented to Charles H. He alao, in hli 88th year, 
pabllshed in Bngltsh verse, the whole " tJiad" 
and ** Odyasey** of Homer ; but hli poetry is 
beton- Mtieisin. and has long been exploded. 
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There have been fbw persons who«e Writings 
have had a more pernicious Influence in spread- 
ing irreiigion and infidelity than Hobbes ; and 
yet none of his treatises are directly levelled 
against revealed religion. 

HOBBIMA, Hinderhout, an eminent Dutch 
landscape painter, born at Antwerp, about 1611. 

HOClIE, Lazarus, a native of Versailles, dis 
tinguished as a brave and intrepid general in Uie 
French army, during the revoiulioa ; he died 
In Austria, in 1797. 

HOCHSTfiTTBR, Andrew Adam, a German 
divine, historian, and political wrlterr born at 
Tubingen, in 1668, died In ltl7. 

HODGBS, Nathaniel, an emltl^At Englisli 
physiciaii, settled in London, where he died in 
1684. He wrote an actount of the plague In 
London, and other medical woi-lls. 

HODY, Humphrey, an eminent English di- 
vine, and controversial writer, regUis professor 
of Greek at Oxford, and an arclideacon; lio 
died in 1706. 

Hon, Matthias de Hocnegg. a distinguished 
German Lutheran dlvioe, ana preacher to tiie 
elector of Saxony ; he died In 1645. 

HOECK, Robert Van, an eminent painter, of 
Antwerp, died in (he middle of the nth century. 

HOECK, John Van, a dlsUttguished portr^t 
and historical painter, bora al Aacwerp, in 16W, 
and died in I65U. 

HOEL, Gerard, a distinguished historical aod 
land!4cape painter, of (Jtrecht, died in ItS3. 

HOELTZLINU3, JeremiaSi a learned phi- 
lologist, ofNuremberg, settled at Leydon, #hefe 
he died tn 1641. 

HOESCIIELIUS, David, a learned and inde- 
fatigable scholar, of Augt^urg, and librarian 
and teacher in the college there, died In 1617. 

HOFFMAN, Daniel, an eminent Lutheran 
divine, and professor, atHelmstadt, toward thp 
close of the 16th century. 

HOFFMAN, Maurice, a German medical, 
anatomical, and botanical writer, bom at Bran- 
denburg, In 1631, and died in 1698. 

HOFFMAN, John Maurice, son of the pfe 
ceding, a physician, and medical writer, botn at 
Altdorf, in 1656, and died in 17^. 

HOFFM.\N, John James, the laborious com- 
piler of a " Lexicon Universale Historico-Geo- 
(;raphico-Poetieo-Philo80phico-Politlco-Philolo- 
gicum,*'3 vols, folio, Geneva, 1677. It has been 
since enlarged and published In 4 vols.fnliO, and 
finds a place In every learned library. He was 
born at Basle, in 1635, and died there in 1706. 

HOFFMAN, Gasper, professor of physic, 
at Altdorf, and autlior of some medical worka: 
he died tn 1649. 

HOFFMAN,. Fredertc, born at Hatl, near 
Magdeburg, in 1660, was professor of physic at 
that place, and died in 1743. His works were 
collected at Geneva, in six large folios, 1746, 
and 1754 ; and he has deservedly iMea reckoa- 
|ed among the I)est writers on physle. 

HOGARTH, William, a truly great and ori.- 
ginal genius iq painting an<jl engraving, was 
born in 1697,. in the parish of St. Martin, Lud- 
gale, and bound apprentice to lU. Ellis Gam- 
ble, a silversmith of ettiineAce, in Cranboiira 
street, Leicester Fields. In this profesaioii it is 
not unusual to bind apprentices to the tiiiigle 
branch of engraving arms and cyphers on every 
species of metal ; and in that particular depart- 
mcnt, young Hogarth was placed. He began 
business on his own account about 1730; ahd 
his first employment seems to httte beei^ IhiS 
engraving of amts and shop biU^ The netl 
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•tep wac todMign and furnish plates for book- 
Bellers ; of which, thos« best lEnown are 17 for 
a duodecimo edition of ** Hudibras,** (with Sut- 
lers iiead,) in 1738. The first piece in which 
he distinguished himself as a painter, was a re- 
presentation of Wanstead assembly, the por- 
traits from life, witliout burlesque, and the co- 
louring rather better than some of bis later and 
more highly finished performances. It was 
Hogarth*8 custom to sketch out on the spot any 
remarkable face which particularly struck him, 
and of which he wished to preserve the remem- 
brance ; and this lie frequently did with a pen- 
eil on his nail. In 1730, Mr. Hoearth married 
the only danghter of Sir James ThombiU ; and 
soon afteri having summer lodgings at South 
Lambeth, aud beuig intimate with Mr. Tyers, 
he contributed to the improvement of the Spring 
Gardens, at Vauxhall, by the hint of erobeUisb- 
ing them with painting, some of which were the 
productions of his own truly coihic pencil. In 
1733 his genius became conspicuously knowiL 
His " Uarlot*8 Progress" introduced him to the 
notice of the great, an^ Hogarth rose complete- 
ly into ftune. Soon after the peace of Aix-la- 
Chapellei he went over to France, and was ta- 
ken into custody at Calais, while be was draw- 
ing the gate of the town ; acircumstance which 
be has recorded in his picture, entitled *< O the 
Roast Beef of Old England !*' published 1749. 
He was actually carried before tlie governor as 
'« spy, jpid after a strict examination, commit- 
ted a prisoner to Grandsire, his landlord, on his 
promising that Hogarth should not go out of liis 
house, till he was to embark for England. In 
1753, be appeared to the world in Uie character 
of an author, and published a 4to volume, en- 
titled " The Analysis of Beauty, written with 
a view of fixing the fluctuating Ideas of Taste.*' 
In this performance, he shows, by a variety of 
examples, that a curve is the Ime of beauty, 
9nd that round swelling figures are most pleas- 
ing to the eye ; and the truth of his opinion has 
been countenanced by subsequent writers on the 
subject. Hogarth was one of the most absent 
of men. Soon after he set up his carriage he 
had occasion to pay a visit to tlie lord-mayor, 
(Mr. Beckford.) When he went, the weather 
was fine ; but business detained him till a vio- 
lent shower of rain came on. He was let out 
of the mansion-house by a difiTerent door from 
that at which he entered ; and, seeing the rain, 
began Immediately to call for a hackney-coach. 
Not one was to be met with on any of the neigh- 
bouring stands ; and our artist sallied forlli to 
brave the storm, and actually reached Leicester 
Fields without bestowing a thought on his own 
carriage, till Mrs. Hogarth, (surprised to see 
him so wet and splashed) asked him where he 
had left it The last memorable event in our 
artist's life, Was his quarrel with Mr. Wilkes ; 
in which, if Mr. Hogarth did not commence di- 
rect hostilities, he at least, obliquely gave the 
first ofieoce, by an attack on the friends and 
party of that gentleman. Mr Churchill, the 
poet, soon after published the '' Epistle to Wil- 
liam Hogarth/' ftnd took for the motto, " ut pic- 
turapoesis.** Mr. Hogarth*s revenge against the 
poet, terminated in vamping up an old print of 
a pug-dog apd a bear, which he published under 
the tiUe of " Tlie Bruiser C. Churchill, (once 
the Rev. !) in the character of a Russian Hercu- 
les,** 8cc. At the time these liostilities were 
carrying on in a manner so virulent and dis- 

Sftceful to all the parties, Hogarth died, October 
• 1784. 
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HOHENLOUE, prince de, a diMlBguished 
general of ttie miperial army, in the wars against 
ihc French and Turks } he died iu 1796 

HOLBACK, Paul Thierri, baron de, an emi- 
nent niineralogist, and member of several of the 
academies of Europe ; he died at Paris, in 1789. 

HOLBEIN, John, better known by his Ger- 
man name, Hans Holbein, an admirable pain- 
ter, bom at Basil, in Switzerland, in 1498, died 
of the plague, in 1554. His most famous pic- 
tures are. Our Saviour's Passion^ in the t<iwo- 
liouse, at Basil ; and, in the fish-market of the 
same town, a Dance of Peasants, and Death's 
Dance ; which are exceedingly striking to ttie 
connoisseur. Going to England Holbein was 
introduced by SirThomas More to Henry VIII., 
in this manner. Sir Thomas invited the king tio 
an entertainment, and hungup all Holbein's pie* 
ces, disposed in the best order, and in the best 
light, in the great hall of his house. The king, 
upon his first entrance, was so charmed with tlM 
sight of them, that he asked " Whether such ao 
artist were now alive, and to be bad for mo- 
ney ?" Upon which, Sir Thomas presented 
Holbein to the king, who immediately took him 
into his service, and brought him into great es- 
teem with the nobility of the kingdom. Hol- 
bein had the same singularity which Pliny men- 
tions of Turnilius, a Roman ; namely, that of 
painting with his left hand. 

HOLBERG, Louis de, a distinguished D» 
nish writer, autluxr of a history of Denmark 
and other works, died in 1754. 

HOLCROFT, Thomas, a miscellaneous, poe- 
tical, political, and dramatical writer, and no- 
velist, was the son of a shoemaker, and bom ii 
1744. He was bred to his father's trade, but 
quitted it for a time^ and became jockey to tlie 
Hon. Mr. Vernon, at Newmarket ri^cs. He re- 
turned afterwards to sliocmaking, at which lie 
continued till ho was about 25 years of age. 
Mr. Ilolcroft then became an actor* which pro- 
fession he followed (liot wiUi the most flatter- 
ing success) till after the production, in 1781, of 
hii comedy, called Duplicity. He then with- 
drew from the stage as an actor, and for several 
years devoted his attention to dramatic and no- 
vel writing. His plays (of which the best is 
The Road to Ruin) are enumerated in the Bio- 
graphia Draniatica. Mr. Holtroft died in 1809L 

liOLDEN, Henry, an excellent English com- 
mentator on the New Testament, and writer 
on Faith, died in 1683. 

HOLDEN, Samuel, died in London, in 1740, 
and bequcatlied i^ll. in charity, for promotuig 
the gospel, &c., in New England. 

HOLDER, William, an ingenioua Enfflish 
man, who, assong many other works, published 
a bbok entitled ** The Elements of Speech ; aa 
Essay of Inquiry into the natural production of 
Letters : with an Appendix concerning Persons 
that are Deaf and Dumb, 1689." Be died in 
1697. 

HOLDSWORTH, Edward, bora in 1688, diei 
in 1747. He was .the author of " Muscipula," 
a poem, esteemed a master- piece in its kind; 
and also of " Remarks and Dissertations on 
Virgil :" and Mr. Spence speaks of him in '* Po- 
lymctis," as one who understood Virgil in a 
more masterly manner than any person he evef 
knew. 

HOLE, Richard, an English poet and divine^ 
born at Exeter ; he died in 1803. 

HOLINSHED, Raphael, an English historian, 
and famous for the chronicles that go under big 
name, died in 1581. His " Chronicles" went 
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int publWied in 1S77, in 2 volt. fUle ; tni Aen] 
hfi 1567, !tt 3; the tW9 Arat of whieb are gene- 
rally bound togetliei. The continuations fram 
1577, to 1S07, were by Stow, TMn, Fieailag, and 
others. 

HOLLj Franeie Xavier, n Jesuit, professor 
of belles letters, and of eccienastical law, in 
several Qerman nniTeisMes ; he died atHeidel- 
burg, in 1784. 

■ IiOLLAND,PhileBion, a very labotioas trans> 
lator, was born at Cbeimford, Essex, and edn* 
cated at Trinity ooBege, Cambridee. He died 
in 1836, at the age of 8S, faaTing paUislied 
translations of Livjr, Pliny, Piatarch, Soeloaku, 
"Caniden*a Britannia 
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JCenophon, and 

which last he made additions. 

HOLLAR, Wenlxel, or Wencettans, a most 
admired engraver of views and portraits, liom 
at Prague, in Bohemia, in 1607, died In 1667, 

HOLLIS, Denkil, kird, second son of the earl 
of Glare, an eminent English patriot, bom in 
1597, died in 1680. He nobly maintained and 
defended the rights and privileges of the house 
of commons, of which be was a most worthy 
member, against the arliitrary measures of 
Charles L and his favourites, faleely styled 
" The King*s Friends.*' His lordship was also 
a noHtieal writer. 

ilOLLlB, Thomas Felham, dniEe of Newcas- 
tle, was employed in several high offices during 
tile reign of George H. He retired from thead 
ministration soon after the accewion of Geoige 
IlL, and died in 1768. 

HOLLIS, Thomas, bom in London, in 1790, 
died in 1774. He wae possessed of a large for- 
tune ; more than half of which he devoted to 
charities, to the enconragement of genius, and 
to the support and defence of liberty. His stu 
dious hours were devoted to the search of noUe 
authors hidden 1^ the rust of time, and to do 
their virtues justice by Ivightening their actions 
for the review of the pabiic. A new edition of 
"Toland's Life of Milton*' was published an 
der his direction, in 1761 ; and in 1763, he gave 
an accurate edition of Algernon Sidney's **Dis^ 
conrseson Government;" on which the painsand 
expense that he bestowed are almost incredible. 

HOLLIS, Thomas, a benefactor of Harvard 
college, and founder of a profeesorsbip of ma 
thematics and th€blogy, in that seminary ; be 
died in England, in 1731. 

HOLMES, George, a distinguished English 
antiquary, employed to arrange the valuable pa- 
pers in the Tower ; he died in 1749. 

HOLMES, Dr. Nathaniel, an Engltsb divine, 
eminent for his knowledge of rae Hebrew 
languages; he died in 1678. 

HOLMES, Robert, D. D., an Bngllsb divine, 
■uccceslvely canon of Salisbury and dean of 
Winchester, dtstingulsbed as a poet and sehoiar, 
and for his devotion to biblical criiieism ; be 
died at Oxford, in 1805. 

HOLSTEN, Cornelius, an eminent painter, 
of Haerlem, who lived about the end of tlia 17tb 
century. 

HOLSTBTNIUS, Lucas, a German consmen- 
tator, on Greek and Latin anthors, bom at Ham- 
bare, in 1596, and died in 1661. 

HOLT, sir John, chief justice of the court 
of king's bench, in the reign of king WHIiam, 
was bom in 1643, died in 1708. He pubtished 
chief justice Kelynge's Reports, with annota- 
tions upon them, by himself; and his integrity 
and uprightness as a judge are celebrated by tlie 
autlior of the ^ Tattler,**^ No. 14, under the cha- 
racter of Venis, the rnvgiatrate. 
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HOLT» Mia,aA£ngUBliniiee«Haiieoiitwit 
ter, died near Liverpool, Tn 1801. At the Um# 
of Ms death be was engig ed in writing a histo- 
ry of that city. 

UOLWELL, John Zeirfianiah, a governor of 
Bengal, and one of the wretched prisoners con- 
fined in the Black Hole, in Calcutta, aOth June 
1756, wherein a great number of geotlemea 
were suifocated ; but Mr. Holweli, with a few 
others, surviving, he published a ** Narrative" 
of the dreadful affair. He also wrote a great 
number of tracts, chiefly on Indian affairs, and 
died, aged near 90, in 1796. 

HOLYDA, Barten, an Ingenious and leaine^ 
English divine, poet and philosopher, born at 
Oxford, in 1503, died in 1661. He wrote '' Tech- 
nogamia, or the Marriage of the Arts," aconi; 
edy, acted by some Oxford scholars, at Wood- 
stock, in 1631, before king Jiypes ; and a " Sur 
vey of the World," in 10 books, a poem, la 
1661 ; but the work that he is known and es' 
teemed for now, is his "Translation of the Sa- 
tires of Juvenal andPersius;" for though his 
poetry is but indifferent, yet his translation is ge- 
nerally allowed to be faithful,and his notes good. 
HOLYOAKE, Francis, a learned Englishman, 
memorable for having made an " Etyroolosicai 
Dictionary of Latin Words," bom in War- 
wickshire, In 1567, died in 1633. 

HOLYOAKE, Thomas, an officer in the En^ 
lish army, afterwards a clergyman, and authof 
of a Latin and English Dictionary ; he died i« 
1675. 

HOLYOAKE, Edward, president of Harvard 
college, died in 1767. 

HOLYWOOD, John, an English mathemati- 
cian, died at Paris, in 1356. 

HOMBERG, William, a native of Batavia* 
in Java; he went to Europe, and settled al 
Paris, where he became a distiiwuisbed chymist. 
and physician to .the duke of Orleans; he died 
in 1715. 

HOME, David, a celebrated Scotch divine an4 
writer, the time of his death is unknown. 

HOME, Henry, k>rd Kaimes, one of the se- 
natora of the college of justice in Scotland, and 
eminent as a critical and philosopbicaJ writer, 
bom in ScoUand, in 1696, died in 1783. His 
principal works are, " Sketches of the History 
of Man," *« Elements of Criticism," and "Tlte 
Gentleman Fanner." 

HOME, John, was bora In the city of An- 
cram, in Roxtnirgsbire, in 1734, and died at 
MercMston House, near Edinburgh, in 1806, 
Mr. Home was originally educued for the 
church of Scotland, inducted into a livii\g in 
the Lothlans, tha duties of which he discharged 
with the greatest propriety. As soon, howeveri 
as It was known tiiat he was the author of the 
excellent uagedy of '* Douglas," he became 
very anpopnlar, from the puritanical spirit of 
the times, whic^ rendered it criminal in the 
of the. multitude, that a clergyman should 



even read a play, far less be the author of one 
r» Home gave in bis resignation, and 
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contented himself with the income of a small 
paternal eetale. He was always, as far as his 
means would admit, tlie friend and patron of 
merit; and under his fostering hand, many 
sparicaof literary genius, that would etberwiie 
have lain dormant, were brought to light. He 
was. In early life, a very kind patron to Mac- 
pherson, the translator of Ossian, who had af- 
terwards an opportunity of manifesting his gra- 
titude by a beqtif^t of S0002. Though Mr. Home 
wrote several truedies besides " Douglaa"

Datch poet and historian, born at Aaistordara; 
bediedia]fi47. 

HOOGGVEEN, Hwry, an eminent Dutch 
phSiologiat, bom at Leyden, in 1713, died in 1794, 
His **■ Doctriaa Particalarum I^ingiw Grec*,'* 
2 vols. 4to, in 1796, is executed with a prodi* 
gtoas abundaiiee of learniag, and is a lasting 
Ibundation for his wcU-earwra fame. 

HOOOSTBAETJ5N, Theodora Van, an a4^ 
miscd landscape pftinler, of Antwerp, died io 
1640. 

HDQ6STRABTCN, James, a Doniink»n,9nd 
iofuisttar generai, known for tlio viniieipce with 
whioh he wrote agBWist l^Uiier and Rasmus. 
He died at Ooiogne, in 1507. 

HOQG3TRATC;>N, David Van, a celebrated 
Dtttoh Clitic, iexicQgrapher, and poet, born a( 
Bouerdam, in 1658, died in 17S4. 

HOOGUE, Bomain de, a Dulc)i engraver and 
designer, wtiose works are highly esteemed. 

ilOOi^E, Bohert, an eminent English roaiiiO' 
matician and philoeopher, bom in the Isle of 
Wight, in 1635, died in 17Q3. He distinguished 
himself by many noble inventions and im- 
provemeats in mechanics; invented pendulum 
watches, and several artronomicql instruments 
fiMr making observations both at sea and land ; 
a«d was |»»rticttlarly serviceable to Mr. Boyle 
in completing the air pnmp. His writings ar9 
aumeroiB wad valvule. 

HOOKE, Nathaaaei, author of a valuable 
" Roman Hlstoryk'* and ether works ; be died 
|ia]764. 

HOOKHA, John, an eminent English anti- 
quary, born at Exeter, in 1534. He afterwards 
retproaeated his native place in iiarUameat, and 
died in 1601. 

HOOKER, Richard, an eminent English dl- 
vine, author of an excellent work, entitled " The 
Laws of Ecclesiastical Polity, in 8 books," 

a bom In 1S53, «ad died in 1600. Of Hook 
ler and this wwk, pope Ctemettf Vlll. said* 
" This man indeeid deserves the name of a^ 
author. His hooks wiU get reverence by age ; 
|{(ir there ara in them such seeds of eternity, 
that they shall contlmie till the last fire shall do* 
vonr ^1 learaing.** 

HOOKER, Thomas, first minister of Cam- 
bridge, M<MS., and one of the founders of Cour 
necticut ; he published several sermods, and 
died in 1647. 

HOOiCER, John, minhiter of Northampton, 
I Mass., was able and faithful ia bis office; ba 
j died in 1777. 



the father of poetry, as Herodotus was of 
history, and Hippocrates of physic. As much 
as he has celebrated the praises of others, he 
has been so very modest about himself, that we 
do not find the least mention of Mm throughout 
his poems; so that where he was bora, who 
were his parents, what age he llvod in, aad al- 
most every circumstance of his life, remain, at 
this day, in a great measure, if not wholly, un- 
known. The only incontestable woriis which 
Homer has left behind Mm are the ** liiad" and 
the *' Odyssey." It was Iqr these poems that 
all the wortnies of antiquity wore formed. 
Hence the lawgivers, the fbunders of monar- 
chies and commonwealths, took the model of 
their polities ; heace the philosophers drew the 
first principles of morality which they taught 
the people ; hence physicians have studied dis- 
eases and their cures ; astronomers have learn- 
ed the knowledge of the heavens, and geome- 
tricians of the earth : kings and princes, theart 
to govern ; and captains, to form a battle, to 
encamp an army, to besiege towns, to fight, and 

?iin victories. *< Homer (says Sir William 
emple) was, without doubt, the most unfverMl 
fwnius that has been known in the world, and 
Virgil the most accomplished. To ihe first must 
be allowed the most fertile invdhtion, the richest 
▼ein, the moat general knowledge, and the most 
lively expressions : to the last, the noblest ideas, 
the Jttstest institution, the wisest conduct, and 
the choicest elocution. The colouring of both 
seems equal, and indeed in both is admirable. 
Homer had more fire and rapture, Virgil more 
light and sweetness; or, at least, the poetical 
fire was more raging in the one, but clearer in 
tile other; which makes the first more amazing, 
and the latter more agreeaMe. In short, these 
iwo immortal poets must be allowed to have 
so much excelled in their kinds as to have ex 
ceeded all comparison, to have even eatintuish- 
ed emulation, and, In a manner, confined true 
poetry, not otrty to their two languages, Imtto 
their very pereons." The first appearance of 
flomer*s works in Greece, was about 130 years 
before Rome was built ; that Is, about 900 yoars 
after the supposed time of Homer. The Arua^ 
V Yii marbles give 907 years before Christ, as 
CL.i period when he flourishod. 

HOMMEL, Charles Frederic, a Toiamiaous 
writer, of Leipsic, died In ITBl. 

HOMMOND, Charles Francis T, an instruct- 
er of youth, at Paris, author of an Eplunae 
flistoriv Bacrse, and " De virls Dlustribus UrUs 
Rome,** Sk., died in 1794. 

HONDGKOETER, GiHes, a landscape and 
flower painter, at Utrecht, bora in 1583. 

HONDEKOETER, Gysbrecht, aoa of the pee- 
oeding, was also a painter^and was bora in 1613.| 
HONDEKOETER, Melchlor, a lan^teape 
|ia1nter,.of Utrecht, died in 169S. 

HONDtUS, Abraham, aaemintnt painter, af 
Rotterdam, died in 1606. 

HONDIUB, Jesse, an eminent aaiftmight en- 

S raver on copper and Ivory, and a wrtoer of 
istinctioa, in Flanders ; he died in 1614. 
HONE, George Paul, a lawyer, of NunHBbeif, 
and counsellor to the duke of Meimingen, died 
In 1747. 

HONESnS, Petrrn de, or Petrus Damianl, 
an Italian, made bishop of Ostiaand a cardinal 
by pope Stephen, and afterwards Ms ambassa- 
dor at Prance ; he died ia 1078. 
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HOOLE, Charles, an Eoglipb teaclwr tnd di- 
line, prebendary of Lincoln cathedral ; he died 
In 1666. 

ROOLE, John, a poet and trao9lator of con- 
ftderable reputation, waa bom in London, 17S7, 
and educated in Hertfordshire, under Mr. Jamee 
Dennett, the publisher of Kogor Ascham's 
works. In 1744, he waa placed as a cleric in the 
India House, in which establishment he remain- 
id till the end of the year 1785, when he resign 
ed his office of auditor of Indian accounts, and 
■Qon after retired to The neighbourhood of Dor- 
king, in Surrey, where he died in 1803, having 
produced elegant translations of the works of 
Tasso, Ariosto, and Metastatio, and written 
three tragedies. Hi was a very amiable charac- 
ter, and greatly esteemed by Dr. Johnson. 

HOOPGR, or HOPER, John, bishop of Glou- 
cester, was bom in Somersetshire, in 1495. In the 
persecution under Mary, refusing to recant his 
opinions, be was burned in the city of Glouces- 
ter, and suflfered death with admirable constan- 
cy, in 1555. 

HOOPER, George, D. D., a distinguished En- 
glish prelate, bishop of St. Asaphs, and after- 
wards of Bath and Wells; he died In 1727. 

HOOPER, William, a member of the contl- 
jiental eongress, from North Carolina, and a 
signer of the declaration of Independence ; he 
die<-i in 1790. 

HOORNBECK, John, an eminent Dutch di- 
vine, professor of divinity at tJtrecht, and after- 
wards at Leyden, and a theological writer : he 
dliMinl«66. 

HOPKINS, Ezekiel, a learned prelate, bishop 
of Raphpe, and afterwards of Londonderry ; he 
died In 1090. 

HOPKINS, Charles, son of the preceding, was 
Asttngnished in England as a poet and drama- 
tic writer •. he died in 1699. 

HOPKINS, John, brother of the preceding, 
was also celebrated as a poet ; the time of his 
death is not known. 

HOPKINS, Edward, governor of Connect! 
cat, and a benefactor of Harvard college : he 
Ibunded grammar schools In New-Haven and 
Hartford, Conn., and died in 1657. 

HOPKINS, Samuel, minister of West Spring- 
fteid, Mass., died In 1755, much esteemed. 
' HOPKINS, Stephen, LL. D., chief justice 
^d ffoveroor of tho colony of Rhode Island, a 
inember of Congress in 1776, and a signer of 
tile declaration of Independence ; he died in 
1785. 

HOPKINBON, Francis, a member of con 
gress, from New^Jersey, and a signer of the 
declaration of Independence; he was after- 
wards a Jiidge of the district court of the Uni- 
ted Slates, for Pennsylvania, and died in 1791. 
He w^ distinguished also as a popitlar writer, 
>nd as A poet. 

HOPPNER, John, R. A., an eminent English 
portrait painter, and translator of ** Oriental 
Tales'* into English verse (1805), was born 1759, 
and died in Chttrtes-street, St. James' square, In 

HOPTON, Arthur, a distinguished Eng^h 
natbematlciui, and writer on mathematical 
lubiects, died in 1614, aged 96. 

HOPTON. Ralph, lord, an Enriish officer, 
Alstingnished for his valour, particularly during! 
the civil wars ; ho died in 1653. j 

HOPTON, Susanna, an English lady, author! 
If" Daily Devotions*' and other religious works :j 
Hie died inlTDQ. 

UOR APOLLO^ or HORUS APOLLO, a celo-! 
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brated grammarian, of Egypt, flourished aboat 
A. D. 380. There are extant under his name 
two books "Concerning the Hieroglyphics oif 
the Egyptians.** 

HORATII, three Roman brothers, wha 
fought and conquered the three Curiatii oi Alba, 
667 B. C. 

HORATIUS, t^oeles, a renowned Roman 
knight, who saved the city by his noble defence 
of a wooden bridge, attacked by Porsenna. 
While he and two aasoclates opposed the enemy 
at the entrance, he desired his fellow-citizens to 
cut away the bridge behind him ; this being exe- 
cuted, he fen into the Ty ber; but, though wound- 
ed, and oppressed by heavy armour, he gained 
the shore. He flourished 500 B. C. 

HORATIUS, CtuintosFIaccuB, or Horace, aix 
ancient Roman lyric and satiric poet, who flour- 
ished in the age of Augustus, was bom atVenu- 
sium, about 65 B. C. His poetical talents soon 
made hho known to some of the greatest men in 
Rome. Viigil, as he has told us, was the first who 
recommended him to Miecenas ; and this cele- 
brated patron of literature and learned men grew 
so fond of him, that he became a suitor for him 
to Augustus, and got his estate (which had been 
forfeited) to be restored. Augustus was highly 
taken with his great merit and address; admitted 
him to a close familiarity with him in his private 
hours, and afterwards made hhn no small oflcra 
of preferment. The poet bad the greatness of 
mind to refuse them all ; the life be loved best, 
and lived as much as ho could, was the very re- 
verse of a court life ; a life of retirement and 
study, fre&from the noise and hurry of ambition. 
He died about 8 B. C. 

RORMAN, William, a native of Salisbury, 
distinguished as a divine and as a botanist, died 
In 15Je. 

HORMISDAS, a pope of Rome, in 514, dle^ 
in 533, and was afterwards canonized. 

HORMISDAS IL. succeeded his father a$ 
king of Persia, in 578. H is subjects revolted un- 
der his general, Varanes, who defeated him, and 
deprived him of sight He died in 590. 

HORNE, George, bishop of Norwich, bom OJL 
Otbam, in Kent, in 1730, and died in 1792. This 
divine united, in a remarkable degree, depth ox 
learning, brightness of imagination, sanctity of 
manners, and sweetness of temper. Four vo- 
lumes of his incomparable " Sermons'* are pub- 
lished. His " Commentary on the Psalms," In % 
vols. 4to, " will (as the writer of his epitaph ex> 
presses it) continue to be a companion to the 
closet, till the devotion of earth shall end in the 
hallelujahs of heaven." Dr. Home also wrote f 
celebrated piece of irony, in reply to Adam 
Smith's Sketch of David Hume's Life. 

HORNECK, Dr. Anthony, an eminent Eng- 
lish divine, born in tho Lower Palatinate, hi 
1641, died in 1696. 

. HORNER, Francis, an English lawyer, and a 
member of parliament, of some distinction, died 
in 1817. 

HORNIUS, George, professor of history in the 
university of Leyden, died in 1670. 

HORNSBT, Thomas, D. D., born in 1734, and 
died in 1810, at the Observatory, in the univer- 
sity of Oxford. He was Savilian professor of as- 
tronomy, professor of natural philosophy, reader 
in experimental philosophy, and librarian to the 
Radcllfle library ; and his long and eminent ser- 
vices in the cause of science, and successful la- 
bours in completing the aBtronomical arrange- 
ments at the Ofaeervatory, will ever be rcmeiBr 
bered with gradtade by the aniverslty. 
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HORREBOW, Peter, professor of utrooon^, 
nathcmetics, and piiilosophy, at Copcnhagco. 
and a writer on the Copernican system ; he died 
in 1764. 

HORROX, Jeremiah, an English astronomer, 
memorable from being the first, from the begin- 
ning of the world, who had «obBerved the tran- 
sit of Venus over the sun's disk. He was bom 
in 1619, and died in 1041. 

HORSLEY, John, author of a very learned 
and excellent woric, entitled, " Britannia Roma- 
na ;** being an ample account of the vestiges of 
the Romans in Britain. He was I)orn in Morth- 
umberland, and died in 1731. 

UORBLEY, Samuel, bishop of St Asanh, was 
bom in the parish of St. Martinis ir. the Fields, 
where his father was clerk in orders, and was 
educated at Trinity hall,Cambridge. He became 
one of tile most eminent men of his day, as a 
theologist, a mathematician, and a profound 
tlassic. He was many years rector of St. Mary's, 
Newington, the first parish to which he was ever 
promoted, and which preferment he held long 
afltev his episcopal elevation. His lordship's first 
seat on the right reverend bench was in 1788, as 
bishop of St. David's. In 1793, he was trans- 
lated to the see of Rochester, with which he held 
the deanery of Westminster ; and, in 1802, ele- 
vated to Uie more lucrative bishopric of St. 
"^ Asaph. No man of the age, perhaps, possessed 
more of what is generally understood by the 
idea of recondite learning, or was more pro- 
foundly versed in classical chronology. He edited 
and illustrated some of the most important of 
Sir Isaac Newton's works, in 5 vols. 4id, and 
was himself the author of several esteemed ma- 
thematical and theological productions. As a 
Kenator,he was deservedly considered in the first 
class ; there were few important dieciMslons in 
the house of lords, especially when the topics re- 
ferred to the hierarchical establishments of Eng- 
tand, the French revolution, or the African slave 
trade, (of which he was a systematic opponent,) 
In which his lordship did not participate. Tlie 
reverend prelate was many years a leading mem- 
ber of the royal society ; but withdrew from it, 
as has been said, in consequence of a certain 
high appointment taking place, of which he dis- 
approved. His concluding words, on retiring, 
were," I quit that temple where philosophy once 
preside j, and where Newton was her ofliciating 
minister !" His lordship died at Brighton, Oct. 
4 1 1806. 

HORSTIUS, James, a German physician, and 
professor of medicine in the university of Hclm- 
•tadt; he died in 1600. 

• HORSTIUS, Gregory, of such reputation in 
the practice of physic, that he was usually cal- 
led the iEsculapius of Germany. He was born 
In Torgau, in 1578, and died in 1636. 

HORTE, John, an English divine, bishop of 
Kllmore,and afterwards of Tuam, in Ireland: 
he died in 1751. 

HORTENSIA, a celebrated Roman matron, 
who, when the senate laid a heavy tax on the 
women of Rome, pleaded with so much elo- 
quence in behalf of her sex, that the tax was con- 
siderably diminished. 

HORTENSIUS, Quintus, a celebrated Roman 
orator and poet, who, being eclipsed at the bar 
by Cicero, quitted it for a military life, and be- 
came military tribune,* prstor, and consul. He 
died about 50 B. C. 

HORTENSIUS,Lambert, a Dutch philologist, 
port, and historian, a native of Utrecht : heoiad 
in 1577. 
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HORTENSIUS, Martin, an aatronouier, of 
Delft; he died in 1639. 

HOSE A, the first of the minor prophets, flonr* 
ished under the reigns of Jeroboam and Uzzia^ 

HOSIUS, Stanislaus, a native of Poland, was 
secretary to the king of Poland, bishop of Culm 
and of Warmia, and afterwards a cardinal Ha 
died in 1579. 

HOSKINS, John, an eminent English por- 
trait painter, died in 16C4. 

HOSPIMAN, RodolplMis, a learned Swiaa 
writer, who has done prodigious service to the 
protestant cause, bom at Aitdorf, in 1547, died 
in 16i)6. He wrote an excellent work of vast ex- 
tent, calIed,"A History of the Errors ofPopery.' 

HOSPITAL, William Francis Antony, mai> 
quis de 1\ a groat mathematician, of Frimce, 
born in 1661, died in 1704. 

HOSPITAL, Michael de I*, chancellor of 
France, to which office he was raised on tlie 
death of Henry II.. in the midst of turbulence 
and faction. He displayed great abilities, and 
was distinguished for the firmness, integrity, and 
mildness of his adminisu-atiou ; he died in 1573. 

HOSSCH, Sidronlus, a Flemish Jesuit, authoi 
of some elegant Latin poems, &c., died in 
1653. 

HOSTE, Paul V a French Jesuit, professor of 
mathematics at Toulon, and a mathematical 
writer ; he died In 1700. 

HOSTUS, Matthew, a German antiquary, 
[died in 1.587. 

HOTMAN, Francis, a learned French civi- 
lian, and commentator .on Latin author^ lK>rn 
at Paris, in 1524, died in 1500. 

HOTTINGER, John Henry, a native of Zu- 
rich, distinguished for his great learning and ta- 
lents. His abilities were so conspicuous, tlwt 
he was educated at the public expense ; he waa 
professor of divinity and oriental languages at 
Zurich, professor at Heidelberg, and ecclesiasti- 
cal counsellor to the elector Palatine. His writ- 
ings are very numerous. He died in 1667. 

HOTZE, an Austrian general, bora in Zuricb> 
distinguished for his bravery, was killed in bat 
tie about 1709. 

HOUARD DE LA MOTHE, Anthony, a 
French lawyer, skilled in tlie profession, and ai»; 
thor of several works connected with it ; he 
died in 1803. 

HOUBIGOUT, Charics Francis, a learned 
divine, bom at Paris, in 1686. He publisbed an 
excellent edition of the Hebrew Bible, witlt a 
Latin version, and notes, 4 vols, folio, 1753, and 
many other learned works, and died m 1783, in 
the V8th year of his age. 

HOUBRAKEN, Arnold, a Dutch painter, au- 
thor of the " Lives of the Flemish painters,'* 
was bora at Dordt, in 1660. 

HOUBRAKEN, Jacob, an eminent Dutch 
portrait and liistorical engraver, bora in ISdA, 
died at Amsterdam, in ITBO. 

HOUCHARD, John Nicholas, a French ge* 
neral, who raised himself to the highest rank in 
the army during the revolution : he was guillo- 
Lined In 1793. 

HOUDARD DE LA MOTTE, Anthony, a 
French writer. See MOTTE. 

HOUDRY, Vincent, n Jesuit, distinguished 
as a popular preacher and writer, died at Paria. 
in 1730, aged 99. 

HOUGH, John, bishop of Worcester, memO' 
rable for the noble stand he made, when vmA- 
dent of Magdalen college, Oxford, against Jaioai 
IL, who warned arbitrarily to fanpoae IfUpwv 
(and ofRcors upon the college by his royal mnir- 



iate, was bora in Mtddlssex, in 16d0| and died 
In 1743. 

HOULIERES, Antoinette de la Garde des, a 
Frencii lady;, distinguistied as a poetess and dra- 
matic writer; stie died in 1694. Her daugli- 
ter, who also possessed poetical talents, died in 
1718. 

HOUSEMAN, Cornelius, a celebrated land- 
scape painter, of Antwerp, died in 1737. 

HOUSEMAN, James, an eminent portrait 
and bistorical painter, of Antwerp, died in 1006. 

HOUSSAYE. SeeAMELOT. 

HOUSTON, William, M.D., an eminent En- 
glish physician, pupil to Boerbaaye, died in the 
West Indies, in 1733. 

HOUSTON, John, a distingttished advocate 
for the revolution, was a member of congress 
in 1775, afterwards a. judge of the supreme 
court, and governor of the state of Georgia ; 
be died m 1790. 

HOUTEVILLE, Claude Francis, a native of 
Paris, who wrote an admirable work, called 
** La Verlte de la Religion Chretienne prouvee 
par les Faits,** died in 1743, aged 54. 

HOVEDEN, Roger de, an early English his- 
torian, whose annals commenced where those 
of Bede terminated ; he lived in the ageof Hen- 
ry fl. 

HO VET, Ivory, minister of Plymouth, Mass. 
He left a journal which contained about 7,000 
octavo pages, and died in 1803. 

now, William, an officer in the royal army, 
during the civil wars in England, afterwards a 

Ehysieian and botanist of distinction in London ; 
e died in 1656. 

HOWARD, Charles, eail of Nottingham, an 
Intrepid English admiral, commander-in-chief 
at the defeat of the Spanish Armada, t)om in 
1536, died in lOSM. 

HOWARD, Sir Robert, an English historian 
and dramatic poet, died about lOK. There was 
one Edward Howard, esq., lilcewise a descend- 
ant of the same family, who exposed himself to 
the satirists by writing bad {days. 

HOWARD, Henry, eari of Surrey, a brave 
general and este«ned poet, bom in 1590, was 
beheaded on a su^ieion of his designing to wed 
the princess Mary, and ttiereby aspirii^ to the 
crown. 

HOWARD, Thomas, eari of Surrey, and 
duke of Norfolk, lord high admiral of England, 
In the reign 0? Henry vUL, distinguished for 
his services as a naval officer, and as a soldier, at 
the battle of 'Floddenflefd, and afterwards as 
viceroy of Freiand ; he narronriy escaped the 
capricious tyranny of that prince, and died In 
1554. 

HOWARD, Edward, a brave and celebrated 
English admiral, brother to the preceding, was 
killed in an action with a French ship, in 1514. 

HOWARD, John, was bom at Hackney, in 
Middlesex, in the year 1729, and put apprentice 
to Mr. Nathaniel Newnham, a wholesale gro- 
cer, in Watling-street. His coTistitution was 
ttoaght very weak, and his health appeared to 
have been injured by the necessary duties of his 
apprenticeship ; at the expiration of it; there- 
lore, ho took an apartment in a lodging-house, 
In Stoke, Newington, kept by a Mrs. Sarah 
Lardeau, a widow, by ^ whom he was nursed 
with the utmost care and attention. At lengtfi 
he became so fond of his landlady, that they 
were f>rivately married, about the year 1753. 
Site was poneesed of a small fortuhe, which he 
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tionate mourner for her death. Alx>ut this time, 
it is believed, he was elected F. R. S., and, with 
an intention of visiting Lisbon after the earth 
quake, he at midsummer, 1756, set sail on Iraatd 
the Hanover packet, which was taken liy a 
French privateer ; and he behaved with so much 
hauteur, so mucli a rAnglois to the captain of 
the privateer, as might probably be the cause of 
his suffering so severely as it appears he did, and 
** perhaps what he suffered on this occasion 
increased (if it did not first call forth) bis sym* 
pathy with the unhappy people.** He after* 
wards, it is believed, made the tour of Italy; 
and at his return, settled at Brokenhurst, a re- 
tired and pleasant villa in the New Forest, ncai 
Lymington, in Hampshire; having, April 8^ 
1758, married Harriet, only daughter of Edward 
Leeds, esq., of Croxton, in Cambridgeshire. 
Mrs. H. died in 1765, in childbed. After the 
death of his second wife, he left Lymington, 
and purchased an estate at Cardington, near 
Bedford, where he very much conciliated the 
esteem of the poor, by employing them, Ji>uUd- 
ing cottages for them. &c. In 1773, he served 
the office of sheriff of the county of Bedford. 
This office, as he observes, brought " the dis* 
tress of prisoners more immediately under his 
notice ;" and with a view to its alleviation, lie 
began bis labours by " visiting most of tlitf* 
county jails in England,** and afterwards " the 
bridewells, houses of correction, city and town 
iails,** where he found " multitudes, both of 
felons and debtors, dying of the jail fever and 
the small-pox.** Upon this subject he was ex- 
amined in the house of commons, in March, 
1774, when " he had the honour of their 
thanks.** This encouraged him to proceed in 
his design : he travelled again and again through 
Great Britain and Ireland, and also into France* 
Flanders, Holland, Germany, and Switzerland; 
and published " The State of the Prisons In 
England and Wales, with preliminary observa* 
tions. and an acc-ount of' some foreign prison^, 
1777.** In 1780, he published an Appendix to 
this Account, in which he extended the narra- 
tive of his travels to Italy, and gave some ob- 
servations on the management of prisoners of 
war, and the hulks on the Thames. This Ap- 
pendix he republished, in 1784 ; which publica- 
tion included also an account of his visit to 
Denmark, Sweden, Russia^ Poland, Portugal, 
and Spain. . By this time his character for so- 
tive benevolence had engaged the public atten- 
tion, and it was proposeclthat a subscriptio i 
should be set on foot, to erect a statue to his ho 
nour. This Idea was so well received, that in 
15 or 16 months, 615 persons subscribed 15332. 
135. 9d. ; but some of .those who knew Mr. How- 
ard l>est never concurred in the scheme, being 
well assured that he would never countenance; 
nor accede to it: and the event justified theic 
conduct; for the language that he held upon 
the subject, when first advised of it, was, " Have 
not I one friend in England that would put a 
stop to such a proceeding?** Jn consequence 
of two letters from Mr. Howard himself to 
the subscribers, the design was laid aside. In 
1769, Mr.- jH. published " An Account of the 
principal Lazarettos in Europe, with various 
papers relative to the plague, tofjcther witt| 
farther Observations on some Foreign Priscmii 
and HoHpitals, and additional Remarks on tlio 
present State of those in Great Britain and Ire 
land,** with a great number of curious plates

HdPN AOfiL, George, a native of Antwerp, 
di.stinguil3hed to a writer on natural history, and 
of Latin poetry ; he died ih 1600. 

HUGH CAPET, eonnt of Paris and Orleans, 
was raised to the throne of France l(y his me- 
rits and enrage, In 967, and thus became the 
bead of the third race of the FreiKh moanrcby ; 
'be di«d in 998. 

HUGH£S9, John, an English poet, dramatic 
author, and essayist, bom at Marlborough,^ in 
1677, died in 1730. His last work was " The 
Biege pf pamascus," a tragedy, which is still 
occasionally acted. Severri pttperain the <* Tat- 
tlers," '* Spectators,** and ** Guardians," were 
written by him. 

HUGHEIS, Jabez, younger brother of the pre- 
ceding, distinguished as a scholar, and as a 
translator' froin ttie Latfai and Spanish ; he died 
in 1731. 

HUGHES, ^abez, of Cambridge, known as the 
editor ofChrysostom'streatise on the Priesthood; 
hediedinl'^12. 

HUGO, of Cluni, abbot of Cluni, and a saint 
of the Romish calendar, died in 16U9. 

HUGO, Herman, a learned iesuU, who wrote 
on metaphysical subjects, and was also distin- 
guished in his time as a poet, was bom at Brus- 
sels, in 1583, and died of the plague, at Rhim 
"ben:, In 1029. ^ 

HUGO. Charles Lewis, a French and Latin 
writer, abbot of Etival, and titular bishop of 
Ptolemais ; he died in 1735. 

HUGTENBURGH, John Van, an eminent 
Dutch painter, died in 173S. His brother^ames, 
was a landscape painter of reputation. He died 
in 1696. 

HULDRIC, John James jprofessor of law, at 
Zurich, where he died in 1731. 

HULL, Thomas, a respectable actor and dra-i 
matic writer, and founder of the theatrical fundi 
for the relief of distressed actors and actresses, 
was bred to the practice of physic, but quitted 
that profession for the stage, of which Ik died 
the father, at the age of 80, in 180&. 

HULME, Nathaniel, an English physician of 
reputation, and author of several essays on me- 
dical subjects ; he dfed in Id07. 

HULS«MANN, John a Lutheran divine, 
professor of divinity at Leipsic, and a theofo- 
fical writer ; be 41ed In 1661. 

HUI4SIUS, Anthony, a distingniahed oriental 
pcholar, |uid professor of divinity at Leyden ; 
be died iFlesS. 

HUIiSlU'S, Henry, a theological writer, and 
professor at Douisbargh, where he died, ih 1739. 

HUL9T, f eter Yan^der, an excellent painter of 
animalflk a native of Dort ; he djed in 1708. 

HUME, David, a celebrated philoaoplier and 
bJstQrian, bom at Edinburgh, in 1711, and died 
In 1778. Hia *' Besays," and " History of Eng- 
land," are so well known, as scarcely to need 
mention. The latter has. undoubtedly, the pre-, 
ference, in the public mind, over every other 
extant The fonner fit very atjnmgly tlacinred 
with infidelity. 
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HUMPHREY, Lawrence, an English writer 
was professor of divinity, asd president of Mag 
dalen college, Oxford, and afterwards dean of 
Gloucester, and of WUichester ; he died in 1500. 

HUMPHREYS, David, LL. D., a soldier of 
tbe revolution, aid-de-camp, vucceasively, to 
Putnam, Greene, and- WashUigton ; aftenrardto, 
ambaasuor from the United Btkbes to LiabiMi, 
ftnd minister plenipotentiary to Sp^Ui ; be died 
at New-Haven, in 1818. He reodsred essential 
service to his country, by his poetical and pa- 
triotic wrtttncs, w9iich. were read and admired, 
both here and in Europe ; also, by the introduc- 
tion, into the United States, of a valuable breed 
of llne-wooled sheep, from Spain. 

HUNNERIC, king of the African Vandals, 
known for his severe persecution of tiie Chris- 
tians, died in 484. 

HUNNIADES, John Corvinus, a general of 
the Hungarian armies in the 13th century, and 
was dlstlDRuisbed for his bravery, and his great 
success in the wars with the Turks ; he died ia 
1456, lamented by the pope, by the Christiana, 
and even by the infidels. 

HUNNIUS, Giles, a dlsUnguishod Lutheran 
divine, professor of divinity at Bfarpurg, and 
afterwards at Wittemberg ; he died in 1603. 

HUNT, Walter, ah Englidk camiettte, known 
for bis opposition to tlie union between tba 
Greek ana I/atin churches ; he died in 1470. 

HUNT, Jeremiah, D. D., an English clergy- 
man and theological writer, died in 1744. 

HUNTER, Robert, author of the celebrated 
"Letter on Enthusiasm," which has been aa- 
cribod to Swift, and still more conuncnly to the 
earl of Shaftesbury. He wrote also a fares, 
called " Androboros," and died governor of Ja- 
maica, in 1734. 

HUNTER, William, H. D., a most celdirated 
English physician and anatomist, bom in 1718, 
died in 1783. The most sptendid of Dr. Hunter^ 
medical publications is, " The Anatomy of the 
Human Gravid Uterus.** His Anatomidal Mu- 
seum was the most complete of all the privala 
ones in Europe, and was collected by him at tba 
expense of upwards of 90,00Q<. 

HUNTER, John, younger brother of the pre- 
ceding, a very eminent English surgeon, and 
anatomical writer, born in 1738, died suddetUy 
in 1703. At the age of SO he began, as assistant 
to his brother, the career that ended in his be- 
c<Mning, both in theory and practice, the first 
surgeon in the world.- His anatomical reaearchea 
were various, persevering, and successful : witb 
the office, use, situation, or communication, at. 
tbe several parts of the human stracture, bd 
man was better acquainted ; and his namerous 
writings may be coostdered as a basis on which 
the whole art of physic may securely rest. Mr. 
Huttter*s most valuable treatises may be found 
in tbe " Philosophical Transactions,*' from the 
69d to the SSM volumes. 

HUNTER, Anne, widowof Mr. John Hunter, 
the anatomist, was distinguished as the author 
of several beantiful poems, and as tbe intimate 
friend of the celebrated Mrs. F.li«ahitfh Carter ; 
she died in 1808. 

HUNTER, Dr. Henry, an eminent preaby 
terian divine, equally admired for bis pulpit Se- 
quence, and beloved for bis benevolence, was 
bora at Cnlroaa, in Perthahire, tai 1741, and died 
at Bristol, In 180EI. His works are numerous, 
but the most important are translations. Hie 
principal original puMication Is a conrae of ser 
mons, in 6 vois. 8vo., entitled " Sacred Biqgra 
phy.*^ Tbe most distinguiahed of bia ttanaia* 
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tkma an, "St. Pierre'i Btndias of Nature 
* Sonnini'B Traveli In Egypt ;" " Bauiin's Ser 
mooi;'* and tb« " Phyuocnomical Emay% of 
Lavater." 

HUNTINGDON, Selina, countess dowager 
of, daughter of Waabington, earl Ferrers, was 
bom In 1707, married in 1796, Tbeopbilus earl 
Huntingdon, by whom sbe bad issue four sons 
uad tbree daughtera, and died in 1791. Her 
ladyship bad been a widow 45 years ; and her 
great Mligious coaeems, as bead of a very nu- 
ro«otts sect in Great Britain and ireland,sbe leftj 
by will in the liands of committees for man 
aging them in both kingdoms. Her religious 
principles have been long since known ; and 
her unbounded b«MVolence bore the best testi 
mony of the purity of her intentions ; having, 
In the course of her life, expended aboye 100,0002 
in public and private acts of charity. 

HUNTINGTON, Henry of, an English chro- 
nicler of the 12th century ; he wrote a history 
of England frcw the earliest accounts to the 
death of king Stephen. 

HUNTINGTON, Robert, a learned English 
divine, and writer of Uavels, bom in 1636, died 
In 1701. 

HUNTINGTON, Joseph, D. D., minister of 
Coventry, Conn., author of " Calvinism improv- 
ed,^' which was answered by .Dr. Strong, of 
Bradfowl, Conn. ; be died in 1795. 

HUN'nNGTON, Samuel, an eminent lawyer 
Df Connecticut, was a member of congress from 
that state, in 1776, and a signer of the declara- 
tion of Independence ; afterwards a Judge ^d 
chief justice of the supreme court, and Iteuten 
ant Koveraor of the state ; he died in 1796. 

HUNTINGTON, Samuel, a naUve of Con 
necticut, removed to Ohio, in 1801, and was 
afterwards, chief Justice of the supreme court, 
and governor of that state; he died in 1817. 

HUNTINGTON, Jedediah, a general, and a 
distinguished oflicer In the American army, 
during the revolution, afterwards treasurer of 
the state <^ Connecticut, and collector of the 
customs for the port of New-London : be died 
In 1818. 

HUNTORST, Gerard, one of the best Dutch 
painters of the 16th century. 

HURD, Dr. Richard, bishop of Worcester. 
His " Dialogues on Chivalry and Romance,^' 
" Sermons at Lincoln's Inn Chapel," and '' Life 
and Works of Bishop Warburton," are his 
principal literary productions. In 1783, on the 
death of archbishop Cornwallis, Dr. Hurd, who 
had been preceptor to the prince of Wales and 
the duke of York, was offisred the primacy ; ^ut 
requested of the king permission to decline iL 
He died in 1808, in the 89th year of his age. 

HURDIS, Dr. James, a learned divine, mid a 
very pleasing poet, bom at Bishopstone, Sussex, 
in 1763, died at Buckland, in Berkshire, in 1801. 
Dr. Hurdis was poetry professor in the univer- 
sity of Oxford. His principal poems are, "The 
Village Curate," "The Favourite Villago,** 
" Sir Thomas More," a uagedy, and " Adria- 
no : or. The First of June." He also publisbedl 



., The First of June.' 
" Twelve Disserutiops on the Nature and Occaj 
sion of Psalm and Pro^eey." 

HURE, Charles, a French divine, was pro 
fessor of languages in the university of Paris, 
and afterwards principal of the coUem of Ben- 
court He wrote a Dictionary of the Bible. ^.. 
wd died in 1717. 

HUSS,John, a celebrated German reforroerl 
and martyr, hem In Bohemia, in 1376. He was; 
' "t opposer of Uie doctrine of transubstan 
252 
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tiation, and defender of Wicklilfe, and 
burnt alive by the council of Cmiatance, is 
1415. 

HU8SEY, Giles, a mofl ingenious English 
portrait painter, in 1710, died suddenly, while 
working in his garden at Beaston, Aabburton, 
Devonshire, in 1788. Professor Barry, in his 
noble paintinc, which adoms the large room at 
the Society of Arts in the Adelphi, has thought 
Mr. Hussey entitled to an eminent place in tats 
Elysimn, and has introduced him oehind Phi. 
dias ; observing, that his abilites were calculated 
to have raised his country to an immortal repu- 
tation (but for the professional envy and ran- 
cour of a wretched cabal), and that he appeared 
no less.amiatrie as a man, than he was admira- 
ble as an artist. 

HUTCHESON, Dr. Francis, a very fine writer 
on moral philosophy, and an excellent man, 
bora in Ireland, in 1694, died in 1747. His 
" Moral Philosophy" was published at Glasgow 
in 1^55. 

HUTCHINS, John, author of the history, 

and antiquities of Dorsetshire ; he died in 1773. 

HUTCHINS, Thomas, geographer general 

of the United Stales ; he published sevenu mapsi 

and died at Pittsburgh, in 1780. 

HUTCHINSON, Ann, an artful woman In 
Massachusetts, whose religious opinions were 
heretical,and which were condemned by a coun* 
cil of ministers: she was banished from the co- 
lony, and was murdered by the Indians, west ot 
New-Haven, in 1643. 

HUTCHINSON, Thomas, governor of Massa- 
chusetts, odious for his arbitrary conduct in 
his office ; he published a History of the Colony 
of Massacbusettfl, ^c, and died in EnglancL 
in 1780. 

HUTCHINSON, John, an English philoso- 
phical Ad critical author, celebrated as the op* 
ponent of Dr. Woodward in natural history, and 
of Sir Isaac Newton in philosophy ; be was bom 
in Yoikshire, In 1674, and died In 1737. 

HUTCHINSON, John Hely, a celebrated 
Irish lawyer and statesman ; not a little remark 
able for his avidity after lucrative offices. Be- 
ing atone and the same time a privv- counsellor, 
reversionary secretary of state, major of the 4tll 
regiment of horse, provost of Trinity College, 
Dublin, and searcher, packer, and gauger of the 
port of Strangford. A late British minuter, lord 
North, made the following remark on him : " If 
England and Ireland were given to this man, he 
would solicit the Isle of Amn for a potato gar- 
den." Mr. Hutchinson was bom in 1715, and 
died in 1794. 

BUTTEN, Ulric de, a satirical writer, of 
Germany, distinguished for bis zeal In support 
of the reformation, his hostility to the church 
of Rome, and the eccentricity and proflicacy of 
his private life ; he died on an Island In wc fake 
of Z urich , in I5S8. / 

HUTTEN, Jacob, a native of Silesia, founder 
of an anabaptist sect, called the Moravian breth- 
ren ; the time of his death Is not known, although 
It is said, he was burnt as a heretic. 

EUTTER, Elias, a protestant divine, dlstin* 
guished as a learned orientalist ; be died at Nu- 
rem burg, in 1603. 

BUTTER, Leonard, a learned German di- 
yine, professor of theology, at Wittemberg, and 
recto r of the university there ; he died In 1611^ 
BUTTON, Matthew, professor of divinity in 
Cambridge, bishop of Durbam, and afterward* 
archbishop of York ; he died in 1605. 
BUTTON, William, the historian of Bir 
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minghwii, and autbor c{ variout other works, 
was bom at Derby, in 1733, and di«<l at Ben- 
oett't Hill, near Birmingham, in 1815, aged 93. 

UVXBAVLf Dr., an fingllsb physician, who 
matte some improvements in medic inot which 
still bear his name ; be died in 1763. 

HUYGENSj Constantine, secretary to the 
prince of Orange, and president of his council, 
wta the authoi of 14 books of Latin poems, ^. 
He died in 1687. 

IIUYOENS, Christian, a Terjr celebrated Datch 
iiathematician and astronomer, Iram at the 
Hague, ip 1639, and died In IjBQS. 

HUYSUM, Justus Van, an eminent Dolcb 
painter, born at Amsterdam, died in 1716. 

HUYSUM, John Van, son of the preceding, 
was also distinguished as a painter; as were 
his two brothers. He died in 1749. 

HYDE, Edward, earl of Clarendon, and c)ian- 
eellor of England, bom in Dinton, in Wiltshire, 
in 1(308, and died in IG74. Bis name Is immor- 
talized bjr his " History of the Rebellion,** in 
the time of Charles I. He was afterwards, how- 
ever, impeaclied of high treason, and ned to 
France, where he died. 

HYDE, Henry, earl of Clarendon, son to 
the cbaocellor, bora In 1638, died in 1709. His 
" Stttte Letters,** during his government of Ire 
land, and his " Diary ,^* for the years 1687 to 
1690, were published in 1783, from the Chiren- 
don press, in OzforU. 

HYDE, Dr. Thomas, an eminent divine, and 
professor of the oriental languages, born in 
1636. He published, beside other things, " A 
catalogue of the books in the Bodleian library ;'* 
'* De Ludis orientalibus libro duo,** a work 
which is held, at present, in very high esteem ; 
and " The religion of the ancient Persians,*' a 
work of profound and various eruditfon, abound 
ing with many new lights, on the most curious 
and interesting subjects. He died in 1703. 

HYDE, Lawrence, viscount Hvde, and earl of 
Rochester, was the second son of the chancellor, 
and was al wajrs employed about the court, either 
as a member of the cabinet, or as an ambassador 
abroad. He died in 1711, with the reputation of 
an able statesman. 

H YD£,Edward, was lieutenant governor, and 
governor of the colony of North Carolina; he 
died in 1713. 

H YDBR- ALIKHAN, an Asiatic prince, son 
of the king of Mysore, and himself sovereign 
of Suba of Servia, was distinguished for his 
intrepidity, and for his hostility to the 'Euro- 
peans, whom he considered as intmders in the 
country, and whom he invariably opposed ; he 
died in 1783, and was succeeded of his son, 
TmDoo Saib. 

H YOINVS, Caius Julius, the freedman of Av 
gustos, was the author of several Latin works. 

HY6INUS, a philosopher, of^ Athens, wai 
pope of Rome in 153 ; he suffered martyrdom, 
and was cammiaed. 

HYLL, Albayn, an English physician and 
medical writer, died at London, in 1559. 

HYPATIA, a roost beautiful, virtuous, and 
learned lady oi antiquitv, daughter of Tneon, 
wber governed tksL Platonic school at Alexandria, 
the place ot ker birth and education. In the lat- 
ter part of the 4th century. Socrates tells us, 
that Hypatin ** arrived at such a piteh of leam- 
iag, as very far to eiceed all the philosophers of 
'her time.'*. But our notions of Uypatia will be 
frodifioasiy bdthteiwd, when we consider her 
pKceediaf her ather, as she actually did, iu the 
lov^mmy^ of the Ateiandrian sebool t teach' 



ing nut of that chair, where Aiiiiiioiiius, iiieri)- 
cles, and many great and celebrated pniloso- 
phers bad taught ; and tbis at a time too, when 
men of immense learning abounded, botii at 
Alexandria, and in many other parts of tiie Ro- 
man empire. She was murdered, A. D. 415. 

HYPERIDES, a disciple of Plato, who pro* 
cured the banishment of Demosthenes from 
Atiiens ; he was put to death by Antipater, 32) 
B. C 

H YPERIUS, Andrew Gerard, a divine, who 
embraced the doctrines of the reformation, and 
was divinity professor at Marourg, died in 1564. 

HYPSICLES, a mathematician, of Alexan- 
dria, under Marcus Aurelius. 

HYRCANUS, John, prince and high-priest of 
the Jews, after his father. He restored his nation 
to independence, from the power of Antiochus, 
king of Syria, and d)^ 106 B. C. He was sue- 
ceeded by his son of the same name, who died 
30B.C. 

HYWELL, ap Owaln, a prince of North 
Wafe»: hedicdin117L 

HYWELL, ap Morgan, a prince of Glamdr- 
gan, in Wales, died in 1043, aged 130. 

HYWELL, Dda, or Good, a legislator of 
Wales, died in 948. 
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lAMBLICUS, an Arabian king, was deprived 
of his dominions by the Romans, but his son 
was restored 22 B. C. 

lAMBLICUS, a Greek author, in the age of 
Marcus Aurelius. 

I ARCH 1, Solomon Ben baae, an illustrious 
Jewish rabbi, was bora in France, in 1104, and 
died in 1180. 

I ARCH AS, a learned Indian philosopher. 

IBARRA, Joachinn, eminent as a printer to 
the Mng of Spain, died in 1785. 

IBAS, bishop of Edeisa, a Nestorian, was 
banished in 449, and restored in 451. 

IBBOT, Benjamin, a learned En^ish divine, 
and chaplain to the king, died in ITOS. 

IBEK, Ootheddin, a slave, who usurped the 
throne of India, after the death of his master. 

IBEK, Azseddin, an oflker in the E^ptian 
court, who married the Sultan's widow, arrd 
ascended his throne, but was assassinated A. D. 
1257. 

IBEK, an Arabian author, who died In 1348L 

IBRAHIM IMAM, a Mahometan chief-priest, 
murdered by the caliph Marvan, in 748. 

IBRAHIM, son of Massoud, was the eighth 
calipli of the race of the Gaznevides ; be died 
in 1098. 

IBRAHIM, brother of Haronn Raschid, was 
made caliph of Bagdad In 817, and died in 839. 

IBRAHIM, a learned mussulman doctor, of 
Shirax. 

IBRAHIM, son of Achsnet, succeeded his 
brother as emperor of Turkey, in 1640, and was 
assassinated in 1649. 

IBRAHIM, Effendl, a Pole, established a 
prinUngpresa in Turkey. 

IBYCUSji Greek lyric poet, flourished about 
540 B. C. He was murdered by robbers ; and 
in his dying moments he observed cranes fljring 
over hM head, wliom he implored to be hts 
avengers. His murderers walking in Rheglum 
some time afterwards, and seeing some cranes 
in the air, one of them said to his companioqf. 
" there come the witnesses of Ibycns dcath'.*^ 
They were overheard, tried, and executed. 

IDACIUS, a Spanish prelate, and an authoi 
of tha Jkh century. 
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^erf Jiine 11, 1800, (befng the yerydajron wliicb 
nie concluding sheet of nls last tnentfoned work 
went to press,) of a broken heart, as is believ- 
ed ; Jiavin|S been most illiberally accused (with- 
out any proof) of being concerned in the forge- 
ry of the pretended Shakspeare MS9.; from 
Which his son, W. H. Ireland (the real fabrica- 
tor of that most ingenious literary imposition,) 
In a confessional pamphlet, publicly and solemn- 
ly exculpated him. 

IRELAND, John, author of " Ilbistratlons of 
Hogarth,^* and " Lffe and Letters of Mr. Jfohji 
Hender^an,*' the actor, was born uearWemi iri 
Shropshire, aud died in the vicinity of Birming- 
ham in 1806. 
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IRENiGUS, Saint, Ushopof I^on«,in France, 
who wrote an elaborate work " against Hene- 
des,** part of which is still extant undef his 
name. He suffered martyrdom in the 5th per- 
■ectttion of the Christians under Severusj A. D. 
S93. 

IRI9TON, Henry, son-in-law to Oliver Cnnn 
well, and a brave general in bis army, died in 
M51. 

IREVISA, John, an Englishman, wbp trans- 
lated the " Polychronicon," iii 1387. 

IRNERIUS, called »lsp Wemecus, or Qu^r-' 
nerus, a German lawyer of the 13th century, 
who was properly the reatorer of the Roman 
law. He died in 1150. 

IRONSIDE, Gilbert, an Encltebman, who, at 
the restoration, was made bubop of Bristol ; 
lie died In 1071. 

IRVINE, William, a major-general in the 
American army durink tbe revolution, and af- 
terwards a member of congress, from Pennsyl 
vania ; be died in 18M. 

IRWIN, Byles. was bom atCalcntta, of Irish 
parents, educated in England, ^nd afterwards 
employed in a civil capacity, In the East. He 
was distinguished as a poet and miaeellaoeous 
writer, and died in 1817. 

ISAAC, son of At^raham and Sarabt was tbe 
ftther of JSsau, the progenitor of the Edomltes, 
and of Jacob, tbe ancestor of tbe Isruelitea. He 
died 1716 B. 0. 

ISAAC, Angelns, Greek emperor, In 1185. 
He was imprisoned by bla brother, and died In 
1M4. 

' KA AC, Caro, a rabbi, of Spidn. who retired 
to Jerusalem, and devoted himself to study and 
■olltude ; he died In the lOtb centnry. 

ISAAC COHHENU8, Greek emperor, in 
MI57. After ^ turbulent .reign, be retired to a 
monastery, and died in 106|. 

ISA ACSON,. Henry, an Englishman ; he wrote 

a valuable chronological worii, and died in 1654. 

ISABELLA, daughter of Philip the Fair, 

king of France, was bom In 1S98, and married 

to Edward II., of England. Hjer conduct was 

■licentious, and she died in prison. 

TSABELLA,^ BavaHa, married CharieaVI., 
of France, in 1385, and died little lamemed, in 
1435. . » 

IS ABELLA,.dfMigbterof John 11., of Castile, 
married Perdin^iia V., king of Arragon, in 
1469. She sQoce^ded to the throne of Castl^ 
in 1474, and thus united the two kingdon^.] 
Her reign is remarkable fbr tbe discovery 6f 
America by Columbus. She died in 1504. 

ISABELLA, daughter of Alpbonso, duke of' 
Qatabria, was married to John Galeazzo Sforza, 
in 14>^, and died in 1534. 

ISABELLA, sister tff the kjng of Poland,

ISAIAH, the greatest of the prophets, was of 
the lineage of David.

ISDEGERDES, king of Persia, was valianL 
but cruel. He pcraeevted tbe Christians, and

IVES, or YVES, bishop of Chartres, in 1093;

rVETEAITX, Nicholas Vauqnelln scigieur 
de, a French poet, and pi«cepi6r to Lewis xlll., 
when dauphin ; he died in 1649, after leading ft 
licentious life. 

IV^AN V^., John Alezlowitz, succeeded to 
the throne of Russia In 1688. He was a weak 
prince, unworthy of a throne, and died in 1096. 

IWAN VI., of Brunswick Bevem, succeeded 
to the throne of Russia in 1740, at tbe age of 
three months.

Spes which he formed for Doomsday-Book, and 
e Alexandrian New Testament ; and, as a pat- 
tern of the most perfect symsoetry, the types 
with which Mr. Bensley printed the splendid 
edition of the'Bible^ published by the late Mr. 
Macklin. Mr. Jackson died in 1702. 

JACKSON, Arthur, an ejected non-oonformlst 
divine, wrote a commentary on the Bible, and 
d^ in 1666. 

JACKSON, Cyril, D. D. an eminent divine, 
bom at Stamford, in 1746, and educated at Ox- 
ford. He was sub-preceptor to his present ma- 
jesty; in consequence, be was made dean of 
Christ-Church, whkh be resigned in 1809. This 
elegant scholar declined the mitre, though the 
primacv of Ireland, as well as an English bishop- 
ric, had been offered him. He died at Felpham, 
Sussex, in 1819. 

JACKSON, Dr. William, brother of the pre- 
ceding, was prebendaiy of York, regins profes- 
sor of Greek at Oxford, and bishop of Oxford ; 
be died in 1811. 

JACKSON, William, a musical composer of 
considerable eminence, and author of several in- 
genious literary productions in prose and verse 
was born at Exeter, in 1730. His musical pro 
ductions are too numerous to be here detailed, 
and too well known to require it. In 1782, he 
published " Thirty Ltetterson various Subjects.** 
In 1791, he published " Observations on the pre- 
sent St^te of Music in London ;** and in 1798, 
he added another volume to bis Letters, under 
the title of " The Four Ages ; with Essays on 
various Subjects.** Mr. Jackson was organist 
of the cathedral at Exeter ; and, besides his mu- 
sical talents, was an excellent painter, chiefly 
in the landscape way. He died in 1803. 

JACOB, son of Isaac And Rebecca, obtained 
his brother's birthright, and went to Egypt, 
where he died 1689 B. C, aged 147. 

JACOB, Ben Napthali, a famous Jew rabbi, 
in the 5th century, and Inventor (with Ben Aser; 
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f the points in Hebrew to servo for vowels, ani 
|of the accents, to facilitate the reading of tbat 
languase. 

JACOB, Ben Halm, a rabbi, of the 16th cen- 
tury, who rendered himself famous by the col- 
lection of the Masore, which is properly a cri- 
tique upon the books of the Bible, in order to 
settic the true reading. 

JACOB, Henry, an Englishman, wrote against 
the Brownists, and died in 16S1. 

JACOB, Henry, son of the preceding, was as 
able Orientalist, and died in 1653. 

JACOB, a Hungarian monk, of the 13th cen- 
tunr. preached a crusade against the Saracens. 

JACOB, Giles, an English law writer, biogra- 
pher, and lexicographer, born at Romsey, in 
Hampshire, in 1686, died in 1744. Besides a 
Law Dictionary, he published two volumes, en- 
titled " The Poetical Register ; or, Lives and 
Characters of the English poets.** 

JACOB AL BARDAI, was an able leader of 
the Eutychians, and a disciple of Severus. 

JACOBiGUS, Oliger, professor of philosophy^ 
at Copenhagen, and an author ; he died in 1701 

JACOBS, Jurian, a Swiss painter, died io 
1664. 

JACOMB, Thomas, D. D., a fellow of Trinity 
college, Cambridge, was ejected for non-con- 
formity, and died in 1687. 

J ACOPONE. da Todi, an Italian poet, eotem- 
porary with Dante, died in 1300. 

JACCIUELOT, Isaac, a French prolestant 
niinister, who, on the revocation of the edict 
of Nantes, tiecaine chaplain to the king of Prus- 
sia ; he died in 1708. 

JACCIUET, Lewis, a native of Lyons, was 
an admirer and imitator of Rosseau, and died 
in 1793. 

JACQUIER. Francis, a Frenchman, eminent 
as a mathematician and divine, died in 1788. 

JADDUS, high-priest of Jodea, when Alex- 
ander approaclwd Jerusalem to destroy it. 

JADELOT, Nicholas, a Frenchman, known 
as a physician and an author, died in 1793. 

JAEGER, John Wolfgang, a Lutheran di- 
vine, and divinity professor, at Tubingen , be 
wrote several Latin works, and died in 173U. 

JAGO, Richard, an English divine and poet, 
bora in 1715. About 1732 he was entered as a 
servitor in University college, Oxford ; in which 
humiliating situation he was vbited by his 
schoolfellow, Shenstone, then a commoner in 
Pembroke college, who introduced him to bis 
fel low- collegians. In 1767, he published a poem 
called " Edge Hill,** by which his poetical repu- 
tation was completely established ; and he died, 
rector of Kilmcote, Leicestershire, in 17B1. A' 
collection of his poems was published in 1784. - 

JAILLOT, Alexis Hubert, a French sculptor, 
and geographer to the king, died in 1780. 

JAMBLICUS, the name of two celebrated 
Platonic philosophers, in the 4th century, ona 
of whom was a native of Chalcis, and the otUei 
of Apamea, in Syria. 

JAMES, St., the Great, son of Zebedee, one ot 
the apostles, Wn put to death by Herod, A. D 
44. 

JAMES, St., the Less, brother of Simon and 
Jude, was also one of tiie apostles. He was 
surnamed the Just, and put to death, A. D. 62. 

JAMBS, St. a bishop of Nisibis, distinguish 
ed for his patriotism and benevolence ; he died 
about 350. 

JAMES L, king of Scotiand, was taken bj 
the English, imprisoned 18 years, and tJiea Ub« 
rated. He was assassinated in 1437 
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JAMES, II., king of Scotland, succeeded his 
^father, James I., and was killed in 1460. 

7AMES ill., succeeded his father, James II., 
of Scotland, was odious for his cruelties, and 
. put to death by liis rebellious subjects in 1488. - 

JAMBS, IV., succeeded his fattier, James III. 
lie was an active and patriotic monarch, but 
was slain at the fatal battle of Fioddenfield. 
hi 151.3. 

JAMES v., son and succosaor of James IV. 
He supported the religious establishment o( liis 
country, and left his dominions to his only child, 
Mary Stuart. He died in 1542. 

JAMES VI., of Scotland, and I. of Enj;land, 
was son of Mary, queen of Scots. Tnougii 
learned and intelligent, his fitvonrites were 
worthless characters. He was the author of 
several works, and died in 1625. 

JAMBS II., of England, succeeded his bro- 
ther Charles II. His oppressive government and 
popish principles, alienated his subjects from 
ftiip, who mviled Wimam III., of Holland, to 
the throne. He died at Paris, in 1701. 
- JAMEB I., king of Arragon, surnamed the 
Warrior, succeeded to the throne in. 1213, and 
died in 1276. 

JAMES H., king of Arri^n, succeeded his 
brother, Alphohso III. , in l^J. He united Va- 
ientia and Catalonia to his crown, and died in 
1327. 

JAMES, of Vorafgne, provincial of the Do- 
minicans, compiled the Golden Legend, anddled 
In 1298. 

JAMES, Thomas, an English divine, was 
a distuiguished collector of curious MS3., and 
died in 1632. 

JAMES, Richard, nephew of the preceding, 
etlucatcd at Oxford, was a learned scholar and 
critic ; he died in 1G38. 

' JAMES, Dr. Robert, an English phsrsician of 
great eminence, and particularly distinguished 
By the preparation of a most excellent fever 
powder, born in 1769, died in 1776. His princi- 
pal writings are, a "Medicinal Dictionary," 
The Practice of Physic," and " A Dispensa- 
tory." 

JAMES, Thomas, D. D., an Englishman, 
educated at Cambridge, was an author, and diea 
D11804. 

J A MET, Peter Ciiaries, a Frisnch writer, bom 
In 1701. 

" JAMISON, George, a eelebrated Scottish 
painter, usually called theVandyke of Scotland, 
oorn in l}iB6, died in Edinburgh,' In 1644. 

JAMYN, Amadls, a French poet, who be- 
came secretanr to Charles IX., and died In 1585. 
' JANEWAx, James, educated at Oxford, was 
ejected for nori-conformity, and died In 1674. 

J ANICON, Francis Michael, a French writer, 
bom in Paris, was edacated in Holland, and 
died in 1730. 

JANBENIUS, Gdrneliu<i, a divine, envoy of 
Philip II. of Spain, to the council of Trent, died 
in 1576. 

JANSEN, Oorneiius, Irishop of Ypres, and 
Brincipa! of the sect called Jansenlsts, born at 
Leerdam, in Holland, in 158S, died in 1638. 

JANSON, or JANSONIUS, James, a native 
of Amsterdam, and professor of theology, at 
Louvain ; he died in 1625. * 

■ JANSUN, Abraham, of Antwerp, an excellent 
fiainter In the 16th century. 
' JANSSENS, an eminent Dutch painter, died 
tal665. 

JANSMSBN^, Victor Hpnoriat, a painter, of 
nnmkll§^'4Utd in 17311. 
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JANSSENS, Abraham, a celebrated paiiUeri 
born at Antwerp, in 1659. He once challenge 
Rubens, who prudently yielded to him ; telUng 
him, that he should Igavo the public to de- 
termine the question of their respective merits. 
Janssen, however, was a good artist, as may 
be seen by a fine picture of his in the Dusseldora* 
gallery, representing the resurrection of Lazarus. 

JANUARIUS, St, bishop of Benevento, was 
beheaded in the persecution of Dioclesian. 

JAPHET, son of Noah, the progenitor of th« 
nations of Europe and Asia, was born 2448 
B. C. . 

JARDINS, Mary Catherine des, a Frencb 
lady, famous Tor her poetry ancl romances, di«d 
in 1683. She is said to have been the Inventor 
of novels. Her works were printed in 10 vols, 
at Paris, in 1702. 

JARDYN, Karel dii, k Dutch painter of not4i, 
died in 1678. 

JAROSLAW, grand duke of Russia, in the 
10th century, was a patron of learned men. 

JAR RIG E, Peter, a Jesuit, who became m 
protestant, and afterwards recanted. He wrote 
for, and against, the Jesuits, and died in 1670. 

JARRY, Laurence Julllarddu, a French poet 
and divine, who excelled as a preacher: h« 
died in 1730. 

JARS, Gabriel, a Frenchman, and mlneralo 
gist of some note, died in 1763. 

JARVIS, Abraham, D. D., second bishop of 
the episcopal church in Connecticut, died at 
New-Haven, in 1813. 

JAUCOURT, Lewis de, a learned French- 
man, and an author ; he died in 1780. 

JAULT, Augustus Francis, professor of Sy- 
riac in the Royal College at Paris, was cele- 
brated as a physician, and died in 1757. 

JAY, Guy Michel, le, an advotate of the par^ 
liament of Paris, ruined himself by printing a 
polyglot Bible, and died in 1675.

JEANES, Henry, educated at Oxford, wat 
the author of several works ; he died in 1662. 

JEANNIN, Peter, a Burgundian, advocate in 
the paftiaraent of Dijon, and favourite of Henrjf 
rV. ; he died in 1622, after seeing seven succe^* 
slve kings on the throne of France. 

JEAURAT, Sebastian, a Frenchman, di«* 
tingulshed as an able mathematician; he died 
in 1803. ' 

JEBB, Samuel, an English physician atUi 
miscellaneous writer, born at Nottingham, died 
lnlTT8. 

JEBB, Dr. John, bom in' London, in 173& 
He was eminent both as a non-conformist divine, 
and a physician. Tn the knowledge of th« 
Christian Scriptures he was partlculariy eoiir 
versant, as his theological lectures at Cam* 
bridee gave incontestable |»Toofs \ his skill in tha 
medical profession was great and sdentifle. and 
his practice uncommonly successfVil.

JOHN, sou of the emperor Henry VII., was 
riected to the kingdom of Bohemia, in 1309, and 
after conquering Bilesia, declared himself king of 
Poland. He was a prinoeof great valour, and was 
mortally wounded in the battle of Crecy, In 1346. 

JOHN I., king of Portugal, was raised to the 
tlirone in 1384. Under hisrelgn the Portuguese 
beuan their famous discoveries ; hedied in 1433. 

JOHN II., king of Portugal, surnaroed' the 
Great, succeeded to 'the throne in 1481. He 
carried bis arms into Africa, and died in 1495. 

JOHN HI., king of Portugal, succeeded to tbe 
throne in 1531, and died in 1557.

JOHN, of France, duke of Berry, was son of 
king John, and distiilgiiished at tbe battle of 
Poictlers; he died in 1416. 

JOHN v., duke of Brittany, sumamed the 
Conqueror, oied in 1309. 

JOHN VI., duke of Brittany, a prince of 
great valour and benevolence, died in 1446. 

JOHN v., count of A^agnac, was son of 
John IV., of Navarre.

JOHN, of Salirimry, an 'Englishman, bisbop 
of CtMNtres, and one of the most learned per- 
sons in the 13th century.

JOHN, of Paris, a celebrated Dominican, and 
tibeoloitical professor at Paris, died in 1304. 

JOHN, of Udino, a celebrated painter, at 
ftoma, died in 1564.

JOHN SS, Thonas, bom at Ludlow, in Shrop* 
shire, in 1748, was bred at Eton and Oxfoi^. 
He was a member of parliament, first for Car- 
digan, and aftcrwardslor the county of Radnor. 
His estates at Hafod, in Cardiganshire, were 
conducted on the most liberal scale, and were a 
strong attraction to all visiters of that pari of 
Wales. But in 1807, tiie elegam mansion, a 
most valuable library, and a printing establisli 
ment, from which had issued many elegant pn^ 
ductions, were destroyed by an accideiKal fire, 
while Mr. Jcrimes was attending bis duty In 
parliament. In 1811 he lost a favourite daueh- 
ter, from the effects of which shock he ncVer 
recovered. He died in 1816. Mr. Johncs re- 
printed, with great care and attention, generally 
withnote8andillustrati(Mi8,athls private press, 
above alluded to, the valuable works of " Froi»> 
sart,*' " de Joinville,** and " Honstrelet.** 

JOHNSON, Martin, an excellent painter m 
landscapes, died in the reign of James II. 

JOHNSON, Samuel, an Engli«fi divine, of 
remarkable learning, uid steadiness in snflienng 
for tbe principles of the revolution, in 16B8 
He was born in 1640, and died in 1703. 

JOHNSON, John, a non juror divine, who, 
though promoted in the established church, eX' 
pressed a mean opinion of taer anieies and litur- 
gy ; he died in 1735. 

JOHNSON, or JANSEN, Cornelius, an ex- 
cellent painter, a native of Amsterdam. In the 
reign of James I., lie drew several fine portraits 
of that monarch, and meet of his court, and died 
in 1665. 

JOHNSON, Charles, a dramatic writer of 
merit, died in 1748. The dramatic pieces which' 
this author -produced are enumerated- in the 
" Biographia Dramatica.'* 

JOHNSON, Maurice, an excellent English 
antiquary, died in 1755. 

JOHNSON, Dr. Samuel, bom at Lltcbfiek^ 
in 1709, where his father was a reputable book-i 
seller. He was entered of Pembroke collego, 
Oxford, in 1728, but left the uoiversity witliour 
taking any degree. In March, 1737, be went t* 
London, wbere he appears to have met with 
disappointments which discusted him with the 
town ; for. In August, we find him desirous of 
returning again into his native country, to take 
upon himself the office of master of a charity 
ftchool, in Shropshire, then vacant, the salary 
of which was 6w. a year. But the statutes of 
the schocrf requiring the person who should bo 
elected to be a master of the aria, this attempt 
seems to have been frustrated. In 1740, lie be- 
gan to write the *' Debates in the Senate of Lil- 
liput;*' printed in the Gentleman's Magazine , 
and, after producing some poems, translations 
and biographical works, which met with a good 
reception, (particularly " London," the " Var 
nityof Human Wishes," and '* The Life of 
Savage,") he brought forth " Irene,*" a tragedy, 
in 1749. Tills not meeting with the success that 
he expected, be «et about his " DIctiooary." 
The execution of this cost him the labour of 
many yeara ; but he was amply repaid by tbe 
fame wbich he acquired. During tlie recesses 
of this stupendous labour, be pvMished hia 
" Ramblers." The reputation of these worfca' 
gained him the honorary degree of doctor of 
laws, in the university of Dublin, which was 
soon after ftdlowed by the same degree from 
Oxford.' To this succeeded bis ** Idlers." Hia 
next pobHeatlon was '* Rasselas, Prince of Abys- 
sinia," a beautiful little novel, in the Eastern 
^1e, abomdlnf wltli tka m u s t u sal ul and itso 
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Ai. Of his political works, whieb followed at 
distant intervals, tbe public are more divided 
about tbe. merits : it is, bowever, but fair to pre- 
•ume that they were his candid opinions upon 
t^ subjects, and, as such, deserving of no cen- 
sure from the judgment of impartiality. His 
1^ undertaking, " The Lives of tbe British Po- 
e|tt,*' would alone have been suffieient to im- 
mortalize his name, as it by far excels any tiling 
executed upon a similar plan, by otliers; and, 
though the critical remarks, in a few instances, 
incorporate a little too much wUh political opi 
nions, tbeir general excellence must always give 
them deserved celebrity. It is said, that he was 
executing a second part of M The Prince of 
Abyssinia," and was in hopes to have finished 
it before bis death, which event happened Dec 
13, 1784. The editor of the " Biographia Dra- 
mafica,** after bestowing many justeneomiiuDs 
on the genius of Dr. J., says, it would be the 
highest injustice, were I not to observe, that no- 
Ihiog but that genius can possibly exeeed the 
extent of his erudition ; and it would bo adding 
a greater injury to his stiU more valuable quali 
lies, were we to stop hvte ; since, tofcther with 
the ablest head, he seemato have been possess- 
ed of tbe. vory best heart at present existing. 
Every Hne,.every sentiment, that issues from his 
pen, tends to tbe great centre oi all his views, 
the promotion of virtue, religion, and humani- 
ty; mr are his *cUons less pointed toward the 
same great- end. Benevolence, charity, and 
piety, are the most 8trikin|| features of his eba- 
nicter ; and whUe his writings point out to us 
what a good man ought to be, -his own conduct 
•eta OS an example of what he is.** . A statue to 
Dr. Joli8on*s memory has been erected in St. 
Paul's cathedral. In an East India newspaper 
we meet with the following poetical picture of 
^tbis celebrated character; 



*' Hercnlean strength and a stentorian voice, 
Of' wit a fund, of words a countless choice ; 
In learning, rather various than profound, 
in truth intrepid, in religion sound :

What will chiefly distinguish him as a writer 
is, " An Account of the Pelew Islands," which 
be comj^led from the papers of captain Wilson. 

KEATING, JeflTry, an Irish clergyman and 
an author, died in 1650. 

KEBLE, Joseph, an eminent English law- 
yer, lx>m in 1632, died in 1710. He was a man 
of incredible industry, having published several 
books in his lifetime; beside which, he left 
above 100 large folios, and more than 50 thick 
quartos, in manuscript. His principal works 
are, " An Assistance to Justices of the Peace, 
for the easier Performance of their Duty," and 
" Reports," taken at the king's bench at West- 
minster, from the 12th to the 30th year of the 
reign of Charles n. 

KECKERMAN, Bartholomew, professor of 
Hebrew at Hefdelbei^, fell a sacrifice to his in- 
tense application to study, in 1609. 

KEENE, Edmund, an Engtish bishop, and 
vice-chancellor of St. Peter's colleg6,Cambridge, 
«lled in 1781. 

KEILL, John, an eminent matbembsician 
and philosopher, bom at Edtnlrargh, in 1671, 
died in 1721. His works are numerous, and in 
high repute. 

KEILL, James, an eminent pbysictan and 
anatomist, younger brother of the preceding, 
bora in 1673, died in 1719. 

KEITH. James, a brave and experienced 
field-marshal, in the king of Prussia's service, 
bora in Scotland, in 1696, distinguished himself 
in the memorable wars of that illustrious mo- 
narch, and was killed in tlie unfortunate afiMr 
of Hohkerchen, in 1758. 

4CEITH, Sir William, governor of the colony 
of Pennsylvania, from 1717 to 1726, and author 
of a history of Virginia ; he died in 1749. 

KELLER, James, a learned Jesuit, of Sekin- 
gen, the friend of the emperor Haxiniillan, died 
at Munich, in 1631. 

KELLEY, Edward, a fkmous English necro- 
mancer, was bom In 1555. Behaving iiidiS' 
erectly in Germany, he was imprisoned by the 
emperor Rodolphus II., by whom he had been 
knighted ; and, endeavouring to make bis es- 
cape out of the window, so hurt himself by a

KELLY, Hugh, bora in Ireland, in 1730,iNraa 
bound apprentice to a stay- maker. At the ex- 
piration of his indentures he set out for London, 
to procure a livelihood by hitf bosinesa. This 
happened in 1760 ; and he encountered all the 
difficulties which a person poor and without 
friends could be subject to on his first arrival la 
town. He soon after, about 1762, commenced 
author, and waa intrusted with the management 
of «* The Public Ledger,*' and other periodical 
publications, in which he wrote many original 
ys and pieces of poetqr. For several jreara 
after this period, he continued writing upon a 
variety of subjects, as the accidents of the timee 
chanced to call for the asaistaace of his pen. In 
1767, the " Babler" appeared in 2 pocket vols., 
which had at first been inserted in " Oweo^s 
Weekly Gbpsnicle," in single papers; as did 
the " Memoirs of a Magdalen," under the title 
of " Louisa Mildmay.'* He died In 1777, leftV- 
ing six dramMic pieces. 

KELLY, John, LL. D. a Scotch divine^ who 
translated the Bible into the Blanks tongue, and 
published a grammar of that language ; he died 
in 1809. t 

KEMP, John, LL. D., a native of Scotland, 
came to America soon after the revolution. He 
was appointed professor of mathematics, and 
afterwards of geograpliy, hisloiy, and expori 
mental philosophy, in Ck>hmil)ia college, New« 
York. He died in 1818. 

KEMPIS, Thomas, famous for his transcend- 
ant piety and devotion, was born at Keropen, In 
the diocesB of Cologne, about 1880, and died in 
1471. His well-known book, '* De Imltatieae 
Christi," of the Imitation of Jesus Christ, has 
been translated into almost all the languages in 
the world. 

KEN, Thomas, an English prelate, chaplain 
to the king. He devoted bis life to pious and 
literary punuils, and died in 171A. 

KENDAL, George, lost all his preferments in 
the church for non-conformity, in 1662. He 
was the author of several works. 

KENNEDY, John, an English clergyman, 
author of Scripture Chronology, 1753. 

KENNEDY, Jamee, regent of Scotland dur- 
ing the minority of James II. He was mad»- 
archbisbopof St. Andrews, and died in 1472. 

KENNEDY, John, a Scotch physician and 
antiquBiy, died In 1760. 

KBNNBT, Basil, D. D., bora at Postling, In 
Kent, in 1674, died in 1714. He was author of 
the *^ Antiquities of Rome; "■ The Lives and 
Characters of the ancient Grecian Poets :*' ** Ac 
Exposition of the Apostles* Creed," Sm. 

KENNBT, White, an English prelate. He 
was an eloquent and popular preacher, and had 
a valuable manuscript collection. He died in 
1T28. 

KENNETH H., the 60th khig of Scotland, 
ascended the throne in 823. Ho brought to 
Scone the famons stone cfaair in which the 
kings of Scotland were crowned, and died in 
854. 

KENNETH HI., son of Malcolm, defeated 
the Danee, and also the Engtisb ; he was assassh 
nated in 994. 

KENNICOTT, Dr. Benjamin, well known 
in the learaed wortd for his elaborate edition of 
the Hebrew Bible, and other very valuable pub*

K£NRICK, Dr. William, was the son of a 
•tay-maker, at or near Watford, Herts, and 
brought up to the business of a rule maker. 
However, he seems early to have abandoned 
it, and to have devoted his talents to the euiti- 
vation of letters. His first production as a poet 
was a volume of " Epistles Philosophical and 
Moral,'* in 1759, addressed to Lorenzo; an 
avowed defence of Infidelity. He was for a 
considerable time a writer in " The Monthly 
Review.** Tn the year 1766 he produced his 
pleasant comedy of '* FalstafTs Wedding.** It 
was at fixst intended to have been eiven to tbe 
public as an original play of Shakspeare re- 
trieved from obscurity ; and it musi be acknow- 
ledged a most happy imitAtion of our great dra- 
QQiatic iHurd. Dr. Kenrick also translated the 
Emiliua** and "JBloisa** of Rousseau, and the 
'* Elements of the History of England,** by 
Milot ; produced several dramatic performances; 
a volume of '■^ Poems, ludicrous, satirical, and 
noral,** and an infinite variety of otlier publica- 
tions both original and translated, and died in 
1779. 

KENT, William, an English painter, but 
much more eroincitt as an arcliitect, born in 
1685, died ia 174& Mr. Walpoie considers him 
as tlie ioyentor of modem gardening, 

KENTI6ERN, or St. Mungo, a Scotchman 
and bishop of Glasgow, in the 6th century. 

KEN YON, Lloyd, lord, an English judge, 
bom in 1733, tn 11B2, he was made attorney- 
general ; in 1684, master of the rolls ; and in 
1788, lord chief Justice of the king*s bench, 
wliich office be filled with distinguished integri- 
ty. His lordship possessed an uncommon strength 
of mindj and an intuitiveness of perception, 
which enabled him at once to discern the direct 
path of Justice, however attempted to be con- 
cealed by legal chicanery, and subtleties of 
practice. To his exertions, England is indebted 
for much of that reform which has been intro- 
duced into the practice of the law, andTpartieu 
tarty with regard to attorneys, whose misconduct 
aever failed to meet bis Just resentment and in- 
dignation. His endeavours on the Bench, were 
uniformly directed to the promotion of every 
i|)oral and religious du^, to the discouragement 
of vice, and to the expospre of those faUe prin- 
ciples of honour, the baneful effects of which 
we have too often reason to contemplatCt - He 
died at Bath, in 1803. 

KEPLGK,. John, a celebrated German astro 
nomer, and author of many valuable discoveries 
in that science, born in 1571, died in 1G30. 

KEPPEL, Rt. Hon. Augustus viscounty son of 
William, earl of Albemarle, greatly distinguish- 
ed himself in the naval servke of his country. 
He was created a peer of Great Britain, by the 
title of vKBcountKepple, and was, at two difier- 
ent. periods, first lord of the admiralty. Re- 
specting his services during the American war, 
while he commanded the channel fleet, we must 
riefer tu history for the detail. He died in 1786. 
KERCKCHOEE, Joseph Van der, a painter 
of Brussels, of some note, died in 17^. 

KERCKR1N6, Thomas, a physician, obtain- 
ed celebrity in bis profession, and died at Ham- 
bnrgh in 1093. 

KERGUELIN DE TR EMARA,.Yves Joseph, 
a distinguished French naval commander, died 
in 1797. 

KBRI, Francis Botgia» a learned Jesuit, of 
Huugarv, and an author, died in 17fi9i 



KERKHERDERE, John Gerard, historJo> 
grapher to the emperor Joseph I. died in 1738. 

KERSAINT, Armand Guy Simon, count oL 
a French naval officer of merit. He belonged 
to the party of Girondists in the convention, and 
was condemned to die in 1793. 

KERSEY, John, a matliematician, born if 
1616, died about 1700. He published ^^Elementf 
of Algebra," and " Dictionarium Anglo Bri* 
tannicum ; or a General English Dictionary.** 

KERVlLLARS,John Marin de, a Jesuit, who 
translated Ovid into French ; he died in 1765, 

KESSEL, John Van, a Dutch painter of em 
incncein the I7th century. 

jfCETEL, Cornelius, a Dutch historical an4 
portrait painter, who resided sometime in Eng- 
land, and being introduced to queen Elizabeth, 
painted her a' picture. After his return to Hol- 
land, he laid aside his pencil, and painted with 
his fingers. He died 1602. 

KETT,*WiHiam, a tanner, of Norfolk, who 
headed an insurrection in the reign of Eidward 
IIL ; he waif defeated and executed in 1S49. 

KETTLEWELL, John, an eminently leara-, 
ed and pious English divine, bom in la53, and 
died in 1695. His most celebrated work, entitled 
" MeasurjBs of Christian Obedience," bias gain- 
ed him a lasting reputation. 

KEULEN, Janssen Van, a Diitcb portrait 
painter, and favourite of Charles L, died m IfiCiS. 

KEYSLER, John Oeorge,a learned antiquary, 
of Germany, boro in 1689, died in 1743. He waa 
author of several learned works ; but is most 
generally known by a *^ Dissertation on the eon- 
secrateiiMistletoeof ihe Druids; and by "Tftar, 
vels through Germany, Bohemia, Hungary, 
Switzerland, Italy, and Lorraine,** illustratedi 
with copper-plates engraven from drawings ta- 
ken on the spot. . 

KHERASKOF,Michael, a Russian poet Qt ttia. 
18th century, and counsellor of state. 

KHfLHOF, Prince, aHusaian nobleroaii, amr^ 
bassador to Charles XIT., of Sweden ; be waa 
imprisoned by tliat monarch, and died in 1798..' 

KICK, Cornelius, a painter, of Amsterdam, of 
great merit, died in 1695. 

KIDDER, Dr. Richard, bishop of Bath HbA 
Wells, author of " A Commentary on the five 
books of Moses ; with a dissertation concerning 
the writer of the said books ; and a general ar- 
gument to each of them.'* He was a very clear, 
elegant, learned writer, and one of the best di- 
vines of histime; and was unfortunately killed 
in his bed, together with his wife, by the fall of 
a stack of chimneys, in 1703. 

KIEN-LONG, emperor of China, died in (he 
latter part of the I8tb century, after reigning 60 
years. He was a pof>alar and benevolent mou-. 
arch. 

KIERINGS, Alexander, a Dutch painter of 
eminence, died in 1646. 

KILBURN, Richard, an Engllsli author of 
the 17th century. 

KXLBYE, Richard, Hebrew professor at Ox- 
ford, and one of the translators m (he bilrie, die4 
in 1630. 

KtLBYE, Richard, a minister of England, 
who wrote " Binder of a loaded Conscience,** 
died in 1617. 

KILTAN, Cornelius, a native of Brabant, for 
50 years corrector of the press; he died in 1607 

KILLEN, William, an eminent lawyer, of 
Delaware, chief Justice of the supreme court, 
and chancellor of that state; he died in 1805. 

KILLIGRKW, Catherine, an English lad| 
bad a great knowledge of the learned lau 
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Suagea, and wrote clogaat Lmtin poena; «iii( 
led in I WO. 

KFLf JGRKW, Sir WIIITAro, anEngllih dramas 
ttc poet, born at Ilanworth, in 1605, died in IGSQ 

KI LUG RE W, Thomas, brother of tlie former, 
born in 1011, and distinguisiied by uncommon 
natural parta, was page of honour to Charles 1., 
and groom of the bedchamber to Charles II., 
with whom he had sufftred many years' exile. 
During bis absence from his country, he applied 
bis leisure liours to poetrv, and wrote 11 piays. 
tf c died ia 1(182, and was buried in Westminster 
Abbey. Kill'grew was a man of very droU hu- 
mour, with which lie used to divert the merry 
monarch, Charles IL, who on that account^was 
fonder of him than oMils best minteters, and

Thisugentleman was the author of many 
nterary productions, highly esteemed fbr purity 
of style and impartiidlty ; among which were 
"The Life of Oliver Crohiwell,'* "The Life 
of Bffthop Beveridge:** a •* History of England," 
in which be was concerned with Messrs. Bal- 
ly, Hodges, and Kldpatb " The Reign of George 
n.** " History of England," esteemed one of 
the best abiidgraents of the English history 
extatit. In 1731, be was engaged as editor of 
" The. London Magazine," which he conducted 
#ith credit to himself, and advantage to the 
proprietors, to the time of bis death, which was 
occasioned bt a fit of apoplexy.

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KLIN08TADT, • painter, bom at Riga, 
whose piece* were exquisitely finished ; lie died 
In 1734. 

K LOCKER, DaTid, aiiainter, liberally patro- 
nised by the kin^ of Sweden, died in 1006. 

KI.OPSTOCK. Frederick Theoptiitus, a very 
celebrated German poet,bora in 17^,died in 1803. 
Bis ** Messiah," by which his name is chiefly 
immortalized, was published at Halle, in 1751. 
He was likewise author of tliree tragedies, 
called "The Death of Adam;" "Solomon;" 
and *' David." His funeral was conducted with 
extraordinary pomp ; being attended by the sen- 
ate of Hamburgh, the diplomatic body, the cler- 
gy, men of letters, and merchants,, in a proces- 
sion of 76 coaches : at Altona, it was Joined by 
SO more carriages to the village of Ottensen, 
where he was buried with all the most honour- 
able ceremonies that could be devised. 

KNAPTON, George, a portrait painter, and 
keeper of the king's pictures, died in 1778. 

KNELLER, Sir Godfrey, an eminent painter, 
born at Lubec,abnut 1648. His great patron in 
England was Charles II. ; but after the dealt of 
that monarch, he was weH received by king 
James and his queen, and constantly employed 
by them until the Revolution. It is very re- 
markble of this painter that he had the honour 
to draw 10 crowned heads ; 4 kings of England 
and three queens ; the cxar of Uuscovyj Charles 
n., Iviiig of Spain, afterwards emperor, when he 
was in England ; and the French king, Lewis 
XIV. ; besides several electors and princes. He 
was gentleman of the privy chamber to king 
William, to queen Anne, and to George I. ; and 
was, in several reigns, a deputy-lieutenant of 
the county of Middlesex, and in the commission 
of the peace for that and other counties. He 
died in 17%). 

KNIGHT, Dr. Samuel, archdeacon of Berks, 
«nd author of " Lives of Erasmus and Dean 
Colet," died in 1746. 

KNOLLES, Sir Robert^ a very eminent gene- 
ral, who rose by degrees from the rank of a pri- 
vate, and with 30,000 men in the wars of Ed- 
ward III., marched to the gates of Paris. Ra- 
turning home, laden with wealth and honours, 
he founded Rochester bridge. 

KNOLLES, Richard, author of " The Gene- 
ral History of the Turks, from the beginning of 
that Nation, to the rising of the Ottoman fkmi- 
ty," &c., which has immortalized his name. He 
died in 1610, leaving behind him the character of 
« iudi^ms, learned, and wortliy man. 

JK i^LIS, Francis, an English statesman, 
CMftinguished for his zeal in the cause of refor- 
mation. He was one of the commissioners at 
ilie trial of Mary, queen of Scots, and died in 
1596. 

KNORR VON ROSENROT,: Christian, a 
learned German, died in 1689. 

KNOTT, Edward, an English Jesuit, was.pn>- 
fessor in the English college at Rome ; be died 
lu 1655-6. 

KNOWLER, William, an English divine 
.and translator of Chrysostom's Comment, died 
In I7e7. 

KNOWLES, ThomaSf an Englishman, aii 
able divine, and an author, died in 1802. 

KNOWLTON, Thomas, an English bota- 
nist, died in 1782. 

KNOX, John, an eminent Scottish minister, 

a chief instrument and promoter of the refonna- 

tion in that country, and a steady and undaunt- 

ec^jpatriot In the worst of times, born in 1505, 

' and died in 1573. As to bis character, he was, 
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like Luther, one of tliose extraordinary persona, 
bfwhoni few, if any, are observed to speak WItb 
kuflicient temper ; ail is either extravagant eft- 
icomium or senseless invective. After his death, 
icame out a " History of the Reformation with 
lln the realm of Scotland," &c., to which are sub- 
Joined all his other works. 

KNOX, John, many years a bookseller of 
eminence in London, who devcted the for- 
tune he acquired in this Iraslness to the im- 
provemcmt of his country, in the planning a 
herring fishery, and the settlement of new 
towps on the north east of Scotiand. He visit- 
ed and explored that kingdom 16 times in 83 
years, beginning In 1764 ; and, in two volumes, 
gave a systematic view of Scotland in general ; 
he died in 1790. 

KNOX, Vicesimus, D. D., a learned divine 
and miscellaneous writer, l)0.m in 1758. At the 
death of his father, he was elected, in his room, 
master of Tunbrldge school, where he presided 
33 years ; retiring from it in 1813, and being 
himself succeeded by his son, the present mas- 
ter. The duties of a parish priest be discharg- 
ed for nearly forty years, with a zeal and abili- 
ty perhaps never surpassed ; scarcely, during 
that long period, requiring any assistance in tile 
performance of the church service. He died at 
his son's, in I83I. His principal works are, 
" Essays, Moral and Literary ;" *' Liberal Edu- 
cation;" *' Winter Evenings;" "Personal No- 
bility ;" "Christian Philosophy;" •* Sermons;" 
"Elegant Extracts;" "Elegant EpUlles,** 
" Domestic Divinity," Ac. 

KNOX, Hugh, D. D., an eminent congrega- 
tional clergyman at the island of St. Croix, 
where he died after a long and useful life, at 
a yerv advanced age. 

KNOX, Henry, a distinguished oflfcer of the 
revolution, was commander of the artillery uii' 
til the capture of Cumwallis, after whkh he 
was made a major general in the army. He was 
afterw.ards secretary at war, under Washing- 
ton, and died in 1810. 

KNUPPER, Nicholas, a native of Leipsic, 
eminent as a painter, died in 1660. 

KNUZEN, Matthias, a celebrated atheist, 
born in Holstein, about 1650. He was the onty 
person on record who openly taught atheism ; 
and he undertook lon| Journeys on purpose to 
make proselytes. His followers, were called 
conscienciarieSjbecause they asserted that there 
was no other god, no other religion, no other 
lawfVtl magistracy, than conscience. 

KNUZEN, Martin, professor of pbikMophy at 
Koninesberg, died in 1751. 

KNYGHTON, Henry, author of a chronicle 
of the English history, and of the deposition of 
Richard IH. 

KOEBEGBR, Winceslaus, a native of Anl 
werp, and eminent as a painter, died in 1604. 

KOEMPFER, Engelbert, an eminent German, 
botanical writer, and author of a " History 
of Japan," born in 1651, died in 1716. 

KOeNIG, Daniel, a Swiss, who translateil 
into Latin, Artnithnot^s- Tables of Ancient 
Coins, published in 1750. 

KOENIG, Samuel, profi^ssor of philosophy 
and natural law at Franeker, and librarian 
to the stadtholder, and the princess of Orange. 
He was author of several works; and died 
in 1757, with the character of being one of the 
best mathematicians of the age. 

KOENIG, George Matthias, a learned Ger- 
man, born in 1616, died in 1699. He was w«D 
versed In the belles lettres, in divinity, and la

tbe oriental languagea, and f avo several public 
•pecimens of his learning; but is principally 
known by a work entitled " Bibliotlieca vetus 
et nova," 4to. This is a biographical diction- 
cry, which has been very useful to other biogra- 
phers. 

KOERTON, Joanna, anativeof AmBterdam, 
celebrated for ingenuity and taste in embroidery, 
drawing, and water colours ; she died in 1715. 

KOETS, Roelof, a German painter. It is 
■aid his portraits amounted to 5000, and all of 
-them superior. He died in 1725. 

KOLLOCK, Henry, D. D., an eminent pres 
bjnterian clergyman, professor of theolo^^ in 
Princeton college, New-Jersey, afterwards pas- 
tor of a church in Savannah, Oeorgis, died in 
1819, 

KONfG, George Matthias, a learned GermaJn, 

B'ofeasor of poetry and of Greek, at Altdorf. 
e was ah able scholar, and died in 1699. 
■ KOJifTG, Emanuel, a physician, of Basil, put>- 
■ehed various works, and died in 1731. 

KORNMANN, Henry, a German lawyer and 
author, in the beginning of tbe 17th century. 
. KORTHOIjT, Christian, professor of divini- 
ty at Keil, died in 1694. 

KORTHOLT, Christian, grandson of the 
preceding, and professor of theology at Gottln- 

i;en, published Leibnltz^s Latin letters, and died 
n 1751. 

KOSCIUSKO, Tbaddeos, a (Vimous Polish 
general, was bred at Warsaw, and served in 
(he American war as aid-de-camp to general 
Washington. He a(\erward8 headed the Poles 
fai their resistance to Russian oppression, but in 
rain ; he was severely wounded and made pri- 
soner by the Russians, who, however, treatefd 
him with great respect, and the emperor Paul 
gave him an estate. He died in Switzerland, 
in 1817. 

KOTTER, Christopher, a fanatic, who lived 
at Sprottow ; he died in 1647. 

KOTTERUS, Christopher, a tanner, of Sile- 
sia, and one of the three fanatics whose visions 
were published at Amsterdam in 1657, with the 
following title, "Lux in Tenebris.'* He died 
In 1647. 

KOTZEB0E, Augustus Von, bom at Wei- 
mar, in 1761. He was intended for the profes- 
sion of the law; but the drama had more at- 
tractions for him, and he WQ>te numerous plays, 
the best of which have been translated. His 
"Stranger," "Lover's Vows," and "Pizarro,* 
have had great success. Kotzebue was assas- 
sinated, in 1819, by a fanatical student of Jena, 
named Sandt, who then stabbed himself, but 
recovered from bis wounds, and suffered de- 
eapitation for the murder. 

KOITCK, Peter^ a Dutchman, and principal 
painter to Charles V., died in 1590. 

KOULT KHAN, Thamas, alias NADIR 
SCH AH, bom in 1687,4n the province of Che- 
rasan, in Persia. He was tbe son of the gover- 
nor of a Persian fortress ; and engaging In the 
■ervice ofjtbe Schah Thamas, whose throne 
E^href, a usurper, possessed, and had lorded 
It over the Persians for five years with the ut- 
most barbarity, the soph! gave him at length 
the command of his army. The new general 
entirely defeated' Eschref, conducted Schah 
Thamas in triumph to Ispahan, and established 
him upon tbe throne of his ancestors. Es- 
chref, having got together his treasures and his 
women, fled toward Candahar with 10,000 men. 
ICoali Khan, at tbe head of 15,000 men, went 
Ib Donuit of him, and Feconunended it to tbe 



I king to go against the Turks with the lest of 
his army; assuring him that, as soon as bo 
had secured Eschref, he would fly to his assist- 
ance. Kouli Khan at last came up with tha 
usurper, and prepared for an engagement which 
was very soon decisive. The Agbwans, ear 
rounded, were either cut to i^eces or taken : 
Eschref was among the prisoners, and all hi* 
treasures fell into tbe hands of the victor. 
Kouli Khan ordered l)otb bis eyes to be put out, 
and some days after had him beheaded. He 
then hastened back to succour the sojphi, whom 
be supposed to be engaged with the Turks ; but 
was surprised to find, when he came near Ispa- 
han, that ^e bad concluded a peace with tha 
Porte, disbanded his army, and sent him orders 
to do tbe same. These orders be received with 
indignation, exclaiming against the ignominious 
peace And bis effeminate prince. Instead of 
disbanding bis army, which now consisted of 
70.000 men, he marched with it to Ispahan, 
seized the Schab Thamas, imprisoned him in a 
strong fortress, and in an assembly of the chief 
men of Persia got him deposed, and bis 8on,«a 
Infant six montns old, proclaimed Schab, by tlie 
name of Schah Abbas III. In his name, Kouli 
Khan assumed to himself the sovereign power, 
and presently issued a manifesto disclaiming 
the late peace with the Turks. After having 
recovered all that had been taken from Persia, 
he concluded a peace with tbe Ottoman Porte ia 
1738. The following year, the young Schab 
Abbas died, and KouH Khan procured bimsidf 
to l>e proclaimed bis successor. As be thought 
war would be a better prop to bis tbrcMie than 
peace, he immediately carried his victorious 
arms against the Mogul, and in one single bat- 
tle conquer^ almost all that empire. In this 
expedition he killed 200,000 people ; and brought 
away a treasure worth about 145 miliious, ia 
which was tbe imperial throne, set with dia- 
monds of an immense value. Takiiq^ from tbe 
Mogul all the cx>untry that lay between the for- 
mer limits of Persia and the Indus, and subdo* 
ing the whole country of the Usbeck, be vas^ 
ly enlarged the bounds of his empire ; but be 
now fell into a state which seemed to border 
upon distraction: he attempted to change tbe 
religion of Persia to that of Omar ; hanged up 
the chief priests ; put his own son to death ; 
and was guilty of such craelty, that be was aa- 
sassinated in 1747, in bis 60th year; having 
reigned above 30 years over one of the most 
powerful empires on the globe. 

KRACHENINNIKOW, Stephen, a Russian 
naturalist, professor of botany and natural his- 
tory, at Petersburg, died in 1755. 

KRANTZ, Albert, a famous historian and 
divine, professor of divinity, at Rostock, an<l 
author of several learned Works, died in 1574. 

KRAUSE, Francis, a German, eminent as • 
historical painter, died in 1754 

KRES A, Father, confessor to tbo king of Bo* 
hernia, died in 1715. 

KRUGER, John Christian, author of poems 
and comedies, died at Hambu^, in 1750. 

KUHLMAN, duirinus, a famous fanatic, 
bom at Breslaw. He was at last burnt at Mos- 
cow, in 1689, for some seditious prophecies. 

KUHNIUS, Jachim, a learned native of 
Pomerania, and principal of the college of Oo- 
tingen ; he acquired great celebrity by his pub- 
lications, and died in 1697. 

KUICK, John Van, a painter, of Dordt, ao^ 
cused of heresy, was craeliy burnt by tbe jesuiti 
inl57S

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WNOKIBT, John, an able ehymlst and in- 
•teiillousphlKMopher, was bora at Sieswlc, and 
9ted In 1703. 

KUNZE, Jobn Christopher, D. D., a distin- 

fuished elergyman of the Lutheran church in 
hiladetphia, afterwards pavtor of a Lutheran 
church fn New-York, and professor of oriental 
' languaees in Columbia college ; be died in 1807. 
KUPIESKI,John. a painter, of Bolieniia,horn 
'{p 1667, was patronised by the emperor Charles 
nr^ and ot her princes. 

KUSTER, Ludolf, a learned German crttic, 
born in 1670. He pubKshed editions of Buidas, 
Arfatophanes, and several works of a smaller 
kind, and dked in 1716. 

KtTYP, Jacob, an eminent landscape .painter, 
at D ordt, floutisoed about 1643. 

KUYP, or CUYP, Albert, a very eminent 
■landscape painter, was bom at Dordt, in 1606. 
The time of his death is uncertain. 

■KYD, Thomas, an English dramatic writer in 
the relcn of queen Elizal)eth. 

KTDERM1NSTER, lUchard, abbot wfid his- 
torian, of the Benedictine convent of WtB- 
'^ombe, died in 1531. 

KYNBSTON, Johti^ an .English divine, who 
'gained great reputation by a Latin oration, 
Swr Wch he pronounced ; he died in 1783. 

^XCYN WELMARSH,Franci8, an Eogltshman, 
■frho Wrote some poetry in the I6tb century. 

KYkLE, John, the celebrated Man of Ross, 
•ju Pope «alls him in his poem " On the Use of 
'IfcieMs.** 'He possessed a small estate of 5002. a 
Hrear nt Ro^, and literally became, as the poet 
wngs, a hiessliig to the whole community. He 
«l^ in 1734, at the age of 90. 



LABADIE, John, a cetebrated French enthu 
«(ast, bom in 1610. died iii 1674. 

LAB AT, Jobn Baptist, a celebrated traveller 
«atid misMcmary, of the order of St. Dominic, 
-ftoi-n at Parfe tn 1663, died in 1738. His '< Voy- 
ages and Travels*' into difierent Idngdomp, are 
if«*0r1cs of much amusement, and of |;ood rcpu 
ntttioh.

LABEO, duintOB Fabins, aRoman consuL of 
•Ittemry talents. 

'LABEO, Antistius,a Roman lawyer who op- 
posed the jEovemment of Augustus. 

LABESRiuS, an ancient Roman knight in the 
\ime of Julius Cesar, who excelled m writing 
mimes, or little satirical productions for th<e 
itage. 

LABOUREUR, John le, a Frenchman, who 
"^.xxa a gentleman's servant rose to become al- 
jDoner to the king. He wrote several worka,and 
«ie!dinl675. 

LAOARRY, Giles, a French Jesuit, and profes- 
rtb^ '0f theology, wrote some useful works, and 
cHed in 1684. 

LA €Ol6niE, John Martin de. served in the 
X^astrian army, and rose to the rank of marshal : 
hediedinl759. 

LACOMBE, James, a French historian, bom 
la 1734. 

CACOMBf! DE PEEZEL, Ronore, brother 
m the preening, author of several dictionaries. 

LACTANTIUg. Firmian. or Luvius-CMImi 
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Firm^UB, an eminent iktber or the Christiaii 
church. He is the most eloquent of all the ee* 
clesjasticai Latin authors, and wrote in such a 

fmre, smooth, and natural style, and so muUi 
n tlie taste and manner of the Roman orator 
that he is generally distinguisBed by ttie title of 
" The Christian Cicero." 

LACY, John, an actor and dramatie writec 
of some eminence, in the reign of Charles II. 

LACYDAS, a Greek pbilosopheri of Cyrena, 
who was tenderly attached to a favourite gooaa, 
died 313 B. C. . 

LADISL AUS L succe^ed to the Hungarian 
throne in 1077. He was an able politician, ia 
brave general, and a pious man ; he was canoo 
ized in 1196. 

LADI8LAU8 HI., king «f Hnqganr, ;& Hcen 
tious monarch, who was assassinated in iSSiQ* 

LADISLAUS IV., grand duke of JJthuania, 
and kingpf Poland, was made kingof Utingary, 
in 1440. fie was defeated and slain in 'battito 
with the Turks, In 1444. 

LADIdLAUB v., succeeded Ladislaus IV. 
It is said he was poisoned l>y the 'Hussites, 
whose sect he persecuted. 

LADISLAUS VI., son of thekiag of Poland, 
raised to the throne of Hungarv, in 1490, bad a 
turbulent reign, and filed in 1560. 

LADISLAUS, or LAUKCELOT, the Libe- 
ral and Victorious, count of Provence, succeed- 
ed his father, as kiiig of Naples, in 1386. His 
right to the throne wais disputed, and he died 
in 1414, after a turbulent reign. 

LADISLAUS 1;, king of Poland, succeeded 
to the throne in 1081. He was fond of peace, 
but brave jn war ; he died in 1103. 

LADISLAUS II., king of Poland, succeeded 
bis father, Bollslaus, in 1139 ; he made war 
against his brothers, and was at last banished 
from the ^throne, -and died in 1459. 

LADISLAUS III., Icing of Poland, in 1396. 
oppressed his people so that they revolted, ana 
placed Wenceslaus on the throne, after whose 
death Ladislaus was replaced on the throne;, 
and governed with justice and moderation. He 
died in 1333. 

LADISLAUS v., suroamed Jagelkm, grand 
duke of Lithuania,obtained theerown of Poland 
in 1386, by marriajje. JHis reian was mild biit 
vigorous, anti.he died in 1434, higbLy respected, 

LADISLAUS VI., king pf Poland, son of 
Ladislaus V., was duke of Llthuaniayimd king 
of Hungary. 

LAD£BLAU8,Sigismund,yi|M king of Po- 
land and Sweden, ifter the death of htis father^ 
in 1633. He defeated the Turksin various bat* 
ties, and died in 1648. 

L'ADVOCAT, John Baptist rA*b<;, a learned 
French critic, |;rammarian, geograuber, and his- 
torian, author of " Dictiotinaire GeQgrapbique 
Portattf ;"■** DicfSOhnaire Historique Tortatif :'» 
and a ^'Hebrew Grammhr.^' He died in ItGS.

LANDEN, John, bom in Northamptonshiris, 
in 1719, died in 17B0, having wrUteo laivaly oa 
mathematics, and advanced that science eoo- 
sideriMy by his studies and experiments. 

LANDINI, Christopher, a learned VenetUa 
of the 15ih century. 

LAN DO, Honeiiaio, an Italian physician, of 
tlie 16th cenUiiy, who wrote several works. 

LANDO^ Bassiaiio, a physician, of Padua^o- 
thor of some medical works, was assassinated 
in 1568. 

LANDRI, bishop of Paris, and founder of 
the hospital called Hotel de Dieu, died about 
660. 

LANE, Jane, a female of extraordinary 8a> 
gacaiy and spirit, who assisted in the escape and 
preservation of Charles U.. after the battle of 
Worceaier, and was aropiy rewarded at the 
restoration. Charles (disguised ia her father's 
Hvery) rode before her on horseback from Bent- 
ley Hall to BtaflbrdsUre, to Mr. Norton's near 
Bristol. 

L ANFRANC, John, an luUan painter ; ht 
ezoelled chiefly in fresco, and died 1647. 

L ANFRANC, a pby«ician, of Milan ; ha 
restoiad surgery to a regular and respectable 
system, and died in 1300. 

LANFKANC, aicbbiahop of Canterbury 
in the loign of William L, died in 1069. >He re- 
built the cathedral of Canterbury, and lias the 
cliafaetet^ of a great statesman, as wdl as a 
learnedprelate. 

LANFRANCO, Giovanni, an eminent Ital- 
ian painter, disciple of the Carracci, bom In

Pharamond, or the Consolations of Human 
Ufe ;'* and a translation of " Plutarch's Lives.*' 
He was born in 1735, and died in 1779. 

LAN6IUS, John, of Lawenburg, practised 
physic at Heidelberg ; he was physician to four 
successive electors palatine, and died in 1565. 

LAN6LAND, John, principal of Magdalen 
Hall, Oxford, and bishop of Lincoln, was a 
popular preacher and a benevolent man; he 
died in 1547. 

LAN6LE, John Maximilian, minister of the 
reformed church at Rouen ; he wrote a defence 
of Charles I., and died in 1674. 

L ANGLE, Samuel de, son of the preceding ; 
on the revocation of the edict of Nantes, he 
went to England, was made D. D. at Oxford, 
and died in 1699. 

LAN6LEY, Batty, an English architect, au- 
thor of some useful books, died in 1751. 

LANGTON. John, an English Carmelite 
monk, was at the council of Basil. 

LANGTON, Stephen, made archbishop of 
Canterbury by the pope, in the reign of king 
John, died in 1228. He was one- of the most 
illustrious men of the age in which he lived, 
for bis learning and his wriUngs. 

LANGUET, Hubert, a learned Frenchman, 
minister of state to the elector of Saxony, and 
afterwards in the service of the prince of Orange ; 
bediedinl58L 

LANGUET, John Baptist Joseph, doctor of 
the Sorbonne, the celebrated vicar of St. Sulpice 
at Paris, and one of tliose extraordinary men 
whom Providence raises up for the relief of the 
indigent and wretched, for the good of society, 
and the glory of nations, was bom at Dijon, 
June 6, 1657, and died in 1750. 

LA NGUET, John Joaepb, archbishop of Sens, 
a polemical divine, esteemed for his benevolence 
and piety ; he died in 1753. 

LANIER, a painter, employed by Charles I. 

L ANNOY, or LAUNO Y, Charles de, an able 
general in the service of the emperor Charles V., 
who took Francis I. prisoner at the battle of 
Pavia ; he died in 1527. 

LANSBERGHE, Philip, a learned mathe- 
matician, of Ghent, and the author of several 
works ; he died in 1632. 

LANSDOWNE. See GRANVILLE. 

LANZANO, Andrea, an lulian painter 
who excelled in his art,died in 1712. 

LANZI, L«wis,an Italian Jesuit, distin^ished 
as an antiquary. On the suppression of his or- 
d«r, be was made sub-director of the gallery at 
Florence. He was author of an essay on the 
'luscan languagey and other works, and died 
in 1810. 

LANZONI, Joseph, ana^ve of Ferrara, cm- 
'nent as a pbyaician,aod an antictuary ; he died 
•n 1730. 

LAPARELLI, Francis, an Italian, eminent 
as an arcliitcct, mechanic, and engineer. He 
assisted Miahael Angelo in his designs for St. 
Peter's church, at Rome, and died in 1590. 

LAPIDB, Cornelius, a French Jesuit, author 
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of 10 vols. foliOj of commentaries on the Scrip- 
tures, died in 1637. 

LAPO, Arnulphus di, a native of Floience, 
known as an able architect, died in 1300. 

LARCHER, Peter H^nry, a French writer, 
author of a translation of Herodotus, of Xeno- 
phon, 4fec. ; he died in 1812. 

LARDNER, Dr. Nathaniel, a very eminent 
dissenting divine, author of " The Credibility 
of the Gospel History ;" of " The Testimonies 
of the Ancient Jews and Pagans in favour of 
Christianity ;'* ♦' The History of Heretics," ^. ; 
he was born in 1684, and died in 1768. 

LARG1LLIERE, Nicholas de. a French 

Sainter of great merit. He painted portraits of 
ames tl., of England, and his queen, and died 
in 1705. 

LAROON, Marcellus, a painter, bom at the 
Hague, was celebrated for his astonishing cor> 
rectness as a copyist ; he di^d in 1705. 

LARREY, Isaac de, a French Calvinist.wbo, 
on the revocation of the edict of Nantes, ned to- 
Holland, and was made historiographer to the 
states ; he died f n 1719. 

LARROaUE. Matthew de, a French protes- 
tant minister, or deserved popularity ; he died 
in 1684. 

LARROaUE, Daniel de,. son of the preced- 
ing, and author of several works, died in 1731. 

LASCARIS, Constantino, one of those learn- 
ed Greeks who quitted Constantinople upon 
its being taken by the Turks in 1453, and took 
refuge in Italy. He was author of a " Greek 
Grammar," and other small works of a similar 
kind. 

LASCARIS, John, surnamed Rhyndacenus, 
was of the imperial family. He was an admi 
rable scholar, and died in 1535. 

LASCI or LASKO, John de, a learned Pole, 
made bishop of Vesprim. He declared ii) fa- 
vour of the reformation. JEtnd was dismissed from 
his bishopric ; be died in 1560. 

LASENA,or LASCENA. Peter, a leamed 
Italian, and an author, died in 1636. 

LASSELS, Richard, an Englishman, who 
embraced the catholic religion; he published 
" travels in Italy," and died in 1768. 

LATIMER, Hugh, bishop of Worcester, one 
of the first reformers of the church of Eng- 
land, born in 1470. It is a remarkable circum- 
stance, though not altogether without parallel, 
that, fVom being a papist he became'a zealous 
protestant, active in supporting the reformed 
doctrine, and assiduous to make converts. For 
his zeal, however, in the protestant faith, he 
was, with Ridley, bishop of London, burnt at 
Oxford, in 1555. 

LAUD, William, archbishop of Canterbury 
in the reign of Charles I., was born in 1573, 
and beheaded in 1645 for high treason ; he fell 
a sacrifice to party violence, and high church 
sentiments. 

LAUDER, William, a native of Scotland, 
memorable for an attempt to ruin the reputation 
of Miltoo; an attempt which ended In the de- 
struction of his own. He began first ' to retail 
part of his design In the Gentleman's Magazine, 
1747 ; and finding that his foruriea were not 
detected, was encouraged, in 1751, to collect 
them, with additions, into a volume, entitled 
" An Essay on Milton's Use and Imitation of 
the Moderns in his Paradise Lost." The fideli- 
ty of his quotations had been doubted by seve- 
ral people ; and the falsehood of them was soon 
after demonstrated by bishop Douglas, in a 
pamphlet entitled, "Milton vindicated frotntha 
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louder : and Lauder himself convicted 
-ai Forgeries and gross Impositions on the Pub- 
lic." The appearance of this detection over- 
whelmed Lauder with confusion. He subscribed 
a confeteion dictated by Dr. Johnson ; and, find- 
tog that hia character was not to be retrieved, 
S (tutted the kingdom, and passed the remainder 
»f his fife in ttuiversal contempt. He died at 
Barbadoe*, In 1T70 . See BOWLH. 

LAUDOBN, or LOUDON, Gideon Emeat, 
iieM-marshal, and commander in chief of the 
AuQt^n forced, born ip 1716, died in 1790. So 
nigh was his reputation, that Frederic the Great, 
of Pi-utefa, u^ed to siiy, he feared nobody to 
thuch as I<audohn. 

L4UGi£R. Mark Antony, n French ^ait,

X^iIRENS, Henry, a member of Congress 
TOiA South Carolina, and president of that 

He was taken prisoner by the 
Dhtlsn, white oh his way to Holland, as anibas- 
udor from the Uidted States, and confined in 
^eiovf^tt and treats with great rigour until

LAW, John, of Edlnhuijgh, a lemons pro- 
jector, who raised himself to the dlfmity of comp- 
troller-getiera) of tTie filiances of Trance, upotf 
the strength of a scheme tbr estibltshing a banlE 
an East- India, and a Mississippi company, wltt 
the profits of which the national debt of France 
was to be paid oif; but this gr^at fabric of false 
credit fblt to the ground, and almost overthrew 
tlie French govemnidht, mining soroeihousandi 
of families ; and it is remarkable, that the same 
desperate ^ame was played by the South S^a 
directors in England in the same ^atal year, 
1720. Law, being exiled as soon as the credit 
of his projects began to fail, retired to Venice, 
where ne died in poverty, m iTiSO.

LE18MAN, John Anthony, a German pain 
ler, some of whose pictures are very much ad 
mired ; he died in 1606. 

LELAND, John, the first and last antiquary- 
royal in England, was horn in London, and died 
In 1559. He has been styled the fkther of Eng 
Ush antiquaries. 

LELAND, Dr. John, a eelebmted English 
dissenting divine, settled in Dublin, who distin- 

Euished Mraself by some very estimable and la- 
ortous publications, particularly ** A View of 
tbe Deistical Writers of England,'* and '* Tbe 
Advantage and Necessity or the Christian Re- 
^f4tlon." He was bom In 1601, and died in 
1766. 

LELAND, Dr. Thomas, author of a ** Histo- 
ry of Ireland," a" Life of Philip of Macedon," 
and translator of Demosthenes, was bom in 
1733, and died in 1785. 

LE LONG, James, witborof '* Historical Li- 
brary of France." He died at Paris, in 1731. 

LELT, Sir Peter, an excellent portrait and 
historical painter, born In 1617, at Westphalia, 
but afterwards settled in Encland, under the pa- 
tronage of Charles II., died in 168D. 

LEMENS, Balthasar Van, a native of Ant- 
werp, eminent as a historical painter, died in 
London, in 1794. 

LB MERCIER, Andrew, a minister of Bos- 
ton, for many years pastor of a French protest- 
ant church in that place ; he died in 1763. 

LEMERT, Nicolas, a celebratH French 
thymical writer, bora at Roueb, In iM5, died in 
1715. 

LEMERT, Lewis, son of the preceding, was 
born at Paris, and became phyrician to the king. 
He was the author of several useful books, and 
lied in 1743. 

LEMNIUS, LMviaina, bom at Zealand, 
srbere he became a physician, and afterwards 
lOok orders. He wrote on astrology, plants, dtc, 
and died in 1568. 

LEMOINE, Francis, a French painter, wbo, 
without genius, became, by application, an emi- 
nent artist ; he died in 1737. 

LEMON, George William, an Engllrti divine, 
Who distinguished himself by the publication 
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tof a larae volume on " EnglMi Btgrwology,' 
being a derivative dictionary, fti which he haf 
not only investigated the radical meaning of 
many obscure and ahnost unintelligible words, 
but exploded many vulgar errors, and illustra- 
ted many passages In ancient English writers 
He was bom in 1796, and died in 1797. 

LE MONNIER, Peter Charles, a celebrated 
French astronom^, and one of those who made 
tbe Journey to the north in 17B5, for tbe admea* 
surement of the globe, died at Paris, in 1790. 

LE MONNIER, Lewis William, brotber of 
the preceding, wu a distinguished physician and 
an able philosopher. He wrote several valuable 
articles for the French Encyclopedia,and died in 
1790. 

L'SNCLOS, Ninon de, a very distinguished 
French conrtezan, who, with a fine understand- 
ing and philosophic spirit, would reason like 
iSwrates, though she acted like Lais ; while, 
therefore, the great Conde, the Villarcoaux, the 
Sevignes, the Rochefoucaults, enjoyed her as a 
mistress, the learned consulted her as a philo- 
sopher and a critic. This bewitching woman 
died in 1706, aged 90, retaining her perstmal 
charms to tlie last She' left some children, and 
one of her sons died before her, a very tragical 
death indeed. Not knowing her to l»e bis mo- 
ther (for all her operations were conducted with 
secrecy and mystery,) he actually fell in kwe 
with her ; and when, to get rid of his passion, 
she discovered herself to him, through shamo 
and despair he poignarded himself in her pre- 
sence. 

L'ENFANT, James, an eminent French pro- 
testant minister, bom^in lOOl, died in 1738. He 
was author of three capital worlcs, viz. Histo- 
ries of the Council of Constance, Basil, and 
Pisa. Besides these, he published the New 
Testament, translated into French from theori* 
ginal Greek, with notes, in conjunction with 
Beausobre ; which version was much esteemed 
by the protestants. 

L'ENGLET, Nicholas du Fresnoy, a very vo- 
luminous French writer, bom in 1674, died in 
1755. His " Metbode pour etudier I'lfistoire,'* 
&c seems to hare been thought his best produc- 
tion. His end was very tragical: for, falling 
asleep as be was reading by the fire, he fell into 
it, and his head was nearly burnt off before the 
accident was perceived. 

LENNARD, Sampson, a fHend of Sir Philip 
Sidney, with whom he distinguished himself at 
the liattle of Zutphen. Jle was also an eminent 
translator flrom Xatin and French; he died in 
1630. 

LENNOX, Charlotte, a writer of novels and 
plays, the daughter of colonel Ramsay, lieuten- 
ant-governor of New- York, was born in 1730, 
and died In 1804. Hcfr best known novel is 

The Female duixotte." The latter part of 
her life was clouded by sickness and penury; 
her chief support being derived from " The 
Literary Fund." 

LENS, Bernard, painter and enamdler to 
George IL. ^ed in 1741. 

LENTHAL, William, speaker of the long 
pariiament, a dubious character during the civ3 
wars, who sought his own fortunes bj secretly 
siding with the republicans; he died under con- 
itrition. in 1663. 

LENTULUS, Cneius, a Roman consul, M>- 
torian, and poet, he was put to death by Tibe 
rius. 

LEO I., or Ancient, succeeded Marclan, on 
the throne of Constantinople, in«457. Be WM 



Braised bjr some hfstorians^ but greatly eentuted 
%y others, and died in 474. 

LEO II., or Younger. He ruined hto tonstl- 
tation by his debaucheries, and died^aged 16, 
soon after bia accession. 
LEO HI. was the son of a cobbler, who served 
in the army with ffuch success that he became 
a general, ahd in 711, seated himself on the un- 
perial throne of Constantinople. He was de- 
tested as a tyrant, and ezcummunieated by the 
popes of Rome, he died in 741. 

LEO IV. succeeded to the throne InTtS. He 
warred against the Saracens with success, and 
died in 780. ■ , 

LEO V;, the Armenian, becam« a general 
by his valour in the Roman armies, and «o great 
was bis popularity, that he prevailed on hto 
soldiers to proclaim him emperor, in 813. He 
was assassinated in 820. 
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LEO, an aicbbiaiiop of TlMsaaloniea, ia tb« 
iHh ceatni^, distinguiihed as a matbematieimi, 
otte of the great revivers of Grecian literature 

LEO, Pilatus, Greeic professor, at Florence* 
about 1960 ; first gave lectares on Homer, and 
other Greek authors. 

LEO, of Modena, a celebrated rabbi, author 
of an Italian histotry of the rites and customs of 
the Jews, and other worlts. He lived in the 
I7th c«5ntury.

By his virtues, he deserved the surname of 
Pious* he was canonized by Innocent VIII., in

LEOPOLD I., was made king of Hungary, 
in 1655, and of Bohemia, in 1656, and was electccf 
emperor in 1658. He engaged in a war with the 
Turks, and also with Lewis XIV, who pillaged 
and destroyed his frontier town^ ; be died in 1605. 

LEOPOLD IL. Peter Joseph, for 25 yeaiy 
Arand aufce of Tuscany elected emperor of 
lOermany in 1790 ; and in this high dignity, her 
evinced great abilities.

LEO VIH., elected by authoritv of the em- 
peror Otho, on the deposition of John XII., in 
963. He was a pontiff of great merit and re-* 
spectaMlity ; he oled in 965. 

LEO IX., Bruno, bishop of Toul, was elected 
pope in 1048, and deserved the narn^^ of saint« 
given him in the Rofnan calendar. His sermons 
and other works are stili extant; he died in 1054, 

LEO X., pope of Rome, ever to be remem- 
bered by protestants as having been the cause 
of the Reformation begun by Luther, was bom 
at Florence, in 1475, and di^ in 1531. He was 
a lover and patroniser of teaming ard learned 
men, and equally favoured arts and sciences, 
being himself a man of taste. For this he has 
been often celebrated, andby P^pein particular:

LETTSOM, John Coakley, M. D., long distin- 
guished for public and private benevolence, and 
for every species of iiseful exertion, fieth in thd 
medical profeinion, and as a Q>ember of society 
at large, was born in 1744, and died in Londoq, 
in 1815. His writinss are very numerous, as 
well moral as medical ; and ail of them discov- 
er the philanthropist and the physician. 

LEXJCIPPC^, a celebrated Greek philosopher 
and mathematician, Dourkhed about 428 B. C. 

LEUNCLAVIUS, John, a German histori- 
an of the Ottoman empire, born in Westphaltai 
in 1S)3, died in 1593. 

LEUSI)J^, John, professor of Hebrew ai 
Utrecht, and ^eminent for his Iqarnii^g andt* 
ients as a writer ; he died in 1099. 

LEUWENHOEK, Anthony de. a very eelc- 

braited PMtch physician, born at Delff, in i632f 

died in 175^. He became fainoiis ail over £a- 

roj>e by his experiments apd discoveriejg wiih 

fmicroscopcs. 

LEVER, Sir Ashton, collector of a valuable 
museum of natural history^ ; the expense of 
which having impaired his fortune, he was 
petmitted to scfl it by lottery, but lost consider- 
ably, not a sufficient munber of ticlbetB M^ing 
been softl. 

LEVHRtrirT, Jolm, a ndiive of England, 
was, after his arrival in America, intrusted 
witKi several importaift offices, among which 
were these of major general and goveriior of 
Massachusetta: be died in 1670. 

LEyERETT,John, F R. S., a grandson of 
the preceding, was a membei; and speaker of 
the house of assembly., and a judge of tjhe su- 
perior eourt of Massachiiaettli. He was chosen 
president of Harvard collie, in 1708, and con- 
tinued in that office uhtiT bis death, which hap- 
pened in 17SJ4. 

LEVESaUE DE POXITitt Taewis, a mem- 
ber of the acadeiny of inscriptions of FWnce{^ 
and governor qf Rheims.

By oraer of government, he with 
Capt. Clark, explorisd the Missouri and country 
west, to the Paicific : an account of the expedi- 
tion was published in 1808. He died in 1809.

LETBOURN, William, originally a painter, 
and afterwards an eminent malbematician, died 
about 1690.

LEYDEX, Lucas Van,a Dutch painter and 
engraver. He acquired great celebrity by his 
painting the history of St. Hubert, which be 
finishbd before the age of.IS; he died in 1^33. 

LEYDBN, John, a distinguished physician 
and poet, of Scotland, was appofiited professor 
of the Hindooatanee langi^e, lUt^ college of 
Calcutta, and a ju^e at Chat .plince. He -died 
lnl8U. 

LEYSSE?(S, N"., a native of Antwerp, who 
studied painting, and was vejy /lucoessfiirin bks 
profession ; he died ki 1720. 

L*HERlTrER, a meet indefadgabte Trench 
botanist, confessedly the greatest (next.toBuf* 
fon) that Franee ever produced, was born neor 
Paris, in 1733, and. assassinated in.the'Street at 
Berne, Aug. 15, 1800; being mistaken, as it wae 
supposed, for some other person. 

LHUYD, Edward, keeper pf (he Ashipelean 
museum at Oxford, and a celebcated antiquaiy 
.and linguist, died in TW9. 

LHWYD, or LIItnTD, Humphrey, an anU 
quarian, born at Denbigh. He etudied physic 
at Oxford, practised in his native .town, and 
died in 1570, leaving behind him the cturacter 
of an ezcelleat rhetorician, and aound philo- 
sopher. 

LIBANItTS, a famous sophist, of antinuity, 
born at Antiocb, In Zlli. His epistles and ora- 
.tiotts are In high esteem. 
' ' LTBAVins, Andrew, a JMMive of Saxony, an 
able physician, vcbo wrote against Paracelsus ; 
be died In 1616. 

LIBERI, Peter, a native of Padua, eminent 
iw a painter. Hts beat piece is lloaes striking 
the rock ; he died in VTTT. 

LIBBRf US, pope after Julius T., in 352. He 
•libscribed very reluctantly for the condemna- 
tion of Athanasius. Ho died in 966. 

LICETUS, jt celebrated physician, of Italy, 
>Qm in Genoa, in 1577, died in 1655. His worJe 



.LICHT^B^k^,George Ghristopher,'prol' 
aor of philosophy in the university of GotUngen, 
and one of the most ingenious writeM 9f Ger« 
many, died In 1799. 

LtCtNIUS, fegula, a Latin poet. SMM> B. C 
N'othing but fcagmenta remain of bis eomie 
compositions. 

LICINIUS, C. Fiavius ValerisvuB, ton of a 
Dalmatian peasant, rose to tbeimipk of fenerai 
in the Roman armies, and married the lieter of 
Consiaiitine. He was killed in battle, A. D. 3M. 

LICINIUS, Caius, a Roman tribune, autbor 
of the law to forbid any man tbe.poaseasioa 0f 
more than 500 acres of land. 

LIODEL, Duncan, a native 4>f Aberdeen,** 
piiysician, and professor of mathomatics a 
UelmstadL He returned to Ms .native town 
where he established six acholarBbips -At tlM 
university and died in 1613. 

LIEUI'AUD, Joseph; physician to Lewis 
XVI., and member of the academv of sciences 
of Paris. He wrote iSlenionts of Physiology 
Synopsis of the Practica«f Medicine, Itc., ani 
died hi 1780. 

LIEVENS, John, a native of L«yden, emi- 
nent, as a historical find portrait painter, invited 
by Ciiarles I.(to England,, to. paint the persiHls 
of the court. 

LIG ARIUa, (iuintua, a prpconsul of Africa 
was one of the murderers of Ctesar. i 

LIGER, Lewis, author of the Paris Guide, 
and some useful works on gardening , he dlsf^ 
in 1717. 

LIGHTFOOT. John, a most eminent divina 
twrn in Staffordsbirc. He was one of the mar 
learned rabinical scholars that England ever 
produced. His works are published in 3 irols 
folio; he died in 1675. 

LIGNAC, Jos^h Adraia de, « native of Foils' 
tiers, a prie&t and author of Letters to an Ame- 
rican, on. Buflba's Natural HUtory: lie diedic 

'L160NJER, John,.earIef, a verydistingaish 
ed fidd marshal in the Englbb army. He serr ■ 
ed with honour in all the wan of queen Ann^, 
uiider the duke of Marlborough, and in evei^ 
stieeeedittg war, and died in 1770, aged OS. 

UGORIO, Peter, a Neapolitan, distinguisties 
as' a painter and architect. His designs compose 
30 vols.: be died in 1580. 

LlL^tJRNE, John, a famous English enthii> 
siMt, born in 1618, died in 1657. He was tiie 
chi^ ringleader of the levellers, a modeller oi 
state, and puliUsher of several seditious pam 
phlets; and of so quarrelsome a dispoeition, as 
to have it appositely eaid of bim, tb^t if there 
were none living but bim, John would tte i«fldiisf 
Lilburne, and-Lllbume against John. 

LtLtENTAL, Michael, a Prussian, profesao 
at Koaiqgsbecg'. -He pubUsbed various works 
which are preserved in the memoirs of the Ber* 
lin academy ; he died in 1750. 

LILLO, George, an excellent dramatic wrt^ 
ter, born in London, in 1^3. Though strongly 
attached to the muses, he seemed to liavelaic 
it down as a maxim, that the devotion paid tfi 
them ought always to tend to the promotion ot 
virtue, morality and rel^ion. >In pursuance o( 
this aim, Lillo was happy in the choice of his 
subjects^ and showed great power in affecting 
the heart, by working up the passions to sucb a 
height as to render the distresses of common 
and domestic life caually interesting to the au- 
diences as that of kinp and lieroes ; and tlm 
ruin brought on private famiiieB by an induT 
gence of avarice, fust, ^., as thobavock maot

tyranny. His ** George Barnwell,'* *' ratal 
Curiosity,** and " Arden of FevRrBham,** are 
all planned on common and well-known stories ; 
yet they have mach more frequently drawn 
tears from an audience than the more pompous 
trafedies of '* Alexander the Great," " AU for 
Lore,*' ice He died in 1739. 

LILLY, William, a famous English astrolo- 
ger, born in 1603, died in 1661. In him we have 
an instance of the general superstition and igno- 
rance that prevailed in the time of the cWil war 
between Charles I. and his parliament ; for the 
king consulted this iustrologer to know in what 
quarter he should conceal himself if he could 
e^apefrom Hampton court; and general Fair- 
fax, on the other side, sent for him to his army, 
to ask him if he could tell by his art whether 
God was with them and their cause. Lilly, who 
made his fortune by favourable predictions to 
both parties, assured tlte general that God would 
be with him and his army. His almanacs were 
In repute upwards of 96 years, and to i>e found 
In almost every family in England. 

LILY, ^yiIliam, an English grammarian, 
bom at Ol ham, in Hampshire, in 1466. He 
was appointed first master of St. Paul's school, 
'my the founder, Dean Colet. in 1510, and died 
of the plague at London, in '1532. "He is highly 

E raised by Erasmus, who revised the syntax in 
is " Grammar,'* for his uncommon knowledge 
tn the langu ges, and admirable skill in the 
Instruction of youth. 

LILY, Georee, eldest son of the grammarian, 

patronised at Romtf; by cardinal Pole. He wrote 

some historical books, and was the first who 

published a correct map of England : be died in 

,1559. 

LILY, Peter, second son of the grammarian, 
Was a dignitary of the church of Canterbury^ 
Re hkd a son named Peter, who was D. D., pre- 
bendary of St. Paul's, and archdeacon of Taun- 
ton ; he died in 1614. 

LIMBORCH, Philip, a celebrated professor 
of divinity, in Holland, born in 1633, died in 
1713. His best work is a " History of the In- 
quisition." 

LIMN^0S, John, a German lawyer, of Je- 
na, known as the author of various learnt 
works ; he died in 1663. 

LIN AC RE, Dr. Thomas, a venr learned Eng- 
lish physician, born in 1460, died in 1534^ He 
projer^ed the foundation of the college of phy- 
sicirr /, was the first president after its erection, 
and field that oflice for the seven years that he 
lived afterwards. 

LIN ANT, Michael, a French poet, the inti- 
mate friend of Voltaire, who three times obtain- 
ed the prize of the French academy ; he died 
lit 1749. 

LINCOLN;, Benjamin, a distinguished officer 
and a major-gieneral in the American army, dur- 
ing the revolution. His services were conspi- 
cuous through the war. He was second in com- 
mand at the capture of Burgoyne, commander 
of the forces in the southern states, was taken 
prisoner at Charleston, and exchanged, and af- 
terwards shared in the siege of Yorktown, and 
superintended the capitulation of Cornwallis. 
After the war, he was repeatedly in public life, 
was lieutenant-governor of Massachusetts, and 
collector of the port of Boston until 1809. He 
died in 1810. 

LINCOLN, Levi, a member of congress from 

Kasaachusetts, was attorney-general of the Uni- 

ed States, and for a titte, acting secretary of 
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I'tiaie, and lietttcnatit-sovernor of his D«tiy« 
state ; he was appointed to, but did not accepti 
the oCRce of judee of the supreme court of ttM 
United States. He died in 1830. 

LIND, Dr. James, a celebrated medical wii 
tcr. died in 1794. 

LINDANUS, William, a Dutchman, made 
first bishop of Ruremonde, by Philip II., of 
Spain. He wrote some Latin books in defence 
ot the catholic religion, and died in 1588. 

LINDENBRUCH, Frederic, a Fleming, the 
laborious. and learned editor of Vi^l, Terence, 
and other classics. He died in 1638. 

LINDSAY, John, a learned divine, for many 
years minister of the dissenting congregation in 
Aldersgatc- street, London. He wrote several 
books, and died in 1768. 

LINDSAY, Sir David, of the Mount, Lyon 
King at Arms, an ancient Scotch writer and dra- 
matic poet, born in 1496, died in 151^^. His chief 
writings were, '^ Satires on the Vices of the 
Clergy.** His poetical works were published in 
1806. 

LINDSAY, David, after studying in foreign 
universities, returned to support the reformed 
religion against queen Mary. He wrote a his- 
tory of Scotland, and died in 1593. 

LINDSEY, Theophilus, bom in 1733, took his 
degrees in arts at Cambridge, and obtained, af- 
ter other preferments, the valuable living of 
Catterick, in Yorkshire ; which, however, he 
resigned, in 1773, having embraced the Socinian 
system. He then settled in London,, where he 
opened a chapel, in Essex-street, Strand, in 
which he officiated till 1793, when he retired 
from the ministry. He died in 1808. 

LINDWOOD, William, divinity professor, at 
Oxford, ambassador to Spain, and afterwards 
bishop of St. David's. He wrote the constitu- 
tion of the archbishops of Canterbury, and 
died in 1446. 

L1NGELBACK, John, a celebrated German 
landscape-painter, of the 17th century. 

LINGUET, Simon Nicolas Henry, a French 
writer, l)orn at Bheims. He was educated a 
lawyer, and rose to the highest eminence as an 
advocate. He wrote "Theory of Laws, Me- 
moirs of the Bastile, Political Annals," and many 
other works. He fell under the guillotine, in 
1794. 

LINIERE, Francis, a French poet of great 
literary merit, but of dissipated character, and 
an obstinate atheist, died in 1704. 

LINING, John, M. D., a native of Scotland, 
was a distinguished pliysician of South Caroll 
na. He published an account of the yellow 
fever in 1753, the time of his death is not known. 

LINLEY, Thomas, a very eminent English 
composer of music, and one of tlie proprietors 
of Drury-Iane theatre, died in 1795. 

LINN, William, D. D., an eminent presbyte- 
rian clergyman, of New-Jersey, afterwards set 
tied at New- York ; he died in 1808. 

LINN, John Blur, D. D., minister of a pre4- 
byterian church in Philadelphia, known as a 
poet ; he died in 1^. 

LINN^US, Charies Von, the father of mo- 
dern botany, was lx>rn at Smi^land, in Sweden, 
1707. He made the tour of Lapland, in 1733, 
and traversed what Is called the Lapland De- 
sert, enduring great hardships, merely from an 
ardent love of science ; and, after six months 
thus employed, returned to Upsal; in the uni- 
versity of which, at thb agu of 34, he was made 
professor of physic and botany. He died ir 
1778 ; leaving, among other works, 1. Systemai 
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tbjca Bbtaniea ; 3. Crltiea Botanica ; 4. Genera 
Plantariim enimqae Characteres Naturalis ; jk 
Amonitaies iGcadeinicae; 6. Materia Medica, Ax. 
LINT, Peter Van, a native of Antwerp, 
known as an eminent hiatorieal and portrait 
painter of tlie 17tb century. 

LINTRUSI, Severinoa, professor of divinity 
and eloquence, at Copenhafen, and autliorof 
some tlieological works in Latin; he died in 
1733. 

LINUS, St , successor of St. Peter, at Rome, 
he 19 ranked among the martyrs of that city. 

LIOTARD, John Stephen, a crayon painter, 
of great fame, bom at Geneva, in 1702. 

LIOTARD, Peter, a French botanist, wliobe-" 
grtn the study after he was 40 yeftrs old, and 
fursued it with so much seal, that lie was made 
director of the public garden, at Grenoble; he 
died in 1796. 

LIPPI, Philip, who from a Carmelite, became 
% painter. He was a native of Florence, and 
lied in 1488. 

LIPPI, Lawrence, a painter, of Florence, who 
excelled in historical pieces and in portraits. 
fie also possessed merit as a poet ; be died in 
1664. 

LIPSIUS, Justus, a most acute and learned 
Flemish critic and commentator on ancient au- 
thors, bom near Brassels, in 1547, died in 1606. 

LI RON, John, a Benedictine of St. Maur, au- 
thor of several French worlts of great merit, 
idled in 1749.. 

LIS, John Van der,'apainter, bora at Olden- 
i>urgh. His pieces on Scriptural subjects and 
moral sports, posiess great merit ; he died in 
1639. 

LISLE, Claude de, a native of Lorraine, ex- 
celled as a teacher of geography. He wrote 
"^Historical Relation of Biam," ^< Abridsment 
of Universal History," &c. ; be died at Paris, 
in 1730. 

LISLE, William de, an eminent French geo- 
grapher, bora at Paris, in 1675, died in 1796. 
■ LISLB, Joseph Nicholas de, an able astrono- 
mer, brother to William. He had the friend- 
ship of Newton and Halley, and was invited to 
Russia, where he was placed at the head of the 
observatorv; he- died in 1768. 

LISLE, Sir George, leamt the art of war in 
Flanders, and distinguished himself in the civil 
wars of Great Britain. He was knighted on 
the field of battle, at Newbury, by Charles I., 
for his bravery ; be died in 1648. 

L1SOLA, Francis de, was 4 years ambassa- 
dor to England from the emperor Ferdinand HL 
He wrote on the ambitious views bf Lewis 
XIV., which highly offended the French; he 
died in 1677. 

- LiSTEfR, Matthew, president of the college 
of physicians, and phyirician to queen Anne, and 
Charles I., who knighted him; he died in 1657. 

XjISTER, Martin, nephew to sir Matthew, 
studied physic abroad, and on his return, settled 
at York, where he aeqaired great reputation. 
Hu afterwards removed to London, and attend- 
ed the duke of Portland on his Jouraey to Paris ; 
he died in 171 L 

LITHGOW, William, a Scotchman, famous 
for his travels on foot over Europe, Asia, and 
Africa, and his suflTerings by imprisonment and 
torture at Malaga. He was born the latter end 
of the 15th, and died about the middle of the 
16th century. 

LlTtLBi WUIiam, an English historian, 
who wrote the history of his country from tlie

LITTLEBURT, Isaac, an English divine 
who published a translation of Herodotus. 

LITTLETON, or LYTTLBTON, Thomas, 
judge of the court of common pleas, in the 
reign of Edward IV., and author of a cele- 
brated treatise on tenures or titles, by which all 
estates were anciently held in England ; l*t 
died in 1481. 

LITTLETON, Adam, an excellent English 
philologiit and grammarian; an indefatigaMe 
restorer of the Latin tongue, as appears from his 
" Latin Dictionary,** and an excellent critic in 
the Greek, bora in 1627, died in 1694. 

LITTLETON, Edward, an English divin« 
and poet, in 1734. 
LITTLETON, Edward, a distinguished mem- 
ber of narliament, chief justice of the court of 
common pleas, lord keeper of the great seaL 
and afterwards made a peer, by the title of lord 
Littleton ; he died in 1645. x 

LITTLETON, John, an active member of 
parliament. His attachment to Essex was the 
cause of his being condemned as a conspirator, 
though he was saved from execution by Sir 
Walter Raleigh ; he died in prison in 1600. 

LIVIA, wife of Tyberius Claudius Nem, af- 
|terwards married to Augustus, died A. O. 29. 

LIVINGSTON, John, a Scotch presbytcij 
banished because he refused to take the oarh of 
allegiance, on account of his religions opitiions. 
He went to Holland) where he continued to 
preach. He was author of some letters, and 
died in 1672. 

LIVINGSTON, William, LL. D., an eminent 
lawyer, of New- York, and a zealous advocate 
of the rights of the colonies, removed to New- 
Jersey, and was chosen a member of Congress, 
and afterwards governor of that state ; he died 
in 1790. 

LIVINGSTON, John, D. D., an eminent di- 
vine, of New- York, bora in 1746. He was pastor 
m the Dutch reformed church in the city of New 
York, and. at the same time, professor of theolo- 
gy in the tneolegical seminary of that church ; 
and on its removal to Uueen*s college, N. J., he 
was placed at the head of the institution ; he 
died at New-Brunswick, in January, 1825. 

LIVINGSTON, Brockholst, an eminent law- 
yer, of New- York, was engaged in tiie arnif 
during a part oC the revolution, and was at the 
capture of Buiigoyne. He went to Spain, in 

1779, as private secretary u> Mr. Jay^and oh his 
retura, soon rose to professional eminence iin 
his native city. He was a judze of the supreme 
court of New-York, and afterwards of tlu> 
United States, until his death in 1823. 

LIVINGSTON, Philip, a member of Con- 
gress, in 1776, and one of the signers of the do- 
claration of Independence ; he died in 1778. 

LIVINGSTON, Robert R., a distinguished 
member of congress from New- York, was one 
of the committee which drew up the declaration 
of Independence, and after its adoption, was, la 

1780, appointed secretary for foreign affairs. 
Hewas afterwards chancellor of the state of 
New- York, and minister from the United States 
to Prance. He materially assisted Fulton, by 
supplying him with funds, both in France and 
at home, to enable him to pursue his experi- 
ments, and to carry his discoveries into effect. 
He died in 1813. 

LIVINIUS, or LIVINEU3,John, LaUn trana 
later of some of the works of Gregory and 
ChtyiOiloBi, WM « student 4t Cologne, where 
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M«il«»4lktiHBiilitieitva»>aeHdUni lobotv^te 
died in 1599. 

'LiVtUlB, AiiiroiilcuB, m Rottan eoalc ftmi, 
whose plays are lost. H« tifved ^0 B. C. 

•MVIUS, Titus, thebostof the Roman Mito- 
Hans, bom «t Padua, SQ B. C. The history of 
Llvy, Mtie other -gnat waiks of antiquity. Is 
transmitted down to us cxeeedinsiy mutitated 
tnd imperfett. lis books were originaUy MS, 
of which only 35 are extant. It eomni«nced4 
With the fottBdatian of 'Rome, and condaded 
about 13 B. C. Tlwiancoiiiiums bestowed upon 
Livy, by both Anctents and moderns, are great 
and numerous ; but probity, candour, and im- 

Sartiality, are what have most particulariy 
tstineuMied hhn above all historians. He 
died A. D. 17. 

LLOTD, WilHam, mn Anglifh inr«l8te,>sae- 
eessiveiy, kins^s etiSplliin, prebend 0f SMsbury. 
f icar of St Buirv^s, dean of Bangor, preoend or 
6t. PaUl*8, and bishop of 9l Asaph. -He was 
a zealous promoter of tberevolution. iHlapab- 
ilcatlons were numerous ; he died in 1717. 

LLOYD, Niclwias, an BngliBh ilivtnejjautlier 
of " A Hlstairical,'-6eoRraphical, «nd PonUeal 
Dictionary,** in 1670. 'm was ■MCtdr cf New- 
ington, and dredin 108D. 

LLOYD, Robert, an Bnglish poet «nd mis- 
cellaneous writer, tiomin 1733, was a eoropa- 
nion of Wilkes, GhurehUl, Cehaan, ^e.j and 
diedln the fleet prison, in 1764. He wrote a 
poem called "The Actor;** "The Capricious 
Loverai*' an opera, and other dramatic pieces. 

'LLOYD, Thomas, anattve «f <Wales, ^ned 
the society of quakers, and came to Ameriea 
with IViniam Penn. 'He ovas lieutenant go- 
irernor of Pennsylvania, and president of tiie 
colonial council. He died in 1694. 

LLWELYN ABGRUPYODHk'Vr«lchiNlnce 
who heroically resisted the imraeion <ef Edw«ird 
L of England ; but he fell, and tl^ liberty of 
bis country perished with' him' In'¥38S. 

LLYWARCH APLLYWELYN, a Wekh 
bard of merit ; who-flourished fVem 1170'to 1930 

LLYWARCH HEN, a Welch poet, diflitin 
guished also as an able ^tefettdeTof filscowltry 
against the Saxon invasion, in Which tie 4» said 
to have lost^ eons. 'He Hourbhed about 630, 
and died aised 130. 

LLYWBLYN AP JORWEItTH, king of 
Nbrth'Wafes. He Wastiwisc, asctfve) arid war- 
like prince ; he died in -HMD. 

LLYWELYN APiSlTSYLT, aWcIch-kUng 
3f South Wales. He ^ros ikttled ifi ^battle, in 
1021. 

LLYWELYN YARDD, ^'W^idh poetyBome 
tyf whose pieces trave been preserved. ^He 
Nourished l>etween ¥100 and 1180. 

LLYWELYN O LANGEWYDD, or 
LLYWELYN SION, a Welch bard, of «la- 
,iiorgan, who died in 1916. He often presided at 
%[e meetinn of the iiards. 

LLYWELYN, Thomas, author of a tiisto^ 
'«f the dHibrem editions of the Weldi Bible, in 
Which he evinced great learning; be died in 
1796. 

LOBB,Theop1iiIttB, a native of London, an 
'smlnent pliysician. He wrote some theologi- 
cal, and some medicaHraots, and died in 1763. 

LOBEL, Matthias, a native of Lisle, who de- 
voted Mmself to the study of botany. After 
travelling in most parts of the continent, be 
went to England, where he was nominated 
riiyste^an aiid .botanist to James I. : he ^ied in 
I6HJ.

LOBO, Rodriguea Fraacla, a celabiatcd For*

-LOCK, Mattlwwymi eMoeUeat masician, of 
Bxcter, iNiWisbed aomenuuMoal pieces, in.]fi57; 
and after tlie FsstorateB, was employed as a 
composer of operas. His vocal onieic iastiU 
greatly esteeased ; herfkd in 1677. 

LOOKART, Atexander, author df "Memolss 
of Scotland,'* was born, near Edkibuigh, io 
IdTS, and'MHedin a ifoelfin 1782. 

LOCKE, John, the mo«t celebcated pbiloao- 
pherof the age be lived in, and one of the 
brightest ornaments of English literature, woi 
bmm in 1688. By tbe patronage df lofd Shafts- 
bury, be lield arespeetaUe altuation under g<]N 
vernmeat, and Wrote some able politioal tncla. 
HistonMiip, however, bekkg at: length compel- 
led to fly to Hollaad, .tattvecd being prosecuted 
for high treason, Mr. Locke followed hin. bi 
166S, the (English demanded him of the States 
General, on suspicfcsn of bis^belng coaeem- 
ed in lioamoathfs rebeUiaa. 4S)n lMs,-he kept 
himself private for several months, and ein- 
pteyed 'the time in ;pveparing iinriChe|M'eas tbau 
work which has mDaovtaliaed his name and 
tene, '^TheCssay oto therHomaa UndenMad 
ing.** :Itw» not published, however, till afW 
the revolution, an event which restored liim rto 
Manatlve countrv.

LOCKM AN, John, irathor«f <«-R«nllnda,*' « 
musical !drama, " David*s Laroontatftons,*' and 
other works ; he died in 1771. 

•LOCKW0OD, €Umiuel,i). D., an Ameriena 
efei^fyman, settled in Andoter, 'Connecticut, 
died in 1791. 

LOCKYER, Nicholas, Cromwcirs chaplain, 
andautborofaometheotegical tracts; be died 
in 1681. 

L0DBR06, Regacr, a ceWMatOd thug of 
Denmark, at the beginning oflheiMi century. 
He waa a warrioraod ;poet,full afvfenaticism 
and r^igious ftenzy. 

LODGE, Dr. Thomas, an iBngHsh pbysteian 
and dramatic writer, died in 1035. We find him 
characterised, by many of his eotempdrftry 
poets, 08 a man of very considerable genios. 

LOEWENDAL, Ulric Frederic Woldemar, 
count de, a native of Hamburgh, distinguished 
as an ofHcer in the service of Poland, and after 
wards of Denmark, against Sweden. He wiM 
finally a field-maMtial of-^tauioe, and died in 



i«06 AN, Fr«4efic. baron de, « Germiui poet, 
«f coMiderabie merit, whose EjAKnunM^ Ss^ 
have been edited by Lessiiig ; he died in 1655. 

LOGAN, Joh% a Seoteh divine and poet, bom 
about 1748, died m London, in 1788. His poems 
were publiabed in 1781; and in 1790, two vo- 
Ijunes of bis sermons were printed ; for lie had 
obtained much distinction as an eloquent and 
atfecting preacher. 

L06AN, Jan)ea,a native of Ireland, distin- 
l^iiished for his talents and learning, came to 
Pennsylvania with the proprietor, in 1699, and 
beld-theo(ficesof chief justice of the colony and 
president of the council. On the death of the 
governor, la 1736, the administration devolved 
oa hiro for two years. 

LOGAN, aa Amerifan lodian chief, known 
(or bis friendship |o the white people, until his 
family were wantonly murdered by them, in 
1774, and afterwards* for the boatUity with 
which he avenged his loss. 

LOOES, Mary Bruneau, a. French lady, much 
admired for her wit and f^nius, particularly by 
llifr king of Sweden, and the duke of Orleans^ 
and called the tenth muse. She has left none 
af her poetry behind her. 

LOfffiNST£(N, DanM Gaspard de„a learji 
ad Goranan, wUb wrote some oramatic pieces,^ 
and other works ; he died in 1G83. 

LOIR, Nicbolask a winter, born at Pavia, t)ie 
disciple of La Brun. ne died professor of the 
apademy of iMunting. 

LOKMAN, sumamed the Wise, soinetimefl 
called Abcer Anam, or fatber of Anam, a philo- 
snpbei; and fal^ulist of gceat account arnong the 
Basterna. Being once asked bow. he bad attain 
ed so exalted a pitch of wisdom and virtue, 
Lpkmaa replied, "It was by always speaiking 
the trutbv by keeping m^word iavlolabiy, and 
by never intermeddling ifi a^airs, that did not 
concern me." 

I«OLLA&Q, Walter, foui^der of the religious 
sect called Lollards, who denied the newer and 
inflnamseof the vir^a Mary over Christ ; taught 
that' the naas, baptisin, and extreme unctionij 
were of no use oc avail; rejected the fonn of 
the peniteatiai, and renonnced all obedience 
both to tbee^clesiaatieal aad civil mas^trates. 
He was-bumt for- iieresy at Cologne, in 13^ 

LOLMJQ, John Lewis de, LL* D*, a native of 
Geneva, in which country he practised aa an 
advooalatUi he want to Eaglandi wbeve: hopub- 
llpbed, in 1775^ a calebrated treatise, ** On the 
Constitution or England ;** a work well known 
and JHst^ esteemed. Innius reeoaimended it 
to the niibUc, asdeoR, solid, and ingenious ; and 
in the British senate ft was bonoured witb tbe 
applaoae of a. Camden and a. Chatham. He 

imbliabed, besides, a ** History of the Flagel* 
ants, oc MesgM>rlal8 of Human Superstition, imr 
itated frona ttie Abbe Boileau,." Dr. De LoJLme, 
died in Switzerland, in 1807. 

IfOM, JossuVant a pbyaidaarWho practteed 
at Toumay «pd Bruges. His works on medical 
subjects, written in iMegantt«tin,.were.publi«b^ 
ed in 3 vols. Amstoraam, 1742. 

LOMAZS(0, John Ffgul, a native of Milan, 
known as a landscape, and portrait painter. 
He wrote a treatisa^uk painting,. La Italia|i,. anyd 
died in 1508. 

LOMBARD, Peter, well known by the title 
of master of toe aeatences, from a work of his, 
which is looked on as the source and origin of 
tbesoboiastic theology in the Latin churcii. He 
was bora u Novarst i» I^ombardy, and died in, 
1(04. I 
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LOMBARD, John Lewis, pioltssor of artit 
lery, at Mentz. He wrote on the movement of 

{irojectiles, principles of gunnery, &c. ; he died 
n 1794. 

LOMB ART, Lambert, an architect and pain- 
ter, a native of Liege, died in 1565. 

LOMENIB, Henry Augustus, count de Brien- 
ne, for some time ambassador to- England, and 
secretary of state in the reign of Lewis XIV., 
of France : he died in I6G6. 

LOMENIE, Henry Lewis, count de Brienne, 
son of the preceding, and also his successor 
in his high offices. But the loss of his wife, 
whom be tenderly loved, afl^cted his under- 
standing, and he was dismissed; he died in 
1698. 

LOMENIE DE BRIENNE, Staphea Cbarlei 
de, of the same family, was made archbishop 
of Toulouse, and atierwards cardinal, ana 
prime-minister oC Lewis XVI. ; bat his abilitiea 
were below bis high station, which he quitted,' 
after having disgraced Calonne ; he died la, 
1798. 

LOMQNOZOF, acelebrated l^usslan poet,aad 
great iiefiner of his native tongue, liora in 1711^ 
died in 1164. Ttie odes of Lomonozof are great' 
ly admired fdr origmality of Invention, subli* 
mity of asutiment, and energy of lanf uage. 
He u in fiict the Pindar of Russia,. X^onionoi^f 
made also no inconsiderable fiUur^ In history, 
having published two w«rks rfslative to that of 
biso.wB coiuuey. 

LONDB, Francis Richard de 1% a French 
poet, of considerable merit, who also wrote oq. 
hjstory^ morals, and antiqMities; i)a died ill' 

LONDON, John Campbell, earl and bajon oC 
was cemre^aader-In-chief of tbe British Ibrces' 
in Aaneiica, and governor of the colony of Vir- 
ginia. 

LONG, Edward, a ia4ga of the vice-admi- 
ralty court, in the West Indies, and author ofa 
History of Jao^ca, J^c* ; be died in En||land, ' 

LONG, Jamps le, a priest of the oratory, bom 
at Paris. He was professor at several univer- 
sitiefL and was well skilled la ancient and mo^ 
dcrn languages, aad in matbematics and philor 
Boplnr ; he died in ITU. 

iONG, Thoin^s, an able divbie,bom at Exer 
ter He waaautbor of the history, of the Pona- 
tists, Examination of Hales* TreaUrn on ^bisov . 
fcc; he died in 1700. 

LONG, Dr. Roger, a very eminent aabrona 
nser, and author of an excellent treaiue on tbl^l 
science. He erected in one of the rooms of 
Pembroka collegQ, of wbich he was m«ner, a 



sphere of eighteen feet diameter, elevated to 
the latitude of Cambridge, wherein thirty per- 
sons might sit conveniently : it is turned with 
great ease by a smaU winch, though the whole 
weight Is above lOOO lbs. He was bora In Nor- 
folk^ in 1679, and 4jedin 1770. 

lONGDEARD, William, a facetious ndest, 
notorious for raising seditions In Lendoa, in the 
reign <xt- Richard I.. He was torn to pieces by 
bqeses, and then hung upon a gallows. 

LONGEPIERE, Hflary Bernard de, a learned. 
Frenchman, born at Dijoii. He translated into 
verse, Anaereon, Theocritus, Sappho, Ace, and ' 
was the author of some tragedie^ He died in- 
1727. 

LON6TNCS, Dionysius, a Grecian philoso- 
pher and orator, author of a " Treatise on the 
Sublime,**' which raised bis leputation to such 
a beight as no critic, either before or since could 
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Bibhc auordlDf la Uw declBioa of Lonein 
e wo Hit to dwtli hy Aiircliui. hi Hm.

LOUIS v., was elected emperor of Germany, 
In 1314 ; and after muclixivil discord, was killed 
by a fall from Us horse in 1347. 

LOUrS I., king of France. See LOUIS I., 
the Dobonnaire. 

LOUIS II., the Stammerer, was the son of 
Charles the BaM, and succeeded his father as 
king of Prance, In 877. He was a weak prince, 
and died In 879. 

LOUIS III., son of Louis II., shared the kiiw- 
dom with his brother Carioman, with whom ne 
lived in perfect union ; Louis died in 682, and 
Carioman becune sole king of France. 

LOUIS IV.,snrnamed Transmarine, because 
he resided 13 yean in England, succeeded to 
the throne of France in 93ft. He was killed by 
a fall from his horse while hunting iii 954. 

LOUIS v., surnsUHed thb Lazy, succeeded his 
father Lothaire tn 98& He was vigorously 
preparing to march against the Saracens, when 
he was poisoned by his qaeeu Blanche, in 987. 
He was succeeded by Hugh Capet. 

LOUIS VI., called tho Big, succeeded to the 
throne io 1108. He was disturbed by external 
quarrels, and internal faotioos; but lie was a 
wise and popular moaareh, benevolent as a 
man, impartial as a judge ; he died tn 1137. 

LOUIS VII., the Young, son and successor of 
the preceding, was early engaged In a quarrel 
with the pope, and was excommunloated by 
him. He made & crusade with an army con- 
si.sting of 80,000 men, to Palestine, but was de- 
feated, lor the Saracens ; he died at Paris, In 1180. 

LOUIS VIH., sttmamed the Lion, succeeded 
bin lather, Phili Augustus, in 1833. He waged 
succe^ful war against the English, ami took 
laige possessions from them ; -he (tied in 1333. 

LOUIS rx., called Saint, son of the preceding. 
He made two crusades, during the last of which 
he died at Tunis, in 1270, ami was cunoniised 
by Boneface VUI. 

LOUIS X., called Hutin, succeeded his father, 
Philip the Fair, in 1314, and died in 1316. 

LOUIS Xhy ascended the throne in 1461, an 
ungrateful wretch, wiho rebelled against his 
father, and afterwards poisoned his brother. 
During his reign, rebellion and carnage were 
common ocourrences ; and he baa been deserved 
ly called the Tiberius of France. He died in 
1483. 

LOUIS XIL, iumamed the Jnst, ascended 
the throne in 1498. He engaged in wnr with 
nearly alt the neighbouring states, but was an 
amiable nonareh, and greatly iMloved by his 
subjects ; Se died in 1515. 

LOUkS XlU.4^sumamed the Just, asoended. 
the throni in 1610. He was guided In his eon- 
duct by the celebrated cardinal Uchelieu, who 
from motives of ambitioQ kept him at war dur- 
ing most of his reign ; he died tai M4B. 

LOUIS XIV., flumamed the Otesit, was bom 
In 1638. His reiga is celebrated, as an era of 
magnificence, learning and Koentiousness, in 
France ; be died' In 1719, learhig behind him 
motkumentsof unprecedented splendour and ex- 
pense, In pclaees, gardens. Sec. 

LOUIS XV., amended the throne in 1715. 
During liiii reign, France was almost constantly 
at war. The contest irlih England, concerning 



of territory to France. Louis died Of a second 
attack of the small pox, in 1774. 

LOUIS XVI., ascended the throne in 1774, 
having married the celebrated Maria Ajitoinette 
of Austria, in 1770. He was a benevolent, vir- 
tuous, and amiable man, much attached to re- 
ligion, and anxious to make his sulijects happy.' 
By his subjects he was treated in the vilest 
manner, calied a tyrant and traitor, and finally 
beheaded by a perjured tribunal, in 1793. 

LOUIS XVIII., brother to Louis KYI., dur- 
ing the reign of Terror, and that of Buonaparte, 
being obliged to leave his country, he wandered 
from place to place, as his safety required. He 
finally went to England, wliere lie remained till 
1814, when the allied powers-placed him on the 
throne of France. On the approach of Napoleon 
frotn bte retirement, be wqs obliged again to 
fly, but was again placed on his throne by the' 
allies. He was a mild and amiable prince, con- 
sulting the wishes and happiness of his people ; 
he died in 1825. 

LOUIS I., called the Pious, king of Germany, 
was a powerl ul monarch, and rendered hlmseu 
formidable to his neighbours ; he died in 878: 

LOUIS II., son and successor of the preced ' 
ing, defeated his nnde Charles the Bald ; he 
died in 883. 

LOUIS III., king of Germapy. See LOUpi* 
III., emperor. 

LOUIS I., of Anjou, king of Hungary and 
Poland, succeeded Charles U., In 1342, and died 
in 1383. 

LOUIS II., WIS king of Hungary, after his 
father Ladlsiaus, aftd was drowned in a marsh, 
as he fled from a field of battle, in 1536. 

LOUIS, prince of Tarentum, married Jane. ' 
queen of Naples, and was crowned king of 
Naples, in 1393l 

LOUIS I., duke of Anjou, second son of John, ' 
king of France. Thb kingdom of Naples was 
left him by the will of oueen Jane, but falling 
to obtain it, he died of a broken heart, In 1384. 

LOUISj Antony, secretary to the ac»demy of 
surgeons, at Paris, was one of the best anato- 
mists in Europe. He wrote many professional 
works, and died in 1793. 

LOUPTIGRB, John Charles de Relongue d« ' 
la, of the Arcadian academy, at Rome, wrote a 
collection of poems, in 8 vols. ; he died in 1784. 

LOU VET, Peter, was master of requefsts^o 
queen Margaret, he wrote some learned Vforka, 
and died in 1646. 

LOUVBT DB COUVRAT, John Baptis^ 
during the revolhtiop, he was an active mem- 
ber of the French convention, and although ' 
proscritied, escaped the scaflbld. He was au- 
thorof some licentious works, and died in 1797. 

LOUVFLLfi, Eugene d*A'Ilonville, chevalier 
de, a nobleman, who served as a colonel under 
Philip v., king of Spain. He afterwards devo- 
ted himself to matliematics and astronomy, and ' 
died in 1792. 

LOVR, James, an Bngllsb actor and dramatic 
writer, died in 1774. Tuougu this person passed 
by the name of Love, Ids real fkmily name was ■ 
Danee. 

LOVE, Christopher, an English clergyman 
and divinity writer of great reputation, was 
beheaded in 1631 by the republicans, on a charge 
of high treason in holdixtg correspondence with, 
king Charles I. 

LOVELACE, RtcTiard. an English poet and 
dramatic writer, born in 1618, died tn 1658. He ^ 
wrote two plays, neither of which have been 
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l^liMier," a tragedy. His poems, wbi«ii arsi 
extremely scarce, were printed under the title 
of Lucasta : the first part in 1649, tlie second in 
1658. 

LOVELACE. Francis, governor of the coIo 
ny of New- York, from 1667, until Its surrender 
to tbe I>utch, In 1673. 

LOVELACE, John, lord baron of Hurley, 
came to America as governor of tbe colony o( 
New- York, in 1708, and died tbe ensuing year. 

LOVEIOND, Edward, a poet of considerable 
talents, died in 1775. His brother collected and 
published his poems in 1785. 

LOWE, Peter, a Scotch surgeon, who for S3| 
years was in the armies of Flanders apd France, 
finally settled at Glasgow. He left some booksT 
on bis profession. 

LOWE. Mauritius, an English painter of 
coBsideraUe eminence, died in extreme poverty, 
tbe effect of Indolence, in 1793. 

LOWELL, John, LL. D., an eminent lawyer, 
or Mataachusetts, was a member of congress, 
from that state, a Judge of the court of appeals, 
fhom the admiral^ courts of the states, and a 
1udtt» of tbe circuit «ourt of tbe U. S., be died 

'LOV7EN, Jplin Frederlclt, wrote some poems, 

1»Hnted at Hamburgh, and a romance; he died 
H 1773. 

LOWER, Sir William, a fttmous cavalier 
la tbe troubles -0^ Charles L, and a dniBatic 
writer, died in ]^Q6£ 
L0WT:R, Dr. Rkhard, % celebrated Bnglisb 
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pbysiciapb died in i^ipl. Ha waa author of an 
ceiWt book, ^< D^ Corde r «^d of another, " 
Mfotu etColm'e Sanguinis et Cbyli in earn tran- 
situ;*' and. practised ilie transfuBion of blood 
fnunoife animal into ano||ier; but whether be 
was the inventor of this operation we know 
not. 

LOWMAN, Moses, 40 ^eats dissenting mi- 
nlster.at Surri^, was, well skilled in Jewish an- 
tlqutties»and,1ustor3r. H^ wrote a work. on Re- 
velations, and died In 1753. 

LOWNDES, William, LL. D., a member of 
congress from South Carolina, distinguished for 
Ills talents, eloquence, and- ajiplication to the 
busineuof bisotSoe ; he died in 1092. 

LOWIH, William, a disUnguished English 
theological writer and commentator, born in 
V>ndon,4n 1661, died in 1733. 

LOWTU, Dr. Robert, son of tbe preeeding, 
bishop of London, Ace, born in 1710, died in 
1787. His literary eharmn^r- is weH known by 
his learned " t*rielectians*' on Hebrew poetry, 
which were ttaiislated into English by Mr. Gre 
gory, in 1787. But perhaps the most useful of 
his achievements are tyhat nefer to his owa 
language ; which owes to him, what nothing 
said in it can eiver pay, the " ^nt Institutes 
of Grammar;*' ana, m hia ^Translation of 
Isaiah," the subUmeat poetry in .the world. 

LOYER, Peter le, a native of Anjou, and au 
tbor of a^curionahia^ry. of fipectrea, and ' ocber 
works ; be di^ iii'l6ai 

LOTO]LiA, Ignatius, of, tb,e fonnder of the 
Jesuits, born In 1491, at the castle of Loyola, in

LuBIN, Eilhardv ar learned psotsstant, bom 
in Okienburgb, amtlirofessorof fitoelryi at Ros^ 
tock; he died in 1691. 

LUBIN, Augttstbi, geogvapliier (4 the French 
king, was the author of several W(»lBt, and died* 
In 1695. 

LUC, Jean Andre da, bom at Geneva, in* 
17126. As a etaymist and geotoglst be was pre 
eminent ; and his labovni^ were all rendered 
subservient to tbe best intareaia of mankind, in 
illufltfatin|(- the evidence* of natural and re- 
vealed rehgioui His pritieipali work is, ** Geo*' ' 
logical Travels in the North of Europe, Eng- 
land, France^ Switxerl&nd, and (Jermany.** Mr 
De Luc, died at Windbor, in 1817. 

LUGA, John Baptist^ a native of Verona, 
quitted the law for. tiie ehurclr, and became a 
cardhial. He wrote a: work on civH law, and 
died in 1683. 

LUCAN, Marew Anmius, a Latin poet, born 
at Cordova, in Spain, A. D. 30L Be was con 
demned by Nenrto be -bled! to death in a bath, 
A . D. 65. ms ehieC work ia his " Pharealia ; '* 
which indeed is rather a history of tbe civil 
wars thaik a' tfue poem, none of tiie rules of 
poetry being observed in it. 

LUCASt, Tudenais, a Uihopi author of a 
History of Spain, from Adam to 1336 ; he died 
in tbe 13th century. 

LUCAS, Van Leydeni a very eminent pointer 
and engraver, of Holland, died in 1533^ 

LUGASj Richaid^ a learned divine^ vkar of 
St. Stephens. He published 5 vols, of sermons, 
and' otbes wofki, and diedtin: 1715. 

LUCAfI, Dr: Obarles^ m ceMMated Ivlib pa* 
triot, and writer on medicine, bom in 1713, died 
in 1771. So high was bis parliamentary cha> 
racter, that the corporation of BuMIn, many of 
tbe peers, tbn speaker^ and numerous members 
of the bouse Ofr cannons, with the several 

guilds, tothe amount bf 90B9 persons, attciided 
bifaneral ; and the cbrporation settled a pern 
sion on his .widow. 

LUCAS, Paul, a great Freneh traveller, bom 
in 1664<, died in 1737. Hbi travels eonslst of 
several volumesy mte passably wvltJlen, and amu^ 
sing eno««h ; but iwt of tB« best authority. 

LUCAS, Francis, bons at Brages. He was 
dean of St. Omer, and pubUsbed Notes and 
Commentaries on the Old and New Testament.

LUTHER, Martin, on ilhistrioos Geitnandl^ 
vine, and reibcmesof the church, bom «t Isle- 
ben, in Saxony, in 1483. Ho studied 8tXri\irtls 
being designed for a civtUan; biit an aWA) ca- 
tnstmpiie made such antmpressfoa ttpo» lilt 
mind, that he resolved to retire from the worldw 
As hewos walMng In the ficMia witK a fellow- 
student, tbey were straek by llghtntnt, Luther 
tathe irround,8nd his comfnuiton dead by Mi 
side. He entered into ttoe aider of Auguatina 
hermits at Brfortb ; from Ais place he removed 
to Wlttenibort|h,beifig apOoiMad by the etee* 
tor of Saxony, proftssor of tiieofonr and pMltf- 
so«hy id tbe univenrtty Jast fouhdMl them by 
that prince, in 1513, niB was mat \o Rome, t» 
plead thecauM of some convdMi' af his order 
who had quarrelled with thdir viear-gunetttii 
this gave hint an opportunity of oMeivftif the 
corruption of the pontMcol oon^ and the de^ 
bauched Uvea of the dtgnitaiics of the churdi. 
and ptt>baMy gave hllllihe flrst-disgust b» thd 
Romish eecleiiasticiil government, eFpeciatly «a 
he had engaged in the tnonsstlc l»e ftnm o>^w 
Hfivenof mnutoe' olwv. l?pon his reiiiiv tu 
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WltMoibeifh, it wm reaaariced that be grew 
unoBUBUy painive, Mid more mastere in hit life 
and converaation : be likewise read and ez- 
•pounded the aaered writingaio lectures and aer- 
mona, and threw now lights on obscure passa- 
gea : the minds of his auditors being thus pre- 
pared! a ftivourable occasion soon offered for 
oarrying into execution his grand plan of re- 
formatloo. In 1517, pope Lm X. published his 
indulgencies. Albert, archbishop of Mentaand 
M agdebnrgfa, was oommiasioner for Ctermany, 
and was to have half the sum raised in that 
country ; Teceiius, a Dominican friar, was de 

Suted to collect, with others of his order, for 
azony , and he carried his seal so far, as to 
declare his eommission to be so extensive, that 
no crime could be too great lo be pardoned ; by 
purchasing indulgencies, not only past sins, Imt 
those intended, were to be forgiven. Agaiinst 
these vile practice Luther openly preached, 
with wonderful success, and thus 1»egan the 
Reformation in Germany. Luther died in 1546 

LUTTI, Benedetto, an emhient Italian pain- 
ter, bom at Florence, in 1006. died in 1734. 

LUXEMBOUBG, Francis Henry de Montmo- 
rency, dulce of, a fSitmous general, aiid marshal 
•f France, died in 1694. 

LUYKEN, John, a Dutch engraver, bom at 
Amsterdam ; he died in 1713. 

LUYTS, John, a native of Holland, profc 
aw of mathematlBs and phiiosophv, at Utrecht. 
He wrote acveral works, and died in 1713. 

LYjOOPHEON, son of Periander, of Ciorlnth, 
1128 B. C. murdered by the Cercyreana. 

LYCOPHRON, a Greek tragic poet and 
pammaiiaDt floariahed about 304 years before 
Christ, and wrote a poem entitleid " Alexan- 
dria," eontaining a kmg course of predictions, 
which he suppoees to be made by Cassandra 
daughter of Pnam, king of Troy. This poem 
has created a great deal of trouble to the learn* 
ed, on account of its olacarity. Suidas has 
p r e se rved the titles of 90 tragedies of his com 
posing. 

LYOURGUS, a celebrated Sparun legislator, 
iourisbed 870 B. a 

LYOURGUS, an Athenian orator, 408 B. C. 
He studied under Plato and Isocmtes. 

LYDE. See JOINER. 

LYDGATE, John, an Augustine monk of St. 
Edmundsbury, and a poet, flourished in the 
reign of Henry VI. Be was a disciple and ad- 
mirer of Chaucer ; and, according to some cri- 
tics, exceed his master in the art of venifiea- 
tton. He died in 1440. 

LYDIAT, Thomas, an eminent English chro> 
Dologer and astronomer, bom in 15^ died in 
1646. 

LYE, Edward, a learned divine and antl 
quary, born in 1704. He published, among other 
works, an edition of the " Btymologicon Angli- 
canum," by Junius, with many additions, and 
io which he prefixed an Anglo-Saxon Gram 
mar ; *^The Gocfaie Gospels,*' with a Grammar 
^ that language; and after his death, which 
ttappened, in 1767, came out bis " Anglo-Saxon 
And Gothic Dictionary.'* 

LYLY, or LILLY, John, bom in 15S3. He 
took his masters' degree at Magdalen-college, 
Oxford, in 1575 ; and afterwards went to court, 
where he was uken much notfee of by queen 
Elizabeth, and had expectations of being pre- 
ferred to the post of master of leveto; but was, 
after many years* attendance, disappointed. He 
is considered as the first who attempted to re 
form and purify the English language. For this'l 
290 
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purpose he wrote a book entitled, " Euphuea 
and his England," In 1583, which met with a 
degree of success unusuid with the first at- 
tempters of reformation ; being almost immedi- 
ately and universally followed. He also wrote 
9 plays, and died in distreesed circumstancea 
about 1600. 

LYNCH, Thomas, Jun., a nativ« of 8o«h 
Car<4ina, bora In 1749. He was a member of 
the Congress of 1776, and one of the signers ef 
the declamtion of Independence. He was lest 
at sea after 1779. 

LYNDE, Sir Humphrey, an English author 
who wrote against popery ; he died in 1636. 

LYNDE Benjamin, a judge, and afterward, 
chief justice of the superior court of Matsa 
chusetts, died in 1745. 

LYNDE, Benlamin, son of the preceding 
also held the office of chief justice of Massa 
chusetts, which he resigned, in 1772. 

LYNDON, Josias, governor of Ilia eoimif of 
Rhode Island, died in 1778. 

LYONNET, Peter, secretary to the sthtea ol 
Holland, a man highly eminent for his great am 
various learning: viz. he knew 9 languages, 
wasslEilled in music, painting, engmving, sculp 
tuce, diviniQr, law, natural history, ice. : he 
died in 1789. 

LYONS, Israel, a celebrated English mathe- 
matician, bom at Cambridge, in 1730, died in 
1775. 

LY8ANDER, a fkmous Spartan general, who 
defeated the Athenian fleet, and ended the 37 
years war. He fell in battle, 306 B. C. 

LY8ERUS, Polycarp, an able German theo^ 
logian, author of several learned eomniait»> 
ries on the Scriptures ; be died in 1601. 

LYSERUS, John, a protestant divine, of tha 
same family as the above, a man of great learn- 
ing, and famous for a work bi defence of poly^ 
gamy; he died in 1664. 

LYSIAS, an ancient Athenian orator. Piu- 
tarch and Photius relate, that 435 orations were 
formerly exhibited under the name of Lysiaa: 
of which 34 only are now extant. He died 3iS 
B.C. 

IrYSIMACHUS, one of Alexander's generals, 
was killed in batUe, 386 B. C. 

LYSIPPUS, a celebrated Greek statuary, 
who flourished in the time of Alexander the 
Great, and chiefly excelled in the hair of th« 
heads, and the proportion of his figures.

LYSONS, Daniel, an Engtish pbystdaa, au- 
thor of many Basms, particularly on Camphor 
and Calomel in Fevers, on Intarmittent Fe- 
vers, Dropsies, &c. ioc ; he died in 1800. 

LYSONS, Samuel, an antiquary, bora in 
1763. He studied at tho Middle Temple, and 
was there called lo the bar. On the dea^ of 
Mr. Astle, he was appointed keeper of the re- 
cords in the Toiver. Bis cUef works are, *' An 
tiquities of Gtoueestersbire ;** " Collection of 
Roman Remains ;" and " Magna Britannia,** In 
coi\}uaction with Ua brother.

MACER, Lucius Claudius, declared himself

MACFARLANE, Heary, a Scotch writer, ait« 
jtbor of a history of the reign of Gtoige lU^ la

MACFARLANE, Robert, a miseelhineous 
writer,, born in Scotland, in 1734. He was fof 
Bome years a reporter of speectiesin parUaraeaU 
lie afterwards kept a bntrdinf- school of greM 
riiputatioo. Mr. Macfartaae publialied ^'TIm 
History of George 111.," and trmislatcd the po- 
ems of Ossian into Latin. He died in 1894 of 
bruises received at a Brentford eiectioa. 

MACGREGORE, James, an Irish clergyman

MACARTNEY, George, earl, a celebrated 
Irish statesman, who, after having beed'scht on 
several important embassies, and bci.iig kuigiited 
by the king of Pqland, and by tlte k)ng of Eng- 
land, was selected as ambaflsador extroordinary 
from Great Britain to China. On his rtturn, be 

Eu made an Irish baron. He mairiod lord 
uo*s daughter, and died in 1806.

MACBETH, usurper of the Scottish u^^n, 
slain in 1054. 

MACBRIDE, David, an Irish physician, 
who acauired great celebrity as a practiti<» wr« 
in Dublin. Hejvas the author of "Theory and 
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Uampehiro' lie died in 17S9. 

MACHAM, Robert, an Englishman, who, in 
the reign of Edward III., eloped with his mis* 
tress, and with her was shipwrecked oa the 
Island of Madeira, which was before unknown 
The crew escaped with the news, and si ship 
being sent to the newly discovered Island, Ibuad 
the two lovers buried under a tree. 

MACHAULT, John de, a French Jesuit, 
rector of Clermont college at Paris. He wrote 
Latin notes oa the History of Thuanus, said to 
be seditious, and which were burned by the 
hangman ; he died in 1619. Two other Jesuits 
of the same naiiM were able writers.^ 

MACHET, Gerard, principal of the. college 
of Navarre, confessor to Charies VH. of France, 
and bishop of Castres, died in 1448. 

MACHIAVEL, Nicholas, a naUve of Flo- 
rence, born in 1469, was secretary, and after 
wards historiographer, to the republic of Flo 
rence, and wrotea history of that commonwealth- 
from 1215 to 1494.of all hiswrilings, that by which 
he has been chiefly distinguished is a treatisa 
of politics, emiticd "The Prince;" the purpose, 
of which is, to describe tlie arts of government, 
as they ajre usually exercised by wicked princes 
and tyrants ; and which is considered as a mas* 
terpiece in ila kh»d. He died in 1530.

MACKLAINE, Archibald, a pious divine, 
born io Iralaod, fas 17SS, but educated at Glas- 
gow.

MACLAVftIN, Colin, an emtaient Scotch aia- 
theniatician and philosopher, bom ia Skotiand, 
ia lOWf died to 1746.

MACLBAN, John, M^ D., a native of Beot- 
fauid, eania to America, in 1791, and waa soon 
after mipaiated proliessor of cbynisuy and na- 
farsl mstoiy, ami afterwards of mathematics 
and nalnrat pMlosophy, at Princeton college, 
Now^Jers^. He was subsequently prefeesor 
or natami philosopby and chymistry, in the 
college ef WHIIam and Mary, Virginia, which 
ba^nwignad on occoum of Us health, B3n6 died 
alPrinceten,iHl814. 

MAGKUN, ftobert, a natlva of Scotland, 
remarkable for his l ongevity.

In 1740 we find him set- 
ting apart the annuail sum of lOOf. to be distrfbu* 
ted by way of premiums, to the inhabitants of 
Ireland only, viz: 5QW. to Hie author of the best 
invention for Improving any useful art or maou 
Ateture ; 851. to the persoi) who should execute 
the best statue or piece of sculpture ; and 3Sr. 
to the person who should finisb the best pleetf 
of painting, either in history or landscape; the 
premiums to be decided by the DuMn Society,' 
of which Dr. Madden Was the Instltotor. Th^ 
good effects of those well applied bf nefaeti.on9 
hare not only been ilelt to tne Kingdom where 
fhey were given, but have evMi- extended thc\% 
iufluence to Xt» suofit country I navlng given rh* 
to the society for the encoiiraffementof artsand 
sciences, In London.

MADOX, Isaac, bishop of WorcMter, torn 
In London, in 1607. died Jn 1759. Be published 
" A Vindication of the Government, Doctrine, 
and Worship of the Church of England esta- 
blished in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth,** was 
a great benefiictor to the London hosjpitaJs, and 
the first promoter of the Worcester infirmary, 
in 1745. His lordship rose to preferment from 
a very low station in life. 

MADOX, Thomas, a learned antiquary, and 
historiographer-royal, who, with Indefatigable 
industry, collected and explained, at different 
times, a number of records relating to the an 
cient laws and constitution of England, died in 
J7S7. His chief works are, *' The History and 
Antiquities of the Exchequer;" and " Flrma 
Burgi, or A Historical Essay concerning tne 
Cities, Towns, andBorouffiisorEnflond.*' Mr. 
Iladox's large and valuable collection of trans- 
cripts, in 94 vols, folio and quarto, were pre- 
sented by his widow to the British Museum, 
where they are now preserved. 

MJBCENAS, Caius Olinius, the great friend 
and oouneellor of Augustus Ciesar, and himself 
A rery polite scholar, but chiefly memor^le ibr 
baving been the patron and protector of men of 
letters, died 8 B. C. All the protectors and pat- 
rons of learMag since his death have usually 
keen called Mecenaaea. 

MAES, G«Nifrey, of Antwerp, «a enrinent 
kielorical painUir, died in 1660. 

MiESTLINUa, Michael, a German astrono- 
mer, of great learning, master of Kepler, died 
is 1300. 

MAFFEI, Francis Scipio, of Verona, a cele- 
brated dramatie writer, antiquary, and critic, 
imm in 1675, and died in 17S5. 

MAFFEI, Raphael, a learned author, died in

He soon after took pOBseselon or the 
Ladrone and Phtllippine islandt, where he was 
killed by the natives, in 1S9D. 

MAOGI, Charics Maria, an ftaltan poet, «nd 
one of the moet active restoreiis of elegant tasta 
in Italy ; he died in 1690. 

MAGINUS, John Anthony, a native of Pa- 
dua, and mathematical professor at Dbiogna; 
he died in 1617. 

MAGlSTRTd, Simon de, an Italfan, W«H 
known for his deep knowledge of Latin, Greek, 
and Hebrew. He was made bishop of C^rene, 
and led several works; he died in 18QSL 

MAGIUS, Jerome, an ingenious and learned 
mathematician, phUosojpdler, and critic, of Tua- 
cany, judge of the admiralty for the Venetians, 
In the Isle of CypruH, Which city he bravely de- 
fended against the Turks, Inventing severalnra* 
chines to annoy the besiegers and destroy their 
works ; but, the city being taken, those savages 
burned his curious library, carried hiihin chains 
to Constantinople, and strangled hbn in prison, 
ia]572. 

MAGIUfl, fiarfholoraew, brother of Jerome, 
a physician of Bologna, author of a tretttftid oh 
[gunshotwounds, died in 1552L 

MAGUABECCHI, Antony, librarian to the 
grand duke of Tuscany, and editor of some 
scarce Latin authors^ born at Florence, In 163^ 
died in 1714. Bis name Is very famous among 
tlie ■learned ; but a prodigious fnerhory was bw 
distinguishing talent. As an instan<ie of this. 
Mr. 9penee tells the following story of him» 
which indeed seems hardly cr^ible: ** A gen- 
tleman, to make trial of tlie force of his tnimo 
ry, lent him a manuscript that he Wta going to 
prim. Some time after it was relorned, the 
gentleman came to him with a meTanchoty fdce, 
and pretended that it was lost Magllabeechlt 
being requested to recollect what he remembeit- 
ed of it, wrote the whole witliout miSsIng a 
word, or varying tlie spelling.** His attentutti 
was wholly absorbed by his books and stiidtea. 
As he led a nssstsedeatary life, and yet arrived 
to an extreme old afe, (lor he died in his Slat 
year,) it m^ be eanous to suUoin an aoeoun't 
of the regimen that be observed.; which iagiven 
us hy MamI, who con^poeed hiseulogium. " He 
oUrays-lfept biahead warmly covered, and took, 
at eertain liflftesi iraaole, which be esteemed an 
.sfcselleal pveservative against noxious vapours. 
\9» l«ved strong wtn% but drank it soberly, and 
in small quaatktesu Ho Uved upon the plainest 
And meet esdioary food. He took tobaoco, to 
which he was a slave to excess ; but was abso- 
[lutfs masterof himself in every other particular.*'* 
MAOKBNTIUS, a German, who, from a 
private aoldier,lMcaaMemperor of Rome, A. D.

MAGNUS, John, archbishop of Upeal, who 
warmly oppoeed the reforuiaiion in Sweden, of 
which country he wrote a history in 24 books ; 
ht died in 1541* 

MAGNUS, Olans, brother of the preceding, 
and his successor as archbishop. He is author 
of a folio worlc on the manners and customs of 
the people of the North ; he died in 1560. 

MAHMED, Aga, a noble Persian, of great 
renown as a warrior ; he died in 1788. 

MAHOMET, or MOHAMMED, a celebrated 
impostor, and founder of the Mahometan reli- 
gion, born in 571, at Mecca, a citv of Arabia, 
of the tribe of the Korashitee, which was reck- 
oned the noblest in all that country, and was de- 
fcendcd in a direct line from Pher Koraish, the 
founder of it. In his 40th year he began to 
take upon him the style of the Apostle of God, 
and under that character to propagate the im- 
posture which he had concerted. On his first 
appearance, he was treated with derision and 
contempt, and called by the people, a sorcerer, 
magician, liar, impostor, and teller of fables, of 
which he frequently complains in the Koran ; 
io tliat for the first year be made little or no pro- 
gress ; but persevering in his design, which he 
managed with great address, he afterwards gain- 
ed many proselytes, among which were some 
of the most considerable men of the city. The 
main arguments which Mahomet used to delude 
men into a belief of this imposture, were pro- 
mises and threats, being these which he knew 
would work the easiest on the affections of the 
▼u Igar. His promises were chiefly of parad'se ; 
which with great an he framed agreeably to the 
customs andtaste of the Arabians : fur they, ly- 
ing within the torrid zone, were, througli the 
nature of their climate, as well as the then ex- 
cessive corruption of their manners, exceeding- 
ly given to the love of women ; and the scorch- 
ing heat and dryness of the country making ri- 
vers of water, cooling drinks, shaded gardens, 
and pleasant fruits^ most refreshing and delight- 
ful to them, they were from hence apt to place 
their highest enjoyment in things of this nature ; 
and therefore, to answer the height of their car- 
nal desires, he made the Joys of heaven to con- 
sist totally in these particolars, which he promi- 
ses them abundantly 4n many places of the Ko- 
ran. On the contrary, he described the punish- 
ments of hell, which be threatened to all who 
would not believe in him, to consist of such tor- 
ments as would appear to them the most afflict- 
ing and grievous to be borne : as that they should 
drink nothing but boiling and stinking water, 
nor breathe any thin? but exceeding hot winds, 
things most terrible in Arabia ; that they should 
dwell for ever In continual fire. Intensely burn- 
ing, and be surronnded with a black, hot, salt 
smoke, as with a coverild, Jbc., and, that he 
might omit nothing which eould work on their 
fears, he terrified them with the threats of griev- 
ous punishments In this life. He pretended to 
receive all his revelations from the angel Ga- 
briel, who, he said, was sent from God on pur- 
pose to deliver them to him. He was, it seems, 
snbiect to the falling sickness, so that, whenever 
the fit was upon him, he pretended it to be a 
trance, and that then the angel Gabriel was 
come from Crod with some new revelations tc 
htm. His pretended revelations he put into se* 
▼crsd chapters, the eolleetioM wlKreof makes up 
like Koran, wlitoh la the bible of the MahonM* 
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It It ttie universal doctrine of tlie Midin- 
knetans. that their religion Is to be propagated 
)>y tJie sword, and that all true mussulmen are 
bound to fight for it. To reconcile the mincta 
of tiie cowardly, and add vigour to the brave, 
he invented his doctrine of fate and destiny ■ 
telhng them, that tliose wlm were slain in battle^ 
ibougn they had tarried at home in their bouses 
must, nevertheless, have dicMi at that moment, 
the time of every man*s life being predctermin 
ed by God ; but that thoee who died fighting 
for the faith, gained the advantage of dying mar 
tyrs for their religion, and immediately entered 
into Paradise, as the reward of it. Having at 
length been established in the temporal sove 
relgnty, which he had long been aiming at, Ma 
homet assumed all the insignia belonging there 
to; still retaming the sacred character of chief 
pontlfl^ of his religion, as well as the royal with 
which he had boen invested. He transmitted 
them both together to all his successors, who 
by the title of catiphs reigned after him. He 
died SepL 12, 633, in consequence of having, 3 
years before, eaten of a shoulder of mutton 
which had been poisoned by a daughter of his 
host, at Caibar. He was buried in the place 
where he died, which was in tlie chamber of his 
best-beloved wife, at Medina, where he lies to 
this day. 

MAHOMET I., emperor of the Turks, was 
son of Bsjazet I., and succeeded his brother 
Moses, whom he slew in 1413. He restored the 
power of the Ottomans to its ancient glorv. 

MAHOMET If., the 11th sultan of the f urke 
was born at Adrianople, In 14S0 ; and is to be 
remembered chieffy for taking Constantinople, 
In 14S3, and thereby driving many learned 
Greeks into the West, which was a great cause 
of the restoration of learning in Europe, as the 
Greek literature was then introduced there. He 
was the first of the Ottoman emperors whom 
the Western nations dignified with the title of 
Grand Seignior, or Great Turk ; which posteri- 
ty has preserved to his descendants. He died 
in 1481. 

MAHOMET HI. succeeded his fathei Amu- 
rath HI., In 1505. He began his reign by strang- 
ling 19 of his brothers, and drowning 10 of his 
father's wiv s. He invaded Hungary wiiH 
200,000 men, and died in 1603. 

MAHOMET IV.,- emperor of the Turks, re 
dnced Candia with the toss of 300,000 men ; he 
then invaded Poland, and laid the kingdom un- 
der an annual contribution, of 20,000 crowns. 
He was afterwards deposed, and died in 1601. 

MAHOMET v., succeeded to the throne, in 
1730. He was more respectable for his pacific 
disposition than for his military exploito: he 
died in 1754. 

MAHUDEL, Nicholas, a pbynielan, at Pari% 
author of a " Dissertation on the ancient Spa- 
nish Money ;** He died In 1747. 

MAIER, Michael, a celebrated German al- 
chymlst, who wrote 10 treatises on his profes- 
sion. He lived In the 17th century. 

MAIGNAN, Emanuel, a native of Toulouse, 
an able mathematician, and philoeopher, and 
for some time, filled a professional chair, at 
Rome ; he died In 1678. 

MAIOROT, Charies, a learned doctor of tne 
Sorbonne, bishop of Conon. He went mis- 
•tionary to China, and wrote an Examination of 
the Chinese worship, &c. ; he died in 1720- 

MAILLA, Joseph Anne Maria de Movriec 
de, a Jesuit, bocn in Savoy, a most learned and 
amiabie man, wiio spent 45 yean aa a miMkm- 
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'•fry in China. Hetraiwlat«d tbe "Great Annals 
•f CMna/* publlflhed iu 19 vote. 4to. ; and died, 
atPcktn, inl748. 

MAILLARD, Oliver, a Frencb doctor of di- 
vinity, eminent as a preacher, and author of 
3 vols, of Latin Sermons ; he died in 1730. 

MAILLE D£ BREZE, Simon de, archbishop, 
of Tours, was distingaished at the council of 
Trent. Hedied in 1507. 

MAILLE, Francis, a native of Provence, 
celebrated for his longevity and the gallantries 
of bis old age ; he died In 1709, aced 119. 

MAILLE, Urban de, marquis de Brese, well 
known as a warrior, and afterwards as ambas- 
sador, from France to Sweden, and Holland ; 
be died in 1650. His son was distinguished as 
a naval officer. 

MAILLBBOIS, N. count de, lieutenant gene- 
ral in the French armies, distinguished himself 
in the German wars ; and died in 1793. 

MAILLEBOIS, John Baptist Desmarets, dis- 
tinguished himself in the wars of Spain and 
Italy, and the conquestof Corsica, for which he 
was made marshal of France ; he died in 1762. 

MAILLET, Benedict de, a learned French- 
man, for 16 years consul general, in Egypt, and 
auth<M' of an account of that country ; he died 
in 173a 

M AIMBOI7RO, Lewis, a French divine, cele- 
brated in the republic of letters, bora in 1610, 
died in 1686. He wrote the " History of Ari- 
anism, of the Croisades, of the Decay of the 
Empire, of Lutheranism, of Calvinism, of the 
Pontificate of St, Leo;*' and was composing 
the " History of the Schisih of England'* when 
he died. 

MAIMONIDES, Moses, or Moses the sen of 
Maimon, a odebrated rabU, called by the Jews 
The Eagle of the Doctors, born in Spain, in 
1 131, died in XWl. Of the worlcs of Malmoni- 
des, the most considerable is his " Jad," which 
has always t»een esteoned a great, and useful 
work, being a complete code or pandect of Jew- 
ish law, digested into a clear ai^ regular form, 
and illustrated throughout with intellige<it oomr 
mentsof his own. 

MAINFAOY, prince of Tarento, and <ingof 
Sicily by usurpation. . He besieged Rome, but 
tias afterwards defeated and slain, in 1386. 

MAINTENON, Francis d* Aubigne, Mad- 
ame de, wife of Scarron, the French poet, and 
aAerwardsof Louis XI v.; she was bora in the 

E risen at Niort, in 1635. She founded tliecele- 
rated convent of St. Cyr, at Versailles, for the 
maintenance of 36 nuns, ladies of quality, and 
S4 assistant sisters. Upon this <bundation, 
Which the king sufficiently endowed, 300 young 
ladies of diatioction were received and educa< 
led gratis. Her life of penitential piety after her 
marriage atoned for her ingratitude to madame 
de Moniespan, who raised tier from indigence, 
and whom she supplanted; her extensive chari- 
ty to the poor, and exemplMy life, from this 
period, made amends to society: she died in 
1719. 

MAIRAN, John James d*Ortons de, a Frencb 
philosopher, who succeeded Fontenelle, as se- 
cretary to the academy of sciences. He was 
author of a " Treatise on Phosphoric Ught,'* 
fcc., and died in 1771. 

M AIRE, John le, a French poet, who wrote 
some Indecent allegories, and died about 1548. 

M AIRE, James le, a Dutch navigator, who in 
I6I6, sailed to South America, New-Guinea, and 
Hatavia ; he died in 1617. 

&I AIRE, N. le, a surgeon of Lyons, who ac- 
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Buired eminence by iiis treatises on the Nervoin 
luid, and on Magnetism ; be died in 17B7. 

MAIRET, John, a- French poet, patronised 
by cardinals Richelieu and La Valette : he died 
in 1686. 

MAISIERES, Philip de, who was made coun^ 
sellor of state by Charles V., and governor of 
the dauphin. Disgosted with the world he re* 
tired from it, and died in 1405. 

MAISTRE, Anthony le. bora in Paris, re> 
tiring Ihmi the bar, he led a life of austerity, 
and wrote the Ufe of St. Beraard, A:c. ; he died 
in 1658. 

MAISTRE, Lewis Isaac le. He took orders, 
but being suspected of Jansenism, he was 
thrown into the bastile, where he translated 
the Bible, with annotations, in 32 vols. 8vo ; 
he died in 1684. 

M AITLAND, John, lord of Thyrlesune. He 
practised law with great success, and was by 
James VI., made secretary of state, and the 



lord chaaceUor of the kin^om ; he died in 1505 

MAITLAND, William, a voluminous writer, 
who published histories of ^^ Scotland" and 
" London," was born in 1693, and died in 1757. 

MAITTAIRE, Michael, a learned editor of 
the Latin and Greek classics, born in London, 
in 1666, died iu 1747. 

MAIU8, or MAY, John Henry, a Lutheran 
divine, of Germany, professor of oriental lan- 
guages at several universities, and author of 
several works ; he died in 1719. 

MAJOR, John an eminent English divine, 
divinity professor, and provost of the universi- 
ty of St. Andrews. He wrote several works in 
Latin, and died about 1550. 

MAJOR, John Daniel, a native of Breslaw, 
and medical ^.rofessor at Kiel, where he found • 
ed a botanical garden. He wrote, on natural 
history, and died in 1693. 

MAJORA6IUS, Mark Anthony, professor of 
belles lettres, and author of some learned com- 
mentvies ; he died in 1555. 

MAJORIANUS, Julius Valerius, emperor of 
the West, was successful in his war against the 
Vandals. He was universally respected for his 
virtues ; but was murdered in 461. 

MAKIN, Thomas, one of the first settlers of 
Pennsylvania, known as tlie author of two Latin 
poems, published in 1738. 

MA LACHIt the last of the 12 minor prophets. 
He foretold chiefly the coming of John the 
Baptist. 

MALACHT, St., a learoed Irish bishop, who 
died in 1148. 

MALAGRIDA, Gabriel, an Italian Jesuit, for 
a long time rentded as a saint, and consulted 
as an oracle. He was afterwards burat alive, 
|in 1761, at the age of 75, as a false prophet 

MALAVAL, Francis, a Frenchman, who 
although he lost his right when only nine months 
old, acquired celebrity as a mystical writer on 
quietism ; he died in 1719. 

MALAVAL, John, a native of Pezan, who 
gained eminence at Paris, as a surgeon ; he died 
In 1758. 

MALBONE, Edward G., a distinguished mi" 
niature painter, bora at Rhode-Island ; he died 
in 1807. 

MALCOLM IV., grandson of David, king of 
Scotland. He was a liberal and benevolent 
prince, and founded several monasteries; be 
died in 1165. 

MALCOLM, James Peller, a native of Amo' 
rica, who went to England, and studied painting 
at tlie Royal Academy ; but afterwards took to 
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^ngravtpc. HAbaowMamoBiberoftiMaoeiflOr 
•f AnttqQariea; and aoioiic otber workUt pot* 
liflbed ** Londinain Redivivum,'* "AnecUotes

MALDONAT. Jolin, a Spanish Jesuit, born 
in 1534, node binuelf fanous by an eicellent 
"Commentary upon the Gospels," in 1582, and 
died in 1983.

In 1750, be was appointed president of 
the court of Aidiss, and afkeSr serviag his country 
35 yeaurs, retired. He was fecalled by Lewis 
XVI., to become minister of the interior. When 
lisnwte was drsgipid before the revolutionary 
tribnital, Matesborbes boldly anwared to defend 
him, iMt it was in vain ; his noble and virtuous 
defender, was condemned by the same tribunal, 
and with his daughter, and a grandchild, as- 
cended the seoiTolfl, where ttiey were executed 
in 1793. He wrote several celebrated works. 

MALBZIBU, Nicolas de, a French author, 
Mtor to the dukes of Maine and Buixundy. He 
published " Eltementsof Geography," Sac, and 
died in 1737. 

MALFI[;LASTRE, James Oharles Lewis, 
a French po^ who wrote wwAefs, odes, Ifce. ; 
be died in 1707. 

HAJLHERBB, PrMiels de, a noted French 
peet, who has always been considered by hiR 
countrymen as the father of their poetry, bom 
in U5S, died in M90. BoliMm observes, that be 
was the first in France who taught the muse 
b%rnien1ou8 numliers, a just cadence, purity of 
langus^A, regirtarity of composidon, and order ;

MALINGRB, Claude, a French historian, 
atittior of a " History df the Honorarf DignittM 
in France ;" he died in 1655.

M ALLEITANS, Clando, a professor of philo- 
sopl^ at Paris, and author of a " PhilosopMtehl 
System of the World;" he died in 1723.

MARCELLINUS, Ammtanui, an ancient 
Roman hiaiorian of great merit, flourished ia 
the latter ai^ea of the empire, umler Gratlaa. 
Valcntinlan, and Tbeodoalus the Great, and 
compoeed a bistory in 31 books, comprising ibe 
period from A. D. 99 to 378. He died about 
380, leaving behind him the character of an iin- 
partial, faithfUI. and accurate historian. 

MARCELLUS, a physician, who flonrialMd 
under Adrian, and the Antonines. 

MARCELLUS, a physician, of Bordeaux, 
author of fome medical worlds, in 301. 

MARCELLUS I., pope after Marcefllmn, died 
in 310. 

MARCELLUS II., pope after Jullqs m., died 
a few weeks after hia ekrratlon, in ISSS. 

MARCH, Ausius, a poet, of Valentia, in tlM 
IMi cjitury, who wrote after the manner of 
^trarch. 

MARCHAND, Prosper, of Paris, but settled 
in Holland, wliere he wa the principal autlior 
of a " Journal Literaire,** which was reckoned 
ezcellent in its kind. He compoeed " L'HIstoire 
de rimprimerie;** gave a new edition of the 
" Dictionary and Letters of Bayle :'* and died 
in 1756. 

MARCHE, Oliver de la, a French writer, fea 
tieman to Philip the Good. His works are ** Me- 
rooira or Chronicles'* 4to, in 1610, a Treatise 
on naeto ' fcc.; he died in 1501. 

MaRChETTI, Alexander, a friiysician and 
poet, and professor of matbematles at Pisa, died 
in 1714. 



who printed Greek neaUy and correctly ; and 
he acquired so much reputation in his art, thai 
whatever was finely printed was oroverWally 
said to have come from the press of Aldus. In 
short, ho carried it to such perfection, that all 
Unprovemento afterwards were greatly indebted 
In his previous advancements. He died in

MANUTHTS, Paul, the son of Aldus, 
born at Venice, in 1518, and brought up to his 
fkther's profession. He published, with eoatr 
mcntaries, edtticns of "Tully's Epistles,** and 
other works, and died in 1574. 

MANUTIUS, Aldus, the son of Paul, also a 
learned man and a printer, died in 1597, leaving 
behind him "Commentaries upon Cicero,** 
three books of epistles, and other works in 
Itahan an welt as in Latin. 

MANZO, John Baptist, marquis de VUIe, an 
Italian, wiio after serving with reputation in 
the Spanish army, devoted-hibaself to literature, 
at Naples, and wrote a Life of Tasso, and other 
works ; he died in 1645. 

M ANZOULI, Tomaso, a much admired histo- 
rical painter, of Italy, died in 1570. 

MAPES, Walter, a poet, chaplain to Henry 
II. He wrote in Latin, and his verses are still 
bdmircd. 

MAPLBTOFT, Dr. John, avery learned Eng 
lish medical and theological writer, bom in 1631, 
died in 1T21. 

MARACCI, Lewis. See MARRACCI. 

MARACCI, John, a historical painter, of 
Lncca, died in 1704. 

MARAIS, Marin, a celebratedjnusician, and 
composer, bom in Paris, in 1056. 

MARALDI, James Philip, a celetirated ma 
Chematician, wlio was engaged with Casslniain 
constracting the great meridian line through 
France ; he died in 1789. 

MARANA, John Paul, bora near Ctenoa, in 
WI9, published at Paris, "The Turkish Spy,** 
which l>ecame very popular. He died in Italy, 
In 1O08. 

MARAT, John Paul, one of the mostcniel of 
Ibe atrocious leaders of the French revolution. 
He had studied medicine, and was an empiric. 
As a revolutionist be promoted revolt, pillage, 
and murder, and himself delighted in shedding 
innocent blood. He declared that 300,000 more 
lives must be sacrificed before France would be 
safe. This monster was killed, In 1793 by a 

Sung lady, Chariotte Oorday, whose lover 
arat had sacrificed. 

MARATTI, Carlo, a famous ItalTan painter 
and enirraver, was bora in 1635, and died in 
1713. 

MARBACH, John, a prateslant divine, of 
Liadau, who wrote a curious book, comparing 
the doctrines of Jesus, with those of the Jesuits ; 
IM died in 1581. 

MARBODUS, or MARBODAUS, snraamed 
Gatus, a monk, bishop of Rennes, author of se- 
veral wbrits, died In 110. 

MARCA, Peter de, a iVench btsbnp, and as a 
polemical writer, one of the greatest ornaments 
of the Galilean church, bora'ln 1594, died In 
1608. 

M AROBL, N., a painter of flrults and flow 
era at Frankfort, died in 1683. 

MARCEL, William, a French advocate, au- 
thor of a " History of the origin of the French 
Monarchy," 4 vols, and other works: he died 
nl70e. 

MARCELLI, BeMdiel, a

MARCHIN. Ferdinand count, a native of 
Liege, who stgnaliaod himself in the French 
armies on many occasions. He was sent am- 
bassador to Spain, liy Lewis XV., and died ia 
1706. 

^MARCIANUS, an obscure Thraciah, raised 
to imperial dignity on the death of Theodositu 
II. He was a man of many virtues, and died 
in 457. 

MARCILIUS, Theodore, a learaed Gemaa 
critic, who visited Paris, and was made profes- 
sor of the Latin tongue there ; he died In 1617. 

MARCION, a heretic of the 8d century, whoaa 
father was a bishop, and excommunicated him 
for incontinence. It is said, that before his de«th, 
be wialied to renounce bis errora. 

MARDONIUS, son-in-law to Darius, was at 
the head of the army of Xerxes, in hteinvasioa 
of Greece, and was killed at tlw battle of Plataea, 
479 B. C. 

MARDUEL, John, a native of Lyons, whb 
became minister of St. Roeh, wliere hiscondudC 
as a pastor was most exemplary ; he died iA 
1787. 

MARE, or MARA, WiUiam de la, a Latin 
poet, of nolile birth, who flourished about 1510. 

MARE, PhiUbert de la, counsellor in the par- 
liament of Dijon, and am elegant Latin writer; 
he died in 1687. 

MARB, Nicholas de la, t Frieneh magistrate, 
and author of a'valaable treatiae on Police ; h« 
died in I7S3. 

M ARBCHAL, George, a nativte of Ca1*is, son 
of a poor oflloer. He beeome a ailrgeon of great 
fame, and died in 1738. 

M ARBCHAL, Peter Sylvan, a native of Pa- 
ris, who studied law, and afterwards became a 
periodical writer during the revolnlion. Some 
of Ms writtngi are proftme and Indecent; he 
died in 1808. 
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MARfiT8^» Rotauid de«, s niitiT8<rf Pwte,aiid 
author of Latin philological letteni, of great 
merit; he died in 1653- 

MARET8, John des, a French writer, very 
debauched in his yoath. He afterwards became 
a great saint and ftmatic, and uttered various 
prophecies. He wrote dramatic pieces, which 
gained him applause, and died in 1676. 

MARETS, Samuel des, a celebrated French 
divine, of the Reformed church, bom in 1599, 
died in 1663. A chronological table of the worlEs 
of this celebn^ted divine may be found at the 
end of his " System of Divinity.'* Their num 
ber is prodigious, and the variety of their sub- 
jects shows an unbounded genius. 

MARGARET, sister of Edgar Atheling, fled 
to Scotland on the invasion of William the Con- 
queror, and married Malcohn, Idng of the coun- 
try. She was an amiable and benevolent prin- 
cess, and died in 1093. 

MARGARET, daughter of Waldeinar HI., 
king of Denmark, born in 1353, was styled the 
Semiramis of the North. She succeeded her 
father in the throne of Denmark, her husband in 
that of Norway, and the crown of Sweden was 

Siven her as a recompense for delivering the 
•wedes from the tyranny of Albert, the|r king 
Thus possessed of the three kingdoms, she 
formed the grand political design of a perpetual 
union, which siie accomplished, pro tempore 
only, by the famous treaty styled the union of 
Colmar. She died in 1412. 

MARGARET, daughter of Raymond Beren- 

' ger, count of Provence, married St. Lewis, in 

1354, and attended him in his wars to the holy 

land, where, on his captivity, she behaved with 

heroic intrepidity; she died in 1385. 

MARGARET, daughter of Robert, duke of 
Buif undy, married Louis Hutin, king of France 
in 1305. She was a l)eautiful, but sensual wo- 
man, and was strangled in 1315. 

MARGARET, daughter of Maximilian I., 
married to the infant of Spain, and afterwards 
to the duke of Savoy. She displayed her reli- 
gious zeal against the Lutherans, and died 1530. 

MARGARET, of Anjou, daughter of Rene 
d^Anjou, king of Naples, and wife of Glenry 
VI., king of England, an ambitious, enterpris- 
ing, courageous woman. Intrepid in the field, 
she signalized herself by heading her troops in 
several battles against the house of York ; and 
If she had not been the instrument of her hus- 
band's misfortunes by putting to death the duke 
of Gloucester, his uncle, her name would have 
been immortalized for the fortitude, activity, 
and policy with which she supported the rights 
of her husliand and son, tilt the fatal defeat at 
Tewksbury, which put an end to all her enter- 

K'ses ; the king being taken prisoner, and prince 
ward, their only son, basely murdered by 
Richard, duke of York. Margaret was ransom- 
ed hy lier father, and died in Anjou, in 1483. 

MARGARET, daughter of Francis I., of 
Ff«BCe, married Emanuel Philibert, duke of 
Savoy, and died bishlv respected in 1574. 

MARGARET, of fSrance, daughter of Heniy 
IV., disgraced herself by the levhy and licen- 
doukiness of her character. She was divorced 
In 1509, and devoted the restof ber life to litera- 
ty and relifrious exercises. 

MARGARET, of Valols, queen of Navarre, 

, and sister of Francis I., of France, bom in 1463, 

She was celebrated as a writer both in verse 

and prose. Her " Heptameron" or novels, have 

Been offam repuUisbed. She died in 1549. 

MARGARET, daughter of Floreat, count <ff j 
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Rolland, ftibulously said to have given biith to 
1305 children. 

MARGARET, of York, sister of Edward IV., 
married Charles the Rash, duke of Burgundy, 
known by the opposition she made to the eleva* 
tion of Henry VH., of England. 

MARGARET, countess of Richmond and 
Derby, married Edward, earl of Richmond, and 
on his death she was married to Sir Henry Staf- 
ford, who dying, she took Thomas Stanley, eari 
of Derby. She was a woman of virtue aud in' 
telligence, and died in 1509. 

MARGARET, duchess of Newcastle, famous 
for her voluminous productions, in letters, plays, 
poems, philosophical discourses, and. orations 
She died in 1673. 

MARGARITONE, an Italian painter, who 
invented the mode of gilding en Armenian bole 
or clay ; he died in 1375. 

MARGON, William Plantavitde la Pause de, 
a French author and journalist, who was ban- 
ished for his libelous publications ; he died in 
1760. 

MARGRAAF, Andrew Sigismund, a cele* 
brated practical chymlst, of Berlin, who made 
great improvements in the modes of analysis * 
he died in 1783. 

MARGUNIO, Massineo, a native of Candia, 
who printed Greek books at Venice, and after- 
wards became bishop of Cerigo. He wrote 
Greek odes, and died in 1603. 

MARIA THERESA, queen of Hungary and 
Bohemia, married Francis Stephen of Lorraine, 
who was crowned emperor, in 1745. Her reign 
began with a war, in which all the neighbour- 
ing nations were engaged, and Maria Was near 
losing her throne. After the war had continued 
eight years, a peace was concluded at Aix-la 
Chapelle, and Maria immediately devoted her- 
self to repairing the ravages which hersubjectf 
had suffered during the commotion. She built 
hospitals, encouraged commerce and science, 
anddid every thing which humanity an^^uni- 
ficence could devise, to render ber infirm soldier* 
comfortable. The king of Prussia, again de- 
clared war against her, but in this terrible 
stmggle, she maintained her elevation, and a 
peace was established. After a long reign, 
during which she displayed, heroism, virtue, 
and charity, to a degree which endeared her to 
her subjects, she died at Vienna, in 1780. 

MARIA Antoinette, queen of France, 
was the daughter of the emperor Francis I., 
and Maria Theresa ; she was married to Lewis 
XVI. of France, in 1770. This celebrated queen, 
was humane and benevolent to her subjects, 
but fond of magnificence and pleasure. She 
was doomed in the latter part of her reign to 
witness the most horrid scenes of riot and murde" 
among her subjects, the execution of ber hue 
band, and her own trial and condemnation. 
She bore all these calamities with great forti- 
tude and serenity, but such was their effect on 
her, that the colour of her hair changed to ft 
siiv&y white. She was guillotined, being carried 
to the scaffold in a cart, on the 16th Oct. 1793. 

MARIAMNE, wife of Herod the Great, and 
mother of Alexander the hi^- priest of the Jews, 
slain by order of Herod, 38 B. C. 

MARIANA, John, a Spanish historian, bora 
in 1593, died in 16G^i. He wrote several works, 
theological and historical ; the most considerable, 
of all his performances, is his" History ofSpatn.*' 

MA RI ANUS, Scotus, a Scotch monk, relateiY 
to the venerable Bede, and author of a Chronicle 
from Jesu* Christ to 1083. .

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IffAinETTB, Foter John, secretary to the 
French king, and chancellor comptroller, died 
in 1774. He wrote on pictures and engravings. 

MARIGNAN, John James Medicblno, mar- 
quis de, a native of Milan, wlio was prevailed

^nsoontK a MllaneM nobleman ; he died in 1555. 

HARiGNY, ^ames Carpentier de, an ccclcsi-

and peculation, for whidi be was beheaded, in 

1632. 

Itf ARjN, Michael Angelo, a French novel 
Writer, wliose wortis tend to promote the cause 
of virtue and religion ; he died in 1767. 

MARIN AHI> Honorio,^ Italian painter, pu- 
pil apd imitator of Carlo Diolce ; he died in 1715. 
'MAR[N£LX<A»Lu£retia, au ingenious Vene- 
tian Tady, who lived in the ]7th century, and 
wcoj^ a worjf called " A Demonstration that 
the wpmen are more noUe, more political, 
more courageous, more knowing, more virtuous, 
and better Managers, than the Men.**

MARTINELLI, alandscapepainteror grett 
emlnenee, bom at Napiee, in 1670, died In 1790. 

MARTYN^obn, a botanical writer, bom in 
London, in idw, died in 1768. 

MARTYR, Peur, a Milanese, employed as a 
negotiator by Ferdinand of Spain. He was au- 
thor of a HIstmy of the Dlsoovery of America, 
«cc., and died in 1935. 

MARTYR, Peter, a distinguished commenta- 
tor on the Bible, bom at Horsnce, in UOO, died 
In IMS. 

MARUCELLI. John Stephen, an eminent 
Italian painter, died in 1706. 

MARULLUS, Michael Tarehanlstis, a very 
learned, but atheistical and blasphemous Greeic, 
who left his native country, and resided in Italy. 
He was drowned In 1500. 

MARULLUS, a poet of Calabria In the 5th 
eentury, who came to Padua, to wait upon 
Attila. Marallus expected an ample reward for 
the flatteries with which he had filled his pane- 

Sric upon Attila ; but when that prince was 
formed that the poet deduced his origin from 
Heaven, and styled him a god, he ordered both 
the verses and the venifier to be burned. Attila, 
however, forgave biro. 

MAR YELL, Andrew, a very faigenlous poli- 
tical and critical writer and poet, bora in 1690, 
died in 1638. He manfhlly supported the reli- 
gious and dvil liberties of his country, by bis 
wrItingB and his parliamentary interest, against 
the arbitrary encroachments of the court on 
both; and repeatedly declined all inducements 
which the king offered him, to go over to the 
Court parQr. 

MARVIELLES, N. de, a French officer, au- 
thor of some poetical pieces of merit. In Latin 
and French ; he died in 1775. 

MARY, the mother of our blessed Saviour, 
was of the tribe of Judah, and of the royal 
bouse of David. 

MARY, wife of Cleophas, called in Scripture, 
the sister of the Virgin, and mother of the 
apostles James the Less, Simon, Jude, and 
Joseph. 

MARY, queen of England, eldest daughter 
of Henry vUL, and Catharine of Arragon. 
She was a learned woman, but blioted in the 
popish superstition, exceedingly jealous, and 
violent and sanguinary In ner resentments. 
During her reign, Are, faggots, and the stake, 
were the horrid means used to make proselytes 
io the Romish church. The sacrifice of the In- 
nocent lady Jane Grey and her husband, to a 
mean fit of jealousy, showed a degree of barba- 
rity rardy equalled in civilized lire. She mar- 
ried Philip of Spain, whose coUhiess toward 
ner, together with the loss of Calais, is said to 
have so preyed on her mind, that she fell into a 
fever, of which she died in 1556. 

MARY, queen of England, wife of Wtlllam 
III., was daughter of James II., by the daughter 
of lord Clarendon. She is repr esen ted as a meek, 
inoffensive character, little inclined to meddle 
with public affhirs, and of a humane and bene* 
volcnt disposition ; sho died in 1694. 

MARY, daughter of Henry III., duke of Bra- 
bant, married Philip the Bold, of France, in 



a PU- jhusband*s sons, of which erime, rihe was, bow* 
ever, probably Innocmt ; she died in 1331. 

MARY, of A^kNi, daughter of Lewis IL, and 
wife of Charles Yll., or France. She was a 
woman of a very berole character, and died io 
1463. 

MARY, dai^tar of Henry VU., of England, 
marfled LowhTxIL, of France, and was gmnd- 
mother to the unfbrtunate lady Jane Grey ; she 
Idled in 1534. 

MARY THERESA, of Austria, daughter of 
Philip IV., of Spain, martled Lewb XIV., of 
France, In 1660, and died in 1683. 

MARY DE MEDIOIS, daughter of Francte 
II., duke of Tuscany, was marned to Henry IV., 
of France, In 1600. She was banished by her 
son Lewis XIH, together with her favourites and 
attendants, and died in poverty,at Cologae, hi 
1643. 

MARY LECZIN8KA, daughteref Stanlslaas, 
king of Poland, married Lewis king of France, 
in 1795, and is represented as a veiy amlaMe 
and virtuous prineees ; she died in 1768. 

MARY, of Cleves, married Henry I., prinea 
ofConde. She was loved with so much ardour 
by the duke of Anjou, afterwards Henry HI., 
that when he came tp the throne, he designed 
to annul her marriage, and take her himself; 
but her sudden death, probably by poison, at 
the age of 18, In 1574, left him disconsolate. 

MARY, of Arragon, daughter of SanchoUI., 
wife of Otho, was put to death in 998, for false- 
Iv accusing, and destrojring tlie count of Mo 
dena. 

MARY, datighter of Charles, dnke of Bur- 
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gundy, married Maximilian, soii of the emperor 
Frederic, and thus transferred the dominions 
of Burgundy to the house of Austria ; she died 
tn]48lt 

MARY, of Austria, dara^ter of Philip, king 
of Spain, married, in 1531, Lewis, king of Rnn« 
gtry, who was slain at the battle of Mohats. 
She was a woman of courage and firmness, and 
a great prol^tor of literature ; she died in 1556: 

MARx STUART, queen of Scots, famoun 
for her beauty, wit, tearaing, and misfortunes, 
daughter of James V., king of Scotland, sne- 
ceeded her father, in 1543, dght days after her 
birth. In 1558, she married rrancis. dauphin, 
and afterwards king of France; by which 
means she became queen of France. This 
monarch djring la 1560, ahe returned into Scot- 
land, and married bar cousin, H<<iiry Stuart, 
(lora Daraley,) in 1565 ; but excluding him from 
any share of the nverament (as he suspected) 
by the advice of Rizzio, an Italian musician, 
her favourite and secretary, the king, by the as- 
■Istance of some of the principal nooilinr, sud- 
denly surprised them together, and RizzIo was 
slain in the queen*s presence, in 1566. The next 
year the king was blown up with gunpowder, 
in a private house, to which he had retired wMi 
la few friends. The eari of Bothwell, the new 
favourite of Mary, was undoubtedly the contri- 
ver of this murder; he was, however, acquht^ 
by the noUes of his and Mary*s party ; and, in 
about two nymths after, the queen, to the as- 
tonishment of all Europe, married this ambi- 
tious vIHaln^ This shameful conduct occasion 
ed the revolt of the chief noUlity, and her best 
■objects, by whom she was taken prisoner, com- 
pelled to rerign the crown, and her son James 
VI., was crowned. The queen soon after e§ 
caped from prison and raised an amy to oppose 
the regent. Murray, but was defeated, and fled

inrlioner, otwrged by ber own iuli^tti wltk the 
murder of her husband, king Henry. Daring 
the long impriflonment of Uic queen, she was 
• justly considered as the head of the popish par- 
ty, who wished to see a princess of their per 
suasion on the throne of England. She counte- 
nanced, if she was boC directly concerned in, the 
plots' againtt the life of EUzabeth, who was re- 
duced to the necessity of sacrificing her to her 
own personal safety. She was tried for a con- 
spiracy, condemned, and beheaded, in 1587. 

JAAsBYy a French peeless, who resided in 
England, in the 13th century. Her poems cm 
ehivahry, 4fcc*, are preserved in the Bntish mu- 
seum. 

MAS, Lewis dn. See DUMAS. 

MA8AGGIO Tlioraas, an eminent Italian 
painter, who Tas regarded as the diief artist 
of the secop ue of OMMiem painting * lie died 
In 1443. 

MASC ARDI, Augustine, a learned Italian je- 
floit, for whose ben^t, pope Urban VII. found- 
ed a professorship. He was the author of many 
works, but alwiayi poor and in debt. He died 
In 1640. 

MASGARON, JuUns, bishop of Agen, and 
a most eminent French preacher, born in 1634, 
died in 1783. His eloquence was astonishing ; 
and it is related that his preaching had such an 
effect u|^n the Hugonois, that, of 30,000 Caivin- 
isls, which he found at his coming to tiio see of 
Agen, 98,000 forsook their church. 

MASCHERONI, Laurent, of Bergamo, an 
eminent mathematleiaa, the welt-iaiown author 
oif Compass Geometry, died at Paris, in 1800. 

MASCLEF. Francis, a French theologician, 
and canon of Amiens. He wrote a Hebrew 
grammar, and other books, and died in 1728. 

MASCRIER, John Baptist de, a French wri- 
ter, author of a deediocion of Egypt, from Mal- 
let's Memoira, Chrlsuan Reflections, Sec ; be 
died in 1760. 

MASENIU8, James, a Jesuit, professor of 
eloquence and poetry, at Cfologne. and author 
of a Latin poem on tlM Fall or Man, from 
which, it is said, Milton bonowed ideas ; he 
died in 1681. 

MAS HAM, lady Damaris, a very learned 
lady, who wrote a discourse concerning the 
Love of Gk>d. Besides learning, she possessed 
every other virtue, and died in ITOiB. 

M ASIUS, Andrew, bom hear Brussels, a very 
learned orientalist, who wrote a Syriac gram 
mar, and translatol pieces from the Syriac ; he 
died in 1753. 

MASKELINE, Rev. Dr. Nevil, a most emi- 
nent mathematician, and many years astrono- 
mer royal at Greenwich, was born in 1332, and 
educated at Cambridge. He determined the 
method bf finding the longitude at sea by lunar 
observations. He published " The Nautical 
Almanac,'* and several other scientific works, 
anddiedinlSlI. 

MASO, Thomas, or FINI6UERRA, a gold- 
«mith, of Florence, said to have invented the 
irt ol taking impressions fimn engravings on 
copper, about 1480. 

MASON, Francis, a mitlve of Durham, chap- 
lain to James I., and author of some valuable 
writings; l)e died in 1631. 

MASON, Sir John, a statesman of eminence. 
In the reign of Henry VIII., and his successors. 
Henry employed him on several embassies, and 
made him his privy counseikMr. He maintained 
his influence Bt court under Edward, Maiy, and 
Sizabedi-hadiedhilfiOB^ 
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i MASON, John, a learned and pious disseitt- 
lug minister, autlior of Self Knowledge, Prac- 
tical Discourses for Families, and otlier works. 
He died in 1763. 

MASON, William, a^ excellent English poet 
and divine, bom in 1725, died in 1797. 

MASON, Geoiige, an English writer, author 
of " Essays on Gardening ;" " Answer to Tom 
Paine," and other works ; he died in 1806. 

MASON, John, one of the early settlers of 
Connecticut, distinguished for his successful ex- 
pedition against the Fequot Indians, of wbieh 
he wrote an account ; he was commander of the 
trof/ps and lieutenant governor of the colony. 
He died in 1673. 

MASON, John, D. D., a natlre of Scotland, 
and a distinguished presbyterian dei^yman, or 
New- York, was eminent for his learning, tatenlf, 
and eloquence. He died in New- York, tti 
1793. 

MASON, George, a distinsuiriied statesman, 
of the state of Virginia, died in 1792. 

MASaUE DE FER, or IRON MASK, a per- 
son confined in the bastile, who always wore a 
mask with steel springs, wbkh concealed his 
features, without preventing his eating. Though 
no penon couid ever discover who he was, it is 
certain from the treatment he received, that he 
was a person of high birth. He died in 170Bj 
and was buried privately. 

MASSAC, John Baptist, an eminent French 
painter, bom at Paris, died in 1767. 

MASSANIELLO,orAN£LLO. SeeANEL- 
LO. 

MASSARI, Lucio, a native of Bologna, oni- 
nent as a hixtorical painter, died in 1633. 

MASSARIA, Alexander, a physician, born at 
Vicenxa. He wrote *^ Practice of Medicine,** 
and other works, and died in 1506. 

MASSASOrr, an Indian sachem, who resi- 
ded in Naraganset bay, when the pilgrims land- 
ed at Phrmouth, in 1630. He was distinguished 
for his friendship to the whites, mid for the good 
faith he alwajrs observed toward them. He 
died about the year 1655. 

MASSE, John Baptiste, a Parisian, miniature 
painter to the French king ; he died in 1767. 

MASSEI, Raymond, a physicimi, of Orleani^ 
author of Paean AureUanus, and other works, 
about 1600. 

MASSENA, Andrew, prince of Esllng, <me 
of the most distinguished and fortunate of Buo- 
naparte's field marshals. He was bom at Nice, 
in 1758, and commanded in chief in the memo- 
rable compaign of Switzerland ; when, at the 
battle of Zurich, he had to contend against the 
archduke Charles and manhal Suwaroff ; yet, 
the fruits of this campaign were 70,000 prisoners ! 
He ended his military career by the command 
of the army of Portugal, in 1810-11, and died 
in 1817. 

MASSEVILLE, Lewis le Vavasseur de, a 
native of Moniebourg, an able topographical 
writer, and author of a History and Geograpl^ 
iof Normandy ; he died in 1733. 

MASSIEU, William, an ingenious and 
pearaed French writer on classical antiquity, 
and author of an edition of Demottbeaes, bora 
ia 1665, died in 1793. 

MASSILLON, John Baptiste, a very cele- 
brated preacbo', of France, and coriiiidered In 
that country as a consummate master of elo- 
quence, was bora in 1063, died In 1742. 

MA88INGRR, Philip, an excellent English 
dramatic poet, bora in 1505, died in 1639. Ht 
was held in high esteem b« the poets of thajl 
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and Mr. DaTtes, in 1779. 

MAS81NI86A, an AfHcan king . who becsme 
a RMWt faithful ally of Rome, died in 149 B. C. 

MA880LINO, do #aatule, of Flonmce, an 
admirable tialntcp ; he dM In 1490. 

MA880N, Anthony, a French onmwer,

MATTHIOLUS, Peter Andrew, an able au-

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HAtiaiClSAtJ^ Fraa«i8, a j^rench siirgegii, 
lyJio applied himseif with success and reputa- 
tion to the disorders of women, aiui was at t^e 
head of alt the operators in obstetrics. One of 
bis worlu upon this subject haa lieen tffinslated 
into several languases. He died In 1709. 

MAURITIUS TIBERIua a Cappadociaja 
who distinguished himselfat the bead of the&o- 
man armies, and finally was made emperor, hut 
dethroned and put to death by Phocas, in 60$.

MAURUS, Terentianus, a Latin poet in tlM 
time of Trajan. 

MAURY, Jean 3i0reln. an eminent preaolier 
at Paris, distinguished at me commeiioeinent of 
the revolution, for bis defence of the cler^ an0 
of royalty, in the states-general. He was a^r- 
wards archbiabopof Paris, and a eudkiai, anl 
died at Borae, in 18 17. 

MAUSSAC, Philip Jamea, president of tb« 
court of aids, at Montpcllier, and an elegant 
Greek scholar and writer ; lie died in 1650. 

MAUTOUR, Philibert Bernard Moreau da 
auditor of the Paris chamber of accounts, anji 
member of the flcademy of inseriptioofi. He 
wrote some poems and other works, and di«4 
in 1737. 

MAXCY, Jonathan, D. 1)., professor of divir 
nity,and president of Brown university, and 
afterwards president of Columbia collc^e^Boutb 
Carolina ; he died in 1830. 

MAXRNTIUS, Marcus Aurelins Valerius^ 
son of Maximianus Hercules, declared bimaeli 
emperor of Rome, in 306. He was defeated to 
CoQstantine, and drowned in the Tiber, in 3l£ 

MAXIMIANUS, Marcus AureUus Valeriw 
Hercules, a Roman emperor, who rose to that 
dijgnity from the rank of a common soldier. Ha 
was put to death by order of Gondtantine, bi» 
son-in-law. in 310. 

MAXIMIANC3, Galerius Valerius, a sbe^- 
herd, raised to the Roman tlirone by Dioclesian, 
who gave him liis daughter in marriage: 1m 
died in ^11. 

MA!XlMtLIAN I., archduke of Austria, son 
of Frederic IV. He was elected king of ttan 
BqnMias, And afterwards emperor. He was un- 
steady in his attachments, and little to be de- 
pended upon In political afiairs ; he died in lAlik 

MAXIMILIAN IL, son of ^radem I.« was 
elected king of the Romans, in lfi6B,andtwo 
ye^rs after, succeeded bis father as luna of Huik* 
ffary and Bohemia, and emperor of Germanjc. 
Hs: WAS a pe«eef4|i nnd w«U4isaosad'fiiaee, and 
died in 1576. 

MAXIMILIAN, duke of Bavaria, deserved 
by his courage, the title of Defender of Gerraar 
ny, Igr his wisdom, that of Solootimib Be was 
raised to the dignity- of an elfctor of Germany l 
he died in 165L 

MAXIMIU AN, £nanuel, eleqlof of Bavaria, 
distinguished himself by his services in the causA 
of the erapemr Leopold. His merits placed him 
at the bead o£the Hungarian arnqr, and he was 
made fnnrernor of the Low Countries by the 
king or Spain ; he died in 1736. 

MAXIMILIAN, Leopold^ elector of Bavaria, 
son of the emperor Charles VII., died in 1777. 
HAXIMINU8, Cains Julius Verus, son of a 
peasant, rose by his valour to be emperor o( 
Rom»iiti99S. Hewa*atyram,sttdfiBilbya»> 
jsaasinatlon, in 25<k 
MAXIMUS, Magnus, a Spaniard, frodaiine

MATTI, Don Bmanuel, a Spanish poet of 
.tfninence, member of the Arcadia, at Rome. 
Pope Innocent XH., made him dean of Alieant ; 
he died In 1737. 

MATURING, a native of Florence, emlneiit 
as a painter, was a pupil of Raphael, whose 
works he rivalled; he died in 11137. 

BIATIT, Dr. Matthew, an eminent physician, 
critic, and miscellaneous writer, born in Hol- 
land, in 1718, but settled in England ; he was 
secretary to the Royal Society, andbrinclpal 
librarian of the Brithih Museum. Be died in 
1776. 

MATY, Paul Henry, M. A.,F. H- S., son of 
Ml9 preceding.. His whole fife was taken up in 
literary puriHits. In January, 17^ he set on 
foot a Review of Publications, principally fo- 
,reign ; and no man was better auaU(iea for the 
employment. He was 1»orn in 17i5, and died in 
1787. 

MAUCHARD, Burchard David, professvof 
anatomy and physic, at TuUagen, and physician 
jU> the dulte of Wirtember^ He wrote various 
tracts on bis profession, and dietl in 1751. 

MAUCROiX, Francis de,.a Frencbsian, fa- 

Kus for his many translatkins from Greek and 
tin authors. JFfe was Intimate with Boileau 
and Racine, and died in 1708. 

MAUOUIT, Michael, an eminent French di 
vine, who wrote against atheists and deists, also 
a translation of thePsakns, &;c. ; be died in 1700. 

MAUDUIT, Israel, F. A. S., a polilioal and 
nilBceUaneous writer, best known as autlior of 
" Considerations on the German War,** itc. 
died in 1787. 

MAUOIN, John, of Anjou, translated Ma* 
dlieval's Discourses into French, about 1550. 

MAUPfiRTUld, Peter Lewis Miofenn de. an 
eminent French philosopher, bom in 1698. In 
i736 be was placed at the head of the academi- 
cians who were sent into the North by the king 
of France, in ord«^r to determine the ^nte of the 
earth, which was executed with great success. 
H^ died in 1719. 

MAUPERTUV, John Baptist Drouet de, a 
Parisian, was bsed to the law, hot afterwards 
look orders. He wrote his " History of the Ho- 
ly Church at Vienne,*' and other religious books, 
and died in 17361 

MAVPIN, N. Aubigi^, a celebrated sia«er at 
the Paris opera. She died in 1707. 
. M AUR> fl|t.> a disciple of St. Benediat, who 
Jfted about 584. A ooi^regation l»eAring his 
name, was formed in France, in the iTtb cen- 
Airy, whidi lias produced some learned men. 

MAUR, Don Cimrlos de, an eminsnt mathe- 
Matician (and engineer, was employed in the 
9pani^ «nny, aad ajso in the cooptruction of 
eanais and roada He wrote fitemonts of M»> 
Ibsmatica, and died in ITSSi. 
. MAURAN, Peter, a leading n»an among the 
Albigenses, in Lai^ni^doc, was condemned to 
make a pl igiimngc to- the Holy Land, beeause'he 
dtonied feraiUubsiantiation; lie li?«d in tiie XinJk 
aintury. 

MAUREPA8, John Frederic Piiillippeavi, 
coant (rf, a statesBum, of France, emineiwi.for 
%is genius, activity, and profound sagacity, was 
born in 17D1, and died in 1781. 

MAURICE, of Nassau, prince of Orange, 
■aeceeded his father in the govemmenti'of the 
Iionr Ooosftries, tai 1584. He adde4 to Ids do- 
minions by conquest, and was BDmiABrs4 tin 
ik<est general of his tlmo* be died in 1625. 
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RwM bf Mb vmr, bmt km waiite* 
Ibaied and behemded bjr TbeoooihM, in 3BB. . 
- MAXIMUS. of Tvns, a Platonie phlloao|rti<}r, 
who was at Koine in 146. Hia diacounea still 
nnnain. 

MAXIMUS, a Cynic, tutor to the apostate 
Julian, whom be eneouirafed in his opposition 
•0 Ctarutianiqr ; be was put to death in 360. 

MAY, Thomas, an English dramatic poet 
and historian, born in 1594. We have several 
translations of his from Latin anthors, and other 
compositions of his own also in verse. But he 
was most famous for that of " Lucan's Pharsa- 
ila;" and his own continuation of that poem 
to the death of Julius Cesar, both in Latin and 
Engllsta, baa considerable merit. He died in 
1650. 

MAT, Lewis dn, a protestant French histo- 
rian. He wrote " State of the German Em 
pire,*' and several other works, and died in 
1681. 

' MAYENNE, Cbarles, of Lorraine, duke of, 
son of Francis, dnke of Guise, and one of the 
inost distinguished warriors of his time. Ho 
Was, however,defe«ted by Henry IV., of France, 
who afterwards became his fnend, and added 
Ihe Isle of France to hbi government ; he died 
tn 1611. 

MAYER, John Frederic^ a Lutheran divine, 
of Leipslc, professor at Wittemberg and Ham- 
burg, end author of dissertations on the Scrip- 
tures ; he died in 1713. 

MAYER, Tobias, one of the greatest astro- 
nomers and mechanics of his ufc, was bom in 
Wirtemburg, in 1723, died in llBS, having pub- 
lished several excellent works. 

MAYERNE, Sir Theodore, an eminent phy- 
•ician, bom at Geneva. He became physician 
to Hennr IV., of France, and afterwards to 
James I., of England, and his queen. His 
works were printed in folio ; he died in 1635. 

MA YHEW, Thomas, was governor of Mar> 
tta's Vineyard, and distinguished for bis ref^ard 
to the spiritual and temporal welfare of the In 
dians under his authority ; he died in 1661. 

MAYHEW, Thomas, son of the preceding, 
was the first clergyman of Martha*s Vineyard, 
and was distinguished for his ministerial labours 
among the Indians of that island. He perished 
'at sea, aged 37. 

MAYHEW, John, a son of the preceding, and 
a clergyman of Martha^s Vineyard, died in 
1689. 

MAYHEW, Experience, was also a minister 
among the Indians at Martha's Vin^ard, and 
translated a part of the Bible into their lan- 
guage. 

MAYHEW, Jonathan, D. D., son of the pre- 
ceding, a distinguished American divine, set- 
tled at Boston, author of several religious works. 
He died in 1766. 

MAYNARD, Sir John, an eminent English 
lawyer, celebrated for his eloquence, died in 
1690. 

MAYNARD, Francis, a French poet of wit 
and gayety, secretary to queen Margaret, and 
author of odes and songs, died in 1646. 

MAYNE, Dr. Jasper, an English poet and 
ilvlne, bora in 1604. He wrote " The City 
Match," a comedy ; and " The Amorous War," 
a tragi-eomedy, and died in 1672. 

MAYNWAR1N6, Arthur, an English po- 
litical writer and poet, bom in 1668, died in 
171«. 

MAYO, Riebani, an English divine, author 
of several works, died in 1695. 



MA YOW, John, a learned BncIWi pb, 
celebrated as a chy mist, and fbr f 
on air : he died in 167Q. 

MAZARD, Stephen, of Lyons, a man wh% 
greatly improved the manufltetory of hats : in 
died in 1736. 

MAZARINE, Julius, cardinal, and first mi- 
nister of state in France, to Louis XIV., bora 
in 1603. died in 1661. 

MAZEAS, John Mathurin, professor in tlie 
college at Navarre, and a writer in mathema- 
tics ; he died in 1803. 

MAZELINE, Peter, a sculptor, of Rouen, 
whose works are stlU admired; he died in 
1706. 

MAZOCHI, Alexius Symmachus, an Italian 
antiquary, died in 1771. 

MAZUIER, Claude Lewis, a member of the 
French convention during vt:e revolution. Hia 
moderate, yet Imld end firm conduct marked 
him for the guillotine, by which he suffered in 
1794. 

MAZZUCHELLI, Grammaria, a noMeman, 
of Brescia, eminent as a philologisi and histo- 
rian ; he died in 1765. 

MAZZUCHELLI, Peter Francis, an eminent 
painter, of Rome, died in 1616. 

MAZZUOLI, Francesco, or Parmesan, an 
eminent painter, bora at Parma. He excelled 
in etching, of which he has lieen called the i»> 
ventor, and was regarded as tlie rival of Cor- 
regio ; he died in 1540. There was another ar- 
tist of the same name, In the 16th century, who 
excelled in historical pieces. 

MEAD, Matthew, an English dissenting di 
vine, and author of some meritorious works, 
died in 1699. 

MEAD, Richard, a most eminent Englisli 
physician, bora In 1673, died In 1754. His 'MMe- 
dical Works" were collected and (mblished. 
Those for which he is most celebrate!!, are on 
" Pestilential Contagion," and on " Poisons.** 
During almost half a century he was at the head 
of his profession. He was a roost generoua 
patron of learning and learned men, in all sci- 
ences, and In every country. 

MEADOWCROFT, Richard, an English dt 
vine and author, died in l769. 

MECHAIN, M., of Lyons, an eminent astro- 
nomer, whose talents were usefully emfdoyed ; 
he died In 1805. 

MEDE, Joseph, B. D., an English aatlior; 
his works are chiefly on divinity; be dieid In 
1638. 

MEDICIS, Cosmo de, bora at Florence, In 
1399, was a merchant, but bestowed vast ex- 
pense and attention In promoting learning and 
the sciences. He collected a fine Kbrary, and 
enriched it with rare manuscripts. He re- 
moved to Venice, where he was received as a 
king; but his countrymen soon recalled him; 
and In effect he pr(»fded over the common- 
wealth 34 years. He died in 1646, and over Ms 
tomb was inscribed, father of the People, and 
Freer of his Country. 

MEDICIS, Lorenao de, surnamed tbe Great, 
and Father of Letters, was an illuatrious grand" 
son of Cosmo de Medicis, and bora in 14^. H« 
was a great merchant, and as great a statesman, 
equally fit to entertain an amiatsader as a fbo - 
tor. His public services so recommended hbn 
to the Florentines, that they declared him chief 
of the republic ; and he was so universally es 
teemed by the princes of Europe, that^they of 
ten made Mm the arbiter of their 
Hadled in M88.

1535. 

• MEDICia, Sebastian de, of the same illustri- 
ous family, was distinguished by his learning; 
he died in 1580. 

MEDICIS, Peter de, of the same family, an 
.«»ninent and highly celebrated painter, was bom 
at Florence, in 1586. 

MEDINA, John Baptiste* a highly celebrated 
painter, born at Brussels, and created knight 
in Scotland; he died in 1711. 

MBEN, Henry, an English divine, published 
** Remarks on the Cassandra of LyceiphOTon,*' 
Me of the most obscure of the Greek poets -, and 
lied in 1817. 

MEGASTHENES, a Greek historian, about 
S03 B. C. 

MEHEGAN, William Alexander, a French 
Historian, who wrote " Picture of modern Bis- 
lory,** and other works; he died in 1766l 

MBIBOMIUS, John Henry, a learned pro- 
fessor of physic at Helmstadt, his native |rface. 
Was afterwards first physician at Lubec He 
wrote some profcasional works, and died in 
1655. 

MEIBOMIUS, Henry, a German physician, 
bom in 1638, and known by the publication of 
'*8criptores Rerum Germanicarum,-* a very 
asefiil collection. He died in IJOO. 

MEIBOMIUS^ Marcus, a very learned person 
of the same family, bom in 1611, who published 
** Notes upon Dic^nes Laertius,'* dec., and 
filed in 1711. 

MEIBOMIUS, Uenry, anatjveof Helmstadt, 
celebrated for his great knowledge in medicines, 
Ms general learning, and his critical powers ; he 
died in 1635. 

MEIR, Geo^e Frederic, a German philoso- 
phical writer, born in Saxony, in 1718, died in 
1777. 

MEISNER, Baltbasar, a Lutheran divine^ and 
theological professor at Witteroberg, was author 
of several books, and died in 16Si8. 

MfilSSONIER, Justus Aufelins, of Turin, 
cflninent as apidnter, scuptor, gold^nith andar- 
ehiteet{ designer and goldsmith to the king of 
France ; be died in 1750. 

MELA, Pomponius, an aneient Latin geogra- 
phical writer, born in Spain, who flourished in 
the reign of the emperor Claudius. His 3 books 
of " Cosmograiriiy, or De Situ Orbis," have 
been thought worthy of the attention and la- 
bours of- the ablest critics. 

^ELANCTHON, Philip, a celebrated Ger- 
man divine, coadjutor with Luther in the Re- 
Ibrmation, and one of Uie wiaest and greatest 
men of his age, bora at Bretten, Feb. U, 1497, 
died in 1560. 

MELANIPPIDE8, two Greek poets of merit. 
One of them grandfather, flourished 590 B. C. 
the other his grandson, 460 B. C. Their works 
are lost. 

• MELCHISEDECK, high-priest of God, and 
^ing of Salen» met Abraham after his defeat 
•f th« king of Sodom, and gave hUa bisblesaiBB: 
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'MSLCTHALy Arnold ile,OM of the fbniMtari 
of Bwiai llberQr, in 13IOi 

MELEAGl^ a Gveek poet of Syria. 188 B. O. 

MELSTIUS, bishop of Lyeopolis, in Egypt, 
who founded a new sect, which supported the 
Arians. He died about A. D. 34i6. 

MELIS8US, a philosopher of Samos, who 
maintained that the oniverse is infinite, wnd 
immoveable, 444 B. C. 

MELITO, St., bishop of Sardis, in Vsiat io 
170^ and author of several works wbioh 4u«'kiflt 

MELITUS, a Greek orator and poet, the ac- 
cuser of Socrates. His iniquity was diacoverrd 
after the death of Socrates, and he was sen- 
tenced to death, 400 B. C. 

MELLAN, Claude, a celebrated French en- 
graver, invited to England by Charles IJ. ; he 
died in 168& 

MELLON, John, an American clergyman, 
settied at Laneaster, Mass., and afterwards at 
Hanover, N. H. ; he died in 1807. 

MELMOTH, William, a learned English 
lawyer, bom in 1666. He wrote an admirable 
treatise " Ou the ereat importance of a religi- 
ous life/* and died in 1743. 

MEUifOTH, WiUiam, son of the preceding, 
was bom in 1710. He translated the epistles 
of "Pliny" and "Cicero" and wrote some 
elegant lettersunderthe assumed name of sir 
Thomas Fibroebone. He died in 1799. 

MELON, John Frands, secretary of the aca- 
demy at Bourdeaux, died in 1738. 

MELOT, John Baptist, a French writer of 
merit, member of the academy of inscriptions, 
and librarian to the king of France ; he died In 
1760. 

MELVIL, sir James, author of some useful 
and entertaining memoirs of England and Seal- 
land, was bom in 1530. He was privy coun- 
sellor, and gentleman of the bedchamber to 
Mary queen of Scots, till her confinement at 
Lockleven. He died in 1606. 

MEMMl, Simon, a portrait painter, of Sienna, 
died in 1345. 

MEMNON, a Rhodian, general of Darius, 
opposed Alexander's invasion. 

MENAGE, Giles, called the Varroof Mstioie, 
was born in France, in 1613^ and died in 1609, 
He composed several works, the principal of 
which are " Origines de la Laogae Francoiae,** 
*' Miscellanea," a collection of pieces in Greek, 
Latin, and French, prose and verse. 

MENANDER, an ancient Greek comic poet, 
bora at Athens, in the 3d year of the X)9th 
Olympiad. The kings of Egypt and MaeedoM, 
sent ambassadors to invite him to their courts, 
and even fleets to bring him over ; but Menamier 
preferred the free enjoyment of his studies te tlie 
promised- favours of the great. Only four of 
Ms numerous comedies are prraerved. He was 
accidentally drowned 293 B. C. 

MENANDRINO, Marsilio, also called Mar. 
silitts of Padua, the place of bis hinh, one of 
the most celebrated philosophers and lawyers of 
the 14th century. 

MENARD, Claude, a French magistrate, ef 
Angers, and an eminent antiqaarten ; he died 
in 1653. 

MENARD, Dora Nicholas Hugnes, a Bene- 
dictine of St. Maui, and an author, died in 1644. 

MENARD, Leo, a connsellor of Nismesr and 
author of a historv of that pla^e, died in 1767. 

MENASSEH-B'EN-ISRAEL, a Portuguese 
rabbi, of the sect of the Pharisees, author of 
some Hebrew works, died in 1660. 

MENCKEjOtto, a learned German critic, bom

MILTON, John, a moet iUustrione EngliBta 
poet, and famous politician, wae bom in Lon- 
floD, in 1608. In 1625, he was admitted of 
Christ's coUece, Cambridge. His failier designed 
him for the church, and he was himself inclined 
to that profeision for some time, but after he 
had taken the degfeeof M. A., in 1633, he left 
tJie university and returned to hie fatlier. During 
his retirement (er five years, be enrlcbed Jiis 
mind with tbeehQ^sest storey of Grecian and Bo- 
nian learning, malcing poetry his prineipal study. 
ThepoeniteQtiUed"iCeni<«h*' ''L'aUegro,'* *'I1 
Pcnseroso,** and "Lyddas," all written during 
tliis time, would have transmitted Ms fame to 
the latest posteri^, if he bad never prodnced 
any thing else. On the death of his mother, in 
1638, he visited foreign countries, and passed 
nearly two veara in France and Italy, where 
he distinguished .himself by bis talents in poetry 
Milton returned to Englaad, in 16S0, and em- 
ployed himself in educating liis sister's two 
sons . and being solicited by several friend* for] 
the same favour for tbelr cbiidrea, he took a 

handsome garden-house. In Aldersgate-etreet^ died in 1791. A few hours before he died, he de^ 
fit for the purpoeeb Hera im wrote many po- 
lemic and controversial tracts. In 1643, lie 
married a daughter of Richard Powell, Esq. 
ehe bad not lived with her husband much more 
than a month, wlien, under a pretence of 
visiting her friends, she deserted bim. About 
two years aAerwards, he was surprised. by tlie 
entrance of bis wife, wtto imploring pardon and 
reconciliation on iier kneee, was again received 
to his bosom. 
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soon bis heart relented 

Towards her, bis life so late and sole delight, 
Now at bis feet submissive in distress."

MIRABEAU, Honore Gabriel RlqaettI count 
de, a celebrated Pr^h nobleman, bom in 1749, 
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At the subversion of the monarchy by the deatii 
»f the king, Milton, whose principles were 
itrongly republican, was taken into the service 
of the commonwealth, and made Latin secrK- 
tary to the couhcll of state. In 1651, be pub- 
lisbed his celebrated piece entitled ** Pro Fopulo 
Anglieano Defensio contra Claudii Salmasii 
uetensionem Regiam ;" wbleh spread bis fame 
over all Europe. While writitiK this, be fcwt 
bis eyesight, which had been decaying several 
years. In 165S, be lost bis wife ; but he imme- 
d^tely married a second. At the restorationv 
he was included in the general amnesty ; and 
hnv^ng married a third wife, removed lo a (loose 
in the ArtiUery-walk. Bis circumstances were 
much reduced by tosses at the restoration; but 
his principles hot suffering him to seek or accept 
of any puUic emptoyment at court, .he sat down 
to his studies, and applied himself diligeotly tb 
Aaish his grand poem, " Paradise Lost," which 
WW published in 1667, and in 1670, bepnbllsbedl 
*' Paradise Regained," lo which was added 
**BanMon Agonistes, » dramatic poem." In; 
1669, be pttbliahed his "Mktory of Briuin,"| 
which had occupied him many years. He died, 
of thecout,io]ffM.

MONMOUTH, James, dake of, natural son 
f Ctenles IL, klngrof England, bom in 1649. 
tie distingiHshed himself by his valour and mi- 
litary skill, as lieutenant-genend in the service 
of France. On his return to England,- he was 
sent to quell an insurrection in Scotland, which 
he eflfeeted. Beinf a proteitont, he was deluded 
into ambitious schemes for tlie exctusion of the 
duke of York. He conspired against his father 
and tbe duke, and, when the latter came to the 
Clown with the title of James il., tie openly ap- 
peared in arms. He was d«!feated, taken, tried 
for iHgh treason, aiid beheaded in 16B3. 

MON NIER, Peter le, professor oi philoeoirfiyat 
Paris, and^author of several works, died in 1709.

MONTAGUE, Charles, earl of Halifax, a dis- 
tinguisbcd wit and statesman under WUIiaa 
III., queen Anne, and George I., bom in 1661, 
died in 1715. ' » ' » 

MONTAGUE, Edward, earl of Sandwich, an 
illustrious Englisn general, admiral, and stateir 
man, and a political and phikMophical writer. 
He was blown up in his ship, in au engagement 
with the Dutch, off Bouthwold bay, in 1672. 

MONTAGUE, lady Mary Wortiey, a woman 
of great ulents, and an elegant writer. She 
accompanied her husband in an embassy to 
Constantinople, about 1716, from which place 
she wrote letters to Pope, Addison, and other 
eminent literary men of the time, which are 
very interesting, and contain many curious Ikcts 
concerning the manners and politics of the 
Turks. She introduced inoculation for the 
smallpox into England, tbe benefit of which 
has extended to millions, and died in 1763; 

MONTAGUE, Edward WorUey, son of lady 
Mary, equally remarkable for hie tidents arid 
eccentricities, was bora in 1714, and died ilk' 
1776^ In his youth, he ran away frtira West- 
minster school, and apprenticed hfinsielf to •' 
chimney-sweeper ; he afterwards' connected 
himself with a fisherman ; he next l>ecaBiie cd' 
bin boy in a ship bound for l^in, and while ii) 
that country, was menial servant to a ihuieteer. 
In this situation he was discovered, and'bmught 
back to his friends. After receiving a sUllaU^ 
education, he visited the countries of tlie Elist, 
and contracted such a fondness for tiie manners" 
of the people, that he spent the remilMerdf his' 
life in strict conformi^ to them. VU was liu- 
tbor of '* Reflections on the Rise and Fell of the 
Ancient Republics," and" An fixamihatiori itfto 
the Causes of Earthquakes.*' 

MONTAGUE, Elizabeth, a learned Iitdy, ftu^ 
tbor of " Essay on th& Writmgs and Genius of 
Shakspeare, compared with tli^ Greek and 
French Dramatic Poets ; with some Remarke 
upon the Misrepresentations of Mens, de Vol- 
taire.** She was bora in I^^IB, and dic^ in 
1800 

MONTAIGNE, Bfichael de, an eminent 
French writer, bom in 1533, died in 150S. 

MONTALBANI, Ovid, professor of astroiio- 
my at Bologna. Hie published several works, 
and died in 1673. 

MONTALEMBERT, Mark Rene, a diiftln- 
guished French general, and a man of learning 
he died in 1769. 

MONTAMY, Didier Fmncis d^Arelals, lore 
de, of Normandy, employed in the service of 
tlie duke of Orleans, published a work on Co- 
lours, and died in 1765.

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MOOE£» «hr Jonasj a* able nmtbematician 
and a0 author, patnmiMd by Charles I., died in 
1681. 

MOORp, Robert, an eminent penman and 
writing master, died in England, in 1737. 

MOORE, Edward, an English fabulist and 
diamatic writer of eminence, born in 1712, died 
in 1757. 

MOORE, Francis, an ingenious English me- 
chanic, whose inventive talents raised him into 
eminent notice writhout the assistance of erudi- 
tion or of patronage. The maciiinery whicii 
taa made, and- which grew to such a magnitude 
In tlitfir scope and tendency as to attract the no- 
tice of th^ legislature, have very much improv- 
ed the mechanic arts and assisted the manufac- 
turer. He died in 1767. 

MOORE, Dr. John, was bom in 1730, and edu- 
cated at Glasgow, wliere he studied medicine 
and surgery, and afterwards went abroad, and 
ptactised in tlie British army. In the year 177S 
he published ** A View of Society and Manners 
in France, Switzerland, and Germany,** and 
two years after a continuation of it, called *'^ 
View of Society and Manners in Italy.*' Hf 
also published ^* Medical Sicetclies ;" an excel- 
lent novel called ** Zeluco ;*' ** A View of the 
Cause and Progress of the French Revolution ;" 
'* Edward,** a novel ; a series of letters entitled 
**Mordattnt; being Sketches of Life, Character, 
and Manners in various Countries." Dr. Moore 
possessed great Inswht into human nature, and 
that happy union of acute discernment with a 
lively im^^natkMi, by which he was enabled to 
dcserilte itaintricaciea with the greater pleasant- 
ly. He died In ]8a3. 

MOORE, sir John, K. B.. a gallant British 

Kneral, and eldest son of the preceding, was 
mat Glasgow, in 178J,and killed by a cannon 
ball, in the moment of victory achieved by the 
British troops under his command, at the battle 
of Corvnna, Jan. 16, 1809. His whole life had 
been devoted to the service of his country. He 
has left a name that will be immortal in the mi- 
litary annals of his country. 

MOORE, John, D. IX., archbisiiop of Canter- 
bory in 1783, died in 1805. 

MOORE, James, governor of the colony of 
South Carolina, and speaker of the house of 
aascmbly of that cfdony, in 1735. 

MOORE, sir Henry, a popular goveirnor of 
the colony of New- York, died in 1769. 

MOORE, Benjamin, bishop of the episcopal 
church in the diocess of New- York, professor 
of rhetoric and logic in Columbia college, and 
president of that institution at tlie time of his 
death, which nappencd in 1816. 

MOORE, Zephaniah Swift. D. D., aeongre- 

I;ational clergyman in Massachusetts, was pn>- 
iessor of languages in Dartmouth college, presi- 
dent of Williams college, and afterwanls first 
•resident of the college at Amherst, Mass.; be 
died in 18<23. 

MOR ABIN, James, author of a life of Cicero, 
died at Paris, in 1762. 

MORALES, Ambrose, historiographer to the 
king of Spain, wrote a Spanish Chronicle, and 
died in 15M. 

MORAND, Sauveur Francis, a celebrated 
surgeon and medical writer ; be died at Paris, in 
1773. 

MORAND, an ingenious architect, of Lyons, 
was giiillotincd In 1703. 

MORANDB, N. Thevenot de, an unprincipled

MORATA, Olympia Falvla, a learned Italian 
lady, who spoke Latin and Greek : she died in 
1555. 

MORDAUNT, Charles, eari of Petertiorough, 
a renowned English statesman, general, poll 
tical writer, and poet, born in 1658, died in 
I7S5. 

MORE, sir Thomas, chi ncellor of England in 
the reign of Henry VIU., was born in London* 
in 1480. AAer having teen long in habits or 
uncommon familiarity and confi&nce with the 
king, he was beheaded by bis order, July 5, 1435, 
on Tower- Hill. Sir Thomas More was author 
of many and various works. 

MORE, Henry, an English philosopher and 
poet, born in 1614, died in 1687. He possessed 
much natural enthusiasm, and was enraptured 
with the Platonic system. 

MORE, Alexander, a protestant divine, and 
divinity profossor at Geneva, afterwards minia> 
ter of the reformed church at Paris. He was 
an eloquent preacher, and died in 1670.

MOSES, the great legislator of the Jews, was 
born in Egypt, 1571 B. C, and died at the age 
of 130.

MOSHEiM, John Laurence, an lllustrions

MOYLEfWalteria very ingenious and learned 
£nglisb political and miscellaneous writer, born 
In 1673, died in 1731. 

BIOYBE, Henry, page to James I., a Seotch- 
nAH, died in 1630. 

MOZART John Chrysostom Wolfgang The- 
ophilus, a very celebrated German musician and 
composer, born at Saltzburg, in 1756, died in 
1791. 

MUDGE, John, M. D., F. R. S., who, for bis 
skill in the science of mechanics, was no less 
eminent than in that of medicine ; of which his 
lnipn)vement In the formation of reflecting tele- 
sco{)es, his excellent medical treatises, and long 
and extensive practice, bear ample testimony. 
He dit^d in 1793. 

MU DG E, Zachary, an English divine, preben- 
dary of Exeter cathedral, died in 1760. Three 
of his sons, were distinguished for their genius 
and learning. 

MUDO, Hernandez, a Spanish painter of 
eminence; he was deaf and dumb, and was 
employed by Philip II. 

HUEHLENBER6, H. M., D. D., pastor of 
the first Lutheran church in Penns^^lvania, was 
distinguished for his learning. He died at Phila- 
delphia, in 1787. 

MUEHLENBERG, G. Heniy Ernest, D. D., 
■on of the preceding, was also a Lutheran divine, 
eminent lor hie literary and scientific attain- 
ments ; he died in 1815. 

MUET, Peter le, a French architect, and the 
author of valuable treatises on architecture ; he 
died In 1669 

MUGGLETON, Lodovick, an English tailor 
of notorious fame as a schismatic, who damned 
all the world that differed from his strange mode 
of faith. He was bom In 1607 ; his bocMCS were 
burnt by the hangman, himself pUiocied and 
imprisoned, and he died in 1697. 

MUlS, Simeon de, an eminent orientalist and 
professor of Hebrew at Paris ; he died in 1664. 

MLTLGRAVEiConstantinePhippe, lord. See 
fHlPPS. 

MULLER, John, a celebrated engraver, who 
flourished about 1600. He studied under Goit- 
dus, whose manner he successfully imitated. 

MULLSR, John. See REGIOMONTANUS. 

MUMMIUS, Lucius, a Roman consul, known 
for his triumph over Connth, Thebes, &c 

MUNCER,or UUNTZER, Thomas, a Saxon 
divine, one of the disciples of Luther, and chief 
of the German Anabaptists. In conjunction with 
Stork, he pulled down all the images in the 
churches which Luther had left standing ; and 
then, finding an anny in his followers, be com- 
menced leveller, and openly taught that all dis- 
tinctions of rank were usurpatfons on the rights 
of mankind. At the head of 40,000 men, he 
ravaged the country. The landgrave of Hesse 
■t length defeated bim ; 7000 of the enthusiasts 
fell in battle, and the rest, with their leader fled : 
he was taken and beheaded at Hulhausen, in 
U85. 

MUNCKER, Thomas, a learned author, died 
in 1680. 

MUNDAY, Antony, a dramatic author, died 

in leas. 

MUNDTNUS, a celebrated anatomist, was 
born at Florence, and died in 1318. 
MnNICH, Burchard Christopher, of Olden- 



service of Peter I. of Ruiria, who made lilBt a 
marshal ; he died in 1787. 

MUNNICKS, John, profesMMr of physic and 
botany at Utrecht, died in 1711. 

MUNSTER, Sebastian, a German Lutheran 
divine, eminent for his great knowledge in the 
Hebrew and other oriental languages, the m«- 
tliemaiics, and natural philosophy, and for m. 
great number of works which he publlstied on 
all these subjects, bom in 1489, died in 1553. 

MUNTING, Abraham, a learned botaniat, 
of Groneiiger, died in 1683. 

MUI^US, Don Juan Baptista, a most volu- 
minous Spanisli writer, who published 130 vote, 
of historical and other works, many original 
documents and letters of Columbus, Zimenea, 
&c., and other productions relating to America, 
and was employed in 1779 by the king of Spaip 
to write the History of the New WorhL He 
died at Madrid, about 1799. 

MURALT, Beatt Lewis dc, a Swiss, who 
travelled over Europe, author of letters on the 
French and English ; he died in 1760. 

BIURAT, Joachim, a soldier of fortune, who 
emerged from obscurity during the French re- 
volution, became a distinguished general in the 
armies of France, a duke and marshal of the 
cmnire under Napoleon, and afterwards king 
of Naples. He married a sister of Buonaparte ; 
was with him in several of his celebrated cam- 
paigns, in Egypt, In Austria, and in Russia, and^ 
was shot by order of the allied sovereigns, Oct. 
1815. 

MURATORI, Lewis Antony, kn eminen 
Italian antiquary, and Latin historian and cri 
tic, born in 1672, died in 1750. The priiidpat. 
of his very voluminous works are, " Reruoi 
Italicarum Scriptores ab anno Ere Christiana 
500 ad 1500," S7 vols, folio; " Antiquitatee 
Italicc, mcdii ^vi, sive Dissertationes de Mori 
bus Italici Populi, ab Incliuailone Romani Jm 
peril usque ad annum 1500.** 6 vols, folio ; "An 
uali d*Italia del principio delP era volgare fino 
all* anno 1500," n vols. 

MURETUS, Mark Antony, a very ingenious 
and learned French poet and critic, born in 1535, 
died In 1585. 

MURILLO, Bartholomew, a Spanish painter, 
whose pieces were so roucli admired as to obtain 
for him from the king, a patent of nobility ; he 
died in 1683. 

MURPHY, Arthur, a barrister at law, aud 
celebrated dramatic and miscellaneous writer, 
bom about the year 1737. At 19 years of age, 
he was sent to England, and intended for a 
mercantile life; but literature and the stage 
drew his attention, and soon absorbed his mind. 
On the 18th of October, 1754, he made his first 
appearance at Covent Garden theatre, in the 
character of Othello; after which he confined 
himself to writing plays for others to act. His 
dramas are 22 in number, of which his tragedy 
of the Grecian Daughter and several comeilies 
and fiarces, still keep possession of the stage. 
He also wrote a periodical paper Jn the manner 
of llie Spectator, called ** The Gfa}^*8 Inu Jour- 
nal ;** and toward the close of his life publislied 
anexcellent translation of " Tacitus.** He died 
in 1805. 

MURRAY, James, earl of, natural son of 
James V. of Scotland. He wiiS guilty of bar- 
barous conduct towards Mary, queen of ^cots, 
who had ennobled him, and was shot in 1571. 
MURRAY, Thomas, a Scotch poruait pain^ 



bdrgh, learned the art of war under Eugene and! er, patronized by the royal family of England 
Marlborough. He dtoUngoiabed lilnuwlf to theJue died in 1734. 
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MURRAY, William, a Scotch dtosenUng mi 
nister, and an author ; he died Id 1753. 
MURRAY, James, a Scotch divine, refused 

{preferment at home, settled la London, and died 
n 1758. Another dissenting divine of the same 
name wrote a history of the American war, and 
other works, and died in 1782. 

MURRAY, William, earl of Mansfield, born 
in 1705, died in 1793. In 1756 he was appointed 
to the office of lord chief Justice of the King's 
Bench, which he held for upwards of 30 years, 
with a splendour and reputation unrivalled. 
His Judgments in that court were particularly 
fortunate; for, during the whole time of his 
preaidinff tliere, there were few or no instances 
of their being either arraigned or reversed. He 
thrice refused the office of lord high chancellor, 
and never took any grant or emolument from 
^h« king, fbr himself or any person l>eIongiDg to 
him. 

MURRAY, Joseph, a distinguished lawyer, of 
New- York, known as the liberal benefactor of 
Kind's (now Columbia) college, in that city. 

MURRAY. William Vans, an eminent law- 
yer, of Maryland, was a member of Congress 
from that state, and afterwards minister from 
the United States to the Batavian republic, and 
ambassador, with Messrs. Ellsworth and Davie, 
to Prance { he died in 1803. 

MURRAY) James, a native of Rhode- Island, 
was a distinguished officer in the British army 
In India, and rendered important services to 
that government ; he died at Calcutta, in 1805. 

MURRAY, John, Jan., an eminent merchant, 
of New- York, distinguished for hisj;)hilanthropy 
and benevolence. Many of the charitable in- 
Btitutioua of that city owe their origin to him. 
He diet* in 1819. 

MURTOLA, Gaspard, an Italian poet, died at 
Borne, in 1634. 

.MUSA, Antonins, a Greek physician, in the 
sirvice of Augustus, who first recommended 
the cold bath. ^ 

MUSiEUS, an ancient Greek poet, who lived 
before Homer, of whom we have nothing now 
remaining, except a poem on "The Loves of 
Hero and Leander,'* and the titles of some 
poems recorded by ancient authors. 

MUSCHENBROBCK, Peter de, a very distin- 

Gished natural philosopher and mathematician, 
m at Utrecht, in 1603, died in 1761. 
MUSCULUS, Wolfffangas, a famous divine, 
bom in Lorraine. He left the BenedictineH 
and embraced Luther's doctrines, and promot- 
ed tho reformation at Bern. He was a man 
of great learning and eloquence. He died in 

MUSCULUS, Andrew, a Lutheran divine, 
and professor at Frankfort on the Oder; he died 
in 1580. 

MUSGRAVE, Dr. William, an eminent En- 
glish physician and antiquary, and secretary to 
the Royal Society, bom in 1657, died in 1721. 

MUSIUS, Cornelius, professor of belies let- 
Crcs in Flanders ; he was cruelly put to death, 
on account of his religion, in 1572. 

MUSS ASA, a warlike princess, who succeed- 
ed her father as sovereign of Congo. She dress- 
ed in male attire, and often conducted her sol- 
diers to battle. She floarishc£l in the 17th cen- 
tury. 

MUSS ATI, Albertin, a historian and poet, of 
Padua, and minister to the emperor Henry Vli. ; 
he died in 1638. 

MUSSO, Cornelius, a famous preacher, and 
member of the council of Trent -flia sermons 



are curious, and contain quotations from Homei 
as frequently as from the Scriptures. He died 
at Rome, in 1574. 

MUSTAPHA I., succeeded to the Turkish 
throne in 1617, and was strangled In 16^3. 

MUSTAPHA II., succeeded to the Turkish 
throne in 1695. He was an able warrior, but 
gave himself up to luxury, cmd was compelled 
to descend from the throne in 1703. 

MUSTAPHA IIL, ascended the throne in 
1757, and died in 1774. 

MUSURUS, Marcos, a celebrated Greek poet, 
and critic, to whom we are obliged for the first 
editions of " Aristophanes" and ." Athensus,'* 
died in 1517. 

MUTIAN, Jeremy, an admired German paint- 
er, died in 1500. 

MUTIUS, Calitts Scasvola, an illustrious Ro- 
man, distinguished for tiis attack on Porsenna. 

MUTIUS, Hulric, historical professor at Basil, 
died in the 16th century. 

MUY, Loui# Nicolas Victor, count de, a nar 
tive of Marseilles, his bravery raised him to be 
a marshal of Fronce, and ditoister of war. He 
died in 1775. 

MUYS, William, of Sleenvick, was an able 
writer on philosophy and botanyj^and died in 

MUZIO, Jerome, an Italian author, died in 
1576. 

MYDORGE, Claude, an able mathematician, 
of Paris, died in 1647. 

MYLNE, Robert, an architect, bora at Edin- 
buigh, in 1734. He was employed in the erec- 
tion of Blackfriars' Bridge, and was appointed 
surveyor of St. Paulas Cathedral, died in 1811. 

MYN, Herbert Vander, a celebrated Dutch 
painter, died in 1741. • 

MYREPSUS, Nicolas, a physician, of Alex- 
andria, of the 13th century. 

MYSON, a celebrated Greek pbiloeophec, 
ra ked bv some among the seven wise men. 

MYTENS, Arnold, an eminent Dutch painter, 
died in 1602. 

MYTENS, Martin, a Swedish painter, mach 
respected by the emperor Charles VI., died in

NA6I-EFFENDI, a Turkish poet of great 
merit, of the I7th century. 

NABIS, kinff of Lacedsemon, noted for his 
cruelties, died 104 B. C. 

NABONASSAR, a king of Babylon, supposed 
to be the Baladan of Scripture, founded that 
epoch which began 747 B. C. 

NABOPOLASSAR, king of Babylon, inva- 
ded and divided the kingdom of Syria 626 B. C , 
and died 21 years after. 

N^^EVIUS, Cneius, of Campania, an ancient 
Latin poet, died 203 B. C. 

NAHUM, one of the minor prophets, in the 
reign of Hezekiah. 

NAIRON, Faustus, a Maronite, and -professor 
of Syriac in the Sapienza college at Rome, died 
in 1707. He maintained that the Maronites had 
preserved inviolate the Christian faith. 

NALSON, Valentine, an English divine, and 
author of sermons, died in 1724. 

N ALTON, James, was ejected for non-con- 
formity in 1662, and died in 1663. 

NANCEL, Nicholas de, a French physician, 
and author of some eminence, died in IblO. 

NANFAN, John, colonial governor of New 
York, about 1701. 
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^'ANI, Juhu Baptist, anoUeVenetiaii Mate*- 
man, and aothoroT a " History of Venice," of 
much reputation, born in 1616, died in 1678. 

N ANmUS, Peter, profeMor at Louvaln, wrote 
■everai works, and died in 1557. 

NANOUIERi Simon, a French poet of the 
16th eenturv. 

NANTEUIL, Robert, a celebrated French de- 
signer and engraver to Louis XIV., born in 1630, 
died in 1678. 

NA19TI6NI, Lewis Chazot de, a Frendi 
writer, and autlior of " Historical Genealogies 
of liingiandMiiperors,*' ict, ; he died in 1755. 

NAOGEORGVfl, Thomas, a native of Bava- 
ria ; he wrote satires against the papists, and 
died in 1578. 

NAPIER, John, lofd, a Seotbfa noMeman, ce- 
lebrated as a philosopher and mathematician, 
and as the inventor or logarfthms for the use of 
naviffators, born in 1590, died in 1617. 

NARB8, James, doctor of music, organist of 
the chapel-royal at St. James*, master of the 
ehlldren of the said royal chapel, and composer 
of divers anthems, whien manifest the strength 
of his genius, and, together with his other 
works, will perpetuate his name, andnank him 
with the first in bis profemion ; be was l>om in 
1715, and died in 1783. 

NAR3ES, king of Persia, died A. D. 303. 

NARSl^, a Persian eunuch, who was in the 
service of the Roman emperors, and at the head 
of their armies defeated tlie Goths. He died in 
553. 

Jf ASH, Thomas, a satirist against the puri- 
tan s, and a dramatic writer, born about 1564. 
lie settled in London, where he died in 1001. 

/ iASH, Riciiard, commonly called Beau Nash, 
or king of Batli, bom at South Wales, in 1G74, 
ai d died at Bath, in 1761. 

KASH, Francis, a l>rigadier^general in tlic 
A nerican army, during the revolution ; he was 
ki led at the battle of Germantown, in 1777. 

NASINI, Joseph Nicholas, an Italian painter 
oi some celebritv ; he (H«d In 1736. 

NASMITH, James, D. D.,an English divine 
aiid writer, died in 1808. 

NATALIS, Michael, an engraver, of Liege, 
eminent in his profession, died in 1670. 

NATHAN, a prophet in the age of David. 

NATHAN, Isaac, or Mordecai, the first who 
published a Hebrew concordance, which lie com- 
pleted in 1448. 

NATTIER, John Mark le, a French painter, 
patronised by the French king ; he died in 1766. 

NATTIER, Lawrence, of Swabia, published 
a book on ancient gems, and died in 1763. 

NAUCLERUS, John, professor of law at Tu- 
bingen, and an author, died in the 16th century. 

MAUDE, Gabriel, a learned Frenchman, 
treated with kindness by Richelieu and Maza- 
rin, died in 1653. 

NAUDB, Philip, bom at Metz, was professor 
of mathematics at Berlin, and died in 1739. 

NAUNTON, sir Robert, a statesman, and 
secretary of state to James I. His '* Fragmenta 
Regalia** •SfiBtaittS some curious anecdotes of 
the court or queen Elizabeth. Sir Robert died 
in 1633. 

NAVAGERO, Andrew, a noble Venetian, 
who was employed as ambassador to Francis I. ; 
he died in 1529. 

NAVAGERO, Bernard^ of the same family, 
was made a cardinal, and was present at the 
council of Trent; he died in 1565. 

NAVARRE, Peter, a famous wvrior of the 
Ifitb eentury. 
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NAVARBTTA, Ferdinand, a Spaoisii Domi- 
nican, who, for his eloquence, was em|4oyed M 
a missionafY in China , he died in 168U. 

NANARETTA, Baltbasar, a Spanish Domi 
nican, and an author of the 16Ui century. 

NAVIER, Peter Toussaint, a native of St. 
Dizier, eminent for his discovery of nitrous 
ether, and the combinatiou of mercury with 
iron. He died in 1779. 

NAYLER, James, a remarkable enthusiast, 
bom in 1616, he became a convert of the faiu- 
ous George Fox to quakerism, and, commeacinc 
preacher, he set out for Bristol, attended by a 
numerous cavalcade singing, " Holy, lioly, holy, 
Lord God of Sabaoth ; Hosanuah in the behest.* 
holy, holy, holy, I<ord God of Israel.'* He was 
brought before parliament, tried and condemned 
as guilty of blaspbcn^) , and sentenced to imprir 
Bonment for life. But two years afteri he was 
liberated, and died in 1066. 

NBAL, Daniel, anon- conformist divine, bom 
in 1678. In 1706, he was chosen pastor of aa 
Independent congregation in London. As a 
writer, his principal productions are, " A His* 
tory of New-England,'* and " A^History of liis 
Puritans.*' He died in 1743. 

NEANDER, Michael, a learned protestantj 
born ill Silef^ia, and rector of the university or 
lifeldt 40 years; he died in 1595. A'physician 
and author of the same name, died at Jena, in 
1561. 

NEARCHUS, one of Alexander's captains, 
and who, under his command, navigated the 
Indian ocean. We have a very curious account 
|of his " Voyage from the Mouth of the Indus to 
Babylon.** Arrian, however, calls the veracity 
(of Nearchos in question. 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR L, or NABUCHA 
DONOSOR, Icin^j of Nineveh and Baboon, 
Uupposed to have been the founder of ttie kiu^ 
Idom of Nineveh. 

NEBUCHADNEZZAR II., king of Babylon, 
Isupposed to have been a son of the former. He 
was banished from the society of men, horded 
among wild beasts, and, after 7 years, was restor 
ed to his throne. He died about 562 B. C. 

NECHO,orthePHARAOHNECHO, of Scrip- 
ture, died about 600 B. C. 

NECK, John VaOj an eminent Dutch painier, 
died in 1714. 

NECKER, Noel Joseph, of Flanders, obtained 
celebrity in medicine and botany, ai<d died in 
1793. 

NECKER, Jaiifes, a native ofGeneva, kn(»wn 
as a financier. He went as ambaieador to France, 
where, in 1765, be obtained the Qt^ce of Syndic 
to the East India Company, and in 1775, waf 
made director of the royal treasury ; was twice 
prime minister of France ; but the revolution 
destroyed his popularity, and he retired to 
Switzerland, where be died in 1804, aged 72. 
He is author of a work on the Finances of 
France, and a Treatise on the Influence of Reli- 
gious Opinions. 

NECKHAM, Alexander, an Englishman and 
abbot of St. Mary's, admired as a learned moo 
and a poet ; he died in 1227. 

NECTARIUS, made patriarch of Constanti 
nople by the vounger Theodosius, In 381 . Hav- 
ing governed the church with great piety, and 
abolished the use of confession in the East, he 
died in 397. 

NEEDH AM, Marchamont, an English politica. 
and satirical writer, bom in Oxfordshire, in 1620, 
died in 1678. 
NEEDHAM, Jphn Tub^rrllle, an Eiis»«-»

NESTdHt, a monk of the convent of Petcher- 
sti, at Kiof, in Russia, bom in 1066, died in 111& 
His great work la his ** Ghwnicie ;'* which eon- 
tains a series of the Rnesian annals from 858 to 
about 1113. Mr. Muller informs us, that " the 
labours of Nestor, and Ms three continuatom^ 
have produeed a connected series of the Russian 
hhitoi^, so complete, that no nation can boast a 
similar treasure ihr so knur and unbroken a pe* 
rtod.** 

NBSTORIU8, a E^an, bishop of OiMistau- 
tinople in 491 . He was deposed -fbr denying the 
incMnatlon of the Redeemer. 

NETSCHER, Gaspard, an emhient Polfaih 
painter, settled in Holland, born In 1(536, died in 
16 84. 

NEUBAUER, Ernest Frederic, prpftssorof 
theoloffy, atGrecsen, died in 1748. 

NEUBAUER, Francis, a Bohemian, a ce^ 
brated musician, died In 1795. 

NEUHOFF, Theodore de, a German, bom at 
Metz, better known by the style of Theodore I ' 
king of Corsica. Being at Leghorn in 1730, he 
Was encouraged by the English mlnititer tog<i^ 
to Comiea, wkd hea4 the maleoontents against 
(be Genoese government. At Tuni9, ke nego- 
Uated for arms and ammunition, kn4 vessels, 
with wMeh he embarked for Corsica, wfaei^'he 
' owned king of the itiand ; irat the Ge 
noese having applied to the Ftiench, he wat 
obliged to abandon Corsica in' 1737. He retired 
to Bngtand<; and was for many years eonl|ne4 il^ 
the King*8 Beni3» prison for debt. Being re^ 
leased by an act of meolvency in 1796, he gnve 
in aaoheduie the kingdom cf Corsica, as his es* 
tate, to his oreditofs, and died in December ol^ 
the same year.

NBWeOMB, Thortias, an English divine, 
poet, and translator, of considerable merit, Who 
died about 1784^ upwards of 90 years of age. 

NEWCOME, William, a teamed prelate, 
archbishop of Armagh, end author of various' 
theoloelcal publications ; he died in 1799. 

NEWCOMEN, Matthew,a non-conlbrmlst di'-' 
vin'', ejected in 1603, and one of the Westniit 
scvUMotMy ^ dl^lnea; bi^«ed in lOOO. 
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NEWBLL, SuHiel, om of tbe iMt 
can iiilMlonnia to India; lie died at Bombay, 
in 1831. 

NEWELL, Harriet, wife of the preoadliig, 
was a native of llaHachiiaacia, and was born 
in 1793. 8be accoanpaaied her bMsband to In 
dia, and died at the Isle of Franee, In 1819. 

NEWLAND, Peler, a learned Doicbnan, 
and an able professor of ntattaematics and phi- 
fcwophjr, at Utiecht and Aavterdaai ; he died in 

NEWMAN, Fnmeis, governor of the eolony 
of New-Haven, died in 1061. 

NEWMAN, Bamuel, am English divine, who 
removed to America in 1<Q8, and settled hi Maa- 
•achusetts. He published a eoncordanoe of tlie 
fiible, and died in 1663. 

NEWTON, John, an English mathemaUcian, 
and chaplain to Charies II. ; he died in 1678. 

NEWTON. Richard, a learned divlae, and 
principal of Harthall ; he died la 1753. 

NEWTON, Thomas, an English divine, au- 
thor of a history of the Saracens, and other 
works ; be died in 1607. 

NEWTON, sir Isaac, a most celebrated Eng- 
lish philosopher and mathematician, and one of 
the greatest geniuses that ever appeared in the 
world, was born at Woolstrope, in Lincolnshire, 
in 1649, and died in 1727. His discoveries in op- 
tics, (particularty his invention or improve 
ment of the reflecting telescope,) and in otner 
branches of natural philosophy and the mathe- 
matics, are generally known. Of his nnmeroui 
works, the most esteemed are, '* Treatise on 
Optics/' and " Naturalis Philosophic Principia 
Mathematica.* ' 

NEWTON, Dr. Thomas, bishop of Bristol, 
aad dean of Sl PauKs, bom in 1703, died in 
1788, having distinguished himself by publishing 
an eidition, with annotations, of " Hiilon*s Pa 
radise Lost,** and "Paradise Regained;** but 
more by hie learned and valuable " Dissertatloos 
on the Prophecies.*' 

NEWTON, John, an English divine, author 
of sermons and other valuable religious worlcs ; 
he died in 1807. 

NIGAISE, Claude, a learned French anti- 
quary, bom at Dijon. He published aooM works, 
and died in iTOt 

NICANDER, an ancient Greek poet and me 
dical writer, of wliose numerous works (for 
f abricius has enumerated many) only two have 
reached us; his "Theriaca** and '* Alexiphar^ 
maca." These, however, are valuaole r«mainsi 
apd place him in the *oremo8( rank of didactic 
poets, blending pretty equally amusement witli 
bstnpction. He lived about 140 B. G. 

NICAUSIS, or BALKIS, was, according to 
the Arabians, the same permn that is styled the 
queen of Shdlia in the Scriptures. 
. NiCCOLLS, Rlchaid, an English poet of con 
sfderable merit, bom in 1564. The most mate 
rial of his works are, his additions to the Mirror 
for Magistrates, under the title of " A Winter 
Night's Vision, 1610 ;'* to which he subjoined 
** England's Elixa," dec. 

NICEPHORU3, Blemmidas, a monk, of 
Mount Athos, in the 13th century, who jenwed 
the dignity of patriarch of Ccmstantioonle. 

NICEPHORuS,Gregoras,aGree|i historian, 
born about the close of the 13th century. He 
compiled a histoiy, from 1304 to 1341. 

NICEPHORUt), Callistus, a Greek historian, 

who flourished in the 14th century, and wrote 

an " Ecclesiastical History," in 33 books, 18 of 

which are still nffoUt containing tha twwa»- 
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of the ehoreh from the Mrth of Chrlsl ic 
the death of the tmpaor Phocas, in 610. 

NICEPHORU8, 1., chancellor of the Eastern 
empire, seixed the throne in 802, and banished 
the empress A«ne. He fell in battle. 

N1CEPHORU8 n., Phocas, a noble, so prpu- 
lar, that his virtues elevated* Mm to the throne, 
in 063. He was assassinated in 069. 

NICEPHORUB III., a Roman general, raisei 
to the throne of Oonstantinoirfe 1^ his army, in 
1078. He was deposed three yean after. 

NICERON, John Francis, a French friar and 
ceiebiaied pMkisopherand mathematician, bom 
in 1613, died in 1646. 

NICERON, John Peter, commonly called fa 
ther Niceron, a very eminent French biocrapber, 
bora in 1685, died in 1736. He wrote " Memoirs 
of Men illnetrioas In tlie Republic of Letters, 
with a critical Account <iii their Works,** ice. 

NICETA8, David, of theOth centuiy, author 
of the Life of Ignatius, of Constantinople. 

NICETAS, suraamed 8ERRON, of Constan 
tinople, an eminent Greek commentator on sa- 
cred history, in the 11th century. 

NICETAS, Arhominates, a Greek historian, 
who wrote a " History or Annals, from the 
death of Alexis Comnenus, fai 1118, to that of 
Boudouin, in 1905," and died hi 1906. 

NICHOLAS, Abraham, an English penman 
of some note* died in 1744. 

NICHOLLS, Fmnk, physician to George II., 
of England ; he wrote some medleat works, and 
died in 1779. 

NICHOLS, Richard, governor of the colonies 
of New- York and New Jeney, wasdlstinguish- 
ed for the wisdom and prudence of his admi- 
nistration. He returned to England in 1667. 

NICHOLS, Dr. WilHam, an English divine, 
and controverrial writer, bom in 1664, died ic 
1716. 

NICHOLSON, William, a writer on mathe- 
matics, bom in London, In 17S3, was an inde- 
faiigable and enterprising man, but died poor, 
in 1815 ; having given to the world, ** An Intro- 
duction to Natural Philosophy,'* "The Navign- 
tor*s Assisunt;" Memoin and Travels of eoum 
Benyowsky ;*' " A Dictionary of Chymistry •*' 
" A Journal of Natural PhiloMphy, Chymistry, 
and the Arts.'* 

NICHOLSON, sir Francis, lieutenant-govern- 
or of the colony of New-Yorit, and afterwards, 
successively, governor of Vin^ia, in 1690, m 
Maryland, in 1604, of Nova Scotia, in 1713, and 
of South Carolinain 1790. He died in London, 
in 1738. 

NICHOLSON, James, a captain In the Ame- 
rican navy, during the revolutionary war; ha 
was bora in Maryland, in 1734. 

NICIAS, a renovmed Athenian eeneral, pot 
to death by the Syraeusaas, 413 B. 0> 

NICOD£MUB,a learned Jew, who visited 
our Saviour by night. 

NICOLAI, John, a French Dominican, and* 
professor of theology, at Paris ; he wrote t ii eol a* 
gical wcH-ks, and died in 1693; 

NICOLAS, a proselyte, of Antloeh, one of 
the seven deacons of thefirat church at Jerusa- 
lem. 

NICOLAS, Sl, bishop of Myn, lived In th« 
age of Constantino the Great, and asristed at tlm< 
Nicene council. 

NICOLAS I., sumamed the Great, Was elect* 
ed pope in 858. He was the cause of the schism 
between tiie Greek and liatin churches, and died 
in 867. 

NICOLAS ILt fl«nkd,or 9m9Ui^*>^ 
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electfld pope in IftSCL He extended the papal 
power, and died in 106L 

NICOLAS IIL, JohnGaetan,wa8 elected pope 
in 1377. He sent miaeionariee to Tartaiy, and 
died In 1380. 

NICOLAS IV., N. de Rubeis, was eleeted pope 
fti 1388. He was a man of Warning, and died 
In 1393. 

NICOLAS v., Tbomaa de Sarzanne, an Ita- 
lian, was elected pope in 1447. He gained uni- 
versal respect for bn wisdom and moderation, 
and>died in 1455. 

NICOLAS, of Damascus, a pbliosopher and 
historian of tbe age of Augustus. 

NtCOLAS, of Gusa, son of a fisherman, rose 
by his merit, and .was appcnnted ambassador by 
Eugenius Iv., to several courts. He died in 
1454. 

NICOLAS, of Lyra, a Jew, converted to 
Christianity. He taught divinity with reputa- 
tion, and died in 1340. 

NICOLAS, oi Munster, founder of a sect 
called the House of Love, died in 1540. 

NICOLAS, of Pisa, an oninent architect and 
sculptor, floorished in the I3th century. 

NICOLAS £YMERICK,adominican,of Gi- 
ronne, and author of Uie Directory of the In- 
quisitors ; he died in 1309. 

NICOLAS, Augustine, an advocate of Besan- 
con, and an author, he«died in 1605. 

NICOLE, John, a French lawyer of some re- 
jmtation, died in 1<J78. 

NICOLE, Claude, usually called the Presi- 
dent Nicole, born in France, in 1611»died in 1685. 
His works consist of translations into French 
verse of several works of " Ovid," "Horace," 
'* Persius," " Martial," " Seneca the tragedian," 
"Claudian," and others. 

NICOLE, Peter, an eminent French divine. 
He was a Sazsenist, a man of great abilities, and 
left some works; he died in 1695. 

NICOLE, Francis, a distinguished French 
mathematician, died in 1758. 

NICOLL, John, M. D., a native of Scotland, 
was a distinguished physician of New York. 
From a sincere attachment to the constitution 
and discipline of the dmroh of Scotland, he 
engaged In establishing a presbyterian church 
In New- York, to which he devoted a great part 
o( his esute. He died in 1743. 

NICOLO DEL ABBATE, a celebrated Ital 
Ian painter, .of the 16th century. 

NlCOLSON, WUUam, archbishop of Cashel, 
in Ireland, born in 1655; died in 1737 ; distin- 
guished as a historian, critic, and antiffuary. 
His three books, called severally, " TheBnglish, 
Jcishy and Scottish Historical Xiibraries," are 
works in very good esteem. < 

NICOMEDES, a mathematician of the Sd 
century. 

NICON, patriarth of the Russian empire. 
His publicaiion of the Bible in the Russian 
language created enemies amon|; tbe clergy, and 
lie was compelled to abdicate bis office in 1679. 

NICOT, John, ambassador from France to 
Portugal. He wrote a French and Latin Dic- 
6onary, j&c, and died in 1600. 

NIDHARD, John Everard, an Austrian Je- 
suit, was made inquisitor-general of Spsln, and 
minister, and died ia 1661. 

NIEUHOFF, John de, a Dutchman, and am 
bassador from the Dutch East India CcMnpany 
to China, in the 17tb coitury. 

NIEUWBNTYT, Bernard, a learned Dutch 
man, and the author of several mathematioal 
works, he died in 1730. . 
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NI6ER,C. Pescennius Justus, governor of Sy- 
ria, proclaimed emperor of Rome by his army, 
in 193, but afterwards defeated and slain by us 
rival. 

NI6IDIUS FIGULUS, Publius, was one of 
the most learned authors of ancient Rome after 
Varro, a philosopher of the Pythagorean sect, 
and a great astrologer ; be also applied himseli 
to state affairs, and was a very able minister. 
He died in exile, 45 B.C. 

NI6RISOLI, Jerome, an Italian physician 
and author, died in 1689. 

NILBS, Samuel, an American elergsrman 
settled at Braintree, Mass. ; he died in 1763. 

NINUS, the founder of tbe Assyrian empire 
was son of Belus, and husband of Semiramis, 
to whom he left the kingdom, 3164 B. C. 

NIPHUS, Augnstin, a fkmous philosopher, 
of Calabria, died In 1550. 

NISBBT, sir John, lord advocate of Scotland, 
in the reign of Charles II. 

NISBBT, Charles, D. D., a clergyman of Scot- 
land, was chosen first president of the college 
of Carlisle, in Pennsylvania, in 1783, and held 
that office, with reputation and success until his 
death in 1804. 

NIVELLE DE LA CHAUSSEE, PeterClaude, 
an admired French poet, died in 1754. 

NIVERNOIS, Lewis JuUus'Mancini, duke of, 
minister of state, and ambassador abroad, ne- 

Ktiated the peace of 1763, at London. He is 
town as a poet and a writer, and died in 1798. 

NIZOLIUS, Marios, an Italian grammarian 
of the 16tb century. 

NOAH, son of Lamecb, was saved from de- 
struction in the ark, built by the direction of 
God.

NO AILLES, Lewis Antony de, cardinal and 
archbisbop of Paris. Though by birth, duke of 
St. Cloud, he preferred the ecclesiastical state to 
political distinction ; be died in 1739.

NOBLE, Eustache de, a Frenchman, who 
by his abilities, rose to be procurer of the par 
liament of Metz. He wrote several works, and 
died in 1711. 

NOGAROLA, Isotta, a learned lady, of Ve 
rona, well acquainted with phikxK^y, theolo- 
gy, and the learned languages ; she died in 1468. 

NOGAROLA, Lewis, a noble Venetian, was 
at the council of Trent ; he died in 1559. 

NOINVILLE, James Bernard de, the author 
of several works, died in 1768.

He was a war- 
rior, poet, priest, and monarch, and worshipped 
by his countrymen, as a god, after his deam. 

ODO, Saint, abbot of Clugni, distingufslied for 
his great learning aad sanctity : he died In 943. 

ODO, of Kent, flourished in the 13th century, 
a ver)^ learned and eloquent Benedictine prior 
and abbot He died in 1171, having composed 
many valuable works. 

CBCOLAMPADIUS, John, a German divine, 
eminent among tbe refonnera of the church, 
born in 1482, died, of the plague, in 1^1. 

OiCUMENIUS, a Greek writer of the 10th 
century. 

OFFA, king of Mercia, was the first who es- 
tablished the Peter-penee tribute ; he died in 794 

OGDBN, Samuid, a learned and pious Eng 
iish divine, bom in 1716, died in 1778. 

OGDBN, Matthias, an olRcer In the American 
army during the revolution, and afterwards a 
brigadier-general in tbe service of the United 
States ; be died ra 1791.

He 
served under prince Eug^ne^ nnd Hi tlie •eimie 
of bis conntry, but is most renowned fer hit 
snecessfUl enterprise in Georgia, of which state' 
be was the founder. He died. In Engiand, ia

OLAUS, Magnu% archbishop of Upsal, if

bh America, educated at Madrid, pttbllabed the 
Triampb of tbe Gospel, and died In tbe reign 
of Charles III. 

OLDCA8TLE, sir Jolin, called tbe food lord 
Cobbain, the first author, as well as the first 
martyr, on the rerorftiation from popery, 
born in tbe reign of Edward III. He was one 
of tbe leaden in the reforming party, who 
drew up a number of articles against the cor- 
ruptions which tlien prevailed among chweii- 
men, and denied tbe scripcoral dominion of the 
pope. As a heretic, be was bung in chains 
alive upon a gallows, and fire being put under 
bim, he was burnt to death in 1418. 

OLDENBURG, Henry, a learned German 
genlieman, who, being settled in London as 
consul for Bremen, became first secretary to the 
Boyal Society; to which olfice, he applied him- 
self with extraordinary diligence, and' began 
the publication of tbe ^' Philosophical Transac 
Uons/* with No. 1, in 1664. He died in 1678. 

OLDENBURGEN, Philip Andrew, professor 
of history and law at Geneva, died in 1676. 

OLDERMAN, John, a German, and Greek 

Srofcssor at Helmstadt, wrote some valuable 
iasertations, and died in 1723. 

OLDFIELD, Anne, a celebrated English ac 
tress, and accomplished woman, was bom in 
IfiSL and died in 1730. 

OLDFIELD, T. P., an English youth of extra- 
ordinary genius, died in 1804, in bis 16tb year. 
At the age of five and a half years his body was 
debilitale4 with sickness, but his ioind presented 
the finest display of human perfection. He ba- 
earoe a great proficient in mathematics, philoso- 
phy, astronomy, geography, history and paint- 
log. His memory was extremely retentive. He 
never forgot any thing with which he was once 
acquaint^, and he would frequently take admi 
cable likenesses of persons who struck him from 
memory He was never known to be out of 
temper, and though he sufi'ered an illness of 
ten years, never repined or seemed impatient. 

OLDHAM, John, an eminent English poet, 
was bom in 1653. His genius lay chiefly in 
satire. He died in 1683. 

OLDISWORTH, William, a political and 
miscellaneous writer, in the reigns of queen Anne 
and Geoiie I. He was one of tbe original au 
tbors of the " Examiner,** published several 
other workst and died in 1734. 

OLDMIXON, John, an English historian and 
poet, a violent party writer, and a severe and 
malevolent critic, died iu 17^. He was a man 
of learning and abilities. 

OLDYS, William, Norroy king at arms, weU 
versed in English antiquities, a correct writer, 
and a good historian, bora in 1696, died in 1761. ■ 

OLEARttJS, Godfrey, a learned German, and 
professor of divini^ at Leipsic, died in 1713. 

OLEARIUS, GodfVey, a learned Greek pro- 
fessor and writer, bom in 1673, and died in ins, 
having published several works, and translated 
*' Stanley's History of Philosophy" into Latin, 
with " Notes and Dissertations" of bis own. 

OLEARIUS, Adam, a Gennan wrUer, and 
minister to the duke of Holstein ; who having 
occasion to send an ambassador to the gfeat 
duke of Muscovy, and tbe king of Prussia, m>- 
oointed Olearius secretary to the embassy. On 
his return, be drew up " A Reletlon of his 
Journeys," which was published in 1656. He 
was bora In 1590, and died in 14i7L 

O'LEARY, Arthur, a native of Iceland, who 
entered into the Franciscan order of Cafiiflbimk

self by bis writings, both on rellgioue and poli- 
tical subjects, by which he gained the esteem of 
ill parties, as a friend to freedom, liberality and 
toleration. His addresses lo tbe catboUcs gained 
him tbe most flattering notice of the Irish ^ 
veroroent ; he died in London, in 1808, aged 73. 

OLEAflTER, Jerom, a Portuguese Domini- 
can, wasoflbred a Msboprie, which bedecilaed 
for the ofltee of grand-Inquisitor; he died tai 
1968. 

OLEN, an ancient Greek poet His age Is 
fabulous. 

OLE8NIKI, lUgneus, a noUe Pole, wasmade 
cardinal, and died in 149S. 

OUMPO, Balthaaar, an Italian poet, of tbe 
10th century. 

OLIVA, Alexander, general of the Aagosda 
monks, a celebrated cardtnal, and learned theo- 
togical writer, was bom in 1406, and died in 

OLIVA, John, a learned eceleelascie, of Ro- 
Vigo, and secretary to tbe conclave ; be died In 
1757. 

OLIVARES, Gasper de Guzman, coant de, 
an illustrious Spaniijrd, minister under Philip V. 
He occasioned the total separation of Portugal 
from Spain, and died in 1643. 

OLIVER, Isaac, a celebmted English histori- 
cal and poru^t painter, was bora tai 1956, and 
died in 1617. 

OLIVER, Peter, an eminent Engllsb mini** 
ture painter, died in 1661. 

OLIVER, of Malmsbnry, a Benedtetlne, was 
an able mechanic, but attempting to fly witk 
wings which he had made, be fell and broke bli 
leg. He died in 1660. 

OLIVER, William, an able physician, of 
Bath, died in 1764. 

OLIVER, Claude Matthew, an advocate in 
the parliament of Aix, of great eloquence. He 
was an aiubor of merit, and died in 1736. 

OLIVER, DanieL a merebant, of Boston, 
eminent for piety ana benevolence, died in 1732. 

OLIVER, Andrew, lieutenant-governor of 
the colony of Massachusetts, died in 1774. Ha 
rendered himself unpopular toward the close 
of Us life by favouring tbe claims of the Britlali 
government upon the colonies. 

OLIVER, Peter, LL. D., broOier of the pre- 
ceding, was chief justice of Massachusetts, and 
like his brother, became extremely unpopular 
with tbe colonists. He retired to Eufdaad, where 
be died, in 1791. 

OLIVER, Thomas, lieutenant-governor of 
Massachusetts, at the oommencement of the re« 
volution. He espoused the cause ot the mother 
country, and went to England, where he died. 

OLIVET, Joseph, a Frenchman, chiefly me- 
morable for an excellent edition of " Cicere*a 
Works,*' died in 17C8. 

OLIVETAN, Robert, a relation of Calerie, 
who printed, at Neufcbatel. in 1535, tbe first 
French tHanslaticm of the Bible, from tbe Re- 
brew and Greek texts. He was poisoned tbe 
ensuing year. 

OLIVEYRA, Chevalier Francis de, a noMe 
Portugnese, employed in various embassies. 
His enlightened mind abandoned tbe popish re* 
ligion for tlie protestant. Be afterwards went 
to England and died in 1788. 

OLONNOIS, John David, a Fk-enchman fli* 
roous for his bold adventnre8%>n tbe ocean, in 
tbe I7th century. 

OLYBRIUB, Flavius AttteioB, fmsbandof lM 
NSistor of. Vnlaniininn UL, wm eettt into Mly 
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•jniiMt ft rebel, whom 1m pitM^ahfied euiperor 
of tbe West. lie afterwards deposed him and 
usurped the throne himself, and died In 479. 

OL YiMPIODORUS, a peripatetic philosopher 
of Egypt, in the age of the second Tbeodosius. 

OLZOFFSKt, Andrew, a learned Polish di- 
▼ine, was ambassador to Vienna. He died in 
KI78. 

OMAR I., caliph of the Saracens, the second 
after Mahomet, and one of the most rapid con- 
oaerors in modem history. He drove the Greelcs 
rrom Syria and Phcenicia; Jerusalem was sur- 
rendered to him ; his i^enerals took the capital 
of Pt rsia ; and soon aiYer, Memphis and Alex- 
andria submitted to his victorious troops : and 
In this conquest, tbe fkmoas Alexandrian libra- 
ry was burnt by these savages, who heated their 
itoves with Its valuable books. He was assas- 
llnated bv a Persian slave. In 643, the 10th year 
tX his reign, and 63d of his age. 

OMAR II., 13th caliph of the race of the Om- 
aiades, succeeded to the throne in 717. He was 
^ruel to tbe Christians, and was assassinated 
n790. 

OMEIS, Main^us Daniel, professor of belles 
cttres at Altorf, and author of several works ; 

lied in rm 

ONESICRITUS, a eynic philosopher, among 
Ae attendants of Alexander tbe Great. 

ONKSIMUS, a Phrygian slave, converted to 
Cihristianity by St Paul. 

ONKELOS, sumamedthe Proselyte, a famous 
Rabbi of the first century, and author of the 
Chaldee Targum on the Pentateuch. 

ONOMACRITCS, a Greek poet, about 516 
B. C. The poems entitled Orpheus, are ascribed 
to him. 

0N08 ANDER, a Greek author who flourish- 
ed about A. D. 50, and wrote commentaries up- 
(m " Plato's polities," which are lost ; but his 
name is particularly famous for his treatise " Of 
the duty and virtues of the general of an army,** 
which has been translated into several languages. 

ONUPHRIUS, Panvinius, acelebrated Augus- 
tine monk, born at Verona, in 1539, who, apply 
ing himself tothestudy of ecclesiastical history, 
continued the ** Lives of the Popes** begun by 
Platina. He acquired the title of the father of 
history ; and died in 1566. 

OORT, Adam Van, an eminent painter, of 
Antwerp, was bom in 1557. 

CK)ST, Jafnes Van, a celebrated Dutch pain- 
ter, died in 1000. 

OP1E, John, an eminent English artist, and 

Eraf^essor of painting. In the IU)3raI Academy 
[e was not merely an excellent artist, but was 
also an admirable writer upon the art He was 
bom in 1761, was the son of a humble carpen 
ter; he was drawn from his obscurity by the 
kind patronage of Dr. Woleot (nsually called 
Peter Pindar) and died In London, In 1807. 

OPITIUS, Henry, a Lutheran divine, and pro- 
fessor of oriental languages, at Keil ; he died in 
1712. 

OPITI0S, Martin, a fkmoos Sileslan poet, 
styled the "Virgil** of Germany; he died in 
1639, aged 48 years. 

OPORINUS, John, a famous Gemian printer, 
editor, and commentator on Greek and Latin 
■nthoni, bom in 1507, and died In 1568. 

OPPRDE, John Meyneir, baron d*, president 
of 'the parliament of Aix, made himself odiniis 
by tbe atrocities which he committed against 
the Vaudois. He died in 1558. 

'OPPI AfT, ft Greek poet wid-gnmmarian, who 
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Caracalla, who gave him a crown of gold fbr 
every line of his poems, wtienee they got the 
title of golden verses. He died at 30 years of 
age. 

OPSOPiEUS, John, from a corrector of the 
press, became wi enfinent physician, and proA»- 
sor of medicine, at Heidelberg ; he died m 1619. 

OPTATUS, an African bishop, who fionrisbed 
in the 14th century, under the empire ofValenti- 
nian and Vnlens. He wrote the " History of the 
Donatists,** the "Sacred Geography of Africa.*' 

ORDORAN. a monk, at Sens, and an author, 
died in the 14th century. 

ORELLANA, Francis, a Spaniard, who ac- 
companied Pizarro to Pera. He was the first 
European wno saw the great river Amazon, and 
perished, in 1550, in attempting to discover its 
mouth. 

ORGAN A, Andrew, an eminent painter, poet, 
and architect, bom at Florence, in 1399, and 
died in 1389. The greatest part of his paintings 
are at Pisa. Tn his picture of the universal 
judgment, he painted his friends In heaven, andf 
his foes in hell. 

ORIBASIUS, an eminent physician and medl- 
calwriter, of the 4th century, lie settled at 
Alexandria, in Egsrpt, and died in 370. 

ORIBASTIUS, of Pergamos, was physteian 
to the apostate Julian. 

ORIGEN, an illustrious father of the Christ' 
ian church, and a man of great parts and learn- 
ing, bom at Aiexandcja, about the year 185, and 
died in 854. 

ORIGEN, a Platonic phthMopher, and the 
friend of Porphyry. 

ORIGNV. Peter Adam, anthor of a History 
of ancient Egypt,** died at Rheims, in 1774. 

ORKAN, son of Othoman, made hims«*lf em- 
peror of Turkey, In 1386, by destroying his eld^r 
brothers. He died in 1360. 

ORLANDI, PelegrinI Anthony, an emhient 
Italian bookseller, and tbe author of several 
works, died in 1730. 

ORLAY, Bernard Van, an eminent DntelT 
painter, and a disciple of Raphael, died In 1560L 

ORLkANS, Louis, of France, duke of, son 
of Charles V., was basely murdered by his un- 
cle John, duke of Burgundy, in 1407. 

ORLEANS, Charles, duke of, son of Lonls. 
of France, was taken prisoner at the battle of* 
Aginoourt, and after a captivity of 95 years, in 
England, returned to France, and died in 1465. 

ORLEANS, Louis, duke of, princ6 of the 
blood, son of Philip, the regent, and an accom« 
plishud scholar ; he died in 1753. 

ORLEANS, Louis, an advocate, of Parl8,wlMr 
boldly defended the cause of the league against 
Henry IV. He died in 1097. 

ORLEANS, Peter Joseph, a French Jesuit, 
and an author of several works, died in 1698. 

ORLEANS, Philip Louis Joseph, duke of. 
bom in 1747. This prince was early addicted 
to low pleasures. After a short, but disgraceful 
service in the navy of France, he Joined thn 
factions and the vile In their schemes of revo- 
lution; and by his opulence and Influence; 
greatly subserved their interests. He voted for 
the death of Louis XVI. with indifi^nce, and 
was' soon after himself accused, and led to tha 
scaffold, in November, 1791). 

ORLEANS DE LA MOTTE, Louis Franeto 
Ghibriel de, bishop of Amiens, was a pious and 
charitable prelate, and died in 1774. 

ORME, Robert, author of a " History of Oie 
military transactions of tbe British nation In 
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oorn in India, in 179S8, and died nsar LondoDi in 
1^1. He was, by son^c personB, coBiplinieDlfed 
with the title of the British Thucydides. 

OROBIO, Balthasari a Sfanish J«w, who 
profeMod the Roman catholic faith,. ana oecame 

Cofessor of metaphyaioi at Balamanca , b« died 
1687. 

OBONOj an Indian, chief of tbe Penohseot 
tribe, was faithful in tiis attachment to u>e wii^ie 
people, and laboured t^ promote Christianity 
among hia own. He died in 180L aged 113. 
His wife died in 1809, aged 115. 

OROSIUS, Paul,f^ rearned Spanidbecctofdab- 
tic, wlio flourished in theSib century, and wrote 
a history under the title of " Miseria Humana,** 
containing an account of the wars, plagues, 
•artbquaices, floods, conflagrations, thunder and 
ligbtcisi) caurder, and other crimes, which bad 
happened from the beginning of the world to 
the year of Christ 416. 

ORPHEUS, of Tbrac^ aoancient Greek poet, 
who flourished before Homer, and before tbe 
■lege of Troy. He was an excellent musician, 
poet and physician. 

ORSATO, Seitorio, an Italian writer, and 
professor of philosophy, at Padua: he died in 
167a 

ORSATO, John Baptist, an eminent phyaidaik 
and antiquary, of Padua ; be died in 17^. 

ORSl, John Joseph, an ingenious poet and 
philosopher, of Bologna; be died in 1733. 

ORSI, Francis Joseph Augustin, an able Tus- 
can writer, raised to the puqtla, Iqr Clement 
Xiih He died in 1761. 

QRTE, N, viscount d,* goyemor of Bayomie, 
refus^ to put the protestanCs to dedth at the St. 
Ba.rtholomew massacre. 

ORl'ELIUS, Abraham, a celebrated geogra 
pher, of Antwerp, died in 15116. 

ORTON, Job, a dissenting minieier, bom at 
Shrewsbury, in 1717, i^nd died in 1783. He wrote 
"Memoirs of Dr. Doddridge," "Letters to a 



Youai Cleri^man,*' and an '* Exposition of the 
Q14 Testament.** 

QBVILLB, Ja^nes PhiUpd*, a Dntab critic and 
muUior. died in 1754. 

OSBORN, sir d* Auvers^ governor of tbe 
c<Mai\y of New-Yorlc, committed suicide a f^w 
days after bis arrival in America, in 1753v 

OSBORN, JoM, a native of Massachusetts, 
di9tinfuJs^ed as a poetical writer, died in 1753. 

OSBOR^2£;¥'^|lncis, an English writer of gr?at 
abilities, wb» born in 15S8. Of all his worlcs, 
that best known is his " Advice to a Son ' He

OSGOOD, Samuel, an officer of the revolu' 
tionary army, afterwards a member of congress 
fnom Massachusetts, and post-master general of 
(he United States ; be died in 1812. 

OSIANDEK, Andrew, a Bavarian, one of 
|jjuther's first disciples, was a professor at Ko- 
fiinberg, and a voluiniQouB writer. He died 
iuT552. 

OSIUS, bishop of Cordova, presided at tlie 
ceuncii of Nice, tn 39S. 

03IUS, or OSIO, Felix, professor of rhetoric 
f^t Padua, died in 1631. 

OSMAN I„ son of Achmet I,, succeeded to 
the Turkish throne in 1618.' He introduced an 
Arab mUitJUi to replace the Janissaries ; but the 
letter hurled liim from the throne, aud put bim 
to death, in 16!^.

OSTADB, Adriau Van, an eminent paiatef, 
born at Lubec, in 1610, and died in 1665. Wbc 
ture guided bis pencil in every thing he uBder- 
took. 

OSTERWALp, John Frederick, ^celebrated 
Swiss protestant mir.iiMer, bom in 168), and died 
in 1747. He waa author of many exceHent 
works, the best of wliicb is liia " InstructicHii 
in the Christian Religion.* 

OSTERWY, Maria Van, a native of Delft, 
was ao eiegaat arttstj and died in 161)3. 

OSWALD, king of Northumberland, beeamt 
a Christian, aiid was killed in battle, In 643.

He was a yi^liaMI 
prince, and died in 973. 

OTHO II., Bumamed the Bloody, waa son 
and successor of Otbo L ; he died in 963. 

OTHO HI., only son of Otho II., w^scrowor 
ed emperor in 9&Z, and died In IOCS. 

OTHO IV., surnamed tJie Proud, son of |Ienry 
the Lion, duke of S^xonv, was etoi^ted vmw&rot 
in 1197, and died in ma 

OTHO, Veaiua, ft Dutch painter of great emi 
nence, born at Ley oen, in 1556. His genius wasr 
so active, that he at once applied hiiqself to filii- 
iosophy, poetry, matbematuis, ^nd paiuting, ar<4. 
acquired an exceuence in all parts of the latter 
He died at Brussfcis, iu 1634. 

OTHO, bishop of Frisengen, an4 •» author, 
died in 1158. 

OTIS, James, a lawyer, of Massachusetts, 
distinguished as a zealous defender of the righba 
of tlie colonies; he died in IIW.

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- OTWAY, Thomas, an emliiflm Biudtah poel 
and dramatic writer, born in 1051. had bits edu- 
cation at Oxford,' but, leaving the uiilveraity 
without any degree, he went to London, and 
applying himself to the (riay-houie«, both wrote 
and acted for a support. He excelled in touch* 
tng the tender passions in tragedy, of which 
his "Orphan," and " Venice Preserved," con- 
tain the strongest specimens. He died in 1685. 
OUDENARDB, Robert Van, a celebrated

OUDIN, Casirair, a learned French monic,

OUSEL, Philip, a native of Dantzic, was 
theological professor at Frankfort, on the Oder, 
and was well skilled in Hebrew. He died in

OVERALL, John, bishop of Norwich, was 
born in 1559, and died in 1619. He had thecha 
meter of facing the best scliolastic diviue in the 
Btigllsh nation. 

OVERBEKE, Bonaveature Van, of Amster- 
dam, an eminent designer and antiquarian, died

OVERBITRT, sir Thomas, a polite EngUsh 
writer, bom in 1581, was poisonsid ia the Tow- 
er, in 1613, by order of Robert Car, earl of Ro- 
chester, and the countess of Essex. He was 
the author of several works in verse ftnd prosa. 

OVID, Publiua Naso, one of the finest poets 
of the Augustin age, born at Sulmo, in the year] 
of Rome, 710. He was exceed! ngly amorous i n 
his youth, and addicted beyond measure to wo- 
men. He wrote several works, the best of 
which is his Metamorphoses. He was exiled 
by Angnstns, and died about 60 years of a<;e. 

OVIBDO, John Gonsalvo de, a learned Spaa- 
lan|. He liecame the friend of Colu mbus, whom 
he accompanied in his second voyage to (he uew 
World. 

OWAIN, a prince of Powys, wa9 slain In 
11J4. 

OWAIN, son of Mexen Wiedig, a brave war- 
rior, who became a saint In the British calen- 
dar. 

OWAW, or OWEN TUDOR, lord Pen- 
mynydd^ in Anglesea, married the widow of 
Henry V., in 14d5. His second son was the 
earl of Richmond, father of Henry VH. 

OWAIN CIVEILOG. a Welch warrior, who 
died in 1197. 

OWAIN OLANDWR, or OWEN GLEN- 
DOWER, the last of the Welch princes, was 
in the service of Richard II., but Wbb disgraced 
by Henry IV. 

OWEN, Dr. John, an eminent English $vlne. 
among the independents, and sometimes styled 
tiie oracle and the metropolitan of that sect, was 
born in 1616, and died in 1683. He was a very 
volumhious writer. 

OWEN, J9hn, In Latin called AAdoeatv^ an 



eoflnent epl-grarartetist, born abom 1550, and 
died in London, in 16^ 

OWEN, Dr. Henry, a very celebrated Eng- 
lish divine, whose biblical knowledge was, per- 
haps, superior to tiiatof any of bis eotomporaries.

OXENSTIERN, A^el, prime minister lo^us- 
ta vus Adolphus, deserved his elevation by his 
merit and abilities, aitd died ia 1654. 

OZANHAM, James, an eminent mathema- 
tical writer, died at Paris, in 1717, aged 77. 

OZELL, John, an English dramaac and iaif> 
celianeous writer. His plays, -though all traqs- 
lations, are very numerous. Be died ia 1743.

PAAW, Peter, a physician and botanist, of

PACATIANUS, TitJUfl Julius Marious, a Ro- 
min general, who revolted against the emperor 
Philip ; lie was defeated and slain in 349. 

PACE, Richard, a learned Englisbmmi, em^ 
ployed in negotiations by Henry VIll. He was 
highly esteemed, and died in 1533. 

PACHECO, John de, marquis deViliena, the 
favourite of Henry IV. of Castile, aad prime 
minister. He died in 1473. 

PACHYMERUS, George, an eminent Byxan* 
tine historian, flourished about 1380, and died in 
1310. 

PACIAUDI. Paul Marie, an able and leaflMd 
antiquarian, of Turin ; he died in 178S. 

PACIFICUS, Maximus, of a noble famUy of 
Ascoli, in 1400, was an elegant I^n poet. 

PACIUS, Julius, an Italian, distiiwuisbed ibr 
his lectures on Jurisprudence, died in 1635. 

PACORUS, son of Orodes, king of Partfaia, 
defeated the Romaa general Catmvh He was 
slain 30 B.C. 

PACU VIUS, Marcus, an eminent Latin tragic 
ipoet, in hish reputation at Rome, about 154 B.C 

PA DARN, a British bishop. He b one of the 
three blessed visiters, who first preaebed the 
gospel in Wales. 

PADERNA, Paul Anthony, of Bolocna, aa 
eminent painter, died in 170$. • 

PADUA N, Lewis Leo, acquired celebrity 
as a painter and engraver of medals, and died 
in 1615. 

PAD0ANINO, Francisco, a hlstortaal paU 
tar, of Padua, d^li) WJ, 
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PADILLA, Manr de, r Spsnlib lady, the 
ikvourite of Peter ue Cruel, king of CastUe. 

PAEZ. Francii Alvares, a Portuguese, bisiiop 
•r Ooroii ; he died in 153S. 

PAGAN, Peter, professor of poetry and his 
tonr, at Marpun, died in 1578. 

t A6AN, Blaise Franeia, count de, a valiant 
FKneh officer and eminent mathemaucian, was 
bom in 1604, and died in 1065. 

PA6ANI, Gregorio, a celebrated painter, of 
Florence, died in 1560. 

PAOANO, Paul, a dlflllnguished painter, of 
Milan, died in 1716. 

PAGE, Willtam, an English divine and au- 
thor, died in 1660. 

PAoE, John, covemor of the colony of Vir- 
ginia, espoused the cause of the colonies at the 
commenceinent of the revolution, and was dis- 
tinguished as an ardent patriot. Ho was a 
■ember of congress, after the adoption of the 
federal constitution, and governor of the state 
•fVifginia. He died in 1806. 

PAGE, Ben^unln, a distinguished physician, 
of New-Hampshire, died in 1834. 

PAGE, John Odiin, son of the preceding, an 
sminent cltiaen of New-Hampshire ; be died in 
France, in 1811. 

PAGET, William, lord, ambassador to France, 
and secretary of state, in the reign of Henry 
VHI. ; he died in 1504. 

PAGI, John Baptist, of Genoa, an eminent 
painter and engraver, died in 1629. 

PAGI, Anthony, a famous French Cordelier, 
and one of the ablest critics of his time, was 
born in Provence, in 1624, and died in 1699. 

PAGI, Francis, nephew of the preceding, and 
author of "A Chronological History of the 
Popet,*' was bom in 1654, and died in 1731. 

PAGNINUS, Sanctes, a Dominican, of Lucca, 
well skilled In the learned languages ; he died 
In 1536. 

PAINE, Thomas, a political writer, bora at 
Thetford, England, in 1737, and bred a stay- 
maker: coming over to America, he contributed 
much to the revolution by a pamphlet entitled 
*< Common Sense;** in 1790, he went to London, 
iPd published **The Rights of Man," in an- 
swer to Burke. To avoid a prosecution, he 
went to France, and was chosen a member of 
the national assembly. He was thrown Into 
prison by Robespierre, and narrowly escaped the 
guillotine. He returned to the United States, 
and died in 1809. 

PAINE, Robert Treat, LL. D.,adl8tingnished 
lawyer, of Massachusetts, was a member of 
the first congress from that state, and one of the 
signers of the declaration of Independence. He 
was afterwards one of the Judges of the supreme 
court of Massachusetts. He died in 1814. 

PAINE, Rol»ert Treat, son of the preceding, a 
disHqgiiished poet, was bora ip 1773, and died 
In 1811. 

PAINTERf Gamaliel, an officer of the revo- 
lution, was one of the earliest settlers of Mid-

ppointed bishop of Los Angelos, in America, 
and distinguished for his benevolence to the n** 
tives; he died in 1650.

PALEARIUS, AoniUs, an eminent Italian 
writer, was condemned at Rome as a heretic,

PALET, Dr. William, a learoed divine, and 
elegant writer on ethics, was born in 1743, and 
died in 1805. He was archdeacon of Carlisle, 
sub-deacon of Lincoln, and rector of bishop 
Wcarmoutb. 

PALFIN, John, or Ghent, an eminent surgeon, 
and medical writer, died in 1730. 

PALINGENIUS, Marcellus, or PIERRE AN

PALLAS, a freedman of Claudius, who was 
put to death by Nero. 

PALLAS, Peter Simon, bora at Beriin, In 1741, 
was bred to surgery and medicine, wrote seve- 
ral works on dimsrent subjects, and died in 1811 

PALL AVICINI, Anthony, of a noble Genoese 
family, employed by the pope in several embas- 
sies, was made a cardinal, and died In 1507. 

PALLAVICINI, Ferrante, an eccentric ha- 
Man, distinguished for his Icarainx and mental 
endowments. These he prostituted to the basest 
of purposes, and was at last condemneii to death 
in 1644. for satirizing tlie pope. 

PALLAVICINI, Sforsa, an eminent cardi- 
nal, who composed a " History of the Council 
of Trent,'* In opposition to that by father Paul, 
was born at Rome, in 1607, and died in 1667. 

PALLTOT, Peter, an eminent bookseller andT 
printer, of Paris, died in 1698. 

PALLISER, fiir Hugh, an Eo^OA admini, 
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Jtnown for fiis dte|mte with adipirat Kvppd in 
the battle of Ushant, in .1778. He died governor 
of Greeowicii lioepitBl, in 1786. 

PALLUEL, Fraocia Crette de, of Paria, 
•trongiy attaclied to agricultural pursuits, died 
in 17D9. 

PALM A, James, the Elder, an Italian painter, 
«nd a pupil of Titian, died in 1588. 

PALM A, James, the Younger, nephew of the 
preceding, a celebrated painter, died in 1028. 

PALMER, Samuel, an eminent printer, of 
London, tn wlioae office the cdebrated Dr. 
Franklin was sometime employed. He died in 
1732. 

PALMER, John, an actor of very constdera^ 
ble talents, l>eIonging to Drury-Lane theatre, 
was born alx>iu l743j and came on tlie stage in 
1762.

PALUDANUS' Bernard, professor of phi- 
losophy at Leyden, travelled over the four 
tuarters of the globe, and died in 1634. 

PAMELIUS, James, a learned Fleming, and 
tutbor of several works; he died in 1587. 

PAMM ACHUS, St., a Roman senat9r, con- 
Verted to Christianity, and who, by his conduct 
and writings, displayed great zeal In its ikvour. 
Be died in 410. 

PAMPHYLIUS, a Macedonian, under Philip; 
be was an able painter. 

PAMPHYLUS, St., a priest, of Cassarea, in 
Palestine, who suffered martyrdom under Maz- 
imin, in 308.

PANEL, Alexander Xavier, a native of 
Franctie Comte, of the order of the Jesuits, be- 
came a preceptor to the royal family of Spain, 
and died ta 1777. 

PANETIUS, a stoic, of Rhodes, who settled 
at Rome. He flourished about 150. 

PANIGAROLA, Francis, an Italian, and 
bishop of Asti, was sent into France, to supppri 
Uie interests of the league against' Henry IV. 
He died in 1594. 

PANIN, Nakita Ivanowitz, count de, a Rus- 
sian statesman, and general in the armies of the 
czar Peter, was born at Lucca. He was an 
able statesman and general, and died In 1783. 

PANINI, Paul, -an eminent Italian painter, 
dIedt&lTW. 



PANNARTZ, Arnold, a German, who es- 
tablished a printing-press in Italy, during die 
pontiflcate ot^ Paul U. 

PANNONIUS, James, or John, a Hungarian 
bbhop. and author of poems; he died in 1473. 

PANOPION, a Roman, saved from death, by 
the fidelity of his servant. 

PANORMITA. Antliony, a Sicilian, who had 
such veneration for classical works^ that he sold 
an estate to purchase a copy of Livy. He died 
in 1471. 

PANSA, C. Vibins, a Roman consul, kin< d 
in fightingagainst Antony. 

PANT^lSUS, a stole, of Sicily, at the head 
of the Alexandrian school, in the reign of 
Commodus. 

PANTIN, William, a physician, of Bruges 
and a medical writer; he died in 1583. 

PANVINIUS. SeeONUPHRiUS. 

PANZACHIA,Maria Helena, an Italian lady, 
of noble birth, and a celebrated painter. She 
was bom in 1668. 

PAOLI, Sebastian, an ecclesiastic, of Lucca, 
skilled in antiquarian history ; he died in 1751. 

PAOLf, Hyacinth, a native of Corsica, wlio, 
in 1735, possessed great influence among hli 
countrymen as a chief macistrate. 

PAOLI, Pascal de, a celebrated general of Cor- 
sica, born there in 1785, and died near London, 
in 1807. While endeavouring to rescue his 
native Island from the tyranny of the Genoese 
government, and defending its liberties against 
Gallic encroachments and invasion, being over- 
powered by the French, he retired, in 1769, with 
a few followers, to England, where, in a few 
years, he ended his illttstrlous career. 

PAOLUCCIO, Paul Anafeste, a noble Vene- 
tian, and the first doge of Venice, in 687. He 
died in 717, 

PAPERBROCH, Daniel, a Jesuit, of Antwerp, 
and an author of learning and virtue ; he died 
in 1714. 

PAPHNUTIUS, bishop of Thebes, who op- 
posed the celibacy of the clergy, and warmly 
supported the cause of AthanasTus, at the council 
of Tyre. 

PAPIA8, a bishop of HierapoHs, author of 
the doctrine of the milleniuni. Some suppose 
him to have been a disciple of St. John. A 
grammarian of that name lived in 1053. 

PAPILLON, Thomas, a celebrated lawyer, 
of Dijon, died in 1596. 

PAPIN, Isaac, a French protestant divine, 
who after being engaged in controversy, Joined 
the Roman catholics, in 1690. He died in 1709. 

PAPIN IAN, a learned lawyer of the 3d cen- 
tury. He was put to death by Caracalla, for 
refusing to vindicate that tyrant's murder of bis 
brother Geta, in 212. His works on Jurispru- 
dence are much esteemed. 

PAPIRIUS, Cursor, a Roman dictator, wha 
triumphed over the Samnites. 

PAPIRIUS PRiETEXTATUS, a Roman 
youth, and a senator, wlio refused to reveal to 
bis mothfir the secrets of the Roman senate. 

PAPON, John Peter, a native of Pujet, was 
a priest of the oratory, and an author ; lie died 
in 1803. 

PAPPUS, a philosopher and author, of Alex- 
andria, of the 4th century. 

PAPYRIUS MASd'ON, John, a learned French 
lawyer and annalist, bom in 1544, and died in 
1611. He was a voluminous writer. 

PARABOSCO, Girolamo, a comic writer, o^ 
Placentia, of the 16th century. 
} PARACEL8US» Anreolua Pbtllppiif The 
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jflirMtui BooAwftt d« Roenhelm, a ftunoui 8 win 
bhfslclan, and medteal and philooopuical wri- 
ter, born iu 1493. He studied alcby my. and pre-

•oplier's stone. He wrought many eziraordina- 
ly cures, but was almost always intoxicated, 
and died iu 1541. 

PARADIN, WiUlam, « laborious French his- 
torian and writer ; he died in 1S82. 

PARAMO, Lewis de, a Spanish inqtdsitor, 
who, in 1588, publisbed a curious and valuable 
account of the inquisition. 

PARCCLIiES, John, a native of l«yden, and 
an eminent painter, was bom in 1979. 

PARClGlJX,.\nthony de, a celebrated French 
matli^matician and author, died in 1768. His

Philipi one of tlie most laborious 
grammarians and critics that Germany ever 
produced, was horn in 1576, and died in 1648. 

PARE, Daniel, son of the preceding, applied 
himself, vigorously to the study of the classics, 
«nd published several laborious pieces ; he was 
unfortunately killed by a gang of highwaymen, 
In 1645. 

PAREJA, Juan de, a native of the West- 
Indies, and originally a slave to a painter, in 
whose art he deservedly become celebrated ; he 
died in 1670. 

PA&ENNIN, Dominic, a Frenchtesult, who 
went as missionary to China, in 1696. ' He was 
well received by the emperor, and died there, in 
1741. 

PARENT, Antbonv, a French mathemati- 
cian, and an author, died in 1716. 

PARPAIT, Francis, the historian of the 
French drama, died in 1698. 

PARIS, son of Priam, kmg of Troy, and me- 
morable in poetical history for cariying off 
Helen, the wife of Menelaus, king of Mycenae, 
Ux his absence, which occasioned the famous 
siege of Troy, wherein he was slain, 1188 B. C. 

PARIS, Francis, a native of ChatiUon, and 
•n author, died In 1718. 

PARIS, Francis, an abbe at Paris, of the 
order of the Janscnists. He renounced the 
honours which he might have obtained, for the 
austerities of an ecclesiastical life, and died in 



PARKER, Geotye, eari of Macclesfield, ton 
of Parker, the first carl and lord chancpllur oT 
England, celebrated for his knowledge uf ma 
thematlcs ; he died in IT06. 

PARKER, Richard, an EiwHstaman, Icadei 
of the rebellion in the British ^et, at the Non« 
In 1T97, for which he was executed. 

PARKER, Thomas, first minister of New- 
bury, Mass., was a good scholar and zealous di- 
vine; he died in 16Tr. 

PARKER, Samuel, D. D., a bfsbop of Mass., 
distinguished for his lienevolence ; he died ir 
1804. 

PARKHURST, John, a learned divine, bora 
in 1738. He died at Epsom, in 1797. leaving 
among other works, " A Hebrew and Engllsr 
Lexicon,** and " A Greek and English Lexlcoa 
to the New Testament** 

PARKINSON, John, an eminent English bo- 
tanist, died about 1645. 

PARMEGIANO, an Italian painter, celebra- 
ted fbr the gracefulness of his figures ; he died 
in 1540. 

PARKMAN, Ebenezer, minister of Westbo- 
rough, Mass., and author of some sermons; he 
died in 1782. 

PARMENIDES, of Elis, a Greek philoeo- 
pher, who flourished 436 B. C. 

PARMBNIO, one of Alexander's generals. 

PARMENTIER, James, a Frenchman, emi- 
nent as a painter, died in 1730. 

PARMENTIER, Jean, or Jehan, a native of 
Dieppe, a celebrated merciiant and navigator, 
died in 1530. 

PARNELL, Thomas, a learned divine an4 
Ingenious poet, bom In Dublin, in 1679, and died 
in 1717. He wrote " The Hermit.'* 

PARODl, Dominico, a painter, of Genoa, and 
an eminent statuary, died In 1740. 

PARR, Thomas, an Englishman, who lived 
in the reigns of ten sovereigns ; he married bte 
second wife when he was ]^ years of age, ha4 
a child by her, and died in 1035, aged 152. 

PARR, Catherine, the last queen to Henry 
VIIT., whose perfections, thongh a widow, at- 
tracted his heart, and whose prudence preserved 
her from the effects of his cruelty and caprice 
She sucvived the king, who left her a legacy of 
40061. She afterwards married sir Thomas Sey ■ 
moor, and died in childbed. In 1548. 

PARRHASIUS, a celebrated paint£r,ofl&phe- 
sus, who flourished about 430 B. C. 

PARRHASIUS, James, an Italian gramma- 
rian, who taught belles lettres and rhetoric at 
Milan ; he was bora in 1740.

PARSONS. Dr. James, an excellent English 
physician an4 medical writer, born In 1705, and 
died in 1770. He wrote well on physic, anato* 
my, natural history, antiquities, languages, and 
the fine arts. 

PARSONS, William, an English comic actor, 
of the highest eminence, who trod the stage 49 
years, and died in 1795.

PARSONS, Samuel Holden, an eminent law- 
yer, of Ck>nneeticut, and a major-general in the 
American army during the revolution ; be was 
drowned near Pitl8burr,in 1789. 

PARSONS, Tbeophllus, LL. D., a native of 
Maasachusetta, was bom in 1750. After leaving 
ciollege, be devoted himself to the practice of 
law, and soon rose to the higlfeest eminence in 
bis profession. He was appmnted chief justice 
tff the state of Ifaasachusetts, in 1806, and re- 
tained the office until his death. In 1813 ; during 
which time, he performed his official duties with 
an abiHty, Menty, and integrity, rarely equal- 
led.

PARTRIDGE, William, lletAenant-govenior

IT99. 

PARtTTA. Paul, a noble Venetian, called the 
Caio of Venice, died in 1906. He wrote several 
worlBs. 

PAS, Manames de, marquis de Fenqulerres, 
dlslingulshed for his valour in the field, was 
ambassador to Sweden and Germany, and head 
of the Freneh army, in ]635i He died in 1640. 

PAS, Anthony de, marquis of Feuquierrea, a 
fanMus French officer, died In 1711. 

PASCAL, Btatse, a Frencliman, highly emi- 
nent as a mathematical genius, bom in 1683, 
•nd died in 1603. He wrote the " Provincial 
Letters,** published In 16.10, which have been 
translated into several languages. 

PASCHAL I., Sc Pasehasius, a Roman, was 
elected pope in 817, and died in 824.

PARCHIUS, George, professor of moral jphi-

PASOR» Matthias, scm of George, went to 
England- and delivered lectures on the Orien- 
tal languages with gnat reputuion. He died 
at Groninier, in lOStf 

PASau ALINO, adMnguished Italian paint- 
er, died in 1700. 

FASQUfER or PAaUIER, Stephen, a learn- 
ed Freneb lawy»r and poet; he wrote against 
the Jesuits, and died in 1615. 

PASSBMANT, Chinde Simeon, a celebrated 
constracter of optical and nattbematical instru'- 
menu ; ho died in 1709. 

PASSfiRAT, John, a celebrated professor of 
eloquence, In the rc^ral ooHe^e' at Paris, ahd one 
of the poHtest wrlteni and most excellent critics 
of his time ; he died in 1603. 

PAS3ERI, Giofanal Battista^ a painter, and 
an author, died at Rome, in 1679. His nephew 
was also celebraied an a portrait painter, and 
died in 1714. 

PASSERI, Gio. Battista, an Italian aatiqnary, 
and an author, died in 1780.

PASSIONEI, Dominico, an Italian cardinal, a 
learned man, and a disifciguished patron of lite- 
rature, died in 1761. 

-~ PATEL. a celebrated French painter, who l« 
called by his countrymen, the French Claude. 

PATER, Paul, a Hungarian, was .an able 
mathematicalprofessor at Thorn and DantziCi 
and died in 1734. 

PATER, John Baptist, a painter, of Valen* 
ciennes, died in 1736. 

PATERCULU8, Cains Velleius, an eminent 
Roman historian, lived 49 years, and ^Hed in the 
year of Rome 784, having left a " History of 
Greece and Rome, from 166 B. C. to A. D. 8, 
in which many particulars are related whiil^ 
are not found dsewhere. 

PATERSON, Samuel, an eminent bibliogra- 
pher; he wrote several works, the objects of 
which, were, poblie utility, sound policy, and 
moral adraonitioo. He died in 160S, aged 74. 

PATIN, Guy, a French writer of much wit 
and learning, and professor of physic in the 
Royal CoUeae of Paris. His " Lettere," pob» 
lished sinee his death, have made his naaM f»> 
mous. He died In 1673, aged 70. 

PATIN, Charles, second son of Guy PatIn, 
published a great number of valoidile wortak 
and died in 1093. 

PATKUL, John Reginald de, a Livonian gen 
tleman, who rissented the oppression which hia 
country suffered ftom the Swedes. He was base- 
ly seixed, and put to death, by order of Charles 
XII., In n07. 

PATRICK, St. , the apostle and guardian saint 
of Ireland, was, as is supposed, a' native of 
Wales, or of Cornwall, who was seized 1^ pi- 
rates and carried to Ireland, where he converted 
the inhabitants to Christianity-; he died about 
460. 

PATRICK,. Peter, n native of Thessaloniea, 
in the age of Justinian, whom he served as anr 
bassador. 

PATRICK, Samuel, an English divine, knows 
for his edition of " Hederlc*s Greek Lexicon.'* 

PATRICK, Simon, a very learned bishop of 
Ely, died In 1707, having pubUsbed many ser* 
mons, tracts against popery, and paraphraset 
and commentanea upon the Holy Scriptures. 

PATRIX, Peter, m French poiet, favourite of 
the duke of Orieans. He wrote some lieentioot 
poems, of which he heartily repented befort 
his death, which happened in 1672. 

PATRIZI, Franda, author of dialogues, im 
Italian, on the manner of studying and writing 
history; he died in 1494. 

PARTRIZI, Francis^ a native of Istria, pro- 
fessor of phikMopby, at Ferrara, Padua, and 
Rome. Kie wrote some Italian poomsj and died 
in 1597. 

PATRIT, Oliver, an eminent French lawyer. 
[He introduced- correctness and purity of Inn- 
guaKe into pleadings, wrote several works, and 
died in 1081, aged 85. 

PATTBN, Thomas, an English divine, rector 
[of Childrey, He puMlslied sermons and other 
religious works, and died in 1754. 

PATTERSON, William, a member of tiM 
senate of the United States^ and governor of the 
[state of New- Jersey, and afterwards a Judge of 
the supreme court of the United Slates ; he dietf 
In 1606. 

PATTISON, WiDiam. an English poet o» 
gen&s, died of want mad the smallpox, 'n 9V

PAUCTON, Alexia, a French mathematician, 
author of a treatiee on welghu and measures, 
and of oUier workif died in 1799. 

PAUL, Mark, or MARCO PAULO, a Vene- 
tian traveller, Into China, in 1273, of which he 
publblied an acooant. 

PAUL, St., originally called SAUL, was a na 
Uto of Tarsus, in Cilicia, aad educated among 
the Pharisees of Jerusalem, under the care of 
Oamaiiel. He was imprisoned at Rome, and 
put to death by Nero, A. D. 80. 

PAUL I., pope after Ids brother Stephen II., 
in 757; be died 10 years aftec much respected 
for his wisdom and learning. 

PAUL II., Peter Barbo, a Venetian noble, 
elected pope after Pius II., died in 1471. 

PAUL III.. Alexander Farnese, pope, memo- 
rable for refusing to divorce Henry VUI. of 
England, from his queen Catherine of Arr agon; 
hedi«dinl549. 

PAUL IV., John Peter Caraffa, soceeeded 
Marccllus II. on the (npal throne, in 1555. He 
was very haughty ana cruel toward the pro 
testants, and died unlamented, in ISM. 

PAUL v., Camillus Borghese, pope, after 
Leo XI., in 1605. He embellished Rome with 
sculpture, aqueducts, and paintings, and died, 
greatly respected, in IQBl. 

PAUL, Petrowitz, emperor of Russia, son of 
the great Catiierine Had Peter III. He married 
for his second wife a niece of the kingof Pnisria. 
Before he came to the throne, be visited most 
of lira nacimis of Rarope, to obtidn such infor- 
mation as would be advantageous to hissub^ts 
But he afterwards crew tyrannical, and banished 
a great number of persons to Siberia. He was 
assassinated in 1801. 

PAUL, a celebrated heresiarch, of Samoeata, 
a city on the Euphrates. He was bishop of An 
tioch, in 900 ; but avowing his belief that Jesus 
Christ was only a good man, endowed with 
great Wisdom, he was deposed by the Synod of 
Antioch,in27u. 

PAUL, of Tyre, a rhetorician, w1k> went as 
ambassador from his country to Adrian, A. D. 
ISO. 

PAUL, thosilentiary, a Greek writer, so called 
from the oiSce he held in the palace of the em- 
peror Justinian 

PAUL, of Sancta Maria, a Jew, converted to 
Christianity. He became tutor to John II., 
Icftng of Castile, and was appointed bishop of 
Oarthagena, and then of Burgos. This learned 
prelate died in 1445. 

PAUL, deacon of Aquiieia, was secretary to 
Didier, the last king of the Lomlmrds. He was 
afterwards banished, but left bis exile for the 
court of the duke of Benevento. He wrote some 
histories, and died in 801. 

PAUL, Father, a most ilUtstrious person and 
universal acholar, but particularly skilled in the 
canon and civil law, and In physic. He wrote 
many political and anatomical works ; but is 
lirincipally celebrated for his " History of the 
Council of Trent,*' the rarest piece of history 
tiie world ever saw. 

PAUJ«, an ecclesiastic, of Spain, author of 
" A History of the Spanish Fathers,** edited at 
Antwerp, in 1633. 

PAUll, a physician, of iEgina, in the 7th cen- 
tury, ail thor of several medical works. 

'PAULA, St., a Roman lady of noUe bihh. 
iiid great learning, who embraced Christlauitv, 
fiS4 



all the virtues and mortifications of an aaceiib 
life ; she died in 407. 

PAULET, William, Marquiaoi Winchester, 
son of sir John Paulet, one of tlie courtiers or 
Henry VIII., and of his three successors. He 
declared that he retained his places by tieing a 
willow, and not an oak ; lie died in 1572. 

PAULI, Simon, was profesMr of medicine at 
Copenhagen, and pliysician to Christian V^ 
who rewarded his services by making him • 
bisiiop. He wrote several bo<^ on his profea* 
sion, and died in 1G80. 

PAULIAN, Alme Henry, a learned Jesuit., of 
Nisraea, who wrote largely on pliileaoptay and 
physic ; he was born in 1722 

PAULINUS, Su, a aativeof Bourdeanz. He 
married a Spanish lady, by wlmni he was per- 
suaded to embrace Curistianity. He afterwards 
went tc Italy, where he was made bishop of 
Nola, and died in 431. 

PAULMIER D£ 6RBNTEMESNIL, Jaliar 
de, a Frenchman, physician to Charles IX. 
whom he restored to Iwalth. He was a very 
copious author in the line of liis profession, and 
died in 1670. 

PAULMY, Mark Anthony Rene de Voyer, 
marqub de, distinguished as a man of lettera. 
and for his va^uabte tibraiy. He was raised t.a 
the dignity of minister of state, and was the 
author of several works ; he died In J787. 

PAULZE, N., a Frenchman of great intelK^ 
gence and erudition, made farmer-general of 
France. He formed a company for the im- 
provement of Guyenne. He was imprisoned 
during tlie revolution, and guillotined in 1794. 

PAUSANI AS, an ancient Gree^ writer, who 
flourished in Cappadocia, about 170 A. D., aad 
has left us a eunous " DescriptHm of Greece.'* 

PAUSANIUS, a Lacedamionian, governor of 
the kingdom during his nrphew's minority. He 
made a secret treaty with the Peraiaus, an# 
took refnge in a temple to escape punishment ; 
but his mother placed the first stone to securft 
him there, so that he was starved to death, 474 
B.C. 

PAUSIAS, a painter, of Sicyon, about 35S B 
C. He first applied coioars to wood and ivory, 
by means of hre. 

P AUTRE, Anthony le, an arcbitecC of Paris 
patronised l>y Lewis XIV. He was made a 
member of the academv of sculpture in 1671. 
awH died a few yeara alter. He contributed to 
the embellishment of Paria. 

PAUTRE, John, a relation of the preceding, 
was an eminent designer aad engraver. Hip 
works appeared in tliree vols., folio, with more 
than 1,000 engravings. 

PAUW, N. de, a Gennan, author of **Ho- 
cherches sur lea Americains, lea Egyptiennea. 
lea Chinoises, et les Greca ;" he died in 1790. 

PAUW, Oorneliua, a native of Utrecht, emi 
nent for his learning. 

PAVILLON, Stephen, a French poet, and 
advocate, of Paris, who received a penaion from 
Lewis XIV. ; he waa bom in 1652. 

PAVILLON, Nteholaa, an eminent French 
ecclesiastic, made bishop ot Alet, by cardinal 
Richelieu. He waa deposed, and died In exile, 
in 1677. 

PAYNE, Nevil, a dramatic author, in the 
reign of Charles II. He wrote several work> 
and died in 1675. 

PAYNE, Roger, an English book-binder, of 
very singular habits. His workmanship was of 
so superior a style, tliat lord Spencer gave Iiim' 
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a sttineBs for MadlDg b volume. He always 
•rorked alone* He died In 1797. 

PAYS, Rene le, a French poet, well known 
at court by big miscellanies ; he died in l(i90. 

PAYSON, Pbillipf D. D., minister of Chelsea, 
Mass., and a distinguished classical scholar ; he 
died in 1801. 

PAZZI, James, a banker, of Florence, of an 
illustrious famibr. He headed the faction which 
opposed the Medicis, and conspired to seize 
upoD the soYereign power of Italy ; but was ta- 
ken and sufiered death, about 1478. 

PEACOCK, Reginald, an Englishman, made 
duke of Olonoester. Mshop of St A^ph, and 
afterwards of Chichester ; bat denying transub- 
stantiation, he was banished, and his Inraks pub- 
licly burnt: be died In 1466. 

PEAPS, William, a dramatic writer, of Eton, 
Biudaad, who wrote " ^jov» in its Ecstacy," in 

PEARCE, Dr. Zaebary, bishop of Rochester, 
author of several works, oneof which is a Com- 
mentary, with notes, on the four Evangelists, 
and the Acts of the Apostles ; he died in 1774, 
aged 84. 

PEARSON, John, an English prelate, chap- 
lain to lord keeper Fincb, and to lord Goring. 
He was afterwards made master of TriniQr col- 
lege, and is particularly known for his " Expo- 
sition of the Creed ;** he died in 1666. 

PECHANTRE, Nicolas de, a French poet, 
who tinree times obtahied the laurel at the aca- 
demy of Floral games, and acquired great po- 
pularity ; he died in 1789. 

PBCHLIN, John Nicholas, a native of Ley- 
den, and ]N<»fessor of medicine, »t Kiel, and phy- 
sician to the duke of Holsteitt. He wrote many 
■ works on bis profession, and died in 1706. 

PECHMEJA, John de, a Frenchman, profes- 
sor of ^oquenc^ He wrote a eulocium on Col- 
ben, and was a most amiable- and friendly man. 
He died in 1785. 

PECK, Francis, an «ninent English anti- 
quary, biograpiier, and critic, was born in 1602, 
and died in 1743. He wrote several books; 
among which are the lives of Milton and Crom- 
welf. 

PECKWELL, Dr. Henry, a very eminent 
English divine, and popular preaclier among 
lite Calvinistie methodlsts, was bom in 1747, 
and died in 1787, having passed an active life in 
the exercise and promotion of charity. 

PECQUET, John, a physician, bom at Dieppe, 
distinguished for having discovered the recepta- 
cle of the chyle ; he died in 1674.. 

PECaUET, Anthony, a French writer, grand 
master of tlie wa'ter- works, and the forces of 
Rouen, and master of the military school there. 
He wrote several works on law, and died in 
1762. 

PEELB, George, an English poet and drama- 
tic writer, who flourished in the reign of queen 
Glixabeth. and died about 1566. 

PEERE WILLIAAIB, William, an Englisb 
law writer ; he died in 1736. 

PEGGE, Samuel, It learned antiquary, who 
published several works, ana dieo in 1800, 
aged <t8. 

PEIRE8C, Nicholas Claude Fabri, an lllua- 
crioiis antiquarj^ and patron of learned men ; 
he died in 1637, aged 57. 

PELAGIUS, the heresiarch, founder of the 
sect of Pelagians, was born in Britain, in the Sth 
century. 

PELAGIUS I., a native of Rome, elected, 
pope, in S55. He was a moderate and pious 



poBtiff, and laboured to reform the haUtoof ttfr 
clergy. 

PELAGIUS II., a Roman, who succeeded on 
the papal throne after Benedict I., in 578 Jn 
his time, a plague raged at Rome of so falal a 
nature, that persons seized witli it died sneezhig 
and gaping. 

PELAGIUS, an illustrious Spaniard, related 
to the king of the Visigoths, and afterwatda 
king of Leon and Asturias ; he died in 737. 

PELETIER, Claude de. a Parishiu, counsel- 
lor of the Chatelet, and or the parliament, pre* 
sident of the chamber of requests, provost of 
the mercliants, and bttilder of the quay at Parte 
which bears his name, and) finally, couiiselhN of 
state: he died in 1711. 

PELL, Dr. John, an English divine, and very 
eminent matitematieian ; he died in 1685. 

PELLEGRIN, Simon Joseph, a-French eccle- 
siastic and poet, who obtained, in 1704, tlie 
prize of the French academy for his poetical 
epistle to the king ; be died in 1745. 

PELLEGRINI, Antonio, a native of Padua, 
celebrated as a historical painter : he died in 
1741. 

PELLEGRINO, or PELLEGRIN, Tibaldi, 
of Hologna, an eminent painter and architect, 
died in 1591, aged 70. 

PELLEGRINO, of Modena, a celebrvted Itai* 
lian painter, bred under Raphael, was bora in 
1511, and was killed in an affray. 

PELLERIN, Joseph, a French antiquary 
His cabinet of medals, Ax., was purchased by 
the king of France. He died In 1788, aged 09l 

PELLETIER, John le, a native of Rouen, 
learned in the languages, in nathematics, chy- 
mistry, astronomy, Itc. He wrote the lives of 
several persons, some religious works, and died 
in 1711.

PELLIRON-FANTANIER, Paul, a Frencll 
writer, was bora iti 1624, and died in 1693. His 
chief works are " A Commentary upon the In- 
stitutes of Justinian,** and a "Histopy of the 
French academy, from its establishment to 1653.*' 

PELLOUTIER, Simon, a protestant divine, . 
bora at L^ipsic. He was member of the Beriirr ' 
academy, and distinguished as an active pastor 
and an able writer ; he died in 1757. 

PELOPIDAS, a celebrated Theban warrior 
and statesman, the friend of Epandnondas 
be was slain in battle, 364 B. C. 

PEMBERTON, Henry, F. R. S., an English 
physician of eminence. He wrote on chymistry 
and philosophy, and died in 1771. 

PEMBERTON, Ebenezer, a - distinguished 
American divine, and ptutor of a church iu 
Boston ; he died in 1717. 

PEMBERTON, Ebenezer, D. D., son of tbo 
preceding, was In the ministry at New-Tork

PEMBBATONfTtiomM, adtotliigaiBbed Ame- 
rican liiMorian, bom in 1738, and died In 1807.

PEMBROKE, Thomas, an excellent English 
oortrait and historical painter, died in 1730. 

PENDLETON. Edmund, an eminent lawyer 
aad sritflimaBi or Viigiiila, was distiuguished 
r<Mr his support of tlie rifflits of the colonies, rod 
for his patriotism during the war of the revolu- 
tiao. Be was a meoBMr of congress, in 1774, 
and afterwards a JadC* of ^^ «<m>'^ ^ appeals 
ia Virginia ; be died in 1803. 

FZNU ALLOW t Samuel, of New Hampshire, 
avtiior of a " History of the early Indian VSTar 
of New-England ;*' he died In 1736. 

PENN, William, a disUngaished British ad 
mlral, who commaaded si the reductioa of Ja- 
maica, In 16S5, and was knighted by Charles II., 
for his serylees ; he died in 1670. 

PENN, William, a distinguished quaker, 
founder and legislator of the colony of Fennqrl- 
Wia, W9H born in London, in 1644. At the age 
of 84, be became a preacher among the Qua- 
kers. In 1681, Charles IL, graofted Mr. Pttnn and 
his heira, by letters patent, the province of Penn- 
sylvania, and made tlMm absolute proprietors 
and governors of that country. He died in 
Es^and, in 1718. 

PENN, Thomas, son of William Penn, was 
born in 17(KS. For nearly fifty years after the 
dtath of bis fatber, he cook an acUve and influ 
ential part In the administration of Penn^lva- 
nia, and was distinguished for Ids liberality to 
tb^ literary, charitable and religious institutions 
of that cotony. Ha died in JLondon, in 1775. 

PENN, John, a member of congress, from 
North Caroltaa, ia 1776, and one of the signers 
o€ the daclaration of Independence. 

PENNANT, Thomas, an English gentleman, 
of emiaent JHiowledge in natural history and 
antiquities; he wrote a number of valuable 
books, and died in 1798, aged 72. 

PENNI, Giovaoai Francisco^ an eminent Ira-

PENNINGTON, Isaac, son of a lord mayor of 
London, was converted by Fox, and became a 
zealous qiiaker. As a writer and travelling 
minister, he was active in spreading the tenets 
be had embraced, for which he was much per- 
secuted ; tie died in 1679. 

PENNY, Thomas, a celebrated English natu- 
ralist, who travelled over England and other 
countries, in search of botanical knowledge. 

PENROSE, Thomas, an English divine and 
iqsenious poet, died In 1779, aged 36. 

PENRUDDOCK, John, a colonel during the

PETER the Great, czar of Russia, who ci- 
vilized that nation, and raised it from ignorance 
and barbarism to politeness, knowledge, and 
power, was born in 1672. The history of his 
life and reign would demand a volume, and is 
■o eventful, as to defy abridgment. He spared 
no pains nor ftitlgues to obtain knowledge which 
he thought would be beneficial to his subjects, 
and was emphatically and Justly called the 
*• Father of his Country.*' He died in 1731 

PETER IL, emperor of Russia, son of Alexis 
Petrowitz. succeeded the empress Catherine at 
the age of 15. He banished the favourite mi- 
nister, Menzikoff, and died In 1738, aged 15. 

PETER in., emperor of Russia, ascended the 
throne in 1761. His attempts to reform his sub- 
jects proving abortive, he was dethroned by bis 
queen, Catherine IT., who assumed the reins of 
government He died in 1703. 

PETER NOLASaUE, a native of Langwe- 
doe, in the service of James, king of Arragon. 
He established the order of mercy, whose sole 
business was the redemption of Christian slaves 
ftom the power of Infidels. He died in 1256. 

PETER of Sicily, author, tn tlie 8th century, 
of a curious and interesting history of the Ma- 
nkhees, in Oreek and Latiu, in 1604. 

PETER of Cluni, or,' the Venerable, was 
a man of great learning, who granted a friendly 
asyimn to the unfortunate Abelard, in 1130. He 
received pope Innocent U. at his abbey with be- 
coming magnificence. 

- PETER, an ecclesiastfc, preceptor, and then 
secretary, to William H., king of Sicily. He 
was invited to Enf(land by Henry IL. and was 
made archbishop of Bath, and then of London. 
He died in 1200. 

raTEIL the wild boyja youth found in the

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land by the order of queen Caroline ; but no 
care nor pains could ever make him articulate a 
word : he died in 1785.

PETER D*09.MA, a Spanish ecclesiastic, in 
the IStb century, 42rho was, perhaps, the fore- 
ranner of the reformation, as he wrote and 
preached against the infallibility of the church 
of Rome. 

PETERS, Gerard, of Amsterdam, a distin- 
guished landscape painter, in the 16lh century. 

PETERS, Bonaventure, of Antwerp, a paint- 
er, whose marine pieces are much admired } he 
died in 1652. 

PETERS, Francis Lucas, an eminent land- 
scape painter, bom at Mechlin, died in 1654. 

PETERS, Hugh, a turbulent Englishman, 
who became an actor, then a bishop and lectur- 
er, then an adulterer, for which he was obliged 
to fiee to Amen7a;but returned to England, 
where, for his violence against Charles L, he 
was hanged and quartered, in 1660. 

PETERS, Hugh, an English Jesuit, known in 
history as the friend and confessor of James H., 
by whose advice the ruin of that monarch was 
hastened. 

PETERS, Charles, an English divine, cele- 
brated for his tlieological writings, died In 1777. 

PETHION DE VILLENEUVE, Jerome, 
mayor of Parte, and member of the national 
convention. He was a violent opposer of roy- 
alty, and his influence hastened the downfall 
of Ix>uis XVI. HjJ permitted riot and murder 
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hi the streets of Paris; but found an equal and 
a rival in Robespierre, who final^ oaHasMd 
him, and set a price on hhi bead. He ptfiahed 
by starvation, in 1793. 

PET18 DE LA CROIX, Francis, Interprecar 
of the oriental languages to Louis XIV., bem 
in 1654, and died in 1713, alter having compiled 
several useful works relating tooriattal hisiovy. 

PETIT, John Lewis, a celebrated sorgeoo, 
bom in Paris. He was invited to visit tlae king 
of Poland, and afterwards went to Spain to •»• 
tend on Ferdinand. He invented some valua- 
ble surgical inetnuMBts, and wroia oa foifaiy, 
and died in 1750. 

PETIT, Peter, of France, celebrated fiK bis 
mathematical and phikMophicaft writings; bt 
died in 1667, aged 60. 

PETIT, Samuel, an eminent French sehite', 
and professor of theology, Greek, and Uebrtfr, 
at Geneva. He wrote oa classical Uteffauuc^ 
and died in 1645. 

PETIT, Anthony, an eminent pbysiclaB, al 
Paris, and afterwards at Orleans. He was a 
copious and learned writer on several parts of 
his profession, and died in 1794. 

PETIT, Peter, a learned Frenchman, born m 
Paris, was the author of various woricsof great 
interest, and died in 1687. 

PETITOT, John, an eminent painter aa4 
chymist, bora at Genev^ in 1607. To him ia 
ascribed the invention or painting in 
he died in 1001. 

PETIVER, James, F. R.S., an EagUsh 
nist.

Preach historian and antiquary, born in 163B,

PF ANNER, ToUaSf caHed, from his extensive 
iMdwIedge, the living Archives of the bouse of 
Saxony. He died in 1717. 

PFEFFERCORN, John, a famom converted 
few, who had nearly persuaded Maximilian to 
burn ail books except the Bible. He wrote on 
the Scriptures, and died In 1590. 

PFEPFEL, author of " A Rfstory of Genna- 
^r,** died at Paris, In 1807, age481. 
: PFIEFPER, Augustas, a learned orientalist, 

Kifessor of oriental Unignages at Wlttemberg, 
ipsic, and other places. He publlsbed several 
iMe works, and died in 1606. 

PFEIFFER, Lewis, a native of Lucerne, and 
miunotm general in the service of Charles IX. 
of France, whose life be once preserved ; he 
died in 15M. 

PfluBDON, a native of Ells, the dtscinie of 
fleerates, and founder of the «ect called £l«an 
philosophers. 

PHiEDRUS, an ancient Latin author, ad- 
mired for the elegance of his language; he 
IHrad in the leign of Tiberius. 

PHiGDRUS, Thomas, professor of elo<Kutoce 
at Rome, early in the 16th century, and called 
the Cicero of his time. 

' PHAER, Thomas, an Eqglish physician, who 
pitbildied various medical Worics, chiefly com 
piled from the French. He also translated a 
part of the ^neid ; be died in 1560. 

PH ALARlB, a celehrated tyrant of antiquity, 
born at Crate ; he was particularly cruel to- 
wanl his eaenies. He was put to death by his 
subjects, in bis brazen bull that Perillus made, 
asKl in which lie was the first to tulfer death, 
S68 B C 

PUARAMOND, was first king of France, 
and institutor of the Salique law, wbie** pre- 
vents women from inheriting real estate. On 
this law ia founded one which excludes females 
Imm iaheritiag the throne of France. He died 



FRARNACES, son of Bllthridates, king of 
Pontus, revolted against his father. Cesar dt' 
featcd him with such facility that he wrote to 
the senate only the following: **Veni, vjdl, 
vici." 

PHERECRATES, a Greek comic poet, who 
flourished about 330 B. C. 

PHERECYDE9, a philosopher, of Scyros, 
560 B. C, and master of the great Pythagoras. 
There was another of the same name 456 B. Ct 
author of ** A History of Athens." 

PHIDIAS, the most famous sculptor of anti- 
quity, an Athenian, and cotemporary of ttao 
celebrated Pericles ; he died In 432 B. C. 

PHILANDER, William, a Frenchman, ftrch* 
deacon of St. Antoninus. He wrote a commen" 
tary on Vitruvius, and anotiier on QrUintiiHaa; 
he died in 1565. 

PHILELPHUS, Francis, a learned Itallan,.air- 
thor of several works, professor of eloquence 
at Venice, and secretary of an embassy to Con^ 
stantinople. His son Marius was also a mao 
of learning, and died In 1480. 

PHILEMON, a comic poet, of Athens, flour- 
ished 274 B. C. ; he Is said to have died at 101 
years of age. 

PHILETUS, a Greek poet and gnuomariani 
of Cos, preceptor to Ptolemy Philadel|ri)U8. 

PHILIDOR, AndK Danlcan,the mostakilfnl 
chess-player perhaps that ever was known. He 
was also an excellent musician, and produped 
many French dramatic pieces of coMideraUo 
merit. He died in 1795, aged 00. 

PHILIP, St., a native of Bethsaida, was the 
first whom Jesus called to become his disciple. 
He was a fisherman, and left a family at lioine. 
Another of the same name, who was a deacoa 
in the church, converted a eunuch of Candace. 

PHILIP II., king of Macedon, and father of 
Alexander the Great, was equally renowned as 
a legislator, politician, and warrior. He waM 
assassinated at a banquet, by Pausanlas, a tap- 
tain of guards, 336 B: C. 

PHILIP v., king of Macedon, succeeded to 
the throne 220 R. C. His jeak>usy of the Ro- 
man power, and his alliance with Hannibal 
proved his ruin. His dominions were Invaded 
by the consul Lievinus, and he was conquered. 
He put to death his eldest son, Demetrius, and 
died 178 B. O. ^ 

PHILfP, Marcus Julius, an Arabian, who. 
from the rank of a common soldier, ascended 
the imperial throne of Rome, by Che murder of 
the younger Gordian, in 244. He was assassi* 
Hated in 249. 

PHILIP I., king of France, succeeded bit fh- 
ther, Henry I., in 1000. He was a wicked and' 
ambitious prince. Dissatisfied with his queen. 
Bertha, he carried away Bertrande, wife of tbe^ 
count of A njou, and married her. He was at 
war with England and the Flemings, and wa» 
defeated by both. He died in 1108. 

PHILIP II., sumamed Augnstus, king of 
France, succeeded his father, Lewis VII.,ln 11801 
He was a wise and^polltic prince, an intrepid 
warrior, an enlightened legislator, and an im« 
partial judge. In conjunction with Richard I., 
of England, be made a cruaade to the Holy 
Land, with 300,000 men, but, thoui^ victorious, 
he returned with little gloiy. He aflerwardf- 
invaded England, and was crowned king, at 
London, but the nobles throwing off their ane>- 
glance, he retired, and died in 1233. 

PHILIP III., or the Hardy, was prodalBked' 
king of France in 1270, while in Afriea} on a 
crusade wMi Mo fhUierlitwii IX. He^ 
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•tN 8anM}eiif» and made ai truce witb Ifaem for| 
10 years ; he died in 12B5. 

PHILrP iy.,or the Fair, succeeded bis father 
Philip III. He engaged in a long and bloody 
war with Edward I., of England, the emperor 
' Of Germany, and the count of Flandera, at the 
■ame time. In a battle with the Flemings, 35,000 
of hifl enemies were killed, uid an equestrian 
statue was erected to the monarch, in ttie ciuireh 
of Notre Dame, in bonour of tbc victory ; he 
died in 1314. 

~ PHUilP v., somamed tbe I^oofi king of 
JTraace, tbe son of Pbilip tbe Fair, succeeded 
lo the throne in 13116. He made war against 
Jlic Flemings, renewed tbe alliance witb Seot- 
fand^ and banished tbe Jews from his kingdom. 
He permitted greaicruelties against lepers, who 
were either put to death or confined ; iie died 

PaiLrP DE VALOIS, first king of France, 
of the collateral branch of tbe Valois, ascended 
tbe throne in 1328. His elevation waa disputed 
by Edward III., of England, and a terrible war 
ensued, in which, at the celebrated battle of 
Greasy, tbe French lost 80,000 men, Richard 
proposed to decide the war by single combat, but 
PluUBdediued. He died inrl350. 
' PmUP I., SOB of the emperor MaxImiHan, 

eld JaBe.que«n of Spain, obtained tbe SMnish 
rone. Be possessed but BM>derate abUitlea, 
anddjedial506,aged28. 

PHtlLlP 11., son of Charles V. and Isabella 
of Portugal, was made king of Sicily and Na 
1^ in U&i, H« was afterwards made king 
oTEngkiadi by marrii^Ke with queen Mary ; aail 
IwQ years aAer, ascetued the Spanisb thiK>ne, 
tfy the abdicatioa of his father. He made war 
against France and England, and was unsuc 
eessful. Tbtfogb a man of ^reat abilities, he 
was auperstitiooa and cruel in the extreme ; lie 
died lo 1508. 

PHIUP UI.. an<i of PhiUp II. and Anoe of 
Austria, became king of Stain at the age of $10. 
He cruelly banished all tbe Moors from bis kiag- 
dow, and thus deprived himself of the arts and 
services of a Hiiilion of bis sulijecu. At the 
siege of Qstend, he k»t 89,000 men, and the place 
was of BO use io bia« wbeo taken ; be died in 
)621. 

PHILIP IV., son of Philip III. and Margaret 
of Austria, became lUng of Spain, in l«lti. He 
qsnewed the war with Holland, aiMl also de- 
clared war against Fruice, in both of which 
1)« was unsuccessful. The Portuguese rebelled 
against him, and after many bloody attempts to 
raduea them, ha acknowledged their Indepen- 
4ence. This weak and effeasinate nBonaveta died 
TulOBS. 

PRtUP v., duke of AaioQ, son of Lewki, 
The daupUn of France, aid Maria Anne, of 
Qavaoia, ascended the Spanish throne, in 1700. 
His elevation was epposod by the archduke 
Cibarias of Austria, in whfek Englaad, Hoitand, 
Savoy, Prussia, and Portugal jwied IMm, and 
one of tiie most bloody waraoa leeord enaued, 
in which France finally Joined the Spaniards. 
A peace was signed between the allied powen 
at Utrecht, In 1713. He died in 1746. 

PHILIP tbe Good, succeeded to the throne 
Of SpaiO] in 1419. He Joined the Englisb against 
Franfie, but otlMrwords abandoned ttiem, and 
Joined tbe duke de Berrl of France, against his 
brother Lewis XL, and enga«Bd io all the tu- 
amltsoCwor. He hNHhetiUeofOood, by bom- 
tag tbe townof Oiaan, near Liege, and puttlngM»

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PHILIP DE OREUX, bishop of Dcouvais, 
France. He became a famous general, 
joining the crusades, behaved with graal val- 
our at tbc siege of Acre. He afterwwds jjoioed 
Philip Augustus against tbe EogUab, and died 
in 1317. 

PHILIP, duke of Swabia, was elected ea»- 
peror of Germany, in 1 106. He was a prince of 
great wisdom, and strong powers of mind; 
ills memory is stilt respected in Germany, ifa 
died in 1908. 

PHILIP the Bold,BonofJobn,kiogofFraiHK% 
and duke of Burgundy, waa a brave aud flR* 
tuous prince, but untonunateiy so pvofiise in 
his expenses, that hki body waa seized after 
death, by bis creditors, an4 it waf with diliealty 
his dutehesa couM redeem it. U« died in 14M> 

PHILIP of Orleans. SeeOaUSANS,

PILPAY. an Indian bramln, grmne 
and moral rabuHst, iiovrislied 390 B. C. 

PINJSUS, Severiuus, an eminent suiyeoa, of 
Paris, and author of a very curious Latm book. 
He died in 1610, aged 60. 

PIN AS* Jobii. an eminent painter, of Har- 
laero. In 1606. His brother Jmnes also acquired 
celebrity as a painter. 

PINDAR, of Thebes, prinee of lyric poeu« 
bora somewhat above 506 years B. C. Tba 
grandeur of his poetry and his deep emditloii, 
made Plato call him tbe Wisest, and the Divine ; 
^schyhis, the Great; and Atbanms, tbe Most 
Sublime. 

PINEAU, Gabriel du, of Angers, gained great 
cetebrity at Paris as a lawyer, by bis genius and 
eloquence. He was so universally respected, 
that he acquired the appellation of Father of 
the P«!Opl«^ He died in 1644. 

PINEDA, John, a Spanish Jesuit, wbo taught 
theology andphilosop.^y in several collegea, 
and died in 1637. He wrote " Commentaries on 
Job,** and a History of the Church. 

PINELLI, John Vincent, an Italian nobte- 
man, celebrated for bis love of tetters, and Ax 
the immense and valuable library that he form- 
ed ; he died in 1601, aged 08. 

PINET, Anthony du, a native of Besaneol^ 
wbo defended, in the 16th century tlM prolestr 
ant tenets, which he embraced. 

PINET, N., a merchant, of Paris, to whose ti»- 
trigues was imputed the scarcity of grain ia 
1789. He was murdered the same year. 

PINGERON, I. C, a native of Lyons, and aa 
author, died in 1795. 

PINGRE, Alexander Guy, librarian of St. 
Genevieve, celebrated as a philosophw and aa- 
tronomer, was the autlior of various works, and 
died in 1796. 

PINKNET, William, LL. D., a distinguish 
ed lawyer, of Maryland, was bom in 1765. Ha 
was minister of the United States to tbe court 
of St. James ; attorney-general of tbe United 
States; a representative In Congress; minister 
to St. Petersburg, and to Naples ; and a mem- 
ber of the senate of the United States from lia> 
ryland. In all these offices, be acquitted Mm 
self with distinguished ability. He died in ISSl 

PINON, James, of Paris, distinguished at tha 
bar (br his eloquence and integrity. He died la 
1641. 

PINSON, Richard, a native of Normandv, to 
the service of Caxton. fie excelled as a printer, 
and printed the Magna Cbarta, and other books 
and died in 1530. 

PINTOR, Peter, a Spaniard, and physician 
to pope Alexander VII. He was an able writer, 
and d ied in 1503. 

PINTURICCIO« Bernardino, the Inventor, la 
Italy, of anew way of painting, in the 15th sen* 
tury; he died In 1513, aged 59. 

PIPER, Francis le, an English palntsrof eml' 
nence, died in 1740. 

PIPER, count, counsellor of state to Charte* 
XTL.of Sweden, was taken prisoner by tho 
Russians, at tbe battle of Pultowa, and died in 
Imprisonment, in 1716. 

PIRANESI, John BapdM, a eetebrated aiOll 
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Isct and engraver, bora at Venice, about 1711, 
tud died in 1778. 

PIROMALU, Paul, a Dominican, of Calabria, 
■cnt miiBionary to the EaaU He was a learned 
man, and died in 1667. 

PIROM, Alexia, a French poet, and very keen 
■atirist. He wrote aome dramatic pieces, and 
died in 1773, aged 84. 

PISAN, Thomas, an aatroI<^r, of Bologna. 

t ia aaid he died in 1380, liio very day he had 
foietoid. 

PISAN, Cbriatina de. daughter of the pre- 
ceding, waa celebrated for tier beaunr and wit ; 
alie wjpte " A Hiatory of Charles V.,^* and died 
In 1490. 

PiSANI, Victor, a Venetian general ; be dis- 
tlnguiabed himaelf againat the Cieaoeae and 
Dalmatians, and died in 380. 

PiSCATOR, John Fischer, professor of the- 
fitagy, at Strasbuif , was tlie author of valuable 
Commentaries on tlie Bible, and died in 1546. 
< PISISTRATUS, an Athenian general, who, 
though be seised the sovereign power of his 
eountry, respected the laws and privileges of 
bis feliow-citizens, and died 528 B. C. 

PISO CNEIUS, a Roman consul, was ac- 
cused of poisoning Gennanicus, upon which he 
dsstroyed himself, A. D. 90. 

PISSELEU, Anne de, a woman of great 
beauty, bom in Picardy, wife of the dulie of 
Blampes, and a courtesan to Francis I. She 
died in 1576. 

PiSTORIUS, John, a lawyer, of Nidda, who 
changed his profession and reiigion,and became 
counsellor to the emperor of Germany. He died 
in 1608. 

PITAU, Nicolas, a native of Antwerp, emi- 
nent as a painter and engraver, died in 1671. 

PrrC a1RN£, Dr. Archibald, a physician and 
poet, bom at Edinburgh, in 165S, and died in 
l7iX His writings are chiefly medical and ma- 
thematical. 

PITCAIRNE, Dr. William, a very eminent 
Englisb physician, president of the college, and 
fTr. S. He died in 1701, aged 80. 

P[THOU,or PITHCEUS, a French gentleman, 
of eminence in tlie republic of letters, bora in 
1530. and died in 1506. He published several 
wvM-fcs, and was the first who made the world 
acqu«i|ited wUh the " Fables of Phcdras.** 

Pl'raOU, Francis, of Troyes, procureur-ge- 
iwral f>f tbechamber of justice under Henry IV. 
Be waa a teamed and an amiable man, and 
died in 1621. 

PITISCUS, Samuel, a learned man, bora at 
Zvtphen, authwof various works, died in 1717. 

PITISCUS, Bartholomew, the learoed author 
of *' Thesaurus Mathematicus," died in 1613. 

PITKIN, William, a Judge and chief Justice 
of the superior eourt of the colony of C^neo* 
licut ; he died in 17S3. 

PITKIN, William, son of the preceding, was 
a Judge and chief Jostlce of the supreme eourt 
of .Coanectfcnt, and governor of that colony. 
He died in 1760. 

PITOT, Heniy, a eelebiated French mathe- 
matician, and tnmA ot the groat Reaumur; be 
dtodinlTTl. 

IPITS, or PrrSEUB, John, an English bk>- 
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grapher, bora in 1560, and diafin 1616. 

PITT, Chrisloplier, an elegant English poet, 
uod translator of^' Vida," and " VU-gU ;" woe 
bora in 1600. and died in 174& 

PITT, William, earl of Chatham, a moat 
iRiistriooa English statesman, son of Robert 
PM« Wd. Ba waa bom ia 17(J6* and diad in 



1778. Of lord Chatham, his eloquence was one 
of the most striking characteristtos, the muste 
and majesty of his voice ; the persuasive grace- 
fulness and irresistible force of bis action ; and 
his power of eye ; all carried conviction with 
his argument. 

PITT, William, a celebrated statesman, se* 
cond son of the preceding, was bora in 1759. 
His Aither taught him to argue with logical 
precision, and to speak with eloquence and 
force. At the age or ^, he accepted the office 
of chancellor of the exchequer, and under tills 
administration, the American war was con- 
cluded. He died in 1806. 

PITTACUS, a native of Mitylene, and One 
of tlio seven wise men of Greece. He died 579 
B. C. 

PIUS I., St, succeeded to the popedom tal 
142, and suffered martyrdom in 157. 
• PIUS II., iEneas Sylvius PiccolomlnL See 
iENEAS SYLVIUS. 

PIUS ni., Frahcis Thodeschini, succeeded 
Alexander XI. in the papal chair, in 1503, and 
died SI days aAer. 

PIUS IV., John Angelo, cardinal de Medicis, 
brother to the marquis deMarignan, and not of 
the Florence family, succeeded to the popedom 
in 1559, and died in 1565. 

PIUS v., Michael Ghisleri, an Italian, of the 
Dominican order, was elected pope in 1566, and 
died in 1573. Under his auspices the celebrated 
battle of Ijepanto was fought, in which the in- 
fidels were dreadfully defeated. • 

PIUS VI., John Angelo Braschi, was bora in 
1717, and succeeded Clement XI v., as pope, in 
1775 ; he rendered his name famous by draining 
the Pontine marshes. Buonaparte enterel hia- 
statcs, and made him purchase a peace by a 
contribution of several millions. He entered a 
second time, and made the pope a prisoner in 
his capital, carried him over the Alps to Va- 
lence, where be died in 1799, of excessive fa- 
tigue. 

FIVATI, John Francis, a Venetian lawyer, 
known for his compilation of a Dictionary of 
the Arts and Sciences, 10 vols., in 1746. 

PIX, Mary, a dramatic writer of no mean ta- 
lents, in the reign of William III. 

PIZARRO, Francis, a Spanish general, dis 
coverer and conqueror of Pera, in conjunction 
with Diego Almagro, a Spanish navigator. AI- 
magro, for revolting. Was beheaded by Pizarro, 
who was assassinated by Almagro*s friends, In 
1541. 

PIZZI, Joachim, a Jesuit, of Rome, possessed 
genius as a poet, and vigour as a writer. He 
died in 1790. 

PLACCIUS, Vincent, an able German philo- 
loger, and an author, died in 1690. 
' PLACE, Francis, an eminent Eiiglish paints 
and engraver, died In 1738. 

PLACENTINUS, Peter, a German Domini- 
can, and anauthor, died in 1548. 

FLACETTE, John de la, a French protest- 
ant minister, who, on the revocation of the 
edict of Nantes, retired to Holland, and died in 
1718. 

PLANTIN, Chrlstoptier, a celebrated printer, 
of Antwerp, who carried that art to great per- 
^etion ; be died in 1508, aged 65. 

PLANUDE8, Maximus, a monk, of Constan- 
tinople, of the 4th century ; he wrote a curious 
Lifts ofjfisop. 

PLATER, George, a delegate to congress, 
from Maryland, Judge of the court of WvJa, 
and governor of that state ; he died in ITiNL 
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PLATiNA, Bvttioloinfiw Saceht, a learned 
iwttan, tad aattior of a History of the Popes, 
from St. Feter to Bextus IV. ; be died in 1481, 
l«ed60. 

PLATO, a most illostriofis philosopher of an- 
tiquity, died at Athtii)8,348 B. C, aged 81. His 
writiniB are veifjr valuable ; bis language t>eau- 
dfal and correct ; axul kis philosophy sulilime. 

PIfATOFP, ONint, hennan of the Coeeacks 
lt» the oer^rfee of Emria ; he assisted in over* 
taring clie seeming^ Invincible power of Buo- 
naparte ; lie ilied, venerii»ie in yiears and in ho- 
nours, In 181& 

PLAUTUS, Marcus Aectas, A ciunic writer, 
in f thiy. He 4ted aboot 184 B. C. 

PLAVFAIR, John, D. D.,boNi near Dundee, 
in 1749, was professor of mathematics at Ediii- 
bangii. He wrote on sarerttl subjects, and died 
in ldl9. 

PLAYVOKD, John, born In 1613, published 
an ^' Introduction to the Skill of Music," which 
saooeeded so weH «s to go through many edi- 
tions. He died dbovt IQo. 

PLEMPIUS, Voplscus Fortonatus, « native 
of Amsterdam, and professor of medicine at 
Louvain ; he died in 1671.

PLINY, Caius Secundvfs, the Elder, one of 
the tttott iearnfld of the ancient Roman wri- 
ters, born «t Verona, about A. D. S3. He was 
stiilbctaed by the sulpharous smoke of Mount 
Vesuvius, in 4iis friend's house m^ar k, A. D. 79. 
He left a " Natural History,*' in 37 books. 

PLiNY,'CeeolllusSecoRdU8,the Younger, ne- 
phew of the preceding, bom A. D. 62, and died in 
113. He was an eminent lawyer and an elo- 
quent speaker. He tittained the dignity of con- 
sul, tindeir Trajan, whose panegyric he pronoun* 
oed to the senate. 

PLOT, Dr. Robert, «n vminenl Engll^ phl- 
losophemnd naturalist, died in 1606, aged 55. 

PLOTIN'US, an Illustrious Platonic pbileno- 
pher. He died in 370, aged 66. 

PLOWDCIN, Edmund, an eminent serjeant- 
at-law. He died in IS84, aged 67. 

PLUOHfi, Antony, a Prendi writer on na- 
ttiml tiisioiy. His '*^pe6tacle de la Nature,'* 
is known to aM tlie world. In English it is 
cafled " Nature Displayed." He died In 17G1, 
aged 93., 

PLUKENfiT, Le««iinrd. a Well known Eng- 
lish botanist and author, died in 1705. 

PLUMIER, Ckiavles, a fkmous Fremoh bota- 
nist, employed by Lewis XIV. to visit the West 
Indies tn seareh of curious niants. He died in 
1706. 

PLUaUET, Francis Andrew, a native of 
Dayeux, and professor of history at Paris. He 
was an able writer, and an elwant lectnrer, nnd 
dIM in 1790. 

PLUTARCH, a great ph{1o$opher and histo- 
rian of antiquity, was born in Greece. His 
works have been divided into " Lives** and 
" Morals ;*' and treasures of learning, wisdom, 
and history may be found in them. He 4ied 
about A. D. 140. 

PLUVINEL, Antony, grand chajpberlain to 
Heinry TV., <>f France, nnfd Ma ambassador 6) 
Hoimnd ; be died in 1630. 

POCAHONTA8,*nInd1 Jin princess, celebra- 
ted in tWe Atfnals of Virginia, fbr her heroic at- 
taehmerit to the bolonists.

Though 
reprievedjbe remained long a prisoner in the 
Tower. Be was afterward commissioned by 
the king to go and explore the golden mines of 
Guiana. Bat the Spaniards ld)led bis eldest 
son, and prevailed on James to condemn sir 
Walter. He was beheaded in 161ft 

RALPH, James^ a voluminous writer, In po- 
etry, politics and history. He was an American 
by birth, but went over to England about 1799, 
and died in 1768. He wrote a history of Eng- 
bind, commencing with the reign of the Stuarts,

SCIPIO, Lucius Ccroelius, brother to tbe pre- 
ceding, obtained the surname of Aslaticus, from 
his conquests in Asia.

SCIPIO, Publius iEmllianus, obtained the 
surname of the second Africanus, from the final 
conquest of Carthage, 147 B. G. He afterwards

SCIPIO, Publius, father-in-law of Pompey, 
was defeatcid in Africa by Julius Gssar.

SEHIR AMIS, queen of Assyria, famous for 
ber extensive conquests. Her son Ninyas caus- 
ed her to be put to death, and ascended the 
throne. She flourirhed about 1S15 D. C. 

BEN AC, John, physician tothe king of France, 
counsellor of state, and superintendent of the 
mineral waters of the kingdom, died in 1770. 
He wrote several books on the sublets of an- 
atomy and medicine. 

SENAUDT, John Francis, a native of An- 
twerp, became a member and afterwards supe- 
rior of the oratory, died In 1S73. He wrote a 
** Treatise on the Use of the Passions," " Lives 
of Saints and Illustrious persons," ice. 

SENECA, Lucius Anneus, a native of Cor- 
duba, celebrated as a pleader and orator in the 
Ionian forum. 

- SENECA, LncfasAnnseas, a celebrated Stoic 
philosopher and tragic poet, bom at Corduba, 
in Spam, A. D. 13. He was preceptor to the 
tvrant Nero, by whom he was put to death A. D. 
85. 

8ENECAI, or 8ENECE, Anthony Banderon 
de, a French poet, died in 1737. a^ed 94. 

SENNACHERIB, a Syrian king, whose army, 
when besieging Jerusalem, was struck with a 
pestilcnee and destroyed. He escaped, and was 
afterwards killed bv his sons, 710 B. C. 

SBNNERTU8, Daniel, an eminent physlelan 
and medical writer, of Germany, died in 1637, 
aged 65. 

SENNERTUB, Andrew,'Bon of tHemeeedlng, 
professor of oriental literature at Wittemberg, 
died in 1619, atcd 84. 

SEFULVEDA, John Genea do, a Spanish 
writer, historiographer to Charles V., known 
Ibr his attempted vindication of the cruelties of 
the Spaniards against the Indiana, in answer to 
de la Casas, died In 1578. 

8ERAPION, John, an Arablanphyslclan and 
medical writer, flouriabed about 890. 

SBRENUS BANHONICUS, the preceptor 
of Gordian, was a physician and poet, of the 
3d century. He was put to death by Caracella. 
Another of the same name, wrote a Treatise 
on Cbnie Beetlona. 

• flBRGARDI, Lewis, an eoelesiastie, of Sien- 
na, author of some elegant Latin poems and sa- 
tires, died In 1798. 

SERGEANT, John, an American elergyman, 
and a missionary among the Indians, at Stock- 
brldM, lfa«.. dfed in 1749. 

SeRGSANT, Jonathan BidElnson, an emi- 
nent lawyer, and member of congress daring 
the revolutionary atraggle, died at Pblladdphia, 
in 1792. 

8ER6IU8, a Syrian, patriarch of Constanti- 
nople, and head of a sect called the Monothc- 
IMes, died In 638. 

SERLIO, Sebastian, an aMlnent aitbiteet, of 
Boloirna, died in 1552. 

8ERRANUS, orDRBERRCSS, John, a learn- 
ed French historkal andtbcologieal writer, died 
ift«MOa,aiad^. 



teacher of philosophy at Wurtzburg, died In 
1610. He wrote " Commentaries on the Bible,** 
Ax. 

SERRES, Oliver de, a celebrated French agrt- 
culturlst, and superintendent of the piantatlons 
of Henry IV. Re was the first who imroduewt 
the white mulberry Into France, and wrote ft 
treatise on that tree, and on silk. He died in 
1619. 

SERTORIUS, Qnlntns, a Roman genenl, 
who, after serving under Marina and Cinna, re* 
tired to Spain, and declared himself Indep^ndk 
ent. He was defeated by Pompey, and killed 
by some of bis officers, 73 B. C. 

SERVANDONI, John Nicolaa, a distimulsb- 
ed painter and architect, of Florence, dkd In 
1766. 

SERVETUS, Michael, a most ingenioos antf 
learned Spaniard, was bamt at the stake, In 
1553, aged 44. He was first a physician and* 
then a divlnfe. 

SERVItJS, HonoratuB Maoms, a Latin gram- 
marian, author of a Commentary on VliiHl In 
the 4th century. 

SERVIUS TULLIUS, Shrth king of Rome, 
celebrated for his laws, on the subjects of rank* 
and property. He was murdered by bis son-in^ ' 
law, the second Tarqnln, 534 B. C. 

SES08TRI8, a fttbutous king of Egypt, who 
is said to have extended his conquests over va-<' 
rious parts of the world. He fai supposed t9 
have destroyed himself, when oppressed with 
age and infirmity. 

SES8A, an Indian philosopher, who is said 
to be the inventor of the game of chess. The 
king of India was so pleased with bis wisdom,, 
that he conferred on him the highest honours of 
his kingdom. 

SE8TO, Caesare de, an emtneat painter, of 
Milan, flourished about the beginning of Hm 
16t h cent ury. 

SETTLE, Elfcanah, an English dramatle 
poet, died in 1794, aged 78. 

SEVERtm, Lucius Sendmlos, a Roman em- 
peror after Pertinax ; he died in Britain, In 211. 
Two other emperors of the same name perished 
by the hands of their enemies. 

8EVERUS, Cassius, a Roman orator, banish- 
ed by Augustus, on account of the severity oif 
his satirical declamations. 

SEVERUS, Sulpitlus, a historian, author of 
t* Bistoria Sacra," and caUed the Christian Sal 
lust ; he died In 490. ' 

BEVERUS, L. Cornelius, a Latin poet,lii the 
ageof AogastUB.

SIGEBERT, king of the East Angles, was a 
munificent prince, and is mentioned with great 
praise by the venerable Bcde, for his learning 
and piety. He abdicated his throne, and was 
afterwards assassinated, In 643. 

SIGEBERT, son of Ciotaire I., inherited the 
Kingdom of Austrasla.

He died in 4igl« 
aged 09, after having spent 47 years on the top 
of a column 60 feet high, exposed to the inela- 
mencies of the air and the seasons, and oftam 
supporting himself for days on one foot 

SIMEON METAPURA8TES, secretary of 
state to Leo, and to Coastantiae Porphyrogent- 
tus, in the lOtb century, and author of tba 
" Lives of the Saints," Jtc. 

SIMIANE, Charles John Baptist de, maii|uia 
of Pianexe, died in 1677. He wrote a TuMliaa 
on the Truth of the Christian Religion. 

81MLER, Josias, an eminent and aUe pro 
testotit divine, of Switzerland, author ol an 
"Abridgment of Ge8ner*s Bibliotbeca,** and 
other works, died at Zurich, in 1576. John, e# 
the same family, distinguished aa a poromlt 
painter, died In 1748. 

SIMMONS, Samuel Foart, an eminent En^ 
lish physieian, settled In London, where he b#> 
came ^ovenior of St. Luke^a hospital, and after- 
wards physician to the king ; he died in mi. 
He wrote a Treatise on Ceaaamptions, and 
other works. 

SIMON MACCABiEUS, high-priest and ratal 
of the Jews, 143 B. C. After displaylag hh 
valour in repelling the Tyrians and Sfdonians, in 
obtaining a eonfirmatimi of the indqiendence 
of his nation from the king of Syria, and d# 
feating the troops of Antioohus Soter, he was 
murdered 135 B. C. 

SIfifON, surnamed Zelotes, an apoetle of our 
Saviour, suffered martyrdom in Persia. 

SIMON, called the brother of Christ, wae 
made bishop of Jerusatem, A. D. flS. He was 
crucified under Trajan, in 107. 

SIMON MAGUS, or the MAGICIAN, a 
Samaritan Impostor, who pretended that b* 
was the Son of God sent to the Jews, and the 
Holy Ghost to tbe Gentiles.

TALBOT, Peter, a native of Ireland, almo- 
tier to Catherine, wife of Charles H., and arch- 
bishop of Dublin, died In 1682. 

TALBOy, Richard, earl pt Tyrconnet, bro 
ther to the preceding, was made viceroy of Ire- 
land by James II., and died In 1692. 

TALBOT, Charles, earl and duke of Shrews 
bury, was distinguished as the warm promoter 
of the revolution. He was afterwards viceroy 
ot* Ireland, and high'treasurer of England, and 
died in 1717. 

TALBOT, William, an English divine, was 
dean of Wbrcester, and successively bishop of 
Oxford, Sarum, and Durham ; he died in 1790. 

TALBOT, Charles, lord, son of the preceding, 
an eminent lawyer and statesman, was lord 
Chancellor df England ; he died in 1737. 

TALHAIARN, a Welsh bard of the 6th cen 
tiiry, who retired to the solitude of a hermitage, 
where he was vjsited and reverenced as a saint.

TALIESIN, a celebrated Welsh bard of the 
6th century.

TALLARD, Camille D^Hostum, count dc, 
usually styled marshal Tallard, a brave French 
general, who was taken prisoner by the dulra 
of Marlborougb, in 1704. He died in 1738, aged 76. 

TALLIS, Thomas, one of the greatest tavt- 
sicians that England ever bred, died in 1585. 

TAMERLANE, or TIMtJRBEG, or TIMUB 
the Lame, cbani of the Tartars, who becaiii« 
formidable toward the end of the 14th century 
He was the son of a shepherd, and raised him 
self by his courage and prudence: He obtaine^l 
so many victories, that he boasted tJiat lie had 
three parts of the world under his power. He 
died in 1405. 

TANAaUIL, wife of Tarqnfn the Elder,

Peter,*^ and other works, 
died about 1596. 

TANUCCI, Bernard, marauls de, a native 
of Tuscany, was professor of lurisprudence at 
the university of PtBa,' and prime minister of 
Naples.. For 50 years, he sustained that office 
with dignity, ability, and integrity, after whlcij 
be resigned, and died in 1783. 

TAPI^IN, William, a veterinary surgeon, 
and author of several publications connected 
with Ills profession ; he died in 1807. 

TAPPAN, David, D. D., a distinguished 
American clergyman, and professor of tbeoloigy 
in Harvard college, Mass., died in 1S03. 

TARGE, I. B., professor of inaihematlcs, and 
author of a General History of Italy, and other 
works, died at Orleans, in 1788. 

TARIN, Peter, a French physician, and me 
dical writer, whose works are much esteemed 
died in 1761. 

TARLETON, Richard, a celebrated English 
Jester and actor, and a dramatic writer, died in 
1589. ' 

TARPA, Spurius McBtfns, a learned Roman, 
who was appointed with others, by Augustus, to 
examine the compositions of cotemporary poets. 

TARPEIA, daughter of Tarpeius, the go- 
vernor of Rome under Romuhis; she betrayed 
the city to the Sabines, and was killed by the 
bucklers of the enemy, which were thrown upon 
her 9s they entered the city. 

TARCIUIN the Elder, fifth king of Rome, 
was ele<:ted on the death of Ancus Martius. 
He was a lienevolent prince, highly distlngulshod 
fbr his improvements of this city, an^fbr the 
dignity and importance he attached to the sen- 
ate and magistrates. He was assassinated 576 
B C 

TARQ-tTlN the Secbnd, or the Proud, ki>ig 
of Rome, a tyrant and usurper, died at the age 
of 90.

TARTINI, Josepb, an admirablsi nusieian, 
distlnguisbed for uspeffformanc^s on tbe vioUnf 
died at Padua, in 1770. 

TARUFFI, EmiUus, a distbotguUbed land- 
•cape painter, of Bolonia, died in 1604. 

T ASKER, WiUiam, an ISnaUsb diTina and 
poet, died in 1800, aged 60. He was autbocof 
several works. 

TASBiAN, N., a Dutch navigator, wbo dis- 
covered New Holland an4^ew Zealand, In 
1642. 

TASSO, Bernardo, an Italian poet, author of 
Amadis, in JOQ cantos, and some letters which 
are Ififfhly regarded by tbe Italians ; be died in 
1575. 

TASSO, Torqnato, tbe prince of Italian po 
ets, son of tbe preceding, died in 1595, aged 51. 
His worKs show him to have been a philosopher, 
orator, logician, critic, and poet, and excel 
lent in every kind of compositton. His life was 
a chain of miseries and woes. 

TASSONI, Alexander) a distinguished Italian 
poet, anchor of '* tbe Rape of the Bucket,'* a 
mock heroic poem, admired in Italy for its ele-| 
gance and delicate humour. He died in 1635. 

TATR, Nahum, a dramatic poet, born at 
Dublin, in 1653, so^eoded 9badwell as poet- 
laurcai, and died In 1715. He and Dr. Brady 
wrote a version of the Psalms. 

TATIAN, a native of Assyria, a writer in 
defence of the Christians of the primitive 
church, floQrished A. D. 170. 

TATISCHBF, Vassili, a Russian hfartorian, 
who was employed thirty years in coUeoting 
materials for the history of his country, and 
died before his labours were completed, in 1750. 

TATIUS, king of the Sabines, took possession 
of tbe Roman capital, but afterwards rtiared the 
kingdom with Romulus. He was murdered at 
Lanuvium, 743 B. C. 

TATnJS, AcbUles,,an ancient Greek writer 
on mathematics, and autbor of a romance. 

TAUBMAN, Frederick, professor of belles 
lettrea and of poetry at Wittemberg, and i 
favourite of the prince of Sayony^ died in 1613. 

TAVAJ^ES, Gaspard de Sauly de, a Frendi

TELFAIR, Edward, a reVolntionary patriol, 
and governor of tbe state of Georgia, died in 
1807. 

TELL, William, an illustrioua Swiss patriot, 
and chief instrument of tbe revotodbn wbteh 
delivered the Swiss cantons flrom tbe German 
yoke, in 1307. lie shot an apple off tbe head 
of bis son with an anow^ and sean after shot 
the tyrant who compelled him to do it.

THOMAS, William, an Engllsb tlvgfmmn, 
grandson of the preceding, distinpilshed aa ft 
man of learning, a writer, and an antiqiUUV 
died in 1738. 

THOMAS, Anthony Leonard, pxafymar ia 
the college at Bouvais, was distiuguli^ed aso 
writer and poet. He was secretary to theduki 
of Orleans, and died in 1785. 

THOMAS, Elizabeth, an English poeieiB, 
known to the world by the name of Coriono^ 
died in 1730.

THUANUS, Jacobus Augustus, or THOU, 
an eminent mi^strate and historian, of France, 
died In 1617, leaving behind him a "General 
History of the World,** written in very clcor 
and excellent Latin. 

TRUCYDIDE8, a celebrated Greek historian, 
of Athens; he wrote a ** History of Grecian 
Affairs in his own Times,** and died 391 B. C 

THUILLIER, Dom. Vincent, a celebrated 
French preacher, author of " Letters on the Bull 
Unigenitus,** &c., died in 1736. 

THUNBER6, Charles Peter, an eminent 
Swedish botanist, the friend and pupil of Lin 
WBOS. After spending several years in Japan, 
Ceylon, and at the Cape of Good Hope, iu mak- 
ing botanical researches, he was appointed pro- 
fleaK>r of botany at Upsal, and died about 1799. 

THUKLOE, John, secretary of state to the

Pompey aflerwards conquered 
him, and sent him in chains to Rome. - 

TILINGIUS, Matthias, an eminent pbvnl- 
clan, and medical writer, of IVestphalia, died 
in 1615. 

TILLEMANS, Peter, a dlsUngnlshed land- 
scape painter, of Antwerp, who went to Eng- 
land, where he was patronised by the Kccakt, 
and died there in 1734. 

TILLEMONT, Sebastian de Nain de, a 
French writer, bom in 1637, author of " Hisioire 
des Empereurs, et Ecclesiastique ;** he died in 
1098. 

TILLET^. du, a dietinguiebed French agri- 
culturalist Ha wrote several valuable works oc 
agricultare, and died in 1791. 

TILL!, John Taerclaes, count de, a Gemian 
officer, who distmgnisbed himself in the wsrr 
with tlie Turks, and with Denmark.

TIMAGENES, a historian, of Alexandria. 
He was a slave, in the service of Augustus, and 
burnt bis history of the reign of that emperor, 
when discarded from his protection. 

TIMOLEON, a renowned Corinthian general, 
and the deliverer of Syracu^ from the yoke or 
Dionysius the Q'rant, died 337 B. C. 

TIMON, an Athenian misanthrope, who de- 
clared himself the enemy of tlie human race, 
and said he loved Alcibiades, because he woala 
one day prove the ruin of Athens. 

TIMOTEO, da Urbino.an eminent landscape, 
historical, and portrait painter, of Urbino.die'* 
iu 15Q4. 

TIMOTHEU8, a musician, of Miletus, ao 
thor of a poem In honour of Diana of tk. 
Epbeslans, died 557 B. C. 

TIMOTHY, the disciple of St. Paul, andom 
of the primitive heralds of the cross. He was 
made first bishop of Ephesus, and is said to havs 
been stoned to del tfa for oppoidng the worship 
of Diana, A D. 97. 

TIKDAL, Dr. Matthew, a most celebrated 
Enplish polemical writer, died In 1733. 

TINDAL, Nicholas, nephew to the preccd 
inp, chaplain to Greenwich hot-pltal, a miscsl* 
Iniieoiie writer, &r . died In 1774. 
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TINOALL, WiUiun, mm EngUsh divine and 
antiquary, and a niiscellaneoua writar. died in 

TINCLLI, Tiberio, an eminent hiEtorical and

TINTORETTO, James, so called because he

TIPPOO 3 AIB, succeeded his fathur Hyder- 
Aliy, as king of Mysore, and of the Maliratias, 
distingttisbcd by hti hostility and opposition to 
the Great Mogul, and to the English. He was 
Ihe patron of literature and the arts, and was 
killed by the British, in the storming of Serhiga- 
patani, about 1799. '^ 

TJRABOSCHl, Jerome> a learned Jesuit, was 
professor of rlietoric at Milan, and librarian to 
the duke of Modena. He wrote a " History of 
Italian Literature from the days of Augustus," 
a w«rk of gieat merit, and died in 1794 

TI&AaUEAU, Andrew, an eminent French 
lawyer, counsellor of the parliament of Bour- 
deaux, and lUlterwards of Paris ; he was a vo' 
luminous writer, and died in 1574. 

TiSSOT, S. A. D., a celebrated physician and 
eedical writer, of Switzerland, died in 1797. 

TITIAJi, orTITIANO, a celebrated Italian

TiTLY, Walter, an E.iglisb writer, and an 
ambassador to Copenhagen, died in 1754.

Lewis VII. attempted in vain to restore them to 
the Catholic churcli, and his son Philip Augus- 
tus, with tbe same pious view, put 7000 to the 
sword. His foltowers though scattered, still 
exist. 

VALENS, Flavins, son of Gratian, shared 
the imperial throne with his brother. He was 
defeated and burnt to death in a tower, where 
he had taken refuge, by the Gotiis, in 378. 

VALENTIN, a pope of Rome, died in 837. 

VALENTIN, a heresiarch of the 2d century, 
an Egyptian by birth, and a follower of Plato's 
philosophy ; he died in 160. 

VALENTIN, Basil, the assumed name of a 
Benedictine of the 16th century, distinguished 
as an able chymist. His works have been trans- 
lated into Luin and En^lsh, from the Genuan.

VALENTINIAN II., son and successor of 
the preceding, was dethroned by Maximus, re- 
instated by Theodosius, emperor of the East, 
and afterwards strangled by one of his own ge- 
nerals, in 392. 

VALENTINIAN HI., Flavins Placidus, was 
acknowledged emperor, when only six years 
old ; during his minority, iiis mother ably main- 
tained thedignity of the empire, but afterwards 
his dissipations led to his destruction in 455. 

VALERIA NUS, PubliusLlcinius, emperor of 
Rome, in 253. After persecuting the Christiana 
and fighting the Goths and Scythians, he was 
defeated and taken by the Persians, and flayed 
alive, in 263. 

VALERIANUS, Pierius, an ingenious Ita- 
lian philosopher and critic, died in 1558.

WILLARD, Samuel, a dlstingnished Ame 
rican cieigyman, settled at Boston ; he was 
vice president of Harvard ooUega, and died ia 
1707. 

WILLARD, Joaeph, D. D., LL. D., a popular 
and learned preacher, of Massachusetts, after- 
wards president of Harvard college ; he died 1a- 
1S04. 
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WILLEMET, Remi Peter Francis, m French 
phycician, who died in 1790, at Seringapatam, 
where he resided as first physician to Tippoo 
8aib. 

WILLIAM I., Bomamed the Conqueror, was 
the son of R<^rt I. of Normandy. He ascended 
the English throne on the death of Edward tlie 
Confessor, in 1066, and after the battle of Has- 
tings, in which was sluin, Harold, bis competi- 
tor, with 50,000 English. His reign was at first 
oppressive and unpopular, but before his death 
in 1067, he was regaideo more favourably by 
his people. 

WILLIAM IT.,tamamed Rufue, succeeded 
bis father, William I., in the absence of his 
elder brother, and became a persecutor of the 
clergy, and an oppressor of his subijects. He 
was accidentally snot by one of hie courtiers.

WILLIAM AUGUSTUS, duke of Cumber- 
iand, second son of George 11., and a very dis- 
tinguished general, died in 1765. 

WILLIAMS, John, archbishop of York, and 
lord Iceeper under James I.; he was an eminent 
theological writer, and died in 16S0. 

WILLIAMS, sir Charles Hanbury, an Eng- 
lish minister plenipotentiary at the court of Ber- 
lin, who published variouf poems, remarlcable 
for ease and vivacity ; he died in 17JS9. 

WILLIAMS, Anna, a poetess and misceOa- 
neoMS writer, born in Sontii Wales ; having lost 
her sight, she was supported by Dr. Johnson till 
she died, in 1783.

of the infant settlemeiiL He died in 1649. 

WINTHROP, John, F. R. 8., a sou of the 
preceding, and governor of the colony of Con- 
necticut, died In 1076. He was a man of great 
learning and talents, and an independent aiid 
upright magistrate. 

WINTHROP, ritz John, P. IL S., son of <ha 
preceding, and distinguished, like his fkther, fox 
nit learning and piety. He was governor of the 
colony of Cfonnecticut, and died in 1707. 

WINTHROP, John, F. R. S., son of the pre- 
ceding, distinguished in Connecticut for bis ta- 
lents and acquirements.

Danish anatomist. He wrote several anatomi- 
cal and other works, and died In 1760. 

WINSLOW, Edward, one of the pilgrims 
who landed on Plymoutli roek, in 1620. He was 
oAerwar^ governor of the colony of Plymouth, 
and particularly instrumental in its preserva- 
tion. His marriage was the first that was cele- 
brated in New England. He died In 1655.

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DAMS, Jobo, late pretident of tbe United 
<*^ SutM, WW born at Boalon, about 1735» and 
bied to the bar, of wbich ho became a dlitlngaiab- 
ed member. He was conepicaoaa «e tone of the 
flrst and moet decided opponenmof theenereach- 
ments of the BritUh goveronient, on the righis 
and libertlea of the coloniaB, and at one of the 
most enerfetic friende of tbe rerolution. He 
was a member of the conthiental coogrew in 
1776, and one of the signers of the declaration 
of Independence. He was afterwards sent as 
minister from the omigresB to Holland, and was 
aekaowledgedln that character by the staice. 
While he retained that station, he rendered im- 
portant services to his country bv procuring 
loans, and concluding treaties of amity and com- 
merce. Toward tlie close of the revohitlonary 
war, he was appointed, tDgether with Dr. Frank- 
lin, Mr. Jay, and Mr. Laurens, commissioner 
for negotSatlnga peace with Great Britain ; with 
this view he repaired to Paris, where with his 
eoUeagnes, he bad the high honour of procuring 
the recognitloD of the entire independence of 
the colonies by that power, and of signing a 
treaty of peace to thateffisct. He was afterwards 
the first ambassador from tbe United States to 
Great Britain. On the adoption of the coostltu- 
tion of the United States, Mr. Adams was elKwen 
flrat vice president, and on the retirement of ge- 
neral Washington at the close of hisseeond pre- 
ridential term, he succeeded him as pnuident 
of the United States. Mr. Adams has resided 
as a private eitlaen on his estate at Cluiney, 
since his retirement from the presidency. He 
has written an able defbnce of ttie constitution 
flf ttie United States. 

ADAMS, John Qnincy, is tbe son of tbe pro- 
•eding, and was bom at (^uincy, about ITtiS. He 
has long been engaged in public life, asthe re- 
presentativB of Massachusetts, in the United 
States senate, and of his country, as her am- 
bassador at'severat of tbe EoropeancourUk He 
was one of the commissioners, who signed tbe 
treaty of peace with Great Britain, at Ghent, in 
1815. The firilowinff year be was appointed 
secretary of state under Mr. Monroe, and dis- 
eharged the duties of that office, for eight years, 
with disUngultbed repuution and ability. Mr. 
Adams Is now president of the United States, 
for the term of four years, from the 4th day of 
March, I83S 

ALEXANDER, Paolowitz, emperor of Rue- 
sla, Is the eldest son of Paul I. He was bom 
December S8, 1777, and married to Elisabeth 
Alexiowna, princess of Baden, in 1798. He 
afetided the throng in ISOl, and was ofowned 



at Moscow the same year. The first acts of bit 
reign, were distingulsbed Ibr their wisdom and 
lenity. He ordered the recruiting for the army 
to be discontinued, the public taxes to be diminr 
Ished, the situation of the exiles to be examined, 
and their miseries alleviated ; he abolished the 
censorship of writings, and gave liberty to the 
press ; he corrected the administration of jus- 
tice ; established a uniformity of weights and 
measures, throughout his empire ; encouraged 
learning and science, and patronized literary 
men ; and also liberally endowed schools and 
unhrenltles, in diifinrent parts of the empire. 
Tbe invasion of Russia In 1613, by Napoleon, 
and the subsequent events which resulted in the 
defeat and dethronement of that emperor, are 
familiarly known ; they were such as greatly 
10 elevate the character and influence of Alex- 
ander, and to place hhn first on tbe list of Euro- 
pean sovereigns. Later events, however, have 
contributed farther to develope his character} 
they have sbown him haughQr, ambitious, an« 
^ronnlcal ; the champion of legitimacy ; the 
enemV of liberal principles of civiTgovemraent, 
and tfie decided opponent of reftMm. He is now 
the most efficient member of the Ho)y Alliance. 

AN60ULBME, Louis Anthony de Bourbon, 
due d% dauphin of France, is the oldest son of 
Charles X.. king of France, and of Maria 
Theresa, princess of Savoy. He was bora M 
Versailles, in 1775, and in early life was distin- 
guished for his mild and amiable dispoeitiOB, 
and for his studious habits. At the beginning 
of the French revolution, he emigrated with hii 
dither to the court of Turin, where for some 
time be devoted bimself to bis studies. He 
afterwards commanded a corps of emigrants in 
Crermany. In 1799, he married tbe only daugh- 
ter and surviving child of Louis XVI., his pa* 
teraal uncle. For several years be resided at 
cHtferent European courts, as the interest or in- 
clinations of the sovetelgne permitted, until 1800. 
when he visited England, whore he remained 
until tbe accession of Louis XVIIl. to the 
throne. As lieutenant-general of the kingdom, 
he was taken prisoner bv marahal GroucL f, 
when Buonaparte retnmed from Elba, but wus 
permitted by tbe emperor to retire. Since that 
time he has only appeared- in public, as com- 
mander of the French armies, in tbe late Inva- 
sion of SMin. He is heir apparent to the French 
throne. The duke and bis dutcbess ore said to 
be extremely devout, but not sufficiently tolerant 
toward the protestants of the kingdom. 

ANGOULEME, Maria Theresa Cbariotte^

His 
enmity agahat the Spaniaras, nonrished in the 
bloody war of Vehesnela, is irreconcilable. All 
hie connexions were murdered by them, eaceept 
«H nnele whom be has in Spain.*' 

BOYER, John Peter, president of the liland of 
Bavtl, is a natlTe of 8t Domingo. Of his birth 
and early life, we are unable to give any par 
ticulars. He Is seM to be well educated, and it 
appean that he must long have possessed con- 
■iderable tainenee in his native Island, as on 
the death of Petlon, he was elected president 
of the repobUe, without opposition. Since the 
death of Christophe, he has extended his au 
ihorltv over the whole Island, and united all the 
Inhabitants nnder his government. Boyer has 
recently procure d , by negotiation, the reccwnl- 
tloii on the part of France, of the Independent 
'novereignnr of the whole island. So far as we 
' are acqaalnted with the acts of his administra- 
fiea, he has given evidence of a strong mind, 
and of talents for governing, which might be 
coveted by some of the more legitimate sove- 
retens of Europe. 

BRYANT, WUHam Cnllen, a poet of con 
MenMe eminence^ was bom in the town of 
Oomington, Massachusetts. His ftther was a 
respecuMe physician of that place. After com- 
pleting his preparatory studies, he became a 
m e m ber of ttie Williamstown college, and re- 
mained there two yevs. He then commenced 
his pr o f es sional studies, read law tn an office 
«t Northampton, and setacd as a lawyer in 
Great Barrington. Hto amiable character, and 
-aoelal qualities have obtained for him the re- 
gmrd or a large circle of friends; while his pure 
taste and cultivated genius have excited admi- 
ration on both sides of the Atlantic. He now 
fvsides at New York, and is an editor of the 
Atheneum Magazine (ISK.) 

BUONAPARTE, madam Lethia Romallna, 

mother to the late emperor of France, was bom 

at A jaedo. In Corsica, 1750, and In 1767 married 

an assessor to the tribunal of that bland. On 

the death of* her husband, she was left with a 

nuroerons fhtnlly. and without a fortune. She, 

however, succeeoed in gaining powerful fHends 

and protectors, to some of whom she wm in- 

debt«l for the elevation of her fkmily. On the 

Invanion of Corsica bythe Englisti, she removed 

to Marseilles, and fVom thence to Paris, where 

liMe resided until the downfall of the emperor. 

buring the greater itert of that period, she 

Rved In ad the splendour and luxury of a court, 

and received from the French people, that 

homage which was due to the mother or their 

sovereign. But the elegance which surrounded 

this lady had lA' charms for her, and it was said, 

that she was constantlv advising Napoleon to 

reMllect. thac the day of trial might come, when 

• the dazKling glory with which he was encircled, 

might pass away. Since the abdication of the 

e mp eror, madam Buonaparte has resided In the 

states of the church, with her sons Lucien and 

f^nls. 

BUONAPASTE, JbdMfa, bMMher to Napo-

tertothe present queen of Sweden. He 
ai^lnted Vy his brother a commissary In tiie 
army; and by the republic ambassador to Kosne, 
in 1797. On bis retnni, he was cboaen a depu- 
ty to the council of Five Hundred, aad aacreca- 
ry to that body. After the revotatkm of the 18lb 
Bromaire, his J>rotber named him counsellor 
of state, and minister plenipotentiafy to nego- 
tiate a treaty of amity and commerce wMk the 
United Statea. Be signed the trea^ of L4uie- 
ville, in 1801. and soon after concluded a peace 
with Great BritiUn, at Amiens. He was Domi- 
nated president of the senate, Iqr the emperor. 
and honoured with the titlesof prince anoin'aBd 
elector of the empire. This was but the prelude 
to farther advancement; he was raised to tba 
rank of general aad eommander-fn-chtef of th« 
army of Naples, and lastly named UentenaM- 
general of tnat Kingdom, which he had invsMled 
at the head of a powerful army. OnthelSihof 
Feb., 1806, king Ferdinand left Naples for Bidly. 
and the next day Joseph entered the city and 
took posseasion of the palace. He waa soon af- 
ter proclaimed king w Naples, and fomally 
elevated to that dignity. As sovereign of the 
kingdom of Naples, he became subservtent lo 
the views and policy of Napoleon. He suppres- 
sed the religious ordersj seised apon their pro- 
per^, and converted tnelr lands to tlw paUic 
use. Ho also abolbriied the feudal rigbts, aad 
created a new order, called the order Mthe Two 
Kcilies. He was likewise accused of resignliv to 
pleasure, hours which should have been demoted 
to business, and of preferring.a voluptuoua and 
ostentations life, to the welfare and roapeet of 
his subjects. His administration, however, was 
far from being either tyrannical or crael, and hb 
people complained rather of his prodicallty of 
expenditure, and the burthen of the public tax- 
es, Uian of his vices or injustice, in the yeai 
1808, he was proclaimed king of Spain and tha 
Indies, by Napoleon, and he Immediately quit 
ted Naples, for his new monarchy. The civil 
wars which ensued in Spain, the interference of 
the English, and the victories of Wellington, 
caused his overthrow in that kingdom, and Ids 
retreat from it, in 1813. He returned to France, 
and on the invasion of Russia, in 1814, he waa 
appointed by the emperor, lieutenant-general of 
the empire, and commandant-general of the na 
tional guards, aad confidential adviser to Ac 
empress Maria Louisa, then invested wbh the 
regency. Being afterwards overpowered by the 
allied army, be left the kingdom, and retired tu 
Switzerland; and. on the final abdicationuf Na 
poleon, he came to the United States. Be has 
since resided as an American citixen, in the state 
of New- Jersev, and has acquired the conAdence 
and esteem of^ the inhabitants of that stale, aad 
of the country. His wite resides with hev tw« 
dangbteia in the vicinity of Ffankfort. 

Buonaparte, Lucien, was bom in 1775 
and went te France in 1793. He was at fim 
employed as a commissary of stores. In Be^um 
and mH not commence his political career nii^ 
1797. He was then sent as a deputy to tbecBun- 
cll of Five Hundred, and, while a member of 
that body, was distinguished for his moderadon 
and love of Justice. Perceiving that the then 
government was tottering, and that a change 
of affairs waa approaching, Lucien wrote ta 
his brother, then In Egypt, advising hka of tjho

Hla services on 
that oecasion were rewarded by an appointment 
fio tbe Diinieti7« and by embaasieB abroad, in 
wbkh be ■mawed iwmenae wealth* He was 
aaid to have been oppoeed to tbe elevation of 
Vapoleon to tbe throne ; in consequence of 
which, a cocriness enmed between tbe brothers 
•which was so fiu increased by a subsequent 
marriafe of Lncien, tliat he was ordered to quit 
France. He retired to BAilan, and afletwards to 
&onie. Subsequently be embarked for tbe Unl 
ted States, was taken priw>ner by a British frl 
fate, and sent to England, where he continued 
until 1814. On tbe return of Buona^rte from 
jClba, be repaired to bis assistance, and took an 
active part in tbe affairs of that period. Since 
the abdication of tbe emperor, he has resided at 
Borne. He has been created prince of Canino, 
py the pope^ 

BUONAPARTE, Louis, thiid brother of Na 
poleon, was bom in tbe year 1778. He entered 
Toung Into tbe military service, was with his 
DBotber in the campaigns of Italy and Egypt, 
and returned from tbe Tauer country w^ des- 
patches for the directory. When Napoleon was 
proclaimed emperor, he was made a constable 
of the empire, and govcrnor-nneral of Fied- 
piont. InldOS, be succeeded Murat in the go- 
vernment of the city of .Paris ; he afterwards 
took command of the army north, and on the 
4th ef June. 1806, he became king of Holland. 
IdOuis was distinsuisbed for bis mild and gentle 
disposition, and tor bis love of Justice. He made 
bis administration, so far as was in bis power, 
beneficial to his people ; be diminished the tax- 
as of tbe country, secretly encour^g^ trade, and 
C orally adopted such measures as aMuired for 
the character of a good prince. His policy 
io Car interfered with the views of Napoleon, 
that he was compelled to relinquiidi the throne, 
and be retired to Grata, in Styria, and afterwards 
to Bonie, whera be now reaides. B^ has recent- 
\y pubUsbed an interestbig work, relative to bis 
nijhi over Holland. 

BUONAFABTE, Jerome, tbe younger brother 
Hf Napoleon, was bom in 1784, and educated in 
France. He went to St. Domingo with "Lt Clerc, 
as a lieutenant, and soon afterwards was ap- 
pointed to tbe command of a frigate. Buona 
Kte bad so high an opinion of bis nautical ta- 
ts that he made him an admiral ; be, how- 
ever, waa soon dissatisfied, and transferred him 
to the army, where he rose to the command of 
a diviBi(». About tbe year 1801, Jerome vkited 
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the bar, where be rose to tbe bigbctt raakof 
professional eminenee. He was afterwards 
chosen a member of tbe United States senate 
from the state of New- York, and subsequently 
vice-president of the United Sutes. A dispute 
of a political nature, led to a personal encounter 
between colonel Burr and genwal Alexander 
Hamilton, in which tho latter was mortally 
wounded. This event, and a obarge of high 
treason against tbe United Sutes, for which Be 
waa tried and acquitted, have destroyed the cha- 
racter and iafluence of colonel Burr, and east a 
stigma upon bis reputation. For several yeani 
after the above event, be resided in Europe. 
He baa now, however, returned to America, mA 
resides in the city of New-York; 



CALHOUN, John C, is a native of Sooth 
Carolina, and was born in tbe district of Abbe- 
ville, about the year 1781. His i)ahcr emigrated 
from Pennsylvania to South Carolina, anterior 
to tbe revolution, and waa an ardent whig dvof' 
Ing that struggle. Mr. Calhoun laid tbe founda- 
tion of his classical attainments under tbe tuition 
of the Bev. Dr. Waddel, after which be became 
a student at Yale CoU^, and graduated with 
much distinction for bfi proflksiency In meta- 
physics, mathematics, and tbe scieiH:es gene- 
rally ; and with a high reputatlon'for bis talents. 
At this period, Dr. Dwight foretold the political 
eminence which he would one day attain. Mr. 
Calhoun prepared hiroaelf for the practice of 
law, attended the lectorea of iudge Reeve, at 
Litchfield, Conn., and soon after, rose to the 
first grade m his profession. In a short time he 
became a member of tbe legislature of bis native 
state, where be attracted great confidence, and 
in two years be was elected to congress. Of tbie 
body, Mr. Calhoun was an able, an ekiquent, 
and a leading member, until the close of the 
year 1817, when he was appointed secretary at 
war. In this capacity, " bUi attention waa ao- 
tively directed to tho great and important object 
of tbe general defence.*' and bis active mind 
seems to have pervaded and analysed the great 
and complicated mass of our national Interests, 
and to have formed almost a new creation in 
the military department of tbe government.** 
In March, 1825, Mr. Calhoun was elected vice- 
president of the United States. He waa a lead> 
ing. decided, and able advocate for the late war« 
and has ev«!: been a uniform advocate for in- 
ternal improvements, and ateo for a navy, " -^

During tbe whole of that war be was distin- 
(uished for Ids bravery, talents, and liberality. 
At tbe close of the war be applied himself \o 



a patriot, he is ardent and independent ; and hie 
colloquial powers are of tbe first order. 

CAMBACEBES, John James Regis dc, waa 
born at Montpellier, of a respectable family, in 
1753, and educated for the bar. His talents soon 
gave bim reputation, and In 1793, be waa nam- 
ed a deputy to the national convention, and, in 
that capacity, voted fbr the death of tbe king. 
He waa aflerwards president of the council of 
Five Hundred, and minister of iustice. On tbe 
elevation of Napoleon to tbe first oonsulsbip, 
Cambaceres was created second consul, and, la 
that office, devoted himself to the organization 
of the courts of justice. As emperor, Napofeon 
named him arch-chancellor of the empiie, and

He was educa- 
ted at GotUogeu, nd .when he casM of ^ge, 
was made a colonel, and created tinke of Cam- 
bridge, with a stipiend of ^^^OfU, a year. In 
1003 he was actrt with 14,<XK> men to defend 
Hanover; but hot succeeding, he returned to 
England. He (hen took his seat in the house 
of lords, and was promoted in the army to the 
rank of field marshal. In 1819 he married the 

Bincess Augusta, nieoe of the l^ndgruve of 
case, bF whom he has a son. Since his mar- 
iUc<i his yearly allowance fap^ been doubled.

Tbe faflier of 
this geutlemah, a uitive of Ireland, having dis- 
pleased bia friends by njfarrtftge, w^ left to pro- 
vide for blmoelf, «nd died in e^rly life, leaving 
his family destitute. Xtr. Conning was educated 
by bis rclattonsi nt Eton and Oxibrd, whcl-a ho 
gained several prizes. He afterwards wont to 
tbe Temple to Mu4y htw, and nfter completing 
hl3 studlcp, was returned j^ member of parlia- 
ment for Newrtwn, la the t^le of WiibL The 
minister, Mr. Pitt, voon discovered hie abilities, 
and offered him the place of under secretary of 
«tite, in the atlznUi}stnit}on, which, In 1790, he 
accepted. From that time, he supported Mr. 
Pitt until hl9 dejith ; he then johied Mr. Percival, 
ai)4 was made secretary of stttte for foreign af- 
ftrirs. In this capacity, his conduct to lord Cas- 
tlereagh, brought on a duel between them. In 
which h^ was wounded, and for which he lost 
his pl^ce. He afterwards came into parllanieot 
from Liverpool; was sent as ambassador to 
Lisbon, and on his return was made president 
of the Board of Control Yor India AlIhiTs. Mr.

In that situation, he paid 
great attention tb the manufacturing esti^lish- 
mciits in France, and to the means or promoting 
education. He was a devoted friend to Napoleon 
during his rei^n, and since his aJbdicfttibn ha* 
lived fts a private citizen. His writings havefl 
been v6ry numerous, ffrincipiUly on enymical" 
nibjects. 

CfH ARLfSS- X., kfog of France, was born Oct 
), 1757. He married, in ]t73, Maria Theresa, 
9f Savoy, by Whom be had three ctuldrcn, a 
JiUiughter, who died young, the present due d" An- 
giouleme, and the late due d^ficrri. In his youth, 
(he king was gay atid extravagant; he was, 
however, amiable iu his dispoaiiion, and a pat- 
ron and protector of men or letters, i^rom thej 
t»eginning of the revolution he was deoidedlv 
opposed to any reforin, and soon emigrated with 
hid family. He went to Turin, and, in 1791, 
joined his brother, the late king Louis XVUI., 
and prepared to assist In invading France. The 
events of ttUA period of his life are matters of 
history, and do not need repetition here. Fail* 
thg in his projected invadtfn of France, he re- 
tired to Westphalia, and afterwards to Great 
Britain, where be resided until the restoration

CHATJBAUBBIANDs Francia Augustus, via- 
count de, was lM>m in 1769, of an ancient ramft- 
ly in Brittany. Ho enterad into tlia wuHtuf 
service in 1786, but his regiment revolting at 
the lieginning of the xfyolHtion, he caaM to 
America, and qwat fona time amwig the Ii^ 
dians of the western wildefBeas, studying the 
character of that people, and. viewing tiie beaor 
ties of nature in their origi«id state. He re* 
turned lo Btuope in 17K{t ami ffoei a sense of 
duty, enlisted under the haoaar of the French 
princes. In their serviea he was s«v«rely 
wounded, and confined to his bed for tfatea 
years ; this ruined his finances, and compelled 
him to resort to his pea for support He put^ 
lished bis Essay on Aneleot and Modem Revo> 
lutions, and afterwards his Genius of Chria- 
tianity, works which have been much read aad 
admired. Napoleon wished to attach him ta 
his interests; and for a short time aucoeeded; 
but 00 the death of the dulse d* Sngiiein, he re* 
signed hit employments. Hci then travelled ia 
Italy, Greece, and the Holy tiand ; and baa siaea 
publifilied his travels in those countries. During 
the residue of the reiga of Napoleon, be lived 
a private life ; but on the reftorittion c^.tha 
Bourbooa, lie lya^ created a viaoounc, sod nam- 
ed minister to Sweden. Ha ifaa allerwarda 
minister to Berlin, president of the electoral 
collcge of the department of Loivet, and niiBi»> 



of his family. In 1814, ha returned to France, j tor of state. He has lately resigned- bis offices 
and took up his residence in the ThuQleries, asL ^ consequence of a quarral with the ministfy* 



lieutenant-general of the kingdom in the absience 
0f his brother ; and by his a£fal>le deportment and 
condescending manners, contributed not a little 
td reconcile the Frisnch to a change of govern- 
ment. On the death of Ids brother, he succeed- 
ed to the throne under the title of Cfiarles X. : 
6e was r^endy crov^ned at Bbeims, with all 
the parade and splendour of modem ejctrava' 
gance- The general policy of his administrar 
lion has been the same as that of bis predeces- 
861, since his elevation to the throne. Be has, 
however, abolished the censorship of the press, 
and done some other acts indicative of sounder 
views of government, than were eotelrtained 
during the last reten. 

CHARIiES LOUIS, of Lorraine, archduke 
of Austria, was l>orn in the year 1771. He l>e- 

Kn his military career under the prince of Co- 
uTg, in Brabant, and Was soon afterwards 
made governor and captain-general of the low 
eounttles, and dfeld marshal of the empire. 
This prince commanded with great reputation 
and glory in the war against revolutionary 
France, and in a succession of campaigns, and 
during a series of severe aetions with the first 
French generals of the age, proved himself not 
only a match for^ them, out almost the only 
general capable of successfully opposii^ them. 
Our limits will not allow us to recapitulate his 
victories ; wo can only say, that whether oppea- 
Utg Moreau on the Rhine, Buonaparte in Italy, 
or Massena in S#iizerland, he displayed great 
flQilitaiy talents, and acquired great glory. Ow- 
ing to the intrigues of the Austrian court, he 
was induced to resign his military command, 
^d ha was made minister of war. tn 1805, be 
ttwumed the command of the army of Italy, and 
m natt yUt ha was made Aostiiaa l^aralla- " 



J CLABENCB, William Henry, duke of, istha 
third son of his late nu^jesty, George III. Ha 
waa born in itOS, educated for the navy, and 
sent to sea at an early age Having aarved Id* 
time as a midshipman, ha was gradually pre* 
moted to the command of a frigate, and recently 
to the station of admiral of the fleet. In 1789, 
he was created duke of Clarence, and St. An- 
drews, with an income of 1$,00(U. per annum. 
In I8I4, he commanded the royal yacht, which 
conveyed Louis XVlIL to France and « thromb 
He married in 1818, asistar of the didte of Baxa 
Meiningen. 

CLARKSON, Thomas, a dlatingnished Ibw 
glisb philanthropist, waa bom in the year 1761, 
and educated at CamWidge, Where he hod a 
Ugh reputation. In 17BS, Sir Clarfcson composed 
a prize essay in Latin, aa tha ^estion, " Is it 
just to make man slaves against their wiUT* 
a translation of wbictai he anerwards published 
This was, probably tlie first ei&ctual step toward 
the suppression of the African slave trade ; and 
seems to have stimulated iu author to thoaa 
great exertions, which so mat«riaUy contpibuted 
to tlie English act of abolition. Froni this time, 
llr. Clarfcson relinquished bia profeasiooal pur- 
suits, and devoted his whole tine tp this great 
object He connected himself with Mr. Wilber- 
force and others,, and formed a society for the 
abolition of the African slave trade ; he also wrata 
and published severaU works oathe subject ; ha4 
several interviews with M«. Fitt, and the privy 
cooncii ; and after years of unwearied exertioa^ 
has accomplished the great object be had in 
view. He has lived to Witness the triumph of 
principle, atid of humanity, and to see liis name 
placea among- the bene^aaton of tha hoauui 
rftca. _ • "

He was educated at Columbia 
College, and after receiving the honours of the 
university, commenced the study of the law, in 
1786, UMI was admitted to the bar. He was se- 
cretary to bis uncle, governor George Clinton, 
who appointed him secretary of the university, 
and of the board of fortifications of New- York. 
He was dected a member of the legislature, 
fram the city of New- York, in 1797, without 
opposition, and soon after was chosen a member 
of the senate. Mr. Clintmi was afterwards a 
anember of the council of appointment, in 1802 
a senator In congrem, ana was fhmi 1803 to 
1807 mayor of the city of New- York. During 
this time, he was for nine months a aenator in 
the legislature, and member of the council of 
appointment In 1806 he was again chosen 
mayor of the dty of New-York, and received 
the appointment of regent of the University. 
During Mr. Clinton^s public life, much of his 
attention has been bestowed upon subjects rela- 
tive to the public health and internal improve- 
ments generally, and when the law was passed, 
n 1817, authorizing the Junction of the Western 
and Northern lakes and the Hudson river, by ca- 
nals, Mr. Clinton was appointed comminloner. 
In 1811 he was elected lieutenant-governor of the 
state of New-York, and recommended as a 
candidate for president of the United States, by 
a majority of the members of the legislature, 
and from that time until 1815, was again mayor 
of the dty of New- York. He was elected, in 
1817, governor of the stateof New- York, almost 
without opposition, and was re-elected in 1834. 
fn tlie great and growing state of which Mr. Clin- 
ton is a native, his name, his genius, and his ser- 
vices, are stamped upon many monuments of 
IHiblic munificence; and the promptitude, so- 
lidity and talent exhibited in his public career 
evmeethat his enmgy is equal to any occ m teuce. 
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(XmnEIT. William, is tlie son of ■ fikrmef 
In Surrey, tlis father taught him arftbmetie. 
and to read and write, and educated him as a 
farmer. Early in life, he left bis father and 
went to London, and afterwarda enlisted in- a 
regiment destined to Nova Scotia, where be re- 
sided six years. During this time, he devoted 
an Ms Maore to the cultivation of his mind. In 
1799, he came to America, here be commenced 
author, and under the name of Peter Porcupine, 
wrote a series of essays, which exhibited his 
powers, and enraged his opponenta^^ Being 
prosecuted for a libel and amerced in 5000 dollan 
damages; he left the country and returned to 
England, where he commenced his Political 
Register, which he extended to forty TolumesL 
In this paper he attacked the administration virith 
him whole energies, and with such elliect, as to 
incur the vengeance of the ministry. Mr. Cobbett 
visited America aipdn In 1817, and returned to 
Eneland in 1819. Heatlll continues his writings^ 
which are already numerous. In dry humour, in 
pointed sarcasm, and in the power of casting ridi- 
cule upon an opponent, he is almost unrivalled.

Sir William has pub- 
lished several scientific works, which prove him 
a man of extraordinary talents. He is said to be 
high in favour with the present king George IV 
CONBTANTINE, grand duke of Russia, ii 
the second son of Paul L He married, in 1798, 
a princess of Saxe Cobourg , who has since re- 
turned to her family. In 1799, he served under 
Eeneral Suwarrow. and behaved with great 
lavery. He was In the battle of Austerlitz, 
opposed to Bemadotte, and distinguished him- 
self by his gallant redstance to the French. 
During the invasion of Rusda, he was actively 
engaged, and in the subsequent campaigns ; and 
he entered Paris with the allies. He is now 
vicermr of Poland, under his brother Alexander. 
COOPER, dr Astlev Paston, F. R. S., is one 
of the nuMt distinguished surgeons and medical 
writers in Great Britain. Few possess an equal 
share of science and practice, and none enjoy a 
higher reputation for that spirit of liberality and 
philosophy, which ought to characterize the 
member of a learned profesdon. He is a mem- 
ber of the Royal Society, a surgeon of Guy's 
Hospital, and preddent of the Medical and Chi- 
rurgical Society. His writings, which are nu 
merous, are considered standard works by the 
members of the profession. He has lately been 
appointed surgeon to the king, and created a 
baronet. 

CUVIER, baron de, was bom at Montbeliard 
in 1709, knd educated at Stntgard, where he be 
came acquainted with the language, tlie litcra* 
ture, and the sciences of Germany. He arrived 
in France at the beginning of the revolution, and 
was soon distinguished among, scientific men. 
He was one of the first members of the French 
Inatitate; and ia perpetual secretary of the 
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.Mademy of pbyaiaa Kionce, md proftnor of 
■•rand histoiy to the college of PruMe. Baroo 
Cuvier la one ofttae most distinguished natural- 
ists of the present age ; and to profound know- 
ledge, he has the art of expressins his ideas with 
great clearness and elegance. His writings are 
very numerous, on scientific and miscellaneous 
■ubjectt. He is one of the editors of the Jour- 
nal des Scavaots. 



D* ARBLAT, madame, Is the dauEfaier of Dr. 
Burney, and is better known hy her maiden 
■anie, of Miss Frances Bumey. This lady has 
deservedly aUracted public attention, and nined 
# high reputation for herself, by her writing. 
She unquestionably ranks among the first female 
novel writers of the a ge. Her first work was 
Evelina, published in 1777. To this succeeded 
Cecilia and Camilla; she has also written a 
tragedy, which has been performed on the Eng- 
lish stage, and recently a novel called the Wan- 
derer, or Female Difficulties. Madame D*Arblay 
Is now a widow, and resides, since the death 
of her husband, in England. 

DAVID. This celebrated French painter has 
been greatly distinguished for his zeal and atro- 
city as a revolutionist. He was a member of 
the national convention, and voted for the im- 
mediate death of Louis XVI.; and- he was the 
constant associate and intimate friend of Robes- 

Eierre and Marat. After the fall of the former, 
e was arrested and imprisoned, hut bis merit 
as an artist, probably saved his life. He is ac 
knowledged to be the first French painter of the 
present dav. His pictures of the " Death of 
Marat,'* of the Sabuies, and of the coronation 
of Napoleon, are coiisidered as admirable speci- 
mens of thwart. As a regicide, David has been 
banished, since the return of I^uia XVill., and 
DOW resides in Bruxeltes. 

DAVY, sir Humphrey. This distinguished 
philosopher, who has done so much to enlarge 
the bounds of chymical science, was bom at 
Pensance, in the year 1779, and receiver the 
rudiments of education at the school in that 
place. At the age of 15, he was placed as a pupil 
with a Mr. Borlase, an excellent surgeon and 
accomplished scholar, with whom he resided 
several years, during which time, he laid down 
for himself, and pursued a coarse of study, 
which made him master of the leading princi- 
ples of botany, anatomy, and physiology, the 
simple mathematics, natural philosophy, and 
chymistry. The latter study, however, was 
most congenial to his taste, and some early dis- 
coveries in that science, drew him from obscuri* 
ty, and devoted him for life, to the pursuit of 
bis favourite science. He soon after published 
his " Researches Chymical and Philosophical,'* 
and was chosen professor of chymistry in the 
royal institution. His most brilliant discoveries 
were subsequent to this period. Our limits will 
aot permit us to mention them. The most hn- 
portant, however, to the cause of humanity, as 
well as of science, was the invention of the 
safety lamp, which has proved of immense 
benefit to the English miners. Sir Humphrey 
Is now president of the Royal Society, and a 
member of most of the philosophical societies 
pf Europe. His writings are numerous, and of 
great importance to the cause of science and 
philosophy. 

DECAZES, duke, was bom In 1780. At an 
ftr)y igjB lia waa » Judca of tha ttibun^l of the 



Seine, and In mo, wwappointqd cowisellor 
of the court of apipeate. In 1815,' ne pnt htan- 
seif at the bead of a company of national 
l^ards, in support of the royal cause, and 
vehemently opposed the restoration of Bmma- 
parte. On the return of the kiot, he was appoint- 
ed ivefectof police and a memoer of the council 
of state, and soon after, be was made minister 
of police in the room of Fouche. He was after- 
wards created a count,^ removed from the minis' 
try of police, to that of the home deparaneni; 
and in 1818, created a duke, and sent as minteer 
from Louis XVIH. to Great Britain. He la 
now one of the ministry, and president of tlio 
council. Bis measures have been generally cal- 
culated for the prosperity of France, and bit 
speeches In their defence, have been received 
with respect, by the patriot, and the man of 
letters. 

DESEZE, Raymond, the intraidd and eloquent 
defender of Lonis XVL at the bar qOhe Frendi 
national convention, was bom at Bourdeaux. In 
1750, and educated for the bar from his earlieal 
years. His professional aucceas was unusually 
rapid. Having been engaged in a defence whkJi 
had attracted the atteution of., the fashionablf 
world, he so farsnceeeded, as to nin the esteem 
and patronage of the count de Vergennes 
With his influence, he removed to Paris, whert 
he soon gained the reputation of the most elo* 
quent advocate of France. He was imprisoned 
for his defence of bis unfortunate sovereign^ 
and narrowly escaped death ; lived in retirement 
during the reign of Napoleon, and was onlv 
rewarded for hta loyalty, on the restoration of 
the Bourbons.

ED6EW0RTH, Maria, is the daughter of 
Richard Lovell Edgeworth, esq., of Ed^worth> 
town, Ireland, a gentleman diMingvislMd in the 
literary world for his talents and writings. Tha 
daughter is said to excel her parent In talents i 
she has devoted herself to literanr porsuits, with 
zeal and ardour. One of her objects has been 
to perfect the system of female education, in 
which she has in part succeeded. As a nov^ 
writer, she ranks among the most eminent ; and 
the Irish character has never been drawn witn 
equal truth and spirit by any other writer* Hec 
publications, which are numerous, have bocM 
well received ou botli sides of the Atlantie. 

ELDON, the earl of, is the son of a Mr. Btott, 
of Newcane, and was bom in 17S0.> He wan 
educated at Oxford, entered at MUdle Temple, 
in 177S, and called to the bar at the usual period. 
His first eflforts were far from socMssful, but the 
encouragement he received fromlord'Thurlow, 
induced him to proceed, and he then rose into 
repute. He was in 1783, chosen a member of 
parliament, and soon after attorney-generaL- In 
1799, he was appointed chief* justice of the com- 
mon i^eas, and raised to the peeri^. Two 
years after, he was made lord chnMeUor of 
Great Britain, an ofke which he still retain*. 
He has accimiulated an immense fortune by his 
profession, and has been created an epri. 

EMMET, Thomas Addis, esq., is a native of 
Dublin. His ftther was an eminent physician, 
of that city, and the son was educated for that 
profession, and took a doctor's degree at Edinr 
burgh ; but on the death of a brother, who had 
risen to eminence as a barrister, he quitted thf 
practice of medicine for that of the law, and 
■COO ohtalnad grant cf le bii ^y as a lawyer ^ Dab 
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lln. Mr. emmet wnt(tn« or the lending mem- 
iMrt (If (be toHetv of ufilted Irishmen, and was 
tipfMilnted « memoer of the Irhh directory, which 
Wia lo beMihstttuled for the existing government. 
Rb vftfety being Mlpulated for by iIm; m«n who 
betr«ycd tft (rfoit, he was exiled from the Brttleli 
dominiom. He then establtBhftI himseil' In 
Rew-Torft^, where he now practices with great 
N nutation and Mticeess. 

BRBKINI!, Thomaa, lord, it the third ton of 
tfM late earl of Buchan, and was bom in Scot- 
Itnd, hi 17W. After completing Ma educarion, 
Under the eare of one of the mo«t aecomfHlshed 
«eholartor0eotlaiMl, he entered the navy, which 
1w aoon exchanged for the army. In which he 
iKTved aeveral years. The demand* of ah In- 
•reaahig fhmily, and xhe acantiiteaa of hit tn- 
eome, as an oOeer, radoeed Irln to n«tte choice 
of a profession^nd in 1777 he conunenced his 
tegiil atndles. The next year be waa called lo 
llto bar. Here he soon had an opportunity of 
jlaplaytnf his transcendent talents, and his first 
Mfert Was considered a masterpiece of fbrensic 
•loqiietiee. Prom that moment his snccest was

FERDIRAND it., king of the Tw6 Bicffiea, 
flw third son of Charles III. of S|Ain. was horn 
In NapleaQie 15Mi of January, 1751. ills natural 
AspoaMon Waa mild and amiable, and in early 
Hft was exliibited in aeta of charity and benevo- 
lence, which rendered him tlie id<H of the people 
«f N-aplaa. Hfai flither succeeding to the throne 
if Spain in 1709, Ferdinand waa declared king 
of the TWo BicllieB, and dating his minority, 
was plaeed Iqrhis fathei^ under a regency. He 
married in 176B, Hary Caroline, ainer of the 
Mnperor loaeph if., who soon acquired an ai- 

Eost uncontrolled ascendancy over him, which 
« used to effect her own poUtlcaJ purposes. 
From th« beginning of the French revolution, 
Ferdinand has been involved in disputes and 
wars, with one or another of the iwweri of 



l^urope; and iluce theh, hia experienced all 
the viciffitudes of fortune ftom victory and 
conquest to defeat and dMgrace. He hds r«- 
peaiediy been driven from his capital, and com- 
pelled to take shelter in Sicily; be has Been 
that capital threatened with bombardment and 
pitlage, by a foreign foe, and saved from tbat 
fate, only by bribery and corruption; he baa 
seen his empire wrested from him by an eneAiy, 
himself dethroned, and Murat, the brother 6€ 
that enemy, seated on bia tlirone ; he haa aeen 
himself deserted by his own subjects, and at the 
mercy of a neighbouring power ; and when re- 
stored to his throne, and to the {^enitade of "bit 
auUrority, he baa again seen his people revolt- 
mg agafnat a reign distinguished only for ifa 
tyranny, bigotry, and oppression, and demand- 
ing of their aovereign a constitutional form of 
govenrnient, and mild and equal laws, and has 
found himself obliged to yield to their demanda. 
The mterfercnce oi the Holy ADtance has reaeu- 
ed him from the Influence of his subjects, and 
again placed him on on absolute throne. He 
now holds despotic dominion over hia aubjecta, 
supported by an Austrian ai^med force within 
his territory, and liable on the removal of tbat 
force, to the vengeance of an injored, o|^resaed| 
and innilted people. 

FERDINAND VH., king Of Bpahi and the 
Indies, is the son of Charles IT. of Spain, and 
was bom the 13th of October, 1784- Be wai 
created prince of Asturiaa, when only six yean 
of age, and succeeded to the throne by the abdi- 
cation of his /kther in his Hivour, in 1808: The 
incidenta of his evenlAil reign, have lieen marked 
by the stuDtdlty and bigotry, which so eminent^ 
cliaracterize this sovereign. Soon after ba 
ascended the tlirone, he was penuaded to leave 
his dominions, and meanlv submit hittiaetf to 
the power of Napoleon, tnat he might obtala 
from that emperor a recognition of hia tide; 
when in hia power, he was made a prisoner to 
France, fbrced to relinquish hia sceptre uhcoor 
ditionally, to his father, by whom it was resign- 
ed to Buonaparte, and for dve yearn kept la 
custr jy in the interior of France. On a changa 
of aifaira In France, he was suffered to return 
to hia dominions. Before he left bis-ktugdon*, 
he had authorized the convocation of a cortea, 
and be had solemnly promised to maintain them 
in their privileges, and to approve their act& 
No sooner, however, had he returned t6 Spain, 
than he refused to sign a constirutlon enacted 
by the eortes, he declared null all their actft 
done in hts abaenee, he restored the inquisition, 
ordered the monks who had been serving in the 
anny during the revolution, to return to x\\9At 
monasteries, and denounced all thoM who had 
taken the oath of allegiance to Buonaparte. Ha 
even went farther, and condemned to exile and 
imprisonment the most patriotic l^-mbers c€ 
the cortea, who had struggled durttig his im- 
prisonment, to support his throne, sua preserve 
It nnlfflpah:ed until his restoration. During hia 
reign, tlie Inhabitants of his South American 
coloiriea have disclaimed allegiance to his thronei 
emerged from their vassalage, and become eove^ 
reign and independent states. Bis subjects too 
at noma, tired of his despotism, have within t 
f)ew years resisted his authority, convoked anenK^ 
the ancient eortes of the kingdom, and re-estalM 
lisbed a constitution, to which Ferdinand wot 
oUiged to swear fidelity or lose his crown.

FERDINAND Ifl., |rmnd dulce of Tuscany, 
and archdulce of Austria, was bom io the year 
17G9. He is a son of the late lieopold, eopenMr

ror of Ausoia. Tujieaiiy was granted him by 
his ^oher, and he was created grand dulce in 
1791 . DisUnguislied 1^ his protection of letters, 
and tlie mildoess of hhi admintetration. he has 
shown himself more desirous tQ maiotiun peace 
in hissUttes, than to involve them in war, for 
what«re now styled tha eiwential principles of 
government. He was, therefore, the ficft of the 
pripcee of Europe, to recognise the Preneh Mh 
pubiiQ. f his of course involved JaUm in difficulty 
with neigfaboJiir^p^ powers, who s^ropelted biw 
to ehaive his policy, and adopt a system, which 
cesultea in his eixpulsion from bis tMtfi, He has 
beeu re-eataUished in Tosc^yrffinoe the abdl* 
cation of Buonaparte, and yet reliuns bis autho- 
lity in that state. 

FEflCH, cardinal, unde of Napoleon, laie 
emperor of France, was born at Ajaccio, in 
Corsica, in 1763. and educated for the chvrch 
An ardent partizjm of French revolutionary 
piinciirtes, he threw of bis clerical dress, and 
entered the army.

GRENVILLE, lord, was born In I7B9, and 
cducntod at Oxford, where he studied lawr for a 
ihort tiaae, and afterwards devoted his fife Co 
politics. Re for some time supported Mr. Pitt 
In hia administration. He was afterwards a 
member of partiament, and for a short time 
■pealier of the house of eonmions. When Mr. 
Pltt*s Interest declined, lord Grenvllle joined 
Mr. Fox in the opposition, and has since acted 
roestly wHbtliat body. 

6ROS, M., a historical painter, a pupil of 
David, and one of the beat masters of the Freneb 
isclmoi. 

6ROUORT, marshal, born atParia, In 17)06. 
waa once a lieutenant of the body guards ai 
Louis XVf ., afterwards under Napoleon ; h« 
acquired great reputation as e ceneral, and 
rendered important services (o France. By 
Buonaparte he was made a count, and af%er> 
wards manbal of the empire. His attachnaent 
u> Napoleoki however has been doubted, and it 
is certain that during the battle of Waterloo, he 
was wlllrin hearing* of the canonade with 40,000 
men. Soon after the return of the king, Grouchy 
came to the United States but lately obuincd 
permission to return to France. 

OUSTAVUS ADOLPHUS, ex-king of Swe 
den, was born November, I77B, and sncceed«| 
his Atber, Gustavus III., in 1799. At the com 
hnenccment of his reien, he resolved to foltow 
the poclfle system of his father. But be refined 
to marry Catharine Panlowna, of Russia, after 
wards queen of Wertemburg, although he went 
to St Peiersburgh with that object ; tms, and his 
refusal to recognise Buonaparte as emperor of 
France, was sufficient to Involve him in his 
after difficulties. A coalition of France, Russia, 
Prussia, and Denmaric, was formed in ]e(K>, 
agahist Sweden, and the fear, anxiety, and dis 
content manifested in all classes of the Swedes 
on this aoemmt, would have terminated in a 
civil war, had not Gustavus been seized, and 
required to abdicate the throne. He now re 
sides at Basle, in Switseriand. 



HALL, Rev. Robert, a Baptist minister, and 
not only one of the most eloquent dissenting 
ministers of his time, but an able polemical 
writer, w:as born In England in 1766. He was 
some time a minister at Cambridge, but his de- 
clining health has obliged bhn to retire to 
Lekesterphlre. 

HARDENBERO, prinee was bom In Han» 
er, 17S0. After the Maifravate of Anspacl

GIPFORD, WUHam, editor of the ** London 
Quarteriy Review,** waa bom In 1757.

GILLIES, John, a native of Bfsehtn, waa 
bom la 1790, and educaied at the nalvmvity of

the repatatlon of a eonreet historian. He bns 
alae pabtishdd oclMr works of nerit,and now 
■esldesin London. 

GI0BORNE, Rev. T^ an BagHah earaie, and 
dlsiingslshed moral wrHer. Among Ms works 
are •' The Principles of Maral Philosophy,** an 
** Inqairy Into the Dulles of the Female sex,** 
aad ** A FaariUar Survey of ibe Christian Re- 
ligion,** ice 

GLOUCESTER, dake of, son of the late duke 
of that name, was bora at Rome, and succeeded 
to his ftither'j title in 189S. In politics, the duke 
has generally voted with the wbiga, and during 
the queen*s trial, he supported Iwr as a much 
i M j aied and opprennd woman. He has lately 
anted mudi in pablie life. He was edaeated at 
Oambri^, and Is now chaaceUorof that uai- 
venrfty. 

GODOI, Don Manuel, prince of peace, was 
bora at BadajoB, In Spain, In 1764, of a poor ft 
nUy. Frsm one of the king's body guards, liv- 
ioff on a pay of tweMy cents a day, be became 
a ravourlce of the king and queen, was made 
prkne minister, and, besides being invested with 
aH the tHles and honaara his majesty could be- 
stow, the king gave him his cousin in marriage. 
His ambition and influence were unlimited, nor 
dM Godoi finish his career of artifice and in- 
trigue, till Buonaparte, in 1808, became Iring of 
Spain. 

GODWIN, William, aon of a dissenting cler- 
mian,was himself a praaeherof that persuasion 
lor some years. In 1703, as tlw author of *' Po- 
lltictl Justice,*' he inculcated some doctrines, 
both on religion and politics, whiCh gave great 
oBbaee.' He has since been a political and mis- 
cellaneous writer, and has acquired much cele- 
brity bf his masteriy examination of Malthus* 
«* Theory of Population," " Fleetwood,*' »♦ Man> 
devHIe,^' ** Life and Age of Geoffrey Chaucer,** 
and ** Onleb Williams,*^ are from his pen. Be- 
sidns these, he has written raanynscftil bnoln 
dn education^ and is now a Juvenile bookseller 
la London. 

60RTHB, baron, a roost celebrated German 
writer was bora at Frankfort, hi 1748. In 1783, 
be wasennobled, and as baron Gorthe was named 
president of the ducal chamber. Gorthe, in his 
own country. Is almost worshipped, and abrtMid 
his reputatiott is high as a poet, and as a scholar. 
His works are voluminous, the first of which 
was the <* SorrowSiOf Werter.^ 

GOOD, Br., a man of distinguished talents, 
and eminent as a physician, he resides In Lon- 
don. Besides many fither works, he lately poh- 
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and Barvtttb WM acrid to PraMia, HvHardenlierg 
iNToa eoifiloyeMl to Mriinilate their law« and 
fovernment to those of Pmssio, He is now 
<;|ianeeilor of state, minister of war, and mem- 
ber of the cabinet of the king of Prussia, wlio 
^▼e bim the ranlc of prince. He is considered 
one of the ablest statesmen of Europe. 

HASTINGS, oiarquis of, born 1754, and as 
lord Rawdon, is well Icnown in this country as 
m general in the British service during 4he rero- 
Mooary war. His career since has gained him 
much popularity. In 1806, he was sent as com- 
mander-in-chief, Into Scotland; and in 1822, be 
returned to England from India, where he bad 
b«en for some years as governor-general. 

HAZUTT, William, the son of a dissenting 
miaister, was originally an artist, but, relin- 
qaishing the pencil for the pen, has become con- 
alderably disanguished as an author. Besides 
many other works, he has written " Ijectures 
on the Englieh Poets," " Political Essays, witli 
Sketches of Public Characters,'' " lectures on 
the English Comic Writers," and '^Characters 
of Shakspeare*s Plays.** 

HEATH, James, i^n eminent engraver, of 
England, wag born in 1757. He has engraved 
several bsautiful prints, which have gained him 

K»at reputation ; bfat son, Charles Heath, is con* 
erad one of the best engravers of his time* 

HENRY, Dr. William, bom in Manchester, 
Eng., has acquired much celebrity as a chymist. 
His works have all been well received. Among 
them, are " Elements of Experimental Cliymis- 
trv," and " A General View of the Nature and 
Objects of Chymistry.** 

HESSE CASSEL, elector of, was bora June, 
1743. He is one of the most illiberal monarohs 
of the present day. After the battle of Jena, 
fiuonaparte took from him his electorate, to 
which he dki not remrn till after the coalitk>n, 
into which be entered, was victorious over 
F'rance. 

HOBHOUSE, John Cam, was educated at 
Triaity College, Cambridge, and soon after tra- 
velled into Greece and some provinces of the 
Turkish empire. In company with k>rd Byron. 
Fie has written an " Account of a Journey into 
Albania and other provinces in the Turkish Em 
pire,'* a volume, illustrative of lord Byron*' 
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Childe Harold," aiul some other works. In 
a reply to lord Erskine, he ofiended the house of 
commons, for which be was imprisoned ; Init 
he was soon after elected a member of the 
house he had offended, and is an intimate friend 
of sir F. Burdett. 

HOFI4AND, Bir. and Mrs., the former a land< 
scape painter, and the latter an autlior, each 
uaittag considerable talents in their prpfession. 
Amonc the works of Mrs. Hofland are " The 
Bon of a Genius,'* " Says she to her neighbour, 
wliati" "Ellen the Teacher," ''The Sisters," 
and the " Officer's, Cleigymaa's and Merchant's 
Widow." Many of her worlu are designed 
for youth, and all are strictly moral. 

HOGG, James, the Ettrick shepherd, is the 
con of a respectaUe farmer and sheep dealer in 
Scotland, who was ruined when the subject of 
this article-was achild. At seven years of age 
he became a cowherd, and afterwards a shep- 
herd. During this period be suffered many 
hardships. " Time after time," says lie " I had 
but two slilru, which often grew so bad, that 
wlien [ pat them on thev hung iu long tatters as 
far as my heels." At eighteen yean of ago, lie 
eottid hanUy read, and in writing a letter at that 
time, he says, " 1 bad actually foiot bow to 



[make aundsy ieaers of tlie alphabet." Whea 
Jie was nineteen, he hired himself ma a sbephenli 
to a gentleman, with whom he lived nine y«8r«. 
Here he had access to many valuable bookS) 
and aspired to be an author. In 1703, ho wrote 
" An Address to tlie Duke of Bucclcuf^a m 
beha'f o' mysel' an* ither poor fo'k." flu first 
printed work appeared in 1801, and soon after, 
he publislied tlie " Mountain Bard," by which, 
and a work on sheep, he became master or 
nearly three bundred pounds ; a sum which, ho 
says, made liim " perfectly miiid.'* But In tbreo 
years he was pennyiess, and in 1810, in utter dc» 
peration, he took his plaid abdUt bis siioulder% 
set out for Edinburgh, and forced himself into no' 
tice as a literary character. His works, ainoim 
which are Uie "Oueea's Wake," " The PUgriuia 
'oftheSun" "Madorof theMoor," "The Brow- 
nie of Bodsbeck," and "Winter Evening Tates," 
have nearly all been publisbed in tlie U. Statea. 

HOME, sir Everaid, is not only one of tke 
principal operative surgeons, but is a writer of 
considerable eminence, in Ijondon. He liao 
written on the " Properties of Pus," " Practical 
Observations on the treatment of Strictures in- 
the Uretlira," "Observations on Cancers,"' 
" Lectures on conmarative Anatomy," &c. 

HUFEltAHDt Dr., the. most celebrated of 
German physicians, is professor of the university 
of Jena, anid physician to the king of Prussia* 
He has published many works on medicine, 
among which, the most curious is the " Art of 
prolonging Human Life,** by means of which, • 
be is of opinion that the age. of roan may be es> 
tended to two hundred years. 

HUMBOLDT, baroo, Frederkk, one of the 
most indefatigable and intelUgent of modem 
travellers, was born at Berlin, in 1760. He has 
visited Holland, Italy, Switzerland, Cuba, South > 
America, and the united States; few have 
encountered toll and danger more readily, in 
pursuit of a ftivourite object ; or looked upon 
the works of nature with a more observant eye. 
Baron Humboldt has publislied several volumes 
of travels, and is known as a botanist and 
mineralogist. He Is now supposed to be in the 
East Indies. 

HUNT, Leign, a nephew of the late Benja- 
m^ West, was bom in England, in 1784. As . 
a poet and prose writer, he has exhibited con^ 
siderable talents ; among his works are " Tlie 
Feast of the Poets," " The Descent of Liberty," 
" Foliage,*' a translation of tlie " Aminu of 
Tasso,'* "The Round Table,'* &c For a 
time Jie was editor of a paper, callcsd the *' Ex-, 
ainiuer,** and for a libel puiiUslied in it on the 
prince regent, he was once sentenced to two 
yciars ImprisonmenL . 

HUTTON, Or. diaries, bom at Newcastle* 
upon-Tyne, in 1737. Although since the age of 
eijgbteent be has always been a sclioolmaster . 
he has boBome eminent as a mathematician. 
Among his works are " Elements of-Conk S«c- 

o," "A Mathematical and PI>ik)«ophical,. 
Di^ionary," and " A new course of Matheaia- . 
tics.* * He now resides at Woolwich. 

HYDE D£ NBUVILLB. couut, the son of 
an Englishman, a resident ot France. Dc Ncu . 
ville was a principal agent of the exiled Bour- 
bons after tlie establisliment of tlie coasulsliip, . 
and bad tlie boldness to propose to Buonaparte 
to restore tlie exiled faniily. For tlds, and some 
unsuccessful Intrigues, an ornor was issued lor • 
his arrest ; but he escaped, and fled, finally, ut- 
this country, and resided in Uie vicinity of New 
York, for several years. After the «re:|ioration

IRVIN6, WatMMtoo, waa bom In tha dtjr 
af New- York, about tna fear 1783, wae adveated 
at ColamMa OaUega, aad while there be amuaed 
the town oeeaeionally bgr aaaM effaelona which 
appeared ia one of tbe papeia of the tine. He 
had eonsflMDced tp9 undy af tha law, fHiea in 
IWS, hie etadlee were Intemmted bj decaying 
health ; he tamedlaiely eailad far Europe, and 
at the ezniratioa of two years, haTing vteited 
naay of the moat Imponanc jdaeea on the con- 
tinent, be returned tiiiougta Bngland to Ma na- 
tive city. After ooaipletin| his etudiee, he was 
a da iti ed to the bar ; bat pi e fe i i ing other poiaoils 
to the detolis of tlie law, ha devoted himself to 
literature, and in 1W7, in connexion with Mr. 
Paulding and Mr. Yerplaack, the meat anmsfng 
and popular periodical pubMcatlon of tbe times, 
was produced onder tiM title of ** Salmagundi.*' 
In 1810, Mr. Irviiig published " Kntekerbocber's} 
Efistory of IVew-Tork.** and the fame of 
esuMished the reputaoon of its author. During 
the late war, Mr. Irving was military secretary, 
and aid-de-caa^p to tlie mvarnor of the state 
of New-York ; and in 1819, he went to Eng- 
land, and has since resided in Europe. Mnce 
bis anival In England, he has added much to 
his Hteraiy reputation, both there, and in his na- 
tive country, by seyetiU vetomes under the titles 
of "Tbe Sketch Book,*' *'|lraeebridge Ball,** and 
" Tales of a Traveller.** Mr. Irving is now en- 
gaged at Paris, In editing an extonslve coilec 
tioo of Eogiish aad Amencaa litaratore. 



JACKBON, Andrew, was bom in the (then) 
Wraxaw settlement, South Carolina, in the year 
1187, and is of Irish parentage. He milisted ln| 
the service of tato oountiy at uie age of fourteen 
and after fighting bravely, was wounded and 
taken prisoner. After ma release, be studied 
at a flourisUng academy in tbe settlement, 
prepared himsrtf for the bar In Saliilmry, In 
North Carolina, was admitted to it, and settled 
himsdf at Nashville, in Tennessee, where he 
was so Buceessftil in bis practice, that be was 
ioon appointed attoraey-caneral far the district. 
At a state convention m 1796, Mr. Jaekaon was 
much disttaigulsfaed, and ha was that year 
elected to c o ng re s s ; after hieing- a member of 
each liousa one year, he resigned bis seat, 
esteemed for tlie aonndneai of hia undemtand- 
ing, aad die moderation of hia demeanour. He 
was then for a short time a Judge of tbe su- 
preme court of Tennessee. At the commence- 
ment of the late war be was a miOof-fnieral of 
militia in Tennessee, and by an energetic ad- 
dress to tiie militia <» bis division, he drew S900 
volunteera to Ma standard. These were dis- 
banded in the sprite; of 1813. (Seneral Jackson's 
military career rince, is wdl known ; in his va- 
rious campaigns, he has proved himself a most 
akilfbl commander, a vigilant diadpltnarian, and 
a dauntless soldier. He was sent ly government 
to receive the Floridas from Spain, as commis- 
sioner, and afterwards was appointed governor 
of these provinces. General Jackson was elect-

JAMIESON, Robert, an eminent mi 
and a resident of Edinburgh, where be ia a pro^ 
feasor of natural history, president of the War- 
nerlan Society, and lecturer in mineralogy. Ufa 
largest work is a ** System of Mineratogy,** 3 
vma. 8vo. Among otiier works which be taaa 
published, is a " Treatise on theezteraafjChyaaf- 
cal, and pbsrsieal character of Minerals ;** and 
*« Outiinea of the Mineralogy of tbe Scottiah 
Isles.** 

JAY, John, was bora in tlie city of New*' 
York, on the 1st of December, old style, in 174S. 
He was educated at Columbia Ctrikfe. andwaa 
afterwards admitted to tbe bar, where be au^la- 
ed great and deserved reputation aa a lawyer. 
He was elected by tha citizens of New- York, to 
tbe fifst American congress, in 1774, and ^ler 
having been re-dectedthe twosucc ccd lM jreara, 
he was chosen prerident of congress, m 1778L 
He was afterwards appointed a member of tba 
convention of New-York, and after tbe organ- 
ization of that government, was a^oialed 
cMef-Jostice of the state, hi 1778, he waa 
minister plenipotentiary to tbe court of Spain, 
and iu ItSS, was appoiated one of tiw con* 
missioners to negotiate a peace witb Eiwisnd, 
and a treaty waa s|nied in Sep- 17B4, WMn ba 
returned to New- York. After thbi, he was al 
tbe bead of foreign affhiia until tbe ofgaaiaa- 
tion of the government, when be was appolnied 
chief justice of the United States ; while in 
this occupation, he was engaged with Mr. Madi- 
son, and colonel Hamilton iu writing the Fede- 
ralist. As envoy- extraordinaiy to Great Briteiq^ 
he negotiated and signed the troatywbich beam 
his name, and on his^eturn in 179S, he found 
himsdf elected governor of the state of New- 
York. This ofnce he bdd until 1807, when 
declining are-election, and dso the dtuation of 
chief-Justice of the United SUtea, to wbleh he 
bad been appointed, he retired ftom public Ufa 
to his farm at Bedford, N. Y., still the friend of 
his country, but wholly unambitious c^ further 
honours or distinetions. He ia one of tbe moat 
worthy men who were bred in tbe school of tbe 
revolution ; and Is conspicuous iriike for tlie 
soundness of his judgment and talf legal acquire- 
merits. His piety is undoubted, and the wanton 
malice, and rancorous endeavours to Injure libs 
name, he has viewed with tbe complacency of 
a Christian. 

JEFFERSON, Tbomai, waa bom In Cbeater- 
fleld countr, Ylrginia^ tbe 9d of Octbber, 1743, 
and was educated at William and Mary College. 
He was a pupil in tbe office of cbanoettor Wytbe, 
and was a distinguiabed member ^ the Yiiginia 
legislature in 1789, when he continued three 
years, and afterwards waa a delegate, and took 
a most conspicuous stand in the congress at 
Philadelphia. Here ha drew up that gentle 
and spirited article, tbe D ecHtr ation of Indepeii'' 
dence. After thhi, from 1779 to 1781, he wan 
governor of Virginia, and at the eenclusion of 
peace, was appointed, WIA Dr. FmnkHn and 
Mr. Aduns, minister plenipotentiary to Europe 
He returned in 1789, and was appMnted secre 
tary of state, which oAce he remgned la 1790. 
and retired to private Hfo. Mr. Mllbrson waa 
elected vice-nroident In 179T, and for the eight 
years succeeding Mr. Adams* administration, lie 
was president of the United States. He then 
withdrew fVom public life, and retired to Rfoii- 
tieello. During Mr. Jeffi»rson*s political career. 
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he wa« distinguished as a sound legislator and 
■tftlefeman, unyielding in liis determination, and 
a flnn patriot In private life, he ia said to be 
benev(rient, humane, and affable. He is presi- 
46nt of the American Philosophical Society, 
and is a member of several literary societies in 
Europe and America. He published " Notes on 
Virginia*' in 1781,. which has lately been re- 
published : it was also translated in France, 
and published in 1784. 

J£FF£RY, Francis, a celebrated literary and 
legal charaster of Ekiinburgh, where he was 
born, in ITTJ. In 1814, he visited the United 
States, and married a Miss Wilkes, of New- 
fork. Mr. Jeffery is most generally known as 
i literary character, and this reputation he has 
•cipired as editor of the Edinburgh Review. 
This office, however, he has declined the present 
▼ear (1835.) 

JOHN VI., king of Portugal, was born in 1767, 
and in 1793 became regent of the kingdom. At 
the outset of his administration as regent, lie of- 
fended both Buonaparte and Spain, and these 
soon combined to manifest their disaflbction. 
Napoleon made demands of the regent which 
were not complied with, and he Uien declared 
that the house of Braganza had ceased to reign. 
The regent immediately sailed for the Brazils, 
and reached Rio Janeiro in safety. In March, 
1810, he succeeded bis mother, as Xing of Portu- 
gal. Though he had somewhat ameliorated the 
rituatlonof the Brazilians, the government con- 
tinued despotic, tilt, in 1820, he took the oath as 
oonstttvtional sovereign. In July. 1831, he re- 
tamed to Portugal, and appears to oe on the best 
terms with the cortos, the people, and the new 
order of things. 

JOiniDAN. marshal count, an eminent mili- 
tary commander, was born at Limoges, in 1763. 
He served in the United States in the regiment 
of Auzern^, from the age of 16 to the close of 
the revolutionary contest. In 1793 he command- 
ed the army or the North, and defeated the 
prince of Saze-Cobourg, and compelled him to 
abandon the blockade of Maubonge. At the 
head of the army of the Moselle, in 1794, he de- 
feated the allies, under Cobourg, and the entire 
conquest of the Netherlands was the oonse- 

8 Hence. As a member of the council of Five

He assented 
10 the return of the Bourbons, woe created a 
knlgbt of St. Louis, and In 1819, beeame a mem- 
ber of the bouse of peen. 



KEAN, Edmund, an aetor, bora in London, 
In 1787. As an actor, Mr. Kean*8 talents and 
powers rank him among the first of bis profee- 
■km. But a late trial has rendered the Infamy 
of his character as conspicuous as are bis talents 
m a performer. It is said, notwithstmidhig the 
disgrace in which he left the stage in this coun 
try, ia '83S. that he is aboatmaUng the United 
Mtes another visit. 

KEMBLB, Charles, an actor of great merit 
■a a tragedian, and one of the first eomie actors, 
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was bom in Wales, in 1775. His vrife, Mra. M. 
T. Kemble, is an actress of considerable ability. 
They are both engaged at the Covent Garden 
Theatre, and both have written several plays. 

KETT, rev. Henry, was educated at Oxford, 
and is a fellow and tutor of Trinity College, and 
one of the king*s preachers at Whitehall. He 
has published many works, among which are 
^^SermonsattheBampton Lectures;" "Elements 
of General Knowledge ;" a translation of Cha- 
teaubriand's " Beauties of Christianity;*' and 
"The Flowers of Wit." 

KING, Rufiis, is the son of Richard King, a 
merchant, of Scarborough, in Mtine, and was 
bora in 1755. He graduated at Harvard College, 
Cambridge, and com|rieted bis studies in the law 
in the office of the late chief-justice Parsons 
While a student, he volunteered his services to 
the cause of his country nnder general Sullivan, 
who soon appointed him his aid, and served 
with much ardour and alacrity in the enterprise 
against the British on Long Island. In 1784, 
he was a delegate to the congress then sitting at 
Trenton, and in 1787, bore a conspicuous part in 
the general convention at Philadelphia. In 1788, 
Mr. King removed to New-York, and was elect- 
ed to the legislature in 1789, and also a senator 
to conaress'. He represented the United States 
at the English court iVom the last year of presi- 
dent Washington's administration to the year 
1803, with much honour to himself and bis coun- 
try, when he returaed homo. In 1813, he was 
again chosen senator to congress, which office 
he continued to fill vrith undiminished esteem 
and applause. Mr. King in his public life, has 
displayed a sound mind, and discriminating 
judgment, and is a profound statesman, civilian, 
ana orator. He has recenlly been appointed 6y 
president Adams, minister to England. 

KNIAZIEWICZ, general, f. native of Poland, 
who first distinguished himself in the gallant 
straggles made by the Poles, in 1794, to ex- 
pel their Russian tyrants. He commanded, un- 
der ZiOpficzek, at the combat of Gulkow ; and 
at the fatal battle of Macejorrlce, he seconded 
Kosciusco with the utmost intrepicKv and inteir 
ligence. As second fn command of the Polish 
l^ons in the French service, he repeatedly dis- 
tinguished himself, and afterwards, at the head 
of the Polish legion on the Rhine, he contributed 
his services to the gaining of the victory of Ho- 
henlinden. Napoleon, in 1803, sent him the 
decoration of a commander of the legion of ho- 
nour, and he has since been a lieutenant-general 
in the army of Poland. 

KONOVNITZIN, Ueutenant-general in tha 
Russian service, bora in 1784. He was employ- 
ed in the war i^ainst Sweden, and, in 1812, 
foiq^ht gallantly at Witepsk, at Smolensko, at 
Borodino, and at Krasnol; and was rewarded 
with the cross of several orAnn 



LABILLARDIERE, M., anatlve of Alencon, 
and eminerii as a botanist. His enthnslasm has 
led him to visit many parts of Europe, Asia, and 
America ; and on returoing from one of his ez- 
pedidons abroad, he found himself in poasesslon 
of a herbal of four thousand plants, tibree-fourtha 
of which were new discoveries. He has pub- 
lished tiie most ample collection of the plants 
of New Holland, that has appeared. 

LABRADOR, Don Pedro Gomez, A)rmer1y 
minister of Charles IV. at the court of Florence

He accepted the digaity of 
peer of France offered to him by Napoleon, 
which was coafirmed bv Louis, in 1819. He 
has publislied many worlts, among which is au 
edition of tlie " Worlu of Buflba,'* with notes, 
a Biography of the Author, and a Discouiae on 
tlie progress of the Natural Sciences, by himself. 



LA CHATRE, tha duke de, was bom in 
Berry, about 1750. Ha accompanied Louiii 
XVIIi. in his exile from France, and was his 
particular confidant. In 1805, Louis nominated 
him his agent at the court of England, where he 
remained after tlie restoration of the Bourbons, 
with the title of French ambassador. Tlie duke 
returned to France in 1816, and In 1817, was 
appointed a member of the chamber of peers. 

LACROIX, M. Sylvester, hi considered ia all 
respects, tlie aUest matiiematician in Europe, 
and his publications are numerous and valuable, 
fn 1782, he was appointed professor of mathe- 
matics in the naval academv of Rochefort, and 
also a member of the French Institute, and of 
the I^ion of ho nour, in 1799. 

LAFAYETTE, Gilbert Mottier, marquis de, 
was bom on the Gth of September, 1757, at the 
Chateau de Chavagnac, in the department u(' 
Haute liOire, and was the Inheriioi of a princely 
fortune, and descended from distinguished ances- 
tors. At seven years of age, he entered the 
rsUega of Louis le Grande, at Paris, and c<mi- 
menced his literary education. Here the lovely 
but ill-fated Antoinette, the late queen of France, 
took him under her immediate patronage, and 
at a ver^ early age, he rose to the rank of a 
commiasioned oflfeer in the king's guards. In 
1774, he married the countess de Noilles. At 
nineteen yeara of age, he sailed for America, 
and landeid on the shores of South Carolina. 
This UlusMous friend had become an advocate 
of the colonies, and felt all that ardour in the 
cause of liberty, which has not deserted him in 
maturer years. Lafayette had watched atten- 
tively the momenUiUB controversy between 
Great Britain and her oppressed subjects, and 
resolved to make any sacrifice in their cause 
He made known his intention to Dr. Franklin, 
then our commissioner in Flraaoe, who laid be- 
fore him the disastrous atate of the country. 
** The more bopeleaayour cause," said he, " the 
more occasion ia there for my atwiiatance, the 
more honour shall I acquire by bestowing It." 
He immediately equipped a vessel for tliis en- 
terprise at his own expense, and severing the 
ties which would have detained him in bis na- 
tive country, he sailed for the United States. 
Arrived at Philadelphia, he presented himself 
before congress. '' I am come,** said he, " to 
'eqiiest two favours of this assemblage of patri 
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•cter, aod-ia this bkwdy eonteet was wouiMled. 
After his recovery lie Jotead genaral Clican, in 
New-Janey, and was at the head of BDOO men. 
whom he luiid formed, doclied, anacd, equtoped 
and idlsctplined himaelf. He was aftenmirii 
actively employed in different parts of the eo«ii- 
try, till 1779, when he returned to France, hli 
oitiea to obtain asslaiaoce for bis adopted conn- 
try. In ttiii he succeeded, and in May, 1780, ha 
retained with liie Joyful Intelligenoe, that a 
French fleet and anny would sooa antve on 
OHT coasL He immediately lesuaMd hia oon- 
mand, and ia the campaigns of 1780 mn4 1781, 
he displayed the most constunmate g e uei alahlp 
in preserHng his little army, tlien opposed ta 
lord CorawaUls, till the siege ef thai general at 
Yorktown, where, coHeetsd and oadlmnayed, 
he shared largely ia tlie honooA of the day. la 
November, 1781, the eoateal In which le hmA 
been so nobly engaged, drawing near a eraa- 
pletion, Lafayette signified his intentien ef r» 
turning lo his coantry . After the conelasioa ot 
peace, la August, 1784, general Lafayeaie afata 
visited the United Statea, and several of the 
larger cities, in some of which tte ft ee d om of 
the city was preaenled Um; ha retutned to 
France, in December fettowiaf . 

General Lafayette was a member of the Aa- 
sembly of Notables at VersaiUet, ia 17«T, and 
in 1789 he was alectl«d a member of the Siatei 
General, made presidenlof Chat aawmbly, aad 
commandant of the national guarda. Ia thk 
capacity, hia influence was eaEsrtad in 
of lenient measures ; and he did much to 
vent the mob of Parle from ranniag into tftaaa 
horrid ezce^sas* which wen afterwards eoni> 
mitted. He acted a conspicuous part on tha 
day the constitution was adopted, andsaoo after 
resigned his command. In 1708, he was called

Great 
exertions were made ta obtain his liberation 
without effect, until, in 1797, In settling terms of 
peace with Austria, Buonaparte exprfesi^aii|ai- 
lated that Lafayette shonld be set at liberty, and 
in 1799, after the ovMthrow of the French d is ac 
tory, he returned to France, and settled at Ia 
Grange, about 40 miles from Paris. PrevieaaOk 
Buonaparte's first atidieation, he was eieetod ta 
the chamber of deputies, and there pro p ose d a 
voteof permanentsessioa, which was I 
in consequence, the emperor found [ 
the necessity of abdicating the throne, 
that period to the time of his embarkatfam k» 
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die United States, with the exception of his 
having been once again elected to the chamber 
of deputies, general Lafayette spent mon of his 
time m the pursuits of agriculture at La Grange. 
When he expressed his intention of again visit- 
ing the United States, every heart beat high 
with Joyful anticipation. He declined the offer 
of a national ship of the Hue to convey him 
across the Atlantic, which, together with a for- 
mal invitation to visit the United States, was 
voted him by congress, and arrived in the har- 
bour of New- York on the 15th of August, 1834, 
In the ship Cadmus. The next day he was re- 
ceived in the city with the most enthusiastic de- 
monstrations of Joy and respect, by an immense 
concourse of citis^ns. After makine a complete 
tour through the Unit^ States, beins received 
every where with the highest marks of gratitude 
which a free people could bestow, he sailed 
again for his native country, on the 7th of Sep- 
tember, 1825, in u ship fitted out by government 
for that purpose, and called the Brandy wine, in 
honour of his braveiy in that memorable battle. 
In gratitude for his former services, with a be- 
coming munificence, congress soon after his 
arrival passed a vote granting general La- 
fayette 900,000 dollars from the treasury, and 
a township of land, to l>e located in any of the 
lands belonging to the United States. 

LAHARPB, general, was, in the eariy part 
of his life, a barrister In his native province, 
the Pays de Vaud. He was invited to Russia 
bv Paul I., where the emperor Alexander was 
bis pupil. Afterwards, while a resident of 
France, he was commissioned by the executive 
directory of Switzerland to prepare that country 
for a revolution, which he accomplished by 
means of writings and proclamations, with so 
much zeal and activity, that he was presented 
with a gold medal by the new government, to 
express the gratitude of the Pays de Vaud. Hap- 
pening to be at Paris during the eventful year 
1814, Alexander decorated him with the orders 
of Russia, and gave him the rank of general in 
bis army. He is now in retirement in Switzer- 
land. -V* 

LALLT TOLLENDAL, marqiiis, was bom 
at Paris, 1751. In 1789, be was one of the 
most popular members of the constituent as- 
■embly, and supported the famous declaration 
of the rights of man, that was proposed by La- 
Atyette. In 1793, he exerted himself with ener- 
gy in defence of Louis XVI., and since the re- 
■toriKtion. has been a meoiber of the privy 
eouncil of Louis XVIIL 

LAMARQrUB, count, was bom at St. Sever, 
Id 1770. At the head of two hundred grena- 
diers, he marched against Fontarabia, and by a 
masterly coup-de-main, he took tiie place, de- 
fended by eighty pieces of cannon, and made 



the popular side at the commencement of th« 
French revolution. In 1792, he joined the army 
jof Lafayette, fled with him and was thrown 
into prison by the Austrians. He obtained liber- 
ty to return to France in 1800, and was succes- 
[slvely named prefect of the Lower Alps, of tlie 
Rhine and Moselle, and of La Somme, and was 
also created knight of St. Louis, and appointed 
lieutenant-general in the army. In 1819, he was 
elected to the chamber of deputies, and has con- 
stantly proved himself a zealous friend of lil>erty. 
The political career of his brother, the count 
Charles de Lameth, much resembles liis own. 
He served in America with reputation ; was a 
Ideputy to the States General, in 1789, and joined 
the army of Lafayette, in 179S. He commanded 
in Spain in 1812 and 1813, and on his return 
to France in 1814, was appointed lieutenant- 
general. In 1807, as aid-de-camp to general 
Murat, he was distinguished by bis bravery at 
the battle of Heilsberg, where he was wounded. 
LANCASTER, Joseph, famous as the invent- 
or, and successful promulgator of a new system 
of Instruction. He was l)orn in England, ia 
1771, was bred and still maintains the habita 
and manners of a quaker. Disappointed in his 
expectations in his native country, he left Eng- 
land in disgust, and came to the United States 
{about 1817, where his fame procured him friends, 
and his industry rendered him useful. He has 
recently gone to South America, where, under 
the liberal patronage of Bolivar, his prospects 
of success are most flattering. 

LAPLACE, marauis, a geometrician of high 
celebrity, was bom in 1749. He was president 
of the conservative senate in 1803, and in 1814, 
save his vote for the dethronement of Napoleon, 
for which the king gave him the title of a peer. 
M . Laplace, holds the first rank among French 
mathematicians, and, in his " Exposition of the 
System of the World," he has powerfully con- 
tributed to advance the boundaries of a science 
that has so often employed the industry of tlie 
most profound geniuses of the world. 

LASCASAS, count de, is descended from an 
ancient Spanish family, and is distinguislied as 
the faithful and spirited IViend of Napoleon, 
whom he accompanied to St. Helena, and who, 
during his reign, loaded Lascasas with ftivours. 
Lascasas has published • Narrative of his Resi- 
dence at St. Helena, and also, under the name 
of Lesage, "A Historical and Geographical 
Atlas." 

LAV ALETTE, count, was bom in 1760, at 
Paris, of obscure parents. Co Baudelocque he 
was indebted for a superior education. He was 
[destined for the church, but, having flnisbed his 
education, he studied the law. But the revolu- 
tion interrupted his pursuits. As an officer in 
the national guards, in August, 1799, he edca-

Madame Lavalette was crualiy retained lonie 
tbaa in prison, having been acc««ary to Uie 
escape or her husband ; a treatment which dis- 
ordered her senses, and she has since been a 
coufirmed lunatic. 

LAWRENCE, air Thomaa, the suocesaor of 
air Benjamin West, as president of the Royal 
Academy at London, is now about fifty-eight 
years of age, and was born at Bath. He first be- 
came distinguished by his portraits of the Kem- 
ble family, aiul in a few years he began to ob- 
tain the highest patronage, and no exhibition 
was considered complete or ijiteresting, without 
some of his pictures. The personal character 
of sir Thomas Lawrence accords with his pro- 
fessional talents, and he possesses much native 
modesty, and suavity of manners. He is painter 
to George IV. 

LEOrOLOjprince of Saxe Cobourg Saalfeld, 
was bom in 1700, and entered inu> the Austrian 
army, where be distinguished himself on seve- 
ral occasions, and attained the rank of lieute- 
nant-colonel. He visited England in 1814, in the 
suite of the sovereigns of Russia and Prussia. 
The Intended marriage between the prince of 
Orange and the priaceas of Wales having been 
broken off, prince Leopold was the protestant 
selected to espouse her, and they were married 
in 1817. By the preliminaries of their marriage, 
the prince was entitled to an income of more 
than 266,000 dollani, (beside an outfit to the same 
amount,) about 232,000 dollars of which was to 
remain with bim in case he survived her. He 
was naturalized by an act of parliament pre- 
vious to his marriage, and was appointed a 
colonel and field-marehal. The death of tbe 
princess Charlotte has reduced him to the rank 
of a commoner, In England. 

LESLIE, professor of the university of Edin- 
burah, is a native of Scotland, ^and a profound 
mtthematician and chymist. He has invented 
several valuable philosophical instruments, has 
published several scientific works, and is a con- 
tributor to the Edinburgh Review. 

LOCKHART, John 6., a native of Scotland, 
was born about the year 1793 ; he is a lawyer, 
and resides at Edinburgh. He is a popular au- 
thor, and is suppoe«i to have written Peter's 
Letters, and also a leading writer for Black- 
wood's Magazine. Among his best perform- 
ances, is Reginald Dalton. About four years 
since he married the eldest daughter of sir 
Walter Scott. His works, which are numerous, 
ure distinguished for masculine and original 
talent ; but are deficient in elegance and refine- 
ment. He is, however, one of tbe most eminent 
writers of tbe day. 

LUCCA, the dutchess of, formerly Maria Loui- 
sa, of Bourbon, infanta of Spain, was born at 
Madrid, in 1782. She married Don Louis de 
Bourbim, eldest son of tiie duke of Parrna, and 
in 1801, by political events, they were called to 
reign over the kingdom of Etruria. In 1803, 
her husband's death left her regent of that king- 
dom. Her court became by degrees one of the 
most brilliant in Europe. But, in 1807, the king 
of Spain having ceded her kingdom to Napoleon, 
■he retired to the court of her father. She as- 
Bert4d before tbe congress of Vienna, her riglits 
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to the estates of Parma, Placentia,atid Gi 

but obtained only the principality of Loccm, < 

which she took possession in 1817. 



MACANZA, Uon Pedro, a peculating^ minis- 
ter, descended from an ancient Irish family, and 
was born about 1760. He rose raiddly into tii« 
favour of Ferdinand, who amminted him mi- 
r.ister of grace and justice. To him ia attribu- 
ted thj crime of having been tbe principal 
prompter of tiee monarch to destroy the Ubertiea 
of Spain. He issued the edict prohibittaig tlje 
exiles who espoused the cause of Joseph from 
entering the peninsula, and afterwards com 
menceatbe persecution of the patriots. But he 
was soon discovered to have been guilty of the 
grossest bribery and corruption, and he was 
thrown into prison, from which, after two years, 
be was allowed to retire to an estate in Castile, 
where he now lives, despised by all parties. 

MAUALINSKI, general, the patriotic Pole, 
who had the honour of being the first to raise 
the standard of liberty against the Russians, in 
1794. He had long held a secret correspondence 
with Kosciusco, and, when the order was giv- 
en for disbanding the Polish army, he collect- 
ed his regiment of seven hundred men, de- 
feated the scattered Russian detachments, and 
succeeded in joining Kosciusco, \,y^uo had been 
appointed generalissimo,) at Ragow, though pur 
nued by seven thousand Russians. He distin- 
guished himself in several battles, particularly 
in the defence of Warsaw. He still resides ic 
Poland, beloved and respected by his country 
men. 

MADISON, James. The career of this states- 
man commenced at tbe close of tbe revolutiona 
ry war. When the public m.<nd was chiefly oc- 
cupied with the formation of a national con- 
stitution, Mr. Madison vigorously co-operated 
with the principal men of the country, and in 
the meeting at Annapolis, and the convention 
in Philadelphia, he ranked high amon|; tbe lumi- 
naries of the day. He participated in the dis- 
cussions relative to the constitution, and furnish- 
ed many able papers for the " Federalist." Af- 
terwards, Mr. Madison was a member of tbe 
legislature of Virginia, and subsequently was 
elected to congress, and in both these bodies he 
was an able advocate for the people. He was 
appointed secretary of state by Mr. Jefferson, 
and in this capacity displayed much talent as a 
statesman and logician. Mr. Madison was elect- 
ed president in 1809, and was re-elected in 1813. 
In affairs of state his reserve was habitual ; he 
seldom yielded to expediency, and his honesty 
as a statesman, it is believed, was never doubt- 
ed. Mr. Madison is a native of Virginia, where 
he now resides, and is about seventy years of 
age. 

MAHMOUD II., sultan or emperor of the 
Turks, was born in 1784, and succeeded his bro- 
ther, Mustapba IV., in 1808. At the time he be- 
came emperor, troubles and dangers the most 
appalling,existcd in the interior of his dominions, 
while a war with Russia and the Servians, 
threatened the dissolution of his empire. He 
was compelled to submit to a burdensome peace 
with Russia, but by his prudence and energy, 
and the wisdom of his policy, he successively 
reduced to obedience the pachas of Romelia 
Widdin, Bagdad, Damascus, and the beys or 
Egypt ; released the city of Mecca from the Wa- 
habees, and conquered the Servians. But hia 
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present contett with the Graeka, and tbe4mriMt

MANCHESTER, dulce of, was born in 1768. 
Although bis father was a strong oppositionist, 
he joined the ministry, and was appointed iieu- 
tenant governor, and afterwards governor of 
Jamaica, where he now resides. 

MANUEL, M., one of tbe most eloquent and 
Intrepid of the ^fenders of French liberty, was 
born in tbe department of tbe Lower Alps, in 
1775. In 1815, he was a member of the chamber 
of deputies, coavolced by Napoleon, and after- 
waeds, strongly contended for the rights of tiie 
younger Napoleon, and moved a spirited protest 
against tbe force employed by the allies to re- 
store the Bourbons. In 1818, he wbs re-elected to 
tbe chamberof deputies^ and has since held a 
•eat tliere. In point of argument and elocution, 
>e is one of tbe most fonnidable onN^n^nls of 
(he ministry. 

MARETj duke of Bassano, ei^oyed the confi- 
lence and friendship of Napoleon, from the time 
he was made consul to bis abdication. He was 
made secretary of tbe coancil of state, and was 
employed in negotiating the treaty of Presburgh ; 
in 1811, he was made minister of foreign afikirs, 
and created duke of Bassano; in 1813, he nego- 
tiated treaties with Austria, and Prussia ; an4 in 
1813 and 1814 was entrusted with various impor- 
tant missions. He was banished by Louis, and Is 
aow a resident at Gratz, in Syria, occupied in the 
education of his children. He was born at Di- 
jon, in 1758. 

MARIA LOUISA, late empress of France, is 
daughter of Francis II. of Anstria, and was 
bom in 1791. The younger branches of tbe 
imperial family had been Uugbt to think of 
Napoleon with so much horror, that the princess 
fainted at the first suggestion of her marriage to 
him ; but at length she yielded to the entreaties 
of her father, and to state policy, and afterwards 
became sincerely attached to him. They were 
married in 1810. During the absence of Buona- 
parte in the campaigns of 1813, and 1813, she was 
placed by him at the head of the French go- 
vernment as empress-regent, and in that capa- 
city, she went in state to the senate, and de- 
manded a levy of 190,000 men. On setting out 
for tbe army in 1814, Buonaparte took, as it 
afterwards proved to lie, bis final flirewell of her. 
The officers of the national guard of Paris, 800 
In numbej, were summoned to the great saloon 
of the Thuilieries, to receive the soieran deposit 
which Napoleon entrusted to their honour, in 
the persons of bis wife and child. " I confide," 
said he, and he spoke it in a tremulous accent. 
" my wife and child to my faithful citizens of 
Par&, thus giving them the dearest mark of con 
fidence, which I have in my power to bestow.'* 
On the 39th of March, tbe day before tbe battle 
of Paris, the empress fled to Blois, and in May, 
went to Vienna. The principality of Parma, 
had in the mean time been secured to her by 
treaty, and in 1817, she took possession of this 
as princess of Parma, but her court Is neither 
numerous nor splendid. Her son was sepa- 
rated from her in 1815, and has not since been 
under her care. 

MARINO, Don Santiago, ^ne of tbe moat 
Intrepid and indefatigable generate, who have 
fought for the independence of South America. 
He IS of a rich family, and was bom In tbe pro- 
vince of Curoana. He espoused tbe cause of 
liberty at an early period, and at tbe town of 
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sustained the place against Momaverde, twice 
routing his army with immense loss, and at a 
third attack, completely defeating him. Marino 
soon after joined Bolivar, and has been engaged 
in many of tbe battles since that p^od. 

MARMONT, duke of Ragusa, who has im- 
mortalized his name by his bravery and mittta- 
ry talents, and stained it l>y being the first to de- 
sert his benefactor, was bom at ClMillon upon 
tbe Seine, in 1774, and was edncated for the ar- 
my. This he entered in 1793, and was present 
in the first campaigns of tbe armies of the Alps, 
and of Italy. He then l>ecame aid-de-camp to 
Buonaparte, and displayed much courage and 
talent at tbe foattlea of Lodi, CaadgHone, and 
St Georgre. In 1798, be was made a brigadier- 
general for his conduct at Malta. In Dalmatia, 
he routed, with a handful of troops, the Rosslane 
and Montenegrins, and for this be was rewarded 
with a dukedom. Hecompdled Wellington to 
raise the siege of Badajoz, took the comnmnd 
of an army in Germany, and eonlrlbttted at tbe 
victories of Lutzen, Bautzen, Dresden, and 
others. -He was made a marshal on tbe BxAd of 
Znaim, where be had been victorious, and In 
1814, shared in the laurels gained at Brienne, 
jChainp Aubert, Vauchamp, and Montmirall. 
Here ends the glory of bis career. In tbe re- 
treat, on Paris, Marmont, finding himself in a si- 
tuation in which he could pursue Ills eiwn viewa 
without accountability to Buonaparte, negotia- 
ted with tbe allies, and separated Ms divisloii 
from the rest of the army. Louis rewarded so 
valuable a subject with a peerage, and hassinoe 
appointed him <Mie of tbe four marshals of the 
royal guard and a commander of St. Louis. 

MARSHALL, John, was bora in Virginia^ 
about the year 1756, and wentthroogb the aswri 
course of classicai education in a private semi- 
nary. He shared in tlie dangers and fatignes of 
the army during the revolutionary war, and was 
under the immediate eommand m Waahlngtoi, 
after wbich be studied tbe law, and soon uCutr^ 
be was elected to tbe legislature, and then wap 
a member of the executive council. In a slioii 
time be was at tbe bead of his profession ; wan 
a member of tbe Virginia eonvenflmi, 4n 1788, 
and generally represented the city of Richmond 
in the legislature of the state, nntii In 1797, ha 
was prevailed on to accept tbe appointment of 
an envoy to France, with Messrs. Piaekney and 
Gerry. Mr. Marshall shared laigely in thetrana- 
actiims and bononrs of this embas^f . After hli 
return, be had been a short time a distfttgnisfaed 
member of congress, when be was mointed se- 
cretary of state by Mr. Jeflbrson. He soon after 
received the appointment of cbief-Jostice of tba 
United States^ which bich oflice be bas afaiee 
continued to fill with dignity and reputation, and 
is alike conspicaous for his sound ^dgment and 
luminous mind. Judge Marriiall has published a 
Life of Washington, in five volumee, 8vo, and is 
now empl<vediB revisliM It for a second edition. 
MATURIN, rev. C. 2., born in Ireland, in 
1783, was educated at Trinity College, DaUin, 
where be obtained several prteea and medato m 
tbe reward of his aequlvemeBts,and yet vraa there 
more remariud>le for tale indolence and melan- 
chely, than for his talents. Bat, liy the misfor- 
tunes of his fatlter, he was compelled to provide 
for himself, and he sought for a resource in lite- 
rary ItiKwr. Under tbe assumed name of Den- 
nis Jasper MiicDby» he prodnoed ^* The FMal 
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Revenge/* "The WUd Irtoh Boy,»» and " The 
Mileelui Chief.*' "Bertram/* a tragedy, through 
the iutereit of Lord Byron, was brought out at 
Dmry-lane, and its success establisbtMl the fame 
of its author. He has since published two finely 
written works : " Women, or Pour et Contre,* ' 
•ad " Melmolh, the Wanderer.*' 

MAXIBULIAN I., king of Bavaria, was bom 
in 1756, and succeeded his uncle, Charles Tbeo- 
dOTOi as elector of Bavaria, in 1799. He early 
displayed the qualities of a wise and good prince ; 
lie Introdueed various popular reforms in his 
slates, and abtrilalied the oppressive privileges 
and inimanities of the nobles and clergy. In 
1806, he Joined Napoleon, with an army of 25,000 
Bavarians, against Francis II., and at the con- 
clusion of peace, was elevated by his potent 
ally, to the digni^ of king of Bavaria, and the 
Tynri sund other provinces were added to his 
territory. Maximilian remained faithful to his 
engagements with Napoleon till the disastrous 
campaign in Russia compelled him to join the 
■abseqnent alliance against France. After the 
general peace of 1814, he purchased for himself 
new titles to the affections of his people, by 
giving ttiem a representative government, and 
placing them in the rank of free nations. 

METTERNICH-W1NEBOUR6, prince, com- 
menced his political career as ambassador to 
vwious courts of the bishest rank, and was born' 
in Austria,in 1775. While ambassador to France, 
lie ingraiteted himself greatly with Napoleon, 
.and obtained an advantageous peace with him, 
at the conclusion of the war which commenced 
ia 1860, between France and Austria. On his 
retam, Francis made him minwter of foreign 
aflhlrs, and afterwards prime minister. He 
afterwards followed his sovereign to Paris, and 
signed the treaty of 1814, after the success of 
tlM allies. He aceompanied the king of Pnissia, 
•ademperorof Russia to England, and received 
the degree of doctor of laws from the university 
of Oxford, and on his return to Vienna, was 
raised to the dignity of a prince, and received 
the lordship and estates of Arnvar, in Hungary. 
He assisted at the congress of Vienna, and also 
at that of Aix la Chappelle, and there is scarcely 
a prince in Europe from whom he has not re- 
ceived some token of distinction and esteem. 

MILORADOWrrCH, count, one of the best 
of the Russian generals, was employed in the 
cammiign against the Turks, in 1789, and against 
the Poles in 1794 and 1795. He possessed the 
entire confidence of Suwarrow, and was at the 
bead of his advanced guard, in 1799. He com- 
■landed a division at Austerlitz, and in 1812, 
was agidn appointed to the command of the 
Russian advanced guard, and greatly distinguish- 
ed himself in the action near Krashoy, and Wi- 
azma. At the battle of Leipsic he led the Rus- 
siui and Prussian reserves, and took a conspi- 
cuous part in the campaign of 1814. 

M[NA, Don Francisco Espoz y, was bom in 
Navarre, in 1782. He is one of the most distin- 
niisbed Spanish patriots : brave, active, and in- 
defatigable, at the head of Guerilla corps during 
the war against the French, his exploits were sol 
successful that he was often denominated king 
of Navarre. Mortified to find that he had only' 
been labouring to re-establish despotiism, and the' 
division of troops of which he had been ap-l 
pointed general having been dismissed, he gain- 
ed over the garrison of Pampeluna, and was on! 
the point of proclaiming the constitution, when! 
his plan was betrayed. He fled to France ; but' 
wJten the standard of freedom was raised at 
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CadiB, he hurried back to Navarre, and tooic • 
leading part in the struggle. After the king bad 
submitted to the new order of things, Mina ^-aa 
appointed captain-general of Navarre, and aT- 
terwards, taking command of tho army destined 
to act against a formidable insurrection in Cata- 
lonia, he completely subdued it. He is regarded 
as tlie most experienced general in Spain, and 
as the sheet-anchor of the constitutional cause. 

MONCEY, marshal, duke Conegliano, Tvaa 
bom at Besancon, in 1754. In 1793 he command - 
ed a corps in the army of the Pyrenees, and in 
1794 was raised to general of brigade, and soon 
after to the rank of general of division. He 
served with distinction during the war writh 
Spain ; in 1795 commanded the army of the 
Eastern Pyrenees, and afterwards greatly distin- 
guished himself in the campaign of Italy. In 
1804 he was made marshal of Prance, and grand 
ofllcer of the legion of honour. He served in 
the campaigns of 1812 and 1813, and, as second 
in command of the Parisian national guard at 
the attack of the allies on Paris, be displayed 
much presence of mind and firmness of purpose. 
After the return of Louts he was made minister 
of state, knight of St. Louis, and peer of France. 
But, as he accepted a peerage of Napoleon, in 
1815, he has since only been restored to his titles. 

MONROE,James,wa8 iiorn in Virginla,is now 
(1825) about 67 years of age, and resides at 
; Loudon, in his native state. Ardently devoted 
■■ to his country, he took part in the revolution 
when a youth, and his undaunted courage was 
! evinced on more than one occasion. He was 
jdevoted to Washington, an admirer and imita- 
tor of Jefferson, and a friend and companion of 
I Madison. Mr. Monroe was a member of the 
oldctmgress, and was instramental in thefor- 
'mation of the constitution. He was a success- 
ful lawyer, and in the legislature of Virginia, 
-and in the new congress, he was an intelligent^ 
I active, and efllcient member. France, Spain, 
'and Great Britain have l>een thetiteatres of his 
diplomatic career. He was successively secre* 
|tary of state, and of war, and bis constancy 
and capacity in the one, and vigour and firmness 
^in the other, were alike conspicuous. Mr. Mon- 
roe was elected to the presidency in 1817, and 
' had a most difl^cult part to perform ; but it will 
be.difllcult to find a real blemish in his adminis- 
tration, and in the cour8ex)f it, he has proved 
himself a benefactor of his country, and a wor- 
thy patriot. He was re-elected president in 1821, 
and in 1825 was succeeded by Mr. Adams. 

MONTGOMERY, James, an excellent poet, 
was born in Ayrshire, in 1771, and is the son of 
a Moravian minister. He was early devoted to 
poetry, and, as early as twelve years of age, 
had written three volumes. His education was 
limited, but lie acquired a knowledge of the 
Greek, Latin, French, and German languages, 
in Yorkshire. He went to London, and for 
sometime was in the shop of a bookseller ; af- 
terwards he became the publisher of a paper in 
Sheflield, entitled " The Iris." For some pieces 
which happened in this, he Was twice imprison- 
ed, and while incarcerate, published " Prison 
Amusements.** In 1806, he published " The 
Wanderer of Switzertand,'* and other poems, 
which rose in popularity, and ^tablished his re- 
putation. He has since published " The West 
Indies,** "The Wortd before the Flood,*' " Songs 
of Zion,** ace. He still resides at Sheflield, is yet 
the conductor of " The Iris,** and is considered 
an amiable and pious man. 

MONTHOT4ON, marquis, celebrated for his 
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uiMliaken and generous adberonee to the fallen 
fbftuiies of hie illustrions master, entered the 
French army at the ageof firteen, serving under 
Buonaparte, from whom he receivctd a sword, 
for his senrtees on the memorable I8tti Brumaire. 
He was aid-de-camp to marshal Berthier before 
he was twenty-one years of age, and in that ca- 
pacity distinguished himself at the battles of 
Austerlfts, Wagram,Jena, andFriedland. He 
commanded in the department of the Loire, 
yvbea b« received the news of the emperor's ah^ 
dication : with bis wife and children, he volun- 
tarily partook of the ex-emperor's impriaonmenl 
at St. Helena, and continued with him till his 
decease. He is now arranging for tbe press, 
memoirs dictated to him by his Tate sovereign. 

MOORB, Thomas, one of the first of British 
poets, was boni in Ireland, and was educated 
at Trinity College, Dublin. He went to Lon- 
don, with a view of making the law his pro- 
fession, and was called to the bar. It was theA 
that he translated the Odes of Anacreon ; these 
met with so favourable a reception, that he 
ibandoned the law. and devoted himself to 
literature. Under the name of Little, he pub- 
lished a volume of poems, which were justly 
censured for their licentiousness. He visited 
the United States in 1805, but his prejudices did 
not allow him to form a favourable opinion of 
our country. Since bis return, in 1800, be has 
published " The Two-penny Post-bag;" »*The 
Fudge family in Paris;" (^The Loves of the 
Angels ;** and " Lalla Rookh," an oriental ro- 
mance, which unites the purest and softest 
lendemess with the ioAiest dignity, and in every 
page, glows with all the fervour of poetry. 

MORE, Mrs. Hannah, was bom near Bristol, 
about tbe year 1750, and is the youngest <^flve 
sisters. At Bristol, her taste and knowledge 
acquired her the friendship of Dr. Stonehouse, 
who encouraged her to write, and corrected all 
her early effusions. Tbe " Search al\er Hap- 
piness," her first publication, was favourably 
received ; and she soon after published several 
other pieces. In 1788, slie published her " Sa 
«red' Dramas." She retired about 1798, to 
Bomersetshire, with her sisters, where they 
established charity schools amonir tbe colUera, 
witi much advantage to them. She has con- 
tinued since to give her productions to tbe 
world, and besides many others, has published 
* Thoughts on tbe Manners of tlie Great;" 
*^ Strictures on the Modem System of Female 
Education ;" and being consulted on the subject 
of the education of the princess Cbartotte, pro- 
duced " Hints toward forming (he character of 
ft ymmg Princess," which was highly approved 
of, and received with royal approbation. This 
excellent woman, who has constantly lieeo la- 
iMturing to benefit manlrind, has l>een many 
years confined to her bed by an ezcraciatinc 
disease ; but in this situation, she has produced 
•ome of her best works, among which are 
< CcBlebs in Search of a Wife," " Practical 
Piety," ** Christian Morals," ** Essay on the 
Character and Writings of St. Paul," and 
"Moral Sketches of Prevailing Opinions and 
Manners." Amongst her most intimate friends, 
lira. More has numbered Dr. Porteus, Dr. Beat- 
tie, Mrs. Montague, Dr. Johnson, Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, and Mr. Garrick. 

MOROHEN, Raphael, an eminent professor 
of the graphic art, and one of tbe first European 
engravers, was born at Naples, in 1750, and was 
A pupil under the celebrated Volpato. Among 
^ most remarkable of bis works, are the 
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Transfiguration, from Raphael; a Maf^dalea, 
from Murillo ; a Head of the Saviour, from da 
Vinci ; the Monument of Clement XUI., from 
Canova ; and Theseus vanquishing the Mino- 
taur. 

MORILLO, Don PaMo, a man of courage and 
talent, was originally a seijeant of artillery in 
the Spanish marines, but distinguished himself 
so much during tbe war between Spain and 
France, that in the course of it he vras promoted 
to be a general. In 1815, he was placed at tbe 
head of an expedition against South America, 
consisting of twelve thousand men. He was 
at first successful : Cartbagena surrendered to 
him after a siege, during which be confiscated 
the property of tbe Venezuelans, and committed 
many cmeltles. New Granada was afterwards 
reduced, and again Morillo had recourse to the 
system of bloodshed and pillage. These events 
roused tbe spirits of Bolivar, Paez, and Aria- 
mendi, and Morillo was several times defeated, 
he woa driven from Granada, and a great part 
of Caraccas. In 1890, having heard of the revo- 
lution, be returned to Spain, joined tbe patriots, 
and for a time was the political chief (^ Madrid. 
But he has been removed, and appeara to be 
viewed with suspicion 1^ the liberal party. 

M09T0NSKI, connt Thaddeus, an illustrious 
patriot of Poland, was bora at Warsaw, in 1790. 
When Stanislaus was compelled to accede to 
the confederation of Targowitz, and consequent- 
ly to the overthrow of Polish liberty, MostonsU 
ned to Paris, became connected with the Giron- 
dist party, and obtained a promise of assistanea 
for the Poles ; but the triumph of the jacobia 
party put an end to bis prospects ; he returned 
to Poland, took an active part with his coun- 
trymen in their eflbrts to expel their oppressors, 
and when no hope was left of saving his country, 
he refused to fly from Wanaw, was taken pri- 
soner, and was some time confined at St Peters 
burvh. He afterwards resided in France, tillj 
in 1815, he was recalled to Poland by Alexander, 
appointed minister of the home department, ana 
of police. 



NESSELRODE, count Cbaries Robert de, 
cretary for foreign aflfairs, and privy counsellor 
to the emperor of Russia, was bom in Livonia« 
about tbe year 1770. This minister stands high 
in the confidence of his sovdheign, and has often 
received marks of his esteem. He accompanied 
the emperor into France in the campaign of 
1814,and was one of the four plenipotentiaries 
that signed the treaty of quadraple alliance, ai 
Chaumont, in March, of that year. All the notes 
and addresses of tbe emperor, at this period, 
bear his signature, and were mostly drawn up 
by him. After a short stay in Paris, he repaired 
to Vienna, to assist in the conference relative to 
the ftiture constitution of Germany. And after- 
wards, in 1815, he was one of the committea 
that signed the declaration or profession of faith 
of the several powers with respect to Bttona- 
parte. 



OPIE, Mrs., was born In 1771. She h th« 
daughter of Dr. Alderson, an eminent physlefaa, 
of Norwich. This lady early evinced superior 
talents, by composing poems and descriptiva 
pieces, a; an age when young ladies have not 
usually finished their educattoo. In 1706 she

Aa due de Cbartrea, 
ne waa a aoldler in tbe aiailea af tbe repobtic 
for a abort time, but waa aoon nroacribed. Be 
tben aaeaped, travelled la diagulae tbroogb dlf- 
fereat parta of Europe, and at one time filled tbe 
profoaaonhlp of matbematica at Reicluaaa, in 
Ihe Grlaona country, under a borrowed name. 
Be afterwarda yiafted the United Statea, witb 
bb brotbera, and returned to Europe to aaaiat 
bla mother. In ISOO, be took up bla raaidence iu 
Engiand. Be married a daiunter of tbe king 
of Naplea, and now Uvea ia Faria. Be la bebr. 
in no very remote degree, lo the throne of 
France. 

OWeN, Robert, eaq., a native of Great Bri- 
tain, waa Dora to a moderate fortoae, and edu- 
cated aa a manufacturer. With a benevolent 
diapoaition, and a jpowerful underaUnding, he 
haa devoted bia life to tbe atudy of plana for 
amelioraliiig tbe condition of the poor. With 
tida view, he haa formed an eataoUahment in 
Bcodand, called New Lanark, In which bia plana 
have been crowned with aucceaa. Bia principle 
aeema to have been taken originally from the 
Moravian settlementa, but with this dUTerence, 
that among them, property la in common, but, 
on Mr. Owen*8 plan, only auch tbinga are in 
oommoD, aa tend to genend advantaM.

Beconti&aed 
in tbe aervioe of that aoveviign until hia dewa- 
fal, and remaiaed inactive after that event until 
1818. Be waa tben emphwed by Ferdinand, 
with a high military rank, in auppreaaiog tbe 
dreadful ttyieak of brigandiam and robbery 
which tben prevailed in Uia< country. General 
Pepe baa gained hia principal reputation by bead- 
ing the late revolationary omvemeato in Naplci^ 
aad by procuriag a c(Niatiuiti<Hial fiHnof jovara- 
oaent for that country. The interpoaitloM of aa 
Aaatrian armed fbroa^ baa defeated tbe patriotie 
views of thia officer, and compelled bimto letiM 
to Bnsland, where he now rea i de a. 

PERCIVAL, Jamea G.. a poet aad actaofao', 
alike disUnguisbed for genius and tbe ac em a q r 
of bia learning. Be waa bora la Bertta, Cona., 
about the year 178S. Be waa graduated at Talo 
College in 1815, and coamenced tbe practice ef 
medicine in 1830. B^ubliabed hia fint woric 
at New-Bavea, iu 18B0, and two numbers of 
Clio aoon after. In 1834, he puUiabed a haad- 
aome ediUon of hia worka, which waa repob- 
liriied tbe aame year ia -London. He waa 
appointed a profeaaor at Weat Point by the 
government, in 1834, which he wap oUiced to 
relinquish on account of bia heaHb, and wm 
soon after employed aa aui^eon in conneiioa 
with the recruiting aervice at Boeton. This 
aituation he soon left, to devote his attention 
more exclusively to literary pursuits. He is a 
regular writer for the Boston Literary Gazette, 
and his poetry in that is received with general 
admiration. He reaidea in Ma native viHage, 
(1825,) and ia engaged in editing aoma works 
for the preaa. His disposition Ismelanclioly and 
retiring, and bis career haa becai marked witb 
tralta of great eccentricity. He ia, however, a 
man of aingular clevaUon and purity of cbar 
acter in private life. 

PORTER, Jane, and Ann Maria. Tben hi 
diea are aieters, and daughtero of sir Robert Por- 
ter. They have loog^ held a high rank aiaoag 
the female novel writers of the day. Tbe ibr- 
mer haa written " Tbaddeua of Warsaw," "Tba 
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PAEZ, fenenU. la a native of Caraccaa, and 
waa bora in 1787, of poor, but reapeetable pa- 
rents. In early life he waa employed aa a au- 
nerinteadant of the flocks of aa eatabliahment 
in Barinaa. When tbe firat atrugij^e for liberty 
took place In Caraccaa, be JoinM the royallat 
party, and fought on their aide until the cruel- 
Uea of bia associates filled him with disgust 
Be tben left them with a body of cavalry, and 
Joined the patriots in New Grenada, where he 

Kirformed such prodigies of valour, In oppoaing 
oriilo, that be waa made a brigadier-general, 
aad afterwarda general of diviaion. Tbe libe- 
raUon of tbe Colombian republic, by the victo- 
ry of Carabobo, crowned his glory. Paez ia of 
a robust consUtuUon, and possesses great mus- 
cular acUvity and power. He Hves as frugally 
•a bis soldiers, always divides hia booty with 
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•eottkli Obi«(iH" and other works, which have 
keen well received by the public, and verv ez- 
tsnstvely read. The younger sister has publish- 
ed " The Hungarian Brothers,*' " The Secluse 
of Norway,** and more recently the " Fast of 
Bl. Magdalen.*' Until the appearance of that 
splendid series of works, the Waverly novels, 
these sisters had g^ned a great degree of popu- 
larity. They have, however, with others, been 
obliged to yield to the unrivalled merits of the 
** Great Uukaown." 



aUIEOGA, general Antonio. This distin- 
guished Spaniard is indebted for his reputation, 
to his recent patriotic efforts in favour of the 
liberty of his country. When he oommeuced 
the daring task of limiting the powers of his 
sovereign, and assembling the constituted but 
almost obsolete authorities of*lhe kingdom, he 
was hut a colonel in the Spanish army. He was 

S laced at the head of those troops, who, at Ca- 
lx, declared in favour of a free constitution, 
and he issued several spirited proclamations, and 
look every measure in his power to ensure suc- 
cess to the cause in which he had embarked. 
Ouiroga, with his associates, bad the bappi- 
tess to accomplish their glorious purposes ; to 
•ee a cortes assembled, a constitution adopted, 
snd the government organized under that con- 
ititution. Subsequent events have destroyed 
Ihe prospects of the liberal party in Spain, and 
tompelled duiroga to take up his resulenee in 
Bnglaad. 



ROSCOE, William, esq., a distinguished Eng- 
lish writer, was bom of humble parents, from 
whom he received but a common education, and 
Articled to an attorney in Liverpo^. His ardent 
aiind led him to devote all his leisure time to the 
ftudyof the classics, and be soon made himself 
acquainted with the ancient and modem lan- 
guages. Mr. Roscoe was early celebrated both 
as a prose and as a poetical writer; butHbe 
work which gained him the greatest reputation, 
was his " Life of Lorenzo de Medici ;** a work, 
which for purity and el^ance of style, and ex- 
tensive research, has seldom been surpassed. 
He has also been the great mover and supporter 
of several public works in Liverpool ; so much 
lo, that his name is identified with the prosperi- 
ly and even existence of that city. 

S 

SAN MARTIN, general Don Juan, was bom 
in the midst of the Andes, and sent to Madrid 
for education. He entered the array in 1806, and 
displayed |[reat valour in defending the indepen- 
dence ef his omintry under the banners of the 
cortes. After the dissolution of that body he 
quitted 9^«in for Buenos Ayres, and immediate- 
ly joined the patriot forces of that country. As 
an officer of the patriot army be has gained se- 
veral important victories, and contributed much 
*o the independence of the South American 
states. He is now at the bead of tlie independ- 
ent government of Pera. 

SCOTT, Sir Walter, one of the most distin- 
guished and prolific writers of the present day, 
was bom at Edinburgh, in the year 1771, and 
•ducated, first at the high school of that city, 
and then at the linivenity, under professor 



Stewart. The reputation of this gentleman )• 
well known on both sides of the Atlantic ; as a 
poet, he may justly be tanked above most of his 
cotemporaries. His first literary attempt, was 
a translation of two ballads, from the German, 
" The Chase,** and another. In 1803, he pub- 
lished Ills " Border Minstrelsy," a work which 
opened to him a most brilliant literary career. 
Mr. Scott has since published, " The Lay of t!ie 
Last Minstrel,** *^Marmion,or Flodden Field,** 
"The Lady of the Lake,*' "The Vision of 
Don Roderick," " Rokeby," and other poems. 
He has also been emfrioyed to edit the works of 
Swift, Dryden, and other distinguished authors. 
Sir Walter Scott's talents, however, are not 
confined to poetry. He is understood to be the 
author of " Paul's Letters," and of the histori- 
cal department of the recent volumes of the 
Edinburgh Annual Renter ; and he is generally 
believed to be the author of the popular aeries 
of novels, known by the name of the Waverley 
novels. These alone would have placed the 
name of Scott among the great men of the age. 
With his other productions, they will perpetuate 
his reputation, so long as talents are esteemed, 
or fine writing admired. Sir Walter is clerk of 
the court of sessions of Scotland, for which he 
receives about 1,500{. sterling per annum. He 
resides at Edinburgh during the session of the 
court, and the rest of his time at his splendid 
seat at Abbotsford, 40 miles from Ediubnrgh 
He has been from infancy quite lame ; in nis 
manners he is perfectly simple and unostentO' 
tious. He has four children ; one of whom is 
married to the celebrated professor Lockhart. 

SEDGWICK, Catharine, author of two very 
popular novels, the " New-England Tale" atiq 

Redwood,** is the daughter of Judge Sedgwick, 
and was bom at Stockbridge, Mass., in the year 



1798. She is deservedly ranked among the niost 
elegant prose writers of the dav : and is under- 
stood to be now (1825) engaged in the prepara- 
tion of a series of Talcs, founded on scenes in 
New-England. 

SBNEFELDER, Alois, was bora at Municbj 
and placed for education in the university of 
Ingoldstadt, as aTstudcnt of Jurisprudence. To 
him the arts are indebted for the invention of 
lithography; a process, by means of which 
books may now be embellished with prints, 
without incurring such an expense as to place 
tliem beyond the reach of persons of small for- 
tunes. An accurate account of the inventor 
and the Invention, may be found in the SOi 
volume of the supplement to the Encyclopcedia 
Britannica. We can only say, that he received 
the first suggestions of tbit useful art, from an 
accidental dlseovery, and that he brought it to a 
degree of perfection, by successive experiments, 
which will make it of great service to mankind. 
Lithography has since rapidly extended, and 
been applieid to a variety of purposes, connected 
with the arts, In different parts of the continent, 
and in Great Britain. 

SIDDONS, Mrs., is the daughter of Mr. R. 
Kemble. She was bora about the year 1749. 
This lady, commenced her career as a singer, 
but she soon relinquished that emfrfoyment, ana 
attempted tragedy. On her appearance at 
Drary-lane theatre in 1783, her success was 
complete; the public were astonished at her 
powers, and she was acknowledged to be the 
first tragic actress of the age. For more than 
twenty years she retained her high rank as, an 
actress, and continued during that period, to 
enchant the lovers of the drama. She

Hia wridngs have gained 
him a biga reputation at borne and abroad ;

BUfiSEX, tbe duke of, is tbe fourth son of 
fieocge UL, and was bom in 1773. Be received 
Ibe latter part of bis education at Gottingen, 
aad afterwards travdied in Italy.

Br he coatraeted a marriage with lady Augusta 
urray, according to the Eomisb church, and 
an tbar leturn to EoEland* they were married 
la Baaovar Square. This marriage has since 
baaa annulled, as violating tbe roval marriage 
act. Tbe duke baa entered much into public 
life, particularly by accepting tbe office orpresi- 
dent of various societies. He is grand-master 
af tiM society of fireemasons in England. His 
aaaual inconm is fixed at 1S,00Q{. 



TALLEYRAND, Perigord, prince de. This 
celebrated iH»bleman, who is perhaps the most 
conaiderable politician iu Europe, waa bom in 
tlie year 1754, of one of tbe moat ancient Ikmi 
liea in France. Be waa educated for the church, 
and in 1788 was made bishop of Autun. His 
inclination and talents, however, Led him to en- 
gage in political llfo ; at the beginning of the 
vavolutlmi be became a member of the leglsla- 
tive assembly, took an active part in its delibo- 
rationa, and was aaat as the agent of that body, 
on a secret mission to England. On bis return, 
bis influence rapidly increased, and he was 
made minister for foreign affairs. He took an 
active part ia the elevation of Buonaparte to 
the consulship, and under tbe consular govern 
ment was employed as a minister and diploma 
tist. In 1802, tbe pope granted a brief, which 
laiMiad him to a aecular lii«. and legitimated]

and sent as his plenipotentiary to Vienna. He 
is now in nrivate lite, an active and auxentxTe 
observer or the political affbliv of Europe. Pro- 
bably no man living has taken a more active part 
in tbe politicai changes whicb have occarved 
in Europe during tbe last thirty years, or gmined 
a biglier reputaUon for talents, intrigue, aad 
poliucal cunning. 

TALMA, M. Thia dIatinjDiiabed aod adtni- 
mlrable actor, waa bom at Park, Id 176(1. fl« 
attended for some time the classes of declama- 
tloB in (be royal school of Paris, and aocMi ob 
talned an order for hi* appearance on tbe atage 
and in a short time took tbe lead in bia profet- 
sion. Madam oe Stael savs of bim, " Talma 
may be cited as a model or power, aad of dis- 
cretion in tbe use of it, of aimplkity and true 
grandeur. His attitudes recalMo miod the fine 
statues of antiquity ; and the expression of bis 
face and every look, ought to be tbe sto<fyof 
our best painters. There Is in the voice of this 
I man a magic, which I cannot describe ; whicb, 
from the moment when Its first accent is beard, 
awakens all tbe sympathies of the heart ; aO 
the charms of music, of painting, of acolptun^ 
and of jpoetry ; but, ubov^ all, toe language of 
tbe soul.** Talma has succeeded in acquiring 
such dignity of mien, and grandeur of deport- 
ment, that the emperor Napoleon seriously took 
lessons of bim, the better to support his own 
dignity on all great occasions ; it may be added, 
that these great coternporaries loved each other 
ahnoet to idolatry. The wife of Talma is also 
possessed of considerable theatrical reputation, 
both in tragic and comic pans. Her health, 
however, has compelled ber to rcllnquisb tbe 
stage since 1810. 

TEI6NM0UTH, lord, was bom in Devon- 
shire, in 1754, and sent early to India, as a wri- 
ter in the service of the East India Company 
While in that country, be was intimate with 
Mr. Hastings, and under his government filled 
several important offices. In 1793, he succeeded 
to be governor of Bengal. From bis dififerent 
employments in India, be realized a handsone 
fortune, with which he returned to Enclaod, 
where, in 1797, he was created a peer by tlie 
title of baron Teignmoutb. He was tbe inti- 
mate friend of sir William Jopes, whose life 
and worka he has published. Lord Teigumoutfa 
is distinguished for his piety and benevolence; 
be was one of the founders, and is now presi- 
dent of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

THENARD, M. This celebrated French 
chymist was born in 1777. He early applieo 
himself to the study of chsrmlstry, and with socb 
success, that at the age of SO, he was a ehymical 
teacher in the principal public laboratories of 
Paris, and at the polytechnic school. When be 
was 96, he was made professor of chyniratry la 
the college of France, and he soon after suc- 
ceeded tne celebrated Fourcroy, as a member 
of the Institute. In conjunction with Cay- 
LuBsac, he published in 1810, a highly interest 
ing work, entitled " Physico Chymical Enqui- 
ries.*' He has also distinguished himself by 
several other scientific publications. 

TflORVALDSEN, Albert, was bom at O 
P^nbac^ in 17TS. He ia tb? son oran lc«jpate 
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Who lived in that eity. Frdtii bUi inf^ttc|- he 
wad fond of the cdnpAiMyeff hide ettVitf||B 
of his father, who was a Aioneetitlt^r, atidf wlM 
had the sagacfty ||o pereeiVe the tatents of his 
Bon. He accordfngty placed him in the free 
drawing-school at Copenhagen. After di»play- 
tng great talents there, particutsorly in modelling 
hi clay, and receiving several prizes, be i^as sent 
to Home, #faere be resided for som6 time, giv- 
ing the most asstdaotn l^ttentioh to bis favtnirite 
t»urBtilta Hia first pro^etion there, tras ft tlio- 
del of Jfasdn, which Was cohsklcrGd ft tnfttter- 
i»iece. He Wfts Merwards cdmmttHfoiiM to 
execttte th6 /tlMn In mftrMe, ftnd frdmthiit tfiAe 
has been coiutantly employed. He hftS pr6tfn- 
ced several otber vfttnable wdtlu. Since the^oftlM 
death 6f danovft.

TltUMBtrLlL Jbhh. author of M'Fingaf, 
Was born in 1790, in Watertown, Conn. His 
ntber was the coilgregattonal Clergyman of that 

Slace. He was graduated ftt Tale C<!^(ege, in 
767, and was admitted to the bar in Coi^necticut, 
hi 1773, bat soon after entered into the office of 
John Adams, at Boston, as ft student. Here he 
took a lively interest in the passing scenes in 
politics, and often was a contributor to the 

Bipers with great effect He has resided at 
artford. Conn., since 1781, has passed through 
a career of high success at the bar, and from 
1801 to 1819, was a Judge of the superior court 
la his native state. In 1820, he revised his seve- 
ral worlcs, and an edition of them was pub- 
lished, for which he received a liberal compen- 
sation.. At the age of seventy-five, his conver- 
sation is still marked with all that wit and 
vivacity which have distinguished him. 
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WELLINGTON, the duke of, fourth son of 
the late earl of Momington, was born in Ireland, 
May, 1709. He was first placed at Eton school, 
and then sent to the military school of Angers, 
in France. He entered the aitny as an ensign, 
nnd rose by interest and purchase, to the rank 
of lieutenant-colonel, in 1793. The next y6ar 
he commanded a brigade on the continent under 
the duke of York. In 1797, he accompanied 
his brother, lord WeUesley, to India, where he 
rose to the rank of ms^r-general, and to be 
governor of Serlngapatam. On his return to 
England, in 1805, he married a lady of the fa 
mily of lord Longford, was sent to Ireland, as 
secretary of state under the duke of Richmond, 
and subsequently elected a member of parlia- 
ment. In 1809, lord Wellington, then sir Artlinr 
Wellesley, was ordered to the Peninsula, as 
eonimander in chief of the British forces ; and 
it is to his great talents, and brilliant successes, 
in Spain and Portugal, that he is principally 
Indebted 'for his distinguished military reputa- 
tion. During the time be commanded in those 
countiies, he was constantly opposed to Masse- 
na, Murmont, and Soult, thr^ of the most dis- 
tinguished French generals ; and on all occa- 
sions, he proved himself their equal as a general 
and as a commander. For his services there, he 
was created duke of &odrigo, vrith the rank of a 
grandee of Spain, by the Spanish regency, and 
waa successively made an earl and a marquis, 
by his own government, with a pension of 
4,0002. per annum, and a present from parlla- 
loenl of 900,0002. In .1813, after the disasters 
•fBuonaparte in Russia, lord WelllngtonTorced

active part he has taken in the abolition of tba 
African slave trade. His unshaken persever- 
ance, his untiring zeal, and his unbounded 
philanthropy on* this important subject, as well 
as on other occasions, entitle him to the higlies^ 
expressions of applause and gratitude from all

WILKIE, David, esq. Thi;, distttguished 
painter is a native of Scotland, and was born in 
1785. Having early displayed a talent for draw- 
ing, be was sent at the age of fifteen to the 
academy at Edinburgh, where he oontinued 
several years. He wtat to London in 1805, and 
was elected a member of the Rojral Academy, in 
I8I2. He is said to be highly suecessful in pain^ 
ing scenes of domestic life, in the maaoer of 
Hf^arth, and like that great painter seems nevM 
to omit the moat trifling Gircamstance, which 
can tend to exhibit the spirit of the scene which 
he means to represent. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, king of the Nethe^ 
lands, is the son of ilie stadtholder of the United 
Provinces, who was expelled from his country 
by the French, in 1795. He was bom at Uie 
Hague, in 1773, and married, in 1791, a princess 
of Prussia. For severiU years he eonunanded 
the Dutch troops opposed to France, but was 
compelled to abandon his country, and retired 
to England. In 1813, be was invited by a depu- 
tation from Holland, to assume the stadtholder- 
shlp, tmt was saluted by the populace as sove- 
reign prince. The congress of Vienna added 
the Netherlands and Luxemburg to his domi- 
nions, and raised him to the rank of king 
Since the restoration of peace, he has eiven liu 
sanction to a new constitution, which bad been 
approved by the states-general, and has since 
been employed in reducing to order the discor- 
dant materials of his kingdom. 

WILLIAM FREDERICK, the present sove- 
reign of Wlrtemburg, was bom in 1781. He 
married, in 1810, the princess Charlotte of Ba- 
varia, against his Inclination, and solely In 
compliance with the wishes of Napoleon. His 
marriage has since been dissolved by the pope. 
While prince royal of Wirtembui^, he com- 
manded the troops of his own country in the 
allied army, and gave proofb of talents and bra* 
very on several occasions. He succeeded bis

Oanaburg, and made grand maater of tbe ord«> 
of the Bath, by his father. Being destined for 
the army, he was sent to Germany, w^here he 
obtained a knowledge of the language and tac- 
tles of the country. He was subeequently sent 
to the continent as commander of tlie BrltinJi 
forcea, and waa ftir aome time employed tlieita 
in the military movements of that period. M^e- 
ver, however, much to his credit aa a ooldier or 
oflker. On one oecasim, he waa compelled to 
capitulate to the French. On tbe investigation 
of the chariea againat him for malveraatlons in 
offlce, by the house of commons, he resigned 
his commission, but has since been reinstated. 
He was created duke of York and Albsny in 
1784. In 1791 he manrled a daughter cf Frede- 
rick William, king of Fnwsia. The dnkc te 
heir presumptive to the throne of Tagland oa 
the death of the preaent king. 
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
